Diispitb Charles Lamb’s pleasant raillery against books of 
reference as " books which are no hhaks—hiblia a-biblia," 
there is no doubt that such books have in modern times 
become practically indispensable.’ Among reference books 
a Biographical Dictionary must rank of major, impor- 
tance ; there can be few books of greater assistance to the 
student, the teacher, the scholar, and the intelligent reader 
generally. 

Nelson's Biographical Dictionary eminently fulfils 
its purpose as a book of handy reference. It has been 
brought out in a form which will ensure its frequent use ; 
it is convenient in size ; it gives the information which is 
moat coinnionly sought for, and gives it in the most concise 
form possible. 

AH persons of outstanding importance, from the earliest 
times to the present clay, and from every country, arc 
included if their names are at all likely to occur in the 
course of ordinary reading or study. They may be dis- 
tinguished in literature, science, art, sport, statesmanship, 
or military allairs — all the activities of mankind receive 
altontion. 

With every notice the date and place of birth and death 
arc given, if the.se arc known, as well as the pronunciation 
of the name where this seems necessary. The brief 
account of each person ’.s career is sufficiont to indicate the 
importance of what he or she has done. 

The booli makes no claim to give a long monograph on 
each person, or an elaborate critical estimate of his work ; 
for these the reader must cou.sult larger and more specialized 
volumes. Ill a word, it is not a hook for the export in any 
branch of study, but It will be a valuable aid to the ordinary 
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student or reader. It will settle in a moment tlie facts of 
a man's life, when and where he lived, and whii t he did to 
make his name memorable. 

The DicHonat'y of Mythology at the end contimics tlic 
biographical plan of the book. It will bo ol value in ex- 
plaining allusions, in solving miiny a dihieulty, and in 
clearing up points regarding which the average reader may 
feel uncertain, telling him much that he would like U) know, 
or that he once knew but has forgotten.

Abdul-Haimtl II. (1842-1918), 
Sultan of Turkey, 187(1-1909 ; 
Armenian atrocities earned forbira 
the titles ‘ Abdul tlio Damned ‘ 
and ‘ Great Assassin ’ ; fought 
Russo-Turkisli and Greek wars ; 
deposed after ‘ Young Turk ’ re- 
volution of 1008. 

Abdul-Eadir. See Abd-el-

Abdul-Medjid (1823-61), Sultan 
of Turkey, carried out reforms ; 
accepted European aid against 
Mchemet All ; refused to give itp 
the Hungarian patriot Kossuth to 
Austria. 

Abdur-Ralirnan Khan (1843- 
rqoi), Amir of Afghanistan from 
1880 ; revolted against uncle, 
Shere Alt, 1863 ; was defeated, 
1868, and exiled to Samarkand ;

amir by British ; steadily pro- 
British during reign.

and London, igoi ; m.p. for Shore- 
ditch, 1910-22, for Swindon, 1929- 
51, and 1934-5 ; first minister of 
health, 1919-21. 

Addison, Joseph (1672-1719), 
Eng. essayist and port ; b. 
Milston, Wilts ; educated Charter- 
house and Oxford. His early 
veitses and translations attracted 
tlic interest of Drydcn, and Jacob 
Tonson, the publisher, who intro- 
duced him to mOH of rank and 
fiisliion, through whoso patronage 
lie was awarded a pension of 
£300, to allow him ' to travel and 
qualify liimsclf to serve his 
majesty,’ King Wiliimu, Ifrcim 
1609 to 1703 he lived on the Conti- 
nent, and wrote his Lctlcr to Lord 
Halifax, Dialogues on Medals, and 
four acts of Cato, a classical play.

c. 1100-59), tbe only Englishman 
over elected Pope ; b. Langley ; 
abbot of St. Rufus, near Arles, 
1137 ; cardinal-bishop of Albans, 
1146; Pope, 1134. 

Aehrenthal (e-ren-tiiV), Alois, 
Count Lexa von (1834-1913) ; 
b, Gross-Skal, Bohemia ; Austro- 
Hungarian statesman, aiuhassador 
to various capitals, 1888-1906 ; 
foreign minister to Dual Monarchy, 
1906-12. Powerful and obstinate, 
he annexed Bosnia and Herce- 
govina, igo8, and created diplo- 
matic situation which was a 
factor in bringing about the Great 
War. 

fElfred {iil'freci) the iEtheling 
(d. 1036), younger brother of 

Edward the Confessor ; asserted 
right to Eng. throne, 1036, but 
was defeated and blinded by Earl 
Godwin ; died at Ely. 

®ltrio [dl'Jno) (c. 955-c. 1020), 

‘ the grammarian ’ ; great writer 
of O.E. prose ; abbot of Eyns- 
ham, near Oxford ; wrote famous 
Homilies, Lives of the Saiuis, and 
Grammar and Glossary.

scenes. 

iEschines [cs'ki-nas) (389-314 
B.C.), Athenian orator ; rival of 
jdemosthenes and friend of .So- 
crates : opposed proposal to re- 
ward Demostliones, wlio n'phed 
with De Corona, and brought about 
his exile to Ithodes. 

aischylus {cs'ld-liis) (sa.S' 45(1 
D.c.), father of Gr. tragedy ; b. 
Eleusis ; fought against Persia at 
battles of Marallicm, .Salaaiis, Ai te- 
inisium, and Plat.i'a ; prodaeeil 
about seventy dramas, of wliieli 
only sown survive : The Sup- 
pliants, Perste, Seven n/’/iinst 
Thebes, Prometheus, Annineninon, 
Choephorev, and Euntenides. lio 
was the greatest of (ir, tragii' 
poets : his plays, dealing wUli tlio 
larger issues of fate, siiow gi'audenr 
of conception. 

550 II. e.), 
Gr. author of fable.s ; traciitiomdly 
a freed slave ; sent on embassy lo 
Cra'sus at Delphi ; excited ire by 
sarcastic, tongue, and was burlefl 
from a precipice.

George Sand, Heine, etc. After 
separation from her liusband, 
became mistress of Franz Liszt ; a 
daugiitcr of tiiis liai.wn, Cosima, 
became wife of Richard Wagner. 

Agcicoln (or Bauer), Geoeg 
(1,(90-1555), Gcr. doctor; b. 
Glaiiebaii, Saxony ; the ‘ fatlier 
of niincralogy,’ wlio was the. first 
to syslcmatlze it in his De Re 
Alelallica {155C1). 

Agtioola, Gna!us Jumus (A.ti. 
37-93), Roman gi'neral audslatos- 
iiiaii ; governor ot Britain, 78-85 ; 
subdued largo part of Britain ; 
established lino ot forts between 
Forth and Clyde ; implanted 
Homan civilization and customs ; 
discovered Britain to bo an 
island ; bis successes aroused tlm 
jealousy of Domitiau, and his later 
years were spent in retirement ; 
Uto written by his son-in-law, 
Tacitus. 
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Agricola, Johann, originally 
ScHNiTTER (1492-1566). Ger. Prot. 
reformer j b~ Eisleben j formeti 
intimacy witfi Luther, but pro- 
mulgated doctrines which Luther 
pronounced to be autinomian. 
Dispute became bitter, and Agri- 
cola went to Berlin. 

Agrippa, King. See under 
Herod. 

Agrippa, Marcus Vipsanius 
(63-12 B.C.), commanded the 

Rom. fleet at battle of Actimn, 
31 B.c. ; thrice consul ; greatly 
improved Rome. 

Agrippina. (1) The Elder {d. 
A.D. 33), daughter of Agrippa; 
married Germanious, whom_ she 
accompanied on his campaigns. 
After husband's death was exiled 
and starved to death. (2) The 
Younger (a.d. 16-59), daughter 
of above, and mother of Nero ; 
poisoned her third husband, 
Claudius, to secure throne for 
Nero, who eventually had her 
murdered. 

Aguilera ( d - ge - ld ' rd ), Ventura 
Ruu (iSao-8ij, Span, lyric poet; 
b. Salamanca ; influenced by 
Beranger and Lamartine. 

Ahab (c. 875-c. 852 B.C.), King 
of Israel ; married Jezebel, and 
by her influence introduced wor- 
ship of Baal ; killed in war with 
Syria at Ramoth Gilead (i Kings 
16 and 22). 

Ahasnerus, King of Persia, 
husband of Esther, has been 
idenflfied with Xerxes, 

Ahaz (c. 740-724 B.c.), King of 
Judah, against the advice of 
Isaiah called in the aid of the 
King of Assyria against Israel, 
and so became his vassal (2 Kings 
16 and 23). 

Ahimeieoh, high priest of Israel, 
slain by Saul for his kindness to 
David (I Sam. 22). 

Ahithophel, O.T. character, re- 
nowned for sagacity, who espoused 
cause of Absalom (2 Sam. 15). 

Ahmad (i8g8- ), Shah of 

Persia, succeeded on father’s 


abdication, 1909, country being 
under regency until coronation, 
1914. During Great War main- 
tained strict neutrality. In 1919 
concluded Anglo-Persian agfee- 
inent with this country. Deposed 
192s. 

Ahmed Fuad. See Fuad i. 

Aicard [a-kUr'), Jjian Francois 
Victor (1848-1921), Fr. poet, 
novelist, and dramatist ; b. Toulon ; 
member of Fr. Academy ; wrote 
Pocmes de Provence and La, 
Chanson de I’ Enfant, both crowned 
by the Academy, and several 
novels ; most successful play is 
Le Pire Lebounard (1890), 

Aidan, St. {d. 651), monk of 
Iona ; converted Northumbria to 
Christianitj' ; founded monastery 
of Lindisfarnc ; his piety is waj;mly 
praised by Bede. 

Aikin, John (1747-1822), Eng. 
physician and writer ; b. Kib- 
worth-Harcourt, Loioestersliire ; a 
friend of Howard the philanthro- 
pist ; wrote, with his sister Mrs. 
Barbauld, Evenings at Home ; 
author of numerous biographical 
worlcs. His daughter, Lucy Aikin 
{I78i-r864), b. Warrington, wrote 
on history and biography. 

Aimard (il-miir'), Gustave (pen- 
name of Olivier GIoux) (1818- 
83), Fr. novelist ; b, Paris ; 
travelled extensively ; organized 
Francs-tireurs against Gormans, 
1870-1 ; wrote adventure stories 
of the Fenimore Cooper stamp. 

Ainger, Alrred, Canon (1837— 
1904), Eng. churchman and writer ; 
b. London ; Master of the Temple 
Church from 1894. Noted for 
biography and critical apprecia- 
tion of Charles Lamb.

Ainley, Henry Hinchliepe 
(1879- ), Eng. actor-manager ; 

b. Leeds ; toured in America, 
1903 : served in Great War ; 
joint manager of St. James’s 
Theatre, London. 

Aimniillei (in'mil-er), Max Em- 
manuel (1807-70), Ger. painter ; 
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b. Munich ; revived art of glass 
staining. Much of his glasswork 
is in Cologne, Ratisbon, Glasgow, 
and St. Paul's Cathedral, London. 

Ainsworth, Wiluam Francis 
(1807-96), Eng. surgeon and geog- 
rapher ; b. Exeter ; a founder of 
W. London Hospital ; wrote 
works on his Asiatic travels. 

Ainsworth, Wii.uam Harrison 
(1805-82), En.g. novelist ; b. Man- 
chester ; author of about forty 
novels (historical and antiquarian), 
remarkahlo for vigour of descrip- 
tion and the construction of strik- 
ing situations ; best known are 
Tower of London, Old St. Paul’s, 
and Windsor Castle. 

Aird, Sir John (1833-1911), 
Brit, contractor; i. London; 
with father orootod Crystal Palace 
at Sydenham, 1851; constructed 
railways, docks, etc., all over world. 
Greatest work, oonstruolion of 
groat dams at Aswan and Asyut 
on Nile, 1898-1902 ; m.p. for 
N. Paddington, 1887-1905. 

Airy, Sir George Biddeli. 
(1801-92), Eng. astronomer; b. 
Alnwick ; senior wrangler, Cam- 
bridge, 1823 ; prof, of mathematics 
and astronomy, Cambridge; organ- 
ized the observatory ; astronomer- 
royal, 1835-81; conducted miiiier- 
ous astronomical and nieteoro- 
logical researches, and brought 
the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
up to an unrivalled standard of 
usefulness ; sent expedi tions to 
observe the transits of Vciuis in 
1874 and 1882, and was prominent 
in solar eclipse observations. 

Aitken, William Maxwell. See 
Beaverbrook, Baron. 

Aiton, William (1731-93), Scot, 
botanist ; b. near Flamilton ; 
first director of the bolaiiical 
gardens at Kow. 

Akhar (the Great), Jella- 
LADiN Mohammed (1542-1605), 
Mogul emperor of India from 
155S ; a. groat conqueror and 
enlightened ruler; extended do- 
minion over N. India ; generous 


patron of literature ; tolerated all 
religions ; reduced excessive taxa- 
tion, and created a system of 
roads and waterways. 

A Kempis, Thomas. See Kem- 
PIS. 

Akenside, Mark (1721-70), Eng. 
poet and physician ; b. Newcastie- 
on-Tyne ; son of a butcher ; 
caricatured by Smollett in Pere- 
grine Pickle-, principal physician 
to Christ’s Hospital, 1759 ; wrote 
Pleasures of Imagination, etc. 

Alaooque (d-ld-kok'). Margue- 
rite Marie (1647-90), Fr. nun ; 
b. Lauthecour, Saoue-et-Loire ; 
foundress of the worship of the 
Sacred Heart ; canonized, igao. 

Alamanni, Luigi (1495-1556), 
Ital. poet ; b. Florence ; driven 
from Florence by the Medici, he 
served Francis 1. and Henry ii, 
of France as ambassador. 

Alarcon {d-ldr-kon'), Hernando 
DE, Span, navigator of the i6th 
cent., ascended Colorado R, ; 
surveyed coast of California. 

Alarcdn, Juan Ruiz de (1581- 
1639), Span, dramatist ; i. TIaoho, 
Mexico ; wrote many plays, in- 
cluding La Vndad Sospechosa 
(imitated in Corneille’s Le Men- 
teur) ; regarded as one of greatest 
Span, dramatists. 

Alarcdn, Pedro Antonio de 
(1833-gi), Span, novelist ; b. 
Guadix, Granada ; served with 
Span, army in Morocco, and 
chronicled his experiences ; wrote 
many novels. 

Al'ario I. [d, 410), * the Goth ’ ; 
b. isl. of Peuce at mouth of 
Danube ; revolted from Roman 
Empire and became King of 
Visigoths, 395 ; invaded Greece, 
395-6, and forced Athens to pay 
ransom ; in 402 invaded Upper 
Italy, but was defeated by 
Stilicho at Verona ; captured 
and pillaged Rome, 410. 

Alario H. (484-507), King of 
Visigoths ; slain in battle by 
Clovis, King of the Franlis, near 
Poitiers. 
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Alban, St. (3rd cent,), first Brit, 
martyr; born at Verulam (now 
St. Albans) ; put to death during 
persecution of Christians, c. 304 ; 
church built on scone of his mar- 
tyrdom by Offa of lilercia. 

Alhan'i, Dame {nie Marie Louise 
Emma Cocilia Lajounesse) (1832- 
1930), famous Canadian vocalist 
of I'r. descent ; b. near Montreal ; 
operatic and oratorio soprano. 

Albany, Louise Maximilienhe 
Caroline, Countess of (i 753 - 
1824), daughter of Gustavos .Adol- 
phus of Stolberg-Gedern ; b, .Mons ; 
married Charles Edward Stuart, 
the Young Pretender, 1774, but 
obtained a separation, T784. 
She became the mistress of -Alficri, 
the poet, who immortalizecl her. ' 

Al-Battani, Mohammed Ben 
Jabir Ben Sinan, Abu Abdul- 
lah (c. 850-929), better known by 
his latinized name of Albategnius ; 
b. Batan, Iraq ; was the most illus- 
trious of the Arabian astronomers. 

Albemarle, ist Duke of. See 
Monck. 

Albert, Francis Charles Au- 
gustus Emanuel (1819-61), 
Prince Consort of Queen Victoria ; 
b. Rosenau ; younger son of 
Ernest, Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha. Married Queen Victoria, 
1840 ; received title of Prince 
Consort, 1857 ; suggested idea of 
Great Exhibition, 1831 ; bought 
Balmoral Castle as Scot, royal resi- 
dence ; died of typhoid at Wind- 
sor ; did much to increase pros- 
perity of Britain. 

Albert Prederiok Arthur George, 
Prince (1895- ), second son 

of King George V. and Queen 
Maty ; present at battle of Jut- 
land ; joined Air Force, 1917 ; 
promoted captain in 1919 ; subse- 
quently entered Trinity Coll., 
Cambridge. Duke of York, 1920. 
Married Lady E. Bowes-Lyon, 
1923. Carried through successful 
Austr^ian tour, 1927 ; high 
commissiouer of General Assembly 
Church of Scotland, 1929. 
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Albert (1875-1934), Ki“g of the 
Belgians ; b. Brussels ; succeeded 
his uncle Leopold ii., 1909. 
When Germany (1914) demanded 
that Belgium should grant free 
passage to the Ger. armies, the 
king and his ministers refused. 
Throughout the war the king was 
in the field with his army. Pie was 
of scientific turn of mind, iiiler- 
ested in art and literature. Killed 
in mountaineering accident. 

Alhertus Magnus (1193 or 1206- 
80), scholastic philosopher ; b. 
Swabia, Germany ; known as 
‘ the Universal Doctor ’ ; a cele- 
brated lecturer in science, theol- 
ogy, and philosophy ; archbishop 
of Ratisbon ; teacher of Thomas 
Aquinas ; wrote scholarly exposi- 
tions of Aristoile, 

Albuquerque Idl-boo-kcy-ki), Al- 
PHONso d’ (1453-1515), Port, ex- 
plorer and conqueror, often called 
‘ the Great ’ ; b. near Lisbon ; 
in 1503 sailed for the East, cap- 
tured Goa, Malacca, and isl. of 
Ormuz ; established Port, power 
in India ; led fir.st European fleet 
into Red Sea. Died at sea. 

Alosens (al-se'its) (600 n.c.) of 
Lesbos, one of the greatest Gr. 
lyric poets ; composed songs of 
war, hymns, and lyrios of love 
and wine ; only fragments of his 
works remain. The Alcaic strophe, 
named after him, was a favourite 
metre of Plorace. 

Alcibindes (^il-si-bi'd-cles) (c. 
450-404 B.c.), Athenian general 
and politician ; was brought up 
by his uncle, Pericles ; was accused 
of an outrage against the statues 
of Herlnes, fled to Sparta, and 
became a dangerous enemy of 
Athens. Having made love to the 
wife of Agis ii. of Sparta, he was 
forced to take refuge in Asia 
Minor. Later he joined tile 
Athenian fleet in the Algeaii, and 
gained victories at Abydos, 411, 
and Cyzicus, 410, and oapturecl 
Chalcedon and Byzantium for his 
native land. Permitted to return 
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to Athens, 407, he became com- 
inander-in-chief, but was again 
exiled. He was murdered in 
Phrygia. Ha had probably the 
quickest intelligence of his time 
ill Athens, but was wholly self- 
centred and without scruple. 

Aleman, or Alcm/eon (7th 

cent, n.c.), Gr. poet ; a Lydian 
o£ Sardis, and an emancipated 
slave ; regarded as the inventor 
of love poetry. Few fragments of 
his work survive. 

Aloook, Sir John William 
(iSgs-iQig), Brit, airman; b, 
Manchester ; served with dis- 
tinction in the Great War ; was, 
along with Sir Whitten Brown, 
the first airman to make a direct 
transatlantic flight from St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, to Ireland, June 
iqig. Knighted for this feat. 
Killed while flying to Paris. 

Aloook, Sir Rutherford (1809- 
97), surgeon, diplomatist, and 
author ; h. London ; surgeon 
during Carlist War, 1836 ; held 
important consular appointments 
in Cliina and Japan. 

Aloott, Louisa May (1832-88), 
Amcr. writer for the young; 0. 
Philadclpbia ; to begin with had 
hard life as dolls’ dressmaker, 
teacher, and servant ; best known 

book, LiliU Women. 

Alcuin {al'kziiin) (733-804), Eng. 
ecclesiastic and scholar ; 6. York ; 
head of York cathedral school, 
766 ; settled at court of Charle- 
magne, where he did much to 
spread civilization and learning ; 
became liead of St. Martin’s 
Abbey, Tours, 796. 

Alden, John (1599-1687), one 
of the Pilgrim Fathers ; settled 
at Duxbury, Mass. ; his wife, 
Priscilla Mullens, is celebrated in 
Longfellow’s Miles Standish. 

Aldhelm. See Ealdhelm. 

Alflrei (d. 1069), Archbishop of 
York, 1060; crowned William the 
Conqueror, 1066 ; first Eng. 
bishop to make a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem. 
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Aldrich, Thomas Bailey (1836- 
1907), Amer. poet and novelist; 
b. Portsmouth, U.S.A. ; ed. At- 
lantic Monthly (1881-90) ; pro- 
lific prose and verse writer; 
author of The Ballad of Babie 
Bell, Story of a Bad Boy, etc. 

Aldrovan'di, Ulissi (1522-1603), 
Ital. naturalist ; 6. Bologna ; 

prof, of botany at Bologna ; 
made a large collection of speci- 
mens and founded botanic garden ; 
■v/xoto Natural History (1599-1603). 

Aleander [til-d-an'der), Hierony- 
mus (1480-1542), Ital. cardinal ; 
b. near Venice ; was Luther’s lead- 
ing opponent at Diet of Worms, 
1521, and a zealous persecutor 
of the Reformers. 

Aleardi {cl-lil-ar'de), Aleardo, 
Count (1812-78), Ital. poet ; 6. 
Verona ; took part in revolution- 
ary movement of 1848 ; author of 
many patriotic verses. 

Aleosnndri, Vasile (1821-90), 
Romanian poet and statesman ; 
J. Bacau ; collected Romanian 
songs and ballads ; minister of 
foreign affairs, 1850; ambassador 
to France, 1885. 

Alekhine, Alexander (1892- 
), Russian chess player ; 8. 
Moscow ; became naturalized 
Frenchman after Russian Revolu- 
tion ; defeated Capablanca, 1927. 

Alembert {ti-lon.-bar'), Jean le 
Rond d’ (1717-83), Fr. philosopher 
and mathematician ; a foundling : 
b. Paris ; studied theology, law, 
and medicine, then finally mathe- 
matics ; pub. researches on the 
integral calculus, on the nutation 
of the axis of the earth, and other 
physical problems ; was associated 
with Diderot in the compilation of 
the Diciionnaire Encyclopidique. 

Alesius (d-U'shi-Ms), Alexander 
(1500-65), Scot, reformer ; b. 
Edinburgh ; convert of Patrick 
Hanulton ; escaped to Germany 
1532, became friend of Melanch- 
thon and Luther ; prof, of 
theology at Franlcfurt-on-Oder 
and at Leipzig. 
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Alexander, name of eight Popes. 
Alexander i. (Pope 106-115). 
believed to have died a martyr. 
Alexander ii. (Ansehno Baggio) 
(Pope 1061-73); *• Milan; re- 
lorined the Church. Alexander 
HI. (Orlando Bandinelli) (Pope 
ii5g-8i) : b. Siena ; antagonist 
of Frederick Barbarossa ; pre- 
sided at Lateran Council, 1179, 
which decreed a two-thirds ma- 
jority of cardinals requisite for 
papal elections ; in iiSi ex- 
communicated William tha Lion 
of Scotland. Alexander iv. 
(Rinaldo) (Pope 1254-61), tried 
to reconcile Eastern and Western 
Churches. Alexander v. (Peter 
Philarges) (Pope 1409-10): b. in 
Crete. Alexander vi. (Rodrigo 
Borgia) (Pope 1492-1503), nephew 
of Calixtus in. ; b- Xativa, Spain ; 
early promoted in the Church, 
won his election by bribery, and 
during his pontificate aimed at 
providing handsomely for his 
natural children, the best known 
of whom were Cesare and Lncrexia 
Borgia ; though a {latroa of art, 
has a worse reputation than any 
other Pope. Aleaanpjjh loi. 
(Fabio Chigi) (Pope 1655-67) ; b. 
Siena ; a patron of learning, did 
much for the improvement of 
Rome. Alexander viii. (Pietro 
Ottohoni) (Pope i68g-gi). 

Alexander I. (1078-1124), King 
of Scotland, 1107 ; surnamed ‘ the 
Fierce ’ ; son of Malcolm Canmore 
and Margaret ; founded abbeys at 
Scone and Inchcohn. 

Alexander IT. (1198-1249), King 
of Scotland, 1214 ; son of William 
the Lion ; subdued Argyll and 
Moray ; died on the eve of an 
expedition against the Norsemen 
of the Western Islands. 

Alexander HI. (1241-85), King 
of Scotland, 1249 ; son of above ; 
defeated King Haakon at Largs, 
after which the Hebrides and 
Isle of Man were ceded to the 
Scot crown. Killed by fall 
over cliffs at Kinghom, The 
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period of Alexander ii. and in. is 
known as ‘ the golden age of 
Scottish liistory.’ 

Alexander the Great ( 3 .‘i 6 - 3 a 3 
B.C.), King of Macedon ; son of 
Philip It. of Macedon, and Olym- 
pias, sister of Alexander i. of 
Epirus. Educ. under Aristotle, 
343-342. In 336 he succeeded 
his father. Suppressed the risings 
of the Illyrians and Triballians. 
Marched on the Tliobans, who had 
taken up arms, and razed their city, 
sparing only the. house of the pool 
Pindar. Alexander next prepared 
for a war against Persia ; crossed 
the Hellespont, 334, with 35,000 
men, and won a brilliant victorv 
at the R. Granious ; during thii 
campaign Alexauder severed the 
‘ Gordian Knot,’ which, it was 
fabled, could only be untied by 
the conqueror of Asia. He next 
marched against Darius, whom lie 
overthrew at Issiis, 333- He 
then, subdued Syria, Palestine, 
and Egypt, and fomidod tbo city 
of Alexandria, 331. He agaiii 
marched against Darius, whom lie 
routed at Arbela ; Darius escaped, 
but Habj'Jon and Susa sun'cii- 
dored to the conqueror, who 
then marched triumphantly into 
Persepolis, the Persian capital. 
He next invaded India, 326. but, 
after conquering the Punjab, lie 
was compelled to return to 
Persia owing to revolt among his 
troops. Upon his return to Baby- 
lon be was suddenly smitten with 
fever, and died after eleven days, 
aged 32. He was buried in ,r 
golden coffin at Alexandria, and 
received divine honours.

Alexauder (1893-1920), King of 
Greece; second son of King 
Constantine; succeeded 1917; 
boundaries of Greece extended 
during his reign. 

Alexanderl., Paolovitch (i 777 - 
1825), Tsai of Russia, i8or. He 
took part in various campaigns

against Napoleon, but was obliged 
to conclude the Peace of Tilsit, 
1807. After the disastrous Fr. 
campaign in Russia Alexander 
took a prominent part in the 
great struggle of 1813-14. During 
his reign Finland and Georgia 
were annexed. He abolished tor- 
ture and the transference of 
peasants as more chattels, founded 
schools, and fostered trade, but 
many of his ideals were unfulfilled. 

Alexander II., Nicqlaevitch 
(1818-81), Tsar of Russia, suc- 
ceeded to the throne during the 
Crimean War, rSss. In 1877 he 
declared war on Turkey. The 
emancipation of the serfs was the 
chief event of his reign. The latter 
part of his reign was taken up with 
efforts to suppress the Nihilists, 
by whom he was assassinated. 

Alexander IH., Alexakdro- 
VITCH (r 845-94), Tsar of Russia, 
1881; broke away from Triple 
Alliance wi th Germany and Aus- 
tria ; ruled as an autocrat, and 
avoided wars. 

Alexander I., Obrenovitoh 
( 1876-1903), King of Serbia ; 
succeeded his father Milan, 1889 ; 
unpopular owing to his reactionary 
legislation and his marriage with 
Draga Mashin ; both king and 
queen were assassinated. 

Alexander I., King of Yugo- 
slavia (1888-1934), second son of 
King Peter of Serbia ; b. Cetinje ; 
distinguished himself in Balkan 
Wars ; commander • in - chief of 
Serbian armies during the Great 
War. Succeeded his father, igai. 
In rgag abolished the constitution 
and reigned as a dictator. Assas- 
sinated at Marseilles. 

Alexander I. (of Battenberg) 
(1857-93), elected, 1879, Prince of 
Bulgaria ; annexed Eastern Ru- 
meha ; forced to abdicate by 
Russia ; restored to throne by a 
counter-revolution, but shortly 
afterwards abdicated, 1886. 

Alexander of Hales (c. It 75 - 
1245), Eng. medimval theologian; 
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b. in Gloucestershire ; member of 
Franciscan order ; wrote Stmima 
Unwersa Theologies. 

Alexander, Boyd (1873-1910), 
Brit, explorer and naturalist ; b. 
Cranbrook, Kent; crossed Africa 
from Niger to Nile, 1904-7 ; 
killed by natives on borders of 
Sudan. 

Alexander, Sir George (1858- 
rgi8), Eng. actor and manager ; 
b. Reading ; called the Beau 
Brummell of the stage. Produced, 
among other plays. The Prisoner 
of Zenda, If I -were King, and 
His House in Order. 

Alexander, Sir William (1567- 
1640), Earl of Stirling, Scot, 
courtier poet ; was granted Nova 
Scotia by James i., 1G21, and 
from 1626 was secretary of state 
for Scotland. 

Alexander.WiLLUM (1B24-1911), 
Prot. Archbishop of Armagh, and 
primate of all Ireland ; b. London- 
derry ; a well-known theological 
writer and poet. His wife, Cecil 
Frances Alexander, was a noted 
hymn writer. 

Alexander Severus, Marcus Au- 
relius (208-35), Roman emperor, 
222; proclaimed by Praetorians 
after murder of Heliogabaliis ; 
introduced many useful reforms ; 
put to death by Pnetorians at 
Mainz for offering peace to Ger- 
mans. 

Alexanderson, Ernst F. W. 
(r878- ), inventor andengineer; 
b. Uppsala ; emigrated to U.S.A., 
1901 ; developed a high frequency 
alternator ; has worked at tele- 
vision. 

Alexandra, Queen (1844-1925) 
(Alexandra Caroline Marie 
Charlotte Louise Julie), 
daughter of Christian ix. of Den- 
mark, wife of Edward vii., 1863 ; 
6. Copenhagen. ; took a deep inter- 
est in the welfare of her people ; 
reorganized the army nursing ser- 
vice; during Great War worked 
devotedly on behalf of organiza- 
tions for the relief and comfort

of Brit, soldiers. Alexandra Day 
rvas instituted in igia to raise 
funds for hospitals, children’s 
holiday funds, etc. 

Alexei (a-lek'si), Michailovicii 
(1629-76), Tsar of Russia, father 
of Peter the Great ; introduced 
western ideas of civilization to 
Russia. 

Alexei, Petrovitgh (1690-1718), 
eldest son of Peter the Great ; b. 
Moscow ; opposed his father’s re- 
foims, and resisted the ‘ western- 
izing ’ of the country. 

Alex'ina I., Comnenus (1048- 
lii8), Byzantine emperor; b. 
Constantinople ; succeeded 1081 ; 
hv seeking help of West against 
Turks brought about First Crusade; 
recovered Asia Minor, aided by 
Godfrey of Bouillon ; afterwards 
refonned administration. 

Aliaa'o, Franco (1877- ), 

I tab musician ; b. near Naples ; 
completed Puccini’s unfinished 
Turandot. 

Alfieri (ill-fe-d're), Count Vit- 

TORto (17.49-1803), Ital. poet and 
dramatist ; b. Asti ; inherited an 
immense fortune. He formed an 
attachment with the Countess of 
Albany, and lived with her in 
Paris and in Florence. His great 
reputation rests on 19 tragedies — 
e.g, Abele and Cleopatra ; besides 
lyrics and satires he wrote Me- 
moirs (Eng , tra ns. 1810). 

Alfon'so Xllt. (1886- ), post- 

humous son of Alfonso xn. ; 
h. Madrid ; King of Spain from 
birth till 1931 ; mamc'd, 1906, 
Princess Ena of Battenberg, niece 
of Edward vii. In 1923 power 
was seized by the military under 
General Primo de Rivera, who 
governed as dictator till 1930, being 
succeeded by General Berenguer 
as premier. On April 14, t93i, 
Republican successes at the muni- 
cipal elections led Alfonso and 
his family to leave Spain. In 
Nov. 1931 the Cortes found him 
guilty of high treason, confiscated 
his property, and outlawed him. 
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AUord, Henry (1810-71), Eng. 
divine, poet, and Biblical scholar ; 
b. London ; Dean of Canterbury, 
1837-71 ; first ed. of Contem- 
porary Review ; wrote hymns, 
poems, and ed. the N.T. in Greek. 

Alfred the Great (849-goi), 
King of the W. Saxons ; b. 
Wantage ; fou,ght against the 
Danes in TEthelred’s reign ; suc- 
ceeded 871, and soon afterwards 
made peace. Danes of E. Anglia, 
under Guthrum, again invaded 
Wessex, S78, and Alfred had to 
withdraw to Atheliiey ; raised 
army and defeated Guthrum at 
Ethandun, after which, by Peace 
of Wedmorc, Danes retired east of 
Watling Street, and recognized 
Alfred as overlord. Struggle re- 
newed, 893, by Danes from over- 
seas, but ended in favour of 
Alfred. During peace which fol- 
lowed he enlarged navy, founded 
schoqls, codified and onforcod 
the laws, trans, into Anglo- 
Saxon works by Orosius, Bede, 
Boethius, Gregory, etc., and en- 
couraged the compilation of the 
Saxon Chronicle. 

Algarot'ti, Francesco, Count 
(1712-64), ftal. philosopher, poet, 
and art critic ; b. Venice ; tra- 
velled through Europe ; in Paris 
became intimate with Voltaire. ; 
in Prussia became friend and 
chamberlain of Frederick the 
Great. Works include essays on 
art, etc. 

Alhaz'en, Ibn-ae-Hazan (9G3- 
1039), Arab, astronomer and op- 
tician; b. Basra. His book on 
optics discussed refraction ; said 
to have been the first to suggest 
the use of spectacles. 

All Bey (1766-1818), name as- 
sumed by Domingo Badia y 
Leblich, Span, traveller who in 
eastern costume visited Morocco, 
Tripoli, Egypt, Arabia, Syria ; 
entered Mecca as pilgrim ; 3vrote 
Travels in Asia and Africa-, d. 
Aleppo. 

Aim, Oskar Josef (1846-1900), 
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Swed. economist and historian ; 
b. Falun ; rector of Uppsala Univ. ; 
many works on history of Sweden. 

Al'ington, Cimii. Argentine 
(iSye- ), Brit, educationist 
and writer ; 6. Ipswich ; head- 
master of Eton, 1916-S3; chaplain 
to thoKingiigai; Deanof Durham 
since rgsS- Author of A School- 
master's Apology (1914), Eton 
Fables (igai), etc. 

All Pasha (i74r-iaa2), Alba- 
nian chief, surnained ‘the Lion’; 
served Turkey in war with Austria 
and Russia, 1787 ; created Pasha 
of Jaiiina, 1788. In 1797 he 
secured for himself the Venetian 
coast line of Albania, and there- 
after sided with France or Britain 
as advantage prompted. Sultan 
Mahmoud ii. defiosed and after- 
wards murdered him. ^ Lord Byron 
introduces him in ChilUe Harold’s 
Pilfinmai<e. 

Al'ison, Sir Archibaid (1792- 
1867), distinguished historian and 
legal writer ; 4. Shropshire ; wrote 
History of Europe, Lives of Marl- 
borough, Castlereagh, and others ; 
Principles of Population, Princi- 
ples of the Criminal Law of 
Scofianrf, etc. 

Al-Khwarizini {-ku-war-iz'nis), 
Arab, mathematician of 9th cent. ; 
b. in Khorasan ; his important 
treatise on Algebra gave its name 
to the science. 

Al-Kindi, Abu Yusur, Arab, 
philosopher (Jl. gth ceat.) ; b. 
Basra ; writer on logic and mathe- 
matics; commentator on Aristotle; 
regarded as father of Arab, philo- 
sophy. 

■ Allan, David (1744-96), Scot, 
artist ; 6. Alloa ; called the ‘ Scot- 
tish Hogarth ’ ; illustrated Ram- 
say’s Gentle Shepherd- 

Allan, Sir Hugh (tSto-fia), 
Can. financier ; b, Saltcoats ; 
organized Allan Line of steam- 
ships. 

Allan, Sir Wiw-iam, a.r.a. 
(i78z-rS5o), Scottish historical 
painter ; b. Edinburgh ; painted 
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John Knox admonishing Mary 
Queen of Scots, Death of the 
Regent Murray, and Russian sub- 
jects. 

Allbutt, Sir Thomas Clifford 
(1836-1925), physician ; b. Dews- 
bury ; regius prof, of physic at 
Cambridge, 1893 ; inventor of 
short clinical thermometer. 

Alleg'd, Gregorio (1582-1652), 
Ital. composer ; 4. Rome ; chief 
work a Miserere sung yearly in 
Sistine Chapel. 

Allen, Charles Grant Blair- 
FiNDiE (1848-99), Can. scientist 
and man of letters, known as 
Grant Allen ; 6, near Kingston, 
Ontario ; wrote works on evolu- 
tion, The Woman Who Did (1895), 
and numerous other novels. 

Allen, Sir Hugh Percy (1869- 
), Brit, musician ; 6. Reading ; 
organist of New Coll,, Oxford, 
tgoi-iS ; director. Royal CoU. of 
Music, London, and prof, of 
music at Oxford since 1918 ; 
noted conductor of Bach choirs. 

Allen, James Lane (1849-1925), 
U.S.A. novelist ; best-known work 
The Chair Invisible (1897). 

Allen, William (1532-94), Eng. 
cardinal ; 6. Rossall, Lanes ; 

canon of York during Mary’s 
reign ; established coll, at Douai, 
1568, for training priests ; assisted 
in preparing Douai Bible ; strongly 
encouraged Philip ii, to invade 
England; made cardinal by Six- 
tus V., 1587. 

Allenhy, Edmund Henry Hyn- 
man, Viscount (1861- ), Eng. 

soldier ; served in Bechuanalana, 
Zululand, and S. Africa ; in Great 
War did valuable work with 
cavalry in retreat from Mons, 
1914 ; commander of 5th Army 
Corps, 1915 ; commanded 3rd 
Army, 1915-17 ; commander-in- 
chief of Egyptian Expeditionary 
Force, 1917-19 ; captured Jeru- 
salem, 1917, Damascus and 
Aleppo, 1918 ; this campaign 
eliminated Turkey from the War; 
field-marshal, igig ; viscounty 
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and grant of £50,000, 1919 ; high 
commissioner for Egypt, 1919-25 i 
captain of Deal Castie, 1925-6. > 

AUeyn (al’en), Edward (156G- 
1626), Eng. actor ; h. London ; 
chief actor of his time ; owned 
theatres ; founded and endowed 
Dulwich Coll. 

AU'ingham, Wicliam (1824-89), 
poet and journalist ; b. Bally- 
shannon, N. Ireland; noted for 
his lyrics, including Up the Airy 
Mountain ; ed. Fraser’s Magazine. 

Allori {al-ld‘re), Christofano 
(1577-1621), Florentine portrait 
and altar painter; fine Judith 
with Head of Holofemes. 

Almag'ro, Diego de (1464- 
^ 53 ®)i Span, adventurer; asso- 
ciated with Pizarro in conquest 
of Peru ; first European to enter 
Chile ; rebelled against Pizarro, 
was defeated and put to death. 

AI-Manaur (c. 707-75). second 
caliph of the Abbasid dynasty ; 
cruel and perfidious, but a firm 
and energetic ruler and a patron 
of leaniing ; founded Baghdad, 
764. 

AJ'ma-Tad'ema, Sir Lawrence 
(1S36-1912), historical and archae- 
ological painter ; b. Dronrj'p, 
Holland ; became a naturalized 
Englishman ; excelled as painter 
of scenes from Gr. and Rom. life ; 
painted Sappho, Spring, Gold-fish, 
The Pyrrhic Dance, The Wine 
Shop, etc. 

Almeida (al-ind-e'dd), Fran- 
cesco DE (c. 1450-15 10), Port, 
soldier ; b. Lisbon ; served with 
distinction under Ferdinand of 
Aragon against Moors ; first vice- 
roy of E. Indian possessions ; 
superseded by Albuquerque ; 
killed by natives at Table Bay. 

Al'mon, John (1737-1805), Eng. 
political pamphleteer and pub- 
lisher ; 6 . Liverpool ; advocated 
freedom of the press ; inspired 
one of the Letters of Junius ; ed, 
correspondence of John Wilkes. 

Almivist {alm'kvist), Karl 
Jonas Ludwig (1793-1866), Swed. 


miscellaneous writer ; b. Stock- 
holm ; wrote novels, poems, plays, 
and historical sketches. 

Alness, Lord, Robert Munro 
{1868- ), Scot, politician and 

lawyer ; b. Ross-shiru ; lord advo- 
cate, 1913 ; secretary for Scotland, 
1916-22; lord justice clerk, 1922- 
33; baron. 1934. 

A.L.O.E. See Tucker, Char- 
lotte Maria. 

Aloysiiis (d-lo-is'i-us), St. See 
under Gonzaga. 

Alpini [dl-pe'ne), Prospero 
(1553-1617)1 Ital. botanist ; b. 
near Venice ; prof, of botany at 
Padua from 1593 ; studied the 
flora of Egypt and discovered the 
bi-sexua! nature of date palms 
and other plants ; pub. first 
European account of coffee plant. 

Alatromer [dl'stre-mer), Jonas 
(1685-1761), Swed. reformer; b. 
in Vcstergotland ; lived for a 
time in England, and on return 
to Sweden introduced Eng. in- 
dustrial methods ; imported sheep 
from England, Spain, and Angora. 

Alt'doi'Ser, Albrecht (c. 1480- 
1538), Ger. painter and engraver: 
b. Regensburg, Bavaria ; pupil 
of Diirer ; most important picture 
is The Battle of Arbela. 

Al'va (or Alba), Ferdinand 
Alvarez de Toledo, Duke of 
(1508-83), Span, statesman and 
soldier ; fought at Pavia, and 
in Hungary, Algiers, and Italy, 
against Pope and French ; notori- 
ous for his Netherlands adminis- 
tration, 1567-73, about 18,000 
persons, including Counts Egmoiit 
and Horn, being executed. 

Alvarad'o, Pietro de (1495- 
1541), Span, adventurer ; b. Bada- 
joz; lieutenant of Cortes in con- 
quest of Mexico ; conqueror and 
governor of Guatemala, 1523-4, 
and governor of Honduras, 1537. 

Alvarez {dl'vci-relh), Don JosiI 
(r768-i827), leading Span, sculp- 
tor ; 6. Priego, Cordova ; his fine 
statue of Ganymede in Prado ; 
court sculptor to Ferdinand vii. 
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Alverstone, Lord (1842-1915), 
foanerly Sir Richard Eresard 
Webster ; b. Cranleigh, Surrey ; 
thrice attorney-general under Lord 
Salisbury. Served on Parnell Com- 
mission, 1888-9 ; Bering Sea ques- 
tion, 1893; Alaska Boundary Com- 
mission, 1903, etc. ; master of the 
rolls, igoo ; Lord Chief-Justice of 
England, 1900-13 ; pub. Recollec- 
tions of Bar and Bench (1914). 

Amadeo (a-md-dd'o), Giovanhi 
Antonio (1447-1522), Ital. sculp- 
tor and architect of Renaissance 
period ; b. Pavia ; noted for his 
statues in Colleoni Chapel, Ber- 
gamo, and sculpture work, Milan 
Cathedral. 

Amade'us Vni. (1383-1451), 
Duke of Savoy ; extended his 
dominions, hut retired, 1434, to 
hermitage of Ripaille ; elected 
Pope, 1439, as Felix v., but was 
not recognized by the Church; 
retiinic'cl to liis hormitage. 

Amauul'lah Khan (1892- ), 

Amir of Afghanistan ; succeeded 
Nasrullah Klian in 1919 ; adopted 
title of King, 1926 ; toured Europe 
with his queen, 1927-8, studying 
western civilization ; returning, 
introduced reforms which caused 
revolt, 1928 ; abdicated, 1929. 

Amar'i, Michele (1806-89), 
Ital. historian. Orientalist, and 
patriot ; b. Palermo ; wrote on the 
Sicilian Vespers, which caused his 
flight to Paris ; joined Garibaldi, 
1859 ; prof, of Arabic at Florence.

Ambrose, St. (c. 340-97), patron 
saint and bishop of Milan, 374 ; 
6. Trives ; one of the greatest 
figures of the Western Church; 
president of synod of Aquileia, 
381, to consider Arian heresy; ex- 
communicated Theodosius ; ^eat 
writer of hymns and author of 
saying, ‘ When in Rome do as 
Rome does.’ Ambrosian Chant, 
choral music introduced from 
Eastern Church by him. 

Amedeo (d-md’da-S), Ferdi- 
NANDo Maria di Savoia, Duke of 
Aosta (1845-90) ; b. Turin ; third 
son of Victor Emmanuel il.. King 
of Italy ; vice-admiral of Ital. 
navy, 1868 ; ascended Span, 
throne, 1870; abdicated, 1873. 

Amelot de la Houssaye {tlm-lo 
deldoo-sd), Abraham Nicholas 
(1634-1706) ; Fr. liistorian ; b. 
Orleans ; wrote Hisioire du Gou- 
vernement de Venice (1676), ex- 
posing corruption of state, which 
led to his imprisonment ; trans. 
Machiavelli’s Prince, 

Amerigo Vespucoi. See Ves- 
pucci, Amerigo. 

A'mery, Leopold Charles 
Maurice Stennet {1873- ), 

Eng. politician ; b. Gorakhpur, 
India ; first lord of Admiralty, 
1922-4 ; secretary for colonies 
and dominion affairs, 1924-9 ; 
has travelled much ; strong advo- 
cate of tariffs ; writer of many 
books on political questions. 

Ames, Joseph (1689-1759), Eng. 
antiquary ; b. Yarmouth ; wrote 
invaluable Typographical Antiq- 
uities, dealing with Eng. printing 
from 1471-1600. 

Am'hecst, Baron Jerfrey 
(1717-9?). Brit, field-marshal ; b. 
Riverhead, Kent ; commander- 
in-chief in America; captured 
Fort Duquesne, and Ticonderoga 
and Montreal, 1760 ; gov.-gen. of 
Brit. N. America, 1760-3. 
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AmTierst, William Pitt, Earl 
(1775-1S57), nephew of above, 
diplomatist and statesman ; mis- 
sion to China failed, as be refused 
to ‘ kowtow ’ to emperor, 1816 ; 
gov.-gen. of India, 1823-8. 

Amici (d-mi'-ohe), Giovanni 
Battista (17S6-1863), Ital. astron- 
omer ; b. Modena ; director of 
Florence Oliscrvatory ; invented 
improvements in microscope and 
telescope. 

Amiois {a-me'chez), Edmondo 
OE (1846-1908), Ital. soldier and 
author ; b. Oneglia, Liguria ; 
fought against Austrians, 1866 ; 
pub., 1868, ha Vita Militare ; 
retired from army, 1S71. Wrote 
Works of travel, poetry, and fiction, 
including /I Cuore (Eng. tvans. 
An Italian Schoolboy's Journal). 

Amid (d-me-el'), Henri Fr8- 
DiRic (1821-81), Swiss philos- 
opher ; b. Genova ; prof, of 
philosophy, Geneva, 1854; his 
Journal %ntme trans. into Eng. 
by Mrs. Humphry Ward. 

Am'man, Johann Conrad 
(1669-1730), Swiss physician; b. 
Schaffhausen ; lived in Amster- 
dam ; invented method of in- 
structing deaf and dumb. Wrote 
Surdus Loquens (1692). 

Ammanat'i, Bartolomeo (1511- 
92), Ital. sculptor and architect; 
masterpiece, Ponte deUa Trinita, 
over R. Arno ; made additions to 
Pitti Palace. 

Ammian'us Maicellinua (c. a.d. 
330-400), last Lat. historian of 
the Rom, Empire ; 6. Antioch ; 
continued history of Tacitus in 
thirty-one hooks (a.d. 96-378). 

A'mos (yz. c. 760 B.C.), minor 
prophet; b. Tekoa, S. Judah; a 
shepherd. See Book of Amos. 

Ampere, Andrii Marie (1775- 
1836}, Fr. physicist, b. near 
Lyons; prof, physics. Coll, of 
France, 1824 ; discovered rela- 
tions between magnetism and 
electricity, and- developed the 
science of electro-magnetism ; 
name perpetuated in the ampere. 


Amulree, William Warrendrr 
Mackenzie, ist Lord (i860- ), 

Scot, lawyer and politician ; has 
frequently acted as arbitrator in 
industrial disputes ; secretary of 
state for air, 1930-1 ; numerous 
publicatioiLs on legal matters. 

Am'undsen, Roald (1872-1928), 
Norweg. explorer ; b. near Sarps- 
borg ; was first to sail through 
N.W, Passage, 1906 ; loader of 
Nonveg. Antarctic Expedition, 
1910-12, reacliing S. Polo, Dec. 14, 
rgn ; Maud Expedition N.E. 
Passage, 191S-21 ; Transpolar 
Flight from .Spitsbergen over 
Pole, 1926. Lost his life in 
attempt to rescue General Nobile 
near the N. Pole, 1928. Author of 
books dealing with his expeditions. 

Amurath, name of five sultans 
of Turkey, beginning with Amu- 
rath I. (1319-89), first to make 
great headway in Europe, and 
concluding with Amurath v. (1840- 
1904), deposed 1876. 

Amyot {d-mi-p'), Jacques (1513- 
94), Fr, humanist and translator ; 
b. Melun ; ^rof. of classics at 
Bourges ; Bishop of Auxerre ; 
earned title of ' prince of trans- 
iafors ' for his version of Plutarch’s 
Lives (1572). 

Anacreon {d-ntik're-on) (c, 363- 
478 B,c.), Gr. lyric poet ; b. Toos, 
Asia Minor ; friend of Simonides ; 
patronized by Hipparchus ; wrote 
poems of love and wine, largely 
imitated in subsequent ages and 
known as Anacreontics. 

Anasta'sius, four Popes : i.

Belfast ; pres- 
ident of the Northern Coll., 
Belfast ; made researches on 
liquefaction of gases, and wrote 
on that and kindred topics. 

AadTdyev, Leonid NikolAve- 
vicH (1871-1919), Russian short- 
story writer ; b. Orel ; a realist, 
delighting in the horrible. Among 
his stories are The 2'oosin, hi the 
Mist, The Red Laugh, and S.O..S’. 
His symbolical plays include The 
Life of Man. 

Androoles (an'dro-klez) or An- 
DROCLUS, runaway Rom. slave. 
When recaptured and sent into the 
arena was fawned upon by a fierce 
lion, from whose foot he had 
formerly removed a thorn. 

Androni'eus, four Byzantine em- 
perors. I., CoMNENus (c. 1 1 ro- 
sy) ; imprisoned for share in 
conspiracy against Emperor Man- 
uel. 1133 : escaped, ri65 ; subse- 
quently became emperor, 1183 ; 
assassinated. Talented but licen- 
tious ; great general and able 
statesman, ii., Pal/eologus the 
Elder (1260-1332) ; succeeded 
his father, 1382 ; very super- 
stitious ; during his time empire 
was devastated by Turks, ill., 

PAL.EOLOGUS THE YoUNGER (i,'. 
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1296-41), grandson of above, 
succeeded 1328. During his reign 
Turks conquered to Bosporus ; 
he also lost Bulgaria and greater 
part of Macedonia, iv. (1377-9). 
dethroned his father, John v., 
until latter was reinstated with 
the help of the Turks. 

An'euiin, 6th-ccnt. Welsh poet 
known by poem Godoilin (13th 
cent, ws.), describing Cymric 
wars with Saxons.

Angeli, Heinrich von (1840-

In 1445 invited 
to Rome ; decorated chapel in 
Vatican, roof of Cappella Nuovo, 
cathedral of Orvioto ; man of 
saintly life ; great colourist.

(twice) ; established Irish Board 
of Education ; field-marshal, 1846. 

Angouleme {oa-goo-ldm'), Char- 
les de Valois, Duo d’ (i573- 
1650), illegitimate son of Charles 
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IX., intrigued against Henry iv. ; 
prisoner in Bastille, 1605-16 ; 
restored to rank in army ; created 
duke, 1619 ; commanded at La 
Rochelle, 1627, etc. Left Memoirs. 

Angouleme, Lotus Antoine de 
Bourbon, Due n’ (1775-184H, 
son of Charles x. of France ; 
h. Versailles ; last dauphin of 
France ; fled with father at out- 
break of Revolution, 1789 ; re- 
sided in Poland and England ; 
returned to France at Restoration ; 
in 1830 abandoned claim to throne. 

Ang'strom, Anders Jonas 
(1814-74), Swed. physicist ; prof, 
of physics at Uppsala, 1858-74 ; 
researches in terrestrial magnetism 
and spectroscopy ; made map of 
solar spectrum, 1868. 

Animucoia (d-ne-nioo'cha), Gio- 
vanni (c. 1500-71), Ital. composer ; 
chapel master at St, Peter’s, 
1555 ; wrote Laudi Spirituali, 
possihle tozonwners oi oratorios. 

Anna Comne'na (1083-1148), 
Byzantine princess and historian ; 
daughter of Alexius i. ; retired to 
a convent, and wrote her Alexiad, 
treating of her father’s reign. 

Anne {1665-1714), Queen of 
Great Britain and Ireland; second 
daughter of James ii. by Anne 
Hyde; married Prince George 
of Denmark, 1683 ; succeeded 
1702. Marlborough and his wife 
! managed the queen. Marlborough 
continued war begun by William 
III., gaining his four great vic- 
tories ; Gibraltar was captured. 
In 1707 Treaty of Union with 
Scotland was signed. Abigail 
Masham supplanted the Duchess 
of Marlborough in Anne’s favour. 
Impeachment of Sacheverell, i 7 io, 
was followed by fall of Whigs, the 
formation oi Harley cabinet, and 
the disgrace of Marlborough, 1711. 
Peace of Utrecht signed, 1713- 
None of Anne’s many children 
survived to succeed her, and the 
Elector of Hanover succeeded as 
George i. Anne’s reign witnessed 
a great spiritual revival and much 
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political and intellectual activity. 
Dull, obstinate, but homely and 
good-natured, she was deeply 
religious and ‘entirely English’ 
at heart.

Anne of Ci.eves (i 5 i 5 - 57 ), 
fourth wife of Henry viii. of 
England, daughter of John, Duke 
of Cloves ; b. Clevcs, Germany ; 
her lack of charm disgusted Henry, 
and the marriage was annulled. 

Anne of Denmark (1574-1619), 
queen of James vi. of Scotland, 
daughter of Frederick ii. of 
Denmark ; crowned queen of 
England, 1603 ; extravagant, but 
intelligent and well-meaning. 

Anne Boleyn. See Boley.n. 

Anning, Mary (1799-1847), Eng. 
paleontologist ; b. Lyme Regis ; 
daughter of a carpenter ; dis- 
covered the first Ichthj'osaurus, 
1811, the first Plesiosaurus, 1821, 
and the first Pterodactyl, 1828. 

Annunzio. See D'Annunzio. 

Anauetil-Duperron {onk-teVdoo- 
per-on'), Abraham Hyacinthe 
(1731-1805), Fr. Oriental scholar; 
0. Paris ; pub. first European 
trans. of Zend-Avesta (1771), also 
Lat. trans. of Persian version of 
Vpanishads. 

Ansdell, Richard (1815-85), 
Eng. animal painter ; 6. Liverpool; 
shows influence of Landseer. 
Stag at Bay, The Combat, and A 
Gcitloivay Farm are among his 
works. R.A., 1870. 

An'selm, St. (1033-1109) ; b. 
Aosta, I taly ; distinguished medi- 
aival churchman and statesman; 
entered monastery of Bee, 1060 ; 
abbot, 1078 ; came to England, 
IOQ2 ; appointed by William ii. 
^chbishop of Canterburj’, 1093 1 
had long quarrel with William 
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and Henry ii. over question of 
investiture. Famous scholastic 
theologian ; greatest woi'k. Cur 
Deus Homo. Canonized 1494. 

An'son, George, Baron (1697- 
r762), Brit, admiral ; b. Shug- 
borough, Staffs ; circumnavigated 
globe, 1740-4 ; commanded Chan- 
nel fleet in action off Finisterre, 
1747 : created baron same year ; 
admiral of fleet, 1761. His 
Voyage Round the World (written 
by Richard Walter, his chaplain, 
1748) still popular. 

Anson, Sir William Reynell 
(1843-1914), Eng. jurist and 
scholar ; b. Walberton, Sussex ; 
formed school of law at Oxford ; 
M.p. Oxford Univ., 1899 ; pari, 
secretary Board of Education, 
igo2-5 ; wrote English Lam of 
Contract (1879), and Law and 
Custom of the Constitution (1881). 

Anstey, F. (1856-1934), pseu- 
donym of Thomas Anstey Guth- 
rie ; Eng. humorist ; b. Kensing- 
ton; uTotc Vice Versa (1882), 
which made a groat hit, and The 
Brass Bottle (1900) (both drama- 
tized), contributions to Punch, etc. 

Antal'cidas, Spartan statesman 
and soldier; ambassador to Per- 
sians, with whom he concluded 
treaty, 387 B.c., by whioli all the- 
Gr. cities of Asia Minor wore 
annexed to Persian empire ; 
again sent to Persia, 367 b.c. ; 
committed suicide. 

Anthony (or Antony), St. (251- 
356), first Christian monk ; b, 
Koma, Upper Egypt ; lived many 
years in solitude near ArsinoC' 
early in 4th cent, organized 
monastic life ; suffered strange 
temptations which have been 
favourite literary subject. 

Antlg'onus. (i) (382-301 b.c.), 
Macedonian general of Alexander 
the Great, known as Cyclops (one- 
eyed) ; made great conquests in 
Asia Minor and took title of king. 
306 B.C.; slain at Ipsus, 301 B.c. 
(2) Gon'atas (c. 319-239 B.c.) 
grandson of above, King of 
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Macedon, 283 b.c. ; driven out 
by Pyrrhus, 273 b.c., but recovered 
kingdom. (3) Doson {d. 220 b.c.), 
usurped kingdom of Macedonia, 
229 B.c. ; conquered Sparta, 
220 B.c. (4) King of Judea 
(c. 80-37 B.C.), last of Maccabees 
to reign. Killed by Mark Antony. 

Antim'aohus (fl. 400 b.c.), Gr. 
epic and elegiac poet ; ehief 
works, Thebais (epic) and Lydi 
(elegy). 

Antiockus {an-ii o-kus)^ name 
of thirteen kings of Syria (Seleucid 
dynasty), (i) i. (r. 281-252 b.c.), 
known as ‘ Soter ’ (saviour) for 
repelling invasion of Gauls. (2) 
II. [d. 246 B.c.), liberated Milesians 
from a tyrant ; poisoned by his 
divorced wife. (3) m., the Great 
(r. 223-187 B c.), conquered Pales- 
tine and Coelo-Syria ; protected 
Hannibal ; involved in war with 
Romans ; defeated at Themiop- 
ylas (igi B.c.) and at Magnesia 
(igo) ; compelled to yield all 
teiTitory west of Mt. Taurus and 
pay heavy tribute ; murdered by 
people for his extortions. (4) 
Antiochus Epiphanes, son of 
above (King of Syria 175-164 b.c.); 
conquered largo part of Egypt; 
twice took Jerusalem ; bitterly 
oppressed Jews and caused Macca- 
bean rebellion. 

Autip'ater (c. 398-3 ig b.c.), 
Macedonian general, Ueutenant of 
Philip and Alexander ; became 
regent of Macedonia ; defeated 
Spartans and overcame rebellious 
Gr. states, 322 b.c. 

Antiphon {cm'ii-fon) (480-411 
B.C.), celebrated Attic orator ; 
played important part in over- 
throw of the democracy ; fifteen 
extant speeches. 

Antomarchi {dn-to-mar'ke), 
Francesco (1780-1838), physician; 
6. Corsica ; entered service of 
Napoleon at St. Helena, 1818, 
and pub. famous, but untrust- 
worthy, Derniers Moments de 
Niipolion (1823). 

Antonel'li, Giacomo (1806-76), 
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Ital. cardinal (cr. 1847) ; b. 
Soimino ; son of a woodcutter ; 
had considerable influence over 
Pius i.x. on anti-liberal and anti- 
national side ; unscrupulous in 
finance and diplomacy. 

Antoninus (dn-to-ni'nws) Pins 
(a.d. 86-161), Rom. emperor ; 
b. near Lanuvium ; adopted sou 
of Hadrian, whom he succeeded, 
138 ; simple and just ruler ; 
in his reign Antonine’s Wall was 
built from Forth to Clyde ; adopted 
Marcus Aurelius. 

Anto'nius, Marcus, or Mark 
Antonv (86-30 B.C.), distinguished 
soldier and supporter of Ctesar ; 
appointed consul, 44 b.c. After 
Caesar’s murder, became one of 
the triumvirate, taking the eastern 
half of the empire, but his infatua- 
tion for Cleopatra led to his down- 
fall. Defeated at Actium, he after- 
wards committed suicide. 

Anville {on-vel'), Jean Baptiste 
Bourguignon d’ (1697-1782), Fr. 
geographer ; b. Paris ; his me- 
moirs and maps on anc. geography 
are still considered indispensable. 

Anwar'i, Auhad uddin, Pers. 
rath cent, poet and astrologer ; 
his longest poem, The Tears of 
Kliornssan, was rendered into 
Eng. verse by Fitapatrick. 

Apeli'eg, the greatest painter of 
antiquity, son of Pytheas, flour- 
ished latter part of 4th cent. ; 
worked in Macedonia ; none of 
his works extant. 

Apol, Lodewyk Franciscus 
Hendrik (1850- ),Dutchland- 
scape painter ; joined Barents's 
Arctic e.xpedition, 1880, in order 
to study snow effects, and after- 
wards e’xhibited panoramic view, 
Nooaya Zemlya, 

Apollina'ris (c. a.d. 390), Bishop 
of Laodicea, founder of the 
Apollinarian heresy, denying the 
real humanity of Christ. 

ApoHoJo'rus. (i) Gr. painter 
{ft. 400 B.C.), was the first to 
succeed in blending tones and in 
handling light and shade. (2) 
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Gr. dramatist (300-260 b.c.) ; 
wrote forty-seven comedies, from 
which Terence adapted his Phor- 
mio and Hecyra. {3) Gr. gram- 
marian ifl. 140 B.c.) ; wrote 

many works, alt lost except the 
Bibliotheca, a valuable collection 
of Gr. myths. {4) of Damascus, 
architect in Rome during reigns of 
Trajan and Hadrian ; erected the 
Forum Trajani, and built a bridge 
across the Danube. 

Apollo'niua. (i) of Perga (3rd 
cent. B.C.), Gr. geometrician and 
astronomer ; lived at Alexandria, 
and ranks with Euclid and Archi- 
medes among the founders of 
mathematical science. Was first 
to introduce terms ellipse, parabola, 
hyperbola. (2) Rhodjus (222-181 
B.C.), Gr. poet and scholar ; pupil 
of Callimachus ; author of epic 
poem on the voj'ago of the Argo- 
nauts, to which Virgil owes much. 

ApoU'os, an Alexandrian Jew, 
associated with St. Paul at 
Ephesus and Corinth ; held by 
I.uther to he author of Epistle 
to the Hebrews. 

Ap'perley, Charles James ( 1775 - 
1843), Eng. sportsman and writer 
on STOrt — ‘ Nimrod ’ ; pub. Hunt- 
ins Reminiscences 

Appert {fi-per'), pRANpois {1797- 
1840), Fr. technologist, discovered 
process of preserving food in 
hermetically sealed cans. 

Appian'i, Andrea (i754-i8t7), 
Ital. painter ; b. Milan ; disciple 
of Fr. painter David ; Isnown as 
‘ the painter of the Graces ’ from 
his frescoes at Monza and Milan. 

Appo'nyi, Albert, Count (1846- 
1033), Himgarian statesman ; b. 
Budapest ; minister of education, 
1906-10 ; in August 1916 ap- 
roved of appointment of Hinden- 
urg to command the Austro- 
Hungarian array ; represented 
Hungary’ at the Assemblies of the 
League of Nations, rg24-5. 

.^praxln, Feodor Matoyevich, 
Count(i67t-i 728), Russian soldier 
and naval constructor ; lifelong 
(4,164) 
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friend of Peter the Groat. As 
chief of the Admiralty, r7oo-6, 
built fleets and constructed for- 
tresses and harbours. 

Apuleius (a-ptl-le'-us), Lucius 
(2nd cent.), Lat. philosopher and 
satirist ; b. Madaura, in Africa ; 
studied at Carthage and Athens. 
His fame rests on his Golden Ass, 
a romance satirizing the vices of 
the age and of the priesthood in 
particular. 

Aauinas {S-kim'iias), Thomas — 
i.e. of Aquino — (c. 1227—74), theo- 
logian and saint ; the Angelic 
Doctor ; studied at Naples ; be- 
came Dominican when seventeen ; 
lectured at Rome and Bologna ; 
canonized, 1323 ; greatest theo- 
logian of Western Church since 
St. Augustine, and greatest of the 
schoolmen ; best work, Suimna 
Tkeologiee, maintaining that reason 
and revelation are the two sources 
of knowledge and cannot be con- 
tradictory. 

Arab'! Pasha (c. 1839-1911), 
Egyptian soldier, revolutionary 
leader, and war minister ; b. 
Lower Egypt ; started national 
Egyptian party ; defeated by 
Wolseley at Tel-el-Kebir, 1882 ; 
exiled to Ceylon ; pensioned and 
returned to Egypt, igoi. 

Ar'ago, Dominique Francois 
Jean (1786-1833), Fr. physicist ; 
b. near Perpignan ; became Blot’.s 
assistant for meridional measure- 
ments. In the Balearic Is. was 
imprisoned as a spy ; escaped, and, 
after adventures in N. Africa, 
returned to France, 1809 ; became 
prof, of analytical geometry and 
astronomer of the Paris Observa- 
tory at age of twenty- three ; direc- 
tor of the observatory, 1830. With 
Gay-Lussao he founded the 
de CHmie et de Physique ; con- 
ducted researches on rotary mag- 
netism ; investigated polarizatioii 
of light, and made numerous dis- 
coveries in optics and magnetism. 
Was minister of war and marine 
in Provisional Government, 1848. 
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A'ram, Eugene (1704-59), Enj;. 
schoolmaster and philologist ; b. 
Ramsgill, Yorks ; self-educated ; 
kept school at Knaresborough, 
1734-45. After the mysterious 
disappearance of his friend, Daniel 
Clark, he led roving life. Was first 
scholar to recognize affinity be- 
tween Celtic and other European 
tongues. Arrested for murder of 
Clark, 1758 ; confessed guilt, and 
was executed. Aram is hero of 
a novel by Lytton and a poem 
by Hood. 

Aran'da, Pedro Pablo Abarca 
DE Boleo, Count of {1719-98), 
Span, statesman and general ; b. 
near Huesca, Aragon ; minister to 
Charles in. and Charles iv. of 
Spain ; introduced Prussian drill 
system into Span, army ; reorgan- 
ized the Span, navj' ; expelled 
Jesuits from Spain, 1767. 

Aran'y, Janos (1817-82), Hun- 
garian poet : b. Nagy-Szalonta ; 
one of the most illustrious of the 
literary inon of Hungary; author 
of Toldi (1847), Toldi Esteje 
(Toldi’s Evening), Buda Halala 
(The Death of Buda), The Gypsies 
of Eida, etc.

241 B.C.), Gr. philosopher, founder 
of the New Academy, who, in 
opposition to the Stoics, held that 
we have no criterion of truth, and 
denounced dogmatism. 

Arch, Joseph (1826-1919), Brit. 
Labour leader ; b. Barford, War- 
mckshirc ; founded National Agri- 
cultural Labourers’ Union, 1S72 ; 
M.p. N.W. Norfolk, 1892-95.

Arohelans (ar-ki-ld'us). (i) 
King of Macedon (413-399 b.c.), 
succeeded to throne through scries 
of murders. Befriended Euripides 
and Agatlion. (2) General under 
Mithridates ; tried to conquer 
Greece, 87 B.c., but was twice 
defeated ; went over to Romans, 
8i B.c. (3) His son became 
King of Eg3'pt, 56 E.c., by 
marrying Berenice. (4) Son of 
Herod the Great, referred to in 
St. Matt. 2, 22. His rule was 
unpopular among the Jews; ban- 
ished by Romans to Gaul, 
A.D. 7- 

Archer, Frederick (1857-86), 
Eng. jockey ; b. Cheltenham ; 
had nine years of triumph, cul- 
minating in 1885 with five clas- 
sic events — the Two Thousand 
Guineas, the Oaks, Derby, St. 
Leger, and Grand Rrix. Steered 
2.748 mounts to victory. 

Archer, jAMEs(i824-i9o4),Scot. 
artist ; 6. Edinburgh ; painted 

romantic subjects, figures, and 
portraits, including Prof. Blackie 
and Andrew Carnegie. 

Archer, William (1856-1924), 
Brit, dramatic critic ; 4 . Perth ; 
trans. and popularized Ibsen ; 
had profound knowledge of con- 
2 
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temporary European drama, rrTote 
numerous v/orks and a play, The 
Green Goddess. 

Archidamns {ar-kid-a'mns), 
name of five Spartan kings. 
Arcliidamus nr. (360-338 b.c.) 
defended Sparta against Thebans. 

Archilochus (dr-hU'o-km) (7th 
cent. B.C.), Gr. poet ; ii. Paro, 
Cyclades Is, ; inventor of iambic 
verse ; wTote elegiacs, lyrics, 
drinking songs, hymns, besides 
numerous satires. 

Archimedes (Sr-ki-me'dez) (c. 
287-212 B.C.). Gr. mathemati- 

cian ; b. Syracuse ; studied in 
Alexandria ; returned to native 
city ; accidentally killed after its 
capture by Romans under Mar- 
cellus. Was most eminent mathe- 
matician of antiquity, and founded 
the science of hydrostatics ; in- 
vented engines of war, the water- 
screw, and numerous other me- 
chanical contrivances. Discovered 
the ' Principle of Archimedes ’ 
when taking a bath. 

Archytas (dr-ki'tas) of Tareh- 
TUM (c. 347 B.c.), Gr. philosopher 
and mathematician, friend of 
Plato ; Invented a flying machine ; 
enriched geometry with several 
original theorems. 

Aroo, Georg von, Count 
(1869- ), Ger. engineer ; in- 

ventor (with Prof. Slaby) of Tele- 
funken system of wireless tele- 
graphy, and deviser of improve- 
ments in high frequency machines 
for wireless telephony. 

Arditi (ar-de'te), Luigi (1822- 
1503), Ital. composer and con- 
ductor ; b. in Piedmont ; first 
produced Wagner operas in Lon- 
don : chiefly remembered for his 
ll Baeio (vocal waltz). 

Aien'sky, Anton Stepanovich 
(1861-1906), Russian composer ; 
b, Novgorod ; prof, of music at 
Moscow, 1882 ; best known by his 
chamber music. 

Aretino, Pietro (1492-1556), 
Ital. dramatist and letter writer ; 
b. Arezzo, Tuscany ; his letters. 


satires, lampoons, and versos give 
a lively picture of a profligate 
age. 

Argali, SiK Samuel (c. 1580- 
1626), Eng. adventurer ; b. Bris- 
tol ; deputy governor of Virginia, 
1617 ; the" captor of the Indian 
girl Pocahontas, daughter of the 
chief Powhatan, whom he took as 
a hostage for Brit, prisoners. 

Argelander (dr-ge-ldn'der), 
Friedrich Wilhelm August 
(1799-1875), Ger. astronomer ; b. 
Memel ; pupil of Bessel ; chief 
astronomer successively at Abo, 
Helsinki, and Bonn ; compiled a 
great catalogue and atlas of over 
300,000 stars. 

Argenson (ar-zhon-sorr'), D’, Fr. 
family intimately connected with 
national affairs from time of 
Louis VIII. to end of igth cent, 
(i) RenjS be Vover, Seigneur 
d’ (1.396-1651) ; Cardinal Riche- 
lieu gave him various state ap- 
pointments, and Mazarin made 
him ambassador to Vonioo. (2) 
Marc ReniJ be Voyer, Marquis 
d’ (1652-1721) ; chief of police in 
Paris, 1697-1718, president of 
the Council of Finance, 1718-20 ; 
involved in the disastrous finan- 
cial schemes of John Law. (3) 
ReniI Louis be Voyee, Marquis 
d’ (1694-1757), son of (a) ; secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, 1744-7; 
chiefly remembered by his Ml- 
moires. (4) Marc Pierre be 
Voyer, Count d’ (1696-1764), 
brother of (3) ; war minister, 
1742-57 ; friend of Diderot and 
Voltaire ; disliked by Madame de 
Pompadour, through whom he 
was exiled ; returned to Paris 
after her death. {5) Marc RenS 
BE Voyer, Marquis n’ (1771- 
1842) ; for some time aide-de- 
camp to Lafayette during the 
Revolution. 

Argyll, (i) AhchibalbCampdell, 
8th Earl (1607-61) ; isx Mar- 
quess, 1641 ; took side of Cove- 
nanters, raised an army, and was 
defeated by Montrose, 1644 ; op- 
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posed the execution of Charles i. ; 
supported the cause of Charles it., 
but subsequently made his sub- 
mission to Cromtvoll, for which 
he was called to account at the 
Restoration, condemned, and be- 
headed in Edinburgh. See Scott’s 
Legend of Montrose, (e) Archi- 
bald Campbell, qth Earl (1629- 
85) ; executed for participation 
in Monmouth’s rebellion. (3) 
Archibald Campbell, iotii Earl 
(1651-1703), 1ST Duke, 1701, 
actively promoted Revolution, 
1688 ; notorious for his associa- 
tion with massacre of Glencoe. 
(4) John, sno Duke (1678-1743), 
had distinguished service under 
Marlborough ; led Royalist troops 
against Jacobites at Shoriffmuir, 
1715. Sop Scott’s Heart of Mid- 
lothtan. (5) George, 8th Duke

Ari, TrioRGtLssoK {{067-1148), 

‘ the Learned ’ ; Icelandic his- 
torian and genealogist ; put tradi- 
tional Norse tales into writing. 

Aiios'to, Ludovico (1474-1333), 
Ital. poet ; i. Reggio, in Lom- 
bardy ; studied law for five 
years ; subsequently devoted him- 
self to literary composition ; early 
work attracted attention of Car- 
dinal d’Este, who befriended him. 
Later ho served the cardinal’s 
brother, the Duke of Ferrara, and 
became governor of Garfagnana 
for three years ; afterwards re- 
turned to Ferrara. Ariosto wrote 
comedies, but is chiefly remem- 
bered for his immortal epic, 
Orlando Furioso (15x6), dealing 
with the wars of Charlemagne with 
the Saracens, and more intimately 


with the loves of Ruggero and 
Bradamante. Best Eng. trans. is 
by W. S. Rose (1823). 

Aristarchus (dr-is-tar’hts) of 
Samos (ft. c. 270 n.c.), Gr. astron- 
omer ; first to assert that the 
earth moves round the sun ; all 
works lost except On the Sizes and 
Distances of the Sun and Moon. 

Aristarchus of Samothkace (c. 
150 n.c.), famous Gr. grammarian 
and founder of textual criticism; 
keeper of library at Alexandria ; 
famous for his exhaustive labours 
in purifying the text of Homer. 

Aristeides (ar-is-tl'dss) [c, 530- 
468 B.C.), ‘ the Just,’ Athenian 
statesman ; commanded with dis- 
tinction at Marathon, 490 ; be- 
came chief archon next year ; 
banished for opposing naval policy 
of Themistocles ; completed vic- 
tory at Salamis, and commanded 
Atfienians at Platam, 479. 

Aristip'pus op Gyrene (4.30- 
356 B.C.), Gr, philosopher, founder 
of Cyrenaic school ; pupil of Soc- 
rates ; asserted that what gives 
the maximum of pleasure is good. 

Aristophanes {ar-is4ofaniz) (0. 
450-375 B.C.), greatest comic poet 
of Greece ; b, Athens. Fifty-four 
comedies are ascribed to him, hut 
only eleven are extant : The 
Acharnians (425), The Knights 
(424), The Clouds (423), The 
Wasps (422), The Peace (421), 
The Birds (414), The Lysistrata 
(41 1), The Thesmophoriasusm 
(411), The Frogs (405), The 
Ecclesiazusce (393), and The 
Plutus (388), His plays, which 
are often the medium of his 
political opinions, show brilliant 
powers of wit, humour, and invec- 
tive, and are further distinguished 
by originality of plot, cleverly 
planned situations, and graceful 
and vigorous dialogue. Probably 
the poet achieved his highest 
success in the exquisitelyrics which 
are interspersed through them. 
Aristophanes ranks with Shake- 
speare and Moli^re as one of the 
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great comic dramatists of the 
world. Eng. trans. by W. J.

Rogers.

Aristotle (ar'ts-tou) (384-322 
B.C.), one of the greatest thinkers 
of history j b. Stagira, Macedonia ; 
known as the Sfagiritti. Came to 
.Athens, where he joined Plato’s 
school, 367 ; on death of Plato, 
migrated to .Assus in Mysia, where 
he opened a school ; here he 
married Pytheas, the adopted 
daughter of Prince Ilermias. In 
344 B.c. moved to the isl. of 
Lesbos, and in 342, on settling in 
Macedonia, becaine tutor to Alex- 
ander the Great. Roturning, in 
335 B.C., to Athens, he taught 
philosophy in the walks of the 
Lyoouin (the name Peripatetics 
given to his followers) ; in 303 
he withdrew to Chalcis in Eubtea, 
where he died. 

The writings of Aristotle, which 
are almost wholly the mss. of 
lectures, deal with almost all the 
branches of knowledge known to 
his age. These are classed as theo- 
retical (logic, metaphysics, and 
physics), practical (ethics, eco- 
nomics, politics), and productive 
(rhetoric and poetry). 

Logic is regarded by Aristotle 
as not properly a branch of phi- 
loOTphy, but as a study of method. 
His logical treatises were called 
the Organon, or Instrument, by 
the Peripatetics. 

The 7 netafhysics, or ‘ first phi- 
losophy ’ of Aristotle, deals with 
being, as being ; with the ultimate 
conditions of existence. 

The theology completes the meta- 
physics. God is the one perfect 
Being in which all possibility Is 
at the same time actuality. 

Physics is called by Aristotle 
‘second philosophy,’ and con- 
sider existence, so far as in 
motion, actual, sensible reality. 

Aristotle’s moral philosophy is 
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included in the Ethics and Politics, 
which are to be taken as com- 
plementary works. In the Ethics 
is discussed the formation of 
individual character, taking the 
individual as a social and political 
being. The knowledge thus ac- 
quired, however, is mere theory ; 
it is through tlie State that the 
best and happiest life is possiljle 
(Politics). Ethics investigates the 
supreme good at which the indi- 
vidual aims in all his actions. 
This is Happiness, which consists 
in an active life in conformity with 
reason. Such ti life is possible 
through the attaining of virtue. 
The production through the state 
of the virtuous life of the citizen 
is discussed in the. Politics. 

In l)is Rhetoric Aristotle handles 
the art of persuasion ; while in his 
fragment of the Poetics, dealing 
with the subject of tragedy, lu,s 
pronouncpineiits — e.g. on the. 

‘ Unities ’ — havu largely influenced 
ail later literary criticism.

After his 
death Arthur became a hero of 
Celtic legend in Cornwall, Wales, 
Cumberland, and Scotland, and in 
later centuries France and Ger- 
many added elements to the grow- 
ing romance.

After acces- 
sion of George i. plotted in favour 
of Pretender ; imprisoned, 1723, 
and finally exiled ; d. Paris ; 
buried, privately, in Westminster 
Abbey. 

At'tila (c. 406-53), King of the 
Huns, known as the ‘ Scourge of 
God ’ ; son of Mundzuk ; put his 
brother Bleda to death, 444, and 
reigned alone ; greatly extended 
his original kingdom (modern 
Hungary and Transylvania) ; over- 
ran Greece, Thrace, and Maoedon, 
and made himself supreme from 
the Rhine to the Caspian ; invaded 
Gaul, 451 ; defeated with great 
slaughter near site of Chalons-sur- 
Mame by Romans under A6tius, 
and Visigoths under Theodoric. 
In 452 devastated northern Italy 
and threatened Rome, which was 
only saved by the appeal of Pope 
Leo I. ; died on the night of his 
marriage.

Attwood, Thomas (1765-1S3S), 
Eng. composer ; organist of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, 1796 ; anthems, 
songs, glees, and coronation odes. 

Atwood, George (1746-1807), 
Eng. mathematician ; 6. London ; 
invented machine for demonstrat- 
ing laws of falling bodies. 

Auher {o-bSr'), Daniel Fran- 
cois Esprit (1782-1871), Fr. com- 
poser ; b. Caen ; his sparlding 
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operas achieved world-mde popu- 
larity ; best are : Le Alofon 
(1825), Masaniello (1S28), La 
Fiancfe (1829), Fra Diavolo (1830), 
Le Domino Noir (1S37), Les Dia- 
mants de la Couroime (1841) ; 
over forty others. 

Aubignao (o-bS-nyac'), Francois 
H£dzlin, Abbe d’ (1G04-76), Fr. 
dramatist ; b. Paris ; was some 
time tutor to a nephew of Cardinal 
Richelieu. Wrote four tragedies 
and a treatise, Pratique du Theatre 
(1657), laying down the ‘ Unities.’ 

Aubigne [o-be-nyd'), Theodore 
Agrippa d’ {1550-1630), Fr. poet 
and historian ; a militant Hugue- 
not ; friend of Henry of Navarre ; 
famous for his AHnioires, his great 
epic, Les Tragiques, and his His- 
ioire Universelle. 

Au'brey, John (1626-97), Eng. 
antiquary ; b. near Malmesbury, 
Wilts ; supplied Anthony a Wood 
with much quaint antiquarian 
information for the latter’s Athenee 
Oxonienses. 

Aubusson [d-bie-son'), Pierre d’ 
(1423-1503), Fr. soldier of fortune ; 
served under Emperor Sigismund ; 
joined Knights Hospitallers of 
St. John of Jerusalem ; grand 
master, 1476 ; defended Rhodes 
against Turks, 1479 ; cardinal, 
1489. 

Audouin (o-doo-aa'), Jean Vic- 
tor {1797-1841), Fr. naturalist; 
b. Paris ; prof, of entomology, 
Paris, 1833 ; wrote (with Milne- 
Edwards) Hisloire des inssetes 
rmisibles d la Vigne. 

Audran [o-dran'), Edmond (1842- 
1901), Fr. composer ; 6. Lyons ; 
his light comic operas are well 
known, and include La Cigale 
and La Poupie. 

Audubon [du'dii-lon), John 
James (1780-1851), Amer. natur- 
alist ; b. Haiti ; son of Fr. naval 
officer ; founded Audubon Park 
In New York, and pub. Birds of 
America. 

Auenbiugget von Auenbrugg 
Ipw-en-broog’er), Leopold (1722-

i8og), Austrian physician ; b. 
Graz ; introduced method of 
diagnosing chest and abdominal 
diseases by percussion. 

Auerbach (ow'er-bach), Ber- 
THOLD (1813-82), Ger. novelist ; 
b. Nordstetten, Black Forest ; of 
Jewish parentage ; widely known 
for stories dealing with Black 
Forest ; was an authority on 
Spinoza. 

AuJieoht (oia/'recht), Theodor 
(1822-1907), Ger. philologist ; b. 
Leschnitz, Upper Silesia ; cata- 
logued Sanskrit mss. in Bodleian 
Library ; prof, of Sanskrit, Edin- 
burgh, 1862-75, and Ind. language 
and literature, Bonn, 1875-S9 ; cd. 
several Sanskrit classics. 

Augereau (osh-rd'), Pierre 
Franqois Charles, Due de Cas- 
TiGLiONE (1757-1816), Fr. marshal; 
6. Paris ; distinguished himself 
under Napoleon ; made submis- 
sion to Bourbons. 

Angler [o-zhS-d'), Guillaume 
Victor E.mile (1820-89), Fr. 
dramatist ; b. Valence, Drome ; 
writer of comedies distinguished 
for their wholesome didacticism— 
e.g. Gabrielte, La Cigu'e, Le gendre 
de M, Poirier, 

An'gustine, St. (a!. 612-14), 
first Archbishop of Canterbury ; 
apostle of Christianity to England, 
sent by Pope Gregory i. ; landed 
at Thanet, 597 ; converted lEthel- 
bert of Kent ; archbishop, 6or ; 
ranks high for monastic rather 
than for missionary zeal. 

Augustine, St., of Hippo (354- 
430), one of the greatest Christian 
saints ; 6, in Numidia ; son of a 
Christian mother, Monica, but 
himself a pagan till 387. His con- 
version to Christianity was the 
result of a gradual process of 
passing through not only intel- 
lectual and spiritual but moral 
conflicts. In 387 he was baptized ; 
in 396 became Bishop of Hippo 
in N. Africa. His works are 
very voluminous — his Confessions, 
wherein he recounts his own 
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experience ; De Civitate Dei, in 
which he repels the attacks on 
Christianity made by paganism; 
his De Trinitate and commentary 
on St. John. His work has prob- 
ably had a larger influence on the 
Church than that of any other 
single saint or theologian.

Angustulns, Romulus, last em- 
peror to rule in Rome ; deposed 
and exiled, A.n. 476, when 
Odoacer conquered Italy. 

Angus'tus Casar, Gaius Julius 
CXJSAR OCTAVIANUS (63 B.C.- 

A. D. 14) ; b. Rome ; son of Gaius 
Octavius and Atia, niece of Julius 
Cffisar, who adopted him, and 
subsequently declared him his 
heir ; sent to Apollonia to be 
educated under Apollodorus, where 
the news reached him of 
CiEsar’s murder, 44 s.c. ; went 
to Rome and professed republican 
principles ; subsequently throw in 
his lot with Antony and Lepidus, 
and formed the triumvirate, 43 

B. o. With Antony he defeated 
Brutus and Cassius at Philippi, 
42 B.c. Differences subsequently 
arising between the triumvirs, the 
empire was divided, Augustus 
taking the west, Antony the cast, 
and Lepidus receiving Africa. 
Augustus deposed Lepidus, and 
making war on Antony, who had 
repudiated his wife, Octa'ua (sister 
of Augustus), defeated him at 
Actium, 31 B.c. He now became 
supreme ruler of the entire Rom. 
Empire, but restored the form 
of the republic, and achieved 
marked popularity by his reform 
of abuses, and of the administra- 
tion of the provinces ; cognomen 
Augustus conferred, 27 B.c. His 
later j/pars were marked by bril- 
liant victories in Asia, Spain, Gaul, 
and other places, but his army 
suffered a crushing defeat under 
Varus, in Germany, a.d, 9, Be- 


sides being one of the greatest 
statesmen the world has seen, 
Augustus did much to improve 
and beautify Rome. It ivas said 
that he found the city brick and 
left it marble. Amongst the great 
authors who adorned his reign 
were Virgil, Horace, Ovid, Tibul- 
lus, and Livy.

Aulnoy [o-nwo'), Marie Cathe-

fairy stories ; b, near Bourg- 
Achard, Eure; served Franca as 
secret agent ; chiefly remembered 
for Contes des Fees. 

Aldus fiellius. See Gelhus, 
Avt.vs. 

Aumale [6-mciV), Henri Eu- 
gene Philippe Louis D’ORLifAN.s, 
Due d’ (1822-97), Fr. adminis- 
trator ; fourth son of King Louis 
Philippe ; b. Paris ; served with 
distinction in Algeria, becoming 
governor in 1847; inspector-general 
of army in 1879. 

Aurangzeb. See Aurungzebe. 

Aure'lian, L. Domitius Au- 
RELIANUS (c. 214-275), Rom. 

Emperor ; 5 . Sirmium, Pannonia, 
of humble parents ; general of 
Emperor Claudius n. ; succeeded 
him as emperor, 270 ; ended 
Gothic War, resigning Dacia to 
Goths ; secured the Rhine and 
Danube frontiers ; destroyed Ze- 
nobia’s monarchy ; restored unity 
of empire, and began the rebuild- 
ing and enlargement of the walls 
of Rome ; assassinated. 

Aurelius, Marcus (rai-iSo), 
Rom. emperor and Stoic ; b. 
Rome ; original name, Marcus 
Annius Verus ; adopted by his 
uncle, Antoninus Pius, emperor ; 
educated by Stoic teachers ; con- 
sul, 140 ; emperor, r6t, with 
Verus as colleague ; reign marked 
by various disasters — ^flood, iamine, 
earthquakes, plagues, insurrections; 
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Parthian War concluded, 165 ; 
war against Marcomanni tribe, 
168, 169 ; defeated Quadi, 174, 
and other Ger. tribes ; put down 
insinrections in various provinces ; 
pacified Syria ; returned to Rome 
via Athens, 176 ; had ‘ triumph ’ 
for Ger. victories ; again warred 
against Ger, tribes, 176, but died 
duringcampaign ; has been blamed 
for share in persecution of Chris- 
tians, 177. Although opposed to 
Christianity, his reign was distin- 
guished by his care, for the public 
morals, his humanitarian legisla- 
tion regarding slaves, orphans, 
and gladiatorial shows, and his 
effective administration generally ; 
wrote celebrated Meditations. 

Auris'pa, Giovanni (c. 1369- 
1459}, Ital. scholar ; b. Roto, 
Sicily; brought many valuable 
Gr. MSS. from Constantinople, 
which are now preserved in 
Florence ; did much to promote 
study of Grcc'It. 

Autungzehe {mt'rung-sib') (1618- 
1707), last great Mogul emperor; 
third son of Shah Johan ; deposed 
and imprisoned his father, 1658, 
and assassinated his two brothers ; 
moved seat of government to 
Delhi ; annexed Golconda and 
Bijapur ; reign marked zenith of 
Mogul power, but internal decay 
and growing power of Mahrattas, 
led by Sivaji, brought about 
disintegration of the great empire, 

Auso'nius, called Decimus Mag- 
nus (c, A.D. 3 ia-, 3 g 5 ), poet of 
_Roro. Gaul ; 6. Bordeaux ; most 
interesting extant work is Mosella. 

An'steu, Jane (1775-1S17), Eng. 
novelist ; 6. Steventon, Hants. 

Of her six novels, four were pub. 
anonymously ; Sense and Sensi- 
bility (1811), Pride and Prejudice 
Mansfield. Park (1814), Emma 
(:8 i 5) ; Persuasion and Norihanger 
Abbey appeared posthumously 
(1818), with memoir and author’s 
narne. General recognition of her 
genius has come only in more 
recent years, though Scott, Tenny- 


son, Coleridge, and Macaulay 
were enthusiastic admirers. Her 
characters are drawn from upper- 
class Eng. life. She shows remark- 
able gifts of humour and satire, 
and exquisite discernment of the 
workings of the feminine mind.

An'stin, Alfred (1S35-1913), 
Eng. poet : b. Headingley, Yorks ; 
educated for the bar, but became 
leader-writer for the Standard. 
First successful work. The Season ; 

Created poet- 
laureate, 1896. His most enduring 
work is contained in such prose 
volumes as The Garden that I 
Lme (1894), and In Veronica’s 
Garden (1895). 

Austin, Sir Herbert (1866- 
), Brit, manufacturer ; b. 
Little Missenden, Bucks ; a pio- 
neer in the manufacture of light 
motor cars. 

Austin, John (1790-18.39), Eng. 
jurist ; b. Ipswich ; served first 
in the army ; was afterwards 
called to the bar, 1818 ; prof, of 
jurisprudence, Uiiiv. Coll., Lon- 
don, 1826 ; greatest Eng. writer 
on science of law ; founded 
modern school of analytical juris- 
prudence. Works : The Province 
of Jurisprudence Determined and 
Lectures on Jurisprudence. 

Austin, Sarah (1793-1867), 
translator, wife of aliove, trans. 
Ranke’s History of the Popes 
(1840) ; wrote Germany from ry6o 
to 1SX4 ; ed. her husband’s 
Lectures on Jurisprudence, her 
daughter’s (Lady Duff Gordon) 
Letters from Egypt, and Memoirs 
of Sydney Smith. 

Autol'yous OF PiTANE (c. 300 
B.C.), Gr. astronomer and mathe- 
matician, two of whose works are 
in Bodleian Library, Oxford. 

Anwers [ow'vers), Arthur (1838- 
1915), Ger. astronomer ; b. Got- 
tingen ; director of observatory 
at Potsdam. 

Avebury [d'ber-i) .John Lubbock, 
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1ST Baron (1834-1913), Eng. 
banker, politician, and scientist ; 
sat in Parliament for Maidstone 
and for London Univ. ; vice- 
chancellor of latter ; author of 
Ants, Bees, and Wasps ; Pleasures 
of Life, etc. Among other meas- 
ures was mainly instrumental in 
passing Bank Holidays Act, 1871. 

Avellaneda {ii-va-lyd-ud'tha), 
Gerthudi.s Gomez de (1816-73), 
Span, poetess, novelist, and dra- 
matist ; b. in Cuba ; pen-name 
La Peregrina. Works ; Poesias 
Liricas, Dolores, Biblical dramas, 
etc. 

Averes'ou, Alexander (1859- 
), Romanian soldier ; b. 
Ismail ; fought against Turkey, 
1877-8 ; military attache at Ber- 
lin, 1895-8; minister of war, 1907; 
during war with Bulgaria, 1913, 
acted as chief of the general staff. 
Soon after Romania’s entry into 
the Great War, 1Q16, he took 
supreme command of Romanian 
forces. Prime minister, 1918 and 
tgzo ; resigned, 1921. President 
and founder of the People’s party, 
tgi8. 

Averroes (a-ver'6-ez) (r 126-98), 
Arab, philosopher ; b. Cordova ; 
lived in Spain and Morocco. Chief 
work, Commentaries on Aristotle. 

Avioen'na {980-1037), noted 
Arab, philosopher ; b. in Bukhara ; 
studied medicine and philosophy, 
especially Aristotle’s Metaphysics •, 
became vizier ; his pleasure- 
loving life hastened his death. 
Best-known works : Canon of 
Medicine and Al Shifa (the Book 
of Recovery). 

Avila (a'va-la), Juan de (1502- 
69), Span, priest and mystical 
writer ; the Apostle of Andalusia ; 
associated with monastic reforms 
of St, Teresa ; beatified, 1893. 

Avogad'ro, Amadeo, Conte di 
Quaregna (1776-1856), Itaf. phy- 
sicist ; b. Turin ; prof, of phy- 
sics, Turin Univ. ; discovered 
Avogadro's Law, that equal vol- 
umes of different gases, at same 


pressure and temperature, contain 
the same number of molecules. 

AyaTa, Pedro Lopez de (1332- 
1407), Span, soldier, chronicler, 
and poet ; b, Vittoria ; captured 
by Black Prince at Najera, 1367 ; 
wrote Chronicle of the four Cas- 
tilian kings under whom he lived. 

Ayala, Ram6n Perez de (1881- 
), Span, author and diploma- 
tist ; b. Oviedo ; noted poet, 
novelist, and critic. Ambassador 
to Great Britain, 1931. Among 
works arc La Paz del Sendero 
(1903), Belarmirw y Apolonio 
(1921), Luna de Miel (1923), and 
El Oinbligo del Mundo (1924). 

Ayala y Herro'ra, Adelardo 
Lopez de (1828-79), Span, poli- 
tician and dramatist ; b. Guadal- 
canal ; took part in revolution of 
1868, but later joined Alfonso 
xii.’s cabinet ; wrote many plays 
and some lyrical poetry. 

Aye'sha (c. 610-77), favourite 
wife of Mohammed ; b. Medina ; 
after the Prophet’s death, 632, 
secured the succession of her father 
Abu Bekr ; revered by all faithful 
Mohammedans. 

AylesEord {Sh'ford), Here age 
Finch, ist Earl op (1649-1719), 
Eng. lawyer; solicitor-gen.; was 
counsel for King Janies in trial 
of Titus Oates for libel. 

Ayres, John (fl. 1680-1700), 
Eng. calligraphist ; introduced 
Ital. script ; dedicated book, The 
Wriiing- Master, to William ill. 

Ayrton, William Edward (1847- 
1908), Eng. physicist ; b. London ; 
invented electrical measuring in- 
struments. Hertha (1854-1923), 
wife of above, also a scientist ; 
author of numerous scientific 
papers ; discoverer of causes of 
sand-ripples on seashore ; in- 
ventor of anti-gas fan used 
during Great War ; only woman 
member of Institution of Electrical 
Engineers. 

Aysoongh (ask'ew), Samuel 
(1745-1804), Eng. librarian ; 6. 
Nottingham ; called ‘ The Prince 
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of Indexers ’ ; was assistant libra- 
rian in Brit. Museum, 1785 ; had a 
large share in the. 1787 Catalogue; 
indexed ane. rolls and charters; 
prepared Shahcspeare Concord- 
ance. 

Aytoun {d'ton), William Ed- 
MONDSTOTJNE (1813-65), Scot, poct; 

6. Edinburgh ; wrote Lays of the 
Scottish Cavaliers ; part author of 
Bon Gaultier Ballads with Sir 
Theodore Martin ; prof, of rhetoric 
at Edinburgh Univ., 1843 • sheriff 
of Orkney, 1S52 : wrote many 
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political articles for Blackraaod's 
Magazine. 

Azeglio {dd-zdl'yo), Massimo 
Taparelli, Marquis d’ (1798- 
1S66), Ital. statesman, landscape 
painter, and author ; 6. Turin ; 

pub. two historical novels ; was 
premier under Victor Emmanuel 
II.; urged the unification of Italy. 

Azuni (fld-zu'ne), Domenico Al- 
berto (1749-1827), Ital. jurist ; 
b. in Sardinia ; director of Univ. 
library, Cagliari ; wrote book on 
European maritime law.

BahTaage, Charles (1791-1871), 
Eng. matheraatioian ; designed 
calculating machine which was 
never finished ; prof, of mathe- 
matics at Cambridge ; with Her- 
sohcl and Peacock gave impulse 
to Eng. mathematioal revival. 

Baber (‘the Tiger’), surname 
of Zahib ud-din Mohammed 
(1483-1530), famous .Asiatic sol- 
dier; a descendant of Timur ; con- 
quered nortlieni India, and founded 
Mogul dynasty. 

Babeu! [bd-boof), Francois 
Noel (1760-97), journalist and 
agitator during Fr. Revolution ; 
engaged in plot to overthrow the 
Directory, and was guillotined. 

Bab'ington, Anthony (1561- 
86), a Derbyshire gentleman who 
had been page to Mary Queen of 
Scots ; headed R.C. plot to assas- 
sinateElizabeth, and was executed. 

Babrius iia'bre-us) {fl. 3rd cent. 
A.o.b author of collection of 
fables written in Greek discovered 
in 1842 on Mt, Athos ; ms. in 
Brit, Museum ; source of our 
Misop’s Fables. 

Bacchylides (id - kil'i - dez) {fl. 
467 B.c,}, Gr. lyric poet ; nephew 
of Simonides ; wrote many odes, 
elegies, and drinking songs. 


Baocio d’Agnolo {bd'cho d’an- 
yn'lo) (1460-1543), Ital. wood 
carver, architect, and sculptor; 
did much carving for church of 
Santa Maria Novella and Palazzo 
Vecchio, Florence ; architect of 
BartoUni Palace, Villa Borglieso, 
and campanile of Santo Spirito. 

Bach (Mch), Johann Sebastian 
(1685-1750), Ger. composer ; b. 
Eisenach, where his father was 
court and town musician. One 
of the greatest masters of music 
of all lime. He had a thorough 
training as a musician at Liinc- 
burg, and at eighteen became 
court musician at Weimar, and 
later was organist and concert 
director there, after holding ap- 
pointments in Arnstadt and Miihl- 
hansen. Before he was thirty he 
was considered the first organist 
of his time, and visited Ger, 
towns giving exhibitions of his 
wonderful skill on the organ. In 
1723 Bach was made cantor at the 
Thomasschule in Leipzig, where 
he superintended the music in 
that church and in St. Nicholas. 
In later life he suffered from blind- 
ness. Bach composed a huge mass 
of music for secular and sacred 
[ purposes. 
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As a composer he did not come 
into his own until Mendelssohn 
abroad, and Dr. Samuel Wesley in 
lingland, made him known. His 
compositions for organ have sel- 
dom been equalled, never excelled. 
Fugues, toccatas, preludes, fan- 
tasias, and sonatas testify to his 
creative genius. His choral works 
include the Christmas Oratorio, the 
great Mass in B Minor, two Wag- 
iiificats, five Passions, and five 
complete sots of cantatas. Bach 
summed up all that went before 
him and left no musical form as 
he found it. 

Back, Sir George (1798-1878), 
Brit, admiral and .‘\rctic explorer ; 
b. Stockport ; accompanied Frank- 
lin on his expeditions, 1819 and 
1824 ; during the Ross Search 
Expedition discovered Back’s or 
Great Fish R., 1S34. 

Back'Uaus, Wilhelsi {1884- 
), Ger, pianist, made a con- 
cert tour of the Continent and 
England, 1902-5, and America, 
1913, as soloist with New York 
Symphony Orchestra ; prof, of 
piano. Royal Coll, of Music, 
Manchester, since I 905 . 

Baokhuysen {bak'hoi-sen), Lu- 
DOLF (1631-1708), Dutch painter 
of sea-pieces, examples of whose 
works are in Berlin, Munich, 
Vienna, Paris, and in England. 

Bacon, Fr.^ncis, Baron Veru- 
L.AM .vNu Viscount St. Aldans 
(1561-1626), Eng. lawyer, states- 
man, and philosopher ; b. London ; 
nephew of Lord Burghley, At 
twelve he entered Trinity Coll., 
Cambridge, and from 1576 prac- 
tised law in Gray's Inn. As parlia- 
mentarian from 1584 he ranked 
high, alike for his judgment and 
his commanding charm of speech. 
In 1593 he offended the queen and 
her ministers by opposing them 
on important points of parlia- 
mentary procedure. From rsoi 
he was personal adviser of the 
yoimg Earl of Essex, Burghley’s 
rival at court, and from him 


received many favours. Burghley 
was not unfriendly to his nephew, 
and the queen gave him the 
reversion of the clerkship of the 
Star Chamber. On the trial of 
Essex for treason, Bacon as a 
queen’s counsel had to assist in 
his prosecution. 

In the reign of James i. he 
began to rise in public life. To 
James he dedicated his Advance- 
ment of Learning (1605). He be- 
came solicitor-general, 1607, attor- 
ney-general, 1613, lord keeper, 
1617, lord chancellor and Baron 
Verulam, 1618. His greatest 
work. Novum Orgamim (New 
Instrument) (1620), powerfully ad- 
vocates the free and ordered use 
of the mind. He became Viscount 
St. Albans in i62r, and in the same 
year charges of corruption were 
made against him by the Com- 
mons. Ho was found guilty, fined 
£40,000, and imprisoned in the 
Tower. After four days’ imprison- 
ment he was released ; the fine 
was remitted ; later he received 
a pardon and was granted a 
pension. 

tic devoted the remaining five 
years of his life to his History of 
Henry VU., Essays, and Apoph- 
thegms. As a statesman he was 
extremely sagacious, and as a 
judge the most assiduous and faith- 
ful of his age. His work In philos- 
opliv and inductive science left a 
permanent mark on future study.

sculptor ; chief works, the statues 
of Dr. Johnson and John Howard 
in St. Paul’s, and of Lord Chatham 
in Westminster Abbey. 

Bacon, Sir Reginald Hugh 
Spencer (1S63- ), Brit, ad- 

miral, a pioneer organizer of the 
naval torpedo service ; in com- 
mand of Dover patrol during the 
Great War. 
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Bacon, Roger (1214-94), Eng. 
scientist and philosopher j b> near 
Ilclicster ; was a Fi’anciscan friar ; 
held that observation and experi- 
ment are first essentials of scientific 
discovery ; is said to have in- 
vented gunpowder, and to have 
made a telescopic caniera-obscura ; 
constructed a magnifying glass 
and devised a rectified calendar ; 
wrote OpHs Majas (1265) ; bold 
ideas made him a suspect among 
cedes, authorities, and he was 
imprisoned, 1277-92. 

Baesanyi (bo'clidn-ye)^ Janos 
(1765-1S45), liungariaii poet and 
patriot, was embroiled in con- 
spiracies, and was exiled; wrote 
The Valour of the Magyars. 

Baden-Powell {bd'ilen-poul)^ 
Robert Stephenson, ist Baron 
(1H57- ), Brit, general ; b. 

London ; served in India and 
S. Africa ; held Mafddn^ until its 
relief, igoo, and assisted in 
capture of Pretoria ; established 
Boy Scouts, rgoS, and Girl Guides, 
1910 ; has written several books, 
chiefly on scouting. 

Badham, Charles (1813-84), 
Eng. classical scholar ; b. Ludlow ; 
prof, of classics and logic at 
Sydney Univ., Australia ; anno- 
tated editions of Plato and Exiri- 
pidos. 

Badia y Lahlioh {ba-de'a e 
Id-blech). See Ali Bev. 

Bacd^eker, Karl (1801-59), Gcr. 
publisher ; b, Essen ; issued in 
1839 the first of series of guide- 
books printed in German, French, 
and English, alonglines of Murray’s 
^ Handbooks * ; these now deal 
with countries of the world most 
visited by tourists, 

Baer, Karl Ernst von (1792— 
1876), Russ, zoologist ; 6. Estonia *, 
studied in Germany ; held ap- 

? ointments in Kbni^berg and St. 

'etersburg (Leningrad) ; founder 
of science of comparative em- 
bryology, 

Baeyer {bd'^ycr)^ Johann Fried- 
rich Wilhelm Adolph von (1835- 
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1917)1 chemist ; prof, of 

chemistry, Munich ; researches in 
organic chemistry, especially on 
indigo ; invented aspirin ; Nobel 
prize in chemistry, 1905, 

Baffin, William (1584-1622), 
Eng. navigator ; served as pilot 
in a Greenland voyage, 1612 ; 
spent two years in Spitsbergen 
whale fishing, 1613-14 ; pilot of 
Discovery in search of the N.W. 
Passage, 1615, when he surveyed 
Hudson’s Strait ; in following year 
discovered the bay which bears his 
name. He was killed at siege of 
Ormuz, 1622, helping the Persians 
against the Portuguese. Baffin was 
the first to attempt calculation 
of longitude by lunar observations.

Bagehot [bayot], Walter (1826- 
77), Eng. economist, journalist, 
critic, and banker ; b.

Physics and Politics (1869), The 
Ey'tgUsh ConstHutioji {1867), Lorn- 
bard Street (1873), Literary' and 
Biographical Studies (2 vols. 1879), 
and Economic Studies (1880). 
Distinguished for psychological 
insight and power of critical 
analysis. 

Bag'gesen, Jens (1764-1826), 
Dan. lyrical poet ; obtained edu- 
cation under adverse circum- 
stances ; attained great popu- 
larity with Comical Tales in verse 
when twenty-one ; spent roving 
life ; wrote with equal fluency in 
Danish and German ; other works 
include Labyrinthen (1791), and 
pastoral poem, Parthenais (1803). 

Bagration {bd-gya-tc-on'), Peter 
Iv.ANoviTCH, Prince (1765-1812), 
Russ, general ; distinguished him- 
self at Austerlitz, 1805, Eylau and 
Friedland, 1807 ; captured the 
Aland Is. by march over ice, 
1808 ; mortally wounded at Boro- 
dino. 
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Bahr, Hermann (1863-1934), 
Austriau playwright ; b. Linz ; 
one of leaders against naturalism 
in Lcr. literature. 

Bait [ba-ef'l, Jean ANTOtNE de 
(1532-89), Fr. poet; b. Venice; 
friend of Ronsard ; member of 
Pleiade ; paraphrased Gr. and 
J.at. lyric poets ; introduced 
classical forms into Fr. verse. 

Bailtie {bd'ki), William Balfour 
(1824-64), Scot, traveller and 
philologi.st ; b. Kirkwall ; surgeon 
and naturalist on Niger Expedi- 
tion, 1854, and again in 18.57, 
when he remained to explore, 
evangelize, and teacli ; trans. 
parts of Bible and Prayer Book 
into Hausa language. 

Bailey {bd'H), Lieut.-Colonel 
Feedekick Marshman _ (1882- 
), Scot, political officer and 
G.xplorcT ; b. Edinburgh ; took 
part in Tibet and Abor Expedi- 
tions ; explored course of Brahma- 
putra in S. Tibet, 1913 ; minister 
plenipotentiary in Nepal since 1935. 

Bailey, Nathan (d. 1742), Eng. 
lexicographer ; a Seventh-Day 
Baptist; kept a hoarding-house in 
Stepney ; his Universal Etymological 
English Dictionary (1721) served 
as foundation for Johnson's later 
work. 

Bailey, Philip James (1816- 
1902), Eng. poet ; b. Nottingham ; 
known as ‘ Festus Bailey ’ from 
his one long poem Feslns {1S39), 
a reconstruction of the Faust 
legend. 

Bailey, Samuel (1791-1870), 
Eng. economic and philosophical 
writer ; originally a cutler of 
Sheffield ; wrote Theory of Rea- 
soning (1S51), and Letters on the 
Philosophy of the Human Mini 
(1856-63). 

Bailey, Solon Irving (1854- 
1931), Ainer. astronomer, prof. 
Harvard ; founded observatory of 
Arequipa, Peru, 18S9, and of El 
Misti, 1893, the highest in the 
world. 

Baillet (bd-yd'), Adrien (1649- 
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1706), Fr. scholar and critic ; b. 
Ncuville, in Picardy ; rvrote his- 
torical and antiquarian works. 

Baillie, Lady Grizel (1665- 
1746), Covenanting heroine and 
song-writer ; b. Bcnvickshire. ; 
daughter of Sir Patrick Hume, 
w'hom she secretly supplied with 
food in his hiding-place in the 
vault of Polwarth church ; mar- 
ried a son of Scot, patriot Baillie 
of Jerviswoode ; best-known song ; 
‘ Werena my heart licht I wad 
dee.’ 

Baillie, Joanna (1762-1S51), 
Scot, dramatist and poet; h. 
Bothwell, Lanarkshire ; life spent 
in London ; chiefly remembered 
for her Plays on the Passions 
(1798), and Scot, songs. 

BaiUot (bii-yo), Pierre Marie 
Francois de Sales (1771-1842), 
Fr. violinist ; b. and d. Paris ; 
prof, in Conservatoire ; his Aft 
\du Violon (1834) is a standard 
work. 

Bailly (bii-ye'), Jean Sylvain 
(1736-93), Fr. astronomer and 
republican politician ; b. Paris ; 
pub. Hisloire de V Astronomic 
(1787) ; president of National 
Assembly, 1789 ; lost favour alter 
' Massacre of the Champ de 
Mai'S ’ ; arrested and executed. 

Baily, Edward Hodges (1788- 
1867), Eng. sculptor ; b. Bristol ; 
R.A., 1821 ; best works include 
statues of Wellington, Nelson 
(Trafalgar Square), etc., and sculp- 
tures on Marble Arch and in front 
of Buckingham Palace. 

Baily, Francis (1774-1844), 
Eng. astronomer ; b. Newbury ; 
a founder of Royal Astronomical 
Soc., 1820 ; reformed Nautical 
Almanac ; pioneer of modern 
solar eclipse expeditions ; during 
eclipse, 1836, first noticed pho- 
nomonon known as ‘ Baily’s 
Beads.’ 

Bain, Alexander (iSrS-rgos), 
Scot, educationist and psychol- 
ogist ; b. Aberdeen ; a weaver in 
early life, entered Marischal Coll., 
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and became prof, of logic and 
English at Aberdeen, i860 ; pub. 
The. Semes and the Intellect^ The 
Emotions and the Willi etc. 

BaineSj Edward (1774—1848), 
Leeds journalist; &. Walton*le- 
dale ; as proprietor of Leeds 
Mercury established power of 
provincial press ; advocated pari, 
reform and factorv legislation. 

Baird, Sir David (1757-1829), 
Brit, general; &. E.^ Lothian; 
prisoner of Hyder Ali, 1780-4; 
stormed Seringapatam, i799 ; 
commanded at capture of Cape 
Colony, 1806 ; was at siege of 
Copenhagen, 1S07, and with Moore 
at Corunna, 1809. 

Baird, James (1802-76), Scot, 
coalowner and ironmaster at 
Gartsherrie, Lanarkshire ; founded 
* Baird Lectures ’ on theology, 
also ‘ Baird Trust for Church of 
Scotland.* 

Baird, John L. (1889- ), 

Scot, inventor ; b, Helensburgh ; 
invented the Televisor by which 
scenes or objects may be trans- 
mitted by wire or windess, and the 
Noctovisbr, an apparatus for see- 
ing in the dark. 

Baird, Spencer Fullerton 
(1823-S7), famous Amei*. natiural- 
ist ; secretary of Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington ; com- 
missioner of fisheries ; author of 
Birds of America, etc. 

Bairnsfather, Bruce (1887- ), 

humorist and war artist ; b. in 
India ; attained great popularity 
with Fragments from. Fmnre (1915), 
humorous sketches of life in the 
trenches ; also wrote popular 
play, The Better * Ole. 

Bajza {boVzd), Joseph (1804- 
58), Hungarian poet and notable 
dramatic critic ; director of Na- 
tional Theatre, Budapest. 

Baker, Sir Benjamin (1840- 
1907)) Eng. civil engineer ' b, 
Frome, Somerset ; was associated 
with Sir John Fowler in designing 
underground railways, the Forth 1 
Bridge, and other engineering i 
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enterprises ; assisted in construc- 
tion of Aswan barrage on R. Nil(\ 

Baker, Henry (1698-177.1), Eng. 
naturalist and teacher of deaf 
mutes; 6. London; assisted Defoe, 
his falher-in-law, in the Universnl 
Spectator ; helped to found the 
Soc. of Arts ; founder of Bakeriaii 
Lecture of the Royal Society. 

Baker, Sir Herbert *(1862- 
), Eng. architect ; b. Cobhain, 
Kent ; did much work in S, 
Africa, including Groote Schiuir 
for Cecil Rhodes and Union Build- 
ings at Pretoria ; designed Legis- 
lative Buildings at New Delhi. 

Baker, Newton Diehl (1S71- 
), U.S.A. lawyer and politician; 
b, Martinsbiirg, W. Virginia; 
war secretary in President Wilson’s 
cabinet ; organized Amor, forces 
during the Great War. 

Baker, (i) Sir Samuel White 
(1821-93), Eng. e.xplorer ; 5. 

London ; explored K. Atbara, 
traced course of White Nile, and 
discovered L. Albert ; wrote The 
Albert Nyanza (1866), Ismailia 
(1874}, etc. (2) Valentine (1827- 
87), known as Baker Pasha ; 
brother of (i); entered the Turic. 
service, and fought in Balkans, 
1877 ; organized the Egyptian 
gendarmerie after the occupation 
of 1882 ; disastrously routed at 
El Teb, 18S4, by the tribesmen of 
Osman Digna. 

Bakewell, Rodert {1725-95), 
Eug. agriculturist and breeder ; 
best known for improving the 
Leicestershire breed of sheep, 
Dishley cattle, and farm-horses. 

Bakst, Leon (1868-1924), Russ. 

? ainter ; spent early life in St. 

'etersburg (Leningrad) ; famous 
as scene painter in Paris ; de- 
signed settings for plays of 
D’Annunzio and Verhaeren. 

Bakunin [ha-hoon'yen], Mikh.ail 
(1814-76), Russ, revolutionary; 
b. near Moscow ; organized anar- 
chical movements all over Europe ; 
frequently extradited. 

Balaguer [hd-ld-gar'),, Victor 
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(1824-1901), Span, poet, historian, 
and politician; b, Barcelona; 
‘ crowned,’ 1843, for his Don 
Enrique el Dadivoso ; Liberal 
leader, 1843-68 ; his writings 
stirred up Catalonian patriotism ; 
held public offices, and became a 
senator. 

Balakirev {ba-Ici'her-yef), Mini 
Alexeievitch (i83?-i9io), Russ. 
musical composer ; b. Nijni- 
Novgorod ; with Lomakin he 
founded the Free School of Music 
in the interests of Russ, music ; 
works include music to King 
Lear and Islamey ; wrote many 
overtures. 

Balard [bd-ldr'), Antoine J£- 
h6me (1802-76), Fr. chemist ; b. 
Montpelier; discoverer of bromine, 
1826 ; prof, of chemistry, Coll, 
do France, 1S51. 

Bal'bo, Cesaee, Count (1789- 
1853), Ital. statesman and writer ; 
b. Turin ; employed by Napoleon 
in Paris and Rome ; chief work, 
Speranze d'lialia (1843), advocat- 
ing Ital. unity ; prime minister, 
1848. 

Balbo, Italo (i8g6- ), Ital. 

politician ; noted Fascist ; as min- 
ister of aviation, 1929-33, brought 
Ital. aviation to front rank; gov.- 
gen. of Libia since ig.33. 

Balbo'a, Vasco NuRez de (1.475- 
1517), Span, explorer; captain- 
general of Darien ; crossed the 
isthmus, 1513, and was the first 
European to see the Pacific ; 
appointed Admiral of the Pacific, 
but owing to the jealousy of the 
new governor of Darien, was tried 
for treason and executed. As a 
pioneer ranks second only to 
Columbus. 

Bal'bus, L. Cornelius, Rom. 
statesman ; 6. Gades (Cadiz) ; 

made a Rom. citizen ; accom- 
panied Julius Cajsar as engineering 
officer to Spain and Gaul ; consul, 
40 E.c. — the first of foreign birth 
to be so honoured. 

Baldwin I. (1058-1118), first 
Lat. King of Jerusalem; brother

I of Godfrey de Bouillon ; joined 
in the First Crusade, 1096. 
Baldwin ii.. King of Jerusalem, 
rri8-3r, was almost constantly 
at war with the Moslems. Bald- 
win III., King of Jerusalem, 
ir43-62 ; b. in Palestine ; took 
part in second crusade, 1147; 
failed in attack on Damascus ; 
popular ruler, Baldwin iv.. 
King of Jerusalem, 1173-83, a 
leper, resigned in favour of Bald- 
win v., a child of six, poisoned, 
1187, by his mother. 

Baldwin I. (d. 1205), first Lat. 
Emperor of Constantinople, 1204 ; 
a leader in Fourth Crusade. 

Baldwin, James Mark (iS6i- 
1934), Amer. psychologist ; b. 
Columbia, S. Carolina ; has held 
professorships in U.S.A., Toronto 
(Canada), Mexico, and Paris ; 
Herbert Spencer lecturer, Oxford, 
1915-16 ; his History of Psy- 
chology (1913) is a standard work. 

BaJdwin, Stanley, Rt. Hon. 
(1867- ), Eng. statesman and 

leader of Conservative party ; b. 
Bewdley, Worcs ; president Board 
of Trade, 1921-2 ; chancellor of 
exchequer, 1922-3 ; prime minis- 
ter, 1923-4, 1924-9, and t935 ; lord 
president of the Council in National 
Government, 1931; pub. in 1926 
On England, a volume of non- 
political addresses. 

Bale, John (1495-1563), Bishop 
of Ossory, dramatist, historian ; 
b. Cove, Suffolk ; zealously pro- 
moted the Reformation in Ireland ; 
wrote the first literary history of 
England. 

Balestier (bal-es-tir'), Charles 
Wolcott (rSbr-Qi), Amer. novel- 
ist ; b. Rochester, New York ; 
collaborated with his brother-in- 
law, Rudyard Kipling, in The 
Naulahka (1892). 

Balfe {balf), Michael William 
(1808-70), Irish musical composer ; 
6. Dublin ; most famous work, 
The Bohemian Girl (1843) ; wrote 
music for ‘ Come into the garden, 
Maud,’ ‘ Killarney,’ etc. 
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BalSour {haljoor), Arthur 
James (1848-1930), ist Earl, 
created 1922, Brit, statesman; 
h. Whittingehame, E. Lothian ; 
Conservative member for Hertford, 
1R74 ; secretary for Scotland, 
1886-7 ; as chief secretary for 
Ireland, 1887-91, carried Crimes 
Act through Parliament and set 
np Congested District Boards ; 
first lord of Treasury and leader 
of House of Commons, 1891-1902 ; 
as prime minister, 1902-6, he 
instituted the Army Council and 
Imperial Defence Committee, and 
cemented the Entente Cordiale. 
Was the most brilliant pari, 
dialectician of liis time. On out- 
break of Great War, 1914, was a 
foremost supporter of all necessary 
measures, and in 1915 joined Mr. 
Asquith’s Coalition governnient as 
first lord of the Admiralty. Was 
foreign secretary in Mr. Lloyd 
George’s ministry. After the 
U,S.A. entered the war he con- 
ducted a most important mission 
to that country. In 1919 he was 
second Brit, representative at 
the Peace Conference in Paris; 
in 1921 took a large part in the 
International Conference at Wash- 
ington, U.S.A., on subject of 
limitation of armanumts. The 
Balfour Declaration advocating a 
national home for the Je\vish 
people in Palestine was incorpor- 
ated in the mandate for that 
country, 1922. In the Balfour 
note of 1922 he defined the 
attitude of the Brit, government 
to war debts and reparations. 
At Imperial Conference, 1926, 
was chairman of committee which 
determined status of Brit. Do- 
minions. In philosophy he was 
equally famous. He was Gifford 
lecturer, Glasgow Univ., 1913-14 
and 1922-3, and wrote A Defence 
of Philosophic Doubt (1879) and 
The Foundations of Belief (1895). 
Chancellor of Cambridge Univ., 
1919.

(1851-82), Scot, biologist; b.

Balfour, Gerald William, 2nd 
Earl (1853- ), Brit, public 

official ; b» Edinburgli ; brother 
of 1st Earl. Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, 1895-1900 ; president of 
Board of Trade, 1900, of Local 
Government Board, igo6. 

BaUour, Isaac Bayley (1853- 
1922), famous Scot, botanist ; b. 
Edinburgh ; successively prof, of 
botany at Glasgow, Oxford, and 
Edinburgh Universities ; amongst 
other works, translated Goebel’s 
Organography of Plants. 

BaJSour of Burleigh, Lord, 
Alexa.vder Hugh Bruce (1849- 
1921), Scot, politician ; b. Alloa ; 
became sixth lord in 1869 by the 
removal of attainder of 1715 ; 
pari, secretory to Board of Trade, 
1889-92, and secretary for Scot- 
land, 1895-1903 ; acted as chair- 
man of numerous commissions ; 
established Congested Districts 
Boards, 1898 ; in 1916 was ap- 
pointed chairman of government 
committee on commercial and 
industrial policy after the war ; 
noted leader in Church of Scotland. 

Ba'liol, John de (1249-1315), 
King of Scotland ; son of Baliol 
of Barnard Castle, Durham, who 
founded Baliol Coll., Oxford, and 
Devorguilla of Galloway ; raised 
to Scot, throne by Edward i., 
1291 ; known as * Toom Tabard ’ 
(empty coat), because of sub- 
servience to England ; broke 
fealty to Edward i,, defeated at 
Dunbar ; d. at Baillcul, France, 
original home of family. 

Ball, Albert {1897-1917), 
flight-commander, R.F.C., began 
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his meteoric career in Feb. 1916. 
During Great War was described 
as ‘ the most daring, skilful, and 
successful pilot the R.F.C. has 
ever had ’ ; killed in action ; post- 
humous v.c. 

Ball, John {d. 1381), a leader 
of Peasants' Revolt, 13S1, called 
by Froissart ‘ the mad priest of 
Kent ’ : remembered for his social- 
istic teaching ; executed in pres- 
ence of Richard ii. 

Ball, Sir Robert Stawell 
(1840-1913), Irish astronomer ; 
h. Dublin ; prof, of astronomy, 
Dublin, and astronomer-royal of 
Ireland, 1874 ; Lowndean prof, of 
astronomy, Cambridge, 1892 ; 
best-known work, The Story of the 
Heavens. 

Ballanoe, John (1S39-93), New 
Zealand statesman, of Irish birth; 
premier, iSpr ; instituted small 
holdings, with government aid ; 
introduced progressive land and 
income taxes. 

Ballantine, James (1808-77), 
Scot, poet and artist ; b. Edin- 
burgh ; did much for art of glass 
staining ; specimens in House of 
Lords ; wrote The Gaberhmzie’s 
Wallet, and popular songs. 

Ballantyne, James (1772-1833), 
Scot, publisher ; h. Kelso ; .school- 
fellow of Sir Walter Scott, whose 
Border Minstrelsy he printed 
(1802) ; with his brother John 
(1774-1821) established the firm 
of Ballantyne. and Co., in which 
Scott was a secret partner ; final 
bankruptcy of firm in 1826. 

Ballantyne, Robert Michael 
(1825-94), Scot, writer for boys ; 
b. Edinburgh ; six years in service 
of Hudson’s Bay Co. ; pub. about 
eighty stories, including The 
Young Fur- Traders, The Coral 
Island, and The Dog Crusoe. 

Ballin, Albert (1857-1918), 
Ger. commercial magnate ; b, 
Hamburg ; founded the Hamburg- 
Amerika line ; reorganized Ger- 
many’s mercantile marine. 

Bimat (MZ-«ia'), Jacques (1762- 
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1834), Alpine guide ; first to make 
ascent of Mont Blanc, 17S6. 

Balzac', Honore de (1799- 
1850), Fr. novelist" ; h. Tours ; 
intended for the law but went to 
Paris, 1819, to seek his fortune 
as an author ; struggled unsuc- 
cessfully for ten years ; at ago of 
thirty made a reputation with 
Les Deruiers Chouans, La Peau 
de Chagrin, and other novels ; 
conceived the idea of presenting, 
under the general title of the 
Contedie Humaine, a large series 
of novels which should give a 
complete panorama of modern 
life. Wrote some eighty novels in 
twenty years, working sometimes 
eighteen hours daily, yet was in- 
volved in debt to the end of his 
days. A genuine, if not subtle, 
sense of humour is shown by the 
Conies Drdlaiiques. Ke is at his 
best in sketching tragedies of 
common people like Le Fite 
Goriot ; sought force rather than 
felicity of wording.

Bamberger {bdm'berg-er), Lud- 
wig (1823-99), Ger. politician and 
economist ; republican leader in 
revolution, 1848 ; helped to found 
Ger. Imperial Bank; opposed 
Bismarck's policy of protection 
and colonial schemes. 

Bainpton, John (1689-1751), 
Eng. theologian ; founder of 
Bampton Lectures in Oxford, de- 
fending Christianity. 

Bancroft, George (1800-91), 
Amcr. historian and statesman ; 
b, Worcester, Mass. ; U.S.A. 
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minister at St. James’s, London, 
1846, at Berlin, 1867 ; best 
known for his famous History 
of the United States. 

Bancroft, RicHiVRn (1544-1610), 
Archbishop of Canterbury, sup- 
ported the royal power against 
the civil courts ; took part in 
Hampton Court Conference, 1604, 
and in preparation of A.V. of 
Bible. 

Bancrofts, The, Eng. actors ; 
Sir Squire B.a.ncroft (1841- 
1926), and his wife, Effie Wii-toh 
(d. 1921), inaugurated the natural 
school of acting by their produc- 
tions of the Robertson comedies. 
Society, Ours, Caste, etc. ; re- 
tired 1H85. 

Bandelio, Matteo [c. 1,480- 
1562), Ital. novelist ; b, near 
Tortoiia ; famous for his collection 
of 200 Novelle ; treasure-house for 
Elizabethan dramatists ; finest, 
Romeo and Juliet, utilized by 
Shakespeare. 

Ban 4 t,JoiiAH (1596-1641), Swed, 
general ; b. near Stockholm ; 
ablest lieutenant of Gustavus 
Adolphus, after whoso death he 
won victories at Wittstock, 1636, 
and Chemnitz, 1639. 

Bang, Herma.v.v Joachim (1838- 
njia), Dan. author; b. in Zea- 
land ; one of best Dan. writers of 
fiction ; his Tine (iSSg) won him 
the friendship of Ibsen. 

Ban'im, John (1798-1S42), Irish 
novelist ; b. Kilkenny ; svrote 
Tales of the O'Hara Family (1835— 
26), and numerous other Irish melo- 
dramas and novels, assisted by 
his brother Michael (1796-1874)! 

Banks, Sir Joseph (1743-1820), 
Brit, botanist ; 6, London ; ac- 
companied Captain Cook on his 
first voyage ; knoira as ‘ the father 
of Australia ’ from share in 
first colonization at Botany Bay ; 
president of Royal Soc. for forty- 
one years. 

Banks, Nathaniel Prentiss 
(1816-94), Amer. politician and 
soldier ; governor of Massachu- 


setts, 1858 ; defended Washington 
from ' Stonewall ’ Jackson’s army, 
1863 ; took Port Hudson, 1863, 

Banks, Tho.mas {1735-1805), 
Eng. sculptor ; b, London ; works 
include Achilles Enraged, and 
group, Shakespeare attended by 
Painting and Poetry, at Stratford, 

Ban'natyne, George (?iS45- 
1608), collector of anc. Scot, 
poems ; b. in Angus ; Bannatync 
Club was founded in his honour in 
Edinburgh, 1823, for publication 
of Scot, historical and literary 

MSS. 

Ban'ting, Sir Erederick Grant 
(1891- ), Can. physician ; joint 

discoverer of insulin, 1922, with 
Prof. Macleod and C. H. Best ; 
awarded Nobel prize (jointly with 
Macleod) ; prof, of medical re- 
search. Toronto Univ., since 1923. 
Knighted 1934. 

Ban'tock, Sin Granville (1868- 
), Brit, composer ; b. London ; 
succeeded Elgar as prof, of music 
at Biimingham Univ., 1908 ; 
numerous compositions include 
Omar Khayyam, Aialanta in 
Calydon, and Hebridean Sym- 
phony, Knighted 1930. 

Banville (bcta-vil'), Theodore 
Faullain de (1823-91), Fr. poet ; 
eulogized by victor Hugo for his 
Odes Funamhulesques ; wrote 
plays, including Gringoire (1S66), 
trans. bj' Sir Walter Besant and 
W. H. Pollock as The Ballad- 
monger. 

Barah'bas, a robber whose re- 
lease was demanded from Pilate 
in preference to that of Je.sus. 

Barbara, St. {//. 3rd cent.), 
Christian martyr ; her legendary 
connection with thunderstorm’s 
has made her the patron of ar- 
tillery ; feast, Deo. 4. 

Barbarossa. Sec Frederick i. 

Bar'bauld, Anna Letitia (1743- 
1825), Eng. poetess, sister of 
Dr, John -Aikin ; b. in Leicester- 
shire ; wrote Hymns in Prose 
for Children ; ed. the Eng. 
novelists in 50 vols. 
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Barb6 (biir-ba'), Loms (1S45- 
11336), historian; b. Cherbourg; 
schoolmaster in Dunlvirk and 
Glasgow ; historical works include 
the only biography of Kirkaldy 
of Grange (1897), and In Byieays 
of Scottish History (1912). 

Barbellion. See Cummings, 
Bruce. 

Baibeiini, Ital. family of note 
in 17th cent. ; Mafpeo Barberini 
became Pope as Urban viit. 
(1G23), and several relatives were 
cardinals ; the rapacity with 
which they pillaged objects of art 
gave rise to saving, ‘ Qtiod non 
fecerunt barbari,fecerunt Barberini.' 

BarTiour, John (1316-95), Scot, 
poet I regarded as father of Scot, 
poetry ; archdeacon of Aberdeen ; 
wrote a narrative poem. The Brus, 
in upwards of 1,3,000 lines, for 
which he received from King 
Robert ii., in 1377, a gift of £10, 
and in following year a life annuity 
of twenty shillings. The Brus 
was first printed at Edinburgh in 

1571- 

Barbusse {bdr-boos'), Hcnri 
(1874-1935). Fr. author; b. 
Asniires (Seine) ; in Great War 
joined the ranks, and twice won 
the Croix de Guerre ; wrote a 
remarkable war book, Le Fen 
(1916), a crushing indictment of 
war ; other works include Clarle 
(1919), and Manifeste aux Intel- 
lectue'ls (1927). 

Barclay, Alexander {1476- 
1332), Scot, poet; his eclogues 
were among first pastorals in 
English ; chiefly remembered as 
author of free trans. of Sebastian 
Brandt’s ‘ Ship of Fools.’ 

Barclay, Florence (1863-1921), 
Eng. novelist ; 6. in Surrey ; 

wrote many sentimental and popu- 
lar novels, including The Rosary. 

Barclay, John (1758-1826), Scot, 
anatomist ; b. in Perthshire ; was 
largely instrumental in founding 
the Dick Veterinary Coll., Edin- 
burgh. 

Barclay, Robert (1648-90), Scot. 


Quaker ; b. near Elgin ; suffered 
persecution ; travelled throughout 
Europe ; author of the Apology 
(1678), an exposition of Quakerism. 

Barclay de Tolly, Michael, 
Prince {1761-1818), Russ, field- 
marshal of Scot, extraction ; b. 
in Livonia ; served with distinc- 
tion against Napoleon, 1806-7 ; 
made famous march over frozen 
Gulf of Bothnia against Swedes, 
1S09 ; commanded Russ, army 
during invasion of France, 1814. 

Bar'ents, Willem (li. 1597), 
Dutch navigator ; conducted three 
unsuccessful expeditions in search 
of N.E. Passage, 1594-7. On the 
third voyage he discovered Spits- 
bergen, rounded Novaya Zemlya, 
and there died. In 1871 his camp 
and relics were discovered, and 
in 1875 his Journal was found. 

[Voyages, trans. and pub. by 
Hakluyt Soc. (1876).] 

BarJre de Vianzao (ba-rer' de 
vyoo-zak'), Bertrand (1755-1S41), 
Fr. revolutionary ; b. Tarbos ; 
deputy to States-general, 1789 ; 
delegate to National Convention, 
1792. He joined Robespierre after 
having attacked him ; took em- 
ployment under Napoleon ; went 
over to Bourbons, 1814 ; banished 
as a regicide, 1815 ; accepted 
pension from Louis Philippe. 

Baret'ti, Giuseppe Marc’ An- 
tonio (1719-89), Ital. critic ; b. 
Turin ; settled in London ; as- 
sociated with Dr, Johnson (Bos- 
well’s Life) ; secretary to Royal 
Academy ; killed a man who 
attacked him in London, but 
acquitted after evidence by John- 
son and his circle ; compiled a 
Dictionary and Grammar of the 
Italian Language. 

Barham {bar' am), Richard Har- 
ris, pen-name ‘ Thomas Ingolds- 
by ’ (1788-1845), Eng. humorist ; 
b. Canterbury ; priest-in-ordinary 
to Chapel Royal, 1824 ; famous lor 
his Ingoldsby Legends. 

Baring, family of Eng. finan- 
ciers ; Baring Brothers (1770- 
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1S90), first banlring house in 
Europe ; members of the family 
have, been prominent statesmen — 
e.g. Lords Ashburton, Northbroot, 
Revelstoke, Cromer. 

Ba'iing, Hon. Maurice (1874- 
), Eng. author and journal- 
ist ; son of ist Lord Revelstoke ; 
b. London ; in di plomatic service, 
1898-1904 ; war correspondent in 
Manchuria, Russia, and Turkey ; 
servrf in R.F.C. during Great 
War ; has written much on Russ, 
literature and Russ, people, be- 
sides plavs and poems. 

Baring'-Gould, Rev. Sabine 
(1834-1924), Eng. author and 
clerg)-man ; b. Exeter ; writer of 
numerous novels, hymns, religious 
and antiquarian works. 

Barker, Harley Granville. 
See Granvii.le-Bakker, Harley. 

Barker, Sir Herbert A. (1869- 
), specialist in manipulative 
surgery ; b. Southport ; treated 
successfully over 40,000 cases of 
deranged linee cartilages, flat-foot, 
etc., and published articles on 
bloodless operations, and Leaves 
from My Life (1927). 

Barkis, Charles Glover {1877- 
), prof, of Natural Philos- 
ophy at Univ. of Edinburgh since 
1913; Nobel prizeman in physics, 
1917; has written on electric 
waves, X-rays, and secondary rays. 

Barlow, Jane {1SG0-1917), Irish 
novelist ; b. Clontarf ; noted for 
her sympathetic sketches of Irish 
peasant life ; authoress of Boglansl 
Studies, Irish Idylls, etc. 

Batlow,SiRTiiaMAs(i845- ), 
physician-extraordinary to Queen 
Victoria, Edward vii., and George 
V. ; president Royal Coll, of 
Physicians, igio-15 ; baronet, 
1900. 

Bar'nahas, the Apostle, a 
Levite of Cyprus named Joses ; 
sold his land and gave the money 
to the Apostles ; was the uncle 
of Mark ; accompanied Paul on his 
first missionary journey ; sailed 
with Mark to Cyprus, where he 
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is said to have died as a martyr, 
(See Acts 15.) The apocryphal 
Epistle of Barnabas is found in 
the Codex Sinaiticus ; Harnack 
gives its date as about 130. 

Barnaby, Sir Nathaniel (1829- 
101.5), Brit, naval architect ; b. 
Chatham ; director of naval con- 
struction, 1870-85; one of founders 
of Institute of Naval Architects ; 
knighted, 1895. 

Ear'nai'tl, Lady Anne (1750- 
1835), Scot, poetess ; daughter 
of .5th Earl of Balcarres ; married 
Andrew Barnard, colonial secre- 
tary at Capo of Good Hope ; 
chiefly remembered for her ballad, 
‘ Auld Robin Gray,’ and her 
Letters from the Cape. 

Barnard, Edward Emerson 
(1857-1933), Amer. astronomer ; 
discovered Jupiter’s fifth satellite. 

Barnar'do, Thomas John (1845- 
1905), Irish philanthropist ; opened 
‘ Dr. Barnardo’s Home,’ at Step- 
ney, 1867, to shelter and train 
homeless children ; and afterwards 
established iii similar refuges, 
besides village home at Baiidng- 
sidc for girls. 

Barnat'o, BarnettIsaacs [185s- 
97), S. African diamond merchant ; 
b. London ; built up Barnato 
Diamond Mining Co. at Kim- 
berley, ultimately amalgamated 
with De Beers group ; committed 
suicide at sea. 

Barn'by, Sir Joseph (1S38-96), 
Eng. composer and conductor ; 
b. York ; head of Guildhall School 
of Music, 1892 ; works include 
Rebehak, an oratorio, anthems, 
songs, and many hymn tunes. 

Barnes, Ernest William (1874- 
), Eng. divine; had distin- 
guished mathematical career at 
Cambridge. Appointed Bishop of 
Birmingham, 1934. An active 
opponent of the Anglo-Catholic 
party. Has written mnoh on 
scientific, philosophical, and theo- 
logical subjects. 

Barnes, Rt. Hon George 
Nicoll (1859- ), Brit, states- 
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man ; began life as working 
engineer ; m.p. for division of 
Glasgow, 1906-22 ; first minister 
of pensions. 1916 ; Labour minis- 
ter in war cabinet, 1917 ; Brit, 
representative of Labour at Peace 
Conference ; C.H., 1920. 

Barnes, William (1800-86), 
Dorsetshire poet ; successively 
lawyer’s clerk, schoolmaster, and 
clergyman ; pub. Poems of Rural 
Life in the Dorset Dialect (1844), 
Hicomely Rhymes (1859), etc. 
His poems arc exquisitely finished 
idylls. 

Barnett, John Francis (1837- 
1916), Eng. composer ; b. London ; 
first cantata. The Ancient Mariner, 
appeared in 1867. Other works 
include Raisins of Lazarus (1876). 

Barnett, Samuel Augustus 
(1S44-1913), Eng. clergyman and 
philanthropist ; canon of Bristol, 
1893, and of Westminster, igo6 ; 
devoted to amelioration of condi- 
tions in Whitechapel, assisted by 
Toynbee ; one of founders of 
Toymbee Hall ; wrote, with his 
wife, Practicable Socialism (1893). 

Batnfleld, Richard (1574-1627), 
Eng. poet ; b. Norbury, Staffs ; 
wrote The Affectionate Shepherd 
(1594), Cynthia (i50S), The Pas- 
sionate Pilgrim (1599) ; some of his 
songs were long attributed to 
Shakespeare. 

Barnum,PHiNEAsTAYLOR(i8io- 
gi), Ainer. showman ; b. Bethel, 
Conn. ; toured with ‘ General 
Tom Thumb ’ in U.S..'l. and Eng- 
land, and with Jenny Lind in 
U.S.A. ; with Bailey^ launched 
‘ The Greatest Show on Earth,’ 
with which he toured the world. 

Barocehio [ba-rok'e-S), Giacomo 
(1507-73), called Da Vignola, 
ital. architect ; 6. Vignola, near 
Modena ; succeeded Michelangelo 
as architect of St. Peter’s, 1564 ; 
designed numerous other buildings 
in Romo. 

Baro'da, Maharajah Gaekwar 
Sir Sayaji Rao hi. (1863- ), 

lud. ruler ; regrettable incident 


at Delhi durbar caused bis loyalty 
to be impugned ; during Great 
War was generous supporter of 
Brit. Government. One of the 
most progressive rulers in India. 
The Maharanee has written The 
Position of Women in Indian Life. 

Baron, Bernhard (1850-1929), 
millionaire tobacco merchant and 
philanttu'opist ; b. in Russia ; 
taken to U.S.A. to avoid con- 
scription ; at first lived in great 
poverty ; invented cigarette-mak- 
ing machine, and sold it in England 
for £160,000 ; bought and devel- 
oped Carreras Tobacco Co. ; gave 
large sums to hospitals and 
charities. 

Barr, Amelia Edith {1831- 
1919), Eng. novelist: 6. Ulverston; 
went with husband to U.S.A., 
where she wrote novels, including 
Jan Vedder's Wife (18S5), The 
Maid of Maiden Lane (1900), and 
The House on Cherry Street (1909). 

Bart, Archibald (1855-1931), 
Scot, engineer and inventor ; prof, 
of civil engineering at Leeds and 
at Glasgow ; numerous inventions 
include range-finders, electrical 
fire-control instruments for war- 
ships, and the optophone, for 
enabling the blind to read books 
by sound. 

Barr, Robert (1850-1912), Scot, 
novelist ; b. Glasgow ; school- 
master at Windsor, Canada ; re- 
turned to England, i88i, and 
with Jerome IC Jerome founded 
the Idler (1893). 

Bairaa', Paul Franpois Jean 
Nicolas, Vicomte de (1755- 
1829), Fr. Jacobin statesman; 
brought about fall of Robespierre, 
and bad a share in early advance- 
ment of Bonaparte. Wrote Ml- 
moires. 

Barrfes, Maurice (1862-1923), 
Fr. novelist and publicist ; b. 
Charmes (Vosges) ; member of Fr. 
Academy ; an individualist, his 
works teach the importance of 
patriotism ; wrote an excellent 
diary of the war (Aug. to Oct. 
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1914) ; author of Le Jardin de 
Birhiiu, Coletle Baudoche, Les 
Diracinis, V Appel au Soldat, Un 
Jardin sur I' Orontc. 

Barrett, Elizabeth. See 
Browning, E. B. 

Barrett, Sik Willi.«i Fletcher 
(1844-1925), Brit, scientist; prof, 
of phvsics. Royal Coll, of Science, 
Dublin, 1873-1910; principal 
founder of Soc. for Psychical 
Research. 

Barrett, Wilson (1846-1904), 
Eng. actor and dramatist ; b. in 
Essex ; established reputation as 
exponent of emotional drama in 
The Silver King ; one of his own 
plays. The Sign of the Cross, was 
very popular. 

Barrie, Sir James Matthew 
(i860- ), Scot, novelist and 

dramatist ; b. Kirriemuir ; made 
his reputation with sketches and 
novels of Scot, life, Auld Licht 
Idylls (18S8), A Window in 
Thrums (1889), The Little Minister 
(1891), etc., and plays of a deli- 
cate fancy and whimsical satire 
— e.g. The Admirable Crichton and 
Quality Street (1902) ; Peter Pan 
(1904); What Every Woman Knows 
(1908); Dear Brutus (igiS) ; Mary 
Rose {iqao) ) baronet, zgig; Lord 
Rector, St. Andrews Univ., rgig ; 
O.M., 1922 ; chancellor of Edin- 
burgh Univ., 1930. 

Barriire (jbet-re-er'), ThSodore 
(1823-77), Pr. dramatist ; created 
■character of raisomteur or moraliz- 
ing ' chorus ; produced Manon 
Lescaui, etc. 

Barrington, George Isy^y-c. 
1840), Irish author and pick- 
pocket ; b, Maynooth ; after 
career of crime was transported 
to Botanj’ Bay ; on voyage dis- 
covered and disclosed conspiracy 
to seize ship, and obtained warrant 
of emancipation. Works include 
A Voyage to Botany Bay (1801), 
History of New Holland (1S08) ; 
author of the oft-quoted line, 
‘ We left our country for our 
country’s good.’ 


Barrington, John Shute, ist 
Viscount (1678-1734), Eng. po- 
lemical and theological writer ; 
helped to secure Scot. Presbyterian 
support for union of the two 
kingdoms ; gained favour of 
George I. by his Dissuasive from 
Jacobitism ; represented Berwick- 
on-Tweed, 1715-22, but was ex- 
pelled House for connection with 
lottery^. 

Bar'ros, Joao de (1496-1570), 
Port, historian, the ‘ Livy of 
Portugal ’ ; famed for his De- 
cades, a monumental work on 
history of Portuguese in India. 

Barrow, Isaac (1630-77), Eng. 
mathematician and divine ; first 
Lucasian prof, of mathematics at 
Cambridge, 1663, but gave up 
chair to his pupil Isaac Newton, 
1669 ; master of Trinity Coll., 
1672 ; a remarkable preacher. 

Barrow, Sir John (1764-1848), 
Eng. statesman ; b. in Lancs ; 
secretary to the Admiralty for 
forty years ; was in China and 
S. .Africa as secretary to Brit, 
ambassador ; actively promoted 
Arctic exploration ; a founder of 
Royal Geographical Soc. 

Barry, Sir Charles (1795- 
1860) ; b. London ; architect 
of Houses of Parliament, King 
Edward vi. Grammar School, 
Birmingham, etc.; knighted 1852; 
buried in Westminster Abbey. 

Barry, James (1741-1806), Irish 
artist ; b. Cork ; decorated hall 
of Soc. of Arts with six pictures 
representing Human Culture ; 
prof, of painting to Royal Aca- 
demy, 1784-99. 

Barry, Sir John Wolfe Wolfe- 
(1836-1918), civil engineer ; b. 
London ; son of Sir Charles 
Barry; constructor of Kew, Black- 
friars, and Tower Bridges over 
R. Thames ; of docks at Middles- 
brough, Neivport, and Banyi, etc. 

Barry, Sir Redmond (1813- 
80). Australian judge of Irish 
birth ; first solicitor-general for 
Victoria, and afterwards judge ; 
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first chancellor of Melbourne Univ., 
which he founded. 

Barry, Spranger (1719-77). 
Irish actor ; b. Dublin ; a rival 
of Garrick, over whom, though 
inferior as an actor, he possessed 
the advantage of a tall and hand- 
some person. 

Barry Cornwall. See Procter, 
Bryan VV.\i.i,er, 

Barrymore, Ethel (Mrs. R. G. 
Colt) (1870- ),Amer. actress; 
h. Philadelphia ; has played lead- 
ing roles in England and U.S..A.. ; 
opened Ethel Barrymore Theatre, 
New York, 1928. Her brother, 
John Barrymore (1882- ), 

has achieved success as a Shake- 
spearian actor in Britain and 
U.S.A., and as a film actor. 

Bart, Je.\n (1631-1702), Fr. 
naval officer ; son of a fisherman 
of Dunkirk ; first served in Dutch 
navy under do Ruytor, later 
entered Fr. service ; by sheer force 
of character and bravery rose to 
highest rank ; made a daring raid 
on Eng. coast, 1692. 

Bar'tels, Hans von (1856- 
1913), Gcr. artist; b, Hamburg; 
rof. of painting at Munich, 1891 ; 
est rvork consists of stormy 
seascapes and scones of work of 
fishing people. 

Barth (bdrt), Heinrich (1821- 
65), Ger. explorer and writer ; 
b. Hamburg ; accompanied Rich- 
ardson on Brit. Government ex- 
pedition to W. Sudan ; his Travels 
(new ed. 1890) still the standard 
work on N. and Centr.al .“Africa ; 
prof, of geography, Berlin, 1862. 

Barth, Karl (1S86- ), Ger, 

theologian ; prof, of theology at 
Bonn, 1930. Was retired, 1934, 
for his opposition to Nazi control 
of German Church. Introduced a 
new spirit into theology by em- 
phasizing the sovereignty of God, 
and the part that God plays in 
revealing Himself to man. 

Batthelemy (ba,r-tdl-mi'), Au- 
guste Marseille (1796-1867), 
Fr. poet ; 5 . Marseilles ; along 
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with Mery wrote satires on Bour- 
bon monarchy, Napoleon en 
Egypte, L’ Insurrection, etc. 

Barthflemy, Jean Jacques 
(1716-95), Fr. scholar; b. in 
Provence ; his great work was 
Voyage du Jeune Anacluirsis en 
Grice. 

BarthHemy Saint-Hilaire, Jule.s 
(1805-95), Fr. philosopher and 
republican statesman ; b. Paris ; 
prof, of anc. philosophy. Coll, de 
France, 1838 ; author of a great 
annotated Irans. of Aristotle, and 
other works. 

Barthez {bdr-td'), Paul Joseph 
(1734-1S06), Fr. physician ; prof, 
of medicine and chancellor of 
imiv. of Montpellier ; chief work, 
Science de VHoinme. 

Bartholdi [hdr-iol-ie'), FrediSric 
Auguste (1834-1904), Fr.sculptor; 
b. Colmar, Alsace ; Statue 0/ 
Liberty (Now York harbour) and 
Lion of Belfort arc among his 
best-known works. 

Bai'tbolomS {btlr-tol-o-md'), Paul 
Albert (1848-1928), Fr. painter 
and sculptor; chief work, Monu- 
ment aux Moris, P6re Lachaise, 
Paris ; hon. r.a., 1921. 

BaithoTomew, St„ one of the 
twelve -Apostles, someffmes identi- 
fied with Nathanael ; festival, 
Aug. 24. 

Barthol'omew, John (1831-93), 
Soot, cartographer ; b. Edinburgh ; 
founded Edinburgh Geographical 
Institute. 

Barthou (bdr-too'}, Louis (1862- 
1934), Ft. statesman and author ; 
prime minister. May to Deo. 1913 ; 
senator, rgaz ; minister of foreign 
affairs, 1934 ; assassinated at 
Marseilles. Author of Mirabeau 
(1913) ; Lcs Amours d'wi poele 
(igig), etc. 

Bartdk, B£la (r8Si- ), Hun- 
garian musician ; b. in Transyl- 
vania ; collected folk music and 
traditional melodies ; works in- 
clude Bluebeard's Castle (1918) 
and The Miraculous Mandarin ; 
prof, of music, Budapest, 
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Bar'toli, Adolfo (1833-94), Ital. 
author ; prof, of literary history, 
Florence ; rvrote Storia della 
IMtemtura lialiana, the first crit- 
ical history of Ital. literature. 

Bariolini {bcir-td-le'ne), Lorenzo 
{1777-1810), Ital. sculptor ; 4 . 

near Florence. His bust of his 
patron Napoleon is famous. 

Eartolomme'o di Paghola, Fra 
( i-t 75 ~r. 1 i 7 )i Hah painter ; b. near 
Florence ; famous for magnificent 
altar-pieces ; introduced the jointed 
lay-figure ; his masterpiece is 
fi^re of St. Mark, in Florence. 

Bartolozz! {bdr-to-ldt'se), Fran- 
cesco (1727-1815), Ital. engraver ; 
b. Florence ; lived in London, 
1764.-1802 ; well-knouTi works 
include Ciytie, tho Virgin and 
Child after Dolr.i, and engravings 
of pictures by Cipriani and Angelica 
Kauffmann. 

Bar'ton, Andrew Id. 1511), 
Scot, naval hero, one of a famous 
family of seamen in reign of 
James iv. ; instrumental in creat- 
ing a Scot. navy. 

Barton, Bernard (1784-1849), 
the ‘ Quaker poet ' ; b. Carlisle ; 
friend of Southey, Flogg (the 
Ettrick Shepherd), and Lamb ; 
author of Household Verses, etc. 

Barton Clara (1830-1912), 
Amer. philanthropist ; b. Oxford, 
Mass. ; nursed the wounded in 
Civil War and Franco-Prussian 
War ; first president of Amer. 
Red Cross, 1881 ; performed field 
duties during Span. -Amer. War 
and S. African War. 

Barton, Rt. Hon. Sir Edmund 
(1849-1920), Australian statesman; 
ft. Sydney ; largely instrumental 
in securing the Federation Act of 
igon ; prime minister of Aus- 
tralia, igoi-3 ; senior puisne 
judge of High Court of Australia, 
1903. 

Barton, George Aaron (1859- 
), theologian ; 6. in Quebec ; 
Director of Amer. School of 
Oriental Study and Research in 
Palestine, 1902-3 ; prof, of Semitic 


languages, Univ. of Pennsylvania, 
since 1922 ; publications include 
Royal Inscriptions of Sumer and 
Akkad (1927). 

Barye (bii-re'), Antoine Louis 
(1796-1875), great Fr. sculptor; 
ft. Paris ; chiefly animal studies ; 
his JAon Struggling milh Serpent 
(1832) and Lion Resting (1847) 
now in the Tuilcries. 

Bashkirt'seff, Marie (1860-84), 
Russ, painter and diarist ; 6. 

Poltava ; her Jean et Jacques, 
The Umbrella, and The Meeting 
now in the Luxembourg ; chiefly 
remembered for her Journal, 
begun at twelve, and for her 
Letters, under a feigned name, to 
Guy de Maupassant. 

Basil THE Great, St. Basil 
(329-70), bishop of Ciusarea in 
Cappadocia, one of most eminent 
Gr. fathers ; resolute opponent 
of Arianism ; believed that work 
and usefulness could be carried on 
in conjunction with saintliness and 
austerity ; founded a monastic 
order, since known as Basilian 
Monks. 

Baskerville, John (1706-75), 
Eng. printer ; b. in Worcester- 
shire ; greatly developed art of 
typography ; examples of his 
Bible, Prayer Book, and Lat. 
classics much valued. 

Bass, George (rf, iSie ?), Eng. 
explorer ; 6. in Lines ; spent five 
years exploring and mapping 
Australian coast ; circumnavigated 
Tasmania along with Flinders. 

Bass, Michael Thomas (1799- 
1884), brewer, politician, philan- 
thropist ; worked actively to 
abolish imprisonment for debt, 
and took keen interest in welfare 
of working-classes. 

Bassaa'o, Jacopo da Ponte 
(1510-92), Ital. painter ; his altar- 
piece, The Nativity, highly praised 
by Lanzi ; National Gallery con- 
tains two of his portraits. 

Bastard of Orleans. See 
Dunois, Jean. 

Bas'tian, Adolph (1826-1905), 
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Gtr. ethnologist ; world-wide tra- 
veller ; wrote Volker des 

oslliclwii Asien {1866-71), etc. 

Bastien- Lepage (bds-iyan' -le- 
pdAi'), Jules (1848-84), Fr. 
painter ; b. Dajnvillers, Meuse ; 
painted portraits, landscapes, and 
historical pictures, including The 
Bayfield, Sarah Bernhardt, Joan 
of Arc listeniiif; to the Voices, 7'he 
Thames at London. 

Bataille [bd-tl'ye), Henri (1S72- 
1922), Fr. lyric poet and play- 
wright ; b. Nimes ; main theme 
is the dawn and death o£ the 
passion of love ; among his works 
are La Femme Nue (1908), La 
divine tragedie (1916). 

Batemans, The, a famous Amer. 
theatrical family. Hezekiah Lin- 
THicuM Bateman (1812-75); 6- 
Baltimore ; introduced Henry Ir- 
ving to London in The Bells. His 
wife, Sidney Frances (1823-81), 
was the first to bring over to this 
country an Amer. company with 
an Amor, play, The Danites. 
Two daughters, Kate and Ellen, 
achieved success on the stage. 

Bates, Harry (1850-99), Eng. 
sculptor ; b. Stevenage, Herts ; 
pupil of Rodin ; a.r.a., 1892 ; 

some of his works, purchased by 
the Chantrey Trustees, are now iii 
the Tate Gallery ; most famous 
statue, Love and Life. 

Bates, Henry Walter (1825- 
92), Eng. naturalist; b. Leicester; 
explored Amazon with Alfred Rus- 
sel IVallace, 1848-59; author of The 
Naturalist on the Amazons {1863). 

Bath, William Pultenev, ist 
Earl of (16S4-1764), Brit, states- 
man ; took prominent part against 
Dr. Sacheverell ; led opposition 
to Walpole ; lost influence on ac- 
cepting peerage, 1742. 

Bathsheba, wife of Uriah the 
Hittite, and afterwards of David ; 
mother of Solomon (i Kings i). 

Batman, John (1800-40), is 
generally regarded as founder of 
Victoria, Australia; b, Parramatta; 
settled in Tasmania ; in 1835 ac- 


quired from natives the site of 
Melbourne and district. 

Batten, H.vrry Mortimer (1888- 
), author and naturalist ; 
among pulilications are Romances 
of the Wild and Birds of our 
Gardens. 

Battenberg. See under Caris- 
brooke and Miliord Haven. 

Batthyanyi {bnl'yon-ye}, anc. 
family of Hungarian nobles. 
Prince K.arl Joseph (1697- 
1772), Austrian field-marshal, dis- 
tinguished in War of Austrian 
Succession. CountCasimir (1807- 
54), follower of Kossuth, ancl Hun- 
garian foreign minister. Count 
Louis (1809-49), premier of first 
constitutional ministry, 184S ; con- 
demned to death by the Austrians, 
but took his own life. 

Batu Khan {d. 1255), Mongol 
chief, grandson of Jenghiz Khan ; 
burnt Moscow and overran Russia, 
Poland, Hungary, and Silesia, 
1235-41 ; settled in lower Volga 
basin. 

Baudelaire [bod-lar'), Charles 
Pierre (1821-67), Fr. poet; b. 
Paris ; admirer of Poe, many of 
whose works he translated ; ' his 
poems, though morbid, had a 
profound influence on later Fr. 
poetry ; pub. Les Fleurs du Mai, 
Les Paradis Artificiels (inspired 
by De Quincey), L’ Art Rojnan- 
tiqtie, etc. 

Baudrillart {bod-re-ydr'), Henri 
Joseph Leon (1S21-92), Fr. polit- 
ical economist ; b. Paris ; prof, 
of political economy at Ecole des 
Fonts et Chaussees from 1881 ; 
author of Manuel d’Economie 
Politique, etc. 

Banhin (6d-ira'), Gaspard (1560- 
1624), botanist ; b- Basle, of Fr. 
descent ; called ‘ the Liimmus 
of the i6th cent.’ ; his lifework 
was the Pinax. 

Baumann (bou'rmn), Oskar 
(1864-99). Austrian traveller ; b. 
Vienna ; expeditions to Congo, 
Fernando Po, Kilimanjaro, and L. 
Victoria; pub. accounts of those. 
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Baaiflgarten (bourn' gar-ieti), 
Alex-Wdeu Gottlieb (1714-62), 
Ger. philosopher ; first used the 
term ‘ lesthetics ’ for the theory 
of the beautiful ; pub. Ethica 
Philosophica {1740), Mslhelka 
(i7.‘So), etc. 

Baumgartner (bourn' gerl-ner), 
-Andreas, Hakon von (t793- 
1865), Austrian scientist and 
statesman ; prof, of physics at 
\'icnna, 1817-33 i director of 
imperial porcelain factories ; a£- 
tcnvards held various state ap- 
pointments ; devoted later years 
to study of meteorology. 

Baumgartner, Karl Heinrich 
(179S-1SS6), Ger. physician ; prof, 
of medical clinics ’ at Freiburg, 
1824-62 ; made important dis- 
coveries in embryology and the 
circulation of the blood. 

Baur, Ferdinand Christian 
(1792-1860), Ger. theologian ; b. 
Stuttgart ; prof, of theology at 
Tubingen ; wrote numerous works 
on Church history, Biblical criti- 
cism, and the philosophy of re- 
ligion. 

Bautain (bb-taW), Louis Eugene 
Marie (1796-1867), Fr. philoso- 
pher ; prof, of philosophy, Stras- 
bourg ; opposed atheistic tendency 
of the philosophy of his day’; 
pub. Psyciwlogie E xpirimeutale 
(1839), Philosophie Morale (1840), 
etc. 

Bax, Arnold Edward Trevor 
(18S3- ), Eng. composer; b. 

London ; his music is modern in 
outlook with mystical atmosphere ; 
works include symphonies, choral 
works, chamber musie, etc. 

Bax, CurroRD (1886- ), 

Eng. dramatist, brothi-r of above. 
Plays include Poetasters of Ispahan 
(1912), Insect Play (1923), and 
Rose without a Thorn (1931). 

Bax, Ernest Beleokt (1854- 
1926), Eng. Socialist and author ; 
b. Leamington ; assisted Morris in 
founding Socialist League, 1885 ; 
active member of Social Demo- 
cratic Federation. 
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Baxter, Sir D.avid (1793-1872), 
Scot, philanthropist ; linen manu- 
facturer, Dundee; presented Bax- 
ter Park to Dundee ; left £600,000 
for charitable purposes. 

Baxter, Richard (1615-91), Eng. 
Puritan preacher; b, Rowton, 
Salop ; during Civil War was 
chaplain in Pari, army ; strongly 
opposed execution of Charles i., 
and favoured the ResLoratiou ; 
persecuted by Judge Jeffreys. He 
was noted for the saintliness of his 
life, and in spite of ill-health was 
the author of about 170 works, of 
which the best knmvn is his 
Saints’ Everlasting Rest (1650).

Bayard (bd-ydr'), Pierre du 
Terrail, Chevalier de (1473- 
1524), Fr. military commander ; 
b. Dauphin6 ; perfect example of 
chivalrous Icnigbt — the Chevalier 
sans peur et sans reproche ; accom- 
panied Charles viii. of France into 
Italy, and greatly distinguished 
himself in all the Fr. wars ; taken 
risoner at Battle of Spm'S, 1513, 
lit immediately set at liberty ; 
conferred knighthood on Francis i. 
after victory of Marignano ; mor- 
tally wounded in defending pas- 
sage of the Sesia against the 
Milanese. 

Bayard (bi’ard), Thomas Fran- 
cis (1828-98), Amer. democratic 
statesman and diplomatist ; b. 
Wilmington, Delaware ; was first 
Amer. ambassador to Great Britain, 
1893-97. 

Bayliss, Sir Wili.iam Maddock 
(1866-1924), distinguished Eng. 
physiologist ; fa. Wolverhampton ; 
res’earches, resulting in many 
discoveries, carried on in London 
Univ., 1888-1923 ; pub. Principles 
of General Physiology (1914) ; 
awarded Copley Medid of Royal 
Soc., 1919. 

Bayliss, Sir Wyke (1835-1906), 
Eii.g. painter ; b. Madeley, Salop ; 
president of Royal Soc. of Brit. 
Artists, i888-i9o'6 ; notableworks, 
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Treves Cathedral ; St. Mark’s, 
Venice ; The Cathedral, .4«iie)>s. 

Bayly, Ada Ellen. See Lyall, 
Edna. 

Baynes (.bans), Thomas Spencer 
(1823-87), Eng. philosopher and 
man of letters ; b. Wellington, 
Somerset ; educated Edinburgh 
Uiiiv. ; ed. Edinburgh Guardian 
(iSso-ia) ; assistant editor of 
Dmly News (1858) ; prof, of logic 
at St. Andreivs, i86.(. ; ed. Eiicy- 
clopisdia Briiannica jgth ed., 1873), 

Bazaine (hd-edn), pRANgots 
.Achille (1811-88), Fr. marshal; 
b. Versailles ; rose from ranks ; 
made general in Crimean War ; 
chief commander in Franco-Gor. 
War ; was sentenced to 20 years’ 
detention for capitulating at Metz, 
but escaped, 1874, and died in 
Spain. 

Bazin [bd-zaa'), Ren^; FnANfois 
Nicolas Marie (1853-1932), Fr. 
novelist ; b. Angers ! upholder of 
the old ways and stands resolutely 
for patriotism ; among ivorks, 
L'Ame Alsacienne, Le BU qui 
live, Ricits du Temps de ta Guerre, 
and Le Conte du Triolet. 

Beach, Sir M. E. H. See 
St. .Aldwyn, Viscount. 

Beaconsfield, Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, Earl of (1804-81), Eng. 
statesman and novelist ; b. Lon- 
don ; son of Isaac Disraeli (author 
of Curiosities of Literature, etc.), 
who abandoned Judaism, and 
Benjamin was baptized into the 
Church of England, 1817 ; trained 
as a lawyer hut turned attention 
to literature ; achieved consider- 
able success with Vivian Grey 
(1S26) ; became society dandy ; 
health breaking down, he travelled 
abroad for some years, reappearing 
as unsuccessful Radical candidate 
for High Wycombe, 1832; attacked 
l.iherals in Letters of Runnymede 
(1836) ; Conservative ai.n. for 
Maidstone, 1S37 ; maiden speech 
a disastrous failure, but memor- 
able. for prediction, ‘ The time will 
come when you wiU hear me.’

In 1839 married Mrs. Wj'ndham 
Lewis, whose fortune relieved his 
pecuniary embarrassments. At 
first a follower of Peel, but went 
over to the Protectionists ; chan- 
cellor of the exchequer under Lord 
Derby, 1852, again 1858-9 and 
1866 ; prime minister for a short 
time, 1868, and again took office, 
1874-80 ; introduced Reform Bill 
of 1867 ; consolidated Brit, power 
in East by purchasing Suez Canal 
shares, 1875 ; added title of 
‘ Empress of India ’ to Queen 
Victoria, and was created Earl of 
Beaconsfield, 1S76. Disraeli was 
undoubtedly one of the greatest 
statesmen of his time ; a master of 
epigram and a brilliant debater. 
His many novels remain as valu- 
able pictures of the times in which 
he lived ; best are Coningsby, Sybil, 
Tancred, and Lothair,

Beale, Dorothea (tSsi-igob), 
Eng. edunationlst : tutor at 
Queen’s Coll., London, 1849-54 ; 
became principal of Ladies Coll,, 
Cheltenham, 1S58, and made it 
the best girls’ secondary school 
in England ; founded St. Hilda's 
Hall, Oxford, for women students. 

Beardsley, Aubrey Vincent 
(1872-98), black-and-white deco- 
rative artist ; b. Brighton ; his 
work, superb in technique, influ- 
enced the aisthetic movement of 
late 19th cent. 

Beaton, or Bethune, David (c, 
1.494-1546), Scot, cardinal ; ft. in 
Fife ; for years virtually ruled 
Scotland, and was a strong advo- 
cate of Franco-Scot, alliance ; 
persecuted Protestants, and con- 
demned George Wishart to be 
burned ; was murdered at St. 
Andrews Castle. 

Beattie, James (t735~iSoj), 
Scot, poet ; ft. Laurencekirk ; 
prof, of moral philosophy, Mari- 
schal College, Aberdeen ; best- 
known poem, The Minstrel.

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Beatty, Davib, ist Earl of 
the North Sea (1871-1936). 
Brit, admiral ; b. in Ireland ; 
served in Sudan, 1896-S ; in 
Cliina, 1900 : naval secretary to 
first lord of Admiralty, 1912 ; 
commanded ist Battlc-cruiscr 
Squadron, 1913-16 ; fought battle 
of Dogger Bank, 1915 ; sighted 
von Hipper’s five battle cruisers, 
jgi6| and gave chase, thus opening 
the battle, of Jutland, in which he 
played a leading part ; appointed 
to command the Granrl Fleet, 
191&-19 ; lord rector of Edinburgh 
liniv., 1917 ; admiral of the fleet, 
i9I'J“36 : awarded o.m., 1919, an 
earldom and grant of jfroo,ooo; 
first sea lord, 19:9-27. 

Beau Brumiuell. Scc-Erummell. 

Beanfort {bb'Jort), Henry, Car- 
ni.NAL (1377-1447), legitimized 
son of John of Gaunt and Cathe- 
rine Swynford ; three times chan- 
cellor : cardinal, 1426 ; led cru- 
.sade against Hn.s.dtfis in Bohemia ; 
crowned Henry vi. King of France, 
1431 ; instrumental in arranging 
peace between England and 
Franco, 1444 . 

Beauhamaia {bo-dr-Ha'), Fr. 
noble family. Ale.yandre (1760- 
94), Vicomto do Beauharnais, 
married Josephine Tascher de la 
Pagerie, afterw.ards first wife of 
Napoleon ; served Revolution as 
general of Army of Rhine, 1792, 
but was executed ; daughter. 
Hortense, married Louis Bona- 
parte, and was mother of Napoleon 
III. ; son, Eug6ne de Beauh.ar- 
NAis (i78r— 1824), Fr. soldier, step- 
son and favoirrite of Napoleon i. ; 
served in Napoleon’s wars, and 
became prince of the empire and 
viceroy of Italy ; brave and skilful 
general ; retired to Munich after 
the fall of Napoleon. 

Beaumarchais (bo - mar - s/id'), 
Pierre Augustin Caron de 
(1732-99), Fr. dramatist ; 6. Paris ; 
wrote_ the famous comedies, Le 
Barbter de. Skiille (i773), and Le 
Mariage de Figaro (1778) ; was a 
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witty adventurer and a great 
favourite in France ; made a 
fortune by selling muskets to 
Anier. insurgents against Britain. 

Beaumont (bo'monl), Francis 
(1584-1616), and F1.ETC11ER, John 
(1579-1625), Eng. dramatists. 
Beaumont, son of Sir Francis 
Beaumont, b. Grace Dieu, Leices- 
tershire : educated at Oxford ; 
entered Inner Temple ; made the 
acquaintance of Ben Jonson, and 
formed a friendship with Fletcher. 
The two poets lived together until 
Beaumont's marriage in 1613. 
Beaumont was buried in West- 
minster Abbey. Fletcher, son 
of Richard Fletcher, afterwards 
Bishop of London : b. Rye ; edu- 
cated Cambridge ; drifted into the 
service of the theatre ; died of the 
plague. Of the fifty play.s attri- 
buted to the two dramatists. 
The Maid's Tragedy, Philaster, 
The Knight of the Burning Pestle, 
and The Faithful Shepherdess (by 
Fletcher alone) are considered the 
finest examples, and rank only 
below the masterpieces of Shake- 
speare. Probably Beaumont had 
the loftier genius, while Fletcher 
bad more constructive ability and 
excelled in wit and fancy. They 
were sometimes associated with 
otherdramatists — e g. Shakespeare, 
Massinger, and Jonson. The Two 
Noble Kinsmen, sometimes attri- 
buted to Shakespeare, was largely 
the work of Fletcher, who colla- 
borated with Massinger in Shake- 
speare's Henry VIII. 

Beaumont, Sir John (158.H- 
1627), Eng. poet ; b. in Leicester- 
shire ; brother of Francis Beau- 
mont, the dramatist ; works in- 
clude Metamorphosis of Tobacco, 
Bosworth Field,, and several sacred 
pieces. 

Beau Nash. See Nash, Richard. 

Beauregard, Pierre Gustave 
Toutant (1818-93), Amer. Con- 
federate general ; b. New Orleans ; 
received surrender of Fort Sumter, 
1861. 
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Beaverbrook, Rt. Hon. Sir 
W lLLI.IM MaXWEI-L AiTKEN, 1 ST 
Baron (1879- ), Brit. linandcr 

<ind politician ; b. Newcastle, Nc«' 
Brunswick ; controlled entiir- 
prists in Canada and W. Indies; 
Lnnservative m.p. for Aston-niuler- 
Lync, 1010-16 ; private serretary 
to Bon.Tr Law, igii ; Can. ‘ Eye 
Witness’ during Great War; 
r.Tised to peerage, 1917 ; chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 
anti minister of information in 
igiS ; as newspaper proprietor ex- 
erted great influence ; championed 
cause of Empire Free Trade, 
1030 ; author of several political 
books. 

Beazley, Sir Charles Raymond 
(18OS- ), Eng. geographer and 

historian : 6. Blackhcath ; prof, 
of history, Birniingham Univ. ; 
wrote Eoytigcs 0/ Elizabelhaii 
Seamen, Dawn of Modem Geog- 
raphy, Xincteenth Century Europe. 

Bebel (bd'bti), Ferdinand Au- 
gust (1810-1913), Get, Socialist; 
b. Cologne ; a most influential 
member of Social Democratic 
party ; deprecated useless strikes ; 
in 1870 urged government not to 
annex an acre of Fr. soil, and was 
imprisoned for high treason. 

Beccafu'mi, Domenico di Pace 
( 1486-15.31), Ital. artist; b. near 
Siena ; son of a peasant ; dis- 
played talent for art from earliest 
years ; famous for share in design- 
ing magnificent pavement in 
cathedral at Siena. 

Becaaria {bek-ti-re'd), Ces.are 
Eonesa.na (1735-94), Ital. political 
reformer and economist ; b. Milan ; 
his w'ork had a lasting influence, 
through .Terciny Bentham, on the 
Eng. legal code. 

Bechstein {bech'stin), Karl 
(1826-igoo), Ger. pianoforte- 
maker ; b. Gotha ; his well- 
known instruments are of sin- 
gularly full and powerful tone. 

Beoke, George Louis (1853- 
1913), Australian author ; b. 
Port Macquarie, New S. Wales ; 


celebrated for graphic stories of 
the South Seas. 

Becker, Wilhelm .Adolf (1796- 
1846), Ger. classical scholar ; prof, 
of archseology at Leipzig ; author 
of studies of daily lives of anc, 
Romans and Greeks. 

Beoket, Thomas (1118-70), Eng. 
churchman, son of a London 
merchant ; accompanied Arch- 
bishop Theobald to Rome, 1143 ; 
made Chancellor of England, 1155, 
and became chief adviser to 
Henry ii. ; lived in great mag- 
nificence, and encouraged the 
king in all his warlike enterprises. 
In 1162 appointed Archbishop of 
Canterbury; from this time led 
ascetic life, and became the 
Church’s enthusiastic champion ; 
refused his assent to the Con- 
stitutions of Clarendon, and was 
exiled, but returned in 1170; 
some hasty words spoken by 
Henry ii. led to his murder in 
Canterbury Cathedral. Canonized 
J172. Hi's shrine became noted 
place of pilgrimage. 

Beokforfl, William (1709-70), 
Eng. merchant j m.i'. for Citj' of 
London and twice lord mayor ; a 
strong suworter of John Wilkes ; 
opposed George iii.’s encroach- 
ments on city’s privileges. 

Beokford, William (1760-1844), 
Eng. author ; son of above ; 
inherited a great fortune, much of 
which he squandered ; famous as 
author of Vathek (1782), a mys- 
terious Oriental romance. 

Becquerel [bek-reV), distinguished 
Fr. family of scientists. (i) 
Antoine C.lsae (1788-1878), 

? hysicist ; prof, of physics in 
'aris ; made many important dis- 
coveries in magnetism and electro- 
chemistry. (2) Alexandre Ed- 
MOKDE (iSao-gi), his son, was also 
prof, of physics in Paris ; made 
valuable researches on light. (3) 
Antoine Henri (1852-1908), son 
of (2) ; discoverer of radio- 
activity ; joint winner of Nobel 
prize, 1903. 
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Bed'does, Thomas Lovem. 
1803-40), Eng. dramatic poet ; 
. Clifton ; nephew of Maria 
Edgeworth ; author of The Im- 
provisators, The Bride's Tragedy, 
and Death’s Jest-Book ; plays are 
inspired by the Elizabethans, and 
some of lii’s lyrics are of consider- 
able beauty. 

Bede, of B.eda (c. 67 . 3 - 7 . 3 . 5 ), 
Eng. monk ; usually called ‘ the 
Venerable Bede ’ ; in early 3'onth 
was placed under care of Benedict 
Biscop, Abbot of Wearmouth ; 
later under that of Ccolfritb, 
Abbot of Jarrow, where he spent 
remainder of his life, and was 
buried ; his bones were removed 
to Durham during the nth cent. ; 
author of the EccUsiasiical His- 
tory of the English Nation, written 
731 ; has been called ‘ the father 
of Eng. history ’ ; was undoubtedly 
the most learned Englishman of 
his time ; works are chief source 
of O.E. history ; wrote also a 
History of the Abbots, and a 
scientific treatise, De Natura 
Kcntm, based on Pliny and Isi- 
dore. 

Bede, Cuthbeet (1827-89), pseu- 
donym of Edward Bradley, 
Eng. clergyman and humorist ; 
b, Kidderminster ; author of 
Adventures of Mr. Verdant Green, 
an Oxford Freshman, 

Bedford, John Plantagenet, 
Duke of (1389-1435), third son of 
Henry iv. ; on Henry v.’s death, 
1422, became regent of England ; 
continued Henry’s work of con- 
quest in France, forming an alliance 
with the Duke of Burgundy ; 
stemming the tide of disasters 
which followed the siege of Or- 
leans, he crowned Henry vi. king 
of Paris. 1431 ; died at Rouen. 

Bedford, Francis Russell, 4TH 
Earl of (1593-1641), leader of 
the Parliamentarians, dying in 
the middle of the struggle ; 
played a great part in the drainage 
of the Fens, called the Bedford 
Level. 


Bedford, Francis Russell, 5XH 
Duke (1765-1802), a friend of 
George iv. Pioneer in scientific 
agriculture and stock-breeding. 

Bedier (bd-dyd), Charles Marie 
Joseph (1864- ), Fr. writer 

and member of Fr. Academy, 
1920 ; h. Paris ; prof, of Medi,uval 
Fr. language and literature at 
Coll, de I'rance ; has rendered 
invaluable service to Fr. literature 
and mediieval studies gener.illy 
by researches into origin of 
Chansons de Geste ; works include 
Lcs Ligendes Epiques. 

Beebe, Charles William (1877- 
), .Amor, ornithologist ; b. 
Brookhm, New York ; organized 
collection of birds in New York 
Zoo; expeditions to S. America 
and .Asia, and the .Sargasso Sea, 
are described in Jungle Davs 
(1925), Beneath Tropic Seas (192^), 
etc. 

Beeoham, Sir Thomas (1879- 
), Eng. musical conductor 
and operatic imprcssario ; h. 
Liverpool ; introduced Russ, bal- 
let into England, 1911 ; has de- 
voted his life and fortune to the 
establishment of opera in Britain 
and to the spread of musical 
culture. 

Beecher, Henry Ward (1813- 
87), Amer. preacher ; b. Con- 
necticut ; brother of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe ; pastor of Ply- 
mouth Congregational Church, 
Brooklyn ; advocated abolition of 
slavery ; sermons marked by great 
originality- and eloquence ; ed. 
Christian Union ; twice visited 
England, and attracted vast 
audiences ; pub. Seven Lectures to 
Young Men (1844), Life Thoughts 
(1S58), Life of Christ (1871), etc. 

Beechey, Frederick William 
(1796-1856), Eng. explorer ; h. 
London ; served in navy and in 
explorations with Franklin and 
Pany ; pub. (1831) Voyage to the 
Pacific atid Bering’s Strait to Co- 
operate suith Bie Polar Expeditions, 
I 8 zs-z 8 ; rear-admiral, 1854. 
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Beeohey, Sir William (1753- 
1839), Eng. artist ; portrait- 
painter to Queen Charlotte; s.A. 
and knighthood, 1798. 

Beeching, Henry Charles 
(1859-1919), Eng. clergyman and 
poet ; Dean of Norwich, igii ; 
pub. In a Garden and Oilier Poems, 
Provincial Letters and Other 
Papers ; produced editions of 
several standard poets. 

Beerbohm, Ma.y (1873- ), 

Eng. essayist and caricaturist ; 
!i. London ; half-brother of Sir 
Herbert Tree ; literary work is 
marked by whimsical humour ; 
as a caricaturist he is a master of 
biting portraiture ; publications 
include The IVorhs of Max 
Beerbohm, The Happy Hypocrite, 
The Poets' Corner, Fifty Carica- 
tures (1913), and The Dreadful 
Dragon of Hay Hill (1938). 

Beethoven (bd'td-ven), Ludwig 
V.AN (1770-1827), Ger. composer; 
b. Bonn ; son of a tenor singer at 
the Elector of Cologne’s court; suf- 
fered dire poverty in early years ; 
began musical training at the age 
of five. By 1781 Bcothovoii had 
acted as deputy court organist; 
in 1783 he was made cymbalist 
(practically conductor) at the 
Bonn theatre, and in 1784 was 
given a court appointment. In 
1787 he visited Vienna, where he 
received a few lessons from Mozart; 
returned to Bonn and became the 
chief support of his father’s house- 
hold. Through the friendship of 
Count Waldstein the elector was 
induced to send Beethoven again 
to Vienna, 1793, where he made 
his home for the remainder of bis 
life. There he placed himself 
under the tuition of Haydn, but 
was dissatisfied with his progress, 
and took lessons from Schenk, and 
studied counterpoint later with 
Albrechtsberger, and the violin 
with Schuppanzigh. Though a 
man of generous and noble char- 
acter, he frequently treated his 
friends rvith inconsiderate rude- 


ness, probably owing to the deaf- 
ness which afflicted him before 
he was thirty years of age, and 
became total by 1833. Yet some 
of his greatest compositions belong 
to this period. To Beethoven’s 
first period belong : first two 
symphonies, first ten sonatas (in- 
cluding Pathitique {1799) and 
Moonlight), string trios, first six 
string quartets, Mount of Olives 
(oratorio), and most of the sets of 
variations for pianoforte. Second 
period includes most of his greatest 
works — e.g. Kreuizer Sonata (vio- 
lin and piano) (1803) ; 3rd Eroica 
Symphony (1804) ; Fidelia (opera) 
(1805); Af^assionata Sonata, 4th 
Symphony, and 32 Variations in 
C minor for Pianoforte (1806) ; C 
minor (5th), and Pastoral (6th) 
Symphony (1807); and G minor 
Pianoforte Concerto (1807); Vio- 
lin Concerto and Lebewohl Sonata 
(1809); music to Egmont and trio 
m Bh (1810); Symphonies 7 and 
S (1S12). To the last period be- 
long gth {Choral) Symphony 
(1823 onwards) ; last four piano- 
forte sonatas, last four string quar- 
tets, Missa Solemnis two overtures, 
and other minor works. His 
earlier works were akin to Mozart 
and Haydn ; his later compositions 
marked entirely new departures, 
characterized by amazing indi- 
viduality and classical beauty.

Beets {bats), Nicolaas (1814- 
1903), Dutch author ; 6. Haarlem ;

famous as author of Camera Ob- 
scura, a collection of tales and 
sketches, largely of peasant life, 
distinguished for their humour 
and fidelity. 

Be'gas, Karl (1794-1854), Ger. 
painter ; b. near Aachen ; a 
leader of the ‘ Nazarenes,’ or Ger. 
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pre-Raphaelites ; painted The 
HesurrecHoUf etc. 

Begas, Reinhold (1831-1911), 
Ger. sculptor, son o£ Karl Begas ; 
b. Berlin ; his Boj-assia, Schiller, 
Neptune fountain, and other 
statues adorn Berlin. 

Begbie, Edward Harold (1871— 
1929), Eng. author and journalist ; 
an enthusiast for social reform, 
the subject of Broken Earlheti- 
warc (1910), and many other 
hooks. Under pseudonym of ‘ .A. 
Gentleman with a Duster ’ wrote 
The Mirrors of Downing Street, 
etc. (1920-22). 

Behaim (bd'hem) or Behem, 
Martin {?i436-i5o6), Ger. geog- 
rapher ; b. Niimberg ; voyaged 
to west coast of Africa with Port, 
expeditions ; improved nautical 
instruments, drew fine maps, and 
constructed celebrated Ntirnberg 
globe, 

Behm (jbdni), Ernst (1830-84), 
Ger. geographer and statistician ; 
b. Gotha ; founded Geo^raphisches 
Jahrbuch ; joint compiler of Be- 
volkenmg tier Eriie (1S73-84). 

Behmen, Jacob. See Boeiime. 

Behn (ban), Mrs. Afhra (1O40- 
Sg), novelist and dramatist ; b. 
in Kent ; first Eng. professional 
authoress ; visited S. America in 
childhood, and hence her best 
novel, Oroonoko ; employed by 
Charles 11. as a spy in Holland ; 
plays include The Rover, Work 
lively, witty, and coarse. 

Behring (be'ring), Emil von 
(1854—1917), Ger. physician and 
bacteriologist ; discovered anti- 
toxin for diphtheria and tetanus ; 
director of Hygienic Institute, 
Marburg, 1895-1917 ; Nobel prize- 
man (med.), 1901. 

Beilhy, Sir George Thomas 
(1850-1924), Scot, scientist ; b. 
Edinburgh ; an authority on coal 
economy, also on shale oil in- 
dustry, and founder in this 
coun^ of synthetic production 
of alkali cyanides ; established 
Fuel Research station at Green- 


wich ; knighted, 1916 ; appointed 
fuel director, 1917, 

Beilstein Ibil'stln), Friedrich 
Konrad (1838-1907), Russ, chem- 
ist ; prof, of chemistry, St. 
Petersburg Technological Institute, 
1866-96 ; his Handbuch der Orga- 
niscbeii Ckemie is famed. 

Beit, Alfred (1853-1906), S. 
African financier and philanthro- 
pist : b. Hamburg ; diamond 
merchant, Kimberley, director of 
De Beers, friend of Cecil Rhodes : 
founded chair of colonial history, 
Oxford ; left bequests to univs. 
of Johannesburg, Hamburg, and 
London. 

Beit, Sir Otto (1865-1930), 
brother of above ; noted philan- 
thropist ; b. Hamburg ; estab- 
lished Beit Memorial FeUowship 
for Medical Research. 

Beith, John Hav, c.b.e. (1S76- 
), pen-name Ian Hay, 
Scot, novelist and playwright; 
author of many pleasing novels, 
beginning with Pip (1907), and 
The First Hundred Thousand 
(1915) : plays include Tillie of 
Bloomsbury (1919), and Mr. Faint- 
Heart (1931). 

Bek, Antony (d. 1311), Eng. 
ecclesiastic ; Bishop of Durham, 
1283, and chief adviser in Soot, 
affairs to Edward i. ; made 
sovereign of Isle of Man by Ed- 
ward II. 

Beke, Charles Tilstone (i8oo- 
74), Eng. explorer ; 6. London ; 
travelled in Abyssinia, Syria, 
Palestine, and Egypt, and pub. 
books on bis travels. 

Bekh'terev, VlauimirMikhailo- 
vicH (1857-1927), Russ, physician; 
b. in Viatica province ; pioneer 
in psycho-physiological researches ; 
writings include General Basis of 
the Reflex Action of Man. 

Bela, (r) ni.. King of Hun- 
gary {d. 1196), a great statesman, 
whose court was one of the most 
brilliant in Europe ; assisted the 
Serbs to institute a native dyn- 
asty. (2) IV., Hungarian king

(1335-70), in whose reign oc- 
curred the Tatar invasion of 
Hungary.

Belasoo, David (1853-1931), 
Amor, dramatist ; b. San Fran- 
cisco ; controlled many theatres 
in U.S.A, ; wrote and produced 
Zasa (iSg6), The Girl of Ihe 
Golden West {1905), etc. 

Belcher, Sir Edward (i7g9- 
1877), Brit, admiral, led unsuc- 
cessful expedition in 1852 in 
search of Franklin ; wrote Last 
of the Arctic Voyages (1855), etc. 

Belgiojoso (bel-jo-yo'sd), Cris- 
tina, Princess of (1808-71), 
Ital. patriot ; b. Milan ; ardent 
supporter of Cavour ; founded 
patriotic journal Italia ; Avrote 
several historical works. 

Belgran'o, Manuel (1770-1821), 
Argentine patriot and statesman ; 
4. Buenos Aires ; played a leading 
part in Argentina's struggle for 
freedom from Span. rule. 

Belisa'tiua (c, 505-G5), greatest 
general of Byzantine Empire ; 
won famous victories against 
Vandals and Ostrogoths of Africa 
and Italy ; accused of conspiring 
agaimst the emperor ; died in dis- 
grace. 

Bell, Acton, Currer, and 
Ellis. See Bronte. 

Bell, Alex ANDER Graham (1847- 
1922), scientist ; b. Edinburgh ; 
went to Canada, 1870 ; to Boston, 
1872 ; inventor of the telephone, 
1876, photophone, 1880, and 
gramophone, 1S87. 

Bell, Andrew (1753-7832), 
Scot, clergyman and educationist ; 
b. St. .Andrews ; superintendent 
of school in Madras ; introduced 
monitorial system of education ; 
founded Madras Coll., St. Andrews, 
etc. ; buried in Westminster 
Abbey. 

Bell, Sir Charles (1774-1842), 
Scot, anatomist ; b. Edinburgh ; 
discovered the function of the 
nerves ; prof, of anatomy. Royal 
Coll, of Surgeons, London.

Bell, Gertrude Margaret 
Lowthian (1S68-1926), Eng. tra- 
veller ; b.

Bell, John Keble (1875-1928), 
Eng. novelist and dramatist ; pen- 
name Keble Howard ; b, Bas- 
ingstoke ; plays include The 
Smiths of Surbiton (1922), and 
Lord Babs (1925) ; autobiography, 
My Motley Life (1927). 

Bell, Sir Joseph (1837-1911), 
famous Edinburgh surgeon, whose 
power of accurate deduction is 
said to have suggested Conan 
Doyle’s ' Shedock Holmes.’ 

Bell'amy, Edward (1S50-98). 
Amcr. author; b. in Massachusetts; 
his socialistic romance. Looking 
Backward (1888), caused the forma- 
tion of many ‘ Nationalist * clubs 
in U.S.A. 

BeH'armine, Robert (1542- 
1621), Ital. cardinal ; b. in Tus- 
cany; great Jesuit theologian; 
befriended Galileo in Rome. 

Bellay ( 5 e-la), Joachim du 
(1524-60), Fr. poet ; b. near 
Angers ; one of famous group of 
poets, the Pl^iade ; wrote famous 
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prose work Deffense et Hhisiration 
de la Langue franfoyse (1540) ; 
poetical works include Recueil 
de Poesie and L' Olive. 

Belle-Isle {bel-el'), Charles 
Louis Auouste Fouqoet, Due 
DE (1684-17S1), Fr. soldier and 
statesman ; distinguished in wars 
of Span, and Austrian succes- 
sions ; marshal of France, 1741, 
diika and peer, 17481 and minister 
of war, 1757 ; established Order 
of Merit, 1759. 

Bell'enden, John (fl. 1533), 
Scot, poet and translator in ser- 
vice of James V, ; wrote History 
and Chronicles of Scotland (1536), 
a trans. from Boece's Uisloria 
Scotorum. 

Bellenflen, William (6. 1555), 
Scot, classical scholar ; prof, at 
Paris Univ. ; authority on Cicero. 

Belli, Giuseppe Gioachino 
(1791-1863), Ital, poet ; 6. Rome ; 
remembered as author of numer- 
ous masterly sonnets. 

Bellini (Cel-e'ne), a family of 
celebrated Venetian painters, (i) 
Jacopo (1400-70), father-in-law of 
Mantegna ; one of his sketch-books 
is in Brit. Museum. {2) Gentile 
(1426-1507), son of Jacopo; his 
masterpiece, The Preaching of St. 
Mark, is at Milan. (3) Giovanni 
(1428-1516), brother at Gentile, 
founder of Venetian school ; mas- 
ter of Titian, Giorgione, and Tin- 
toretto ; finest worlis, Christ at 
Emmaus (Venice), The Transfigu- 
ration (Naples), and Coronation of 
the Virgin (Pesaro). 

Bellini, Vincenzo (1801-35), 
Sicilian operatic composer, of 
European fame ; best-known opera. 
La Sonnambula (in which both 
Patti and Albani made their debut 
in England). 

Bellman, Karl Mikael (1740- 
95), Swed. poet ; b. Stockholm ; 
received patronage of Gustavus 
lit. ; pub. Fredmans Episilar 
(1790), and Fredmans Sanger 
CI 79 I). 

BeUo [beVyo), AndrSs (1781- 


1865), Venezuelan poet and 
scholar, founded univ. in Santiago, 
1843, and was its first rector, 

Belloc, Hilaire (1870- ), 

Eng. author, of Fr, descent ; b. 
St. Cloud, France ; educated Ox- 
ford ; naturalized, 1902 ; m.p., 

1906-10; author of poems, satir- 
ical novels, books of travel, his- 
tory, etc. ; keen student of military 
matters ; strong supporter of 
Roman Catholic Church ; works in- 
clude The Bad Child's Book of 
Beasts (1896) ; The Path to Rome 
(1902) ; History of England (in 5 
vols.) ; Charles I. (1933)- 

Belloy {bel-wd'), Pierre Lau- 
rent Buirette de (1727-75), Fr. 
historical dramatist ; b. in Au- 
vergne ; chief works, Zelmire 
(1760), and Le Siege de Calais 
(1765). 

Below, Otto von (1857- ), 

Ger. soldier ; b. Danzig ; led 
troops brilliantly at battle of 
Tannenberg, E. Prussia, 1914 ; 
commanded array on Baltic flank ; 
in command of Ger. troops 
operating with Bulgarians, 1916 ; 
sent to Italy, and broke Ital. 
lines at Caporetto, 1917 ; led the 
army that failed to take Arras, 
March 1918 ; retired 1919. 

Belshaz'zar (6th cent, b.o.), 
Babylonian general, son of King 
Nabonidos, not of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, as stated in Book of 
Daniel ; made last resistance of 
Babylonia to Cyriis. (See Dan. 5.) 

Belzoni [bel-tso'ne), Giovanni 
Battista (1778-1823), Ital, Egyp- 
tologist ; b. Padua ; pioneer in 
Egyptian aicha:ological discovery. 

Bern, Josef (1795-1850), Polish 
soldier ; b. Tarnov ; fought in 
Polish war of independence, 1830 ; 
served under Kossuth against 
Austrians ; adopted Mohammed- 
anism, and became Turk, governor 
of Aleppo. 

Bem'bo, Pietro, Cardinal 
(1470-1547), Ital. poet; i, Venice; 
reputed as the principal man of 
letters of his day. 
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Benavente, Jacinto (1866- ), 

Syian. playwright ; b. Madrid ; 
left study of law for litGrature; 
has written El Nido Ajeno (1894), 
Lii Gala de Angora (1900), ia 
Malquerida (1913) ; Nobel prize 
for literature, 1922, 

Ben'bow, John (1653-1702), 
Eng. admiral ; b. Shrewsbury ; 
sent to AV. Indies to settle dis- 
putes with Spaniards over the 
Scot. Darien settlement ; fought 
Fr. squadron, 1702, off St. Do- 
mingo. 

Benok'ondorfE, Count Alex- 
andre (1849-1917), Russ, diplo- 
matist ; b. Berlin ; ambassador 
to Great Britain, 1903-17 ; had 
a large share in forming the 
Triple Entente (Great Britain, 
France, and Russia). 

Benc'znr, Julius (1844-1920), 
Hungarian painter ; director of 
Budapest Academy ; painted The 
Departure of Ladislaus Htmyady, 
The Baptism of St. Stephen, King 
of Hungary, etc. 

Benda, Julien (1868- ), dis- 

tinguished Fr. essayist and novel- 
ist ; b. Paris ; opponent of Berg- 
son ; chief worli, Trahisan des 
Clercs (1927). 

Benedek (bd'ne-dek), Ludwic. 
August von (1804-81), Austrian 
general ; b, in Hungary ; dis- 
tinguished in Galician, Hungarian, 
and Ital. campaigns. Hampered 
by staff intrigues, was defeated 
at Sadowa, 1866. 

Benedet'ti, Vincent, Count 
(1817-1900), Fr. diplomatist ; b. 
in Corsica ; ambassador at Ber- 
lin, 1864-70 ; at declaration of 
Franco-Prussian War defended his 
policy successfully in Ma Mission 
en Prtisse (1871). 

Benedict, name of fifteen popes 
and one antipope. Benedict xv., 
Giacomo della Chiesa (1854- 
1922) ; Archbishop of Bologna, 
1907 ; cardinal. May 25, 1914 ; 
pope. Sept. 3, 1914 ; first years 
of his pontificate extraordinarily 
difficult owing to complications of 
( 4 , 164 ) 
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the Great War, during which he 
remained neutral. 

The antipopc Pedro di Luna 
was known as Benedict xiii. ; 
elected by cardinals of Avignon, 
1394 ; maintained a struggle 
against each pope in turn from 
Urban vi. to Martin V. 

Benedict, St. (480-543), founder 
of the order of Benedictines ; 6, 
in Umbria, Italy ; author of 
Regula Monachorum (c. 515), 

which became the standard rule 
of the Western monastic orders. 

Benedict, Sir Julius (1804- 
' 85), musical composer ; son of 
Jewish banker of Stuttgart ; 
settled in London, 1835 ; asso- 
ciated with grand opera at Drury 
Lane and other theatres ; operas 
include The Lily of Killarney, 
his greatest success. 

Benedict Biseop (628-690), Eng. 
churchman ; made several visits 
to Rome ; founded a monastery 
at Jarrow, 682 ; associated with 
Bede at Jarrow ; remarkable for 
learning and influence on eccles. 
architecture. 

Beneke {ba'neh-e), Friedrich 
Eduard (1798-1854), Get. philos- 
opher ; b. Berlin ; held that the 
best approach to philosophy is 
through psychology ; most impor- 
tant work, Lehrbvck der Psychologie 
als N atnrwissenschaft (1833). 

Benes [ben-esh'), Eduaed (1884- 
), Czech statesman ; prof, of 
sociology at Prague, 1921 ; went 
to Paris, 1915, and urged the for- 
mation of an independent Czecho- 
slovak state ; premier, 1921-2 ; 
president, 1935. Pub. Bohemian 
Case for Independence (1917), My 
War Memoirs (1928), etc. 

Benfey tpen’fi), Theodor (1809- 
8 i), Ger. philologist ; b. near 
Gottingen ; greatest woric is his 
Sanskrit- English Dictionary (1866). 

Benjamin (‘ son of the right 
hand ’), youngest son of Jacob 
and Rachel. (See Genesis.) 

Benjamin, Judah Philip (1811- 
84), Anglo-Amer. statesman and 
3a 
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lawyor ; 6. St. Thomas. W. Indies ; 
Confederate secretarj’ of state, 
1863-5 ; escaped to England and 
called to bar, 1866 ; Q.c., 1S72 ; his 
work, generally known as Benjamin 
on Sales (1868), is a classic. 

Bennett, E.noch Arnold (1S67- 
1931), Eng. novelist and play- 
wright •, b. Hanley ; abandoned 
law for literature, 1893 ; several 
of his novels describe life in the 
Potteries (‘ Five Towns ’) with 
constiniinate realisin.

in collaboration with Sir Joseph 
Hooher wrote Genera Planiarum, 
a masterpiece of systematic 
botanv. 

Bentham, Jeeemy {1748-1832), 
Eng. writer on law and political 
economy ; b. London ; called to 
bar, but refused to plead ; gave 
himself up to philosophical writ- 
ing, publishing Fragment on Gov- 
ernment, or a Comment on the 
Commentaries (1776), in opposition 
to Blackstoue ; enjoyed a wide 
European reputation ; wrote De- 
fence of Usury (t7S7), and Prin- 
ciples of Morals ami Legislation 
(1789) ; established Westminster 
Review (1823). Bentham was a 
follower of Adam Smith ; belonged 
to rationalist-utilitarian school of 
philosophy, and adopted as motto, 

‘ the peatest happiness of the 
greatest number.’ His Principles 
of Penal Law foreshadowed mod- 
ern principles of punishment.

Bentley, Richard (1662-1742), 
Eng. classical scholar and textual 
critic ; b, Oulton (Yorks) ; edu- 
cated Cambridge ; accompanied a 
pupil to Oxford, where he became 
noted for his learning, and de- 
livered the Boyle lectures on the 
Evidences of Natural and Revealed 
Religion ; took holy orders. His 
famous Dissertation on the Epistles 
of Phalaris (1699) established bis 
reputation as the greatest scholar 
of his age ; in 1700 he was ap- 
pointed master of Trinity Coll., 
Cambridge; in 1717 regius prof, 
of divinity. A man of overbearing 
temper, his controversies gave rise 
to Swift’s Battle of the Books, 
and ho was satirized by Pope in 
The Dimciad ; pub. various anno-

He was made 
a small allowance by Lucien 
Bonaparte, and later procured 
a clerkship in the univ. ; the 
Petit Flomtne Gris (1812) and 
Roi d’YveUtt (1813) made his 
name familiar throughout France ; 
his songs -were collected into a 
volume (1815) ; for a second 
volume (1821) he was imprisoned ; 
wrote also Chansons Nouvelles 
(1825) and Chansons Inidites 
(i8aS) ; for publication of latter, 
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containing his democratic and 
anti-papai views, he was fined 
and again imprisoned ; Derniires 
Chansons (1857) was his last yol. 
His songs were witty, full of high 
feeling and pathos, and by them 
Beranger acquired a great political 
influence and an unrivalled hold 
on the hearts of the Fr. people.

Serbia ; following the Serajevo 
incident, 1914, presented the fatal 
ultimatum to Belgrade ; resigned 
office, 1915. 

Berenga'iia of Navarre mar- 
ried (1191) Richard i. of England. 

Berenga'tius of Tours (998- 
1088), Fr. theologian ; came into 
conflict with papal see by denying 
transubstautiation. 

Beresford, Lord Charles 
William de la Poer, ist Baron 
(1846-igig), Brit, admiral and 
politician ; b. in Ireland ; famous 
for gallantry in Condor at bom- 
bardment of Alexandria, 1882, 
and in Nile Expedition, 1884—5 j 
admiral, 1906 ; commander of 
Mediterranean Fleet, 1905-7 ; 
commander of Channel Fleet, 
1907-g ; M.F. (Unionist) on five 
occasions, 1874-1916 ; peerage, 
1916 ; keen naval critic. 

Beresford, John Daws (1873- 
), Eng. novelist ; b. near Peter- 
hOTOugh ; trained as architect ; 
works include The Hampdenshire 
Wonder (igii), Love's Pilgrims 
(1923), Real People (1929). 

Beresford, William Carr 
Beresforo, Viscount (1768-

Bergerac {berzh’rak), Savinien 
Cyrano de (1620-55), Fr. soldier, 
novelist, and dramatist ; wrote 
plays on classical model and 
scientific romantic stories ; no- 
torious for reckless bravery, duels, 
and free thinking ; subject of a 
very popular play by Rostand. 

Berg'haus, Heinrich (1797- 
1884), Ger. geographer and car- 
tographer ; b. Cleve ; conducted 
geographical school at Potsdam ; 
chief work, Physikalischer Atlas 
(1838-48) ; shared in preparation 
of Sticler's Atlas. 

Berghem. See Berchem. 

Bergson, Henri (1859- ), 

Fr. philosopher ; b. Paris ; prof, 
at CoUfege de France ; exponent 
of the philosopliy of change. 
-According to this philosophy 
duration, change, and movement 
comprise not only reality, but the 
whole and only reality, In par- 
ticular, life is essentially identi- 
cal with time and change, and it 
is this wiilch constitutes the uni- 
verse. This reality is apprehended 
by us not through the intellect, 
but through intuition, which gives 
us a direct knowledge of the reality 
which consists of life. The purpose 
of intellect is to give us views, 
of certain limited aspects of 
reality, which are of importance 
only in so far as they are of 
service to life. His philosophy is 
embodied in three works, Timeand 
Freewill (1888), Matter and Memory 
(iSg6), Creative Evolution (1907). 
Elected to Fr. Academy, 1914 ; 
Nobel prize for literature, 1927.

explorer ; employed by Peter the 
Great ; discovered and explored 
Bering Sea and Strait ; died on 
Bering 1 .

1753)1 Irish philosopher ; b. near 
Kilkenny ; friend of Steele, Swift, 
Addison, etc. In 1709 he wrote 
his Essay towards a New Theory 
of Vision, showing that the im- 
mediate objects of sight are 
ail luiiid-dcpendent appearances, 
which form what is practically a 
Tiatural language ; in A Treatise 
on the Princ-iples of Human 
Knowledge (1710) he advanced 
the theory that the actuality of 
the seen world depends on its 
being perceived, and that this 
involves the assumption of crea- 
tive Eternal Reason. Resolving 
to establish a centre of Christian 
civilization in Bermuda, he went to 
Rhode I., 1728, but, as promised 
grant was not paid, returned 
1731 I made Bishop of Cloyne, 
1734 : resigned bishopric, 1752, 
and died at 0 .xfQrd. His last 
word in philosophy is found in 
Siris (1744), a most curious and 
profound book on metaphysics.

Berlichingen (her- Itch - ing'en), 
Goetz (or Gottfried) von (1480- 
1562), Ger. robber icnight ; b. in 
Wiirttemberg ; lost hand in war 
and wore iron substitute, still 
preserved ; his autobiography, ed.

lichingen (trails, by Scott, 1799). 

Berlioz \ber-le-o'). Hector (1803- 
69), Fr. musical composer ; b. 
near Grenoble ; pioneer of the 
Romantic movement in music. 
His compositions include Benve- 
nuto Cellini, La Damnation de 
Faust, Romeo et Juliette, Beatrice 
ct Binodict, which are the glories 
of Fr. music ; had a supreme 
command of orchestration, and in 
many respects resembled Wagner.

Bernard, St., of Clairvaux 
(1090-1153), Fr. monastic re- 
former ; b. near Dijon ; entered 
monastery of Citeaux, c. iiiz ; 
helped to found monastery of 
Clairvaux, where life was rigidly 
ascetic ; supported election of 
Innocent ii. to Papacy, 1130 ; 
rebuilt Clairvaux, 1135 ; preached 
Second Crusade, 1146. His irfhi- 
ence in Europe was enormous, 
his greatness being due to person- 
ality and character ; great oppo- 
nent of Abelard, and strongly 
conservative ; believed heresy 
should be met by argument, but 
advocated persecution rather than 
allow it to spread. Writings in- 
clude many hymns still in use.

b. in India ; Bishop of Ossory, 
1911 ; Archbishop of Dublin, 
1915 : Provost of Trinity Coll., 
Dublin, 1919 ; his statesmanship 
was of value to Irish Convention, 
igi7-i8 ; ed. Kant's Critical 
Philosophy (aldng with Sir John 
Mahaffy). 

Berners, John Bourckier, 2nd 
Baron (1467-1533), Eng. author 
and diplomatist ; lord chancellor, 
1516 ; deputy of Calais, 1.520 ; 
noted for trans. of Froissart {1523- 
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5), 7'lie Golden Booh of Marcus 
Aureluts, otc. 

Berners (or Barnes), Damc 
Juliana (fl. first half of 15th 
cent.), author of famous Bake of 
St. Albans (14S6), a treatise on 
hawking, hunting, and heraldry ; 
said to have been prioress of 
Sopwell Nunnery. 

Bernhard, Duke of Saxe- 
Welmae (ifi04-3<)), Gcr. general ; 
b. Weimar; assisted Gustavus 
Adolphus to win battle of Liitzen ; 
won many battles for Prench 
against the Emperor. 

Bernhard!, FniEnRicH von 
(1840-1330), Gcr. soldier and 
writer ; b. St. Petersburg ; served 
in Franco-Ger. War, 1870-1, and 
in Great War ; best known by 
his Germany and the Next War 
(1912), in which he advocated the 
dortiine ‘ world power or down- 
fall.’ 

Bomliardt, Sarah (1845-2923), 
famous Fr. actress ; b. Paris ; 
of Jewish descent ; made debut 
at Comedie h'ranpaise, 1862 ; 
her golden voice and dramatic 
power soon established her reputa- 
tion as the greatest actress of her 
day ; av/arded Cross of I .egion 
of Honour, 1913 ; acted even 
after amputation of a leg, 1915.

Fr. playwright ; b, Paris ; has 
attained great success, especially 
with La Rafale (1905), Le Secret 
(1913), and Le Vejdn (1927). 

Bernstorff, Andreas Peter, 
Count VON (1735-97), Dan. states- 
man ; b. Hanover ; renewed 
friendship between England and 
Denmark ; introduced many re- 
forms, including abolition of serf- 
dom. 

Bernstorff, Christian Gunther, 
Count von (1769-1835), Dan. 
statesman ; 6. Copenhagen ; am- 
bassador successively to Sweden, 
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Austria, and Germany ; trans- 
ferred allegiance to Prussia ; made 
Prussian foreign minister, 1818- 
32. 

BernstorSf, Johann Haktwig 
Ernst, Count von (1712-72), 
great Dan. statesman ; called by 
Frederick the Great ‘ the Oracle 
of Denmark ’ ; very successful 
minister for foreign affairs. 

BernstorSi, Johann Heinrich, 
Count von (1862- ), Ger. 

diplomatist ; 6. London ; secre- 
tary to Ger. embassy, London, 

1 902-6 ; Ger. ambassador at 
Washington, U.S.A., igoS-ty, un- 
til the entrance of the U.S.. 4 . 
into the Groat War ; ambassador 
to Constantinople, rgi7-id ; presi- 
dent of Gor. League of Nations 
Union. Pub. My Three Years 
ia America (igao). 

Berruguete {ber-oo-gd'ta), Alon- 
zo (c. r48o-r56i). Span, painter 
and architect; b. near Valladolid; 
studied under Michelangelo ; his 
masterpiece is archbishop’s stall 
in Toledo Cathedral, representing 
'The Transfiguration, worked in 
marble. 

Barry, Charles Ferdinand, 
Dve DE (1778-1820), second son 
of Charles x. of Franco ; assas- 
sinated at the opera ; memoirs 
written by Chateaubriand ; his 
wife, Caroline Ferdinande 
Louise, Duchesse de Berrv 
(1798-1870), suffered imprison- 
ment (1S32) for stirring up revolt 
against Louis Philippe in Vendee. 

Bertha, (i) St. Bertha (cl. 
early 7th cent.), wife of Ethcl- 
bert of Kent ; persuaded him to 
accept Christianity. (2) ‘ Bertha 
Au GRAND PIED ’ (Bcrtha Great- 
foot, d. 7S3), wife of Pepin the 
Short and mother of Charles the 
Great ; subject of early literature. 

(3) Sister of Chaides the Great 
and mother of Roland in Arthu- 
rian romances. (4) Wife of Rudolf 
II. of Burgundy ; subject of many 
anecdotes ; d. c. 1000.

Pierre Eugene (1827-1907), dis- 
tinguished Fr. chemist and states- 
man ; prof, of organic chemistry 
at Paris ; minister of foreign 
affairs, 1895 ; wrote Sur la Force 
de la Poudre et des Maticres 
Explosives. 

Berthier (ber-lc-d'), Pierre 
Alexandre (1753-1S15), Prince 
of Neuchatcl, marshal of France ; 
b. Versailles ; Napoleon’s chief of 
staff, 1796-1814 ; went over to 
the Bourbons, 1S14. 

BerthoUet (ber-io-ld'), Claude 
Louis, Count (174S-1S22), Fr. 
chemist ; b. near Annecy ; ac- 
companied Napoleon to Egypt ; 
was the first to analyse ammonia ; 
discovered chlorate of potash. 

Berihon, Edward Lyon (1813- 
99), Eng. clergyman ; b. London ; 
invented two-bladed propeller and 
collapsible boats ; latter used in 
Africa by General Gordon and 
by Selous. 

Bertie, Francis Levertqn, ist 
Baron Bertie of Thame (1844- 
igig), Brit, ambassador to Paris, 
1905 ; rendered great service in 
the growth of the Entente Cor- 
dialc. 

BertUlOh (ber-tc-ybn), Alphonse 
(1853-1914), Fr. criminologist ; i. 
Paris ; invented the ‘ Bcrtillon 
system ’ of measurement for iden- 
tification of criminals ; also a 
handwriting expert. 

Bertin (ber-iao), Louis Francois 
(1766-1841), Fr. journalist ; b. 
Paris ; founded the Journal dcs 
Debuts, which was carried on by 
his family. 

Bertrand (ber-troa), Henri Gra- 
TiEN, Comte (1773-1844), Fr. 
general ; b. Chatoauroux ; friend 
of Napoleon i., whom he accom- 
panied to Elba and St. Helena, 
and in 1840 brought his remains 
to France. 

Bertrand, Jacques Louis Na- 
poleon (1807-41), Fr. poet ; b. 
in Piedmont ; wrote Gaspara de 
la Nuit and Fantaisies a la 
Manidre de Rembrandt et de Callot. 
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Bertrand, Louis (iS66- ), 

Fr. writer ; prof. o£ rhetoric in 
.-Vlsicrs, 1891-1900 ; wrote Pipete 
le Bien-Aimi (1904) ; h's L'liwa- 
.'lion was crowned by Fr. .‘\cadeiny ; 
n-rote also Saint Augustin (191. i) 
and Louis XI V (1923) member 
of Fr. Academy, 1925- 

Bervic {ber^ek'), Charl-es Cle- 
iiiEN'T Bacvay (1756-1822), Fr. 
engraver ; b. Paris ; famous for 
portrait of Louis xvi., also for the 
Lancoon. 

Berwick [ber'ik), James Fitz- 
James, Duke of (i 07 o-i 73 .()> 
natur.ll sou of James n., and 
marshal of France ; b. in France ; 
served at Battle of Boyne, 1690 ; 
established his fame by winning 
battle of Almanza, 1707.

elements ; pioneer of organic 
chemistry. 

Bes'ant, Mrs. Annie, nU Wood 
( 1847-1933), Eng. thcosophist; 
i>. London ; associated with Charles 
Bradlaugh, 1874-88, in his free- 
thought campaigns ; early member 
of the Fabian Soo. ; Gecame a 
thcosophi.st in 18S9 ; spent much 
time in India, where she founded 
Central Hindu CoU., Benares, 
1898, and was strong supporter 
of Ind. Home Rule ; numerous 
works on theosophy, social and 
religious questions, include Rein- 
carnation, Theosophy and the New 
Psychology, etc. 

Besant', Sir Walter (1836- 
1901), Eng. writer; b. Portsmouth; 
prof, at Royal Coll., Mauritius, 
1861-7 ; -wrote many novels, at 
first in collaboration with James 
Riec, e.g. Ready-money Moriiboy 
and The Golden Butterfly. After 
Rice’s death wrote All Sorts and 
Conditions of Men (which led to 
erection of People’s Palace in east 
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end of London), Dorothy Forster, 
etc., and works on London. 

Beskow (bes'kov), Bernhard 
VON, Baron (1796-1868), Swed. 
poet and historian ; b. Stockholm; 
secretary of Swed. Academy ; 
works include dramatic and lyrical 
poems, memoir of Gustavus in., 
etc. 

Bfisnard {bes-ndr'), Paul Al- 
bert (1849-1934), Fr, painter; 
b. Paris ; works include frescoes 
at the Sorbonne and twelve 
‘ Stations of the Cross ’ in the 
chapel of Bcrck Hospital. 

Bes'sel, Friedrich Wilhelm 
(1784-1846), Ger. astronomer ; b. 
Minden ; introduced the helio- 
meter and correction for personal 
equation, 1823 ; invented Bessel’s 
Functions, of importance, in mathe- 
matical physios. 

Bes'semer, Sir Henry (1813- 
98), Eng. engineer and inventor ; 
b. in Herts ; famous for his stecl- 
manufacturing process, which re- 
volutionized the industry, 

Bessieres {bes-yer'), Jean Bap- 
tiste (1768-1S13), Duke of Istria 
and marshal of France ; distin- 
guished cavalry officer in Napole- 
onic wars-, commanded Imperial 
Guard in retreat from Moscow. 

Best, William Thomas (1826- 
97), Eng. organist ; 6. Carlisle ; 
riwolutionized musical life of 
Liverpool by his recitals, especially 
of Bach’s works. 

Betham-Bdwsrds, Matilda 
Barbara (1836-1919), Eng. novel- 
ist; b. in Suffolk; writer on Fr. 
life. 

Betlilen de Bethlen, Stephen, 
Count (1874- ), Hungarian 

statesman ; led successful opposi- 
tion to Bolshevist revolution, 
1918-iq, and to the attempt of 
King Charles to resume power ; 
prime minister, 1921-31. 

Bethmann-HoHweg (bdt'man 
hot'vag), Theobald von (1S56- 
1921), Ger. statesman ; b. near 
Berlin; educated at Bonn Univ., 
where he became a friend of the 
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Kaiser ; Prussian home secretary, 
igo5, vice-chancellor, 1907, and 
imperial chancellor, 1909-17 ; 
shortly after outbreak of the 
Great War defended Ger. invasion 
of Belgium on ground that ‘ neces- 
sity knows no law.’ Credited with 
referring to the guarantee of 
Belgian neutrality as ‘ a scrap of 
paper.’ Was suspected of showing 
undue deference to the U.S.A. ; 
declined to define Germany’s war 
aims, and in 1917 was dismissed 
by the Kaiser at the instigation 
of the military party. Pub. {1919) 
a volume of Memoirs. 

Eet'terton, Thomas (c. t635- 
1710), Eng. actor; b. London; 
said to have introduced movable 
scenery into England ; famed as 
Shakespearian actor ; buried in 
Westminster Abbey. 

Betty, WiLLiA.M Henry West 
{1791- 1S74), well known as * young 
Roscius,’ or the boy actor ; b. 
Shrewsbury ; Pitt adjourned the 
House to allow membors to see 
his Hamlet ; retired with large j 
fortune, 1S12. | 

Beule {bu-ld'), Charles Ernest | 
(i 820-74), archaeologist and 
politician ; 6. Saumur ; discovered 
the propyla^a of the Acropolis at 
Athens ; was minister of the I 
interior in 1S73. 1 

Beust (boist), Friedrich Ferdi- 
N.ANu, Count von (1809-86), 
Austrian statesman, and chan- 
cellor of the Austrian Empire ; ft. 
Dresden ; secured the emperor’s 
coronation as King of Hungary ; 
removed religious disabilities, and 
organized national defence ; dis- 
missed, i87r ; subsequently am- 
bassador to Britain and France. 

Bewick [bii'ik), Thomas (1753- 
1S28), Eng. wood engraver; ft. 
near Newcastle-on-Tyne ; famous 
woodcuts are prized by collectors ; 
his British Birds (1804) is especi- 
ally esteemed. 

Beyers {bl'ers), Christian Fred- 
erick (1869-1914), S, African 
general ; one of ablest strategists 
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among Boer commanders during 
S. African War ; chairman of 
Vereeniging Peace Conference ; 
speaker of Transvaal Republic, 
1906 ; was one of chief plotters 
of S. African rebellion, Oct. 1914 ; 
defeated by Botha near Rusten- 
burg ; was shot while crossing 
Vaal R.

Be'za, Theodore (1.519-1605), 
Genevan reformer and theologian ; 
ft. in Burgundy ; succeeded Calvin 
as head of Protestant Church in 
Geneva, 1564 ; wrote many re- 
ligious works, including most of 
Huguenot Psalter, 156a ; revised 
Huguenot Bible ; presented uncial 
N.T. in MS. (Codex Bezie) to 
Cambridge Univ.

Munich ; prof, of meteorology 
and director of Meteorological 
Institute, Berlin. 

Bhandarlrar, Devadatta Ram- 
krishna (1875- ), Ind. archa;- 

ologist ; prof, of Ancient Indian 
History and Culture, Calcutta 
Univ., since 1917 ; author of 
numerous works on Ind. history 
and archaeology. 

Bhau Daji (1R22-74), Hindu 
physician ; 6. in Goa ; practised 
medicine in Bombay ; author of 
many papers on Ind. antiquities ; 
discovered preparations of great 
use in treatment of leprosy. 

Bhownagree, Sir Mancherjee 
JIerw.anjee (1851-1933), Parsce 
journalist and politician ; ft. Bom- 
bay ; called to Eng. bar, 1885; 
helped to establish constitution 
in Bhaunagar ; Conservative m.p. 
for Bethnal Green, 1895-igoO ; 
wrote History of the Constitution 
of the East India Company {1871), 
Loyalty of India (igi6). 

Bibes'eo, Lady Elizabeth As- 
quith, Princess, Eng. novelist ; 
younger daughter of Earl of 
Oxford and Asquith ; married 
Antoine Bibesco, a Romanian 
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prince, 1919. Works include 
1 Have, Only Myself to Blame 
(1921), Portrait of Caroline (1931). 

Bicliat {be-skd'), Marie Fran- 
cois Xavier (1771-1802), Fr. 
anatomist and physiologist b. 
in Jura; his Anatomie Generale 
created a revolution in methods 
of research. 

Bickeidyke, John, pseudonym 
of Charles Henrv Cook (1858- 
1933)1 Hng. writer on sport; b. 
London ; author of Angling in 
Salt Water, Wild Sports in Ireland, 
etc. 

Biokerstaffe-Drew, Monsignor 
Count Fr.vncis Brow.ning Drew 
(1S58-1928), Eng. R.C. prelate 
and wi'iter ; b. Leeds ; senior 
chaplain to the forces at Malta 
and at Salisbury Plain ; served 
in Great War, 1914-15, being 
twice mentioned in dispatches ; 
under pseudonym ‘ John Ays- 
cough ' wrote several romances ; 
in French Windows records per- 
sonal war experiences. 

Bidder, George Parker (1806- 
78), Eng. engineer ; b. in Devon ; 
calculating prodigy ; assisted 
George Stephenson ; 'designed Vic- 
toria Docks (London) and the 
first railway swing bridge ; was a 
founder of Electric Telegraph Co. 

Biddle, John (1615-62), ‘father 
ot Eng. Unitariauism ’ ; h. in 
Gloucestershire ; several times 
imprisoned for opinions ; be- 
friended by CromweU ; died in 
prison, 

Bielski Ifiyel'ski), Martin (r4g5- 
1376), Polish historian ; wrote a 
history at Poland, the first historic 
work printed in Polish. 

Big^elow, John (iSiy-rgii), 
Anier. diplomat and author ; b. 
Malden, New York ; proprietor 
and editor of New York Evening 
Post ; U.S.A. minister to France, 
1864-7 ; secretary of state of New

Amsterdam ; pnb. collections of 
love songs, 1781 and 17S5 ; a 
didactic poem, Maladies of .the 
Learned (1807), etc.

Billroth (bil'rol), Albert Chris- 
tian Theodor (182P-94), Ger. 
surgeon ; prof, of surgery at 
Zurich, 1S60, and Vienna, 1867 ;

ambulance system largely due to 
him.

gist ; roused much keen discus- 
sion by his ‘ Metrical Scale of 
Intelligence.’ 

Lours Gus- 
tave (1856- ), Fr. explorer 

and author ; b. Strasbourg ; e.x- 
plored Fr. W. Africa ; director of 
Fr. Colonial Department, 1898- 
1907. 

Binnie, Sir Alexander Rich- 
ardson (1839-1917), Eng. civil 
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engineer ; b. London ; constructed 
Nagpore waterworks (India), Black- 
wall tunnel, etc. 

Binyon, Laurence (1869- ), 

Eng. poet ; b. Lancaster ; won 
Newdigate prize, i8go ; keeper of 
prints and drawings, Brit. Mu- 
seum ; retired 1933 ; volumes of 
verse Include London Visions, 
The Praise of Life, Odes, Por- 
fhyrion and Other Poems, The 
Death of Adam, and Poems of 
Nizami ; author of excellent books 
on Brit, and Oriental art. 

Biot {bc-b’), Jean Baptiste 
(1774-1863), Fr. scientist ; b. 
Paris ; prof, of physics. Coll, de 
France ; made first balloon ascent 
for scientific purposes, 1804; with 
.\rago made meridian measure- 
ments ; was first to investigate 
phenomena of mirage ; invented 
polarimetcr. 

Birch, Samuel (1813-85), Eng. 
Egyptologist and archu'olopst ; 5 . 
London ; keeper of Egyptian and 
Assyrian antiquities, Bnt. Museum; 
founded Sec. of Biblical Archa;- 
ology, 1870. 

Biroh-Pfeiffer (berch-pfl'fer), 
Charlotte {iSoo-68), Got. actress 
and dramatist ; b, Stuttgart ; 
wife of Christian Birch, the Dan. 
historian ; acted chiefly in Court 
Theatre, Berlin ; plays inclnde 
a version of fane Eyre. 

Bird, Edward (1772-1819), Eng.

News, The Village Politicians, 
Chevy Chase.

Birdwood, Sir George Chris- 
topher Molesworth (1832- 
1917), Anglo-Indian official ; b. in 
India ; his sympathy with the 
Ind. people gave him great influ- 
ence over them ; went to England 
in ill-health, 1868 ; served in 
India Office, 4871-1902 ; one of 
founders of ‘ Primrose Day ’ ; 
author of many books on India. 


Birdwood, Sir William Rid- 
dell {1S65- ), Brit, field 

marshal ; served in several Ind. 
e.xpeditions and S. African War ; 
military secretary to Lord Kit- 
chener ; during Great War won 
fame in Gallipoli Campaign, 1915, 
as the ‘ hero of Anzac ' ; com- 
manded the Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps, and later 
the 5th Army in France ; received 
a baronetcy and grant of £10,000, 
1919 ; Northern Command in 
India, 1920—4 ; commander-in- 
chief of army in India, 1925-30. 

Birkbeck, George (1776-1841), 
Eng. physician ; b. Settle, Yorks ; 
prof, of natural philosophy, Ander- 
son’s Coll., Glasgow ; founded the 
London Mechanics’ Institute, now 
known as Birkbeck Coll. ; made a 
constituent coll, of London Univ., 
1920. 

Birkenhead, Frederick Edwin 
Smith, Lord (1872-1930), Brit, 
lawyer and politician ; b. Birken- 
head ; called to bar at Gray’s 
Inn, 1899; Conservative m.p. for 
Walton Division, Liverpool, 1906- 
19 ; prominent in the Ulster 
movement against Irish Home 
Rule, 1914 ; knighted on becoming 
solicitor-general, 1915 ; attorney- 
general, 1915-19 ; baronet, 1919 ; 
during Great War saw service in 
France with the Ind. Corps ; 
lord chancellor, 1919-22 ; re- 
sponsible for Law of Property 
Act, 1922 ; secretary for India, 
1924-28 ; left politics for com- 
mercial life, 1928 ; author of 
several books on international 
law ; Law, Life, and Letters 
(1927), etc.

Biiney, James Gillespie (1792- 
1857), Amer. anti-slavery politi- 
cian, son of a slave-owner of 
Kentucky ; freed his own slaves, 
4S34 ; joined Amer.

Biron, Armand de Gontaud, 
Baron de (1524-92), Fr. soldier 
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and favourite of Henry iii. ; 
marshal of France, 1576 ; joined 
Henry of Navarre, 1589, and fell 
at siege of Epernay. 

Birt^, Augustine (1850-1933), 
Eng. essayist and politician ; b. 
near Liverpool ; Quain prof, of 
law, Univ. Coll., London, 1896-9 ; 
Liberal m.p. for W. Fife, 18H9- 
1900, and for N. Bristol, igo6-i8 ; 
president of Board of Education, 
1903-7 ; secretary for Ireland, 
1907-16 : under his regime Irish 
Univ. Act, Irish Land Act, and 
Home Rule Act were carried ; 
resigned on outbreak of Dublin 
rebellion, igi6 ; witty speaker, 
an essayist of delightful stjdc ; 
writings include Obiter Dicta, Life 
of Charlotte Bronte, Men, M'omen, 
and Books, Frederick Locker- 
Lampsoii, and Et Cetera. 

Bishop, SiK Henry Rowley 
(1786-1855), Eng. composer; b. 
London ; musical director at 
Covent Garden, Drury Lane, and 
Vauxhall ; prof, of music at 
Edinburgh, 1841, and Oxford, 
1848 ; knighted 1842, being the 
first musician to receive that 
honoiu- ; chiefly remembered by 
settings of Shakespeare’s songs, 
and popular ballads such as 
‘ My pretty Jane,’ ' Home, sweet 
Home,’ and ‘ Should he Upbraid.’ 

Bishop, Isabella, nee Bird 
(1832-1904), Eng. traveller and 
author; 6. in Yorks; wrote books 
of high value to travellers ; 
journeyed extensively in Asia ; 
deeply interested in Christian 
missions, and founded numerous 
hospitals and orphanages in China ; 
in 1901 rode luoo miles in Morocco.

Bishop, William Avery (1894- 
), Canadian airman ; Lieut.- 
Col., R.F.c. ; officially credited 
■with bringing down seventy-two

Bismaich, Otto Eduard Leo- 
pold, Prince von (1815-98), Ger. 
stateanan responsible for the 
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foundation of the Ger. Empire ; 
b. Schdnhausen, Brandenburg ; 
represented lower nobility in 
Estates - general, 1847; sat for 
Brandenburg, 1849 ; Prussian 
representative in Federal Diet, 
1851-8 ; became convinced that 
only by ‘ blood and iron ’ could 
Germany be welded into a national 
state ; ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, 1858, and at Paris, 1862; 
prime minister, Sept. 1S62, and 
ruled for four years, depending 
on the king’s confidence ; aided 
Russia during Polish rebellion ; 
opposed .‘lugustenburg claims to 
Schleswig and Holstein, and went 
to war with Denmark, 1864. 

The war of 1866 with .Austria 
left Prussia supreme in Germany. 
He became sole responsible min- 
ister in confederation of N. Ger. 
states. After 1870 he controlled 
foreign policy and played fore- 
most role in events leading up to 
Franco-Ger. War. Victory in this 
war enabled Bismarck to establish 
a new Ger. Empire with the King 
of Prussia as emperor. This new 
Empire, proclaimed at Versailles 
in rSyi, included both North 
and South Ger. States, and e.x- 
cludcd .Austria. 

In his domestic policy after 
r87t Bismarck was strongly anti- 
Socialist.butpasscdmanymeasures 
improving the lot of the workers, 
and introducing important com- 
mercial changes. From 1872-9 
he was engaged in a struggle with 
the R.C. hierarchy, but in the 
end was forced to repeal much of 
his anti-Catholic legislation. In 
foreign policy after 1871 he ainu'd 
at a league of the three Emperors 
of Germany, Austria, and Russia, 
but conflict of interest between 
Russia and .Austria broke the 
scheme. As an ' honest broker ’ 
presided at Congress of Berlin, 
1878, which laid down settlement 
of Near East. In r879 he forced

Kaokstone, Sir William (1723- 
80), a distinguished writer on 
Eng. law ; b, London ; judge ol 
the Common Pleas, principal of 
New Inn Hall, O.xford ; his Com- 
meniaries have formed the basis of 
nearly all modem works of the 
kind. 

Blackwood, John (1818-79), 
Scot, publisher, son of William 
Blackwood ; b. Edinburgh ; ed. 
Blackwood's Magazine, which w'as 
founded by his father ; discovered 
George Eliot, all of whose novels 
but one he published. 

Blackwood, William (1776- 
1834), Scot, publisher ; b. Edin- 
burgh ; started as a bookseller, 
later founding publishing firm of 
William Blackwood and Sons ; 
pub. first number of Blackwood's 
Magazine (rSi?) ; among con- 
tributors were Scott, Lockhart, 


Wilson, De Quincey, Hogg, and 
John Galt. 

Blaikie, William Garden (1820- 
99), Scot, divine ; b. Aberdeen ; 
prof, of pastoral theology. New 
Coll., Edinburgh, 1868-97 ; mod- 
erator of Free Church Assembly, 
r8g2. Books include Heroes of 
Israel, Thomas Chalmers, etc. 

Blaine, J.'.mes Gillespie (1S30- 
03), .Amer. statesman ; b, in 
Pennsylvania ; speaker of House 
of Representatives, 1869-75 ; sec- 
retary of state, 1881, and 1889 
to 1892 ; programme was ■ national 
expansion’ and ‘participation in 
world-politics'; in 1884 was un- 
successful Republican candidate 
against Cleveland for presidency 
of U.S.A. 

Blair, Hugh (1718-1800), Scot, 
divine, prof, of rhetoric and 
bellfs-lettrcs in Edinburgh Univ. ; 
much admired as an elegimt 
preacher. 

Blair, Robert (1699-1746), Soot, 
poet and divine ; b. Edinburgh ; 
author of The Grave, illustrated in 
1804-5 by William Blake. 

Blake, Robert (1599-1657), 
Brit, admiral and founder of 
Britain’s naval supremaev ; b. 
Bridgwater ; sat in Long t’arlia- 
ment, 1640, and fought on Parlia- 
mentary side in Civil War; de- 
feated Royalist fleet off Malaga, 
r650 ; commanded Brit, fleet 
against admirals van Tromp, de 
Witt, and de Ruyter, and severely 
defeated the Dutch off North Fore- 
land, 1653 ; destroyed Span, 
treasure fleet at Tenerife, 1657 ; 
died at sea, and buried in West- 
minster Abbey. 

Blake, William (1757-1827), 
Eng. poet, artist, and mystic ; 
son of a London hosier ; trained 
as an engraver ; exhibited at 
Royal Academy The Death of 
Earl Godwin (rySo) ; pub. Songs 
of Innocence (1789) and Songs of 
Experience (t794), the text and 
deslgjns for both being engraved 
by himself, and afterwards hand- 
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coloured ; later, be pub. his 
mystical works — part prose, part 
verse — whicii include The Gates 
of Paradise, The Marriage of 
Heaven and Hell, etc. In art his 
inventive genius finds its cul- 
mination in the illustrated Book 
oj Dante’.s Poems, and 

Blair's Grave, and in the One 
Hundred and Fourteen Designs for 
Gray's Poems, discovered 1919 ; 
Ins mysticism in art and literature, 
labelled madness by his age, is 
now better understood. 

Blakiston, Thomas Wright 
(1832-91), Eng. soldier and ex- 
plorer ; b. Lymington ; during 
Chin. War, 1859, charted upper 
waters of Yang-tse-Kiang ; studied 
ornithology of Japan ; pub. Five 
Months OH the Yangtze (iShz). 

Blanc (bloa), Louis (iHii-82), 
Fr. publicist and historian; 6. 
Madrid ; founder of Peviie du 
Progres (1839), in which appeared 
his chief Socialistic work, U Or- 
ganisation du Travail ; president 
of Government Labour Commis- 
sion, 1848 ; member of National 
Assembly, 1S71 ! pub. Histoire 
de la involution Fran^aise (12 
vols. 1S47-62), also Histoire de la 
Revolution de 184S. 

Bland. (i) HunERx (1856- 
1914), Eng. Socialist and journal- 
ist ; dramatic and art critic to 
Daily Chronicle ; wrote articles 
to Sunday Chronicle from 1889 
till I9r4 ; pub. volumes of essays ; 
was an original member of Fabian 
SoG. (2) Mrs. Hubert Bland 
(Edith Nesbit) (1858-1924), wife 
of above ; poet and novelist ; 
noted for capable novels with 
child characters. 

Bland-Sutton, Sir John (1855- 
), Brit, surgeon ; b. London ; 
authority on diseases of women ; 
president Royal Coll, of Surgeons, 
1923-6 ; baronet, 1925. 

Blane, Sir Gilbert (17+9- 
1834), Brit, physician ; b. in 
Ayrshire ; accompanied. Admiral 
Rodney as medical attendant ; 
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discovered the efficacy of lime 
juice in combating scurvy. 

Blanqui (blon-ke'}, JiiRdsiE 
AriOLPHE (1798-1854), Fr. econo- 
mist ; 6. Nice ; head of Ecole de 
Commerce, Paris ; pub. numerous 
valuable works upon economic 
subjects : advocated Free Trade. 

Blangui, Louis Auguste (1805- 
8r), Fr. politician ; 4 . near Nice ; 
founded Soci6te Republicaine Cen- 
trale ; uncompromising advocate 
of Communism ; spent nearly half 
his life in piison. 

Blaseo Ibanez, Vicente. See 
Ibanez. 

Bla'sius, or Bl.aise, St., bishop 
of Sebaste (Sivas), Asia Minor ; 
martyred under Diocletian, 316, 
and traditionally said to have 
been tortured with wool-combing 
instruments ; regarded as patron 
saint of wool-eorabers. 

Blass, Friedrich (1843-1907), 
Ger. classical scholar ; prof, at 
Kiel and later at Halle ; greatest 
work. Die Attische Beredsamkeit 
(1868-81A; numerous critical edi- 
tions of Gr, authors. 

Blatcliford, Robert(i85i- ), 
Eng. Socialist and journalist (pseu- 
donym ' Nunquam ’) ; b. Maid- 
stone ; founded the Clarion ; 
author of Merrie England, God 
and my Neighbour, My Eighty 
Years {1931). etc. 

Blavat'sky, Madame FIelena 
Petrovna (1831-91), Russ, theos- 
ophist ; claimed to have been 
initiated into esoteric Buddhism, 
and to have the power of com- 
municating with the unseen world ; 
travelled widely ; founded, in 
America, the Theosophical Soc., 
1875 ; wrote Isis Unveiled (1877), 
and Key to Theosophy {i8Sg). 

Bleek {hlak), Wilhelm Hein- 
rich Immanuel (1827-75), Ger. 
philologist ; b. Berlin ; spent 
much time in S. Africa and pub. 
Vocabulary of the Mozambique 
Language, Comparative Grammar 
of the S. African Languages, and 
other philological works. 
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Bleibtreu {Uib’troi), Georg 
(1S28-02). Ger. painter of battle 
scenes ; painting is vigorous and 
powerful, and colouring brilliant ; 
paintings include Battle of Water- 
loo, Capitulation of Sedan. 

Blenkinsop, John (1783-1831), 
Eng. inventor ; b. near Leeds ; 
his cogwheel locomotive engine 
was the forerunner of Stephenson’s 
Rochet. 

BlSriot {bld-re-o'), Louis (1872- 
), Fr. aviator and inventor; 
b. Cambrai ; was the first, 1909, 
to fly the Eng. Channel on a 
monoplane (38 min.). 

Blessington, Marguerite, 
Countess of (1789-1849). Irish 
writer and woman of fashion ; 
b. in Tipperary ; her second hus- 
band was Earl of Blessington: 
after his death, 1829, she lived 
under the protection of Count 
d’Orsay ; travelled much on the 
Continent, and made the ac- 
quaintance of Lord Byron ; her 
Paris and London houses attracted 
most of the notabiiitics of the 
period ; ostracized because of 
d’Orsay affair, and loaded with 
debt, fled to Paris, 1849 ; ed. 
The Book of Beauty and The 
Keepsake, pub. Conversations with 
Lord Byron (1834). 

Blioher Iplich'er), Steen Steen- 
SEN (1782-1848), Dan. national 
poet and novelist ; b. Viborg ; 
skilfully describes rural types of 
Jutland. 

Bligh (bli), William (1754- 
1817), Eng. admiral; b. Plymouth; 
commanded the Bounty, 1787 ; 
at Tahiti his crew mutinied and 
cast him adrift ; sailed c. 4,000 
miles in open boat to Timor ; 
governor of New South Wales, 
1805-8, but deposed for tyrannous 
conduct and sent back to England. 

Bliss, Frederick Jones (1859- 
), Amer. archicologist ; b. 
in Syria ; explorer to Palestine 
Exploration Fund, 1890-1900 ; 
on commission for anc. buildings 
in Syria and Palestine, 1919 ; 


author of Excavations in Palestine, 
etc. 

Bloch, Carl Henrik (1834- 
90), Dan. painter and etcher ; 
portrayed peasant life ; painted 
humorous side, of monastic life ; 
his Christian II. and Samson and 
the Philistines arc in the Royal 
Gallery, Copenhagen. 

Bloch, Jean de (1836-1902), 
Polish banker and railway con- 
structor ; best-known book is 
The War of the Future (1898), in 
which he predicts that modern 
wars must result in economic 
exhaustion and stalemate. 

Blok, Alexander (1880-1921), 
Russ, poet, b. St. Petersburg ; 
Bolshevist revolution inspired his 
greatest poem, The Twelve (igi8), 
trans. into English ; dramas are 
The Fair Booth and The Rose 
and the Cross. 

Blok, Petrus Johannes (1855- 
1929), Dutch historian, prof, at 
Leyden till 1925 ; works include 
Gcschiedenis van het Nederlandsche 
Volk (8 vols. Eng. trans.). 

Blomefield {bloom'feld), Francis 
(1705-52), topographer, rector of 
Ferstield, Norfolk ; wrote History 
of Norfolk ; discoverer of the 
famous Pasion Letters. 

BlomHeld {bloom'feld). (i) Sir 
Arthur William (1829—99), Eng. 
architect ; desi gn ed many churches, 
Law Courts branch in Fleet 
Street, etc. (2) Sir Reginald 
(1856- ), Eng. architect, 

nephew of (i) ; b. in Kent ; 
designed many country houses ; 
R.A., 1914 ; prof, of architecture. 
Royal Academy, 1906-10 ; prin- 
cipal architect of Imperial War 
Graves Commission ; recent works 
include bridge at Stratford-on- 
Avon and the Menin Gate ; 
author of standard works on 
architecture, 

Blom'maart, Philip (1808-71), 
Flem. author ; b. Ghent ; devoted 
himself to revival of national 
language and spirit ; author of 
History of the Belgians. 
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Blom'mers, Bernardos Jo- 
hannes (1845-1914), Dutch artist ; 
works include landscapes, in- 
teriors, and scenes of peasant 
and fisher life; painted Girl 
Knilting, Mother's Joy, Shrimpers. 

Blondin (bton-daa'), Charles 
(1824-97), stage-name of Jean 
FrjAN^ois Gravelet, Fr. acrobat 
and tight-rope walker ; crossed 
Niagara Falls, 1859, on a tight 
rope in five minutes ; afterwards 
performed the feat blindfold in 
a sack, trundling a wheelbarrow ; 
again on sti Its ; and yet again 
with a man on his back, sitting 
down in middle to eat his lunch. 

Bloomer, Amelia Jenks (1818- 
94), Amer. dress reformer ; b. in 
?few York state ; pioneer of the 
women’s dress-reform movement 
(hence ‘ bloomers ’). 

Bloomfield, Robert (1766- 
1823), Eng. poet ; b. in Suffolk ; 
ub. verse dealing with rural life ; 
est-known poem. The Farmer’s 
Bay, was illustrated by Bewick. 

Blouet, Paul. See Max O’Rell. 

Blount, Thomas (1618-79), Eng. 
antiquary ; b. in Worcestershire ; 
author of the Boscobel tract (1651) 
describing the adventures ol 
Charles ii. after Worcester. 

Blow, John (1648-1708), Eng. 
composer and organist ; b. in 
Notts ; organist of Westminster 
.Abbey, 1669-80 ; composer to 
the Chapel Royal, 1699 ; wrote 
many anthems, choral odes, etc. 

Blowitz (blo'mts), Henri 
Georges Stephan Adolphe de 
(1825-1903), Anglo-Fr. journalist; 
b. in Bohemia ; settled in Mar- 
seilles ; chief Paris correspondent 
of the Times from 1873 : was a 
force in journalistic and diplomatic 
circles, and influenced interna- 
tional affairs ; pub. My Memoirs 
(1903). 

Bliicher (blooch'er), Gebhard 
Leberecht von (1742-1819), 
Prince of Wahlstadt, Prussian 
general ; b. Rostock ; one of 
headers of Prussian war - party, 
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1805-6 ; commander-in-chief of 
Silesian army during War of 
Liberation ; field-marshal, 1813 ; 
defeated by Napoleon at Ligny, 
1815 ; made decisive advance at 
Waterloo ; shrewd, vigorous, up- 
right in character ; known as ‘ old 
Marshal Vorwarts.’ 

Blum (Woow) , Li o N ( 1 8 72- ) , 
Fr. politician and literary critic ■ 
b. Paris ; supported Jaur6s in 
favour of Dreyfus ; opposed Fr. 
occupation of Ruhr after Great 
War ; as leader of Socialists kept 
Herriot ministry in power, 1924-5. 
An attack was made on his life by 
Royalists, 1936. 

Blu'menbaeh, Johann Fried- 
rich (1752-1840), Ger. naturalist ; 
prof, of natural history, anat- 
omy, and medicine at GSttingen ; 
founded science of anthropology ; 
pub. Handbuch der Naiurgeschichie 
(17S0), etc. 

Blunden, Edmund Charles 
(i8g6- ), Eng. writer; his 

service in Great War inspired his 
poem Shepherd, which gained 
Hawthornden prize, 1922, and 
his famous prose Undertones of 
War (1928) ; prof, of Eng. 
literature, Tokyo Univ., 1924-7; 
fellow and tutor, Oxford, since 
1931 ; Collected Poems (1930). 

Kunt, Wilfrid Scawen (^1840^ 
1922), Eng. poet, traveller, and 
publicist ; b, in Sussex ; travelled 
with his wife in N. Africa, Arabia, 
and Mesopotamia ; upheld Arabi 
Pasha, 1882 ; wrote fine sonnets 
as well as lyrical verse ; pub. 
Poetical Works, Secret History of 
British Occupation of Egypt, The 
Land War in Ireland ; and My 
Diaries in 1919-20. His wife, 
Ladv Anne Blunt, a grand- 
daughter of Lord Byron, wrote 
Bedouins of the Euphrates and a 
Pilgrimage to Nejd. 

Blnntsoh'li, Johann Kaspaij 
(1808-81)1 Swiss jurist ; 6. Zurich ; 
prof, of constitutional law at 
Munich, 184S, and Heidelberg, 
1861 ; helped to organize Ger, 
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House of Representatives, 1862, 
and to found Ghent Institute of 
International Law, 1873 ; reprei 
sented Germany at Brussels con- 
ference on laws of war, 1874- 

Boahdil', more correctly Abu 
Aedai.lah, the last of the Moorish 
kings of Granada (i482-;92) ; sur- 
rendered the city to Ferdinand and 
Isabella, 1492 ; killed in Africa. 

Boadice'a, or Boudicca (d. a.d. 
62), Brit, queen ; her husband 
Prasutagus ruled the Iceni, in- 
habiting E. Anglia, and upon his 
death his dominions were seised 
by the Romans ; roused by the 
indignities she and her people had 
suffered, Boadicea raised an army 
and seized in turn Colchester, 
St. Albans, and London, slaughter- 
ing some 70,000 of the invaders ; 
was eventually defeated; put an 
end to her life by poison. 

Boaz, a Bethlohemite who 
married Ruth (see Book of Ruth), 
an ancestor of David. 

Booage {bo-keizh'), Manoel 
Maria Barbosa de (1765-1805), 
Port, poet ; 6. Setubal ; second 
only to Camoons ; excelled in the 
sonnet ; his Obras Poeticas ap- 
peared in 1875. 

Boccaccio {bo-H'chd), Giovanni 
(1313-75)1 Ital. poet, novelist, and 
scholar ; b. Paris ; taken in 
infancy to Florence ; was sent to 
Naples, 1328, where he commenced 
to write poetry, and fell deeply in 
love with Maria, the illegitimate 
daughter of King Robert of Naples 
and Sicily, whom he aftenvards 
celebrated in his writings under 
the name of ‘ Fiammetta.’ In 
1342 ho returned to Florence, 
formed a close friendship with 
Petrarch, and acted as Florentine 
ambassador at Rome, Avignon, 
Ravenna, and Brandenburg. In 
T358 he completed his groat prose 
masterpiece, the Decameron, This 
work sets forth how, during the 
plague of t348, seven court ladies 
and three gentlemen seek refuge in 
a country viUa, where, to while 
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away the time, they relate tales. 
These tales number one hundred, 
and though many of them are very 
indelicate in subject, the Decam- 
eron has a place amongst the 
greatest books the world has 
seen. There is scarcely an Eng. 
poet, from Chaucer to Keats, 
Tennyson, and Swinburne, who 
has not drawn on the stores of 
Boccaccio.

Boccherini (bok-d-re'ne), Luigi 
(1743-1805), Ital, composer; b. 
Lucca ; visited Paris, Madrid, and 
Prussia ; noted as ’cellist, and his 
violoncello works arc still standard; 
his works show him a master of 
chamber music. 

Bochart (bb-shiir'), Samuel 
(1599-1667), Fr. scholar ; b. 
Rouen ; a noted authority on 
Oriental languages, and wrote, 
amongst other works, Hierozoicon, 
a treatise on scriptural and 
fabulous animals, 

Booh'mann, Gregor von (1850- 
), Russ, painter ; b. in Estonia ; 
works include A Church in 
Esttionia, Dockyards in Holland, 
The Fish Market at Reval. 

Bficklin, Arnold (1827-1901). 
Swiss artist ; b. Basle ; famous for 
his realistic treatment of the. weird 
and of mythological subjects, 
including Battle of the Centaurs, 
Prometheus, Ulysses and Calypso. 

Booskay (Jiochs'hoi), Stephen 
(1557-1606), jjrince of Transyl- 
vania ; b. Cluj ; led insurrection 
in Hungary, and was proclaimed 
prince ; supposed to have been 
poisoned by his chancellor. 

Bo'de, Johann Elert (1747- 
1826), Ger. astronomer ; 6. Ham- 
burg ; pub. astronomical almanacs 
and maps. Bode's Law is an 
empirical formula denoting rela- 
tive distances of the planets. 

Bode, Wilhelm von (1845- 
1929), Ger. art critic ; b. in 
Brunswick ; director of Prussian 
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royal museums, 1905-20 ; author- 
ity on Dutch and Flem. painting. 

Bo'denstedt, Fmediucii Mar- 
tin VON (1819-92), Ger. poet and 
translator ; prof, of language 
and literature, Munich ; his Die 
Lieiier des Mirea Sehaffy (1851), a 
volume of original verse with a 
Pers. atmosphere, met with great 
success ; trans. Shalcespoaro’s son- 
nets, and (with others) a complete 
edition of the plays. 

Bodin (bo-dan.'), Jean (1530- 
96), Fr. author, lawyer, and 
political philosopher ; b. Angers ; 
king’s attorney at Laon, 1576 ; 
secretary to Due d'Alen^on, 1581 ; 
pub. several works, of which the 
roost important is the Six Livres 
lie la Rdpubligue (1576), the 
earliest treatise on political science. 

Bodley, John Edward Cour- 
tenay (1853-1935), Eng. student 
of foreign politics, especially of 
France. His most important 
work is France (z vols. 1898). 

Bodley, Sir Thomas (1545- 
1613), Eng. diplomatist; b. Exeter; 
minister at The Hague, 1588-96 ; 
founded Bodleian library at Ox- 
ford, and left most of his fortune 
to it. 

Boeoe (bois or bS-Ss'), Hector 
(c. 1465-1536), Scot, historian ; b. 
Dundee ; prof, at Montaigu Coll., 
Paris, and friend of Erasmus ; 
first principal of Aberdeen Univ., 
1494 ; wrote History of Scotland. 

Boehm (bem), or Behmen, Sir 
Joseph Edgar (1834-go), Eng. 
sculptor ; 6. Vienna ; r.a., 1882 ; 
executed statues of Queen Victoria 
(Windsor), Carlyle (Chelsea), Dean 
Stanley (Westminster), Wellington 
(Hyde Park Corner), etc. ; ap- 
pointed sculptor-in-ordina^ to 
Queen Victoria ; designed Jubilee 
coinage, 1887. 

Boehme (be-me), Jakob (1575- 
1624), Ger, philosopher and mystic; 
son of a Silesian peasant ; con- 
ceived a profound mystic sense 
of God in nature. His first work, 
Aurora (1612), tries to explain the 


origin of things. His writings:, 
have exercised considerable in- 
fluence on European thought. 

Boerhaave (boor'hd-ve), Her- 
mann (1668-1738), Dutch physi- 
cian ; successively prof, of medi- 
cine and botany, prof, of chemistry, 
and rector of Leyden Univ., 
where Peter the Great was one 
of his pupils ; leading physician 
of 18th cent. 

Boethius (bo-e'thi-us), Anicius 
Manlius Severinus (c. 480-524), 
Rom. statesman and philosopher ; 
won favour of Theodorio the 
Ostrogoth, and became consul, 
510 ; condemned for treason 
towards end of Theodorio’s reign ; 
in prison wrote his famous De 
Consolatione Philosophic, for cen- 
turies one of the great textbooks 
of moral wisdom. Put to death, 
524 ; regarded as a martyr some 
centuries after his death. Wrote 
several commentaries, a textbook 
on music, and trans. into Latin 
some of Aristotle’s chief works.

Bogar'dua, James (1800-74), 
Amor, mechanician ; b. Catskill, 
New York ; invented the dry gas 
meter, and instruments for deep- 
sea soundings, making postage 
stamps (Brit. Government’s prize, 
1839). engraving medals, pressing 
glass, etc. 

Bogh (beg), Erik (1822-99), 
Dan. dramatist and journalist ; 
b. Copenhagen ; besides dramatic 
works produced volumes of verse ; 
ed. Folhets Avis (1860-77), the 
most popular journal in Denmark. 

Bogue (bog), David (1750- 
1825), Scot. Congregational min- 
ister ; b. in Berwickshire ; one of 
founders of London Mission^ 
Soc., 1793, Brit, and Foreign 
Bible Soc., and Religious Tract 
Soc, 

Bo'hemond I. (1056-1111), 
prince of Antioch ; son of Robert 
Guiscard of Normandy; a leader 
of the First Crusade, he showed 
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great gallantry? in the capture of 
Antioch, of which he made himsdf 
prince. 

Bohn {bon), Henry George 
(1796-1884), Eng. publisher ; b 
London ; commenced, in 1846, 
to publish the famous ' Bohn 
Libraries ’ of standard works and 
translations, which extended to 
nearly 800 vols. 

Bohr, Niecs Henrik David 
(1885- ), Dan. scientist ; b. 

Copenhagen ; studied in Denmark 
and England ; prof, of physics, 
Univ, of Copenhagen, since 1916 ; 
authority on structure of the atom ; 
Nobel prize, 1922. 

BohUingk (bet'Hnk), Otto {1815- 
1904), Sanskrit scholar ; b. St. 
Petersburg ; studied in Germany ; 
greatest work is Sanskrit Diction- 
ary, in collaboration with two 
friends (1853-75). 

Boiardo {bo-y&r'do), Matteo 
Maria, Count of Scandjano 
(1434-94), Ital. poet ; his epic, 
Orlando Innamorato (1495), a 
rehandling of the Charlemagne 
legend, was the model for Ariosto’s 
Orlando Furioso. 

Boieldieu {bo-yel-dyn'), Franjois 
Adrien {1775-1834), Fr. composer; 
b. Rouen ; produced numerous 
operas and musical pieces which 
achieved considerable popularity, 
including Le Calife de Bagdad, 
Jean de Paris, and La Dame 
Blanche (the White Lady of Scott’s 
Monastery). 

Eoileau-Despr^aux (bwd-ld' dd- 
pra-b'), Nicolas (1636—1711), Fr. 
poet and critic ; 6. Paris ; studied 
for the Church and for the bar, 
hut eventually devoted himself to 
literature, and became arbiter of 
literary taste in Europe ; joint 
historiographer-royal with Racine, 
1677 ; poems include the mock 
epic Lutrin, and Art PoMique 
(1674), bis most important work ;

b, in Ardeche ; helped to over- 
throw Robespierre, 1794 i presi- 
dent of Convention, 1795 ; mem- 
ber of Committee of Public 
Safety and subsequently of Coun- 
cil of Five Hundred ; proscribed 
Sept. 1797 : lived in England 
until the Consulate ; member of 
Tribunate, 1801 ; senator and a 
count under Napoleon ; created 
peer by Louis xvni. 

Boitb (bd-e'to), Arbico (1S43- 

1918) , Ital. composer and poet ; 
b. Padua ; his opera, Mefistofele, 
was a failure at Milan in 1868, 
but successful at Bologna, 1875 ; 
won distinction as a tvriter of 
libretti ; author of the books of 
Verdi’s Otello and Falslaff, Pon- 
ohielli’s La Gioconda, etc. 

Bojet (66'yir), Touan (1872- 
), Norweg. novelist and drama- 
tist ; b. near Trondhjem ; works 
include The Power of a Lie 
(crowned by the Fr. Academy), 
The Great Hunger, and other 
realistic studies of Nonveg. peasant 
life ; among his plays are The 
Eyes of Love and Brzttus. 

Bok, Edward William (1863- 
1930), Amer. ed. ; b. in Holland ; 
emigrated to U.S.A., i86g ; ed. 
The Ladies' Home Journal (1889- 

1919) ; founded Amer. Peace 
Award, 1923, of 8100,000 for 
American who should submit the 
most practical plan for world 
peace ; works include. The Ameri- 
canisation of Edward Boh (igaa), 
and Perhaps I am (1928). 

Boldrewood, Rolf (1826-1915), 
pseudonym of Thomas A. Browne, 
Anglo- Austral! an novelist ; b. 
London ; settled in Victoria, 
184+ ; novels deal rvith life in the 
early bush-ranging days ; best 
known is Robbery under Arms. 

Boleslas, Boleslaus, or Bol- 
eslav, the name of several early 
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kings of Poland, of whom the 
most important were : (i) i. 

(if. 1025), called ' the Great,’ who 
made Poland a powerful state, 
and established a native church, 
(2) II., ‘ the Bold ’ (1039-81), 
exiled in 1079. (3) in. (1086- 

1139), devoted his life mainly to 
subjugation of Pomerania. 

Boleyn (or Bullen) {bool'en), 
.A.NNE (c. 1307-36), second wife of 
Henry viii. of England, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Boleyn, and niece 
of Duke of Norfolk. Henry mar- 
ried her secretly in Jan. 1533 ; 
birth of Princess (afterwards 
Queen) Elizabeth, Sept. 1533, in- 
stead of desired son, disappointed 
Henry, who soon tired of his wife ; 
she was imprisoned in the Tower 
on charges of immorality, con- 
demned, and beheaded on Tower 
Green. 

Bolingbioke {bol'ing-brook), 
PlENRY St. John, Viscount (1678- 
1751), Eng. statesman and writer ; 
b. London ; entered Parliament, 
1701 ; war secretary, 170+ ; and 
secretary of state, 1710 ; created 
Viscount Bolingbroko, 1713 ; pro- 
ceeded to France, and had a 
responsible share in the Peace of 
Utrecht, 1713 ; superseded O-rford 
in leadership of Tories ; his plans 
for a Jacobite restoration were 
upset by Queen .Vnne’s sudden 
death ; dismissed from office by 
Georee I., and joined the Pretender 
in France, but was pardoned, 
1723, and returned to London; 
on death of George i. joined 
opposition round Frederick, Prince 
of Wales, but returned to France, 
r734 ; came back to England, 
1742, but did not support ’45 
rebellion. He was an eloquent 
and plausible debater, but a 
superf i ci al and unscrupulous states- 
man. His writings include the 
Patriot King, which inspired the 
political ideas of Bute and George 

III. 

Bolivar (or bol-e'mr), Simon 
(1783-1830), S. American patriot. 
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known as ' the Liberator ’ ; h. 
Caracas, Venezuela ; leader of 
cause of independence of Span, 
colonics in S. America ; aided 
rebellion at Caracas, iSio ; Vene- 
zuela declared its independence, 
1811 ; war began, 1812 ; after 
varying success, Bolivar defeated 
Spaniards at Barcelona, 1817, and 
finally routed Spaniards at Cara- 
bobo, 1821 ; Venezuela and New 
[ Granada were united to form 
‘ Republic of Colombia,’ under 
Bolivar’s presidency, 1S31. He 
also liberated Ecuador and Peru ; 
Upper Peru became a separate 
state called Bolivia, in honour 
of Bolivar, who became dictator ; 
Bolivian code was adopted as 
constitution of Peru, and Bolivar 
declared president for life, 1826.

Bologna [bo-lb'nya), Giov.tNNr 
DA (1524-1608), Fr. sculptor; b. 
Douai ; lived chiefly in Italy ; 
employed by the Medicis ; most 
celebrated work, The Rape of the 
Sabines, in the Loggia dei Lanzi, 
Florence. 

Bon'aparte, or Buonaparte 
(Ital. form). The Bonaparte fam- 
ily consisted of; (1 ) Charges Bona- 
parte (1746-85), father of Napo- 
leon I., descendant of Ital. family 
settled in Corsica ; occupied posi- 
tion at court of Ajaccio. (a) N.apo- 
LEON r. (see under Napoleon) was the 
second son ; he had four brothers 
andthreesisters. (3) Joseph (1768- 
1844), eldest brother ; on Napo- 
leon’s rise to power was appointed 
commissary-general ; ambassador 
to Pope, 1797 ; King of Naples, 
1806-8 ; King of Spain, 1808-13. 
In Spain endeavoured to thwart 
Napoleon, but retired from Madrid 
after his defeat at Vittoria, 1813 ; 
]ieut.-gen. of France, 1814 ; after 
final fall of Napoleon went to 
U.S.A., hut returned to Florence, 
1832. (^ Lugien (1775-1840), 

Prince of Canino, third son of (i) : 
president of Council of Five 
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Hundred and minister of interior, 
1799 ; ambassador to Madrid, 
1800 ; estranged from Napoleon, 
1803 ; lived for some years in 
Italy ; offered Napoleon his help 
during the Hundred Days ; died 
at Bomc. (5) Louis (1778-1846), 
favourite brother of Napoleon ; 
accompanied him during Ital. 
campaign, 1706-7 ; general, 1804 ; 
governor of Pai'is, 1805 ; married 
Hortcnse dc Beauharnais, daughter 
of Josephine ; King of Holland, 
1806-10; abdicated in favour of 
his son. For his son, see Napo- 
leon nr, ( 5 ) Jerome (1784- 
1860), youngest brother of Napo- 
leon, King of Westphalia, 1807- 
13 ; took part in Russ, campaign, 
iSia ; commanded a division at 
Waterloo ; subsequently a marshal 
of France and president of senate. 
(7) Caroline (i782-i839),youngest 
sister of Napoleon, married Joa- 
chim Murat, King of Naples, 1808- 

13.

b. Edinburgh ; moderator of Free 
Church Assembly, 1883 ; best- 
known hymns, ‘ 1 heard the Voice 
of Jesus say,’ ‘ Thy way, not mine, 
O Lord,’ and ‘ A few 'more years 
shall roll.’ 

Bonaventu'ra, St. (1227-74), 
Ital. Franciscan theologian and 
mystic ; educated Paris ; general 
of Franciscan Order, 1256 ; called 
‘ The Seraphic Doctor ’ ; a fol- 
loiver of Plato rather than of 
Aristotle ; a profound philosopher 
and theologian ; canonized 1482. 

Bond, Sir Edward Augustus 
(1815-98), Eng. librarian ; 6. 

Hanwell; appointedchief librarian, 
Brit. Museum, 1878 ; ed. a series 
of Anglo-Saxon charters ; with 
Maiinde Thompson founded Palaeo- 
graphical Soc. ; k.c.b., iSg8. 
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Bond, Sir Robert (1857-1927), 
Newfoundland statesman ; son 
of merchant from Torquay, Eng- 
land ; b. St. John’s ; studied law 
at Edinburgh Univ. ; entered 
legislature, 1882 ; colonial secre- 
tary, 1889-97 ; plaj'ed important 
part in negotiations with France 
and U.S.A. over fisheries ques- 
tion, 1890-1914 ; prime minister, 
igoo-g. 

Bond, William Cranch (1789- 
1859), Amur, astronomer ; b. 
Portland, Maine ; director of 
Harvard Univ. observatory ; one 
of earliest to photograph celestial 
bodies, 1848 ; discovered eighth 
satellite of Saturn, 1848, and 
invented an astronomical chrono- 
graph, 1850. 

Bondfieid, Margaret Grace 
(1873- ), Eng. politician ; b. 

in Somerset ; chairman, Trades 
Union Congress, 1923 ; m.p. for 
Northampton, 1923-4, and parlia- 
mentary secretary to Ministry of 
Labour; m.p. forWallsend, 1926-31, 
and minister of labour, 1929-31 ; 
labour adviser to International 
Labour Conference, Geneva, 1921- 
27; first Brit, woman cabinet 
minister. 

Bone, Henry (1755-1834), Eng. 
enamel-painter ; b. Truro ; pri- 
vate and historical portraits and 
classical subjects ; royal enamel- 
painter, 1801 ; R.A., iSii. 

Bone, Muirhead (1876- ), 

Scot, etcher and painter ; b. 
Glasgow ; a leading master of dry- 
point; ofBcial artist on western 
front and with the fleet, Igi6-i8 ; 
famous etching, The Great Gantry., 
Charing Cross ; has illustrated 
several boolts. 

Boner, Ulrich (14th cent.), 
Swiss fabulist ; b. Berne ; com- 
piled oldest book of fables in 
German, his Bdeistein, to serve as 
a ‘ talisman ’ against evils and 
errors of the world. 

Bonheui [bo-ner'), Rosa {1822- 
99), Fr. artist ; 6. Bordeaux ; 

famous for masterly painting of 
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animals; AUelags Nivemais {1848) 
now in the Luxembourg ; Horse 
Fair (1S53) in New York, a replica 
being ill National Gallery. 

Bo'ni, Giacojio (rSsg-igas), 
Ital. archiEologist ; b, Venice ; 
director of excavations in Forum 
anil Palatine, Rome, where his 
work won him European renown; 
appoi nted senator by Signor Musso- 
lini, 1923. 

Bon'ifaoe, Sx. (680-754), the 
‘ Apostle of Germany ' ; 6. in 

Devon ; began missionary labours 
in Frisia, 718, where tribes were 
still heathen ; founded famous 
inonasterj’ of Fulda ; organized 
eccles. system of Germany ; bishop 
of Mainz and archbishop of all 
Germany, 746-54 ; resigned to re- 
turn to evangelization of Frisians; 
massacred by heathen. 

Bonifaco V., Pope (619-25), 
interested himself in the conver- 
sion of England : established the 
right of asylum in churches. 

Boniface VUE., Pope (1294- 
1303), determined to he temporal 
as well as spiritual head of 
Christendom; intervened unsuc- 
cessfully when Edward i. was at 
war with Scotland. 

Bon'ington, Richard Parkes 
( 1801-28), Eng. artist ; b. near 
Nottingham ; best-known paint- 
ings, Henry IV. and the Spanish 
Ambassador, and Francis I. and 
the Duchesse i’ Etampes, noted for 
brilliancy of colouring; over 
thirty works are in the Wallace 
Collection, and one in the National 
Gallery. 

Bonivard fpo-ne-vdr'), Francois 
( 1493-1370), prior of Geneva ; 
imprisoned in Chillon for six 
years by order of Charles in. 
of Savoy ; released when Chillon 
fell into hands of Bernese, 1536 ; 
took refuge at Geneva, accepted 
the Reformation. Plis career 
adapted by Byron in his Prisoner 
of Chillon. 

Bonnat [bo-nd"), Lkott Joseph 
Florentin {1833-1922), Fr. 
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painter ; 6. Bayonne ; studied in 
Spain and Paris ; noted for por- 
traits, including Victor Hugo, 
Thiers, Pasteur, Dumas, Renan, 
and Carnot. 

Bonner, Edmund (? 1500-69), 
Bishop of London ; was Wolscy’s 
chaplain ; chosen to advocate 
Henry viii.’s divorce cause before 
the Pope ; deprived of his see 
under Edward vi., but restored 
by Mary ; savagely persecuted 
Protestants ; refused to take the 
oath of supremacy under Eliza- 
beth ; died in prison. 

Bou'ney, Tho M AS George ( 1 8 3 3- 
1923), Eng. geologist and clergy- 
man ; b. Rugeley ; emeritus prof, 
of geologj' at Univ. Coll., Loudon ; 
best-known works include The 
Story of Oar Planet, Volcanoes, 
and The Present Relations of 
Science and Religion, 

Bonnivat {bo-ne-vd'), Guili-aume 
Goupfier, Seigneur de (1488- 
1525), Fr- courtier and soldier ; 
favourite of Francis i. ; admiral 
of France, 1515 ; commanded the 
array of Navarre, 1521 ; served in 
Italy, 1523-5, and was Icilled at 
Pavia ; famed for his wit, hand- 
some person, and licentious life. 

Bono'mi, Giuseppe (1739-1806), 
Eng. architect, of Ital, parentage ; 
b. Rome ; famous works include 
Rosneath Castle, Dumbarton- 
shire ; Dale Park, Sussex ; and other 
erections in the Grecian style. 

Boustet'ten, Charles Victor de 
(1745-1832), Swiss author ; b. 
Borne ; held advanced liberal 
opinions ; friend of the Eng. poet 
Gray, and Madame de Stat-l ; best- 
Icnown work, L' Homme du Midi 
ct r Homme du Nord (1S24), is a 
study of the influence of climate 
on peoples. 

Boole, George (1815-64), Eng. 
mathematician and logician ; b. 
Lincoln ; prof, of mathematics. 
Queen’s Coll., Cork, 1849 ; pub. 
treatise on Differential Equations 
(1859), and on Calculus of Finite 
Differences (i860), etc. ; principal 
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work as a logician was the Laws of 
Thought (1854). 

Boone, Daniel (1754-1820), 
famous Amer. pioneer ; b. in 
Pennsylvania ; one of the founders 
of Booncsboro, Kentucky ; a well- 
known hunter, and expert in 
Indian matters. 

Booide (or Bqrde), Andrew 
{c. 1490-1549), Eng. physician 

and traveller ; b. in Sussex ; wrote 
Tfie Fyrst Boke of the Introduction 
of Knowledge (1547), an account of 
his European travels, and Itin- 
erary of Europe, the first printed 
handbook of Europe. 

Booth, Barton (1681-1738), 
Eng. actor ; educated Trinity 
Coll., Cambridge ; achieved great- 
est successes as Cato, Hotspur, 
Brutus, King Lear, Othello, ‘ the 
gay Lothario,’ and ghost in Hamlet; 
buried in Westminster .Abbey. 

Booth, Rt, Hon. Charles 
(1840-1916), a pioneer in statistical 
sociology ; b. Liverpool ; partner 
of shipping firm of Booth and Co. ; 
wrote books on old age pensions, 
also Life and Labour of the People 
in London (16 vols. 1891-1903). 

Booth, Edwin Thomas (1833- 
93), -Amer. actor ; b. in Maryland ; 
made his first appearance at 
Boston, 1849. His striking per- 
sonality and the charm of his 
elocution made him one of greatest 
Shakespearian actors .Amer. stage 
has produced. 

Booth, John Wit.kks (1S39- 
65), .^mer. actor, younger brother 
of above ; became a Secessionist 
plotter, 1863 ; shot President 
Lincoln, 1865, and refusing to 
surrender, was himself shot. 

Booth, William, ' General ’ 
Booth (1829-1912), founder of 
Salvation .Array ; b. Nottingham ; 
in 1865 established the Christian 
Mission in the East End of Lon- 
don, out of whieh developed the 
Salvation Array. .As ‘ General ’ he 
became prominent in Eng. life, 
and his army spreadalmost over the 
whole world; organized Rescue, 


Maternity, Prison-gate, and Chil- 
dren’s Homes, Slum Posts, Shel- 
teis for Homeless, Food Depots, 
Labour Bureaux, and Farms at 
homo and abroad. His In Darkest 
England and the Way out (i8go) 
proposed remedies for poverty and 
vice.

Bose, Sir Jagadis Chandra 
(1838- ), Ind. scientist, studied 

in Calcutta and Cambridge ; 
pioneer and leading authority on 
plant life ; prof, of physical 
science, Calcutta Univ., 1885- 
1915 ; founder and director of 
Bose Research Institute, Calcutta ; 
inventor of delicate instruments, 
such as crescograph, for measuring 
and recording movements in plant 
growth ; many works include 
Growth mid Tropic Mocements of 
Plants (1929). 

Bossuet (bos-wd'), Jacques Be- 
NiGNE (1627-1704), Fr. theologian 
and orator ; b. Dijon ; ordained 
1652 ; came to Paris, 1659, and 
became famous as a preacher ; 
tutor to the dauphin, son of 
Louis XIV., 1670 ; a firm believer 
in absolutism in Church and State, 
which he defended in his Discours 
sur V Histoire Universelle. He 
applauded the Revocation of the 


Edict of Nantes ; he defended the 
liberties of the Fr. Church against 
the Papacy in the Defensio Cleri 
Gallicani, over wliich subject he 
was involved in a bitter contro- 
versy with Fiinclon and the 
Ultramontanes ; one of the great- 
est figures of the monarchy of 
Louis XIV.

Boston, Thomas (1676-1732), 
Scot, theologian ; h. Duns ; his 
famous Human Nature in its 
Fourfold State (1720) exerted 
powerful influence on religious life 
in Scotland. 

Bos'well, James (1740-95), Scot, 
author ; son of Alexander Boswell 
of .Auchiiileok, subsequently Lord 
Auchinleck ; b. Edinburgh ; edu- 
cated at Edinburgh Univ. ; called 
to the Eng. and Scot, bar, and 
practised with little success ; 
travelled, 1763, across Europe to 
Corsica, where he met Paoli, the 
Corsican leader ; pub. An Account 
of Corsica (17C8) ; during visits 
to London had met Dr. Johnson 
frequently after 1763 ; travelled 
with him in Scotland, 1773, and 
recorded journey in Journal of a 
Tour in the Hebrides (1786) ; 
succeeded to his father’s estate, 
1782. Greatest work is The Life 
of Samuel Johnson, LL.D. (1791), 
one of the masterpieces of Eng. 
literature. He was vain and ad- 
dicted to drunkenness, but pos- 
sessed a distinct genius for hunting 
down celebrities, and had, as 
Goldsmith said, ‘ the faculty of 
sticldng.’

Botha tpo'ta), Louis (1863- 
1919), S. African soldier and 
statesman ; 6. Greytown, Natal ; 
a member of the first Volksraad 
of the Transvaal ; succeeded 
General Joubert as commander of 
the Transvaal Boers diuring S. 
African War, 1899-1902, in which 
he greatly distinguished himself ; 
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premier of Transvaal, 1907-10 ; 
first prime minister of Union par- 
liament, 1910 ; warmly espoused 
Brit, cause in Great War, subdued 
S. African rebellion, 1914, and 
commanded the Union forces in 
S.W. Africa, receiving the sur- 
render of the Germans, July 9, 
iQrS ; represented S. Africa at 
the Paris Peace Conference, 1919 ; 
noted for integrity, sincerity, and 
chivalry,

Both'well, James Hepburn, 4TH 
Earl of (c. r536-78), lord high 
admiral of Scotland, 1556 ; one 
of chief advisers of Mary Queen 
of Scots, and, after murders of 
Rizzio, 1566, and Darnlcy, 1567, 
obtained complete ascendancy 
over her ; created Duke of Orkney 
and Shetland, and inaiTied Mary, 
1567. Nobles revolted, and after 
meeting at Carborry Hill BothwcU 
was driven into exile ; became 
leader of band of pirates, and was 
imprisoned in Zealand till his 
death ; Mary divorced him, 1570. 

Bot'ta. (i) Carlo Giuseppe 
Guglieljio (1766-1837), Pied- 
montese historian ; became nat- 
uralized Fr, citizen ; rector of 
Rouen Univ., r8r7-2z ; pub. 
(t8i4) History of Italy from lySg- 
18x4. (2) Paul Emile (1802-70), 
archu'ologi.st, son of above ; b. 
Turin ; discovered palace of Sargon 
(722-705 B.c.) and other fine 
specimens of Assyrian architecture. 

• Bottesiui [bot-c-ze'ne), Giovanni 
(1823-89), celebrated Ital. double- 
bass player ; b. in Lombardy ; was 
also composer and conductor. 

Botticelli fbot-e-chel'e), Sandro 
(1444-1510), Ital. artist of the 
Florentine school ; real name was 
Alessandro di Mariano di Vaimi 
del Filipepi ; b, Florence ; son 
of a tanner ; apprenticed at fifteen 
to a goldsmith ; developed artistic 
ambitions, and entered the studio 
of Fra Lippo Lippi, 1460, where his 
famous picture. The Adoration, 


now in the National Gallery, was 
painted ; found favour in the 
eyes of the Medici family, and his 
progress was continuous for many 
years ; his subjects are drawn 
almost entirely from classic and 
Scriptiual sources ; other famous 
pictures include Spring, The Birth 
of Venus, Mars and Vemis, Balias 
and the Centaur, The Nativity, 
and nmnerous Madonnas.

Bouchardon {boo-shdr-don.'), 
EdmiJ (1698-1762), Fr. sculptor ; 
b. Chaumout ; great works in- 
clude the Fountain of Grenelle, in 
Paris, and Cupid fashioning a 
Bote out of the Club of Hercules, in 
the Louvre. 

Boucher {boo-shd'), Feanpois 
(1703-70), famous Fr. painter ; 
b. Paris; court painter to Louis 
XV. ; an artist of great facility, 
linown for his voluptuous style as 
‘ Anacreon of painting ’ ; speci- 
mens of work in Louvre (Paris) 
and Wallace Collection (London), 

Boucher de Crfeveoout de 
Perthes [boo-shd' de hrev-koor' de 
perl), Jacques (1788-1868) ; Fr. 
archteoiogist ; b. in Ardennes ; 
discovered worked flints in vallfty 
of R. Somme ; ivrote on Stone 
Age and prehistoric man. 

Boucioanlt [boo'se-ko), Dion 
(1822-90), Irish dramatist and 
actor ; b. Dublin ; acted in Eng- 
land and U.S.A. ; popular and 
successful plays include The Col- 
leen Bawn, Arrah-m- Pogue, and 
2'he Shaughrauit. 

Bougainville [boo-gaa-vel'),Lovxs 
Antoine de (172^1811), Fr. 
navigator ; b. Paris ; entered 
army, i753, and served in Seven 
Years’ War ; accomplished first 
Fr. circumnavigation of the world, 
1766-9 ; field-marshal in army, 
1780 ; vice-admiral, 1791 ; under 
Napoleon a senator and count of 
the empire. 

Bough (bo), Samuel (1822-78), 
Brit, landscape painter ; 6. Cat- 
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lisle ; self-taugh t, tut a master 
of effect in light and shade; ex- 
celled chiefly in water _ colour ; 
pictures include Shipbuilding at 
Dumbarton and BorrowdaU. 

Boughion {bd'toii), Geokge 
Henry (1S33-1905), Anglo-Amer. 
painter ; h. near NorwicJi, Eng- 
land ; illustrated The Scarlet 
Letter, Rip Van Winkle; collab- 
orated with E. A. Abbey in 
Sketching Rambles in Holland ; 
R.A., iSg6, 

Bouguereau (boag-rd'), Guil- 
laume AnoLniE (1825-1905), Fr. 
artist ; h. La Rochelle ; a versatile 
painter in many styles, but chiefly 
known for somewhat heavy treat- 
ment of classical subjects and the 
nude. 

Boulanger {boo-lotx-shd') , George 
Ernest Je.an Marie {1837-91), 
Fr. general and agitator ; b. 
Rennes ; director of infantry at 
War Office, 1S82 ; war minister, 
1886-7 ; created the ‘ Boulan- 
gist ’ democratic agitation which 
threw France into confusion ; took 
up a command at Clermont- 
Ferrand, 1887 ; insubordination 
led to loss of this post, 1888 ; 
elected deputj-for Paris, 1889, bat, 
accused of monarchical intrigues 
and misapplying public funds, ho 
fled; committed suicide at Brussels, 
i8qi. 

Boul'ger, Demetrius Charles 
(1853-1928), Eng. historian and 
traveller; established AsiaticQuar- 
terly Review (1885) ; authority 
on .Asiatic and Belgian and Congo 
problems ; works include Histories 
of China, India, and Belgium, 
Lives of Gordon and Sir Stamford 
Raffles. 

Boulle (bool), Andre Charles 
(1642-1732), Fr. cabinet-maker, 
whose Boulle (or Buhl) inlaid work 
became famous ; did much decora- 
tion in marquetry, inlaid panelling, 
etc., for the court of Louis xiv. 

Bonl'ton, Matthew (1728-1809), 
Eng. engineer and inventor ; b. 
Birmingham ; was partner of 


James Watt ; designed machinery 
for stamping coinage. 

Bonras'sa, Henri (1S68- ), 

Fr.-Can. politician ; b. Montreal ; 
trained for law and became 
journalist ; m.p., i8g6-g, resigned 
as protest against Can. participa- 
tion in Boer War ; m.p. igoo-8 ; 
opposed conscription during Great 

War; m.p. 1925-35- 

Bourhak'i, Charles Denis Sau- 
ter (1816-97), Fr. soldier ; b. 
Pau ; won distinction in .Algeria, 
Crimea, and Italy ; in Franco- 
German War, 1870, commanded 
Imperial Guard in Bazaine’s army ; 
escaped from Metz, and was given 
command of -Army of East to relieve 
Belfort ; his army was cornered 
against Swiss frontier ; attempted 
suicide, was carried across border, 
and interned in Switzerland ; held 
military posts till 1881. 

Bourbon (boor-boa'), Fr. family, 
figuring in history from gth cent. 
In 1272, a younger son of Louis ix. 
of France, obtained the lordship 
of Bourbon in Berry by marriage 
with the heiress. In the person 
of Henry iv. the Bourbons as- 
cended the throne of Franco, 
1589, and the War of the Span. 
Succession resulted in establish- 
ment of Bourbons on throne of 
Spain. The Bourbons fell in 
France, 1791, and were expelled 
from their various Span, and 
Ital. possessions by Napoleon ; 
restored 1815 ; j-ounger Orleanist 
branch replaced elder in France, 
1830-48, when they were ex- 
pelled ; driven from Naples i860, 
Spain 1868-74. The elder branch 
died out with the Comte de Chain- 
bord, 1883, and the Orleanists 
again became sole hope of the Fr. 
monarchists. 

Bourohier (bou'cher), Arthur 
(1S64— 1927), Eng. actor-manager ; 
b. in Bei'ks ; a most versatile actor. 
Lessee of Garrick Theatre, and 
afterwards of the Strand ; his 
numerous successes included Henry 
VIII. and Treasure Island. 
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Bourohier, Thomas (?i404-86), 
Eng. ecclesiastic ; Archbishop of 
Canterbury, 1454; lord chancellor, 
1455; cardinal, 1^67; crowned 
Edward iv., Richard m., and 
Henry vii. 

Bonrdalone (hoor-da-loo'), Louis 
(1632-1704), Fr. Jesuit ; b. Bour- 
ges ; famous preacher at court of 
Louis XIV. ; man of fine character 
and great oratorical power ; much 
revered by all classes. 

Bonigelat {boorzh-ld'), Claude 
(1712-79), Fr. veterinary surgeon 
and pioneer of veterinary science 
in Europe ; founder of veterinary 
schools at Lyons, 1761, and at 
Alfort, near Paris, 1765. 

Bourgeois (baor-zhwei'), LiSon 
Victor Auouste (1851-1925), Fr. 
statesman and eminent writer ; 
b. Paris ; a leader of Radical 
party ; held office in eight 
cabinets ; prime minister, 1895-6 ; 
minister of labour and social 
reform, 1912-13 ; of labour, 1917 ; 
president of Senate, 1920-3; accom- 
plished orator and writer ; author 
of an epoch-making book. La 
Solidariti ; appointed to represent 
France on Council of League of 
Nations, Oct. 1919 ; awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize, 1920. 

Bourget {boor-ikd), Paul Char- 
les Joseph (1S52-1935), Fr. 
novelist, critic, and poet ; b. 
Amiens ; produced numerous 
novels in various styles ; a master 
of psychological analysis ; most 
justly celebrated work is Physi- 
ologie de I’amour inoderne (i8go). 
Works include Un Crime d’ Amour, 
Mensonges, Le Disciple, Drames 
de Famine, Le dhmn du midi. 
Conflicts intimes, Le Danseur 
Mondain, Nos Actes nous suivent. 
Also occupied a high position as 
a critic — e.g. Etudes et Portraits ; 
descriptive powers shown in Sensa- 
tions d'ltalie. 

Bonrmont (fioor-inon'), Lotus 
Auguste Victor, Comte de 
Ghaisnes de (1773-1846), marshal 
of France ; served with army of 


emigres (1792-3) 1 fled to Portugal 
and joined Fr. army of invasion ; 
subsequently became a general in 
imperial army ; deserted Napoleon 
before the battle of Ligny ; war 
minister, 1829 ; commanded Al- 
giers expedition, 1830 ; refused 
oath of allegiance to Louis Philippe, 
and retired to Portugal ; returned 
to France after general amnesty, 
1840. 

Bourne, Francis (1861-1935), 
R.C. archbishop of Westminster, 
and head of R.C. Church in Eng- 
land ; 6. London ; Bishop of 

Southwark, 1897 ; archbishop, 
1903; cardinal, 191 1. 

Bourne, Hugh (t772-i852), 
founder of Eng. Primitive Method- 
ists from Wesleyan Methodists, 
1811; 6. in Staffs; before his 

death his followers numbered 
some 110,000. 

Bourne, Vincent (1695-1747), 
Eng. Lat. poet ; a master at West- 
minster School ; famous for the 
exquisite grace of his Lat. poems, 
which have received high praise 
from Cowper, Lamb, and others. 

Bouixienne {boo-re-en'), Louis 
Antoine Fauvelet de (1769- 
1834), Fr. diplomatist ; b. Sens ; 
educated at Bricnne with Napo- 
leon ; private secretary to Napo- 
leon in Ital. campaign, 1798 ; Fr. 
envoy to Hamburg, 1805-10 ; 
dismissed for bribery and corrup- 
tion ; joined Royalists, 1814 ; 
chiefly remembered for his Me- 
moires. 

Bouts, Dierick (also called 
Stuerboudt and Thierry de 
Haarlem), Dutch artist (c. 1400- 
75) ; municipal painter at Lou- 
vain ; painted many Biblical and 
historical pictures. 

Bout'weU, George Sewall 
(1818-1905), Amer. statesman ; 
b. Brookline, Massachusetts ; orig- 
inally a democratic leader, be- 
came a republican, 1854 ; repre- 
sentative in Congress, 1863-9 ; 
was one of seven who conducted 
impeachment of President John- 
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son ; secretary of treasury, 1869- 
73) ; senator, 1873-7 J opposed 
acquisition of the Philippines. 

Bouvet {boo-vd'), FRANgois 
Joseph (1753-1832), Fr. admiral; 
captain and rear-admiral, 1793 ; 
dismissed for failure to land 
General Hoche in Ireland, 1796 ; 
restored to service by Napoleon. 

Bouvier {hoo-ver'), John (1787- 
1S51), Amer. judge and legal 
writer ; b. in France ; emigrated 
to U.S.A., 1802 ; Bomier’s Law 
Dictionary is still a standard work. 

Bov'ill, Sir William (1814-73), 
Eng, judge ; b. Barking ; great 
authority on commercial law ; 
assisted in passing the Partner- 
ship Law Amendment Act, usually 
known as Bovill’s Act ; solicitor- 
general, 1866 ; judge at first 
Tichborne trial. 

Bow'dich, Thomas Edward 
^790-1824), Eng. author ; b. 
Bristol ; spent some years on the 
Gold Coast ; arranged ti-eaty by 
which Brit, company obtained 
control of coast natives ; his 
criticism of administration of Gold 
Coast led Britain to take over 
control of colony. 

BowdTer, Thomas (r754-i825), 
Eng. ed. and philanthropist ; b. 
near Bath ; an m.d. of private 
fortune ; notorious as ed. of 
The Family Shakespeare (i 8 r 8 ), 
in ten vols., in which all words 
and expressions were omitted 
which might offend the prudish 
sense, hence the word ‘ bowdlerize.’ 

Bowdoin (66'd«), James (1726- 
go), Amer. separatist in War of 
Independence ; one of founders 
and first president of Amer. 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. 
His son, James Bowdoin (1752- 
1811), was generous benefactor of 
Bowdoin Coll, (named in honour of 
father). 

Bowen (bo'en), Charles Synge 
Christopher Bowen, Baron 
(1835-94), Eng. judge; b. in 
Gloucestershire ; distinguished in 
Tichborne case ; lord of appeal in 


ordinary, 1893 ; great lawyer, but 
more brilliant wit ; trans. Eclogues 
and part of JBneid of Virgil ; wrote 
legal studies. 

Bowen, Francis (1811-90), 
Amer. philosophic rvriter ; b. in 
Massachusetts ; prof, of natural 
religion at Harvard, 1853-89 ; ed. 
N. American Review (1843-54) ; 
wrote A Treatise on Logie (1864), 
American Political Economy (r87o), 
and numerous other works. 

Bowen, Sir George Ferguson 
(1821-99), Brit, colonial states- 
man ; b. in Ireland ; governor 
successively of Queensland, New 
Zealand, Victoria, Mauritius, and 
Hong-Kong ; did much to recon- 
cile Maoris to Brit. rule. 

Bow'er, Walter (? 1385-1449), 
Scot, chronicler ; b. Haddington ; 
ahbot of Inchcolm ; continued 
the narrative of Fordun’s history 
t^Scotichronicon) to 1437 ; abridged 
it as Book of Cupar. 

Bowles (bol^, Thomas Gibson 
(i844-r922), Eng. politician and 
author ; Conservative m.p., 1892- 
igo6, and afterwards Liberal M.p., 
1910-1916 ; was an authority on 
maritime law. 

Bowles, William Lisle (176a- 
1850), Eng. poet and antiquary ; 
b. in Northants ; canon, Salisbury 
Cathedral ; his Fourteen Sonnets 
on Picturesque Spots (1789) in- 
fluenced Coleridge and Words- 
worth, and prepared the way for 
the romantic revival. 

Bowley {bo'K), Arthur Lyon 
(1869- ), Eng. statistician ; b. 

Bristol ; prof, of statistics, Lon- 
don Univ., 191S ; works include 
standard treatise Elements of Sta- 
tistics, and books on economics. 

Bowman [bb'man), Isaiah (1878- 
), Amor, geo^apher ; b. in 
Canada ; director of Amer. Geo- 
graphicM Soc. since 1915 ; leader 
of several expeditions to S. 
America ; works include The New 
World (1926) and The Pioneer 
Fringe (I93i)- 

Bow'ring, Sir John (1792- 
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1872), Eng. linguist (knew 100 lan- 
guages) ; b. Exeter ; first ed. of 
Weslniinster Review (1824.) ; m.p., 
1835-7 and 1841-9 ; strong op- 
ponent of Corn Laws ; governor 
of Hong-Kongi 1854 ; ordered the 
much criticized bomhardment of 
Canton, 1856. 

Boyce (bois), William (1710- 
79), Eng. composer ; son of a 
London cabinet-maker ; master of 
the king’s band, and organist of 
the Chapel Royal ; celebrated for 
his church services and anthems — 
e.g. By the Waters of Babylon ; 
pub. a valuable work on Cathedral 
Music (1760-78). 

Boyd, Andrew Kennedy 
Hutchison (1825-99), Scot, divine, 
commonly referred to as A.K.H.B.; 
b. in Ayrshire ; author of Recrea- 
tions of a Country Parson, etc. 

Boyd, (i) Robert, Lord Boyd 
(d. c. 1470), Scot, statesman; re- 
gent during minority of (fames iii., 
and arranged his marriage with 
Margaret of Norway which secured 
Orkney and Shetland Is. for Scot- 
land. (2) Robert, 4th Lord (d. 
1590)1 joined Protestants, but later 
supported Qiieen Mary ; banished 
for share in Raid of Ruthven, rsSs. 

Boyd, Zachary (?i585-r633), 
Scot. Protestant theologian ; twice 
rector of Glasgow Univ. ; preached 
against Cromwell during his occu- 
pation of city, 1650 ; author of 
Zion's Floivers, metrical versions 
of Scripture known as Boyd's 
Bible. 

Boy'dell, John (1719-1804), Eng. 
engraver and publisher ; 6. in 

Shropshire ; famous for bis illus- 
trated ed. of Shakespeare’s works ; 
Lord Mayor of London, r7go. 

Boyer (bxuu-yd'), Jean Pierre 
(1776-1850), president of republic 
of Haiti, 1818-43 ; 6. Port-au- 
Prince ; a mulatto, educated in 
France ; ruled with judicious 
firmness, but was forced to flee 
the county ; d. Paris. 

Boyle, Robert (1626-gi), Eng. 
natural philosopher ; son of Rich- 


ard Boyle, Earl of Cork ; b. in 
Ireland ; studied natural sciences, 
and made important researches 
in pneumatics (Boyle's law) ; a 
founder of the Royal Soc. and an 
East India Co. director ; insti- 
tuted ‘ Boyle Lectures ’ for defence 
of Christian religion ; works in- 
clude Seraphic Love, Hydrostatical 
Paradoxes, Experiments touching 
Colour. 

Boylesve (bwd-lev'), Rene (1S67- 
1926), Fr. nov’elist ; depicts tije 
bourgeois life of Touraine with 
subtle instinct and delicate irony ; 
member of Fr. Academy ; among 
his works are Le Medecin des Barnes 
de Means, Mile. Clogue, La Bec- 
guee, and L‘ Enfant d la Balustrade. 

Boz. See Dickens, Charles. 

Brace, Charles Loeing (1S26- 
90), Amcr. philanthropist and 
author; b. in Connecticut; founded 
New York Children’s Aid Soc. and 
other organizations. 

Biaee'girdJe, Anne (?j663- 
1748), Eng. actress ; chiefly re- 
membered in connection with 
Congreve’s comedies ; buried in 
Westminster cloisters. 

Brao'ton, Henry de [d. 1268), 
Eng. judge and priest ; archdeacon 
of Barnstaple and chancellor of 
Exeter Cathedral, 1264 ; -wrote 
treatise, on laws and customs of 
England. 

Bradbury, John Swanwick, ist 
Baron (1872- ), Eng. civil 

servant ; b. in Cheshire ; joint 
permanent secretary to the treas- 
ury, 1913 ; signature appeared on 
first treasury notes, 1914 ; princi- 
pal Brit, representative on Re- 
parations Commission, 1919-25 ; 
peerage, 1925. 

Brad'docli, Edward (1695- 
175s), Brit, general; b. in Scot- 
land ; sent to Virginia in command 
of forces operating against the 
French on R. Ohio ; ambushed 
during attempt, with Washington, 
to capture Fort Duquesne, and 
was mortally wounded. 

Brad'don, Mary Elizabeth

(1837-1915), Eng. novelist ; b. 
London ; made her name with 
Lady Atidley's Secret (1862) ; a 
prolific writer of popular novels ; 
married the publisher, John Max- 
well ; her son is the novelist W. B. 
Maxwell. 

Bradford, Johm (1510-5.5), Eng. 
Plot, martyr ; b. Manchester ; 
converted to Protestanism by 
Latimer ; chaplain to Edward vi., 
1553 ; during Mary’s reign was 
committed to the Tower, tried for 
licicsy, and burnt at Smithfield. 

Bradford, Wilu.vm (1590-1657), 
a leader of the Pilgrim Fathers ; 
b. in York ; sailed in Mayflower, 
1620 ; elected governor of Ply- 
mouth colony, 1621 ; wrote His- 
tory of Fliniouth Plantation. 

Bradlaugh (brad' law), Charles 
(1833-91), Eng, freethinker and 
politician ; b. London ; enlisted as 
a soldier ; later was employed in a 
solicitor’s office ; began his plat- 
form campaign as a Radical and 
freethinker, 1858 ; ed. of National 
Reformer ; elected m.p. for North- 
ampton, 1880 ; refused to take the 
oath in Parliament, was excluded 
twice, each time being re-elcoted, 
and in 1886 was permitted to take 
his seat ; by his efforts the 
Affirmation Bill was passed. 

Bradley, Andrew Cecii. (2851- 
ID 35), Eng. critic ; prof, of Eng. 
literature, Glasgow Univ., 1889- 
igoo, and prof, of poetry^ at 
Oxford, 1901-6 ; author of Shake- 
spearean Tragedy (1904) and Ox- 
ford Lectures on Poetry (rgog). 

Bradley, Edward. See Bede, 

CUTHBERT. 

Bradley, George Granville 
(1821-1903), Eng. divine and 
schoolmaster ; headmaster of Marl- 
borough ; master of Univ. Coll., 
Oxford, 1870 ; Dean of West- 
minster, 1881—1902 ; revised Ar- 
nold’s Introduction to Latin Prose 
Composition. 

Bradley, Henry (1845-1923), 
Eng. philologist : b. Manchester ; 
semor ed. of Oxford Eng. Dictionary 


from 1915 ; ed. of early texts and 
author of The Making of English. 

Bradley, James (1693-1762), 
Eng. astronomer ; b. in Glos ; 
discoverer of ‘ aberration of light ’ ; 
prof, of astronomy, Oxford, 1721 ; 
lecturer on experimental philos- 
ophy, 1729: Astronomer-Royal at 
Greenwich Observatory, 1742-52.

Bra'dy, Nicholas (1659-1726), 
Irish divine ; chaplain to William 
in,. Queen Mary, and Queen 
Anne ; wrote, with Tate, metrical 
version of Psalms, 1696. 

Braga, Tueophilo (1843-1924), 
Port, statesman and author ; b. 
in Azores ; first provisional presi- 
dent of republic, 1910-11 ; chief 
work, Historia da Literaiura Portu- 
guem (20 vols. 1870-80), 

Bragg. (1) Sir William Henry 
^ 862- ), Eng. scientist ; b. in 

Cumberland ; prof, of mathe- 
matics and physics, Adelaide 
Univ., S. Australia, 1886-1908 ; 
Leeds Univ., 1909-15 ; London 
Univ., 1915-23 ; specialist in X- 
rays and radio-activity ; along 
with his son has investigated 
methods of sound-ranging ; has 
written many scientific works ; 
Nobel prize, 1915 ; k.b.e., 1920 ; 
President Brit. Association, 1928 ; 
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O.M., 1931- (2) William Law- 
rence {1890- ), son of above; 

b. Adelaide, S. Australia ; prof, 
of physics, Victoria Univ. of 
Manchester, since 1919 ; Nobel 
prize, 1915, along with father, 
with whom much of his work has 
been done ; pub. papers on crystal 
structure; f.r.s., 1921. 

Bra'ham, John (i77.-(.-i 856), 
Eng. tenor vocalist ; b, Loudon ; 
studied in Italy, and on return 
had no rival as a tenor for over 
forty years ; composer of ‘ Death 
of Nelson ’ and ‘ All’s Well.’ 

Brah'e, Per, Count (1602-80), 
Swed. chancellor ; b. near Stock- 
holm ; served with Gustavus 
Adolphus in army ; as gov.-gen. 
of Finland, 1637-40 and 1648-54, 
gained great honour ; entirely- 
reformed system of government ; 
introduced postal system ; founded 
Abo Univ., 1640. 

Brahe, Tycho ( 1546-1 60 r), Dan. 
astronomer ; b. in Scania, S. 
Sweden, then a Dan. province; 
discovered new star in Cassiopeia 
whilst resident in Germany, 1572 ; 
director of observatory of Urani- 
borg, 1576-97 ; after death of 
Frederick 11, and subsequent 
friction with Christian iv. he 
removed to Prague, 1597, where 
he worked in conjunction with 
Kepler ; chief work, Asirotmma 
Instaurata Progymnasvmta.

called Barbicr, 1829-34. 

Braithwaite, John (1797-1870), 
En^. engineer ; devised the donkey 
engine, 1822, and first practical 
steam fire-engine. 

• Bram'ah, Joseph (1748-1814), 
Eng. mechanician ; 6. in Yorks ; 
invented the hydraulic press, ma- 
chine for printing bank-notes, etc. 

Braman'te, Donato (1444- 
1514), Ital. architect ; b. in Ur- 
bino; employed by Popes Alex- 
ander VI. and Julius ii. ; com- 
missioned to rebuild St. Peter’s, 
which, begun in 1506, was com- 
pleted after his death by Michelan- 
gelo and others. 

Brampton, Baron. See Haw- 
kins, Sir Henry. 

Brand, (i) Sir Jan Hendrik 
(1823-88), S. African politician ; 
b. Cape Town ; called to Eng. bar, 
1849 ; president of Orange Free 
State firom 1863 : maintained 
policy- of friendliness towards 
Britain. (2) Sir Christopher 
Joseph Quintin (1893- ), S. 

African airman ; nephew of (i) ; 
came to England, rQts, and joined 
the Air Force ; during air raid an 
England brought down a Gotha. 
With Pierre van Ryneveld was first 
to accomplish flight from England 
to Cape Town. 
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Bran'dan (or Brendan), St. 
(d. 578), Irish Benedictine abbot 
of Clonfert (Galway) ; became 
confused with a legendary hero 
who sailed to an island paradise 
in the neighbourhood of the 
Canaries or the W. Indies ; * St. 
Brandan’s Isle. ’ was long believed 
in by geographers. 

Bran'des, Georg Morris Cohen 
1842-1027), Dan. literary critic ; 

Copenhagen, of Jeivish parent- 
age ; established European re- 
putation by brilhant critical writ- 
ings, including studies of Shake- 
speare, Ibsen, Anatole France ; 
work of high merit is Mailt 
Streams in Nineteenth Century 
Literature {iS86-igo6) ; also wrote 
on The World at War, Voltaire, 
Cessar, Goethe, and Michael Angelo. 

Bran'dis, Christian .August 
(1790-1867), Get. philologist; prof, 
of philosophy at Bonn, 1821 ; 
author of several authoritative 
philological and philosophicM 
works. 

Brandi, Alois Leonhard (1855- 
), Austrian critic of Eng. 
literature ; h. Innsbruck ; has 
written on Coleridge, Shakespeare, 
etc. ; ed. Schlegel and Tieck’s 
Shakespeare. 

Brangwyn, Frank (rSey- ), 
Eng. artist ; b. Bruges ; of Welsh 
extraction ; pupil of William 
Morris ; travelled in East ; noted 
for breadth of style and sumptuous 
sense of colour ; r.a,, 1919 ; 

works include Modern Commerce 
and Trade on the Beach. 

Brant, Joseph, or Thayen- 
DaNEGEA (i 7 :( 4 !— 1807), faiHous 
Mohawk Amer. Ind. chief ; fought 
with English against French ; 
became colonel and missionafy 
of Church of England ; said to 
he ablest of all Ind. leaders. 

Brau'ting, KareHjalmar (1860- 
1925), Swed. statesman ; 6. Stock- 
holm ; first Socialist deputy to 
raksdag, 1896 ; during Great War 
stood decisively for neutrality ; 
later formed three ministries ; 


Nobel Peace Prize, 1921 ; sup- 
ported League of Nations, 

Brantome {broa-tom'), Pierre 
DE Bourdeille, Seigneur and 
.Abbe de (c. 1.540-1614), Fr. his- 
torian, soldier, and courtier ; 
chamberlain to Charles ix. and 
Henry in., eiiioycd patronage of 
Catherine de’ Medici ; travelled 
extensively from Scotland to 
Morocco ; his Memoires appeared 
after his death. 

Brassey. (i) Thomas (1805- 
70), Eng. railway contractor; b. 
near Chester ; constructed numer- 
ous railways at home and abroad ; 
said to have left £7,000,000. 
(2) Tho.mas, 1ST Earl (1836- 
igi8), son of (i) ; m.p. for Has- 
tings, 186S-85 ; civil lord of ad- 
miralty, 1SS0-4, and secretary, 
1884-5 ; peerage, i886. Sailed 
round world in famous yacht 
Sunbeam. He founded and ed. 
Naval Annual, 

Bratian'u. (i) Jon Constantin 
(1821-91), Romanian statesman ; 
b. Pitesti ; leader in Romanian 
revolt, 1848 ; helped to establish 
Romanian Idngdom ; minister, 
186G-70 and 1876-88. (a) Jon 

(1864-1927), Romanian statesman, 
son of above ; secretary for foreign 
affairs, 1904 ; prime minister, 
1909-11, 1914-18, 1918—19, and 
from 1922 ; brought Romania into 
the Great War, igi6 ; delegate to 
Peace Conference, 1919. 

Brax'field, Robert Macqueen, 
Lord (1722-99), famous Scot, 
judge ; b. in Lanarkshire ; lord 
justice clerk from 1788 ; earned 
epithet of ‘ hanging judge ’ by his 
merciless sentences. Prototype 
of ‘ Weir of Hermiston ’ in R. L. 
Stevenson’s novel. 

Bray, Thomas (1656-1730), Eng. 
divine ; b. in Shropshire ; helped 
to found S.P.C.K., 1698, and the 
S.P.G., 1701 ; organized a scheme 
for providing public libraries. 

Brazza (brdt'sd), Pierre Paul 
FRAN901S Camille, Count Sa- 
vorgnan DE (1852-1905), Fr. ex- 
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plorcr and colonial commissioner; 
h. on board ship in Rio de Janeiro 
harbour ; explored Ogowe R., 
\V. Africa, 1S75-S ; sent on politi- 
cal mission to the Congo, 1880-2 ; 
appointed commissary-general of 
p'r. \V- Africa, 1SS6, and governor, 
iSS8-g8 ; returned to Africa, 
igo5, to inquire into alleged ill- 
treatment of natives ; died in 
Senegal. 

Breadal'bane, John Campbell, 
1ST Earl (1G3S-1717) ; respon- 
sible with Sir John Dalrymple for 
Glcnco<’ massacre, 1692, 

Btealtspear, Nichol.\s. See 
ADKI.aN. 

Breasted, James Hc.nrv (r865- 
19,15)1 --tmer. Orientalist; b. in 
Illinois : prof, of Egs-ptology and 
Oriental history, Chicago Univ., 
since 1905 ; leader of expeditions 
to Egypt and the Near East ; 
works include A History of 
Egypt (190.5) and The Conquest 
of Civilisation (1926). 

Breitmaan, Hans. See Leland, 
Charles Godfrey. 

Bremer, Freurika (1801-65), 
Swed. novelist ; b. near Abo ; 
her earlier stories, of a simple, 
idyllic character, trans. into Eng- 
lish by Mary Howitt ; later 
devoted hi’r attention, to the 
emancipation of women, and dealt 
with this in her novels, Herlha 
(1856) and Father and Daughter 
(1858). 

Brendan, St. See Brand.an. 

Bren'nan, Louis (1852-1932), 
Irish engineer ; b. Cnstlebar ; 
inventor of a torpedo and of 
gv'roscopic mono-rail ; superin- 
tendent of the government Bren- 
nan torpi do factory, 1887-96 ; 
Air Ministry research work, 1919- 
26. 

Brentan'o, Clemens (1778- 
1842), Ger. poet and novelist ; 
b. Ehrenbxeitsteln ; brother of 
Goethe’s friend, Betlina von Ar- 
niin ; author of some charming 
short stories which have been 
trans. into English. 


Brentano, Ludwig Joseph 

Lujo ’) {1844-1931), Ger. econo- 
mist ; b. Aschaffcnburg ; studied 
labour conditions in England, 
1868 ; chief work. Die Arbeiter- 
gildm der Gegenwart (1871-2), is 
study of evolution of trade unions 
from mcdia'val gilds ; prof, of 
political economy, Munich, 1891-

AiMit Louis (1827-1906), Fr. 
artist; h. inPas-dc-Calais; secured 
a high reputation by his landscapes 
and rustic scenes — e.g. Return 
of the Gleaners, St, John’s Feast, 
Potato Harvest, The Fountain. 

-Bret'on, Nicholas (r. 1543- 
1626), Eng. poet; b. London; 
poems include A Flourish upon 
Fancie and The Passionate Shep- 
herd ; wrote some charming lyrics. 

Breton' de los Herre'ros, 
Manuel (1796-1S73), Span, drama- 
tist ; b. in Logrofio ; wrote up- 
wards of 300 plays, many of great 
comic power. 

Bretschneider {bret-shni'der), 
Karl Gottlieb (1776-1848), Ger. 
theologian ; b, in Saxony ; super- 
intendent-general at Gotha from 
1816 ; argued against Johanninc 
authorship of the gospel and 
epistles. 

Breughel {bruoh'el) (or Brue- 
ghel), Pieter (1525-69), noted 
Dutch genre painter ; b, near 
Breda ; chief works are The 
Village Fair and The Shepherd, 
both in Vienna. His son, Pieter 
the Younger (1564-1638), was 
less talented in same line ; younger 
son, Jan (1568-1625), was famous 
landscape painter and engraver, 
and father of Jan the Younger 
(1601-7B), painter of same school. 
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Breun, Jean E., Comte de 
l’Hopital (1862-1921), Eng. por- 
trait painter ; gold medal Paris 
Salon for Cold Steel (1892) ; 
painted Princess Victoria of Wales, 
Sir Redvers Buller, W. G. Grace, 
Madame Patti, etc. 

Biew'er, Ebenezer Cobham 
(1810-97), Eng. clergyman; b. 
London ; author of DiUtonary 0/ 
Phrase and Fable (1870), The 
Reader's Handbook, etc. 

Brew'ster, Sir David (1781- 
1868), Scot, natural philosopher ; 
b. Jedburgh ; principal of united 
colleges of St. Salvator and St. 
Leonard, St. Andrews, 1838, and 
of Edinburgh Univ., 1859 ; one 
of the founders of the Brit. .As- 
sociation, 1831 ; invented the 
kaleidoscope, improved the stereo- 
scope, and made many discoveries 
in science of optics ; ' wrote Life 
of Newton, etc. 

Brialmont {bre-dl-mbn'), Henri 
Alexis (1821-1903), Belgian mili- 
tary engineer ; b. Venlo (Holland) ; 
planned and carried out fortifica- 
tions (.Antwerp, Namur, Liege) for 
defence of Belgium ; retired 1887 ; 
wrote elaborate work on fortifica- 
tion, Les Rigions fortifUes (i8go), 
in which he maintained that con- 
crete and armoured forts were proof 
against high-explosive shells, a 
thesis proved false in the Great 
War. 

Bri'an (926-1014), sumamed 
Boeu, King of Ireland, ‘ the 
Alfred of Irish history ’ ; defeated 
Dan. host at Clonta’rf, 1014, but 
was killed after the battle. 

Briand ffirc-on'), Aristide (1862- 
1932), Fr. statesman ; b. Nantes ; 
eleven times premier ; entered 
Chamber of Deputies, 1902 ; 
brought forward proposals for 
separation of Church and State 
(became law 1905) ; first Socialist 
prime minister 01 France, 1909 ; 
during Great War was premier, 
1915-17 ; retired from public 
activities, 1917-20 ; as prime 
minister, 1921, engaged in applica- 


tion of Treaty of Versailles, 
especially on question of repara- 
tions ; took great interest in 
League of Nations ; signed Lo- 
carno pact ; received Nobel Peace 
Prize, 1926 ; planned United 
States of Europe, 1930. From 
1923-32 controlled Fr. foreign 
policy as minister of foreign 
affairs, and was associated with 
every peace proposal. 

Bride, St. See Bridget, St. 

Bridge, Sir Frederick (1844- 
1924), Eng. musician and com- 
poser ; b. Oldbury ; King Edward 
prof, of music, London Univ., from 
1902 ; organist at Westminster 
.Abbey, 1875-1918 ; pub. account 
of career, A Westminster Pilgrim 
(1919). 

Bridges, Robert (1844-1930), 
Eng. poet ; b. Isle of Thanet ; 
poet laureate from 1913 ; o.m., 
1929 ; formerly physician, and 
practised at various London hos- 
pitals ; retired 1882 ; wrote many 
vols. of poems in experimental 
metres ; pub. Poetical Works 
0898-1905), The Spirit of Man 
(igi6), an anthology in English and 
French, October and other Poems 
(1920), New Verse (1925), and 
The Testament of Beauty, issued 
on his eighty-fifth birthday, prob- 
ably his greatest work ; his poetry 
is appreciated by a limited but 
cultured class ; prose works in- 
clude essays on Milton’s Prosody, 
John Keats, and The Necessity of 
Poetry. 

Bridget, St., or St. Bride, 
popular Irish saint of 5 th cent. 

Brid'get, St. (1302-73), founded 
Bridgettines (Angus tiuian Order) 
in Sweden ; lived in Rome from 
1350 ; order spread to other lands. 

Bridgewater, Francis Egerton, 
3RD Duke OF (1736— 1803) ; pioneer 
in inland navigation in England ; 
with aid of Brindley, made canals 
from Worsley to Manchester and 
from Manchester to Liverpool. 

Bridg'man, Laura Dewey 
(1829-89), Amer. deaf mute ; was 
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also blind, and deprived of smell 
and almost of taste ; carefully 
taught in blind asylum of Boston, 
her mind developed in spite of In-r 
affliction. 

Bri'erly, Sir Oswald Walters 
(i8i7-g4), Eng. artist ; spent 
much time in sea travel, and thus 
gave realism to his marine pictures; 
most famous are T/ie Hetreat of the 
Spanish Armada (1871) and The 
Loss of the ‘Revenge ' (1877). 

Brieux (bre-e'), Eogeke (1858- 
10.12), Fr. dramatist ; b. Paris ; 
plays deal mainly with social 
abuses ; member of Fr. Academy ; 
plays include Les Avarih (1901) 
(‘ Damaged Goods L'Enfant 
(1923), and La Famille LewoleUe 
(rgafi) ; Bernard Shaw's Three 
Flays by Brieux (1916) contain La 
Femme Seule, La Role Rouge, and 
Les Remplacautes. 

Briggs, Henry (is6i-i63o),Eng. 
mathematician ; b. near Hali- 
fax ; prof, of geometry, Gres- 
ham Coll., 1596-1619 ; Savilian 
prof, of astronomy, Oxford ; orig- 
inator of 10 as best base for 
logarithms. 

Bright, Sir Charles Tilston 
(1832-88), Eng. telegraph engineer; 
h, in Essex ; laid first cable be- 
tween Scotland and Ireland and 
first Atlantic cable, 1858; knighted 
1858 ; M.F., Greenwich, 1863-8. 

Bright, John (1811-89), Brit, 
statesman and orator ; b. Roch- 
dale ; son of a Quaker cotton 
manufacturer ; whileinhisfathcr’s 
cotton mill he took great interest 
in public questions, and after a 
foreign tour, 1835, became a prom- 
inent member of the Anti-Corn- 
Law League, and joined Cobden 
in Free Trade agitation; entered 
Parliament, 1S43 ! n great master 
of oratory, he also advocated elec- 
toral reform and religious freedom ; 
opposed the Crimean War, r854 ; 
M.p. for Birmingham, 1857 ; his 
name is closely associated with 
Reform Bills of 1859-67 ; presi- 
dent of Board of Trade, 1868 ; 


supported disestablishment of 
Irish Church, 1869, and Irish 
Land Act, 1870, and became 
chancellor of duchy of Lancaster, 
1S73 ; unable to support govern- 
ment's Egyptian policy, he rctircei, 
1882 ; strenuously opposed Glad- 
stone’s Home Rule Bill, 1886 ; 
lord rector of Glasgow Univ., 
iSSo.

Disease ’ made him famous. 

Bril {brll}, Paul (1554-1626), 
Flem. painter ; 6.

and pension in. the Vatican he 
succeeded. 

Brillat-Savarin [bre-ytl' sd-va- 
rdn'), Anthelmb (1755-1826), Fr.

of Court of Cassation, 1797 ; his 
Physiolngie du Gout is a lively and 
humorous work on the art of 
dining. 

Brin (brin), Benedetto (1833- 
98), Ital. naval designer and 
organizer ; b. Turin ; minister of 
marine ior nearly twenty years ; 
contributed powerfully to creation 
of shipbuilding yards and engineer- 
ing Avorks in Italy ; virtual 
founder of Ital. navy. 

Brindley, James (1716-72), Eng. 
engineer ; b, in Derbyshire ; asso- 
ciated with Duke of ' Bridgewater 
in canal construction ; Barton 
aqueduct over Mersey his greatp,st 
achievement ; also constructed 
the Grand Trunk Canal between 
Trent and Mersey ; in all super- 
intended construction of over 
365 miles of canal. 

Brink, Bernhard ten. See 
Ten Brink. 

Bris'bane, Sir Thomas Mak- 
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DOUGALL (1773-1860), Scot, colonial 
governor and astronomer ; b. in 
Ayrshire ; governor of New South 
Wales, 1831-5 ; founded observa- 
tories at Parramatta, and, on his 
return, at Makerstoun in Scotland; 
president of Brit, Association, 
1834. 

Brisson (bre-son'), EuebNE 
Henri (1835-1912), Fr. Radical 
statesman ; h. Bourges ; prime 
minister, 18S5 and i8g8 ; presi- 
dent of the Chamber, 1894-98 
and igo6 ; exposed Panama scan- 
dals, and insisted on revision of 
Dreyfus case. 

Brit'ton, John (1771-1857), Eng. 
antiquary ; b. in Wilts ; wrote 
numerous popular topographical 
works, including The Beatities of 
Englattd and Wales, The Archi- 
iechiral Antiquities of Great Britain. 

Broad'bent, Sin Willi.am Henkv 
(183.5-1907), En.g, physiemn ; b. 
near Huddersfield ; attended 
Queen Victoria, Edward vii., and 
George v. (when Prince of Wales) ; 
an authority on paralysis ; viTotc 
valuable memoir, On the Cerebral 
Mechanism of Speech and. Thought. 

Btoad'wood, Robert Georoe 
(1862-1917), Brit, soldier; b. in 
Sussex ; served in Egypt and in 
S. African War ; commanded in 
China, igo6 ; when Great War 
broke out was in command of 
troops in E. Anglia; died from 
wounds received in action. 

Bio'ca, Paul (1824-80), Fr. 
surgeon, pathologist, and anthro- 
pologist ; b. in Gironde ; prof, of 
surgical pathology, Paris. 1867 ; 
discovered seat of speech in 
' convolution of Broca ’ ; founded 
Paris Anthropological Soc., 1859 ; 
regarded as originator of science 
of craniology. 

Brook, Sir Isaac (1769-1812), 
Brit, soldier ; b, Guernsey ; lieut.- 
gov. of Upper Canada, 1803 ; in 
war 3vith U.S.A., 1812, captnred 
Hull’s army ; killed at battle of 
Queenstown ; ‘ hero of Upper 

Canada.’ 


Brock, Sir Thomas (1847-1922), 
Eng. sculptor ; b. Worcester ; 
R.A., i8gi ; principal works are 
The Moment of Peril, memorials 
to Lord Leighton and Queen 
Victoria, Eve, and Edward, the 
Black Prince, 

Broek'haus, Friedrich (1772- 
1823), Ger. publisher ; 6, Dort- 
mund ; completed the issue of the 
Konversaiions Lexihon (1810-11 ;

Brodie, William {d. 1788), 

known as ‘ Deacon Brodie ’ ;

numerous daring burglaries, for 
which he was hanged.

admiral, 11830. 

Brome, Richard (rf. 1652), Eng. 
dramatist ; servant, and after- 
wards friend, of Ben Jonsoii ; 
wrote about fifteen comedies, in- 
cluding The Northern Lass, The 
Court Beggar, The City Wit, and 
A Jovial Crew ; Collected Works 
pub. in 1873. 

Brongniart (bron-yiir'), Adolphe 
Theodore (1801-7O), Fr. botanist; 

6. Paris ; director of Museum of 
Natural History, 1833 ; wrote 
important work on fossil plants, 
1S28-37 ; founded and was first 
president of Fr. Botanical Soc., 
1854. 

Bton'te, Charlotte (1816-55), 
E.mily (1818-48), and Anne (1820- 
49), Eng. novelists ; b. in Yorks ; 
daughters of Rev. Patrick Bronte, 
incumbent of Haworth, Yorkshire ; 
children were left motherless at 
an early age ; their brother, 
Branwell (1817-48), turned out 
a waster. Charlotte mothered the 
family, and in their lonely life the 
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three girls found solace in literary 
composition. Their first venture 
was a volume of Foetus, under 
the pseudonyms Ciirrer, Ellis, and 
Acton Bell, ’184G, which cost them 
£50, and only one or tivo copies 
were sold. The sisters next applied 
themselves to novel-writing. 

Charlotte ivrote The Professor, 
which, however, proved too short 
for the publishers to whom it was 
offered, and it did not appear in 
print until after her death ; 
wrote also Jane Eyrr (1S47J, 'which 
at once achieved a popular suc- 
cess, followed by Shirley (TS4g), 
and by ViUette (1852) ; married, 
1854, her father’s curate. Rev. A. 
Nicholls, but died in the folloiving 
year. Emily was the author of 
Wuthering Heights (1848) ; and 
Anne pub. The Tenant of WUdfell 
Hall and Agnes Grey (1848). The 
novels of Charlotte and Emily 
Bronte and the poems of Emily 
hold a high place in Eng. iiteralurc.

near Bath ; servant of E. India 
Co. ; aided sultan’s forces to 
reduce revolted tribes of Sara'wak, 
1839-41 ; ruled as Rajah of 
Sarawak, 1841-6 ; island of La- 
buan purchased for Brit, colony, 
and Brooke made governor, 1847 ; 
charged irith maladministration, 
but exonerated, 1851. (2) Charles 
Johnson (1829-1917), nephew of 
above ; succeeded his uncle as 
rajah, 1868 ; his rule was success- 
ful example of peaceful and 
beneficent despotism ; Sarawak 
became Brit, protectorate, 1888. 
(3) Sir Charles Vyner (1874- 
) succeeded his father as 
rajah in 1917. 
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Brooke, Rupert (1887-1915), 
Eng. poet ; b. Rugby ; travelled 
on Continent, U.S.A., Canada, and 
South Seas, 1911-13. Served in 
Great War, and died on Fr. 
hospital ship at Lemnos. His 
Letters and his Poems pub. iyi8 
in collected ed. with memoir ; had 
remarkable poetic gift, but output 
small. 

Brooke, Stopforb Augustus 
(1S32-1916), Irish clergyman and 
man of letters ; b, in Donegal ; 
seceded from Church of England 
and became Unitarian minister ; 
wrote Life and Letters of F. W. 
RoherisoyVj Primer of Eng. Literal 
iitre, etc. 

Brooks, Charles William 
S niRLEV (1816-74), Eng. novelist ; 

I-oiidon ; educated for the law, 
hut adopted journalism ; on the 
staff of Morning Chronicle, Ulus- 
traied London News, and Punch \ 
as od. of Punch, 1870, started 
well-known scries of articles * The 
Essence of Parliament.’ 

Brooks, Phillips (1835-93), 
Anicr. bishop and author ; b. 
Boston. ; a dominating force among 
all classes in Massachusetts ; best- 
known works are The Influence 
of Jesus and Literature and Life. 

Brougham and Vaux {broom and 
vd), Henry Peter Brougham, 
1ST Baron (177S-1868), Eng. lord 
chancellor ; b. Edinburgh ; ad- 
mitted to Scot, bar, 1800 ; con- 
tributed articles to Edinburgh 
Review j settled in London, 1805 ; 
called to Eng. bar, 1808 ; entered 
Parliament, 1810, and carried a 
bill making slave-trading felony. 
Ill 1816 became a prominent 
Opposition member, defeated In- 
come Tax Bill, and zealously 
advocated extension of popular 
education. His management of 
Queen Caroline’s case, 182a, won 
him fame ; introduced a great 
scheme of law reform, 1828 ; re- 
turned for York, 1830, and was 
made lord chancellor. Brougham 
was excluded from reconstructed 


Whig government, 1835 ; d. at 
Cannes. Versatile, egotistical, tur- 
bulent, he is chiefly remembered 
as a law reformer.

mirations, one for Napoleon and 
the other for his friend Byron ;

a Long Life (new cd. 1909). 

Broughton, Rhoda (1840-1920), 
Eng. novelist ; b. near Dvuihigh ; 
wrot<* numerous novels, including 
Cometh up ns a Flower, Second 
Thoughts, Dear Fatistina, Be- 
tween Two Stools, The Devil and 
the Deep Sea. 

Brouwer Adrian (1606- 

38), Dutch artist, many of whoso 
works are at Munich ; A Sleeping 
Boor is in the Wallace Collection ; 
d. Antwerp. 

Brown, Sir Arthur Whitten 
(1886— ), Brit, airman ; b. 

Manchester ; served in Fj-ance, 
1915 ; wounded and taken pris- 
oner ; interned Switzerland ; re- 
patriated, 1917. With Sir John 
Alcock made first transatlantic 
flight in aeroplane, June 1919 ; 
knighted 1919. 

Brown, (ij Ford Madox (1821- 
93), Eug. artist ; b. Calais ; some 
of his best-known pictures are 
Christ washing Peter's Feet, Romeo 
and Juliet, and Chancer at the 
Court of Edward III. Was 
pioneer of Pre-Raphaelite move- 
ment, though not a member of 
the brotherhood. Much of his 
best work is in Manchester Art 
Gallery and in Town Hall. (2) 
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Oliver Madox (1855-74}, son of 
above, showed astonishing prO’ 
cocious genius, exhibited pictures, 
and pub. a novel, Gabriel Denver. 

Brown, Hon. George (1818- 
80), Can. reforming statesman ; 
h. Edinburgh ; e,inigratcd 1838 ; 
lit'lped to bring about federation 
of British North America. 

Brown, George Douglas (i86g- 
igna), Scot, noveiist ; b. in Ayr- 
shire ; wrote The House with the 
Green Shutters (1901), a counter- 
blast to the sentimental ‘ kailyard ’ 
school. 

Brown, John (1800-59), Amer. 
abolitionist ; b. in Connecticut ; 
organized plot to free slaves of 
Virginia, and seized Harper’s 
Ferry, 1859 ; wounded, tried by 
court-martial, and hanged ; sub- 
ject of popular song during Civil 
War, 'John Brown’s Body.’ 

Brown, John {1810-82), Scot, 
physician and essayist ; b. Biggar ; 
author of Horev Svbsecivce (1858- 
61), Rah and His Friends (1859), 
Marjorie Fleming (1863), etc. 

Brown, Sir John (1816-96), 
Eng. steel manufacturer ; 6. Shef- 
field 1 invented tlie conical steel 
buffer spring, 1848 ; started the 
.Atlas Works, Sheffield, where up 
to 1S63 hfi had sheathed with iron 
armour three-fourths of the whole 
Brit. navy. 

Brown, Lancelot {1715-83), 
best known as ‘Capahility Brown' ; 
b. in Northumberland ; founder of 
the modern Eng. style of land- 
scape gardening ; laid out the 
grounds at Kew and Blenheim. 

Brown, Peter Hume (1850- 
igig), Scot, historian ; b, in E. 
Lothian ; prof, of ano. Scot, his- 
tory in Edinburgh Univ, from igoi; 
historiographer-royal from 1908 ; 
an impartial historian ; works 
Inchido Life of George Buchanan, 
Early Travellers in Scotland, Life 
of John Knox, History of Scotland, 
The Youth of Goethe. 

Brown, Robert (1773-1858), 
Scot, botanist ; b. Montrose ; 


naturalist on scientific e.xpedition 
to Australia, 1801-5 ; president 
Linneaii Soc., 1S49-53 ; keeper 
botanical collection at Brit. Mu- 
seum, 1827-58. 

Brown, Thom.as {1778-1820), 
Scot, philosopher ; b. in Kirkcud- 
brightshire ; succeeded Dugald 
Stewart as prof, of moral philos- 
ophy at Edinburgh, where he 
aclii'cvcd great popularity as a 
lecturer ; his Lectures on the 
Philosophy of the Hmytan Mind 
had an extensive circulation. 

Brown, Thomas Edw.vkd (1830- 
97), Manx poet and schoolmaster ; 
b. Ifouglas, Isle of Man ; master 
at Clifton Coll., 1863-92 ; author 
of Fo’c'sle Yarns (18S1), The 
Doctor and other Poems (1887), 
The Manx Wilch (1889), Old John 
(1893) ; many of his racy narra- 
tive poems are written in Manx. 

Brown, Sir William (1784- 
1864), Liverpool linen manufac- 
turer and banker ; b. Ballymena ; 
erected public library and museiin! 
at Liverpool ; M.r. for S, Lanca- 
shire, 1846. 

Browne, Charles Farrar (1834- 
67), better known as Artemus 
Ward, Amer. humorist ; b. in 
Maine ; bis lectures in America 
and Europe were famed for their 
racincss and originality. Pub, 
.drlcmus IVntd, his Book (1862), 
Artemus Ward in London (1867), 
etc. 

Browne, Edward Gr.anville 
(1862-192(1), Oriental scholar ; b. 
in Glos ; travelled in Persia, 
1887-8 ; prof, of .Arabic, Cam- 
bridge Univ. ; works include The 
Literary History of Persia, and 
Materials for the Study of the 
Babi Religion. 

Browne, Habl6t Knight (1815- 
82), Eng. artist ; better known as 
Phiz ; b, London, of Huguenot 
descent ; met Dickens, 1836, and 
became illustrator of the Picktaick 
Papers and other works of Dickens, 
besides novels of Ainsworth, Lever, 
and Smedley. 
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Browne, Sir James Crichton. 
See Ceichton-Browne. 

Browne, Robert (1550-1633), 
iounder of extreme Puritan sect, 
especially obnoxious to Queen 
Elizabeth ; the Brotimists formed 
first Dissenting body, that of the 
Independents. 

Browne, Sir Samuel James 
(1824-igoi), Brit, general, served 
during Ind. Mutiny, and received 
v.c. ; invented the ‘ Sam Broivnc 
belt.’ 

Browne, Sir Thomas (1605- 
82), Eng. author and physician ; 
b London ; practised medicine 
at Norwich, 1637 ; author of 
Jieligio Medici (1643), Pseutlodoxia 
Epiaemica (1646), Hyiriotaphia 
or Vm-Burial (1658). Amid the 
distractions of the Civil War he 
preserved a singularly contem- 
plative mind, which he exhibited 
in his works written in an elaborate 
and rich stt’le.

Browning, Elizabeth Barrett

verse, and pub. two vols. of 
Collected Poems (1S44). In 1846 
she married secretly Robert Brown- 
ing, whose poetry she had already 
admired ; wont to Pisa, and later 
settled at Florence. Her health 
greatly improved after her mar- 
riage. Sonnets from the Portuguese, 
ivritten before her marriage, ap- 
pemed in 1850, Casa Guidi 
Windows (1851), and Aurora Leigh

fore Congress (i860). Though 
her work is often slipshod, and 
her rhyming far from perfect, 
she is undoubtedly one of the

philosophy and attacked Aris- 
totelians ; visited England, 1583, 
where he met Sir Philip Sidney ;

Bruff'sllov, Alexei Ar.EXiviTcr-r 
(1853-1926), Russ, general ; be- 
longed to old Russ, noble family ; 
fought in Russo-Turk. W'ar, 1877- 
78 ; ill Great War commanded Ihc 
Russ, army which invaded Galiria 
and crossed Carpathians ; aft(T 
the Russ, revolution he succeedf‘d 
Alexeieff, 1917, as generalissimo, 
and conducted temporarily suc- 
cessful offensive. 

Brutus. (i) Lucius Junius, 
nephew of Tarquinius SupcTbus ; 
helped to overthrow the Tarquin 
monarchy and became, one of first 
consuls, 509 B.c. (2) Marcus 
Junius (85-42 b.c.), the great 
patriot of Shakespeare’s Julius 
Ce€sar \ deeply loved by Cssar, 
but joined in his assassination, 
44 ; after defeat by Augustus, he 
slew himself at Philippi, 

Bry'aHi WTlliam Jennings 
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(1860-1925), Amer. orator and 
politician ; b. in Illinois ; sprang 
into note by speeches in favour of 
bimetallism ; thrice nominated for 
presidency by Democratic party, 
1896, igoo, and 1908, and thrice 
defeated ; organized volunteer 
regiment in Span, -Amer. War, 
but advocated an anti-imperial 
policy ; supported President 
Wilson’s successful candidatme, 
19x2, and became secretary of 
state for foreign affairs ; resigned, 
1915, owing to difference of opinion 
on Lusitania note ; ardent pro- 
hibitionist ; as Fundamentalist 
acted for prosecution in famous 
Dayton trial, 1925. 

Bryant, Wicuam Cullen (1704- 
1878), Amer. poet and journalist ; 
b. in Massachusetts ; abandoned 
legal profession in 1829 to become 
<‘d. of the New York Evening 
Post ; may be regarded as the 
pioneer of Amer. poets, his first 
considerable poem, Tkanatopsis, 
appearing in 1817 ; brans, Homer’s 
Iliad and Odyssey. 

Bryce, James, ist Viscount 
(183^1922), statesman and man 
of letters ; b, Belfast ; regius 
prof, of civil law at Oxford, 1870- 
93 ; M.P., 1880 ; under-sccrctary 
for foreign affairs in Gladstone’s 
ministry, 1886 ; chancellor of the 
duchy, 1892 ; president of Board 
of Trade, 1894 ; strenuous sup- 
porter of Home Rule ; chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, rgo5-6 ; Brit, 
ambassador to U.S.A., 1907-13 ; 
won golden opinions and promoted 
cordial relalions between U.S.A. 
and Britain ; one of tbe first 
fellows of the Brit. Academy, 
1902 ; peerage, rgi4 ; awarded 
o.M. ; G.c.v.o,, igr7. His works 
include The Holy Roman Empire 
(1862), The American Cmmnon- 
wealth (1888), Impressions of S. 
Africa (1897), Studies in History 
and Jurisprudence (1901), Studies 
in Contemporary Biography (1903), 
The Hindrances to Good Citizen- 
ship (1909), 5 . America : Obser- 


vations and Impressions (1912), 
and Modern Democracies (rgsi).

Bu'cer, Martin (1491-1551), 
Ger. reformer ; b. in Alsace ; a 
Dominican who was converted to 
Protestantism by Luther, and 
afterwards made Strasbourg a 
centre of Prot. learning ; refused 
to sign the Augsburg Interim, 
1548, and lied to England, where 
he became prof, at Cambridge. 

Buch (hooch), Christian Leo- 
pold VON, Baron {1774-1853), 
Ger. geologist and geographer , 
travelled through Europe, making 
special study of volcanic rocks ; 
regarded by Humboldt as ' the 
greatest geologist of our century.’ 

Buchan {bdeh'an}, Alexander 
(1829-1907), Scot, meteorologist ; 
i. in Kinross-shire ; one of the 
promoters of Ihe Ben Nevis 
observatory, 1883 ; ivrote the 
Handy Book of Meteorology, and 
some of the ‘ Challenger ’ reports. 

Buchan, John, Baron Tweeds- 
MuiR (1875- }, novelist and 

historian; b. Perth ; called to bar, 
igoi ; on headquarters staff in 
France, 1916-17 ; m.p. Scot. Uni- 
versities, 1927-35 ; gov.-gen. of 
Canada, 1935 ; author of John 
Burnet of Barns, The Thirty-Nine 
Steps, Greenmantle, Witch Wood, 
and other novels ; of biographical 
studies The Marquis of Montrose 
(1928) and Sir Walter Scott (1932) ; 
and of .-i History of the Great 
War (1921-2) ; prose is distin- 
guished for strength, lucidity, and 
unpretentious dignity. 

Buchanan (buk-an'an), George 
(rsoO— 82). Soot, humanist and 
reformer ; b. in Stirlingshire ; 
fled from Scotland, 1539, during 
persecution of Lutherans, and 
became prof, of Lat. at Bordeaux 
(where Montaigne was his pupil) ; 
Scaliger declared that ‘ in Lat. 
poetry Buchanan leaves all Europe 
behind ' ; imprisoned in Portugal 
by Inquisition, 1551 ; tutor to 
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Mary Queen of Scots, 1562 ; 
tutor to James vi., 1570 I wrote 
democratic political treatise, which 
was twice condemned by Parlia- 
ment and publicly burned by 
Univ. of Oxford, 1683 ; pub. 
History of Scotland, valuable as 
material for his own times, 1582 ; 
a scholar and writer of first rank.

Buchanan, James (1791-1S68), 
15th president, U.S.A. ; b. in 
Pennsylvania ; barrister, 1812 ; 
member of congress, 1821-31 ; 
ambassador to St. Petersburg, 

1832- 3 ; in senate, 1833-45, as 
democrat ; secretary of state, 
1845-9 ; minister to Great Britain, 

1833- 6 ; president, 1856-61 ; fa- 
voured the maintenance of slavery. 

Buchanan, Robert Williams 
(1841-1901), Eng. poet, novelist, 
and dramatist ; 5 . in Staffs ; 

first vol. of verse, Undertones 
(1863) ; Complete Poetical Works 
(1901) ; numerous novels include 
T'he Shados) of the Sword and 
God and the Man ; also a succes.s- 
ful playwright. 

Biiohner {boocli'ner], Eduard 
(1860-1917), Gcr. chemist; prof, 
of chcrai.stry successively at Tu- 
bingen, Agricultural Coif., Berlin, 
EreslaLi Univ., and Wurzburg 
Univ. ; famous for investigations 
on fennontation ; Nobel prizeman, 
1907. 

Buck, Dudley (1839-1909), 
Amer, composer ; b. in Connecti- 
cut ; organist at Chicago, Boston, 
and New York ; operas include 
Serapis and Deseret ; cantatas, 
Columbus, Golden Legend, and 
Light of Asia. 

Buck, Leffert Lefferts (1837- 
1909), Amer. engineer ; 6. in 

New York state ; captain in 
Civil War ; rebuilt suspension 
bridge at Niagara Fails, etc. 

Buckingham, George Vii^ 
LiEKs, 1ST Duke of (1592-1628), 
Eng. statesman ; h. in Leicester- 
shire; created earl, 1617, marquess. 


161S, and Duke of Buckingham, 
1623 ; lord high admiral, 1619 ■ 
supported Span, party, but after 
disastrous visit to Madrid, 1623 
headed popular movement against 
Spain, and strove for a Fr. alliance. 
On James’s death, 1625, Bucking- 
ham and Charles resolved to fight 
Spain, but their attempts failed 
disgracefully ; Parliament de- 
manded Buckingliam’s dismissal, 
but Charles stood by his minister’ 
who was assassinated by a dis- 
contented subaltern at Ports- 
mouth, while preparing an expedi- 
tion to relieve La Roclieile. 

Buckingham, George Villiees, 
2ND Duke of (1628-87) ; son of 
above ; fought for the king in 
Civil War ; present at battle of 
Worcester, 1651 ; imprisoned on 
suspicion of oi-ganizing a Pres- 
byterian plot against government, 
1657-9 ; restored to favour at 
Restoration ; succeeded Clarendon 
as chief minister ; tenure of 
office chiefly marked by scandals 
and intrigues ; separated from 
Whigs on Exclusion question ; 
restored to king’s favour, 1684, 
but took no part in public life 
after James ii.’s accession ; vola- 
tile, insincere man, the ‘ Zirari ' 
of Dryden’s Absalom awl Achito- 
phcl ; wrote occasional verses and 
satires, also witty comedies, in- 
cluding The Rehearsal (1671). 

Buokinghain, Ja.-iies Silk (1786- 
1855), Eng. aiitlior and journalist ; 
b. near Falmouth ; weut to India 
and founded the Calcutta Journal 
(1818) ; returned to England and 
started the Athencuum (183S) ; 
M.r. for Sheffield, 1832-7 ; wrote 
numerous hooks of travel. 

Bnck'laud, Francis Trevel- 
yan (1826-80), Eng. naturalist ; 
b. Oxford ; authority on fish 
culture ; works include Curiosities 
of Natural History, Natural His- 
tory of British Fishes ; founded 
Land and Water (1866). 

Buoklnnd, Willi.am (1784-1856), 
geologist ; b. Tiverton ; Dean of 
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Westminister, 1843 ; gave im- 
mense stimulus to the study of 
palfEontoIogy. 

Bnck'Ie, George Eahle (1854- 
1935)1 author ; b. near Bath ; 
ed. of the Times, 1884—1912 ; 
undertook completion, of Mony- 
peniiy’s Life of Disraeli, vols. 
iii.-vi. (1914-20) ; ed. The Letters 
of Queen Victoria (1926-30). 

Buckle, Henry Tho.mas (1821— 
62), Eng. historian and sociolo- 
gist ; b. Lee, Kent ; travelled on 
Continent and in Egypt and 
Syria ; famous chess-player ; pub. 
two vols. of his great work. 
History of Civilization (1857-61) ; 
death at Damascus stopped its 
completion. 

Buok'ley, Arabell.a Burton 
(Mrs. Fisher) (1840-1929), Eng. 
natm'alist ; b. Brighton ; secre- 
tary to Sir Charles Lyell, 1864- 
75 ; lecturer on natural science, 
1876-83 ; expounded the charms 
of science for the young in several 
works — e,g. The Fairyland, of 
Science ; Eyes and No Eyes {igai). 

Buckley, Donal (1877- ), 

gov.-gen. of Irish Free State since 
1932 ; b. Maynooth ; educated 
Belvedere Coll., Dublin ; took 
part in Easter Rebellion, 1916. 
Sinn Fein M.P., igi8 ; member of 
Dail, igig-23, 1927-32. 

Buck'master, Stanley Owten, 
1ST Baron of Cheddington 
(1861-1934), Liberal m.p., igo6- 
13 ; solicitor-general, 1913 ; di- 
rector of Press Bureau, 1914-15 ; 
created peer, 1915 ; lord chan- 
cellor, 1915-16 ; member of Inter- 
allied Conference on Finance and 
Supplies ; chairman of Political 
Honours Review Committee, 1924, 

Buddha, ‘ the enlightened one ’ 
(c. 560-480 B.C.), the founder of 
Buddhism, a purified form of 
Hinduism ; son of a chief of N. 
India ; as a child received the 
name Gautama ; is also known as 
Prince Siddhartha ; in twenty- 
ninth year saw visions which led 
him to devote himself to religion 


and philosophy ; after birth of 
son parted from sleeping wife 
and babe, renounced wealth and 
power, and became a homeless 
wanderer, practising rigorous as- 
ceticism for six years ; underwent 
fierce temptation from demon of 
wickedness ; sat for six weeks 
plunged in abstraction under the 
Bodhidruma (‘ tree of intelligence,’ 
Bo Tree), and so attained perfect 
wisdom, and received name of 
‘ Buddha.’ He proclaimed there- 
after the equality and brotherhood 
of man. and that the great end of 
existence was to attain extinction 
of personality (Nirvana) by self- 
sacrifice, contemplation, and sup- 
pression of all passion. 

Budge, Sir Ernest A. Wallis 
(1857-1934), Eng. orientalist ; b. 
in Cornwall ; keeper of Egyptian 
and Assyrian Antiquities, Brit. 
Museum, 1S93-1924 ; conducted 
excavations at Nineveh and at 
Der in Mesopotamia, 1891 ; nu- 
merous works include Egyptian 
Sculptures, Tuianhhamen, and 
George of Lydda, the patron saint 
of England (1930). 

Buffon [boo-foa'), Georgs Louis 
Leclerc, Comte de (1707-S8), 
Fr. naturalist ; 6. in Burgundy : 
early abandoned law for natural 
sciences ; appointed member of 
•Academy and superintendent of 
Jardiu du Roi (now Jardin des 
Plantes), 1739 ; enjoyed favour of 
Louis XV. and xvi. ; produced, 
with assistance of Daubenton, his 
great work, Histoire Naturelle 
(1749 ct sag.). 

Bugeaud de la Pioonnerie (boo- 
zhb' de la pe-kon-re'), Thomas 
Robert, Due d’Isly (1784-1849), 
Fr. soldier ; b. Limoges ; served 
in Napoleonic campaigns ; field- 
marshm, 1831 ; won distinction in 
Algeria, being gov.-gen„ 1840-6 ; 
marshal of France, 1843 ; com- 
manded the army of ttia Alps 
1848-g. 

Bugge (boog'e), SoPHUs (1833- 
1907)1 Norweg. philologist; prof. 
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of philology at Christiania ; ed. 
the. Elder Edda, Gamte Norska 
Folkeviser (folk songs), etc. 

Buisson (bwe-son'), Ferdinand 
Edouard (1841-1932), Fr. educa- 
tionist ; b. Paris ; prof, of edu- 
cation, Sorhonne, 1896-1901 ; 
deputy, 1902 and 1906 ; strong 
supporter of League of Nations ; 
Nobel Peace Prize, 1927. 

Bull, John (1563-1628), Eng. 
composer ; b. in Somerset ; organ- 
ist of Hereford Cathedral, (Jueen 
Elizabeth’s chapel, and prof, of 
music at Gresham Coll., London ; 
organist of cathedral at Antwerp, 
1617 ; has been claimed as com- 
poser of the National Anthem. 

Bull, Ole Borne.mann (1810- 
80), Norweg. violinist ; b. Bergen ; 
attained European celebrity, and 
had immense success in America. 

Bullen {bool'eii), Frank Thomas 
(1857-1915), Eng. -writer of sea 
stories ; 6. London ; served before 
the mast as a boy ; junior clerk 
in Meteorological Office ; books 
include The Cruise of the Cachalot 
and With Christ at Sea. 

Bullec (bool'er), Charles (i8o6- 
48), la-wyer and politician ; 6. 
Calcutta ; accompanied Lord 
Durham to Canada, 1838 ; the 
Durham report (recommending 
a system of federation of the Can. 
colonies) -was attributed to him ; 
became judge - advocate - general 
and chief poor-law commissioner. 

Bnller, Sir Redvers Henry 
(1839-1908), Brit, general ; b. in 
Devon ; distinguished himself in 
Kaffir and Zulu wars (gained -V.C.) 
and in Sudan ; appointed cora- 
mander-in-chiof of Brit, troops 
in S. African War, i8gg ; repulsed 
at Colonso, and superseded by 
Lord Roberts ; as commander of 
Natal army finally relieved Lady- 
smith. 

BuU'ook, Shan F. (1865-1935), 
Irish novelist ; b, in Fermanagh ; 
author of The Awkward Squads, 
The Ring o' Rushes, The Lough- 
siders, Gleanings, etc. ; novels are 


keenly observant studies of Irish 
life, full of a kindly humour. 

Billow (bil'lo), Bernhard Hein- 
rich Karl Martin, Prince von 
(1849-1929), Ger. statesman ; b. 
in Holstein ; served in Fr.-Ger. 
War, 1870 ; entered diplomatic 
service, 1873 ; secretary of the 
Berlin Congress, 1S78 ; first secre- 
tary of the embassy at Paris, 
18S0, and at St. Petersburg, 1883 ; 
minister at Bucharest, 188S, and 
ambassador at Rome, 1894-7, 
when he was appointed Prussian 
minister of state ; made count, 
1899 ; chancellor of the Gcr. 
Empire and prime minister of 
Prussia, 1900 ; raised to rank of 
prince, 1905 ; resigned office, 
1909 ; after outbreak of Great 
War acted as Ger. ambassador at 
Rome, but failed to prevent 
Italy’s intervention ; retired to 
Switzerland. Pub. Imperial Ger- 
irumy (1912), and Memoirs (4 vols., 
1930-1). 

Billow, Friedrich Wilhelm, 
Count op Dennewitz (1755- 
1816), Prussian general ; created 
count for great victory at Denne- 
witz, i8r3, repelling Marshal Ney. 
At Waterloo he was in command 
of Bliicber’s division, which saved 
the day. 

BfiloW, Hans Guido von (1830- 
94), Ger. pianist and conductor ; 
b. Dresden ; studied under Haupt- 
mann, Liszt, and Wagner ; was a 
pianist of the first rank, and 
obtained fame throughout Europe 
and America as a conductor ; 
married the daughter of Liszt, 
but the union was afterwards 
dissolved, and the lady married 
Wagner. 

Bolwei-bytton, See Lytton. 

Bun'bury, Henry William 
(i75o-i8ir), Eng. caricaturist ; 
0. In Suffolk ; celebrated comic 
artist, praised by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. 

Bunsen (boon'sen), Christian 
Charles Josias, Baron von 
(1791-1860), Ger. diplomatist ; 
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b. in Waldeok ; Prussian envoy 
to papal court ; rest of his 
official life was spent as ambas- 
sador to Britain ; recalled by 
Bismarck, on outbreak of Crimean 
War, for giving Impression that 
Germany might join Britain and 
France ; sat in Prussian Upper 
House as Baron von Bunsen, 
1858. Strongly evangelical, he 
revived the Ger. liturgy and hymn 
book, and wrote The Church of 
the Future (1845) and Goi in 
History (1857). 

Bunsen, Robert Wilhelw von 
(1811-99), Ger. chemist; b. Got- 
tingen ; successively chemistry 
prof, at Marburg, Breslau, and 
Heidelberg ; famous as the 
founder, with Kirchof f , of spectrum 
analysis ; inventor of Bunsen 
burner ; designed electric ceU 
bearing his name. 

Bunting, Jabez (1779-1858). 
Eng. Methodist divine ; 6. Man- 
chester ; known as ‘ Second founder 
of Methodism,’ transforming it 
into a self-governing Church ; 
president of Wesleyan Coll, at 
Hoxton, 1835. 

Bun'yan, John (i6a8-88), Eng. 
religious leader and writer; b. 
near Bedford, of humble parent- 
age ; served in parliamentary 
army during Civil War ; married 
in 1648, gradually gave up his 
amusements and dancing, and 
preached the gospel ; Noncon- 
formist preaching was not toler- 
ated, and in 1660 he was im- 
prisoned in Bedford jaU, where 
he wrote Grace Abounding to the 
Chief of Sinners, describing his 
own religious conflicts ; released 
in 1672, and again imprisoned for 
a short time in 1675. In 1678 
appeared his Pilgrim’s Progress 
(the second part appearing in 
1684) ; before his death it was 
read widely in England, New 
England, and among foreign Prot- 
estants ; the allegory has ap- 
pealed to successive generations 
of readers ; though he sometimes 


feared persecution, he was never 
again imprisoned. He was pastor 
of the Bedford Church for sixteen 
5'ears ; pub. The Life and Death 
of Mr. Badman (i68o). The Holy 
War (16S2), and more than fifty 
other works.

Bnr'bage. (i) James [d. 1597). 
Eng. actor and manager ; built 
the Shoreditch Theatre, 1576, the 
earliest in London, and the 
Blackfriars Theatre, 1596. (2) 

Richard (1567-1619), son of 
above ; most famous actor of his 
day, excelling especially in Richard 
HI. and other tragic parts ; pulled 
down the Shoreditch Theatre and 
erected the Globe, in the proprie- 
torship of which he was associated 
with Shakespeare and others. 

Bui'bani, Luther (18.^9-1926), 
Amer. horticulturist ; b. in Massa- 
chusetts ; in his nursery garden 
in California produced many now 
varieties of plants — e.g. Burbank 
potatoes, Shasta daisy, stoneless 
plum, and pineapple quince ; 
wrote Haw Plants are trained, to 
work for Man (1921). 

Burck'hardt, Jacob (1818-97), 
Swiss authority on art ; b. Basle ; 
wrote Der Cicerone : eine Anlei- 
tung zum Genuss der Kunstuierke 
Italiens (1855), Die Cultur der 
Renaissance in Italien (i860), etc. 

Burokhaidt, John Lewis (1784- 
1817), Swiss explorer and student 
of Oriental life and language ; b. 
Lausanne ; explored north - east 
interior of Africa ; made pilgrim- 
age to Mecca ; bequeathed his 
collection of Oriental mss. to 
Cambridge Univ. 

Bur'der, George (1752-1832), 
Eng. Congregationalist minister ; 
b. London ; chief founder of 
Religious Tract Soc., 1799, and 
of Brit, and Foreign Bible Soo., 
1804. 

Bur'dett, Sir Francis (1770- 
1844), Eng. Radical politician ; 
advocated pari, reform, removal 
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of R.C. disabilities, ballot, uni- 
versal male suffrage, etc. ; twice 
imprisoned for political reasons. 

Buidett-Coutts, Angela Geor- 
gina, Baroness (1814-1906). Eng- 
lish philanthropist ; b. London ; 
daughter of above ; on inlieriting 
£2,000,000 from her grandfather, 
took additional name Coutts ; 
married WiUiata Lehman .■\sh- 
mead Bturtlett, 1881 ; founder of 
many charitable institutions. 

Burg'er, Gottfried AacusT 
(1748-95), Ger. poet ; 6. near 

Halberstadt ; author of famous 
ballad Leiiore (1773), trans. into 
English by Sir Walter Scott. 

Bnjget, ScHALK William (1852- 
1918), Transvaal statesman ; b. 
Lydenburg ; president of republic, 
igoo ; served under Botha in 
war of 1899-1902 ; upheld loyalty 
to Britain during the Great War. 

Bur'gess, John Baqnold (1829- 

97) , Eng. genre painter ; 6. Ikin- 
don; excelied in Span, subjects; 
best works are Stolen by Gypsies; 
Spanish Mendicant Students. 

Burgess, Thomas W. (1873- 
1926), Brit, swimmer ; first to 
swim Channel, 1911, since Captain 
"Webb in 1875. 

Burgh iilii'g), I-IunERT de {d. 
1243). Eng, chief justiciar, 1215- 
31 ; held important offices under 
John, and received custody of 
Arthur of Brittany, whom he is 
said to have preserved from 
being blinded, 1201 ; repulsed 
Fr. invasion, 1217 ; ruled kingdom 
in minority of Henry in., dismiss- 
ing foreign mercenaries. 

Burghiey (or Burleigh) [bur’ll), 
William Cecil, Baron (1520- 

98) , Eng. statesman ; b, Bourne ; 
M.p. for Stamford, 1547 ; fought 
at Pinkie Cleugh ; made chief 
secretary of state on accrasion of 
Elizabetii ; from this time his 
policy -was the queen’s ; master 
of court of wards, 1561 ; lord high 
treasurer, 1572 ; claim to fame 
is that of successful administrator, 
his Eipy systsn being the only blot 


on his administration. (See aiso 
Cecil.)

Bnrgoyne [bur-gnin'). John 
(1722-92), Brit, general, politician, 
and playwright ; caused general 
outcry by surrendering to . 4 mer. 
forces at Saratoga, 1777 ; ivrote 
several dramas, including The 
Maid of the Oaks and The Heiress. 

Bu'rian, Stephen, Baron, of 
Rajecz (1851-1922), Austro-Hun- 
garian statesman ; b. near Brati- 
slava; consul at Moscow; minister 
at Athens, and afterwards ad- 
ministrator of Bosnia-Herzego- 
vina ; appointed foreign minister 
by Count Tisza, 1915, but 'failed 
to prevent Italy joining the Allies ; 
unsuccessliilly approached other 
Central Powers with peace pro- 
posals, 1916 ; remained in retire- 
ment till 1918, only remaining 
in power for a short time, and 
being succeeded by his opponent. 
Count Andrassy, who accepted 
the terms of peace. 

Burke, Edmund (1729-97), Brit, 
statesman, writer, and orator ; 
b. Dublin ; educated Trinity Coll., 
Dublin, 1743-8 ; entered Middle 
Temple, London, 1750, but aban- 
doned law for literary' work ; 
wrote A Vindication of Natural 
Society, a satire upon Bolingbroke, 
and a Philosophical Inquiry into 
the Origin of our Ideas oji the 
Sublime and Beautiful (1756). 
Became secretary to the prime 
minister, Lord Rockingham, 1765 ; 
entered parliament, 1766, and 
drew up all the principal protests 
of the Whig party, 1767-82. In 
Thoughts on the Cause of the 
Present Discontents (1770) he 
defended party government ; won 
over Charles James Fox to Whig 
party ; M.p. for Bristol, 1774-80, 
for Malton, 1780-94. During 
struggle with Amer. colonies, 
showed itnrivalled knowledge of 
Amer. questions ; as paymaster of 
the forces under Rooldngham, 
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1782, introduced great financial 
reform ; on Rockingham’s death, 
July 1782, Bin-ke and Fox joined 
North in coalition against Shcl- 
hoiurne. On failure of coalition 
Pitt accepted the premiership. 
Burke soon engaged in his famous 
impeachment of Warren Hastings. 
His Reflections on the French Revolu- 
tion (lyqo)) followed by his Ap- 
peal from the New to the Old, Whigs, 
greatly influenced Eng. opinion ; 
he. viewed the Revolution with 
misgivings from the first. This 
attitude finally led to his rupture 
with Fox, i7oi' At close of T794 
Burke left Parliament. He wrote 
against Pitt's anxiety for peace 
with France in Letters on a 
Regicide Peace (1796). A self- 
confident statesman and political 
genius, champion of the old order 
of Europe, Burke, despite some 
I'ccentricities, was the greatest 
orator and political thinker of 
his day.

Burke, Sir John Bernard 
(1814-92), Eng. genealogist ; b. 
London ; son of John Burke, 
whose work he continued as the 
compiler of Burke’s Peerage, pub. 
annually since 1847 ; Ulster king- 
at-arms, 1853; knighted, 1854. 

Burke, Robert O'Hara (1820- 
61), Australian traveller; 6. in 
Ireland ; educated Belgium ; cap- 
tain in Austrian army ; member 
of Royal Irish Constabulary, 
1848 ; police inspector at Mel- 
bourne, 1853; led ill-fated ex- 
pedition with Wills across Aus- 
tralian continent, 1860-1 ; died 
of starvation on return journey. 

Burke, William (1792-1829), 
Irish murderer ; implicated, 1827- 
29, with William Hare in a series 


of murders in an Edinburgh 
lodging-house ; the victims were 
suffocated (' burked ’), and their 
bodies sold for anatomical pur- 
poses ; Flare turned king’s evi- 
dence, and Burke was hanged. 

Burleigh. See Burghley. 

Bur'naby, Frederick Gdsta- 
vus (1842-85), Eng. soldier and 
traveller ; b. Bedford ; entered 
Royal Horse Guards, 1859 ; made 
an adventurous journey on horse- 
back to Khiva, 1875-6, recorded 
in A Ride to Khiva ; made 
several aeronautical ascents, and 
crossed Channel in a balloon, 
1882 ; engaged in Suakin cam- 
paign, 1S84, and wounded at 
El-Teb ; killed at Abu Klea 
(Nile Expedition). 

Bur'nand, Sir Francis Cow- 
ley (1836-1917), Eng. humorist ; 
b. London ; cd. of Punch, 1880- 
igo6 ; knighted, 1902. 

Burne-Jones, Sir Edward 
Burne, Bart. (1833-9S), Eng. 
artist ; b. Birmingham ; educated 
Oxford, where he formed a friend- 
ship with William Morris ; studied 
under D. G. Rossetti. He used 
his wide knowledge of classics in 
his pictures, decorative work, and 
stained-glass designs. His best- 
known paintings include King 
Cophelua and The Beggar Maid 
(1884). He exercised a strong 
influence upon the art of his time.

b. Edinburgh ; prof, of divinity 
at Glasgow, i66g ; received pre- 
ferments from Charles ii., hnt 
later lost Court favour; settled

in Holland and joined party of 
William of Orange, on whose 
accession he was made Bishop of 
Salisbury ; mainly responsible for 
establishment of Queen Anne’s 
Bounty ; chiefly remembered for 
his History of My Own Times.

Boer War, when he was awarded 
the D.s.Q. ; explorations in tropical 
Africa and in Mexico ; author of 
Scouting on Two Continents (1926). 

Burns, Sir George (1795- 
1890), Brit, shipowner ; b. Glas- 
gow ; one of founders of the 
Cunard line of steamships ; 
created baronet, 1889. 

Burns, Rt. Hon. John (1858- 
), Brit. Labour politician ; h. 
London ; worked as an engineer ; 
imprisoned, 1887, for asserting 
right to hold mass meetings in 
Trafalgar Square ; a leader of 
the great dock strike, 1889 ; 
M.p. for Battersea, iSga-tgiS ; 
president of Local Government 
Board, with seat in cabinet, 
1905-14 (first Laboiu m.p. with 
cabinet rank) ; resigned on the 
war question. 

Burns, Robert (1759-96), great- 
est of Scot, poets ; b. Jan. 25 at 
AHoway, near Ayr ; son of 
William Burness, a small farmer j 
went to school at the age of six, 
and was afterwards taught by 
a tutor named Murdoch ; through 
his father’s influence he steeped 
his mind in the Eng. classics. At 
fifteen he became his father’s 
assistant, and led for ten years a 
life of hard toil. For some years 
after his father’s death in 1784 he 
and his brother Gilbert stuck to 
farming at Lochlea and at Moss- 
gicl, but misfortune attended their 
efforts. During this period were 
written such masterpieces as The 
Jolly Beggars, Hallowe’en, Holy 
Willie's Prayer, The CottaPs 
Saturday Night, The Holy Fair, 
Scotch Drink, Address to the Veil, 
To a Mouse, To a Mountain 
Daisy. Though these poems 
greauy increased his reputation 
they did little to provide a means 
of livelihood. To mend his for- 
tunes he booked a passage for 
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Jamaica, but on the successful 
publication of the first KilniEurnock 
edition of his worlts, 1786, changed 
his mind. He visited Edinburgh, 
where he was lionized ; in 1 788 he 
married Jean Armour, and took 
EUisland farm, near Dumfries, 
where he lost what little capital 
he had. Here he wrote Tam o' 
Shnnier and Auld Lang Syne. 
Soon after he became an excise- 
man at Dumfries, where he died. 

Burns’s first vol. of poems 
brought him the admiration of 
Edinburgh society. Scott minutely 
describes Burns, particularly men- 
tioning his poetic and glowing 
eye, his simplicity and dignity. It 
may be noted that though, like 
Shakespeare, Bums borrowed from 
other writers, he was no plagiar- 
ist, but used and adapted his 
material to express his own 
individuality and original point of 
view. To Robert Fergusson, in 
particular, he owed a large debt, 
which he acknowledged by plac- 
ing a memonal stone over his 
grave.

Burr, Aaron (1756-1836), Amer. 
statesman, vice-president, iHoi- 
1805, and leader of famous ‘ Burr 
conspiracy ’ ; admitted to bar, 
1782 ; attorney-general of New 
York State, 1789-91 ; U.S.A. 
senator, 1791-7 ; identified him- 
self with Democratic Republicans. 
Endowed with intellectual gifts 
of high order, and a politician of 
consummate ability, he was an 
intriguer and a profligate. 

BurTitt, Enmu (1810-70), Amer. 
humanitarian ; b. in Connecticut ; 
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a blacksmith who made himself 
master of a groat number of 
languages ; lectured throughout 
America and Europe on peace and 
universal brotherhood. 

Burroughs {bfir'os), John (1837- 
1921), Amer. poet and naturalist ■ 
ft. in New York State ; succes- 
sively teacher, government clerk 
and farmer; publications include 
li'’;iitwifl.ii (1896), Ways of Xniure 
(1905), Bird and Bough (poems 
1906), and The Breath of Life 

(1915)- 

Burrows, Ronald Montagu 
(1867-1940), Eng. scholar and 
archreologist ; b. Rugby ; principal 
of King’s Coll., London, from 
1913; carried out excavations in 
Greece, 1895-6, and 1905—7 ; his 
host -known work is The Bis- 
cmieries in Crete (1907) ; other 
works include contributions to 
Gr. archeology and scholarship, 
and political studies of moclorn 
European problems. One of 
founders of -Anglo-Hellenic League, 
1913, and was largely instru- 
mental in retaining for Britain 
the friendship of Greece durina 
the Great War. ® 

Bni'ton, John Hjll (1809- 
gi), Scot, historian and advo- 
cate ; b. Aberdeen ; wrote Life of 
David Ihime (18+6), The Book 
Hunter (1862), The Scot Abroad 
(1864), and History of Scotland 
(1870). 

Burton, Sir Richard Francis 
(1821-90), Eng. explorer and 
orientalist ; b. in Herts ; joined 
Ind. army, 1842, and applied 
himself to study of oriental life 
and languages ; made pilgrimage 
to Mecca, 1853 ; explored interior 
of Somaliland. 1854. and lakes of 
Central Africa, 1857-8 ; Brit, 
consul at Fernando Po, Santos'

1885-8) shows his intimate know- 
ledge of Eastern life.

Manfred ; wont to Milan, thence 
to Venice, where he spent two 
years ol dissipation, and xvrote 
Irlauppa, and the first two cantos 
of Don Juan, his masterpiece. 

I'rom his life in Venice he was 
rescued in 1819 by the Countess 
Guiccioli, with whom he lived 
for the next four j’oars at Ra- 
venna, Pisa, and Genoa ; con- 
tinued Don Juan and wrote 
several plays, and his burlesque 
of Southey, The Piston of Judg- 
ment (1822). In 1822 he entered 
into partnership with Leigh Hunt 
in editing 7'lie Liberal, which 
proved a failure. In 1823 look up 
the. cause of Greek independence, 
and sailed to Missolonghi, where 
ho died of fever. Byron’s poems 
show not only sympathy with the 


stormy side of nature, but also 
great powers of wit and satire.

Byron, Hon. John (1723-86), 
Eng. vice-admiral ; grandfather 
of the poet ; sailed round the 
world with Anson ; the elements 
were generally unfavourable to 
his naval engagements, and he 
gained the sobriquet of ‘ Foul- 
Weather Jack’; governor of 
Newfoundland, 1769.

(1796-1877), pseudonym oICecima 
Francisca Josefa Boiil de 
Faber, Span, novelist ; b. in 
Switzerland; author of numerous 
historical and other stories ; most 
famous work. La Gaviota — ‘ The 
Seagull ’ — (1849). 

Cabell', James Branch (1879- 
), Amer. author ; b. Rich- 
mond, Virginia; noteworthy vol- 
umes include (1919), Beyond 
Life (1919), Figures of Earth 
(rgzi), and The Siker Stallion 
(1936). 

Ca'ble, George Washington 
(1844-1925), Amer, novelist ; b. 
New Orleans ; made reputation 
by truthful and humorous sketches 
of the Latin quarter of New 
Orleans and of Southern planta- 
tion life ; books include Old 
Creole Days (1879), Tits Grandis- 
( 4 , 164 )

simes (1E80), Dr, Sevier (1884), 
Kincaid's Battery (1908), 

Oab'ot. (i) John (1450-98), Ital. 
navigator; b. Genoa; naturalized 
at Venice, 1476; came to Eng- 
land, c. 1484 ; subsequently sailed 
from Bristol, 1497, under letters 
patent from Henry vii.; sighted 
Cape Breton Island and coasted 
for a considerable distance ; in 
1498, on second expedition, 
reached east coast of Greenland 
and Labrador.

Cade, Jack (<i. 1450), Eng. 

rebel ; leader of the Kentish in- 
surgents, 1450 ; marched on 
Xondon with 20,000 men, and 
after defeating Henry vi.’s forces 
entered the city ; driven out of 
London by the citizens -within a 
few days, his followers dispersed, 
and he became a wanderer ; was 
captured, and died of wounds 
received in the struggle. 

Cadeir, Francis (1822-79), 
Scot, naval officer ; b. Cockenzie ; 
explored Murray, Edward, and 
Darling rivers, Australia ; mur- 
dered by crew while sailing to 
Spice Islands. 

Cadel]', Robert (1788-1849), 
Scot, publislier ; i, Cockenzie j 
partner in house of Constable, 
Edinburgh, which he resuscitated 
after its failure, 1825 ; publisher 
of Scott’s later works. 

CadQi'na, Count Luigi (1850- 
192S), Ital. marshal ; b. Pallanza; 
commander-in-chief on Italy’s en- 
trance into Great War ; showed 
great strategic skill, but after 
disaster of Caporotto, 1917, was 
superseded and appointed to 
represent Itafv on Allied War 
Council at Versailles j the fore- 
most Ital. military figure of Great 
War. 

Cadondal', Georoes (1771- 
1804), Er. royalist leader ; 5 . in 
Brittany ; duiing Revolution or- 
gaiuzed Chouan rebellion in sup- 
port of royalists; executed for 
conspiracy. 

Caed'inon (c. 660), first Eng. 


poet ; known to us from Bede’s 
Ecclesiastical History, ivhich tells 
ns that he was a herdsman of the 
monastery at Whitby, and men- 
tions the religious themes on which 
he wrote ; none of his poems can 
he identified with certainty ; of 
the so-called Caedmon poems only 
one MS. exists, dating from lolh 
cent., and containing poems usu- 
ally entitled Genesis, Exodus, 
Daniel, Christ and Satan. 

Ctesar, Gaius Julius (roz- 
44 B.C.), Rom. general and states- 
man ; in early youth led a life 
of ploasuro, but saw active service 
in the East. Though of patrician 
blood, sided with democratic party 
in the civil strife at Rome, held 
offices of cnrule a-dile, pontifex 
maximus, and pr.-rtor ; in 60 B.c. 
formed with Pompey and Crassus 
the First Triumvirate, a dictator- 
ship aiming at the overthrow of 
the reactionary Soiiato ; was 
elected consul, 59 b.c. ; secured 
government of Gaul for five years 
(afterwards extended to 49 b.c.) ; 
during Gallic wars landed in 
Britain in 55 b.c., and again in 
54 B.c. ; subdued Gaul and made 
it a Rom. province. 

The Triumvirate, ended with the 
death of Crassus in battle, 53 b.c. ; 
Pompey now sided witli the Senatu 
and lieeame hostile to Cirsar, who 
definitely defied the Rom. author- 
ity by crossing the Rubicon with 
his army, 49 b.c. In the war 
which followed Pompey was de- 
feated and killed, 48 b.c. Victories 
in Africa and Spain loft Ciesar 
master of tlio Empire. As dictator 
he reorganized the state, extended 
local self-government, encouraged 
agriculture, and reformed pro- 
vincial administration ; his govern- 
ment gradually tended towards 
undisguised absolutism, and he 
was assassinated on the Ides of 
March, 44 b.c, Among his 
murderers was his friend Brutus. 
Cffisar was a skilful orator and a 
great -writer. As a hrilliaut and 
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original soldier, a forceful ad- 
ministrator and great statesman, 
he paved the way for the new 
monarchy at Rome.

Cagliari (kiil-yiir'i), Paolo. See 
under Vuhonese. 

Cagliostro {kdl-yds'ird), Ales- 
sandro, Count (1743-95), Ital. 
charlatan ; b. Palermo ; real 
name, GiusErrE Balsamo ; tra- 
velled widely, making jnoney by 
alchemy ; arrested for fraudulent 
practices and for heresy, he died 
jn prison. 

Cagnola [Mn-yo'la], Luioi (1762- 
JS3,3). Ital. architect ; b. Milan ; 
designed the magnificent Arco 
della Paco, Milan, etc. 

Caillaux {kei-yo'), Joseph Marie 
Auguste (1863- ), Fr. states- 

man; early entered Parliament, 
and soon obtained high position ; 
noteworthy for his financial and 
administrative ability ; premier 
1911, but conduct of Franoo-Gcr. 
Morocco crisis led to his fall. 
Again hold portfolio of finance, 
1913, but murder by his wife of 
cd. of Figaro drove him from office. 

At outbreak of Great War hold 
office again, but subsequently 
was suspected of defeatism, and 
in iqi8 was arrested and sentenced 
to three years’ impi'isonment and 
deprivation of oivio rights for 
ten years ; obtained benefit of 
amnesty in 1924; held office again 
in 1923, 1926, and since 1932. 

Caillle (or Caill^) {M-ya'), 
Ren6 Auguste (1799-1838), Fr. 
traveller ; b. Poitou ; penetrated to 
Timbuktu, 1827-8 ; pub. Journal 
of Travels through Central Africa. 

Caine, Sir Thomas' Henry 
Hall (1853-1931), Eng. novelist 
and dramatist ; 6. of mixed 

Manx and Cumberland parentage 
at Runcorn ; works include Ttte 
Deemster (1887), The Bondman 
(1890), The Manxman (1894), 
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The Christian (1897), The Eternal 
City (rgoi). The White Prophet 
(igog), The Woman Thou gavest 
me (1913), and The Woman of 
Knockaloe (1923) ; several of these 
dramatized and filmed. Dramas 
include The Iron Hand (rgrd) 
and The Prime M inister (1918). 

Oaird, Kuward (1835-1908), 
Scot, philosopher ; was prof, of 
moral philosophy, Glasgow Univ., 
and afterwards master of Balliol, 
1893-1907 ; exercised great in- 
fluence on Brit. phiIo.sophy and 
theology through his lectures and 
wTitings on Nco-Hcgelianism.

Cairnes, John Elliot (1823- 
75), Irish political economist ; 
h. in County Louth ; prof, of 
political economy at Dublin, 
Queen’s Coll., Galway, and Univ.

(1862), and 'Some Leading Prin- 
ciples of Political Economy Newly 
Expounded (1874). 

Cairns, Hugh M'Calmont 
Cairns, ist Earl (1819-85), Brit, 
politician ; h. in County Down ; 
entered Parliament, 1852, and 
held various offires ; lord chan- 
cellor, 1868 ; created earl, 1878 ; 
a fine parliamentary orator and 
the leading lawyer of his time. 

Cairns, John (1818-92), Scot, 
theologian ; prof, of apologetics, 
and aftenvards principal of the 
United Presbyterian Theological 
Hall at Edinburgh. 

Cains (hex), John (1310-73)1 
Eng. phjraician ; b. Norwich ; 
studied divinity at Cambridge ; 
visited Italy, 1533, and studied 
medicine ; practised in London, 
and beoame president of CoU. of 
Physicians ; enlarged his old 
college, 1557, renaming it Gon- 
yille and Caius Coll. ; a pioneer 
in the study of anatomy. 

Cal'deoott, Randolph (t846- 
8G), Eng. artist ; 6. Chester ; 
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attained fame by humorous dra\v- 
ings in Gt'nphic ; noted for his 
illustrations to Washington Ir- 
ving’s books, etc. 

Cal'der, Sir Robert (i 74.5- 
iSiS), Brit, admiral ; b. Elgin ; 
encountered Villoneuve, 1805, cap- 
tured two enemy ships, but did 
not next day resume action ; 
court-martialled and reprimanded ; 
nevertheless had forced Villencuve 
to retreat to Cadiz, and thus had 
foiled Napoleon's invasion project. 

Calderon {kdl-dd-ron') , Philip 
Hermocenes (1833-98), Anglo- 
Fr. painter of Span, parentage ; 
b. Poitiers, but educated from his 
twelfth year in London ; r.a., 

1867; keeper of Royal Academy, 
1887. Best-known works. Broken 
Vows, His Most Noble, High, and 
Puissant Grace, Ruth and Naomi. 

Calderon de la Barca [kal-dd- 
ron' dd Id hdr'ka), Pedro {1600- 
81), Span, dramatist ; b. Madrid ; 
was patronized by Philip iv. ; 
a prolific writer (about lao of 
his plays are still extant) ; his 
works are noteworthy for their 
beautiful poetry, their sense of 
dramatic form, and their lofty 
moral standard ; his plays include 
El Magico Prodigioso (partly 
trans. by Shelley), Im Vida es 
sveho, El Principe Constante, 
La Dama Dtiende, El Medico de 
su Honra, El Mayor Monstruo 
los celos, El Alcalde de Zalamea, 
and his sacred plays Autos 
Sacramentales ; Eng. trans. in- 
clude one by Denis MacCarthy 
(6 vols., 1853-73), Eight Plays 
of Calderon, by E. Fitzgerald 
(185,8) ; Select Plays of Calderon, 
by Norman Maccoll (1888). 

Caleb, one of the spies sent by 
Moses to spy out land of Canaan 
(Num. 14). 

Calig'ula, Gaius Caisar (a.d. 
12-41), succeeded Tiberius as 
Rom. emperor (a.d. 37) ; tyranni- 
cal, cruel, profligate ; insane ; in- 
sisted on divine honours ; was 
assassinated. 


Calixtus, or Callistus, name 
of three popes, i. (217-22), Bishop 
of Rome and martyr ; originally 
a slave ; catacombs on Appian 
Way, of which he had charge, 
still bear his name. ii. (1119-24), 
a Burgundian, displaced the anti- 
pope, Gregory viii. ; concluded 
with emperor, Henry v., the 
important Concordat of Worms, 
1122. III. (1455-8), a Spaniard 
(Alfonso de Borgia), owed his 
elevation to Alfonso v. of Aragon ; 
amiuHed sontonee against Joan of 
Arc. 

Call'aghan, Sir George (1852- 
1920), Brit, admiral ; b. London ; 
commanded naval brigade for 
relief of Peking, 1990 ; com- 
mander-in-chief of home fleet, 
1911— 14 ; cominander-in-chief at 
Nore, 1915-18 ; admiral of the 
Fleet, 1917. 

Calloott (kol'kut). (i) Sir Au- 
gustus Wall (1779-1844), Eng. 
landscape painter ; r.a., 1810 ; 

knighted, 1827, for Ms Raffaiile 
and the Fornarina, exhibited in 
1837. (2) John Wall (1766- 

1821), Eng. composer and organ- 
ist ; brother of (i) ; composer of 
glees and canons. 

Call'es, Plutarco Elias (1877- 
), Mexican statesman ; ft. 
Guaymas, Sonoro, Mexico ; of 
humble birth ; after varied career 
as schoolmaster, soldier, and 
social reformer, appointed governor 
of his native province ; president 
of Mexico, 1924-8 ; term of office 
marked by disputes with U.S.A. 
and R.C. Church. 

Callisthenes {kal-is'tlien-ez) (c. 
360-328 B.C.), Gr. historian ; pupil 
of Aristotle ; aocoinpaiiied Alex- 
ander the Great into Asia, and 
wrote an account of the expedi- 
tion, also histories of the wars 
of the period. 

Callot [kd-lo'), Jacques (1592- 
1835), b, Nancy ; Fr. engraver ; 
studied at Florence ; won Euro- 
pean fame by his series of en- 
gravings, such as The Miseries 
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of War, The Nobles, The Gipsies, 
describinR with fidelity the man- 
ners of his time. 

Calonne (kal-on'), Ciiaeles 
Alexandre de (1734-1802), hr. 
statesman ; b. Douai ; minister 
of finance under Louis xvi. ; his 
proposal to abolish the immunity 
from taxation of the nobles, 
magistrates, and clergy was so 
ill received that the king dismissed 
and exiled him, 1787, 

C^vaert {Ual-varV] , Denis (Dio- 
Nisio Fiammingo) (c. 1540-1619), 
Flem. painter ; b. Antwerp ; 
founder of school of Bologna, 
master of Guido Reni and Do- 
menichino. 

Oalvb, Emma (1866- ), Fr. 

soprano operatic singer ; 0. De- 
oazevillc; appeared, 1882, in 
Gounod’s Faust (Brussels) j sang 
at Covent Garden in Cavalleria 
Rusticana, 1892 ; most brilliant 
success was in Carmen. 

Cal'verley, Charles Stuart 
(1831-84), Eng. poet and scholar ; 
b. Martley, Worcestershire ; bril- 
liant univ. career both at Oxford 
and Cambridge ; pub. Verses and 
Translations (1862), Verse Trans- 
lation of Theocritus (1869), Fly- 
Leaves (1872). As a writer of 
light verses and parodies he is 
unsurpassed, 

Cal'vin, John (1309-64), Prot. 
Reformer; 6. Noyon, Picardy; was 
appointed, 1521, to a chaplaincy 
in Noyon cathedral ; later con- 
tinued his education in Paris ; 
in 1527 received the curacy of 
St. - Martin - de - Martevillc, and 
later that of Pont-l’Evcque ; 
then decided to withdraw from 
Church ; studied law at Orleans 
and later at Bourges ; here also 
began to study Greek under 
Melchior Wolniar, and first im- 
bibed doctrines of Reformation ; 
in 1531 was again in Paris. When 
persecution of Protestants began, 
he. had to flee to Basic, whore he 
wrote his Institutes of the Christian 
Religion (1340). His influence 


with the Reformers now became 
supreme ; in 1536 he moved to 
Geneva, where he was followed by 
his chief supporters ; here issued 
a Prot. Confession of Faith, 
which enforced a strict morality ; 
ivithin two years, owing to 
reaction against his severe rule, 
Calvin had to take refuge in 
Strasbourg, whore he was ap- 
pointed pastor of a church and 
prof, of theology ; in 1540 at- 
tended Diet of Worms, and in 
1S41 that of Ratisbon, where he 
was introduced to Melanehthon ; 
returned to Geneva, 1541, where, 
except for brief interval, he lived 
for rest of his life. 

Besides his great Institutes, he 
pub. valuable commentaries on 
nearly all the books of the Bible, 
He differs from Luther in his em- 
phatic assertion of predestination, 
and in maintaining the purely sym- 
bolic nature of the elements used 
in communion. He demanded for 
the Church control over the whole 
lives of the people. Through John 
Knox his influence penetrated to 
Scotland.

W. African coast to lat, 21° 50' s. 

Cambaciifes [kan-bas-a-res'), 
Jean Jacques RiSgis de, Duke 
OF Parma (1753-1824), Fr. states- 
man ; b. Montpellier ; represented 
nobles in Legislative Assembly, 
1792 ; on Committee of Public 
Safely, 1793 ; second consul,

1^99 ; later arch-chancellor of 
empire and president of Senate ; 
under his direction Fr. Code 
Civile was prepared ; Duke of 
Parma, 1808. 

Camhon (fton-hon'), Jules M^R- 
TiN (1845-1935), Fr. diplomat ; 
b. Paris ; gov.-gen. of Algeria, 
i8gi ; ambassador at Washing- 
ton, i8g7, Madrid, 1902, and 
Berlin, 1907 ; arranged Morocco 
agreement of iQog and 191X ; 
largely owing to hina France was 
prepared wixen Great War broke 
out ; general secretary at^ Fr. 
Foreign Office, 1915 i president 
of Council of Ambassadors, 1920. 

Cambon, Pierre Joseph (1756- 
1820), Fr. financier and statesman ; 
b. Montpellipr ; member of Legis- 
lative Assembly, 1791, and of 
Convention, 179a ; in finance was 
supreme, but by bis independence 
incurred hatred ot Robespierre ; 
at restoration o.yiled ; died in 
Belgium. 

Cambon, Pieere Paul (1843- 
1924), Fr. diplomat ; b. Paris ; 
brother of Jules Martin Cambon ; 
ambassador at Madrid, 1886, 
Constantinople, 1890, and Lon- 
don, 1898-1920 ; did much to 
cement the entente between France 
and Great Britain. 

Cam'bridge, George William 
Frederick Charles, Duke of 
(1819-1904), Brit, soldier ; b. 
Hanover; cousin of Queen Vic- 
toria; present at Alma, Balaklava, 
Inkennan, and Sevastopol ; was 
field-marshal in 1862 ; general 
commanding- in - chief, 1 856-87 ; 
commander-in-chief, 1887-95.

Cambyses [bam-bi'sez), son of 
Cyrus the 'Great, founder of Pers. 
Empire ; succeeded his father c. 
529 B.c., conquered Egypt in 525, 
and after unsuccessful attempt 
against Ethiopia, died in Syria. 

Cam'den, Charles Pratt, ist 
Earl (1714-94), lord chancellor 
of England ; attorney-general, 
1757 i justice of the Common 
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Pleas, 1762 ; president of Council, 
second Rockingham administra- 
tion ; raised to peerage, 1786 ; 
chiefly remembered for his hold 
championing of John Wiikes. 

Camden, William (1551-1623), 
Eng. antiquary and historian ; 
b. London ; headmaster West- 
minster School, 1593 ; Clarencieux 
king-at-arms, 1597 ; great work, 
the Britannia, a survey of Brit. 
Isles (in Latin, trans. into Eng. 
1610) ; wrote also Rernaines ron- 
cerning Britain (1605), and An- 
nates of Queen Elizabeth's Reign 

(1615)- 

Cnmerar ius, Rudolf Jakob 
(1665-1721), Gcr. physician and 
botanist ; b. Tubingen ; laid 
foundation of sexual theory of 
plants in Epistola de sexu Planta- 
rtim (1694). 

Cam'eron, Sir David Young 
(1865— ), Soot, painter and 

etcher; 6. Glasgow ; r.s.a., 1918; 
R.A., 1920; knighted, 1924; royal 
painter and limner in Scotland 
from 1932. His pictures and etch- 
ings arc to be found in many 
public galleries at home and 
abroad ; wi Ih William Strang, 
illustrated with etchings The Com- 
pleat Angler (1902). 

Cameron, Richard (c. 1648- 
80), Scot. Covenantor ; 6. Falk- 
land, Fife, where he became school- 
master ; preached in Clydesdale 
and Annandale ; took refuge in 
Holland, 1678-80 ; on return, 
issued, with others, the Sanquhar 
Declaration ; slain in skirmish at 
Alrd’s Moss.

Cameron, Verney Lovett 
(1844-94), Brit, traveller ; h. 
Dorsetshire; was first European 
to cross Africa from east to west, 
1873-75 : pub.

Cammaerts, Emile (1878- ), 

Belgian author ; b. Brussels ; 
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settled in England, 1908 ; trans. 
vols. of Ruskiu into French ; 
author of Beiaiait Poems (1915), 
New Belgian Poems (iqi?), Mcs~ 
sines and other Poems (igiS), 
Pohnes Intimes (1922), Les Bellini 
(1927), etc, 

Camoens [kd'mo-ens) (or Ca- 
MOEs), Luis oe (1524-80), Portu- 
gal's greatest poet ; h. Lisbon, 
of noble descent ; graduated at 
Coimbra Univ. ; removed to 
Lisbon and fell in love with 
Donna Caterina de Ataide, but 
her father forbade their union. 
Camoens remained true to her, 
and celebrated his love in his 

oems. Banished from Lisbon, 

e entered the army, and at Ceuta 
lost his right eye in a skirmish. 
Ho returned to Lisbon in 1550, 
and seems to have led a dis- 
orderly life ; was imprisoned for 
assault upon a royal servant ; 
wa.s released on volunteering for 
service in India, 1553, In India 
wrote his masterpiece, The Ln- 
siads, on the explorations of Vasco 
da Gama. Returned to Lisbon, 
1570 ; the poem appeared, 1572, 
and was an iniiiiediate success. 
But the remainder of Camoens’s 
life was passed in poverty, and he 
died of plague in a public hospital.

1639), Ital, philosopher and poet ; 
was for some time a Dominican ;

rebel against Span, tyranny in 
Naples ; liberated in 1629 ; found 
a patron in the Pope, and later in 
Richelieu.

Campbell (ham'bel), Sir Comn, 
Baron Clyde (1792-1863), Brit,

Mutiny he relieved 
Lucknow, pacified N. India, and 
organized successful campaign in 
central districts. 

Campbell, Gordon (1886- ), 

Scot, sailor ; served in Great 
War and was awarded v.c., 
1917, for his exploits with ‘ Mys- 
tery Ships ’ ; rear-admiral, and 
retired, 1928. M.P. for Burnley 
since 1931. 

Campbell, John Francis (1821- 
85), Scot, writer, known as 
‘ Campbell of Islay ’ ; author of 
Popular Tales of the West High- 
lands (1860-2), best collection of 
genuine Gaelic folk-talcs ; inventor 
of sunshine recorder. 

Campbell, Sir Malcolm [1885- 
), Brit, motorist ; b. Chisle- 
hurst ; created world’s motor 
speed record on land (301 m.p.h.) 
on Daytona Beach, Florida, 1935. 

Campbell, Mrs. Patrick 
(Beatrice Stella Tanner), 
(1865- ), Eng. actress ; first 

success at Adclphi Theatre, 1892 ; 
created the part of Secot:d Mrs. 
Tanqueray (1893) at St. James’s. 
Has played with Beerbohm Tree, 
Forbes-Robertson, and Sarah 
Bernhardt. Toured U.S.A, 
Created Eliza Doolittle in Pyg- 
malion, by Bernard Shaw (1914).

Campbell, Reginald John 
(1867- ), Eng. preacher; 6. 

London ; succeeded Dr. Parker 
at City Temple, 1903 ; pub. The 
NewTheology (1907), which aroused 
controversy ; entered Church of 
England, 1915 ; vicar of Christ 
Church, London, 1917-21 ; canon 
of Chichester, 1930. 

Campbell, Roy (1902- ), S. 

African poet ; b. Natal ; educated 
Oxford ; The Flaming Terrapin 
(1924) established his reputation ; 
Wayzgoose (1928) is a satire on 
the minor writers of his native 
country. 

Campbell, Thomas (1777-1844), 
Scot, poet ; b. Glasgow ; settled 
inEdiuhurgh, 1797. The Pleasures 
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of Hope appeared in 1799. Its 
success was immediate. His 
patriotic lyrics, ' Ye Mariners of 
England ’ and ‘ The Battle of tlie 
Baitio," are amongst the finest in 
the language.

Camphell, William Wilfred 
(1860-1919), Can. poet; 6. in 
Ontario ; worhs, wliich show a 
strong love of Nature and a fer- 
vid patriotism, include Collected

Camphell - Bannennan, Sir 
Henry (1836-1908), Brit, states- 
man ; b. Glasgow ; m.f. for 
Stirling Burghs from 1868 to 
death j held various important 
state offices in successive Liberal 
governments between 1870 and 
1895, including War Office, 1892- 
95 ; strongly disapproved of Boer 
war, which caused split in Liberal 
party, and won him much un- 
popularity, but after crushing 
defeat of the Unionists, igo6, he 
became prime minister, and held 
office till 1908. Chief features of 
his administration wore granting 
of constitution and responsible 
government to Transvaal, and 
the Trades Dispute Act, igo6.

Ganipeggio {kdm-pedfd)^ Lo- 
renzo (1464-1539), Ital. cardinal ; 
b. Milan; made Bishop of Salis- 
bury by Henry viii. ; was also 
Archbishop of Bologna; chiefly 
notorious for his connection with 
tlie divorce of Catherine of Aragon. 

Camphausen (hamp'hou-zen), 
Wilhelm (1818-85), Ger, artist; 
b. Diisseldorf ; famous for his 
battle pictures ; also portraits of 
modern Ger. celebrities, 

Cam'pion, Edmund (1540-81), 
Eng. Jesuit ; 6, London ; took 
orders in the Church of England, 
but in 1571 joined the Jesuits ; 
was sent with Robert Parsons 
to conduct a mission in England, 
1580, and drew crowds to his 


meetings ; executed at Tyburn ; 
beatified 1886. 

Campion, Thomas (1567-1620), 
Eng. poet and musician ; b. 
London ; his several Booties of 
Ayres (words and music by him- 
self) constitute his title to Ijo 
considered in the front rank of 
Jacobean lyric poets ; also wrote 
number of masques. 

Canipoamot y Campoosorio 
{idm-po-a-mor e kiim-po-o-so're-d), 
Ramon de (1819-1901), Span, 
poet ; b. in Asturias ; claimed to 
be the creator of two new kinds 
of poetry — the dolom, a poem 
illustrating some moral or philo- 
sophical idea, and the peuqeno 
poetna, a kind of novel in verse ; 
his best productions arc un- 
doubtedly his lyrical works, such 
as Obras PoeHoas (1900), marked 
by polished diction and subtle 
thought. 

Cantpomanes {hiim-po-miin'es), 
Pedro Rodriguez, Conde de 
(i733"i8o2), Span, statesman and 
economist ; h. Asturias ; pub. 
Discurso sobre el Fomento de Ui 
Industria Popular (1774) ; was 
founder of Span. National Ban];, 
and opened ports to foreign trade. 

Cam'poB, Aesenio Martinez 
de (1831-1900), Span, general; 
b. Segovia ; restored Alfonso xii. 
to Span, throne ; during minority 
of Alfonso XIII. was trusted ad- 
viser of queen-regent. 

Canale (ft«-f!«'ie) (or Canaletto), 
Antonio (1697-1768), architec- 
tnral painter of Venice. National 
Gallery, London, has ten of his 
Venetian pictui'es ; other examples 
are in the Wallace Collection, and 
at Edinburgh and Dublin. 

Candace [Uan'da-se), hereditary 
title of queens of Moroi* in Upper 
Nubia; specifically applied (i) 
to a queen who twice invaded 
Egypt in 22 n.c. and was twice 
defeated by Rom. general Petro- 
uius, and (2) to the Queen of 
Ethiopia whose treasurer Philip 
converted to Christianity (Acts 8). 
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Cand'lish, Robert Smith (1806- 
73), Scot, theologian ; b. Edin- 
burgh ; prof, of divinity, New 
Coll., Edinburgh, and some time 
principal. One of leaders of the 
Disruption party, 18/13. 

Can'ning, George (1770-1827), 
Eng. statesman ; b. London ; 
educated Eton and Oxford ; M.r. 
for Newport, Isle of Wight, 1794 ; 
made ropulation by speeches in 
support of abolition of slave trade ; 
foreign secretary, 1807 ; president 
of Board of Control, iSid ; foreign 
secretary and leader of House of 
Commons, 1822 ; prime minister, 
in succession to Lord I.iverpool, 
1827 ; one of the most brilliant 
and witty orators of his time ; 
liis fame as a statesman rests 
chiefly on his foreign policy, 
1822-7, when he exerted all his 
influence in support of all national 
and liberal movements in Europe.

Cannizzaro {kd-nct-sd'rd), 
Stanislao (1826-1910), Ital. 
chemist ; b. Palermo ; prof, of 
chemistry, Alexandria, Genoa, 
Palermo, and Rome ; chief work 
lay in establishing difference 
between atomic and molecular 
weights. 

Can'o, Alonzo (1601-67), Span, 
painter, sculptor, and architect ; 
b. Granada ; court painter to 
Philip IV. ; most of Iiis pictures 
are in Seville. 

Cano, Juan Sebastian del 
{d. 1526), Span, circumnavigator 
of the globe ; sailed with Magellan, 
after whose death he commanded 
expedition from Philippines home, 
1521-2. 

Cano'va, Antonio (1757-1822), 
Ital. sculptor ; 6. near Treviso ; 
revived the art of classic sculpture. 
First great work was Deedalus 
and learns. Went to Rome, 1780, 
and produced Theseus vanquishing 
Idle Minotaur, Psyche and the 
Butterfly, Perseus with the Head 

(4,164) 


o/Mcdasa (Vatican). Ho modelled 
a statue of Napoleon, and in 
1815 obtained the restoration of 
the Ital. treasures removed by the 
latter; created Marquess of Ischia, 
i8i6. After i8ig he executed 
some of his greatest works. Her- 
cules and Lichas ranks as his most 
sublime achievement, Hebe his 
most gi-aoeful work, and the 
monument to the Archduchess 
Maria Christina his finest. The 
Louvre in Paris has his celebrated 
Cupid and Psyche.

Canrobert {kon-ro-lar'], Fran- 
cois Certain (1809-95), Fr. mar- 
shal ; b. in Lot ; commanded 
division at the Alma, and was 
afterwards commander-in-chief of 
Fr. army ; distinguished himself 
at Magenta and Solferino, after- 
wards at Worth and Gravelotte. 

Cantemir [kan'te-mer], Demet- 
rius (1673-1723), prince of 
Moldavia and historian ; prince of 
Moldavia for one year ; on his 
defeat by the Turks, 1711, he 
retired to live in Russia ; an 
expert in the chief Oriental 
languages ; works include History 
of the Growth and Decay of the 
Ottoman Empire (Eng. trans. by 
N. Tindal, 1756) and Descriptio 
Moklavice (1769), the first descrip- 
tion of Moldavia. 

Can'ute the Great, or Cnot 
( c. 995-1035), King of England ; 
son of Sweyn Forkbeard of 
Denmark. On the death of his 
father, 1014, who had oompellccl 
the English to accept him as king, 
the English restored Ethelred. 
Canute at once made war upon 
Ethelred, who died 1016, and 
continued the struggle against 
Edmund Ironside, his successor. 
Upon Edmund’s death, 1017, 
(janute was accepted as King of 
all England. He became King 
of Demnark on his brother’s death, 
1019, acquired the throne of 
Norway by conquest, 1028, and 
received the homage of the 
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King of Scotland, 1031. He 
ruled England as a native ruler, 
conciliating the clergy by his 
liberality, and securing his posi- 
tion still further by the creation 
of a standing army. The four 
earldoms, Wessex, Mercia, East 
Anglia, Northumbria, were formed 
by him, 1017. 

Capahlano'a, Josil R. (1888- 
), chess player; b. Cuba; 
educated Cuba and Columbia 
Unlv., New York ; chess champion 
of the world, 192 1-7 ; author of 
My Chess Career and Chess 
Fundameiiials (1921). 

Capek' [chap'ek), Kakel (tSgo- 
), Czech dramatist and novel- 
ist ; b. Bohemia ; plays include 
his ‘ robot ’ play, R. U. R. (Eng. 
trans. 1923), and The Life of the 
Insects (Eng. trans. 1923), both 
satirical, the one of the niechauical 
tendency of civilization, the other 
of modern society ; novels include 
Painful Tales (1920), a collection 
of short stories, and Krakatit 
(Eng. trans. 1925) ; other works 
include Letters from England 
(rg27), The Gardener's Year and 
Letters from Spain (1931). 

Caprivi (kd-pre've), Georo Leo 
VON, Count (1831-99), Gcr. 
soldier and statesman ; b. Char- 
lottenburg ; served with dis- 
tinction in Dan., Austrian, and 
Franco-Ger. campaigns ; suc- 
ceeded Bismarck as chancellor 
and foreign minister, 1890. 

Caiaoal'la, Marcus Aurelius 
Antoninus (A.n. 186-217),, Rom. 
emperor ; son of Septimius Se- 
verus ; noted for his cruelties and 
extravagance ; ravaged Mesopo- 
tamia and destroyed tombs of 
Farthian Icings ; built Arch of 
Septimius Severus in Forum. 

Carao'faous, or Carapoc, Brit, 
chieftain who hold Rom. invaders 
at hay (c. a.d. 48-50), but was 
later taken prisoner and sent to 
Rome. 

Caran d’Ache (kd-rda d'ash) 
(1858-1909), pseudonym of Em- 


manuel Poire, Fr. caricaturist ; 
b. Moscow ; contributed political 
cartoons to Figaro ; won great 
fame by L' Epopee, a series of 
over 2,000 portraits of the cele- 
brated men who helped to win 
Napoleon’s victories ; during the 
Panama scandal his Carnet de 
cheques made a great sensation.

Car'digan, James Thomas Beu- 
deNELL, 7tii Earl op (i7g7- 
1868), Brit, soldier; b. plamble- 
den, Bucks ; of an overbearing 
temper, but of undoubted courage, 
he led the famous charge of the 
‘ Light Brigade ’ at Balaldava. 

Carducci [kar-doo'che), Giosui; 
(1836-1907), one of greatest Ital. 
poets; h. Val-di-Castello, Tus- 
cany ; prof, of literature, Bologna ; 
followed classic tradition ; his 
Hymn to Satan mai'lcs his strong 
republican convictions ; other 
poetic works include Decemiali 
(1871), Nuove Poesie (1873), and 
Odi barbare (1877-S9) ; his lyrical 
verse has not been surpassed since 
Catullus.

Card'well, Edward, Viscount 
(1813-86), Eng. statesman ; b. 
Liverpool ; as secretary for war, 
1868, proved himself a great 
military reformer, instituting 
short-service system and army 
reserve. 

Carm {hd'ri or kar-00') , Richard 
(1555-1620), Eng. antiquary and 
translator ; b, in Cornwall ; trans. 
first five cantos of Tasso's Jeru- 
salem Delivered (1594), and pub. 
Survey of Cornuiall (1603), 

Carew, Thomas (1595-i:. 1639), 
Eng. poet ; b. in Kent ; aban- 
doned law for court employment, 
and was much favoured by 
Charles i. ; one of most brilliant 
of Cavalier poets, he will live by 
virtue of a few incomparable lyrics. 
Ca'iey, Henry (d. 1743), Eng, 
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poet and musician ; chiefly re- 
nicmhered for his songs, of which 
‘ Saily in our Alley ’ is best 
known ; authorship of ‘ God Save 
the King ’ claimed for him, but 
without good grounds. 

Carey, William (1761-1834), 
Eng. missionary ; b. in Northants ; 
one of founders of the Baptist 
Missionary Soc. ; went as mis- 
sionary to India ; trans. Bible 
into Sanskrit, Punjabi, Bengali, 
and other languages and dialects, 
of which he compiled dictionaries.

Cargill (kar-gil'), Donald (1610- 
81), Scot. Covenanter ; b. Rat- 
tray, Perthshire ; minister of 
Barony parish, Glasgow, 1655, 
but ejected 1660 ; became field 
preacher, was wounded at Both- 
well Bridge, and joined Richard 
Cameron in issuing Sanqiihar 
Declaration ; executed in Edin- 
burgh, ifiSr. 

Carisbrooiie, Alexander At- 
DERT MoUNTRATTEN, 1 ST MAR- 
QUESS OF (1886- ), eldest son 

o'f Princess Beatrice, youngest 
daughter of Queen Victoria, and 
Princo Henry of Battenlicrg; 
entered array, 1911, and served 
during Great War (1914-18). 
Assumed surname of Mountbatten 
and created Marquess of Caris- 
brooke, 1917. 

Carlin {liar-icin'), Emilia (1807- 
92), Swed. novelist ; 6. Strbmstad ; 
works include Gustaf Lindorm 
(1353), Professor’s Favourites 
(1843), The Maiden’s Tomer (1853). 
[Autobiography (1878).] 

Caileton, William (1794-1869), 
Irish novelist ; b. Clogher, Tyrone ; 
remembered for his Traits and 
Stories of the Irish Peasantry 
(1830-33) ; one of the most real- 
istic of Irish writors, 

Carlile, Wilson (1847- ), 

Eng. churchman and social worker; 
b. Brixton ; founder of Church 
Army, a working man’s mission 
for rescue of outcasts of society ; 
appointed prebendary of St. Paul’s 


Cathedral, 1906, Companion of 
Honour, 1926. 

Carlos, Don (1545-6S), son of 
Philip II. of Spain, was of vicious 
character and feeble intellect ; 
imprisoned by his father, and 
died mysteriously. He has been 
made the theme of many dramas, 
including Schiller’s famous tragedy 
Don Carlos. 

Carlos I. (1863-1908), King of 
Portugal; succcedod, 18S9 ; de- 
termined to assert power of crown, 
suspended tlie constitution, 1907, 
and appointed a dictator ; was 
assassinated in Lisbon, together 
with his eldest son, Louis, 1908. 

Carlyle, Alexander (1722- 
1805), Scot, preacher ; b. Dumfries- 
shire ; minister of Inveresk, 1748- 
1805 ; his Autobiography is valu- 
able commentary on life of his 
period ; friend of Adam Smith, 
David Hume, etc. 

Carlyle, Thomas (1795-18S1), 
Scot, iiistorian, essayist, and 
philosopher ; t.Eoclefeohan, Dum- 
friesshire; educated at parish 
school, Annan Academy, and 
Edinburgh Univ. ; intended enter- 
ing the ministry, but abandoned 
the idea, and became mathe- 
matical master a t Annan Academy, 
and later in Kirkcaldy, where he 
formed a lasting friendship with 
Edward Irving. In 1818 Carlyle 
returned to Edinhurgli, where he 
studied law. He next embarked 
upon a literary career ; wrote 
articles for Edinburgh Enoyclo- 
pcedia, trans. Legendre’s Geom- 
etry, and also wrote his Life of 
Schiller, and trans. Goethe’s Wil- 
helm Meister. Pie visited London 
and Paris, making the acquaint- 
ance of Coleridge, Hazlitt, and 
others. In 1826 he married Jane 
Baillie Welsh, 1801-66, and set 
up house in Edinburgh, where he 
became a contributor to Edin- 
burgh Review, Two years later 
Carlyle moved to his wife’s small 
estate at Craigenputtock, Dum- 
friesshire, and wrote Sartor Re- 
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sartus. la 1834 the Carlyles 
settled finally at Choyne Row, 
Chelsea. His masterly French 
devolution was published 1837, 
Sartor Resartus (1838), Chartism 
(1839), Heroes and Hero-Worship 
(1841), Past and Present (1843), 
Oliver Cromwell [1845), Latter- 
Day Pamphlets (1850), Frederick 
the Great (1858-65). In 1865 
Carlvle was elected lord rector 
of Edinburgh Univ. ; the sudden 
death of his wife, 1866, over- 
shadowed the rest of his life. 
Carlyle exercised a most powerful 
influence upon the literary, ethical, 
and political views of his time. 
His work is remarkable for its 
qualities of humour, sarcasm, and 
profound insight, and its vivid 
and picturesque stylo. Carlyle 
was often irritable, hasty, and in- 
considerate, afflicted as he rvas 
by chronic dyspepsia, yet these 
defects scarcely served to hide a 
noble and tender nature.

Carnegie, Andrew (1835-1919), 
Scot.-Amor. millionaire and phi- 
lanthropist ; b. Dunfermline ; emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania. Through 
his business abiUty in the iron, and 
Steel industries, oil, railways, etc., 
he rose from poverty to great 
wealth. He devoted a large part 
(estimated at £70,000,000) of his 
fortune to useful purposes, in- 
cluding gifts of public libraries 
throughout Britain and America ; 
churdi organs to Scot, churches ; 


swimming baths ; a large grant to 
Scot, universities ; provided pm- 
sioiis (or professors in U.S.A., Can- 
ada, and Newfoundland; founded 
Carnegie. Institutes, Pittsburgh and 
Washington ; ' Hero Funds ’ ; a 
palace at The Hague for the Court 
of Arbitration ; and numerous 
minor benefactions in America and 
Dunfermline. Author of several 
works, including Triumphant De- 
mocracy (1886), Gospel of Wealth 
(igoo), and Problems of To-day 
(1908).

Carnot [kdr-na'), Lazare Nico- 
las Marguerite (1753-1823), Fr. 
general ; b. in Cote-d’Or ; organ- 
izer of victory for revolutionary 
armies in early days of Revolu- 
tion ; voted for death of king, 
and as minister of war oho.se 
Bonaparte for Ital. campaign ; 
afterwards opposed him ; minister 
of interior during Hundred Day.s ; 
spent his later years in scientific 
study. 

Carnot, Marie Franqois Sadi 
(1837-94), president of Fr. re- 
public ; b, Limoges ; minister of 
public works, 1880 ; minister of 
finance, 1885 : president, 1887. 
His term of office, which included 
the opening of the Paris Exhibi- 
tion, 1889, proved very popular. 
He was assassinated by an Ital. 
anarchist at Lyons. 

Carnot, Nicholas LiSonard 
Sadi (1796-1832), Fr. physicist ; 
b. Paris ; founded science of 
thermo-djmamios ; author of £e- 
flexions sur la Puissance motricc 
du Feu (1824). 

Carol, Kmc of Romania. See 
under Charles. 

Caioline, Amelia Elizabeth 
(1768-1821), queen of George iv., 
w^ daughter of Duke of Bruns- 
wick. She and her husband 
separated soon after their marriage, 
and on his accession George had 
her name omitted from the liturgy 
and unsuccessfully attempted to 
procure a divorce ; she was ex- 
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eluded from the coronation cere- 
mony, and died nineteen days 
later, the object of much popular 
sympathy. 

Caroline Willielmina or Ans- 
PACH (1683-1737)1 George ii.'s 
queen ; supported Sir Robert 
Walpole and was a patron of 
literature and the Church. 

Carolus-Duran {Mr'o-ltis-doo- 
mn), pseudonym of Charles 
Auguste Emile Durand (1837- 
1917), famous Fr. portrait painter ; 
established studio in Paris, which 
attracted many brilliant pupils, 
including J. S. Sargent ! painted 
St. Frauds of Assisi, V Assassins, 
Lady with the Glove, a portrait of 
his wife, etc. 

Carpaccio {har-pat'cho), Vittore 
(c. 14S0-C. r.iaa), Venetian painter, 
exloiled by Ruskin ; finest works : 
The Presentation m the Temple, 
the Si. Ursula series, and that of 
Saints Tryphan, Jerome, and 
George. 

Carpenter, Edward (1844-1929), 
democratic author and poet ; b, 
Brighton ; became fellow and 
lecturer at Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, but abandoned these ap- 
pointments on adopting Socialist 
views ; eventually exorcised a 
very wide influence ; his writings 
include Towards Democracy (1883 ; 
enlarged ed. 1902), Love's Coming 
of Age (i8g6), and My Days and 
Dreams, an autobiography (1916). 

Carpenter, Mary (1807-77), 
Eng. social reformer ; b. Exeter ; 
founder of reformatory schools in 
England ; devoted her life to the 
service of destitute children, and 
was largely instrumental in secur- 
ing the passing of the Juvenile 
Offenders Act, 1854. 

Carpentier {kar-petn-tyd’), 
Georges (1894- ), Ft. boxer ; 

b. Lens ; in rgi3 fought Bom- 
bardier Wells, defeating him sen- 
sationally in 72 seconds ; knocked 
out Joe Beckot, 1910 ; defeated 
by Jack Dempsey, 1921. 

Carpini {Mr-pe'ne), Joannes de 


Piano (13th cent.), priest and 
explorer; sent in 1245 by Pope 
Innocent iv. on mission to the 
Mongols ; his account of his 
journey, partly made use of by 
Hakluyt, 1598, is contained in his 
Liber Tartarorum. 

Carracoi {Mr~a'che), Ludovico 
(i 555 -“i 6 i 9 ), and his nephews, 
Agostino (1557-1602) and Anni- 
bale (1560-1609), Ital. artists; 
b. Bologna ; founders of Eclectic 
school ; their work is distinguished 
by correct technique, large design, 
and fine figure-drawing ; nine 
works by Ludovico are in National 
Gallery. 

Carranza {kdr-dnt'm), Venus- 
xiANO (1859-1920), President of 
Mexico; 6. in Coahuila ; in igii 
became governor of his native 
state ; after murder of President 
Madero, 1913, and the fall of his 
successor Huerta, Carranza be- 
came provisional president, and 
established his capital at Her- 
mosillo ; moved his government 
to Vera Cruz, 1914, and recog- 
nized as president, 1915, though 
not formally elected till 1917 ; 
rebellion broke out under Obregon, 
igzo, and Carranza was treacher- 
ously shot. 

Carrel', Alexis (1873- ), 

Fr. surgeon ; b. Lyons ; went to 
America and caiTied on research 
at uiiiv. of Chicago ; appointed 
member of Rockfcller Institute 
for Medical Research, 1912 ; 
Nobel Prize in physiology and 
medicine, 1912 ; during Great 
War, with Henry D. Dakin, devised 
a scheme for the sterilization of 
extensive wounds, known as ‘ La 
MUhode d'irrigation intermittent e 
Carrel ' ; awarded the Nordhoff 
Jung Cancer Prize, 1931. 

Carrick, Thomas (1802-75). Eng. 
miniature painter ; b. near Car- 
lisle ; was first a chemist, but 
gave this up for miniature painting; 
had many distinguished sitters, 
including Sir Robert Peel, Words- 
worth. Longfellow, and Carlyle. 
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CarroU, Lewis, See Dodoson, 
Charles. 

Catson, Edward Henry, B\ron 
(1854-1933), Irish Unionist poli- 
tician and leader ; b. Duncaim, 
County Antrim ; m.p., 1892-1918 ; 
solicitor-general, igoq-6 ; attor- 
ney-general, 1915 I first lord of 
Admiralty, rgiy ; member of War 
Cabinet, igiy-i8 ; leader and 
inspirer of Ulster Anti-Home 
Rule campaign against the Parlia- 
ment Act, 1912-13 ; accepted 
reluctantly Home Rule Bill of 
1920. 

Carstares, William (r64g-i7i5). 
Scot, statesman and preacher ; 
h. Cathcart, Glasgow ; went to 
Utrecht and became confidant 
of William of Orange and court 
chaplain ; most influential person 
in Scot, affairs from 1688 till 1702 ; 
later principal of Edinburgh Univ., 
and a strong promoter of the 
Union. 

Carta, Rickard d’Oylv (1844- 
1901), Eng. theatrical manager 
and producer ; b. Soho, London ; 
produced at Savoy Theatre Gil- 
bert and Sullivan's comic operas, 
ahly assisted by his rvife. 

Carter, Howard (1873- ), 

Eng. Egyptologist ; b. Swaffham ; 
on staff of Egyptian Atchosological 
Survey ; subsequently carried out 
explorations on behalf of Earl 
of Carnarvon. Discovered tomb 
of Tut-anhh-Amen, 1923, 

Car'teret, Sir George (1610- 
80), Eng. royalist ; b. Jersey ; 
as lieut.-gov. of Jersey carried 
on campaign against Common- 
wealth until compelled to sur- 
render, 1651. After the Restora- 
tion was rewarded by grants of 
land in America. New Jersey was 
named in his honour. 

Carteret, John. See Granville. 

Cartier {kdr-iyd.'), Sir Georges 
Etienne (1814-73), Can. states- 
man ; 6. Quebec ; from 1858-52 
was, with Sir John Macdonald, 
joint premier of Canada; secured 
entry of Quebec into federation, 


1867 ; promoted Grand Trunk 
and Can. Pacific Rys. 

Cartier, Jacques (1491-155?), 
Er. navigator ; b. St. Malo ; the 
‘ Columbus ' of Canada ; made 
throe voyages to America in r534, 
1536, and i5/ii, in the course of 
which he discovered the St. 
Lawrence R., and explored it as 
far as the site of Montreal. 

Carton, Richard Ci.aode (for- 
merly Cripchett) (1853-1928), 
Eng. dramatist ; b. London ; wrote 
chiofty cotncilies, best knosvn in- 
cluding The Home Secretary, 
Lord and Lady Algy, and Lady 
Huntworth’s Experiment. 

Cartwright, Edmund (1743- 
1823), Eng. clergyman and in- 
ventor ; b. Marnhani, Notts ; 
invented the power-loom, for 
which Parliament voted him 
£10,000 ; also a wool-combing 
machine ; pub. two vols, of poems, 

Caruso {ka-roo'sS), Enrico (1874- 
1921), Ital. operatic tenor ; b, 
Naples ; first great success in 
La Bohinie at Monte Carlo, 1898 ; 
performed in many cities of 
Europe and America ; possessed 
a voice of wonderful quality, 
sweetness, and power. 

Carvajol, Antonio Fernandez 
d. 1659), Port. Jew : was the 
irst naturalized Eng. Jew, and 
was often employed by Cromwell ; 
may he called the founder of 
Jewish community in England. 

Ca'ry, Henry Francis (1772- 
1844), Eng. author and translator ; 
6. Gibraltar ; famous for trans. 
of Dante’s Divina Commedia 
(i8o5-t4).

Casahian'oa. (t) Raphael, 
Comte de (1738-1835), Fr. general; 
served under the revolutionary 
government in Italy, 1794-8 ; 
rejoined Napoleon during the 
Hundred Days. (2) Louis (1762- 
98), nephew of the above ; suc- 
ceeded Admiral Brueys in com- 
mand of Orient at battle of the 
Nile. His son, Jacques, aged 
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ten, was hero of Mrs. Heinaiis’s 
poem. 

Casals, Pablo (1876- ), vio- 

loncellist and composer ; b. near 
Barcelona, where he made his 
first public appearance in 1S89 ; 
first Eng. appearance, 1898, since 
when he has acquired world-wide 
reputation ; has piA. two sym- 
phonic poems and chamber music. 

Casaubon {Ita-saiu'boii), Isaac 
{1559 -1614), Swiss classical scliolai-; 
6. Geneva, of Huguenot parentage ; 
prof, of Greek at Geneva and 
Montpellier ; librarian in Paris to 
Henry iv., 1598 ; came to London, 
and was made prebendary of 
Canterbury, 1610. His merits as 
a commentator arc very great. 
Ho ed. Aristotle, Theophrastus, 
Strabo, Theocritus, Suetonius, etc.

Caaemont, Rooer David (1864- 
1916), Brit, consular servant ; b. 
Kingstown, Iicland ; served in 
Port.

rubber industry in Congo and 
Peru; knighted 1911 ; during 
Great War was in Germany 
urging Irish prisoners to serve 
against Britain ; captured off 
coast of Kerry, tried for high 
treason, and executed. 

Casimir-Pfirier (ka-si-mer - per- 
ya '), Jean Paul Pierre (1847- 
1907), Fr. statesman ; b. Paris ; 
prime minister and minister for 
foreign affairs, 1893-4 ; president 
1894, after assassination of Pres- 
ident Carnot, but resigned six 
months later. 

Cas'lon, William (1692-1766), 
the first great Eng. typefounder; 
b. Cradley, Worcestershire ; em- 
ployed by most of the leading 
publishers of his time because of 
the clearness and legibility of his 
type, which he modelled after the 
Elzevir pattern. 

Cassel, Sir Ernest Joseph 
(1852-1921), financier ; b. Cologne ; 


financed the great Assuan dam 
in Egypt, the Swed. railways, the 
Central London Tube Ry. ; as- 
sisted in negotiating three state 
loans for Mexico, and raised a 
loan for China after the war with 
Japan ; contributed geiierously 
to various charities. 

Oassell, John (1817-65), Eng. 
publisher ; b. Manchester ; self- 
educated ; went to London, 1836 ; 
set up as tea and coffee merchant, 
1847, and 1850 turned publisher ; 
founder of Cassell, Fetter, and 
Galpin, now Cassell and Co., Ltd. 

Cassius,. Gaius [ d . 42 n.c.), 
Rom. prictor ; member of a 
plebeian family which had once 
held patrician rank; one of the 
murderers of Julius Ca’sar. 

CassiyeUaunus [kas-i-vel-ou'nus), 
Brit, chieftain, ruling country 
north of Tliames ; offered a 
valiant defence to Julius Ciesar 
during his second invasion, .s.; b.c. ; 
compelled to capitulate and prom- 
ise tribute to the conqueror. 

Castelar (kas-td-Uir'), Emilio 
( 1832-99), Span, statesman; b. 
Cadiz ; prof, of history and 
philosophy, univ. of Madrid, 1856- 
65, being removed for his re- 
publican sympathies ; defeated in 
rising of 1866, he escaped to 
France, returning 1868 ; assisted 
in downfall of King Amadeus, 
1873, and appointed dictator by 
the Cortes ; compelled to resign, 
1874 ; publications include in 
Formula del Progreso, Hisioria 
del Movimiento liepublicano eu 
Europa. 

Castell'o-Branoo, Camillo, Vis- 
count of Co RKEl a-Boteliio (1825- 
90), Port, author, most national 
of modern Port, writers ; produced 
over 200 vols., chiefly novels. 

Castelnau [kiis-tel-no'), Edouard 
DE CuRiiiRES DE (1S51- ), Fr. 

soldier ; b. in Aveyron ; fought 
in. Franco-Prussian War, 1870-1 ; 
at outbreak of the Great War 
took command of the army of 
Lorraine, subsequently transferred 
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to 7th Army, and oonduoted Fr. 
offensive in Champagne, iqij ; 
was entrusted with defence of 
Verdun ; towards close of the 
war became commander of tlie 
eastern army group, and was 
present at the entry of the 
French into Strasbourg, 1918. 

CastigUone [kas-tel-yo'na), Bm.- 
DASSAEE (1478-1529), Ital. diplo- 
matist and author ; b. near 
Mantua ; known as ‘ the perfect 
courtier ’ ; sent by Duke of 
Urhino on a mission to Henry vii. 
of England. He wrote Latin and 
Ital. poems of rare quality, and 
II Cortegiano (1528), one of the 
greatest prose works of the 16th 
cent., describing the ideal Ital. 
gentleman of the Renaissance 
(trans. 1928). 

Castlereagh {kas'el-ra). Vis- 
count. Sea Londonderry, 2nd 
Marquess of. 

Catena Ika-li'-nil), Vincenzo di 
Biagio (c. i 47 o--i 53 i)j Ithl. 

painter ; b. Venice ; pupil of 
Giovanni Bellini ; painter of 
portraits and of religious pictures ; 
among his works ate Virgin and 
Child, (Walker Gallery, Liverpool), 
Si. Jerome in his Study and 
Madonna and Child tailh kneeling 
Warrior (National Gallery). 

Cateshy, Robert (i5>3-i6o5), 
Eng. conspirator j b, Lapworth, 
Warwickshire ; of good family 
and abilities ; organized the Gun- 
powder Plot, 1605 : on discovery 
he attempted to escape, but was 
overtaken and shot. 

Cathoart'. (i) Wii.t.iam Sciiaw, 
1ST Eari. (1755-1843), Brit, 
general ; b. Petersham, Surrey ; 
served in America, Flanders, and 
Germany ; commander-in-chief in 
Ireland, 1803 ; commanded Co- 
penhagen expedition, 1807 ; am- 
bassador to Russia, 1813-14. 
(2) Sir George (1794-1854), Eng. 
soldier ; son of above ; b. London ; 
Wellin^on’s aide-de-camp at 
Quatre Bras and Waterloo ; 
governor and commander-in-chief 


of Cape Colonj', 1852-3 ; served 
in Crimea, and was killed at 
Infccrman. 

Cath'er, Willa Sibert (1876- 
), Amer. author ; b. in Vir- 
ginia ; associate-editor, McClure’s 
Magazine (1Q00-12) ; 0 Pioneers / 
(1913) established her reputation ; 
subsequent vols. are My Antonia 
(igrS), One of Ours (1922), A 
Lost Lady (1923), The Professor’s 
House (1925), Death comes for the 
Archbishop (1927), Shadows on 
the Rock (1931), and Obscure 
Destinies (1932). 

Catherine or Alexandria, St. 
(4th cent.), upbraided the Em- 
peror Maximinus for his cruelties 
and worship of false gods ; mar- 
tyred at Alexandria, bound to a 
‘ spiked wheel,’ witli which she 
is commonly represented ; her 
feast day is Nov. 25. 

Catherine or Aragon (1485- 
issd), first wife of Henry viii. ; 
daughter of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella of Castile and Aragon ; 
married, when sixteen, Arthur, 
Prince of Wales, who died 1502 ; 
subsequently married his brother, 
FIcnry viii., isog, to whom she 
bore six children. Queen Mary i. 
being the only one who survived. 
In 1529 Henry began to doubt 
legality of papal dispensation 
which had enabled him to marry 
Catherine. When the Pope 
would not gi-ant a divorce, the 
king broke with Rome, and Cran- 
mer in 1533 declared the parties 
no longer man and wife.

Catherine of Braganza (1638- 
1705), queen-consort of Charles 
II. of England ; daughter of 
John rv. of Portugal, who settled 
Bombay upon her at her mar- 
riage ; returned to Portugal, 1692.

Catherine of Siena, St. (1347- 
80), dedicated herself to the 
religions life from her seventh 
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year ; took a promiiiont pail in the 
religious controversies of her day ; 
she nursed the plague-stricken, and 
was venerated for her gentleness ; 
‘ one of the most wonderful women 
that have over lived.’

Catherine of Vai.ois (1401-37), 
queen-consort of Henry v. of 
England ; daughter of Charles 
VI. of France ; in accordance 
with Treaty of Troyes she married 
Henry, 1420. After Henry’s death, 
1, 1 23, she married Owen Tudor, by 
whom she had three sons, one 
of whom, Edmund, was the 
father of Henry vii. 

Catherine I. (1680-1727), Em- 
press of Russia : daughter of a 
peasant ; mistress, then wife, of 
Peter the Great. After his death, 
1735, she became empress in her 
own right. 

Catherine II. (1729-96), Em- 
press of Russia, generally called 
C.vTiiEBiNE THE Great, was a 
daughter of Prince of Anhalt- 
Zorbst ; married Archduke Peter 
of Russia, 1745, wlio frequently 
ill-treated her. Catherine’s im- 
moralities soon became as flagrant 
as those of her husband. On his 
accession to the throne, 1761, he 
tried to divorce her, but failed 
because of her power with the 
clergy. Peter was murdered, 
1762, and Catherine was declared 
empress. She governed with 
great ability, her greatest service 
to her country being the con- 
solidation and extension of the 
empire. Her reign is second 
only to that of Peter the Great in 
importance.

Catherine de’ Medici [ma'de-chS)

An inveterate foe of Protestants ; 
responsible for murder of Admiral 
de Coligny and massacre of St. 
Bartholomew ; was fearless, 
treacherous, and relentless, hut 
a great patron of the arts.

Catilina [kd-ti-U'nit) (or Cam- 
line), Lucius Sergius (c. 108-

trated liy the vigilance of Cicero. 
He fell in the conflict. 

Ca'to. (i) Marcus Porcius 
(234-149 B.O.), the Censor ; Rom. 
statesman ; capable and efficient 
soldier ; consul, 195 ; resisted 
foreign influences in Rome, and 
earnestly desired a return to the 
simplicity and severity of ancient 
Rom. life. Of his writings only 
his De Rustica is extant. {2) 
M.\RCUS PORCtUS {95-4P B.O.) of 
Utica, grandson ot above ; a 
Stoic distinguished for stern mo- 
rality in a corrupt age. In the 
war between Caesar and Pompey 
attached himself to cause of latter, 
and finding position hopeless at 
Utica, advised surrender of city, 
and stabbed liimsell ; he is subject 
of a tragedy by Addison. 

Cats, Jacob (1577-1660), Dutch 
poet ; b. Zeeland ; familiarly 
known as ' Father Cats ’ ; am- 
bassador to London, 1627 ; was 
knighted by Charles i. Author of 
several vols. ot poetry, moral and 
didactic in tone. 

Cattermole, George (1800-68), 
Eng. artist ; b, uearDiss, Norfolk ; 
chiefly Imown as a water-colour 
painter and book illustrator ; 
illustrated Britton’s English Cathe- 
drals (1816) ; Waverley Novels ; 
Master Humphrey's Clock {1840- 
4r), etc. 
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CatnU'ua, Gajus Valerius (c. 
87-54 B.C.), great Rom. lyric 
poet ; his works consist of 116 
poems, greater number being brief 
lyrics. Perb.aps most perfect arc 
addressed to Clodia, sister prob 
ably of Publius Cloclius Fulcher, 
whom he immortalized as ‘ Lesbia.*

Foreign minister during Hundred 
Days. I-Iis memoirs appeared as 
Souvenirs du Duo de Vicence 
(1837-40). 

Cavagnari {hd-vdn-yd're), Sir 
Pierre Louis Napoleon (1841- 
79)> Brit, military administrator ; 
6. Stenay (France), naturalized as 
Englishman, 1857, and entered 
East India Co.'s service ; deputy- 
commissioner of Peshatvar, 1877 ; 
appointed government resident at 
liabul, where he was murdered by 
Afghans. 

Cavaignac [kd~van-yak'), Louis 
EuctNE (1802-57), Fr. general; 
4. Paris ; won distinction in 
Algeria, where he was appointed 
gov.-gen., 1848. Returning to 
Paris in same year, having been 
elected to the National Assembly, 
he quelled formidable insurrection 
(June 23-26). He was a candidate 
for the presidency of the republic, 
but was defeated by Louis 
Napoleon. 

Cavalier [M-viil-ya/), Jean (1681- 
1740), Fr. Prot. leader ; in t702 
headed revolt of Protestants of 
Cevennes against Louis xiv,, and 
byhis military genius won extra- 
ordinary success ; later joined 
Eng. service, fought at Almanza, 
T-Joj, became general, and was 
appointed lieut.-gov. of Jersey. 


Cay'an, Frederick Rudolf 
Lambart, Earl of (1865- ), 

Brit, soldier ; served in S. African 
War ; in Great War commanded 
14th Corps, Brigade of Guards 
(subscquenLly Guards Division) ; 
was in charge of operations On 
the Piave front, igiS. Appointed 
to Aldershot command, 1920 ; 
chief of Imperial General Staff, 
r92a-26; ffoid-marsiial, rg32. 

Cave, Edward (1691-17.5+), 
Eng. publisher ; b. Newton, War- 
wickshire ; founded, 1731, and 
cd. (as ‘ Sylvaiius Urban, Gent.’) 
the Gentleman’s Magazine. He 
gave Dr. Johnson his first literary 
employment. 

Cave, George, ist Vlscotjnt 
(1856-192S), K.C., 1901 ; M.P., 

1906-19 ; soHcitor-general, 191.5- 
16 ; home secretary, 1916-19 ; 
carried tlirough Representation 
of People Act ; lord of appeal, 
1919 ; lord chancellor, 1922-24, 
and again from Nov. 1924. 

Cayell, Edith Louisa (1865- 
1915), Eng. nurse ; 6. Swardcston, 
Norfolk ; became head of Birken- 
dael Medical Institute, Brussels, 
1907; contimicd her work during 
Ger. occupation of Belgium ; 
with others she formed organiza- 
tion for helping Allied soldiers 
to escape into Holland ; de- 
nounced by a renegade, sentenced 
to death and shot ; Amur, minister 
pleaded for her life in vain. 
Her body was removed to Norwich 
Cathedral, 1919. A statue in her 
inemow stands in St. Martin’s 
Lane, London.

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1781 , minister of interior, i8oo- 
4, minister of commerce, 1811 ; 
founded Fr. Chamber of Com- 
merce ; began canalization of 
Fr. rivers ; introduced the metric 
system of weights and measures ;

Chard, John Rouse Merriott 
(1847-97), colonel and v.c. ; b. 
near Plymouth ; the defender of 
Rorke’s Drift in the Zulu War, 
1879. His action saved Natal 
from invasion. 

Chardin {shdr-dan'), Jean Bap- 
tiste SiMdoN (1699-1779), Fr. 
painter ; 6. Paris ; departed from 
tradition of his time by painting 
domestic subjects, such as Le 
BinMiciii ; noted also for his 
Still-life paintings. 


Chardin, Sir John {1643-1713), 
Fr. traveller, son of a Paris 
jeweller ; travelled as a gem- 
dealer in Persia ; settled in 
London, 1681 ; knighted by 
Charles iL, and appointed court 
jeweller; buried in Westminster 
Abbey. 

Charlemagne (shdrl-mdn'), 
Charles the Great, or Charles i. 
(743-814), King of the Franks 
and Emperor, and perhaps great- 
est figure of the Middle Ages ; 
son of Pepin the Short ; on death 
of his brother Carloman, 771, 
became sole King of the Franks. 
In 772 began his thirty years’ 
warfare against the Saxons. Went 
to the aid of Pope Adrian 1. against 
the Lombard king. Crossed the 
Alps and conquered Lombardy, 
774,^ which he added to bis pos- 
sessions. He won a victory over 
the Saxons, who acknowledged 
him as their king ; was called to 
Spain, 778, as intermediary be- 
tween the Moors and Arabs, and 
secured considerable territory. On 
Christmas Day, 800, Charlemagne 
was crowned Emperor by Pope 
Leo HI., thus originating the Holy 
Rom. Empire. Devoted rest of 
his life to consolidation of his 
empire, codification of the laws, 
and encouragement of education 
under Alouin ; buried at his 
capital, Aachen. As a soldier his 
successes were due rather to his 
ability as an organizer than to 
personal brilliance in the field. 
His exploits, real and imaginary, 
are the subject of an extensive 
cycle of romance.

Charles I. (1600-49), King of 
Great Britain and Ireland ; second 
son of James r. ; b. Dunfermline ; 
succeeded 1625, and married 
Henrietta Maria of France in the 
same year. His belief in the 
divine right of kings involved him 
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in a struggle with Parliament. 
He was forced to accept a Petition 
of Right, which protested against 
forced loans, arbitrary imprison- 
ment, etc. Dissolving Parliament 
in 1629, Charles attempted absolute 
rule for eleven years, raising 
money by exactions such as ship 
money, and also compelling CaP 
vinists to conform to Episcopacy. 
This latter policy led to rebellion 
in Scotland, 1639. Advised by 
Strafford, he summoned a Parlia- 
ment (Short Parliament, 1640), 
■which refused supplies, and was 
dissolved ; but in the same year 
he again summoned Parliament 
(Long Parliament). Charles con- 
sented to various reforms, and 
was forced to sign a bill of attain- 
der against Strafford, who was 
beheaded, 1641. A massacre of 
Protestants in Ireland evoked from 
the Commons the Grand Roraon- 
straneo. Following an attempt to 
arrest five members in the House 
of Commons, 1642, civil war 
broke out. The first two cam- 
paigns were indecisive. In 1644 
the Parliamentary army, re- 
modelled by Cromwell, and aided 
by a Scot, army, inflicted a severe 
defeat on the Royalists at Marston 
Moor, and in 1(145 the cause of 
Charles received its death-blow 
at Nasehy. In 1646 Charles 
sought the protection of the Scots, 
who surrendered him to the Eng. 
Parliament. After three years 
in prison, he was finally tried 
and executed, 1649, meeting his 
fate with dignity. Charles was a 
pattern of all the private virtues, 
but in public affairs he was weak, 
obstinate, and tortuous in Ms 
methods.

Charles n. (1630-S5), King of 
Great Britain and Ireland; son 
of Charles l. ; b. London ; after 
Civil War retired to France; 
landed in Scotland, 1650, and. 


having signed the Covenants, was 
crowned at Scone, 1651. Charles 
mardied into England, but '(vas 
defeated at Worcester, fled to 
France, and wandered over W. 
Europe till the Restoration, 1660. 
His attempt to procure religious 
toleration was unsuccessful. Epis- 
copacy was re-established in Scot- 
land and the Covenanters perse- 
cuted. He dismissed his great 
minister Clarendon to satisfy 
popular discontent at the Dutch 
War, 1665-7. Clarendon was 
succeeded by the Cab.al ministry, 
during which was made the secret 
Treaty of Dover that bound 
Charles hand and foot to Louis .xiv. 
An Exclusion Bill was introduced 
debarring Rom. Catholics from 
reigning, hut Cliarles’s astuteness 
secured its defeat. He died a 
Rom. Catholic. He was profligate, 
untrustworthy, tliorouglily insin- 
cere ; but he knew when to bond 
to public opinion, and tliis pli- 
ability, coupled with geniality 
and an air of frankness, secured 
his popularity, and this despite 
the fact that his reign was prob- 
ably one of the worst in Eng. 
history.

Charles I., Holy Rom. Emi'eroh. 
See Charlemagne. . 

Charles II., the Bale (823- 
77), Holy Rom. Emperor and 
King of the West Franks ; son 
of Louis the Pious ; succeeded 
843 ; aominal ruler of Aquitaine 
and Brittany. 

Cfaai’les HI., THE Fat (832- 
88), Holy Rom. Emperor and 
King of the West Franks, nephew 
of Charles the Bald ; ■was crowned 
Rom. emperor by Pope John viii. 
in 881, but was deposed by his 
nobles, 887. 

Charles IV. (1316-78), Holy 
Rom. Emperor and King of 
Bohemia ; fought at Cr6oy, 1346, 
where his father. King John, was 
killed; largely extended Bohemian 
territory ; noted for the wisdom

o£ Ws government ; founded first 
Ger. nniv. at Prague, 1348, and 
promoted agriculture and industry, 
Charles V. (1500-58), Holy 
Bom. Emperor and King of Spam 
(Charles i.) ; b. Ghent ; son of 
Philip of Burgundy and Joanna, 
daughter of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella. From his father he inher- 
ited the Low Country dominions 
and Burgundy, and through his 
mothcrinherited Spain and Naples. 
On the death of Ferdinand, 1516, 
Charles was recognized as joint 
ruler of Spain with his mother; 
and on the death of his paternal 
grandfather, the Emperor Maxi- 
milian, in 1519, he was elected 
Emperor of Germany. Charles 
was now the most influential 
political figure of his time, and 
the rivalry between himself and 
Francis i, of France dominated 
the history of W. Europe. The 
French were driven out of Italy. 
In 1525 Francis again entered 
Italy, but was taken prisoner at 
Pavia, and was only released on 
resigning all his claims and pre- 
tensions. In this year, 1526, 
Charles married Isabella, sister of 
John III, of Portugal. Like his 
son, Philip ii., Charles was a 
relentless opponent of Lutheran- 
ism. The Peace of Augsburg, 
1555, however, compelled him to 
acquiesce in the establishment of 
Protestantism over the greater 
part of Germany. This blow to his 
hopes, and his declining health, 
led to his abdication in favour 
of his son Philip, 1556, and he 
retired to the monastery of San 
Yuste, in Estromadura.

Oharlss VI. (1685-1740), Holy 
Rom. Emperor ; son of Emperor 
Leopold I. ; his claim to the 
throne of Spain brought about 
the War of the Span. Succession. 
He was proclaimed emperor, 
i7ii, on the death of his brother. 


Joseph 1. A campaign against 
Turkey ended disastrously. He 
secured the succession to his 
daughter, Maria Theresa, by the 
Pragmatic Sanction. 

Charles VII. {16^7-1745), Holy 
Rom. Emperor ; son of Elector 
Maximilian Emmanuel of Ba- 
varia, whom he succeeded, 1726 ; 
was one of the claimants in the 
War of the Austrian Succession, 
Elected emperor, 1742, but was 
eventually driven even from Ba- 
varia ; restored by Frederick the 
Great, but died a few months later. 

Charles III., the Simple (879- 
929), King of France ; son of Louis 
‘ the Stammerer ’ ; chiefly notable 
for the treaty, gii, by which he 
conferred upon Rollo the heredi- 
tary dukedom of Normandy. His 
nobles revolted, and Charles was 
imprisoned till his death. 

Charles IV., the Fair (1294- 
1328), King of France ; youngest 
son of Philip iv. ; succeeded his 
brother, Philip V., 1322 ; hampered 
by lack of revenue, be put public 
offices to auction. Aided bis 
sister Isabella in the overthrow 
of her husband, Edward ii. of 
England. Was the last of the 
direct line of Capetian kings. 

Charles V„ the Wise (1337- 
80), King of France ; son of John 
II., who was captured at Poitiers, 
1356. Acted as regent during 
his father’s captivity, came to 
the throne, 1364, and cleared the 
country of mercenaries by dis- 
patching them against the English 
in Spain ; drove the English out 
of the ^eater part of France. 
Charles gave France a navy, 
encouraged commerce, restrict^ 
the power of the nobles, built the 
Bastille, erected palaces, and 
made a valuable collection of 
books and articles of vertu, 

Charles VI., le Bieh-aim^ 
(1368-1422), King of France ; 
son of Charles v. ; succeeded his 
father when twelve ; married 
Isabeau of Bavaria, 1385, and 
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was crowned in 1389, Henry v. 
of England revived the Eng. olaiin 
to Fr. throne, won the victory 01 
Agincourt, 1415, and compelled 
Charles to sign Treaty of Troyes. 
Charles was subject to fits of 
insanity, and during the latter 
part of his reign the country was 
distracted by civil war between 
the Burgundians and the Ar- 
magnacs. 

Charles Vn., the Indolent, 
later the Victorious (1403-61), 
King of France ; son of Charles 
VI. ; his title to the throne of 
France was disputed by Henry 
VI. of England, until the successes 
of Joan of Arc eventually gave 
Charles rule over the entire 
kingdom. It is to his lasting 
shame that he made no effort to 
save Joan from her fate. 

Charles VUI. (1470-98), King 
of France ; son of Louis xi. ; 
succeeded at age of thirteen ; 
married Duchess Anno of Brit- 
tany, 1491, thus adding Brittany 
to Fr. kingdom ; was vain and 
worthless king ; invaded Italy, 
but was forced to retire, though 
he won during his retreat a bril- 
liant victory at Fomovo, 1495. 

Charles IX. (i550-74)> King of 
France ; third son of Flenry n. 
and Catherine de’ Medici ; suc- 
ceeded his brother, Francis il., 
1560. His mother persuaded him 
to sanction the Massacre of St. 
Bartholomew. Remorse for this 
act probably shortened his life. 

Charles X. (1757-1836), King 
of France ; reigned 1824-30 ; 
younger brother of Louis xvi. 
and Louis xviii. ; before accession 
known as Comte d’Artois. His 
youth was marked by dissipation ; 
succeeded Louis xviii., but his 
short reign involved him in 
frequent troubles with his people ; 
abdicated, 1830. 

Charles I. of Spain. See 
Charles v. 

Charles II. (1661-1700), King 
of Spain ; son of Philip iv. ; was 


feeble-minded ; the last Habsburg 
to occupy the Span, throne. 
His death without issue led to 
the War of the Span Succession. 

Charles HI. (1716-88), King 
of Spain ; son of Pliilip v. and 
Elizabeth Farncse ; succeeded his 
brother, Ferdinand vi., 1739 ; 
opposed England during Seven 
Years’ War and Amer. War of 
Independence ; showed a pro- 
gressive domestic policy ; intro- 
duced many reforms ; expelled 
the Jesuits, reduced the Inquisi- 
tion to inactivity ; encouraged 
trade, and built many of the 
finest buildings of Spain. 

Charles IV. (1748-1819), King 
of Spain ; second son of Charles 
III. and Maria Amelia of Saxony ; 
was probably the most foolish 
king of Spain ; was practicaily a 
puppet in the hands of his wife, 
Maria Luisa of Parma, and her 
favourite, Emmanuel Godoy, who 
ruled the country. His fleet was 
destroyed at Trafalgar. He abdi- 
cated at Napoleon’s suggestion, 
accepted a pension, and died at 
Rome. 

Charles IX. (1550-1611), King 
of Sweden ; son of Gustavus 
Vasa ; was recognized as king 
in 1600; crowned 1607: engaged 
in wars with Russia and Denmark, 
which were continued by his son, 
Gustavus Adolphus. He aimed at 
the foundation of a great Prcit. 
kingdom. A hard but oapablo 
ruler, he was hated by the nobility, 
but beloved by the common folk. 

Charles X. (1622-60), King of 
Sweden; son of John Casimir 
of Zweibrlicken and Catherine, 
daughter of Charles ix. ; succeeded 
Ms cousin, Queen Christina, 16.54. 
In 1655 overran Poland ; later 
compelled the Elector of Branden- 
burg to surrender Pomerania ; 
subsequently defeated the Poles 
in battle of Warsaw, July 28-30, 
1656. Invaded Denraarlc, crossing 
both the Great and Little Belt 
over the ice with a large army, 
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and forced the cession of great 
territories. Later, when attacking 
Copenhagen, he was beaten off; 
when prei)ariiig for a further war 
he died suddenly at Gothenburg. 

Charles XI. (16,5.1-')/’), King 
of Sweden ; only son of Charles x. 
and Hodwig-Lconora of Holstein- 
Gottorp ; was four years of age 
at his father’s death, When he 
came of age, 1672, he threw him- 
self diligently into the business 
of administration ; after several 
reverses, won three great victories 
over Danes ; curbed the power of 
the 'nobles; reformed finance, 
trade, church government, and 
education, At his death Sweden 
was stronger and richer than ever 
before. 

Charles XII. (1682-1718), King 
of Sweden ; son of Charles xi. ; 
succeeded 1697. Russia, Den- 
mark, and Poland combined in 
i6gg against him, but ho landed 
near Copenhagen, and compelled 
the Dan. king to sue for peace. 
Next, with about 9,000 men, he 
routed 50,000 Russians at Narva, 
1700. Then he proceeded against 
Poland, and dethroned Augustus 
n. Invaded Russia, but was 
defeated at Poltava by Peter the 
Great, i7og, and took refuge in 
Turkey ; returned to Sweden, but 
was killed while invading Norway. 
Charles had many charaoteristics 
■which rendered him popular with 
the Swed. people. He was brave, 
despised rank, and shared with 
his soldiers all the hardships of 
war, but was absolutely callous, 
caring for nothing but military 
glory.

Charles Xni. (i7'|8-iSi8), King 
of Sweden and Norway ; son of 
Adolphus Frederick, King of 
Sweden ; acted as regent for his 
nephew, Gustavus iv., 1792-6, 
but had little real power ; though 
elected king, 1809, all power was 
in the hands of Bernadette (later 


Charles xiv.). In 181+ ho became 
first king of a united Norway and 
Sweden. 

Charles XIV. (1763-1844), King 
of Sweden and Norway ; was a 
Frenchman whose name 'was Jean 
Baptiste BERNAnoiTE ; won 
speedy promotion during progi-oss 
of Fr. Revolution ; commander 
of army in La Vendee, i8oq-i ; 
made marshal of France under the 
empire ; governor of Hanover, 
1S04-5. He was elected Crown 
Prince of Sweden and adopted as 
heir by Charles xrrr., whom kc 
succeeded, i8i8 ; under his ivisc 
rule the financial condition of the 
country greatly improved, 

Charles XV. (1826-72), King 
of Sweden and Norway ; son of 
Oscar I. ; succeeded 1859 ; made 
many reforms in administration ; 
attempted to bring about closer 
union between Norway and Swe- 
den and Denmark; attained emi- 
nence both as poet and artist. 

Charles I. (1226-85), King of 
Naples and Sicily and Count of 
Anjou ; son of Louis viii. of 
France, and brother of St. Louis ; 
accompanied the latter on Sixth 
Crusade; received crown of Naples 
and Sicily from Pope Clement iv., 
1266 ; made himself by conquest 
one of roost powerful European 
sovereigns. But his greed, am- 
bition, and cruelty raised up 
enemies everywhere. Died while 
preparing to crush rebellion in 
Sicily. 

Charles, or Carol (1839-1914), 
King of Romania ; Prince of 
Hohcnzollern-Sigmaringen ; elec- 
ted Prince of Romania, 1866 ; 
proclaimed king, r88i, and by 
his administration greatly im- 
proved prestige of his country ; 
married Princess Elizabeth of 
■Wied, 1869, better known as 
‘ Carmen Sylva ’ ; was averse to 
hostile action against Germany 
In Great 'War. 

Charles, Count of Valois 
(1270-1325), Fr. military leader ; 
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distinguished himself in wars in 
Guienne and Flanders. His son 
became King of France as Philip 
VI., founding the Valois dynasty, 
1328-1458. 

Charles Albeit (1758-1849), King 
of Sardinia ; succeeded 1831 ; was 
liberally inclined, and hostile to 
Austria, though Mazzini distrusted 
him. He declared war on Austria, 
but was defeated at Novara, 1849, 
and abdicated in favour of his son, 
Victor Emmanuel, afterwards first 
King of Italy. 

Charles Angualus ,1757-1828), 
Grand - duke of Saxe - Weimar ; 
patron of art, science, and letters ; 
intimate friend of Goethe ; first 
Ger. ruler to give subjects a 
constitution, 1S16. 

Charles Edwaid StewacI:, 
Prince (1720-88), ‘ the Young 
Pretender,’ son of James, ‘ Old 
Pretender ’ ; 6. at Rome ; at- 
tempted, with Fr. help, invasion 
of England, but was driven back 
by storm, 1744 ; landed in Scot- 
land, 1745, and obtained support 
of many Highland chiefs ; de- 
feated Cope at Prestonpans ; took 
Carlisle ; reached Derhj’ ; com- 
pelled to retreat by desertion of 
troops ; marched north, defeating 
Hawley at Falkirk ; was utterly 
defeated at Culloden by Duke of 
Cumberland, 1746, After five 
months’ wandering escaped to 
France, whence he was expelled, 
1748 ; wandered over Europe 
intriguing, but meeting with no 
success : married Louise of Stol- 
berg, 1772 ; separated, 1784 ; d. 
Rome. Charles was brilliant, 
versatile, and courageous, but 
profligate ; romantic interest at- 
tached to his name has formed 
subject of many Highland poems.

Chailea Louis (1771-1847), Arch- 
duke of Austria, third son of 
Emperor Leopold ii. ; governor of 
Netherlands, 1790 ; fought at 
Jemappes and Neerwinden against 


French; appointed field-marshal 
to command the Austrian army 
of the Rhine, 1796, and had a 
scries of remarkable victories. 
Appointed to command of Austrian 
forces ; reorganized the army, 
and defeated Jourdan, but was 
beaten by Moreau near Zurich, 
and resigned. In 1S05 again took 
command, and beat Massona at 
Caldicro. He was now regarded 
by Napoleon as the greatest of his 
advers,arie 5 ; he again commanded 
in 1809, and defeated Napoleon 
at Aspern. At Wagram he was 
wounded and defeated. An ar- 
mistice followed, and resigning 
his command, ho retired into 
private life, 1809. 

Charles Martel, i.e. ‘ the 
Hammer’ (c. 688-741), Frankish 
ruler ; son of Pepin ii. ; mayor 
of the palace under the last 
Merovingian kings ; was grand- 
father of Charlemagne ; stemmed 
tide of Moslem conquest at Tours, 
732, therefore regarded as the 
saviour of Clrristendom. 

Charles the Bold (1433-77), 
Duke of Burgundy ; son of 
Philip the Good ; succeeded to 
the duchy in 1467. His ambition 
was to throw off allegiance to 
France and to restore the anc. 
kingdom of Burgundy, a policy 
which led to constant conflict 
with Louis XI. Successful at first, 
ho was finally defeated and killed 
at Nancy.

Charles, Elizabeth (1828-96), 
Eng. novelist ; 6. Tavistock ; 

wrote about fifty books, including 
The Chronicles of the Schonberg- 
Cotta Family (1864), which en- 
joyed an immense vogue. 

Charlevoix (shdr-le-vwd'), Pierre 
Francois Xavier de (1682-1761), 
Fr. Jesuit missionary and historian; 
b. St. Quentin ; travelled in. 
America and elsewhere. Writings 
include Jiistoire de la Nouvelle 
France, a work of great importance 
for Can. history. 
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Chatpentier {shar-pon-tya'), Gus- 
tave (i860- ), Fr. composer; 

6 . in Lorraine ; studied violin ; 
best-kiioivn work, the romantic 
opera Louise. 

Chattier {shdr-iyd'), Ai-ain (c. 
1392-1:. 1430), Fr. poet ; b. 

Eayeux ; was secretary to Charles 
VII. ; famous for his poems, Le 
Lay des Quatre Dames, La Belle 
Dame sans Merci, etc. A prose 
work, Le Cjirial, was trails, by 
Caxton. 

Chase, Salmon Portland (1R08- 
ys), U.S.A. .statesman ; secretary 
of treasury under Lincoln (18O1- 
64), and his most trusted adviser ; 
chief justice from 1864 ; active 
supporter of anti-slavery move- 
ment ; his banking law, 18G3, 
is the basis of U.S.A, system. 

Chaatelard {sMt-lilr'), Pierre 
DE Boscosel de (iS4_Q-63), Fr. 
poot ; b. in Daupliine ; aocom- 
panied Mary Stewart to Scotland ; 
nourished a hopeless passion for 
the queen, and having twice been 
discovered hiding in her room, 
was arrested and hanged. 

Chateaubriand (sha -id-irS-on'), 
FnANpois ReniI, Vigomte de 
(1768-1848), one of the greatest 
masters of Fr. prose ; b. St, Malo ; 
on outbreak of Revolution went 
to America to discover N.W. 
Passage ; after arrest of Louis 
XVI. returned to Franco and joined 
the dmigris ; left for dead at 
siege of Thionville, but revived 
and escaped to London, where he 
lived by teaching , here he wrote 
the romance Atala and his prose 
poem Lcs Natchez, which deal 
with Red Indian life; another story, 
Jicne, appeared i3os. Though at 
first a sceptic, Chateaubriand’s 
chief work, Le Gdnie du Chris- 
tianisme, is a vindication of 
Christianity. Travelling in the 
Holy Land, he produced his 
liindraire de Paris d Jirusalem, 
and Les Martyrs, a prose epic of 
the days of Dioolctian. He held 
diplomatic appointments under 


Napoleon, and later was am- 
bassador at London, Berlin, and 
Rome.

Chatham, William Pitt, ist 
Earl of (1708-78), Brit, states- 
man ; b. Westminster ; entered 
army, but in 1735 became m.i>. 
for Old Sarum, and in the Com- 
mons vigorously attacked Walpole. 
Later he became vioo-troasm-er of 
Ireland, and tlien paymaster- 
general. In 1756 he was appointed 
secretary of state and leader of 
the House, ami though dismissed 
in 1757 was reinstated as practical 
though not nominal head of the 
government. The administration 
of 1757-61 is famous in Brit, 
history for the successes of Woife 
in Canada and Clive in India, 
and for the conduct of the Seven 
Years’ War in which Pitt sup- 
ported Frederick the Great. Went 
to the House of Lords as Eari of 
Chatham, 1766 ; resigned office, 
1768, but appeared in House of 
Ix>rds again, 1770 ; before his 
death vigorously opposed govern- 
ment policy towards Amofica. A 
groat orator and of unimpeachable 
integrity ; in purely domostio poli- 
tics he was not a success ; in foreign 
affairs, however, he revived the 
glory of Britain, and may be re- 
garded as our fimt real Imperialist.

Chatrlan. SeeunderERcicMANW. 
Chatterji, Bankim Chandra 
(1838-94), Ind. novelist; his 
chief work is Ananda Math, eon- 
taining a famous song, Bmde 
Mataram, which has become the 
recognized war-song of the ex- 
tremist party in Bengal. 

Chatteiton, Thomas (1752-70), 
Eng. poet ; b. at Bristol. When 
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the new bridge wns opened at 
Bristol, 1768, Chatterton rvrote 
ail alleged description of the 
opening of the earlier bridge by 
a 15th cent, monk, Thomas 
Rowley. Shortly afterwards he 
submitted to Horace Walpolo 
specimens of poems by Rowley, 
which he claimed to have dis- 
covered in a muniment chest of 
the Church of St. Mary Redeliffe. 
Walpole at first wrote to him in a 
most courteous manner, but when 
some of his friends pronounced 
them to be forgeries, treated the 
boy with silent contempt and 
neglect. The. poet quitted Bristol 
for London, 1770, Where he slowly 
starved and committed suicide, 
Chatterton’s work is very unequal, 
but some of his ballads and hTics 
are amongst the moat precious 
things of their kind in Eng. litera- 
ture. Amongst Uiese are The 
Bristowe Tragedy, The Baladc of 
Charitie, and the Minstrel’s Song 
in .-Hfa. His influence upon 
Coleridge and Keats was very con- 
siderable.

Chaucer, Geoffrey (c. 1340- 
1400), the first great Eng. poet ; 
son of a London vintner. In 1357 
was page to the Duchess of 
Clarence. During the war with 
France was captm-ed, 13,59, but 
was ransomed, 1360, Six years 
later he married a certain Philippa, 
a lady attending the Duchess of 
Lancaster. In 1367 he was a 
valet to the king, and later 
esquire. Subsequently was fre- 
quently employed in diplomatic 
missions abroad. He was ap- 
pointed Comptroller of the cus- 
toms of wool, skins, and leather 
in 1374, and coiimtroller of petty 
customs of the Port of London, 
1382 ; other offices followed. 
Thus he occupied a position of 
honour during the greater portion 


of his life. He was buried in 
Westminster Abbey. His works 
include The Booh of the Duchess, 
The House of Fame, Troilus and 
Criseyde, The Legend of Good 
Women, and probably the Po- 
niaxmt of the Rose. The work 
upon which Ids fame chiefly rests 
is The Canterbury Tales, begun 
probably about 1373, and left 
incomplete at his death. The 
various tales are remarkable for 
their lyrical and decorative 
qualities, the knowledge of life 
which they display, keen insight 
into character, playful satire, and 
joyous humour. Besides an ab- 
solute poetic position irrespective 
of date, Chaucer is important for 
his inflnonce on language and 
metre. There tvere many dialects 
of English, and this first great 
vernacular literature helped to 
create a central speech. In 
prosody Chaucer gave an example 
of the first regular verso, the 
octosyllabic, and later the deca- 
syllabic couplet.

Cheke, Sir John (1514-57), 
Eng. classical scholar, first regius 
prof, of Greek, Cambridge, 1.540. 
Amongst his pupils wore. Roger 
Ascham, and Prince Edward from 
1542 till after his accession. 

Chek'hov, Anton Pavlovich 
(1860-1904), Russ, dramatist and 
novelist ; b, Taganrog ; studied 
medicine and graduated, 1884, 
but took to literature ; even 
during student days pub. many 
short stories ; his plays include 
Ivaxido (1887), Uncle Vanya 
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^1899), The Three Sisters (igoi), 
and his masterpiece, The Cherry 
Orchard (1904) ; among his best 
tales are A Dreary Sky (1889), 
The Teacher of Literature (1894), 
The New Villa (1899), and The 
Bishop (1902).

Garnett (1916-23) ; Life and 
Letters, trans. by Koteliansky 
and Tomlinson (1925).] 

Chelmsford, Frederic John 
Napier Thesiger, ist Viscount 
(186S-1933), Brit, statesman; 
governor of Queensland, 1905-9, 
and of Now S. Wales, 1909- 
13 ; served with array in India 
on outbreak of Great War ; 
Viceroy of India, 1916-21 ; his 
period of office was associated 
with the introduction of dyarchy 
in Ind. government, the Montagu- 
Chclmsford reforms; while these 
measures were accepted by mod- 
erate opinion, they were opposed 
by Gandhi and his extremist 
followers. 

Chemnitz (hem'nitz), Martin 
(1522-86), Ger. Lutheran divine; 
lecturer at Wittenberg, then pastor 
at Brunswick ; wrote against Cal- 
vinistio doctrine of the Eucharist, 
and helped to maintain dogmatic 
standards in Lutheranism, 

Chdnier (shan-ya') , An0h6 Marie 
DE (1762-94), Fr. poet ; b, Con- 
stantinople ; greatest Fr. lyrical 
writer of i8th cent. ; wrote La 
Jeune Tarentine and other poems 
in manner of Theocritus. In 
1790 he took part in Revolution, 
and wrote Ode in praise of Char- 
lotte Corday ; arrested and guillo- 
tined by the Jacobins. In prison 
wTote famous feme Captive. 

Cheops {heaps) (Gr. form of 
Khupu), an Egyptian lung; 
founder of the 4th dynasty ; he 
was the builder of the first or 
Great Pyramid ; date, according 
to some, 3969-3908 D.c. 

Cherbuliez {sher-bool-ya'), Char- 
les Victor (1829-99), novelist 


and essayist ; b. Geneva ; in the 
front rank of Fr. novelists, his 
best worlis include Le Roman tune 
honnite Femme (1866), Miss liovel 
{1875), £« Fenne du Choguard 
(1883). 

Cheruhini {kd-roo-be'ne), Maria 
Luigi Carlo Zenobia Salvatore 
(1760-1842), Ital. composer ; b. 
at Florence ; visited London, and 
appointed composer to the king, 
1784-5 ; finally settled in Paris 
as director of the Conservatoire ; 
fame now rests chiefly upon his 
sacred compositions ; Requiem 
in C minor is his masterpiece. 

Chfiruel (shd-roo-eT), Pierre 
Adolphe (1809-91), Fr. historian ; 
b. Rouen ; prof, of history suc- 
cessively at Rouen, Strasbourg, 
and Poitiers ; works include His- 
loire de France pendant la MinoriU 
de Louis XIV,, Histoire de France 
sous le Minisiire de Mazarin, 

Ches'elden, William (1688- 
1752), Eng. anatomist and sur- 
geon ; b. Somerby, Leicestershire ; 
friend of Newton and of Pope ; 
wrote Anatomy of the Human 
Body (i7i3)- 

Ches'ney. (1) Francis Rawdon 
(1789-1872), Brit, general; b. 
County Down, Ireland ; explored 
Suez, _ 1829, and proposed con- 
struction of canal ; afterwards 
explored Western Asia and Meso- 
potamia, and proved practica- 
bility of overland route to India. 
(2) Charles Cornwallis (182^ 
76), Brit, colonel ; b. County 
Down ; nephew of (i) ; writer 
on military tactics and strategy ; 
prof, of military history at Sand- 
hurst, 1858 ; best known for his 
Waterloo Lectures (1868). (3) 

Sir George Tomkyns (1830-95), 
Brit, general ; 6. Tiverton ; 

brother of (z) ; distinguished in 
Ind. Mutiny ; originated many re- 
forms in military administration ; 
wrote novels and valuable book 
on Indian Polity (1868). 

Chesterfield, Philip Dormer 
Stanhope, 4TH Earl op {1694- 
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i773)> Eng- statesman and author ; 
b. London ; became earl, 1726 ; 
ambassador to The Hague, 1728 ; 
lord-lieutenant of Ireland, 1744. 
where he ruled with firmness and 
moderation ; and secretary of 
state, 1745-8. His Letters to his 
Son are famous. They are frank 
and cynical, but full of wisdom 
and wit. Dr. Johnson’s letter 
declining his patronage is well 
known. Wrote also Letters to his 
Godson (pub. i8go). 

Chesterton, Gilbert Keith 
(1874- ), Eng. author; 6. 

London ; has written critical 
works, novels, poems, and mis- 
cellaneous works ; a joiumalist of 
distinction, art and literary critic, 
briiliant satirist, and paradoxical 
writer ; his best criticism includes 
monographs on Browning (1903), 
Dickens (1906), and The Vic- 
torian Age in Literature (1913) ; 
novels include The Napoleon of 
Netting Hill (1904), The Man 
who was Thursday (igo8). The 
Innocence of Father Brom (1911) ; 
poetical works, New and Collected 
Poems (1927). 

Chetham, Humphrey (1580- 
1853)1 Eng. merchant; b. Man- 
chester ; founder of Chatham’s 
Hospital, Manchester, for poor 
boys, and of the famous library 
connected with it. 

Chetwode, Sir Philip Wal- 
HousE {1S69- ), Brit, general ; 

saw service in Burma and S. 
Africa. In Great War rendered 
valuable service during retreat 
from Mons, and later in Egypt 
and Palestine ; deputy-chief. Im- 
perial General Staff, 1920-^ ; 
adjutant - general, 1922-3; com- 
mander-in-ohief, Aldershot com- 
mand, 1923-7 ; commander-in- 
chief of army in India since 1930 ; 
field-marshal, 1933. 

Chevalier {sheu-al'yd), Albert 
(1851-1923), comedian of great 
originality ; b. London ; originally 
appeared on legitimate stage ; 
was then connected with the music 


haUs ; wrote his orvn sketches 
and songs, of which ‘ My Old 
Dutch ’ is a typical example ; 
toured England and America with 
his own entertainment. Plas puh. 
Before I Forget (1901) and Unin- 
itiated (itjo6). 

Chevalier, Michel (1806-79), 
Fr. economist ; 5. Limoges ; prof, 
of political economy, Coll, de 
France ; advocate of Free Trade ; 
helped to arrange famous com- 
mercial treaty between England 
and France, i860. 

Chevreul (she-vrool'), Michel 
Eugene (1786-1889), Fr. chemist • 
b. Angers ; prof, of organic 
chemistry, and director of Paris 
Natural History Museum ; cole- 
brated for bis researches on 
colours, fats, and saponification. 

Chevrilion [shc-etre-yon'), AndriJ 
(1864- ), Fr. man of letters 

and member of Fr. Academy, 
1920 ; b. in Charento ; works 
Includo Romantic India (1891), 
Britain and the War (1916), 
Three Studies in English Litera- 
ture (1925). 

Cheyne [chan), Thomas Kelly 
(1841-1915), Eng. theologianj one 
of the pioneers of O.T. criticism 
in Britain ; joint ed. of the 
Eiicydopadia Biblica (1899—1903) ; 
prof, of interpretation of Holy 
Scripture, Oxford, 1885-1908; 
books include The Prophecies of 
Isaiah (18S0-1), The Origin and 
Contents of the Psalter (1891), 
Jewish Life ajtcr the Exile (1898), 

Cheyne, Sir William Watson 
(1852-1932), prof, of clinical sur- 
gery, King’s Coll., London ; 6. 
Shetland ; authority on antiseptic 
surgery ; was consulting (civil) 
surgeon to the forces in S. Africa, 
1900-1 ; president of the Royal 
Coll, of Surgeons, 19 14-17, and 
temporary surgeon-general k.n. 
during the Great War ; Lister 
Memorial medallist and prizeman, 
1924. 

Chiang Kai-Shat (1886- ), 

Chin, general ; b. Nmgpo ; be-

came commander of Nationalist 
army, 1935 ; waged a successful 
war with Chen Chiung-ming which 
led to formation of a Nationalist 
administration at Wu-chang, 1926 ; 
president of Chin. National Gov- 
ernment, 1928-31. 

Ohicheley {chich'c-li), Henry 
(136/1-1443), Eng. prelate and 
diplomatist ; b, Northants ; Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, 1413 ; famed 
for his educational foundations, 
such as St. Bernard’s Colt, (super- 
seded by St. John’s) and Ail 
Souls’ Coll., Oxford. 

Chiche'rin, Georgiy Vasii.eie- 
vicri(i872- ), Russ. statesman ; 
i. province of Tambov ; entered 
diplomatic service, but becoming 
involved in the revolutionary 
movement, resigned ; during 
Great War was active in peace 
movements in Groat Britain ; 
after Bolshevik revolution, 1917, 
was imprisoned in Erixton, but 
in igi8 was exchanged for the 
Brit, ambassador in Russia ; 
foreign secretary to the Soviet 
Republic, 1918-28. 

Child, Francis James (1825- 
gO), Amor, scholar; b. Boston; 
prof, of Early Englisli at Harvard ; 
his English and ScoUish Popular 
Ballads (1882-98) arc the au- 
thoritative collection. 

Child, Sir Josiaii (1650-99), 
Eng. merchant and economist ; b. 
London ; director and altenvards 
governor of the East India Co. ; 
UToto New Discourse of Trade, 
in which he affirms that high 
wages are the surest indication of 
a country’s prosperity. 

Childers, Hugh Culling Eard- 
LEV (1827-96), Brit, statesman ; 
b. London ; spent early years in 
Australia and was a member of 
first cabinet of Victoria ; on re- 
turn entered Parliament; as fir.st 
lord of the Admiralty, 1868-71, 
was the first to advocate the two- 
power standard. 

Childers, Robert Erskine 
( 1870-1922), Irish politician ; 


author of a brilliant novel, 2 'he 
Riddle of the Sands (1903), dealing 
with Germany’s preparations for 
war ; served in Air Force during 
Groat War ; became involved in 
Irish polities, supported Re- 
publican party, and was executed 
for treason against the newly 
lormod Free State. 

Chippendale, Thomas (c. 1718- 
79), Eng. cabinetmaker ; 6 . Otiey ; 
the most lanious of his period ; 
his Gentleman and Cabinet maker's 
Director (1754) shows examples of 
his work in Louis xv.. Chin., and 
Gothic stylos. 

Chirol, Sir Valentine (1852- 
1929), journalist and traveller, 
director of the foreign depart- 
ment of the Times, 1899-19x2 ; 
travelled in Asiatic Turkey, Persia, 
and Far East ; a recognized 
authority on Eastern questions, 

Chisholm (chiz'um), George 
Goudie (1850-1930), Scot, geog- 
rapher ; b. Edinburgh ; lecturer 
and reader in geography at 
Edinburgh Univ., 1908-23 ; did 
much to give geography an im- 
portant place both in education 
and commerce ; his Handbook of 
Commercial Geography is the 
recognized authority on its subject. 

eWadni {abUid'ne), Ernest 
Florens Friedrich (1756-1827), 
Ger. physicist ; b. Wittenberg ; 
his work. Die Akustik (1802), is 
the basis of the mathematical 
theory of sound. 

Choate {chat), Joseph Hodges 
(r832-i9i7), U.S.A. lawyer and 
diplomatist ; b. Salem, Mass. ; 
ambassador to Britain, 1899— 
1905 ; famous after-dinner speaker 
and wit ; wrote The Two Hague 
Conferences, Abraham Lincoln 
(rgto), American Addresses (rpii). 

Chodowieoii {ko-do-vyets'kr), 
Daniel • Nicolas (1726-1801), 
Ger, miniature painter and en- 
graver of Polish descent ; b. 
Danzig ; director Berlin Academy, 
1797 ; his works number more 
than 3,000, the chief being the 
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picture, Jean Calas and, his 
Family. 

Choiseul {shwd-sool'), Iitienne 
Frak^ois, Due DE (1719-85). 
Fr. statesman ; minister of for- 
eign affairs, 1758-61, 1766-70 ; 
aimed at uniting France and 
Spain against England, and 
achieved ‘ Family Compact ’ ; en- 
couraged expulsion of Jesuits ; 
brought about the annexation of 
Corsica, and the union of Lorraine 
with France. 

Chopin (sho-pan.), FatoERic 
Fran90is (1810-49), Polish com- 
poser and pianist ; b. near War- 
saw ; settled in Pan's, 1831, 
where ho enjoyed friendship of 
George Sand, Heine, Berlioz, and 
Liszt ; ^ his compositions (mostly 
for pianoforte) have marked 
Polish characteristics, and are 
full of originality and lyric beauty ; 
wrote sonatas, ballads, dtudes, 
nocturnes, preludes, polonaises, 
valses, etc.

Chosroes I. [kos'rooz). King of 
Persia (531-79) 1 deieated the 
Romans under Belisarius, and 
afterwards the Turks ; a wise 
ruler, tolerant of Christianity 
though himself a Zoroastrian. 

Chosroes n.. King of Persia 
(590-628); grandson of above; 
conquered Jerusalem, and took 
away the * true cross ’ ; was 
defeated by Heraclius, and after- 
wards deposed and killed by his 
nobles, 

Chretien de Troyes [krd-iydn de 
irwa') (i2th cent.), Fr. poet; 6. 
in Champagne ; left a series of 
romances, Free et Fnide, Clig^s, 
Lancelot, Ymin, Perceval, in 
which the principal cycles of 
Arthurian legend were standard- 
ized as great dramatic stories. 

Ctoistian H. (1481-1559), King 
of Denmark, Norway, and Swe- 
den ; succeeded his father as 
King of Denmark and Norway 
1513 ; defeated the Swedes at 
Uppsala, 1520, and became king 


of that country ; was responsible 
for massacre known as ‘ Stockholm 
Blood Bath.' A strong and able 
monarch, his autocracy and par- 
tiality for the lower classes of- 
fended his people, and he was 
deposed in 1531, spending his 
later years in prison. 

Christian III. (1503-59), King 
of Denmark and Norway from 
1533 : was a strong Lutheran, 
and won from Charles V. the 
profitable Peace of Spires, 1544. 
He was a capable ruler. 

Christian IV. (1577-1648), King 
of Denmark and Norway from 
1588 ; fostered Dan. navy aiul 
promoted commerce ; as champion 
of Protestantism against Empire 
was utterly defeated by Tilly, 
1626, and only saved by alliance! 
with Sweden. In later years he 
fought against Sweden, 1643-5, 
and was compelled to surrender 
ranch territory ; was founder of 
Christiania (Oslo) ; one of the 
most popular Dan. kings. 

Christian IX. (1818-1906), King 
of Denmark ; came to throne, 
1863 ; lost Schleswig-Holstein to 
Prussia by war of 1864. His 
second son, George, beoarae King 
of Greece, 1863, and bis oldest 
daughter, Alexandra, married 
Edward vti. 

Christian X. (1870- ), King 

of Denmark ; oamo to throne, 
igi2. Iceland was acknowledged 
as a separate kingdom, and ‘ King 
of Iceland ’ incorporated in king's 
title, 1919, 

Christina (1626-89), Queen of 
Sweden, daughter of Gustavus 
Adolphus ; succeeded 1632, and 
took the reins of government 
in 1644 ; encouraged science and 
literature ; able and brilliant, but 
self-willed; abdicated in 1654, and 
died forgotten at Rome, i6Sg. 

Chris'tison, Sir Robert {1797— 
18S2), Scot, physician, toxicolo- 
gist, and medical jurist ; b. Edin- 
burgh ; prof, of forensic medicine, 
1822, of medicine and theta- 
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peutics, 1 833, ill Edinburgh Univ. ; 
made important researches in 
toxicology and pathology. 

Christopher, Sr., patron saint 
of ferrymen ; reputed to bo a 
native of Syria; his name is 
derived from the well-known 
legend of his carrying the Christ 
child across a stream. Said to 
have been martyred under Em- 
peror Decius, c. 250 A.D. ; com- 
memorated in the Rom. Church 
on July 25 and in the Gr. Church 
on May q. 

Christop'oulos, Athahasios 
(1772-1847), Gr, poet ; b. Mace- 
donia ; his poems, which earned 
him wide popularity, include 
Erotica, and a tragedy, Achilles. 

Christy, Henry (1810-65), Eng. 
ethnologist ; travelled extensively, 
and made splendid arohaiological 
collection (now in Brit. Museum). 

Chrysostom {hr is' os-tom), or St. 
John Chrysostom, ' the golden- 
mouthed ’ (c. 345-407), the neat- 
est of the Gr. Fathers of the 
Church ; b, Antioch ; lived some 
time as a recluse in the desert ; 
then deacon and priest at Antioch ; 
Bishop of Constantinople, 398, 
but exiled, 404 ; his numerous 
works include De SacerdoHo, a 
treatise on the priesthood, and 
many Homilies on books of the 
Bible.

Chuhb, Charles {d. 1845), 
Eng. locksmith, made improve- 
ments on locks patented by his 
brother, Jeremiah ; invented bur- 
glar and fireproof safes. Further 
improvements were made on his 
locks, etc., by his son, John 
Chubb, 1816-72. 

Chulalongkorn I. (1853-1910), 
King of Siam ; succeeded 1868 ; 
abolished slavery ; encouraged 
development of army and navy, 
roads and railways, schools and 
hospitals : introduced many other 
improvements and reforms ; 
visited Queen Victoria, 1897. 


Church, George Earl (1835- 
1910), Amer. geographer ; b. New 
Bedford, Mass. ; explored the 
Amazon, 1868-79 ; authority on 
geography of S. and Central 
America. 

Church, Sir Richard (1784- 
1873), Brit, soldier, and liberator 
of Greece ; 6. Cork, the son of a 
Quaker ; .served against Napoleon ; 
entered Neapolitan service, 1817, 
and suppressed brigandage ; on 
rising of Greeks against Turks, 
1827, became Gr. generalissimo ; 
later helped to overthrow King 
Otbo, 1843 ; made general of 
Gr. army, 1854. 

Church, Richard William 
(1815-90), Anglican ecclesiastic; 
0. Lisbon, and spent early years in 
Florence ; fellow of Oriel, 1838 ; 
dean of St. Paul’s, 1871, where he 
reorganized the cathedral, and 
became one of the most prominent 
High Churchmen of his day.

Churchill, Charles (1731-64), 
Eng. satirist and clergyman ; 
author of The Rosciad (1761), 
brilliant but merciless satire on 
contemporary stage ; in The 
Cheat he attacked Dr. Johnson 
as Don Pomposo ; friend of John 
Wilkes. 

Churchill, Lord Randolph 
Henry Spencer (1849-95), Brit, 
statesman ; son of 6th Duke of 
Marlborough ; m.p. for Wood- 
stock, 1874, as an independent 
Conservative ; formed ‘ Fourth 
Party,’ c. 1880 ; pioneer of ‘ Tory 
Democracy ’ ; secretai'y of state 
for India, 1885, in Salisbury 
administration ; chancellor of the 
Exchequer, 18S6, and leader of 
the House of Commons ; resigned 
owing to differences with liis 
colleagues ; travelled in S. Africa 
for health reasons, 1891 ; re- 
elected to Parliament, 1S93 ; 
opposed Irish Home Rule Bill, 
but soon afterwards died.

Churchill, Winston, Amer. 
ivriter (1871- ) ; b. St. Louis ; 

his romantic tales of Araer. 
history are his most popular 
works, and include Richard Carvel 
(1899), The Crisis (1901), The 
Crossing (1904) ; later worlcs arc 
A Modern Chronicle (1910), The 
Inside of the Cup (1913), aid 
The Dwelling Place of Light {1917). 

Churchill, Winston Leonard 
Spencer (1874- ), Brit, states- 

man elder son. o£ Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill ; educated Har- 
row and Sandhurst ; entered army, 
1895, served with the Span, 
forces in Cuba, 1895, ivith British 
in Ind. frontier wars, 1897-8, 
in Sudan, 1899, and S. African 
War, 1899-1902, where he was 
captured by the Boers, but 
escaped. Conservative m.p. for 
Oldham, 1900 ; became under- 
secretary for colonies in Liberal 
administration, 1905 ; on ap- 
pointment as president of the 
Board of Trade, igo8, was de- 
feated at N.W. Manchester, but 
returned for Dundee ; homo sec- 
retary, 1910 ; first lord of the 
-Admiralty, 1911-15. The readi- 
ness of the fleet at outbreak of 
Great War, 1914, was largely due 
to his exertions. Directed expedi- 
tion to Antwerp, 1914, and was a 
keen advocate of the Dardanelles 
expedition, 1915. He was chan- 
cellor of the duchy of Lancaster 
in first Coalition government, but 
resigned, Nov. 1915, and for a 
speU saw active service in France. 
In July 1917 he became minister 
of munitions in Lloyd George 
Coalition government, and later 
secretary for war and for air, 
1918-21, for the colonies, 1921— 
22, till fall of Coalition. Severing 
his connection with the Liberals, 
he rejoined Conservative party, 
1924, and became chancellor of the 
Exchequer, 1924-9. A brilliant 
writer, he is author of The Story 


of the Malakand Field Force (1898), 
The River War (1899), Savrola 
(igoo — a novel), Life of Lord 
Randolph Churchill (1906), My 
African Journey (190S), The 
World Crisis (4 vois., 1923-9), 
My Early Life (1930), Thoughts 
and Adventures (1932), etc. 

Cialdini [ehcil-de'ne), Enrico 
(1811-92), Ital. soldier and diplo- 
matist ; 6. Castelvetro ; served 
in Crimea, 1855 ; defeated Gari- 
baldi at Aspromonte, 1862 ; vice- 
roy of Naples, 1862 ; ambassador 
to Paris, 1876. 

Ciamioian {clidin-ech'e-dn), Gia- 
como Luigi (1857-1922), Ital. 
chemist ; b. Trieste ; prof, of 
chemistry, Padua, 1887-9, and at 
Bologna, 1889-1922 ; made im- 
portant researches in organic 
chemistry and in the chemical 
action of light. 

Cibber, Colley (1C71-1757), 
Eng. actor and dramatist ; b. 
London ; manager of Drury Lane, 
1711 j poet laureate, 1730, and, 
as such, attacked by Pope in the 
Dunciad ; Cibber’s Af>ology (1740) 
is a most entertaining auto- 
biography; made many adapta- 
tions from Shakespeara ; own' 
plays Include Love's Last Shift, 
The Careless Husband, She Would 
and She Would Not. 

Cicero (sis'er-o), Marcus Tul- 
lius (106-43 E.C.), Rom. orator, 
philosopher, and statesman ; b. 
Arpinum. Served under Sulla in 
Civil War, 89 b.c. His legal work 
began in 81 b.c. ; in 80 he de- 
fended S. Roscius, who was ac- 
cused of parricide. In 70 he prose- 
cuted Gaius Verres for his op- 
pression of Sicily. In 66 he was 
preetor ; in 63 ho became consul, 
and suppressed the Catiline con- 
spiracy. Giving to the scheming 
of P. Clodius was obliged to go 
into exile in 58. He returned to 
Italy next year. In 52 he de- 
fended Milo for the murder of 
Clodius. In 50 he became governor 
of CiUoia, where ho suppressed a 
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revolt. He returned to Rome in 
49 at outbreak of Civil War ; 
after some hesitation he threw in 
his lot with Pompeius. After 
battle of Pharsalia went to Rome 
in 47, as Cassar was anxious to be 
on friendly terms with him. He 
was much distressed at the death 
of his daughter, Tullia, in 46. 
After Caisar’s murder he ioiiied 
the Republican party, was among 
those 'proscribed, and was killed 
near Formire, Dec. 7, 43. Cicero’s 
works are more extensive than 
those of any other anc. writer. 
His Letters are most valuable 
both for revealing his personality 
and for the history of his times. 
His speeches are numerous, many 
of them of great political im- 
portance. His chief oratorical 
works arc the Brutus and De 
Oratare. He wrote also many 
philosophical and political worlis, 
e.g. the De Finibus, De Naiura 
Deorum, De Officiis, De Senectute, 
and De Amicilia.

Cid (sift ; Span. pron. tketh). 
The, hero of Span, history and 
romance. The original Cid (Rod- 
rigo Diaz de Bivar), b. c. 1030, 
was a Castilian noble, fighting 
now for Moslems, now for Chris- 
tians, but always for his own hand; 
died at Valencia, 1099. In the 
Poem of the Cid, written forty years 
later, and in subsequent Span. 
Jiterature, he appears as the glori- 
fied and ideal knight of Spain ; 
subject of Corneille’s play, 1636. 

Cimabue (ehem-a-boo'e), Gio- 
vanni (1240-1302), Ital. artist; 
b. ' Florence ; called the ‘ Father 
of Ital. Painting ’ and spoken of 
as the greatest artist of his time, 
but much of the work attributed 
to him has been proved to be 
by other painters ; he was the 
master of Giotto ; among works 
attributed to him ate mosaics at 
Pisa and frescoes at Florence, 
which are world famous. 


Cimon (si'mon) (c. 307-449 b.c.), 
Athenian statesman and general ; 
fought against Persians at Salamis ; 
persuaded Athens to help Sparta 
in putting down Helots’ revolt ; 
the ignominious dismissal of his 
force by the Spartans aroused 
the anger of the Athenians against 
him, and he was ostracized, 461. 

Cinoinnat'us, Lucius Quintius 
{ft. 458 B.C.), hero of early Rome ; 
twice dictator ; won signal victory 
over the jiEquians ; lamed for 
Simplicity of life. 

Cin'na, Lucius Cornelius, 
Rom. patrician ; follower of 
Marius ; elected consul. 87 b.c. ; 
killed by mutineers, 84 b.c., 
when undertaking an expedition 
against Sulla. His daughter, Cor- 
nelia, married Julius Caisar. 

Cipriani (chi-pri-dn'i), Giovanni 
Battista (1727-85), Ital, artist 
and engraver; 6. Florence, but 
spent most of his life in England, 
where he did much decorative 
work ; helped to institute Royal 
Academy. 

Claiiaut fkld-ro'), Alexis 
Claude (1713-65), Fr. mathe- 
matician and astronomer ; 6. 

Paris ; author of Thiorie de ia 
Figure de la Terre and Thiorie de 
la Lune ; accompanied Mauper- 
tius to Lapland to measure the 
meridian ; predicted the return 
of Halley’s comet in i759- 

Clapperton, Hugh (1788-1827), 
Scot, explorer ; b. Annan, Dum- 
friesshire ; from 1822 explored 
N. and Central Africa. 

Clare, John (1793-1864), Eng. 
easant poet; b. near Peter- 
orough ; author of Poems of 
Rural Life (1820), The Village 
Minstrel, The Rural Muse, etc. ; 
died insane.

dare, John Fitzcibbon, ist 
Earl of (1749-1802) ; lord chan- 
cellor of Ireland, 1789 ; opposed 
Grattan, yet held that England 
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had no right to make laws for 
Ireland ; was strongly against the 
Catholics and concessions generally. 

Clarendon, Edward Hyde, ist 
Earl of (1609-74), Eng. states- 
man and historian ; educated at 
Oxford ; called to bar, 1633 ; 
opposed the king's absolutism, 
and supported Stratford's over- 
throw, hut took the king’s side 
during Civil War. He left Eng- 
land in 1648, and was one of 
Charles ii.’s advisers in exile. 
He was created carl at the Res- 
toration. His daughter Anne 
married the Duke of York (after- 
wards James 11.). Always fa- 
voured moderation, and did not 
support such measures of re- 
ligious intolerance as are con- 
tained in the Clarendon Code. 
He was partly responsible for 
the defeat of the Eng. fleet by 
the Dutch in the Medway, 1667 ; 
fell from power, being deprived 
of all his offices, and went into 
exile ; died at Rouen, a dis- 
appointed man. His History of 
the Rebellion in England is note- 
worthy for its wonderful series 
of portraits of contemporary 
Statesmen.

Clarendon, Georoe William 
Prederick Villiers, 4TH Earl 
OF (1800-70), Brit, statesman and 
diplomatist ; b. London ; entered 
diplomatic service, and as minister 
to the Court of Spain, 1833, dis- 
tinguished himself by his handling 
of the question of the Span, 
succession ; as viceroy of Ireland, 
847-52, he guided that country 
successfully through a very 
troubled period of her history ; 
as foreign secretary in 1853, and 
again in 1865, he played a leading- 
part in the Crimean negotiations, 
the Austro-Prussian War of 1866, 
and the Alabama dispute, 
datelie (ftl^rfe'), Jules Arsine 

Arnaud (1840-1913), Fr. man of 
letters : b. Limoges ; member of 


Fr. Academy ; dramatic critic ; 
director of the Comcdie-Franpaisc, 
1885-1913. His novels include 
Noris, Le Petit Jacques, and Les 
Huit Jours dn Petit Marquis ; 
CEiivres Completes (1897-1904). 

Claribel, pseudonym of Char- 
lotte Alington Barnard (1830- 
69), Eng. poet and song-writer ; 
b. London. Many of her ballads, 
such as ‘Come back to Erin,' 
achieved popularity. 

Clark, Sir Andrew (1836-93), 
Scot, physician ; b. Aberdeen ; 
pathologist to Hasiar Naval Hos- 
pital ; practised in Aberdeen and 
London ; president of Royal 
CoU. of Physicians, 1888-93. 

Clark, Francis Edward (1851- 
1937), Amer. clergyman ; b. in. 
Canada ; founded, 1881, World’s 
Christian Endeavour Union. 

Clark, John Bates (1847- ), 

Amer. economist ; b. Providence, 
Rhode Island ; prof, of poll tical 
economy, Minnesota, 1877, and 
at Columbia Univ., 1893-1933 ; 
author of many works on eco- 
nomics. 

Clark, JosiAii Latimer (1823- 
98), Eng. inventor .and electrician ; 
b. Great Marlow, Bucks ; made 
improvements in telegraphs, sub- 
marine cables, etc. 

Clarke, Charles Cowden (1787- 
1877), Eng. author and scholar ; 
b. Enfield ; author of Shake- 
speare’s Characters (1863), etc. 
His wife, Mary Cowden Clarke 
(1809-98), compiled a Concordance 
to Shakespeare (1844-5), and wrote 
Girlhood of Shakespeare's Heroines. 

Clarke, Edward Daniel (1769- 
1822), Eng, tra-yeller and miner- 
alogist ; b. Willingdon ; travelled 
in Europe, Palestine, and Egypt, 
collecting statues, mss,, etc. ; 
prof, of mineralogy at Cambridge, 
1808 ; pub. works on travel and 
archmology. 

Clarke, Rt. Hon. Sir Edward 
George (1841-1931), Eng. lawyer 
and politician ; b. London ; called 
to the bar, 1864 ; entered Par- 
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liament, iSSo ; solicitor-general, 
1886 ; privy councillor, 1008 ; 
retired from practice, 1914. Wrote 
books on varied topics, including 
Easy Shorthand (1907), The New 
Testament : the Authorised Version 
corrected {1913), The Story of My 
Life (1918), Benjamin Disraeli, the 
Romance of a Great Career (1926). 

Clarke, Samuel (1675-1729), 
Eng. divine and philosopher ; 
b. Norwich ; among most impor- 
tant works are his Boyle Lectures, 
A Demonstration of the Being and 
Attributes of God {1704) and The 
Evidences of Natural and Revealed 
Religion (1705), and his correspond- 
ence with Leibniz, 1717. 

Clarke, William Branwiute 
(1798-1878), Eng. geologist; b. 
Suffolk ; studied the geology 
of Suffolk and Dorsetshire: emi- 
grated to Now South Wales and 
became the founder of Austoalian 
geology ; discovered gold, 1841, 
tin, 1849, and diamonds, 1859, 
in Australia. 

Clarkson, Thomas (1760-1846), 
Eng. anti-slavery agitator; b. 
Wisbech ; travelled to collect 
evidence on subject ; in 1789 
went to France to urge his anti- 
slavery propaganda ; after aboli- 
tion of slave trade, 1807, became 
vice-president of Anti-Slavery Soc., 
1823 ; following Emancipation 
Bill, 1833, took part in other 
philanthropic schemes. 

Claude Lorrain (Claude GELfe) 
(1600-82), Fr. landscape artist ; 
0. Chainagne, Lorraine ; excelled 
in representing the sky in all its 
varying shades and lights, and 
in the delicacy and harmony of 
his colouring ; his engravings are 
also excellent. Examples of his 
work are to be found in all the 
principal galleries of Europe. 

Claudel {kld-deV), Paul (i868- 

), Fr. poet, dramatist, and 
diplomat ; b. Villeueuvo-sur-Fire ; 
has filled many diplomatic posts; 
was ambassador to the U.S.A., 
1927-33, to Belgium, 1933-35;

considered one of greatest Catholic 
writers of France, he has found 
inspiration in the Bible, ^schylus, 
and Rimbaud ; among his poetical 
works are dug Grandes Odes 
(1910), Corona Benignitatis Dei 
(1915) ; bis dramas, probably his 
best work, include his great 
trilogy, L’Otage (1911), Le Pain 
Dur (1918), and Le Fire Hurnilii 

(1919). 

Claudian'us, Claudius (c. 396), 
last Rom. poet ; 6. Alexandria ; 
wrote the Rape of Proserpine, 
also panegyrics. 

Claudius, Amus Claudius 
CiECUS, Rom. censor, 312 n.c. ; 
consul, 307 and 296 n.c. ; praetor, 
295 u.c. Constructed Appian 
Way. Forced senate to reject 
peace terms of Pyrrhus. 

Claudius, Marcus Aurelius, 
Rom. emperor (a.d. 268-70) ; 
defeated Goths — hence assumed 
the title Gothicus. 

Claudius, Tiberius Claudius 
Drusus Nero Germanicus (io 
B. c.-A.D. 54), Rom. emperor ; 

son of Drusus, and nephew of 
Emperor Tiberius ; emperor, a.d. 
41 ; conquered S. Britain, 43 ; 
said to have been poisoned by his 
wife, Agrippina, mother of Nero. 

Clansel {kW-seV), Bertrand, 
Count (1772-1842), Fr. soldier ; 
b. in Arifege ; served in the 
Revolutionary and in Peninsular 
campaigns ; after Restoration, 
served under the Bourbons ; mar- 
shal of France, 1835. 

Clausen [klo'sen]. Sir George 
(1852- ), Eng. landscape artist ; 
b. London ; devotes himself to 
painting impressions of rural life 
and study of sunlight direct from 
nature ; r.a., 1908. 

Clausewitz [klow'ze-vets), Karl 
VON (1780-1831), Prussian general ; 
b. near Magdeburg ; fought in 
Rhine campaign, 1793-94 1 in 
campaign of Jena, 1806; a pris- 
oner two years ; helped to re- 
organize Prussian army, iSog-ra ; 
fought for Russia in 1812, and 
6a 
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then served in Prussian army in 
Waterloo campaign ; wrote im- 
portant military work, Vom 
Kriege, an exposition of the 
philosophy of war. 

Clausius (Jtlow'zi-oos), Rudolf 
Julius Emmanuel (1822-88), Ger. 
physicist ; b. Koslin ; prof, of 
physics at military school in 
Berlin, 1850, univ. of Ziirich, 1855, 
Wtirzhurg, 1867, Bonn, i86y ; 
founder of the science of thermo- 
dynamics ; formulated many new 
physical theories. 

Clay, Frederic (1838-89), Eng. 
composer of operas and songs ; 
b. Paris. His most popular songs 
are, ‘ I’ll sing thee Songs of 
Arahy ’ and ' The Sands o’ Dee.’ 

Clay, Henry (1777-1852), U.S.A. 
statesman; 6, in Virginia ; entered 
legal profession, 1797 ; was elected 
to Senate, i8ofi ; to House of 
Representatives, 1811 ; served as 
Speaker several times ; helped to 
urge on the war with Britain in 
i8ra. Was a pioneer of Protection. 
As regards slavery he took a 
middle ground, so that he was 
mistrusted by slaveholders and 
abolitionists alike. This position 
later enabled him to play the 
part of mediator between North 
and South, and he became known 
as ‘ the great pacificator.’ Ho 
was a great orator and immensely 
popular. 

Clays, Paul Jean (1819-1900), 
Belgian marine painter; 6, Bruges; 
helped to establish modern Belgian 
school of art ; among his works are 
Duioh Boats in the Flushing 
JRoadSj The Port of Antwerp, and 
The Open North Sea. 

Oeanthes {hte-an'thes) (3rd cent. 
B.C.), poet and philosopher; b. 
Assos ; worked as drawer of 
water by night to earn fee as 
pupil of Zeno, whom he succeeded, 
263 B.C. 

Hearchus (kle-ar'-cbus) tjl. 5th 
cent. B.G.), Spartan leader ; gover- 
nor of Byzantium when citizens 
opened their gates to Alcibiades, 


409 B.C. Leader of the famous 
Ten Thousand, whose retreat is 
iinmortaUzed in the Anabasis of 
Xenophon. 

Cleisthenes [klis’ihe-nSz) (Jl. 500 
B.C.), Athenian statesman ; began 
his democratic reforms, c. 508 d.c. ; 
divided Attica into three regions — 
the city, coast, and inland ; and 
each of these into ten groups or 
trittyes. Formed Council of Five 
Hundred, with definite adminis- 
trative functions. He further 
carried out franchise reforms, and 
introduced ‘ ostracism.’ He pre- 
pared the way for the glory of 
Athens under Pericles.

Clemenoeau {ft(d-mon-so'), 
Georges Benjamin Eugene 
(1841-1929), Fr. statesman ; b. in 
VendiSe ; went to U.S.A., 1863, to 
study social conditions ; returned 
in 1870, and practised as a 
physician in Montmartre. Elected 
a member of the National As- 
sembly, 1871 ; member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 1876, 
finally leader of the Extreme Left. 
Ho was defeated at the election 
of 1893, but in 1900 was elected 
a senator. He took a prominent 
part in the Dreyfus case, pleading 
his cause ably in TJ A urore, which 
he ed., 1903-7. In May igo6 he 
became minister of the interior, 
and then prime minister until 
1909. He founded L’Homme Libre 
(1913), which, owing to difficulties 
with the censouship during the 
Great War, he rechristened 
U Bomfne PnekatHS. The wrecker 
of many ministries, ‘ the Tiger ’ 
again became premier in Nov. 
igiy, and his conduct of affairs 
largely contributed to the victory 
of France and her Allies. Ardently 
defended ah the claims of France 
at the Peace Conference at Paris. 
Ho demitted office, 1920. Retiring 
into private life, he visited Egypt, 
India, and America, and spent his 
last years in study and writing. 
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His works include La Milctt Sociale 
(1895), Le Grand Pan (1896), Les 
Phis Farts (rSgS), Lss Regains 
(play), Grandeurs et Miseres cl’une 
Victoire (rgag), riu Soir de la 
Pensie (1929).

Clemena, Samuel Lanchoene.

Clement, name of fourteen popes. 
Clement i., St., said to have 
been a bishop in Rome (c. a.d. 
96). His name is associated with 
a letter addressed by the Christian 
Church in Rome to the Church in 
Corinth in the attempt to act as 
peacemaker in some troubles and 
disputes on the subject of ejected 
bishops. Clement iv., Gui Foul- 
QUEs (1265-8), Fr. soldier and 
lawyer ; ordained after death of 
his wife ; supported Charles of 
Anjou against Manfred ; en- 
couraged the. researches of Roger 
Bacon. Clement v., Bektranu 
DE Gouth (1305-14), Archbishop 
of Bordoau.'c ; removed the papal 
residence to Avignon, rgog ; con- 
sented to suppression of Templars, 
1311. Clement vii,, Giulio de’ 
Medici (1523-34), Florentine; 
pronounced against Henry vni.’s 
divorce from Catherine of Aragon, 
1534, and excommunicated Henry. 
In his time Rome was sacked by 
the Germans, 1527, Clement xii., 
Lorenzo Corsini (1730-40), Flor- 
entine ; elected at 78 ; issued 
first papal decree against ■ Free- 
masons, 1738. Clement xiv., 
Giovanni Vincenzo Antonio 
Ganganelli (1769-74), Franciscan 
Italian ; of humble birth ; agreed 
to suppress Jesuits, 1773. 

Clement op Alexandria {b. c. 
150), one of the most brilliant 
of the Gr. Fathers, was head of the 
Alexandrian school. Writings in- 
clude A Word of Exhortation to 


Greeks (i.e. Gentiles), in w'hioh he 
dwells on the antecedents to 
Christianity in the better types of 
paganism ; The Schoolmaster ; and 
Patch-work (Stromaieis), a guide 
to deeper Christian philosophy ; 
also wrote a commentary on the 
Scriptures, but this survives only 
in fragments. 

Clemen'ti, Muzio (rysa-iSga), 
Ital. pianist and composer ; b. 
Rome ; settled in England, and 
founded pianoforte firm, after- 
wards Collard and Collard ; his 
pianoforte studies, Gradus ad 
Pariiassum, are still in high favour ; 
buried in Westminster Abbey. 

Cleomenes I. [kld-am'en-es), 
King of Sparta ; reigned 520- 
488 B.c. ; did much to strengthen 
power of Sparta. Cleomenes hi.. 
King of Sparta ; his reign (235- 
219 B.c.) was marked by the 
restoration of the constitution of 
Lycurgus and the conquest of 
nearly all Arcadia, 226. Defeated 
by Aiitigonus of Macedonia, he 
fled to Egypt and committed 
suicide. 

Cle'on (d. 422 b.c.), Athenian 
statesman ; headed opposition to 
Pericles in 430; after Pericles's 
death became democratic leader ; 
displayed enmity against Athenian 
nobility and against Sparta ■ 
captured Spartans in Sphacteria, 
425 ; killed at Amphipolis. 

Cleopat'ta (69-30 b.c.). Queen 
of Egypt ; succeeded her father, 
Ptolemy Auletes xiii. ; fascinated 
Julius CiESar and then Mark An- 
tony, at whose death she killed 
herself by the bite of an asp. 
A woman of great ability and 
boundless ambition ; of pure 
Macedonian descent, and there- 
fore no darker than a Greek ; had 
three children by Antony. 

Clerk-Maxwell, See Maxwell, 
James Clerk. 

Clermont - Ganneau (kler - mon 
gtt-no'), Charles Simon (1846- 
1923)1 Pr. oriental scholar; 6, 
Paris ; in Palestine discovered the 
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‘ stele ’ of Mesha which be^ the 
oldest known Semitic inscription, 
1870 ; leader of pch^ological 
expeditions to Palestine, Red Sea, 
and Syria ; became director of 
the Rcole des Langues Orientales 
and prof, at the Coll, de France ; 
appointed consul-general, 1896, and 
minister -plenipotentiary, 1906; 
works include Palestine Inconnu 
{1886) and Receuil d’Ardtiologie 
orienlale (1885-1924). 

Cleveland, John (1613-58), Eng. 
Cavalier poet ; devoted adherent 
of Charles i. ; his poems were 
more highly esteemed by his con- 
temporaries than Milton’s ; best 
known are The Rebel Scot, Sniec- 
tymnuus, and Ruperlismus. 

Cleveland, Stephen Grover 
(1837-1908), president of U.S.A. ; 
0. New Jersey ; called to the bar, 
1859 ; Democratic candidate and 
governor of Erie county, 1882 ; 
president, 1885-g. He set himself 
to reform the tariff, and being 
again nominated for the presi- 
dency, was defeated largely on 
that issue ; elected again, 1893-7. 
His second term of office was 
marked by a financial crisis and 
a dispute with Great Britain 
regarding Venezuela boundary. 

Clifford, Sir Hugh (1866- ), 

Brit, colonial governor ; b. Lon- 
,..on ; Brit, resident in Pahang, 
Malay States, 1896-g ; governor 
ot Gold Coast, 1912-19, of Nigeria, 
1919-25, of Ceylon, 1925-7, and 
of Straits Settlements till igzg. A 
voluminous and interesting writer, 
his works include Studies in Brown 
Humanity (i8g8), Malayan Mono- 
chromes (1913), The Further Side 
of Silence (1916), In Days that are 
Dead (1926), Bush-Whacking and 
other Asiatic Tates and Memories 

^ ^Cli^ord, John (1836-1923), Eng. 
Baptist minister and Nonconform- 
ist leader ; b, Sawley ; prominent 
in the movement known as 
‘passive resistance,’ 1902, and in 
the disestablishment campaign. 


Clifford, Thomas (1630-73), Eng. 
politician ; b. in Devon ; strong 
supporter of royal prerogative ; 
member of Cabal ministry, and 
instrumental with Arlington in 
arranging Secret Treaty of Dover. 

Clinton, Sir Henry (c. 173S- 
95), Brit, soldier ; fought in Seven 
Years’ War and in Amer. War 
of Independence ; commandcr-iii- 
chief of forces in N. America, 
1778; governor of Gibraltar, 179.^. 

(Hive, Catherine (1711-85), 
best known as Kitty Ct.ive, Eng. 
comedy actress ; acted under 
Cibber and Garrick at Drury 
Lane ; friend of Horace Walpole ; 
praised by Dr. Johnson. 

Clive, Robert, Baron Clive 
OF Plassey {1725-74), Brit, 
soldier and administrator ; 6. 

near Market Drayton. At school 
he was unruly, and at eighteen 
was sent to India as a writer in 
the E. India Co., 1744- He joined 
the Company’s army in 1747, and 
won great distinction at the siege 
of Arcot, 1751. After a tlireo 
years’ visit to England returned 
as governor of Fort St. David, 
1756. Folloiving on the ‘ Black 
Hole of Calcutta,’ Clive defeated 
Suraj-ud-Dowlah’s troops in the 
great victory of Plassey, 1757, and 
ultimalelji established Brit, .su- 
premacy in Bengal. Returned to 
England, 1760 ; ho was created 
baron, 1762. He sailed again for 
India, 1765, to effect reforms in 
the administration of Bengal. His 
health obliged him to return to 
England, and there violent attacks 
wore made on him, occasioned by 
his reforms and cutting down of 
illicit gains. He defended himself 
vigorously, and the House of 
Commons unanimously exonerated 
him, but morbid depression over- 
came him and he committed 
suicide. Clive ranks high as a 
Brit, empire-builder, basing the 
Brit. Empire in India on a terri- 
torial rather than a commercial 
system. 
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Clodd, Edward (1840-1930), 
Eng. rationalist and writer on 
folk-lore ; works include ChUd- 
hood of the World (1873), Myths 
and Dreams (1885), .Story of Primi- 
tive Man (iSo5), Memoirs (1916), 
and Occultism (1932). 

Cloots [Uots], Jean Baptiste 
DU Val de Grace, Baron de 
( 1755-94), Revolutionist, 

luiown as ‘ Anachar.sis Cloots ’ ; 
b. near Clevcs ; violent anti- 
Christian ; member of Convention, 
1792 ; was guiUotined. through 
Robespierre’s influence. 

Close, Max WEED Henry (1822- 
1903), Irish clergyman and geol- 
ogist I b. Dublin ; leading au- 
thority on glacial geology of 
Ireland ; also interested in archca- 
ology and the Irish language. 

Clotilda, St. (475-544)i daughter 
of Chilporio, King of Burgundy ; 
married Clovis, King of Franks, 
whom she helped to convert to 
Christianity ; she was oanoniml 
a few years after death. 

Clouet {kloa-d'], FRAKfors (d. 
1572), Ft. miniature artist ; court 
painter to Francis i., Henry ii., 
and Charles tx. ; executed por- 
traits oi Hcmy n. and Mary 
Queen of Soots. 

Clough (W«/). (i) Arthur Hugh 
(1819-61), Eng. poet; b. Jjver- 
pool ; spent childhood in S. Caro- 
lina : educated at Rugby and 
Oxford, where he met Matthew 
and Thomas Arnold ; head of 
Univ.

Sir William 
Laird (1856-1905), Eng. naval 
historian ; b. London ; naval 
coiTespondeiit to the Times, 1890- 
95, also to the Standard and 
Daily News ; sometimes wrote 
under the pen-name of ' NauficUS.’ 
His chief historical work, written 
ill collaboration with others, was 
The Royal Navy (7 vols.). 

Cluseret (hloo-se-rd'), Gustave 
Paul (1823-1900), Fr. officer and 
revolutionary ; b, Paris ; left the 
Fr. army, joined Garibaldi in 
Italy, i860, and entered tho 
service ol the North in the Amer. 
War, t86i; later joined the Fenians, 
and returned to Paris as revolu- 
tionary journalist, 1868. Expelled 
from France, he fought with the 
Turks against Russia, 1878, and 
on his return to France was elected 
a deputy.

Colin. 

Clyde, Rt. Hon. James Avon, 
Lord (1863- ), Scot, advocate ; 

b. Dollar ; called to the Scot, 
bar, 1887 ; k.c., 1901 ; solicitor- 
general for Scotland, 1905-6 ; dean 
of the Faculty of Advocates, 
1915-18 ; lord advocate, 1916- 
20 ; lord president of the Court of 
Session, 1920. 

Clynes, Rt. Hon. John Robert 
(i86g- ), Brit, statesman ; b. 

Oldham ; for many years an 
artisan, and secretary of the Old- 
ham Trades and Labour Council 
for twenty-one years ; m.p. for 
N.E. Manchester (Platting divi- 
sion), 1906-31, and since 1935. 
President of the National Union 
of General and Municipal Workers ; 
was pail, secretary to Ministry of 
Food, 1917-18 ; food controller. 
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1918-19 ; lord privy seal and 
deputy leader of Commons, 1934, 
and home secretary, 1929-31. 

Cnut. See Canute. 

Coates, Albert (1882- ), 

Kns. conductor and composer ; 
b. Leningrad, of Eng. parents ; 
educated in England ; studied 
music in Germany; became con- 
ductor of the Imperial Orchestra 
in Russia ; returned to England, 
iniQ, as conductor for Sir Thomas 
Bi'ccham. 

Coats, James (1774-1857), 
founder of famous thread works. 
Paisley, now J. and P. Coats, Ltd. 
The family have been distinguished 
for their philanthropy. 

Cohbe, Frances Power (rSaa- 
1904), Eng. author ; b. Dublin ; 
interested herself in social ques- 
tions ; advocated women’s suf- 
frage ; wrote The Duties of 
D’ornen (1881 ; new ed., 1905), 
and a fascinating Autobiography 
{1894). 

Cobbett, William (1763-1835), 
Eng. radical reformer ; b. Farn- 
ham ; served in army, 1784-91 ; 
went to Philadelphia, 1793, where 
he attacked Arner. institutions 
and was fined ; returned to Eng- 
land, iSop : developed Radical 
views, which he, expounded in his 
wceldy Political Register from 
1803; imprisoned, xSog-ii, for 
protesting against flogging of 
militia ; m.p. for Oldham, 1830 
and 1834 ; pub. The Poor Man’s 
Friend, Rural Rides, The Curse 
of Paper Money, etc, ; and origi- 
nated Hansard’s Debates and 
Howell’s State Trials ; a good 
stylist and vigorous and originiil 
controversialist.

Cobden, Rickard (1804-65), 
Brit, statesman and apostle of 
free trade ; b. near Midhurst ; 
stated business as a cotton 
printer in Manchester, 1830 ;

turer (1835) ; travelled iu U.S.A. 
and the East ; M.r. for Stockport, 
1841 ; engaged in Anti-Corn Law 
agitation ; recognized by Peel 
as the man to whom repeal of 
Corn Laws was due ; next gave 
himself to cause of international 
peace ; opposed Crimean War ; 
attacked Brit, action in China 
and lost seat ; arranged famous 
commercial treaty between Eng- 
land and France, i860.

Cobhain, Sir Alan John 
(1894- ), Brit, aviator; served 

in Great War in Air Force ; a 
pioneer in civil and commercial 
aviation; wunner of King's cup 
for air racing, 1924. Most notable 
flights, London-Cape Town and 
back, 1926 ; England-Australia 
and back, 1926 ; commander-pilot 
of flying boat expedition that 
flew round the entire African 
continent. Has written My Flight 
to the Cape and Back, Australia 
and Back, and Twenty Thousand 
Miles in a Flying Boat. 

Cochrane, Robert, Earl or 
Mar (d. 1483), Scot, architect and 
courtier ; favourite of James hi. ; 
probably builder of Parliament 
House and Chapel Royal at Stir- 
ling ; his elevation to the earldom 
of Mar, 1479, aroused the jealousy 
of the nobles, who later seized, 
and hanged him. 

Cochrane, Thomas. See Dun- 
donald, Earl of. 

Cookburn [kd'burn], Sir Alex- 
ander James Edmund (1802-80), 
lord chief-justice of England ; 
nephew of Sir George Cockburn ; 
educated Cambridge ; called to 
bar. 1829 ; Q.c,, 1841 ; M.p. for 
Southampton, 1847 ; solicitor- 
general, 1850 ; attorney-general, 
1851 : chief-justice of Common 
Pleas, 1856 ; was a brilliant 
orator, and earned a high reputa- 
tion as a judge. 

Cockburn, Alison (1713-94), 
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Scot, poetess ; b. in Selkirkshire ; 
wrote version of ‘ Flowers of the 
Forest,’ beginning ‘ I’ve seen the 
smiling of Fortune beguiling.’ 

Cookhnrn, Sir George (1772- 
1853), Brit, admiral; 6. London; 
was in command at capture of 
Martinique, 1809 ; in his ship 
N orthmnheflaml conveyed Napo- 
leon to St. Helena, 1815 ; admiral 
of the fleet, rSji. 

Cockburn, Henry Thomas, 
Lord (i 779 -i 854), Scot, judge; 
b. Edinburgh ; shared with Jeffrey 
the leadership of the Scot, bar ; 
solicitor-general for Scotland, 
1830 ; author of Life of Lord 
Jeffrey (1852), and Alentorials of 
My Time (1856), a fine picture of 
Edinburgh society. 

Cockburn, Hon. Sir John 
ALEXANnER (1850-1929), states- 
man ; 6. near Duns ; went to S. 
Australia and entered on political 
career; prime minister and chief 
secretary, 1889-90 ; minister of 
education and agriculture, 1895- 
98 ; Australian representative m 
various federal and international 
conferences ; pub. Australian Fed- 
eration (1901). 

Cooker, Edward (1631-75), an 
Eng. teacher who compiled the fa- 
mous Coclior's Arithmetick (1678); 
hence the phrase ‘ according to 
Cooker,’ 

Cocfc'eiell, Charles Robert 
(1788-1S63), Eng. architect; b. 
London ; travelled in Greece and 
assisted in excavations at .digina ; 
R.A., 1829, and architect to Bank of 
England, 1836 ; president Royal In- 
stitute of Architects ; built a wing of 
Univ. Library and the Fitz-AVilUam 
Library, Cambridge ; completed St. 
George’s Hall, Liverpool. 

CoH'rington, Sir Edward (1770- 
1851), Brit, admiral ; b. Dodding- 
ton ; entered navy, 1783 ; served 
in war with France, at Trafalgar, 
off Spain, in America, and in 
Greek War of Independence fought 
the battle of Navarino, 1827 ; 
admiral, 1837. 


Cody, Samuel Franklin {i86i~ 
1913), Anglo-Amer. aviator; b. 
Te.xas ; settled in London ; in- 
vented a man-lifting kite ; built a 
successful biplane, 1909 ; became 
adviser to the War Office in aero- 
nautical matters ; was killed in a 
flying accident at Farnboroiigh. 

Cody, William Frederick 
(1846-1917), Amer. scout and 
showman ; b. in Iowa ; known 
as ‘ Buffalo Bill,’ from supplying 
over 4,000 buffaloes for food for 
the labourers on the Kansas 
Pacific Ry. ; served as scout in 
Ind. troubles, 1874-6 ; rose to be 
a magistrate, senator, and briga- 
dier-general ; in 1883 organized his 
famous ‘ Wild West Show,’ and 
travelled with it throughout 
America and Europe. 

Coehoorn {koo'horn), Menno, 
Baron van (1641-1704), Dutch 
soldier and military engineer ; 
b. Loouwarden ; distinguished him- 
self under Marlborough, especially 
at Namur, 1692, and at capture of 
Bonn and siege of Huy, 1703 ; 
wrote works on fortification. 

Cohn, Ferdinand J umus (1828- 
98), Ger. botanist ; b. Breslau ; 
improved the miscroscopo and 
made outstanding discoveries in 
plant and animal cell theory ; 
practically the founder of the 
science of bacteriology. 

Coke, Sir Edward Cj 5S3 " 
i634)j Eng. lawyer and politician ; 
b. Mileliam, Norfolk ; called to 
bar, 1578 ; elected m.p. and 
spealcer, 1593 ; attorney-general, 
1594 : chief-justice of Common 
Pleas, i6d6 ; vigorously defended 
the common law against royal 
prerogative ; offended king, and 
was imprisoned, 1621 ; re-entered 
Parliament, 1625, and retired in 
1629 : famous as a legal writer. 

Coke, Thomas William, Earl 
oE Leicester (1752-1842), pioneer 
of Eng. agriculture ; educ. at Eton. 
On his estate in Norfolk introduced 
methods of arable fanning and 
stock-breeding.

Colbert (kol-har^), Jean Bap- 
tiste (i6ic^83), Fr. statesman; 
b. Reims. 'In 1651 he was em- 
ployed by Cardinal Mazarin. 
After Mazarin’s death, 1661, 
entered employment of Bonis 
XIV. He refonned the burden- 
some taxation, maldng it justcr 
and more economical. He did 
much to raise the. prosperity of 
France, strengthened the navy, 
and was interested in literature 
and art. His condemnalion of 
men to bo galley slaves is a 
serious blot on his character, 

Colchester, Charles Annor, isr 
Baron (1757-1829), Eng. politi- 
cian ; b. Abingdon ; m.p., 1795 ; 
carried Act for taking first census 
of population, 1801 ; speaker of 
House of Commons, 1802-17. 

Cole, 'VicAT {1833-93), Eng. 
artist ; b. Portsmouth ; r.a„ 
iSSo ; painted Thames and Sur- 
rey scenes ; one of his largest 
pictures, The Pool of London, is 
in Tate Gallery. 

Colenso, John 'William (1814- 
83), Anglican ecclesiastic and 
mathematician ; 6, St. Austell ; 
pub. well-known textbooks on 
arithmetic and algebra ; first 
Bishop of Natal, 1S53 ; trans. 
N.T. into Zulu ; a pioneer in the 
‘ Hi^er Criticism ' ; pub. works 
on Pentateuch which aroused a 
storm of protest. 

Colepeper (or CulpepPek), John, 
rsT Baron [d. 1660), Eng, poli- 
tician ; first opposed Charles i., 
but changed from fear of revolu- 
tion ; chancellor of Exchequer, 
1642 ; fought at Edgehill in Civil 
War ; accompanied Charles it. 
into exile, 

Coleridge {kol'rij). Hartley 
(1796-1849), Eng. poet; eldest 
son of S. T. Coleridge ; b. Clevc- 
don ; educated at Oxford ; be- 
came writer for magazines and a 
schoolmaster at Ambleside ; lack- 
ing stability, he failed in all his 
occupations. In his pootiy be 
showed kinship to Wordsworth, 


and loft several sonnets of high 
quality ; one of the most brilliant 
conversationalists of his day.

Coleridge, Herbert (1830-61), 
Eng. philologist ; first general ed. 
of Oxford English Dictionary. 

Coleridge, John Duke, ist 
Baron (1820-94), lord chief -justice 
of England ; grand-nephew of S. T. 
Cokiridge ; b. Ottery St. Mary ; 
educated at Eton and Oxford ; 
called to the bar, 1846 ; Liberal 
M.p. for Exeter, 1865 ; greatly 
distinguished himself in Tich- 
borne trial ; chief-justice of Com- 
mon Pleas and baron, 1873 ; 
lord chief-justice, 1880 ; a great 
orator and scholar.

Coleridge, Samuel Taylor 
(1772-1834), Eng. poet, philos- 
opher, and critic ; b. Ottery St. 
Mary, where his father was 
vicar ; educated at Cambridge. ; 
got into debt and enlisted, but 
was bought off, Coleridge and 
Southey married two sisters 
(Sara and Edith Friokor), and 
proposed to found a ‘paiiti- 
socratic ’ settlement in America, 
but the scheme was abandoned. 
At Nether Stowey, Somerset, 
Coleridge and Wordsworth planned 
their joint work, the Lyrical 
Ballads (1798), to which Coleridge 
contributed The Ancient Mariner 
and other poems ; here also be 
wrote the first part of Christabel, 
and Kubla Khan (pub. 1816). 
An earlier vol., Poems on Various 
Subjects, had appeared in 1796. 
Coleridge acted for some time as 
Unitarian preacher. He spent a 
year in Germany, where he studied 
metaphysics. In 1799 he was in 
London, wiiting for the Morning 
Post ; made his home at Kes- 
wiclc, 1800 ; went to Malta in 
search of health, 1804 ; after- 
wards travelled in Italy. In 1808 
he ieotured on Shakespeare in 
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London. His later publications 
include Biographia Literaria, 
Sibylline Leaves, Aids to Reflec- 
tion, The Constitution of Church 
and State. lu 1796 he had be- 
come a victim to opium, and 
was long dependent for money 
upon the generosity of friends. 
Coleridge has left us poetry, small 
in quantity, but of the noblest 
quality. No finer ballad poetry 
was ever written than The Ancient 
Mariner; Christabel and Kubla 
Khan are works of the highest 
metrical and imaginative beauty. 
His exposition, of poetic theory 
in Biographia Literaria is the 
clearest statement of the principles 
followed by all groat poets.

Coleridge, Sara (1802-52), Eng. 
poetess and miscellaneous writer ; 
daughter of S. T. Coleridge ; 4 . 
Keswick | trans. several foreign 
authors ; wrote Pretty Lessons 
in Verse for Good Children, and 
a fairy tale, Phantasmion. 

Coleridge-Taylot, Samuei, (1875- 
191a), Brit, musical composer; 
4 . London; son of Eng. mother 
and W. African father ; his worlrs 
include chamber music, songs, 
and cantatas ; his Hiawatha 
trilogy is universally regarded as 
a w'ork of genius ; early death 
cut short promising career. 

Col'et, John (1467-1519), Eng. 
Renaissance scholar ; lectured on 
theology at Oxford ; refounded 
St. Paul’s School, 1512 ; an 
earnest reformer and a zealous 
e.xponent of the new learning. 

Coligny {ho-len’ye), Gaspard de 
( 1519-72), Fr. Huguenot leader; 
4 . Chatillon-sur-Loing, Loiret ; of 
noble Burgundian family ; famous 
as military reformer ; admiral 
of France, 1552. On capture 
of St. Quentin, 1557, by the 
Spaniards was imprisoned, but 
later ransomed ; he had now 


become a Huguenot. On death 
of Louis, Prince of Condd, he be- 
came leader of Protestant armies ; 
after Peace of St. Germain, 1570, 
he became favourite of Charles 
IX. Through the machinations of 
the queen-mother, Catherine de’ 
Medici, the Massacre of St. 
Bartholomew took place, in which 
Colignj' was slain,

CoHeoni (kol-d-o'ne), Bartolo- 
meo (1400-75), Ital. mercenary, 
generalissimo of the Venetian land 
forces, 1455 ; his equestrian statue 
in Venice, by Verrocchio, is said 
to be the finest in the world. 

CoUet'ta, Pietro (1775-183:), 
Ital. soldier and historian ; 4 . 

Naples : served under Ferdinand 
of Naples, 1798, and under 
Joseph Bonaparte, 180S ; wrote 
standard history of the Kingdom 
of Naples. 

Colley, Sir George Pomeroy 
(1835-81), Brit, soldier ; 4 . Ire- 
land; commanded in Natal, iS8i, 
and was killed at Majuba Hill.

Collier, Jeremy (1650-1726), 
Anglican ecclesiastic ; 4 . Cam- 

bridgeshire ; staunch Tory and 
supporter of Stewart cause, for 
which he suffered imprisonment ; 
ivrote numerous works ; in his 
famous Short View of the Im- 
morality and Profaneness of the 
English Stage (1698) he attacked 
the contemporary stage, in par- 
ticular censuring Dryden, Wycher- 
ley, and Congreve. 

Collier, Hon. John (iS5o-t934), 
Brit, painter, second son of Lord 
Monkswell ; 4 . London ; highly 
popular for his problem pictures 
or such as represent some dramatic 
incident ; his portraits are, how- 
ever, his best work ; his paintings 
include The Last Voyage of 
Henry Hudson (1881), Sentence of 
Death (1908) ; among his por- 
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traits are those of Prof. Ray 
Laiikester (1904) and Lord Alver- 
stone (1912). 

Collier, John Pavne (1789- 
1883), Eng. man of letters ; b. 
London ; Elizabethan student ; 
notorious as forger of 17th cent, 
annotations to Shakespeare folio. 

Colling, Charles (1731-1836), 
and Robert (1749-1820), Eng. 
cattle-breeders ; b. near Darling- 
ton ; improved shorthorn breed 
by scientific breeding. 

Ceilings, Rt. Hon. Jesse (1831- 
1920), Eng. politician ; b. Ex- 
mouth ; M.P., i88o-igi8 ; a 

strong advocate of kind reform 
as a means of checking niral 
depopulation, he was the mover 
of the ‘ three acres and 1 cow ’ 
amendment which, turned Lord 
Salisbury out of office, i386, and 
was responsible for the Allotments 
Act, 1887, and the Small Holdings 
Act, 1892. 

ColUngwood, CuTiiBERT Coi.- 
LiNGWOOD, Baron (1730-1810), 
Brit, naval commander ; 6, New- 
oastle-on-Tyne ; served in Amer. 
War, 1774 ; was at the battle of 
Cape St. Vincent, 1797; vice- 
admiral, 1799 ; celebrated for his 
part in the victory of Trafalgar, 
where he led one line of ships in 
Royal Souereisn. 

Collins, Anthony (tfi76-t72g), 
Eng. deist ; b, Hounslow ; edu- 
cated at Cambridge ; intimate 
friend of Locke ; advocated free- 
thinking as a cure for atheism. 

Collins, Michael (1890-1922), 
Irish politician ; b, near Clona- 
kilty ; fought in rebellion during 
Easter week, igi6 ; arrested, hut 
liberated^ rgiy ; Sum Fein meni- 
for Cork, igi8 ; declared for 
Irish Republic, and became virtual 
dictator ; £10,000 offered for his 
arrest, 1920 - took a prominent 
part in negotiations leading to a 
truce with Britain, 1921, and the 
^tablishment of the Irish Free 
State ; qn the death of Griffith, 
first president, he became head of 
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state. While fighting irrccon- 
cilables in Munster he was am- 
bushed and shot, 1922. 

Collins, William (1721-59), Eng. 
poet ; b. Chichester ; best remem- 
bered for his Odes (1746), which, 
though they met with no accept- 
ance in his own d.Ty, show him 
to have been one of the greatest 
lyric writers of the i8th cent. 

Collins, William Wilkie {i82.(.- 
89), Eng. novelist ; b. London ; 
achieved popular success with 
2'ke Woman in White, The Moon- 
stone, etc. ; a first-class story- 
teller to whom subsequent writers 
of mystery tales owe much. 

Collot d’Herbois (kol-o'der-bwd'), 
Jean Marie (1750-96), Fr. rov- 
qlutionist ; b. Paris ; a prom- 
inent Jacobin ; president of Coiv 
vention, 1793 ; the most sanguin- 
ary of the characters in power 
during the Terror, 

Colman, St. {a. 676), Bishop of 
Lindisfarnc, 6O1 ; then in Iona 
and Ireland ; argued in favour 
of Celtic Church at Synod of 
Whitby when the Rom. Church 
triumphed. 

Colman. (i) George (1732- 
94). Eng. dramatist and scholar ; 
b. Florence ; wrote The Clan- 
destine Marriage, The Jealous 
Wife, etc, ; also trans. from 
Terence and Horace. (2) George, 
THE Younger (1762-1836), Eng. 
dramatist ; son of above ; author 
of The Heir at Law and other' 
popular and amusing dramas ; 
examiner of plays, 1824-36. 

Colman, Samuel (1832-1920), 
Amcr. landscape painter ; b. 
Portland, Maine ; one of the 
founders and first president of 
Amer. Water-aolour Soc., 1866. 
His works include The Ships of the 
Western Plains and The Spanish 
Peaks, Colorado. 

Colomh, Philip Howard (1831- 
99), Brit, vice-admiral and in- 
ventor ; b. in Scotland ; served 
in Burmese and Crimean Wars; 
recognizing the difference steam 
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power made to naval warfare, he 
invented system known as Col- 
omb's flashing signals, devised 
new tactics, and expounded his 
theories in Naval Warfare (1891). 

Colon'na, Vittowa (1^90-1547), 
Ital. poetess ; b. Marino ; her 
poems were inspired partly by 
devotion to her husband’s memory 
and partly by her powerful re- 
ligions convictions ; hold in great 
estimation by Michelangelo. 

Colston, Edward (1636-1721), 
Eng. philanthropist ; b, Bristol ; 
made enormous sums of money 
in trade ; endowed Queen Eliza- 
beth’s hospital ; spent over 
£70,000 on philanthropy, 

Colt, Samuel (1814-62), Amer. 
inventor of Iho revolver ; b. 
Hartford, Connecticut ; made the 
first model as a boy ; patented, 
1835. In 1847 the Amor, govern- 
ment ordered a supply for the 
Mexican wars ; subsequently 
millions were manufactured in 
Colt’s factories, 

Columha, St,, also known as 
St, Colm and St, Columcille 
(5er-g7), Celtic missionary to 
Scotland ; oi royal birth ; 6. in 
Donegal ; spent early life in 
Ireland ; in 5O3 came to evan- 
gelize Scotland, founding mon- 
astery at Iona, where he died ; 
worked among the Piets, and 
made Iona the religious centre of 
Scotland. The Church which he 
founded in Scotland differed 
from the Church of Romo in 
various points of doctrine and 
ceremonial.

TOFERO Colombo, or Cristobal 
Colon (c, 1446 or 1451-1506), 


discoverer of America ; b. Genoa ; 
sou of a wool-weaver. Made 
many voyages, and gradually 
formed the idea of discovering a 
western passage to Asia ; like 
others of his time, he believed 
Asia stretched farther eastwards 
than it does. After many disap- 
pointments, gained the support 
of Queen Isabella of Castile, and 
set sail on his first voyage on 
. 4 iig. 3, 1492, with tliroc ships. 
On Oct. 12 they first came to 
land at the Bahama Islands 
(Watling I.), and spent three 
months in the W. Indies. He then 
returned, and was welcomed by 
Ferdinand and Isabella. On a 
second voyage in 1493 he dis- 
covered more islands, and founded 
the city of Isabella in Hispaniola 
(Haiti). Returning to Cadiz in 
1496, ho again sot sail, 1498, 
discovering Trinidad and the 
estuary of the Orinoco. Failed 
in governing his new Span, 
colonies, and fell from court 
favour ; on his return in 1500 
was welcomed again. He set out 
on his fourth and last voyage in 
1502, sailing, among other places, 
to Cuba and Jamaica. He re- 
turned in 1504, and died two 
years later at Valladolid. His 
remains, transferred from one 
place to another, are now in Sev- 
ille Cathedral.

Colvin, Sir Sidney (1845- 
1927), Eng. literary and art critic ; 
b. London ; Slade prof, of fine 
art at Cambridge, 1873-85 ; keeper 
of prints and drawings at the Brit. 
Museum, 1884-1912 ; had wide 
knowledge of art and letters ; 
among his numerous works are 
Walter Savage Landor (1881), 
Keats (1SS7), John Keats, his 
Life and Poetry, etc. (191^, 
Letters of Keats (1887) ; ed. R. L. 
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Stevenson’s Works (Edinburgh 
ed., 1894-7), and the Vailima 
Letters (i8g8) of Stevenson, ad- 
dressed to him. 

Come'nius (or Komenski), John 
Amos (1592-1670). C2ech schohvr 
and educational reformer; 6. in 
Moravia ; ‘ elder ’ of Moravian 

Brethren, 1632 ; remembered for 
his Didactica Magna, elaborating 
his theory of education. 

Comines, or Commines {ko-tnen'), 
Philippe de (c. 1445-1509), h'r. 
historical writer ; adherent of the 
court of Charles the Bold of Bur- 
gundy and later of Louis xi. and 
Charles viii. of France ; ‘ father 
of modern history ’ ; author of 
Mimoires (1464-83 and 1494—5). 

Comparet'ti, Domenico (1835- 
1927), Ital. scholar and senator; 
his masterpiece is Virgil in the 
Middle Ages, one of the most 
fascinating of erudite works (1872) ; 
also wrote The Traditional Poetry 
of the Finns (Eng. trans. 1898). 

Compayii, Jules Gabriel 
(18,^3-1913), Fr. educationist ; b. 
Albi ; inspector-general of public 
education, 1905 ; his L'Evohilion 
morale et intellectuelle de V Enfant 
and Cours de pidagogie thiorique et 
pratique are classics of education. 

Compton, Arthur Holly (1892- 
), Amer. physicist ; b. in 
Ohio; jirof. of physics, Chicago 
Univ., since 1923 ; made note- 
worthy investigations on X-rays; 
Nobel Prize in Physics, 1927 ; 
publications include Secondary 
Radiations produced by X-rays 
(1922), and X-rays and Electrons 
(1926). 

Compton, Henry (1805-77), 
Eng. comedian ; celebrated as a 
Shakespearian clown. His son 
Edward (1854-igiS) formed the 
Compton Comedy Company, 1881, 

Comte {koat), Auguste (Isidore 
MarieAugusteFran<pois Xavier) 
(1798-1857), Fr. philosopher ; b. 
Montpellier ; educated at Ecole 
Pglytechnique, but quarrelled with 
the authorities ; went to Paris, 


1816, where, he lived by teaching 
mathematics ; was friendly with 
Saint-Simon, who influenced his 
speculations ; in 1826 had attack 
of insanity, but recovered ; pub. 
first vol. of Positive Philosophy 
in 1830, the sixth and last coming 
out in 1842 ; pub. his Positivist 
Calendar (1849), an imitation of 
the Catholic Calendar of Saints, 
and Positive Polity (1851-54). 
In his lectures Comte promulgated 
his new ‘ Religion of Humanity.’ 
The Catechism of Positivism was 
pub. in 1852. Comte aimed at 
adapting the methods and prin- 
ciples of tile raedimval Church 
to new social conditions for a 
Religion of Humanity. In his 
later works he raises humanity 
to the place held by God in mono- 
theism. Amongst other ideas, he 
believed in the enormous impoi-- 
tance of women in the social 
state. His system of positivism 
influenced J. S. Mill and other 
Eng. philosophers, but despite its 
brilliance and suggestivencss on 
many points, has hot as a whole 
won very wide acceptance.

murdered by Robert IJruoG in 
the Minorite Friary, Dumfries. 

Condfi {hoa-dd), Louis i. de 
Bourbon, ist Prince of (1530- 
69), Fr. military leader ; younger 
brother of King of Navarre ; 
head of the Huguenot party ; 
opposed Catherine de’ Medici ; 
tTOk part in Prot. rising, and was 
killed at battle of J arnac. 

Condi, Louis 11. de Bourbon, 
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Prince of (1621-86), Fr, general ; 
b. Paris ; great-grandson of above ; 
known, as ‘ the Great Condi?.* As 
Due d’Enghien won decisive battle 
of Rocroi against Spain, 1643, and 
gi'eat victories against Empire, 
1644-6 ; succeeded as prince in 
1646, and his great territories and 
abilities made him a dangerous 
noble ; supported regency against 
the Fronde, 1649, but was ar- 
rested, 1650 ; new Fronde ob- 
tained his release, and he led 
armies against government, 1651- 
58 ; was pardoned by Louis xiv., 
and distinguished himself in his 
wars ; his fame chiefly rests on 
spirited conduct in battle and his 
absolute control of men.

Condillao (koa-de-ydk'), Etienne 
Bonnot de (1715-80), Fr. philos- 
opher ; b, Grenoble ; follower of 
Locke, and friend of Rousseau ; 
wrote Essai sur V Origine 4 es Co/i- 
missances Huinaines ; Traiii des 
Sensations is his greatest work. 
He contends that everything is 
due to sensation, and nothing 
to heredity. His work influenced 
subsequent Eng. philosophers, 
though it was severely criticized 
in the igth cent. Time has shown, 
however, that his ideas agree 
with the psycho-physiological dis- 
coveries of modern times. 

Coudoroet (hon-dor-sd'}, Marie 
Jean Antoine Nicolas Caritat, 
Marquis de (1743-94)1, famous 
Fr. mathematician, philosopher, 
and revolutionary publicist ; 6. 
Ribemout, Picardy ; assisted with 
Fr. Encyclopidie ; became mem- 
ber of Fr. Academy, 1782 ; 
wrote, 1785, an essay on the laws 
of probability. Vie de Turgot 
(17S6), Vie de Voltaire (whose 
disciple he in many ways was), 
1787 ; and while concealed in 
Paris during Terror wrote his 
Progrh de I' Esprit Humain, 


which traces the development of 
the human race towards ultimate 
perfection ; member of Legislative 
Assembly, 1790 ; drew up mem- 
orandum for calling of National 
Convention, of which he was 
member ; opposed execution of 
Icing and many other acts of 
Convention, and was proscribed.

Confucius (con-fu'shi-us), Ro- 
manized form of Kung fu-lsze 
(c. 551-478 B.C.), Chin, philosopher 
and reformer; b. in Shantung. 
In 531 he began to teach ; visited 
the imperial court, where he con- 
tinued his own ' school of thought ’ 
— ‘ how to got through life like a 
courteous gentleman.’ He was 
made chief magistrate of city of 
Chung-tu c. 504, and exercised 
universal influence, but the hos- 
tility, of external foes forced him 
to withdraw from Chung-tu. His 
attempts to persuade princes to 
become model rulers failed, and, 
although he wandered throughout 
China and won great fame, he 
remained in private life. No 
philosophical writings by Confucius 
arc known, but his disciples col- 
lected his sayings. These form 
three of the four classics of China. 
He taught veneration of past and 
imitation of antique virtues, su- 
periority to ambition, charity, 
forgiveness, repentance. He was 
founder of Chin, philosophy, al- 
though his disciples complained 
that he left them no word on the 
nature or end of man. His 
Spring and Autumn, a brief 
abridgment of Chin, history, is 
regarded as a Chin, classic. He 
was buried in Kung cemetery, 
adjoining Kiuh-fow, where his 
descendants (said to number 
30,000) still dwell.

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Congreve, William (ifi?o-i729), 
Eng. dramatist ; b. Bardscy, 
Yorltshire ; defended morality of 
stage against Jeremy Collier ;

Bride (1697), The IFity of the 
IVorld (1700) ; wrote some 
masques and artificial lyrics. 
He was the greatest of Restoration 
dramatists, a master of dialogue 
and intrigue.

Couington, John (1823-69), 
Eng. classical scholar ; b. Boston, 
Lines ; prof, of Latin, Oidord, 
1854. The labour of his life 
was his verse translation of 
Virgil (1868) ; trans. Odes and 
Satires of Horace, etc., into Eng. 
verse. 

Connaught (Aojt'of). (i)ARTHttR 
William Pateicic Albeet, Duke 
OP {1830- ), third son of 

Queen Victoria ; entered the 
army, 1868 ; commanded 1st 
Brigade in ^ypt, 1883, and was 
present at Tel-el-Kebir ; repre- 
sented Edward vii, at Delhi 
Durbar, 1903 ; in 1910 opened 
first Union Parliament, S. Africa. 
As gov. -gen. of Canada, 1911-16, 
was very popular. Represented 
King George in India at inaugura- 
tion of Provincial Legislative 
Councils, 1920. (2) Prince Arthur 
OF (1883- ), sou of above ; 

entered Hussars, 1901, and served 
during Great War ; frequently 
represented the Ling on ceremonial 
occasions. Gov.-gen. of the Union 
of S. Africa, 1920-3. He married 
the Duchess of Fife, 1913. 

Con'noUy, James (1870-1916), 
Irish revolutionary leader ; b, 
near Clones ; founded Irish 
Socialist Republican Party ; or- 
ganized strike of transport workers 
in Dublin, 1913 ; during Great 
War joined with Sinn Fein and 
acted as commander-in-chief in. 


rebellion of 1916 ; captured, and 
shot for treason. 

Con'nor, Ralph (i860- ), 

pseudonym of Charles W. Gor- 
don, Can. clergyman and novelist ; 
h. Glengarry, Ontario ; author of 
tales mostly dealing with the 
miners and Imnberincn of the Far 
West, to whom for some years 
he acted as missionary ; served as 
chapl.iin to the Can. forces during 
the Great War ; works include 
The Sky Pilot, Black Rock, The 
Man from Glengarry, Treading the 
Winepress, and The Rtmner. 

Con 'oily, John (1794-1866), 
Eng. physician ; b. in Idncolnshire ; 
founded Brit. Medical Association ; 
while resident physician at Han- 
well, 1S39, introduced modern 
treatment of insane. 

Conrad IL (c. 990-1039), Holy 
Rom. Emperor, 1027 ; extended 
boundaries of Germany by con- 
quering Burgundy, 1032 ; reunited 
Italy and Germany. 

Conrad III. (1093-1152), first 
Ger. monarch of the house of 
Hohenstaufen, elected by the 
anti-papal Ger. princes. In his 
reign the war-cries of ' Guelph ’ 
and ‘ Ghibellino ’ were first heard 
at the siege of Weinsberg, 1140, 
the former being papalist, the 
latter imperialist. He headed the 
unsuccessful crusade of 1147. 

Conrad, Joseph (1857-1924), 
Eng, novelist ; b. in the Ukraine, 
of a Polish family ; full name, 
Joseph Theodore Conrad Kor- 
zENiowsKi. He went to sea at 
an early age, became a master in 
the Eng. merchant service, and 
after retiring pub. Almayer’s 
Folly (1S95). This was followed 
by An Outcast of the Islands 
(1896), The Nigger of the Nar- 
cissus (1897), Lord Jim (1900), 
Youth (1902), Typhoon (1903), 
Nostromo (1904J, Chance (r9i4), 
The Arrow of Gold (1919), Rescue 
(tgzo), and The Rover (1923), 
Though he did not learn English 
till he was twenty, he was a

master of style ; he is unsur- 
passed as a novelist of the sea, 
but it is due to his power of 
interpreting the inmost life that 
he stands in the front rank of 
modern European novelists.

Con'raflin of Swabia (1252- 
68 ), King of Jerusalem and Sicily ; 
last Hoheiistaufon emperor ; ex- 
communicated, 1267 ; beheaded 
by Charles of Anjou. 

Conaal'vi, Ercole, Cardinal 
(1757-1824), Ital. statesman and 
ecclesiastic ; b. Rome ; chamber- 
lain of Pope, 1783 ; organized 
papal army to meet armies of Fr. 
Revolution ; imprisoned in castle 
of St. Angelo, 1798 ; deported to 
Naples, and escaped ; plenipoten- 
tiary at Congress of Vienna j re- 
covered Papal States for the 
Vatican, 

Consoienca (/(Ott'syaiw), Hendrik 
( 1812-83), probably the greatest 
of Flem. novelists ; b. Antwerp ; 
works include The Lion of Flan- 
ders (1838), Blind Rosa (1850), 
Rikketihketak (1851), and The 
Miser (1S53). 

Considerant {koii-se-dd-rda'), 
Victor Prosper (1808-93), Fr. 
Socialist ; b. in Jura ; founded a 
Socialist colony at La Reunion, 
Texas, but the Amer. Civil War 
ruined the project ; wrote Social- 
istic works. 

Constable, Archibald (1774- 
J827), Scot, publisher ; h. Carnbee, 
Fife ; publisher of Edinburgh 
Review from rSoz, and a number 
of Sir Walter Scott’s poems and 
most of his prose works ; his 
failure, with that of Ballantyne 
and Co., involved Scott in heavy 
financial loss,

Constable, John (1776-1837), 
Eng. artist ; b. East Bcrgholt, 
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Suffolk; in early years worked 
with his father as a miller; first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
1802 ; R.A., 1829. Became one 
of England’s greatest landscape 
artists. Amongst most famous 
works are Flatford Mill, The 
Leaping Horse, The Cornfield, 
and The Hay Wain.

Constant (hon-stdn'), Jean 
Joseph Benjamin (1845-1902), 
Fr. painter and writer on art ; 
b. Paris ; distinguished painter of 
Oriental subjects and portrait 
painter. Portraits include Queen 
Victoria, Queen Alexandra, Pope 
Leo XIIL 

Constant de Eebecaue {kon-stda' 
dere-bek'), Henri Benjamin (1767- 
1830), Fr. writer on politics and 
religion ; b. Lausanne ; member 
of coterie of Madame de Staiil ; 
opposed to Napoleon, but later 
drew up L'Acte addiiionnel aux 
Constitutions, 1814, in his favour; 
won fame as orator in Chamber 
of Deputies, 1819. His chief 
work is De la Religion (1825-31) ; 
he also wrote a celebrated novel, 
Adolphe (181G). 

Constantine, name of many 
Rom. emperors, Constantine i., 
THE Great [c. 280-337), son of 
Emperor Constantins i. ; 6. Nish ; 
was proclaimed Augustus by army 
at York on his father’s death, 306, 
hut waited six years before seizing 
supreme power. Christianity was 
made the state religion after 
traditional vision of Constantine 
of a flaming cross before the battle 
of Milvian Bridge, 312. He 
removed the capital, 330, from 
Rome to Byzantium (Constanti- 
nople). In his reign Rom. re- 
public became absolute despotism, 
Constantine settling the succes- 
sion on his family, creating new 
nobility, and leaving the mere 
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shadow of power to senate. 
His sou, Constantine ii. (sis- 
40), acquired name Alemannicm 
from victories over Aleiuanni. 
Constantine v. (emperor, 740- 
75) ; held synod, 754, forbidding 
image-worship, and exiled monks 
as upholders of same, with result 
that Rom. Church permanently 
severed connection with Con- 
stantinople. Constantine vii. 
(905-59), Porphyrogeiiitus (bom 
in the purple), Byzantine emperor 
and writer of important books of 
history, war, law, agriculture, etc. 
Constantine x, (1059-67) finally 
lost Ital. possessions ; inroads of 
Turlts and Magyars took place 
during his reign, Constantine 
xni. (1394-1433), Palaologus, the 

last emperor of the East ; reigned 
from 1448-53 ; he made a heroic 
but unsuccessful defence of Con- 
stantinople against the Turlcs. 

Constantine I, (1868-1923), King 
of Greece ; b. Athens ; succeeded 
to the throne, 1913, on the assas- 
sination of his father. King George ; 
was successful commander during 
second Balkan War ; proved an 
autocratic king. As brother-in- 
law of the Kaiser, his sympathies 
were with the Central Powers 
during Great War. This resulted 
in the blockade of Greece by the 
Allies, and the expulsion of the 
king through the action of Veni- 
zelos, tgiy. He was succeeded, by 
his second son, Alexander, who 
died 1920. Constantine returned, 
but was forced to abdicate, 1922, 
and died in exile. 

Constantine Pavlovich (i779- 
1S31), Russ, grand - duko ; 6. 

Tsarskoye Selo ; second son of 
Tsar Paul l. of Russia ; com- 
mauder-in-chief in Poland ; he 
aimed at founding a Polish 
dynasty ; renounced claim to the 
throne of Russia ; forced to fly 
during insurrection at Warsaw, 
1830. 

Constan'tius, name of three Rom. 
Emperors, (i) Flavius Valerius 


(c. A.D. 250-306), father of Con- 
stantine the Great ; re-established 
order in Britain ; routed the 
Alcmamii ; succeeded to the 
empire, 305 : died at York. 
(2) Flavius Julius (317-61), third 
son of Constantine the Great, ruled 
jointly with Constantine ii, and 
Constaus : waged unsuccessful 

war with Persia, (3) Constantius 
HI., Emperor of West for seven 
months in a.d. 421 ; was preparing 
to make war on Theodosius ii.. 
Emperor of the East, when he died. 

Conti, Niccolo de’ (early 15th 
cent.), Venetian trader and tra- 
veller; explored India and Malay 
Archipelago ; his account of Ind. 
life, manners, and customs is 
remarkable for his time. 

Conway of AUington, William 
Martin, Lord (1856- ), Eng. 

mountaineer and historian of art ; 
b. Rochester ; prof, of art at 
Univ. Coll., Liverpool, 1885-8, 
and Slade prof, of fine art at 
Cambridge, 1901-4 ; has written 
many books on art. Made a 
number of first ascents of the 
Himalayas, explored Spitsbergen, 
traversed the whole of the Alps, 
and surveyed the Bolivian Andes 
and Tierra del Fuego. His 
travels are described in his 
various books, including The 
Alps from End to End, The First 
Crossing of Spitsbergen, The Boli- 
vian Andes, m.p. for Eng. Univs., 
1918-31. 

Conybeare (him'i-bdr), William 
Daniel (1787-1857)1 Eng. geol- 
ogist ; b. London ; first to 
describe Plesioscmrus ; pub. nu- 
merous research memoirs and Out- 
lines of the Geology of England 
and Wales ; Wollaston medallist, 
Geological See., 1844. 

Cook, Arthur James (1884- 
1931), Eng. Socialist and Labour 
leader ; b. Wookey, Somerset ; 
worked as miner in Wales ; 
became general secretary of Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain, 1924 ; 
took prominent part in coal strike 
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of 1936, and general strike which 
followed. 

Cook, Charles Henra’. See 
Bickerdyke, John. 

Cook, Sir Edward Ta'as (1S57- 
1919), Eng. journalist ; b. Brighton; 
succeeded W. T. Stead as ed. of 
Pall Mall Gazette, 1890 ; ed. 
Westminster Gazette, 1893-6, and 
the Daily News, 1896-igoi ; 
wrote Life of Ruskin (1911). Chief 
of Press Bureau during Great War. 

Cook, Eliza (1818-89), Eng. 
verse writer ; b. Southwark ; her 
lyrics include the well-known poem, 
'Tlie Old Arm-Chair,’ 

Cook, James (1728-79), Eng. 
navigator and explorer ; b. in 
Cleveland, Yorla ; apprenticed to 
shipowners of Whitby; entered 
navy, 1755 ; charted St. Lawrence 
R. and coasts of Newfoundland, 
1759-67 ; in command of En- 
deavour, which sailed for S. Pacific 
to observe transit of Venus, 
1768 ; explored coasts of New 
Zealand and E. Australia, of which 
he took possession in name of 
Britain ; as commander of Re- 
solution, 1772, made a marvellous 
voyage of discovery in the S. Pa- 
cific; commanded an expedition to 
find N.W. Passage from the Pacific 
end, discovering Sandwich Is., sur- 
veying west coast of N. America, 
and sailing through Bering Strait ; 
ins precautions prevented usual 
heavy death-roll from scurvy ; 
on his return journey was killed 
at Hawaii ; was the greatest of 
Brit, maritime discoverers, alike 
for his qualities as observer, as 
organizer, and as commander.

Cook, Sir Joseph (i860- ), 

Australian statesman ; 6. Silver- 
dale, Staffs ; emigrated to Aus- 
tralia, 1885 ; entered New South 
Wales Legislature, and held vari- 
ous government posts ; elected to 
the Commonwealth Parliament in 


rgoi ; prime minister, 1913-14 ; 
represented Australia at Peace 
Conference, 1919 ; high com- 
missioner of Australia in London, 
1924-7. 

Cook, Thomas (1808-92), Eng. 
excursion agent ; b. Melbourne, 
Derbyshire ; founder of famous 
tourist agency ; ran first excursion 
train in England, 1841, between 
Leicester and Loughborough. 

Coolidge, Calvin (1872-1933), 
Amer. statesman ; b. Plymouth, 
Vermont ; practised as lawyer ; 
was mayor of Northampton and 
governor of Massachusetts (two 
terms), 1919-20 ; vice-president 
U.S.A., 1921, and president, 1933, 
on the death of Harding; re- 
elected, 1925-9 ; during his tenure 
of office America enjoyed un- 
exampled prosperity, and he was 
pressed to stand for a third term 
of office, but declined. 

Cooper, Ashley. See under 
Shaftesbury. 

Cooper, Sir Astley Paston 
(1768-1841), Eng. surgeon; b. 
Brooke, Norfolk ; prof, of com- 
parative anatomy to Royal Coll, 
of Surgeons, 1813 ; president 
Royal Coll, of Surgeons, 1827 and 
1836 ; performed famous opera 
tion of tying the abdominal aorta 
for aneurism, 1817; author of 
several surgical and anatomical 
works. 

Cooper, James Fenimore (1789- 
1851), Amor, novelist ; 6. Burling- 
ton, New Jersey ; famous for his 
‘ Leather-Stocking ’ series of tales. 
The Deerslayer, Last of the 
Mohicans, The Pathfinder, The 
Pioneers, and The Prairie, which 
have been Vans, into many 
languages, reveal great inventive 
faculty, and picturesque and de- 
scriptive gifts. 

Cooper, Peter (1791-1883), 
Amor, inventor and philanthro- 
pist; b. New York; introduced 
new processes for obtaining iron ; 
constructed first locomotive in 
Aiiierioa, 1830; established, 1850, 
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Cooper Union in New York for 
advancement of art and science. 

Cooper, Samuel (1609-72), Eng. 
miniature painter ; 6. London ; 

painted portraits of most of^ the 
ceiebrated people of his time, 
including Cromwell, Milton, and 
Charles ii., which show him to be 
the greatest of all miniature 
painters. 

Cooper, Thomas (1805-92), 
Chartist poet and lecturer ; b. 
Leicester; arrested for sedition; 
wrote his Purgatory of Suicides 
in jail, in which he discussed 
social and religious problems ; 
was the original of Kingsley’s 
Alum Locke. 

Cooper, Thomas Sidney (1803- 
igoa), Eng. artist ; b. Canterbury ; 
K.A., 1867 ; famous for cattle 
studies ; work was done in fine 
Flem. style. 

Coornheit (korn'hert), Dirck 
VOLKERTSEN (1522-90), Dutch 
poet and writer; b. Amsterdam' 
his prose helped to lay foundations 
of Dutch literary ian^age. Wrote 
poems, plays, and theological and 
controversial treatises. His mas- 
terpiece was Zedekunst, an ethical 
treatise. 

Coote, Sir Eyre (1726-83), 
Brit, general ; b. Limerick ; dis- 
tinguished himself in India, in 
Seven Years' War, and, 1781, 
defeated Hyder Ali at Porto Novo. 

Cope, Sir Arthur Stookdale 
(1857- ), Eng. artist ; r.a., 

1910 ; chiefly a portrait painter, 
his best work includes portraits 
of King George, Kitchener, the 
ex-Kaiser Wilhelm, Sir W. Har- 
court, Edward vii. 

Cope, Sir John {d. 1760), Eng. 
general ; remembered for his 
ignominious defeat by Prince 
Charles Edward at Prestonpans, 
1745, celebrated in the well- 
known song, ‘ Hey, Johnnie Cope, 
are ye wankin’ yet ? ’ 

Copet'nicus (or Koppernigk), 
Nicolaus (1473-1543), Polish as- 
tronomer ; b. Thorn ; studied at 


Cracow, Bologna, Padua, and 
Ferrara ; undertook the duties 
of physician administrator of a 
diocese and other puhlio work. 
At the same time he created a 
new conception of the universe 
by his theory, enunciated in his 
treatise De Revolutionibus Orbiuni 
Ccclestium (pub. 1543), that the 
earth and other planets revolve 
round the sun.

Cop'ley, John Singleton (1737- 
1815), Ajiglo-Amer. artist ; b. 
Boston, Mass. ; settled in Eng- 
land, 1775 ; painted portraits and 
historical subjects ; r.a., 1783. 

His Death of Chatham is his most 
famous picture. 

Copp^e [ko-pd'), Francois 
Edouard Joachim (1842-1908), 
Fr. poet; b. Paris; member of Fr. 
Academy; was a prolific writer of 
poetry, plays, and novels, some 
of his work being marred by 
excessive sentimentality. 

CogueUn (kok-ldn'). (i) BenoIt 
Constant (1841-1909), greatest 
Fr. actor oi modern times ; b, 
Boulogne; called 'Coquelin 
shone in comedy and farce. 
(2) Alexandre (1848-1909), 
brother of (1) ; called ‘ Coquclin 
cadet ’ ; also won fame as an actor 
and writer of monologues. (3) 
Jean (1865- ), Fr. actor, son 

of (i) ; created role of Ragueneau 
in Rostand’s Cyrano de Bergerac 
and of Talleyrand in Plusque reine. 

Coram, Thomas (1668-1751), 
Eng, philanthropist; b, Lyme 
Regis ; became sea captain ; 
settled in New England ; return- 
ing to England, established the 
Foundling Hospital. 1740. 

Corday d’Armont [kor-dd' ddr- 
won'J, Marie Anne Charlotte 
(1768-93), heroine of Fr. revolu- 
tion, better known as Charlotte 
Corday. Of noble family of Nor- 
mandy ; absorbed Rom, repub- 
lican ideas and, to save her 
country from the Terrorists, as- 
sassinated Marat ; was guillotined. 
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CorelU, Arcangelo (1653-1713), 
Ital. violinist and composer ; 
travelled widely and established 
great reputation both for his 
playing and his compositions, the 
chief of which was his Concerti 
Grossi, or Twelve Concertos. 

Corelli, Marie (1864-1924), Eng. 
novelist ; b. in Italy ; her first 
story, A Romance of Two Worlds, 
1886. brought her immediate 
fame, while her later stories 
achieved wide popularity. Among 
those may bo mentioned The 
Sorrom of Satan (1895), The 
Master Christian (igoo), and 
Temporal Power (1902). 

Coriola'nus, Gaius (Gnieus) 
Marcius, general in mythieal 
period of Rom. history. The 
legend that he received his 
surname owing to his capture of 
Corioli from the Volscians is re- 
counted in Plutarch’s Lives and 
Shakespeare’s Coriolanus, 

Cork, Richard Boyle, ist 
Earl OF (1566-1O43), Eng. states- 
man; b. Canterbury; bought in 
1602 Sir Walter Raleigh’s Irish 
lands (12,000 acres) in Cork, 
Waterford, and Tipperary, and 
developed their resources, building 
roads and fortresses, and en- 
couraging industry and agricul- 
ture ; created Earl of Cork, 1620, 
and lord high treasurer, 1631 ; 
his predominance in Ireland ended 
with Strafford’s appointment as 
lord deputy ; father of Robert 
Boyle, 1627-gi. 

Coinar'o, Caterina (1454- 
1510), Queen of Cyprus by bequest 
of husband, James in., who died 
1473 1 Venetian republic com- 
pelled her to abdicate, and an- 
ne.xed C3T5ruS, 1489. 

Corneille {kor-na'), Pierre 
(1606-84), Er. dramatist and 
poet ; b. Rouen ; educated for 
the bar, but eventually devoted 
bis attention to play-writing ; 
entered service of Cardinal Riche- 
lieu to aid him in writing plays. 
Corneille could not rest satisfied 


•with such employment, and he 
left the cardinal’s service. His 
Midh appeared in 1635, and met 
with some acceptance; but Le 
Cid (his masterpiece), produced 
In the following year, achieved 
immediate success, notwithstand- 
ing the jealous efforts of Richelieu 
to damn the play. It was followed 
by Horace and Cinna in the same 
year, 1640, Polyeucte and La Mart 
de Pompde (1643). In 1643, also, 
appeared Le Mentewr, a comedy 
which is the equal of many of 
Molihre’s. He was associated with 
Molifere in the -writing of Psyche 
(1671), which contains some, of his 
finest lyrical work. Corneille was 
the father of Fr. drama — one of 
the greatest of Fr. tragic -writers, 
and a pioneer of Fr. comedy. 
His genius was essentially ro- 
mantic. His great work brought 
him little monetary return, and 
in his later years be was superseded 
in public favour by Racine.

Corneille, Thomas (1625-1709), 
Fr. dramatist ; brother of Pierre 
Corneille; wrote about forty plays, 
the best of which are probably 
Ariane and Le Comte d‘ Essex. 

CorneTia (and cent, a.o.), 
daughter of Sciplo Africanus ; 
famous as the mother of the 
Gracchi, the famous reformers. 
Exemplified the virtues of the 
best type of Rom. matron. 

Corne'lius, Peter von (1783- 
1867), Ger, artist ; b. Diisseldorf , 
founder of the Munich school, 
which was enormously influential 
in Ger. art. 

Cornelius Nepos. See Nepos, 
Cornelius. 

Corn-wall, Barry. See under 
Procter, Bryan Waller. 

Cornwallis, (i) Charles, ist 
Marquess (1738-1805), Britidi 
general ; b. London ; with his 
surrender of Yorktown in 1781, 
Amer. War of Independence ended. 
Did good work as gov.-gen. of 
India, 1786-93, and as Viceroy 
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of Ireland, 1798-1801. (3) Sir 

William (1744-1819), Brit, ad- 
miral, brother of (i) ; served under 
Hood and Rodney, and distin- 
guished himself in the wars 
against the French ; vice-admiral, 
1794 : admiral, 1799- 

Corot Iko-fo'), Jean-Baptiste 
Camille (1796-1875), Fr. artist; 
b. Paris ; one of the most indi- 
vidual and poetical of landscape 
painters ; examples of his work 
are in the Louvre, the Wallace 
Collection, and the Glasgow Gal- 
lery, his best pictures including 
Une Matinie (1850), Macbeth 
(1859), Ba Lac {1861), L'Arbre 
brise (1865), Pastorale - Souvenir 
d’ltalie {1873), and Biblis (1873). 

Correggio [hor-ed'jo), Antonio 
Allegri (1494-1534), Ital. artist ; 
b. Correggio, Modena ; unequalled 
in flesh painting, and, apart from 
the Venetians, the greatest colour- 
ist of the Ital. schools ; works 
mostly executed at Padua, Parma, 
and at Correggio. Padua and 
Parma have sttli some of his 
magnificent frescoes. The Na- 
tional Gallery, London, contains 
his Ecce Homo, Cupid, Mercury 
and Venus, and other pictures.

Cort, CoRNELis (1536-78), Dutch 
engraver ; b. Hoorn ; head of a 
famous school of engraving at 
Rome ; engraved Titian's and 
Raphael's pictures. 

(Jort, Henry (1740-1800), Eng. 
inventor of a purifying process 
for iron called ‘ puddling,’ 1784 ; 
also contrived a method by which 
puddled balls of ore were rolled 
into bars. 

Cor'tes, Hernando {1485-1547), 
Span, soldier ; b. Medellin, Estre- 
madura ; assisted in conquest of 
Cuba, 1511 ; took charge of 
colonists sent to Mexico, 1519 ; 
founded Vera Cruz ; was wor- 
shipped as god by subjects of 
Montezuma, Emperor of Mexico ; 


seized Montezuma, and finally 
subdued Mexico in 1521 ; devel- 
oped mining and agricultural 
interests of the country ; dis- 
covered Lower California, 1536. 
Grasping and cruel, but with 
military genius and initiative, 
Cortes was an important builder 
of Span, colonial empire.

Cortot (kor-td'), Alfred (1877- 
), famous pianist j 6. Nyon, 
Geneva ; studied music at Paris 
Conservatoire ; became choral di- 
rector at Bayreuth ; produced 
Wagner's ' Ring ’ at Paris, 1902 ; 
first appearance in England, 1914 ; 
one of greatest of living pianists. 

Co'ry, William Johnson (1823- 
92), Eng. poet ; b. in Devon ; 
author of lonica, a volume of 
exmiisite verse. 

Cor'sate, Thomas (? 1577-1617), 
Eng. traveller j b. Somersetshire ; 
noted pedestrian, who travelled 
widely both in Europe and the 
East ; pub. Cory ate’ s Crudities 
(1611), an account of a walldng 
tour undertaken in 1608. 

Cosgrave, William Thomas 
(iSSoe- ). Irish paliticUa ; d, 
Dublin ; became Sinn Fein mem- 
ber of Dublin Corporation, 1913, 
acting as chairman of the finance 
committee, 1916-22 ; took part 
in Easter rising, igi6 ; Sinn Fein 
M.P., 1918-22 ; took a large share 
in the negotiations leading to 
formation of Irish Free State, 
1922, and on the death of Michael 
Collins in the same year became 
president, and held office till 1932 ; 
his government was marked by 
moderation, good sense, and 
courage. 

Costa, Lorenzo (1460-1535), 
Ital. painter ; b. Ferrara, but 
lived chiefly in Bologna and 
Mantua ; excelled in landscape 
backgrounds and architectural de- 
tails : London National (lallery 
has his Enthroned Madonna and 
Child. 
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Costa, Sir Michaei. Andrew 
Agnus (1808-84), composer and 
conductor ; b. Naples ; settled 
in Enrfand, 1830 ; composed 
opera Don Carlos (1844), ora- 
torios Eli (1855) and Naaman 
(i 864;- , 

Costan zo, Angelo di (c. 1507- 
91), Ital. historian and poet ; 
wrote valuable history of Naples, 
his native town, 1581-2, 

Costello, Louisa Stuart (1799- 
1870), Brit, miniature painter and 
author ; protegee of Thomas 
Moore and Sir W. Scott; pub. 
Songs of a Stranger, A Pil- 
grimage to Auvergne, etc. 

Coster, Laurenz Janszoon (c. 
1370-1440), native of Haarlem ; 
claimed by Dutch, in opposition 
to Gutenberg, as the inventor of 
printing by movable types. 

Cotes, Roger (1682-1716). Eng. 
mathematician ; b. Burbage, Loi- 
cestershiro ; friend of Newton ; 
first Plumiaii prof, of astronomy 
and natural philosophy at Cam- 
bridge, 1706. 

Cotman, John Sell (1782- 
1842), Eng. landscape painter; h. 
Norwich i also famed for his 
architectural etchings ; illustrated 
Dawson Turner’s Architectural 
Antiquities of Normandy (1822). 

Cotta, Johann Friedrich, 
Baron Cotta von Cottendore 
(1764-1832), noted Ger. publisher ; 
b. Stuttgart ; great-gi'andson of 
founder of the publishing firm ; 
friend and publisher of Goethe 
and Schiller ; founder of Allge- 
meine Zeitung and other noted 
periodicals. 

Cottet [ko-td'), Charles (1863- 
1925), Fr. artist; b. Le Buy; 
painted portraits, landscapes, and 
Breton fisher scenes ; his master- 
piece is the triptych in the Luxem- 
bourg, 1898. 

Cotton, Charles (1630-87), poet 
and translator ; b. Beresford, 
Staffs ; friend of Izaak Walton ; 
contributed treatise on fly-fishing 
to fifth od. of Compleat Angler ; 


made standard trans. of Mon- 
taigne’s Essays. 

Cou6 J/jDO-a'), Emile (1857- 
1926), Fr. psychotherapeutist ; 
b. Troyes ; engaged in business as 
a chemist for many years ; studied 
hypnotism and autosuggestion, 
and came to believe in their 
value in the cure of disease ; 
established a free clinic at Nancy, 
1910, and after the War lectured 
widely, both in Europe and 
America, 011 his favourite theme, 
‘ Every day and in every way I 
am getting belter and better,’ 

Coulomb {koo-lon'), Charles 
Augustin de (1736-1806), Fr. 
physicist ; h. Angouleine ; served 
in corps of engineers, Martinique ; 
invented torsion balance for lueas- 
uriiig electrical attraction ; gave 
his name to the Coulomb, the 
quantity of electricity conveyed 
by a current of one ampere in a 
second. 

Couper'us, Louis (1863-1923), 
Dutch novelist ; b. at The Hague ; 
his first novel, Eline Vere (18S9), 
established his fame ; later be- 
came known as one of the greatest 
of European novelists ; works, 
most of which have been trans. 
into English by A. Teixeira da 
Mattos, include Small Soiils (1914), 
The Later Life (1915), The 
Twilight of the Souls (1917), 
Dr. Adriaaii (1918), Old People 
and the Things that Pass {1919), 
and The Law Inevitable (1921). 

Courier (koo-re-d'), Paul Louis 
(1772-1825), Fr. Hellenist and 
pamphleteer ; b. Paris ; imbibed 
ideals of Gr. republics, and laid 
aside his noble title ‘ de M4r6 ’ ; 
worlis valuable for style and record 
of manners. 

Cousin (koo-sdn'), Jean (1500- 
go), Fr. artist ; b. Soucy ; famed 
for subject pictures, inoluding the 
Last Judgment (Louvre) ; painted 
glass in chapel at Vincennes ; also 
sculptor and wood-engraver. 

Cousin, Victor (1792-1867), 
Fr. philosopher ; b. Paris ; founder 
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of modern Eclectic School ; _ iden- 
tified with struggles for civil and 
iiitellectaal liber! y. Suspended 
from his professorship at the 
Sorhonne, iSci, for liberal opin- 
ions ; replaced 1828, and lec- 
tured on Hegel to crowded as- 
semblies ; became minister of 
public instruction, and between 
1831 and 1848 laid foundations 
of modern elementary education 
in France ; gave great impetus 
to the study of philosophy in 
France. Chief works, Translations 
of Plato, in 13 vols. ; essays on 
Ah^Iard, Pascal, Locke ; Hist, of 
Philosophy.

Cousins, Samuel (1801-87), Eng. 
meazotint engraver ; b. Exeter ;

Academy for poor artists. 

Coutts, Thomas (1733-1822), 
Brit, hanker ; b. Edinburgh ; 
carried on a banking business in 
London ; amassed a large fortune ; 
a keen business man, noted for his 
generosity; his second wife was the 
well-known actress, Harriet Mellon, 
who bequeathed her wealth to his 
grandchild, afterwards the Ba- 
roness Burdett Coutts.

Coverdale, Miles (1488-1568), 
Eng, reformer and translator of 
Bible ; 6.

made Bishop of Exeter in 1551 ; 
deposed under Mary.

Coward, Noel (1899- ), Eng. 

dramatist and actor ; b, London ; 
acted in The Goldfish, 1910, and

Sweet (an operetta), and Cavalcade, 
mainly deali ng with modern society 
life and manners. 

Cow'en, Sir Frederic Hymen 
(1832-1933), Brit, composer and 
conductor ; b, Kingston, Jamaica ; 
conductor of Coveut Garden Prom- 
enade Concerts, 1880, London 
Philharmonic Concerts, 1888-92, 
Manchester and Liverpool Phil- 
harmonic Concerts, 1896, and 
Scot. Orchestra, 1900-10. Works 
include Rose Maiden (1870), Ruth 
(1887), Coronation Ode (1902), 
John Gilpin (1904), Suite of 
English Dances (1905), The Veil 
(igio), and many songs. Pub. 
reminiscences, My Art and My 
Friends (1913). 

Cow'ley, Abraham (1618-67), 
Eng. poet and essayist ; b. 
London ; he is chiefly remem- 
bered by his Pindaric Odes and 
some fine elegies ; and his prose 
essays, distinguished by directness 
and simplicity, continue to hold 
a high place in Eng. literature. 

Cow per Jkoop'er), William 
(1731-1800), Eng. poet ; 6. Great 
Borkhamsted ; educated for the 
bar ; early developed symptoms 
of insanity, which rendered a 
settled occupation impossible. He 
subsequently retired to the villago 
of Olney (Bucks), where the good 
genius of his life was Mary Unwin, 
widow of a friend. He collabor- 
ated with the Rev. John Newton 
in writing the Olney Hymns {177^). 
In this environment ho amused 
himself with his tame hares and 
other pets. In 1780, at the sug- 
gestion of Mrs. Unwin, he turned 
to secular poetry, and in 1782 
pub. a vol. containing Table Talk, 
which was received with little 
enthusiasm. A new friendship 
with Lady Austen resulted in his 
next vol., 1783, which contained 
Tlut Task, the ballad of John 
Gilpin, and other poems, and was 
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an instantaneous success. His 
verse fills the transition period 
between the classicism of Pope 
and the nature poetry of Words- 
worth, and therefore ^ Cowper 
stands as a landmark in Eng. 
literature. In addition, he was a 
great letter-writer.

missioner of works, i8(5o-6, pre- 
vented enclosure of common lands ; 
in Education Act of 1870 inserted 
oiauso giving parents right to with- 
draw children in elementary schools 
from religious instruction, and 
prohibiting the teaching of denom- 
inational religion in a school 
provided by a public authority 
(Cowper-Temple oiauso). 

Cox, David (1783-1859), Eng. 
landscape artist ; b. near Birming- 
ham ; son of a blacksmith ; found 
most of his subjects at Bettws-y- 
Coed in N. Wales ; his best works 
arc in water colours. His Hay- 
ficld sold for £2,950 in 187.5. 

Cox, Sir George William 
(1827-1902), Eng. mythologist ; 
b. Benares ; voluminous author, 
his works including Mythology of 
the Aryan Nations (1870), Intro- 
duction to the Science of Com- 
parative Mythology and Folk-lore 
(1881). Ho was strongly influenced 
by the ideas of Max Muller, but 
was the ablest of the older school 
of comparative mythologists. 

Cox, Harold (1859- ), Eng. 

politician and journalist; edu- 
cated Cambridge ; worked as an 
agricultural labourer for a time 
to gain insight into the conditions 
of labouring life ; Liberal m.p. 
for Preston, 1906—10 ; ed. Edin- 
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burgh Review, 1913-29 ; member 
of the Bryce Commission on Ger. 
Outrages, 1915, of the Committee 
on Public Retrenchment, igi6, 
and the Royal Commission on 
Decimal Currency, 1919. 

Cox, Samuel (1826-93), Eng. 
Baptist preacher ; b. London ; 
founded 'Ilie Expositor (1875), the 
first 20 vols. of which were almost 
entirely his own work. 

Ooxe, William (1747-1S28), 
Eng. traveller and historian ; 
wrote Memoirs of Sir Robert 
Walpole (1798), and a History of 
the House of Austria (1807). 

Cox'well, Henry Tracey (1819- 
1900), Dug. aeronaut ; h, in Kent ; 
his balloon ascent with Glaisher, 
1862, to a height of 7 miles created 
a record. 

Crabbe, George (1754-1832), 
Eng. poet ; b. Aldoburgh, Suffolk ; 
befriended by Burke, Fox, and 
others ; took orders, and devoted 
bis leisure to production of poetry. 
His Parish Register, The Borough, 
The Village, The Library, and 
other works, are marked by homely 
realism, of which he was a master.

Aragon. Summoned by the Icing, 
Cranmer was employed in obtain- 
ing opinions in favour of divorce ; 
made Archdeacon of Taunton ; 
married, 1532 1 Archbishop of 
Canterbury, 1533 ; pronounced 
king’s marriage invalid, May 23, 
1533 ; helped to enforce king’s 
supremacy over Church ; declared 
king’s marriage with Anne Boleyn 
invalid, 1536 ; carried out his 
Prot. views under Edward vi. ;

115-53 B.c.), Rora. general and 
statesman ; became richest man 
in Rome ; as praetor crushed the 
revolt of Spartaous, yi ; elected 
consul, yo ; with Cffisar and Pom- 
pey formed first triumvirate ; 
he obtained command of Syria 
for five years, 55 ; invaded Parthia, 
but was defeated and slain at 
Carrhae. 

Crawford, Francis Marion 
(1854-1909), Amer. novelist ; b. 
in Italy, and thoroughly Italian 
in literary spirit ; was a Journalist 
in India for a time, and in early 
novels paints Oriental life.

Creevey, Thomas (1768-1838), 
Eng. Whig politician ; b. Liver- 
pool ; Creevey Papers (cd. by Sir 
Herbert Maxwell, 1903) give an 
axcellent picture of life of late 
Georgian period. 

Creighton ^ri'ton), Mandell

Creawiek, Thomas (1811-69), 
Eng. landscape painter ; b. Shef- 
field ; illustrated Gray’s Elegy, 
Milton’s VAlUgro, and Gold- 
smith’s Deserted Village. 

Ctewe, Robert Offley Ash- 
burton Crewe-Milnes, Mar- 
quess OF (185S- ), Brit, states- 

man ; b. London ; son of Lord 
Houghton, and son-in-law of 
Lord Rosebery ; has held many 
important offices in the Liberal 
and Coalition governments, includ- 
ing lord-lieutenant of Ireland, 
iSga-.^ ; lord president of the 
Council, 1905-8, 1915-16 ; secre- 
tary of state for colonies, igo8- 
10 ; secretary of state for India, 
1910-1S ; ambassador to France, 
1922-8'; has written Stray Verses 
(1889-90) and Life of Lord 
Rosebery (1931). 

Crihb, Tom (1781-1848), Eng. 
pugilist ; defeated great boxers 
of his day, including Molineux, 
an Amer. negro ; was one of 
pugilists (dressed as pages) at 
George iv. s coronation ; in 1821 
was given title ‘ Champion of 
England ’ for life ; noted for 
his fair play and integrity. 

Crichton {kri'ton), James, ‘The 
Admikaele Crichton ’ (c. 1560- 
1582), Scot, scholar, whoso ver- 
satility has become proverbial ; 
b. in Dumfriessbire ; son of 
Robert Crichton, lord advocate 
of Scotland ; tradition states that 
he successfully carried on a debate 
in twelve languages in Paris, and 
next day won a match in a tourna- 
ment ; outstanding philosopher, 
mathematician, theologian ; com- 
poser of Lat. verses ; a fine 
swordsman ; a man of great 
beauty ; lulled in a street brawl.

Crichton-Biowne, Sir James 
(1840- ), Brit, physician; au- 


thority on mental and nervous 
disorders and public health ; has 
ivrittcn many medical works and 
also various volumes of reminis- 
cences. 

Cris'pi, Francesco (1819-1901), 
Ital. statesman ; b. Sicily'; took side 
of popular party in Sicilian revolu- 
tion, 1848, in Mazzini plot at Milan, 
1853, and in Garibaldi movement, 
which he organized, i860, as 
minister of interior, 1877, secured 
the accession of Humbert i. as 
king of a united Italy, and worked 
to make Rome the eaiiital ; prime 
minister, 1887, when Italy entered 
Triple Alliance, and again, 1893-5, 
but resigned after Ital. defeat at 
Aduwa in Abyssinia. 

Crispin, St., the patron saint of 
shoemakers. According to legend, 
two Rom, brothers, Crispin and 
Crispinian, settled at Soissons, in 
Gaul, and wore beheaded, 287, 
for preaching the gospel. During 
their mission they supported 
themselves as shoemakers. The 
battle of Agincourt was fought 
on St. Crispin’s Pay, Oct. 25, 
I 415 . 

Crocs [krb'cM), Benedetto 
(1866- ), Ital. philosopher ; 6. 

in Aquila ; declared inseparable 
alliance of history and philosophy. 
Of his numerous publications the 
following have been trans. into 
English : JEsthetic (1902), Logic 
(1905), Theory of History (1916), 
Problems of /Esthetic (iqio), 
Goethe (1919), Ariosto, Shake- 
speare, and Corneille (1920), .iuto- 
biography {1927). ■ 

Crockett, Samhel Rutherford 
(1860-1914), Scot, novelist ; b, 
in Galloway ; became minister of 
the Free Church, but eventually 
abandoned the ministry for a liter- 
ary career ; a prolific writer, his 
works include The Stickit Minister 
(1893), The Raiders (1894), Men 
of the Moss Hags (1895). 

Creesus (kre'sus), King of Lydia 
(reigned 560-546 e.o.), proverbially 
wealthy. He subdued the whole 
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o£ Ionia, but was finally over- 
come by Cyrus, King of Peraia. 

Croft, or CnorTs, Wtu-iam 
(1678-1737), Eng. organist and 
composer ; b. in Warwickshire ; 
wrote anthems, sonatas for the 
flute, and theatrical music ; organ- 
ist of Westminster Abbey, from 
1708. 

Crofts, Ernest (18^7-1911), 
Eng. painter of historical sub- 
'ccts ; b. Leeds ; r.a., 1896 ; 

argest work a panel. Queen 
Elisabeth opening the First Royal 
Exchange ; other works include 
On the Morning oj the Battle of 
Waterloo, Cromwell at Marston 
Moor, Charles I. on his way to the 
Scaffold, Napoleon and the Old 
Guard at Waterloo ; some of his 
frescoes are in the palace of West- 
minster. 

Croker, John Wilson (1780- 
1857), Brit. Conservative states- 
man and writer ; b. Galway ; 
said to have introduced word 
‘ Conservatives ’ ; wrote condtin- 
natioii of Keats’s Endymion for 
Quarterly Review ; cd. Boswell’s 
Life of Johnson ; also Stories 
for Children from the History of 
England, which suggested Scott’s 
Tales of a Grandfather. 

Croker, Thomas Crofton (1798- 
1854), Irish antiquary and humor- 
ous writer; b. Corli'; pub. Fairy 
Legends, Popular Songs of Ireland, 
etc. 

Croll, James (1821-90), Scot, 
scientist ; b. in Perthshire ; keeper 
of Andorsonian Museum, Glasgow ; 
appointed to Scot. Geological 
Survey ; his most noted book is 
Climate and Time (1875). 

Crome, John (1768-1821), Eng. 
landscape artist ; b. Norwich ; 
known as ‘ Old Crome ’ ; founder of 
Norwich School of Artists, 1805. 
His pictures include Mausehold 
Heath and Bruges. His son, 
John Bernay Crome (1794-1842), 
%vas a landscape painter of similar 
style. 

Cromer, Evelyn Baring, ist 


Earl (1841-1917), Brit, states- 
man and ambassador ; b. Norfolk ; 
famous for his work in Egypt 
when he hold the offices of com- 
missioner of Egyptian public 
debt, 1877-9, controller-general, 
1879-80, Brit, minister plenipo- 
tentiary, 1883-1907. Upon his 
advice Egypt surrendered the 
Sudan, but recovered it through 
Kitchener’s campaign, 1896-S. 
He reorganized Egyptian educa- 
tion, finance, irrigation, and 
general administration, and on 
resigning received the thanks of 
Parliament and a grant of £50,000, 
besides the o.M. Was appointed 
chairman of the Dardanelles In- 
pniry Commission, 1916. Works 
include Modern Egypt (2 vols., 
1908), Ancient and Modern Im- 
perialism (1910), and Political 
and Literary Essays (igoS-13). 

Crompton, Samuel (1753-1827), 
Eng. cotton spinner ; 0. in Lancs ; 
invented spinning-mule for muslin 
yarns, and thus practically created 
the Brit, muslin trade, 1779. 

Cromwell, Oliver (1599-1658), 
Lord Protector of the Common- 
wealth of England ; b. Hunt- 
ingdon. Early showed popular 
sympathies in public life at 
Huntingdon and Ely ; was mem- 
ber for Cambridge in Short and 
Long Parliaments, 1640. He Was 
foremost in securing military forces 
of country for Parliament. Crom- 
well commanded under Essex at 
Edgchill, 1642 ; organized ‘ the 
Ironsides ’ from men ‘ who made 
some conscience of what they did ’ ; 
distinguished himself at Winceby, 
1643 ; commanded left wing at 
Marston Moor. A dispute now 
arose as to ultimate aim of the War. 
The army, composed of Puritans 
of various new sects, sided with 
Cromwell, who persuaded Parlia- 
ment to pass 'Self-denying Ordi- 
nance,’ 1645, for remodelling army. 
Sir Thomas Fairfax was appointed 
general, and Cromwell (exempted 
from new law) lieut.-general, and 
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the king was utterly defeated at 
Nascby, 164.5. A quarrel ensued 
between army and Parliament, 
and the army seized the king, 
1647. On flight of Charles to 
Carisbrooke, Cromwell forced Par- 
liament to abandon, attempt at 
compromise ; and, exasperated 
by second Civil War which fol- 
lowed, he denounced the king, 
and secured his execution, 1B49. 
Pride’s ‘ Purge ’ made Indepen- 
dents supreme, and Parliament 
became Cromwell’s instrument. 
Appointed lord-lieutenant and 
commander-in-chief for Ireland, 
Cromwell ruthlessly subdued Drog- 
heda and Wexford, 1649, and made 
himself master of Ireland. Crom- 
well was then made commander- 
in-chief against party of Charles u. 
in Scotland, 165a ; great victories 
of Dunbar, Sept. 3, 1650, and 
Worcester, Sept. 3, 1631, ended 
Civil War. Long Parliament was 
dismissed by Cromwell, 1653, and 
he as commander-in-chief became 
dictator and protector, 1653. 
Peace was made with Holland' ; 
England acquired a great name in 
Europe, and a large patty besought 
Cromwell to become king ; Crom- 
well refused the title owing to 
army’s objection. He was buried 
in Westminster Abbey, but his 
body was exhumed and hanged 
after the Restoration.

Cromwell, Richard (1626-1712), 
son and successor of Oliver Crom- 
well ; Lord Protector of England, 
1658-9, he lacked capacity for 
ruling, and, being violently op- 
posed by army, was forced to 
resign. 

Cromwell, Thomas, Earl of 
Essex (o. 1485-1540), Eng. states- 
man; b. London; son of a black- 
smith and fuller: .after a varied 
career entered Wolsey’s service • 
remained faithful to Wolsey after 


his fall. He guided Henry vin. in 
his divorce proceedings against 
Catherine of Aragon, getting Parlia- 
ment to pass the Act of Supre- 
macy, 1534. Thoroafter ho was 
Henry viii.’s chief minister, his 
policy being to secure absolute 
power for the king ; secured revenue 
by suppression of monasteries ; 
created Earl of Essex, 1540. He 
was executed on the failure of 
Henry’s marriage with Anne of 
Clevcs, which ho had brought 
about.

Cro'nin, Archidald Joseph 
(1897- ), Soot, author ; b. in 

Dumbartonshire ; practised medi- 
cine ; his novels, Hatter’s Castle

studies of Scot. life. 

Cronje {krin'ye), Piet Arnol- 
Dus (1840-1911), Boor general; 
4 . Transvaal ; commanded Boer 
force which compollod the sur- 
render of the Jameson raiders at 
Krugersdorp, 1896 ; in S. African 
War defeated British at Magers- 
fouteia, 1899 ; captured at Paardc- 
berg, 1900. 

Crookes, Sir William (1832- 
1919), Eng. chemist and physi- 
cist ; discovered the olonieiit 
thallium, invented the radiometer, 
and investigated electric dis- 
charges in exhausted tubes ; con- 
ducted researches on the com- 
position of rare earths, artificial 
production of diamonds, and the 
fixation of atmospheric nitrogen, 
etc. Was a keen student of 
spiritualism. Received numerous 
honours, scientific and public ; 
o.M,, 1910. 

Crooks, Will (1852-1921), 
Labour leader and politician ; 
elected to the London County 
Council, 1892; mayor of Poplar, 
1901 ; M.p. for Woolwich from 
1901 (except from Jan.-Dee. 
igro) ; advocated the establish- 
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mcnt of industrial arbitration 
courts. During the Great War 
he did useful service to the cause 
of recruiting ; p.c., rgid. 

Crowe, (i) Sir Joseph Archeb 
(1825-96), Eng. art critic ; A. 
London; studied painting; war cor- 
respondent during Crimean War; 
consul-general in Leipzig, 1860- 
72, and in Diissoldorf, 1872-80 ; 
best known for his histories of art, 
■\vritte,n in collaboration with 
Giovanni Battista Cavalcasclle, 
which have become classics, (z) 
Sir Eyre (186.I-1925), Brit, 
diplomat, son of (i); A. Leipzig; 
entered the Foreign Office, 1885 ; 
assistant under-secretary of state 
W foreign affairs, 1912 ; per- 
manent imder-socrotary of state 
for foreign affairs, 1920 ; his 
Memorandum on Ger, foreign 
policy did much to influence the 
Brit, Cabinet when the Groat 
War broke out ; took part in the 
Paris Peace Conference as min- 
ister-plenipotentiary. 

Crowther, Samuel Adjai (i8to- 
91), African native bishop, 1864, 
of Niger territories ; A. near Da- 
homey ; eloquent preacher ; trans. 
Bible and Prayer BookintoYoruba 
dialect. 

Cruden, ALE.YANnEU (1701-70), 
Soot, scholar ; A. Aberdeen; author 
of Concordance to the Bible, 1737. 

Cruikshank, George (1792- 
1878), Eng. artist, caricaturist, 
and book illustrator ; A. Loudon ; 
renowned for his illustrations to 
Dickens, Ainsworth, Lever, etc. ; 
later works definitely moral in 
purpose, such as the temperance 
series. The Bottle, The Drunkard’s 
Children, and The Worship of 
Bacchus. 

Cudworth, Ralph {r6i7-88). 
Eng. divine and philosopher; A. 
in Somersetshire ; the greatest of 
the Cambridge Platonists. His 
chief works were The True Intel- 
lectual System of the Universe 
(1678) and Treatise concerning 
Eternal and Immutable Morality. 


He sought to confute the philos- 
ophy of Atheism. 

CuEen, Paul (1803-78), Irish 
ecclesiastic ; 5 . Prospect, County 
Kildare ; Archbishop of Armagh, 
1849, of Dublin, 1852 ; cardinal, 
1866 ; he opposed extreme Na- 
tionalists and sided with Brit. 
Government against Fenians, 

Cumberland, Richard (1631- 
1718), Eng. divine and philos- 
opher ; A. London ; became Bishop 
of Peterborough. His De Legibus 
Natural Disquisitio Philosophica 
(1672) anticipated utilitarianschool 
in its enunciation of the public 
good as the end of morality, and 
opposed the doctrines of Hobbes. 

Cnmherland, Richard (1732- 
1811), Eng. dramatist ; A. Cam- 
bridge ; filled numerous govern- 
ment appointments ; pla3is, which 
number fifty-four, and are chiefly 
sentimental comedies, include The 
West Indian (his best). The Wheel 
of Fortune, etc. ; wrote also 
novels, poems, and essays ; his 
Memoirs (iSofi) are of value. 

Cumberland, William Augus- 
tus, Duke of (1721-65), Brit, 
general, son of George ii. ; dis- 
tinguished himself at Dettingen, 
1743, and Fontenoy, 1743 ; put 
down tlie ‘ Foriy-iive ’ rebellion, 
■winning the battle of Culloden, 
1746, and so sternly stamped out 
revolt that he earned the nickname 
‘ Butcher ’ ; fell into disgrace 
through misfortunes in Seven 
Years’ War, but ultimately re- 
gained popularity. 

Cummings, Bruce (iSSg-igry), 
known by his pseudonym of 
‘ W. N. P. Barbellion,’ Eng, 
zoologist and man of letters ; A. 
Barnstaple ; won fame with his 
Journal of a Disappointed Man 
(ipr?), written in a clear, -vigorous 
style. Pub. posthumously were 
his Enjoying Life, and Other 
Literary Remains (1919) and A 
Last Diary (1920). 

Cunard, Sir Samuel (1787- 
1865), Anglo-Can. engineer and 
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shipowner ; 6. Halifax, Nova 

Scotia ; one of the founders of 
the Brit, and N. Amer. Steam 
Packet Co. (afterwards the Cunard 
Co.) ; first established steam 
postal communication between 
England and America. 

Cunningham, Allan (1784- 
1S42), Scot, lyric poet and man 
of letters ; b. Keir, Dumfriesshire ; 
pub. Songs, chicjly in the Rural 
Dialect of Scotland, Songs of 
Scotland, Ancient and Modern, etc., 
among the best known of which 
are his version of ‘ My Ain Coun- 
treo ’ and ‘ A Wet Sheet and a 
Flowing Sea.’ 

Cunningham, William (1805- 
61), Scot, divine; b. Hamilton; 
took a leading part in pre- 
Disruption controversy and in 
formation of the Free Church ; 
first prof, of Church History and 
Divinity, New Coll., Edinburgh, 
1843 ; principal, 1847. 

Cunningham, William (1849- 
igig), Brit, political economist ; 
b. Edinburgh ; prof, of economics 
at King's Coll., London, 1891-7 ; 
pub. authoritative works on the 
growth of Eng. industry and 
commerce, also ivrote on social 
and political subjects. 

Cunninghame Graham, Robert 
Bomtine (1852-1936), Scot, author 
and Socialist ; 6. London; critic of 
modem civilization ; spent early 
life in Argentine; travelled, par- 
ticularly in Spanish - speaking 
countries ; m.f. for N. Lanarkshire, 
1886-92 ; writer of essays, biog- 
raphies, and travel-sketches noted 
for their style and originality ; his 
works include Mogreb el Aeksa 
(1898), A Vanished Arcadia {igoi), 
Hernando de Soto (igoz). His 
People (1906), The Conquest of 
the River Plate (1924), The Horses 
of the Conquest (1930), and Writ 
in Sand (1932).

While investigating Bccquerel 
radiations from uranium they 
jointly discovered polonium and 
radium, 1898 ; in 1903 they 
shared the Nobel Prize for physics 
with Henri Becquerel ; Madame 
Curie succeeded her husband as 
director of physics at Faculty of 
Sciences, Paris, and in 1911 
received the Nobel Prize for 
chemistry ; on behalf of women 
of U.S.A. President Harding pre- 
sented her with a gramme of 
radium in recognition of her 
services to science', 1921. 

Cuiiie, Sir Arthur William 
H875-1933), Can. soldier ; 6. in 
Ontario ; commanded ist Can. 
Division, 1 914-17, in Great War, 
and a Can. Corps in F'ranoe, 
1917-19 ; principal of M'Gill 
Univ. from 1920. 

Currie, Sir Donald (1825- 
1909), Scot, shipowner ; b, Green- 
ock ; established Castle Line to 
India and S. Africa, afterwards 
amalgamated with Union Line as 
Union Castle. 

Currie, James (1756-1805), Scot, 
physician ; b. in Dumfriesshire ; 
promoted hydrotherapy and was 
fimt to make systematic record of 
clinical observations with ther- 
mometer ; also remembered as first 
editor of Burns, 180a. 

Curtis, George William (1824- 
92), Amer. author ; b. Providence, 
Rhode Island ; ed. Harper's 
Monthly and Harper’s Weekly ; 
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-wrote several books of travel and 
some verse. 

Curt'ins, Ernst (1814-96), Ger. 
historian ; b, Lliheck ; prof, at 
Berlin Univ. ; made excavations 
in Greece lor Gcr. Government ; 
wrote numerous archasological 
works and a History of Greece. 

Curtins, Marcus, Rom. legend- 
ary hero. A chasm having opened 
in the Forum, the soothsayers 
declared that it could only be 
filled by throwing into it Rome’s 
best treasure ; Curtius, crying 
that the greatest treasure of Rome 
was a teave citizen, leaped on 
horseback into the chasm, which 
immediately closed. 

Curwen, John (1816-80), Eng. 
Nonconformist preacher ; b. Heck- 
mondwike ; promulgator of Tonic 
Sol-Fa musical system, and forrader 
of Tonic Sol-Fa Coll. ; author of 
People’s Service of Sons, oto. 

Curzon OF Kedleston, Georgs 
Nathaniel, ist Earl (1859- 
rgzs), Brit, statesman; b. Ked- 
leston, Derbyshire ; Conservative 
M.p. for Southport, 1886-98 ; 
under-sooretary for India, 1891-2 ; 
under-secrotary for foreign affairs, 
1895-8 ; viceroy of India, 1899- 
1905, during winch time occurred 
the Tibet expedition, 1904, and 
partition of Bengal ; opposition 
of Kitchener in 1905 on question 
of dual control of Ind. army led 
to his resignation ; chancellor of 
Oxford Univ., igo? ; created carl, 
igii ; leader of House of Lords, 
1916 ; president of Air Board and 
member of Imperial War Cabinet, 
1916 ; foreign secretary, 1919-24 ;

b. Montbdiiard ; assistant, later 
prof., in the Jardin des Plantes, 
Paris ; made painstaking re- 
searches in comparative anatomy 
and palasontology, especially of 
molluscs and vertebrates and fossil 
reptiles and mammals.

Cuyp [hoip], Albert (1620-91), 
Dutch artist ; 6. Dordrecht ; 

famous for pastoral scenes, exe- 
cuted with striking simplicity. 
Among his best works are Banks 
of a Lake and The Meuse near 
Dort. 

Cynewulf [hin'e-woolf) [fl, 750), 
O.E. vernacular poet ; author of 
four poems, Christ, Juliana, 
Elene, and The Fates of the 
Apostles ; postiy shows feeling 
for nature, especially in its stormy 
moods. 

Cyprian [sip'ri-anj, St. (c. 200- 
258), Bishop of Carthage ; con- 
verted from paganism to Chris- 
tianity ; made bishop c. 248-9 ; 
after various conflicts between 
Christians and the state, he was 
beheaded by order of the Emperor 
Valerian. Cyprian was more of a 
Church leader than a theologian, 
his interest being mainly in dis- 
cipline and organization. 
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Cyrano de Bergerac. See Ber- 
gerac, Savinien Cyrano de. 

Cyril, St. (i) Bishop of Jerusa- 
lem (c. 315-86) ; famed for his 
%vritings, which aro of the greatest 
value for students of creeds and 
liturgies. (2) Bishop of .Wex- 
andria (c. 376-444). As patriarch 
of Alexandria expelled Jews, and 
in zeal against heretics is said to 
have instigated murder of Hy- 
patia ; defeated Nestorius at 
Council of Ephesus, 431 ; wrote 
commentaries, etc. 

Cyrus, name of two great 
Pei'S, rulers. (i) The Gre.a,t, 
founder of Pers. empire ; over- 
threw King of the Medes, 549 n.c., 
and became sole ruler of Medes 
and Persians ; defeated Creesus of 
Lydia, and annexed Lydia, 546 ; 
overran Asia Minor ; captured 
Babylon, 539, when Belshazzar 
was put to death. His domain 
extended from the lEgean to 
Afghanistan ; was killed in battle 
witli Scythians, 528. (2) The 

Younger, younger son of Darius 
II. of Persia ; in Peloponnesian 
War gave important help to 
Spartans, who assisted him in 
attempt to overturn government 
of brother, Artaxerxes, in which 
his army, the famous Ten Thousand 
of Xenophon, won the battle of 
Cunaxa, at whiich Cyrus was slain. 


Czartoryski (cMr-to-ns’ke), 
Adam Georg, Prince (i 77 o- 
1861), Polish statesman ; b. War- 
saw ; supported rising of Kos- 
ciuszko ; family estates wore con- 
fiscated ; afterwards gained favour 
of Tsar, was present at Austerlitz, 
1805, and held various govern- 
ment appointments. In revolution 
of 1830 was appointed president 
of provisional govermnent, but 
resigned and served as a private 
soldier ; exempted from amnesty, 
he emigrated to France. 

Czetnin [chey'nin), Ottokar, 
Count (1872- ), Austro-Hun- 

garian statesman ; b. Vienna ; 
minister at Bucharest, 1913-16, 
where he laboured unsuccessfully 
to prevent Romania’s entry into 
the Great War ; foreign minister, 
1916-18 ; resigned owing to dif- 
ferences with the Erhperor. His 
Memoirs {1919), in which he lays 
chief blame for the war on the 
Prussian militarists, shed the first 
authentic light on Austro-Ger. 
relations during the Great War.

Pescara, 
Abrnzzi; son of Duchessa Maria 
Galleso of Romo ; his novels were 
placed on the Index Expnrgatorius 
by the Vatican in igii ; most of 
his novels and plays have been 
trans. into English. During War 
advooated Italy’s intervention, 
and became national idol ; served 
in army and navy, and proved 
himself a daring airman. After 
armistice carried out a dramatic 
coup by seizing Fiurae for Italy.

Dante Alighieri (ddn'ti al-e-gyd'- 
re) (1265-1321), greatest Ital. 
poet ; b. Florence ; Dante is an 
abbreviation of Diurante. Little is 
known of his early life. At the 
age of nine he first met Beatrice, 
who is believed to have been the 
daughter of Foleo Portinari ; she 
married Simone de’ Bardi, and 
died, 1290, aged 25. In 1283 the 
poet began to write the noble lyrics 
inspired by his love for Beatrice, 
which he included in Vita Nuova 
( New Life). The death of Beatrice 


was followed by a period of bitter 
depression, and Dante appears to 
have plunged into dissipation. 
A period of military service ensued. 
About 1298 he manied Gemma, 
daughter of Alanetto Donati. 
Dante took an active part in the 
government of Florence., but his 
party was overthrown by the 
nobles in 1301, and in 1302 he was 
banished. From 1302-10 Dante 
wandered over Itiy, spending 
much time at Verona, and com- 
menced to ivrite his Convivio 
(Banqnsl) and De Vulgari Elo- 
quentia. A fresh sentence of 
banishment, 13 ii, prevented his 
return to Fioronee. His closing 
years were happily spent under 
the patronage of Can Grande 
della Scala at Verona, and of 
Guido da Polenta at Ravenna. 
During this period his Divina 
Commedia was ivritten, and other 
works coiitimied. He died and 
was buried at Ravenna. The 

g reatest poet Italy has produced, 
e was suijreme as an epic poet, 
but also distinguished as a lyric 
writer, as is shown in his Can- 
eoniere and the lyrical portions of 
the Vita Nuova.

Darn'ley, Henry Stewart, 
Lord (1545-67), Soot, noble ;

Dar'win, Charles Robert 
(1809-82), Eng. naturalist; b. 
Shrewsbury ; grandson of Dr. 


Erasmus Darwin, and of Josiah 
Wedgwood. Studied medicine in 
Edinburgh Univ., 1825-7 ; entered 
Christ’s Coll., Cambridge, 1828, 
with the intention of becoming 
a dorgyman. Became naturalist 
for the survey expedition of 
H.M.S. Beagle, 1831-6. On this 
celebrated voyage, Darwin made 
observations which laid the foun- 
dations for his subsequent work. 
On his return to England pub. 
the scientic results of the voyage : 
Journal of a Naturalist (1839), 
Structure and Distribution of Coral 
Reefs (1842), Geological Observa- 
tions (1844 and 1846). In 1839 
he married his cousin, Emma 
Wedgwood, and settled at Down, 
in Kent, where, in spite of per- 
sistent iU-health, he pursued the 
researches which led to the 
enunciation of his famous theories 
regarding natural selection and 
the origin of man. His essay, 
On the Tendency of Species ^ to 
form Varieties, etc., together with 
an essay by Alfred Russel Wallace, 
who had arrived at the same con- 
clusions, was read at a memorable 
meeting of the Linnean Soo., 185S, 
This communication, followed by 
the publication of On the Origin 
of Species by Means of Natural 
Selection, aroused wild enthusi- 
asm, and at the same time bitter 
opposition. The Variation of 
Animals and Plants under Domes- 
tication (1868) and The Descent of 
Man (1871) were other proofs of 
the vast amount of material 
Darwin had collected. Ho pub. 
various works on the fertilization 
of plants and their movement. 
Always a reverent searcher after 
truth, he gave a new impetus 
and direction to scientific in- 
vestigation.

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Ellon, Notts ; practised at Lich- 
field and Derby. By his first 
marriage he was grandfather of 
Charles Darwin; by his second, 
of Francis Gallon. He anti- 
cipated in part the theory of 
evolution propounded by La- 
marck, and by his grandson. 

Darwin, Sir Francis (1848- 
1925), Eng. botanist and biog- 
rapher ; b. Down, Kent ; son 
of Charles Darwin ; f.r.s. ; pres- 
ident of Brit. Association, 1908 ; 
knighted, 1913. Wrote Life and 
Letters of Charles Darwin { rSSy). 

Darwin, Sir George Howard 
(1845-1912), Eng. astronomer; 
0. Down, Kent ; second son of 
Charles Darwin ; Plumian prof, 
of astronomy at Cambridge, 1883 ; 
president Brit. Association, 1905 ; 
wrote on the tides, 1898, and on 
periodic orbits, etc. 

Dasent {dd'sent), Sir George 
Webbe (1817-96), Eng. Scandi- 
navian scholar ; b, St. Vincent, 
W. Indies ; did much to familiar- 
ize Brit, readers with Scandinavian 
and Icelandic sagas ; pub. Story 
uf Burnt Njal, Popular Tales 
from the Norse, etc. 

Dass, Fetter (164^-1708), 
Notweg. poet ; b. Isl. of Nord 
Herd ; son of Peter Dundas, a 
Scot, merchant in Bergen ; cliief 
work The Trumpet of Nordland 
(pub. 1739) ; ‘ father ' of modern 
Norweg. poetry. 

Daubany {ddb'ne), Charles 
Giles Bridle (1795-1867), Eng. 
scientist ; h. Stratton, Glos ; 
prof, of chemistry, 1822, and of 
hotany, 1834, at Oxford ; pub. 
Active and Extinct Volcanoes 
(1826) ; president Brit. Associa- 
tion, 1856. 

Daudet [dd-dd'), Alphonse 
(1840-97), Ft. novelist ; 6. Nimes ; 
served as usher in a school, as 
described in Le Pelit Chose ; 
became journalist, and after hard 
struggle achieved fame with Fro- 
mont Jeune el Risler AitU, Jack, 
Nwm Roumestan, Sapho, the 


brilliant, humorous Tartarin 
stories, Lettres de mon Moulin, 
and Contes du Lundi ; noted as a 
stylist ; his play, L’Arlesienne, 
with Bizet’s music, is still a 
favourite. One of the greatest 
Fr. novelists of the later 19th 
cent.

Daudet, LfioN (1S67- ), Fr. 

man of letters and Royalist 
agitator ; b. Paris ; son of 
Alphonse Daudet ; ed. of V Ac- 
tion Frattfaise ; his most popular 
W'ork is Les Morlicoles, 1894, a 
satire on physicians. 

Daumier (do-myd'), HonoriS 
(1808-79), Fr. caricaturist ; b. 
MarseiUes ; contributor to Chari- 
vari, and also a serious artist. 

Daun (doun), Leopold Josep, 
Count von (1705-66), Austrian 
general; inflicted first defeat 
suffered by Frederick the Gri'at, 
at Kolin, 1757, and was principal 
opponent to Prussia during Seven 
Years’ War. 

Dav'enant, Sir William (i 6 o 6 - 
68), Eng. poet and dramatist ; 
b. Oxford ; poet laureate, 1638 ; 
fought on Royalist side in Civil 
War ; suffered imprisoninent ; 
wrote Gondibert, an epic poem, 
and plays. 

David (Hcb. ‘ beloved ’) {ft. c. 
1000 B.G.), most famous King of 
Israel ; son of Jesse of Bethlehem 
in Judah ; kept his father’s 
sheep ; his slaying of Goliath is 
described in i Samuel 17 and 
18 ; he relieved the madness of 
King Saul by moans of his harp ;, 
became royal favourite and 
formed classic friendship -with 
king's son Jonathan. His popu- 
larity roused the jealousy of Saul, 
and resulted in his exile ; found 
refuge in cave of AduUam. On 
Saul’s death David became King 
of Judah ; captured Jerusalem 
from Jebusites, Was the author 
of several of the psalms.

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David (or Dewi), St. (c. 6tli 
cent.), Welsh patron saint ; 
Bishop of St. Davids ; canonized 
in I2th cent. ; festival. March i. 

David I. (io84-ti53), King of 
Scots ; son of Malcolm Canmorc 
and M.irgaret ; introduced feudal- 
ism into Scotland ; encouraged 
the development of the burghs ; 
his endowments of hishoprics and 
ahbevs earned for him the title, 
‘ Ane’ sail- sanct for the crown.’ 
Invaded England in support of 
Matilda, and was defeated in 
Battle of the Standard, 1138, 

David n. {1324-71), King of 
Scotland, 1329; ft. Dunfermline; 
son of Robert the Bruce ; taken 
prisoner by English at Neville’s 
Cross, 1346 ; released, 1357, on 
promise of ransom of 100,000 
raerks ; unable to raise this sum, 
could only reign as vassal of 
Edward in. 

David I. OF Wales (d. 1203), 
lord of cUst. round Snowdon ; 
e.'dicd by one chronicler ‘ king.’ 
David it. (c. 1208-4G), Prince of N. 
Wales, half-brother of above ; 
forced to do homage to Henry iii. 
David hi. ( d . 1283), last native 
prince of Wales ; nephew of 
David :i., revolted against Edward 
I. and fell into his hands ; was 
tried and executed. 

David (dd-vad’), F^licien- C^sar 
(1810-76), Fr. composer ; achieved 
fame with Le Desert, a symphonic 
ode, 1S44, and later composed 
comic operas and oratorios. 

David, Jacques Louis (1748- 
1825), Fr. painter ; ft. Paris ; 
one of the outstanding figures in 
the history of modem painting ; 
helped in revolt against light and 
frivolous style of Louis xv. ; took 
prominent part in Fr. Revolution ; 
was court painter to Napoleon ; 
exiled after Waterloo. Among 
most famous pictures are The 
Grief of Andromache, The Corona- 
tion of file Empress Josephine, 
Madame Ricamier. 

David, Pierre Jean, or David 


d’Angers (1789-1856), Fr. sculp- 
tor ; ft. Angers ; famed for his 
busts and medallions ; executed 
pediment of Pantheon, Paris. 

Davids, Thomas William Rhys 
(1843-1922), Eiig. Orientalist ; 6. 
Colchester ; prof, of comparative 
religion in Manchester Univ., 1904- 
15 ; wrote several works on Bud- 
dhism. Married Caroline Foley, 
who was also an authority on 
Buddhism. 

Davidson, Andrew Bruce 
(i83i-r902), Scot, pioneer of 
Bible criticism ; ft. Kirkhill, Aber- 
deenshire ; prof, of Oriental lan- 
guages, New CoU., Edinburgh ; 
member of O.T. Revision Com- 
mittee ; author of commentary 
on Job (unfinished), Outlines of 
Hebrew Accentuation (1861), etc. 

Davidson, John (1857-1909), 
Scot, poet, dramatist, and novel- 
ist ; 6. Barrhead ; won distinction 
with Fleet Street Eclogues, Ballads 
and Songs, etc. 

Davidson, Randall Thomas, 
1ST Baron (1848-1930), Brit, 
divine ; b. Edinburgh ; Bishop 
of Rocliester, 1891-5, of Win- 
chester, 1895-1903 ; Archbishop 
of Canterbury, 1903-28 ; was 
leading protagonist of Church 
reform, and a trusted leader in all 
questions of social reform. Closely 
associated with proposal to revise 
Prayer Book. Works include The 
Testing of a Nation (1919), 
Occasions (1935). 

Davies (dd'vis). Sir Henry 
Walford (i86g- ), Eng. 

musician ; ft. Oswestry ; prof, 
of music, Wales Univ. Coll., 
Aberystwith, igig-26 ; director 
of music, National Council of 
Music, since igig ; organist of 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
19,27-32 ! master of music to the 
long, 1934 ; a noted composer. 
Pub, The Pursuit of Music (1935). 

Davies, Sir John (1569-1626), 
Eng. poet ; 6. Tisbury, Wilts ; 
author of Orchestra, poem in 
praise of dancing ; NosceTeipsim, 
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philosophical poem ; Hymns to 
A sir tea ; hold several political 
posts in Ireland, arid was a 
founder of the Soc. of Antiquaries. 

Davies, Sarah Emily (1830- 
1921), Eng. educationist ; b. 
Southampton ; assisted to found 
Girton Coll., Cambridge, 1867 ; 
Mistress of Girton, 1873-5 ; secre- 
tary of Girton, 1882-1904 ; wrote 
The Higher Education of Women. 

DaviftS, William Henry (1871- 
), Brit, poet ; b. Newport, 
Mon. ; lived as tramp in U.S.A., 
and later as pedlar in England. 
His poems show delight in Nature 
and the simple things of life ; 
his first vol. of poems was The 
Soul's Destroyer (1907) ; other 
works include New Poetns, Col- 
lected Poems, Nature Poems, Songs 
of Joy, The Hour of Magic, also 
in prose. The AtUobiography of a 
Super-Tramp (1908), and some 
essays. 

Davis, Henry William Carless 
(1874-1928), Brit, historian ; b. 
Stroud, Glos ; prof, of modern 
history, Manchester, 1931-5; at 
Oxford from 1925 ; director of 
Dictionary of National Biography, 
1902-28 ; authority on mcdiaival 
history. Works, England under 
the Normans and Angettins (1905), 
Medicsital Europe (ign), Meditsval 
England (1924.) 

Davis, Jefferson (1808-89), 
Amer. statesman ; b, Eairview, 
Kentucky ; became a cotton 
planter and a model slave-owner. 
Member of U.S.A. senate, 1S47 ; 
secretary for war, 1853-7 ; re- 
signed from Senate in support of 
the claims of the Southern States, 
and was elected president of 
Southern Confederacy, i86t ; on 
outbreak of Civil War organized 
efficient army under every dis- 
advantage. His military tactics 
were not always wise, however, 
and ho laid himself open to charge 
of autocracy ; It was proposed to 
supersede him shortly before the 
end of the war, but General Lee 


refused to become dictator ; was 
taken prisoner, 1865, but released 
two years later.

Davis, John (c. 1550-1605), 
Eng. navigator and explorer ; 
b. near Dartmouth ; sought un- 
successfully N.W. Passage to 
East, passing through the strait 
now called Davis Strait, 1587 ;

1916), Amer. novelist ; b. Phila- 
delphia ; ed. Harper's Weekly, 
1892-4 ; was correspondent for 
various papers ; most of his 
novels are on martial themes. 

Davis, Thomas Osborne (i8r4- 
45), Irish poet and journalist ; b. 
Mallow, County Cork ; a founder 
of Young Ireland party ; author 
of Poetns, Literary ami Plistorical 
Essays. 

Davis, William Morris (1850- 
1934), Amor, geologist and geog- 
rapher ; b. Philadelphia ; prof, 
of physical geography, Harvard, 
1890 ; travelled extensively on 
scientific expeditions ; author of 
numerous works on geology, 
meteorology, and physical geog- 
raphy. 

Davitt (dd'vit), Michael (1846- 
igo6), Irish agitator and journalist; 
b. Straide, County Mayo ; became 
Fenian, T865 ; associated with 
Parnell, 1879-90 ; thrice impris- 
oned for sedition ; m.p., 1892-3, 
189579 ; author of Fall of Feudal- 
ism in Ireland (1904), etc. 

Da'vy, Sir Humphry (1778- 
1829), Eng. chem. ; b. Penzance ; 
apprenticed, to a surgeon ; edu- 
cated himself in natural philosophy 
and chemistry ; became super- 
intendent of Dr. Beddoes’ medical 
‘Pneumatic Institution’ at Bristol, 
where he investigated the physio- 
logical properties of nitrous oxide 
(laughing gas) ; prof, of chemistry, 
Roj^ Institution, London ; took 
up agricultural chemistry ; main 
researches were in eleotro-chem- 
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istry ; isolated potassium and 
sodium, and other elements ; 
proved that diamond is pure 
carbon. In i8i6 invented miner’s 
safety-lamp. President of Royal 
Soc., 1S2Q-7.

Dawes {tiauz), Chahles Gates 
(1865- ), Amer. lawyer, finan- 

cier, and statesman ; b. Marietta, 
Ohio ; served in Great War, 
igiy-ig ; chairman, Allied Re- 
parations Commission, Paris, 1924 
(report known as ' Dawes Plan ’) ; 
Nobel Peace Prize, 1925 ; Vice- 
President, U.S.A,, 1925-^9; am- 
bassador to Great Britain, 1929- 
32 : author of works on money 
and hanking, and A Journal of 
the Great War (1921). 

Dawes, William Rutter (1799- 
1868), Eng. astronomer; b. Lon- 
don ; observations of Mars, Jupi- 
ter, and Saturn were epoch-making; 
discovered dusky ring of Saturn, 
1850 ; made micrometrical roeas- 
iiiemonts of double stars. 

Dawkins, Sir William Boyd 
(1837-1929), Eng. scientist; 6, 
near Welshpool ; prof, of geology 
and palaiontology at Owen’s Coll., 
Manchester, 1872 ; did research 
work on cave-dwellers ; discovered 
prehistoric remains at Mendip. 

Dawson of Penn, Bertrand 
Edward Dawson, ist Baron 
(i86g- ), British physician ; 

physician, London Hospital, 1906 ; 
served in Great War, 1914-18 ; 
physician in ordinary to King 
George V. from 1907-36, and to 
Prince of Wales from 1923 ; author- 
ity on diabetes and gastric troubles ; 
pub. The Diagnosis and Operative 
Treatment of Diseases of the 
Stomach (1908), etc. 

Dawson, (i) Sir John William 
(1820-99), Canadian geologist ; 
b. Pictou, Nova Scotia ; made 
geological researches with Sir 
Charles Lyell. in Nova Scotia ; 
prof, of geology and principal of 
M'Gill Univ., Montreal, 1855-93; 


first president of Royal Soc. of 
Canada ; f.r.s., 1891 ; an oppo- 
nent of Darwinism. (2) George 
Mercer (1849-1901), son of above; 
geologist and naturalist to N. 
Amor. Boundary Commission ; 
director, Geological Survey of 
Canada, 1895 ; in charge of Yukon 
expedition, 1SS7 ; Dawson City 
owes its name to him ; on Bering 
Sea Arbitration Board, 1891 ; 
president of Royal Soc. of Canada.

Day, John (1574-1640?), Eng. 
dramatist ; b. Cawston, Norfolk ; 
collaborated with Dckkcr and other 
writers of his time ; best known by 
his Parliament of Bees, an alle- 
gorical masque, 

De4k, Feeencz (1803-76), Hun- 
garian statesman, became repre- 
sentative to Diet, 1832 ; brought 
about reconciliation with Austria ; 
minister of justice, 1848, but 
resigned when Kossuth succeeded 
Battliyanyi. During war of in- 
dependence Dcak lived in retire- 
ment. He was rctuined to power 
in 1861, and opposed extremists ; 
drew up address to Emperor 
demanding constitution of 1848, 
return of exiles, etc. ; repoatod 
demand, 1866, when Austria was 
forced to concede it. 

Deakin (de'kin), Alfred (1856- 
igig), Australian statesman ; b. 
Melbourne ; elected to Victorian 
Legislative Assembly, 1878 ; a 
promoter of federation ; elected 
to Federal Parliament, igoi ; 
prime minister of Commonwealth, 
1903-4, 1905-8, and 1909-10, and 
afterwar^ leader of Federal op- 
position, ill-health compelling him 
to retire, 1912; attended Colonial 
Conference, 1887. Wrote works 
on irrigation. 

Dear'mer, Percy {1867- ), 

Eng. clergyman and author ; b. 
London ; prof, of cedes, art, 
King’s Coll., London, igig ; canon 
of Westminster, iggr ; a volumin- 
ous writer on Church matters, in- 
cluding liturgy, carols, hymns, etc. 
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Be Bary, Heinrich Anton 
(iS3i-88),Ger. botanist ; J. Frank- 
furt ; prof, of botany, Freiburg, 
1855 ; Halle, i86y ; Strasbourg, 
1872 ; founder of modern my- 
cology ; wrote standard work on 
potato disease, 1861; Campamiioe 
Anatomy of Ferns and PJtanero- 
gams (1877), Lectures on Bacteria 
(1885), etc. 

Deb'orab, Israelite heroine of 
period of Judges ; joined Barak 
to deliver Israel from yoke of 
Canaanites (Judges 4 and 5). 

Debrett', John (d. 1822), Eng. 
compiler and publisher of the 
Peerage known by his name. 

Debus.sy (de-boo-se'), Claude 
.A.CHILLE (1862-1918), Fr. com- 
poser ; b. St. Germain-en-Laye ; 
pioneer of musical modernism ; 
c.\eroiscd powerful influence on 
art of his lime ; setting of Maeter- 
linck’s PelUas et MUisamle estab- 
lished Ills fame ; notable also for 
orchestral and piano music. 

De Candolle (edn-doV), Augustin 
PyiiAME (1778-1841), Swiss pioneer 
of systematic botany ; h. Geneva ; 
prof, of liotany at Montpellier, 
1808-16, at Geneva, 1816-41 ; 
inspired the finest work of de- 
scriptive botany yet produced — 
Prodromus Systeinatis Naturalis. 

Deoius (dFshi-us), Caius Mes- 
sius Quintus Trajanus (201-51), 
Rom. emperor of Illyrian extrac- 
tion ; did much to retard advance 
nf Goths ; died in battle against 
them ; was great persecutor of 
Christians. 

Deep'ing, George Warwick 
(1877- ), Eng. novelist ; b. 

Southend ; gave up medical prac- 
tice for literature ; served in 
Great War ; best-known novels 
include Sorrel and Son, Old Pybus, 
Exiles, The Eoad. 

Defoe (de-fo'], Daniel (1661— 
1731), Eng. author and pamphlet- 
eer ; b. London ; son of butcher ; 
educated at a Dissenting academy ; 
Jacobite plots against William in. 
gave occasion to his pamphlet, 


A New Discovery of an Old 
Intrigue (1691). A born pam- 
phleteer, he wrote naturally and 
forcibly; pub. The Shortest Way 
with the Dissenters (1702), and 
was convicted of seditious libel, 
fined, pilloried, and imprisoned. 
Harley sent him to Scotland, 1706, 
to promote Union of the Parlia- 
ments. Between 1704 and 1713 
Defoe carried on his famous 
Review, written entirely by him- 
self ; later wrote for the Mercator, 
In 1719 he achieved success with 
Robinson Crosoe, one of the 
masterpieces of Eng. prose. Other 
works of high literary quality 
are Captain Singleton, Moll Flan- 
ders, Colonel Jack, Roxana, Jour- 
nal of the Plague Year, and Me- 
moirs of a Cavalier,

Forlunatus, The Honest Whore, 
The Witch of Edmonton, and. 
others in collaboration with Web- 
ster, Massinger, Chettle, Ford, and 
Middleton ; WTitin^ prolific and 
unequal, but of high emotional 
quality. 

De la Beohe {bash'), Sir Henkv 
Thomas (1796-1855), Eng. geol- 
ogist; b. Jamaica; f.r.s., 1819; 
induced government to establish 
Geological Survey of Great Britain 
(director, 1835), Museum of Practi- 
cal Geology and Royal School of 
Mines ; president of Geological 
Soc., 1847 ; author of The 
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Geological Observee, and numerous 
research memoirs. 

Delacroix {de-id-hnvd'), Ferdi- 
nand Victor Eugene (1798- 
1863), Fr. historical painter; h. 
near Paris ; leader of Fr. romantic 
school ; painted Barque of Dante, 
Massacre of Chios, Cromwell at 
Windsor Castle, etc. 

De la Marc, Walter {1873- 
), Eng. poet and novelist ; 
b. Charlton, Kent ; known tiy his 
Collected Poems igoi-i 8 and 
Poems for Children (1930). His 
prose works include Henry Brocken 
(1904), The Return (1910), and 
Memoirs of a Midget (1921). His 
poetry has the high seriousness of 
great verse. 

Delainbre (de-ldn'br) , Jean Bap- 
tiste Joseph (1749-1822), _ Fr. 
astronomer ; i. Amiens ; assisted 
in measurement of meridional arc 
between Dunkirk and Barcelona ; 
prof, of astronomy, CoU. de 
France. 

Delane [de-ldW), John Th.ad- 
DEUS (1817-79), ed. of the Times, 
1841-77 ; h. London ; raised 
paper to level of an international 
institution. 

De la Rive {reo’), Auguste 
Arthur (1801-73), Swiss physi- 
cist ; b. Geneva ; prof, of physics 
at Geneva, 1823 ; investigated 
various electrical phenomena ; in- 
vented eiectropiating. 

Delaroohe {de-ld-rosh'), Hip- 
poLYTE, known as Paul (1797- 
1836), Fr. historical painter of 
romantic school ; b. Paris ; among 
his historical subjects arc The 
Princes in the Tower, Execution 
of Lady fane Grey, Murder of 
Duke of Guise, Death of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Dela Rue (too'), WIarren (1815- 
89), Brit, chemist and astronomer ; 
b. Guernsey ; made researches on 
solar physics and astronomical 
photography ; invented photo- 
heliograph ; founder of well- 
fcnorvn firm of stationers. 

Delavigne (de-la-veny'), Jean 


FEAN501S Casimir (1793-1843), 
Fr. dramatist and poet ; b. Havre ; 
finest lyric La Toilette de Cati- 
stance-, song La Parisienne (1830) 
rivalled in popularity La Mar- 
seillaise ; chief plays Les Vepres 
Siciliennes, L’Ecole des Vieillards, 
Louis XI. 

Del'brucli, Hams (1848-1929), 
Ger. historian ; b. on isl. of 
KUgen ; prof, of modern history, 
univ. of Berlin, 1S55 ; his most 
notable work is a glorification of 
war ; has written extensively on 
military tactics and responsi- 
bility for Great War. 

Dole as a 6 [del-kas-d') , Theo- 
piiile (1852-1923), Fr. statesman ; 
h. in Aribge ; ooioriial minister, 
189^-5 ; minister for foreign 
affairs, 1898-1905 ; arranged the 
differences with Great Britain 
over the Fasbocla Affair, 1898 ; 
placed Franco-Russ. alliance oh a 
secure basis ; established the 
Entente Cordiale with Great Brit- 
ain, 1904 ; difficulties between 
France and Germany over Morocco 
led to his retirement ; minister of 
marine, 1911-13 ; ambassador at 
Potrograd, 1913-14; minister for 
foreign affairs, Aug 1914-15. 

Delibes (ie-leb'), CliSment Phili- 
bert Leo (1S36-91), Fr. composer ; 
b. St. Germain du Val ; best opera, 
Lahmi ; ballots include Sylvia and 
Coppilia, 

Delille [de-lel'), Jacques (1738- 
1813), Fr. poet ; b. in .Auvergne ; 
Won fame by trans. of Georgies 
(1769) ; .acclaimod as greatest 
living poet; Les Jardins (1782) 
confirmed his reputation ; traus. 
Milton’s Paradise Lost (1805) and 
the Mneid. 

Delislo {de-lel'), Joseph Nicolas 
(1688-1768), Fr. astronomer ; b, 
Paris ; founded observatory in 
St. Petersburg (Leningrad) ; naval 
astronomer in Paris ; discovered 
method for calculating transit of 
Mercury and Venus. 

Delitzsoh {dd'lich), Franz (1813- 
90), Gcr. theologian ; h. Leipzig ; 
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one of the greatest Hebraists of 
igtli cent. ; author of many 
tlieological works ; one of founders 
of higher criticism. His son, 
Friedrich (1850-1022), was well- 
known Oriental scholar. 

De'lius, Frederick (1862-1934), 
Brit, composer ; b. Bradford ; 
an outstanding personality of 
modern musical world ; c.ii., 
1929 ; wrote In a Summer Garden, 
Over the Hills and Far may (over- 
ture), Life’s Dance (symphonic 
poem), Appalachia (opera), Village 
Romeo and Juliet, etc. 

Della Gharardesoa ITgolino. See 
Ugolino, Della Giierardesca. 

Della Eob'hia. (i) Luca (1399- 
1482), Ital. sculptor ; b. Florence ; 
trained as goldsmith ; turned to 
Eciilpturo ; executed much fine 
work in marble, bronze, and terra- 
cotta reliefs ; much of it done for 
cathedral at Florence ; held very 
high position in Florentine art; 
his relief work gave name to style 
known as ‘ Della Robbia ware.’ 
(2) Andrea della Rodeia (1435- 
1525), nephew of (i), continued his 
work, and, with several other 
niomtiers of same family, achieved 
distinction. 

De Long, George Washington 
(1S44-81), Anier, explorer; b. 
New York ; in Jeannette sailed 
through Bering Strait and to 
north of Siberia ; caught in ice 
pack and vessel was crushed ; per- 
ished on return journey by sledge 
and boat up the Lena. 

Delue', Jean AndriI (1727- 
1817), Swiss meteorologist and 
geologist ; b. Geneva ; settled in 
England, 1773 ; invented a hygro- 
meter, and devised first correct 
rules for measuring heights by 
barometer ; discovered dry pile or 
electric column. 

Deme'trius, name of two Mace- 
donian kings, (i) Demetrius i. 
(337-283 B.O.), the ‘ hesieger,’ 
established supremacy over Greece 
and Macedonia, seizing throne, 
294 ; attempted conquest of Asia ; 


died a prisoner. (2) Demetrius n. 
(r. 239-229 B.C.), son of Antigonus 
Gonatas; reign marked by first 
Rom. interference. 

Demetrius, name of two kings 
of Syria, (i) Demetrius Soter 
( r. 162-150 B.O.), grandson of 

Antiochus the Great ; sovereignty 
recognized by Rome ; defeated 
by the Jews under Judas Macca- 
basus ; killed in battle against 
Alexander Balas, who usurped the 
throne. (2) Demetrius Nicatoe 
(?i64-I25 B.C.), son of above; 
recovered kingdom from Balas 
with assistance of Philoinetor, 
King of Egypt ; captured by 
Mithridates, 140, and held captive 
for ten years ; restored, but during 
civil war was killed. 

Demoo'ritus (460-370 a.c.), one 
of ^eatest Gr. philosophers ; 
anticipated atomic theory of 
matter, holding that matter is 
composed of atoms always in 
motion ; attempted to explain 
colour. In ethics he anticipated 
Epicurus. 

De Moivie [mwtlvr), Abraham 
(1667-1754), Fr. mathematician ; 
b. Vitry, Champagne ; fled to 
England after revocation of Edict 
of Nantes, 1685 ; intimate friend 
of Newton ; famed for theorem 
known by his name ; pub. The 
Doctrine of Chances (1716), and 
other papers. 

De Morgan. (t) Augustus 
(1806-71), Eng. mathematician ; 
b. Madura, India ; prof, of mathe- 
matics at London Univ., 1828-31 
and 1836-66 ; did much for the 
development of formal logic and 
for introduction of metric system ; 
chief works. Formal Logic ; Ele- 
ments of Arithmetic, Alegbra, 
Trigonometry ; treatises on Dif- 
ferential and Integral Calculus, 
(2) William Frend (1839-1917). 
Eng. novelist and potter ; sou of 
above ; b. London ; invented new 
processes in lustre ware ; pub. his 
first novel, Joseph Vance (1906), 
when sixty-six — a long, leisurely,

humorous book reminiscent of 
Dickens. Other novels include 
Alice-for-Short (xgoy), It Never 
can Happen Again (igog), and A 
Likely Story (igii). 

Demosthenes {de-mos'tlie-nez) [c. 
384-323 B.C.), Gr, statesman and 
orator ; studied law, and de- 
voted energies to oratory, at fipt 
being very bad and meeting with 
derision ; entered political life, 
354 ; set himself to revive best 
spirit and traditions of Gt. 
life ; believed Athens was 
rightful leader of Greece. De- 
mosthenes tried to stir up his 
fellow-citizens against Philip of 
Macedon ; delivered his First 
Philippic while Philip was still a 
foreign foe outside Greece ; his 
Second and Third Philippics when 
Philip was a power in Greece 
itself. From 338 to 322 he worked 
loyally for Athens in her internal 
affairs ; his speech On the Crown 
is the greatest of this period. 
After the death of Alexander the 
Great Demosthenes was con- 
demned to death ; fled to .dJgina, 
then to Calauria, and committed 
suicide. His fame as an orator 
and a stylist has been almost un- 
questioned, and he is reckoned 
supreme among Gr. orators.

Demp'sey, William Harrisok 
(Jack) (1893- ), Amer. boxer ; 

5 . in Colorado ; world’s heavy- 
weight champion, igig-zy ; among 
others, defeated Carpentier, 1922 ; 
defeated by Gene Tunni^. 

Denham [den' am), Sir John 
{1615-69), Eng. poet ; &. Dublin; 
author of Cooper's Hill (1642), 
the earliest purely descriptive 
poem in English, and a fine elegy 
on Cowley. 

Denikin { dets - e ' ktn ), Awrow 
(1872- ), Russ, soldier ; son of 

a serf ; chief of general staff with 
Alexoieff and Brussilov ; in Great 
War was commauder-in-chief on 
western front, 1917 ; after Re- 


volution commander-in-chief on 
south-west front when Kornilov 
advanced against Kerensky, 1917. 
On death of Kornilov took owr 
command of White army which 
fought the Bolsheviks ; defeated, 
1920 ; tied to Constantinople. 

Den'is (Fr.iffl-H 3 '),ST. (3rd cunt.), 
short for Dionysius, patron saint 
of France ; first bishop of Paris ; 
evangelirea Gauls ; on arrival m 
Paris was tortured and put to death, 
272 or 290 ; feast day, gth Oct. 

Dennery [ile-ner-e'), ADoi-riiE 
Philippe (1811-99), Fr. play- 
wright and novelist ; h. Paris ; 
wrote libretto of Gounod’s Faust, 
1836 : most of work done in 
collaboration with others. 

Denning, William Frederick 
(1848-1931), Eng. astronomer ; b. 
near Radstook, Somerset ; made 
important discoveries of comets 
and nioteorio showers ; discoverer 
of the new star in Cygnus, 1920. 

Depretis {dd-prd'tes), Agostino 
(1813-77), Hal- statesman ; b. 
Mezzana Corte, Stradella ; mem- 
ber of Young Italy party opposed 
to Austrian control; sent on 
mission by Cavour, 1860, to pro- 
claim the Ital. constitution in 
Sicily ; three times premier of 
united Italy ; though extravagant 
in administration introduced many 
reforms. 

De Quinoey (de hwin'si), Thomas 
(1785-1859), Eng. essayist : b. 
Manchester ; educated at gram- 
mar school there and at Oxford. 
At Oxford he became a victim to 
the opium habit, with disastrous 
effects upon his future career. 
About 1807 he made the acquaint- 
ance of Wordsworth, Coleridge, 
Lamb, and others, settled at 
Grasmere, ed. a local paper, and 
contributed to Blackwood's Alaga- 
eifie. In 1S28 he removed to 
Edinburgh, where, and at Lass- 
wade. he spent the greater part 
of his life. His Confessions of an 
English Opium-Eater appeared in 
the London Magazine, 1821, aud 
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was followed by critical writings 
and biographical studios in various 
journals. His reading was very 
extensive, and he had great Intel' 
leotual endowments. Hewasone.of 
the greatest English stylists, and 
excelled in impassioned ornate 
prose ; but his work is marred by 
digression.

Derby, Earl of, title of Stanley 
family since 1485. Edward 
Geoffrey Smith Stanley, 14™ 
Earl (1799-1869) ; b. Knowsley ; 
strong supporter of Reform Bill ; 
secretary for Ireland, 1830 ; 
colonial secretary, 1841 ; became 
earl, 1851 ; thrice prime minister, 
1852,1838,1866. Edward Henry 
Stanley, 15TH Earl (1826-93) ; 
first secretary of state for India, 
1858 ; foreign secretary, 1866 and 
1874 ; colonial secretary, 1882-5. 
Frederick Arthur Stanley 
(1S41-1908), i6th Earl; gov.- 
gen. of Canada, 1888-93. Edward 
George Villiers Stanley, 17111 
Earl (1865- ) ; postmaster- 

general, 1903-5 ; director-general 
of recruiting, 1915, and responsible 
for ‘ Derby Scheme ’ of voluntary 
enlistment ; secretary for war, 
1916-18 and 1922-4 ; ambassador 
to Franco, 1928, Noted patron of 
the turf. 

D6roulide (dd-rao-lad'), Paul 
(1846-1914), Fr. poet, dramatist, 
and politician ; b. Paris ; served 
in Franco-Ger. war ; wrote pa- 
triotic poems. Chants du Soldat, 
Vive la, France ; also dramas, 
L’ Hetman, La Moabite. 

De Ruyter (roi'ter) (more cor- 
rectly Ruijter) , Michael Adrian- 
zooN (1607-76), Dutch ad- 
miral ; b. Flushing ; served with 
Troinp in first Dutch war with 
England, 1633 ; assisted Danes 
against Swedes, 1659 ; in second 
Dutch war defeated Eng. fleet at 
N. Foreland, 1665 ; sailed up the 
Thames and burned .shipping, 
1667 ; in third Dutch war he 


fought combined Fr. and Eng. 
fleets at Sole Bay, 1672.

Descartes [dd-ctirt'), ReniJ 
(Latinized as Cartesius) (1596- 
1650), Fr. philosopher; b. La 
Haye, Touraine ; settled in Paris, 
1625, but from 1629 to 1649 
resided principally in Holland. 
In 1636 his first published work 
appeared. Discours de la Mcthoile, 
accompanied by three scientific 
treatises as illustrations of the 
method expounded ; Meditationes 
de Prima Philosophia, in 1641 ; 
Principia Philosophies, in 1644 ; 
the last of his chief works. Traits 
des Passions de I’Ame, in 1649. 
In the same year he went to 
Sweden on the invitation of Queen 
Christina, but after some four 
months at Stockholm he died. 
Descartes was the first influential 
thinker of modern times who 
sought to work out a philosophical 
system (Cartesianism) in inde- 
pendence of scholastic tradition 
and theological dogma. Seeking 
some indubitable and fundamental 
certainty, he found it in his 
famous ' Cogito, ergo sum,’ a 
proposition which it is impossible 
to doubt. In mathematics Des- 
cartes was the founder of analyti- 
cal geometry — i.e. the application 
of algebra to geometry.

Deschamps [dd-shaT^'), Emile 
(1791-1871), Fr. poet ; b. Bourges ; 
wrote with La Touche verse 
comedies, and with his brother 
Antony (1800-69) established the 
critical jouinal La Muse Fran- 
gaise ; trans. Shakespeare’s Romeo 
and Juliet and Macbeth', wrote 
operatic libretti. 

Deschamps, Eustache, known 
also as Morel (c. 1346-c. 1410), 
Fr. poet ; 6. in Champagne ; 

his poems give pictures of the 
lawlessness, ruin, vices, and mis- 
eries of the Hundred Years’ War. 
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Deschanel (dd-shS-nel'), Paul 
Euc£ne Louis (1856-1922), Fr. 
statcsniau ; b. Brussels ; entered 
the Chamher of Deputies in 1885 
as republican ; soon known as 
brilliant speaker ; vice-president, 
1896; president. 1898-1902 and 
1912-20; member of Academj', 
1899 ; president of the Fr. re- 
public, Jan.-Sept. 1920. Died 
as result of a fall from a train. 
Wrote on colonial questions, ora- 
tors, and statesmen. 

Deshouli5res {dd-zoo-lydr'), Am- 

TOINETTE DU LigIER DE LA 
G.A.nDE (1638-g/j), Fr. poetess; h. 
Paris ; renowned for wit, poetic 
talents, and beauty ; figured 
among the preoisuses ; wrote 
songs, ballads, madrigals, etc., her 
idylls being of lasting merit. 

Deside'rius [fl. 75G-774), last 
King of Lombardy ; conquered, 
774, by Charlemagne, who an- 
nexed his kingdom. 

Desmond, Gerald Fitz- 
gerald, 15TH Earl of {d. 1583); 
Irish leader ; imprisoned in London, 
1562; returned to Ireland, 1564; 
spent most of his life plotting and 
in rebellion ; murdered at Glana- 
ginty, and estates forfeited. 

Desmoulins [dd-moo-laiV), Lucie 
SiMi'LicE Camille BENoii (1760- 
94), Fr. revolutionary journalist; 
b. Guise, Picardy ; mote articles 
urging abolition of monarchy ; 
pub. weekly Les RivolKtions de 
France et de Brabant (1789-91); 
became member of Cordeliers 
Club and a follower of Danton ; 
elected to National Convention, 
1793 : first a friend of Robespierre, 
but later incurred his enmity ; 
guillotined same day as Danton, 
r7g4. His wife shared his fate.

De Soto (da so'io), Fernando 
(1496-1542), Span, explorer; b. 
Badajoz ; took part in Pizarro’s 
conquest of Peru ; discovered the 
hlississmpi.

author ; secretary to Marguerite, 
Queen of Navarre, 1536 ; possibly 
wrote The Hepiameron ; his 
Nomelles Recreations et Joyeux 
Devis show humour and narrative 
ability.

De Tabley, John Bryne Lei- 
cester Warren, 3RD Baron 
(1835-95), Eng. poet; pub. his 
first collections, 1859-6S, under 
pseudonyms of ‘ G. F. Preston ’ 
and ‘ William I.anc.aster ’ ; Philoc- 
tetes (1866) ; Poems Dramatic and 
Lyrical {1893), with a second 
series, 1895, comprise the best 
of his work. 

Detaille (dc-tci'e), Jean Baptiste 
(1848-1912), Fr. artist ; b. Paris ; 
excelled in military and historical 
pictures — e.g. The Dream (Luxem- 
bourg), The Passing Regiment, 
The Conquerors, Salute to the 
Wounded, sic. ; equestrian portrait 
of King Edward vii. 

Deua Nogueiia Ramos {dd'oosh 
no-gd'ra ra'mosh), JoXo de (1830- 
96), greatest Port, lyric, poet’ of 
his century ; h. Messines, .Algarve ; 
early won renown for verses cir- 
culated in MS. ; greatest work, 
Flores do Campo (1869). 

De Vale'ra, Eamon (1882- ), 

Irish politician ; b. New York 
(father Spanish, mother Irish) ; 
educated in Dublin ; became a 
teacher of mathematics, French, 
and Latin ; commandant in Irish 
National Rebellion, 1916 ; cap- 
tured and sentenced to death ; 
death sen teiice commuted ; raised 
funds in America, 1919-20, for 
Irish Republican Government ; 
chancellor of National Univ. of 
Ireland since 1921 ; president of 
Sinn Fein ^rty, 1917-26 ; leader 
of Fianna Fail party since 1926 ; 
president of Irish Free State, 1932. 

De Vere, Aubrey Thomas 
(1814-1902), Irish poet ; b. Curragh 
Chase, Coimty Limerick ; author 
of Legends of St. Patrick (1872), 
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Foray of Queen Morse (i88z), 
Legends of the Saxon Saints (1879), 
and fine blank verse poems. His 
Recollections appeared in 1897. 

Devonsluie. (i) Spencer Comp- 
ton Cavendish, 8th Duke of 
(1833-1908), Brit, statesman ; 6. 
Hoiker Hall, N. Lancs ; long 
knoivn as the Marquis of Harting- 
ton, one of the most prominent 
statesmen of the Victorian era ; 
successively lord of the Admiralty, 
under-secretary for war, war sec- 
retary, and postmaster-general, 
1863-74 ; chief secretary for Ire- 
land, 1871 ; on Gladstone’s retire- 
ment became leader of Liberal 
party ; on fall of Beaconsfield 
government, 1880, invited to form 
a ministry ; stood aside in favour 
of Gladstone, but split witli him 
over Home Rule, 1886 ; strongly 
opposed Chamberlain’s Tariff Re- 
form proposals ; won groat respect 
for his sterling personal integrity, 
(a) Victor Christian William 
Cavendish, qtii Duke of (1868- 
), nephew of (i); represented 
W. Derbyshire, 1891-1908 ; finan- 
cial secretary to Treasury, 1903- 
5 : gov.-gen. of Canada, 1916-21 ; 
colonial secretary, 1922-4. 

De Vries (de vrez'), Hugo (1848- 
1935)1 Dutch botanist ; 6 . Haar- 
lem ; prof, of botany, Amsterdam, 
1881-1918 ; from researches in 
plant evolution, formulated theory 
of mutation ; works. Intercellular 
Pangensis (1889), The Mutation 
Theory (igoi), Plant Breeding 
(1907). 

Dew'ar, Sir James (1842-1923), 
Brit, chemist and physicist ; b. 
Kincardine-on-Forth ; prof, of 
natmral philosophy, Cambridge, 
1875 ; of chemistry, Royal In- 
stitution, London, 1877 : F.R.S., 
1S77 ; with Abel invented cor- 
dite ; name chiefly associated with 
liquefaction of gases and researches 
on electrical and other properties 
of matter at lowest temperatures ; 
in iSgS liquefied hydrogen ; in- 
vented Dewar flask, precursor of 


Thermos flask ; president Brit. 
Association, 1902 ; knighted, 1914. 

De Wet, Christian (1854-1922), 
Orange Free State general and 
politician ; 6. Lecuwkop, Orange 
Free State ; famed for guerrilla 
tactics during S. African War, 
1899-1902 ; when responsible gov- 
ernment was granted he became 
minister of agriculture, but sup- 
ported General Hertzog in his 
policy of separation, igis-13 ; 
early in Great War, Oct. 1914, led 
a revolt, but was met and routed 
by Botha ; captured and con- 
demned to six years’ imprisonment 
and fine of £2,000 ; released after 
six months. 

Dewey, George (1837-1917), 
Amer. naval officer ; i. Mont- 
pelier, Vermont ; fought in Civil 
War, 1861-5, and Span.-Amer. 
War, 1898 ; on May i, i8g8, 
defeated enemy in Manila Bay ; 
admiral of the navy, 1899 ; from 
1900 was president of general 
board of navy. 

Dewey, John (185^ ),Amer, 
philosopher, psychologist, and edu- 
cationist; 6. Burlington, Vermont; 
teacher of philosophy at Univ. of 
Minnesota, 1888-89, Michigan, 
1889-94, Chicago, 1894-1904, and 
director. School of Education, 
Chicago ; prof, of philosophy, 
Columbia Univ., New York, 1904- 
1932 ; has carried out important 
researches in education, and has 
written much on philosophy. 

Dewey, Melvil (1851-1931), 
Aroer. librarian ; 6. Adams Center, 
New York ; state director of 
libraries, 1904-6 ; devised Decimal 
Classification for libraries and 
perfected a cataloguing system 
known by his name, 

De Windt (devint), Harry (1856- 
^933)1 explorer and journalist ; 
b. Paris ; made overland journey 
from Paris to New York, 1901-2 ; 
wrote numerous hooks on his 
travels, including My Restless 
Life (1909). 

De Witt (* vit), Jan (1625-72), 
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Dutch statesman ; b, Dort ; grand 
pensionary of Holland, 1653—72. 
Resolutely opposed house of 
Orange ; did much for Holland 
in commercial struggle with Eng- 
land ; secured Triple Alliance with 
England and Sweden against 
France, 1668. When Louis xiv. 
declared war on Holland, 1672, 
the people unanimously placed 
William iii. at head of affairs, 
and De Witt and his brother 
CoRNEUius (1623-72) were cast 
into prison, from which they 
were taken by the infuriated mob 
and literally torn to pieces.

D’Eyncourt [ddn'kurt), Sin Eus- 
tace Henrt- William Tennyson 
(1868- ), director of Brit, 

naval construction, 1912-23 ; re- 
sponsible for changes of design 
leading to increased speed and 
additional protection of battle- 
ships ; did valuable work in con- 
nection with introduction of tanks ; 
knighted, 1917 ; f.r.s., 1921 ; 

baronet, 1930. 

Dhuleep (or Dhulip) Singh {doo- 
lep' sitif’) (1837-93), Maharajah of 
the Sikhs ; succeeded to throne, 
184.3, with mother as regent ; 
rose against British, and was 
defeated ; concluded Treaty of 
Lahore, 1846. Punjab was ruled 
by British in his name until 
second Sikh War, 1848-g ; after 
victory of Gujarat, Dhuleep was 
deposed and pensioned ; after- 
wards spent most of his life in 
England ; attempted to return to 
India ; visi ted Russia, where he 
denounced British Government ; 
settled in Paris. 

Diaz [de'als], Armando (1861- 
1928), Ital. soldier ; b. Naples ; 
in Great War replaced Cadorna 
as commander -in -chief, 1917; 
cleared N. Italy of the Austrians 
and forced their surrender, igi8 j 
Fascist minister of war till 1924; 
marshal, 1924. 

Diaz [de'as) (de Novaes), 


Bautholomeu (c. 1455-1501), Port, 
navigator ; sailed to Gold Coast, 
1481 ; first to round Cape of 
Good Hope, 1488, reaching as far 
east as Great Fish R. ; sailed to 
Brazil, 1500 ; lost in a storm near 
Cape of Good Hope. 

Diaz (de'as or de'ath) (Josit de 
LA Cruz), Porfirio (1830-1915), 
Mexican soldier and statesman ; 
b. Oaxaca ; studied for priesthood, 
then took up law ; distinguished 
himself against Fr. troops sent 
to Mexico to uphold the claim 
of Maximilian. After prolonged 
struggle became president of 
Mexico, 1877-80 and 1884-igii ; 
greatly increased prosperity of 
Mexico, but was overthrown in a 
revolution, 1911 ; retired to Paris.

Diaz de la Pefia [de-ltz' de la 
pen'y^, Narcisse Virgile (1807- 
76), Fr. painter ; b. Bordeaux ; 
noted for his Fontainebleau land- 
scapes, Sunset in the Forest, The 
Storm, The Forest of Fontaine- 
bleau, etc. 

Dib'din, (i) Charles (1745- 
1814), Eng. musician, dramatist, 
and song writer ; b. Southampton ; 
wrote thirty plays and i ,400 songs, 
among the latter ' Poor Jack ' and 
‘ Tom Bowling.’ (2) Thomas 
Frognall (1776-1846), Eng. bib- 
liographer, nephew of above ; b, 
Calcutta ; established fame with 
Bibliomania (1809) ; founder and 
vice-president of Roxburghe Club, 
1812 ; rector of St. Mary’s, 
Bryauston Square, London. 

Dicey (di'se), Edward James 
Stephen (1832-1911), Eng. author 
and journalist ; 6. in Leicester- 
shire ; wrote especially on foreign 
politics ; ed. of The Observer, 
1870-89. 

Dickens, Charles (1812-70), 
Eng. novelist ; b. Portsea j son 
of an improvident fathen the 
original of Mr. Micawber. Family 
removed to Chatham, 1816, then 
settled in Camden Town, 1823. 
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His childhood may be studied in 
David Copperfield, in Great Ex- 
pectations, and in Domhey and 
Son. Dickens was practically 
self-educated. As a youth he 
became a lawyer’s clerk, but 
turned to journalism. He soon 
made a position for himself, first 
as parliamentary reporter, later as 
a writer of sketches, collected and 
pub. under the title of Sketches 
by Boz (1836). He began the 
production of The Pickwick Papers 
in periodical numbers in 1836, and 
practically the whole of the reading 
public of England fell under the 
sway of Pickwick. In that year 
he married Catherine Hogarth, 
from whom he separated in 185S. 
Pickwick was followed by Oliver 
Twist (183?), Nicholas Nickleby 
(1838), Old Curiosity Shop and 
Barnaby Rudge (1840), Marlin

His 
imagination found free scope not 
only in fantasies like The Chimes 
and A Christmas Carol, but still 
more in wonderful beings such as 
Quilp, Mrs. Gamp, the Wellers, 
and Mrs. Micawber.

Dick'inson, Emily (1830-86), 
Amer. poet ; b. Amherst, Massa- 
chusetts ; after an unhappy love

Diek'see, Sir Francis Ber- 
nard (Frank) (1853-1928), Brit, 
artist ; b. London ; gold medal of 
Royal Academy for Elijah con- 
fronting Ahab and Jezebel in Na- 
both’s Vineyard (1876) ; r.a., 

1891 ; one of best of ’ symbolic ’ 
school. President of Royal Acad- 
emy, 1924-8 ; among works are 
La Belle bame sans Merci, 
Passing of Arthur, Harmony, The 
Two Crowns. 

Diderot (de-dro'), Denis (1713- 
84), Fr. author and encyclopiedist ; 
b. Langres ; wrote several philo- 
sophic essays directed against the 
Church, and was imprisoned for 
his Lettre sur les Aveugles (1746) ; 
on his release became ed. of a 
projected Enoyclopajdia ; first 
vol. pub. 1751. He was assisted 
by D’Alembert and a host of 
other writers, but a great part of 
it was ivritten by himself. Its 
speculative spirit was feared by 
the ecoles. party, and by their 
means it was suppressed in 1759, 
but it was afterwards continued. 
Diderot also wrote plays, novels, 
philosophical works, and art criti- 
cisms, and shone as a letter, 
writer ; one of the greatest 
thinkers, writers, and conversa- 
tionalists of 1 8 th cent.

Didou (de-don'), Henri (1840- 
1900), ‘ Le P 4 re Didon,’ Fr. 

preacher and author ; b. Trouvet, 
Isfere ; joined Dominicans, 1862 ;

‘ Indissolubility of Marriage ’ 
brought upon him the censure of 
Rome and his withdrawal to a 
Corsican monastery for eighteeu 
months ; subsequently visited 
Palestine for material for his La 
Vie de Jesus (1890). 

Diemen [de'men), Anthony van 
(1593-1645), Dutch admiral and 
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administrator ; b. near Utrecht ; 
gov. -gen. of Dutch E. Indies, 
1636 ; Tasmania was originally 
named Van Diemen’s Land, after 
him, by Tasman, 1O43. 

Diesel (de'sel), Rddolf (1858- 
1913), Ger. engineer ; b. PEmis ; 
educated Augsburg and Munich; 
inventor of Diesel oil engine, 
1893-8. 

Diez {dets), Freedrich Chris- 
tian (iyg4-i8y6), Ger. philologist ; 
6. Giessen, Hesse-Darmstadt ; prof, 
of modern literature, Bonn, 1830 ; 
specialist in Provengal language. 
Chief works, Poesi& der Trouba- 
dours (1826), Leben und Werke 
der Troubadours {1S29), and Gram- 
inatik der romanischen Spraclien 
(1836-44). 

DigTiy, Sir Kenelm (1603-65), 
Eng. philosopher and poet ; im- 
prisoned for Royalist intrigues, 
1643 ; helped to found Royal 
Soc. ; his Private Memoirs (1629) 
are half biographical, half ro- 
mantic. 

Dilke, Sir Charles Went- 
worth (1843-1911), Eng. poli- 
tialan ; b. London ; m.p. for 
Chelsea, 1868-86 ; under-secretary 
for foreign affairs, 1880-2 ; presi- 
dent, Local Government Board, 
1882-5 ; appeared as co-respon- 
dent in a divorce case, 1885, and 
though he maintained his inno- 
cence, he withdrew into private 
life ; M.p. for Forest of Dean, 
1892. Dilke was proprietor of the 
Afhetusum and Notes and Queries, 
and author of Greater Britain 
(1868), Problems of Greater Britain 
(1890), and, with Mr. Spenser 
Wilkinson, Imperial Defence (1897) 
and The British Empire (1899).

garded as first Ethiopian scholar 


of his time ; compiled catalogues 
of Ethiopic MSS. in Brit.

DlU'on, Emile Joseph (1854- 
1933), Brit, author and journalist ; 
b. in Ireland ; studied at various 
foreign univs. ; special corre- 
spondent of Daily Telegraph for 
thirty-three years. An authority 
on foreign affairs ; played an influ- 
ential part in Russ, politics. 

Dillon, John (1851-1927), Irish 
Nationalist statesman ; b. New 
York; m.p. for Tipperary, 1880-3, 
and E. Mayo, 1885-1918 ; active 
promoter of Land League, National 
League, ‘ Plan of Campaign,’ and 
United Irish League ; suspended 
from the House on three occasions 
and four times imprisoned. He 
visited Australia, New Zealand, 
and U.S.A., collecting funds for tlie 
Irish Nationalist cause. Opposed 
Parnell after the O’Shea divorce 
case. Throughout Great Wat 
supported Brit. Government : suo- 
coeded John Redmond as leader 
of Irish Nationalist party, tgiS ; 
lost his seat the same year, and 
took no further p.art in polities. 

Din'dorf, Karl Wilhelm (1802- 
83), Ger. Hellenist ; b. Leipzig ; 
produced many accurate texts 
and elucidated the dramatic poetry 
of Greece. Edited Aristophanes, 
Sophocles, Euripides, jEschylus, 
Homer, and Demosthenes.

Ding'aan [d. 1840), King of the 
Zulus ; murdered the Boer leader 
Retiet and sixty companions, and 
made havoc of the Boer settlers ;

and Panda ; captured and put to 
death.

killed hy one of his own soldiers. 

DoUfOsa, Engelbert (1892- 
1934); Austrian statesman, of 
peasant origin; educ. at Vienna 


and Berlin univs. ; rose to be 
chancellor, 1932 ; forcibly crushed 
socialist rebellion, 1933 ; opposed 
Nazi movement for union with 
Germany; assassinated by Austrian 
Nazis. 

Dbllinger [del'ing-er), Johann 
Joseph Ignaz von (1799-1890), 
Ger. theologian ; b. Bamberg, 
Bavaria ; prof, of theology at 
Munich, 1826 ; one of most 
learned and able of those who 
opposed papal declaration of in- 
fallibility at Vatican Council of 
1870 ; refused to submit, and was 
excommunicated ; wrote many 
works on Church history and 
doctrine.

friend of Browning, and subiect of 
his poem Waring ; wrote Kanolf 
and Amohia (1872) and Flotsam 
and Jetsam (1877). 

Dorn'inio, St. (1170-1221), 
founder of Dominican Order ; 6. 
Calaroga, Old Castile. From 1204- 
15 he devoted himself to the 
Alblgensian heretics of Languedoc, 
preaching and teaching, and not 
resorting to the violence of later 
Inquisition ; closing years occu- 
pied in establishing his order ; 
canonized by Gregory ix., 1234.

V Homme, and L'Assemblee des 
Femmes, are amon^ his plays, 
which deal mostly with questions 
of the time. 

Donne {don), John (1573-1631), 
Eng. poet aud clergyman ; b. 
London ; brought up as R.C. ; 
studied law ; accompanied Essex 


to Cadiz and Azores, 1596-7 ; 
changed his faith, pub. his anti- 
Catholic Pseudo -Martyr, was or- 
dained, and became chaplain to 
James i., and afterwards Dean of 
St. Paul's, 1C21 ; powerful and 
popular preacher ; pub. several 
vols. of sermons ; deservedly 
famed for religious poems, elegies, 
satires, epigrams, etc. ; style 
frequently crabbed, laboured, and 
artificial, but verse shows passion 
aud imagination ; accounted great- 
est of the ‘ Metaphy.sical Poets.’

Strasbourg ; successful landscape 
painter and sculptor, but reputa- 
tion rests on his illustrations of 
the Bible, Dante, Rabelais, Balzac, 
Cervantes, Milton, etc.

Paris ; close friend of 
Countess of Blessington ; author, 
painter, and sculptor ; Director 
of Fine Arts in Paris, but died a 
few days after appointment.

created earl, 1604. 

Dos'so Dos'si, name adopted by 
Giovanni de Lutero (1479- 
1542), Ital. painter ; 6. near 
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Mantua ; works, noted for their 
fine colour, include Circe, Adora- 
tion of the Magi, Madonna and 
Saints. His masterpiece is great 
altarpiece at Ferrara. 

Dost Mohammed Khan (1793- 
1S63), Afghan ruler from 1809 ; 
surrendered to Brit, forces, 1840 ; 
hostile again, 1846 ; made alli- 
ance with Britain, 1855. 

Dostoievski [db-sto-yeo'shi), Feo- 
dor Mikhailovitch (1818-81), 
famous Russ, novelist; b. Moscow; 
prisoner in Siberia, 1849-53 : 
WTote very powerful stories dealing 
with peasant life and social prob- 
lems, including Letters from the 
Underworld (1864), Crime and 
Punishment, his masterpiece (1866), 
The Gambler (1867), The Idiot 
(l868-g). The Demons (1871), The 
Brothers Karamatav (1880).

Doughty {doto'ty), Charles 
Montagu (1843-1936), Eng. tra- 
veller and author ; b. Theberton 
Hail, Suffolk ; travelled in N.

Deserta (1888); his poetry includes 
The Dawn in Britain (1906), The 
Titans (1916), and Man-Soul 
(1930). 

Douglas (dug'tes). Family of, 
famous in Scot, history, dates 
from 12th cent, (i) Sir James, 

‘ the Good ’ (1286-1330), com- 
manded part of Bruce’s army at 
Bannockburn, 1314 ; killed in 
Spain while carrying Bruce’s 
heart to Palestine. (3) Wili.iam, 
6 th Earl (c. 1423-1440), was 
murdered along with his brother 
in Edinburgh Castle, 1440. This 
incident, known as the ‘ Black 
Dinner of the Douglases,’ broke 
the family’s power, and its lands 
were forfeited. (3) William, Sth 
Earl (c. 1425-1452), restored the 
power of the ‘ Black Douglases,’ 
and James ii., alarmed at the 
strength of the family, treacher- 
ously murdered him at Stirling,

1,452. The ‘ Red Douglases ’ — 
the Angus branch of the family 
— were granted the Douglas lauds. 
(4) Archibald, 5th Earl of 
Angus (1449-1514). When the 
nobles mot to plot against James 
in.’s favourite, Cochrane, and, 
like mice in fable, hesitated to 
‘ bell the car,’ Douglas volunteered, 
thus earning nickname ‘ Bell the 
Cat.’

Douglas, Sir George Brisbane 
Scott (1856-1935), Scot, author; 
6. Gibraltar ; lecturer in Scot, 
literature at Glasgow Univ., 1911 ; 
author of New Border Tales, 
Poems of a Country Gentleman, 
Life of James Hogg, History 
of the Border Counties, etc. ; also 
ed. The Scottish Minor Poets. 

Douglas, Stephen Arnold 
(1813-61), Anier. statesman ; b. 
in Vermont ; judge of supreme 
court of Illinois, 1841-3 ; leader 
of Democratic party, an opponent 
of Lincoln. He secured the passing 
of a bill which permitted each 
state to settle the question of 
slavery for itself. Strongly op- 
posed secession of southern states 
during Civil War. 

Doulton, Sib Henry (1820- 
97), Eng. potter ; head of the 
famous Lambeth firm of drain- 
pipe and Doulton ware manu- 
facturers. 

Doumei {doo-mer'), Paul (1857- 
1932). Fr. politician and author ; 
b. Aurillac ; son of a navvy ; 
minister of finance, 1895-6 ; gov.- 
gcn. of Indo-China, 1897-1902; 
held many important offices, and 
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became president of the Senate, 
1927-31, and of the Fr. Republic. 
1931 ; assassinated, May 1932 ; 
author of L'lndo- Chine Frangaise, 
Livre da mas Fils, etc. 

Doumergue idoo-tnerg'), Gaston 
(1863— ), Fr, politician and 

lawyer ; b. Aigues-Vives, Gard ; 
minister for colonies, 1902-5 ; 
attracted notice by his Military 
Service Bill, 1910 ; premier, 1913- 
14, and 1934 ; president of senate, 
1923 ; president of Republic, 1924— 
31 (first Protestant president). 

Dow, Gkraed (1613-75), Dutch 
painter ; b. Leyden ; pupil of 
Rembrandt ; devoted himself at 
first to portraits, later to Scrip- 
tural events ; greatest work, The 
Woman Sick of the Dropsy. 

Dow'den, Edward (1843-1913), 
Irish scholar and man of letters ; 
6 . Cork ; prof, of Eng. literature 
at Trinity Coll., Dublin, from 
1867 ; wrote Shakespeare, his 
Mind and Art (1875), and numer- 
ous other works of high literary 
quality and criticism, tiis ed. 
of Shelley (1890) is specially note- 
worthy.

Dryden began his career as poet 
with Heroic Stanms on the Death 
of Oliver Cromwell (1638), followed 
by Astreea Redux (1660), in 
celebration of the Restoration; 
Annus Mirabilis, commemorating 
the events of 1666 ; Absalom and 
Achitophel, political satire (i68t) ; 
The Medal, and MacFlecknoe, a 
satire on Shadwell (1682) ; Re- 
ligio Laid (16S3) ; and The 
Hind and the Panther, a defence 
of Church of Rome (16S7).

pub. The Adventures of Duiister- 
force (1920), Stalky’s Reminis- 
cences (1928), and More Yarns 

(1931). 

Dupleix (doo-^ld') , Joseph Fr an- 
qois (i697-t763), Fr. administra- 
tor ; b. Landrecies ; gov.-gen. of 


all Fr. establishments in India, 
1742 ; tried to establish Fr. 
supremacy in India, but was 
frustrated by Clive ; recalled, 
1754-

Dupont [doo-pon'), Pierre 
(1821-70), Fr. song-writer ; b. 
Lyons ; son of blacksmith ; popu- 
lar songs include ' Le Chant des 
Ouvriers,' ‘ Le Pain,’ etc. 

Duprh {doo-pra'), Jules (1811- 
89), Fr. landscape painter of 
romantic school; b, Nantes. Ex- 
amples of work are Morning, 
Evening, and River Scene. 

Dupuy de L6me [doo-pwe' de 
lorn'), Stanislas Charles Henri 
Laurent (1816-S5), Fr. naval 
constnictor ; b. near Lotient ; 
invented method of converting 
sailing battleships into steam- 
ships ; introduced building of 
‘ ironclads ’ into France. 

Durdn {doo-ran') , Aoustin ( 17S9- 
1862), Span, critic and man of 
letters ; 6. Madrid; chief librarian, 
Madrid, 1854 ; remembered for 
his collection of anc. Span, 
ballads and plays. 

Durand, Charles Auguste 
Emile. See Carolus-Duran. 

Dnrand (dil-rand'), Rt. Hon. 
Sir Henry Mortimer (1850- 
1924), Brit, diplomat ; political 
secretary to Roberts during Kabul 
campaign, 1879; foreign secretary 
in India, 1884-94 ; envoy to 
Afghanistan, 1893; minister at 
Tehran, 1894-1900 ; and am- 
bassador at Washington, 1903-6 ; 
author of lives of his father, 
Sir George White, etc. 

D’Urban, Sir Benjamin (i 777- 
1849), Brit, soldier-administrator ; 
fought in Peninsular War ; while 
governor of Cape Colony, 1834-8, 
abolished slavery, leading to Great 
Trek of Dutch farmers. Durban, 
Natal, is named after him. 

Dii'rer, Albrecht (1471-1528), 
Ger. artist and engraver ; b, 
Nuremberg j apprenticed to the 
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painter Wolgemut, then travelled 
for several years, finally settling 
in his native town. Among his 
most famous paintings are the 
Feast of the Rosary, The Cruci- 
fixion, Madonna and Child, SS. 
John and Peter, SS. Paul and 
Marh, and many portraits ; his 
copperplates, for which he is still 
more famous, include St. Jerome 
in his Study ; Knight, Death, and 
the Deoil ; Adam and Eve ; 
Death's Coat-of- Arms ; he also 
produced numerous sets of wood- 
guts. His writings include The 
Art of Mensuration, and other 
scientific works. Dtirer’s work is 
the culminating point of mediaeval 
Ger. art ; his painting is distin- 
guished by mastery of composi- 
tion, grasp of character, and forcible 
colouring.

song-writer and dramatist ; many 
songs set to music by Purcell, 
Blow, and Farmer ; pub.

Love 
for Money, The Fond Husband, etc. 

Dur'ham, John Geokoe Lamb- 
ton, 1ST Earl of (1792-1840), 
Brit, statesman ; h. London ; 
helped to frame great Reform 
Bill ; ambassador to Russia, 1832 
and 1835-7 ; created earl, 1837 ; 
gov.-geu. of Canada, 1838 ; wrote 
valuable Report on the Affairs 
of British North America, which 
opened the modern era of colonial 
government by establishing local 
autonomy.

Duse (doo'za), Eleanora (1859- 
1924), famous Ital. actress ; 6. in 
Lombardy ; appeared in all the 
capitals of Europe ; scored her 
first success as Juliet ; famed for 
her realistic impersonations.

SupAN (1824-73), Ind. poet ; 6. 


in Bengal ; greatest poet of his 
age and country ; wrote several 
plays ; fame rests on beautiful 
blank-verse epic, Meghanad-Badha. 

Dutt, Romesh Chunder (1848- 
igog), Ind. publicist ; b. Calcutta ; 
entered Ind. Civil Service by 
competition ; acting commissioner, 
Bardwan, 1894 ; revenue minister 
of Baroda, 1909. Author of many 
works on India. 

Dvorik {dvor'zhSk), Antonin 
(1841—1904), Bohemian composer ; 
b. Miilhausen, Bohemia ; choral 
works include Siabat Mater and 
The Spectre’s Bride. Director of 
the Conservatoire of Music, New 
York, 1S92-5 ; director of Prague 
Conservatory, 1901. 

Dyce (dls), Alexander (1798- 
1869), Eng. dramatic ed., critic, 
and clergyman ; b. Edinburgh ; 
curate at Nayland, Suffolk ; ed. 
Shakespeare and other Eliza- 
bethan dramatists, also Kemp’s 
Nine Dates' Wonder. 

Dyoe, William (1806-64), Scot, 
artist and lecturer ; 6. Aberdeen ; 
prof, of art. King’s Coll., London, 
1844 ; R.A., 1848 ; Descent of 

Venus, Bacchus, Madonna and 
Child, etc. ; his Arthurian frescoes 
arc in House of Lords, King’s 
Robing- Room. 

Dyck, Van. See Van Dyck. 

Dyer, John (c. 1700-58), Brit, 
poet ; b, Aborglasney, Caermat- 
then ; wrote Grongar Hill (1726), 
Ruins of Rome (1740), T'he 
Fleece (i757). 

Dyer, Reginald Edward 
Henry {1864—1927), Brit, general ; 
b. Simla ; served in many cam- 
paigns in India from 1886 ; during 
Great War was in command of 
Infantry Brigade on Persian fron- 
tier. In 1919 quelled rebellion at 
Amritsar by firing on the crowd ; 
commission of inquiry condemned 
his action, and he was asked to 
resign ; an Eng. judge subse- 
quently upheld his conduct as 
necessary for security in India. 

Dyke, Sir William Hart (1837- 
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1931), Eng. politician ; b. in 
Kent ; chief secretary for Ireland, 
1885-6 ; vice-president of Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, 
1887-92 ; responsible for Act 
which, gave tree education to 
England, Wales, and Ireland. 

Dykes, John Bacchus (1823- 
76), Eng. church-music composer ; 
a founder of Cambridge Univ. 
Musical Soo. ; has written popular 
church music ; joint compiler of 
Hymns Ancient and Modern. 

Dy'moke, name of Eng. family 


who, by ownership of manor of 
Scriveisby, Lincolnshire, have held 
hereditary right of champion at 
coronation of King of England 
since reign of Richard n. 

Dy'son, Sir Frank Watson 
(1868- ), Brit, astronomer; b. 

Ashby-de-Ia-Zouch ; chief assis- 
tant at Greenwich Observatory, 
1894-1905 ; astronomer-royal for 
Scotland, 1905-10 ; astronomer- 
royal, Greenwich, 1910-33 ; has 
pub. many mathematical and 
astronomical papers.

Ealdhelui (ald'helm), or Ald- 
iiELM (c. 640-709), Saxon church- 
man and scholar ; one of most 
learned men in England ; Abbot 
of Malmesbury, 676 ; Bishop of 
Sherborne, 705 ; his Lat. works 
have been preserved, but his Old 
Eng. poetry has perished.

J. London ; among chief works 
exhibited at Royal Academy are 
In the Drifts, Old Benchers, A 
Cry for Help, The Dog of War, 
The End of the Expedition, The 
Dogs of Death (igoo), etc. 

Earle, John (c. 1601-65), Eng. 
churchman ; b. York : dean of 
Westminster, t66o ; Bishop of 
Worcester and Salisbury, 1662 ; 
wrote MicrocosmograpMe (1628), 
and the Lat. trans. of Eikon 
Basiliht (1649). 


Earle, John (1824-1903), Eng. 
philologist ; b. Elston, Devon ; 
rural dean of Bath, 1873-7 ; prof, 
of Anglo-Saxon, Oxford, 1S49-54 
and 1876-1903 ; did much to 
encourage study of that language 
in England, and pub. texts. 

Earlom {er'lotn), Richard (1743- 
1822), Eng. mezaotint engraver ; 
b. London ; engraved Liber Veri- 
iatis (from drawings of Claude 
Lorraine) ; also Hogarth’s Mar- 
riage d la Mode, 

East, Sir Alfred (1849-1913), 
Eng. landscape painter and ctchet ; 
b. Kettering ; r.a., 1913 ; knighted, 
1910. Among his best pictures 
are Passing Storm, The Nene 
Valley, The Silent Somme, and 
Autumn • wrote The Art of 
landscape Painting in Oil Colour. 

East'lake, Sir Charles Lock 
(1793-1865), Eng. artist ; 6. Ply- 
mouth ; R.A., 1850 ; Director of 
National Gallery, 1855 ; painted 
Christ lamenting over Jerusalem, 
Bynm’s Dream, etc. ; pub. Ma- 
terials for a History of Oil 
Painting, and trans. Goethe’s 
Theory of Colours. 

East'man, George (1854-1932), 
Amer. inventor ; b. Waterville, 
New York ; invented first roll 
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photographic film and the Kodak 
camera. During his lifetime gave 
large sums for the advancement of 
education, 

Eberhard (d'ber-hart), Ciihistian 
August Gottlob {1769-1845), 
Ger. poet and philosopher ; b. 
near Wittenberg ; principal woite 
are poem Hanncken mtd die 
Kiichlein (1822), and an epic on 
the creation, Der erste Mensch utid 
die Erde (1828). 

Ebers (a'ben), Georg Moritz 
(1837-98), Ger. Egyptologist and 
historical novelist ; b. Berlin ; 
prof, of Egj’ptolpgy at Leipzig, 
1S70-89 ; wrote Agypten und die 
Bucher Moses (1867-8), and several 
novels dealing with Egypt. 

Ebert [d'berl), Fredrick (1870- 
1923)1 first president of Ger. re- 
public, 1919-25 ; son of a Heidel- 
berg tailor; ed. Socialist newspaper 
BilrgereeUmg (1897) ; throughout 
Great War was a leading member 
of Majority Socialist party; took 
firm stand against military rising 
of 1920 ; later accused of treason, 
but emerged with honour. 

Eok, Johann Maier von {1486- 
1543)1 Ger. theologian ; b. Eok, 
Swabia ; leading upholder of Cath- 
olic doctrine against Luther ; pub. 
Opera contra Lutherum (1530-35). 

Ech'ermann, Johann Peter 
(1792-1854), Ger. author ; b. 
Winsen, Hanover ; friend and 
secretary of Goethe ; his Gesprdche 
mit Goethe (1836-48) has been 
widely translated. 

Eok'eraberg, Christofper Vil- 
helm (2783-1853), Dan. realistic 
painter ; b. Warnitz ; painted sea- 
pieces, battle-pieces, and portraits ; 
created ‘ Danish colour ’ ; prof, 
and subsequently director of 
Copenhagen Academy. 

EckTiart, Johannes (c. 1260- 
c. 1327), Ger. Dominican theologian 
(‘ Meister Eckhait ’) ; b. near 
Gotha ; follower of Aristotle and 
the Neoplatonists ; suspected of 
unorthodoxy, and summoned be- 
fore Inquisition at Cologne ; col- 


lected writings pub. in Deutsche 
Mystiker (1837). 

Eddington, Sir Arthur Stan- 
ley (1S82- ), prof, of astro- 

nomy, Cambridge Univ., since 
1913, and director of the observa- 
tory since 1914 ; b. Kendal ; f.r.s., 
1914 ; knighted, 1930. Wrote 
Report on the relativity theory of 
gravitation (1918), The InternalCon- 
stitution of the Stars (rg26), Stars 
and Atoms (1927), The Nature of 
the Physical World (1928), etc. 

Eddy, Mrs. Mary Baker G. 
(1821-1910), founder of tile Chris- 
tian Science movement, which she 
declared to be divinely revealed 
to her ; became pastor of first 
‘ Church of Christ Scientist ’ 
(1879) ; built up one of the largest 
and most powerful organizations 
in America. Principal work. 
Science and Health (1875). 

Eden, Robert Anthony (1807- 
), British statesman; ecluo. 
Eton and Oxford ; served in Great 
War; m.p. since 1923. Achieved 
an international reputation by his 
work at Geneva ; Lord Privy Seal, 
4934-5 ; Minister for League of 
Nations Afiairs, 1935 ; Foreign 
Secretary since 1935. 

Edgar THE Peaceful (944- 
975), EKg. king, son of Edmund 
I. ; succeeded his brotlier Edwy, 
959 ; at Chester received homage 
of eight sub-kings, including those 
of Scotland and Strathclyde ; 
outstanding figure in his reign 
was Dunstan, Archbishop of Can- 
terbury. 

Edgar Atholing (c. 1058-1125), 
Eng. prince, grand-nephew of 
Edward the Confessor, and heir to 
the Eng. throne ; after defeat of 
Harold at Senlao, took refuge in 
Scotland, and finally submitted to 
the Conqueror. 

Edgeworth, Maria (1767-1849), 
Irish novelist ; 6 . Black Bourton, 
Oxfordshire ; daughter of Richard 
Lovell Edgeworth of Edgeworths- 
town, Co. Longford, Ireland, who 
exercised great influence on her

WTiting. Novels, including Ckisile 
Kackrent (1800), The Absentee, 
Ormond, and Garry Owen, are full 
of vivacity and realistic Irish 
characterization, and their success 
inspired Scott’s Waverley Novels. 
A¥rote also The Parent’s Assistant, 
Moral Tales for Young People, 
Early Lessons, etc.

Edison, Thomas Alva (1847-

matograph, incandescent electric 
lamp, carbon telephone transmit- 
ter, multiplex telegraphic system, 
electric pen, improved electric 
traction. During his lifetime pa- 
tented over a thousand inventions.

Edmund, Sr. (Edmund Rich) 

(d. 1240) I distinguished ascetic, 
scholar, and preacher ; b. near 
O.xford ; Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, 1233 ; opposed foreign 
favourites of Henry ni. ; returned 
to monastic life, 1240 ; canonized, 

1247. 

Edmund [ft. 855-70), King of 
East Anglia ; said to have been 
martyred by Danes ; canonized ; 
interred at ‘Bury St. Edmunds.’ 

Edmund I. (d. 946), King of 
the English ; succeeded his half- 
brother Athelstan, 941 ; a suc- 
cessful warrior and energetic ruler. 

Edmund Ironside (c. 981-1016), 
King of the English, son of 
Ethelred the Unready, whom he 
succeeded, 1016 ; was defeated by 
Canute at Assandun (Ashington 
in Essex) and was forced to divide 
the country. 

Edward the Confessor (d. 
1066), King of England, son of 
Ethelred ii. ; succeeded Hardi- 
canute, 1042 ; married Edith, 
( 4 , 154 ) 
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daughter of Earl Godwin ; his 
reign was peaceful, and he himself 
a religious man ; brought Norman 
influences into England. 

Edward the Elder (d. 924), 
King of the Angles and Saxons ; 
son of Alfred the Great, whom he 
succeeded in gor ; warred suc- 
cessfully against Danes, and was 
recognized as overlord of Britain. 

Edward the Martyr (963-78), 
King of England, 975-8 ; suc- 
ceeded his father, Edgar the 
Peaceful ; control of country was 
in hands of Dunstan ; murdered 
at instigation of his stepmother. 

Edward I. (1239-1307), King 
of England ; b, Westminster ; 
succeeded his father, Henry ni., 
1272, while on crusade ; fought 
in civil war against Simon de 
Montfort, 1264-5. In his reign, 
one of the most important in 
Eng. history, many enactments 
regulating the tenure of land wore 
passed ; power of Pope checked ; 
Jews expelled ; Wales conquered, 
and an unsuccessful attempt made 
to subdue Scotland. Was creator 
of Eng. parliament.

Edward H. (1284-1327), fong 
of England ; succeeded his father, 
Edward i., 1307 ; fell under power 
of his favourite, Piers Gaveston ; 
was defeated at Bannockburn, 
1314. Alienated every one by his 
misgovernment. The queen, Isa- 
bella of France, plotted against 
him ; he was deposed and mur- 
dered in Berkeley Castle. 

Edward HI. (1312-77), King of 
England ; succeeded his father, 
Edward n,, 1327. In 1337 de- 
clared war against France the 
Hundred Years’ War ’) and won 
the battles of Crdcy, 1346, and 
Poitiers, 1356. Scots were de- 
feated at Neville’s Cross, 1346, 
and their king, David n., taken 
prisoner. England was ravaged 
by the Black Death in 1349. 
The reign was marked hy an 
extension of popular liberties 
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TOung from the king in return for 
money for carrying on Fr. wars. 
Noteworthy also were Wycllf’s 
attempt to reform the Church, 
and the establishment of the 
House of Commons as a separate 
body.

Edward IV. (1443-83), King of 
England ; b. Rouen ; son of 
Richard, Duke of York, whose 
claim to throne caused Wars of 
Roses ; succeeded on deposition 
of Henry vi., 1461, and reigned 
till his death, except during 
Henry’s short restoration, 1 470-1 ; 
he was a firm ruler and good 
soldier, but not of noble character. 

Edward V. (1470-83), King of 
England ; son of Edward iv. ; 
along with his brother was mur- 
dered in Tower of London by 
order of his uncle, Richard m. 

Edward VI. (1537-53). King 
of England and Ireland ; 6. 

Greenwich ; son of Henry viii. 
and Jane Seymour ; succeeded 
his father, 15^7. His reign was 
marked by religious strife. 

'Edward Vn. (1841-igio), Albert 
E nwAKn, eldest sou of Queen Vic- 
toria and Prince Albert ; King of 
Great Britain and Ireland ; Em- 
peror of India ; 6. Buckingham 

Palace. As Prince of 'Wales 
travelled extensively, visiting Can- 
ada and U.S.A., i860, India, 
1875. In 1863 he married Alex- 
andra, the King of Denmark’s 
eldest daughter ; became king, 
Jau. 33, igoi. Notable events of 
his rei^ were end of S. African 
War, 1902, and formation of 
Union of S. Africa, igog— lo ; 
House of Lords crisis, igog-io ; 
Anglo- Japanese Alliance, 1902 ; 
cementing of Triple Entente with 
France and Russia, 1904-10. 
During his reign earned the title 
of ‘ Edward the Peacemaker ’ by 
his tact and diplomacy ; he was 
a good sportsman, a man highly 
endowed with common sense and 
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savoir-faire, and a conscientious 
and successful ruler.

Edward VIII. (1894- ), King 

of Great Britain, Ireland, and 
the Brit. Dominions beyond the 
Seas, Emperor of India; eldest 
son of George v. ; b. White 
Lodge, Richmond Park ; educ. at 
Osborne Coll, and Dartmouth ; 
joined cruiser Hindustan as mid- 
shipman, 1911 ; lieutenant, 1913 ; 
captain, 1919. On accession of 
George v. was created Prince of 
Wales and Earl of Chester. Studied 
at Magdalen CoU., Oxford, as an 
ordinary undergraduate. 

On outbreak of Great War, 
1914, he received a commission 
in the Grenadier Guards. Was 
on the staff of Sir John French, 
was in Egypt with the Medi- 
terranean Expeditionary Force, 
paid three visits to Italy, and was 
with Brit, army at the entry into 
Valenciennes, Nov. 7, 1918. 

In 1919 he sailed for Canada, 
visited important cities, and also 
toured the more outlying parts. 
From Canada he proceeded to 
U.S.A., visiting Washington and 
New York. In both countries he 
was welcomed with enthusiasm. 

In 1920 he sailed for Australasia, 
calling at Barbados, Panama, San 
Diego, Hawaii, and Fiji on his 
way to New Zealand. He next 
toured Australia for three months. 
On his return journey he visited 
Samoa, Mexico, and the Brit. 
W. Indies, being received every- 
where with enthusiasm and good- 
will. In 1921 he paid a state visit 
to India and then proceeded to 
Japan ; in 1925 he visited West 
and South Africa, and East Africa 
in 1928. His tours of the Domin- 
ions Overseas and of the home 
industrial regions have been of 
imperial and world-wide signi- 
ficance, and he has been well 
called ‘ the greatest ambassador 
of the Brit, Empire.’ In 1928 
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he received the new title of Master 
of the Mercliant Navy and Fishing 
Fleets. He became king, Jan. 1936. 

Edward, Phince of Wales. 
See Black Prikce. 

Edwards, Alfred George 
(1848- ), Welsh churchman ; 

b. Llanymawddwy ; headmaster, 
Llandovery Coll., 1875-85 ; Bishop 
of St. Asaph, i8Sg ; first Arch- 
bishop of Wales, 1920-34; works, 
The Church in Wales (1888), 
Commoitsense Patriotism (1894), 
Lanihnarhs in Welsh Church His- 
tory (1912), Memories (1927). 

Edwards, Amelia Ann Bland- 
FORD (1831-92), Eiig, novelist and 
Egyptolo^st ; 6. London; founder 
of Egi’ptian Exploration Fund ; 
pub. A Thousand Miles up the 
Nile (1877), Pharaohs, Fellahs, 
and Explorers (i8gi), and novels, 
Dehenham's Vow, etc. 

Edwards, John Passmore (1823- 
1911), Eng. philanthropist; b. 
near Truro ; proprietor and ed. 
of the Echo, the first halfpenny 
new.spaper ; m.p., 1880-5 ; en- 

dowed libraries, hospitals, and 
Passmore Edwards Settlement and 
other homes. 

Edwards, Jonathan (i 703-.58), 
Amer. theologian ; b. East Wind- 
sor, Conn. ; pastor of Congre- 
gational Church at Northamiiton, 
Mass., 1727 ; missionary to Indiims, 
1750 ; president of Princeton 
Coll., 1757 ; author of many 
books ; a man of groat learning 
and deep piety ; a vigorous de- 
fender of Calvinistic theology. 

Edwin, or Edwine {585-633), 
King of Northumbria ; extended 
kingdom to the Forth ; reputed 
founder of Edinburgh ; defeated 
and slain by Penda, King of 
Mercia. 

Eeckhout (eh'hout), Geebrand 
VAN Den (1621-74), Dutch 
artist ; b. Amsterdam ; pupil of 
Rembrandt ; chief subjects arc 
biblical, including Chrrst in the 
Temple, Hainan and Mordecai, etc. 

E'gan, Pierce (1772-1849), Eng. 


sporting writer ; b, London ; his 
Days and Nights of Jerry Haw- 
thorne and Corinthian Tom, illus- 
trated by Cruikshank, probably 
inspiredDickens’s Pickwick Papers. 

Egbert (reigned 802-839), King 
of Wessex ; chosen king while 
a refugee at court of Charle- 
magne ; subdued Britons of Corn- 
wall, overthrew supremacy of 
Mercia, made Northumbria sub- 
mit, and assumed title of Brct- 
walda, or overlord of the whole 
of England ; finally overtlnrew 
the Danes at Hengestdunc in 
Cornwall, 837. 

Eg'mont, L.imoral, Count of 
(1522-68), Flcm. soldier ; h. in 
Hainault ; helped to arrange 
marriage between Philip ii. of 
Spain and Mary of England ; 
opposed autocratic, rule of Philip 
in the Netherlands, and became 
a popular hero; was treacherously 
seized and beheaded along with 
Count Kom by the Duke of Alva. 

Biirlfoh (ifrfo'cli), Paul (1S54- 
1915), Ger. scientist ; h. in 
Silesia ; director of Royal Institute 
for Experimental Therapeutics at 
Frankfurt-on-Main ; Nobel Prize 
for medicine (with MetchnikoH), 
1908 ; his greatest triumph, dis- 
covery of salvarsan and neo- 
salvarsan. 

Eichendorff (I'cheK-dor/), Joseph 
VON (1788-1857), Ger. poet; b . 
near Ratibor ; served in Prussian 
army, 1813-15 ; his lyrics have 
secured him his chief fame ; he 
also wrote romances, plays, trans. 
Calderon’s religious plays, and 
produced critical works on Ger. 
literature. 

EiHel (J'fel), Ale.\andhe Gus- 
tave (1832-1923), Fr, engineer ; 
b. Dijon ; made bridges over 
Garonne and Douro ; designed 
locks for Panama Canal ; best- 
known work, Eiffel Tower, Paris, 
1889. 

Einhard ( in ' hart ), Heinhardus, 
or Eoinhardus (c. 770-840), 

biographer and friend of Charle- 
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Inagne ; one of tlie most brilliant 
disciples of Alouin ; abbot of 
Muhlhcim ; his great work is 
Vita et gesta Caroli Magni (a. 821 ; 
Eng. trans., 1877), 

Einstein {In'slln), Albert (1879- 
), Gcr. -Swiss physicist; b. 
Ulm ; studied at Zurich ; became 
nationalized as Swiss, iQoo ; prof, 
at Zurich, 1910 ; prof, at Prague, 
1911 ; returned again to Zurich; 
prof, of physics, Berlin, 1914. 
He enunciated his epoch-maldng 
theory of Relativity in a paper 
read to Berlin Academy, 1915 ; 
pub. his work on the subject, 1930; 
Nobel Prize, 1921. An ardent 
Zionist, ho was exiled from Ger- 
many, 1933, ®Bd finally settled in 
U.S.A, as prof, of mathematics, 
Princeton, N.J. 

Eisner (ia'ner), Kurt (1867- 
1919), Bavarian socialist leader ; 
b. Berlin ; of Jewish descent ; 
wrote for many papers, including 
Frankfurter Zeitung ; Joint ed. of 
VorwMs ; opposed to Great War. 
Organized bloodless revolution 
which led to abdication of King 
of Bavaria, Nov. igi8, and was 
the signal for general revolu- 
tion throughout Germany ; was 
the first Premier of the Bavarian 
Republic, but was assassinated by 
reactionaries. 

Eldon, John Scott, ist Earl 
OP (1751-1838), Eng. lawyer; 
Lord Chancellor, 1799, and i Sol- 
ar ; violently conservative, he 
conducted high treason prosecu- 
tions against Horne Tooke, etc. ; 
opposed emancipation of Catholics, 
and abolition of capital punish- 
ment for minor offences. 

El'gar, Sir Edward (1857- 
1934), Brit, musician ; b. near 
Worcester ; prof, of music, Bir- 
mingham Univ„ 1905-8 ; o.M., 

1911 ; Master of the King’s 
Musick, 1924 ; numerous and 
varied compositions include his 
great choral work, The Dream of 
Gerontius ; also The Apostles, In 
the South, and Pomp and Circum- 


stance marches. Best - known 
melody. Land of Hope and Glory, 
Elgar stands first among Brit, 
composers of modern times. 

Elg'in and Kincar'dine, Thomas, 
Earl of (1766-1841), Brit, diplo- 
matist ; while envoy-extraordinary 
at Constantinople he brought the 
famous Elgin Marbles from Greece 
(now in Brit. Museum). 

Eli \c'll), high priest and judge 
of Israel, judged Israel forty years. 
(Sec I Sam. 1-4). 

Elias (e-li'as), Levita (1469- 
1549). Jewish grammarian ; b. 
Ncustadt, Bavaria ; compiled first 
dictionary of Hebrew language, 
and trans. the psalms into German. 

Elijah ^e-li'jd), O.T. prophet ; 
the most impressive figure among 
the Hebrew seers ; appears sud- 
denly in I Kings 17. His life's 
work was a contest with the cult 
of Baal, favoured by Ahab and 
Jezebel, during which he overcame 
the prophets of Baal on Mount 
Carmel. (See i Kings 17-19 and 
21 ; 2 Kings 1-2.) 

Ill'iot, George (1819-80), Eng. 
novelist, pen name of Mary Ann 
Evans ; b. on a Warwickshire 
farm. In 1849 produced a trans. 
of Strauss’s Life of Jesus, and 
in 1851 became assistant ed. 
of Westminster Review. Amongst 
her friends wore Herbert Spencer . 
Carlyle, and George Henry Lewes ; 
with the last-named she formed an 
irregular connection which lasted 
until his death in 1878. Lewes 
undoubtedly inspired much of her 
work. She married J. W. Cross 
in 1880. Her first effort In fiction 
was Amos Barton, which appeared 
in Blackwood's in 1857, and was 
followed by Scenes of Clerical 
Life (1858). Adam Bede (1859) 
met with instant success. Then 
came The Mill on the Eloss (i860), 
Silas Marner (18S1), Romola 
(1863), Middlemarch (1872), and 
other novels. Her place is amongst 
the greatest writers of Eng. fiction. 
She excelled as a painter of middle- 
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class life and character, and her 
work is marked by much pathos 
and humour.

EUot, Sir John (1592-1632), 
Eng. statesman ; b. Port Eliot, 
Cornwall ; leader of House of 
Commons, 1626, and was foremost 
in impeachment of Buckingham ; 
vigorous upholder of Petition of 
Right ; strongly opposed to ton- 
nage and poundage ; imprisoned, 
and died, in Tower. 

Elisha [e-U'sha), O.T. prophet, 
successor of Elijah, with whom he 
is closely associated. (See 2 Kings 
2-9.) 

Elizabeth (1533-1603), Queen of 
England and Ireland ; daughter 
of Henry vm. and Anno Boleyn ; 
b. London ; imprisoned in the 
Tower for suspected complicity 
in Wyat’s rebellion, 1554 ; suc- 
ceeded Mary, 1558. She supported 
the Reformation mainly from 
policy ; aided the reformers in 
Scotland and on the Continent. 
By her diplomacy she kept Eng- 
land at peace for twenty-five 
years. R.C, plots against her led 
her in 1587 to consent to the 
execution of Mary, Queen of Scots. 
The Elizabethan ago is one of the 
most glorious in Eng. history ; the 
exploits of her great captains, such 
as Drake, Frobisher, Hawkins, 
and Raleigh, prepared the way 
for the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada, 1588, and made England 
mistress of the seas. The names of 
Spenser, Marlowe, Shakespeare, 
and Bacon exemplify the extra- 
ordinary outburst of literary 
activity to which she gave her 
patronage. She was amenable to 
flattery, but the execution of 
Essex showed that courtiers dared 
not presume on her favour. 
Though autocratic she showed 
wisdom in her choice of coun- 
sellors, such as Cecil, and knew 
when to yield to Parliament. 


Her rule was based not on arbi- 
trary powers but on the trust 
reposed in her by her sulnects.

Elizabeth (1596-1662), eldest 
daughter of James i, of Eng- 
land ; married, 1613, Frederick v.. 
Elector Palatine and King of 
Bohemia ; was mother of Sophia, 
wife of Ernest, Elector of Hanover, 
mother of George i. 

Elizabeth, Amalie Eugenie 
(1837-98), Empress of Austria 
and Queen of Hungary ; daughter 
of Duke Maximilian of Bavaria ; 
married Emperor Francis Joseph 
II. of Austria ; murdered at 
Geneva. 

Elizabeth, Pauline Eliza- 
beth Ottilie Louise (1843-1916), 
Queen of Romania, known in 
literary world as ‘ Carmen Sylva ’ ; 
did much for higher education of 
women and philanthropio objects ; 
wrote plays, poems, novels, essays, 
etc. ; works include the poems 
Sappho and Hammerstein ; Les 
Pensies d’une Reiiie, A Ro- 
manian Vendetta, etc. 

Elizabeth Petrovna (1709-62), 
Empress of Russia ; daughter of 
Peter the Great ; 6. near Moscow ; 
succeeded 1741 ; obtained from 
Sweden part of Finland ; during 
Seven Years’ War successfully 
opposed Frederick the Great. 
Had serious faults, but was a 
capable ruler. 

EUa. See jElla. 

ElTiot, Jane (1727-1805), 
Scot, poetess ; b, in Teviotdale ; 
daughter of Sir Gilbert Elliot ; 
remembered for her ballad ‘The 
Flowers of the Forest.’ 

Elliott, Ebenezer (1781-1849), 
Eng. poet ; b. Mashorough, Yorks ; 
'Corn-law Rhymer’; ardent chart- 
ist ; pub. Corn-law Rhymes (1S31), 
and other volumes dealing with 
working-class life. 

Ell'is, Henry Havelock (1859- 
), Eng. psychologist ; b. 
Croydon ; spent much of boyhood 
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at spa ; qualifipd as a doctor, but 
turned to literary and scientific 
wnrk. His greatest work is Studies 
in the Psychology of Sex (in 6 
vols.); also noted for the literary 
cliarm of his occasional writings. 

Elman, Mischa (1892- ), 

Russ, violinist ; h. Stalnoje, Kiev, 
of Jewish parents ; won ex- 
traordinary success as a boy ; 
was pupil of Auer and Fidel- 
mann ; appeared in London, 1905 ; 
naturaliaed as U.S.A. citizen, 
1920 ; regarded as one of the 
gi'eatest violinists, 

Elphinatone (el'fin-stdn), Will- 
iam (1431-1514), Scot, states- 
man and prelate ; rector of 
Glasgow Univ., 1474 ; Bishop of 
Ross, 1481 ; ambassador to Eng- 
land, 1484 ; Bishop of Aberdeen 
and lord nigh chancellor, 1488 ; 
founded King's Coll., Aberdeen, 
and built bridge over Dee ; 
helped to introduce printing into 
Scotland. 

Em'eison, Ralph Waldo {1803- 
82), Amer. essayist, poet, and 
philosopher ; fi. Boston, Mass. ; 
educated Harvard ; a teacher 
for three years, then entered 
Unitarian ministry ; gave up the 
ministry, 1S32, and devoted him- 
self to writing and lecturing. 
He twice, visited England, and 
formed friendships with Carlyle, 
Coleridge, Wordsworth, and other 
authors. His philosophic creed 
was broad and sincere, but was 
suggestive rather than systematic. 
In his essays his style is brilliant 
and epigrammatic. His verse 
never appealed to a wide pubEo, 
for though it is full of the essence 
of poetry, the form is rugged and 
unmusical.

Emlnesou, Michail (1849-89), 
Romanian poet ; b. in Moldavia ; 
greatest of 19th cent. ; librarian 
of Jassy Univ., 1874 ; chief 
poems, Venera si Madona and 
Epigonii. 


Emin Paaha (Eduard Sciinit- 
zer) (1840-92), Gcr. traveller 
and administrator ; h. Oppeln ; 
entered Egyptian medical service, 
1876 ; was an invaluable ally of 
Gordon, who appoiii Led him gover- 
nor of the Equatorial Province 
of the Sudan, 1878 ; isolated for 
years after Gordon’s death ; Stanley 
relieved him, 1S8S; he entered 
Gcr. service and returned to 
Equatoria, where he was killed ; 
did valuable, work in African flora 
and fauna, in road surveys, and by 
abolishing slavery. 

Em'met, Robert (1778-1803), 
Irish rebel patriot ; b. Dublin ; 
joined the exiled leaders of United 
Irishmen on the Continent, and, 
returning, planned Irish rebellion, 
which, however, ended in futile 
riot in Dublin, 1803 ; Emmet 
escaped, but later was arrested, 
tried, and hanged. 

Empedocles [em-pcd’o-klez) or 
Agricektum (probably c, 490- 
430 B.C.), democrat, philosopher, 
and physician ; wandered through 
Gr. cities, preaching the ascetic 
life. He regarded all things as 
composed of earth, air, fire, and 
water, mingled by Love or sepa- 
rated by Strife. According to 
tradition threw himse,lf into Etna. 

Encke (eng' he), Johann Franz 
(1791-1865), Gcr. astronomer ; b. 
Hamburg ; investigated several 
comets, and his name was given 
to one, 

En'nius, Quintus (239-170 n.c.), 
Lat. poet ; b. Rndiac, Calabria ; 
regarded as inventor of the 
‘ satire ’ ; greatest work is Annales. 

Entiecasteaux (ontr-kds-to'), 
Joseph Antoine Bruni d’ (1739- 
93), Fr. navigator ; famed for his 
surveys of New Caledonia, Tas- 
mania, etc. ; D'Enlrccasleaux 
Archipelago, east of New Guinea, 
commemorates him. 

Bn'ver Pasha' (1881-1922), 
Tuck. statesman ; prominent 
among tiie Young Turks who 
brought about the deposition of 
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Abdul Hamid, 1909. In igia he 
headed the movement against the 
cession of Adrianople to the Bul- 
garians, and occupied Adrianople, 
1913. Became minister of war, 
1913, and brought Turkey into 
the Great War on side of Central 
Powers. After Turkey’s surrender 
he fled to Germany, and later 
Russia, where he was killed in 
rebellion against the Soviets. 

Epaminon'das (c. 418-362 b.c.), 
Theban general and statesman ; 
expelled Spartan garrison, 379 
B.c. ; defeated Spartans at Lcuc- 
tra, 371, and Mantinea, 362 ; 
did much for Thebes politically, 
and developed military strategy. 

Epiote'tus, Stoic philosopher of 
1st cent. A.D. ; a freed slave ; 
e.xpelled from Rome, along with 
other philosophers, by Domitian; 
settled and taught at Epirus, 
Hisstoicism approaches thespiritof 
Christianity. His Discourses were 
written doivn by a pupil. 

EpiouTus (3'4i-27o B.C.), Gr. 
philosopher ; b. Samos ; settled in 
Athens, and formed a society of 
friends, His distinctive doctrine 
was that welfare consists in 
pleasure j pleasures of the mind 
and of Inendship rank above those 
of the body. Far from being 
‘ epicures,’ members of the society, 
in its earlier day's, led frugal and 
abstemious lives. 

Epstein [ep'stin], Jacob (1880- 
), sculptor ; b. New York of 
Russ. -Polish parents ; settled in 
London, 1905 ; executed figures 
to decorate the building of the 
Brit. Medical Association, Strand, 
London. Among other works arc 
tomb of Oscar Wilde, Paris, 
Rima, Christ, Night and Day, 
Genesis, bust of Einstein. Most 
of his work excited much con- 
troversy. 

Eras'mus, Desiderius [1466- 
1536)1 Dutch scholar and theo- 
logian ; b. Rotterdam ; educated 
in monastic schools. In 1498 he 
paid a visit to England, studied 


Greek at Oxford, and formed a 
close friendship with Sir Thomas 
More ; spent several years in 
France, the Netherlands, and in 
Italy, where he made the acquain- 
tance of the Venetian printer 
Aldus Manutius ; became tutor to 
the Archbishop of St. Andrews, 
son of James iv. of Scotland. He 
spent the years 1509-14 in Eng- 
land ; latter part of his life was 
spent at Basle. Of his many 
publications the best known is his 
famous satire, the Praise of Folly. 
Erasmus remained faithful to the 
Church of Rome, but criticized 
the vice and ignorance of tlie 
Romish clergy, rvhile at the same 
time he directed satire against 
Luther, His wri tings were marked 
by perfect sanity and broadness of 
view, and his influence was very 
widespread both as critic and 
theologian. During his lifetime 
be was unquestionably the in- 
tellectual dictator of his age.

Eras'tus, Thomas (1534-83), 
Gcr.-Swiss theologian of Heidel- 
berg and Basle ; b, Baden, 
Switzerland; supporter of Zwingli ; 
maintained that Christians should 
be punished by civil law and not 
by excommunication, tienoe the 
term ‘ Erastianism ’ — the subordi- 
nation of Church to State. 

Eratosthenes [e-ra-tos'the-nee) of 
Alexandria (c. 276-1:. 194 b.c.), 
Gr. mathematician and scientist ; 
6 . Cyrene ; superintendent of 
Alexandrian library ; computed 
earth’s circumference, and was the 
founder of scientific chronology 
and geography. 

Erck'mann, Emile (1822-99), 
and Chatrian (sha-tre-oa') , Louis 
Gratien (1826-go), Fr. novelists, 
both horn in Alsace, who collabo- 
rated in writing popular military 
stories and plays, including Lejuif 
polonais (1869) (adapted as The 
Belts on Eng, stage). 

Er'icsson, John (1803-89), 
Swed.-Amer. naval inventor ; b. 
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in Wcrmland, Sweden ; lived in 
England, 1836-39, and competed 
with Stephenson in locomotive 
competition ; settled in America, 
1S39 ; applied screw to steam 
navigation ; built turreted battle- 
ship Monitor, 1S61. and invented 
steam fire-engine. 

Erigena {e-riye-nd), Johannes 
ScoTDs (c. 815-877), mediaeval 
theologian, forerunner (or one of 
founders) of scholasticism ; con- 
trolled Palatine Academy at Paris. 
He developed in his De Diuisione 
Natural a philosophical system 
closely akin to neo- Platonism.

Ernie, Rowland Edmund 
Protuero, Baron (1851- ), 

Eng. politician and author ; ii. 
Clifton-on-Teme ; ed. Quarterly 
Review (1894-9) ; m.p. for Oxford 
Univ., 1914-ig ; president of 
board of agriculture, 1916-19. 
An authority on agricultural 
questions. Pub. Life of Dean 
Stanley, Psalms in Human Life, 
English Farming, Pleasant Land 
of France, etc. Created baron, 
igiq. 

Er'skine, Ebenezer (1680- 
1756), Scot, churchman; 6. Chirn- 
side ; minister of Portinoak, 1703. 
of Stirling, 1731 ; suspended for 
upholding that people should 
choose their pastors ; originator 
of the Secession Church, 1733, 

Erskine, Henry (1746-1817), 
Scot, lawyer ; 6. Edinburgh ; 

lord advocate, 1783 and iSo6 ; 
famed for oratory and wit ; pub. 
The Emigrant, an Eclogue (1773), 
and other poems. 

Erskine, John (1695-1768), Scot, 
jurist ; prof, of Scots law, Edin- 
burgh, 1737; his Principles of the 
Law of Scotland and his Institutes 
of the Law of Scotland are still the 
standard works. 

Erskine, Thomas, ist Baron 
(1750-1823), Brit, lawyer ; b. 
Edinburgh ; son of loth Earl of 
Buchan ; noted for several famous 


defences, including Captain Baillie, 
Admiral Keppel, Lord George 
Gordon, and Tom Paine ; m.p. for 
Portsmouth, 1785 ; chancellor to 
Prince of Wales ; lord chancellor, 
1806-7. 

Er'vine, St. John Greer (1883- 
), Brit, dramatist and author ; 
5. Belfast ; forsook business for 
literature ; manager of Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, 1915 ; wounded 
in Great War ; dramatic critic ; 
author of plays, biographies, aud 
novels. 

Erzberger {eris'berg-er), Mat- 
thias (1875-1921), Ger. politician ; 
b. in Wurttemberg ; became leader 
of Centre or R.C. party in Reich- 
stag ; during Great War was 
author of famous Reichstag re- 
solution in favour of peace wi thout 
annexations, 1917; member of 
inner cabinet, igiS ; chief Get. 
representative, on Armistice com- 
mission ; minister of finance, 
1919. Was cordially hated by the 
capitalists, militarists, and Pro- 
testants, and was assassinated. 

E'sau, son of Isaac and twin 
brother of Jacob, who robbed 
him of his birthright. (Gen. 

25-27.) 

Esher, Reginald Baliol Brett, 
2ND Viscount (1853-1930), Eng. 
politician and author ; b. London ; 
M.p. for Ponryu and Falmouth, 
1880-5 : held many important 
offices ; chairman of War Office 
Reconstitution Committee, 1904. 
Amongpiiblications aceTo-day and 
To-viorrow, The Influence of King 
Edward, The Tragedy of Kitchener, 
lonicus, etc. 

Ea'march, Johannes Fried- 
rich August von (1823-1908), 
Ger. army surgeon ; b. in Scliles- 
wig - Holstein ; surgeon - general, 
Franco- Prussian War, 1870-1 ; 
authority on hospital manage- 
ment and first-aid appliances. 

Es'sex. (i) Robert Devereux, 
2ND Earl of (1567-1601), favour- 
ite of Queen Elizabeth ; b. in 
Herefordshire ; earl marshal, 
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1507 : lord deputy of Ireland, 
1599 ; failed to quell Tyrone’s 
rebellion, condemned for treason, 
and executed. (2) Robert De- 
VEREUX, 3rd earl (15^31-1646), son 
of (i) ; lieutenant-general of the 
army sent against Scot. Covenan- 
ters, 1639 : commanded Parlia- 
mentary army in Civil War until 
passing of Self-Denying Ordinance, 

164.5. 

Estella, MarouSs de. See 
Pri.mo de Rivera. 

Eth'elhald, King of Wessex ; son 
of Etheiwulf ; fought against 
Danes at Aclea, 851 ; reigned 
S56-860. 

Ethelhert, or jEtheldert (5.52- 
616), King of Kent ; married 
Hertha, daughter of Charibert, 
King of Soissons ; converted to 
Christianity by St. Augustine ; 
first to write Saxon laws — dooms. 

Etheldreda, St., or<ETHEi,DKED.\ 
(630-79), abbess of Ely, which she 
founded, 673 ; name corrupted 
into St. .Audrey, and further into 
‘ tawdry ’ ; Ely Cathedral is built 
over lu'r tomb. 

Eth'elfrith, King of Northum- 
bria ; succeeded 593 ; repelled 
the Scots at Daegsastan, 603 ; 
defeated Welsh at Chester, 614. 

Eth'elred I., King of Wessex 
and Kent (reigned 866-S71) ; son 
of Etheiwulf ; liarassed by Danes 
during all his reign. 

Eth'elred II. (The Unready), 
King of the English (reigned 979- 
1016); continually troubled by Dan. 
invasions, led chiefly by Sweyn 
and Canute ; policy of buying off 
Danes only procured short periods 
of peace. 

Eth'elstan. See Athelstan. 

Bth'elwulf (reigned 839-838), 
King of West Saxons ; father of 
Alfred the Great ; reign taken up 
with contests with Danes. 

Eth'erege, Sir George (1635- 
91), Eng. dramatist ; a courtier 
and man of fashion. In his play's, 
7,oiie in a Tub, She Would if She 
Could, and The Man of Mode, 


he inaugurated the comedy of in- 
trigue. 

Et'ty, William (1787-1849), 
Eng. historical painter ; b. York ; 
great colourist ; untiring student 
of anatomy ; a.r.a., 1824 ; r.a., 
1828 ; his Youth on the Prow and 
Pleasure at the Helm (Tate Gallery, 
London), and the Judiths in the 
National Gallery, Edinburgh, are 
fine examples of his work. 

Bucken (oi'ken), Rudolf Chris- 
toph (1846-1926), Ger. philoso- 
pher ; b. in E. Friesland ; prof, 
of philosophy, Jena, 1874-1920; 
Nobel Prize for literature, 1908. 
His philosophy is an interpretation 
of life as a whole, in which religion 
plays a predominant part ; action, 
not contemplation, is the essential 
feature of spiritual life.

Euclid (il'klid), Gr. mathemati- 
cian of 3rd cent. B.c. ; nothing 
known of liis life except that he 
taught mathematics at Alexandria; 
immortalized by Elements of 
Geometry (13 books). It is not 
possible to say how far Euclid’s 
works were original, but some of 
his propositions were certainly 
discovered by his Gr. predecessors. 
Also the author of Data, Divisions 
of Superficies, Porisms, etc.

tinued war against France when 
Britain had withdrawn from alli- 
ance ; returned to Vienna, 1714 ; 
defeated Turks with great slaughter 
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in battle of Belgrade, 1717 ; vicar- 
gcneral of Italy, 1724- He was a 
daring commander, recldcss of his 
soldiers’ lives, but equally so of 
his own.

Granada ; of Span., 
Ital., and Scot, descent ; married 
Napoleon in., i8.‘i3; after revolu- 
tion following Franco - Prussian 
War retired to Chislehurst, Kent, 
with deposed emperor and son, 
1871 ; afterwards lived at Farn- 
borough and Cap Martin ; her son, 
the Prince Imperial, was Uilled 
while serving as volunteer in the 
Brit, force, in Zuluiand, 1879.

Euripides (fi-rip'i-dez) (480-406 
B.C.), Gr. tragic dramatist ; b. 
Phlya, Attica ; was an athlete and 
a painter ; subsequently turned to 
dramatic work ; said to have 
written about ninety plays; 
gained first prize at age of thirty- 
nine, and foiu- times subsequently. 
Unlike his great contemporaries 
jEschylus and Sophocles, he ap- 
pears to have taken no part in 
public affairs. In later life he 
made his home at the court of 
Archelaus, King of Macedon, and 
■feadition attributes his death to 
jealous enemies. His extant works 
include : Alcestis, Medea, Hippo- 
lyius, Hecuba, Andromache, Swp- 
plices, Icn, HeracHdre, Troades, 
Helena, Pheenissce, Orestes, Bac- 
•ehee, Iphigenia in AuUs, Hercules 
Fufens, Iphigenia in Tauris, Elec- 
tra, and The Cyclops. Euripides 


ranks below ^Eschylus and Sopho- 
cles, but his plays served as the 
model for later writers.

Euse'bius of C/Esarea (264- 
340), Bishop of Cffisarea ; b. in 
Palestine; great Christian scholar 
and prolific writer ; his Ecclesi- 
astical History, tracing history of 
Christian Church from beginning 
to triumph of Constantine, was 
written c. 326 ; his Life of Con- 
stantine carries on the story. 

Eutro'pius [fl. c. 350-78), Rom. 
historian ; his Breviarium His- 
toriccs Romance covers history of 
city from its foundation to his 
own day, and was for long a 
favourite school textbook. 

Evans, Sir Arthur John (1851- 
), Eng. arohicologist ; 6. 

Nash Mills, Herts ; son of Sir John 
Evans; made important archaso- 
logical discoveries in Balkans ; 
excavated anc. sites in Crete, and 
in excavating palace of Knossos 
discovered the pre - Pheenioian 
script ; honorary keeper of Ash- 
moloan Museum, Oxford, since 
igo8 ; extraordinary prof, of 
prehistoric arohmology ; author 
of Antiquarian Researches in 
lUyricmn, Cretan Pictographs and 
PrcE-Phomician Script, The Palace 
of Mmos, etc. 

Evans, Edward R.atclipfe 
Garth Russeli. (iS8r- ), 
Brit, sailor and explorer • entered 
navy, 1897 ; served in relief 
ship to Disemery Expedition, 
1902-4 ; second in command to 
Captain Scott in Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, rgog-13 ; in command 
on Captain Scott’s death. During 
Great War, in 1917, when H.M. 
destroyers Swift and Broke en- 
gaged six Ger. destroyers, he 
commanded the latter ship, which 
sank two and torpedoed a third. 
Commanded Royal Australian 
Navy, r9q9-3i ; oominauder-m- 
chief, The Wore, since 1935. Au- 
thor of Keeping the Seas (1920), 
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Sotilh with Scott (igsi), To Sweep 
the Spanish Main (1930). 

Evans, Sir John (1823-1908), 
Eng. archaiologist and geologist ; 
was the president of Geological 
Soc., the Soc. of Antiquaries, the 
Numismatic Soc., and the Brit. 
Association ; author of standard 
works of antiquarian interest. 

Evelyn (ev'e-lin), John (1620- 
1706), Eng. diarist and author; 
b, near Dorking ; his famous 
Diary, covering period 1640-1706, 
remained in ms. until 1818, and 
is a grave and dignified auto- 
biography and commentary on 
current affairs. He was one of 
the founders, and for some time 
secretary, of the Royal Soc. 

Ev'erest, Sir George (1790- 
1866), Brit, geographer and sur- 
veyor ; b. Gworndale, Brecon- 
sliire ; on Ind. Survey, 1816-43 ; 
measured meridional arc of India ; 
Mount Everest named after him. 

Bwald (a'vdlt), Georo Heinbich 
August von (1803-75), Gcr. 
theologian and Oriental scholar; 
b. Gottingen ; prof, of philology, 
Gottingen, 1827-37 ; Tiibingen, 
1S38 ; of theology, 1841 ; recalled 
to Gottingen, 1848. His History 
of people of Israel, finished 1859, 
shows groat learning. 

. Ewald [d'vald), Johannes (1743- 
Si), Dan. poet; b. Copenhagen; 
his masterpieces of lyrical and 
dramatic poetry made him the 
first poet of his age and country ; 
among his notable works are the 
lyrical drama The Fishers, con- 
taining the Dan. national song, 
his dramatic poem Adam and Eve, 
and a tragedy, Rolf Krage. He per- 
formed for Dan. literature what 
Goethe, Wordsworth, etc., did later 
for other literatures of Eur^e. 

Ewart {ii'art), James CIossar 
(iS3i-r933), Scot, zoologist; b. 
Penicuik, Midlothian ; regius prof, 
of natural history, Edinburgh, 
1882—1927 ; authority on zebras ; 
author of Locomotor System of the 
Echinodenns (iSSz), On the Pre- 


servation of Fish (1887), Penicuik 
Experiments (1S99), On a Prejval- 
sky Hybrid (1907), etc. 

Ewing tfl'ing). Sir James Al- 
fred (1855-1935), Scot, physicist 
and civil engineer ; b. Dundee ; 
prof, of applied mechanics, Cam- 
bridge, 1890-1903 ; director of 
naval education, 1903-16 ; princi- 
pal of Edinburgh tJniv., 1916-29 ; 
president of Brit. Association, 
1932. In Great War did brilliant 
work in intercepting and decipher- 
ing enemy code messages. Pub- 
lished The Steam Engine and other 
Heat Engines (1894), The Strength 
of Materials (1899), Thermodyna- 
mics for Engineers (1920), The 
Physicist in Engineering Practice 
(1923), etc. 

Ewing, Juliana Hoeatia Orr 
(1841-85), Eng. tvriter for chil- 
dren; b. in Yorks; daughter of 
Mrs. Gatty. Her worksinciudo/im 
of the Windmill (1876), Jackanapes 
(1884), etc. 

Eyck (ik), Hubert van 
( c , 1370-1426) and Jan van 

if. 1389-1440), Flem. artists; 
founders of early Flem. school ; 
court painters of Philip, Duke of 
Burgundy ; subjects are chiefly 
Scriptural, and, apart from the 
general excellence of their work, 
llie brothers are credited with the 
invention of oil-painting, colours 
having been previously mixed 
with gums. Examples of their 
works are in the London National 
Gallery, and at Bulges, Ghent, 
Antwerp, Paris, and other con- 
tinental cities. Their sister, Mar- 
garet van Eyck, was also a 
painter of eminence.

portraits. 

Fa'bius, Quintus Fabius Maxi- 
mus, Rom, dictator, 22 r b.c. ; 
wore out Hannibal and saved the 
state by masterly tactics, drawing 
on the Carthaginians and refusing 
to fight ; hence called Cunctator 
(‘ delayer ’). 

Pabre (fabr), Jean Henri (1823- 
19x5), Fr. entomologist ; b. in 
Aveyron ; was teacher for some 
time, and then devoted himself to 
study of the life and habits of in- 
sects; wrote Annales des Sciences 
naturelles (1855-8), and in 10 vols. 
Souvenirs entomologiques (1879- 

1907). 

Faed {fad), Thomas (1826-igoo), 
genre painter ; b. Burley Mill, 
Kirkcudbrightshire; excelled in

Coiigregatioii- 
alist theologian ; b. Invorkei thing ; 
principal of Mansfield Coll., Ox- 
ford, 1886-1909 ; wrote Studies in 
Religion, etc. 

Fairbairn, Sir William (1789- 
1874), Scot, civil engineer ; b. 
Kelso ; improved mill works and 
water wheels ; established ship- 
building yard at Millwall, London; 
built one of first iron ships ; 
erected Conway and Mcnai Straits 
tubular bridges, 184s (with Robert 
Stephenson) ; made steam boiler 
iiuprovoracnts. 

Fairfax, Edward (c. r58o-i635), 
Eng. poet ; b. Leeds ; remembered 
for translation of Tasso’s Geru-

Dictionary (1769), in which re- 
treat is defined as ‘ a French 
manoeuvre, not properly a term 
of the British marine.’ 

Falguiko {fdl-gyar') , Jean Alex- 
andre Jo.sEPii (1831-1900), Fr. 
sculptor ; b. Toulouse ; famed for 
his Vainqueur au Combat de Coqs 
(Ltixembourg). 

Falkenhayn (fal-ken-hitf), Erich 
VON (1861-1922), Ger. gceneral ; 
b. Thom ; Prussian minister of 
war, 1913; after battle of the 
Marne (Sept. 1914) succeeded von 
Moltke as chief of general .staff ; 
responsible for first battle of 
Ypres (Nov.-Dee. 1914) ; pre- 
pared great onslaught on Verdun, 
which destroyed his reputation ; 
in 1916 commanded offensive 
against Romania. Wrote General 
Headquarters xgx^-i6 and its 
Critical Decisions (Eng. trans. 
igig) 

FalliJtes [fal-yer), CliImentAr- 
MAND (1841-1931), Fr. politician; 
b. Mezin, Lot-et-Garonne ; son of 
blacksmith ; under-secretary to 
the interior, 1880-2 ; prime minis- 
ter for twenty-two days, Jan. 
1883 ; twice minister of public 
instruction and twice minister of 
justice ; senator, i8go ; president 
of senate, 1899 ; re-elected eight 
times ; president of republic, 
1906-13. 

Fallopius (fdl-b'pe-us), or Fal- 


lopio, Gabriello (1523-62), Ital, 
anatomist ; prof, of anatomy 
in Pisa, and afterwards in Padua ; 
made several anatomical discoveries 
relating to the inner ear, the 
ethmoid bone, and the abdomen ; 
Fallopian Tubes perpetuate his 
name. 

Fantin-Latour (fdn-taa'-ld-ioor ’) , 
Ignace Henki Jean Theodore 
(1836-1904), Fr. painter ; b. Gre- 
noble ; best works comprise por- 
trait groups, such as Autour dn 
Piano, and delicate flower studies. 

Far'aday, Michael (1791-1867), 
Eng. physicist ; b, Newington, 
Surrey ; originally a bookbinders 
apprentice ; appointed assistant 
in the Royal Institution laboratory 
on recommendation of Sir Hum- 
phry Davy, 1813 ; Fullerian prof, 
of chemistry, 1833 ; cxperiineiited 
on the diffusion and liquefaction 
of gases and on the alloys of steel. 
His great discovery was the in- 
duction of electric currents ; was 
first to recognize the chemical 
decomposition set up by an electric 
current, and to detect the rotation 
of the plane of polarized light in 
a magnetic field.

dean of Christ Church, Oxford, 
and Bishop of Oxford, 1676 ; 
ro5'aIist in Civil War ; restored 
many of the coll, buildings ; 
founder of the Oxford Press ; 
name associated with rhyme be- 
ginning, ‘ I do not love thee. 
Dr. Fell.’ 

Fbnelou (fdn-loa'), FRAgpois de 
Salionac de la Mothe (1651- 
1715), Ft. ecclesiastic and author ; 
b. in Perigord ; tutor to Duke of 
Burgundy, 1689 ; Archbishop of 
Cambrai, 1703 ; was involved in 
prolonged theological controversy 
with Bossuet ; wrote didactic 
novel T etimaque ; other works 
include a treatise on Education 
of Girls, Dialogues of the Dead, 
and Maxims of the Saints. He 
was notable for the dignified 
austerity of his life and his bene- 
volence.

International Council of Nurses. 

Ferdinand I. (rSGs-iga?), King 
of Romania ; b. Sigmaringen, 
Prussia ; succeeded his uncle. 
King Carol, in Oct. 1914 ; married 
Princess Marie, daughter of the 
Duke of Edinburgh. He was 
unswerving in his loyalty to the 
Allied cause during Great War. 
He initiated a system of peasant 
proprietorship, as well as universal 
suffrage. The provinces of Buko- 
vina, Bessarabia, Banat, and 
Transylvania were added in 1918, 
and in rgaa Ferdinand was 
crowned King of Greater Romania. 

Ferdinand I. (i86r- ), for- 

merly Tsar of the Bulgarians ; 
elected Prince of Bulgaria, r887, 
but in 1908 he was proclaimed 
tsar, his sovereignty being recog- 
nized by the powers, 1909. In 
1912 attacked Turkey, and in 1913 
was fighting his former allies over 
the division of the spoil. In the 
early stages of the Great War ho 
intrigued with both sides ; in 
Sept. 1915 mobilized his army, 
took sides with Germany, and 
attacked the hard-pressed Ser- 
bians ; in Sept. 1918 the Bulgarian 
army was defeated, and Ferdinand 
abdicated in favour of the Crown 
Prince Boris. 

Ferdinand I., the Great (c. 
1000-65), first King of Castile ; 
became also King of Leon, 1038 ; 
extended his possessions by vic- 
tories over the Moors. 

Ferdinand II. (1136-88), King 
of Castile and Leon ; waged con- 
stant wars with the Moors ; 
founded the order of St. James of 
Compostella, 

Ferdinand HI., the Saint (1199- 
125a), King of Castile and Leon ; 
secured the throne of Castile in 
opposition to his father, Alfonso 
IX. of Leon, I a 17, after whose 
death he became King of Leon, 
1230, the two kingdoms never 
being thereafter separated ; won 
many successes against the Moors. 


Ferdinand V. of Castile and 
Leon and ii. of Aragon, ‘ the 
Catholic’ (1452-1516), married 
Isabella of Castile, succeeding to 
the throne of Castile with her, 
1474 , and on the death of his father, 
John I., to the throne of Aragon, 
thus becoming the first king of 
united Spain, 1479. He defeated 
the Moors, annexing Granada, 
their last stronghold, 1492, con- 
quered Naples, 1502, and seized 
Navarre, 1512. He united the 
■whole of Spain under his sway, 
and, influenced by his wife, for- 
warded the voyages of Columbus.

Ferdinand Vl. (171.3-.59), King 
of Spain, 1746 ; effected a revival 
in^ Span, art, literature, and 
science, and attempted to develop 
the resources of the country. 

Ferdinand VII. (1784-1833), 
King of Spain ; proclaimed king, 
1808, but was dethroned by 
Napoleon; restored to throne, 
1814, ruled despotically, re-estab- 
lished the Inquisition, and by 
his misgovernment lost all the 
Span.-Aroer. colonies. His setting 
aside of the Salic law in favour of 
his daughter, Isabella n., led to the 
Carlist War. 

Ferdinand I. (1503-64), Holy 
Rom. Emperor ; brother of Charles 
V. ; claimed the crowns of Bo- 
hemia and Hungary in his wife’s 
right. Bohemia he secured, 1526, 
but was unsuccessful in Hungary 
against John Zapolya. He pursued 
a conciliatory policy towards the 
Protestants, and, after succeeding 
Charles v. as emperor, 1558, vainly 
pressed a policy of reforms in the 
Church. 

Ferdinand n. (1578-1637), Floly 
Rom, Emperor, grandson of Fer- 
dinand I. ; became King of 
Bohemia, 1617, of Hungary, 1618, 
and emperor, 1619. His deposition 
in Bohemia, 1618, in favour of thq 
elector-palatine led to the Thirty 
Years’ War. His religious faiiati- 
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cism, as instanced by the Edict 
of Restitution, i6sg, reclaiming 
for the Church all secularized 
lands, and his lack of statesman- 
ship, involved his dominions in 
disaster and misery. 

Ferdinand HI. (1608-5?), Holy 
Rom. Emperor, son of Eerdinand 
II. ; defeated Swedes at Nordlin- 
gon, 1634 ; succeeded his father, 
Ferdinand ii., 1637 ; continued 
Thirty Years' War till 1648, when 
a series of disasters forced him 
to make peace ; arranged Polish 
Alliance to combat Sweden. 

Ferdinand I. (1751-1825), King 
of the Two Sicilies ; third son of 
Charles iii. of Spain ; became 
King of Sicily and Naples, 1759. 
Influenced by his wife, Maria 
Carolina, a sister of Marie An- 
toinette, he waged war against 
Franco, but was driven from his 
throne, 1798, After Austerlitz, 
Napoleon conquered Naples and 

f ave it to Joseph Bonaparte. 

erdinand again fled, but was 
restored in 1815, and ivith the 
help of Austria set up a des- 
potic monarchy. 

Ferdinand n. (1810-59), King 
of the Two Sicilies; grandson of 
preceding ; began his reign, 1830, 
by granting Neapolitans a con- 
stitution, but, influenced by his 
wife, Theresa of Austria, he re- 
voked his promises. Revolts 
broke out, and were suppressed 
with ruthless cniclty. His merci- 
less bombardment of Palermo and 
Messina, 1849, earned him the 
name of ‘ King Bomba,’ 

Per'gason, Adam {1723-1816), 
Scot, philosopher and historian ; 
b. Logierait, Perthshire ; prof, of 
natural philosophy, Edinburgh, 
1759 : of moral philosophy, 1764 ; 
wrote History of the Roman Re- 
public, and several philosophical 
works. 

Ferguson, Patrick (1744-80), 
Scot, inventor and soldier ; 6. 

Pi tfour, Aberdeenshire ; invented 
breech-loading rifle, ,1776, which 


could be fired seven times a 
minute. 

Ferguson, Sir Samuel {1810- 
86), Irish poet and antiquary ; b. 
Belfast ; deputy-keeper of the 
Irish Records, 1867 ; wrote famous 
ballad The Forging of the Anchor, 
and Lays of the Western Gael 
(1865), etc. 

Fergusson, Robert (1750-74), 
Scot, poet ; b. Edinburgh ; his 
poems exercised a marked in- 
fluence on Burns, who borrowed 
from him the measure since 
known as the ' Burns stanza,* 

Fergusson, Sir William (1808- 
77),Scot. surgeon ; 6. Prestonpans ; 
prof, of surgery in King's Coll., 
London, 1840-70 ; renowned for 
his conservative surgery, such as 
excision of joint instead of ampu- 
tation of limb ; invented many 
surgical instruments ; wrote Prog- 
ress of Anatomy and Surgery in 
the Nineteenth Century (1867), etc. 

Fetish'ta, Mohammed Kasim 
Hindu Shah (c. 1550-1613), Pers. 
historian, author of the Rise of 
the Mohammedan Power in India 
(Eng. ed, 1829). 

Fermat (fer-md'), Pierre (1601- 
65), Fr. mathematician; b. near 
Montauban ; with Pascal dis- 
covered certain properties of 
numbers ; regarded as having 
initiated the differential calculus ; 
name perpetuated in Fermat’s 
Last Theorem ; wrote De Maximis 
et Minimis. 

Fernan'dez (or fer-ndn'deth), 
Juan (1536-76)1 Span, navigator; 
discovered, 1572, off Chilean coast 
the two islands which bear his 
name ; discovered St. Felix and 
St. Ambrose Islands, 1574. 

Fer'rar, Nicholas (1592-1637), 
Eng, theologian ; b. London ; 
after busy commercial life, formed 
religions community, 1625, at 
Little Gidding, Huntingdonshire, 
which taught, doctored, and nursed 
the villagers.

Eenar'a, Andrea (Jl. i6thcent.), 
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Italian whose name is found on 
many claymores and broadswords, 
but whose history is obscure. 
His swords were common in 
Scotland and in S. and W. Europe. 

Ferreira {fer-rd'rd), Antonio 
(1528-69), Port, poet ; b. Lisbon ; 
prof, at Coimbra ; called the 
‘ Portuguese Horace ’ ; besides 
sonnets and other poems, wrote 
Castro, the first Port, tragedy. 

Ferrier, Sir David (1843-1928), 
Scot, physician ; b. Aberdeen ; 
prof, of forensic medicine, King’s 
Coll., London, 1872-89 ; prof, of 
neuropathology, 1889-1928; f.r.s., 
1876 ; studied physiology of the 
brain and founded science of 
neurology; chief works, Funciions 
of the Brain (1876), and Regional 
Diagnosis of Cerebral Disease 
(1910). 

Ferrier, Susan Edmonstone 
(1782-1854), Soot, novelist; b. 
Edinbiugh ; pub. anonymously 
Marriage (1818), The Inheritance 
(1824), and Destiny (1831). Her 
books are full of humour and 
lively descriptions of Scot, life 
and character. Her Recollections 
of Visits to Ashiestiel and Abbots- 
ford describes her iriendship with 
Scott from 1811-31. 

Ferry ifd-re'), Jules FnANgois 
Camille (1832-93), Fr. statesman ; 
b. Saint Did, Vosges ; member 
of National Defence Government, 
1870, and mayor of Paris ; elected 
to Chamber of Deputies, 1873 ; 
introduced bill, 1879, against 
Jesuit instruction, which eventu- 
ally led to expulsion of that order 
from France ; premier, 1880, and 
again, 1883 ; responsible for pres- 
ent form of primary education in 
France, and for the foundations of 
Fr. colonial empire, 

Festns, Porctus, Rom. proc- 
urator of Judiea, before whom St. 
Paul was tried in a.d. 62 (Acts 25). 

Fdtis ifa-tes'), Fran?ois Joseph 
(1784-1871), Belgian composer 
and musical historian ; b, Mons ; 
firof. Paris Conservatoire ; founder 


of Revue Musicale (1827)'; pub, 
Histoire Universelle dc la Mustqne, 
etc. 

Fet'tes, Sir William (1750- 
1836/, Scot, merchant and con- 
tractor ; b. Edinburgh ; amassed 
great wealth and bequeathed bulk 
of fortune to build Fettes Coil., 
Edinburgh, a school of Eng. 
public-school type. 

Fenchtwanger {foicSat'vang-er), 
Lion (1884- ), Ger. author ; 0. 

Munich ; of Jewish origin ; fa- 
mous, especially, for his historical 
novels, Jew Silss, The Ugly 
Duchess, Josephus, The Qpper- 
manns, etc. ; has also written 
poems and dramatic pieces. Exiled 
from Germany, 1933. 

Feuerbach {foi'cr-bach), Anselm 
(1829-80), Ger. painter ; j. Speyer; 
leader of the Ger. classic school; 
amon^ works are Iphigenia in 
Taurts, Orpheus and Eurydice, 
Hafiz at the Well, Medea, The 
Judgment of Paris, etc. 

Feuillet {fe-ya'), Octave (1821- 
90), Fr. novelist and dramatist ; 
b. Saint-Lo ; member of P'r. 
Academy ; noted for purity of 
style and able delineation of 
society liie during Second Empire ; 
chief novels, Histoire de Sibylle, 
Monsieur de Caniors, Julia de 
Tricceur, and Lc Roman d’un 
Jeune Homme Pauvre (dramatized 
1858), etc. 

Fib'iger, Johannes (1868-1928), 
Dan. pathologist ; prof, at Copen- 
hagen Univ ; noted for work in 
connection with cancer in rats 
and coclcroaches ; Nobel Prize, 
1927. 

Fichte (/ioh'te), Johann Gott- 
lieb (1762-1814), Ger. philoso- 
pher ; b. Rammenau, Saxony ; 
son of a ribbon-weaver ; studied 
theology at Jena and Leipzig ; 
prof, at Jena, 1794-99 i dismissed 
on charge of atheism. He de- 
livered his famous addresses to 
the Ger. people in Berlin after the 
battle of Jena ; rector of new 
Berlin Univ., 1810-12. In philos-

ophy he was influenced by Kant. 
Taking self-consciousness as the 
basis of certitude, Fichte’s aim is 
to show how all phenomena have 
their circle within the ego. He 
distinguislies between two egos, 
so to speak, the absolute ego and 
the individual ego, and &e at- 
tempt to distinguish the two leads 
to mystification. Fichte opened 
an epoch in Ger. thought which 
found its culmination in Hegel. 
Chief worlcs, Critique of Revelation, 
Theory of Knowledge, Foundation 
of the Laws of Nature, System of 
Moral Philosofihy, etc.

Fieitl, Cyrus West 
Amer. capitalist ; b. Stockbridge, 
Mass. ; planned first Atlantic 
cable, whch was laid, i866, after 
'■'|•veral failures. 

Field, Eugene (1850-95), an 
.•tmer. writer and bibliophile ; b. 
St. Imuis ; on staff of Chicago 
Daily News, where ho made a 
reputation by his charming poems 
of childhood ; wrote Love Songs 
of Childhood {1894), etc. 

Fielding, Henry (1707-54). Eng. 
novelist and miscellaneous writer ; 
b. near Glastonbury • educated at 
Eton and Leyden. 13etweon 1730 
and 1736 he produced a number of 
plays long since forgotten ; subse- 
quently studied law, and became 
a magistrate. His first novel, 
Joseph Andrews (1742), was 
originally intended as a parody 
of Richidson’s Pamela. It was 
followed by other notable pro- 
ductions, including his powerful 
satire, Jonathan Wild the Great 
(1743), Tom Jones (i749), Amelia 
(1751), and numerous other works. 
Fielding ranks amongst the great- 
est of Eng. novelists. He was 
well acquainted with worldly 
society, and had himself acquired 
that experience, particularly of 
the seamy side of life, which he 
exhibited in his novels with so 
sure a touch. His characters are 
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always drawn with a masterly 
band, and his stylo is bracing and 
vigorous.

Fildes {fildz). Sir Luke (1844- 
1927), Eng. artist and hook 
illustrator ; b. Liverpool ; a.e.a., 
1879 ; R.A., 1887 ; illustrated 

magazines and books, including 
Edwin Drood. Among his pictures 
are A Casual Ward, The Widower, 
The Doctor (his best-knoira pic- 
ture), etc. He also painted por- 
traits of King Edward vii. and 
Queen Alexandra. 

Fill'an (or Faelan), St., name 
of two saints whose lives are 
legendary, supposed to have come 
to Scotland from Ireland ; com- 
memorated on Jan. 9 and June 20. 

Pil'mer, Sir Robert (d. 1653), 
Eng. political writer; b. East 
Sutton, Kent ; royalist in civil 
war ; wrote the Patriarcha, de- 
fending divine right of kings. 

KaiUsy, John Ritchie (:3s4~ 
g8), Scot, newspaper proprietor 
and philanthropist ; b. Arbroath ; 
became proprietor of the Scots- 
man ; was generous patron of 
Scot. National Gallery, and pre- 
sented Scot. National Portrait 
Gallery to the public. 

Fin'sen, Niels Ryberg (1860- 
1904), Icelandic anatomist ; b. 
Thorshavn, Faroe Islands ; demon- 
strated at Copenhagen Univ. that 
biological processes are affected 
by violet and ultra-violet rays of 
spectrum; applied light rays to 
such diseases as lupus, favus, ring- 
worm, smallpox, etc. ; instrumental 
in founding Light Institute at 
Copenhagen, i8g6 ; invented Fin- 
sen lamp ; Nobel Prize, 1903. 

Fiorenzo {fe-6-ren'zo) ^ Iiorenzo 
(c. 1440-1522), Ital. painter ; b. 
Perugia; one of most distinguished 
painters of Umbrian school. 
Little is known of his life ; au- 
thentic works include a beautiful 
Nativity, Adoration of the Shep- ■ 
herds, and Adoration of the Magi- 
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Firdausi ^{fir-dou'se), or Fir- 
Dousi (Abu-’l KXsim Mausur) 

(c. A.D. 940-1030), Pers. poet ; 
sometimes called ‘ the Homer of 
Persia,’ and the greatest poet of 
his country. Spent thirty years 
writing his great epic, Shah Ndma, 
founded on the history of the 
Pers. kings ; disappointed by the 
reward given by the Sultan, 
spent many years in exile at 
Baghdad, where he composed 
another famous poem, Y usuf and 
ZuUika, dealing with the loves of 
Joseph and Potiphar’s wife. 

Firth, Sir Charles Harding 
(1857- ), Eng. historian ; b. 

Sheffield ; Regius prof, of modem 
history in Oxford Univ., 1904-25 ; 
F.B.A., 1903 ; has written largely 
on the period of the Civil War and 
the Commonwealth. 

Fischer (fish'er), Emil (1853- 
1919), Ger. chemist ; b. Euskir- 
chen ; prof, of chemistry in Berlin ; 
Nobel Prize, 1903 ; prepared dye- 
stuffs, etc., but his greatest work 
was the synthesis of the simplest 
proteins from amido-aoids. 

Fisher, Rt. Hon. Andrew 
(1862-1928), Australian states- 
man ; b. Kilmarnock, Scotland ; 
emigrated 1885 ; Labour member 
of Queensland Parliament, 1893 ; 
minister of railways ; elected to 
Commonwealth Parliament, 1900; 
minister of trade and customs, 
1904 ; leader of his party, 1907 ; 
premier three times, 1908-9, igto, 
1914-15 ; P.C., igii; High Com- 
missioner for Australia, igid-zi. 

Fisher, Herbert Albert Lau- 
rens (1865- ), Eng. states- 
man and historian ; b. London ; 
vice-chancellor of Sheffield TJniv. ; 
president of Board of Education, 
1916-22, and carried the Educa- 
tion Act of 191S ; warden. New 
CoU., Oxford, 1925 ; author of A 
Political History of England { 1906), 
The Republican Tradition in 
Europe (1911), The Common Weal 
(1924), Life of Lord Bryce 
(1936), History of Europe (1935).

Fisher, John (c. I45g-i53.'i), 
Eng. churchman ; b. Beverley ; 
chancellor of Cambridge Univ., 
and Bishop of Rochester, 1504; 
supported new learning ; held 
Church to be supreme ; opposed 
Henry viii.’s divorce from Cath- 
erine of Aragon; cardinal, 1535; 
beheaded ; canonized, 1935. 

Fisher of Kilverstone, John 
Arbuthnot, 1ST Baron (1841- 
1920), admiral of the fleet ; 
commanded Inflexible at Alex- 
andria, 1883 ; lord of the Ad- 
miralty, 1892-7, and after holding 
various commands became first 
sea lord, 1904-10 and 1914-15, 
resigning in 1915 on tlie question 
of the Dardanelles expedition ; 
initiated the Dreadnought policy, 
and thereby created a revolution 
in naval shipbuilding ; o.M., 1905 ; 
peerage, 1909 ; pub. the highly 
fulminatory works Memories (1919) 
and Records (1919). 

Fitzgerald (fiis-]er'ald), Edward 
(1809-83), Eng. man of letters ; 
b. Bredfield, Suffolk ; trans. some 
dramas of Calderon ; wrote several 
miscellaneous works ; was a de- 
lightful letter-writer, and secured 
world-wide fame by his paraphrase 
of Omar Khayyiim (1859).

Fitzherbert, Maria Anne, nie 
Smythe (1756-1837), secretly 
married after death of second 
husband to George iv., when 
Prince of Wales, in 1785 ; a Roman 
Catholic ; marriage invalidated by 
Royal Marriages Act. In Parlia- 
ment Fox denied the marriage, 
which, on the break with Princess 
Caroline, was resumed by papal 
permission, but finally ended in 
1803. 

Fitzroy, Robert (1805-65), Brit, 
admiral, hydrographer, and mete- 
orologist; 6, Ampton Hall, Suf- 
folk ; surveyed coasts of Patagonia 
and Tierra del Fuego ; com- 
manded surveying expeditions of 
Adventure and Beagle, being 
accompanied by Darwin on latter ; 
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governor of New Zealand, 1843-5 ; 
meteorologist to Board of Trade, 
1854 ; pub. Wmlher Book (1863) ; 
weather forecasts are based on his 
system of storm warnings. 

Flaccus, Quintus Hoiiatius. 
See Horace. 

Flammarion (jld-mii-re-on'), Ca- 
mille {1842-1925), Fr. astrono- 
mer ; b. Montigny-lc-Roi, Hautc- 
Marne ; famous for observations 
on double stars, star-drift, and 
common proper motion ; great 
reputation as lecturer ; chief work, 
Popular Astronomy. 

Flamsteed, John (1646-1719), 
first astronomer-royal of England ; 
b. near Derby ; appointed by 
Charles ii. ‘ astronomical obscr- 
vator’ to the king, 1675; formed 
first trustworth)! catalogue of fixed 
stars, and supplied lunar observa- 
tions by means of which Newton 
verified his lunar theory. 

Flaubert Uld-bSr'), Gustave 
(1821-80), Fr. novelist j b, Rouen. 
His works, most of which have 
been trans. into English, are either 
realistic novels or historical ro- 
mances, and ’ include Madame 
Bovary, Bouvard et Picuchet, 
.'ralamiubd, L' Education seniimen- 
tale, Trois Contes, etc. ; a slow, 
careful writer ; one of the greatest 
Fr. stylists. 

Flax'man, John (1755-1826), 
Eng. sculptor ; Ii. York; employed 
as a designer by Wedgwood, 
1775-87. In 1783 he. began to 
devote himself to statuary and 
monumental sculpture, and estab- 
lished his fame as the. greatest of 
Eng. classical sculptors ; his de- 
signs in iilustration of Homer, 
ZEschylus, and Dante are also 
famous; R.A., 1800. 

Fleck'er, James Elrov (1884- 
1915), Brit, poet; b, London; 
entered consular service, rgio ; 
pub. book of verse same year, and 
The Golden Journey to Satnarkand 
(1913). Died of consumption at 
Davos. After his death appeared 
The Old Ships ; his Hassan, a 


spectacular. Oriental play, pub. 
1922, was produced 1923. 

Pleok'noe, Richard (c. 1600- 
c. 1678), Eng. poet and dramatist ; 
satirized by Dryden in Mac- 
Flecknoe. 

Plem'ing, David Hay (1849- 
1931), Scot, historian ; b. St. 
Andrews ; an authority on Re- 
formation and Covenanting period; 
chief works, Mary Queen of Scots 
(1897), The Reformation in Scot- 
land (igio). Critical Reviews relat- 
ing chiefly to Scotland (1912) ; 
founder of Knox Club. 

Fleming, Sir John Amdrose 
(1849- ), Eng. electrical en- 

gineer ; b. Lancaster ; prof., Univ- 
Coll., London, 1885-1926 ; has 
done important research work in 
electricity, especially in connection 
with wireless telegraphy and 
telephony ; invented tnerraionie 
valve, 1904, and oscillating valve 
detector. 

Fleming, Margaret (1803-11), 
known ns ‘ Pet Marjorie,’ the 
youngest poetess of fame ; friend 
of Sir IValter Scott ; wrote verses 
before the age of eight. See Dr. 
John Brown’s Pet Marjorie. 

Flers (fldr). Marquis Robert 
DE (1872-1927), Fr. man of 
letters ; b. Pont I’fiveque ; mem- 
ber of Fr. Academy, 1920 ; wrote 
Entre Cacur et Chair, a book of 
travel. Vers 1 ’ Orient, crowned by 
the Academy, etc., and, in colla- 
boration, plays such as V Amour 
veille, Le lietour, Les Nouveanx 
Messieurs, etc. 

Fletcher, Andrew (i655-i7r6), 
OF Saltoun, Scot, politician; b. 
Saltoun, E. Lothian ; he took 
part ia Monmouth’s rising, 1685 ; 
afterwards travelled ; returned to 
Scotland, 1689 ; prominent in 
politics from 1703 to 1707, oppos- 
ing the union of Scotland and 
England ; clasing years devoted 
to improvement of Scot, agri- 
culture. 

Flet'oher. (i) Giles (c. 15S4- 
1623), Eng. poet ; rector of Al- 
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derton, Suffolk; notable preaclier; 
chief poem, Christ’s Victory (i6io). 
(2) Phineas (1582-1650), Eng. 
poet ; b. Cranbrook ; brother of 
(i) ; rector of Hilgay, Norfolk ; 
best-known poem. The Pmple 
Island. 

Fletcher, John (1579-1625). See 

Beaumon'e. 

Fleuty {fler-e'), Andre Hercui-e 
DE (1653-1743), Fr, cardinal and 
statesman ; b. Lodeve, Hcrault ; 
bishop of Frejus, i6g8; cardinal, 
and first minister to Louis xV., 
1726 : put France on sound 
financial basis, gave her good 
roads, and increased her prosperity. 

Flin'ders, Matthew (1774-1814), 
Eng. hydrographor and discoverer ; 
i. Donnington, Lines ; entered 
nat'y, 17S9 ; surveyed great part 
of Australian coast, I7Q5-9. dis- 
covering Bass Strait, and oircuin- 
navigatlng Tasmania ; led expedi- 
tion to explore Australian coast, 
1801 ; on. return was wrecked, 
and imprisoned at Mauritius six 
years; returned to England, 1810; 
pub. Voyage to Terra Australia 
(1814). 

Flood, Henry (1732-91), Irish 
poUticlan; b. near Dublin; 
elected to Irish Parliament, 1759 ; 
became leader of national party ; 
looked on as a renegade on ac- 
cepting office of vice-treasurer of 
Ireland. i775, and superseded by 
Grattan as party leader ; helped 
to organize Irish Volunteers, 
1778 ; entered Brit. Parliament, 
1783, but made no particular 
mark there. 

Florian {flo-ryda'}, Jean Pierre 
Ce.aeis de (1755-94), Fr. pastoral 
poet, fabulist, and romancer ; b. 
near Sauve, Gard ; member of 
Fr. Academy, 1788 ; chiefly re- 
membered for his Fables (1792). 

Floi'io,GrovAiiNii(c. 1553-1625), 
Eng, writer ; 6. London ; of 

Waldensian parentage ; famous for 
his translation of Montaigne’s 
Essays. 

Foch (Josh), Ferdinand (1851- 


1929), famous Fr. soldier ; 6. 

Tarbes ; educated at Metz ; joined 
army during Franco- Prussian War; 
entered artillery school and passed 
out with distinction ; Staff Col- 
lege lecturer on military history, 
strategy, and applied tactics, 
1885 ; wrote standard books on 
tactics ; colonel, rQos ; general 
commanding 13th Infantry Divi- 
sion, 1907. In Great War he 
commanded gth Army at first 
battle of Marne (Sept. 1914), and 
stopped Ger. adv.2nce on Paris. 
Again distinguished himself during 
first battle of Ypres. In great 
Somme offensive of igi6 the Fr. 
armies co-operated with the Brit, 
under his direction. Finally, in 
March 1918, he was appointed 
generalissimo of the Allied armies 
m Franco. The turning-point came 
in July at the second battle of the 
Marne, and thereafter he struck 
blows which demoralized the Ger. 
armies and forced them to sue 
for an armistice. Marshal of 
France, 1918 ; Brit, field-marshal, 
1919; O.M., 1918. His marvellous 
success was due to his mastery of 
technique, quick perception, genius 
for co-ordination, capacity for 
envisaging the situation in a com- 
prehensive fashion, allied with the 
virtue of ‘ calculated tenacity.’ 

Fogazzaro (fog-at-sdr'6), An- 
tonio (1842-1911), Ital. novelist; 
b. Vicenza ; in addition to poems 
wrote Malombra (1883), Diimele 
Cortis (1887), Piccolo Mondo 
anlico (1896), and II Santo (1906). 

Fok'ker, Anthony Herman 
Gerard (i8go- ), Dutch in- 
ventor ; I), in Java ; built the 
famous Fokker aeroplanes for 
Germans during the Great War ; 
retired to Holland after war, and 
established factories ; announced 
invention of a ■wireless-directed 
bomber, 1919 ; director of Dutch 
and American aircraft corpora- 
tions. 

Fo'ley, John Henry (1818-74), 
Irish sculptor ; b. Dublin ; his. 
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Youth at tho Stream, 1844, led to 
commissions for the statues of 
Hampden and Seldeii for Houses of 
Parliament ; r.a., 1858. Amongst 
his statues are those of Goldsmith 
and Burke (in front of Trinity 
Coll., Dublin), Prince Consort 
(Hyde Park), and Sir James 
Outram, in Calcutta. 

Fontaine, J. de la. See under 
L.A. Fontaine. 

Fontane, Theodor (1819-98), 
Ger. novelist and poet ; 6. Neu- 
Ruppin, Brandenburg ; wrote 
numerous ballads on England, 
Scotland, and Prussia ; his his- 
torical novel V or dem Sturm (t&yS) 
was followed by Stine, Effi Driest, 
etc., novels of contemporary man- 
ners and life. 

Foote, Samuel (1720-77), Eng. 
actor and dramatist ; b. Truro ; 
achieved success by marvellous 
powers of mimicry of well-lmown 
characters of the day. Wrote 
many plays popular m their day. 
Friend of Dr. Johnson and 
Garrick. 

Forbes. Duncan, of Culloden 
(1685-1747), Scot, judge and 
statesman ; b, near Inverness ; 
prominent anti-Jacobite; sup- 
ported government in 1715 and 
1745 ; lord advocate, 1735 ; pre- 
sident Court of Session, 1737. 
It was at his suggestion that 
Highland regiments were formed 
in the Brit. army. 

Forbes, James David (i8og- 
1868), Scot, physicist; b, Edin- 
burgh ; F.E.S., 1832 ; prof, at 

Edinburgh, 1833-59 ; principal of 
United Coll., St. Andrews, 1859- 
68 ; made important contributions 
to knowledge of heat and glaciers. 

Forbes, Stanhope Alexander 
(1857- ), Brit, painter; b. 

Dublin ; studied at Royal Aca- 
demy, London, also in Paris ; 
settled in Newlyn, Cornwall ; r.a., 
1910. Some of his best pictures 
are The Fish Sale, Forging the 
Anchor, and The Smithy. 

Forbes-Eobertson.SiR Johnston 


(1853- ), Erit. actor ; b. Aber- 

deen ; intended for artistic career, 
turned to acting in 1874 ; played 
with the Bancrofts, Hare, Mod- 
jeska, Irving, and Mary Anderson. 
Began management on his own 
account, 1895, playing Romeo to 
the Juliet of Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell ; produced Hamlet with great 
effect, 1897, In Jerome’s Passing 
of the Third Floor Bach he had 
extraordinary success both in 
Britain and America. 

Ford, Edward Onslow (1853- 
1901), Eng. sculptor; 6. Islington ; 
R.A., 1895 ; first important statue 
was that of Sir Rowland Hill 
(Royal Exchange) ; executed long 
secies of busts of men of the time — 
Millais, Huxley, Herbert Spencer, 
Orchardson, etc, — and produced 
small replicas. His Gladstone and 
Gordon are well known. 

Ford (formerly Hueffer), Ford 
Madox (1S73- ), Eng. author ; 

has written numerous novels and 
books of verse, biographies, etc. ; 
collaborated with Conrad in The 
Inheritors and Romance. 

Ford, Henry (1863- ), Amer. 

engineer and inventor ; 6. near 
Dearborn, Michigan ; organizer 
of Ford Motor Co. at Detroit, 
Michigan, U.S.A. ; deeply inter- 
ested in welfare of his workers ; 
in 1915 carried party of peace 
advocates to Europe, but plan 
met with no success. On entrance 
of America into the war (March 
1917) he placed his works at 
disposal of government ; manu- 
factured motor engines, aeroplanes, 
etc., forgoing all profits ; in various 
other ways assisted vigorously in 
prosecution of the war. Has 
established large motor works at 
Dagenham since the war.

Ford, John (1586-c. 1640), 
Eng. dramatist ; b. Ilsington, N. 
Devon ; studied law, but eventu- 
ally devoted himself to drama.

There is much that is repulsive 
in his plays, but they are dis- 
tinguished by great intensity of 
passion and literary quality. His 
plays include 'Tis Pity She's a 
Whore, The Lover's Melancholy, 
and Perkin Warbeck ; author, 
with Dekker and Rowley, of The 
Witch of Edmonton. 

Foiiest OF Bunbury, Baron 
(Rt. Hon. Sir John Forrest) 
(1847-1918), Australian statesman 
and explorer ; commanded ex- 
pedition in search of Dr. Leich- 
hardt, 1869 ; first premier of 
W. Australia, 1890-IQ01 ; minister 
of deience under the Common- 
wealth, 1901-3 ; minister of home 
affairs, 1903-4. In 1917 he became 
treasurer of Commonwealth War 
Government; created baron, 1918. 
Wrote Explorations in Australia 
(1876) and Notes on Western 
Australia (1884-7). 

Forster, John (1812-76), Eng. 
biographer and ed, ; b, Nowcastte- 
on-Tyne; son of cattle-dealer; 
wrote biographies of Goldsmith 
and Landor, and standard Life of 
Charles Dickens (1872-4). 

Forster, William Edward 
(1818-86), Eng. statesman; b. in 
Dorsetshire of Quaker parents ; 
member of Gladstone’s cabinet 
from 1870 ; carried Education 
Bill of 1870, by which School 
Boards were established. Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, 1880 ; took 
strong line against Land League, 
and proclaimed it illegal. 

Fortuny (for-too'ne) y Carho, 
Mariano Josf: Maria (1838-74), 
Span, painter ; b. Reus, Catalonia ; 
one of most remarkable artists of 
modem times ; famous for can- 
vases in which gorgeous blaze of 
colour is subtly interblended with 
sunlight ; among works are The 
Serpent Charmer, The Arabian 
Fantasia, The Spanish Marriage, 
and. The Garden of a Poet ; also 
distinguished etcher. 

Fos'colo, Uco (1778-1827), Ital. 
author and patriot ; b. Zante, 
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Ionian Islands ; prof, of eloquence, 
Pavia, 1809 ; opposed to Austrian 
rule in Italy ; took refuge in 
England, 1816, and d, there ; 
among works are Letters of 
Jacopo Ortis (1798), Carme ssii 
sepolcri (i8o7), Ricciarda, and 
translations of Callimachus and 
Sterne's Sentimental Journey. 

Fos'dick, Harry Emerson (1878- 
), noted Amer. preacher ; b. 
Buffalo ; Baptist minister, 1904- 
15 ; prof, of theology, Union 
Theological Seminary, New York, 
since 1915 ; pastor. Park Avenue 
Baptist Church, since 1925. Pub. 
manv works on religious subjects. 

Foster, Sir Michael (1836- 
1907), Eng. physiologist ; b. Hun- 
tingdon ; prof, of physiology, 
Univ. Coll., London, 1869, and at 
Cambridge, 1883-1903 ; president 
Brit. Association, 1899 ; secretary 
of Royal Soc,, 1881-1903 ; author 
of standard Text-book of Physi- 
ology. 

Poster, Myles Birket (1825- 
99), Eng. artist ; b. North Shields ; 
began as wood-engraver, and made 
first success bj' illustrating Evan- 
geline (1850) and Hyperion (1852) ; 
produced The Rhine and its 
Scenery (2 vols.) ; chiefly cele- 
brated for his water-colour draw- 
ings of Eng. country life. 

Poster, Stephen Collins (1826- 
64), Araer. song-writer ; b. Pitts- 
burgh ; remembered for his Negro 
songs, e.g. Old Folks at Home; 
Massa's in the Cold, Cold Ground ; 
My Old Kentucky Home, etc. 

Foster, Vere (1B19-1900), Eng. 
philanthropist ; 6. Copenhagen ; 

visited Ireland during potato 
famine, 1847, and thereafter de- 
voted himself to amelioration of 
Irish people ; encouraged emi- 
gration ; pub. copy-books inau- 
gurating Civil Service style of 
handwriting. 

Foucault [foo-kb'), Jean Ber- 
nard LioN (1819-68), Fr. physi- 
cist ; b. Paris ; investigated in- 
tensity of sun’s light; invented 
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the gyroscope and the Foucault 
polarizer ; set up monster pendu- 
lum in Pantheon, Paris, 1851, to 
demonstrate diurnal motion of the 
earth. 

Fouohfi {foa-sliii'), Joseph, Duke 
OF Otranto (1763-1820), Fr. poli- 
tician ; b. near Nantes ; pro- 
minent in Jacobin movement ; 
quarrelled with Robespierre ; chief 
of police, 1799, continuing in 
office under Napoleon ; deprived 
of office, 1810, and sent to Rome 
as titular governor. After Napo- 
leon’s fall, Fouche became min- 
ister of police ; retired, 1816, and 
died in exile. 

Fourier (foo-ryd'], Francois 
Marie Charles (i772-r837), Fr. 
social philosopher ; b. Besanpon ; 
developed theory of social re- 
organization. His scheme (n failure 
rvhen tried in t827 at Cond6-sur- 
Vesgre) was to divide society into 
autonomous sections of about 
1,700 persons living in common 
building, with fixed amount of 
arable land attached ; members to 
choose their own employment and 
receive minimum wage. 

Fourier, Jean Baptiste Jo- 
seph (1768-1830), Fr. mathema- 
tician ; b. Auxerre ; served in 
Egypt under Bonaparte ; chief 
works. Analyse des Equations 
diterminies and Thdorie Analyli- 
que de la Chaleur, in the latter of 
which he suggested what are now 
known as Fourier's Series. His 
discoveries had far-reaching effects 
on mathematical physics. 

Fowler, Ellen Tiiorneyceoft 
(Hon. Mrs. Felkin) (d. 1929), 
Eng. novelist ; elder daughter of 
first Viscount Wolverhampton ; 
began with verses ; novels include 
Concerning Isabel Carnaby, A 
Double Thread, The Farringdons, 
Ten Degrees Backward, etc., all 
characterized by smart dialogue 
and epigram. 

Fowler, Sir John (1817-98), 
Eng. civil engineer ; b. near Shef- 
field ; built Manchester, Sheffield, 
( 4 , 164 ) 


Lincolnshire Rly., and London 
Metropolitan Rly. ; co-operated 
with Sir Benjamin Baker in design- 
ing Forth Bridge, 1883-go. 

Fowler, John (1826-64), Eng. 
inventor ; b. Melksham, Wilts ; 
invented steam plough and a 
steam cultivator. 

Fox, Charles James (t749- 
1806), Whig statesman, son of 
Lord Holland ; b. Westminster ; 
educated Eton and Oxford ; great 
gambler in early days ; m.p., 

1768 ; junior lord of Admiralty, 
1770-2 ; opposed Royal Marriage 
Act, thus incurring dislike of 
George in. ; junior lord of Trea- 
sury, 1773 ; quarrelled with Lord 
North and joined Opposition, 
1774 ; became Whig leader, and 
opposed Lord North’s policy 
towards the American colonists ; 
foreign secretary under Rocking- 
ham, 17B2 ; formed unpopular 
coalition with Lord North. Whigs 
were defeated, 1784 ; for twenty- 
two years Fox remained out of 
office, and was rival of Pitt, 
the prime minister ; opposed free 
trade with Ireland, 1783, and 
commercial treaty with France, 
1787 ; prominent in impeachment 
of Warren Hastings ; advocated 
removal of religious disabilities 
and abolition of slave trade ; 
opposed Pitt’s policy during Fr. 
Revolution, which he upheld. 
After Pitt’s death, 1806, Fox 
became foreign secretary, but died 
a few months afterwards, and was 
buried in Wc.stminster Abbey. A 
brilliant orator with charming 
personality, his powerlessness as a 
statesman was due partly to the 
reputation gained hy his early 
exces.seB, partly to long-continued 
disfavour of George in. 

Fox, George (1624-gr), founder 
of Soc. of Friends ; b. Drayton, 
Leicestershire ; son of weaver ; 
began to preach in 1647, advocat- 
ing doctrine of ‘ the Light within ’ ; 
frequently imprisoned for his 
opinions. Made missionary travels 
9

in Scotland, Ireland, W. Indies, 
America, and Holland ; founded 
schools ; wrote famous Journal.

Fox, Rickard (c, 1448-1528), 
Eng. churchman and statesman ; 
6. near Grantham ; lord privy seal 
and principal secretary to Henry 
VII. ; Bishop of Exeter, Rath and 
Wells, Durham, and Winchester in 
succession ; arranged marriage of 
James IV. of Scotland and Henry’s 
daughter Margaret ; chancellor of 
Cambridge Univ,, 1500 ; founded 
Corpus Chrisli Coll,, Cambridge, 
15 1 5-16 ; built and endowed 
schools. 

Foxe, John (rfid-Sy), Eng. 
ecclesiastic ; b. Boston ; cbiefly 
remembered by his Acts and- 
Monuments {1563), better known 
as Foxe's Book of Martyrs. 

Fragonard (frd-ga-nar'), Jean 
Honoris (1732-1800), Fr. painter ; 
6. Grasse j son of a glover ; chiefly 
Icnown for love scenes and beauty 
of colour ; among works are 
Serment d' Amour, Le Verrou, La 
Culbute, and The Swing. 

Frampton, Sir George James 
(1860-192S), Eng. sculptor ; r.a., 
igo2 ; knighted, igo8 ; president 
Royal Soo. of Brit. Sculptors, 
igii-i2 ; introduced polychro- 
matic effects into Brit, sculpture ; 
designed many medals ; several 
statues of Queen Victoria, also 
one of Queen Mary ; Peter Pan 
(Kensington Gardens) ; Edith 
Cavell Memorial, London, etc. 

France [frans), Anatole (1844- 
ig24), Jacques Anatole Thi- 
BAULT, the greatest figure in 
modem Fr. literature ; b. Paris ; 
son of a bookseller ; used his 
knowledge of Gr. and Rom. 
antiquities in many of his stories ; 
turned in 1876 from poetry to 
prose, the pure mirror of Fr. 
intellect, wit, and urbanity. 
Amongst bis roost famous works 
are Le Crime de Sylvestre Bonnard 


(1881) ; Le Livre de mon Ami 
(1885); T'/iffiis (iSgo) ; Les Opinions 
de M. Jirnme Coignard (iSgj) ; 
Le Lys Rouge (i8g4) ; Pierre 
Nozicre (i8gg) ; Stir la Pierre 
blanche (igo5) ; Vie de Jeanne 
d'Arc (igoS) ; Les Sept Femmes 
de la Barbe Bleue (igog) ; La 
Raiolte des Anges (tgii) ; Le 
Petit Pierre (igiS) ; La Vie en 
Fleur (1922). He made the largest 
contribution to humanist criticism 
since Voltaire.

Pranohet d’Esperey, Louis Fiftix 
Marie pR.ANgois (1S56- ), Fr. 

general ; b. in Algeria ; became 
prominent as leader of Fr. troops in 
Algeria ; in Great War commanded 
ist Fr. Army Corps at Charleroi, 
and 5th Fr. Army at the battles of 
the Marne and Aisne ; commanded 
the Allied armies in the Balkans, 
1918, and forced Bulgaria to sue 
for peace. He was one of the 
signatories of the Armistice, Sept. 
29, 1918. Marshal of France, 1921. 

Francis of Asbisi, St. (Francis 
Bernardone) (c. 1181-1226), foun- 
der of Franciscan Oi-der ; b. 
Assisi J in youth prominent among 
young men of fashion ; taken 
captive and imprisoned in war 
with Perugia, 1201 ; spiritual 
experiences during illness resulted 
in complete change of life ; de- 
voted himself to religion, and 
became beggar, taking ‘ Lady 
Poverty ’ as his spouse, and 
formed new order, 1210 ; went as 
pilgrim to Holy Land, 1219-20. 
His mysticism, poetry, simplicity, 
gaiety, and love of nature have 
won him permanent and universal 
sympathy. Canonized t228. 

Francis of Sales, St. (1567- 
1622), son of Savoyard noble ; 
studied law at Padua, 1588 ; 
ordained, 1592, as provost of 
chapter of Geneva ; conducted 
mission in Chablais with great 
success, 1593 ; bishop of Geneva, 
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i 603 ; founded the Order of the 
Visitation, i6io ; died much 
revered, and was canonized, 1665 ; 
chief work. Introduction d la Vie 
devote (ifioS). 

Francis I. (1494-15+?), King 
of France, succeeded Louis xii., 
1515 ; conquered Milan in battle of 
Marignano, 1515 ; bitter rival Of 
Emperor Charles V. ; failed to 
gain England’s support at Field 
of Cloth of Gold, 1520 ; defeated 
and taken prisoner at Pavia, 1535 ; 
resigned I tab possessions by Treaty 
of Madrid, 1526 ; persecuted the 
Reformers (massacre of Waldenscs, 
1545)1 hut promoted the Renais- 
sance, and founded the College de 
France. 

Francis II. (1544-60), King of 
France ; b, Fontainebleau ; mar- 
ried Mary Stewart, Queen of 
Scots, 1558 ; died after reigning 
about one year. 

Francis II. (1768-1835), last 
Emperor of Holy Rom. Empire j 
b, Florence ; in wars against 
Napoleon lost Netherlands, Lom- 
bardy, Vonctia, and other prov- 
inces j became Francis i. of 
Austria, 1804 ; renounced Holy 
Rom. Empire, 1806 ; his daughter, 
Marie Louise, married Napoleon, 
1810 ; after battle of Leipzig 
regained Lombardy, Galicia, and 
Venetia, by Treaty of Vienna, 
1815. 

Francis n. (1836-94), last Bour- 
bon King of Naples and Sicily; 
defeated by Garibaldi, 1860-1, 
after which Naples was united to 
Italy. 

Francis, Sir Philip (174.0-1818), 
Brit, politician and writer ; b. 
Dublin ; first clerk in War Office, 
1763 ; member of Council of 
Bengal, 1773 i bitter opponent of 
Warren Hastings ; m.p. with 
short intervals from 1784 to 1807 ; 
reputed author of Letters of 
Junius. 

Francis Ferdinand, Archduke 
OR Austria (1863-1914), nephew 
of Emperor Francis Joseph ; b. 


Graz ; became heir to Dual Mon- 
archy, 1889 ; regarded as strong 
man of Austria ; credited with 
desire to extend Austrian territory 
to Salonica ; his murder at Sera- 
jevo, June 28, 1914, precipitated 
the Great War. 

Francis Joseph (1830-1916), Em- 
peror of Austria and King of 
Hungary ; .succeeded uncle, Fer- 
dinand, 184S. His reign of sixty- 
eight years witnessed enormous 
changes in his empire. In 1848 
Austria was at the head of the 
Ger. Confederation, its influence 
was predominant in Italy, and 
Hungary was compelled to unite 
with Austria, Both Italy and 
Hungary rebelled, but the insur- 
gents were crushed, and reaction- 
ary principles triumphed, with the 
entire approval of the emperor. 
In 1859 a successful Ital, revolt 
forced Austria to surrender Lom- 
bardy, In 1866 Austria was 
routed by Prussia and excluded 
from the Ger. Confederation ; in 
the same year Austria lost her 
Ital. possessions, and in 1867 
Hungary was recognized as a 
separate entity, and the Emperor 
of Austria was crowned King of 
Hungary. In 1882 Germany, 
Austria, and Italy formed the 
Triple Alliance. 

During Francis Joseph’s reign 
numerous tragedies afflicted his 
house : his brother Maximilian 
was shot in Mexico, 1867 ; the 
Crown Prince Rudolph committed 
suicide, 1889 ; and the Empress 
Elizabeth was fatally stabbed at 
Geneva, 1898, The annexation of 
Bosnia and Hercegovina in igo8 
created distrust of Austria in the 
Balkans, and led to the assassi- 
nation of Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand, heir to the throne, the 
outbreak of the Great War, and 
the downfall of the Austrian 
Empire,

Franck {frank), CisAR (1822- 
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go), Fr. musician ; b. LiSge ; prof, 
of organ at Paris Conservatoire, 
1872; famous teacher; was one of 
the great influences in modern 
music ; compositions include Les 
Biatitudes (an oratorio), Hvkla 
and Ghiselle (operas), symphonies, 
cantatas, sonata for violin and 
piano, and songs. 

Frankland, Sir Edward (1825- 
gg), Eng. chemist ; b. near Lan- 
caster ; first prof, of chemistry, 
Owens Coll., Manchester, 1851 ; 
prof, at Royal Institution, 1863, 
and Royril School of Mines, 1865— 
85 ; investigated organic metallic 
bodies, and introduced idea of 
valency of atoms from observation 
of saturation capacity of metallic 
bodies ; investigated the con- 
tamination of water supplies ; 
associated with Sir Norman Lock- 
yer in spectroscopic researches 
which proved gaseous character of 
sun’s photosphere, and identified 
helium in the sun. 

Ptahklin, Benjamin (1706-90), 
Amor, statesman, diplomatist, and 
author ; one of the heroes of 
Araer. War of Independence ; b. 
Boston, Massachusetts ; began life 
as a working printer ; established 
in Philadelphia one of earliest 
circulating libraries in America, 
1731 ; postmaster at Philadelphia, 
1737, and about same time organ- 
ized first police force and fire 
company in the colonies. In 
conjunction with others he estab- 
lished an academy, opened 1751, 
which became imiv. of Pennsyl- 
vania. Served as member of 
General Assembly of Pennsylvania 
for thirteen years. His famous 
experiment proving identity of 
lightning and electricity was made 
in 175Z, and gave him a great 
reputation as a man of science. 
He resided in England as agent 
for four of the colonies, 1757-62, 
and protested against claim of 
Britain to tax her colonics ; 
returned to Philadelphia, 1775, 
and became prominent member 


of insurrectionary government in 
America ; in 1776 was sent on 
mission to France, and in 1778 
managed to induce Fr. Govern- 
ment to form alliance against 
Britain. Returning to America, 
he was elected president of Su- 
preme Executive Council of Penn- 
sylvania ; re-elected, 1786-7. Plis 
last public act was to address a 
petition to Congress for abolition 
of slavery, 1790. His many-sided 
genius was eminently practical, 
and in science and politics he 
worked for the good of the many.

Franklin, Sir John (1786-1847), 
Eng. Arctic explorer ; b. Spilsby, 
Lincolnshire ; early resolved to be 
a sailor ; commanded overland 
expedition from Hudson Bay to 
Arctic Sea, iSig ; commander, 
1821 ; post rank of captain, 1822 ; 
headed another overland expedi- 
tion, 1826, and traced N. Araer. 
coast as far as 149“ 37' W. long. ; 
knighted, 1829 ; lieutenant • gov- 
ernor of Van Diemen’s Land 
(Tasmania), 1836-43, fostering 
social and political advancement 
of colony ; died during ill-fated 
expedition for discovery of N.W. 
Passage to Pacific. The ships 
were last seen on July 26, 184.1, 
by a whaler in Baffin Bay. Within 
the next twelve years thirty-nine 
expeditions were sent out in search 
of Franklin’s party, but without 
success till 1857, when M’Clintock 
discovered traces and records of 
the e.xpedition.

Fraser, Sin John Foster (1868- 
J, Brit, traveller and author ; 
6. Edinburgh ; in 1896 made 
bicycle tour round world ; in 
1901 crossed Siberia and Manchu- 
ria ; toured Canada and U.S.A., 
1902-4 ; visited Balkan states, 
1905, Russia, rgoe, Sahara, igio, 
and subsequently Australasia, Pa- 
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nama, and Argentina. On all 
these countries he has written 
graphic hooks. 

Fraser, Simon, Loud Lovat. 
See Lovat, 

FraunhoJer {fmm'ho-fer), Jo- 
seph VON (1787-1826), Ger. opti- 
cian ; b. Straubing, Bavaria ; in- 
vented many optical instruments, 
especially in regard to telescopic 
prisms ; discovered ‘ Fraunhofer’s 
lines ’ in solar spectrum. 

leaser. Sin James George, 
o.M. (1854- ), Brit, writer on 

mythology and comparative re- 
ligion ; A. Glasgow ; chiefly known 
hy his epoch-making work. The 
Golden Bough {1890), which re- 
volutionized popular ideas on 
mythology and the religions of 
savages. Pub. Folklore in the 
Old Testament (1918), Sir Roger 
de Coverley ana Other Literary 
Pieces (1920), etc. ; f.r.s., 1920 ; 
O.M., rgss. 

Frederick I, (of Hohenstau- 
fen), Bardarossa (c. 1123-90), 
Emperor of Holy Rom. Empire : 
endeavoured to appease territorial 
feuds in Germany ; undertook 
first Ital. expedition, 1154; re- 
ceived Lombard crown at Pavia ; 
crowned emperor, rijs, by Adrian 
IV. ; married Beatrice of Bur- 
gundy, 1156. Diet at Besanyon, 
1157, saw rupture of alliance 
between Pope and Emperor. Dur- 
ing second Ital. expedition, 1158- 
62, Milan was destroyed. After 
Adrian's death, 1159, Frederick 
set up anti-pope, captured Rome, 
but was defeated at Legnano, 1176 ; 
submitted to Pope, 1177 ; secured 
union of empire and Sicily by 
Treaty of Augsburg, 1184; drowned 
in Cilicia, rigo, while on crusade. 
A brilliant statesman, and brave 
general. 

Fredetiok H. {ii94-r25o). Em- 
peror of Holy Rom. Empire ; 
b. near Ancona ; grandson of 
Frederick i. ; crowned King of 
Sicily, iigS ; King of Germany, 
lara ; elected emperor, in oppo- 


sition to Otto IV. ; strove to make 
himself despotic in Sicily ; founded 
Naples Univ., 1224; quarrelled with 
Pope about separation of Sicily 
from empire, and excommunicated, 
1227 ; on crusade, 1228-9, and 
secured Jerusalem ; made peace 
with Pope at San Germane, 1230 ; 
renewed breach with Pope, 1239; 
Council of Lyons, 1245, deposed 
him, and hence war broke out ; 
till his death was engaged in 
struggle with the Pope. Though 
not a great soldier, he was bril- 
liant, versatile, and a shreuTl, 
crafty statesman. 

Fiedetiok HI. (1415-93), Duke 
of Styria and Carinthia ; son of 
Ernest of Habsburg ; b, Inns- 
briiok ; elected Emperor of Holy 
Rom. Empire, t44o ; acquired 
Austria, 1463 ; driven from Vienna, 
14S3, by Hungarians ; an in- 
efficient ruler, and a cautious, 
timid diplomatist. The marriage 
of his son Maximilian to Mary 
of Burgundy made the Habsburgs 
one of the great dynasties of 
Europe. 

Frederick I. (1657-1713), first 
King of Prussia ; son of Frederick 
William, the Great Elector; b. 
Konigsberg ; became Elector Fred- 
erick III. of Brandenburg, t688 ; 
aided William lii. in carrying out 
revolution of 1688 ; founded Halle 
Univ., 1694 ; received title of 
king, 1700, from emperor in 
order to secure his services in 
War of Span. Succession. 

Frederick II., the Great (17 1 2- 
86), King of Prussia ; son of 
Frederick William i., who con- 
ceived intense dislike for him and 
treated him harshly ; served in 
Polish Succession War ; devoted 
himself largely to literature, 1733— 
40 ; succeeded to the throne, 
1740, and inherited a weU- 
administexed, skilfully organized 
despotism. Prussians invaded 
Silesia, r740, an aggression which 
was unjustifiable but successful ; 
by Treaty of Breslau Austria yielded 
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to Prussia Upper and_ Lower 
SiJesia ; in second Silesian war 
Frederick confirmed his hold on 
Silesia by Treaty of Dresden, i715 ; 
at outbreak of Seven Years’ War, 
r756, became Britain’s aUy ; over- 
ran Saxony, 1756, thus anticipat- 
ing attack of his enemies, Austria 
and Russia. Frederick fought 
tenaciously, but only the death 
of Elizabeth of Russia and the 
exhaustion of France enabled him 
to retain the dominions he had 
won. In 1772 he obtained Polish 
Prussia and part of Great Poland ; 
in Bavarian Succession War, 
r71'7-9> he successfully contested 
Habshurg claims •, formed League 
of Princes, I78,S. An opportunist, 
a philosopher despot, a groat ad- 
ministrator, cynical, selfish, indus- 
trious, tolerant, Frederick made 
his country the first of Ger. states.

Frederick in. (rSsi-SS), King 
of Prussia and Ger. Emperor ; 6. 
Potsdam ; married Princess Vic- 
toria of Great Britain, 1858 ; a 
strong Liberal ; distinguished him- 
self in war with Denmark and in 
Austrian war of 1866 and Franco- 
Prussian War, 1870-71 ; acted as 
regent, 1878 ; succeeded, March 
1888, but, already smitten with 
mortal disease, reigned only three 
months. 

Frederick I. (c. 1372-1440), 

Elector of Brandenburg ; founder 
of the greatness of House of 
HohenzolTern ; noted military 
leader and administrator. 

Frederick I. (1370-1428), Elector 
and Duke of Saxony: received 
his electorate in return for services 
against Hussites, who, however, 
finally defeated him at Aiissig, 
1426; founded Leipzig Univ., 
1409 ; secured duchy of Saxe- 
Wittenberg, 1423. 

Frederick HI., the Wise (1463- 
1535), Elector of Saxony; suc- 


ceeded, i486 ; was offered the 
imperial crown, but refused, and 
supported election of Charles v. ; 
founded univ. of Wittenberg, 1502 ; 
patron and protector of Luther and 
Melaiichthon. 

Frederick V. (1396-1632), Elec- 
tor Palatine of Rhine ; married 
Elizabeth, daughter of James i. of 
England ; elected King of Bohe- 
mia, 1619 ; driven from Bohemia 
and Palatinate, 1620 ; father of 
Sophia, who married Elector of 
Hanover and became mother of 
George i. of Britain. 

Frederick VIU. (1843-1912), 
King of Denmark, eldest son of 
Christian ix. ; b. Copenhagen ; 
succeeded, 1906 ; married Princess 
Louise, daughter of Charles xv. of 
Sweden, 1869 ; in 1905 his second 
son, Charles (married to Princess 
Maud, daughter of Edward vii.), 
was chosen King of Norwmy imder 
title Hakon vii. 

Frederick William, the Great 
Elector (1620-88) ; b . Berlin ; 
succeeded as Elector of Branden- 
burg, 1640 ; reorganized army and 
finances ; created a navy, and 
established a colony in Africa ; 
definitely annexed E. Pomerania, 
1653, and was acknowledged 
sovereign over Prussia ; won 
battle of Fchrbcllin, 1675, over 
Swedes. He added greatly to the 
wealth of his country by encourag- 
ing settlement of Flemings and 
Huguenots, and was the real 
founder of Prussian state. 

Frederick William I. (1688- 
1740), King of Prussia, father of 
Frederick the Great ; succeeded 
his father Frederick i., 1713 ; gave 
Prussia a compact political organi- 
zation, efficient ciwl service, well- 
filled treasury, and well-drilled 
army ; fought at Malplaquet under 
Marlborough, 1709 ; obtained 
greater part of Gelderland, 1713, 
and part of Pomerania, 1720 ; 
assisted Russia in Polish Succession 
War, 1734-5 : encouraged agri- 
culture and colonization. A con- 
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soientious, thrifty administrator, 
strong-willed and passionate, he 
made Prussia a military .bureau- 
cracy. 

Frederick William n. (1744-97), 
King of Prussia ; b. Berlin ; 
succeeded his uncle Frederick the 
Great, 1786, whose policy he 
reversed ; left his country bankrupt, 
his army weakened, and the mon- 
archy dishonoured ; patronized 
Beethoven and Mozart. 

Frederick William HI. (i77o- 
1840), King of Prussia ; b. Pots- 
dam ; succeeded, i797 1 defeated 
by Napoleon at Jena, 1806 ; had 
to surrender great part of his do- 
minions by Treaty of Tilsit, 1807 ; 
compelled to join Napoleon in war 
against Russia ; subsequently ally 
of Emperor Alexander of Russia. 

Frederick William IV. (1795- 
1861), King of Prussia ; succeeded, 
1840 : centralized government and 
pursued policy of religious tolera- 
tion ; behaved irresolutely in 
Berlin Revolution, 1848 ; refusal 
of imperial crown, April 1849, 
postponed union of Germany ; 
attacked by paralysis, 1857, and 
his brother became regent. 

Freeman, Edward Augustus 
(1833-92), Eng. historian ; b. 
Harborne, Staffordshire ; devoted 
his life to literary work ; regiiis 
prof, of modern history, Oxford, 
1884 ; spent much time abroad 
after r8S6, owing to ill-health ; 
died of smallpox at Alicante. An 
indefatigable writer and great 
investigator ; wrote History of the 
Norman Conquest, Historical Es- 
says, William Rufus, History of 
Sicily (unfinished), etc. 

Frdmiet (fra-myd'), Emmanuel 
(1824-1910), Fr. sculptor ; b. 
Paris ; first attained distinction 
by studies of animals ; his statues 
include Joan of Arc (1874 and 
1889), Condi, Velasquez, etc. ; 
colossal figure of Fredinand de 
Lesseps (rgoo), at entrance to 
Suez Canal. 

Frd'mont, John Charles (1813-

90), Ainer. explorer ; b. Savannah, 
Georgia ; made five important 
journej’s to the western seaboard ; 
in 1842, with Kit Carson as guide, 
explored country between the 
Missouri and Rocky Mountains ; 
in 1843 reached the tide water of 
Columbia R., and finally the 
Sacramento valley; in 1845 sur- 
veyed California ; served in 
U.S.A. Senate, 1849, and was 
governor of Arizona, i878-8r. 

French, John Denton Pink- 
STONE, 1ST Earl op Ypres (1852- 
1925), Brit, field-marshal ; b. 
Ripple, Kent ; served in navy, 
1866-70; joined army, 1S74; 
with Nile expedition, 1884-5 ; 
commanded cavalry with Sir 
George White’s force in Natal, 
1899 ; won battle of Elandslaagte ; 
appointed to command of cavalry 
division, 1900 ; relieved Kimber- 
loj’- ; forced Cronje into trap at 
Paardeherg- appointed to com- 
mand in S, Xranst'aal. On return 
from S. Africa commanded ist 
Army Corps at Aldershot, 1901-7 ; 
chief of imperial general staff, 
I9ri-t4 ; field-marshal, 1913 ; 
commander of the Expeditionary 
forces in France, 1914-15. After 
disastrous battle of Loos, 1915, 
was retired in favour of -Sir 
Douglas Haig ; commander-in- 
chief of troops stationed in U.K., 
1915-18 ; lorcl-iieutenant of Ire- 
land, 1918-21 ; O.M., rgiy ; earl- 
dom, 1921. Pub. rgj^ (in 1919), 
a justification of his war record, 
which was severely criticized. 

Ptere {frer), Sir Henry Bartle 
Edward (1815-84), Brit, ad- 
ministrator ; b. Clydach, Brecon- 
shire ; governor of Bombay, 1862. 
After work in Zanzibar connected 
with slave trade, became High 
Commissioner of S. AWca, 1877 ; 
made premature attempt to unite 
S. Africa ; failure culminated in 
Zulu War ; recalled, r88i. 

FreshKeld, Douglas William 
(i845-r934), Eng. explorer and 
mountaineer ; first to climb Kaz- 
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bek in the Caucasus; pub. map 
of region ; e.xplored Kanchenjunga 
at high level (c. 1899), and subse- 
quently Armenia, Corsica, Apen- 
nines, and most parts of the Alps. 
Resident of Royal Geographical 
Soc., 1914-17 : ed. of Alpiw 
Journal (1872-80). 

Fresnel {fra-nel'), Atjgustim 
Jean (178S-1837), Fr. scientist ; 
b. Broglie, Normandy ; introduced 
compound lenses as substitutes for 
mirrors in lighthouse work ; stud- 
ied aberration of light and polar- 
ized rays, 

Freud (froid), Sigmund (1856- 
), Austrian psychologist ; b. 
Freiberg, Moravia ; of Jewish 
parents ; qualified as doctor, and 
specialized in study of nervous 
and mental diseases ; prof, of 
neurology, Vienna Univ., since 
igo2 ; founded psycho-analysis, 
the science which investigates the 
subconscious mind, stressing the 
importance of dreams and of sex 
as a clue to this ; his numerous 
books expounding his theories 
have been widely translated. 

Freyoinet Urd-se-nu'), Charles 
Louis de Saui.ces de (1828- 
1923), Fr. statesman ; b. in 
AriSge ; in Franco-Ger. War, 
1S70-1, was head of military 
department under Gamhetta; en- 
tered Senate, 1S76 ; held various 
offices, including premiership four 
times ; as minister of war, 1888— 
93, reorganized Fr. army adminis- 
tration. Member of Fr. Academy 
from iSgo. 

Freytag (fri'tdg), Gustav (1816- 
95), Ger. novelist and dramatist ; 
b. Kreuzburg, Silesia. His play 
TMe Journalisten (1854) vyus one 
of the best comedies of the cen- 
tury ; won wider fame as novelist 
with Soli und Haben (1833), Die 
Verlorene HandschHft (1864), etc. 
See his autobiography. Reminis- 
cences of my Life. 

Priedel (fr e-del'), Charles (1832- 
99), Fr. chemist ; b. Strasbourg ; 
prof, at Sorboune of mineralogy. 


1876-84 ; of organic chemistry, 
1884-99 ; synthesized benzene 
homologues, ketones, and alde- 
hydes ; formed minerals arti- 
ficially ; wrote on crystallography 
and organic chemistry. 

Frith, William Powell (1819- 
igog), Eng. painter ; b. Aldfiold, 
Yorks; r.a., 1852; noted for his- 
torical and genre subjects and 
portraits ; painter of Derby Day ; 
wrote Autobiography (1S87). 

Fro'bisher, Sir Martin (?i535- 
94), Eng, navigator ; b. in York- 
shire ; first Englishman to attempt 
N.W. Passage to Cathay. Sailed 
in command of small expedition 
in 1576 ; reached Labrador ; fol- 
lowing year set out with larger 
expedition, but returned on ac- 
count of discovery of supposed 
gold ore in Frobisher^ Strait ; 
made another attempt in 1578 ; 
with Drake made expedition to 
W. Indies, 1385 ; distinguished 
himself against Span. Armada, 
1.388 ; knighted for services ; 
mortally wounded during assault 
on fort near Brest.

Frtitling (fre'ding), Gustav 
(1860-1911), Swed. poet ; his 
lyrics are fresh hud musical. 
His collections include Guitarr och

Paschaser (1895), and Nytt och 
Gamvialt (1897). 

Froe'bel, Friedrich Wilhelm 
August (17S2-1852), Ger. edu- 
cationist ; b. in Thuringia ; father 
of the ‘ kindergarten ’ ; worked 
with Pestalozzi ; devoted himself 
to the training of children before 
they attained the age of seven ; 
opened first kindergarten at Blan- 
kenburg, Thuringia, 1837 ; trained 
women teachers ; labours inter- 
rupted by edict, 1852, forbidding 
establishment in Prussia of schools 
on his principles ; basis of Froebel 
system is development through 
voluntary activity ; object of all 
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training, to assist mind and body 
to develop along the lines of 
natural growth. 

Froissart (frwd-siir'), Jean 
(1338-141D?), chronicler; b. Va- 
lenciennes ; travelled in England 
and Scotland, 1361 ; afterwards in 
W. Europe. In 1372 he began the 
ivriting of his famous Chroniques, 
which describe events in Western 
Europe from 1326 to 1400. Though 
historically unreliable, it presents a 
picture of the time unrivalled in 
its vivid colour and its charm.

Fromentin (fro-mon-tan.'), Eu- 
gene (rSao-yfi), Fr. artist and 
writer; excelled in Algerian sub- 
jects ; he wrote well-known auto- 
biographical novel Dominique, and 
Les Mattres d’ Autrefois, a subtle 
and critical study of the Dutch 
and Flem. painters. 

Frontenao (Jront-mh'), Louis de 
Buade, Comte de (1620-98), Fr. 
colonial administrator ; governor 
of Canada, 1672 ; recalled, 1682, 
owing to quarrels with Church ; 
sent back to Canada, 1689, and 
warmly welcomed by colonists ; 
repulsed attack on Quebec by the 
English, rfigo ; conducted cam- 
paign against Iroquois. 

Fronde [frood], James Anthony 
(1818-94), Eng. historian ; b. 
Dartington, Devon ; educated at 
Westminster and Oxford ; fellow 
of E.xeter Coll., 1842 ; came 
under influence of Tractarian 
movement ; became a sceptic, 
and after publication of Nemesis 
of Faith (1848) was forced to 
resign fellowship ; contributed 
largely to Westminster Review and 
Fraser’s Magazine ; ed. Mm. 
Carlyle’s Letters, and wrote Life 
of Carlyle, which gave rise to 
much controversy. His most 
important work, History of Eng- 
land, deals with the Reformation 

g eriod. Prof, of modern history, 
ixford, 1892 ; historical work 
characterized by brilliant style, 
(4,1641

attractive narrative, but by par- 
tiality and inaccuracy.

Fry, Elizabeth (1780-1845), 
Eng. social reformer ; b. Norwich ; 
a Quaker; promoted prison re- 
form; secured great improvements 
in hospital system and in treat- 
ment of the insane. 

Fry, Roger Elliot (1866-1934), 
Eng. post-impressionist artist and 
author ; b, London ; professor of 
fine art at Cambridge from 1933. 
Most notable achievements are 
Early Morning near Cagnes ; Con- 
vent, Venice-, The Reader-, LaDili- 
gente. Author of Giovanni Bellini 
(i8gg), Cizanne (iggy), etc. 

Fryatt, Charles (1872-1916), 
master of Great Eastern packet 
Brussels ; captured and court- 
martialled by Germans for trying 
to ram U-boats, and shot (July 27, 
1916) at Bruges. His body was 
re-interred, 1919, at Dovercourt, 

Fryxell (frooks'et), Anders 
(1795-1881), Swed. historian ; 
pastor of Sunna ; pub. valuable 
Swedish Grammar (1824), and 
exhaustive history of Sweden 
(46 vols., 1823-79). 

Fo'ad I. [iSbS-jggb), King of 
Egypt ; b. Gizeh ; succeeded his 
brother as Sultan of Egypt, 1917 ; 
proclaimed king after expiration 
of Brit, protectorate, Feb. 1922. 

Fugger (fook'er), famous Ger. 
family of merchants and hankers 
founded by Johann Fugger (134S- 
1409), a weaver of Graben, near 
Augsburg. They rendered great 
services to Habsburgs ; made 
large loans to Maximilian t. and 
Charles v., under whom family 
reached zenith of its power and 
wealth. 

Full'er, Thomas (1608-61), Eng. 
divine, biographer, and historian ; 
during Civil War supported king ; 
royal chaplain at Restoration ; 
wrote Worthies of England, Church 
History of Britain, etc. His 
style, usually called ‘ quaint,’ is 
full of wit and humour. » 
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Fulton ifool'ion), Robert (1765- 
1S15), Amer. engineer; b. in 
Pennsylvania ; began life as a 
miniature portrait and landscape 
painter ; came to England, 1787 ; 
invented and launched the steam- 
ship Clermont at New York, 1807 
— an epoch-marking event in 
steam navigation ; built first 
steam warship, 1814; invented 
submarine, iSoi, in Franco. 

Pur'ley, Sir John (1836-1919), 
Eng. philanthropist ; b. A.shford, 
Kent ; one of original founders 
of Red Cross organization, 1870 ; 
director of ambulances in France 
during Franco-Prussian War ; dur- 
ing Great War designed huts, hos- 
pital trains, etc. Knighted, 1899. 

Fur'niss, Harry (1854-1925), 
Brit, caricaturist ; b. Wexford ; 
illustrated Punch’s ‘ Essence of 
Parliament ’ and numerous books, 
including whole of Dickens and 
Thackeray. 

Pur'nlvall, Frederick James 
(1825-1910), Eng. scholar and 
philologist ; b, Egham ; founded 
the Early Eng. Text, Chaucer, 
Browning, and other societies ; 
one of originators of Oxford 
New English Dictionary, 


Furse, Chari.es Wellingtoh 
(1868-1904), Eng. painter of many- 
sided talent ; b. Loudon ; painted 
excellent portraits and sporting 
pictures. Well-known works in- 
clude Return from the Ride, in the 
Chantrey collection, and Diana of 
the Uplands. 

Fuseli [foo'se-U), Henry (1741- 
1825), Swiss artist and art critic ; 
b. Zurich ; studied in Italy ; 
settled in England ; r.a., 1790 ; 
prof, of painting at Academy, i799; 
illustrated Shakespeare and Milton; 
his Lectures on Painters are of 
great critical value. 

Fust ifoost), or Faust, Johann 
(c. 1400-66), Ger. printer ; for 
some lime associated with Guten- 
berg ; there has been controversy 
as to which of them invented 
printing ; Fust seems to have 
advanced capital to Gutenberg, 
and, litigation ensuing. Fust com- 
menced with his son-in-law 
Schdffcr a separate printing house. 

SVt (fit), Johannes (1609-61), 
Belgian painter ; b.

(1835-73), French novelist ; b. in 
Charente-Inferieure ; noted for his 
sensational detective and criminal 
stories. 

Gad'e, Niels Wilhelm (1817- 
go), Dan. composer ; b. Copen- 
hagen ; gained prize for Echoes of 
Ossian (1841) ; wrote symphonies, 
overtures, orchestral pieces, and 
songs ; originator of modem 
Scandinavian school of music. 

Gage, Lyman Judson (1836- 
1937)1 Aroer, financier ; 6. De 

Ruytqr, New York State ; presi- 


dent of first National Bank, 1891 , 
secretary of U.S.A. Treasur}', 
1897-1902. 

Gainshorough, Thomas (1727- 
88), Eng. artist ; b. Sudbury ; 
son of a small tradesman ; studied 
engraving, and set up as a portrait 
and landscape painter, 1743, at 
Ipswich, and later at Bath and 
London. He was one of original 
members of Royal Academy, 1768, 
but, offended by bad position 
given to his Three Princesses 
(1784), withdrew, and never ex- 
hibited again. He may bo called 
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iho father of modern Eng. painting. 
The greatest colourist of the early 
Eng. school, he was absolutely true 
to life and nature, and essentially 
English in. sentiment, lie painted 
over 300 canvases, 230 of which 
were portraits. The National Gal- 
lery contains his portrait of Mrs. 
Sicldons, and some of his finest 
landscapes.

historian ; b, Edinburgh ; deputy 
keeper of public records, 1859- 
93 ; pub.

(25 vols., 
completed 1910 ; first four with 
Dr. Brewer), also similar collections 
of reigns of Richard iit. and Henry 
VII,, and LoUardy ami the Reforma- 
tion in England (1908-11), 

QaisTotti, Thomas (i 779 -i 8S5). 
Eiig. classical scholar ; b. Ilford, 
Wilts; regius prof, of Greek and 
curator of the Bodleian Library, 
O-tford ; Gaisford prize for Gr. 
verse and prose was founded in 
his memory, 1856. 

Gaius (gi'us), Roman jurist ; 
author of the Institute, an exposi- 
tion of Rom. law, a treatise on 
the Edicts of the Magistrates, 
and Commentaries on the Twelve 
Tables ; written between A.n. 130 
and 180. 

Gaius Csasar. See Caligula. 

Galba, Servius Sulpicius (s.c. 
3-69 A.n,), emperor of Rome, 
68-9 ; had distinguished career 
as praitor, consul, and governor of 
Gaul, Alrica, and Spain ; was pro- 
claimed emperor on death of Nero, 
and his sliort reign ended in dis- 
aster. 

Ga'len (or Galenus), Claudius 
(c. A.D. I30-C. 200), celebrated 
ancient medical writer ; 4. Per- 
gamum, Asia Minor ; his writings 
were the guide for physicians for 
several centuries ; one of the 
founders of science of anatomy. 

Qalile'o Galile'i (1564-1642), 


Ital, astronomer and physicist ; 
6. Pisa. While a student he 
enunciated the law of swings of a 
pendulum. In 15S8 he became 
lecturer at Pisa Univ. At this 
period he invented the hydrostatic 
balance. Owing to the hostility 
of the ecclesiastics and the lo.ss of 
court favour, he quitted Pisa, 
and obtained the professorship of 
mathematics in Padua Univ., 
130Z-1610. In 1609 he con- 
structed a telescope, on the 
model of that of Hans Lippershey 
of Middelbiirg in Holland, and 
with it discovered four satellites 
of Jupiter. The uneven con- 
figuration of the surface of the 
moon was demonstrated ; and 
he detected sun-spots. The as- 
tronomer was invited to Florence, 
1610, by his patron, Cosimo, 
Grand-duUe of Tuscany. Con- 
tinued advocacy of Coperni- 
can principles, and disquisitions 
on their Scriptural significance, 
brought him under the ban of the 
Church, and he was cited to appear 
before the Inquisition, 1616, and 
was ordered to discontinue his 
teaching. In 1632 appeared his 
Dialogues on the Systems of the 
World ; summoned to Rome by 
Pope Urban vm., and dreading 
imprisonment, Galileo publicly ab- 
jured his own philosophy, and, 
among other penalties, suffered 
detention, and bis book was pro- 
hibited. At the close of 1633 he 
was allowed to return to Florence, 
where he lived in seclusion until 
his death.

Galland (ga-lon'), Antoine ( 1646- 
I7i5)> Pr. Orientalist and numis- 
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rnatist ; 6. in Picardy ; travelled 
through Asia Minor, copying in- 
scriptions and collecting coins, 
etc. ; prof, of Arabic at Collfege de 
France, 1709: pub. first European 
trans. of the Arabian Nights. 

Gallatin (gal'a-tin), Albert 
(1761-1849), notable Amer. states- 
man ; b. Genova ; was one of 
founders of Anti-Federalist party 
(afterwards the Republican) ; sec- 
retary of Treasury, 1801 ; minister 
to France, 1816 ; retired from 
public life, 1827. 

Galli-Curoi (gal-e-koor'che), 
Amelita (Mme. Homer Samuels), 
(1889- ), Italian coloratura 

soprano ; b. Milan ; made her 
d8but at Rome, igog ; tomed in 

5. America and visited U.S.A. in 
1918, where she won immediate 
success, and where she settled. 

Gallieni (gal-e-dn'e), Joseph 
Simon (1849-1916), Fr. general ; 

6. in Haute-Garonne ; fought in 
Franco-German War, 1870-1 ; re- 
organized administration of Mada- 

f asoar, 1896-1905 ; governor of 
'aris. Sept. 1914 ; played impor- 
tant part in first battle of the 
Marne by rushing reserves from 
Paris in every available taxi and 
motor-bus ; minister of war, 1915 ; 
resigned, igi6; marshal (post- 
humously), 1921, 

Gallienua (gal-e-d'mts), Publius 
Licinius Egnatius, Roman em- 
peror from A.D. 253 ; notorious 
for his debauchery ; killed by his 
soldiers, 268. 

Gall'io, Junius Annjeus, pro- 
consul of Achaia (a.d. 53—4) ; 
mentioned in Acts 18 : 12-17. 
His name has become a synonym 
for easy-going indifference. 

Gals'worthy, John (1S67-1933), 
Eng. novelist and playwright ; 
6. Coombe, Surrey ; called to the 
bar, 1890 ; spent much of his 
early manhood in travel ; first 
attracted attention with T}ie 
Island Pharisees (1904), a criticism 
of Eng. character, society, and 
institutions ; in succeeding novels 


he showed himself skilled in the 
analysis of character and social 
relationships ; plays display the 
same qualities. Awarded the 
Nohel Prize for literature, 1932. 
His best known work. The Forsyte 
Saga (1Q22), includes The Alan 
of Property (1906), In Chancery 
(1920), and To Let (1921), and 
was followed by the trilogy .-I 
Modern Comedy (1929), including 
The White Monkey (1924), The 
Silver Spoon (1926), and Swan 
Song (1928) ; other novels are 
The Country House (1907), Frater- 
nity (1909), The Patrician (igii). 
His plays include The Silver 
Box (1906), Strife (igog). Justice 
(igio). The Skin Game (1920), 
Loyalties (1922), The Forest 
(1924), and The Roof (1929).

Galt, JOHN (1779-1839), Scot, 
novelist; b. Irvine; writer of 
stories dealing with Scottish life 
and character ; his masterpiece is 
Annals of the Parish. 

Galt'on, Sir Francis (1822- 
ign), Eng. anthropologist; b. 
Birmingham ; cousin of Cbasles 
Darwin ; made explorations in 
S.W. Africa and other countries ; 
investigated meteorological condi- 
tions, being the first to establish 
the theory of anticyclones ; made 
important researches in anthro- 
pology and heredity ; founded the 
science of eugenics, and endowed 
a chair in London Univ.

Galvan'i, Luigi (1737-98), Ital. 
physiologist ; b. Bologna ; lecturer 
on anatomy at Bologna, 1762 ; 
investigated action of electricity 
on muscles of animals, hence the 
term galvanic. 

Gama, Vasco da (1469-1324), 
Port, navigator; b. Sines; dis- 
covered the Cape route to India, 
1498 ; founded Port, colonies on 
E. African coast; made a second 
voyage to Calicut, 1502 ; appointed 
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Viceroy of Portuguese India, 1534, 
but died soon after. 

Gamaliel, a Pharisee mentioned 
in Acts 5:3^; taught St. Paul 
(Acts 22 : 3). His grandson 
Gamaliel ii. helped to revive 
Judaism after fall of temple. 

Gambetta, Leon (1838-82), Fr. 
statesman ; b. Cahors ; sat in 
Assembly, 1869, as a republican ; 
supported Franco-Prussian War, 
and after Sedan, continued a 
wonderfully inspiring resistance ; 
chiefly responsible for securing 
constitution of Feb. 1875 ; in- 
vented Fr. policy of opportun- 
ism ; was opponent of clericalism, 
and became head of ‘ Le Grand 
Ministfere,’ Nov. 1881; advocated 
co-operation with Britain in Egypt, 
but was prevented from developing 
policy by his death. 

Gandhi (gatPife), Mohandas 
Karamckand (1869- ), Hin- 

du nationalist leader, commonly 
known as Mahatma Gandhi ; b. 
Porbandar, Kathiawar ; studied 
in London and called to the bar ; 
while in S. Africa, 1893-1914, 
championed the cause of the 
Asiatics there ; served with the 
Red Cross during the S. African 
War ; returned to India and 
advocated a policy of non-co-opera- 
tion and passive resistance, which 
in 1920 led to serious disorders ; 
was arrested, 1922, and sentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment, but 
was released in less than two years. 
After a period of eclipse he re- 
gained his power, and in pursuance 
of his policy infringed the Salt 
Law, 1930, and was again im- 
prisoned, but released in 1931 ; 
attended Round Table Conference 
in London ; returned to India, and 
resumed opposition to government; 
was arrested, 1932, and while in 
prison began ‘ fast unto death ’ 
to secure more favourable social 
and political conditions for the 
‘ Untouchables ’ ; his fast ended 
when agreement was reached be- 
tween caste Hindus and the Un- 


touchables. A man of high ideals, 
he has often set in motion forces 
beyond his power to control. 

Garay [gor'd), JAnos (1812-33), 
Hungarian poet, dramatist, and 
author ; his most widely known 
works are a romance in verse, 
Frangepdn Kristofni (1846), and 
historical poem, SzentLdszlo 1x852). 

Garcia (gdr-lhs'-a). (r) Mangel 
DEL PoPDLo Vicente (1775-1832), 
Span, tenor singer and musical 
composer ; b. Seville ; great suc- 
cesses in opera in Paris and Italy. 
(2) Manoel (1805-1906), son of 
above ; won a brilliant reputation 
as teacher of singing in Paris and 
London ; was author of Mimoirn 
stir la, Voix Huttiains (1840), etc. ; 
inventor, 1854, of laryngoscope.

Garden, Mary (1877- ), 

Amcr. singer ; b. Aberdeen, Scot- 
land ; received her musical train- 
ing in Chicago, and later in Pari.s ; 
had ^eat success in England, the 
Continent, and New York; was 
general manager of the Chicago 
Opera Co., 1921-3. 

Gardiner, Alfred G. (1S65- 
), Eng. journalist ; b. Chelms- 
ford : ed. of Daily News, igo2~ 
19 ; author of biographies of Sir 
William Harcourt and George 
Cadbury, 1923 ; his Prophets, 
Priests, and. Kings, Pillars of 
Society, and IVar Lords give pen- 
portraits of contemporary cele- 
brities ; under name of ‘Alpha of 
the Plough ’ has written a series of 
interesting and entertaining essays. 

Gardiner, Samuel Rawson 
( 1829-1902), Eng. historian ; b. 
Alresford, Hampshire ; fellow of 
All Souls, 1884, and Merton, 1S92 ; 
subsequently prof, of modem 
history, King’s Coll., London. 
A careful and impartial writer, his 
great work is History of England 
from the Accession of James I. 
to the Outbreak of the Civil War 
(to vols., new ed., 1883-4).

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Gardinor, Stephen (?i483-i 555), 
Eng. bishop ; b. Bury St. Ed- 
munds ; became secretary to 
Cardinal Wolsey ; won Henrj' 
viii.’s favour for his services in 
connection. with the hing’.s divorce ;

deprived of his see and imprisoned 
in Edward vi.’s reign for his ad- 
herence to Romish doctrines ; 
liberated under Mary, and made 
lord chancellor; he opposed the 
persecutions of the reign. 

Gardner, EitNESx Arthur (1862— 
), English archmologist ; b. 
London ; director of Bri t. School 
of Archieology at Athens, r887— 
05 ; prof, of archeology, London 
Univ., 1896-1929 ; author of Ati- 
cient Athens (1902), CataioRue of 
. I ncient Sculpture, collected by him 
(1931), The Art of Greece (1925). 

Gardner, Percy (1846- ), 

Eng. numismatist, archa:ologist, 
and theological writer ; 6. Loudon; 
works include New Chapters in 
Greek History (1892), Evolution 
of Christian Ethics (igi8), Modern- 
ism in the English Church (igad), 
and The Interpretation of Religious 
Experience (1931). 

Garfield, James Abram (1831- 
81), president, TJ.S.A. ; b. in log- 
cabin in Ohio ; after early struggle 
became prof, of ancient languages 
at Hiram Coll., Ohio ; in Civil 
War was promoted major-general 
for bravery at Chickaraauga, 
1863 ; entered Congress, 1864, 
and in 1S80 was elected president ; 
shot by madman in 1881.

Garibal'di, Giuseppe (1807-83), 
Ital. patriot and revolutionary ; 
J. Nice. Came under influence of 
Maziini, and was involved in 
futile revolt at Genoa, 1834 ; 
escaped to S. America ; assisted 
Rio Grande inrevolt against Brazil, 
and was the moving spirit in se- 
curing independence of Uruguay. 
Returning to Italy, 1848, he 
heroically defended Roman re- 


public against French and Aus- 
trian forces, and after fall of 
Rome conducted wonderful retreat 
through Central Italy ; escaped to 
America, but returned to island 
of Caprora in 1854. Though 
indignant at cession of Savoy and 
Nice to France he supported 
King of Sardinia in his revolt 
against Austria, 1859, and cleared 
Austria out of a largo part of 
Alpine Italy. In May i860 sailed 
with his famous ‘ Thousand ’ to 
aid the Sicilian revolt against 
Francis of Naples, and by end of 
July had completed conquest of 
Sicily ; crossed to mainland, occu- 
pied Naples, and accompanied 
Victor Emmanuel in his state 
entry into that city, returning to 
Caprera next day. He made three 
unsuccessful attempts to capture 
Romo, in 1862 and 1867 (twice), 
and took part in war of 1866, de- 
feating Austrians on three occa- 
sions ; in 1874 he was elected to 
Italian Parliament as deputy for 
Romo ; after hesitation, accepted 
a well-merited pension.

Gai'natt, Richard (1835-1906), 
Eng. librarian and miscellaneous 
writer ; b, Lichfield ; keeper of 
printed, books, Brit. Museum, 
1890-9 ; pub. poems, biographical 
works, and volumes of literary 
criticism. 

Gamier {gdrn-yd'), Clement 
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Joseph (1813-81), Fr. economist ; 
b, Beuil, Alpes-Maritimos ; estab- 
lished association tor advocacy of 
free trade ; senator, 1876 ; pub. 
Richard Cobdcii, les Liguettrs et la 
Ligue (iS/)6), e.tc. 

Garrick, David (i 7 i 7 - 79 )> Eng. 
actor and dramatist ; b, Hereford ; 
was a pupil of Samuel Johnson, 
with whom, in i737, he went to 
London ; appeared at Goodman’s 
Fields as Richard m., 1741, achiev- 
ing immediate succe-ss ; became 
joint proprietor of Drury I.ane 
Theatre, 1747, where during thirty 
years he commanded unvarying 
popularity and unrivalled suc- 
cess; retired, 177S ; was buried in 
Westminster Abbey. Garrick ele- 
vated the whole tone of the stage, 
substituted for the old stilted and 
declamatory style one more viva- 
cious and natural, and greatly 
increased the popularity of Shake- 
spearian performances. He was 
author of plays, prologues, epi- 
logues, and miscellaneous pieces.

Brit, archoeologist ; b. Blackburn ; 
conducted valuable researches into 
Rom. remains in Britain ; also 
leader of arohieological expeditions 
in Egypt, Nubia, Palestine, and 
other parts of Near East ; prof, 
of archeology, Liverpool Univ., 
since 1907 ; works include Roman 
Ribchesier (1911), The Land of the 


Hiltites {zgix). The Ilittitc Empire 
(1939), The Foundations of Bible 
History (1931), and Reports on the 
Excavation of Jericho (1932-4). 

Garvin, James Louis (1868- 
), Brit, journalist and pub- 
licist ; h. Birkenhead ; was loader 
writer on Newcastle Chronicle 
(iBgr-p), ed. of Outlook (1905) 
and of Pall Mall Gasette (1912- 
15), also of Observer since 1908; 
author of Economic Foundations 
of Peace (tgrg), and Life of 
Joseph Chamberlain (1932) ; ed.- 
in-chief of 14th ed. of Encyclo- 
pcedia Briiatmica. 

Gascoigne (gas-koin'), George 
(c. 1325-77)1 Eng. poet ; served as 
soldier of fortune in Low Countries, 
and was taken prisoner ; associ- 
ated with Leicester in entertain- 
ment of Elizabeth at Kenilworth ; 
original works include A Hundred 
Sundry Flowers and The Steele 
Glas — one of the earliest Eng. 
satires. His poetry is marked by 
considerable originality.

Pius XI. (1922). 

Gas tor, Moses (1856- ), 

Romanian philologist and Heb. 
scholar ; b. Bucharest ; lecturer, 
univ. of Bucharest, 1881—5, hut 
expelled for agitating on behalf of 
Jews ; proceeding to England, was 
appointed Ilchester lecturer at 
Oxford, 188G, and since 18R7 has 
been chief rabbi of the Sephardi 
communities in England ; vice- 
president Anglo- Jewish Society; 
author of numerous publications. 

Gat'aoro, Sir William Forbes 
(1842-1906), Brit, general ; b. 
near Stirling ; served in Ind. and 
Burmese wars, 1888-95 ; com- 
manded Brit, brigade at Omdur- 
man, 1898. In S. African War 
commanded 3rd Infantry Division, 
which suffered reverse at Storm- 
berg, 1899 ; failed to relieve 
Reddersburg, and was recalled, 
1900. 

Gatling, Richard Jordan 
([1818-1903), Amer. inventor; b. 
in N. Carolina ; invented various 
kinds ol agricultural raaohiuery, 
and later his well-knovm machine- 
gun, now superseded by more 
recent makes. 

Gatty, Margaret Scott, Mrs. 


(1809-73), Eng. ivritcr for children; 
0. in Essex ; best- known work. 
Parables Prom Nature. 

Gauguin (go-gdn'j, Paul (1848- 
1903), French iiost-impressionist 
painter ; b. Paris ; educated at 
Lima and Orleans ; abandoned 
banking to take up art ; settled in 
Tahiti, 1891, living with the natives 
and making studies of native life ; 
influenced work of subsequent Fr. 
painters. 

Gaunt, John of. See under 
Lancaster. 

Gauss {gows), Karl Friedrich 
(1777-1855), Ger. mathematician ; 
b. Brunswick ; won early reputa- 
tion by his Disquisitiones Arith- 
meticcs (1801), a standard work 


on the theory of numbers ; 
director of the observatory, Got- 
tingen, 1807 ; in conjunction with 
Weber erected a magnetic ob- 
servatory, 1833. 

Gautama. See Buddha. 

Gautier [gd-tyd'), Th^ophile 
(1811—72), Fr. author and poet ; 
disciple of Victor Hugo and the 
Romantic School ; prolific writer 
of travel books, criticism, and 
feuilletons ; chief poetical work, 
Bmaux et Camees (1856 and 
1872) ; best novels. Mademoiselle 
de Maupin (1835) and Le Capi- 
taine Fracasse (1863). 

Gay, John (1683-1732), Eng- 
lish poet ; b. Barnstaple ; his 
most successful works were bis 
Fables (1727) and The Beggar’s 
Opera (1728) — a Newgate pastoral. 
Other mitings include Rurdl 
Sports, Trivia, The Shepherd's 
Week, also some plays and mis- 
cellaneous poems. 

Gay-Lussac (gd loo-sdk'), Joseph 
L ouis (1778-1850), Fr. physicist ; 
6 . St. Leonard, Haute- Vienne ; 
prof, of pliysics at the Sorbonne, 
and of chemistry at the Jardin 
des Plantes ; investigated pro- 
perties of gases, hygrometiy, 
capillarity, and stated the law of 
volumes of combination of gases, 
and improved the processes for the 
manufacture of sulphuric and 
oxalic acids. 

Ged, William (1690-1749), in- 
ventor of stereotyping ; b. Edin- 
burgh ; in 1725 patented his 
invention for printing from casts 
taken from set type ; two prayer- 
books and an ed. of Sallust were 
the only fruits of his method 
during his lifetime ; from patriotic 
motives he refused repeatedly to 
sell his invention to the Dutch. 

Geddes, Andrew (1783-1844), 
Scot, artist ; b. Edinburgh ; gained 
great success as a portrait painter ; 
A.R.A., 1832 ; works include Dis- 
couery of the Regalia of Scotland 
in iSiS and Christ and the Woman 
of Samaria (1841). 
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Gefldes, Jenny {fl. 1637), ac- 
cording to tradition, a ‘ kail- 
wife ’ or vegetable seller in the 
High Street of Edinburgh, who, 
when Archbishop Laud’s service- 
book was being used for the 
first time in St. Giles' Cathedral, 
July 23, i 637 ) flung a stool at 
the’ head of the Bishop of Edin- 
burgh and caused a riot. 

Qeddes, Sir Patrick (1854- 
1032), Brit, biologist and sociol- 
ogist ; b. Perth ; prof, of botany 
at Univ. Coll., Dundee, and of 
sociology and civics, Bombay 
Univ. : organized univ. halls at 
Edinburgh and Chelsea ; pioneer in 
town-planning, city improvement, 
and educational work ; wrote on 
botany, evolution of cities, and, 
with J. Arthur Thomson, on the 
evolution of sex ; Icniglited, 1932. 

Geijar iyi'er], Erik Gustaf 
(1783-1847), Swod. historian and 
poet ; b. Ransiiter, Vairnland ; 
graduated at univ. of Uppsala, 
and was prof, of history there, 
1817-46 ; pub. History of the 
Swedes (1832-6), a masterpiece of 
modern history. 

Geikie ifte'k'd). (i) Sir Archi- 
bald (1835-1924.), Scot, geologist ; 
b. Edinburgh ; joined Geological 
Survey, 1S55 ; director. Geological 
Survey for Scotland, 1S67-81 ; 
prof, of geology, Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, 1871-81 ; director-general 
of Geological Survey of U.K., 1881- 
igoi ; president of Royal Soc., 
1908-13 ; made special study of 
microscopic petro^aphy; publi- 
cations include The Ancient Vol- 
canoes of Great Britain, The 
Founders of Geology, The Scenery 
of Scotland, and Scottish Re- 
miniscences. (2) James (1839- 
1915), Scot, geologist, brother of 
(i) ; b. Edinburgh ; succeeded his 
brother as prof, of geology ait 
Edinburgh Univ., 1882. A special- 
ist in influence of glacial action, 
he published The Great Ice Age, 
Prehistoric Europe, and Outlines of 
Geology, etc. 


Gel'lius, Aulus {fl. a.d. 130- 
180), Lat. grammarian ; b. Rome ; 
wrote Nodes Atticce, chiefly valu- 
able as containing extracts from 
Gr. and Rom. writers no longer 
extant. 

Genfie-Isitt, Madame Adeline 
(1878- ), Dan. operatic dancer ; 

b. Aarhus ; appeared successively 
in Berlin, Copenhagen, Paris, and 
London ; married F. S. N. Isitt, 
1910 ; retired from the stage, 
1914 ; president of the Association 
of Operatic Dancing of Great 
Britain, 1928. 

Genevieve {ehen'e-vev), Sainte 
(c. 422-512), patron saint of Paris, 
which she protected against Attila 
and the Huns ; what is now the 
Pantheon was erected as a church 
in her honour. 

Genghiz Khan. See under 
jENGiiiz Khan. 

Genlis (ehdn-les'), StiIphanie 
F^licit^ Ducrest de Saint- 
Aubin, Comtesse de (1746-1830), 
Fr. writer ; b. Autun ; lady-in- 
waiting to Duchess of Chartres, 
and tutor to her sons, one or 
whom, Louis Philippe, became 
King of France ; after Revolu- 
tion, passed through many vicis- 
situdes ; best-known works are Md- 
demohelle de Clermont (1802) and 
Mimoires (182.3), 

Genserio (jen'ser-ik), more cor- 
rectly Galseric, greatest king of 
Vandals (428-77) ; invaded Africa, 
420, ana gained possession of 
Rom. provinces, also of Carthage, 
439 ; seized Rome, 455 ; carried 
off empress and her two daughters ; 
Western emperor Majorian fitted 
out fleet, but it was destroyed by 
Genseric, as was also expedition 
of Leo, Eastern emperor, 477. 
Genseric died in possession of ^1 
his conquests. 

Gentile (jen-te'ld), Giovanni 
(1875- ), I tal. philosopher ; b. 

Castelvefrano, Sicily ; prof, of 
philosophy, Rome, 1918 ; founded 
Giomale critico della filosofia 
italiana, 1920 ; has written many 
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books on religion, education, and 
philosophy ; minister of educa- 
tion, 1922-4. 

Geoffrey (jef'n) of Monmouth 
(r. 1100-54), Welsh clu-onicler, and 
Bishop of St. Asaph, 1152 ; his 
Histona 'Briionum, a romance 
tracing descent of Britons from 
Brut, son of .dincas, is a source of 
Arthurian legends and stories of 
Cymbcline and King Lear. 

Geoffrey Saint-Hilaire (sho- 
frtiiav)' san-U-ldr']. (i) Ctienne 
(1772-1844), celebrated Fr. zool- 
ogist ; famous for his theories of 
anatomical relationships between 
different types of animals. (2) 
Isidore (1805-61), Fr. zoologist, 
son of above j assisted and finally 
succeeded his falher ; writings 
include Bistoire gaiirale et par- 
ticulidre dcs Anomalies do V Or- 
ganisation cJtez I' Homme et les 
Animaux (1832-7). 

George, St., patron saint of 
England, Aragon, and Portugal ; 
feast day, April 23 ; probably 
came from Asia Minor ; lived in 
Nicomedia ; arrested as a Christian 
under anti-Christian laws of Dio- 
cletian, and was tortured, a.d. 
303 ; dragon usually associated 
with him is later legendaiy 
embellishment ; canonized, 1222, 
and finally recognized as patron 
of England by Edward in., 1 349. 

George I. (1660-1727), Elector 
of Hanover and King of Britain ; 
succeeded to Brit, throne, 1714, 
as grandson of Elizabeth, daughter 
of James i. This new dynasty 
successfully withstood Jacobite 
rebellion of 1715 ; intensely Ger- 
man in sentiment, he regarded 
England as means for the ag- 
grandizement of Hanover ; he left 
tie government in the hands of 
the Whig statesmen, especially 
Walpole ; oiving to his frequent 
absences on the Continent and to 
his inability to speak English, the 
power of the cabinet was enor- 
mously strengthened. 

George II. (1683-1760), King of 


Britain ; succeeded, 1727 ; mar- 
ried Caroline of Brandonliurg- 
Anspach, who kept Walpole in 
power, despite the king’s aversion 
to him. War of Austrian Suc- 
cession, 1740-8, and Jacobite 
rebellion, 1745-6, occurred in this 
reign, which also saw beginnings 
of Seven Years' War ; George was 
thoroughly German in habits, self- 
centred and avaricious, but pru- 
dent and business-like ; he showed 
bravery atbattleof Dcttingen, 1743. 

George III. (1738-1820), King 
of Britain, grandson of George ii. ; 
succeeded to throne, 1760 ; mar- 
ried Charlotte Sophia of Mecklen- 
burg-Strclitz ; was determined to 
destroy Whig oligarchy, and by 
aid of a party formed by him, 
known as ' King’s Friends,’ he 
brought about resignation of Pitt. 
After a succession of short-lived 
ministries, he formed a ministry 
under Lord North, and from 1770 
till 1782 the government was in 
accordance with his own wishes. 
For tlie policy which led to Declara- 
tion of Indepcndcuoo of U.S.A., 
1776, he was largely responsible. 
After his unconstitutional rejec- 
tion of Fox’s India Bill, 1783, he 
entrusted the government to 
William Pitt the younger, who 
remained in power during the 
struggle against French Republic. 
In 1801 parliaments of England 
and Ireland were united. During 
struggle with Napoleon, 1803-15, 
George had the support of the 
country, but while issue was stiU 
in doubt he became permanently 
insane, rSii. George was not 
eminently wise as a king, but he 
was hard-working and disinter- 
ested ; he prided himself on being 
English, and this, coupled with 
his exemplary domestic life, helped 
him to retain the esteem of his 
subjects. His reign was marked 
by great imperial and industrial 
development. 

George IV. (1762-1830), King 
of Great Britain and Ireland; son

of George iii. ; acted as prince 
regent from i8ii. and succeeded, 
1820. In i 795 j after previous 
secret marriage with Mrs. Fitz- 
hcrbert, he married Caroline of 
Bnmsiviclf, whom he endeavoured 
to divorce, 1830, but failed largely 
owing to public hostility. During 
his reign the progress which had 
set in on conclusion of Fr. war was 
continued. Largely through Can- 
ning’s foreign policy. Great Britain 
assumed commanding position on 
Continent. In home affairs re- 
forms were effected, and the 
Catholic Emancipation Bill was 
passed, 1829. George’s levity and 
profligacy, and his treatment of 
Queen Caroline, made him most 
unpopular. 

George V. (1865-1936), King 
of Great Britain ; second son of 
Edward vit. ; A. at Marlborough 
House, June 3 ; entered navy, 1877 ; 
served on tiie Britannia training- 
ship; midshipman, 1883; lieu- 
tenant, 1885; commander of 
gunboat Thrush, 1890. Left ser- 
vice, 1892, when he became heir- 
apparent on the death of his elder 
brother, Duke of Clarence. As 
Duke of York entered House of 
Lords, 1893 ; married Princess 
Victoria Mary of Teck, 1893 ; their 
children were : (i) Edward (now 
Edward viii.) ; (2) Albert, Duke 
of York; (3) Mary, Princess Royal; 

(4) Henry, Duke of Gloucester ; 

(5) George, Duke of Kent; (6) 
John [d. igig). In 1901, on his 
father’s accession, he was created 
Prince of Wales. During tour of 
the colonies in the Ophir, opened 
first Commonwealth Parliament, 
190.1. On May 6, igro, King 
George ascended the throne. On 
Dec. 12, 1911, His Majesty was 
proclaimed Emperor of India in 
person at Delhi Durbar. During 
Great War he laboured inces- 
santly for his country, making 
frequent visits to Fr. front and 
great munition and Industrial 
centres. In 1917 the family name

of the King was changed to Wind" 
sor by Royal proclamation. ,A 
grave illness in 1928 evoked 
spontaneous demonstration of 
sympathy and concern from al! 
his subject!;. In 1935 (he silver 
jubilee of his reign was celebrated 
enthusiaslioally throughout the 
Empire. 

George I. (1845-1913), King 
of Greece ; son of Christian i.x. 
(Denmark) ; elected after expul- 
sion of Otto I., 1863 ; co-operated 
in policy of a league of Balkan 
states ; assassinated at Salomon. 

George, David Lloyd. See 
Llovd George. 

George,HENRY(i839-g7), Amer- 
ican economist; b. Philadelphia; 
founder of ‘ single tax ’ movement 
in America, and ' Taxation of Land 
Values ’ movement in Great 
Britain ; supporter of Irish Land 
League ; pub. Progress and Pov- 
erty (1879), Irish Land Question 
(i88t), A Perplexed Philosopher 
(1893). 

Gerard (sha-rar), Franpois Pas- 
cal, Baron (1770-1837), Fr. 
artist ; b. Rome ; studied at 
Paris under D.avid ; his portraits 
of Madame Bonaparte, 1799, and 
others placed him in forefront of 
contemporary painters ; his his- 
torical paintings include La 
Bataille D'Ansterlitz (iSro), and 
Entree de Henri IV. A Paris 
(i8r4). ■ 

Gerald', James Watson (1867- 
), Araer. lawyer ; b. in New 
York state ; ambassador to Ger- 
many, 1913-17 ; recalled when 
U.S.A. entered Great War. Pub- 
lished My Pour Years in Germany 
(1917), etc. 

Gerhardt [gdr'hart), Elena 
(1885- ), German singer' b. 

Leipzig ; studied at Leipzig Coii- 
servatorium and under Nikisch, 
the famous conductor ; one of the 
greatest lieder singers in the world. 

Gerhardt, Paul (1607-76), Ger- 
man Lutheran hymn-writer ; b. in 
Saxony ; author of 123 hymns. 
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among which is ' BcfiehJ du deine 
Wege,’ translated by Wesley in 
‘ Commit thou all thy griefs.’ 

German, Sir Edward (1862- 
), Eng. musical composer; i. 
Whitchurch, Shropshire ; direc- 
tor of music at Globe Theatre, 
1889 ; soon devoted himself en- 
tirely to musical composition ; 
works include the operas Nell 
Gwynn (rgoo), Alerrie England 
(1902), A Princess of Kensington 
(1903), and Tom Jones (1907) ; 
his coronation march and hymn 
wore perWmed at coronation of 
George v., igii. 

Qerman'icus Caesar (15 b.c.- 
A.D. rg), Rom. general ; son of 
Nero Claudius Drusus ; adopted 
hy Emperor Tiberius ; consul 
A.D. 12 ; subsequently commanded 
eight legions on Rhine, distin- 
guishing himself against Germans ; 
rousing Tiberius's jealousy, was 
sent to East ; death probably due 
to poisoning. 

64 r 6 me {zhd-rom'), Jean LiIoh 
(1824-1904), French painter and 
sculptor; b. in Haute -Saone; 
painter of historical, classical, 
and Eastern subjects ; his Ave, 
Casar / inoriiuri te salutamns is 
well known. 

Geron'tius (360-413), Byzan- 
tine general ; dethroned Con- 
stantine III., 408, and besieged 
Byzantium; his troops mutinied 
and he committed suicide ; subject 
of poem by Cardinal Newman, set 
to music by Sir Edward Elgar. 

Gerry, Elbridge (1744-1814), 
American politician ; b, Marble- 
head, Mass. ; vice-president U.S.A., 
1812 ; term ‘ gerrymander’ coined 
when he rearranged political dis- 
tricts in favour of his party. 

Gersfenberg, Heinrich Wil- 
helm VON (1737-1823), Ger. poet; 
b. Tondern, Schleswig ; wrote the 
dramatic work Ugolino, and was 
a pioneer of the Sturnir-tind-Drang 
school. 

Gervex (zher'od'), Henri (1852- 
1929), Fr. artist ; b. Paris ; his

eariier works were classic studies, 
of which Bacchantes and Satyr 
(Luxembourg Gallery) is a notable 
example ; his later pictures in- 
clude The Coronation of Nicholas 
II., Dr. Pian at the Salpctriirc, 
Return from the Ball. 

Gervinus [ger-fe'noos), Georg 
Gottfried (1805-71), Ger. literary 
historian ; b. Darmstadt ; prof, 
at Gottingen, 1835 ; wrote Handel 
und Shakespeare {1849-52, Eng. 
trans. by F. E. Bunnet, 1863, later 
ed. 1877), once a classic amongst 
Shakespearian commentaries. 

Gesenius (ge-sen'i-oos), Hein- 
rich Friedrich Wilhelm (1786- 
1842), Ger. Oriental scholar ; b. 
Nordhausen, Hanover ; inaugu- 
rated the scientific method of 
Semitic philology. 

Ghazal'i (or Ghazzali), Abu 
Hamid Mohammed ibn-Ahmed, 
Al (1058-IH1), Oriental phi- 
losopher, commonly known as 
Algazol ; represents critical side 
of Arab, philosopliy ; chief work. 
Overthrow of the Philosophers.

Ghiberti [ge-berte), Lorenzo 
(1378-1455), most notable Ital. 
sculptor and metal worker of isth 
cent. ; b. Florence ; renowned for 
his bronze doors of the Baptistery, 
Florence, said by Michelangelo to 
he worthy the gates of Paradise ; 
he wrote autobiographical Cow- 
mentaries. 

Ghirlandaio (ger-ldn-dd'yd), a 
family of Florentine artists. 'The 
most accomplished were (i) Do- 
menico (1449-94), surnamed II 
Ghirlandajo from early employ- 
ment in making jewelled garlands ; 
famed for his frescoes and por- 
traits ; had as pupil Michelangelo.' 
H) Ridolfo (1483-1561), son of 
(r) ; oil painter ; executed large 
scenic canvases for public occa- 
sions ; was patronized by Medici 
family. 

Gbose (gdz), Lalmoiiun (1849- 
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xgog), Ind. lawyer and politician ; 
b. Krishnagar, Bengal ; called to 
Eng. bar, 1873 ; practised as 
lawyer in India ; member of 
Bengal Legislative Council, 1892- 
95 ; president of Ind. National 
Congress, 1903 ; did much for the 
advance of Ind, interests along 
constitutional lines. 

Gibh, Robert (1845-1932), Scot, 
painter and Royal limner for 
Scotland ; b. Laurieston ; keeper 
of National Gallery of Scotland, 
1895-1907 ; well known for mili- 
tary pictures, among which are 
The Retreat jrom Moscow, The 
Thin Red Line, Hougomont 
(1815). 

Gibbon, Edward (r737-94), 
English historian ; b. Putney ; 
went to Oxford Univ., 1752. 
Temporarily converted to the 
Church of Rome, lie was placed by 
his father under the tutelage of a 
Calvinist minister of Lausanne, 
and in 1754 returned to Protes- 
tantism ; fell in love with Mile. 
Suzanne Curohod, the future 
Madame Neoker, but on command 
of his father broke oft the engage- 
ment ; returned to England, 1758. 
During Seven Years’ War became 
captain in Hampshire Militia, 
1759 ; during 1763-5 toured the 
Continent ; at Rome first con- 
ceived his immortal work, the 
Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire (1764), first vol. of 
which appeared in 1776. The 
famous chapters 15 and 16, with 
their cynical account of the growth 
of Christianity, produced a great 
clamour. Meanwhile he had been 
elected m.p. for Liskeard, and 
afterwards for Lymington, his 
parliamentary career lasting from 
r774-83. From 1779-80 was at 
the Board of Trade and Planta- 
tions, with a sinecure salary of 
,f8oo a year. The second and third 
vols. of his history were issued in 
1781 ; retired to Lausanne, 1783, 
where last three vols. of his history 
were written and pub. in 1788. 


His Memoirs came out in ip8g. 
He returned to England, 1793, 
and died at London. 

His style is stately, and though 
occasionally monotonous. Is in 
keeping with the subject. The 
vast range, learning, and insight 
of Gibbon’s work place it among 
the great works of history.

Rotterdam ; executed 
Whitehall statue of James ii., and 
monument to Newton in West- 
minster Abbey ; chiefly celebrated 
for beauty and delicacy of his 
wood-carving, of which the choir 
stalls at St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and the archiepiscopal throne at 
Canterbury are examples. 

Gibbons, James (1834-1921), 
Amer. Rom. Catholic prelate ; b. 
Baltimore ; became Bishop of 
Richmond, Virginia, 1872, and 
Archbishop of Baltimore and 
Primate of U.S, A., 1877 ; cardinal, 
1886 ; was keenly interested in 
labour problems ; publications in- 
clude The Faith of our Fathers, 
Our Christian Heritage, and The 
Ambassador of Christ. 

Gibbs, Sir Philip (1877- ), 

war correspondent and novelist ; 
entered journalism, 1902; war 
correspondent with Bulgarian 
array, 1912, and on Western Front 
in Great War ; author of several 
books about the Great War, and 
novels, including The Street of 
Advetdure (a sketch of life in Fleet 
Street), The Middle of the Road, 
The Anxious Days, and Blood Re- 
lations. Knighted, 1920. 

Gibson, Charles Dana (1867— 

) , Amer. black-and-white artist 
and book illustrator ; b. Rox- 
bury, Mass. ; the creator of the 
‘ Gibson girl ’ ; also famed for

series of drawings, such as The 
Education of Mr. Pipp. 

Gibson, John (1790-1866), Brit- 
ish sculptor ; b. Conway ; studied 
under Canova at Rome ; famed 
for beauty of his classical sub- 
jects, such as The Tinted VenuSt 
Pandora, Mars and Cupid. 

Gibson, Wilfrid (1878- ), 

Eng, poet ; engaged in social 
rvork and served m the ranks 
during Great War ; poems chiefly 
deal witli humble folks and their 
lives in the groat industrial cen- 
tres : works include Daily Bread 
( 1^10], Thoroughfares {iQn), Friends 
(1916), Neighbours (1920), Col- 
lected Poems, igos-es (1926). 

Gido (ehed), Andre Paul Guil- 
laume (1869- ), Fr. man of 

letters ; b. Paris ; works, which 
display exquisite talent, include 
Les Cahiers d'AndriWalter (sSot), 
Pahides (1895), Le Roi Can- 
daule (igoi), L' Immoraliste (igoa), 
La Porte Etroite (1909), Isabelle 
(igii). La Symphonte pastorale 
(1919), Caractires (1925), and La 
Retour du Tchad (1928), 

Gideon, the warrior-judge who 
delivered Israel from the Midian- 
ites (Judges 5-8). 

Gifiord, Adam (1820-87), Scot, 
judge ; b. Edinburgh ; called to the 
bar, 1849 ; judge of Court of Ses- 
sion, 1870. Bequeathed £80,000 to 
the four Scot, universities for the 
foundation of lectureships in nat- 
ural theology {Gifford Lectures). 

Gilbert, Sir Alfred (1854-1934), 
Eng. sculptor ; b. London ; studied 
under Boehm and later at Paris, 
his style exhibiting the Influence 
of Fr. ' modernity ’ and a pro- 
found study of Florentine art 
of the 15th and i6th centuries ; 
R.A., 1892 ; prof, of sculpture at 
the Royal Academy, 1900-9 ; 
among his chief works are the 
Clarence Memorial (Windsor), the 
Fawcett Memorial (Westminster 
Abbey), Queen Victoria Monument 
(Winchester , the. Shaftesbury Foun- 
tain {Eros, IJondon). 


Gilbert, Sir Humphrey (c. 
1539-83), Eng. navigator ; b. near 
Dartmouth ; half-brother of Sir 
Walter Raleigh, with whom he 
set sail on a fruitless voyage of 
discovery, 157S ; took possession 
of Newfoundland, 1583, but was 
drowned on his way home. 

Gilbert, Sir John (1817-97), 
Eng. historical painter and illus- 
trator ; b. London ; president 
Water-colour Soc., 1871 ; r.a., 

1876 ; amongst his pictures arc 
Richard II. resigning the Crown, 
Agincourt, Naseby ; iUustratecl 
many Brit, classics. 

Gilbert, Sir Joseph Henry 
(1817-1901), Brit, chemist ; b. 
Hull ; along with Sir J. B. Lawes 
of Rothamsted he did valuable 
research work in agricultural 
chemistry ; instituted nitrogen 
treatment of soil ; experiments 
described in Agricultural Investi- 
gations at Rothamsted (1895). 

Gilbert, William (1,540-1603), 
physician to Queen Elizabeth- 
b. Colchester ; a careful and 
accurate chemist ; studied ler- 
restia! magnetism and wrote 
earliest treatise on magnetism ; 
invented the terms ‘ cleotrio force ‘ 
and ‘ electricity.’ 

Gilbert, Sir William Schwenck 
(1836-1911), Eng. playwright and 
humorist ; b. London ; won dis- 
tinction with his Bab Ballads ; 
became world-famous as librettist 
in conjunction with Sir Arthur 
Sullivan ; thoir comic operas in- 
clude II.M.S. Pinafore, The Pi- 
rates of Peneance, Patience, and 
the immortal ‘ Savoy ’ series — 
lolanihe. The Mikado, The Yeo- 
men of the Giiard, The Gondoliers, 
etc. His ability as a versifier was 
almost unsurpassed,

Giles (Gil, or Gilles), St. GiiUroy, James {1757-1815), Eng.

Rome ; pupil and assistant of 
Raphael ; along with his fellow- 
pupil, Penni, completed Raphael’s 
unfinished frescoes in the Vatican, 
the Battle of Constantine and the 
Apparition of the Cross being 
entirely his ; afterwards entered 
service of Duke of Mantua, and 
rebuilt cathedral of Mantua. 

Gladstone, Herbert John, Vis- 
count (1854-1930), Eng. states- 
man, youngest son of W. E. 
Gladstone ; b. London ; history 
lecturer at Kebie Coll., Oxford, 
1877-18S0 ; financial secretary to 
War Office, 1886 ; under-secretary 
to Home Office, 1892-4; first 
commissioner of works, 1894-5 ; 
chief Libera] whip, 1899-1905, 
and home secretary, 1905-10 ; 
was appointed first gov.-geii of 
Commonwealth of S. Africa, being 
raised to the peerage on appoint- 
ment ; author of W. E. Gladstone 
(1918) and After Thirty Years 
(1928). 

Gladstone, John Haul (1827- 
1902), Eng. chemist and physicist ; 
b. London ; studied under Liebig 
at Giessen ; Fullerian professor 
of chemistiy, Royal Institution, 
1874-7 ; first president of Physical 
Soo., 1874 ; president of the 
Chemical Soc., 1877-9 ; author of 
Life of Faraday, The Chemistry 
of Secondary Batteries, etc. 

Gladstone, William Ewart 
(1809-98), Brit, statesman ; b. 
Liverpool of Scot, parents ; edu- 
cated at Eton and Oxford; entered 
Parliament, 1832, as Tory member 
for Newark, and soon made his 
mark in the House ; held various 
offices in Sir Robert Peel’s govern- 
ment from 1S34 ; his criticism of 
Disraeli’s budget, 1852, caused the 
downfall of Lord Derby’s Tory 
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administration ; was cbanoellor 
of the Exchequer in 1852, resigned 
1855, and for some years remained 
out of office. 

In 1859 he joined the Literal 
ministry of Lord Palmerston as 
chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
devoted himself to remission of 
taxation and sweeping tariff clear 
of duties ; in 1865 became, leader 
of House of Commons under Earl 
Russell ; in 1S66 he introduced 
a Reform Bill which was defeated ; 
but the succeeding Tory govern- 
ment, led by Disraeli, brought 
in household suffrage. Gladstone 
brought forward a series of re- 
solutions in favour of disestab- 
lishing the Irish Church, and 
defeated the government ; the 
Liberals retm-ned to power, 1868, 
Gladstone becoming firime min- 
ister ; after disestablishing the 
Church of Ireland and passing 
Land Bill ho brought in a bill 
dealing with Irish univ. education, 
but was defeated, and retired 
into private life. 

Emerging from retirement he 
denounced Disraeli's foreign and 
colonial policy, particularly with 
regard to the Bulgarian atrocities, 
and in 1880 returned to power, 
having been elected for Mid- 
lothian, and immediately set him- 
self to deal with Ireland; the 
Land League was suppressed 
and its leaders imprisoned, and 
a coercion bill was carried 
through. In foreign policy his 
government was severely criticized 
in consequence of the murder of 
General Gordon, and was defeated, 
1885. After a short Conservative 
administration Gladstone canie 
into power again in 1886, and his 
Home Rule Bill resulted in a split 
in Liberal party and in defeat of 
government. Aided by Liberal 
Unionists, Conservatives came back 
into office. Prime minister for 
the fourth time, 1892, Gladstone 
again introduced a Home Rule 
Bill which was passed by Com- 


mons but rejected by Lords, 
and his speech against the upper 
chamber was his last in the House, 
as shortly thereafter he resigned. 
He died at Hawarden, and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey. 
Gladstone was a brilliant depart- 
mental head, a magnificent party 
leader and orator, and probably 
the greatest parliamentarian since 
Pitt.

bis ideas in Teslimony of the King 
of Martyrs (1729).

1936), Russ, composer; b. Lenin- 
grad; studied under Rimsky- 
Korsakov ; first symphony played 
at Weimar, i88+ ; conducted in 
London, 1897 ; director of St. 
Petersburg Conservatoire, 1906 ; 
works include Stenka Razin, The 
Kremlin, a symphonic poem, The 
Sea, an orchestral fantasia, and 
Chant du Menestrel. 

Gleig {gleg), George Robert 
(r7g6-i888), Brit, author and 
soldier ; b. Stirling ; served in 
Peninsular War, 1813-14, and in 
America, 1814 ; later took holy 
orders, and became chaplain- 
generi of forces, 1B44, and 
inspector-general of military 
schools, 1846 ; pub. History of 
India (1830-5) ; Lives of Military 
Commanders (1831) ; and biog- 
raphies of Warren Hastings, CUve, 
and Wellington. 

Glendower Iglen'door), Owen 
(c. 1359-1415), Welsh hero ; 

claimed descent from Llewellyn 
and from ruling princes of Wales ; 
opposed Henry iv., assumed title 
of ftince of Wales, and gave his 
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rebellion character of national 
movement for Welsh independ- 
ence ; defeated in 1405 by Prince 
tienry, whose capture of Harlech 
in 1409 ended the war. 

Gloucester (glos'ter), Humphrey,

soldier; son of Henry iv. and 
Mary de Bohun ; present at 
Agincourt, 1415 ; regent during 
Henry v.’s absence in France, 
1421, 1423 ; protector during 

Henry vi.’s minority ; patron of 
learning. 

Gloucester, Thomas of Wood- 
stock, 1ST Duke of (i 355-97), 
Eng statesman ; youngest son of 
Edward iii. ; practically ruled 
England from 1386-9 1 arrested 
on charge of plotting against his 
nephew, Richard ii., in 1397, and 
put to death. 

Gluck iglooh), CHRISTOPH Wil- 
libald (1714-87), Gcr. composer; 
i. in Upper Palatinate; studied 
at Vienna and Milan; first great 
operas of new type, Orfeo (1762) 
and Alceste (1769), in which he 
adapted music to the dramatic 
situations expressed in the libretto. 
Under patronage of Matie An- 
toinette attained remarkable suc- 
cess with Ipliiginie en Aulide 
(1774), and Anaide (1777). His 
greatest and last work, Iphig(nie 
m, Tauride (i779), secured him 
complete victory over his Ital.

Qmelin (gmd'Un), name of dis- 
tinguished family of Ger. scientists, 
the most prominent of whom was 
Leopold (1788-1S53), chemist; 

Gottingen ; prof, of medicine 
and oheraisfry at Heidelberg, 
1817-51 ; author of classic Hand- 
buck der Chemie (1817-19, Eng. 
trans. 1848), and discoverer of 
potassium fcrricyanide. 

Gneisenan (gni'ze-now), August 
Wilhelm Anton, Count Neit- 
HARDT VON (1760-1831), Prussian 
field-marshal ; b. in Prussian 
Saxony ; fought on Brit, side in 
Amer. War of Independence ; 


took part in occupation of Poland, 
1793-^ i fought at Jena, 1806; 
was Blucher’s chief of staff in 
Waterloo campaign. 

Gneist [gnist), Heinrich Ru- 
dolf Hermann Friedrich von 
(1816-95), Got. juri.st; b. Berlin; 
prof, of jurisprudence, Berlin, 
1844 ; senior judge of supreme 
court, 1875. A great admirer of 
England and her institutions ; 
among iiis most important works 
are History of English Constitu- 
tion and History of the English 
Parliament. 

Gobineau (gob-e-no'), Joseph 
Arthur, Comte de (1816-82), 
Fr. diplomat and author ; b. 
Paris ; diplomatic service, 1849- 
76 ; voluminous author ; fame 
rests chiefly on L’lnigaliU des 
Races Humaines, Nouvellcs Asia- 
tiques. Souvenirs de Voyage, and 
La Renaissance, all of which have 
been trans. into English. 

Godard {go-ddr'), Benjamin 
Louis Pau (1849-95), Fr. com- 
^ser ; b, Paris ; wrote operas 
Dante, La Vivandiire, and Jocelyn, 
the dramatic symphony Le Tasse, 
and many charming songs. 

Godfrey of Bouillon (c. 1060- 
iioo), Er. knight, a leader of 
First Crusade, 1096 ; captured 
Jerusalem, 1099 ; became virtual 
ruler of Jerusalem ; died after 
defeating invasion from Egypt ; 
hero of Fr. medieval romance 
poems, such as Chanson de 
Jirusalern. 

Godi'va (1040-80), Saxon lady; 
wife of Leofrio, Earl of Mercia 
and overlord of Coventry ; at her 
husband’s challenge, she rode 
naked through the towm to secure 
for inhabitants relief from taxa- 
tion he had imposed ; a procession 
commemorating the event, and 
instituted 1678, forms part of 
annual fair of Coventry. 

GodoTphin, Sidney, Earl of 
(e. 1645-1712), Eng. politician ; 
0. in Cornwall ; page to Charles ii., 
1662 ; p.c. and lord of Treasury, 
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i679-i?io ; promoted Anglo-Scot. 
Union ; dismissed from office, 
i7io.

990- 
1053), Earl of 'Wessex ; justiciar 
under Canute ; assisted in restora- 
tion of Edward the Confessor, 
1042, who married Godwin’s 
daughter ; exiled, 1051, owing to 
his opposition to Edward’s policy ; 
returned and forced the king to 
reinstate him with full honours ; 
father of Harold. 

Godvriu. (i) Wiluam (1756-

intellectual leader of philosophic 
Radicals, whose principles he 
enunciated in Inquiry concerning 
Political Justice {1793); failed 
as a hook publisher, but held 
sinecure government post till bis 
death ; pub. History of the 
Commonwealth ; Caleb Williams, 
a novel ; and various other works. 
(2) Mary Wollstoneorart (1739- 
97), Eng. writer, wife of (i) ; 
pioneer of woman's movement; 
pub, Vindication of the Rights of 
Women (1792) and Original Stories 
for Children, illustrated by Blake ;

Godwin-Austen, Henry Hav- 
ERSHAM (1834-1923), Eng. soldier 
and military surveyor ; b. Teign- 
inouth ; rendered great service 
by his surveys in Kashmir, 1857, 
Ladakh, 1862, and Bhutan, 1863- 
65 ; had charge of survey opera- 
tions in the Garo, Khasi, N. 
Cachar, and Naga Hills, and 
Manipur, 1S66-76 ; made many 
remarkable ascents in the Hima- 
layas; Mt. Godwin-Austen (K”) 
was named in his honour. 

Goehhela, Paul Joseph (1897- 
), German politician ; minister 
for propaganda since 1933 ; was a 
leader in anti-semitic movement. 

Goes (goes), Hugo van der (c. 
1420-82), Flem. artist ; b. Ghent : 


painter of famous triptych now in 
the Uffisi Gallery, Florence, and 
of side panels of an altar-piece, 
introducing portraits of James iii. 
and his queen, Margaret of Den- 
mark, now in Holyrood Palace. 

Goethals (gd'thdlz), George 
Washington (1858-1928), U.S.A. 
army engineer ; b. Brooklyn ; 
chief engineer of Panama Canal, 
1907, which he completed, 1914, 
and subsequently, 1914-17, was 
first civil governor of Canal zone, 
being promoted major-general, 
1915 ; received many academic 
honours and medals. 

Goethe [ge't'e), Johann Wolf- 
gang VON (1749—1832), Ger. poet, 
dramatist, philosopher, and scien- 
tist ; b. Frankfurt-on-Main ; at 
Leipzig studied law, 1763-8, and 
wrote vol. of lyrics, Annette, and 
two plays. Returned to Franlc- 
furt an invalid ; graduated as 
doctor of law at Strasbourg, 1771. 
At Strasbourg became a leader in 
the ‘ Sturm uud Drang' movement. 
AtWetzlar, 1772, be became friends 
with Kestner, whose fianede, 
Charlotte Buff, is immortalized 
in Die Leiden des jungen Werthers 
(1774), which made him world- 
famous. In 1773 the historical 
drama G5tz von BerlicMngen (first 
really great work) appeared. In 
1775 Goethe wrote the Faust of 
the ' Sturm uud Drang ’ period. 
From 1775 he lived in. Weimar, 
first as the guest of Duke Karl 
August, holding several responsible 
government posts ; formed inti- 
mate friendship with Frau von 
Stein ; ennobled, 1782. To the 
Weimar period belong dramas, 
Egmont, Die Geschuiister, Iphi- 
genie (prose version), Harsreise im 
Winter, Briefe aus der Schweiz, 
etc. The speU of an Ital. visit, 
1786-8, and the Greek ideals of 
harmony and restraint, are seen 
in Die Italienische Seise (pub. 
1816-17); Iphigenit (poetical 
version, 1787) and Torquato Tasso 
(1790), by many reckoned as his 
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masterpieces. In 1794 Goethe 
formed deep and lasting friendship 
with Schiller, contributing to his 
journal, 1795-6, Wilhelm Meisters 
Lehrjahre, one of the most in- 
fluential of his works. He was 
director of Weimar Court Theatre, 
I79r-i8i7. His Hermann wxd 
Dorothea (narrative poem) and 
some of his finest ballads appeared 
in 1798. In 1806 Goethe married 
his mistress, Cliristiano Vulpius. 
To his later years belong first part 
of Faust (1808), which established 
his reputation as the greatest poet 
of his time ; Die W ahlverwandt- 
schaften (novel, 1809) ; autobio- 
graphical Dichlung uud Wahrheit 
(1811) ; Wilhelm Meisters Wander- 
jahre (romance, rSai) ; and Faust 
(second part, 1833). 

Of handsome presence and 
amazing versatility, Goethe ranks 
as one of the most universally 
gifted of writers, distinguished 
in letters, philosophy, science, and 
politics, a profound thinker and 
a great lyric poet.

War, 1870-71 ; lecturer on 
military history at Berlin, and 
wrote his classic works, Rossbach 
and Jena and A Nation in Arms 
(1883) ; reorganized the Turk, 
army, 1883-95 ; retired from 
Prussian army with rank of field- 
marshal, 1913. In the Great War 
was governor of Brussels, Sept.— 
Oct. 1914, and supervised the 
defences of the Dardanelles and 
the Turk, campaign. He died the 
day after the fall of Trebizond. 

Gomme igom), Sir George Lau- 
rence (1853-1916) ; Eng. folk- 
lorist ; 6. London ; founder and 
subsequently president of Folk- 


lore Soc. ; numerous publications 
on folklore. 

Gompers, Samuel (1850-1924), 
Amer. labour leader ; b. London ; 
son of a Dutch Jew ; emigrated 
to America, 1863 ; president of 
Amer. Federation of Labour from 
1882 till his death, except in 1894 ; 
champion of labour legislation ; 
president of International Com- 
mission on Labour Legislation of 
Paris Peace Conference, 1919 ; 
president International Labour 
Conference, Washington, 1919, 

Goncharov {gon-chd-rof), Ivan 
Alexandrovich (1812-91), Russ, 
novelist ; 6. Simbirsk ; held posts 
in finance and postal departments ; 
went as secretary to Admiral 
Putiatin, 1856, to open commercial 
relations with Japan ; works 
include A Common Story, Oblomov, 
his masterpiece, and The Precipice. 

Goneourt (gon-koor’), Edmond 
DE (1822-96), and Jules de 
(1830-70), brothers ; Fr. authors ; 
the first-named b. Nancy, the 
second at Paris ; collaborated 
as historians of the i8th cent., 
and as critics of Japanese art. 
As the originators of natural- 
ism they' shared with Gustave 
Flaubert the earliest place in the 
Fr. realistic school. Among their 
histories are Portraits intimes dn 
XVIIN sUcle, VArt du XVIW 
siicle, and Journal des Goneourt] 
their novels include Soeur Philo- 
mine, Renee Mauperin, and 
Manette Salomon. Edmond was 
founder of the Goneourt prize 
awarded annuallj' to an author 
of talent not yet publicly recog- 
nized.

Gonzag'a, Ital. family, rulers 
of Mantua from 1328 to r7o8. 
Giovanni Francesco ii. obtained 
marquisate for military services 
to Emperor Sigismund, 1433 ; 
and Luigi, 1568-gi, surrendered 
his marquisate to his brother 
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and entered the Soc. of Jesus, 
being eventually canonized as St. 
Aloysius. 

Goodall, Fkederick (1822- 
1904), Eng. artist ; b. London ; 
E.A., 1S63. A visit to Egypt, 
1837-9, strongly influenced his 
work, and liis Eastern and Scrip- 
tural pictures proved very popular. 

Goodsii, John (1814-67), Scot- 
tish anatomist ; b. jlnstruther ; 
studied dentistry ; curator of 
museum of Royal Coll, of Surgeons, 
Edinburgh, and, 1846, prof, of 
anatomy at Edinburgh Univ. ; 
carried out researches on structure 
of the tissues, being one of the 
first to recognize importance of 
cell life. 

Goossens (goos'ens), Eugene 
(1893- ), Eng. composer and 

conductor ; b. London, of Belgian 
parentage ; educated at Bruges 
Conservatoire and Royal Coll, of 
Music, London ; has conducted 
many of the leading orchestras 
In this country and in America ; 
his compositions include Five 
Impressions of a Holiday (i 9 i 3 ), 
Rhapsody (igrfi), and The Eternal 
Rhythm (1920). 

Gorchakov, or Gortschakov, 
Alexander Miciiaelo vrxcH 
(1798-1883), the most distin- 
guished member of Russ, princely 
family ; ambassador to Wlirttem- 
herg and Austria ; foreign min- 
ister, 1856 ; chancellor, 1863 ; for 
some time most powerful minister 
in Europe. To same family belong 
Andreas Ivanovitch (t768-i855), 
who fought against Napoleon ; 
Mikhail (1795-1861), Russ, com- 
mauder-in-chief who conducted 
defence of Sevastopol ; and Peter 
Dmitrievitch (1790-1868), who 
was in command of a division at 
Alma and Inkerraan. 

Gorfllan'us, name of two Rom. 
emperors, (i) Marcus ANTONtus 
Gordianus Afhicanus (a.d. 159- 
238), emperor only for a month. 
(2) Marcus Antonius Gordianus, 
^andson of above ; emperor. 


238 ; inflicted defeat on Persians ; 
assassinated, 244. 

Gordon, Adam Lindsay (1833- 
70), national poet of Australia ; 
b, Fayal (Azores) ; educated at 
Cheltenham, Woolwich, and Ox- 
ford. Went to S. Australia, 1853 ; 
coming into a legacy, entered 
Parliament, but gave up his seat 
to plunge heavily into steeple- 
chasing ; becoming involved in 
monetary difficulties he shot him- 
self. His last and best volume 
is Bvsh Ballads and Galloping 
Rhymes (1S70). Other successful 
publications include Sea Spray 
and Smoke Drift and Ashtaroth.

Gordon, Charles George (1833- 
85), Brit, soldier and adminis- 
trator ; b. Woolwich ; served in 
Crimea, 1854-5 ; joined military 
expedition to China, i860 ; during 
Taiping rebellion took command 
of some Chin, troops, trained by 
European and Amer. officers ; 
relieved Chansu, 1863 ; reorgan- 
ized his troops, named ‘ ever 
victorious ’ ; final suppression of 
rebellion largely due to his leader- 
ship ; refused all peoiiniary re- 
wards from Chin, emperor. On 
returning home Gordon became 
commanding royal engineer at 
Gravesend, and supervised con- 
struction of forts to defend 
Thames ; devoted means and 
spare time to philanthropy. En- 
tering service of Khedive of 
Egypt in 1873, for nearly seven 
years (the last three as governor of 
the Sudan) he laboured to estab- 
lish law and order in Upper Nile 
district ; resigned, 1880, but re- 
turned to Sudan at request of 
Brit. Government, 1884, to arrange 
withdrawal of Egyptian garrisons 
in danger owing to the Mahdi’s re- 
hellion ; was shut up in Ktiartoum 
by rebels ; bravely defended city 
for a year, but was treacherously 
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Iiilled two days before the arrival 
of relief force under Wolacicy. 
‘ Cliinese Gordon ’ lives as a na- 
tional hero, thanlis to his gallantry, 
his integrity as administrator, his 
piety, and his tragic fate.

disabilities ; arrested, tried for 
treason, but aequitted ; after- 
wards joined the Jewish faith ; 
died in Newgate. 

Gordon, Sir John Waxson. 
See Watson-Gordon, Sir John. 

Gordon, Patrick (1635-99), 
Russian general, of Scot, biith ; 
rose to high military rank under 
Peter the Great. 

Goidon-Cumraing, Roualevn 
George {1820-66), Soot, traveller 
and hunter ; detailed his experi- 
ences in Five Years of a Hunter's 
Life in South Africa (1850). 

Gore, Charles (1853-1933), Eng. 
theologian ; canon of Westminster, 
1894-1902 ; held successively 
bishoprics of Worcester, 1902-4, 
Birmingham, 1905-11, and Ox- 
ford, igii-ig ; leader of High 
Church party in Church of Eng- 
land ; numerous publications in- 
clude The Incarnation (1891), 
The Body of Christ (1901), The 
New Theology and the Old Re- 
ligion (igo8). Belief in God (rgar), 
Christ and SocietyXigaS), and The 
Philosophy of the Good Life (1930). 

Gor'gas, William Crawford 
(1854-1930), Amer. surgeon; b. 
Mobile ; as chief sanitary officer 
in Havana, 1898-1902, cleared the 
city oi yellow fever. In Panama 
Canal zone exterminated yellow 


fever and bubonic plague, and 
reduced malaria, typhoid, and 
dysentery by 50 per cent. 

Gorgei (ger'gl), Arthur (1818- 
1916). Hungarian patriot ; fought 
for Hungarian revolution, 1848-9, 
winning numerous successes, 1848- 
49 ; became dictator on Kossuth’s 
resignation, 1849 ; surrendered 
before combined Austrian and 
Russ, force at Vilagos, 1849, and 
was confined at Klagenfurt for 
twenty years. 

Gbring, Hermann (1893- ), 

German general and politician. 
Was noted flying officer during 
Great War ; minister for air since 
1933. Intimately associated with 
Hitler and Nazi movement. 

Gor'ky, Ma.xim (i868- ), 

pseudonym of Alexey Max- 
iMoviCH PESHKOt', Russ. Writer; 
b. Nijni-Novgorod (now Gorky) ; 
in early life an ikon painter, 
pedlar, scullery boy, baker’s ap- 
prentice, etc, ; travelled widely in 
E. and s. Russia ; became journal- 
ist, and by bis tale Chelkash (1895) 
established himself as a writer of 
intense realism. Always a rev- 
olutionist, repeatedly imprisoned, 
he supported the Soviet govern- 
ment ; works include My Fellow 
Traveller and Twenty-six Men 
and a Girl (igoz). Childhood 
(i9i5)> Itt the World (rpiy), 
Reminiscences of my Youth (1924), 
Fragments from my Diary (1924), 
and The Magnet (1931). 

Gorst, Sir John Eldon (1835- 
igtb), Eng. statesman ; b. Pres- 
ton ; called to the bar, 1865, and 
entered Parliament ; became a 
member of the Fourth Party ; was 
solicitor-general, 1885-6, under- 
secretary for India, 1886-91, and 
financial secretary to the Treasury, 
i8gi-2 ; represented Britain at 
the Berlin Labour Congress, iSgo, 
and the Labour Commission, 
1891-3, was largely due to his 
initiative. Author of The Children 
of the Nation {igo 7 ) and New 
Zealand Revisited (1908). 
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Goschen (go's/ien), George Joa- 
chim, Viscount (1831-1907), Brit, 
statesman ; b. London ; grandson 
of Leipzig bookseller (1752-1838) 
of same name ; first lord of Ad- 
miralty, 1871 ; opposed Home 
Rule and joined Unionists ; chan- 
cellor of Exchequer, 1887-92 ; 
carried out conversion of National 
Debt, 18S8 ; again first lord of 
Admiralty, 1895-1900 ; resolute 
supporter of Free Trade. 

Gosling, Harry (1861-1930), 
Eng. Labour leader ; b. London ; 
for many years a Thames water- 
man and lighterman ; became 
president of Transport and General 
Workers Union ; entered Pariia- 
ment, 1923; minister of Transport 
and Paymaster-General, r924-9 ; 
made Companion of Honour, 1917: 
wrote Vpattd Down Stream {1^27), 
a volume of reminisoenoes. 

Goss, Sir John (1800-80), Eng. 
composer ; b. Faroham ; chorister 
of tile Chapel Royal, 1811-16; 
organist of St, Luke’s, Chelsea, 
1834, and of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
1838 ; his works include anthems, 
hymns, and glees. 

Gosse (gos), Sir Edmund (1849- 
1928), Eng. critic and miscellane- 
ous writer ; assistant librarian in 
the Brit. Museum, 18O7-75 ; trans- 
lator to the Board of Trade, 1875- 
1904 ; librarian at the House of 
Lords, 1904-14 ; he gained many 
foreign distinctions and pub. nu- 
merous works on Eng. and foreign 
literature, notably Ibsen’s works ; 
works include Collected Poems 
(1896), History of Eighteenth 
Century Literature (iS8g), History 
of Modern English Literature 
(i8q7). Lives of .John Donne, Sir 
Thomas Browne, Swinburne, Ibsen, 
etc. ; Leaves and Fruit (1937) ; 
Father and Son (1907), his most 
noted book, was crowned by 
French Academy. 

Qottschall {got'shdl), Rudolf 
VON (1823-1909), Ger. author; b, 
Breslau ; Wrote epics, dramas, 
novels, etc. ; plays include Pitt 


and Fox, Amy Rolsari, and Ma- 
zeppa ; novels include Welke 
Blatter, Das Goldene Kalb, and 
Die Tochier Rilbezahls.

Gottsched {got’ shed), Johann 
Christophe (1700-66), Ger. liter- 
ary critic ; b. near ICdnigsberg ; 
sought to reform the drama along 
the lines of pseudo-classicism. 
His literary influence was de- 
stroyed by criticism of Lessing. 
His wife, Luise Auelgunde Vic- 
toria, nie Kulmus (1713-63), 
wrote original comedies of merit. 

Gough (goff), Sir Hubert de 
LA Pop.R (1870- ), Brit, general; 

educated at Eton and Sandhurst ; 
joined 1 6th Lancers, 1889, served 
in Tirah expedition, 1897-8, S. 
African War, 1899-1902 ; during 
the Great War commanded 5th 
Army, 1916-18 ; ho was recalled 
after the Germans had broken 
through his sector of tlie front. 

Gough, Hugh, Viscount 
(1779-1869), Brit, general ; b. 
Limerick; served in Peninsular 
War ; commanded in China, 1S43, 
and successfully conducted Mah- 
ratta war, 1843, and Sikh war, 
1845-9 i field-marshal, 1862.

Goujon [goo-zhon'), Jean (c. 
1510-C.1566), French sculptor ; b. 
Paris ; employed on decoration of 
Rouen Cathedral and on restora- 
tions of Saint-Germain-l’Auxer- 
rois ; he designed the fapade at 
the Louvre, the Henri 11. staircase, 
etc. ; finest sculptures include the 
Fontaine des Innocents and Dianne 
Chasseresse. 

Gould {goold), Sir Francis Car- 
RUTHEKS {1844-1925), Eng. cari- 
caturist ; b. Barnstaple ; joined 
Stock Exchange ; caricatured for 
Truth, Pall Mail Gazette, and 
Westminster Gazette, of which last 
he became assistant ed. ; author 
and illustrator of Picture Politics, 
The Modern Froissart, Who hilled 
Cock Robin?, etc. 
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Gould, Jay (1836-92), Amer. 
financier and railway proprietor ; 
b. Roxbur)?, Now York ; after 
various employments turned his 
attention to railway speculation 
and eventually controlled 10,000 
miles; by 1908 the ‘ Gould group ’ 
included over 19,000 miles ; was 
instrumental in combining the 
telegraph companies into the 
Western Union, 1881, and secur- 
ing control of elevated railway of 
New York. 

Gounod {goo-no'), Chari.es 
PRANfois (1818-93), Fr. composer; 
i). Paris ; won Grand Prix de 
Rome, 1839 ; studied sacred 
music in Rome, especially Pales- 
trina and Bach ; first opera, 
Sappho (1851) ; Pau$t (1859), 
most popular work and long the 
standard type of Fr. opera ; 
FhiUmon et Baucis (i860) ; La 
Retne de Saba (1862) ; Mireille 
(1864) ; Romeo and Juliet (1867). 
Gounod wrote during the later 
part of his life two oratorios. The 
Redemption and Mors et Vita ; 
a master of orchestration ; roman- 
tic in style, ivith great dramatic 
passion, 

Gouraud (goo-rd'}, Henri Jo- 
seph EuofiNE (1867- ), Fr. 

soldier ; i. Paris ; had brilliant 
career in Morocco ; was youngest 
commander of high rank in Fr. 
army at outbreak of Great War ; 
commander of Fr. Expeditionary 
Force at Dardanelles, 1915, where 
he lost an arm ; drove Germans 
out of Champagne, igiS ; high 
commissioner of Syria and Cilicia, 
and commander of army of Le- 
vant, 1919 ; military gov. of 
Pari.s since 1923. 

Gouigand (goor-gd'), Caspar, 
Baron (1783-1852), Fr. soldier; 
6. Versailles ; distinguished for 
personal devotion to Napoleon, 
and shared exile at St. Helena till 
the jealousy of fellow- attendants 
caused his departure ; wrote 
Campagne de iSig, Journal inMit 
de Sainte- HdUne, etc.

Gow, Andrew Garrick (1848- 
1920), Eng. artist ; b. London ; 
R.A., 1891 ; painter of co.stume 
subjects ; among his principal 
pictures are Relief of Leyden 
(rSyd), After Waterloo (iSgo), 
Queen. Victoria's Diamond Jubilee 
(for the City Corporation), etc. 

Gow, Neil (1727-1807), Scot, 
violinist and composer of dance 
music ; b. near Dunkeld ; did 
valuable work in. preserving old 
Scot, melodies. 

Gower, John {d. 1408), Eng. 
poet ; b. (probably) in Kent ; of 
good family ; called by his friend 
Chaucer ‘ the moral Gower.’ His 
Eng. poem, Conjessio Amaniis, 
consists of love stories and medi- 
tations. He also wrote in Lat. 
Vox Clamantis, dealing with the 
Peasants’ Revolt ; and in Fr. 
Speculum Meditantis, a poem on 
the nature of man. 

Cowrie, John Ruthven, 3RD 
Earl of (1577-1600), Scot, noble ; 
central figure of so-called Gowrie 
Conspiracy, a plot to dethrone 
or assassinate James vi., who was 
lured to Cowrie’s house in Perth, 
1600. Gowrie and his brother 
Alexander were seized by the 
king’s followers and slain on 
the spot. Existence of plot has 
never been authoritatively estab- 
lished.

Goya y Luoientes {go'yd i loo- 
the-en'tes), Francisco Josfi de 
(1746-1828), Span, painter; b. 
near Saragossa ; on his return 
from Rome, 1774, he was ap- 
pointed painter - in - ordinary to 
Charles iv., of whom he painted 
one of his best portraits ; most of 
his paintings are in Spain, but 
the National Gallery, London, has 
a fine collection of his etchings and 
aquatints. 

Goyen (goi'en), Jan Josephs- 
zooN VAN (1596-1656), Dutch 
artist • b, Leyden ; a famous 
master of landscape, his favourite 
10 
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subjects being Dutch scenes ami 
views of the Rhine. 

Gracchus (grak'oos), plebeian 
Rom. family of gens Sernpronia, of 
which most noted members were 
Tiberius Sempronius and Gaius 
Sempronius, generally known ^ as 
tile Gracchi. Tiberius Sempronius 
fc. 167-133 B.c.) fought under 
Soipio against Carthaginians ; be- 
came tribune, 133, when he passed 
agrarian law, allotting public lands 
to the poor ; killed by patricians 
headed by Scipio Naslca. Gaius 
(158-121 B.c.) became tribune, 
123 ! introduced many reforms, 
passed corn law, and re-estab- 
lished agrarian law ; rejected for 
tribunate, 121 ; escaped from 
ensuing riots, but was found dead 
next day ; like his brother, of 
lofty character, an ardent -e- 
former, and a fine orator. 

Grace, William Gilbert (1848- 
igiS). Eng. cricketer ; b. Down- 
end, Gloucestershire ; was for 
some forty years engaged in first- 
class cricket, and was Itnown as 
England’s ‘ champion ’ ; an excel- 
lent all-round cricketer ; highest 
score in first-class a-icket was 344 ; 
scored over 100 runs on 126 occa- 
sions ; in eight seasons scored 
over 1,000 runs and took over 100 
wickets, in two of these seasons 
scoring over 2,000 runs ; a doctor 
by profession ; recipient of a 
national testimonial, 1896, of 
£10,000. 

Graham, Sir Gerald (1831-99), 
Brit, general ; 6. Acton, Middle- 
sex ; distinguished himself in 
Crimean War and China War of 
i860 ; commanded in Egyptian 
War at Tell-el-Kebir ; wrote Last 
Words with Gordon (1887). 

Graham, John. See Dundee, 
Viscount. 

Graham, Stephen (1884- ), 

Eng. author ; has travelled widely 
in different parts of the world, but 
chiefly in Russia ; works include 
A Vagabond in the Caucasus, 
Undiscooered Russia, With Poor 


Emigrants to America (1914), 
Private in the Guards (1919), 
Children of the Slaves (1920), The 
Lay Confessor (1928), and Stulm 

(1931)- 

Graham, Thomas (1805-69), 
Brit, physicist and chemist ; b. 
Glasgow ; master of the mint, 
1855-69 ; investigated molecular 
physics and the diffusion of gases; 
he divided substances into crystal- 
loids and colloids, and investigated 
their behavioiu: towards mem- 
branes ; ho also discovered poly- 
hasic acids, and obtained three 
acids from phosphoric anhydride ; 
to him we owe the introduction of 
bronze coinage. 

Grahame, Kenneth (1859- 
1932), Eng. author; b. Edinburgh; 
secretary to the Bank of England ; 
retired, igoS. Wrote three classics 
for children. The Golden Age, 
Dream Days, and The Wind in 
the Willows. 

Grahame- White, Claude (1879- 
), Brit, aviator and aeronauti- 
cal engineer ; a pioneer of petrol- 
driven car ; was first Englishman 
to obtain aviator’s certificate ; 
afterwards established a flying 
school at Pau, 1909, and won 
many prizes, including the Gor- 
don-Bennett international trophy. 
He has written many books on 
aviation. 

Grainger, Percy Aldridge 
(1883- ), Australian pianist 

and composer ; b. Melbourne ; 
received musical education mainly 
in Germany ; noted for his col- 
lection of folk-songs ; composi- 
tions include Molly on the Shore, 
Shepherd’s Hey, Hill Songs, and 
Marching Song of Democracy. 

Gramont {grd-mon'), Antoine 
Alfred AgSnoe, Due de (i8ig- 
80), Fr. statesman and diplomat ; 
b. Paris ; ambassador to Italy, 
1857, and Austria, 1861 ; foreign 
minister, 1870 : did much to 
precipitate Franco-German War. 

Gramont, Philibert, Comte pe 
(1621-1707), Fr. courtier ; a 
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favourite of Louis xiv. ; was 
exiled, and appeared at the court 
of Charles il. of England ; famous 
Alemoires de la Vie du Comte de 
Graniont were compiled by his 
brother-in-law, A. Hamilton. 

Granby, John Manners, Mar- 
QLUS OF {1721-70), Eng. soldier ; 
served at Culloden, 1746 ; his ex- 
ploits at Minden, 1759, and after- 
wards as commander-in-chief of the 
Brit, forces in Germany during 
Seven Years’ War-, made him the 
popular hero of England. 

Grant, Sir Alexander (1826- 
84), Brit, educationist ; b. New 
York ; held various educational 
appointments in India, and was 
principal of Edinburgh Univ., 
1868-84. It was mainly through 
his energies that the New Edin- 
burgh Medical School was built. 

Grant, Sir Francis (1803-78), 
Brit, artist; b, Edinburgh; his 
Equestrian Group of Queen Victoria 
and Others brought him fame, and 
he became the fashionable portrait 
painter of Britain ; president of 
Royal Academy, 1866. 

Grant, James (1822-87), Scot, 
novelist ; b. Edinburgh ; author of 
The Romance of War, The Yellow 
Frigate, and other lively historical 
and military novels ; also Old and 
New Edinburgh (1884-7). 

Grant, James Augustus (1827- 
ga), Scot, soldier and explorer ; 
b, Naim ; served during Indian 
Mutiny and Abyssinian Expedi- 
tion, 186S ; was associated with 
Speke in exploration of sources of 
the R. Nile, 1860-3. 

Grant, Sir James Hope (180B- 
7.i), Brit, general; b, Perthshire; 
brother of Sir Francis Grant ; 
served with distinction against 
Chinese, 1839-42, and Sikhs, 
1845-6 and i'848-g ; took a lead- 
ing part in suppressing Mutiny, 
and commanded expedition against 
China, 1860-1 ; commander-in- 
chief of army of Madras, 1S61 ; 
was one of most notable strate- 
gists of his time. 


Grant, Ulysses Simpson (1822- 
85), Amer. soldier and statesman ; 
president of U.S.A. ; b. at Point 
Pleasant, Ohio ; served in Mexican 
War, 1846-8. Soon after outbreak 
of Civil War, 1861, Grant became 
brigadier-general ; took Paducah, 
1861 ; captured Fort Donelsou, 
1862, in which year he was de- 
feated at Shiloh ; successfully 
besieged Vicksburg, and defeated 
Confederates at Chattanooga, 
1863 ; appointed commander-in- 
chief, 1864, and fought great num- 
ber of severe actions, his method 
being to wear down his opponents 
by sheer weight of numbers. Fin- 
ally defeated Confederates at Five 
Forts, rS65, after which their sur- 
render at Appomattox ended the 
war. .After Lincoln’s assassination 
ho became war minister during 
Johnson’s presidency ; elected 
president in 1868, and re-elected in 
1872. During his administration 
the Alabama dispute with Britain 
was settled. He was overtaken by 
financial misfortune in 1S84, to 
remedy which he wrote his Per- 
sonal Memoirs, which proved an 
enormous success. 

Granville, John Carteret, 
Earl (1690-1763), English politi- 
cian ; supported George I. against 
Jacobites ; ambassador to Sweden, 
1719 ; lord-lieutenant of Ireland, 
1724—30 ; secured recall of patent 
for ‘ Wood’s halfpence ' ; opposed 
Walpole’s peace policy ; president 
of council, 1751-63. 

Granville-Barker, Harley 
Granville (1877- ), actor, 

playwright and theatrical mana- 
ger ; b, London ; introduced plays 
of Ibsen and Shaw to British public ; 
as a dramatist remarkable for com- 
bination of literary idealism and 
realism ; works include The Voysey 
Inheritance (1905), Waste (i 9 17) , etc. 

Gratianus (gra-shi-dn'oos) (359- 
83), Rom. emperor, whose weak- 
ness led to revolts ; rebellion of 
Maximus in Britain and Gaul 
ended in his assassination. 
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Grattan, Henhy (1746-1820), 
Irish orator and statesman ; b. 
Dublin ; called to Irish bar, 1772 ; 
entered Irish Parliament, 1775 ; 
as leader of national party, advo- 
cated removal of Brit, authority, 
his attitude leading to enrolment 
of 80,000 Irish volunteers ; Britain 
was compelled to yield to Irish 
demands, i779, and Ireland ob- 
tained legislative independence ; 
for this service Grattan received 
grant of £50,000 ; in 1800 he op- 
posed bill for Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland ; afterwards 
sat in the United Parliament, 
1808, and worked unceasingly for 
Catholic emancipation ; as a 
statesman he was broad-minded, 
disinterested, and patriotic ; as an 
orator, brilliant, witty, and re- 
markably eloquent. 

Gratz (gtifs), Heinrich {1817- 
91),’ Jewish historian ; b. Posen ; 
prof, in Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary, Breslau, 1854, and in Breslau 
Univ., 1869 ; his Geschichte der 
Judeti (ii vols., 1833-75), a 
standard work on its subject, has 
been trans. into English. 

Graves, (i) Alfred Perceval 
(1846-1931), Irish writer; b. 
Dublin ; inspector of schools, 
1875-igio ; author of ‘ leather 
O’Flynu ’ ; contributed largely in 
prose and verse, to Punch and other 
periodicals ; collected folk-songs, 
and took a prominent part in 
Irish renaissance ; pub. To Return 
to all that (1930), an autobiography. 
(2) Robert Ranke (1895— 
), Brit, writer ; b. London ; 
son of (i) ; served in Great War ; 
pub. Collected Poems (1927) ; his 
autobiography, Good-bye to all that 
(1929), deals largely with his war 
experiences ; also pub. vols. of 
critical essays. The Real Dceoid 
Copperfield (1932), I, Claudius 
(1933), and Claudius the God (1934). 

Graves, Clotilde Inez Mary, 
pseudonym RicHARn Dehan 
(1863-1932), Brit, novelist and 
dramatist ; b. co. Cork ; plays 
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include Puss in Boots (1888) and 
A Maker of Comedies H903) ; her 
novels include The Dop Doctor 
(1910), The Sower of the Wind 
(1927), and The Man in the Mask 
(1931). 

Gray, Thomas (1716-71), Eng. 
poet ; b. London ; educated Eton 
and Cambridge ; spent two years 
abroad with Horace Walpole, and 
altenvards returned to Cambridge. 
He declined the laurcateship ; 
prof, of modern history at Cam- 
bridge from 1768. His poems in- 
clude ‘ Ode on a Distant Prospect 
of Eton College ’ (1747) and 

‘ Pindaric Odes ’ ; in 1750 he 
completed the famous ' Elegy 
wri tten in a Country Churchyard? 
He was a noted letter-writer and a 
sound scholar. No one who pub- 
lished so little holds so Iiigh a place 
in literature.

Greeley, Horace (1811-73), 
Amor, journalist and politician; 
b. Amherst ; editor of the New

York Tribune, 1841, which soon 
acquired great influence ; was one 
of first advocates of emancipation 
of slaves.

Green, John Richard (1837- 
83), Eng. historian ; b. Oxford ; 
vicar of Stepney, 1863 ; librarian 
at Lambeth, 1869 ; historical 
works : A Short History of the 
English People (1874), on which 
his fame chiefly reste. The Making 
of England (1882), and The Con- 
quest of England (1883), oom;pleted 
by bis wife. He conceived history 
as the story of a people’s political 
and social development. 

Green, Thomas Hill (1836-82), 
Eng. philosopher ; b. Birkin, 
Yorlts ; educated at Rugby and 
Oxford; prof, of moral philosophy, 
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1878-82 ; his Prolegomena to 
Ethics and lectures on the Prin- 
ciples oj Political Obligation were 
pub. after Ills death. Green was 
perhaps the most important Eng. 
philosopher of his day, and led the 
reaction against Hume and Her- 
bert Spencer.

Greenaway, Kate (1846-1901), 
Eng. artist ; b, T.ondon ; noted 
for her delightful drawings of 
children. Wrote much of the 
verse and prose in some of the 
books which she illustrated. 

Greene, Robert (c. 1560-92), 
Eng. dramatist and pamphleteer ; 
b, Norwich ; educated Oxford and 
Cambridge ; travelled on the Con- 
tinent ; subsequently settled in 
London. His plays, Including 
Friar Bacon, are distinguished by 
their humoim, and are invaluable 
as pictures of Elizabethan life. 
His prose writings are innumerable, 
and upon one of these, Pandosto, 
the Triumph of Time, Shakespeare 
founded The Winter's Tale. He 
also wrote some delightful lyrics, 
and A Groat’ s-worih of Wit, partly 
autobiographical, the epilogfie a 
violent attack on Shakespeare.

Greenwood, Frederick (1830- 
igog), Eng, journalist ; b, Lon- 
don ; ed. of Cornhill, 1864-8, 
later of Pall Mall Guselie and SI. 
James's Gazette ; one of greatest 
and most influential journalists of 
igth cent. ; learning that a Fr. 
syndicate meant to purchase Suez 
Canal shares held by Khedive, he 
conveyed the information direct 
to Lord Derby, which resulted in 
Britain’s purchase. 

Greet, Sir Philip Ben (1856- 
), Eng. actor-manager ; or- 
ganized ‘ Woodland players ’ for 
performance of Shakespearian 
plays out of doors ; joint producer 
•of the morality play Everyman ; 
has made a feature of Shake- 


spearian plays for young people 
at the ‘ Old Vic,’ London.’ 

Gr6goire (gra-gwar'}, Henri 
(1750-1831), Fr. statesman and 
ecclesiastic ; 6. near Luncville ; 

Bishop of Blois, 1791-1801 ; took 
important part in abolishing royal 
power, 1793, but opposed execu- 
tion of the king ; did much for 
education in France ; largely 
through his influence the works of 
art in Paris were saved during the 
reign of terror.

Gregory, name borne by six- 
teen popes. Most important were : 
Gregory i., St,, surnamed the 
Great (c. 540-604) ; 6. Rome ; 
elected Pope, 590 ; with him 
begins the temporal sovereignty 
of the papacy ; distinguishecl bv 
his missionary zeal, he sent Augus- 
tine to England ; his struggle with 
John of Constantinople widened 
breach between Eastern and West- 
ern Churches ; writings include 
Liber Pastorahs, trans. into . 4 nglo- 
Saxon by order of Alfred the 
Great ; in music his name is 
associated with Gregorian chants. 
Gregory vii., FIildebrand (c, 
1020-85), b. Tuscany ; he did most 
to establish eccles. supremacy of 
the Papacy, and increased the im- 
portance of its temporal power ; 
before his election as Pope in 
1073 he had directed the policy of 
the four preceding popes. On 
being deposed by the Emperor 
Henry iv. because of his prohibi- 
tion of imperial investitures, Gre- 
gory retaliated by excommunicat- 
ing the emperor, and compelled 
him to do penance at Canossa, 
1077. The dispute was subse- 
quently renewed, and Henry be- 
sieged and captured Rome. Liber- 
ated by Robert Guiscard, Gregory 
retired to Salerno. Canonized in 
1729. Gregory ix. [d. 1241) was 
elected Pope, 1227. He excom- 
municated Emperor Frederick ii., 
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1227, for refusing to join crusade ; 
but peace was restored by sub- 
mission of emperor. The dispute 
was renewed, and emperor again 
excommunicated, T239. Fred- 
erick was marching towards Rome 
when Gregory died. Gregory xt. 
{1330-78), b. Limousin; elected 
Pope, 1370 ; retransferred the 
papal see from Avignon to Rome, 
r377 *, tried to suppress heresy 
and to reform religious orders. 
Gregory xm. (1592-83), b. 
Bologna ; elected Pope, 1572 ; 
founded Jesuit Coll, at Rome ; 
reformed Calendar, 1582 ; ap- 
proved massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew, Gregory xvi. (1765—1846), 

b. Belluno; elected Pope, 1831; 
an autocrat, he discouraged de- 
mocracy on principle, although he 
encouraged learning and fine arts ; 
favoured Jesuits. 

Gregory of Nazianzus, St. 
c. 329-c. 389), one of the four 
athers of the Eastern Church ; 
archbishop of Constantinople, 378 ; 
resigned appointment and returned 
to Asia, 381 ; his famous five dis- 
courses on the Trinity gained for 
him the title of ' Theologus.’ 

Gregory of Nyssa, St. ( c . 331- 

c. 396), a copious writer, strictly 
orthodox, on the subjects of 
Trinity and Incarnation ; de- 
scribed as ‘ a father of fathers ’ ; 
a' constructive and speculative 
theologian ; chief work. Twelve 
Boobs against Eunomius, 

Gregory of Tours, St. (538- 
94), ‘ father of French history ’ ; 
Bishop of Tours, 573 ; took part 
in various political quarrels of 
Merovingian kings ; ivrote several 
theological works, but greatest 
work is History of the Franks, chief 
authority for history of Gaul in 
6th cent. 

Gregory, Scot, family famous 
in medicine and science. (i) 
James (163S-75), h. Aberdeen; 
invented Gregorian telescope, 
1661 ; was first prof, of mathe- 
matics, Edinburgh, 1674. (2) 


David (1661-1708), b, Aberdeen; 
nephew of (i), whom he suc- 
ceeded in chair of mathematics, 
Edinburgh ; later was prof, of 
astronomy, Oxford, (3) John 
(1734-73), grandson of (i) ; b. 
Aberdeen ; was prof, of medicine 
at Aberdeen, 1753, and Edinburgh, 
1766. (4) James (1753-1821), 

eldest son of (3); b. Aberdeen; 
succeeded father in chair at Edin- 
burgh ; compounded ‘ Gregory’s 
powder ’ ; wrote on philosophical 
and medical subjects. (5) Will- 
iam (1803-58), son of (4); 
prof, of chemistry, Glasgow, 1837, 
Aberdeen, 1839, and Edinburgh, 
1844 ; was pupil of Liebig ; wrote 
Outlines of Chemistry (1845).

Gregory, Isabella Augusta 
Persse, Lady (1852-1932), Irish 
playwright and authoress ; b. 00. 
Galway ; married Sir W. H. Gre- 
gory, 1880 ; stimulated national 
drama in Ireland and fostered 
interest in its folklore ; works in- 
clude Cuohulain of Muirthemne 
(1902), Gods and Fighting Men 
(1504), Seven Short Plays (1909), 
Irish Folk History Plays (1912), 
and The Dragon (1920). 

Greiffenhagen {gri'fen-hdg-en), 
Maurice (1862-1931), Brit, artist ; 
R.A., 1922 ; bead of life depart- 
ment, Glasgow School of Art, 
1906 ; many of his works are in 
leading collections, and include 
The Idyll, The Judgment of Paris, 
Women by a Lake, Dawn. 

Grenfell, Bernard Pyne (1869- 
1926), Eng. Egyptologist ; b. 
Birmingham ; made several im- 
portant discoveries with A. S. 
Hunt of anc. papyri, including 
that of the Login, or Sayings 0/ 
our Lord. 

Grenfell, George (1849-1906), 
Eng. explorer ; b. near Penzance ; 
sent by the Baptist Missionary 
Soc. to the Camoroons, 1874 ; sur- 
veyed about 2,000 miles of Upper

Congo ; served on royal com- 
mission for delimitation of frontier 
between Congo state and Port, 
territory (1891-3).

Grenfell op Kilvey, Francis 
W-ALLACE, 1st BaKON (184I-I925), 
Brit, field-marshal ; b. London ; 
served in wars in S. Africa and 
Egypt from 1S78 ; was sirdar and 
commander-in-chief of the Egyp- 
tian army, 1883-92 ; commanded 
forces in Egypt, 1897-8 ; governor 
of Malta, 1899-1903 ; commander 
of forces in Ireland, 1904-8 ; 
created peer, 1902 ; field-marshal, 
1908. 

Grenfell, Sir Wilfred Thoma- 
son (1865- ), Brit, medical 

missionary ; b. Parkgate, Che- 
shire ; fitted out first hospital 
ship for the North Sea Fisheries ; 
went to Labrador, 1892, where he 
has built hospitals, established 
orphanages and schools, and or- 
ganized industrial schemes ; has 
received numerous honours both 
from America and Britain ; works 
include Labrador Days (1921) and 
Labrador Looks at the Orient (1928); 
knighted, 1927 ; lord rector of St. 
Andrews Univ., 1929-31. 

Grenville, George (17x2-70), 
Brit, prime minister, 1763 ; at- 
tacked liberty of press in Wilkes’s 
case, 1764 ; passed the Stamp 
Act, 1765, the immediate cause of 
America’s secession. 

Grenville, Sir Richard (a. 1541- 
91), Eng. mariner ; as commander 
of Revenge had celebrated fight 
against fifteen Span, ships ; died 
shortly after action. 

Gienvills, William Wyndham, 
Baron (1759-1834), Brit, poli- 
tician ; son of George Grenville ; 
formed ‘ AU the Talents ’ ministry, 
1806, which abolished slave trade ; 
was strong advocate of R.C. 
emancipation. 

Gresham, Sir Thomas (1519- 
79), Eng. merchant ; helped to 
consoKdate and improve Eng. 
trade by building the Royal 


Exchange, 1566-71 ; devoted 
much of his wealth to educational 
and charitable purposes ; founder 
of Gresham College, 

Gressot (grd-sS/), Jean Bap- 
tiste Louis (1709-77), Fr. poet ; 
6. Amiens ; whilst teaching in 
Jesuit college at Rouen pub. his 
oem Vert Vert (1734), which 
rought him immediate fame ; 
also wrote La Chartreuse (1734), 
the satire V Abbaye (1741), and 
plays, the most successful of 
which was Le Miohant (1747). 

Gretry (grd-tre'), Andr^ Ernest 
Modeste (1741-1813), Belgian 
musical composer ; b. Li6ge ; 
studied in Romo and Paris ; 
gained fame for his comic operas, 
of which ho wTote over fifty. 

Grenze (groos), Jean Baptiste 
(1725-1805), Fr. artist ; b, near 
Macon ; established his claims as 
painter with his first picture, 
The Bible Reading. His reputa- 
tion rests largely on his portraits 
and single heads, especially those 
of young women and girls.

Grev'ille, Charles Cavendish 
Fui.ke (1794-186.5), Eng. author; 
clerk of the Council in Ordinary 
for nearly forty years. His Me- 
moirs (1875-87) are valuable for 
the contribution which the}' make 
to the social and official life of 
19th cent. 

Gr6vy (grd-ve'), Feanpois Paul 
Jules (1807-91), Fr. statesman ; 
b. Mont-sous-Vaudrey, Jura ; pres- 
ident of National Assembly, 
1873 ; president of republic, 1879, 
and 1885-7 ; he was noted for his 
sagacity and patriotism.

Grey, Albert Henry George, 
4TH Earl (1851-1917) ; Brit, 
administrator ; sat in Parliament, 
1880-6 ; friend of Cecil Rhodes ;

gov.-gen. of Canada, 1904-ir. 
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Gcey, Charles, and Earl Ghrv 
( 1764-1845), Brit, statesman; 6. 
Fallodcn, Northumberland ; first 
lord of Admiralty, 1806 ; after 
Fox’s death became foreign secre- 
tary in ‘ All the Talents’ ministry ; 
succeeded to earldom, 1807 ; 
prime minister, 1830 ; his ministey 
produced the Reform Bill, which 
was carried, 1832, by _ Grey’s 
obtaining royal permission to 
create sufficient peers to ensiu-e 
its passing.

Grey or Fallodon, Edward, 
1ST Viscount (1862-1933), Brit, 
statesman, grandson of Sir George 
Grey; educ. Winchester and Ox- 
ford ; Liberal member for Berwick- 
on -Tweed, 1885-1916; under- 
secretary for foreign affairs, 1892-5, 
with Rosebery as his chief ; 
secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, igos-rfi, receiving in 
191S the honour of k.g. During 
his tenure of office the Triple 
Entente was developed ; in 1907 
he concluded Anglo-Russian agree- 
ment. which settled outstanding 
Asiatic rivalries, and added to his 
reputation during Morocco crisis, 
1909, and by inducing the bel- 
ligerents in the Balkan W^'ar to 
sign the Peace of London, May 30, 
1913. He made earnest but un- 
successful efforts to preserve peace 
after the Austrian ultimatum to 
Serbia, 1914; later he paved the 
way for Italy’s entry into Great 
War. Owing to failing eyesight 
entered House of Lords as viscount, 
1916. On Asquith’s resignation, 
Dec, 1916, he retired from Foreign 
Office and became ardent advo- 
cate of the League of Nations ; 
went to U.S..'^. on a special mis- 
sion, 1919 ; lord rector of Edin- 
burgii Univ., rpao, and chancellor 
of Oxford Univ., 1928. Was a 
noted tennis player, angler, and 
student of bird life. His publica- 
tions include Twenty-five Years, 
j8gs-igi6 (1925), Falledon 


Papers (1926), and Charm of Birds 

(1927)- „ 

Grey, Sir George (1812-98), 
Brit, colonial administrator ; b. 
Lisbon ; led exploring expeditions 
in N.W. and W. Australia, 1837— 
38; governor of S. Australia, 1841, 
of New Zealand, 1846, conciliating 
the Maoris ; governor of Cape 
Colony, 1S54-61, when he tried to 
federate S. African states ; again 
governor of New Zealand, i86r, 
speedily terminating second Maori 
War ; premier of New Zealand, 

1877-9.

Grey, Lady Jane (i 537-54), the 
‘ nine days’ queen ’ of England ; 
granddaughter of Henry viii.’s 
sister, Mary ; married Lord Guild- 
ford Dudley, whose father, the 
Dulre of Northumberland, influ- 
enced Edward vi. to nominate 
Lady Jane as his successor; on 
his death, 1553, she was proclaimed 
queen. Meanwhile Mary, daughter 
of Henry viii., rallied her sup- 
porters and caused Lady Jane and 
her husband to be thrown into the 
Tower, where they were beheaded. 

Grey, Zane (1875- ), Amor, 

novelist ; b. Zanesville, Ohio ; 
practised as dentist in New York, 
1898-1904 ; devoted himself to. 
Wild West fiction ; works include : 
The Lone Star Ranker, The Rain- 
bow Trail, Wildfire, The Vanish- 
ing American. 

Griboyedov [gre-bo-yd'dof), Al- 
exander Sergievich (1795-1829), 
Russian dramatist ; b. Moscow ; 
secretary to the Russ, embassy in 
Persia and in Georgia ; famed for 
satirical drama, Gori et Uma 
(‘ The Mischief of Being Clever ’), 
dealing ivith Moscow official life. 

Grieg {grig), Edvard Hagerup 
(1S43-1907), Norweg. composer 
and pianist ; 6. Bergen ; studied 
at Leipzig and Copenhagen ; his 
numerous compositions include 
many Lieder, Melodien, and Volks- 
Lieder, with sonatas and other 
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pianoforte pieces ; his best-lcnown 
work is the Peer Gynt suite.

Griffith, Arthur (1872-1923), 
Irish politician ; b. Dublin ; a 
compositor by trade ; became 
leading member of various nation- 
alist organizations ; founded Sinn 
Fein movement ; in 1899 began 
publication of a newspaper to 
propagate his views ; imprisoned 
several times as a rebel between 
igrd and rgao ; acted as leader in 
negotiations with Brit, govern- 
ment, I92r, which resulted in 
treaty establishing I.F.S., of which 
he was first president. 

Griffith, Sir Richard John 
(1784-1878), Irish geologist ; b. 
Dublin ; carried out boundary 
survey of Ireland ; pub. geological 
map of Ireland. Originator of 
method of land valuation in Ire- 
land known as ‘ Griffith’s Valua- 
tion,’ 

Gtiilparzer (gril'pdrt-ser), Franz 
(i79i-r872), Austria’s greatest 
dramatist and poet ; b. Vienna ; 
his plays include Sappho (i8i8), 
Das Gohlene VUess (1821), Konig 
Oitoknrs Gluck md Ends (1825), 
Des Meeres und der Liebe Wellen 
(1831). His lyric poetry is of high 
literary quality. He wrote also a 
prose romance, Der Arme Spiel- 
iiianti (1848), and some literary 
criticisms. Eng. trans. of several 
of his plays have appeared. 

Grimaldi [gre-mdl'de], Joseph 
{1779-1837), Eng. clown ; one of 
the greatest drolls known to the 
Eng. stage ; wrote Memoirs, ed. by 
Charles Dickens (1838). 

Grimm, Jakob Ludwig Karl 
(1785-1863) and Wilhelm Karl 
(1786-1859), Ger. philologists and 
folklorists j brothers, b. Hanau ; 
after holding various library ap- 
pointments, were called to Ber- 
lin by Frederick William rv., 
and both made professors at the 
univ. and members of the Academy 
of Sciences, 1841 ; here spent the 
(4,1.54) 


remainder of their lives ; colla- 
borated in the world-renowned 
collection of fairy tales Kinder- 
und Hausmdrehen (1812-15), and 
many learned volumes on the Ger- 
man languages such as Geschichte 
der Deiitschen Sprache {1848), 
and mythological works such as 
Deutsche Mythologie (1835), etc. 
Jakob propounded the theory of 
' consonant shift,’ known as 
Grimm’s Law, in his Deutsche 
Granimatik (1819), a pioneer work 
on philology.

Grimthorpe, Edmund Beckett, 
rsT Baron (1816-1905), b. near 
Newark ; authority on clocks and 
bells; designed, with Airy, the 
astronomer-royal, ‘ Big Ben ’ on 
the Houses of Parliament ; re- 
stored at his own expense St.

Grose igrds], Francis (c. 1730- 
1791)1 Eng. antiquary ; b. Green- 
ford, Middlesex ; pub. Antiquities 
of England and Wales {1776-&7), 
of Scotland (1789-91), of Ireland 
(1791)- 

Grosseteste (grds'test), Robert 
(c. 1175-1253), philosopher and 
■writer; b. Suffolk; educated a 
Oxford, and became one of the 
outstanding teachers there ; Bishop 
of Lincoln, 1135 ; frequently em- 
broiled in disputes -with the Pope 
and the king about his eccles. 
rights; wrote commentaries on 
Aristotle, poems in Fr., and -worlcs 
on husbandry. 

Groasmith. (i) George (1847- 
1912), Eng. actor ; b. London ; 
leading actor in Gilbert and Sulli- 
van operas, 1877-89 ; composed 
numerous songs and nautical 
sketch ; author (■\vith his brother, 
Weedon Grossmith) of The Diary 
of a Nobody (1894). (a) George 
(i874-rg35), son of above ; musi- 
cal comedy actor ; author of many 
revues ; advisory director to 
B.B.C. 

Grote, George (1794-1871), 
Eng. historian ; 6. near Becken- 
ham ; became hanker, but studied 
history and philosophy ; pub. 
his famous History of Greece 
(1846-56) ; also wrote Plato and. 
other Companions of Socrates (1865) 
and Aristotle (1872). 

Grotius (gro'shi-us), Hugo, or 
Huig van Groot (1583-1645), 
Dutch jurist ; b. Delft ; sent to 


England to make arrangements 
concerning Greenland whale fish- 
eries, 1613. In the religious dis- 
putes in Holland composed edict 
counselling toleration, which 
aroused such resentment that he 
was sentenced to lifelong confine- 
ment ; hut his wife, who shared 
his imprisonment, contrived his 
escape. Going to Paris, he later 
held the post of Swed. ambassador 
to France. His most celebrated 
works arc De Jure Belli el Fads 
(1625 ; Eng. trans. 1853), a great 
treatise on jurisprudence, and 
Annates et Historiee de Rebus 
Belgicis, an historical work. He 
was one of tlie greatest men of his 
age, and a scholar of the first rank.

Macmillan's Magazine, 1868- 
83 ; first director Royal Coll, of 
Music, 1882 ; ed. famous Diction- 
ary of Music and Musicians. 

Grove, Sir William Robert 
(1611-96), Eng. judge and scien- 
tist j b. Swansea ; constructed 
platinum-zinc voltaic cell and first 
employed incandescent electric 
lamps. 

Grundtvig {groont'vig), Nikolai 
Frederik Sever™ (1783-1872), 
Dan. theologian, historian, and 
author ; b. in Zealand ; a staunch 
upholder of freedom in religion 
and politics, he helped to bring 
about many reforms both in church 
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and state ; made bishop, i86i ; 
an authority on Northern mythol- 
og-y and Anglo-Saxon ; works 
include Northern Mythology (iSo8), 
Songs for the Danish Church 
(1837-41). 

Guerm (ga-rda ), Pierhe Nar- 
cissE, Baron (1774-1833), Fr. 
classical and historical painter, 
influenced by David ; 6. Paris ; 
director Fr. school, Rome, 1822 ; 
first SUCCESS Marcus Sextus ; other 
works, Andromache, Clytemnesira, 
JEneas and Dido (all in the 
Louvre), etc. 

Guesclin, Bertrand du. See 
Du Guesclin. 

Guest, Lady Charlotte (1S12- 
95), collector of fans and china ; 
5 . in Lincolnshiro ; trans. various 
old Welsh .MSS., and named them 
The Mabinogion (1838-49). 

Guest, Edwin (1800-80), Eng. 
antiquary ; b. King’s Norton ; 
friend of Goethe ; helped to found 
Philological Soo., 1842 ; worlss 
include A History of English 
Rhythms (1838), Julius Ccesar's 
Invasion of Britain, 

Quiooiardini (gwe-chdr-de'ne), 
Francesco (14S3-1540), Italian 
statesman and historian ; b. Flor- 
ence ; held various offices in 
papal service and under Medici ; 
retired 1537, and spent his remain- 
ing years in writing Isloria d’ Italia 
(1561-4), dealing with the years 
1492-1530, a masterly work for 
its spirit of detachment and the 
importance of the period. 

Guido d’Arezzo {gwi'dd dd-ret'sS), 
or Guino Aretinds (c. 990-1050), 
Fr. Benedictine monk and mu- 
sician ; birthplace uncertain ; 
sometimes called the father of 
modern music ; invented Har- 
monic or Guidonian Hand; was 
first to use stave with lines and 
spaces, and invented the names 
ut, re, mi, fa sol, la, for the first 
six notes of the scale. 

Gnido Renl (1575-1642), Ital. 
painter, of Bologna ; pupil of the 
Carracci ; Eved twenty years in 


Rome, and enjoyed patronage of 
Pope Paul V. ; earlier works in- 
clude Crucifixion of St. Peter (in 
the Vatican) and Massacre of 
the Innocents (Bologna) ; later, 
adopted soft and graceful style — • 
to this period belong the Nativity 
in choir of S. Martino, Naples, 
and tho large fresco, Aurora and 
the Hours, on ceiling of Rospi- 
gliosi Palace, Rome (considered his 
masterpiece). 

Guinness, (i) Sir Benjamin 
Lee (1798-1868), Dublin brewer ; 
lord mayor of Dublin, 1851; m.p. 
for Dublin from 1865 ; restored 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral at a cost 
of £150,000. (2) Edward Cecil, 

son of above. See Iveagii. 

Guisoard (ges-hdr'), Robert 
(1015-85), Norman conqueror of 
Sicily ; b. Coutances ; Count of 
ApuUa, 1057 ; reduced cities of 
Sicily, 1061-72 ; drove Henry iv. 
from Rome and restored Pope, 
1083-4 ; died at Cepbalonia 
while preparing to march on 
Constantinople. 

Guise {ges or gives). Dukedom 
OF, Fr. noble family founded by 
Claude of Lorraine, ist Duke 
(1496-1550), who served with dis- 
tinction in Italy under Francis i., 
and later in Luxembourg, 1542 ; 
his daughter Mary marrirf James 
v. of Scotland. Francis, ‘ Lb 
Balafr^,’ 2ND Duke (1519-63), 
son of Claude, defended Metz 
against Charles V., 1552, and 
took Calais, 1558 ; was leader 
of Catholics against Huguenots, 
whom he defeated at Dreux, 
1562 ; v/as assassinated. Charles 
(1524-74), brother of Franci.s, 
entered the Church, and became 
cardinal of Lorraine. Henry, 3RD 
Duke (1550-88), son of Francis, 
also surnamed ‘ Le Balafr6,’ de- 
feated Huguenots at Jamac and 
Moncontour, 156S, and formed 
Catholic League, 1576 ; shared in 
instigating Massacre of St. Barthol- 
omew, 1572, and opposed Henry 
of Navarre ; was assassinated.

Ruitry [gwe-tre'). (i) Lucien 
Germain (1860-1925), Fr, actor ; 
b. Paris ; made debut in La Dame 
aux Camelias, 1878, and appeared 
in many roles, including Chantecler 
in Rostand’s play, 1910 ; one of 
the most noted players of his day. 
(2) Sacha (1885- ), Fr. dram- 

atist and actor, son of (i) : b. 
St. Petersburg ; a dramatist of 
great versatility, displaying genius 
for light comedy and for serious 
and moving scenes ; plays include 
Jeande la Fontaine, U llhisioniste, 
Mon Pere avail Raison, Les Nuees 
d'Aristophane, and Petite Hollande. 

Ruizot (ge-ao'), Francois 
Pierre Guillaume (1787-1874), 
Fr. statesman and historian ; b. 
Ntmes, of Huguenot stock ; edu- 
cated at Geneva and Paris ; prof, 
of modem history at Sorbonne, 
1812. Secrelary-goncrai of interior 
under Louis xvin., 1814, but re- 
tired after Napoleon's escape from 
Elba, 1815. After final defeat of 
Napoleon, he obtained office under 
Ministry of Justice ; as minister 
of education, 1832-6, he had 
principal share in development of 
education in France. Ambassador 
to Britain, 1840, but recalled to 
France to form cabinet ; became 
foreign minister, and in 1847 
premier ; remained in office till 
the revolution of 1848, when he 
escaped to England. He wrote 
Histoire de la RivoluHon d’Angle- 
terre, Histoire de la Civilisation en 
France, Histoire de la Civilisation 
en Europe, etc. 

Gunter, Edmund (r58i-i626), 
Eng. mathematician ; b. Hertford- 
shire : became prof, of astronomy, 
Gresham Coll., London, 1619 ; 
invented Gunter’s chain for land 
measurement, Gunter's line, a 
quadrant, and Gunter’s scale for 
working navigation problems, 

Gniney, Edmund {1847-88). 
Eng. philosopher and scientist ; 
b. Hersbam; educated Cambridge; 


one of founders of Soc. for Psychi- 
cal Research ; with Myers and 
Podmore ed. Phantasms of the 
Living. 

Gurney, Sir Goldsworthy 
(1793-1875), Eng. inventor ; b. 
near Padstow ; produced oxy- 
hydrogen blowpipe, and the 
‘ Drummond ’ light (lime-mag- 
nesia) i applied steam-blast to 
steamboats ; ran steam carriage 
to Bath and back ; superintended 
lighting and ventilation of Houses 
of Parliament, 1854-63. 

Guslayus I., Vasa (1496-1560), 
King of Sweden ; fought against 
Danes, and after various battles 
expelled them from Sweden ; 
crowned King of Sweden, 1523. 
Established Lutheran religion, 
freed country from restrictions of 
Hanseatic League, laid foundations 
of navy, crushed peasant revolts 
and established law and order. 
Diet declared crown hereditary in 
his house, 1560. 

Gustavus n., Adolphus (1594- 
163^, King of Sweden ; grandson 
of Gustavus I. ; the champion 
of Protestantism in the Thirty 
Years’ War. He succeeded his 
father, Charles ix., in i6ri, reor- 
ganized the government, and 
waged successful wars against 
Denmark, Russia, and Poland, 
1611—29. In 1630 be crossed to 
Germany, on invitation of Prot. 
princes ; captured Stettin, ' but 
failed to prevent sack of Magde- 
burg, 1631 ; defeated Tilly at 
Breitenfcld, 1631, and again in 
1632. Wallenstein now replaced 
Tilly, but after checldng Gustavus 
at Nuremberg, was decisively 
beaten at Liitzen, Nov. 1632, 
where Gustavos fell.

Haakon {haw'kon), or Haco, on return to Norway dethroned 
name of several kings of Norway, his brother Eric ; defeated Danes, 
Haakon i., the Goad (915-61), and was converted to Christianity ; 
passed his youth in England, and killed in battle. Haakon iv. 
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(1204-63) won over-lordship of 
Iceland and Greenland ; was de- 
feated by Alexander iii. at Largs, 
Scotland, 1263, and died in Ork- 
neys on way home. Haakon vii. 
(1872- ), son of King Fred- 

erick VIII. of Denmark, became 
King of Norway on its separation 
from Sweden, 1905 ; married 
Princess Maud, daughter of Ed- 
rvard vii. 

Haase {Jui'ne], Hugo (1863- 
rgig), Ger. Socialist ; b. Allenstcin, 
E. Prussia ; of Jewish extraction ; 
studied law ; entered Reichstag, 
1897 ; became president of Social 
Democratic party ; during Great 
War as pacifist seceded from main 
body of Socialist party, 1913 ; 
one of authors of revolution which 
brought about abdication of the 
Kaiser ; co-operated with Ma- 
jority Socialists in formation of a 
People’s Government ; shot on 
stops of Reichstag by a Viennese. 

Habak'kuV, one of the twelve 
‘ nunor prophets ’ of O.T. ; per- 
sonal life practically unknown; 
supposed to have been a member 
of temple choir ; best authorities 
give date of book which beats his 
name as Coo n.c. 

Habibullah Kban (rSya-igig), 
Amir of Afghanistan ; succeeded 
to throne, igoi ; became friendly 
with Ind, Government as result of 
visit to India, 1907 ; during Great 
War kept country neutral ; assas- 
sinated. 

HabsTiuig, or Hapsburg, Gor. 
noble family, deriving name from 
castle of Hahsburg on R. Aar, 
built c. 1020. Rudolph of Habs- 
burg, who became Holy Roman 
emperor in 1273, acquired Austria ; 
from 1438 the imperial title re- 
mained practically hereditary in 
house of Habsburg. Family was 
remarkable for its acquisition of 
territories in the east ; Maximilian, 
by marriage with Mary of Bur- 
gundy, 1477, established his family 
as great European power. In reign 
of Charles v. Spain was united to 
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empire ; when he abdicated, 
1556, it was transferred to liis 
son Philip, while the empire 
passed to his brother Ferdinand. 
Family thus divided into Spanish 
(cider) and Austrian (younger) 
branches. Span, line became ex- 
tinct with the death of Charles ii. 
of Spain, 1700. Male line of 
Austrian Habsburgs became ex- 
tinct with death of Charles vi., 
1740; he had previously, by the 
Pragmatic Sanction, secured suc- 
cession to his daughter, Maria 
Theresa. She married Francis of 
Lorraine, who became emperor in 
1745. Henceforth Habsburg-Lor- 
raine family were Holy Roman 
emperors till 1806, and from 1804 
till conclusion of Great War, igiS, 
emperors of Austria. 

Hack'er, Arthur (iSsS-igig), 
Brit, artist ; i. London ; a cele- 
brated figure painter ; r.a,, 1910 ; 
R.t., igi8 ; among his pictures are 
Her Daughter’s Legacy, Pelagia 
and Philammon, Christ and the 
Magdalen.

Ha'drian, or Publius ^lius 
Hadrianus (a.d. 76-138), Rom. 
emperor ; distinguished himself in 
Dacian war ; succeeded Trajan as 
emperor, 117 ; re.stored Assyria 
ana Mesopotamia to Parthians ; 
travelled extensively throughout 
empire ; visited Britain and con- 
structed famous wall from the 
Sohvay to the Tyne, 122. From 
r23 to 126 lived at Athens ; 
founded TElia Capitolina on site 
of Jerusalem; remaining years 
of life spent partly at Rome, 
partly at his villa at Tibur ; built 
castle of St. Angelo, Rome, as 
imperial mausoleum, 135; founded 
Athenaium ; a patron of arts ; a 
great emperor who spent his life 
in service of state. 

Haeckel {hek'ei], Ernst Hein- 
rich (1834-1913), Gor. biologist ; 
b. Potsdam ; prof, of zoology at 
Jena from 1865. Pub. masterly 
monographs on several divisions 
of lower forms of life ; propounded 
his ‘ fundamental blogenetic Jaw ’ 
— that the development of the 
individual is a recapitulation of 
the development of the race ; this 
theory won wide acceptance among 
naturalists, and with modifications 
still lies at the base of all zoologi- 
cal classifications ; more popular 
walks include Natural History of 
Creation, The Last Link, and The 
Riddle of the Universe. 

Hafiz' (d. c. 1389), greatest Pers. 
lyric poet ; real name was Mo- 
hammed Shams ud-din ; b. and d. 
at Shiraz ; little known of his life ; 
his book, or Dimtan, consists of 
gJiazals (short odes), impregnated 
with Sufi philosophy ; they are 
known by heart in Persia. Eng. 
trans. by McCarthy, G. L. BeU, 
and others. 

Ha'gar, an Egyptian woman, 


Sarah’s handmaiden, and mother 
of Abraham’s eldest son Ishinael.

Haggai (Img'l), first Hebrew 
prophet after return from the exile, 
and writer of O.T. book of Haggai ; 
purpose of book" to inspire returned 
exiles to rebuild temple. 

Hag'garfl, Sir Henry P.ider 
(1856-1925), Eng. novelist ; b. in 
Norfolk ; secretary to governor of 
Natal, 1875 ; member of special 
commission to the Transvaal, 
1877 ; returned to England and 
became barrister, 1884 ; investi- 
gated agricultural conditions in 
England, I goi-2 ; travelled round 
world as member of Dominions 
Royal Commission, 1912-17 ; most 
famous novels include King Solo- 
mon’s Mines (1886), She (1887), 
Allan Qmtermain (1S87). He has 
also written on land questions. 

Hahnemann (M'ne-mdn), S.aji- 
uEL Christian Friedrich (1755- 
1843), Ger. physician ; b. in 
Saxony ; made researches on 
drugs and their effects, and intro- 
duced the homesopathio method 
of treatment ; driven from Leipzig 
by jealous colleagues ; settled in 
Pans. 

Haidar All {hVder), or Hyder Ali 
( c. 1720-82), Mohammedan Indian; 
h. in Mysore ; the most for- 
midable enemy of the British in 
India ; won command of army 
of Mysore ; dethroned the rajah 
and proclaimed himself sultan ; 
allying himself with French, 1780, 
ovonvlielmed two Brit, detach- 
ments near Madras, and threatened 
extinction of E. India Co. ; Sir 
Eyre Coote, with the aid of the 
fleet, overcame his force in a 
series of battles, 1780-r. 

Haig OF Bemersyde, Douglas 
Haig, ist Earl (iSdi-igzS), 
Scot, soldier ; 6. Edinburgh ; 

served in Sudan and S. African 
War ; inspector-general of cavalry', 
India, 1903-6 ; chief of staff, 
India, 1909-12 ; general officer 
commanding, Aldershot, 1912-14. 
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At outbreak of Great War was 
placed in command of the ist 
Army ; during first battle of Ypres 
rendered distinguished services, 
and on Dec. 15, 1915, succeeded 
Viscount French as cominandcr- 
in-chief of the Brit, forces in 
France.

tion j intimate friend of Drake, 
Raleigh, Gilbert, and others ; one 
of the first promoters of coloniza- 
tion of Virginia ; buried in West- 
minster Abbey. His moiiuineutal 
work. The. Principall Navigations, 
Voiages, Traffiques,and Discoveries 
of the English Nation, was pub. 
1589-1600 ; unpublished mss. 
afterwards used by Samuel Pur- 
chas in his Pilgrims. 

Haldane, (i) John Scott (1860- 
1936), Brit, physiologist ; 6. Edin- 
burgh ; brother of ist Viscount ; 
conducted public health investiga- 
tions for government departments ; 
C.H., rgzS ; publications include 
Organism and Environment (rpry), 
The Neiti Physiology (1919), and 
The Philosophical Basis of Biol- 
(2) John Bn iiDON San- 
derson (1892- ), Brit, scien- 

tist ; son of (i) ; served in Great 
War; reader in biochemistry, 
Cambridge Univ., 1922-33 ; prof, 
of genetics, Univ. Coll., London, 
since 1933. Worlrs include D«- 
dalus (1924), Possible Worlds 


(igdT), Animal Biology (with J. S. 
Huxley, 1927), The Causes of 
Evolution {1932). 

Haldane of Clo.an, Richard 
Burdon, 1ST Viscount (185C- 
1928), Brit, statesman and philos- 
opher ; b. Edinburgh ; educated 
Edinburgh and Gottingen; called 
to Eng. bar, 1879 i Gifford lecturer 
in St. Andrews Univ., 1902-4; 
M.p. for Haddingtonshire, 1883- 
1911 ; counsel for United Free 
Church before Ilouse of Lords, 
1904 ; secretary of state for war, 
igo5-i2, and established the Ter- 
ritorial Si'stem, and practically 
created Brit. Expeditionary Force, 
1914; lord chancellor, 1912-15 and 
1924 ; an admirer of philosophio 
Germany ; resigned in cabinet 
crisis of May 1916, but con- 
tinued to act as a member of 
judicial cominitteo of the Privy 
Council, and in a variety of ways 
assisted in the prosecution of the 
war ; was an enthusiast for educa- 
tion! wrote Essays on Philo- 
soplncal CnHcism (with Prof, 
Seth), Education and Empire 
(1902), The Pathway to Reality 
(1905), The Reign of Relativity 
(1921), and The Philosophy of 
Humanism (1922).

Hale, Edward Everett (1822- 
igog), Amer. author and clergy- 
man ; b. Boston ; devoted himself 
to the anti-slavery interest ; wrote 
short tales, including The Man 
Without a Country and Ten Times 
One is Ten (1870), etc. 

Hale, Sir Matthew (1609-76), 
famous Eng. judge and chief jus- 
tice : b. in Gloucestershire ; coun- 
sel for Archbishop Laud ; judge 
in Court of Common Pleas, 1633 ; 
chief baron of Exchequer, 1660 ; 
chief justice of England, 1671 ; 
wrote numerous works on law and 
history. 

Hales, Stephen (1677-1761), 
curate of Teddington, Middlesex, 
and natural philosopher ; f.r.s.. 
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1717 ; made investigations in 
plant and animal physiology, etc. 

Hal5vy {d-lci-ve') (i) or Levi, 
Jacques Francois Fromental 
liLiE (1799-1862), Fr. composer ; 
prof, at Paris Conservatoire ; chief 
operas, La Juive, I'Eclair, and 
Valentine d'Aubigny. (2} Ludovic 
(1834-1908), Fr. dramatist and 
novelist, nephew of (i); h, Paris; 
chiefly associated with Henri 
Meilhac ; they wrote the lihretti 
for operas by Offenbach and 
Bizet, Froufrou, and other plays ; 
Halevy’s successful novels include 
L'Abbe Constantin, La Fatnille 
Cardinal, and Criquette. 

Halibur'ton, Thomas Chandt-er 
(1796-1S65), Canadian judge ; b. 
in Nova Scotia ; wrote droll 
sketches celebrated for knowledge 
of human nature — e.g. The Clock- 
maker, or Sayings and Doings of 
Sam Slick of SUckville ; The 
Attach^, or Sam Slick in England ; 
settled in England, 1856 ; m.p. for 
Launceston, 1859-63. 

Hal'ifax, Charles Montagu, 
Earl of (1661-1715)1 Eng. poli- 
tician and poet ; b. in Northants ; 
a lord of Treasury, 1692 ; raised 
loan of £1,000,000, creating the 
National Debt ; carried through 
Paterson’s scheme for founding 
Bank of England, 1694 ; chan- 
cellor of Exchequer, 1694 ; re- 
formed coinage, 1695 ; first lord 
of Treasury, i6g7 and 1714 ; col- 
laborated with Prior in poem. 
Country Mouse and City Mouse. 

Halifax, Edward Frederick 
Lindley Wood, Viscount (1881- 
), Brit, statesman ; b. in 
Yorks ; educated at Eton and 
Oxford ; Unionist m.p. for Ripon, 
igio-23 ; president of Board of 
Education, 1922-4 ; minister of 
agriculture, 1924-5 ; created Lord 
Irwin, 1935. As viceroy of India, 
1926-31, favoured further prog- 
ress of India towards dominion 
government. President of Board 
of Education, 1932-5 ; succeeded 
his father as Viscount, 1934 ; 


secretary of state for war, 1935 ; 
Lord Privy' Seal since 1935. 

Halifax, George Montague 
Dunk, 2nd Earl of (1716-71), 
Brit, administrator ; president, 
Board of Trade, 1748 ; lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland, 1761 ; secre- 
tary of state, 1762-5 ; Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, named after him. 

Halifax, George Savile, ist 
Marquess of (1O33-95), Eng. poli- 
tician and author ; opposed Ex- 
clusion Bill, 1679; lord privy seal, 
1682 : under James ii. became 
president of Council, 1685, but 
shortly afterwards was dismissed 
from office ; one of commissioners 
sent by' James n, to arrange terms 
with Wiiliam of Orange ; held 
office as lord privy seal in early 
part of William’s reign ; retired, 
1690. 

Hall, Basil (1788-1844), Brit, 
naval officer and explorer ; 6. 

Edinburgh ; moto Voyages and 
Travels (1831-40) and other books 
of travel, also numerous scientific 
and miscellaneous worlis. 

Hall, Charles Francis (1821- 
71), Amer. explorer ; b. in New 
Hampshire ; his expedition of 
1864 spent five years among 
Eskimos and obtained information 
of fate of Franklin’s party ; com- 
manded U.S.A. Polar Expedition, 
1871, and reached 82° ii' N. ; pub. 
Arctic Researches and Life among 
the Esquimaux (1864). 

Hal'lam, Henry (1777-1859). 
Eng. historian ; b. Windsor ; care- 
ful investigator ; produced work 
incisive, judicious, and accurate ; 
chief works include Vieta of the 
State of Europe during the Middle 
Ages, Constitutional History of 
England, Introduction to the Litera- 
ture of Europe. The death of his 
son Arthur Henry Hallam (1811- 
33) inspired Tennyson’s In Memo- 
riam. 

Halli (hal'd), Sir Charles 
(1819-95), pianist and conductor ; 
b. in Westphalia ; settled in Eng- 
land, 184S ; knighted, r888 ; mar- 
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tied Madame Norman-Neruda, 
famous violinist ; developed cham- 
ber music in London from 1852 ; 
established Halle concerts, Man- 
chester, iSs?. 

Hal'Ier, Albrecht von (1708- 
77), Swiss poet, physiologist, and 
botanist of extraordinarily varied 
gifts ; b. Berne ; prof, of medicine, 
anatomy, botany, and surgery at 
nniv. of Gottingen, 1736-53 1 re- 
turned to Berne, and served as 
magistrate there ; works fill over 
200 vols., and include Die Alpen, 
a poem pub. in his GedicMe (1732), 
Bibliotheca Medica, and three phil- 
osophical romances - 

Halley (haVi), Edmund (1656- 
1742), Eng. astronomer ; b. Lon- 
don ; made stellar observations 
at St. Helena, 1676-8 ; promoted 
publication of Newton’s Pnneipia’, 
investigated variation of compass 
in the Atlantic ; discovered comet 
which bears his name, 1682, and 
correctly predicted its return in 
1759 < prof- of geometry, Oxford, 
1703 ; astronomer-royal, 1720. 

Hal'liwell-Phil'lipps, James Or- 
chard {1820-89), Eng. Shake- 
spearian scholar ; b, London ; 
pub. rO vols., with critical notes 
of the folio ed. of Shakespeare, 
1853-65 ; mote Life of Shake- 
speare (1848), History of New 
Place (1864), 

Hals, Franz (c. 1580-1666), 

Dutch painter ; b, Antwerp ; 
settled in Haarlem, 1616 ; famed 
for portrait groups, such as the 
Arquebusiers of St. George, and 
other guild companies — archers, 
civic guards, etc. ; Wallace Col- 
lection, London, has his Laughing 
Cavalier, and National Gallery, 
Edinburgh, The Burgomaster and 
his Wife. 

Hals'bury, HAEniNCE Stahi^ey 
Giffard, rsT Earl of {1S23— 
1921), Brit. Conservative states- 
man ; b. London ; solicitor-gen- 
eral, 1875-80 ; M.p. for Launces- 
ton, 1877-85 ; lord chancellor, 
1S95-1905 ; haron, 1885 ; earl. 


i8q8. Was engaged in Tichborne 
trial ; gave judgment in House 
of Lords, 1904, in favour of Free 
Church of Scotland against the 
United Free Church ; led extreme 
‘ Die-Hard ’ party in Lords against 
Parliament Bill. 

Hamil'car Baro'a {d. 228 B.c.), 
Carthaginian general ; father of 
Hannibal ; maintained Carthagin- 
ian rule against Romans in Sicily 
during first Punic War, 247-241 
n.c. ; successfully opposed Ro- 
mans in Spain, c. 237-22S ; fell 
in battle ; great military genius. 

Ham'ilton, Scot, family, de- 
scended from Walter Fitz-Gilbert, 
a supporter of Bruce. Sin J.ames 
Hamilton, founder of fortunes of 
house, became Lord Hamilton In 
1445 ; married secondly Mary, 
daughter of James ii., and thus 
made Hamlltons important in 
Scot, history. James, ist Duke 
(1606-49), served under Gustavus 
Adolphus, 1631 ; took part in 
disputes between Charles 1. and 
Covenanters ; deserted royalist 
cause and threw in his lot with 
Argyll, but was subsequently 
restored to royal favour ; com- 
manded Scots army in England 
in support of king, 1648, hut 
was defeated and captured by 
Cromwell at Preston, and exe- 
cuted in the following year. 

Hamilton, Alexander (i7S7- 
1804), American statesman and 
author; 6. Nevis, Brit. W. Indies; 
Washington’s aide-de-camp, 1777- 
81 ; secretary of Treasmy under 
Washington, tySg-gs, and dis- 
played great financial talent ; 
after Washington’s death became 
commander-in-chief, and one of 
leaders of Federalist party ; ho 
was mortally wounded in a duel 
With Aaron Burr. Author of The 
Federalist, a serjes of brilliant 
essays on Amor, constitutional 
law; his Report on Manufachires 
is still quoted by advocates of 
protective tariff. 

Hamilton, Emma, Lady (c. 
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1765 - 1815), Englishwoman of 
humble birth but extraordinary 
beauty ; wife of Sir William 
Hamilton, Brit, ambassador at 
Naples, and mistress of Lord 
Nelson ; subject of nearly fifty 
portraits by Romney. 

Hamilton, Sib Ian Standish 
Monteith (1853- ), Brit, gen- 

eral ; b. in Corfu ; fought under 
Roberts in Afghanistan, 1878-80 ; 
wounded at Majuba, 1881 ; with 
Wolscley’s expedition for relief of 
Gordon, 1884-5 ; took part in 
Burmese expedition, 1886-7, etc. 
In S. African War was chief of 
staff of Natal relief force under 
Sir G. White ; was through siege 
of Ladysmith ; chief of staff to 
Kitchener, igoi ; inspector-gen- 
eral of overseas forces, 1910-15. 
In Great Wai' commanded land 
forces of Gallipoli Campaign, 1915 ; 
relieved of his command in Oct. 
1915; G.C.M.G., 1919. Lord rector 
of Edinburgh Univ., 1932-5. A 
man of ivide culture and literary 
gifts. Pub. A Ballad of Hadji 
(1887), A Staff Officer’s Scrap- 
Book (1906), and Gallipoli Diary 
(1930). 

Hamilton, Patrick (? 1504-28), 
Scot, martyr ; studied at univs. of 
Paris and Louvain ; avowed fol- 
lower of Luther, 1526, and fled 
from Scotland to Germany to 
escape inquisition of Beaton ; met 
Luther ; returned to St. Andrews, 
condemned for heresy, and burned 
at the stake. 

Hamilfon, Sir William (1788- 
1856), Scot, philosopher ; b. Glas- 
gow ; prof, of civil history, Edin- 
burgh XJniv., iSai, and of logic 
and metaphysics, 1836 ; contri- 
buted famous article on the 
‘ Philosophy of the Unconditioned ’ 
to the Edinburgh Review (1829) ; 
pub. Discussions on Philosophy, 
Literature, and Education (1S52— 
53) : ed. Reid's Works (1846) ; 
Lectures on Logic and Metaphysics 
appeared posthumously ; his the- 
ory of the relativity of knowledge 


influenced Herbert Spencer and 
Huxley. 

Hamilton, Sir William Rowan 
( 1805-65), Irish mathematician ; 
b. Dublin ; brilliant scholar ; prof, 
of astronomy, Dublin, 1827, and 
afterwards astronomer-royal for 
Ireland ; knighted, 1835 4 presi- 
dent Royal Irish Academy, 1S37 ; 
helped to prove ‘ undulatory theory 
of light ’ ; invented the calculus of 
quaternions. 

Ham'ley, Sir Edward Bruce 
( 1824-93), Brit, soldier and author; 
b, in Cornwall ; served in Crimean 
War ; appointed a prof, at Sand- 
hurst, 1859, and afterwards acted 
on frontier commissions in Bul- 
garia, Armenia, and Greece ; com- 
manded a division in Egyptian 
War, 1882, the non-recognition of 
his services in which led to a some- 
what painful controversy with 
Lord Wolsoley; m.p. for Birken- 
head, 1885-92 ; pub. 'Phe Opera- 
tions of War and The War in the 
Crimea. 

Ham'mond, John Lawrence le 
Breton (1872- ), Eng. jour- 

nalist and historian ; cd. The 
Speaker, 1899-1906 ; secretary 
Civil Service Commission, 1907- 
13 ; served in Great War ; joint- 
author with his wife of The 
Village Labourer, The Town 
Labourer, etc., a series of authori- 
tative vote, on the Industrial 
Revolution. 

Hamp'den, John (1594-1643), 
Eng. statesman ; b, London ; en- 
tered Parliament, 1621 ; refused 
to pay ship-money, 1637 ; was 
a determined opponent of Charles 
I., and a member of Short and 
Long Parliaments ; shared in 
prosecution of Strafford ; one 
of five members impeached by 
Charles in 1642. On outbreak 
of Civil War raised troops for 
Parhament ; mortally wounded 
at Chalgrove Pield ; universally 
esteemed for his modesty, charity, 
and bravery. 

Ham'snn, Knut (1859- ), 
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Nonveg. aathor ; till 1889 served 
successively as clerk, farm-worker, 
schoolmaster, and tram-conductor 
in U.S.A. ; his novel SiiU, trans. 
Hunger (1899), is a grimly power- 
ful description of slow starvation ; 
Nobel Prize for literature, 1920. 
Other works include Siesta (1897), 
Kratskow (1904), Growth of the 
Soil (1920), and Vagabonds (1931). 

Handel, George Frederick 
(r685-i759), Anglo-Ger. composer; 
6. Halle ; showed musical precoc- 
ity ; appointed organist at cathe- 
dral, Halle, and studied law at 
univ., 1702 ; joined opera orches- 
tra, Hamburg, 1703 ; visited 
Italy, 1706, where he became 
friend of Scarlatti and Corelli ; 
appointed capellmeister, Hanover, 
1710 ; offended Elector of Hano- 
ver, but on latter's accession as 
George i. was reconciled ; director 
of music to Duke of Chandos, 
1718 ; directed Ital. Opera for 
Royal Academy of Music, London, 
7720 ; settled in England, be- 
coming naturalized, 1726 ; lost 
eyesight towards end of life. 

Handel was a man of indepen- 
dent and upright character and 
artistic temperament ; was one of 
the finest organ and harpsichord 
players of his time, and worked 
with remarkable rapidity,; his 
great oratorio The Messiah was 
rvritten in three weeks. To his 
Eng. period belong over forty 
operas and his greatest oratorios, 
including Saul, Israel in Egypt 
(r738) ; Samson, Messiah {1741) ; 
Joseph (1743) ; Judas Maccabceus 
(1746) ; Joshm (i747) ; Jephthah 
(1751).

Hank'ey, Sir Maurice Pascal 
Alers (1877- ), Brit, soldier; 

joined Royal Marine Artillery, 
1S95 ; appointed to Naval In- 
telligence Dep., 190Z-6 ; secretary 
to Committee of Imperial Defence, 
iprz ; during Great War was ap- 
pointed secretary to War Cabinet, 


1916 ; Brit, secretary at Peace 
Conference, 1919 ; received a 
grant of £25,000 and the g.c.b. ; 
clerk of Privy Council since 1923 ■ 
C.C.M.G., 1929. 

Han'nay, Canon James Owen, 
pen-name George A. Birming- 
ham (1865— ), Irish ecclesi- 

astic and humorist ; rector of 
Westport, CO. Mayo, 1892-1913, 
and of Mells since 1924 ; best- 
known books : Spanish Gold, 
The Simpkins Plot, The Lost 
Tribes, Bindon Parva, A Way- 
farer in Hungary, Fed Up, etc, ; 
plays include General John Regan, 

Han'nen, James, Baron (1821- 
94), Eng. judge ; b. London ; 
presided over Parnell Commi.ssion, 
1888 ; lord of appeal, 1891 • anted 
as arbitrator in the Bering Sea seal 
fisheries question, 1892. 

Han'nibal (c. 247-183 b.c.), Car- 
thaginian general ; son. of Hamil- 
car ; one of tlie greatest military 
geniuses of antiquity ; caixled on 
second Punic War against Romo ; 
took Saguntum, 218, marched from 
Spain into Gaul, and led his troops 
over Alps into Italy in space of 
five months ; maintained war for 
fifteen years ; won great victories 
at Trasimeno Lake, 217, and 
Cannae, 216 ; took Tarentum, 
212 ; failed to capture Rome, 
2ir ; Compelled to withdraw to 
Carthage, and finally defeated hy 
Scipio at Zama, zoz b.c. ; fled 
to Syria and Asia Minor ; poisoned 
himself to prevent his being sur- 
rendered to Romans. 

Han'nington, James (1847-85), 
Eng. missionary ; 6. in Sussex ; 
first bishop of Equatorial E. 
Africa ; murdered by Mwanga, 
King of Uganda ; distinguished 
for his individuality and strength 
of character, 

Han'no ‘ the Great ’ (3rd cent. 
B.C.), Carthaginian general, known 
to history as antagonist of Han- 
nibal ; leader of aristocratic party 
in Carthage. 

Hanotaux {a-no-to'), Gabriel 
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(1853- ), Fr- statesman and 

author ; b. in Aisne ; minister for 
foreign affairs, i89,(-8 ; elected to 
Academy, 1897 ; author of im- 
portant works on Fr. history. 

Han'sard, Luke {1752-1828), 
Eng. printer ; 4 . Norwich ; printed 
the Journals of the House of 
Commons (1774-1828) ; Official 
Reports of parliamentary debates, 
etc., are still knoivn as ‘ Hansard.’ 

Han'som, Joseph Aeoysius 
(1803-82), Eng. inventor and 
architect; 4 . York; invented, 
1834, the cab which bore his 
name; founded, 1842, The Builder 
journal ; archi tect of Birmingham 
Town Hall, Plymouth Cathedral, 
etc. 

Hareourt, Sir William George 
Granville Venables Vernon 
(1827-1904), Brit, statesman; 4 . 
York ; solicitor-general, 1873 : 
secretary of state under Liberal 
government, 1880 ; chancellor of 
Exchequer, 1886 and 1892-5 ; his 
chief claim to fame rests on his 
Death Duties budget, 1894, a great 
financial achievement. Leader of 
Opposition, 1895-8, and continued 
to he prominent pari, figure. His 
political letters to the Times 
signed ‘ Historicus ’ were pub. in 
book form, 1863. 

Har'den, Maximilian (1862- 
1927), Gor. journalist and pub- 
licist ; 6. Berlin ; founded famous 
weekly review Die Zukunft ; 
caused great sensation by ex- 
posure of court scandals, 1907 ; 
stood trial, and drove his accusers 
from public life ; his paper was 
suppressed on several occasions 
during Great War because of its 
criticisms of Ger. administration. 

Har'denberg, Karl August von. 
Prince (1750-1822), Prussian 
statesman ; 4 . in Hanover ; made 
minister of state and member of 
Prussian cabinet by Frederick 
William in., 1791 ; concluded 
treaty of Basel, 1795 ; first 
minister, 1803 ; dismissed through 
Napoleon’s influence, 1806, but 


succeeded Stein as chancellor of 
state, iSio ; largely helped to 
negotiate treaty of Paris, 1814 ; 
sat at Congress of Vienna ; carried 
out many social and educational 
reforms and reorganized army. 

Har'dioanute, or Harthacnut 
(c. ioiQ-42), son of Canute ; on 
father’s death became King of 
Wessex, 1035, and King of Eng- 
land on death of his half-brother 
Harold, 1040. A cruel and op- 
pressive king. 

Har'die, James Keir (1856- 
1915), Brit. Labour leader ; 6. 

in Lanarkshire ; worlied in coal 
mines between ages of 7 and 24 ; 
one of first Labour ai.p.’s, 1892—5, 
and from 1900 ; one of founders 
of Independent Labour Party, 
1893; proprietor and ed. of Labour 
Leader-, visited India and Aus- 
tralia, 1907 ; leader of Labour 
party in House of Commons, 
1906-15. 

Har'ding, Warren Gamaliel 
(1865-1923), Amer. Republican 
statesman ; 4 . in Ohio ; president, 
Harding PubJishing Co., Ohio, 
publishers of Star newspaper ; 
lieutenant-governor ot Ohio, 1904- 
6 ; member of U.S.A. senate, 
1915-21 ; President of U.S..\. 
from 1920 ; convened Washington 
Conference on limitation of arma- 
ments, 1921; died in office. 

Hardinge [har'ding) of Lahore, 
Henry, ist Viscount (1785— 
1856), Brit, field-marshal ; 6. 

Wrotham ; distinguished in Napo- 
leonic wars ; M.p. for Durham, 
1830 ; secretary for war, 1828 ; 
chief secretary for Ireland, 1830 ; 
gov.-gen. of India, 1844-7 ; fought 
in second Sikh War, 1845-6 ; vis- 
count, 1846 ; commander-in-chief 
of British array, 1852-6 ; field- 
marshal, 1856, 

Hardinge of Penshurst, Char- 
les, IST Baron (1858- ), Brit, 

diplomat ; grandson of above ; 
4 . London ; entered diplomatic 
service, 1880 ; secretary of lega- 
tion to Tehran, 1896 ; ambassador 
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to Russia, 1904-6 ; permanent 
imder-secretary for foreign affairs, 
1906-10 and r9i6-i8 ; viceroy of 
India, rgio-ie ; ambassador in 
Paris, 1920-22 ; created baron. 
1910 ; K.G., igi6. 

Har'dy, Thomas (1840-1928), 
Eng. novelist and poet ; b. near 
Dorchester ; trained as an archi- 
tect; first achieved fame with his 
‘ Wessex ’ novels, including Uiider 
the Greenwood Tree (1872), par 
from the Madding Crowd (1874), 
The Return of the Native (1878), 
The Mayor of Casterbridge (1886), 
Tess of the d' Urbervilles (1891), 
and Jude the Obscure (1895) ;

Dorset ; captain of Victory at 
Trafalgar, where Nelson died in 
his arms ; governor of Greenwich 
Hospital from 1834. 

Hardyng, John (i378-?i465), 
Eng. chronicler ; served in family 
of Hotspur, earl of Northumber- 
land, whose death he witnessed at 
battle of Shrewsbury, t403 ; con- 
stable of Warlcworth Castle, 1405 ; 
present at Agincourt, 14 ts ; pre- 
pared documents relatiim to feudal 
status of Scotland ; his Chronicle of 
Eng. history, without literary 
merit, deals with affairs up to 
1461, 

Hare, Augustus John Cuth- 
BERT (1834-1903), Eng. biographer 


and miscellaneous writer ; J. 
Rome ; educated Harrow and 
Oxford ; author of Memorials of 
a Quiet Life, Walks in Rome, 
Story of My Life (6 vols.), and 
many other descriptive works. 

Hare, Sir John (1844-1921), 
Eng. actor ; b. in Yorks ; first 
appearance on stage, I-iverpool, 
1864 ; distinguished for highly 
finished representations of old 
men ; a theatrical manager from 
1875 ; knighted, rgo?. 

Hare, William. See under 
Burke, William. 

Har'graves, Edmund Hammond 
(1816-91), discoverer of Australian 
goldfields ; b. in Hants ; joined 
merchant service ; landed in 
Australia, 1832 ; became ;[3astoral 
farmer ; went gold-digging in 
California, 1849 ; returned to 
Australia and found gold in 
Macquarie valley, 1851 ; granted 
£10,000 as commissioner of crown 
lands, 1853, and an annuity, 1877, 
by New S. Wales. 

Hat'greaves, James (d. 1778), 
handloom weaver ; 6. in Lancs ; 
invented the spinning-jenny, c. 
1764 ; was persecuted by follow- 
workmen, who thought his inven- 
tion would upset labour conditions; 
partner in a small cotton mill near 
Nottingham after 1770. 

Hariri {hd-ri're), Anu Moham- 
med Alqasim-ibn-Ali, Al- (1054- 
ti22), Arabic author; b, Basra; 
wrote in verse valuable works on 
graiiunar and literature ; greatest 
work ; Mdkdmat, a collection of 
talcs in rhyme, regarded in East 
as second only to Koran. 

Hark'nesa, Edward S. (1874- 
), Amer. financier ; b. Cleve- 
land, Ohio ; made fortune in 
Amer, railway's ; his numerous 
philanthropic gifts include found- 
ing of Pilgrim Trust of £3,000,000 
to mark Britain’s acceptance of 
financial burdens in Great War. 

Holland, Henry (1861-1905), 
Amer. author ; b. St. Petersburg ; 
best-known novels. The Cardinal's 
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Snuffbox (igoo) and My Friend 
Prospero (1504). 

Harley, Robert. See Oxford, 
Earl of. 

Harmsworth, Alfred Cuarles. 
Sec NorthcliI'FE, Lord. 

Harmsworth, Harold Sidney. 
See Rothermehe, Lord. 

Har'nack, Adolph von (1851- 
1930)1 Ger. Church historian ; b. 
in Estonia ; prof, at Leipzig, 
Giessen, Marburg, and Berlin ; 
general director of Royal Library, 
Berlin, 1905-21 ; his historical in- 
sight gained himworld-widereputa- 
tion ; publications include History 
of Christian Dogma, What is Chris- 
tianity ? and 7 '/ie Sayings and 
Discourses of Jesus. 

Har'old I., Harefoot {d. 1040), 
King of England ; succeeded 
Canute, 1035 ; opposed by his 
half-brother Hardicanute ; chosen 
to rule north of Thames, and 
became Icing of all England, 1037. 

Harold H. (c. 1022-66], King of 
England; sou of Earl Godwin; Earl 
of Wessex, 1053 ; elected king, 
1066 ; routed and killed his 
brother Tostig and Harold Har- 
drada of Norway at Stamford 
Bridge, 1066 ; defeated and slain 
at Hastings by William the Con- 
queror ; last of the Saxon kin^. 

Harold HI., Habdrada (roi5- 
66), King of Norway, brother of 
St. Olaf ; fled to Constantinople, 
where as captain of Byzantine 
Varangian guards won many 
victories over Saracens ; suc- 
ceeded to throne of Norway, 
1047 ; failed to subdue Denmark ; 
Icilied at Stamford Bridge fighting 
against Harold of England, 

Harouu-al-Easoliia {hd-roon'-dl- 
ra-shed') (763-809), caliph of 
Baghdad ; famed for greatness 
of his empire, the splendour of his 
court, and his patronage of learn- 
ing and letters ; one of the greatest 
princes of his day ; best known 
from his association with the 
Arabian Nights. 

Harpignies (dr-pen-iie'), Henri 


Joseph (1819-1916), Fr. landscape 
painter ; b. Valenciennes ; gave 
up business career and studied art 
in Paris and Italy, 1846-52 ; 
visited Italy with Corot, i860 ; best- 
Icnown pictures, Evening (1866), 
Le Saut du Loup {1873), The 
Rising of the Moon (1884). 

HarTaden, Beatrice (1864- 
}, Eng. novelist ; b. London ; 
best-lmown books : Skips that 
Pass in the Night (1893), The 
Fowler (1899), Interplay (1908), 
Where your Treasure is (1918). 

Har'riman, Edward Henry 
(1848-1909), Amer. railway mag- 
nate and capitalist ; with his 
associates bought Union Pacific 
Railwaj', 1893; obtained control 
of Southern Pacific Railway, igoo ; 
in six years spent £40,000,000 
improving these lines ; finally 
controHcd some 70,000 miles of 
railway. 

Eai'rington, James (1611-77), 
Eng, political philosopher; 5 . in 
Northants ; cliief work Oceana, 
in which he propounded a scheme 
for an oligarchical republic on the 
Venetian model, 1656. 

Har'ris, Sir Augustus Henry 
Glossop (1S52-96), Eng. actor and 
dramatist ; part author of The 
World (1880) and Cheer, Boys, 
Cheer (1895) ; was manager of 
Her Majesty’s, Covent Garden, 
Drury Lane, and the Olympic 
theatres. 

Harris, George Robert Can- 
ning, 4TH Baron (1851-1932), 
politician and famous cricketer ; 
b. in Trinidad ; captained Kent 
cricket eleven for 13 years ; played 
for England v. Australia, rSyg, 
r88o, and 1884 ; under-secretary 
for India, rS85-6 ; for war, 1886— 
89; governor of Bombay, 1850-5 ; 
lord-in-waiting to Queen Victoria, 
1895-1900. 

Harris, James Rendel (TS52- 
), Eng. Biblical scholar; b. 
Plymouth ; made researches in the 
East, and discovered, 1889, an 
important Syriac ms. of 7th cent. 
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in a convent on Mt. Sinai ; lecturer 
in PalcBography, Cambridge Univ., 
1893-1903 ; curator of mss., John 
Rylands Library, Manchester, 
1918-25 ; works include Teaching 
of the Apostles (1887), Origin of 
the Docintie of the Trinity (1919), 
Tenedos (1930). 

Harris, Joel Chandler {18+8- 
igo8), Amer. novelist and folk- 
lorist ; b. in Georgia ; his reputa- 
tion was established by Uncle 
Remus (1880), which appealed not 
only to children but to students 
of folklore. 

Har'rison, Benjamin (1833- 
1901), president of U.S.A. ; 
settled as lawyer in Indianapolis ; 
distinguished himself in Union 
army in Civil War ; president, 
1889-93, when the Bering Sea 
question was settled ; chief coun- 
cil for Venezuela in arbitration 
of boundary dispute with Britain, 
1899. 

Harrison, Frederic (1831- 
1923), Eng. jurist, critic, and 
philosopher ; i. London ; called 
to bar, 1858 ; prof, of jurispru- 
dence, Inns of Court, 1877-80 ; 
helped to codify Eng. law ; leader 
of Eng. Positivism •, studied 
Labour problems ; distinguished 
literary critic and historian. Works 
include Oliver Cromwell (1888), 
The Creed of a Layman lryo7), 
Autobiographic Memoirs (1911), 
Among My Books (1912), The 
Positive Evolution of Religion 
(1912), Obiter Scripta (igrg). 

Harrison, William Henry 
(1773-1841), president U.S.A. ; 
6. in Virginia ; served in army, 
i7gi-8 ; governor N.W. Territory, 
1798, Indiana, 1801 ; fought 
against Britain in war of 1812 ; 
president, 1841, for one month. 

Harry, Blind (Henry the 
Minstrel), minstrel of Scot, court 
in latter part oi 15 th cent. ; name 
occurs in Dunbar’s famous Lamettt 
for the Makaris (1508) ; wrote long 
epic poem called William Wallace, 
of importance in history of verse. 


Harte, Francis Bret (1839- 
1902), Amor, novelist, poet, and 
humorist ; 6. Albany, New York ; 
ed. The Overland Monthly ; prof, 
of literature, univ. of California, 
1870-1 ; U.S.A. consul in Glasgow, 
1880-5 ; lived in London from 
1885. Prolific writer ; among 
best-known works are The Luck 
of Roaring Camp, Truthful James 
(‘ Heathen Chinee ’). 

Harty, Sir Herbert Hamilton 
(i88o- ), Brit, composer and 

conductor; b, in co. Down; one 
of most brilliant conductors in 
England ; permanent conductor 
of Halid Orchestra, Manchester, 
1920-33 ; conductor of London 
Symphony Orchestra, 1933. Has 
written songs and orchestral works. 

Harvey, Sir George {1806-76), 
Scot, painter ; b. near Sliriiug ; 
one of founders of Royal Scot. 
Academy, and became its presi- 
dent, 1864 ; noted for figure pic- 
tures illustrative of Scot. life. 

Harvey, Sir John Martin 
(1863- ), Eng. actor-manager; 

b. in Essex ; managed Lyceum, 
Prince of Wales’s and other 
theatres, and Co vent Garden 
Opera House ; toured America 
with Sir Henry Irving ; best- 
known part is that of Sj'dnoy 
Carton in The Only Way. 

Harvey, William {1378-1637), 
Eng. physician ; b. Folkestone ; 
discoverer of circulation of blood ; 
appointed to St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, 1609 ; Lumleian lecturer 
at College of Physicians, i6i5 ; 
lectured on theory of movements 
of the heart and circulation at the 
blood ; essay on subject pub. 1628. 

Ha'stings, Francis Rawdon, 
ist Marquess {17,34-1826), Brit, 
soldier and administrator ; b, in 
Ireland ; fought in Amer. war, 
1775-82 ; gov.-gen. of Bengal, 
and commander-in-chief of India, 
1813 ; established Brit, supremacy 
and extended her territory in 
India ; annexed Singapore by 
purchase, i8ig. 
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Hastings, James (1853-1922), 
Scot, Biblical scholar ; b. Huntly ; 
founder, 1889, and ed. Expository 
Times ; ed. Dictionary of the 
Bible, etc. ; was ed. of Encyclo- 
pcedia of Religion and Ethics. 

Hastings, Warhen (1732-1818), 
Brit, administrator ; 6. in Oxford- 
shire ; entered East India Co.’s 
serrnce, 1750 ; held various im- 
portant posts, finally becoming 
gov, -gen. of India, 1773 ; members 
of council were inimical to him, 
and condemned all his measures. 
Between i777 and 1785 he con- 
ducted war against Mahrattas and 
against Haidar Ali ; suppressed 
insurrection of Rajah of Benares; 
caused begums of Oudh to give 
up land and treasure, 1780, some 
of which be afterwards restored ; 
returned to England, 178.5, and 
was impeached by Burke in a 
famous speech, 1786, for oppres- 
sion, maladministration, and cor- 
ruption ; the trial lasted seven 
years, after which he was ac- 
quitted, 1795. Costs of trial 
swallowed up his entire fortune, 
but he subsequently received a 
pension from East India Co. The 
consolidation of the lad. Empire 
was largely due to his administra- 
tive genius. 

Hathaway, Anne (1556-1623). 
See Shakespeare. 

Hat'ton, Sir Christopher 
(1540-91), lord chancellor of Eng- 
land ; b. in Northants ; favourite 
of Queen Elizabeth ; member of 
Fotheringay commission which 
tried Mary Queen of Scots ; a 
friend and patron of letters. 

Hatton, John Liptrot (1809- 
86 ), Eng. composer ; i. Liverpool ; 
practically self-taught ; musical 
director of Princess Theatre, Lon- 
don ; wrote operetta Queen of the 
Thames (1843), and about three 
hundred popular songs, including 
' To Anthea,’ ‘ Simon the Cel- 
larer.’ 

Hauoh {houaVj, Johannes Cars- 
ien (1790-1872), Dan. poet ; prof. 


of Scandinavian literature, Kiel, 
1846, and prof, of aisthetics, Co- 
penhagen, 1S51 ; most successful 
work consists of nine historical 
tragedies, 1849-53. 

Hauptmann {houpi'mdn), Ger- 
hart (1862- ), Ger. poet and 

dramatist ; b. in Silesia ; works 
include historical and realistic 
dramas and comedies ; among 
works are Einsame Menschen 
(1891), Die Weber (1892), a study 
of conditions of life among hand- 
weavers of Silesian mountains, 
Und Pippa Tanzt (1906), a mas- 
terly fairy tale, and The Island 
of the Great Mother (1936) ; Nobel 
Prize for literature, 1912. 

Haussmann (os-mdn), Georges 
EuciSNE, Baron (iSog-gi), Fr. 
magistrate ; b. Paris ; prefect of 
the Seine ; devoted his attention 
to improvement of Paris by widen- 
ing streets, constructing boule- 
vards, etc. The tremendous cost 
(£35.000,000) led to much adverse 
criticism ; forced to resign, 1870, 

Hav'elook, Sir Henry (1795- 
1857), Brit, soldier ; 6. Sunder- 
land ; distinguished himself in 
Afghan and Sikh wai'S ; during 
Indian Mutiny rolieved Cawnpore, 
1857 ; advanced to relieve Luck- 
now, entered that city, but was 
himself besieged ; co-operated suc- 
cessfully with Sir Colin Campbell, 
who commanded relieving armj', 
but died as withdrawal from Luck- 
now commenced, 

Hawke, Edward, Lord (1705- 
81), Brit, admiral ; 6. London ; 
entered navy, 1720 ; commander, 
1733 ; in action off Toulon, 1744, 
gained reputation as fearless offi- 
cer; defeated squadron of Fr. 
ships off Cape Finisterre, 1747 ; 
admiral, 1757 ; greatest achieve- 
ment was victory at Quiberon Bay, 

1739. 

Haw'ker, Robert Stephen 
{1803-75), Eng. poet ; b. in 
Devon ; vicar of Morwenstow, 
Cornwall ; became a R.C. twelve 
hours before he died ; wrote Cor- 
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nish poems and ballads. His best- 
known poem is ‘ And shall Tre- 
Jawney die ? ’ 

Hawkins, Sir Anthony Hope. 
See Hope, Anthony. 

Hawkins, Sir Henry, Baron 
Brampton (1817-1907), Eng. 
judge ; b. in Herts ; called to the 
bar, 1S43 ; Q.C., 1858 ; prosecut- 
ing counsel in Tichbornc trial, 
1874 ; peerage, 1890 ; author of 
Reminiscenoes (1904). 

Hawkins, or Hawkyns, Sir John 
{1532-95), Eng. seaman ; b. Ply- 
mouth ; first Englishman to visit 
Guinea coast on slaving expedi- 
tions, 1562 ; M.p. for Plymouth, 
1572 ; fought against Armada, 
1588, rendering valuable service, 
for which he was knighted ; d. off 
Porto Rico while in command of 
expedition to W. Indies. 

Hawk'shaw, Sir John (1811- 
91), Eng. engineer ; b. in Yorks ; 
constructed many railways at 
home and abroad ; made Severn 
Tunnel, 1887 ; reported favour- 
ably on Suez Canal scheme, 1863, 
and unfavourably on Panama 
scheme, 1879 ; completed Amster- 
dam ship-canal, 1S76. 

Haw'tUome, Nathaniel (1804- 
64), Amor, author ; b. Salem, 
Mass. ; a great imaginative writer, 
and one of the greatest Amer. 
novelists ; associated with Emer- 
son and Thoreau ; held positions 
in Customs service ; Amer. consul 
at Liverpool, 1853-7. His out- 
standing work, Die Scarlet Letter 
(1850), achieved world-wide popu- 
larity ; other works are Twice- 
iald Tales (1S37), The House of 
the Seven Gables (1851), The 
Wonder Book and Tanglewood 
Tales (1851-3), which retell the 
old classical legends for children, 
The Bliihedale Romance (1852).

Haw'trey, Sir Charles Henrv 
(1858-1923), Eng. actor-manager 
audplaywnght ; b. Eton , his pro- 


duction of The Private Secretary 
(1884) and A Message from Mars 
(i8gg) achieved remarkable suc- 
cess; knighted, 1922. 

Hay, Ian. See Beith, J. H. 

Hay, John (1838-1905), Amer. 
politician and author ; b. in 
Indiana ; secretary and friend of 
Abraham Lincoln ; held diplo- 
matic posts, 1865-70, at Paris, 
Vienna, and Madrid ; assistant 
secretary of state for U.S.A., 
1879-81 ; ambassador to Great 
Britain, 1897-8 ; secretary of 
state at Washington, 1898-1905 ; 
wrote Pike County Ballads (1S71), 
Castilian Days (1891), and collab- 
orated in Life of Lincoln (iSgo). 

Hayash'i, Tadasu, Count (1850- 
1913), Jap. statesman and diplo- 
matist ; b. Tokyo , leading fi^re 
in movement which gave rise to 
modern Japan; envoy extraordi- 
nary to China, 1895-6 ; envoy to 
Russia, 1897-9 ; minister to Brit- 
ain, igoo-6 ; recalled after Russo- 
Jap. war to become minister of 
foreign affairs ; created viscount, 
igo2, for services in connection 
with Anglo-Jap. treaty ; count, 
1907. 

Haydn {H'dn], Franz Joseph 
(1732—1809), Austrian composer ; 
0. near Vienna ; joined St. Ste- 
phen’s cathedral choir, Vienna, 
1740 ; conductor of Count Mor- 
zin’s band, 1759 ; among his 
pupils was Beethoven ; greatly 
influenced his friend Mozart ; a 
master of melody and generally 
regarded as the creator of the 
symphony ; compositions include 
symphonies, quartets, and numer- 
ous trios, operas, and oratorios, 
best-known oratorio being The 
Creation. 

Hay'don, Benjamin Robert 
(1786-1846), Eng. painter ; b. 
Plymouth ; first exhibited at 
Royal Academy, 1807 ; exces- 
sively vain ; spent his life stnig- 
gling against debt ; committed 
suicide ; best-lmown pictures. The 
Judgment of Solomon (1814), 
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Christ’s Entry into Jerusalem 
(1820). 

Haynau (ht'nou), Julius Jakob. 
Freiherr von (1786-1853), Aus- 
trian soldier ; b. Cassei ; natural 
son of William i., Elector of Hesse ; 
entered Austrian service, j8oi, 
and became field-marshal, 1844 ; 
crushed revolution in Italy, 1848, 
and Hungary, 1849 ; incurred 
public dislike by his cruelty. 

Hay'ter, Sir George (1792- 
1871), Eng. historical painter ; 
b. London ; miniature painter to 
Princess Charlotte, 1816 ; studied 
in Italy, 1816-31 ; court painter 
to Queen Victoria, 1841 ; knight, 
1842 ; principal pictures. The 
Trial of Queen Caroline and 
Queen Victoria taking the Corona- 
tion Oath, 

Haz'litt, William (1778-1830), 
Eng. critic and essayist ; b. Maid- 
stone ; friend of Charles Lamb ; 
first became known by his Char- 
acters of Shakespeare's Plays, 
i8i7 ; other publications include 
Table Talk (1822), The Spirit of 
the Age (1825), and Life of Napo- 
leon (1828-30) : in some respects 
the greatest or English critics (‘ the 
eiitics' critic’).

HazUtt, William Carew 
(1834-1913), Eng. bibliographer ; 
pandson of above ; b. London ;

(8 vols., 1876-1904), Memoirs of 
William Hazlitt (1867), Faiths and 
Folklore (1905). 

Headlam, Arthur Cayley 
(1862- ), Eng. divine ; 6. in 

Durham ; rector of Welwyn, 
Herts, 1896-1903 ; ed. of Church 
Quarterly Review, 190 1-2 1 ; prin- 
cipal of King’s Coll., London, 
1903-12, and prof, of dogmatic 
theology, 1903-26 ; regius prof, 
of divinity, Oxford, and canon 
of Christ Church, 1918-23 ; Bishop 


of Gloucester since 1923 ; writings 
include History, Authority, and 
Theology (igog), The Study of 
Theology (1918), The New Prayer 
Book (1927). 

Healy, Timothy Michael 
(1855-1931), Irish politician and 
lawyer ; b. Bantry ; called to 
Irish bar, 1884 ; Q.c., 1899 1 

bencher, Gray’s Iim, igio ; m.p., 
iSSo-rgiS ; with William O’Brien 
founded Independent Nationalist 
party ; resourceful, eloquent, and 
ironically witty debater; became 
one of bitterest opponents of 
Parnell ; secured insertion of 
‘ Healy clause ’ (that in future no 
rent should be chargeable on 
tenants’ improvements) in Land 
Bill of 1881 ; first gov.-gen. of 
Irish Free State, 3922 ; re- 
signed, 1927 ; pub. Letters and 
Leaders of My Day (1928). 

Beam, Lafcadio (1850-1904), 
a writer on Japan; 6. Ionian 
Islands, of Irish and Ger. parent- 
age ; some years a journalist in 
yijnerica ; subsequently natural- 
ized in Japan, where he married 
Jap. rvife and turned Buddhist ; 
works, which vividly portray Jap. 
character and social conditions, 
include Glimpses of Unfamiliar 
Japan (1894), and Japan: an 
attempt at Interpretation (1904). 

Hearn'shaw, Fossey John Cobb 
(1869- ), Eng. historian ; b- 

Birmingham ; prof, of history, 
Hartley Univ. Coll., Southampton, 
1900-10, Armstrong Coll., Univ. 
of Durham, igra-12, and Univ. of 
London, 1913-34 ; works include 
England in the Making (1915), 
Democracy and British Empire 
(1921), The ‘ Ifs ' of History 
(1929). 

Hearst, William Randolph 
(1863- ), Amer. journalist and 

newspaper proprietor ; b, San 
Francisco ; owns and edits a 
number of New York, Chicago, 
Boston, and Western papers of 
what is known as the ‘ Yellow 
Press.’

Eliott, Lord (1717-90), Brit, 
general ; b. in Roxburghshire ; 
fought at Dettingen and Foulenoy, 
and through Gcr. campaign of 
1759-61 ; governor of Gibraltar, 
1775, and defended it against the 
French and Spaniards during the 
famous siege, 1779-83 ; Baron of 
Gibraltar, I 787 ' 

Heat'on, Sir John Henniker 
(1848-1914), Eng. politician; b. 
in Kent ; landowner and part 
proprietor of newspapers in Aus- 
tralia ; Ji.p. for Canterbury, 1885- 
1910 ; carried imperial penny 
postage scheme, 189S ; introduced 
telegraphic money orders in 
England. 

He'ber, Reginald (1783-1826), 
Eng. hymnologist ; b. in Cheshire ; 
second bishop of Calcutta, 1823 ; 
pub. first volume of hymns, 1812, 
which included ' From Greenland’s 
icy mountains ’ and other well- 
known favourites. 

Ha din {he-den‘). Sir Sven 
Anders (1865- ), Swod. Asiatic 

explorer ; b. Stockholm ; travelled 
extensively in the East ; first 
gained reputation by crossing the 
Pamirs in the depth of winter, 
1893 ; crossed the Takla-Makan 
desert, nearly losing his life, 1895 ; 
floated down the Tarim, 1899 ; 
found evidences of Chin, civiliza- 
tion of 3rd cent, on shores of 
Lobnor ; subsequently explored in 
Persia and Tibet ; discovered a 
great range in north of Himalayas, 
1907-8 ; works include Trans- 
Himalaya. (1909-13), My Life 
as an Explorer (1925), and Lop- 
nov (I93r), 

Heem [ham), Jan Davidsz van 
(c. 1603-83), Dutch painter; b. 
Utrecht ; greatest master of flower 
and fruit painting of his school. 

Heemskerk (hamz'herk), Maer- 
a:EN Jacobsz or Maerten van 
Veen (t498-r574), Dutch religious 
painter of Ital. school ; b. Heems- 
Wrk, near Alkmaar ; principal 
works were burnt at Haarlem,

i572i when city was sacked by 
the Spaniards ; many specimens 
of his work in continental galleries. 

Hegel [ha'gel), Georg Wilhelm 
Friedrich (1770-1S31), Gcr. phi- 
losopher ; b. Stuttgart ; lecturer 
at Jena, Fleidclbcrg, and Berlin ; 
intimate friend of Schelling’s, and 
rollaborated with him ; founder of 
absolute idealism, a development 
of the idealistic element of Kant’s 
philosophy ; it denies the material- 
istic interpretation of nature, lays 
stress on the evolutionary charac- 
ter of the universe, and maintains 
that this evolution is by conflict, 
so that ideas which seem contra- 
dictory are in fact complementary. 
His chief work, in which his theory 
is most fully developed, is his 
Logic. One of the greatest of Ger. 
philosophers, he has had an enor- 
mous influence on later philosophy, 
not only in Germany but also in 
France and Britain. 

Heiflenstam (hi'den-stam), Carl 
Gustaf Werner von (1859- ), 

Swed. man of letters ; b. in Ore- 
bro ; one of most brilliant figures 
in modern Swed. literature ; works 
are ideal, romantic, and full of 
imagination ; Nobel Prize for 
literature, 191S ; publications in- 
clude Endymion, Hans Alierms, 
Karolinerna, famous romance of 
Charles xii. ; also poems and 
historical tales. 

Heifetz [hi'fets), Jascha (rgoi- 
), Russ, violinist ; b. Vilna ; 
had great success during world 
tours ; settled in New York. 

Heine (hi'ne), Heinrich (1797- 
1836), Ger. poet ; 6. Diisseldorf of 
Jewish parents ; studied law at 
Bonn, Gottingen, Berlin ; adopted 
Christianity, 1825 ; pub. Eeise- 
bilder (1826), Bueh der Lieder 
(1827), which made him the most 
popular poet of Germany ; visited 
England, r827 ; settled in Paris, 
1831 ; to this period belong 
Framosische Zusiande (1831-2), 
Der Salon (1834), Ludwig Borne 
(1840), Die Romantische Schule 
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(1836) (prose works) ; Atia Troll 
(1847), Romanzero (1851), and 
Lelste Gedichle und Gedanketi 
{1853. 1855), rank among his 

finest poetical works ; bedridden 
from 1848 to 1856 ; belongs partly 
to Romantic movement, partly to 
‘ Young Germany ’ revolt ; great 
lyric writer, marred at times, how- 
ever, by cynicism and senti- 
meiitali ty. 

Hel'ena, St. (c. 247-328), wife of 
Roman emperor Constantins i., 
and mother of Constantine the 
Great ; accepted Christianity and 
made pilgrimage to Jerusalem, 
where she is said to have dis- 
covered the Cross and built the 
ehurches of the Holy Sepulchre 
and Nativity. 

Heliogah'alus, or Elagabai.us 
(c. 205-232), Roman emperor, 

218-222 ; original name was 
Varius Avitus Bassianus, which 
was changed when he became 
priest to sun-god Elagabal ; no- 
torious for debauchery; assassi- 
nated during mutiny. 

Hel'ler, Stephen (1815-88), 
Hungarian pianist and composer ; 
i. Budapest ; distinguished him- 
self at an early age ; works are 
marked by charm and delicacy; 
Nulls Blanches, Dans les Bois, 
etc., are well known. 

Helm'hoUz, Hermann von 
(1821-94), Ger. scientist ; 6. Pots- 
dam ; prof, of physiology in 
Heidelberg, and later of physics in 
Berlin ; gave a new direction to 
physiological research in seeing 
and hearing, his Sensations of 
Tone and his Physiological Optics 
being epoch-making works ; cre- 
ated a new field in hydrodynamics 
by investigations on vortex mo- 
tion, and contributed to theory of 
electrodynamics ; by his inspira- 
tion Hertz discovered the Hertzian 
waves of wireless telegraphy. 

Hfloise. See under Abelard. 

Helps, Sir Arthur (1813-75), 
Eng. essayist and historian; 6. 
Streatham ; clerk to Privy Council, 


1860-75 ; author of Friends in 
Council, Companions of my Soli- 
tude, Conquerors of the New 
World, etc. 

Helv6tiua {el-vd-se-oos'), Ci.aude 
Adrien {1715-71), Fr. philosopher; 
6. Paris ; wrote De V Esprit (1758), 
in which he reduces intellectual 
activity to physical sensation, and 
finds prime motive of conduct 
in self-gratification ; also teaches 
that all men arc horn equal in 
faculty ; book evoked storm of 
abuse ; was censured by Diderot 
and refuted by Rousseau in his 
Emile. 

He'mans, Felicia Dorothea 
Browne, Mrs. (1793-1835), Eng. 
poetess ; 6. Diverpool ; pub. many 
hooks of verse popular at the time"; 
much of her work appeals to the 
heart rather than the intellect, but 
such lyrics as ‘ The Better Land,’ 
‘The Graves of a Household,' 
‘ Casablanca,’ and ‘ The Homes of 
England,’ are still well known. 

Hen'derson, Ale.xander (1583- 
1646), Scot, divine ; b. in Fife ; 
held living of Leuchars, Fife, 
1614-39 ; rector of Edinburgh 
Univ. from 1640 ; chaplain to 
Charles i., 1641 ; helped to draft 
National Covenant and Solemn 
League and Covenant ; real suc- 
cessor of John Knox in organizing 
Presbyterianism. 

Henderson, Rt. Hon. Arthur 
(r863-i935), Brit. Labour leader ; 
0. Glasgow ; served apprenticeship 
as moulder in Newcastle ; held 
various positions in Trade Union 
movement ; mayor of Darlington, 
1903 ; M.P. for Barnard Castle, 
1903-18 ; chairman of parlia- 
mentary Labour party, 1908-10 
and I9i4-r7 ; p.c., 1915 ; joined 
first Coalition government as 
president of Board of Education, 
1915—16 ; paymaster-general and 
Labour adviser to government, 
1916 ; member of war cabinet, 
rgi6-r7 ; went on government 
mission to Russia, 1917 ; defeated 
at general election, igrS ; elected 
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for Widnes, igig ; home secretary 
first Labour government, 1924 ; 
secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, 1929-31 : president of 
League of Nations Disarmament 
Conference, 1932-3- 

Henderaon, Sir David (1862- 
1921). Brit, soldier; b. Glasgow; 
served with distinction in Sudan, 
1898, and in S. African War, 
1899-1900 ; director-general of 
military aeronautics, 1913-18 ; his 
administration much criticized, 
but a commission of inquiry re- 
butted charges made against him ; 
during Great War promoted iieut.- 
general ; it.c.v.o., 1919. 

Hen'ley, William Ernest 
(1849-1903), Eng. critic and 
poet ; i. Gloucester ; a lifelong 
invalid ; his long friendship with 
R. L, Stevenson began in Edin- 
burgh Infirmary ; went to Lon- 
don, 1877 ; od., in turn, of London 
(1877-8), of Art (1882-6), 

Scots (afterwards National) Ob- 
senior (1888-93), and New Review 
(1893-8); worlts include Booh of 
Verses (1888), English Lyrics 
(1897), Views and Reviews — 
Literature (1890), Views and Re- 
views — Art (1902), Centenary 
Burns (with T. F. Henderson, 
1896-7), and plays Admiral 
Guinea (1892) and Macaire (1895), 
in collaboration with R. L, 
Stevenson. 

Henner {en-dr'}, Jean Jacques 
(iBag-rgos), Fr. painter; b. in 
Alsace ; noted for his figure draw- 
ing ; Grand Prix de Rome, 1858 ; 
works include Biblis changSe en 
Source (1867) and Chaste Suzanne 
(1865). 

Henriett a Mari a (1609-1666), 
daughter of Henry iv. of France ; 
married Charles i. of Britain, 1625, 
on his promise to relieve e.c.’s ; 
supported him in quarrels with 
Scots and Eng. parliament ; raised 
funds on continent for prosecution 
of Eng. Civil War ; retired to 
France, 1644, and continued to 
support her husband till his 


execution, 1649 ; returned to 
England after Restoration, 1660 ; 
d. in France. 

Eeniy I., Beaucleec (1068- 
1135), King of England ; youngest 
son of William the Conqueror ; 
succeeded in 1100 ; defeated elder 
brother Robert at Tenchebrai, 
1106, and took possession of the 
duchy of Normandy ; defeated 
conspiracies by Fr. king in favour 
of Robert’s son, 1119. Henry's 
son William was drowned in White 
Ship, 1X20. Instituted exchequer ; 
championed interests of nation 
against dominance of Norman 
barons. 

Henry H. (1133-S9), King of 
England ; son of Matilda and 
Geoffrey Plantagenet ; grandson 
of Henry i. ; held large Fr. pos- 
sessions ; succeeded Stephen, 
ti54 ; at first supported by his 
minister, Bccket, whom he created 
archbishop ; quarrelled with 
Church, issued Constitutions of 
Clarendon, 1164, which JBecket 
opposed ; after latter’s murder, 
1170, Henry had to make various 
concessions to Church ; conquered 
Ireland, 1172 ; crushed barons’ 
rebellion, 1173, and reduced their 
power; obtained overlordship of 
Scotland by Treaty of Falaise, 
1174 i sons intrigued against him 
towards end of reign. 

Henry in. (1207-72), King of 
England ; succeeded his father. 
King John, 1216 ; attempted 
unsuccessfully to regain Fr. pos- 
sessions ; favouritism towards 
foreign adventurers and misrule 
generally aroused hostility of 
barons, who compelled him to 
assent to Provisions of Oxford, 
1258, subsequent annulment of 
which resulted in outbreak of 
Barons’ War under Simon do 
Montfort ; Henry was defeated at 
Lewes, 1264, but Prince Edward 
defeated barons at Evesham, 1263 ; 
thenceforth Henry was a cipher. 

Henry IV. (1367-1413), Boling- 
broke, King of England ; son of 
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John of Gaunt ; helped Richard ii. 
to suppress Gloucester’s rebellion, 
1397, but was banished, 1398 ; on 
Richard ii.’s seizing his estates, 
Henry invaded England, overcame 
Richard, and became first Lancas- 
trian Mng, 1399 ; routed the 
Percies, who had joined Glen- 
dower’s revolt, at Shrewsbury, 
1403 ; crushed Scrape’s rebellion, 
1405 ; captured Prince James of 
Scotland, 1406 ; subdued the 
Percies, r4o8, and ended Welsh 
rebellion ; persecuted Lollards, 

Henry V. (1387-1423), King of 
England ; sou of Henry iv. ; suc- 
ceeded, r4i3 ; repressed the Lol- 
lards ; claimed Fr. throne, invaded 
France, and won battle of Agin- 
court, I4r3 ; married Princess 
Catherine of France ; attained 
regency of France and succession 
to Fr. crown by Treaty of Troyes, 
1420 ; spent remaining years in 
suppressing Fr. risings against 
Eng. rule. An able general, his 
internal administration was marked 
by a love of justice and order. 

Henry VI. (1431-71), King of 
England ; son of Henry v. ; suc- 
ceeded, 1433 ; crowned King of 
France, r4^r, but gradually lost 
Fr. possessions following Joan of 
Arc’s campaign ; suppressed Cade’s 
rebellion, 1450; Henry became 
insane, 1453, but recovered ; Wars 
of Roses began, 1455 ; resulted, 
1461, in Henry’s defeat, when 
Edward iv. became king ; Henry 
was murdered in Tower, 1471 ; 
founded Eton School, and King’s 
CoU., Cambridge. 

Henry VH. (1457-1509)1 King 
of England ; founder of Tudor 
line ; son of a half-brother of 
Henry vi, ; married Edward iv.’s 
daughter Elizabeth ; defeated 
Richard in, at Bosworth Field, 
1485, and became king ; instituted 
Court of Star Chamber, 1487 ; 
suppressed Lambert Simnel’s re- 
bellion, 1487 ; supported Brittany 
against France ; formed alliance 
with Span, and Ger. kings, and 


invaded France, 1492 ; concluded 
conunercial treaty with Flanders, 
1496 ; overthrew Perkin War- 
becU’s insurrection, 1497; amassed 
large fortune ; strengthened crown 
at expense of nobies. 

Henry VHI. (i49r-i547). King 
of England ; second son of Henry 
VH. ; succeeded in 1509, and 
married Catherine of Aragon, his 
brother’s widow ; invaded France, 
winning Battle of Spurs, 1514 ; 
held conclave with Francis i. at 
Field of Cloth of Gold, 1520, but 
sided witli Francis’ rival, Charles 
V. ; made peace with France in 
1527. Woisey’s failure to obtain 
the papal decree for Henry’s 
divorce led to his downfall ; Plenry 
disavowed the papal supremacy in 
England, and, with Cromwell’s 
aid, broke with Rome and estab- 
lished himself as head of Eng. 
Church ; divorced Catherine, 1533, 
and married Anne Boleyn, who 
was beheaded, r536 ; dissolved 
monasteries, and put down Pil- 
grimage of Grace, 1337; married 
Jane Seymour, their son after- 
wards becoming Edward vi. ; 
subsequent ivives were Anne of 
Cleves, Catherine Howard, and 
Catherine Parr ; incorporated 
Wales, 1536 ; later years marked 
by wars mtb France and Scot- 
land ; led expedition to France ; 
took Boulogne, 1S44. 

Henry I„ the Fowler (c. 876- 
936), King of Germany; was Duke 
of Saxony and succeeded Conrad i., 
919; acquired Lorraine, 923; de- 
feated Slavs, Danes, Hungarians. 

Henry n., the Saint (973-1034), 
Holy Roman emperor ; succeeded 
Otto in., 1003 ; King of Italy, 
1004 ; crowned emperor at Rome, 
1014 ; waged intermittent war 
with Poland, 1002-18 ; liberated 
Bohemia from Polish yoke, 1004 ; 
concluded peace at Bautzen, 1018 ; 
supported Benedict viii. against 
Greeks, io2i. 

Henry HI., the Black (1017- 
56), Holy Roman emperor; son 
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of Conrad ii. ; Gcr. king, 1028 ; 
forced Bretislaus of Bohemia to 
acloiowledge his suzerainty, 1041 ; 
defeated Hungarians, 1045, and 
reinstated Peter of Hungary ; 
crorvned emperor, 1039, by Pope 
Clement ii., whose election he had 
obtained ; alienated nobility by 
support of clcrg3 ' , built Worms, 
Mainz, and Spires cathedrals. 

Henry IV. {1050-1106), Holy 
Roman emperor ; succeeded his 
father, Henry in., as king and em- 
peror, 1056; deposed and defeated 
Otto of Bavaria, 1071 ; waged war 
against Saxony and Thuringia, 
1073-88 ; came into conflict with 
Pope Gregory vii., who forced hiii^ 
to do penance at Canossa, 1077 : 
Henry subsequently repudiated his 
vow of obedience, deposed Pope, 
and elected antipope., Clement 
III. ; invaded Italy, 1081 ; took 
Rome, 1082 ; was crowned em- 
eror, 1084 ; later years marked 
y further disputes with popes and 
Ger. princes ; abdicated, 1105. 

Henry V. (1081-1125), Holy 
Roman emperor and Ger. king; 
son of Henry iv. ; subdued Robert 
of Flanders, 1106 ; reign marked 
bj' dispute with Pope; took him 
prisoner, iiii ; was excommuni- 
cated, 1 1 12; ban removed and 
dispute settled by Concordat of 
Worms, ri22. 

Henry VI. (1165-97), Holy 
Roman emperor ; son of Fred- 
erick 1. ; elected Ger. king, 1169 ; 
married Constance, heiress to 
throne of Sicily, 1186; emperor, 
iigi ; succession to Sicily opposed 
by Tancred, after whose death 
Henry became king ; coalition 
formed against him in Germany, 
1191, bub he put doira all oppo- 
nents both there and in Italy ; 
held Richard Coeur de Lion 
captive, 1193-4. 

Henry VH. (c. 1269-1313), floly 
Roman emperor ; son of Henry 
III., Count of Luxembourg ; elected 
Ger. king, 1308 ; emperor, 1309 ; 
tried to unite Germany and Italy, 


and was crowned at Milan, 1311 ; 
died in Italy while attempting to 
establish imperial authority. 

Henry I. (c. 1005-60), King of 
France, 1031 ; waged war unsuc- 
cessfully with Odo, Count of 
Blois, and William, Duke of 
Normandy. 

Henry H. (1519-39), King of 
France, 1547 ; married Catherine 
de’ Medici ; persecuted Protes- 
tants ; took Metz, Toul, Verdun, 
from Emperor Charles v. ; re- 
covered Boulogne, 1550, andCalais, 
1558 ; accidentally killed in tour- 
nament at Paris. 

Henry IH. (1551-89), King of 
France ; reign marked by war be- 
tween Catholics and Huguenots 
(massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
1572) ; also by struggle between 
king and Duke of Guise, ending in 
murder of latter, 1588 ; very dis- 
solute; was assassinated; ended 
Valois line. 

Henry IV., Henry of Navarre 
(1553-1610), King of Navarre, 
1572, and of France from 1589 ; 
leader of Huguenots ; married 
Margaret of Valois, sister of 
Charle.s ix., 1572 ; had to fight 
Spain and the Catholic League, 
winning battles of Arquos, 1589, 
and Ivry, 1599 ; turned r.c., 
1593 ; passed Edict of Nantes in 
favour of Huguenots, 1598 ; de- 
veloped agriculture and commerce ; 
introduced silk industry ; carried 
out financial reforms ; assassi- 
nated by Ravaillac. 

Henry the Lion (1129-95), 
Duke of Saxony and Bavaria ; 
married Matilda of England, 1168 ; 
greatly extended his domains in 
Germany ; refused to aid Emperor 
Frederick l. in. Ital. campaign, 
1176 ; banned by emperor, 1180 ; 
submitted, 1181 ; obtained Bruns- 
wick and Luneberg ; rebelled 
against Henry vi. ; founded Mu- 
nich; encouraged development of 
Hamburg and Liibcck. 

Henry the Minstrel. See 
Harry, Blind. 
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Henry the Navigator (1394- 
1460), Port, prince ; h. Oporto ; 
non of John i. of Portugal and 
Philippa, John of Gaunt’s daugh- 
ter ; served with great distinction 
at siege of Ceuta, 1415 ; took keen 
interest in navigation and dis- 
covery ; sent expeditions along 
the west coast of Africa at his 
own expense ; colonized Madeira 
Islands and Azores ; constructed 
an observatory at Sagre-s, near 
Cape St, Vincent ; in later years 
again distinguished himself in the 
field in Morocco, and took Alcazar 
the Little, 1458. 

Henry, Joseph (1799-1878), 
Amer. scientist ; b. Albany, New 
York ; developed electro-magnet ; 
prof, of physics, Princetown univ., 
1833, where ho worked out princi- 
ple of telegraph relay instrument ; 
first secretary of Smithsonian 
Institution, 1846 ; as chairman of 
Lighthouse Board improved light- 
ing and signalling of lighthouses ; 
made researches in meteorology, 
and was a founder of U.S.A. 
Weather Service. 

Henry, 0. See under Porter, 
William Sydney. 

Henry, Patrick (1736-99), 
Amer. orator and statesman ; 
b. in Virginia ; became a lawyer, 
1760, and in 1763 acquired sudden 
fame as orator against unjust 
taxation ; carried the Virginian 
vote for independence, 1776 ; 
governor of Virginia, 1776-9 and 
1784-6, and sat in its Legislature, 
1780-4 and 1786-90. 

Heniyson, Robert (c. 1430- 
1500), Scot, poet ; probably school- 
master in Dunfermline ; wrote 
The Moral Fables of Msop, 
Orpheus and Etirydice, The Want 
of Wise Men, and The Testament 
of Cresseid. 

Hensohel, Sir George (1850- 
1934). baritone singer, composer, 
and conductor ; b, Breslau ; na- 
turalized Englishman, 1890 ; first 
appearance as pianist, 1863, as 
vocalist, 1866 ; settled in London, 
( 4 , 154 ) 


1878, and succeeded Jenny Lind 
at the Royal Coll, of Music, 1886- 
88 ; founder and first conductor of 
London Simiphony Concerts; re- 
tired from singing, 1914 ; his 
compositions include songs, vocal 
stuefies, an opera, a comic opera, a 
Requiem Mass, Stahat Mater, and 
Te Demn. 

Henson, Herbert Hensley 
(1863- ), Eng. churchman; 

b. London ; vicar of Barking, 
1888-95 ; dean of Durham, 1912- 
18 ; Bishop of Hereford, 1918-20 ; 
Bishop of Durham, 1920 ; noted 
for his liberal theological views ; 
works include Puritanism in 
England (1912) and Disestablish- 
ment (192^. 

Henty, (jeorge Alfred (1832- 
1902), Eng. war correspondent 
and author ; b. near Cambridge ; 
went to Crimea, 1854 ; witnessed 
Italo-Austrian War, 1859; waswith 
Garibaldi in the Tirol, i860 ; 
accompanied Prince of Wales to 
India, 1876 ; newspaper corre- 
spondent during Franco-German 
War, 1870-1, and Turoo-Serbian 
War, 1876 ; wrote about 80 hoola 
for boys. 

Hep'plewhite, George {d. 1786), 
Eng. furniture maker ; contem- 
porary with Chippendale, but his 
W'ork was of a lighter and more 
elegant character ; painted designs 
upon satinwood were a feature of 
many of his productions ; prob- 
ably opened his business in Cripple- 
gate, London, 1760-70. 

HeraolTtus (c. 540-475 b.c.), 
Gr. philosopher ; b, Ephesus ; of 
aristocratic birth ; called ‘ the 
weeping philosopher ’ ; did much 
for study of metaphysics ; thought 
‘ everything is and is not,’ and 
that in diversity true unity was to 
he found ; fire is the original prin- 
ciple, and out of it the soul was 
created. 

Heraoli'us (e. 573-641), Byzan- 
tine emperor ; lieset by Avars 
from Danube, and by Persians in 
East ; made treaty with Avars, 
11 
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620 ; defeated Persians, 627-8 ; 
Jost Syria and Egypt to Arabs. 

Her'bart, Johann Feiedkich 
(1776-1841), Gcr. philosopher; 
b. Oldenburg ; prof, at Gottingen, 
1805-9, and Konigsberg, 1809-33, 
then again at Gottingen ; impor- 
tance of his work lies in his employ- 
ment of mathematical symbols to 
express processes of psychology' ; 
his doctrine of apperception has 
exercised a powerful influence on 
education.

Her'hert, Alan Patrick (1890- 
), Eng. author ; called to the 
Bar, igiS ; member of Punch 
staff ; works include Trials of 
Topsy, Water Gipsies, a novel, 
and the musical comedy Tantivy 
Towers ; u.p. for O.xford Univ., 1935. 

Herbert, George (i 593 -i 633 )> 
Eng. ecclesiastic and poet ; b. 
in Wales ; younger brother of Lord 
Herbert of Cherbiiry ; public 
orator at Cambridge, 1619; or- 
dained priest, 1630, with a living 
in Wilts ; his works include The 
Temple (1633) and his deeply 
miritual Sacred Poems and Private 
Ejaculations (1634). 

Herbert of Ciierbury, Edward, 
Lord (15B3-1648), Eng. philoso- 
pher, historian, and diplomatist ; 
h. in Salop ; fought in Nether- 
lands, 1610-14 ; ambassador to 
France, 1617-24 ; being impris- 
oned by Parliament, 1642, took 
no part in Civil War ; author of 
De Veritate, an important meta- 
physical work, De Religione Gen- 
tilium, a comparative history of 
religion, and other philosopliical 
treatises.

Lord (1810-61), Eng. statesman ; 
b. Richmond, Surrey ; m.p. for S. 
Wilts, 1832-60 ; secretary to 
Board of Control, 1834-5 ; secre- 
tary to the Admiralty, 1841-5 ; 
secretary for war, 1S52-5 ; during 
Crimean. War sent Florence Night- 


ingale to Crimea ; colonial secre- 
tary, 1855 ; again, secretary for 
war, rSsg-do ; responsible for 
transfer of Ind. army to crown 
control ; peerage, i860. 

Her'der, Johann Gottfried 
VON (17.44-1S03), Gor. poet, critic, 
and philosopher ; studied medicine 
and theology at Konigsberg, 1762- 
64 ; teacher at Riga, 1764-g ; 
after travelling in Germany, 
Franco, Eugiaiid, and HoUani, 
became an intimate friend of and 
greatlj’ influenced Goethe ; court 
preacher at Weimar from 1776 ; 
works include VnlksUeder (1778-g; 
songs and ballads), Vom Geist ier 
Hebrdischeu Poesie (1782), and 
Ideen sur Philosophic der Geschichie 
der Menschheit (1785-94), prose 
works ; trans. the Span, romances 
of the Cid. 

Herd'man, Robert (1829-88), 
Scot, artist ; b. in Perthshire ; 
studied in Scotland and Italy ; 
leading portrait painter ; principal 
pictures include After the Battle, 
Landless and Homeless, and a 
portrait of Lady Shand. 

Herdman, Sir William Abbott 
(1858-1924), naturalist; b. Edin- 
burgh ; son of above ; prof, of 
natural history, Liverpool, 1881— 
igrg, and of oceano^aphy, 1919- 
21 ; assisted in establishing marine 
biological station at Port Erin, 
Isle of Man, and sea-fish hatchery 
near Barrow. 

Eer'eward the Woke [fl. 0. 1070), 
Saxon patriot who defied authority 
of William i., and was in possession 
of the Isle of Ely in 1070 ; when 
finally overcome by William he 
succeeded in escaping ; legend 
asserts that he was subsequently 
reconciled with WiUiam.

Her'iot, George (1563-1624), 
Scot, goldsmith ; popularly Imown 
as ‘ Jingling Geordie ’ ; accom- 
panied court of James vi. to Lon- 
don, 1603 ; acquired considerable 
wealth, and bequeathed residue of 
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his fortune to endow Heriot’s 
Hospital, now George Heriot’s 
School, Edinburgh. 

Herk'omer, Sm Hubert von 
(1S49-1914), portrait and subject 
painter ; b. in Bavaria ; became 
naturalized Englishman ; exhibited 
After the Toil of the Day at Royal 
Academy, 1873; n.A., 1890; foun- 
ded school of art at Bushey, 1883 ; 
best pictures include The Last 
Muster, On Strike, and portraits of 
Ruskin, Wagner, and Tennj'son. 

He'ro OF Alexandria (ist or 
and cent. B.c.), mathematician ; 
probably Egyptian, but ivrote in 
Greek ; Invented a water-clock, 
a hydraulic organ, and a com- 
pressed-air catapult, and studied 
the determination of areas, vol- 
umes, and heights. 

Her'od. (i) The Great { d . 
4 E.O.), King of Judosa (40 B.c.) ; 
after severe struggle, made him- 
self master of Jerusalem ; rebuilt 
Caesarea, the temple at Jerusalem, 
and restored Samaria; ordered 
massacre of innocents (see Matt, 
o). {2) Antipas, son of Herod the 
Groat, tetrarcb of Galilee and 
Persea, 4 B.c-39 a.d. ; beheaded 
Join fie Baptist; to him Pilate 
sent Jesus, (3) Agrippa i., son of 
Aristobulus, a favourite of Em- 
peror Cahgula ; one of most 
powerful kings of East ; executed 
Apostle James, imprisoned Peter ; 
eaten of worms (Acts X2 : 23). ( 4) 
Agrippa n,, son of (3) ; took side 
of Rome when Jews began war 
with Rome, 67 ; after capture of 
Jerusalem, 7o, retired to Rome ; 
before him and Festus St. Paul 
made his defence at C$sarea 
(Acts 25 and 26). 

Herod'otus (c. 484-c. 425 b.c.), 
Gr. historian ; b. in Asia Minor ; 
known as the ‘ father of history ’ ; 
travelled for many years in Egypt, 
Babylon, Greece, and Italy, and 
his descriptions of the events of the 
period are invaluable ; main sub- 
ject of his work was the uprising 
of the Greeks against the Persians. 


Herrera {ar-rd'ra), Francisco 
(1576-1656), Span, painter ; b. 
Seville ; pupil of Luis Fernandez ; 
chiefly noted for his St. Basil in 
the Louvre, Paris, and Apotheosis 
of San Hermangildo and Vision 
of San Basilio in the museum at 
Seville ; a skilled worker in bronze 
and sculptor. His son Francisco 
(1622-85 ) became an accomplished 
painter of still-life, and later of 
portraits. 

Her'tiek, Robert (1591-1674), 
Eug. poet ; b. London ; son of a 
goldsmith ; apprenticed to his 
father’s trade, but subsequently 
took orders at Cambridge and 
became rector of Dean Prior, 
Devon ; prolific writer of ex- 
quisite lyrics dealing with love and 
country life ; best works ate 
Noble Numbers (1647) and Hes- 
perides (1648). 

Herriot («r-e- o'), Edouard (187a- 
), Fr. statesman ; i. Troyes ; 
was in turn university prof,, 
lecturer, and journalist ; mayor 
of Lyons, 1905 ; senator, 1912 ; 
minister of public works. 1916-17 ; 
deputy of Rhone departmeat, 
1919 ; leader of Radical party ; 
premier and minister of foreign 
affairs, 1924, when he strongly 
supported peace policy; resigned 
over financial poicy, 1925 ; minis- 
ter of public instruction, 1926-8 ; 
prime minister and minister of 
foreign affairs, 1932. 

Hersohel (her'shel). (1) Fried- 
rich Wilhelm (1738-1822), better 
knoivn as Sir William Hersohel, 
astronomer ; 6. Hanover ; trained 
as a musician ; to escape military 
service came to England, 1757 ; 
organist at Bath ; studied the 
stars with a 7-foot telescope of 
his own construction ; later con- 
structed a 20-foot and a 40-foot 
instrument ; discovered the planet 
Uranus, 1781, and also two of the 
satellites of Saturn ; astronomer 
to George in. ; presented to Royal 
Soc. a catalogue of 5,000 nebulee 
and star clusters which he had dis- 
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covered, 1802 ; knighted, 1816. 
(2) Caroline Luceetia (1750- 
1848), most famous woman astron- 
omer ; b. Hanover ; sister of ( i) ; 
came to England, 1772, and was 
appointed his assistant when he 
became astronomer-royal ; dis- 
covered eight comets and many 
nebulcB and star clusters. (3) Sir 
John Frederick William (1792- 
1871), Eng. astronomer ; son of 
(i) ; read for the bar, but never 
practised ; resided, 1834-8, at 
Cape Toivn ; set up an observa- 
tory, and enormously extended 
knowledge of the southern skies ; 
returned to England, 1838, pub- 
lishing the result of his survey of 
the skies ; pub. Outlines of 
Astronomy (1849). 

Herf'ling, Georg, Count von 
(1843-1919), Ger. writer and poli- 
tician ; b. Darmstadt ; prof, of 
philosophy, univ. of Munich ; 
wrote historical and philosophical 
works ; entered Reichstag, 1875 ; 
employed by Bismarck during the 
Kulturkampf to secure concessions 
from Rome ; leader of the Catholic 
centre president of the council 
and minister of foreign affairs in 
Bavaria, 1911 ; later laboured for 
supremacy of Prussia ; Ger. chan- 
cellor, rgr7, and made treaties of 
Brest-Litovsk and Buliharest ; re- 
tired, 1918. 

Hertz, Heinrich Rudolph 
(1857-94), Ger. physicist ; b. 
Hamburg ; prof, of physics, Bonn, 
i88g ; demonstrated the similarity 
between eleotro-magnotio, light, 
and heat waves, and worked at 
electric discharges in gases ; wire- 
less telegraphy is a practical 
application of his investigations ; 
important writings include Elec- 
tric Waves (1893), Miscellaneous 
Papers (1896), and Principles of 
Mechanics JiSgg). 

Hart'zog, James Barry Mun- 
NiK (1866- )j S. African poli- 
tician and soldier ; b, in Cape 
Province ; a Free State general 
in S. African War ; as minister of 
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education, 1907, urged rights of 
Dutch language in Orange Free 
State ; minister of justice in first 
Union Cabinet, 1910-12 ; anti- 
imperial views caused his omission 
from cabinet of 1912 ; leader of 
Nationalist party ; opposed S. 
African intervention in European 
war ; minister of native affairs, 
1924-9 ; prime minister since 1924 ; 
minister of external affairs, 1929 ■ 
formed Coalition government with 
Smuts, 1933. 

Hervieu {ar-vye'), Paul Ernest 
(1857-1915), Fr. psychological 
novelist and dramatist ; 6. Paris ; 
called to the bar, 1877 ; great 
originality and charm of style ; 
novels include Diogine-le- Chien 
(1882), Flirt (i8go), V Arnuiiiire 
(1895) ; plays include Les Paroles 
restent (1892), La Course du Flam- 
beau (1901), Le Dedale (1903), Le 
Riveil (1905), and Connais-toi 
(1909) ; works deal chiefly Mith 
sex problems. 

HetZBh {hert'sen), Alexander 
(1812-70), Russian critic and 
publicist ; b. Moscow j exiled to 
Siberia, 1834 ; returned to Moscow, 
1840, but left Russia, 1847; in 
London pub, two Russian period- 
icals, the Polar Star and the Bell 
( Kolokol) ; espoused Polish cause, 
1863, losing all influence in Russia ; 
Memoirs (Eng. trans., 1924—7). 

Hwzl, Theodor (1860-1904), 
Jewish politician ; b. Budapest ; 
founder of Zionist movement ; 
long on staff of Viennese Nme 
Freie Presse ; in 1896 produced 
Der Judenstaat, advocating found- 
ing of autonomous Jewish state. 

He'siod (c. 8th cent. B.c.), one 
of earliest Gr. poets ; B. Ascra, in 
Boeotia ; poems are Works and 
Days, a didactic work on peasant 
life, and Theogony, an account of 
the origin of the gods and heroes.

Hew'art, Gordon, ist Baron 
(1870- ), Brit, politician and 

lawyer ; B. Bury ; for some years 
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ji journalist ; called to bar, tgoa ; 
Liberal m.p. for Leicester, r9i3- 
22 ; solicitor-general, 1916-19 ; 
attorney-gener^, 1919-29 ; privy 
councillor, igiS ; lord chief- 
justice since 1922. 

Hew'ins, William Albert Sam- 
uel (1865-1931), Brit, politician 
and economist ; b. near Wolver- 
hampton; prof, of economic 
science, King’s Coll., London, 
1S97-1903; Unionist M.p. for 
Hereford, 1912-18 ; strong advo- 
cate of Tariff Reform. 

Hewlett, Maurice Henry 
(1861-1923), Eng. novelist and 
poet ; b. Addington, Kent ; keeper 
of Land Revenue Records and 
Enrolments, 1896-1900 ; pub. 
essays. Earthwork out of Tuscany 
(iSgi) ; then Songs and Medita- 
tions (1897) ; first novel. The 
Forest Lovers (1898), followed 
by Richard Yea-and-Nay, The 
Queen’s Quair, Halfway House, 
and many others ; poems include 
Song of the Plato. 

Heyden (hVden), Jan van 
DER (:637-r7i2)) Dutch painter, 
chiefly of architecture ; b. Gorin- 
chem ; sometimes collaborated 
ivith Adrian van der Velde, who 
supplied figures for his pictures ; 
i'ietv of the Town Hall, Amster- 
dam, and A Street in Cologne are 
among his masterpieces. 

Heyse (hi'ze), Paul Johann 
Ludwig (1830-1914), Ger. poet, 
dramatist, and novelist ; 6. Ber- 
lin ; renowned for his Novellen 
(short stories) ; has also written 
fine lyrics, narrative poems, and 
plays ; Nobel Prize, igio. 

Hey'wood, John (c. 1497- 
c. 1580), Eng. dramatist and epi- 
grammatist ; famed for his Inter- 
ludes, which link the morality plays 
to modem drama ; chief of these 
are The Play of Lotte and The 
Play of the Wether ; author also 
of many noted epigrams. 

Haywood, Thomas (c. 1570- 
c. 1650), Eng. dramatist, of volumi- 
nous output ; b. in Lines ; excelled 


in domestic plays, which were 
praised by Lamb ; chief of these 
are A Woman Killed with Kind- 
ness, Fair Maid of the Exchange, 
and Love's Mistress ; also wrote 
an Apology for Actors. 

Hezeki'ah {ft. c. 700 e.c.). King 
of Judah, son and successor of 
Ahaz ; influenced by the prophet 
Isaiah, was active in carrying out 
reforms ; improved position of 
Jerusalem as a stronghold, and 
delivered his country from the 
Assyrians. 

Bhh'bert, Robert (1770-1849), 
Eng. merchant; b. in Jamaica; 
founder of Hibbert Trust for the 
‘ spread of Christianity in its most 
simple and intelligible form.’ The 
Hibbert Lectures and Hibbert 
Journal have been maintained 
since 1878 by this Trust. 

Hieh'ens, Robert Smythe 
(1864- ), Eng. novelist and 

journalist ; 5. in Kent ; gave up 
music for literature ; won recog- 
nition with The Green Carnation 
(1894) ; other novels include An 
Imaginative Man, Flames, The 
Woman with the Fan, The Garden 
of A llah (1905 ; dramatized 1920), 
Bella Donna (1909), and The God 
within Him {1926). 

Hicks, Sir Edward Seymour 

(1871- ), English actor and 

author ; b. in Jersey ; joined 

Gaiety company, 1893 ; chiefly as- 
sociated with his wife, Ellaline 
Terriss ; has made successful tours 
in U.S.A. and S. Africa ; author 
of over 60 plays ; kt., 1935. 

Hicks, William (1830-83), an 
Anglo-Egyptian general, known as 
Hicks Pasha ; served through 
Ind. Mutiny and in Abyssinian 
War, 1867-8 ; entered Egyptian 
army, 1882, and was made pasha 
by Khedive ; commander-in-chief 
against Mahdi, 1883 ; his force 
was ambushed and massacred at 
Kashgil. 

HiokS'Beach, Sir Michael. See 
St. Aldwyn, Viscount. 

Hil'ary, St. (d, 367), Bishop of 
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Poitiers, known as the ‘Hammer 
of the Arians ’ ; wrote famous 
treatise on the Trinity ; his day 
is Jan. 13. 

Hil'da, St. (614-680), founder, 
658, and first abbess of Whitby; 
patroness of Cadmon ; baptized 
by Paulinus ; took the veil, c, 647 ; 
abbess of Hartlepool, 649 ; her 
effigy appears on anc. seal of 
Hartlepool. 

Hildebrand, Pope. See under 
Gregory. 

Hill, George Birkbeck Nor- 
man (1835-1903), Eng. author; 
b. in Middlesex ; made special study 
of 1 8 th cent. Eterature, and is rec- 
ognized as a leading authority on 
life and works of Dr. Johnson. 

Hill, OcTAViA (1838-1912), Eng. 
social reformer ; b. London ; 
laboured with Ruskin to improve 
worldng-class dwellings ; helped 
to institute Charity Organization 
Soc< CtCa 

mi, Sir Rowland (1795-1879), 
Brit, statesman ; 1. Kiddermin- 
ster; in .early life a successful 
schoolmaster ; invented rotary 
press for printing newspapers ; 
originator of penny postage 
{adopted iSsg), and inventor of 
adhesive stamp ; secretary to 
postmaster-general, 1846. 

Hill'd {c. 70 B.c.-c. A.D. 10), 
famous Jewish rabbi ; 4 . in 

Babylonia ; his gentler view of 
the law was opposed to that of 
Shammal ; author of some sayings 
proclaiming the duty of love to 
one’s neighbour, and of others 
emphasizing the value of learning ; 
ooUeoted the Mishnah, or oral 
traditions of the law. 

Hiller, Ferdinand (1811-85), 
musical conductor, pianist, and 
composer ; b. Frankfurt-on-Main ; 
founder and director of Conserva- 
torlum, Cologne ; wrote chamber 
music, two oratorios, six operas, 
etc. ; greatest work is oratorio 
Die Zerstorung Jerusalems. 

Hiu'denbnig, Paul von (1847- 
1934)1 German soldier ; i. Posen ; 


served in _ Austrian campaign, 
1866, and in Franco - Ger, War, 
1870-1 ; specialized on topo- 
graphy of E. Prussia ; retired, 
1911. On outbreak of Great 
War, 1914, re - commissioned as 
commander-in-chief, with Ludeu- 
dorff, against Russians in E. 
Prussia ; won decisive victory 
over Russians at Tannenberg, 
Aug. 1914 ; made field-marshal, 
and placed in chief command of 
the Austro-Ger. forces on Eastern 
front ; occupied Warsaw, May 
1915, and Russians were driven 
back to the Pripet marshes ; 
his spectacular advances gave 
frenzied delight to the Ger. people ; 
was appointed, 1916, chief of the 
general staff, and brought with 
him his faithful lieutenant, Lu- 
dendorff, who was the brains of 
the combination ; was forced by 
Somme battles to retreat to the 
‘ Hindenhurg Line,’ which was 
broken Sept. 1918 ; retained his 
chief command until June ipis,- 
after period of retirement accepted 
office as president of Ger. Re- 
public, 1935 : re-elected, 193a ; 
wrote Out of My Life (1930). 

Bipparohus {hi-paf'kus}, greatest 
astronomer of anc. times, some- 
times called ‘ the father of as- 
tronomy ’ ; lived and worked in 
Rhodes during znd cent. B.c. ; 
constructed first star catalogue 
(1,080 stars), and discovered pre- 
cession of equinoxes ; founder of 
trigonometry, and employed 
theory of eccentrics and epicycles 
to explain planetary motion. 

Hip'per, Franz, Rear-admiral 
VON (?i 866 -i 932), Ger. sailor; 6. 
in Upper Bavaria ; entered navy, 
1881 ; during Great War bom- 
barded Scarborough and Hartle- 
pool, 1914 ; commanded Ger. fleet 
at battle of Dogger Bank, igrs, 
and played important part at 
Jutland battle, rgid ; commander- 
in-chief of High Seas fleet, 1918, 
and arranged surrender of Ger. 
navy, 1918. 
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Hippocrates {hi-pok'ra-tez) {b. 
460 S.C.), Gr. philosopher and 
physician ; a descendant of ^scu- 
lapius ; b. Cos ; called ‘ father of 
medicine,’ and first to treat it 
scientifically ; a firm believer in 
recuperative force of nature ; 
wrote Prognostics, Epidemics, 
Aphorisms. 

Hippolytus {Iii-poVi-ius) {d. 235), 
writer of early church ; quarrelled 
with Calistus i. ; chief work, 4 l 
Refutation of all the Heresies, 
known as the Philosophumena ; 
wrote also Christ and Antichrist. 

BQisch, Maurice, Baron de 
(1831-96), Jewish capitalist and 
philanthropist ; b. Munich ; en- 
dowed the Alliance Israilite Uni- 
wrselle, i88g ; gave £500,000 for 
establishment of schools in Galicia 
and Bultovina ; founded Jewish 
Colonization Association, to bene- 
fit persecuted Jews, 

Hitler, Adolf (1889- ), Get. 

politician! 6- 'n Upper Austria; 
served in architect's office ; 
founded ‘ Hitler's Volunteers ’ to 
oppose Social Democrats ; started 
a revolt in Bavaria, 1923, but 
failed and was imprisoned ; Na- 
tional Socialists, or ‘ Nazis,’ rose 
to power under his leadership, 
1930-2 ; was elected chancellor of 
the Reichstag, 1933, and estab- 
lished virtual dictatorship, adopt- 
ing a strong anti-semitic policy. 
Succeeded Hindenburg as president 
with title of Filhrer. His book 
Mein Kampf (rgas) is autobio- 
graphical. 

Hoadly Ihbd'li), Benjamin 
(1676-1761), Eng. prelate ; bishop 
successively of Bangor, Hereford, 
Salisbury, and Winchester ; en- 
gaged, I7t7, in famous Bangorian 
controversy with the High Church- 
men as to extent of eccles. 
authority. 

Hoare, Sir Samuel (1880- ), 

Eng. politician ; educ. Harrow and 
Oxford; M.p. for Chelsea, 1910; 
sec. of state for air, 1922-24 
and 1924-29 ; sec. of state for 


India, 1931-3; foreign secretary, 
1935- 

Ho'bart Pasha, Augustus Char- 
les Hobaet-Hampden (1822-86), 
Brit, sailor ; b. in Leicestershire ; 
served with distinction in Crimean 
War, retiring with captain’s rank ; 
during Amcr. Civil War com- 
manded a blockade runner for 
Confederate states, describing his 
adventures in Never Caught 
(1867) ; joined Turk, navy and 
became admiral of Sultan’s fleet, 
commanding Black Sea Fleet in 
Russian war of 1878. 

Hob'bema, Meyndert (c. 1638- 
1709), Dutch landscape painter ; 
b. Amsterdam ; ranks with Cuyp 
and Ruysdael ; his painting of 
peaceful landscapes unsurpassed ; 
The Avenue of Middelhariiis, 
Showery Weather, and others, are 
in National Gallery, London. 

Hobbes (hobs), John Oliver. 
See Craigie, P. M. T. 

Hobbes, Thomas (1588-1679), 
Eng. philosopher ; i. MaJmesbury ; 
educated at Oxford ; tutor in 
Cavendish family and remained in 
their service practically all his 
life. His fame is highest as a 
political philosopher ; lived abroad, 
1640-51, and devoted his atten- 
tion to his great book Levia- 
than, in which he anticipated later 
thinkers in believing that govern- 
ment was for the benefit of the 
people as a whole ; he believed 
that the civil power residing in 
the people was absolute. He laid 
foundation on which political phi- 
losophers of the igth cent, were 
to build.

Hobbs, John Berry (1883- ), 

Eng. cricketer ; b. Cambridge ; 
played for Surrey, 1905-32 ; played 
in Test Matches against Australia 
since 1907 ; established many bat- 
ting records, including record ag- 
gregate of runs and record number 
of centuries. 

Hobhouse, Leonard Trelaw- 
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NEY (1864-1929), Eng. sociologist ; 
on editorial staff of Manchester 
Guardian, 1897-1902, and Tribune, 
igo6-7 ; prof, of sociology, Lon- 
don Univ., from 1907 ; works 
include The Labour Movement 
(1893)1 Democracy and Relation 
(1904), and Princijiles of Sociology 
(1924). 

Hook'ing, Joseph (1855- ), 

Eng. novelist ; b. in Cornwall ; 
land surveyor, r878 ; entered 
Nonconformist ministry, 1884 ; 
travelled in Near East, r887 ; 
retired, igro ; books include 
Zillah (189a), All Men are Liars 
(1895), And shall Trelawney Die ? 
(1897), The Path of Glory (,igi7), 
The Man who was Sure (,1931). 

Hooking, Silas Kitto (1850- 
1935), Eng. novelist ; brother of 
above ; b, in Cornwall ; Noncon- 
formist minister, 1870-96 ; de- 
voted himself to literature ; among 
novels are God’s Outcast (1898), 
The Beautiful Alien <1916), 
Watchers in the Dawn (rgso), 
'The Mystery Man (1930). 

Hod'son, William Stepheh 
Raikes (1821-58), Brit, soldier; 
b. near Gloucester ; served in first 
Sikh War, 1845 ; commanded 
Native Guides in the Punjab, 
1852 ; dismissed on ohargos of 
fraud, 1855, but exonerated; on 
outbreak of Mutiny raised bodj' 
of cavalry, known as Hodson’s 
Horse ; at fall of Delhi slew Mogul 
princes, which again subjected 
him to criticism ; Idlled during 
attack on Lucknow. 

Ho'fer, Andreas (1767-1810), 
Tirolese patriot ; when Napoleon 
transferred Tirol from Austria to 
Bavaria headed Tirolese revolt, 
and thrice drove out French and 
Bavarians ; ruled three months, 
then was forced to flee; was be- 
trayed and shot. 

HoS'mann, August Heinmch, 
commonly called Hoffmann von 
Fallersleben (1798-1874), Ger. 
poetand philologist; h.inHanover; 
his revolutionary Unpolitische Lie- 


der (1840-1) cost him his post as 
prof, of German at Breslau ; noted 
for his collections of Ger. children’s 
songs, folk-songs, etc. ; verse 
collections include Rheinlebcn and 
a selection of Gedichte ; philologi- 
cal works include Deutsche Philo- 
logie (1836) and Horee Belgicee 
(1830-62). 

Hoffmann, Ernst Theodor 
Wilhelm (1776-1822), Ger. writer 
and musical composer ; b. Kbnigs- 
berg ; studied . law, but led pre- 
carious career as musician, cari- 
caturist, scene painter, story 
writer, etc. ; finally resumed legal 
profession in Berlin ; one of the 
master novelists of Ger. romantic 
school ; chief novels trans. into 
Eng., such as The Serapion 
Brethren, Weird Tales, etc. ; chief 
opera. Undine. 

Hofmann, August Wilhelm 
VON (1818-92), Ger. chemist; b. 
in Hesse ; pupil of Liebig ; prof. 
Royal Coll, of Chemistry, London, 
1845, and at Berlin, 1S65, where 
his researches and those of Perkins 
brought the coal-tar products 
xmder notice, and practically 
revolutionized the art of dyeing. 

Hofmeyr (hof'inir), Jan Hen- 
drik (1845-1909), S. African poli- 
tician emd journalist ; b. Cape 
Town ; leader for many years of 
the Cape Dutch party or AM- 
kander Bond ; supported Cecil 
Rhodes till Jameson Raid, 1895 ; 
tried to influence Kruger and pre- 
vent outbreak of war ; supported 
federation of S. African colonies. 

Ho'garth, William (1697-1764), 
Eng. painter and enpaver ; 6. 
London ; set up in business as an 
engraver ; achieved first success 
with a series of six paintings repre- 
senting The Harlot's Progress 
(1731), shortly afterwards en- 
graved by himself ; this series was 
followed by eight scenes depicting 
The Rake’s Progress (1735), Mar- 
riage d, la Mode, Industry and 
Idleness, The Stage Coach, The 
March to Finchley, portraits of 
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Ganiok, Lavinia Fenton, scrip- 
tural pieces, etc. He achieved 
immediate success with his en- 
gravings, but his original paintings, 
apart from portraiture, found little 
appreciation, many remaining un- 
sold at the time of his death ; they 
are now recognized as master- 
pieces. His closing years were em- 
bittered by a quarrel with Wilkes 
and the poet Churchill 

Hogg, James (1770-1835), a 
Scot, poet and prose writer, 
known as ‘ the Ettrick Shepherd ’ ; 
b. in Selkirkshire. His education 
was very meagre; from age of 
six was employed as a shepherd. 
He made the acquaintance of Sir 
Walter Scott ; pub. The Queen’s 
Wake (1813), which showed that 
he possessed genius of a high 
order ; The Brownie of Bodsbeck 
(1818), a Covenanting stoiT^, is his 
best prose work ; ' Bonnie Kil- 
ineny ’ assures him a place among 
the poets ; oolleoted worlts pub. 
in a vols. (1865). 

Hogg, QuiKTttr (1845-1903), 
Eng. philanthropist ; 4 . London ; 
founder and president of the Lon- 
don Polytechnic, which provided 
eduoational facilities and rational 
amusements for young men and 
ivomon ; an extensive travelling 
agency was also established in 
connection with the institute. 

Hohenlohe-Sohillingsfitrst (/lo- 
en-lo'e shiVings-joorsi), Chlodwig 
Karl Viktor, Prince von {1819- 
1901), Ger. statesman ; 6. in 

Bavaria ; after Sadowa appointed 
chief minister of Bavaria, 1866— 
70 ; advocated alliance of Bavaria 
with Prussia in Franco-German 
War ; ambassador to Paris, 1874- 
85 ; governor of Alsace-Lorraine, 
1885-94; imperial chancellor, 
1894-1900 ; Memoirs (1906) in- 
curred severe condemnation of 
Kaiser on account of their frank 
and damaging revelations. 

HohenzoUem {kd'en-tsol-ern), 
name of Ger. imperial family ; 
derived from castle in Swabia ; 
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first came into prominence, 1415, 
when one of its members became 
Elector of Brandenburg; in 1701 
Frederick iit., Elector of Branden- 
burg, became first King of Prussia, 
and in 1871 William r,, seventh 
King of Prussia, became first Ger. 
emperor ; his grandson, ex-Kaiser 
William 11., abdicated at end of 
the Great War, igi8. 

Holbein [hol'bln). (t) Hams, 
THE Elder (c. 1460-1534), Ger. 
painter ; 6, Augsburg ; painted 
chieflyreligious subjects; examples 
at Basle, Munich, and Augsburg, 
also at Hampton Court ; the St. 
Sebastian, altar-piece at Munich 
is his masterpiece. (3) Hans, 
THE Younger (1497-1543), Ger. 
painter, son of (i) ; 6. Augsburg ; 
after assisting his father, joined 
painters’ guild of Basel, 1519 ; 
engaged in portraiture, mural 
decoration, and the production of 
wood-cuts, including celebrated 
Dance of Death ; visited London, 
1526, with introduction from 
Erasmus to Sir Thomas More, and 
finally settled there ; court painter 
to Henry viii., 1532 ; died of 
pla^e ; ranks among greatest 
of Ger. mediaeval painters ; works 
include The Ambassadors (Na- 
tional Gallery, London), Anne of 
Cleves (Louvre, Paris), and nu- 
merous private portraits. 

Hol'den, Sir Isaac (1807-97), 
Brit, inventor ; b. near Paislej’ ; 
after a life of struggle, invented a 
wool-comber, 1847, and estab- 
lished near Paris a wool-combing 
industry ; eventually concentrated 
his business at Bradford, where it 
became the largest wool-combing 
establishment in the world ; m.p. 
for Knaresborough, 1865-8, and 
for other constituencies, 1882-95 ; 
baronet, 1893. 

Hole, Wii-LiAM (1846-1917), 
Scot, painter, etcher, and mural 
decorator; 4 . Salisbury; settled 
in Edinburgh ; h.s.a., 18S9 ; 

chief works : Prince Charlie’s 
Parliamettt, The Night’s Catch, 
llo 
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etc. ; also The Life of Jesits of 
Nazareth, a series of eight water- 
colour paintings; series of his- 
torical paintings in Scot. National 
Portrait Gallery, iqoo, and muni- 
cipal buildings, Edinburgh, 1903. 

Hol'inshed (or Hollingshead), 
Raphael (d. c. 1580), Eng. chroni- 
cler ; wrote Chronicles of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland (pub. 1578), 
from which Shakespeare’s Eng. 
historical plays were largely drarvn. 

Holl, Fk.ank (1845-88), Eng. 
artist ; 6. London ; R.A., 1883 ; 

achieved distinction as painter of 
genre subjects ; among his notable 
portraits are Gladstone, Chamber- 
lain, Bright, Wolseley, and Roberts. 

Hol'land, Henry Fox, ist 
Baron (1705-74), Brit. Whig 
politician ; b. Chiswick ; father 
of Charles James Fox ; held 
various offices of state; leader 
of Lower House and secretary of 
state, t753, 176s ; paymaster- 
general, 1757. 

Holland, Henry Scott (1848- 
191S), Eng, clergyman ; canon of 
Truro, 1882-4 i canon and pre- 
centor of St. Paul’s Cathedral from 
r884 to 1910, then prof, of divinity 
and canon of Christ Church, Ox- 
ford ; a loading preacher and 
theologian of Church of England ; 
works include Logic and Life, On 
Behalf of Belief, Vital Values, 
Fibres of Faith, and A Bundle of 
Memories. 

Holland, Sir Thomas Erskine 
(1835-1926), Eng. jurist ; Vinerian 
reader of Eng. law, and prof, of 
international law and diplomacy, 
Oxford, 1874-1910 ; protest^ 
strongly against the ratification 
of the Declaration of London, 
1911 ; ed. the Imtitutes of Jus- 
tinian (1873), and wrote Elements 
of Jurisprudence, The Laws and 
Customs of War on Land, War 
and Neutrality, etc. 

Holloway, Thomas (1800-83), 
Eng. patent medicine manufac- 
turer ; b. Devonport ; made large 
fortune from pills and ointment, 


and built Holloway Coll, for 
Women, at Egham, Surrey, 1887. 

Holmes (horns), Oliver Wen- 
dell (1809-94), Amer. author and 
physician ; b. Cambridge, Mass. ; 
educated at Harvard ; practised 
medicine at Boston ; prof, of 
anatomy at tiarvard, 1847-82 ; 
pub. The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Table (1858), followed by the 
Professor (i860) and Poet (1871) of 
the same series ; other important 
works include two novels, Elsie 
Venner (1861) and The Guardian 
Angel (186S), Our Hundred Days 
in Europe (1887), and several col- 
lections of poems. His poetry is 
graceful and ingenious ; as a prose 
essayist he ranks high, 

Holst, Gustav (1874-1934), Eug, 
composer ; b. Cheltenham ; has 
written works for orchestras, part 
songs, operas, etc. ; best-known 
works : The Planets, an orchestral 
suite; Hymn of Jesus, choral 
and orchestral work; I'lte Perfect 
Fool, an opera. 

Holstein (hoTstin), Friedrich 
VON (1837-1909), Ger. politician; 
counsellor to Ger. foreign office, 
r878-igo6 ; power behind the 
throne in foreign affairs ; largely 
responsible for Germany obtaining 
Kiaochou and Samoa ; opposed 
increase of Ger. fleet. 

Holyoake (hol'i-ok), George 
Jacob (1817-1906), Eng. jour- 
nalist and pioneer of co-operative 
movement in England ; b, Bir- 
mingham ; an advocate of secu- 
larism — a system of moral culture 
without regard to religious beliefs ; 
works Include autobiography 
(1892) and History of the Roch- 
dale Pioneers (1857-92). 

Home, John (i722-r8o8), a 
Scot, dramatist and clergyman ; 
b, Leith ; his play, Douglas, was 
produced in Edinburgh, 1756, with 
great success, and at Covent 
Garden, 1757 ; resigned his charge 
and became secretary to Lord 
Bute ; tutor to Prince of Wales 
(George iii.). 
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Ho'mer, according to tradition, 
was the author of the two greatest 
epic poems of Greece, the Iliad 
and the Odyssey, the former de- 
scribing the siege of Troy and the 
latter the wanderings of Odysseus 
for ten years after Troy had fallen. 
Varying accounts are given of 
Homer’s birthplace and the time 
when he lived. The strongest 
tradition says that he was bom 
at Chios, that he was blind, and 
that he wandered from city to 
city reciting his poems, none of 
which he committed to writing. 
His period seems to be somewhere 
between iioo E.c. and poo B.c. 
How mnch of the Ihad and 
Odyssey can be ascribed to this 
traditional figure is a problem 
which is entirely unsolved. The 
poems as they now stand are un- 
doubtedly the product of various 
ages, ranging from prehistoric 
times up to about 600 b.c. They 
wore recited at many Gr. festivals, 
and Virgil modelled on them his 
own epic poem the Mneid. Other 
poems, the Homeric Hymns and 
the Thebaii, have been ascribed 
to Homer, but are certainly of 
different authorship from that of 
the two great epics. 

Hono'rios, name of several 
popes. (i) Honohius I, (625- 
638), tried unsuccessfully to per- 
suade Brit. Church to observe 
Easter according to Roman cus- 
tom ; was excommunicated after 
death for his support of Mono- 
thelite heresy. (2) Honorius n. 
(1124-30), sanctioned order of 
Knights Templars ; contended 
unsuccessfully with Roger of 
Sicily. (3) Honorius hi. (1216- 
27), authorized ordeis of St. 
Dominic and St. Francis ; sup- 
ported Henry nr. of England 
against France ; opposed the 
Albigenses. (4) Honorius iv. 
(1285-7), supported Charles of 
Anjou against Peter of Aragon, 
who had taken Sicily and im- 
prisoned the king. 


Honorius, Flavius (384-423), 
W. Roman emperor from 395 ; 
reign marked by Gothic invasions 
and sack of Rome, 410 ; perse- 
cuted pagans and abolished the 
gladiatorial combats ; his reign 
saw the practical loss to the em- 
pire of Spain, Gaul, and Britain. 

Hooch (ioch), Pieter de (1629- 
c. 85), Dutch painter of interiors ; 
b. Rotterdam ; obtains wonderful 
effects of material, reflections of 
light in pots and pans, and subtle, 
expression in countenances. 

Hood, Hon. Horace Lambert 
ALE.X.VNDEE (1870-1916), Brit, 
admiral ; b. London ; entered 
navy, 1883 ; served on Nile during 
Sudan operations, 1898, and in 
Somaliland, 1904 ; naval attache 
at Washington, igo7-8 ; in com- 
mand of Royal Naval Coll., Os- 
borne, 1910-14. On outbreak of 
Great War commanded Dover pa- 
trol ; perished in battle of Jutland, 
1916, when his flagship Invincible 
was sunk. 

Hood, Samuel, ist Viscount 
Hood (1724-1816), Brit, admiral ; 
b, in Somerset ; after service in 
N. America, and in the W. Indies, 
distinguished himself against the 
French at Martinique, 1781, St, 
Kitts and Dominica, 1782 ; in 
command of Mediterranean fleet, 
1793 ; captured Toulon, 1793, and 
took Corsica, 1794. 

Hood, Sir Samuel (1762-1814), 
Brit, naval commander ; cousin 
of above ; served in W, Indies and 
in Mediterranean, 1793 ; present 
at Santa Cruz, 1797, and battle 
of the Nile, 1798 ; commanded 
Venerable at Algeciras and Gib- 
raltar, 1801 ; defeated French in 
W. Indies, 1802, at Rochefort, 
1805 ; took Madeira, 1807 ; aided 
Sweden against Russia, 1808. 

Hood, Thomas (i799-i 845), 
Eng. humorist and poet ; i. 
London ; educated as engraver ; 
life 3vas a long struggle with ill- 
health and debt ; sub-ed. of Lon- 
don Magaiine, 1821 ; pub. Odes 
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and Addresses to Great People 
(1825), Whims and Oddities (i8a6) ; 
launched Hood's Contie Annual, 
1830 ; pub. ‘ The Song of the 
Shirt’ in Punch, 1843; at heart 
a serious writer, noted for his 
kindly nature.

Hook, Theodore Edward 
(178S-1841), Eng. novelist, dram- 
atist, and wit ; son of a London 
composer ; accountant-general of 
Mauritius, i8i3-t7, hut owing to 
the defalcations of an assistant 
was imprisoned ; ed. of John 
Bull, a Tory organ, 1820 ; his 
Sayings and Doings (1824-8) were 
highly popular ; novels include 
Jack Brag and Gilbert Gurney ; 
famed for improvisations and 
practical jokes. 

Hook'er, Sir Joseph Dalton 
(1817-1911), Eng^. botanist and 
traveller ; b. in Suffolk ; accom- 
panied Ross on his Antarctic 
cxpedi tion as surgeon and botanist ; 
travelied in India, Syria, and 
Morocco ; succeeded his father as 
director of Kew Gardens, 1865 ; 
pub. Genera Plantarum and a 
Flora of Ihe British Isles, still a 
standard work ; o.m., 1907 ; a 
friend of Darwin and Huxley. 

Hooker, Richard (1553-1600), 
Eng. theologian ; 6. near Exeter ; 
educated at Oxford ; received the 
living of lirayton-Beauchamps 
(Bucks) ; master of the Temple, 
1585 ; subsequently held livings 
at Boscombe (Wilts) and Bishops- 
bourne (Kent) ; remarkable for 
his sweetness and dignity of 
character. His Laws of Ecclesias- 
tical Polity is a masterpiece of 
theological reasoning and elo- 
quence.

HooB'er, John (c. 149.I-1555). 
Prot. martyr ; b. in Somerset ; 
went to Switzerland during the 
last years of Henry vni. ; returned, 
r549 ; reforming preacher under 
Edward vi. ; Bishop of Gloucester, 


1550; imprisoned on Mary’s acces- 
sion, 1553 ; burned at the stake 
in Gloucester, 1555 1 called ‘ the 
father of Nonconformity.’ 

Hoov'er, Herbert Clark (1874- 
), Amer. statesman ; b. in 
Iowa ; educated at Stanford 
Univ., California ; in charge of 
U.S.A. Geological Survey of Sierra 
Nevada Mts., 1895 ; took up min- 
ing engineering in California, 
Australia, and China ; in the 
Great War was organizer and 
chairman of Amer. Commission 
for Relief in Belgium, superin- 
tending provision of food for more 
than 10,000,000 people in Belgium 
and N. France ; in April 1917 went 
to America to become food ad- 
ministrator ; secretary of trade 
and commerce, 1920-8 ; though 
for a time a Democrat, eventually 
became a Republican; president 
of U.S.A., 1929-33. 

Hope, Anthony (1863-1933), 
pseudonym oi Sir A. H. Hawkins, 
Eng. novelist ; barrister. Middle 
Temple, 1887 ; achieved distinc- 
tion in romantic style with The 
Prisoner of Zenda and Rupert 
of Henieau, and in light modern 
comedy with The Dolly Dialogues 
and similar works ; later books 
include The God in the Car, 
QuisanU, Tristram of Blent, In- 
trusions of Peggy, Second String, 
etc. ; author of several plays ; 
pub. autobiography, 1927. 

Hop'kins, Sir Frederick Gow- 

LAND (1861- ), Eng. bio- 
chemist ; 6. Eastbourne ; edu- 

cated London Univ. ; prof, of 
biochemistry, Cambridge Univ., 
since 1914 ; Royal Medal, 1918 ; 
Copley medal, rgaS ; Nobel Prize 
for medicine, igzg ; has done 
valuable research work in proteins. 

Hop'kinson, John (1849-98), 
Eng. electrical engineer; b. Man- 
chester ; senior wrangler, Trinity 
Coll., Cambridge, 1871 ; practised 
as consulting engineer in London 
from 1873 ; bead of Siemens 
Laboratory at King’s Coll., Lon- 
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don, iSqo ; author of many scien- 
tific papers dealing with electricity 
and magnetism, dynamos, etc. ; 
accidentally killed in Alps. 

Hor'aoe, Quintus Horatius 
Flaccus (65-8 B.C.), Roman poet; 
b. Venusia, in Apulia; educated 
at Rome and Athens ; at Athens 
joined Brutus, and fought at 
Philippi as tribune. His home- 
stead appears to have been twice 
confiscated, but his patron Miecenas 
bestowed on him the beloved Sabine 
farm; at Virgil’s death, ig b.c., 
Horace became chief court poet 
and voiced the ideals of Augtistus. 
His Satires employ ridicule and 
not invective ; the Epistles are 
similar to the Satires, but wider in 
their choice of subjects, and even 
more good-humoured in tone ; 
Epodes are less delicate in senti- 
ment, less restrained in passion; 
Ars Poetica and and book of the 
Epistles are poetic treatises on 
literary art and criticism ; the 
Odes, his lyrical poems, are his 
greatest work, and are polished, 
chaste, and perfect in expression.

Horne, Sm I-Ienry Sinclair, 
1ST Baron (iSdi-tgag), Brit, 
general ; b. in Caitluioss ; served 
in S. African War ; in Great 
War was promoted major-general, 
igi4; made general for services 
at Vimy and Arras, 1917 ; in- 
vented the ' creeping barrage ’ ; 
did brilliant work in closing part 
of war ; baron, 1919 ; granted 
£30,000, and received thanks of 
Parliament ; held East command, 
1919-33; retired, 1926. 

Horne, Rt. Hon. Sir Robert 
Stevenson (1871- ), British 

statesman ; b, in Stirlingshire ; 
educated at Glasgow Univ. ; called 
to bar, 1896 ; ^ during Great War 
was assistant inspector-general of 
transportation, 1917 ; director of 
Admiralty Labour Department, 
rgiS ; Coalition Unionist m.p. for 
Hillhead div. of Glasgow, 1918; 
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minister of labour, 1919-20 ; 
president of Board of Trade, 
1920 ; chancellor of Exchequer, 
1921-2. 

Hor'nel, Edward Atkinson 
(1864-1933), Scot, artist ; b. in 
Australia; studied at Edinburgh 
and Antwerp ; influential member 
of the Kirkcudbright school of 
painters ; visited Japan and the 
East ; his work is decorative in 
design and distinctive in its 
colour ; many of his worlcs pur- 
chased for public collections. 

Hor'net, Francis (1778-1817), 
Brit, politician and economist ; 
Whig M.r., 1806; chairman of 
Bullion Committee, iSio ; one of 
founders of and contributors to 
Edinburgh Review. 

Hor'niman, Annie Elizabeth 
Fredericka (i860- ), pioneer 

in modern drama production ; 
b. London ; managed .Avenue 
Theatre, London, and Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin ; in 1908 bought 
Gaiety Theatre, Manchester, and 
started first Engl repertory theatre. 

Hor'nung, Ernest William 
(1866-1921), Eng. novelist and 
journalist ; b. Middlesbrough ; 
years spent in Australia, 1884-43, 
coloured much of his work, as in 
A Bride from the Bush (1890), The 
Boss of Taroomba (1894) ; best 
known as creator of Raffles, 
gentleman burglar, and tales of a 
similar type. 

Hor'rocks, Jeremiah (1617-41), 
Eng. astronomer ; b, near Liver- 
pool ; first to show how moon 
follows Kepler's law’s • revised 
Kepler's tables ; predicted and 
first observed transit of Venus ; 
first to make tida! observations. 

Honlay, John Callcott (1817- 
1903), Eng. painter ; b, London ; 
painted frescoes for the Houses 
of Parliament, X84 . S-8 ; r.a., 

1836 ; principal pictures include 
Rent Day at Haddou Hall, The 
Chess Players, The Healing 
Mercies of Christ.

DER Haden (1857-1916). Eng. 
surgeon and neurologist ; b. Lon- 
don ; prof, of pathology at Univ.

Hospital, 1906-16 ; famous for 
valuable researches in cerebral 
localization ; leader of a medical 
movement against the use of 
alcohol ; during Great War served 
in Mesopotamia, 1915-16, and 
died there of heat stroke.

naval raids and was wounded ; 
after mutiny at Cattaro, igi8, 
commanded Austro-Hungarian sea 
forces ; created tiungarian na- 
tional army after revolution, Oct. 
rgiS, and entered Budapest, 
whereupon Romanians withdrew; 
regent of Hungary since 1920. 

Hor'ton, Robert Forman 
(1855-1934), Eng. Congregational 
minister ; lecturer in history. New 
Coll., Oxford; minister, Lyndhurst 
Road Church, Hampstead, 1880- 
1930; chainnan of Congregational 
Union of England and Wales, 1903 ; 
author of many theological and 
devotional works; Autobiography 

(1917)- 

Hosea (hd-ze'a) [fl. 8th cent. 
B.C.), first in order among the 
twelve ‘ minor ’ prophets of the 
Bible ; prophesied from end of 
reign of Jeroboam ii. till extinction 
of northern kingdom ; used his 
own experience to illustrate the 
tragedy which was being enacted in 
the nation.

Houdon (oo-don'), Jean An- 
toine (1740-1828), Fr. sculptor; 
b. Versailles ; gained Prix de 
Rome, 1761 ; remained in Rome 
ten years ; there executed statue 
of St. Bruno ; visited U.S.A., 
1785, to make statue of Washing- 
ton ; among his works are busts 
of Turgot, Rousseau, Lafayette, 
Mirabeau, and Napoleon. 

Houghton [hou'ton), Richard 
Monckton Milnes, ist Baron 
(1809-85), Eng. poet and critic; 
6. London; m.p., 1837—63; peer- 
age, 1863 ; pub. poetical works 
under various titles, 1834-44 ; 
Collected Poems (1876), Lye and 
Letters of Keats (1S48). A gener- 
ous patron of poets and authors.

How'ard, old English family, 
said to have been settled in Nor- 
folk in loth cent. In 1483 Sir John 
Howard was created Duke or 
Norfolk and Earl Marshal of 
England, an office hereditary in 
the family ever since. The first 
duke was killed at Bosworth and 
attainted ; but his son Thomas 
won battle of Flodden, and re- 
gained the dukedom in 1514; 
third duke was uncle of Anne 
Boleyn and Catherine Howard ; 
his grandson and successor was 
beheaded for plotting in favour 
of Mary Queen of Scots, 1572. 
The family regained dukedom from 
Charles n. Bernard Marmadoke 

FiTZALAW-HOWARD, IdTH Dcke of 
Norfolk (tgoS- ), is premier 
duke of England and head of Eng- 
lish R.c.’s. The Earls of Effing- 
ham, Suffolk, and Carlisle are of 
same stock. 

Howard, Catherine (1521-42), 
fifth queen of Henry viir. : daugh- 
ter of Lord Edmund Howard ; 
married Henry in 1540 ; charged 
with unfaithfulness, and beheaded 
in Tower. 

Howard, John (1726-90), Eng. 
philanthropist ; 6. London ; as 

high sheriff of Bedford, 1773, 
inspected the prison, and, finding 
many abuses both there and in 
other Eng. jails, devoted his life 
to securing reforms in prison 
management. He visited prisons 
of many European countries, 
which he described, with those 
of England, in his State of Priso/ts 
(t777). He also carried out re- 
searches on the plague. 


Howard of Effingham, Char- 
les, 2ND Baron (1536-1624), Eng. 
admiral ; ambassador to France, 
1.559 ; one of commissioners for 
trial of Mary Queen of Scots, 
1586 ; as Lord High Admiral 
commanded fleet against Span. 
Armada ; with Essex, 1596, joined 
expedition against Cadiz ; created 
Earl of Nottingham, 1597 ; held 
many offices under james i. 

Howe, Elias (1819-67), Amer. 
inventor ; 6 . in Massachusetts ; 
granted patent, 1846, for sowing- 
machine. 

Howe, Joseph (1804-73), Ca- 
nadian politician ; 6. near Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia ; shared in 
obtaining responsible administra- 
tion for Nova Scotia, and did much 
to establish and improve its 
government ; provincial secre- 
tary of state for Nova Scotia in 
Dominion government, 1869-72 ; 
governor, 1873. 

Howe, Julia Ward (1819- 
1910), Amer, author and phi- 
lanthropist ; 6. New York ; as- 
sociated with her husband, Dr. 
S. G. Howe, in editing Boston 
ComntouiveaWi, and in numurous 
philanthropic movements ; wrote 
‘ The Battle-hymn of the Repub- 
lic,’ besides several vote, of verse. 

Howe, Richard, ist Earl 
(1726-99), Brit, admiral ; 6. Lon- 
don ; treasurer of navy. 1765-70 ; 
served in war of Amer. Independ- 
ence ; relieved Gibraltar, 1782 ; 
first lord of Admiralty, 1783-8 ; 
defeated French off Cape Ushant 
— ‘ the glorious first of June,’ 
1794 ; helped to end mutiny at 
Spithead, r797. 

Howe, William Howe, 5th 
Viscount (1729-1814), Brit, sol- 
dier ; brother of above ; distin- 
guished himself at capture of 
Quebec. r75g ; fought in Amer. 
War of Independence till 1778, 
when, he was relieved at his own 
request, his military conduct hav- 
ing been severely criticized in 
England ; conduct approved after

How'ells, William Dean (1837- 
igeo), Amer. novelist and author ; 
b. in Ohio ; worked as compositor, 
reporter, editor in various news- 
paper offices ; U.S.A. consul at 
Venice, 1861-5 ; ed. of Atlantic 
Monthly, iS65-8i ; prolific and 
versatile author ; produced some 
seventy books ; his novels, which 
portiay a faithful picture of Amor, 
life and character, include Tlteir 
Wedding Journey (1871), The 
Lady of the Aroostook (1878), The 
Leathenmod God (1916). 

Howitt, William (1792-1879), 
Eng. author ; b. in Derbyshire ;

Hraiioka {hurd-lits'ka), Ales 
{1869- ), Amer. anthropolo- 

gist ; b. in Bohemia ; emigrated 
to New York, 1882 ; ^-aduated in 
inedieine ; did research work in 
insanity, iSg4-S ; anthropologist 
in many expeditions, 1898-1913 ; 
founder and ed. of American 
Journal of Physical Anthropology 
since 1918 ; an authority on 
ancient man ; curator, Smith- 
sonian Institute, since igio. 

Hue ipok), Evariste Rfcis 
(1813-60), Fr. R.o, missionary and 
traveller ; b. Toulouse ; went to 
China as missionary ; journeyed 
from Peking to Lhasa, 1844-6 ; 
wrote Souvenirs d'un Voyage dans 
la Tartaric, le Thibet, et la Chine 
(1851-2) and L’Empire Chinois 
(1855). 

Hudson, George (1800-71), 
Eng. financier ; b. near York ; 
called ‘ railway king ’ ; promoted 
railway extensions in England ; 
acquired large fortune, subse- 
quently lost, 

Hudson, Henry (d. 1611), Brit. 


explorer; attempted to discover 
north-east passage to Pacific, 
1607 ; in 1609 explored Hudson 
R. ; sailed, 1610, to Hudson 
Strait and Bay in search of north- 
west passage ; crew mutinied, and 
Hudson and others were cast 
adrift and never heard of again. 

Hudson, William Henry (1841- 
1922), Brit, naturalist; b. near 
Buenos Aires ; lived in England 
after 1870 ; civil pension in igm 
helped to relieve his poverty ; 
wrote The Purple Land (1885), 
Green Mansions (1904), Afoot in 
England (1909), British Birds 
(1895), Birds of La Plata (1920), 
and A Hind in Richmond Park 
(1922). Bird sanctuary in Hyde 
Park established in his memory. 

HueHer, F. M. See Ford.

Huerta, Victoriano (1854- 
1916), Mexican president and 
generalissimo ; of Indian parent- 
age; became general, 1901 ; after 
resignation of Diaz, 1911, entered 
service of President Madero ; com- 
bined with General Felix Diaz to 
make Madero a prisoner, upon 
which he became interim president. 
He incurred odium in U.S.A. for 
his share in murder of Madero, 
and this led to protracted conflict 
with America. After his confirma- 
tion in the office of president, 
Carranza and ViUa headed rebel- 
lion against him. Repudiated the 
National Debt, thereby precipitat- 
ing anarchy only remedied by 
Amer. intervention. Resigned, 
1914, and took up residence in 
U.S.,iV. ; arrested for violating 
Amer, neutrality, but died before 
being brought to trial. 

Hng'gins, Sir Willi.am (1824- 
igio), Eng. astronomer ; b. Lon- 
don ; pioneer in stellar spectro- 
scopy and photography ; made 
many striking discoveries relative 
to origin, constitution, and con- 
dition of the heavenly bodies ; 
produced Atlas of Representative 
Stellar Spectra ; o.m., 1902. 
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Hughes {httz), Charles Evans 
(1862- ), Amer. lawyer and 

public official ; b. in New York 
state ; practised law in New 
York ; governor of New York 
state, 1907-8 and igog-io ; de- 
feated by Wilson for presidency 
of U.S.A., igi 6 ; secretary of 
state, 1921-5 ; chairman of inter- 
national conference on limitation 
of armaments, 1921 ; chief justice 
of supreme court, 1930; wrote The 
Pathway of Peace (1925)- 

Hughea, Hugh Price (1847- 
1902), Brit. Wesleyan nainister ; 
b. Carmarthen ; founded Method- 
ist Times, 1883 ; started West 
London Mission, 1887 ; president 
of Wesleyan Conference, 1898 ; 
first president, 1896, of the Na- 
tional Free Church Council. 

Hughes, Sir Sam (1853-1921), 
Can. soldier and public official; 
b. in Ontario ; educated at To- 
ronto Univ. and Royal Military 
School ; lecturer in English in 
Toronto Collegiate Institute, 
1875-85 ; served during Fenian 
raid, 1870 ; lieutenant-colonel, 
2897 ; served in South African 
War : member of Dominion Par- 
liament, 1892-1921 ; minister of 
militia and defence, 1911-16. On 
outbreak of Great War organized 
Canadian troops, whom he accom- 
panied to France ; major-general, 
1914 ; knighted, 1915. 

Hughes, Thomas (1822-96), 
Eng, author ; b. Uffington, Berks ; 
joined Christian Socialist move- 
ment, 1848, and was one of 
founders and principals of Work- 
ing Men’s Coll., London. Pub. 
anonymously Tom Brown’s School 
Days (1857), which was an instant 
success, and Tom Brown at 
Oxford (1861) ; M.P., 1865-74 ; 

presided at first Co-operative 
Congress, 1869. 

Hughes, Rt. Hon. William 
Morris (1864- ), Australian 

statesman ; b. in Wales ; went 
to Australia, 1884, and entered 
politics as member of the Legis- 


lative Assembly of New South 
Wales, r8g4, a position he resigned 
on becoming member of the Fed- 
eral Parliament ; devoted himself 
to the interest of Labour ; attor- 
ney-general in various Labour 
administrations ; minister for ex- 
ternal affairs, 1921-23 ; prime 
minister, 1915-23 ; defeated twice 
on subject of conscription ; repre- 
sented Commonwealth at Imperial 
War Cabinet, igiS ; Australian 
delegate to Peace Conference. 

Hn'go, Victor Marie (1802- 
85), Fr. author ; b. Besangon ; 
travelled with his father. General 
Count Hugo (r77.(-rS28), through 
Spain and Italj’ during Napoleonic 
campaigns ; intermittently edu- 
cated in Paris ; private and public 
life were troubled from outset ; 
nearly all his children died in his 
lifetime. Entered Parliament after 
revolution of 1848 ; became ardent 
Republican, and after coup d’etat 
of 1851 retired to Channel Islands 
until 1870 ; returned to Paris, and 
took deep interest in politics, 
working for abolition of capital 
punishment, etc. He was buried 
in the Pantheon as perhaps the 
greatest figure in Fr. literature. 

Hugo was the great leader of 
Romantic school of Fr. literature ; 
his poems, dramas, and romances, 
on every subject, aroused un- 
bounded enthusiasm; his dramas 
— Hernaui (1830), Le Roi s’ amuse 
(1832), Lucrice Borgia (1833), etc., 
and novels, Le Dernier Jour d'un 
CottdamnS (1829), Nolre-Dame de 
Paris (1831). Les Misirables (1862), 
Les Tramilieurs de la Mer (1S66), 
L’Homme qui Pit (1869), were 
epoch-making, and were only 
surpassed in greatness by his 
lyrics. One of the main features 
of his writing wa,s frequent use of 
motif of oppressed virtue and evil 
fate ; this ' eternal note of sadness ’ 
is one of the charms of Hugo.

Hum'hertl. (1844-1000), King of 
Italy, son of Victor Emmanuel 11. ; 
succeeded, 1878 ; supported Triple 
Alliance and also maintained 
friendly relations with Britain ; 
assassinated by anarchist Bresci. 

Hum'boldt, Friedrich Hein- 
rich AjwEXAndcr, Baron von 
(1769-1859), Ger. naturalist and 
explorer j 4. Berlin ; explored R. 
Orinoco, the Andos, R, Amazon, 
and Mexico ; introduced guano 
into Europe. In 1817 delineated 
isothermal lines ; wrote accounts 
of the natural history of the regions 
ho explored, and many works on 
natural history ; made a journey 
to Siberia in 1829, during which 
he determined tlio height of the 
plateau, and discovered diamonds 
m the gold washings of the Ural, 
In 1845 began his classic work 
Kosmos, in which are embodied 
the results of his observations.

Hume, David (1711-76), Scot, 
historian and philosopher ; b. 
Edinburgh ; educated at Edin- 
burgh Univ. ; in 1739 pub. first 
two vols. of Treatise of Human 


Nature, which was a failure ; tried, 
unsuccessfully, to secure chair of 
moral pliilosophy at Edinburgh, 
1744 ; librarian at Advocates’ 
Library, Edinburgh, 1731 ; his 
Philosophical Essays (later called 
Inquiry Concerning Human Un- 
derstanding) were pub. in 1748, and 
Political Discourses in 1751 ; then 
he pub. a History of England (1754- 
56) ; Natural History of Religion 
appeared in 1757 ; undcr-sucretary 
of state to the Home Department, 
r766. 

Hume’s philosophy carried 
Locke’s account of the origin of 
knowledge to its logical conclu- 
sion. He set up as a general test 
for all ideas that they must origin- 
ate in impressions, otherwise they 
have no real meaning, but are 
merely illusions. Thus the theory 
of casual connection is resolved 
into a mere blind belief engendered 
by custom. The outcome of such 
criticism applied to the funda- 
mental concepts on which know- 
ledge rests was total scepticism.

Ibifiez {i-ban'yeih), Vicente 
Blasco (1867-1928), Span, novel- 
ist ; b, Valencia ; political agi- 
tator ; exiled ; imprisoned fre- 
quently ; best-lcnoivn books, The 
Shadow of the Cathedral, Blood 
and Sand, and The Four Horse- 
men of the Apocalypse. 

Ibn Batata (Abu Abdullah 
Mohammed) (i304-r378), Moslem 
traveller ; b. Tangier ; made pil- 
grimage to Mecca four times ; be- 
tween 1325 and 1355 visited, 
among other places. Near East, 
India, China, Sumatra, Spain, 
travelling more than 75, 000 miles. 

Ibn Sa’ud (Abdul Aziz ibn 
Abdulraiiman ibn Faisal ibn 
Sa’ud) (c. 1889- ), King of 

Hejaz and Nejd ; b. Riyadh ; re- 
covered Nejd for family and be- 
came ruler, rpoi ; extended his 
conquest till in 1926 was pro- 
claimed King of Hejaz, in 1927 
King of Nejd, and in 1932 of these 
united kingdoms Icnown as Saudi 
Arabia. Friendly to Britain during 
Great War ; has done much to 
improve his territory. 

Ib'sen, Henrik (1828-1906), 
Norweg. dramatist and poet ; b. 
Skien, s. Norway ; apprentice to 
a chemist at Grimstad ; wrote 
blank-verse plays and took part 
in stage-management (1850 on- 
wards) at Bergen. The Vikings 
of Helgoland, a romantic dramatic 
poem, 1858, was refused by 
managers. His first great protest 
Mainst social conventions was 
Love's Comedy ; Brand, a beauti- 
ful lyric against moral deadness, 


appeared in 1866 ; its theme was 
repeated in the greater Peer 
Gynt, with its marvellous songs. 
From this time Ibsen’s position 
in literature was assured. He 
now substituted analysis and 
irony for lyrical attacks on middle- 
class vices. The Pillars of Society 
(1877) was an exposure of the 
bourgeoisie', A Doll's House (1879), 
Ghosts (i88i), Hedda Gabler (1890), 
and other plays, discuss the posi- 
tion of women in social life ; in 
An Enemy of the People (18S2) 
he shows up the cowardice of 
public opinion ; in The Wild 
Duck (1S84) the attempts of re- 
formers are ironically ridiculed. 
The Master Builder {1892) is 
perhaps his chief work. Ibsen’s 
plays revolutionized dramatic art 
by their realism and their consum- 
mate mastery of stage technique.

559), first King of 
Bernicia ; ascended throne, 547, 
on foundation of kingdom ; built 
fortress at Bamborough.

very little known of him ; epistles 
preserved in three recensions ; 
Ignatius defends Episcopacy and 
protests against Docetism and 
Judaizing tendencies in Church.

im Tburn, Sir Everaed (1S52- 
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1932), Brit, colonial administra- 
tor; curator Brit. Guiana Museum, 
1877-82; lieut. -governor and col- 
on!^ secretary, Ceylon, 1901— 4 ; 
governor ol Fiji and high com- 
missioner of the W. Pacific, 
1904-10 ; president Royal An- 
thropological Institute ; did much 
exploring in Brit. Guiana ; first 
to ascend Roraima. 

Indy (aii-de'), Paul MariiJ 
Theodore Vincent d’ {1851- 
1931), Fr. musical composer ; b, 
Paris; his music did not suit 
popular taste of his day ; chief 
works : Le Chant de la Cloche, Le 
Ford Enchant ee {symphonic poem), 
F&ruaal, and L'Eiranger, operas, 
much chamber music, and biog- 
raphies of Beethoven and Franck. 

Inge (i»g), William Ralph 
(i860- ), Eng. churchman ; b. 

Crayke, Yorks ; educated Eton 
and Cambridge ; master at Eton, 
18S4-8 ; Lady Margaret prof, of 
divinity, Cambridge, 1907-11 ; 
Dean of St. Paul’s, 1911-33; 
Gifford lecturer at St. Andrews, 
1917-18. Numerous works in- 
clude The Philosophy of Plotinus 
(1918), Outspoken Essays (1919 
and 1922), Lay Thoughts of a 
Dean (1926), The Church in the 
World, (1927), Christian Ethics and 
Modern Problems (1930). Ho has 
been dubbed by newspaper writers 
‘ the Gloomy Dean ’ because he 
faces problems of the age without 
undue optimism. 

lugelow {in'je-ld), Jean (1820- 
97), Eng, poetess and novelist ; 
b. Boston, Lines ; her Poems 
(1863) contain ‘ The High Tide on 
the Coast of Lincolnshire, 1571,’ 
her best-known poem. Her novels 
include Off the Skelligs (1872), 
Fated to be Free (1873), and Sarah 
de Berenger (1880). 

Ing'emann, Bernhard Severin 
(1789-1862), Dan. novelist and 
poet ; b. in Falster ; numerous 
poems, including historical epics 
' Valdcmar the Great,’ and ‘ Queen 
Margaret ’ ; chief historical novels. 


Valdeinar Seier (1826), Erik 
Memed's Childhood (1828), King 
Erik (1833), and Prince Otto 0/ 
Denmark (1835). 

Ingoldsby, Thomas. See Bar- 
ham, Richard Harris. 

Ingres (angV), Jean Auguste 
Dominique (1780-1867), Fr. his- 
torical painter ; 6. Montauban ; 

director of Fr. school at Rome, 
1834-41 ; settled in Paris, and 
became leader of the classical 
school as opposed to the romanti- 
cists under Delacroix. His works 
Include Virgil reading the JEneid, 
the Odalisque, La Source, and 
numerous portraits of celebrities. 

Innocent, the name of thirtooii 
Popes. Innocent i., native of 
Albano ; became Pope, 402 ; vig- 
orously enforced celibacy of clergy 
and supremacy of Roman see ; 
d. 417 ; was canonized. Innocent 
m. (Lotario dc’ Conti di Segni, 
1160-1216); 6. Anagni; succeeded 
Colestino iii., 1198. Under his rule 
papal power reached its highest 
point He oxcominuiiicatcd the 
kin^ of England, France, and 
Spain, and laid these conutrics 
under interdict ; he was equally 
zealous for reform within the 
Church. Innocent xi. (Benedetto 
Odcscalchi, i6ii-8g); b. Como; 
Pope, 1676 ; quarrelled with 
Louis .XIV., and elicited the famous 
‘ declarations of the Gallic clergy.’ 
Innocent .xii. (Antonio Pignatelli, 
1615-1700) ; b. Naples ; Pope, 
i6gi ; reversed policy of Innocent 
XL to some extent ; reconciled to 
Louis XIV. 

Inouy^ [en-o-oo'ya). Marquess 
Kaoru (1835-1915), Jap. states- 
man ; foreign minister, 1885 ; 
home affairs, 1892 ; minister 
plenipotentiary, Korea, 1894; in- 
troduced European innovations 
with some success. 

Irenss'iis, St, (c. 120-202), a 
Father of the Early Church ; b. 
Smyrna ; disciple of Polycarp : 
bishop of Lyons, c. 179 ; helped 
to evangelize Gaul, and mediated 
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in dispute betwcpu Churches of 
East and West regarding correct 
dale of Easter ; wrote Against the 
Heresies, iu which ho defended 
Catholic doctrine and tradition ; 
an authority on liistory of Christian 
Church in end cent. 

Ironside. See Edmund Ikon- 
side. 

Ir'ving, Edward (1^93-1834). 
Scot, preacher ; h. Annan ; edu- 
cated Edinburgh Univ. ; tc.ar.her 
at Haddington, and at Kirkcaldy, 
where he became a friend of 
Carljde. Assisted Dr. Chalmers at 
St, John’s Church, Glasgow; min- 
ister of Cross Street Chapel, 
London, 1823 ; attracted extra- 
ordinary crowds by lua eloquence ; 
gave way to mysticism and was de- 
posed from the ministry, 1833 ; he 
originated community of Christians 
who became the Calholio Apostolic 
Churcli.

Irving, Sir Henrv (1838-1905), 
(original name, John Henrv 
Bkodribb), Eng. actor ; b. in 
Somerset ; first public appearance 
in Sunderland, 185C. His real 
fame dales fioin bis appearance, 
in 1871, as Mathias in The Belts 
at the Lyceum ; his Hamlet 
stamped him as an actor of rare 
distinction. In 1878 he became 
lessee of the Lyceum, and his 
association with Miss Ellen Terry 
did much to ensure his success. 
Possessed of singular magnetic 
qualities and a wonderful poetic 
imagination, ho stood at the head 
of contemporary Eng. actors ; 
knighted, 1895. 

Irving, Henry Brodrihb (1870- 
1919), Eng. actor-manager, older 
son of Sir Henry Irving ; 6. Lon- 
don ; went on stage, iSgi ; called 
to the bar, 1894 ; returned to 
stage, 1894 ; later formed com- 
pany of his own with Miss Doro- 
thea Baird, his wife, 1908 ; ap- 
peared in several of his father’s 
most famous parts. A keen crim- 


inologist, he pub. several books 
on criminals and crime. 

Irving, Wasiungtom (1783- 
1859), Amor, author ; b. New 
York ; first literary success, 
amusing sketches entitled Sal- 
fnaguntii. In 1809 appeared sa- 
tirical History of New York, by 
‘ Diedrich Knickerbocker,’ wbioh 
brought him European fame ; 
lived mainly in England, 1815-32, 
and produced his famous Sketch 
Book, which contained ‘ Rip Van 
Winkle ’ ; visited Spain, 1826-9, 
and wrote biography of Columbus ; 
other works, Astoria (1836), Ad- 
ventures of Captain Bonneville 
(1837), Life of Oliver Goldsmith 
(1849), etc. A writer of distinc- 
tion and charm, he was the first 
Amcr. man of letters to gain an 
international reputation. 

Irwin, Lord. See Halifax, Vis- 
count. 

Tsaao (‘ laughter Heb. pa- 
triarch; son of Abraham and 
Sarah ; married Rebekah ; father 
of Esau and Jacob. (See Book of 
Genesis.) 

Isaacs, Jorge (1837-95), 
Colombian novelist and poet ; b. 
Cali ; among poems are River 
Moro, The Silent Ni^ht, and 
The Soldier’s Tomb ; chief novel, 
Maria, the most famous S. Amer. 
novel. 

Isaacs, Sir Rufus. See Read- 
ing, Lord. 

Isabella (1451-1504), Queen of 
Castile and wife of Ferdinand of 
Aragon ; b. Madrigal ; raised tone 
of Castilian court, patronized 
literature, and financed Columbus. 

Isabey (c-zd-bd'), Jean Baptiste 
(1767-1855), French painter ; b. 
Nancy ; portraits of Josephine, 
Napoleon, Louis xviii., etc. 

Inai'Bh, greatest of Heb. pro- 
phets ; called to prophetic office, 
740 B.c. ; also appears as states- 
man and adviser of kings ; seeks 
to shape destinies of the nation 
on true religious lines ; uttered 
some remarkable prophecies with

regard to the Assyrians which 
received immediate fnlfiltnent. 

The Book of Isaiah, formerly 
considered to have been Avritten 
wholly hy Isaiah, is now divided 
by O.T. scholars into three 
sections, of which Section i. 
(Chaps. 1-3.5) 's held to have been 
written mainly by Isaiah ; Sections 
II. and in. are by other hands. 

lah'mael ('May God hear’), son 
of Abraham and Hagar (see Gen. 
16 and 21) ; became founder of 
the Ishmaelites ; through him 
Mohammedans trace their descent 
from Abraham. 

Ismail (is-ma-eV) Pasha (1830- 
95), Khedive of Egypt, 1S73-79, 
grandson of Mehemet Ali ; &. 

Cairo ; made Egypt virtually 
independent of Turkey ; initiated 
internal reforms — roads, railways, 
etc. ; greatest enterprise, the Suez 
Canal ; being in financial diffi- 
culties sold shares in canal to 
Brit, government, 1875. His reck- 
less expenditure led to Anglo-Fr. 
control ; forced to abdicate in 
favour of Tewfik, his son, 1879. 

Isocrates (i-sofe'ra-ter) (436-338 
B.C.), one of the ten Attic orators ; 
teacher of ihetoiio at Athens ; 
owing to weakness of voice, com- 
posed speeches on topics of the 
day and pub. them in pamphlet 
form. Twenty-one speeches and 
nine letters extant ; style lucid 
and graceful, but lacks force of 
Demosthenes. 

Israel. See Jacob. 

Israels (er-ra-dZs'), Josef (1824- 
1911), Dutch painter, of Jewish 
parentage; 6. Groningen; modem 
painter-interpreter of Dutch fisher 
and peasant life ; noted for human 
emotion and mastery of technique 
and colour ; works include Interior 
of the Orphan Asylum af Kaiwijk, 
The Village Poor, The Little Sick 
Nurse, The Cradle, A Frugal 
Meal, etc. 

Itagak'i, Count Taisuke (1837- 
1919)1 Jap. statesman. ; 6. in 

Shikoku ; ardent advocate of 


representative government ; held 
several state appointments ; in 
i8g8, with Count Okuma, formed 
first cabinet of const! tutionalparty; 
retired into private life, 1900. 

Ito (e'to). Prince Hirobumi 
(1841-1909), Jap. statesman ; 
visited Europe to study Western 
educational and military systems, 
and constitutional forms of govern- 
ment ; became prime minister, 
i88l5, an office which he hold four 
times, resigning 1901 ; devoted his 
life to reorganization and recon- 
struction of Japan ; responsible 
for constitution of new Japan ; 
created prince, 1907; assassinated 
at Harbin. 

Ivan (e-vdn'), or John, name of 
several Russian rulers : Ivan i. 
(‘ Money-Bag ’), Grand-duke of 
Vladimir (succeeded 1328) ; ac- 
quired Tver and other dominions ; 
took title Grand-duke of Moscow, 
Ivan in., the Great (1440-1505), 
Grand-duke of Muscovy, began to 
reign in 1462 ; abolished Tatar 
rule and brought provinces and 
principalities of Muscovy under 
central government ; patron of 
art and learning. Ivan iv., ‘ The 
Terrible' (1530-84); first to 
assume title of Tsar ; succeeded, 
15.33 1 developed art and com- 
merce ; extended his dominions ; 
introduced many reforms ; made 
commercial treaty with Queen 
Elizabeth of England ; annexed 
Kazan, Astrakhan, and later 
Siberia. In his later years cruelty 
of his rule made his name a by- 
word. In 1580 killed his son Ivan 
in a fit of rage, and passed rest of 
his life in sorrow for the deed. 

Ivanov (e'van-ou), Nicholas 
(1851-1918), Russ, general ; edu- 
cated under royal patronage ; 
fought in Russo-Turk. War, 1877 ; 
distinguished himself in Russo- 
Jap. War, 1904. In Great War 
commanded Russ, armies operat- 
ing in Galicia, which captured 
Lemberg and Przemysl (Sept. 
1914) ; after Russ, retiral, igrSi 
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resigned command. Took part 
in anti-Bolshevist movement in 
Uloraine ; was wounded, and died 
at Rostov-on-Don. 

Iveagh {i'vak) (Edward Cecil 
Guinness), Earl (1847-1927), for 
some time chief of brewing con- 
cern of Guinness Brothers, Dub- 
lin ; devoted himself to public 
beneficence ; gave £250,000 for 
the Jenner Institute of Preventive 
Medicine. Bought Kon Wood 
for the nation, and endowed its 


mansion-house as art gallery, be- 
queathing pictures valued at 
£300,000 to form nucleus for the 
collection. 

Ives (ivz), Frederic Eugene 
(1856- ), Amer. inventor ; b. 

Litchfield, Conn. ; paid much 
attention to colour photography ; 
invented process of half-tone 
photo-engraving, 1886, and the 
photochromoscope, 1888, which re- 
produces natural colours. Many 
publications on photography.

Jacks, Lawrence Pearsall 
(i860- ), British Unitarian 

churchman ; b. Nottingham ; 
first editor of The H ibbert J ournal ; 
prof, of philosophy, 1903-31, and 
principal, Manchester Coll., Ox- 
ford, I9i5-,3i ; author of Life aM 
Letters of Stopfori Brooke (1917), 
From Authority to Freedom (xono), 
The Challenge of Life (1924), 
Heroes of Smaheotier (1926), The 
Education of the Whole Man 
(1931), etc. 

Jaok'son, Andrew (1767-1845), 
president of the United States; b. 
on south border of N. Carolina; 
as a boy fought in Amer. War of 
Independence ; studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar, 1787 ; 
helped to frame constitution of 
Tennessee, i7g6 ; distinguished 
himself in war with Britain, 1812 ; 
occupied Pensacola, and defeated 
British at New Orleans, 1S15 ; 
first governor of Florida, 1821 ; 
president of U.S.A., 1828 ; re- 
elected, 1832 ; founder of Demo- 
cratic party and a highly popular 
and influential president. 

Jackson, Frederick George 
(i860- ), Eng. Arctic explorer ; 

fi.Alcester; travelled in Australia ; 
crossed Siberian tundras in mid- 
winter, 1893 ; led Jackson-Harms- 


worth Polar expedition to Franz 
Josef Land, 1894-7, which dis- 
covered Nansen after his expedi- 
tion to the Pole in the Fram-, 
served with distinction in S. 
African War and in early part of 
Great War ; author of The Great 
Frozen Land {1895) and A 
Thousand Days in the Arctic 
(1899). etc. 

Jackson, Thomas Jonathan 
(‘ Stonewall Jacksou ') (1S24- 
63), Amer. soldier ; b. Clarksburg, 
Virginia ; served in Mexican War ; 
taught military subjects at Lexing- 
tou, 1852-61 ; commanded Vir- 
ginian army in Civil War ; de- 
feated Federals at Cedar Mountain, 
Bull Run (where he obtained his 
nickname ‘ Stonewall ’), and Har- 
per's Ferry, 1862 ; commanded 
right wing at Fredericksburg, 1862 ; 
accidentally shot dead by his owm 
men at Chancellorsville. Jackson 
resembled Cromwell in religious 
fervour and mili tary genius.

Ja'cob, Jewish patriarch, son 
of Isaac. His life is a strange 
blend of selfishness, duplicity, 
heroism, and spiritual aspiration, 
as indicated by his names, Jacob 
(‘ supplanter ’) and Israel (‘ prince, 
with God ’).

Jacquard {shd-kctr'), Joseph 
ifARiE (1752-1S34], Fr. mechani- 
cian and inventor ; 6. Lyons ; 

invented Jacquard loom, which 
revolutionized art of weaving; 
pensioned by Napoleon i. 

Jagellones {yd-gel'ons), a royal 
dynasty of Poland, descended 
from Gedimin, grand-duke of 
Lithuania in early 14th cent. ; 
grancl-duke Jagello obtained Polish 
throne by marriage, 1386 ; male 
line became extinct, 1572 ; sup- 
plied rulers to Lithuania, Hungary, 
and Bohemia. 

^ Janies I. (I394-I437), King of 
Scotland ; 6. Dunfermline ; son of 
Robert iii. ; captured by English 
when on his way to France, 1406 ; 
succeeded to throne, while captive 
in England, 1406 ; released, and 
crowned, 1424 ; made Parliament 
an efficient representative body ; 
curbed power of nobles, and es- 
tablished law and order ; murdered 
at Perth, 1437 ; reputed author 
of King's Quair. 

Janies n. (1430-60), King of 
Scotland ; son of James i. ; suc- 
ceeded, 1437 ; killed Douglas, 
1452, and curbed power of that 


house ; was killed at siege of 
Roxburgh Castle, 1460 ; strong 
and capable ruler, continuing his 
father’s policy. 

Janies HI. (1451-88), ICing of 
Scotland ; son of James ii. ; suc- 
ceeded, 1460 ; married Princess 
Margaret of Denmark, 146S, and 
received Orkney and Shetland 
Is. in lieu of downy ; defeated liy 
rebels at Sauchieburn ; treacher- 
ously murdered during flight ; a 
weak king, greatly influenced by 
unworthy favourites. 

James IV. (1473-1513), King 
of Scotland ; son of J ames iii. ; 
succeeded, 1488 ; married Mar- 
garet, daughter of Henry vii. of 
England ; founded Scot, navy ; 
subdued Lord of tho Isles ; as ally 
of France, led army against Eng- 
land, and was defeated and slain 
atFlodden. During reign literature 
flourished, education and general 
welfare of country improved. 

James V. (1512-42), King of 
Scotland ; b. Linlithgow ; son of 
James iv. ; succeeded, 1513; 
reduced the Borders to order ; 
married Mary of Guise ; his army 
was defeated by English at Solway 
Moss, 1542 ; died at Falkland, 
leaving a daughter (afterwards 
Mary Queen of Soots) only seven 
weeks old. 

James I. (1566-1625), King of 
Great Britain and Ireland ; son of 
Mary Queen of Scots and Darnley; 
b. Edinburgh ; proclaimed James 
VI. of Scotland, 1567 ; under re- 
gents till 1581 ; married Anne of 
Denmark ; curbed power of nobles 
in Scotland. James succeeded 
Elizabeth on Eng. throne, 1603. 
He had an obstinate belief in 
divine right of kings, and in. duty 
of passive obedience on part of 
subjects ; his reign w'as marked 
by constant struggle with Parlia- 
ment, which in the following reign- 
led to the Great Rebellion. ‘ The 
wisest fool in Christendom ’ ; was 
the author of several books ; much 
influenced by favourites.

Je'hu, King of Israel (842-

Ahaziah, Jezebel, and seventy 
descendants of royal house of 
Israel. (See 2 Kings 9 and to.) 

Jell'icoe of Scapa (John 
Rushworth Jelpicoe), ist Earl 
(1859-1935), IJrit. sailor ; entered 
navy, 1872 ; became expert in 
gunnery ; commander on Vic- 
toria when she was sunk by 


Camperdown off Tripoli, 1893 ; 
commanded Naval Brigade during 
relief expedition to Peking, 1900 ; 
director of Naval Ordnance, 1905- 
7 ; commanded Atlantic Fieet, 
tgio-tr, second squadron Home 
Fleet, 1911— 12 ; second Sea Lord, 
1912-14. On outbreak of Great 
War was placed in command of the 
Grand Fleet ; in supreme command 
of Brit, fleet at battle of Jutland, 
1916. First Sea Lord, 1916; intro- 
duced ‘ protected sailings ’ against 
submarine attack; o.M., 1916; 
chief of Naval Staff, igr?; raised 
to peerage, 1918, and awarded grant 
of £50,000. In 1919 visited the 
Dominions to advise colonial 
authorities on naval matters ; 
created admiral of the fleet ; pub. 
The Grand Fleet, 1^14-16, fol- 
lowed by The Crisis of the Naval 
War (1920). Gov.-gen. of New 
Zealand, 1920-4 ; president of 
British Legion, 1928-32. 

Jengbiz [jen'gis) Khan (' per- 
fect warrior ') (1162-1227), Mongol 
emperor; one of world’s greatest 
conquerors ; b. in Mongolia ; 
originally named Temuchin ; suc- 
ceeded to Mongol throne, 1175 ; 
twice overran China ; his envoy,? 
to Transoxiana having been killed, 
he started in 1219 on bis great 
career of conquest ; looted Bu- 
khara and Merv ; conquered Herat 
and other towns ; drove Turks 
into s.E. Europe, while his armies 
successfully ravaged -s. Russia and 
N. India ; died while overrunning 
China for the third time. 

Jen'net, Edward (i749-r823), 
Eng. physician ; discoverer of 
vaccination ; 6. Berkeley, Glos ; 
studied under John Hunter. After 
prolonged research, satisfied him- 
self that cow-pox was antagonistic 
to smallpox ; pub. result of his 
investigations, 1798, but met with 
much opposition from the public 
and from many members of 
the medical faculty; received 
support from many eminent 
physicians and surgeons. The 
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Royal Jcnnerian Soc., the na- 
tional vaccine establishment, and 
other means, propagated the 
benefits of his discovery. 

Jenner, Sir William (1815— 
gS), Eng. physician ; 6. Chatham ; 
prof, of pathology’, 1849, and 
afterwards of clinical medicine at 
University Coll., London; presi- 
dent of Coll, of Physicians, 1881-8 ; 
physician-in-ordinary to Queen 
Victoria ; first to distinguish 
typhoid from typhus fever. 

Jennings, Sarah. See under 
Marlborough. 

Jophthah {jef'tha), a judge of 
Israel ; son of Gilead ; sacrificed 
his daughter in fulfilment of a 
rash vow. (See Judges ii.) 

Jereml'ah, a great Heb. prophet ; 
b. Anathoth ; while young, called 
to prophetic office, 62S b.g. ; 
prophesied under five kings. In 
reign of Zedekiah, the last of those 
kings, Jewish monarchy was over- 
thrown ; prophet permitted to re- 
main in Judaa, but later compelled 
to go to Egypt, and according to 
tradition was stoned to death. As 
a religious teacher he was the first 
to emphasize the importance of the 
individual and the spiritual bond 
between God and man. 

Jeroho'am, King of Israel in 
loth cent. b.c. ; led the tribes 
of N. Israel against Rehoboam, 
who was defeated. (See 3 Chron. 
I3-) 

Jerome {jer-om'), St. (340-430), 
one of the greatest of Lat. fathers ; 
distinguished scholar ; founded 
monastery at Bethlehem, where 
he lived for thirty-four years. His 
great work was his trans, of the 
Bible into Latin, the Vulgate, 
prepared partly by trans. from the 
ori^nal, and partly by revision of 
Lat. versions already in existence. 

Jei'ome, Jerome Klapka (1859- 
1927), Eng. humorous writer ; 6. 
Walsall ; was successively clerk, 
schoolmaster, actor, and journal- 
ist ; won notice with On the 
Stage a«ii Ojf (1885), followed by 


Idle Thoughts of cm Idle Fellow 
(1886), and Three Men in a Boat 
(1889), his best-known work; 
with Robert Barr ed. The Idler, 
1892-7 ; also ed. To-day, 1893- 
97 ; plays include Neiv Lamps 
for Old and The Passing of the 
Third Floor Back.

Jer'rold, Douglas William 
(1803-57), Brit, dramatist, wit, 
and man of letters ; b, London :

Punch’s Letters to his Son, Mrs. 
Caudle’s Curtain Lectures, etc. ; 
ed. several papers ; novels include

Jervis, Sir Johh. See St.

Jes'sel, Sir George (1824-83), 
Brit, judge, son of a Jewish mer- 
chant of London ; called to bar, 
1847 ; solicitor-general, 1871 ; 
master of rolls, 1873 ; Judicature 
Acts passed during his term of 
office.

Jesus Christ. Jesus is a personal 
name ; Christ is added to identify 
Him with the promised Messiah. 
The authorities for His life are 
contained in the N.T. writings. 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem, four 
years before the date reckoned as 
the beginning of the Christian 
era. The national conditions were 
unsound, both in politics and 
religion, but a few men and women 
kept their hearts pure, and re- 
lying on the prophecies of old, 
waited the advent of the Messiah 
who should deliver their nation 
from the tyranny of Rome. Jesus 
spent His early life with His 
parents at Nazareth, where He 
learned the trade of a carpenter. 
At the age of twelve He went with 
His parents to the Passover at 
Jerusalem, where there seems to 
have dawned upon Him the con- 
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sciousncss of His divinity. Re- I His ministry ; the raising of 
turning to Nazareth, He remained Lazarus ; the triumphal entrvinto 


with His parents until, at the age 
of thirty. He came suddenly 
before the public eye. Presenting 
Himself to John the Baptist, He 
requested baptism, and received 
from God a direct of His 

Spirit and confirmation of His 
mission as the Messiah. Soon 
after there came the temptation 
to yield to the expectations of 
the Jewish people and establish 
an earthly kingdom. With His 
rejection of this temptation the 
central and distinctive idea of 
Christianity came into being, that 
victory came through service and 
not through assertion of self. 

From this point Jesus’ life was 
spent in public service, and falls 
into three divisions : (i) The year 
in which He was comparatively 
unknown, in which, however, four 
incidents stand out clearly — the 
adherence to Him of some of 
John’s disciples ; the first miracle 
at Cana of Galilee ; the cleansing 
of the temple ; and His interview 
with Nioodomus. (2) The y;ear in 
which He came into prominence 
and was favourahly received by 
the people, in which the chief 
incidents were these ; Jesus re- 
turned into Galilee ; visited Naza- 
reth, and declared Himself the 
Messiah ; made Capernaum His 
centre ; preached with power and 
authority ; wrought miracles and 
taught by parables ; and ordained 
the twelve disciples. (3) The year 
in which His influence seemed to 
weaken, in which the outstanding 
events were : the breach between 
Him and the Pharisees ; the 
animosity of the Plerodians, the 
scribes, and Sadducees ; the ad- 
herence of the common people 
until their overtures to have Him 
crowned king were rejected ; the 
confession of His disciples that He 
was the Christ, the Son of the 
living God ; His declaration that 
the cross was an essential part of 


Jerusalem ; the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper ; the agony in 
Getbsemane ; His betrayal. His 
trial ; and then the crucifixion, 
the resurrection, and ascension 
(a.u. sg). 

The burden of Je.sus’ message 
was, ‘ Tile kingdom of God is 
the will of the heavenly Father 
enthroned in the hearts of men,’ 
in which there always lay the 
thought of Himself as the power 
which wms to endow men with tho 
spiritual gifts necessary to their 
admission to the kingdom. Men 
were to know God as the God and 
Father of tho Lord Jesus Christ, 
and would find Him to be a God 
whose love was over all His works, 
and whose fatherhood was ap- 
parent. By prayer from hearts 
which have been purified through 
repentance and sincere desire of 
a better life. His kingdom will 
come, and the reward 01 men will 
be fellowship with God.

Till 1762 he 
had a severe struggle with destitu- 
tion ; after failing as a school- 
master, started journalism in 
London in connection with Cave’s 
Gentleman's Magazine, on which 
he was parliamentary reporter. 
Pub. poem London (1738) ; started, 
1747, work on his famous Diction- 
ary of the English Language ; then 
followed Vanity of Human Wishes 
(1749), his tragedy of Irene, 
staged by Garrick (1749), The 
Rambler (1750-2), the novel Ras- 
selas (1759), and the periodical 
essay paper The Idler (1758). In 
1762 he was given a royal pension 
of £300 a 5'ear. In 17C3 began his 
friendship with Boswell ; founded 
Literary Club, 1763, with Burke, 
Boswell, Reynolds, Garrick, Gib- 
bon, and Cloldsmlth amongits mem- 
bers, and Johnson’s famous literary 
dictatorship began. He now 
began to travel with newly-made 
friends — Mr. and Mrs. Thrale. In 
1773 be visited Scotland with 
Boswell. The rest of his life was 
embittered by ill-health and the 
death or defection of many of his 
friends. The chief fruits of this 
12 
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later period were the Journey to 
the Western Islands, and the Lives 
of the Poets (1781), his greatest 
work ; buried in Westminster 
Abbey,

Johnston, Sir Harry HahiltoS 
(1858-1927), Eng. traveller, ad- 
ministrator, and vTiter ; 6. Ken- 
iiington ; explored the R. Congo, 
1883 ; led Kilimanjaro scientific 
expedition, 1SR4 ; vice-consul in 
Cameroon, 1887 ; explored lakes 
Nvasa and Tanganyika, i88g ; 
helped to establish Brit. Central 
African Protectorate, of which he 
became consul-general, i8gi ; 
commissioner in Uganda, 1899- 
1901 ; K.c.B,, 1896 ; author of 
many books on Africa. Remark- 
able for versatility, he exhibited at 
Royal Academy, aud also wrote 
T/ie Gay Dombeys (1919), and 
Mrs. Warren’s Daughter (1920). 

Johnston, Mary (1870- ), 

Amer. novelist ; 6. Buchanan, 

Virginia ; novels are chiefly on 
historical subjects, and include 
The Old Dominion, By Order of 
the Company (1908), The Slave 
Ship (1925), The Great Valley 
(1926), The Exile (1927). 

Jokai tyo'hl), Maurus (1825— 
1904), Hungarian writer of prolific 
output ; b. Komarom ; took active 
part in Hungarian revolution, 
184S-9; -svrote sixty romances in 
Mag)’ar; entered Parliament and 
supported Tisza, 1875-90. 

Jo'nah (‘ dove ’), Heb. prophet 
(2 Kings 14 : 25I, native of Gath- 
hephor in Galilee, foretold vic- 
tories of Jeroboam ii. The Book 
of Jonah is an O.T. parable of 
which Jonah is made the hero. 

Jon'athan, eldest son of Saul, 
remembered mostly for warmth 
and disinterestedness oi his friend- 
ship with David ; perished in 
battle with Philistines at GiJboa 
(i Sam. 14 ; 3 Sam. i). 

Jones, Sir Eoward Burke. See 
Burne-Jones, Sir Edward. 


Jones, Sir Henry (1852-1922), 
Brit, philosopher ; b. in N. Wales ; 
son of shoemaker ; educated 
Glasgow Univ. ; prof, of philosophy 
and political economy at Bangoiy 
and of logic and metaphysics at 
St. Andrews Univ ; prof, of 
moral philosophy, Glasgow Univ., 
1894—1923 ; deeply interested in 
social reforms. Among his works 
are Browning as a Religious and 
Philosophical Teacher, and Ideal- 
ism as a Practical Creed. 

Jones, Henry Arthur (1851- 
1929), Eng. dramatic author; b. 
Grandborough, Bucks ; made first 
definite success with The Silver 
King (1882), followed by Saints 
and Sinners (1884), Judah (iSgo), 
The Crusaders (iSgi), The Lie 
(1914), etc. ; also produced long 
scries of comedies, and pub. 
Renascence of the English Drama 
(1895). etc. 

Jones, Inigo (i5?3-i 652), fa- 
mous Eng. architect ; h. London ; 
son of cloth-worker ; studied in 
Italy ; arranged scenery for Jon- 
soii’s court masques, and, quarrel- 
ling with Jonson, was satirized 
by him in Bartholomew Fair ; sur- 
veyor-general of royal buildings, 
1619-22 ; designed banqueting 
hall at l^itehall, 1619-22, 

Jones, Robert Tyre (1902- 
), Amer. golfer ; b. Atlanta, 
Georgia ; won National Amateur 
Championship five times, National 
Open Championship four times, 
Brit. Open Championship three 
times, Brit. Amateur Champion- 
ship once, and numerous other 
tournaments. 

Jones, Sir William (1746- 
1794), Brit, scholar ; b. London ; 
judge at Calcutta, 1783 ; founded 
Bengal Asiatic Society, 1784 ; 
pioneer in study of Sanskrit 
language and literatuxe; author 
of Digest of Hindu Laws, Persian 
Grammar, and trans. Institutes 
of Harm. 

Jonson, Ben (1573-1637), Eng. 
dramatist and poet ; b. London • 
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educated at Westminster School ; 
for short time followed his step- 
father's trade of bricklaying, but 
abandoned it for the army ; served 
in campaigns in Netherlands ; re- 
turned to London ; became actor- 
playrvright, sometimes working 
ivith Dekker, Porter, and others ; 
was tried for killing fellow-actor 
in duel ; pleaded benefit of clergy, 
escaped death, but was branded 
and property confiscated, isgS. 

His first play. Every Man in Ms 
H^imour, was staged about rsgd, 
talren over by Shakespeare in 
1598, and {produced at Globe 
Theatre — a bright play, abounding 
in variety of interest ; its sequel 
is Every Man cut of his Humour. 
Then followed several comedies, 
including Cynthia's Revels (r6oo), 
The Poetaster (idoi, in which his 
dramatic rivals were satirized), 
Valpone (1605), Epicene (1609), 
The Alchemist (1610). Sejanus 
(1603) and Catilina (i6ir) are 
two rather dull tragedies. The 
Alchemist is his masterpiece. Jon- 
son wote about forty charming 
masques, mostly in collaboration 
with Inigo Jones. His poems 
range from graceful lyrics to 
scurrilous epigrams. Of his songs, 

‘ Drink to me only with thine eyes ’ 
is still popular. His last years were 
spent in poverty and disease ; his 
tomb in Westminster Abbey bears 
inscription, ‘ O Rare Ben Jonson.’

Jordan, David Starr (1851— 
1931). Amer. naturalist; 6. Gaines- 
ville, New York ; prof, of zoology-, 
Indiana Univ., 1879-83, and presi- 
dent, r883-gi ; first president of 
Leland Stanford Jr. Univ., iSgr- 
1913 : chancellor, igtg-td. 

Author of numerous books on 
natural history, especially fishes, 
and on world problems. 

Jo'seph. (i) Son of Jacob and 
Rachel ; sold into Egypt ; rose 
to position of eminence ; saved 
Egypt during famine, and brought 


his father and brethren to Egypt 
(see Genesis 37-50). (2) Joseph, 

husband of Mary, the mother of 
Jesus ; descendant of King David. 

Joseph, n. (1741-90), Holy 
Rom. emperor ; b. Vienna ; em- 
peror, rpds ; shared authority in 
Austria with his mother, Maria 
Theresa, who retained supreme 
power ; signed treaty for partition 
of Poland, 1772 ; opposed Fred- 
erick the Great ; succeeded to 
Austrian throne, 1780 ; established 
religious toleration. ; abolished 
serfdom ; subordinated Church to 
State. 

Josephine (1763-1814), Empress 
of the French ; b. Martinique ; 
married Vicomte Beauhamais, 
1779, who died, 1794 ; became 
first wife of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
t796 ; crowned empress, 1804 ; 
divorced, 1809, to enable Napoleon 
to marry Marie Louise of Austria. 

Joae'phus, Flavius (c. a.d. 37- 
c. 100), Jewish soldier and his- 
torian ; a Pharisee ; leader in, 
Galilean revolt, a.d. 66 ; captured 
and spared by Vespasian ; 
marched, as interpreter to Titus, 
against Jerusalem, a.d. 70 ; sub- 
sequently resided at Rome ; wrote 
Jewish Antiquities and The Jewish 
War, both valuable historical 
documents. 

Josh'ua, sou of Nun ; succeeded 
Moses as leader of Israelites ; com- 
pleted invasion of Canaan ; a bold 
and intrepid leader. (See Book of 
Joshua.) 

JosFah, King of Judah (c. 639- 
608 B.C.), son of Amon ; reign 
marked by suppression of idolatry ; 
during renovation of temple redis- 
covered Book of the Law; killed 
at Megkldo fighting against King 
of Egypt. (See ii Kings 22, 23.) 

J6 folia [yo-she'hd), Miklos, 
Baron (r794-i8G5), Hungarian 
novelist ; b. Torda, 'Transylvania ; 
historical romances include The 
Last of the Batoris (1837), Abafi 
{1843), Esther (1853), etc. 

Joule (jowl), James Prescott 
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(1818-89), Eng. physicist ; 6. Sal- 
ford ; pupil of Dalton ; did im- 
portant -work on magnetism in its 
relation to current electricity ; 
most important discovery was the 
mechanical equivalent of heat in 
1843 ; later, improved on his ori- 
ginal calculation ; practical unit 
of energy named after him. 

Jovia'iins, Flavius (c. 331-6+), 
Rom. emperor ; succeeded Julian 
the Apostate, 363, whose pagan 
policy he reversed, making the 
Christian religion the state religion. 

Jow'ett, Benjamin {i8i7-93), 
Anglican scholar and divine ; b. 
Camberwell ; educated Oxford ; 
prof, of Greek, 1855 ; Master of 
BaJliol, 1870 ; suspect on ac- 
count of his liberal views in 
theology ; had enormous influence 
in Oxford ; vice-chancellor of 
univ., 18S2 ; best known for trans- 
lations of Plato, Aristotle, and 
Thucydides.

Joyce, James (1882- ), Irish 

rvriter; b. Dublin; has pub. 
poems, essays, and novels ; his 
best-known work, Ulysses (1922), 
marked a definite break from the 
traditional fonn of the novel. 

Joynson-Hioks. See Brent- 
ford. 

Juarez (hu-d'rcth) Benito P.a- 
BLO (1806-72), Mexican president ; 
b. in Oaxaca ; of Ind. parentage ; 
after holding various offices, elec- 
ted president, 1858 ; declared war 
on France, 1862 ; in 186+ Maxi- 
milian was crowned emperor, and 
Juarez driven northwards ; em- 
peror captured and executed, 
1867, and Juarez remaini'd consti- 
tutional president till his death. 

Ju'das Isoat'iot, the di.scipic of 
Jesus Christ who betrayed Him ; 
overcome with remorse, committed 
suicide (Matt. 27 : 3 ; Acts i : 18). 

Judas Uaccabse'us [d. 161 b.c.), 
Jewish revolutionary and patriot ; 
delivered Jews from Syrian yoke 
in reign of Antiochus Epiphanes ; 


afterwards purified temple and 
attacked neighbouring tribes, ob- 
taining full religious liberty for 
Jews ; was finally defeated and 
slain at Elasa by Bacchides. 
great general, he is one of the 
most heroic figm'es in history of 
Israel. (See Book nf Maccabees.) 

Judd, John Wesley (1840- 
1916), Eng. geologist ; b. Ports- 
mouth ; prof, of geology, 1876- 
190.3, and dean of Royal Coll, of 
Science, London, 1895-1905 ; pub. 
Geology of Rutland (1875), Vol- 
canoes (1S78), The Student's Lyell 
(1896), The Coming of Evolution. 

Jngur'thtt (and cent, b.c.). King 
of Numidia ; aided Soiplo in con- 
quest of Numantia, 134 B.c. ; 
waged war with success against 
Romans, no ; subsequently de- 
feated by Quintus Metellus ; finally 
captured by Marius and put to 
death at Rome, c. 104. 

Ju'lian the Apostate (331-63), 
Rom. emperor ; b. Constantinople ; 
nephew of Constantine the Great ; 
gained great victory over .Ali!- 
manni, 3.37 ; reduced Frankish 
tribes to submission ; emperor, 
361 ; tolerated all religions, but 
preferred paganism ; killed, 363, 
during invasion of Persia. Re- 
markable as last champion of 
paganism, he was a ruler of ability. 

Julius, name of three popes. 
Julius 1., elected 337 ; sup- 
ported Athanasius in Arian dis- 
pute. Julius ii. (1443-1513), 
pope 1503 ; banished Caesar 
Borgia from Italy ; arranged 
League of Cambrai against Venice, 
1508; concluded Holy League 
against France, 1511 ; initiated 
Vatican museum, and laid founda- 
tion stone of St. Peter’s ; encour- 
aged fine arts and literature. 
Julius hi. (1487-1555), pepe 
1550; favoured Jesuits. 

Jung (yoo/ig), Carl Gust.av 
(1875- ), Swiss psychologist ; 

6 . Basle ; specialist in nervous 
and mental diseases ; originally a 
disciple of Freud, now rejects much 
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of the sex element in Freud’s 
theories. Writings include Psy- 
chology of the Unconscious, Papers 
on Analytical Psychology. 

Ju'nius, pseudonym of con- 
tributor of Letters of Junius to 
Public Advertiser, London, i76g- 
72 ; attacked George iii. and his 
ministers ; identified with several 
politicians, especially Sir Philip 
Francis, enemy of Warren Hast- 
ings, but indisputable proof is 
lacking. 

Jusserand [zhoo-ser-ary’), Jean 
Adrien Antoine Jules (1855- 
1932), Fr. author and diplomatist ; 
b. Lyons ; consul in London, 
1878 ; minister at Copenhagen, 
1890 ; ambassador to U.S.A., 
1902-25 ; brilliant critic of Eng. 
literature; pub. A Literary His- 
tory of the English People (1895- 
1904), With Americans of Past and 
Present Days (1916), The School of 
Ambassadors and Other Essays 
(1924), American Sentmciii during 
the War (1931), etc. 

Justin'ian I„ Flavius Anicius 
JUSTINIANUS {483-565), BVZAN- 
tine emperor ; b. in Illyria ; of 
barbarian extraction ; adopted by 
his uncle, Justin i., whom he suc- 
ceeded, 527 ; aided by his two 
great generals, Belisarius and 
Narses, who subdued the Vandals 
and Ostrogoths in Africa and 
Italy, he restored these countries 


to Byzantine empire ; war against 
Chosroes of Persia was unsuc- 
cessful ; strengthened frontiers of 
empire ; built Church of St. 
Sophia. An orthodox Christian, 
he showed severity to Christian 
sectaries, Jews, and pagans. 

Justinian is best known for 
thorough revision of whole system 
of law which he caused to be made; 
Corpus Juris Civilis, or Justinian 
Code, constituted Rom. law in. 
Europe for next four centuries. 

[Age of Justinian and Theodora, 
bj' Holmes (1905).] 

Justin Martyr (fl. and cent.), 
one of ‘ apostolic fathers ’ ; b. 
Nablus, Samaria ; lived at Ephe- 
sus ; after being Stoic and Pytha- 
gorean, was converted to Chris- 
tianity; went to Rome, where he 
was martyred c. a.d. 148 ; his 
Apolop' meets pagan attacks on 
Christianity ; Dialogue with Trypho 
the Jew maintains claims of 
Christianity as against Judaism. 

Jn'venal, full name Decimus 
Junius Juvenalis (c. a.d. 60- 
140), Rom. satirical poet ; b. 
Aquinum ; successful as amateur 
declamator ; banished, possibly to 
Eg5j>t, at advanced age. His 
Satires, sixteen in number (col- 
lected into five books), were prob- 
ably composed between 100 and 
130, and deal mainly with abuses 
prevalent in Domitian’s reign.

Kane, Elisha Kent (1820-57), 
Amer. explorer ; b. Philadelphia ; 
surgeon to first, commander of 
second, expedition in search of 
Franklin ; wrote accounts of both 
enterprises. 

Kant, Immanuel (1724-1804), 
Ger. philosopher ; founder of 
transcendental or critical philos- 
ophy ; b. Konigsberg ; prof, of 


philosophy, Konigsberg, 1770-97; 
of frail constitution, prolonged 
life by adherence to strict routine. 
Chief works, Kritik of Pure Reason 
(1781), Theory of Ethics, Prole- 
gomena, Kritik of Judgment. 

His philosophy investigates the 
limits of reason. A distinction 
must be made between phenom- 
ena and uoumena (things-in-them- 
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selves). Of the latter we can know 
nothing. Knowledge, however, is 
possible so long as the reason con- 
fines itself to phenomena, which 
must therefore conform to the 
laws of the constitution of the 
mind. Kant shows the necessity 
of the truths of spatial and tem- 
poral relations upon which the 
mathematical sciences depend, and 
the laws, such as that of causality, 
upon which the physical sciences 
depend. 

In his ethics, all that is good 
is the good wiU. His Categorical 
Imperative is never to act other- 
wise than so that I could will that 
my maxim should become a uni- 
versal law. This law is not an 
object of the senses, so that the 
moral law thus affirms a double 
system of nature — sensible, and 
super-sensible, i.e. according to 
laws belonging to the autonomy 
of pure reason. Kant postulates 
immortality to secure perfect 
accordance with the moral law, 
and the existence of God to secure 
happiness proportionate to virtue.

Karageorge, name given to 
George Czerny (176G-1817), 
founder of Serbian independence ; 
leader of revolutionary party, 
1804 ; expelled Turks and captured 
Bel^acle in 1806 ; struck such 
terror into his foes that they 
called him Karageorge Black 
George ’), a term since adopted 
as designation of Serbian dynasty ; 
made peace with Turkey, i8iz, 
and Turks reoccupied Serbia, 
1813 : assassinated ; a fierce, 
barbarous leader, but a genius. 

Karl I. (i 8 S 7 -r 932 ), last Em- 
peror of Austria-Hungary ; reigned 
from death of Francis Joseph (his 
grand-uncle) in xgrfi until 1918 ; 
reign open^ during Great War. 
Continued disasters in Italy and 
disaffection in his army compelled 
him to ask for an armistice (Oct. 


30, 1918) ; abdicated Nov. I2i 
1918, 

Kar'olyi, Michael, Count 
(1873- ). Hungarian demo- 

cratic statesman, of pacifist 
principles. During Great War was 
entrusted with abortive Austro- 
Hungarian peace overtures to 
Allies through Switzerland, 1917. 
When Dual Monarchy realized Us 
defeat he was called upon to form 
a ministry, Nov. 1918 ; later in 
same month ho became provisional 
president of Hungarian republic. 
His endeavours to restore order 
being frustrated by Bolshevist 
propaganda, he resigned, 1919. 
Now one of editors of Paris Monde. 

Kanffmann (kouf'mdn), Ange- 
lica (1741-1807), Swiss painter ; 
b. Coire ; worked first in Italy, 
afterwards in London, where she 
attained fame for her classic and 
mythological pictures and her 
portraits ; was friend of Reynolds 
and Goldsmith ; one of the earliest 
of the Royal Academicians. 

Kaulbaoh (kouVbaoh), Wilhelm 
VON (1805-74), Ger. painter ; b. 
Arolsen ; director of Munich 
Academy, 1849-74 ; among his 
numerous works are Narrenhans, 
Destruction of Jerusalem, Battle 
of the Huns, etc. 

Kay, John (d. 1764), Eng. 
inventor ; b. near Bury ; chief of 
his inventions was his fly-shuttle, 
which greatly improved the weav- 
ing of cloth. 

Kaye-Smith, Sheila (Mrs. 
Penrose Fry), Eng. novelist ; 
6. St. Leonards-on-Sea; her works, 
mainly dealing with Sussex, in- 
clude Sussex Gorse (igi6), Joanna 
Godden (igzi), The George and 
the Crown (1925), The Village 
Doctor (1929), Susan Spray (1931), 
The Children’s Summer (partly 
autobiographical, 1932!, etc. 

Kean, Edmund (1787-1833), 
Eng. actor ; b. London ; son of a 
strolling actress ; after playing in 
various touring companies, ap- 
peared at Drury Lane as Shyloek, 
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1814, and had instant success ; 
equally popular in America ; 
broke down while acting Othello, 
and died shortly afterwards ; the 
greatest tragedian of his time. 

Kear'ton, Cherry (1871- ), 

naturalist, photographer, author; 
b. Thwaite, Yorks ; first to illus- 
trate natural history books wholly 
by photographs, and to make 
cinematograph records of big 
game in natural surroundings ; 
author of Wild Life across ihe 
World, My Animal Friendships, 
The Island of Penguins, etc. 

Kearton, Richard (iSd^-tgrS), 
Brit, field naturalist and author; 
brother of above ; b. Thwaite, 
Yorks ; originally a farmer ; among 
works are : Birds’ Nests ; Eggs 
and Egg Collecting ; Wild Life at 
Home : how to Study and Photo- 
graph it; Our Rarer British 
Breeding Birds; Wonders of Wild 
Nature, etc. 

Keats, JOHK (1795-1821), Eng. 
poet ; b, London ; son of livery- 
stable keeper ; apprenticed to 
surgeon, 1810 ; became dresser at 
Guy’s Hospital, 1816 ; abandoned 
medicine for literature and became 
one of the foremost Eng. poets. 
His first poems were pub., 1817, 
with the encouragement of Shelley ; 
Endymion appeared, 1818 ; Lamia, 
Hyperion, and other poems, 1820 ; 
was attacked by various journals, 
notably Quarterly Review ; driven 
from England by consumption, 
he died in Rome, Much of Keats’s 
poetry is immature both in 
thought and style, but such poems 
as La Belle Dame sans Merd, 
The Ode on a Grecian Urn, To a 
Nightingale, and his sonnets, are 
unsurpassable. His influence on 
later Eng. poetry has been almost 
incalculable,

Ke Me, John (1792-1866), Eng. 
priest and poet ; b. Fairford, 
Glos ; took double first at Ox- 
ford ; was ordained, t8i6 ; tutor 


of Corpus Christi, 1818 ; retired, 
1823 ; pub, Christian Year, a book 
of meditations in verse for holy 
days, 1827 ; prof, of poetry at 
Oxford, 1831-41, His univ. ser- 
mon on ' National Apostasy,’ 1833, 
started Tractarian movement ; 
closely associated with Newman 
and Pusey, with whom ho issued 
Tracts for the Times ; vicar of 
Hursley, Hants, from 1835 ; Keble 
Coll., Oxford, was founded in his 
memory, 1S69. 

Keene, Charles Samuel (r823- 
gr), Eng. black-and-white artist ; 
contributed to Punch from 1S51 ; 
also illustrated Douglas Jerrold’s 
Curtain Lectures, Charles Reade’s 
Cloister and the Hearth, etc. ; 
ranks among best 19th cent, 
etchers. 

Keith {heth). Sir Arthur (1866- 
), Scot, anthropologist ; 6. 

Aberdeen ; prof, of comparative 
anatomy. Royal Institution, 1917- 
23 ; president, British Association, 
1927 : F.R.S., 1913 ; rector, Aber- 
deen Univ., 1930-3 ; expert on pre- 
historic man as reconstructed from 
fossil remains ; author of Intro- 
duction to Study of Anthropoid 
Apes (1896), Human Embryology 
and Morphology (1901), Ancient 
Types of Man (1911), Concerning 
Man's Origin (1927), etc. 

Kekul6 lEd'hoo-la), Friedrich 
August (1829-96), eminent Ger. 
chemist ; 6. Darmstadt ; prof, of 
chemistry, Ghent, 1838, and at 
Bonn, 1865-96 ; famous for his 
' ring ’ structure theory of benzene 
and his views on the Jinking of 
atoms ; wrote Lehrbnch der or- 
ganischen Chernie. 

Keller, Helen Adams (1880- 
), Amer. blind deaf-mute ; 
b, in Alabama ; attack of scarlet 
fever, when she was two years old, 
left her without sight, smell, or 
hearing; educated at home by 
Miss Anne M. Sullivan, and at 
various schools ; learned to read, 
write, and talk ; graduated from 
Radcliffe CoU., 1904 ; knows 
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several languages ; LL.D., Glasgow, 
1932 ; author of The Story of my 
Life (1902), The World 1 Live in 
(1910), and My Religion (1927)- 

Kell'ogg, Frank Eiu.ings 
(1856- ), Amer. statesman and 

lawyer ; b. Potsdam, New York ; 
ambassador to Britain, 1923-5 ; 
secretary of state, U.S.A., 1925- 
29. Took the initiative in securing

1927). Brit, geographer ; b. Dun- 
dee ; librarian, 1885-92, and 
secretary, 1892-5, of Royal Geo- 
graphical Soc. ; ed. (jointly) 
Geographical Journal, 1915-17 : 
kt,, 1918. From 1880 ed. The 
Statesman’s Year Book ; author 
of The Partition of Africa, etc. 

Kel'vin, William Thomson, 
Baron (1824-1907), most eminent 
physicist of his time ; b. Belfast ; 
educated Glasgow and Cambridge ; 
studied at Paris under Regnault ; 
prof, of natural philosophy, Glas- 
gow, 1846-99. His work covered 
every branch of physics ; did 
valuable work in thermo-dyna- 
mics ; made submarine telegraphy 
a possibility ; invented sounding 
apparatus, pressure gauge, tide 
gauge, and made great improve- 
ments in mariner's compass ; 
knighted, 1S66 ; president Royal 
Soc., i8go ; peer, 1S92 ; o.m., 

1902 ; chancellor of Glasgow 
Oniv., 1904.

Kemble, Eng. theatrical family. 
John Philip (1757-1823) ; b. Pres- 
cot ; first London appearance was 
as Hamlet in Drury Lane, 1783 ; 

His 
brother Charles (1775-1854), b. 
Brecon : succeeded best in second 
parts -when John played first — e.g. 
Laertes, Cassio, Macduff. Fran- 
ces Anne, ‘ Fanny ’ (1809-93), 
daughter of Charles ; b. London ; 
noted for her rendering of tragic 
parts and her Shakespearian read- 


ings. Her sister Adel.aide (i8r.i- 
7g) was a distinguished operatic 
performer and author of some tales. 

Kemp, George Meikle (1795- 
1844), Scot, architect ; 6. in Mid- 
lothian ; son of a shepherd ; 
worked as carpenter, millwright, 
and draughtsman; designed famous 
Scott monument, Edinburgh. 

Kempis, Thomas X (Thomas 
Hammeeken) (1379-1471), 
religious writer ; ii. Kempen, near 
Cologne ; received orders at Au- 
gustinian convent of Mount St. 
Agnes, Zwolk ; became priest, 
1413, and lived in a convent till 
death. Most famous work is his 
Imitation of Christ, which has been 
trans. into nearly every language. 

Kemp-Weleh, Luev Eliza- 
beth (1869- ), Enp. artist ; b. 

Bournemouth ; especially famous 
as painter of animals, more par- 
ticularly horses ; exhibited in Royal 
Academy from 1894 ; president of 
Soc. of Animal Painters (formed 
1914). Among her paintings are : 
Horses bathing in the Sea, The 
Riders, Colt-hunting in the New 
Forest, and Forward the Guns. 

Ken, Thomas (1637-1711), Eng. 
prelate and hymn-writer ; b. Little 
Berkbampstead, Herts ; Bishop of 
Bath and Wells, 1684 ; one of 
the seven bishops who resisted 
Declaration of Indulgence, 1688 ; 
refused, nevertheless, to take oath 
to William iii. ; deposed, 1691. 

Kendal, (i) William Hunter 
(1843-1917), stage name of 
William Hunter Grimston, well- 
kno-wn actor and actor-manager, 
(z) Dame Margaret Brunton 
Robertson (“ Madge ”) (1849- 

1935)1 famous actress ; wife of (i), 
with whom she toured America, 
1889-95. 

Kennedy, Benjamin Hall 
(1804-89), Eng. schoolmaster ; b. 
near Birmingham ; headmaster at 
Shrewsbury, 1836-66 ; prof, of 
Greek, Cambridge, and Canon of 
Ely, 1867 ; best-known work, 
Public School Latin Grammar. 
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Kennedy-Fraser, Mrs. Marjory 
(1857-1930), collector of Celtic 
music; 6. Perth ; devoted her life 
to collecting Hebridean folksongs • 
pub. Songs of the Hebrides, and 
A Life of Song, an autobiography. 

Kenneth I., Mac Alpin {d. c. 
R60), Scot, king ; defeated Piets, 
and united Piets and Scots ; fre- 
quently invaded Northumbria. 
Kenneth ii. (d. 995), son of 
Malcolm i. ; overran Northumbria 
to the Tees ; Central Scotland was 
consolidated under his rule ; killed 
fay Ills own followers. 

Eeu'tigern, or Mungo, St., Scot, 
saint ; fl. 6th cent. ; founded mon- 
astery in Glasgow ; Bishop of 
Cumbria, 543 ; said to have done 
missionary work in Galloway, and 
north of Firth of Forth ; c. 584 
was visited by St. Columba. 

Kepler, J'ouanm (1571-1630), 
Got. astronomer ; b. near Weil, 
Wiirttemberg ; prof, of astro- 
nomy at Graz, 1593 ; owing to re- 
ligious persecutions accep^ted Tycho 
Brahe’s invitation to Prague, to 
assist in preparation of Rudolphine 
tables ; succeeded Tycho as im- 
perial astronomer ; his groat work. 
The New Aslroiiomy ; Commen- 
taries on the Motions of Mars (1609), 
forms the basis of physical astro- 
nomy. In it he enunciated his 
first two laws relating to the 
motion of the planets. The third 
law was contained in The Har- 
monies of the World (1619), dedi- 
cated to James i.

Ker, William Paton {1855- 
1923), Brit, man of letters ; b. 
Glasgow ; ediic. there and at 
Oxford ; prof, of Eng. literature 
and history in Univ.

Coll., London, 1889-1922 ; from 
1920 prof, of poetry at Oxford. 
Author of Epic and Romance, 
The Dark Ages, Sturlet the His- 
torian, etc. 

Kerenslc? {hS'ren-ski), Alexan- 
der Feodorovich (1881- ), 

(4,16i) 


Russ, revolutionary leader ; 6. in 
Tashkent ; practised law ; elected 
to Duma as Socialist-Labour de- 
puty, 1913. After Russ. Revolu- 
tion, 1917, became minister of 
justice under Prince Lvov, and 
then as minister of war strove 
to stop disaffection in the army ; 
became premier two months later, 
but was unable to stop the tide of 
Bolshevik revolution, and fled the 
country; settled in Paris. 

Ker'nahan, Coulson (1858- 
1, Brit, novelist and critic ; 
b. Ilfracombe. Among his works 
are A Dead Maids Diary ; A 
Book of Strange Sins; Scoundrels 
and Co. ; A W arid without a Child ; 
The Child, the Wise Man, and the 
Deoil; and Begging the Moon’s 
Pardon. 

Keyes (kez), Sir Roger (1872- 
), Brit, admiral ; entered 
navy, 1885 ; in charge of sub- 
marine service, 1910-14 ; chief of 
staff E. Mediterranean squadron 
at Dardanelles and Gallipoli, 
1915 ; rear-admiral, 1917 ; com- 
manded Dover Patrol and opera- 
tions for blocking Zeebrugge and 
Ostend ; admiral of the fleet, 1930. 
M.i>. for N. Portsmouth, 1934. 

Khufn. See Cheops. 

ElTigrew, Thomas (r6i2-83), 
Eng. dramatist ; b, London ; 
built first Theatre Royal, Drury 
Lane, r663 ; famous as a wit. 

King, William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie (1874— ), Canadian 

statesman ; b. Berlin (now Kit- 
chener), Ontario ; entered Cana- 
dian parliament as Liberal, 1908 ; 
leader of Liberal party from 1919 ; 
prime minister, 1921-Juue 1936, 
September 1926-30, and since 1933. 
Represented Canada at Imperial 
Conferences, r923 and rgad. 

Kiiig'lalce, Alexander Willlam 
(1809-91), Eng. historian ; b. 
Taunton ; made extended tour in 
East, 1835-6, which he described 
in Eothen; from Lord Raglan’s 
papers compiled The Invasion of the 
Crimea (8 vols., r863-87). 
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Kings'burgll, John Hav Athole 
Macdonald, Lohd (1836-1919), 
Scot, judge ; b. Edinburgh ; solici- 
tor-general for Scotland, 1876-80 ; 
dean of faculty of advocates, 1882- 
85 ; lord advocate, 1885-8 ; lord 
justice-clerk of Scotland, 1888- 
1915. Through his influence post 
cards came into use in Great 
Britain ; pioneer of volunteering 
and motoring. 

King'sley. (i) Charles (1819- 
75), Eng. clergyman and novelist ; 
b. Holne, Dartmoor' educated at 
Cambridge ; rector of Eversley, 
Hampshire, 1844 ; prof, of mod- 
ern history, Canibridge, 1860-69; 
Canon of Westminster from 1873. 
Pub. Andromeda and Other Poems 
(1838), which included some ex- 
cellent songs and ballads. His first 
novels, Alton Locke and Yeast, 
show Kingsley’s ‘ Christian Social- 
ism,’ His romances and novels, 
Hypatia, Westward Ho / Two 
Years Ago, and the inimitable 
Water Babies, are famous.

(2) Henry (1830-76), Eng. 
author, younger brother of (r) ; 
b. Bamaok, Northants ; spent five 
years in Australia, and depicted 
life in the goldfields in Geoffrey 
Hamlyn ; wrote novels, Ravens- 
hoe, The Hillyars, The Burtons. 
(3) Mary Henrietta (1862- 
1900), Eng. author ; niece of 
Charles and Henry ; b. London ; 
travelled in Africa and ■wrote 
Travels in West Africa, West 
African Studies, and The Story 
of West Africa, valuable studies 
of folklore, anthropology, and 
primitive religions ; died while 
acting as nurse in S. African War. 

King'ston, William Henry 
Giles (1814-80) ; b. London ; 
Eng. writer boys’ stories — e.g, 
Peter the Whaler, The Three 
Midshipmen ; wrote over 120 
books of healthy tone and vigorous 
action. 

Ei'pUng, Rudyard (1865-1936), 


Eng. poet and novelist ; b. Bom- 
bay ; educated at the United 
Service Coll., Westward Ho, Eng- 
land ; made use of his experiences 
there in his Stalky and Co. (1899), 
a tale of schoolboy life ; went to 
Lahore as sub-ed. of the Civil and 
Military Gazette, 1882, and re- 
mained in India tiU 1889 ; subse- 
quently travelled extensively be- 
fore settling down in England ; a 
voluminous writer. Plain Tales 
from the Hills, Soldiers Three, 
Under the Deodars, Wee Willie 
Winhie, and The Phantom ’Rick- 
sham, pub. 1887-g, gave Kipling 
his place among the world’s 
great short-story ivriters. He 
gained an equal reputation from 
his poems which appeared in 
Barrack-room Ball, ads (1892), 
The Seven Seas (1896), and The 
Five Nations (1903). Wrote a 
number of charming books, osten- 
sibly for children, including The 
Jungle Books (1894-5), Captains 
Courageous (1897), Kim (igoi), 
Puck of Pack’s Hill (1906), Re- 
wards and Fairies Uqioj. Other 
volumes include The Light that 
Failed (1891), Many Inventions 
(1893), Actions and Reactions 
(1909), A Diversity of Creatures 
(1917), Letters of Travel (1920), 
and Thy Servant a Dog (1930). 
Kipling has greatly extended 
literary art by new types of 
character and novel forms of pre- 
sentation ; he shows an absolute 
command of style and all its 
resources. Awarded Nobel prize 
for literature, 1907 ; rector, St. 
Andrews Univ., 1922-5. 

Esfaludy [kish'fo-looj), Karoly 
(1788-1830), Hungarian author ; 
b. near Raab ; put new life and 
power into Magyar literature by his 
war songs, folk-tales, and dramas. 

Etohener of Khartoum, Ho- 
ratio Herbert, Earl (1850- 
1916), Brit, soldier and administra- 
tor ; b. Ballylongford, Ireland ; 
educated in France ; entered 
Woolwich, 1868 ; during Franco- 
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Prussian War served with Chanzy’s 
army for short time ; joined 
Palestine Survey, 1874-8. After 
survey work in Cyprus, 1878-82, 
received cavalry command in 
Egyptian army ; took part in 
Nile Expedition, 1884-5, for re- 
lief of Gordon; commandant of 
Suakin, 1886-8. Appointed sirdar 
(commandcr-in-ohief) of Egyptian 
army, iSgo ; reconquered the 
Sudan ; at Omdurman, 1898, 
completely destroyed the power of 
Mahdism. For his services he 
was created a peer, and awarded 
the sum of £30,000. In the 
Fashoda .A.ffair, 1898, he showed 
himself a diplomat of real abilit>'. 
During visit to England on con- 
clusion of Sudan campaign, he 
raised £100^000 to found a coll, at 
Khartoum m memory of Gordon. 

During the South African War, 
1900, he was chief of staff to Lord 
Roberts, becoming commander-in- 
chief, 1900-2. At end of this war 
was made a viscount and re- 
ceived grant of £50,000. From 
1902-9^ he was commander-in- 
chief in India, and reorganized 
the army ; his conflict with Lord 
Curzon, the viceroy, led to the 
latter’s resignation ; field-marshal, 
igog ; consul-general of Egypt, 
1911-14; O.M., P.C., and lord 

rector of Edinburgh Univ., 1914. 

On outbreak of Great War he 
was appointed secretary for war, 
and raised and equipped large 
voluntary forces. On June 5, 
igr6, he embarked on the Hamp- 
shire for Russia ; the vessel struck 
a mine off the Orkney Is. and 
Kitchener lost his life. A chapel 
was erected in St. Paul’s to his 
memory, 1925.

Klaproth (kldp'rot), Martin 
Heinrich (1743-1S17), Ger. chem- 
ist ; b. Wernigerode ; professor 
of chemistry, Berlin, 1810 ; dis- 
covered uranium, zirconium, 
cerium, and titanium. 


Kling'er, Friedrich Maxi- 
milian VON (1752-1S31), Ger. 
dramatist and novelist ; b. Frank- 
furt-on-Main ; of humble parents ; 
curator of Dorpat Univ., 1803-17 ; 
dramas include Stimn tmd Drang 
(1776), which gave its name to the 
movement, Medea in Korinth and 
Medea auf dem Kmikasos (1791), 
etc. ; romances include Der iVelt- 
mami and der Dichter (1798), etc. 

Klop'stoek, Friedrich Gott- 
lieb (1724-1803), Ger. poet;' b. 
Quedlinburg ; studied theology at 
Jena and Leipzig ; lived in Copen- 
hagen, 1751-70 ; was the first 
genuine Ger. poet of i8th cent. ; 
aimed at giving the Ger. nation a 
Christian epic, viz. Der Messias 
(in 4 vois.) ; ivTote numerous odes, 
lyric poetry, and several dramas. 

Klnok {Hook), Alexander vo.n 
(1846-1934), German soldier; b. 
Munster, Westphalia ; fought as 
lieutenant in Franco - Prussian 
War; during Great War com- 
manded ist Army which formed 
the right of the German front 
advancing upon Paris and the 
Marne valley, and caused the 
Brit, retreat from Mons, but was 
defeated at battle of Mame ; 
wounded, 1915 ; retired, 19x6. 
Pub. March to Paris, igao. 

Knellet (nel'er), Sir Godfrey 
(1646-1723), portrait painter ; b. 
Liibeck ; studied under Rem- 
brandt ; court painter to Charles 

II. of England, retaining this 
position into reign of George i. 
Among his most famous works are 
Celebrities of the Kit-Cat Club, 
Beauties of the Court of William 

III. , and a series of admirals. 

Knight, Dame I.aura, British 

artist ; first woman r.a., 1936 ; 
famous for her circus subjects; 
D.B.E., 1929.

Knox, Edmund George Valpv 
(1881— ), pen-name Evoe. 

Eng. humorist and author ; edu- 
cated Rugby and Oxford ; echtor 
of P-uncIt since 1932 ; has 
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written much in humorous vein, 
and ed. Anthology of Humoroiis 
Verse. 

Knox, John (1513-72), Scot, 
reformer ; probably b. Hadding- 
ton ; took orders as secular priest ; 
came under influence of George 
■Wisbart. When St. Andrews was 
taken by the French, I347, he was 
taken prisoner and sentenced to 
labour in the Fr. galleys ; released 
two years later, became minister 
at Benvick, and afterwards at 
Newcastle. On accession of Mary 
I. of England took refuge on the 
Continent ; came much in contact 
with Calvin at Geneva ; returned, 
1556, and took up permanent 
abode in Scotland, 1559 ; strength- 
ened Protestant enthusiasm, and 
inaugurated a more thoroughgoing 
reform, securing the help of Eng- 
land against Fr, influence. Knox 
became minister at Edinburgh, 
1560 ; the death of the queen 
regent gave another blow to Rom. 
Catholicism ; Protestantism was 
formally installed as the estab- 
lished religion of the country, 
1561 ; the First Book of Discipline 
drawn up. The revival of old 
dissensions took place on return of 
Mary, but the victory was to 
remain with Knox, largely through 
the queen's ill-fortune. After the 
murder of Rizzio, Knox withdrew 
for safety to Ayrshire ; wrote 
History of Reformation ; retired 
to St. Andrews, 1569, but re- 
turned to Edinburgh in 1572, 
the year of his death. Knox was 
unequalled as a social reformer ; 
his theological position was that 
of Calvin.

Koch (Aoch), Robert (1843- 
1910), German bacteriologist ; b. 
KJausthal, Hanover ; prof,, Berlin 
Univ., and director of Institute of 
Hygiene. 18S5 ; famous for his 
discoveries and isolation of the 


bacilli of anthrax, Asiatic cholera, 
and tuberculosis, and for his modes 
of preventive inoculation ; Nobel 
prize for medicine, 1905. 

Kook, Charles Paul de (1794- 
1871), Fr. novelist ; 6. Paris ; 

pub. about one hundred novels, in 
which, in witty, vulgar, and realis- 
tic fashion, he described low and 
middle-class life in Paris. His 
works include Georgette, Gustave, 
and Andri le Savoyard. 

Koltohak (or Kolchak), Alex- 
ander Vasilievich (187.5—1920), 
Russ, admiral and soldier ; in 
1903 crossed the Arctic from the 
Lena to Bennet I. for the relief of 
Baron Tol, who had wintered there, 
but found no trace of explorer. 
During Russo-Jap. War he dis- 
tinguished himself in the defence 
of Port Arthur. During Great 
War was given independent com- 
mand in the Baltic, and later pro- 
moted vice-admiral and comman- 
der of the Black Sea fleet. After 
revolution, 1917, was leader of the 
Whites, or Anti-Bolshevists ; vir- 
tual leader of Russia. In Jan. 
1920 an anti-Koltchak revolution 
broke out at Vladivostok, and on 
Jan. 24 Koltohak surrendered to 
the revolutionaries at Irkutsk, 
and was shot. 

Kosciuszko {hos-i-us'ko), Ta- 
DEUSz (1746-1817J, Polish patriot 
and general ; b. in Lithuania ; 
served in U.S.A. army under 
Washington ; in 1794 led rising 
for Polish independence, but was 
finally defeated and captured ; 
released by Paul i., 1796 ; spent 
twenty-one years in America, 
France, and Switzerland.

Kossuth [kosh'oot), Lajos (1802- 
94), noted Hungarian patriot ; b. 
Monok, Hungary ; imprisoned In 
1838 for circulating reports of 
debates in National Diet ; after 
release ed. the Resti Hirlap, a 
party periodical, for several years, 
and, 1847. entered Diet and be- 
came leader of the National League 
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which aimed at Hungarian, inde- 
pendence of Austria. In 184.8 the 
Diet declared independence of 
Hungary, and appointed Kossuth 
governor. After suppression of 
the revolt by Emperor of Austria, 
ho had to take refuge in Turkey, 
and subsequently lived in Eng- 
land and Italy, his hostility to 
Austria preventing him from tak- 
ing advantage of general amnesty. 
Author of Memories of My Exile. 

Kotzebue [kot'se-boo), August 
Friedrich Ferdinand von (1761- 
1819), Ger. dramatist; b. Weimar; 
held high official post in Russ, 
service ; director of Viennese 
Burgtheater, 1798 ; assassinated. 
Wrote over aoo plays ; Menschen- 
hass unti Rene ivas for long the 
most popular play in Germany and 
England. 

Kras'sin, Leonid Borisovich 
(1870-1927), Russ. Soviet minister; 
b, Siberia, of bourgeois family; 
studied engineering; accompanied 
Lenin and Trotsky to Brest- 
Litovsk to negotiate treaty with 
Germany, 1918 ; commissary of 
food in Red Army, and later min- 
ister of coimnerce and industry ; 
came to London, igao, as president 
of Soviet commercial mission ; 
represented Soviet interests in 
Paris and in London, 1925-26. 

Kreisler (hrla'ler), Fritz (1875- 
), world-famous violinist and 
composer ; 6. Vienna ; received 
musical education at Vienna and 
Paris; has appeared in all the 
great cities of the world ; during 
Great War served in Austrian army 
and was wounded. 

Krogh, SoHACK August Steen- 
BERG (1S74- ), Dan. physiolo- 

gist ; b. Grcnaa ; prof, at Copen- 
hagen Univ., 1916 ; Nohel prize 
for medicine, 192a ; author of 
The Respiratory Exchange in 
Animals anA Man (1916) and The 
Anatomy and Physiology of Capil- 
laries (1922). 

Kropot'kin, Peter Aeexeie- 
viCH, Prince (1843-1921), Russ. 


author and revolutionary ; b. 
Moscow ; made geographical sur- 
vey of Manchuria, 1864 ; visited 
Switzerland, 1872, and joined the 
International Working Men’s As- 
sociation ; subsequently became 
an anarchist and was frequently 
arrested. Made his home in Eng- 
land from r886, but returned to 
Russia after the revolution, rgi?. 
Among numerous publications are 
Fields, Factories, and Workshops 
(1899), Memoirs of a Revolutionist 
(1900), The Desiccation of rlsia 
(1904), Russian Literature (1905), 
Modern Science and Anarchism 
(1912), etc. 

Kruger (kroo'ger), Stephanos 
Johannes P.tuLus (1825-1904), 
resident of Transvaal ; b. Coles- 
erg. Cape Colony ; took part in 
Great Trek, 1836 ; rapidly rose to 
power in Transvaal ; led Boer.s in 
1881, when they asserted tlieir 
independence, and became presi- 
dent, 1883 ; re-elected, 1888, 
1893, 1898. His rooted hostility 
to the Bri tish and Uitlanders gen- 
erally precipitated S. African War, 
1899-1902. He fled to Europe, 
igoo, first settling in Holland, and 
lastly at Mentone. Imbued with 
strong puritanical spirit, he was an 
ardent Dutch-.Afrikander patriot, 
and a ‘ slim ’ diplomatist ; pub. 
Memories (1902). 

Krylov [hri'lof), Ivan Andree- 
vich (1768-1844), famous Russ, 
fabulist ; b. Moscow ; in addition 
to writing dramas, he translated 
some of La Fontaine's fables and 
pub, (i8og) his own Fables. 

Kubelik {koo'be-lik), Jan (1880- 
), Bohemian violinist ; b. near 
Prague ; gave first recital in 
1898 ; has since given recitals 
throughout the world ; violinist, 
royal court of Romania ; worlrs 
include three violin concertos. 

Kublai Khan (koob'li) (r2i6-g4). 
grandson of Jenghlz Khan; em- 
peror of the Mongols ; succeeded 
as khan, rzsg ; invaded China, 
1267 ; established Mongol dyn- 
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asty ; extended conquests over 
Cochin China, Tibet, and beyond 
the Ural Mts. -westward, thus 
creating one of largest empires 
ever known. 

Kun [koon), Bela (1886- ), 

Hungarian contmunist leader ; a 
Russ. Jew ; b. near Gyor ; organ- 
ized a revolutionary rising in 
Budapest, Feb. 1919, and estab- 
lished a Soviet government ; con- 
cluded military alliance with Russ. 
Soviets ; government overthrown 
in Aug. ; fled to Vienna ; idti- 
inatcly settled in Moscow, 1928. 

Kuroki, Tamesada, Count 
(1844-1923), Jap. general; b. 
Satsuma ; won distinction in 
Chino-Jap. War, 1894 ; com- 
manded ist Army in Russo-Jap. 
War, 1904-5 ; created count for 
his services. 

Kuropat'kin, Alexei Nicolae- 
vicii (1848-1921), Russ, general; 


b. Pskov ; chief of staff in Russo- 
Turk. War, 1877-S ; commander- 
in-chief during first part of Russo- 
Jap. War, hut relieved at his own 
request, 1905 ; at outbreak of the 
Great War was commander-in- 
chief of Manchurian army, and, 
in 1916, was appointed commander- 
in-chief on northern front ; gov.- 
gen. of Turkistan, rgi6 ; after 
Russ, revolution became a teacher 
in a village school. 

Kyd, Thomas (1558-94), Eng. 
dramatist ; b. London ; most im- 
portant works are The Spanish 
Tragedy and Cornelia. 

Kyrle (kerl), John (1637-1724)1 
‘ tho Man of Ross ’ ; 6. in Glouces- 
tershire ; spent greater part of 
his life at Ross, Herefordshire ; 
devoted his money to building 
churches and hospitals ; the Kyrle 
Soc. was founded, 1877, to amelio- 
rate the lives of the poor. 


Labori (id-6or-e'), Fernand Gus- I 
TAVn Gaston (1860-1917), Fr. 
advocate ; b. Reims ; won fame 
by his brilliant defence of Zola, and 
by his conduct of the Dreyfus ap- 
peal ; counsel for the defence in 
the trial of Mmo. Caillaux, etc. 

Labonohere (id-Soa-s/iur'), Henry 
DuprS (1831-1912), Eng. journal- 
ist ; b. London ; after a career in 
the diplomatic service, entered 
parliament, and in 1876 founded 
and became editor of Tmth, a 
society journal which exposed 
many social and other scandals. 

La Brnyire {Id broo-yar'), Jean 
DE (1645-96), Fr. essayist and 
novelist ; b. Paris ; treasurer of 
finances at Caen, 1675-87 ; tutor 
to Duke of Bourbon, 1684-6 ; 
his Caractires (1688) contained 420 
separate earaofires or portraits ; 
the eighth ed,, pub. before the

author’s death, contained 1,120 
caractires ; admitted to Fr. Aca- 
demy, 1693 ; depicted his ac- 
quaintances with such skill as to 
win immediate renown ; some of 
his wit still keeps its savour. 

Lafayette (lil-fa-yet'), kfABiE 
Joseph Paul Roch Yves Gilbert 
Motier, Marquis de (1757-1834), 
Fr. soldier arid statesman ; b. in 
Auvergne ; assisted Amer. colon- 
ists in their war with England, 
1777-81 ; imbibed republican 
views, and in Fr. Revolution led 
minority of nobility in States- 
Gcneral to join the Tiers-Etat, 
June 25, 1789 : after fail of Bas- 
tille became commander-in-chief 
of National Guard ; commanded 
an army during war with Austria, 
179a ; was captured by Austria 
and imprisoned for five years. 
At restoration, 1815, he became

a prominent supporter of liberal 
ideas ; was commander of National 
Guard in revolution of 1S30.

La Fontaine {Iclfoa-tan'), Jean 
DE (1621-Q5], Fr, poet and fabu- 
list ; b. Chateau-Thierry, Cham- 
pagne ; educated for church but 
turned to law ; first book of his 
Contes (1664) won him popularity, 
increased by the second book, and 
above all by his Fables (12 vols.), 
which began to appear in 1866 and 
which have boon widely translated. 
He contrived to make the fable a 
vehicle for poetry, satire, and 
comedy, selecting his subjects from 
.®sop or the old Fr. fabliaux; 
wrote in lively, concise, and 
beautiful language. 

Lagerlof (lii-ger-loov'), Selma 
(1838- ), Swed. novelist; b. 

in Vermland ; won immediate 
fame with GSsta Berlings Saga 
(iSgt), a modern treatment of old 
legends ; in AHlihrisl's Mirakter 
(1897) pleaded for Christian social- 
ism ; other works include Nils 
liolgerssons underbam resa (a 
vols., rgoO-y), Kejsereu af Portu- 
galien (1914), and Charlotte Ldfven- 
skold (1925) : awarded Nobel prize 
for literature, igog ; first woman 
member of Swed. Academy, 1914. 

Lagrange {fd-sronzh), Joseph 
Louis, Comte (1736-1813), Fr. 
mathematician ; b, Turin ; prof, 
of geometry at Turin Royal 
Artillery School at age of eighteen ; 
appointed by Frederick the Great 
to succeed Euler as director of 
Berlin Academy, 1766 ; went to 
Paris, 1787, becoming prof, of 
geometry at the Polytechnic 
School, 1797 ; his chief works are 
Calcul des Variations (1762), 
^lecanique Anaiytique (1788), and 
Thiorie des Fonetions Anal'jdigues 
(1797), nil marked by originality 
and power.

Lally-Tollendal [tU-lc’ to!-on- 
ddl'), Thomas Arthur, Comte pe 
(1703-66), Fr. general ; served in 
the Jacobite expedition to Scot- 
land, 1745 ; commander-in-ohief 
in the E. Indies, 1736 ; forced to 
surrender Pondicherry, 1761 ; on 
return to France tried and be- 
headed, supposedly for treachery, 

Lalo', Edouard (1823-92), Fr, 
composer ; b. Lille ; wrote two 
operas, Fiesque (1867) and Le 
Roi d'Ys {18S8), besides chamber 
music, concertos, and symphonies, 
which exercised a strong influence 
on the work of subsequent Pr. 
composers. 

Lamarck (Id-mdrk'), Jean Bap- 
tiste Pierre Antoine de Mow- 
net, Chevalier de (1744-1829), 
eminent Fr. zoologist ; 6. in 

Picardy ; educated Amiens ; oc- 
cupied important scientific posts 
in Paris, where be died; chief 
works are PhilosopMe Zoologique 
(1809) and Hislorte des Animaux 
sans Vertibres (7 vols. 1815-23) ; 
a precursor of Darwin, he is best 
known for the doctrine called 
Lamarckism, which attempts to 
explain evolution by assuming 
that aaquired characteristics are 
hereditary.

Lamartine {Id-niar-ten'], Al- 
phonse Marie Louis de Pkat 
DE (1790-1869), Fr. poet ; 6. 

Macon ; a pioneer of Romantic 
school ; most of his poetry was 
pub. in the early years of his life, 
including Premises Midiiaiions 
PoHigues (1830), Nouvelles Me- 
ditations PoHiques (1823), Har- 
monies PoHiques et Religieuses 
(1830), Jocelyn (1836), La Chute 
d’an Ange (1838), and Recueille- 
ments Poetiques (1839) ; played a 
notable part in politics, especially 
in revolution of 1848, when he 
showed great gifts of eloquence 
and was member of Executive 
Committee; under empire sank 
into comparative poverty ; wrote 
many prose works during these 
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years, including Trots mois ait 
'Pouwif (1848), Raphael (1849), 
Confidences (1844), Geuevieoe 
(1850), and Nouvelles Confidences 
(1851).

Lamb, Charles (1775-1834), 

Eng. essayist ; b. London ; edu- 
rated Christ’s Hospital, rvhere 
he formed friendship with Cole- 
ridge ; held clerkship in South 
Sea House and India House ; never 
married, but devoted his life to his 
sister Mai'y, who was subject to fits 
of insanity ; dabbled in verse 
and journalism ; with Mary wrote 
Tales from Shakespeare (1807) ; 
pub. Specimens of English Drama- 
tic Poets (i8o8) ; contributed 
essays on wide variety of subjects, 
under name Elia, to London 
Magazine (1820-2). Lamb is one 
of the most lovable eharaeters and 
.tvriters in Eng. literature. He 
counted among his friends all the 
great writers of his day. His 
essays are written in a style 
mingling quaintness and delicacy, 
humour and pathos. He ranks 
high as a literary critic and letter- 
writer.

Lambert, John (1619-83), Eng. 
soldier ; 6. Yorkshire ; during 

Civil War fought on Parliamentary 
side at Marston Moor, Preston, 
Dunbar, and Worcester ; during 
Commonwealth period rose to 
high importance in Parliamentary 
councils ; after Restoration was 
banished to Guernsey. 

Lancaster, John of Gaunt, 
Duke of (1340-99), a son of 
Edward HI. ; 6. Ghent ; served 
in Spain, 1367, France, 1369 ; 
after second marriage, with Con- 
stance of Castile, assumed title 
King of Castile ; towards close of 
Edward iii.’s reign he attained 
great power In England ; sup- 


ported Wyclif ; after Richai'd’s 
accession, supported king ; unsuc- 
cessfully invaded Castile, 1387 ; 
Duke of Aquitaine, 1390 ; gov- 
erned Aquitaine, 1395. 

Lancaster, Joseph (r778-i838), 
Brit, educationist ; b. London ; 
opened • free school for poor chil- 
dren in London ; his “ system ” 
(consisting mainly in teaching 
by monitors, mechanical drills, 
no corporal punishments, but a 
graded system of ranks, badges, 
etc., as rewards) had great suc- 
cess ; later went to America, where 
his system was also adopted. 

Land 'or, Richard Lemon 
( 1804-34), Eng. explorer; b. 
Truro ; accompanied Clapperton’s 
Niger expedition. 1825 ; along with 
his brother John (1807-39) be 
explored lower reaches of Niger, 
and proved that it flows into 
Bight of Benin ; killed by natives. 
Pub. Journal (1832). 

Land'or, Walter Savage (1775- 
1864), Eng. prose-writer and poet ; 
6. Warwick ; educated at Rugby 
and Cambridge ; headed volunteer 
force, raised at his expense, in 
Peninsula, 1808 ; travelled in 
Europe for several years ; finally 
settled at Florence ; friend of 
Southey and Browning. His 
works are distinguished by purity 
of style and delicacy of diction. 
Best-known works are his Poems, 
Imaginary Conversations (1824-g), 
and Pericles and Aspasia (1836).

Landseer, Sir Edwin I-Ienry 
( 1802-73), Eng. animal painter ; 
son of an engraver ; b. London ; 
exhibited at Royal Academy when 
thirteen ; patronized by Queen 
Victoria ; r.a., 1831 ; knighted, 
1850 *, dogs and deer his favourite 
subjects, and Scot, highlands the 
scene of some of his best pictures ; 
bronze lions of Nelson Memorial, 
Trafalgar Square, 1867, were his 
work. 
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Lane, Edward Wiluam (i8oi- 
76), Brit. .Arabic scholar; went 
to Egypt for health reasons ; pub. 
Manuel'S and Customs of the Mod- 
em Es’yptians (1836), trans. The 
Thousand and One Nights (recog- 
nized as finest version of Arabian 
Nights), and compiled famous 
Arabic Lexicon, 

Lane, Rai.ph Norman- Angell. 
See .Angell, Nor.man. 

Lane-Poole, Stanley (1854- 
I93r), Eng. historian and Orien- 
talist ; b. London ; parly turned 
his attention to .Arabic ; prof, of 
Arabic, Trinity Coll., Dublin, i8g8— 
1904 ; pub. Catalogue of Oriental 
and Indian Coins for Brit. Museum 
(14 vols. 1875-92), also Art of the 
Saracens (1886) ; travelled much 
and tvrote many books, including 
Egypt in the Middle A^s {1901), 
Story of Cairo (1902), The Thou- 
sand and One Nights (3 vols. 1906), 
Mediesval India from Contem- 
porary Sources {1916), Watson^ 
Tosha (1919). 

Lan'trano (1005-89), Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury ; b. Pavia ; 
began life as jurist, teaching at 
Paris, Bologna, and Avranches ; 
entered chm-ch, 1043, and became 
successively abbot of Bee, 1045, 
and of Caen, 1066 ; Archbishop of 
Canterbury, 1070-89 ; reorgau- 
ized Eng. church and improved its 
discipline and education. 

Lang, .Alexander Matheson, 
Brit, actor ; b. Montreal ; has 
acted ■\vith Sir F. Benson, Mrs. 
Langtry, and Ellen Terry, etc. ; 
appeared in Mr. Wu ; produced 
The Wandering Jew (1920), 
Christopher Sly (1922), Such Men 
are Dangerous (1928), etc. 

Lang, Andrew (1844-1912), 
Scot, scholar ; b. Selkirk ; was a 
graceful poet, admiring and prac- 
tising Old Fr. forms ; wrote a 
History of Scotland (4 vols., 1900- 
7), and many other historical 
works ; trans. (with Butcher) the 
Odyssey, with Leaf and Myers the 
Iliad ; authority on folklore. 


Langtry 

Lang, Cosmo Gordon (j864- 
), Anglican divine ; b. Aber- 
deen; educated at Glasgow and 
Oxford ; after holding various 
appointments became canon of 
St. Paul's, 1901-8 ; hon. chap- 
lain to Queen Victoria ; .Arch- 
bishop of York, 1908-28 ; Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, 1928 ; chair- 
man of committee of Lambeth 
Conference, 1920 ; protagonist 
among supporters of Prayer Book 
measure. Has pub. several de- 
votional and ecclesiastical books. 

Langland (or Langley), Wil- 
liam (c. 1332-c. 1400), reputed 
author of the Vision of Piers 
Plowman ; b. in Shropshire ; 
received monastic education ; des- 
tined for priesthood, but married ; 
lived precariously by chanting 
psalms for souls of departed. The 
poem attributed to him is Mle,- 
gorical, the Plowman a personi- 
fication of Christ ; writer is in 
deadly earnest, and attacks con- 
temporary abuses in Church and 
State. The poem shows transition, 
from O.E. to modern prosody. 

Langley, Samuel Pierpoint 
(1834—1906), Ainer. astronomer; 
k Roxbury, Mass. ; prof, of 
astronomy, Pennsylvania, 1867 ; 
secretary of Smithsonian Institute, 
1887 ; invented the bolometer 
with which he explored the infra- 
red solar spectrum, 1881 ; his 
aeronautical e.xperiments showed 
the practicability of a-yiation, 1896. 

Langton, Stephen (d. 1228), Eng, 
prelate; educated in France, where 
he became chancellor of Paris 
univ. ; appointed Cardinal and 
Archbishop of Canterbury by 
Innocent in. against the wishes of 
King John ; a strong supporter of 
the barons against the king. 

Langtry, Lillie (Emily Char- 
lotte Le Breton), Lady de 
Bathe (1852-1929), Eng. actress ; 
6. Jersey, hence known as the 
‘ Jersey Lily ’ ; married Edward 
Langtry, 1874 ; society beauty ; 
was for long one of leading Eng, 
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actresses. Married Gerald de 
Bathe, 1899. 

Laukester, Sir Edwin Ray 
(1847-1929), Brit, zoologist; 6. 
London ; prof, at London, 1874- 
go, and Oxford, iSgi-S ; director 
of natural history section of Brit. 
Museum, 1898-1907 ; president 
Brit. Association, 1906 ; works 
include Extinct Animals (1905), 
Kingriom of Man (1907)1 Science 
from ail Easy Chair (1910, 1912), 
etc. 

Lansiury, Rt. Hon. George 
(1859- ), English Socialist ; 

formerly ed. of the Daily Herald ; 
member of Church Socialist 
League ; M.p. Bow and Bromley, 
1910-12, and since 1922 ; member 
of Royal Commission on Poor Law, 
I..C.C., etc. ; mayor of Poplar, 
igig-20 ; visited Russia to in- 
spect Bolshevism at work, 1920 ; 
First Commissioner of Works in 
Labour Minisiih', i^ag—31 ; leader 
of the Opposition, 1931-1935,: 
author of What I sani in Russia 
(1920), My Life (1928), oto. 

Lanadowne, Henry Charles 
Keith Petty-Fitzmaurice, sth 
Marquess of (1845-1927I ; Eng. 
statesman ; lord of Treasury, 
1869-72 ; under-secretary for war, 
1872-4 : under -secretary for India, 
1880 ; gov. -gen. of Canada, 1883- 
88 ; gov.-gen. of India, 1888-93 1 
secretary for war, 1893-1900 ; 
foreign secretary, 1 900-5 ; minis- 
ter without portfolio, 1915-16 ; 
resigned office with end of Asquith 
rdgime ; his letter to Daily 
Telegrciph advocating a negotiated 
peace, 1917, caused strong protest. 

Lansing, Robert (1864-1928), 
Amer. larvyer and public official ; 
6. Watertown, N.Y. ; after r892 
served U.S.A. government as 
counsel and technical expert in 
such cases as Bering Sea Claims 
Commission, 1896-7, Alaskan 
Boundary Tribunal, etc. ; in 
July 1915 succeeded W. J. Bryan 
as secretary of state ; one of 
the five delegates appointed by 


•America to negotiate peace at 
Paris, 1918-19 ; resigned, 1920. 

L3,o-tse [Id-o-tsd') If). 604 E.c.), 
Chin, philosopher, founder of 
Taoism ; b. in dist. of Ch’u ; 
keeper of archives at imperial 
court ; reputed author of Taa- 
teli-kiiig, which teaches that the 
right course, of conduct consists in 
the abnegation of self, simplicity, 
humility, and compassion. 

Laplace {Id-pUis') , Pierre Simon, 
Marquis de (1749-1827), Fr. 
mathematician and astronomer ; h. 
in Normandy ; prof, of mathe- 
matics at Ecole Militaire de Paris, 
1767 ; pub. Exposition du Systhne 
dll Monde (1796), in which his 
famous ‘ Nebular Hypothesis ’ 
appeared ; this work, along with 
his Trade de Micanipie Celeste 
(5 vols. 1799-1825), gives him a 
foremost place among astronomers. 

La Rochefoucauld {Id rdsh-fon- 
ko'), FR.4jjpois, Due or (1613-80), 
Fr. author ; 6. Paris ; descendant 
of one of greatest Fr, families. 
As Prince de Marsillac spent first 
part of his life in plots against 
Richelieu and Mazarin ; retired to 
his castle, where he wrote his 
Memoirs ; at fifty returned to 
society at Madame de Sahl6’s 
salon. For ten years composed his 
famous Maximes (1665), which 
still retain charms of wit, paradox, 
and sense of spacious intellect. 

Larsen, Karl Halfdan Ed- 
ward (1860-1931), Dan. novelist 
and humorist, one of the finest 
of Dan. stylists ; b, Rendsborg ; 
wrote Model og den blank Klitige, 
account of a Span, tour, and 
Poelisk Tyskland. His Dr. Ix 
(1898) attacks the hypersestheti- 
cism of the time. 

La Salle, RsNit Robert Cave- 
lier, SiEUR DE (c. 1643-87), Fr. 
traveller ; b. Rouen ; went to 
Canada, 1666, and from 1679 ex- 
plored Great Lakes, the Ohio, and 
Mississippi, descending the last to 
Gulf of .Mexico, 16S2, naming 
province through which it flowed 
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Louisiafia ; returned, 1684, to found 
port at mouth o£ stream; small 
colony failed, and La Salle was 
murdered by a follower.

Las Cas'as, BaktolomS ce 
(14 74-1.') fid), Span, prelate; b. 
Seville; joined an expedition of 
Columbus to the W. Indies, 1498- 
1500; called ‘Apostle of the 
Indians ’ ; endeavoured to secure 
better treatment of Indians by 
Spain; Bishop of Chiapa (Mexico), 
1544-7 ; ivrote General History 
of the Indians, etc. 

Lasker, Emanuel (1868- ), 

Ger. chess player ; b. Berlinchen ; 
defeated Blackburne, 1892, and 
Steinitz, 1894 ; first prizes in 
tournaments in several cities, 
iSga-rqoo. Renounced title of 
Champion of the World to Capa- 
blanca, 1920. 

Lassalle {la-sdl'), Ferdinand 
(1825-04), Ger. Socialist ; b, Bres- 
lau ; one of the founders of the 
Social Democratic party in Ger- 
many ; a follower of Marx, but 
an ardent Nationalist ; founded 
Allgemeiner Deutscher Arbeiter- 
verein ; pub. A System of Ac- 
quired Rights (iSOr), and many 
political pamphlets ; died as 
result of duel ; life story forms 
basis of Meredith’s novel, The 
Tragic Comedians.

Laszld de Lombos, Philip 
Alexius (i86g- ), Hungarian 

portrait painter ; 0. Budapest ; 
naturalized Brit, subject ; studied 
at Budapest, Munich, and Paris; 
has painted Pope Leo xiii.. King 
Edward vii.. Queen Alexandra, 
King of Portugal, ex-Kaiser Wil- 
helm II., ex-President Roosevelt, 
etc., and has received numerous 
honours and distinctions from vari- 
ous courts; president of the Royal 
Society of British Artists, 1930. 


Lat'jmer, Hugh (c. 1485-1555), 
Eng. reformer ; b. in Leicester- 
shire ; educated at Cambridge ; 
took holy orders and preached 
against cedes, abuses; Bishop of 
Worcester, 1535-9 ; in 1546-7 he 
was imprisioned in the Tower ; 
again imprisoned after Mary’s 
accession in 1553 ; burned at stake 
ivith Ridley. Stands high among 
the world’s reformers. 

Laud, W’illiam (1573-1645), 
Archbishop of Canterbuiy ; b. 
Reading ; one of the advisers of 
Charles i. from 1625 to 1629 ; uni- 
formity in the Church was the 
object of his heart ; he compelled 
the bishops to retire to tlieir secs, 
and improved the fabrics of the 
churches. His attempt to intro- 
duce a service book and canons 
into Scot. Church drove the Presby- 
terians into opposition to the 
crown. He was impeached for 
treason on opening of Long Parlia- 
ment, and beheaded. 

Lauder, Sir Harrv Mac- 
Lenman (1870- ), Scot, vo- 

calist and comedian ; b. Porto- 
bello; was a mil! boy, then miner; 
became vocalist and made hit 
at London Pavilion ; has at- 
tained unprecedented success on 
music-hall stage by dint of healthy 
sentiment and clean humour ; 
wri tes and composes his own songs ; 
knighted, 1919 ; autobiography, 
Roamin’ in (he Gloamin' (1928). 

Lauderdale, John Maitland, 
1ST Duke of (1616-82) ; b. 
Lethington, E. Lothian ; a zealous 
Covenanter, but after surrender of 
Charles i., 1547, a loyal supporter 
of the king ; taken prisoner at 
Worcester, 1651 ; after Restora- 
tion made Secretary of State for 
Scotland ; notorious for the 
severity of his administration of 
the laws against the Covenanters ; 
member of Cabal ministry. 

Laurier H6-re-d’), Sir Wilfrid 
(1841-1919), Can. statesman of 
Fr. e.xtraction ; b. St, Lin, Que- 
bec ; called to bar, 1S64 ; entered 
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Dominion House of Commons, 
1874 ; minister of inland revenue, 
1877 ; leader of Liberal party, i8gi ; 
prime minister (first Fr.-Can. to 
hold the office), 1806 ; inaugurated 
Brit, preferential tariff, 1897 : 
devoted himself to development of 
Canada ; returned to power in 
igoo, 1004, and 1908 ; leader of 
Opposition from igir ; though 
out of office throughout the Great 
W'ar, supported the Allied cause 
m every wav possible ; a courteous 
opponent, fine scholar, rare orator, 
and upright statesman. 

Lavater {la-fd'tdr), Johann Kas- 
PAR (1741-1801), Ger. poet, 
physiognomist, and mystic ; b. 
Zurich ; author of Swiss Lays, 
ClirisUiohe Lieder, and Jesus 
Messias ; great work Physiogiio- 
mische Fragtneiite (i775-8), trans. 
into most European languages. 

La'very, Sir John (1856- ), 

Brit, painter ; b. Belfast ; studied 
at Glasgow, London, and Paris ; 
R.A., 1921 ; early pictures include 
Two Fishers (1883), Tennis Patty 
(1887), and Visit of Queen Victoria 
to the Glasgow Exhibition (1888). 
Other notable pictures are Mother 
and Son, White Feathers, A Lady 
in Black, and many portraits, 
including those of the king and the 
queen. 

tavisse (Id-ves’), Ernest (1842- 
1922), Fr. historian ; b. in Aisne ; 
prof, of modern history, Sorbonne, 
188S ; member of Fr.

Histoire de France. 

Lavoisier {Id-mads-yd'), Antoine 
Laurent {1743-94), Fr. chemist ; 
6. Paris ; laid the foundations of 
quantitative chemistry hy use of 
balance ; proved indestructibility 
of matter ; he employed Priestley’s 
discovery of oxygen, and Caven- 
dish’s of the compound nature of 


water, to overthrow phlogiston 
theory, and establish true theory 
of combustion ; showed nature of 
diamond, introduced system of 
chemical classification and nomen- 
clature ; executed by Revolu- 
tionists. 

Law, Andrew Bonae (rSsS- 
1923), Brit, statesman ; b. in New 
Brunswick ; educ. in Glasgow, 
where he became an iron mer- 
chant ; Conservative m.p. for Glas- 
gow, 1900 ; a protagonist of tariff 
reform ; pari, secretary to the 
Board of Trade, igo2-6 ; leader 
of the Opposition, rgrr-r.s. On 
formation of first Coalition be- 
came secretary of state for the 
colonies, 1915-16. In the first 
Lloyd George ministry he was 
chancellor of the Exchequer and 
leader of the House, igi6-i8 ; 
also a member of the V/ar Cabinet. 
Plenipotentiary to the Peace (Con- 
ference, 1919. After the general 
election of Dec. 1918, became lord 
privy seal and loader of the House. 
Played conspicuous part in Home 
Rule Act, 1920. On resignation of 
Lloyd George, 1922, ho formed 
entirely Conservative government. 
In Nov. was returned with strong 
majority. Resigned for health 
reasons, 1923, and died same year. 

Law, John, ‘ of Lauriston ’ 
(1671-1729), Scot, economist ; b. 
Edinburgh ; in 1(194 he slow his 
antagonist in a duel and fled to 
Holland, and became interested 
in finance ; served in France under 
the regent, 1715, and propounded 
a scheme to get the country out of 
financial difficulties. A bank was 
started, of which Law became 
director, and a company was formed 
to develop the Mississippi Valley, 
1717. A tremendous boom re- 
sulted, but this ‘ Mississippi 
Scheme ’ collapsed, 1720, when 
Law, who had been popular, be- 
came detested. He left France, 
and died in poverty.

Law, William (1686-1761), Eng. 
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divine; 6. KingsCliffe.Northauts;

1662), Eng. musician ; 6. Dinton, 
Wilts ; became a gentleman of 
the chapel royal, 1626 ; composed 
music for many songs and for 
several masques, including Milton’s 
Camus (1634). 

Lawes, Sib John Bennet (1814- 
rgoo), Eng. agriculturist ; b, near 
St. Albans ; studied chemistry ; 
experimented for more than fifty 
years on his estate at Rothamsted 
on the effect of various manures ; 
began the manufacture of super- 
phosphate as manure, 1843 ; left 
the bulk of his fortune for the 
maintenance of Rothamsted as an 
experimental farm, 

Lawrence, David Heruekt 
(1885-1930), Brit, novelist; b. 
Eastwood, Notts ; after short 
period as clerk and schoolmaster 
turned to writing ; his first boolts, 
The White Peacock (1911), The 
Trespasser (rgia), and Sans and 
Lovers (1913), established him as 
one of the most original of aoth 
century writers ; many of his 
books are overweighted with a 
study of sex problems ; works in- 
clude the following vols. of poetry : 
A mores (igi6). Look ! We have 
come Through (igry). Birds, Beasts, 
and Flowers (1925) ; and the 
following novels ; Kangaroo (1923), 
St. Mawr (1925), The Plumed 
Serpent {1926), Lady Chalierley’s 
Laver (igzS), and The Escaped 
Cock (1930). 

Lawrence, (r) Sir Henry Mont- 
gomery (1806-57), Brit, soldier 
and politician ; b. in Ceylon ; 
served in first Burmese War, 
1824-6, first Afghan War, 1838, 
and in Sikh War, 1845-S ; first 
administrator in Punjab after 
annexation, 1849 ; fortified Luck- 
now in Mutiny, enabling Residency 
to withstand a four months’ siege ; 


fell on second day of defence. (2) 
John Laird Mair, ist Baron 
Lawrence (1811-79), Brit, sol- 
dier-administrator ; h. Richmond, 
Yorks; brother of (r); aided in an- 
nexation of Punjab, 1849, of which 
he was lieut.-gov. when Mutiny 
broke out ; having won devotion of 
Sildis, raised 59,000 men to replace 
the mutinied regiments ; called 
the ‘ saviour of India ’ ; pensioned 
by government and E. India Co. ; 
baronet, 1858 ; viceroy, 1S63 ; 
baron, 1869. 

Lawrence, Sir Thomas (1769- 
1830), Eng. portrait painter; b. 
Bristol ; succeeded Reynolds as 
limner to the king, aiid had a 
greater vogue than any portrait 
painter of his time ; r.a., 1794 ; 
knighted, 1815 ; president. Royal 
Academy, 1820-30 ; among his 
famous portraits are Countess of 
Derby and Master Lamhton, 

Lawrence, Thomas Edward 
(1888-1935), Eng. archfflologist, 
linguist, and soldier ; b. Treinadoc ; 
studied at Oxford ; spent much 
time in the Near East in archieolo- 
gical e.xcavation. In Great War was 
themovingspirit in organizing Arab 
campaigns against the Turks, and 
placing Eeisal on the throne of 
Iraq ; during the campaigns won 
an almost legendary reputation 
as a skilful and daring leader ; 
accompanied Brit, delegation to 
Peace Conference, 19 ig, and was 
adviser on Arabian affairs, 1921- 
22 ; disgusted at what he con- 
sidered the unfair treatment of 
the Arab claims he gave up all 
official rank and decorations, and 
served in the Royal Air Force and 
in the Tank Corps as a mechanic 
under the name of Thomas Ed- 
ward Shaw, 1922-33 ; wrote The 
Seven Pillars of Wisdom (1926) 
and Revolt in the Desert (1927); 
died after motoring accident. 

Lawson, Sir Wilerid (1829- 
1906), Brit, politician and tem- 
perance advocate ; introduced Per- 
missive Bill, 1864 ; carried Local 
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Option resolutions, 1880 ; opposed 
Bolt War ; president of United 
Kingdom Alliance ; had reputa- 
tion as a wit, and pub., with 
Sir F. C. Gould, Cartoons in 
Rhyme and Line (1904).

(1909).] 

Lay'amon, Eng. poet-chronicler 
and priest of 12th cent., lived at 
Emley on the Severn. His Brut 
is a poetical paraphrase of Wace’s 
chronicle. Brut d'Angleterre, with 
additions of his own ; of great 
linguistic value. 

Lay'ard, Sir Austin Henry 
(i8iy-q4), Brit, archeologist and 
diplomatist ; 6. Paris ; conducted 
important excavations near Nine- 
veh, 1845-7, discovering palaces of 
Esarhaddon and Sennacherib, etc. ; 
afterwards entered Parliament ; 
ambassador at Madrid, 1869-77, 
Constantinople, 1877-80 ; pub. 
Nineveh and its Remains (1848- 
49), and Discoveries in the Ruins 
of Nineveh and Babylon (1855). 

Leacock, Stephen Butler 
(1869- ), humorist and econo- 

mist ; b. in Hants ; head of depart- 
ment of Political Economy, McGill 
Univ., Montreal, till 1935 ; best 
known for his humorous writings, 
such as Literary Lapses (1910), 
Nonsense Novels (1911), Sunshine 
Sketches of a Little Town (1912), 
Arcadian Adventures with the 
Idle Rich (1914), Frenzied Fiction 
{1917), etc. Has also written 
serious works, including The 
Unsolved Riddle of Social Justice 
(1920). 

Leader, Benjamin Williams 
(1831-1923), Eng. landscape 
painter ; b. Worcester ; first ' 
picture. Cottage Children blowing 
Bubbles (1854) ; K.A., i8g8 ; 

specialized in mountain and river 
scenery of N. Wales and Scotland. 

Lear, Edward (1812-S8), Eng. 
artist, writer, and traveler; 6. 
London ; wrote The Booh of 
Nonsense (his still famous work) 
for Lord Derby’s grandchildren ; 
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pub. also Journal of a Landscape 
Painter in Corsica (1870), etc. 

Le Bruu {U brunj, Madame, 
Marie Louise Elisabeth VigiIe 
(1755-1842), Fr. portrait painter; 
received into the Academy at 
twenty-eight ; escaped to Italy 
during Revolution, 1789 ; re- 
turned the year after Napoleon 
became first consul ; painted many 
of the great personages of the time, 
including Mario Antoinette, the 
Prince of Wales, Byron, etc. 

Lecky, William Edward Hart- 
pole (1838-1903), Irish historian 
and man of letters ; b. near 
Dublin ; chief work, History of 
England in the Eighteenth Century 
(1878-90) ; wrote also History of 
European Morals, Deinoeracy and 
Liberty, The Map of Life. 

Leoooa {le-hok'), Alexandre 

Charles (1832-1918), Fr. com- 
poser ; b. Paris ; wrote comic 
operas, including La Fille ie 
Madame Angot (1873), Girofle- 
Girofla (1874), La Marjolaine 
(1877), Le Cygne (1899), 

Lee, Arthur Hamilton, ist 
Viscount Lee of Fareham 
(1868- ), Eng. politician ; b. 

Bridport ; president of Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, 1919- 
21 ; first lord of Admiralty, 1921- 
22 ; gave Chequers estate to the 
nation, 1921, as country residence 
for Brit, prime ministers. 

Lee, Robert Edw.ard (1807- 
70), Amer. Confederate general in 
civil war; b. Stratford, Virginia; 
in campaign of 1862 proved him- 
self to be a great leader and a 
consummate soldier ; invaded 
Maryland and won battles of 
Fredericksburg and Chancellors- 
ville ; his defeat at Gettysburg 
proved to be a turning point in 
the war ; opposed to Grant, 1864, 
he was invested at Richmond and 
eventually forced to surrender ; 
one of the greatest soldiers of the 
19th cent.

carioaturist ; b. London ; fellow- 
upil with Thackeray at Charter- 
ouse ; pub. at eighteen Etchings 
and Sketchings, by A. Pen, Esq. ; 
joined staff of Punch, 1841, with 
which his name is inseparabiy con- 
nected ; illustrated -A’Beckett’s 
Comic History of England and 
Hood’s Comic Annual, etc. 

Le Gallienne {le gal-S-en'), 
Richard (186C- ), Eiig. author 

and poet ; b. Liverpool ; his 
works include The Quest of the 
Golden Girl (1896) ; The Life 
Romantic (igor), Vanishing Roads 
(1915), Pieces of Eipit (1918), 
The Romantic 'go's (1926), and 
The Magic Seas (1930). 

Legendre {te-ehond'r) , Adrien 
Marie (1752-183.3), Fr. mathe- 
matician ; b. Toulouse ; prof, of 
mathematics at Ecole Militaire 
and Ecole Normale, Paris ; great- 
est work is Traite des Fonctions 
Elliptimies (1S25-32) ; others in- 
clude Nouvelles Methodes pour la 
Determination des Orbites des 
Comites (1806), in which he in- 
vented the rule of the ‘ least square 
of errors.’ 

Legros [le-gro'), Alphonse 
(1837-1911), Fr. painter, etcher, 
and sculptor ; b. Dijon ; Slade 
prof, of fine arts, Univ. Coll., 
London, 1876-93 ; naturalized 
Englishman. 1881 ; his Amende 
Honorable and Le Christ Mart are 
in the Luxembourg ; sculptures 
include fountains in bronze and 
granite at Welbeck Abbey, 1902. 
Leibniz, or Leibnitz (B&'iwfs), 


Gottfried Wilhelm (1646-1716), 
Gcr. scholar ; 6. Leipzig ; entered 
nniv. there, 1661, early showing his 
genius. Ho invented a calculating 
machine, and discovered the dif- 
ferential and integral calculus, and 
then studied economies, politics, 
and history. Most of his philo- 
sophical work was done after i6ga. 
In 1710 he pub. his Essai de 
Thiodicie sur la Bonte de Dieu, 
la Liberie de I’ Homme, et V Origins 
dxt Mai, the greatest of his philo- 
sophical works, and in 1714 La 
Motiadologie and Frincipes de la 
Nature et de la Grace. 

The central point of his philos- 
ophy is his doctrine of substance. 
Leibniz believed the universe to 
be composed of centres of force 
(monads), without extension but 
with some of the attributes of 
spiritual be.ing, such as feeling ; 
space, matter, and motion have 
accordingly no ultimate existence. 
His theoJogj’ is theistic, and ho 
bi'lieves in the goodness of God, 
who is the ‘ harmony ’ of all 
things ; the problem of evil he 
strives in vain to solve.

Leicester (les'ter), Robert Dud- 
ley, Earl of (c. 1531-88), Eng.

queen ; entertained Elizabeth at 
Kenilworth for seventeen days at 
a cost of £60,000 ; created earl, 
1564 ; commanded unsuccessful 
expedition to Low Countries, 
1.585, when his nephew. Sir Philip 
Sidney, fell at Zutphen; central 
figure in Sir Walter Scott’s 
Kenilworth. 

Leicester, T, W. Coke, Earl of. 
See Coke, T. W. 

Leighton (Id'ton), Frederick 
Leighton, Baron (1830-96), Eng. 
painter and sculptor ; 6 . Scar- 
borough ; his first Royal Academy 
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picture, Cimabue's Madonna car- 
ried in Procession through Florence, 
was purchased by Queen Victoria ; 
career thereafter one of unbroken 
success ; president of Royal Aca- 
demy and knighted, 1878 ; baro- 
net, 1886; peerage, 1896 ; among 
classical works axe Clytemnestra, 
The Last Watch of Hero, The 
Garden of the Hesperides, etc. ; 
other worlcs : Wedded, Dante in 
Exile, Paolo e Francesca, etc.

Leland {le'latid), Charles God- 
rnev (iSaA-igos), Amer. author ;

1873, 1883 ; best known 
as author of highly amusing Hans 
Breitmann's Ballads, dialect poems 
in Pennsylvanian Dutch-English. 

Leland (lel'and), John (c. 1506- 
52), Eng. antiquary ; b. London ; 
appointed by Henry viii. ‘ King’s 
Antiquary,’ and made six years’ 
tour of Eng. cathedrals, jiriories, 
and abbeys ; mss. of this journey 
in Bodleian Library were ed. by 
Thomas Heame, 1710-12, as Itin- 
erary of John Leland. 

Lely (le'li), StR Peter (16x7- 
80), Dutch-Eng. portrait painter ; 
6. in Westphalia ; came to Eng- 
land, 1641 ; painted portrait of 
Oliver Cromwell ; court painter to 
Charles ii. ; the beauties of the 
court of Charles ii. at Hampton 
Court are typical works. 

Leman, Count Matkieu (1852— 
1920), Belgian general; military 
gov. of Lidge at outbreak of Great 
War; noted for defence of Lidge 
from Aug. 4-15, 1914; captured 
and imprisoned in Germany ; 
created count, 1919. 

Lenglen, Suzanne (1899- ), 

Fr. lawn-tennis player ; h. Com- 
pifegne ; gained Fr. championship 
at St. Cloud, r9i4. At Wimbledon 
won Ladies Singles Championship, 
1919-33 and 1925 ; won for 
France ladies singles and (with 


Max Decougis) mixed doubles at 
Olympic Games, 1930 ; gave up 
amateur status, 1926. 

Lenin, name adopted by Vladi- 
mir Ilitch Ulianov (1870-1924), 
Russ. Soviet leader ; b. Simbirsk ; 
entered Kazan Univ., but was 
expelled for participating in an 
anti-government students’ riot. In 
1887 his brother Alexander was 
executed for complicity in plot 
against life of jMexander iii. In 
i8gi Lenin attended law and 
economic classes in St. Petersburg 
Univ. ; four years later he went to 
Germany ; on his return in the 
same year he was arrested on 
account of his Socialistic activities, 
and exiled for three years to E. 
Siberia ; released in 1900, again 
went abroad, and for next seven- 
teen years was a revolutionary 
leader. Appeared in Petrograd in 
Oct. 1917, and with Trotsky 
brought about fail of Kerensky, and 
set up a Soviet Republic. ' His 
immense labours in this connection 
wore him out and brought about 
his early death. His creed is set 
forth in his book. The Slate and 
Revolution (Eng. trans. 1919), in 
which he regards the state as a 
bourgeois conception, an instru- 
ment for exploiting the oppre,ss6d 
classes. He was opposed to 
violence, but admitted that vio- 
lence was necessary to achieve 
Communism. The transition stage 
he described as ' the Dictator- 
ship of the Proletariat.’ He 
showed himself ruthless in at- 
tempting to force his Marxian 
dogma upon Russia and the whole 
world.

b. near Florence ; studied art

under Verrocchio and was patron- 
ized by Lorenzo de’ Medici ; his 
Adoration of the Kings and 
Medusa’s Head belong to this 
period ; settled in Milan, 1482, 
where he painted Our Lady of the 
Rocks and his world-famous Last 
Supper, besides devising an irri- 
gation scheme for the plains of 
Lombardy ; returned to Florence, 
I4gq, and' was commissioned, along 
with Michelangelo, to decorate the 
council hall of the Signoria ; ar- 
chitect and engineer to Duke of 
Romagno (Cssar Borgia), 1502 ; 
completed Mona Lisa (1504), one 
of the most famous pictures m the 
Louvre ; finally entered service of 
Francis i. of France, 1516, for 
whom he designed a palace at 
Amboise and projected a great 
canal between the Loire and the 
Saone. Leonardo wrote a Trattato 
della Pittura (pub. 1561), and left 
ntimberless mss. dealing with 
anatomy, astronomy, phj'sics, ge- 
ology, etc... while throughout his 
life' he made eager experiments in 
the art of flying. A portrait of 
Leonardo from his own hand is in 
the Royal Library at Turin.

Leoncavallo (Id'on-ka-atd'lo), 
Ruggiero (1858-igig), Ital. opera- 
tic composer ; h.

480 B.C.), King of Sparta; during 
^eat Persian invasion under 
Xerxes held Thermopylie against 
Persians till taken by treachery; 
pattern of hravery. 

Leopardi {la-6-pdr'de), Count 
Giacomo (1798-1837), ItaJ. writer : 
b. in Ancona province ; studied 
the classics and became one of 
most brilliant scholars of the day ; 
a martyr to ill-health, he led an 
unhappy life in various Ital. 
towns till he found refuge in the 
home of a friend at Naples where 


he spent his last years ; all his 
work, whether prose or verse, is 
tinged with pessimism, but in 
style and form it is practically 
flawless, and has had great in- 
fluence on subsequent writers.

Le'opold I., George Christian 
Frederic {1790-1865), King of 
the Belgians, son of Francis, 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg ,’ 5.

allied sovereigns ; married Prin- 
cess Charlotte, daughter of George 
IV. In 1830 declined crown of 
Greece ; next year was elected first 
king of the Belgians ; married 
(2nd wife) Louise, daughter of 
Louis Philippe ; bore title ' Juge 
de Paix de J ’Europe ’ for his good 
offices as umpire in international 
disputes ; was warm friend and 
adviser of Queen Victoria. 

Leopold H., Louis PHiuprE 
Marie Victor (1835-1909), King 
of the Belgians ; b. Brussels ; 
succeeded his father, Leopold i., 
1865; in 1884 was recognized as 
King of the Congo Free State ; 
the treatment of the natives there 
roused world-wide indignation, 
and the state was annexed to 
Belgium, 1908 ; gave royal assent 
to Array Bill of 1909, under which 
first step ivas taken in building 
up a national army. Strong ruler, 
but lived a loose life ; was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, IHng 
Albert. 

Lep'idus, Marcus .TEmihus [d. 
13 B.C.), one of triumvirs with 
Augustus and Antony ; after 
battle of Philippi ‘ this slight 
unmeri table man’ received gov- 
ernment of A&ica ; tried to secure 
Sicily for himself; overcome by 
Octavian ; retired into private 
life.

slavery ; retired from political 
affairs, 1852.

saving of the Union, even more, 
than destmetion of slavery, was liis 
aim ; proclaimed freedom of slaves 
in rebel states, 1863 ; measure 
abolishing slavery in tJ.S.A. ulti- 
mately passed, 1863. Djjting the 
Civil War he preserved friendly re- 
lations with foreign states, thus 
preventing outside complications ; 
made famous speech dedicating 
battlefield of Gettysburg as sol- 
diers’ cemetery, 1863 ; announced

1864 he again visited England to 
expose atrocities of Port, slave- 
traders, and to arouse interest in 
the establishment of a mission.

i8go ; speedily acquired reputa- 
tion as fearless debater and im- 
passioned orator ; pronounced 
opponent of S. African War ; 
president of Board of Trade, 
1905-8 ; chancellor of Exchequer, 
1908-1.5 ; bis Budget of 1909 vrith 
its proposals for land taxation 
was thrown out by House of 
Lords, and led to general election, 
igio ; introduced the National 
Insurance scheme, 1911. During 
Great War, as minister of muni- 
tions, 1915-16, he displayed re- 
markable organizing ability and 
ceaseless energy ; dissatisfied with 
the conduct of the war, he proposed 
a small war cabinet ; this led to 
the resignation of Asquith, and 
Lloyd George took his place, hold- 
ingoffice, 1916-22. 

The first years of his premiership 
were devoted entirely to war ; he 
believed in unified command for 
the allied armies, and achieved 
this in igi8 when Foch became 
generalissimo. At the general 
election, Doc. xgiS, was returned 
to power with a huge majority; 
act^ as principal Brit, representa- 
tive at Peace Conference, 1919-20 ; 
introduced negotiations leading to 
formation of the Irish Free State, 
1921 ; this settlement alienated 
much Conservative support and 
brought about his resignation, 
1922. He then became a leader 
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of the Liberal opposition in Pariia- 
ment though never entirely in 
sympathy with the views of the 
whole party at any time ; in the 
general election of 1931 stood 

P ractically alone, and returned to 
'arliament, after long illness, as 
the leader of no party. Published 
his War Memoirs (1933 and 1934). 

Locke (tak), John (1632-1704), 
Eng. philosopher ; b, in Somerset ; 
son of a Puritan who fought in 
Civil War ; educated at West- 
minster School, and Christ Church, 
Oxford. Was influenced by the 
philosophy of Descartes. Secre- 
tary to Lord .\shley (later Earl 
of Shaftesbury), i66S'-8i. He was 
in France from 1675-9. Sus- 
pected by the government, he 
fled to Holland, and returned to 
England, 1689. In his later years 
he mostly studied theology. His 
chief works are Letters on Tolera- 
tion (1685, etc.), Two Treatises on 
Government (1689), Essay Con- 
cerning Human Understanding 
(i6qo), and Thoughts on Educa- 
tion (1693). His Essay on Human 
Understanding became famous 
during bis lifetime, and by it he 
is mostly remembered. 

He argues against the doctrine 
of innateness of our ideas, for 
we must go back to experience 
for everything. Despite this he 
does not entirely deny the exist- 
ence of intuitive knowledge, which, 
unless we give way to utter 
scepticism, is inevitable in pure 
mathematics and religion.

Lotus XIa (1423-83), King or 
France ; twice rebelled against 
his father, Charles vii, ; married 
Margaret, daughter of James i. of 
Scotland ; succeeded, 1461 ; tried 
to curb power of barons, who 
formed league with Charles the 
Bold, Duke of Bur^ndy, and rose 
in revolt, 1465 ; yielded to nobles’ 
demands ; subdued Normandy, 
1467 ; taken prisoner by Charles 
of Burgundy at P6ronne, 1468 ; 
Charles the Bold defeated and 
killed at Nancy, 1477 j by Treaty 
of Arras, 148”2, Louis obtained 
Burgundy, Picardy, and other 
provinces ; increased power of 
crown by masterly but unscrupu- 
lous diplomacy. 

Louis XU. (1.162-1515), King 
of France ; called Le Fire in 
Peuple ; succeeded, 1499 ; con- 
ducted wars in Italy ; married. 
1499, Anne of Brittany, and added 
Brittany to Fr. crown ; married, 
1514, H'e niw v iii.’s .sister Mary. 

Louis 3 CCn. (1601-43), king 
of France ; son of Hcniy' iv. ; 
succeeded, 1610. Queen-mother, 
Marie de’ Medici, governed during' 
minority, but was superseded by 
Richelieu, who became minister, 
1624, henceforth ruling France. 
Reign marked by civil war, plots, 
and stru ggle w ith Protestants. 

Louis XrF. (163S-1715), King 
of France, the ‘ Grand Monarch ’ : 
succeeded, r643 ; after Mazarin’s 
death, 1661, Louis assumed govern- 
ment, and the Fr. monarchy 
reached its zenith. He encouraged 
Colbert’s financial schemes; gained 
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prestige in Dutch wars, 1667-78. 
His later years were marked by 
influence of Mme. de Maintcnon, 
whom he secretly married, 1684, 
and under whose influence he 
revoked Edict of Nantes, 1685, 
The wars of Grand Alliance, 168S- 
97, and Span. Succession, 1700-13, 
put an end to the prosperity of his 
reign. .A profound believer in 
divine right of kings, he declared 
L’Etai, e'esi moi ; his ostentatious 
despotism finally led to universal 
opprobrium. His reign was the 
-Augustan age of Fr. literature and 
fine arts. 

Louis XV. (1710-74), King of 
France ; succeeded great-grand- 
father, Louis -viv. ; reign was 
marked by War of Austrian 
Succession, 1741-8, and Seven 
Years* War, 1756-63 ; in the latter 
the French lost India and Canada. 
His reign weakened France at 
home and abroad, and, helped by 
the philosophes and encyclopMistes, 
prepared way f or Fr. Revolution. 

Louis XVI. (1754-93). King 
of France ; grandson of Louis 

XV. ; succeeded, 1774 ; encouraged 

Turgot's reforms ; was later in- 
fluenced by his wife, Marie An- 
toinette. His reign was marked by 
the outbreak of the Fr. Revolution, 
1739, precipitated by the extra- 
vagance of court and ministry. 
Louis was deposed and executed, 
1793. Well-intentioned though 
weak, he reaped what others had 
soivn. 

Louis XVn. (i785-?93), titular 
King of France ; son of Louis 

XVI. ; never reigned ; imprisoned 
in Temple, 2792 ; whether he died 
or escaped is still uncertain. 

Louis XVm. (1755-1824), King 
of France ; younger brother of 
Louis -xvi. ; fled from France 
during Revolution, 1791 ; estab- 
lished headquarters at Coblenz; 
declared himself regent, 1793, king, 
'?95 ; lifo marked by travels and 
plots ; served with Condd, i7g6 ; 
refused to abdicate in Napoleon’s 


favour. After latter’s defeat, 
1S14, Louis returned to Paris as 
king ; promised to grant con- 
stitution ; fled on Napoleon’s 
return ; again restored, 1815, 

Louise, Caroline Albert.^, 
Princess (1848- ), Duche3^ 

of Argydl, fourth daughter of 
Queen Victoria, married, 1S71, 
the Marquess of Lome, after- 
wards 9th Duke of -Argyll, ivho 
died in 191.1, 

Louis Philippe I. (1773-1850), 
King of France ; cousin of Louis 
-XVI. ; fought in revolutionary army ; 
left France, 1793 ; returned, 1814 ; 
became associated -with Liberal 
party ; lieut. -general of France, 
1830. On deposition of Charles 
Louis Philippe was proclainicd 
‘ King of the French,’ 1830 ; put 
down Louis Napoleon’s rising at 
Boulogne, 1840. Extension <if 
franchise was demanded by people, 
1847 ; followed by revolution, 
1848, when he had to abdicate and 
flee to England. 

Lovat {luv'at), Simon Fraser, 
I2TH Baron (c. 1667-1747), Scot, 
Jacobite ; for compelling dowager 
Lady Lovat to marry him was 
outlawed, 1701 ; went to France, 
and later to England, taking part 
in various Jacobite intrigues, and 
more than once playing traitor ; 
supported the rising of 1745 ; 
taken prisoner after Culloden and 
executed. 

Lovelace, Richard (1618-5R), 
Eng.

Lover, Samuel (1797-1868), 
Irish novelist, song-writer, and 
painter ; b.

Luke, St., a Geutile connected 
with Antioch, where he was a 
physician ; accompanied St. Paul 
on some of his missionary journeys, 
and was associated with him till 
St. Paul’s death. He was the 
author of the gospel which bears 
his name and the Acts of the 
Apostles. 

Luther {loo'ther), Martin (1483- 
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1546), leader of the Prot. Re- 
formation in Germany ; 6. Eis- 
lebcn ; educated at Franciscan 
seminary, Magdeburg, at Eisenach, 
and at univ. of Erfurt ; entered 
convent of Augustinian monks at 
Erfurt, 1505. where he fell into 
state of profound melancholj' ;

Wittenberg, 1508 ; visited Rome, 
and on his return attracted much 
attention by preaching and teach- 
ing against the sale of pardons 
authorized hy Pope Leo x. and 
conducted by his emissary Tetzel ; 
publicly protested against the 
practice by nailing to the church 
door at Wittenberg his ninety-five 
theses. 15 ly.whichmay be reckoned 
as the beginning of the Reforma- 
tion. The Pope sent legate to 
meet him at Augsburg, but he 
refused to recant ; engaged in 
disputes with Eck, a Catholic 
controversialist, the result of 
which was a stronger opposition 
to Rome ; pub. his famous trea- 
tises An Address to the Nobility 
of the German Nation, On the 
Liberty of the Christian Man, and 
The Babylonian Captivity of the 
Church. A papal bull against 
Luther was published in Germany, 
hut he burned it along with the 
decretals which declared the Pope’s 
supremacy. Ho was summoned 
to Diet of Worms, 1521 ; refused 
to retract anything, and was con- 
demned ; was taken for safety by 
the Elector of Saxony to the castle 
of Wartburg, where wrote pam- 
phlets and completed translation of 
N.T. The reforming movement 
spread peacefully, but disorders 
sprang up among both nobles and 
peasants. Luther condemned all 
excesses, sometimes in violent 
language, and sought to vindicate 
the law on the one hand and 
condemn tyranny on the other. 
A period of controversy followed. 
He broke with Erasmus rmd 


quarrelled with Zwingli on the 
sacramental question. His Table 
Talk, Letters, Sermons are well 
known.

War Graves Commission. 

Luxembmg, Rosa (1870-1919), 
Ger. Socialist ; ft. in Russ. Poland ; 
settled in Germany about 1895 ; 
with Karl Liebkiiecht founded 
•Spartacus League ; she was fre- 
quently imprisoned. After Re- 
volution she was killed in obscure 
circumstances for her supposed 
share in inciting rioting. 

LvoK (or Lvov), Prince George 
(1.S61-1925), Russian statesman; 
served for several years on various 

? easant committees at Moscow, 
ula, and elsewhere ; took active 
part in first Duma, 1905, in which 
he became a leader of Constitu- 
tional Democratic party ; ap- 
pointed prime minister in first 
revolutionary government, March 
1917, and resigned in July be- 
cause of differences with the 
Socialists. Imprisoned hy Bolshe- 
vists, but escaped. Died in Paris. 

Ly'aD, Edna (1857-1903), pseu- 
donym of Ada Ellen Bavly, Eng. 
novelist ; ft. Brighton ; came into 
prominence with publication of 
Donovan (1882) and We Two 

« ; other works include In 
Iden Days, Derrick Vaughan, 
and Doreen. 

Lyautey [le-o-ii'), Louis Hubert 
Gonzaque (r854-t934), Fr. soldier 
and administrator ; ft. Nancy ; 
entered cavalry and had brilliant 
career in iudo-China, Madagascar, 
and Africa; in 1912 was appointed 
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resident-general in Morocco ; a 
gifted administrator, he succeeded 
in pacifying that country ; during 
Great War was for short time war 
minister, but was reappointed to 
Morocco, 1017, and made himself 
master of the Atlas, 1920-4; mar- 
shal of France, 1921 ; a member 
of th,-! Fi. Academy, his writings 
include Leitres de Tonkin et de 
Madagascar, iSg4-g (igao), and 
Paroles d' action, igoo-26 (1927).

Lycur^gus, (i) Spartan law- 
giver ; according to tradition, 
probably lived c. gth cent. b.c. ; 
was son of royal house ; .sometime 
regent for nephew ; said to have 
travelled, and, on returning, intro- 
duced reforms in constitution 
which made Sparta a strong united 
state. (2) Athenian orator and 
statesuiaii (c. 390-335 b.c.) ; one 
of the ten Attic orators. 

Lydgate (lid'gdt), John (c. 1373- 
c. 14,50), Eng. poet ; b. Lydgate, 
near Newmarket ; probably edu- 
cated at Benedictine monastery. 
Bury St. Edmunds, and at univs. 
of CJsford and Cambridge, as well 
as abroad ; a voluminous writer, 
who took Chaucer as his model, 
his works include The Falls of 
Princes, The Complaint of the 
Black Knight, The Temple of 
Glass, and a trans. of the Troy 
Book, written at the command of 
the Prince of Wales, afterwards 
Henry v. 

Lyell (li'el). Sir Charles (i 797- 
1875), Brit, geologist; 6. Forfar; 
son of Charles Lyell, a noted 
botanist; edne. Oxford ; called to 
bar, 1825 ; commenced to study 
geology as hobby ; specialised in 
marine remains of Tertiary period ; 
greatest work. Principles of Geol- 
ogy ; also wrote The Antiquity of 
Man (1863), etc. ; strong upholder 
of Darwin's theories ; sometimes 
called ‘ father of modem geology,’

Lyly [lil'i), Lilly, or Lylie, 
John (c. 1553-1606), Eng. drama- 
tist ; b. Kent ; educated Oxford ;

variety of prose, receiving its 
name from his novels Euphues, 
the Anatomy of Wit (1579), and 
Euphues and his England (1580) ; 
the style is marked by artificial 
cadence, peculiar similes drawn 
from the natural history of the 
day, and excessive alliteration. 
His plays are important for their 
fine lyrics and brilliant wit ; best 
known are Endymion, Midas, and 
Love’s Metamorphosis. 

Lynd, Robert (1879- ), Brit, 

essayist and critic ; b. Belfast ; 
has pub. many vols., principally 
essays, including Hojne Life in 
Ireland, The Art of Letters, Dr. 
Johnson and Company, The Green 
Man, and It’s a Fine World, 
Literary editor of News Chronicle ; 
one of the most doUghtfid essayists 
of to-day, 

Lyndhuist [lind'hurst), John 
Singleton Copley, Baron (1772- 
1863), Brit, statesman ; b. Boston, 
Mass.; solicitor-general, 1819-34; 
one of the counsel at trial of 
Queen Caroline ; attorney-general, 
1824-6; master of rolls, 1S26-7; 
lordcliancellor, 1827, 1854, 1841-6; 
noted for probity, ability, and 
polish. 

Lyndsay (or Lindsay), Sir 
David, of the Mount (c. 1490- 
c. rS 3 , 5 ), Scot, poet ; b. Cupar, 
Fife ; Lyon King-of-arms ; fa- 
mous for Ane Pleasant Satyre of 
the Thrie Estatis, a ‘ morality ’ 
play satirizing Church and State ; 
other works: The Testament of 
Squyer Meldrum, a biography in 
verse, and Ane Dialog beiwix 
Experience and ane Courtier, a 
history of the world ; works are 
characterized by great command 
of versification, keen satire, and 
a decided genius for low hiimoiu 
and delineation of character. 

Lysan'der [d. 395 b.c.), Spartan

froueral; ended Peloponnesian War, 
after defeating Athenian fleet at 
iEgospotami, by capture of Athens, 
405 ; slain in attack on Thebes ; 
despotic and unscrupulous. 

Lys'ias (c. 45 g-c- 380 b.c.), 
Attic orator ; son of wealthy 
Syracusan, friend of Socrates'; 
settled in Athens, 413, as shield 
manufacturer; narrowly escaped 
death at the hands of the Thirty, 
404 ; fled from Athens, but re- 
turned, 403 i lived by writing 
speeches for litigants. Greatest 
fxponent of ‘ plain ’ t>7)e of 

rhetoric as opposed to * grand ’ ; 
most celebrated of his thirty-four 
extant speeches is Against Eratos- 
thenes. 

Lytton, Edward George Earle 
Lytton Bulwer, 1ST Baron 
(1803-73), Eng. writer; 6. Lon- 
don ; played prominent part in 
society ; early \vritings in verse ; 
Pelham (rSaS) established his 
popularity as novelist ; series of 
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brilliant novels followed, including 
Eugene Aram, Paul Clifford, and 
Godolphin ; in The Last Days of 
Pempeii and Rienzi he showed 
power of sustaining interest in 
historical fiction ; his three chief 
plays. Lady of Lyons, Richelieu, 
Money, had great success. Pro- 
minent Liberal politician ; secretary 
of state for colonies, 1S5S-9 ; 
baron, 1S66. 

Lytton, Edward Robert Bul- 
wer, 1ST Earl (1831-91), Eng. 
poet and statesman ; son of 
above; 1>. London; literai-y 
pseudonym ‘ Owen Meredith ’ ; 
minor poet of considerable merit ; 
held various posts as ambassador ; 
viceroy and gov.-gen. of India, 
1878-80 ; started system of 
‘ famine insurance ’ ; satisfac- 
torily conducted -Afghan War, 
187S-9 ; introduced reforms in 
taxation and administration, se- 
verely criticised at time; created 
earl, 1880. 




Mabuse (mS-boos'), Jan, prop- 
erly Yenni Go.ssaert (c. 1470- 
1532), Flera, painter ; 6. Maubeuge 
(Mabuse) ; studied at Antwerp ; 
among best-known works are St. 
Luke painting the Virgin, .idam 
and Eve, and several Madonnas. 

Macad'am, John Loudon 
(1756-1S36), Scot, inventor of 
‘ macadamized ’ roads ; b. Ayr ; 
put his theory into practice at 
Bristol, 1815 ; made general sur- 
veyor of roads, and given grant 
of £10,000, 1827, 

MaoAlister, Sir Donald (1834- 
1934), Brit, physician ; b. Perth ; 
educated at Aberdeen and Cam- 
bridge ; senior wrangler and first 
Smith’s prizeman, 1877 ; held 
many important medical appoint- 
ments : principal of Glasgow 
( 4 , 164 ) 


Univ., 1907-20 ; gold medallist of 
Royal Geographical Soc. ; author 
of several medical treatises ; 
knighted, igo8 ; baronet, 1934. 

Macaulay, Tho.mas Baeington, 
1ST Baron (1800-59), Eng. his- 
torian and Whig statesman ; b, in 
Leicestershire ; son of Zachary 
Macaulay, leader of slavery aboli- 
tionists ; a precocious child ; 
twice won chancellor’s medal for 
oems at Cambridge ; called to 
ar, 1826 ; became connected 
with Edinburgh Revisin, 1S23 ; 
secretary to Board of Control, 
1832 ; legal adviser to Supreme 
Coxincil in India, 1834-8 ; secre- 
tary for war, 1839-41. His Lays of 
Ancient Rome appeared in 1842, 
and his Essays in 1843. He was 
paymaster - general of forces. 
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18.1.6-7, tut retired from political 
life and devoted himself to his 
famous History of Enfflnnd from 
the A ccession of James II. He had 
great power of felicitous epigram 
and of giving personality to 
historical characters, but wealeness 
for sweeping statements, and wrote 
as an avowed partisan. Peer, 1857.

), author and lecturer; or- 
dained R.C. priest, 1S90 ; left 
Church in 1896, and became 
private secretary, lecturer, jour- 
nalist, and author ; pub. Ttcelve 
Years in a Monastery (1897), St. 
Augustine and his Age (1902), 
The Soul of Europe (1915), A 
Century of Stupendous Progress 
(1925), etc. ; trans. Haeckel’s 
Riddle of the Universe. 

M’Car'thy, Justin (iSso-rgia), 
Irish novelist and politician ; b. 
Cork ; pari, reporter for Morning 
Star, r86o ; ed., 1864 ; toured 
U.S.A. for three years ; m.p. for 
Longford and chairman of the 
Home Rule party, i8go-6 ; novels 
include Dear Lady Disdain (1875) 
and The Dictator (1893) I also 
wrote A History of Our Own 
Times (new ed. r882-rgo5). His 
son, JusTtN Huntly McCarthy 
(1860-7936), was a dramatist, nov- 
elist, and historian.

(1826-85), Amer. general ; b. 


Philadelphia ; commanded Union 
army early in Civil War ; formed 
Army of the Potomac ; driven 
back by Confederates at Fair 
Oalis ; won battle of Autietam 
1862 ; delayed to pursue Con- 
federates ; relieved of chief com- 
mand ; resigned, 1864. 

M’Cain'tock, Sir Francis Leo- 
FOLD (1819-1907), naval officer 
and arctic explorer ; b Dundalk ; 
entered navy, 1831 ; served in 
four arctic expeditions, 1848- 
59 ; in the last discovered fate 
of Franklin’s expedition; k.c.b,, 
iSgr. 

M‘Cor'maok, John (7884- ), 

Irish tenor; b, Athlonc; studied 
in Milan ; first Eng. appearance 
was at Covont Garden, 1907, in 
Cavalleria Rusticana ; toured 
U.S.A. and Australia ; became 
naturalized American, rgrg, 

M'Cria [mak-ree'), Thomas (1772- 
1835)1 Scot, historian and divine ; 
b. Duns ; wrote accounts of 
Reformation in Scotland, Italy, 
and Spain ; also wrote standard 
Life of John Knox and Life of 
Andrero Melville. 

MacCimn', Hamtsh (1S68-191C), 
Scot, composer ; b. Greenock ; 
chiefly remembered for his over- 
ture Land of the Mountain and 
the Flood, and the cantatas Lord 
Ullin's Daughter, Bonny Kilrneny, 
and The Catneronian’s Dream. Was 
a succc-ssful conductor of opera. 

Macdon'ald, Flora (7722-90), 
Scot, heroine ; b. in S. Uist ; 
aided Prince Charles Edward to 
escape from Benbecula to Skyo, 
1746, taking him with her in guise 
of an Irish spinning maid (Betty 
Burke). Married Macdonald of 
Kingsburgh ; emigrated to Amer- 
ica, r774, but returned, 7779.

Macdonald, George (1824- 
L905), Scot, novelist and poet ; 
b. Hnntly; novels, David Elgin- 
brad, Alec Forbes of Howglen,

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Scotland ; also author of Poem, 
and the striking Phantasies, a 
Faerie Romance. 

Macdonaltl, Sir Hector Archi- 
bald (1852-1903), Brit, soldier ; 
h. in Ross-shire ; served in Afghan 
\Var, iS7g-,8o. being raised from 
the ranks for brilliant service; in 
Boer War, 1881, and in Sudan 
campaigns, 1885-98, distinguish- 
ing himself at Omdurman ; com- 
manded Highland Brigade in S. 
.Africa from 1899 ; aftertvards 
held commands in India ; com- 
mitted suicide, in Paris. 

Macdonald, James Ramsay 
(1S66- ), Brit, statesman ; b. 

Lossiemouth, of humble parents ; 
worked as pupil-teacher, clerk, then 
secretary ; joined Independent 
Labour Party, rSgg ; secretary of 
Labour party, 1900-12 ; m.p. for 
Leicester, igoO-rS, for Aberavon, 
tg22-9, for Seaham, 1929-35, for 
Scottish Univs. since 1936 ; chair- 
man of I.L.P., 1906-9 ; leader of 
Labour party, I9ti-t4; first So- 
cialist prime, jnini.ster, Jan.-Nov. 
1924 ; prime minister, 1929, and 
again in national government, 
1931-5 ; strong supporter of League 
of Nations ; has travelled widely. 
Pub. Socialism and Society, Laboiir 
and the Empire, The Social Unrest, 
National Defence, etc. 

Macdonald, Sir John Alex- 
ander {1815-91), Can. statesman ; 
b. Glasgow, Scotland ; went to 
Canada, 1820 ; called to bar, 
1836 ; member of Can. Assembly, 
1S44 ; subsequently commissioner 
of crown lands ; leader of Liberal- 
Conservative part\’ ; prime min- 
ister, 1857 ; took chief part in 
carrying out scheme resulting in 
creation of Dominion of Canada, of 
which he became first premier, 
1867 ; again premier, 1878 ; es- 
tablished system of protection ; 
carried out construction of Can.- 
Pacific Rly.

London ; prof, of 
Royal Academy of Music, 1837, 
and principal, iHyo ; worlvs include 
Ctievy Chase, produced at Leipzig 
by Sfendelssohn ; May Day, a 
cantata ; and Robin Hood, his 
best opera. 

MaoGill, Patrick (1S90- ), 

Irish author ; b. Donegal ; worked 
as navvy,' etc. ; wounded at Loos, 
1915 ; afterwards in Intelligence 
Department at War Office ; author 
of Songs of the Dead End, The 
Red Horizon, Soldier Songs, etc. 

MaoGillivray [md-gil'wd}, Ja.\ies 
PiTTENDREICn {1856- ), ScoL 

sculptor and artist ; 6. in Aber- 
deenshire ; E.s.A,, 1901 ; King’s 
Sculptor in Ordina^’ for Scotland 
since 1921 ; principal works arc 
Bimns statue, Irvine ; Kno.x 
Memorial, St. Giles’ Cathedral, 
Edinburgh ; National Memorial 
to W. E. Gladstone, Edinburgh ; 
portrait busts of Thomas Carlyle 
and David Masson ; pub. poems. 
Pro Pairia (1915), Bog Myrtle 
and Peat Reek (T922). 

MacGregor, John (1825-92), 
Scot, traveller, known as Rob 
Roy MacGregor ; 6. Gravesend ; 
navigated, 1865, in his Rob Roy 
cauoe many of the rivers of 
Europe, the Red Sea, and part of 
Palestine; devoted proceeds of his 
books and lectures (more than 
£100,000) to philanthropy ; author 
of A Thousand MUes in the Rob 
Roy Canoe.

Maohiavelli (mak-i-a-veVi), Nic- 
COLO (1469-1527), Florentine 
statesman and author ; second 
chancellor and secretary at Flor- 
ence, 1458-1512 ; for a time in 
exile, then racked and imprisoned 
on suspicion of conspiracy, 1513 I 
on release, retired to his country 
villa, and wrote his famous hooks. 
His experience among subtle, 
worldly people accounts for the 
urbanity, cynicism, and wide 
knowledge of his books ; he 
practically abandoned the Chris- 
tian standard, and thus, through- 
out i6th cent., ‘Machiavellianism’ 
was synonymous with everything 
evil. The Prince {II Principe, 
1532) deals with the founding of 
a new state, and suggests as model 
the duchy of Romagna, as founded 
and governed by CesareEorgia; the 
Arte della Guerra (1521) upholds 
the idea of an armed people ; other 
works include Mandragola (1524) 
and Istarie Fioreiitine (1531).

(1863- ), Eng. barrister and 

politician ; b. London ; Liberal 
M.p. for N. Monmouthshire, 1895- 
1918 ; financial secretaiy of the 
Treasury, 1905 ; president of 
Board of Education, 1907—8 ; first 
lord of the Admiralty, rgoS-ri ; 
home secretary, igii-15; chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, 1915—16, 
and won fame for budget of 
Sept. 1915 ; retired from poh'tics 
to take up chairmanship of Mid- 
land Bank, 1919. 

M'Kenna, Stephen (1888- ), 

Eng. novelist ; attached to Intel-

member of government mission 
to U.S..A., 1917 ; novels include 
Sonia (1917), Ninety-six Hows’ 
Leave (1917), Midas and Son

Mack'ensen, August von (1849- 
), Ger. soldier ; b. near Wit- 
tenberg; served during Franco- 
Pmssian war ; elevated to peerage, 
1899 : in Great War he achieved 
a reputation almost rivalling that 
of Hindenburg, who selected him 
to carry out great drive against 
Russians, 1915 ; completed the 
conquest of Serbia, 1915-16, and 
had charge of offensive against 
Romania, 1916-17; after Armis- 
tice was interned till igig. 

Maoken'zie, Sir Alexander 
(?i755-i82o), Scottish explorer; 
0. Stornoway ; entered service 
of fur-trading North-West Co., 
Toronto, 1779 ! discovered, named, 
and followed to its mouth the 
Mackenzie River, 1789 ; first Euro- 
pean to cross the Rockies, 1792-3 ; 
knighted, 1802. 

Mackenzie, Sir Alexander 
Campbell (1847-1935), Scot, com- 
poser ; b. Edinburgh ; principal 
of Royal Academy of Music, 1888- 
1924, and conductor, Philharmonic 
Soc., 1892-g ; works include 
Jason, a dramatic cantata (1882) ; 
Colomba, a lyrical drama (1S83) ; 
The Rose of Sharon, an oratorio 
(1S84) ; ^ Veni, Creator (1891) ; 
His Majesty, comic opera (1897) ; 
Scottish Rhapsodies. 

Mackenzie, Compton (1883- 
), Eng. novelist ; b. West 
Hartlepool ; son of Edward 
Compton the actor ; war corre- 
spondent, 1915 ; director, jEgean 
Intelligence Service, 1917 ; Lord 
Rector of Glasgow ITniv., 193 1-4, 
Works include Carnival (1912), 
Sinister Street (1913-14), Guy and 
Pauline (r9i5), Sylvia Scarlett 
(1918), Poor Relations (1919), 
Fairy Gold (1926), and Our 
Street (1931). 
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Mackenzie, Henry (i745- 
1831), Scot, novelist ; a leading 
figure in old Edinburgh literary 
life : one of the first to appreciate 
Burns in print ; his Man of Feeling 
(1771) was popular in its day. 

Mackenzie, Sir. Moreui. (1837- 
92), English physician ; 6. Ley- 
tonstone ; distinguished throat 
specialist ; attended crown prince 
(afterwards Frederick in.) of 
Germany, iSSy, differing from 
Ger. doctors in diagnosis; cen- 
sured by Coll, of Surgeons for 
publishing his reply to Ger. 
physicians. 

Mackenzie, William Lyon 
(i79.'!-i86i). Can. politician and 
journalist ; b. near Dundee ; emi- 
grated to Canada, rSao ; ed. of 
Colonial Advocate, 1S24-33, oppos- 
ing the government; m.p, for York, 
Canada, 1828 ; several times ex- 
pelled, but re-elected until writ 
was suspended ; orgamzed re- 
bellion of Upper Canada, 1837-8 ; 
lived in U S.A, till 1849. 

M'Kin'Iey, William (1845- 
igoi), president of U.S.A. ; b. in 
Ohio ; served in Civil War as 
volunteer ; called to bar, 1867 ;

Malpighi {mdl-pe'ge), Marcello

ogy ; first to observe circulation 
of blood in capillaries ; demon- 
strated structure of the lung, 
structure of secreting glands, and 
anatomy of brain and spinal cord. 

Mal'thus, Thomas Robert 
(1766-TS34), Eng. economist ; b. 
in Surrey ; educated at Cam- 
bridge ; ordained, 1797 ; famous 
for his Essay on the Principle of 
Population (1798), a work which 
caused great controversy ; econo- 
mists regard Malthus’s chief pro- 
position, that population tends to 


increase faster than the means of 
subsistence, as really original. 

Man'deviile, Sir John [d. 1371), 
Eng. traveller, author or supposed 
author of a famous book of travels 
pub. in Fr. during latter half of 
14th cent. ; real author probably 
Jean de Burgoyne (if. 1373), a 
physician of Liege ; rvriter may 
have travelled in Near East, but 
for account of Farther East is 
undoubtedly indebted to other 
earlier w'orlis, 

Manet (»id-»d'), Edouard (1832- 
8.3), Fr. realistic painter ; b. Paris ;

Mangin (mon-iaa'), Charles 
Marie E.umanuei, (1866-1925), 
Fr. soldier ; b. in Moselle ; on 
staff of Mai-chand’s Fashoda mis- 
sion, 1897 ; took prominent part 
in conquest of Morocco, 1911-13 ; 
brigadier-general, 1913 ; diudng 
Great War commanded a division 
at battle of the Marne ; at Verdun, 
1916, recaptured Douaumout and 
Vaux ; defeated the enemy north 
of Chatcau-Thierry, July 1918 ; 
after the Armistice conimanded 
Allied armies of occupation. 

Mann, Horace (1796-1859), 
Araer. educationist ; b. in Mass. ; 
secretary of Massachusetts Board 
of Education, 1S37-4.8 ; his school 
system became model for other 
states ; president of .'\ntioch Coll., 
Ohio, from 1853 ; wrote Lectures 
on Education (1840), etc. 

Mann, Thomas (1875- ),

Marat (md-rfi'), Jean Paul 
(1743-93), Fr. revolutionist; 6. in 
Switzerland ; became a distin- 
guished physician ; wrote Philo- 
sophicat Essay on Man, and vari- 
ous scientific works ; during 
Revolution ed. L'Anii du Peuplc, 
which attacked many powerful

ondon, 1790-2 ; satin Commune, 
Aug. 1792 : deputy for Paris in 
Convention ; engaged in success- 
ful struggle with Girondins, 1793 ; 
assassinated by Charlotte Cordaj'.

Post 
Office for transmission of wireless 
messages, and invented persistent- 
wave system, 1906 ; established 
public wireless service between 
Britain and America. iQO/ ; de- 
veloped wireless telephony ; a 
member of Ital.

Cyprus; later became reconciled 
udth Paul. His Gospel gives Peter’s 
reminiscences of Jesus. According 
to tradition, founded the church at 
Alexandria. 

Mark'ham, Sir Clements Ro- 
bert (1330-1916), Eng. traveller 
and geographer ; h. near York ; 
served in navy, 184.1-52 ; took 
part in Franklin search expedition, 
1850—1 ; visited Peru, 1852, and 
introduced cinchona plant into 
India, 1859-62 ; president of 
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Koval Geosraphical Soc., 1893- 
1905 : instrumental in fitting out 
Arctic expedition under Sir George 
Nares, r874, and National Ant- 
arctic expedition under Captain 
K. F. Scott, 1900-4 ; a volumi- 
nous ■KTiter.

MarTborough, John CHUEcHiLt,, 
1ST Duke of (1650-1732), Eng. 
general ; b. in Devon ; served nith 
distinction under Turenne, 1672 ;

gained victory ior King James 
.at Sedgemoor, 1685 ; subsequently 
attached himself to William of 
Orange, who made him Earl of 
Marlborough ; distinguished in 
wars in Ireland and the Lorv 
Countries, 1680-92 : imprisoned 
for treason, 1692 ; communicated 
with banished king concerning 
Brest affair, 1694 ; on Anne’s 
accession became captain-general 
of army ; commanded Brit, and 
Dutch armies in War of Span. 
Succession ; duke, 1702 ; won 
brilliant victories at Blenheim, 
1704, Ramillies, 1706, Oudenarde, 
1708 ; captured Lille, 170S ; 
battle of Malplaquet less decisive, 
1709 ; deprived of his commands 
by Tory ministry, 1712. The 
chief motive of his career was self- 
interest, but as a general he ranks 
without a peer in Eng, history.

MaiTowe, Christopher (1564— 
03), Eng. dramatist ; b. at Canter- 
bury in humble circumstances ;

was killed in a brawl. He is the 
first great Eng. dramatist; his 
best-known plays were Tambur- 
laine the Great (1590) , whichshowed 
the magnificent capacities of blank 
verse for tragedy; Dr. Favstus (c. 


158S), greatly admired by Goethe; 
The Jeit) of Malta (1588), and 
Edward II, (1590) ; these plays 
are very unequal, passages of real 
strength being followed by bom- 
bastic declamations, but they show- 
great vigour, freshness, and dra- 
matic sense.

went into exile with Charles x. ; 
an able general, but self-centred ; 
WTote valuable Mimoircs (185G-7). 

Marot Una-rb'), Cl6.ment (1496- 
1544), Fr. poet; b. Cahors ; 
attached to court of Francis i. ; 
wounded and taken prisoner at 
battle of Pavia, 1525 ; later im- 
prisoned in Paris for heresy, and 
described his imprisonment in his 
L'Enfer-, distinctive style influ- 
enced Fr. literary language ; CEiwres 
CotnFUles (1538).

Mar'ryat, Frederick (1792- 
1848), Eng, novelist ; 6. West- 
minster ; spent several adven- 
turous years in navy, 1806-30, 
author of well-known books of 
adventure for the young — e.g. Mid- 
shipman Easy, The Phantom Ship, 
Masterman Ready, and Children 
of the New Forest, 

Mar'shall, Adfred (1842-1924), 
Eng. economist ; b. London ; 
prof, of political economy at 
Cambridge, 1885-1908 ; member 
of Royal Commission on Labour, 
i8gi-4 ; publications include 
Principles of Economics (1890), 
Elements of Economics (iSgt), In- 
dustry and Trade (1919), Mmtey, 
Credit, and Commerce (1923). 

Marshall, John {1755-1S35). 
Amer. jurist and statesman ; b.

in Virginia ; commanded in. War 
of Independence ; one of com- 
missioners to France, i707-B, to 
settle questions in dispute ; was 
returned to House of Repre- 
sentatives, 1799 ; secretary of 
state, t8oo-i ; chief justice, i8oi- 
35 ; occupied important place in 
history of U.S.A. law and con- 
stitution ; led Supreme (^urt, 
and hy many of his decisions 
strengthened Federalist cause; of 
great eloquence ; author of George 
IVashington. 

Mar'ston, John (c. 1575.-^634), 
Eng. dramatist and satirist ; b. 
Coventry ; gave up play-writing 
and entered the Church ; works 
include The Scourge of Villainy, 
Antonio and Meliida, Antonio's 
Revenge, What You Will, The 
Malcontent, and The Dutch Courte- 
san, usually considered his master- 
piece ; plays have much passion, 
but are full of horrors, blood, and 
bombast.

Mat'Ual, Marcos Valerius 
Martialis (a.d. 43-c. 104), l.at. 
epigrammatist ; b. in Spain ; 
came to Rome c. 6$; as panegyrist 
of the emperors was rewarded 
lavishly ; Trajan, however, was 
proof against his flattery, and the 
last few years of his life were 
passed in comparative poverty ; 
retiurned to his birthplace c. 100. 
His collected epigrams consist of 
r4 books ; his flattery is despica- 
ble and his coarseness deplorable, 
but his work shows polish, fancy, 
and keen observation. 

Martin, Stn Theodore (1816- 
igog), Scot, translator and man 
of letters ; ii. Edinburgh ; married, 
1851, the famous actress, Helen 
Faucit, of whom he wrote a me- 
moir, I goo ; with Aytonn pro- 
duced the clever parodies and 
travesties Bon Gaultier Ballads 
(1854) ; trans, Goethe, Dan, plays, 
Dante, Schiller, and Leopardi ; 
trans. Odes of Horace (i860) and 
ASneid i.-vi. (1896) ; wrote monu- 


mental Life of Prince Consar- 
(1874-80), and Queen Victoria as 
I ktieu) her (igoS). 

Martineau (mdr'ti-no), Harriet 
(1803-76), Eng. writer ; 6. Nor- 
wich ; made name hy Illustrations 
of Political Economy (1831) ; 
visited America and pub. Society 
in America and Retrospect of 
Western Travel ; removed to 
Ambleside and became friend of 
Wordsworth; attracted byComte’s 
philosophy ; other works include 
Feais on the Fiord, Eastern Life, 
Letters on the Laws of Man’s 
Social Nature and Development, 
and Autobiography {1877). 

Martineau, James (1805-1900), 
Eng. theologian and philosopher ; 
brother of above ; entered Uni- 
tarian ministry, 1828 ; pastor in 
Liverpool, 1832 ; prof, at Man- 
chester CoU., 1840-85 ; pastor in 
London, 1839-72 ; wrote large 
number of theological and philo- 
sophical works, including Types of 
Ethical Theory, Study of Religion, 
Seat of Authority in Religion', 
several vols. of essays ; ed., with 
Dr. Sadler, Comment Prayer ; ed. 
two vols. of hymns.

Mar'vell, Andrew (1621-78), 
Eng. poet ; b. in Yorks ; tutor 
to daughter of Lord Fairfa-x, 
1650 ; assistant to Milton, 1657 ; 
M.p. for Hull, 1659 ; secretary to 
Lord Carlisle during his diplomatic 
mission, 1663— 5 ; a zealous patriot, 
and although a keen Royalist in 
his youth, admired Cromwell ; 
wrote Poems (1680-1), Poems on 
Affairs of State (i68g). The 
Rehearsal Transposed (1672-3) ; 
a clever satirist and a writer of 
exquisite lyrics,

Marx. Heinrich Karl (1818- 
83), Ger. Socialist ; son of Jewish 
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lawyer, convert to Protestantism ; 
h. Treves ; doctor of philosophy, 
Berlin, 1841 ; met Friedrich En- 
gels in Paris, 1844, with whom he 
was associated till his death ; 
pub. Communist Manifesto (Mani- 
fest der Kommunisten) in 1847, and 
became chief ed. of the Neite 
Rheinische Zeiiung at Cologne in 

1848 ; acquitted on charge of high 
treason, but expelled from Prussia, 

1849 ; shortly afterwards settled 
in London, where he remained for 
the rest of liis life. He was the 
moving spirit in the International 
Working Men’s Association from 
1864 to 1870. His most important 
hook. Das Kapital (1867), has 
been called the Bible of Ger. 
Socialists; it is a scientific study of 
industrial conditions, and deduces 
the theory of surplus value — i.e. 
that the workman’s wages tend 
to fall to the minimum of sub- 
sistence, and that all profits, rent, 
and interest are part of the value 
which the labour of the workman 
has produced, and are, in fact, 
surplus value. This theory led to 
creation of a working-class Social- 
ist party; on the Continent gen- 
erally there are Marxian Socialists 
in every country.

Mary, The VraotH, the mother 
of Jesus; betrothed to Joseph; 
told by the archangel Gabriel 
that she was to become the 
mother of the Saviour ; on a 
visit to Bethlehem Jesus was bom ; 
after the Child’s circumcision the 
family sojourned for a time in 
Egypt, and afterwards settled in 
Nazareth. She appears again in 
connection with the finding of 
Jesus in the temple, at the mar- 
riage at Cana, at Capernaum, at 
the Crucifi.'don, and a last glimpse 
is given of her in Acts i : 14. 

Maiy, Queen (1867- ), con- 

sort of George v. ; only daughter 
of Duke and Duchess of Teck ; 
married George, Duke of York, 
1893 ; made tour wth the duke 


through the Brit, dominions ; on 
their return were created Prince 
and Princess of Wales ; during 
autumn and winter of 1905-6 
the prince and princess toured 
in India ; crowned queen, June 22, 
1911. Deeply interested in the 
social and moral welfare of the 
community, she has won the warm 
esteem and affection of her sub- 
jects throughout the empire. 

Mary, Princess Royal 
and Countess of Harevvood 
(1897— ), only daughter of 

King George v. ; served as a 
nurse during Great War ; presi- 
dent of Girl Guides ; married to 
Viscount Lascelles, 1923 ; created 
Princess Royal, 1931. 

Maty I. (iSiiS-sS), Queen of 
England and Ireland; daugliter 
of Henry viii. and Catherine of 
Aragon ; !>. Greenwich ; succeeded 
her half-brother, Edward vi., 
t 553 ; crushed Wyatt’s rebellion 
with great severity ; had Lady 
Jane Grey executed, ig5.( ; 
married Philip n. of Spain, 1554 ; 
in war with France, lost Calais. 
During her reign England was 
reconciled to the Pope ; heresy 
laws were revived, and Protestants 
persecuted, nearly 300 being burnt 
at the stake ; hence epithet 
‘ Bloody Mary.’ 

Mary II. (1662-94), Queen of 
England ; daughter of James tr. 
by first wife ; married William of 
Orange, 1677, with whom she 
became joint sovereign of U.K. 
in l68g. 

Mary Queen of Scots (1542- 
87), daughter of James v. and Mary 
of Guise ; i. in Linlithgow Palace ; 
became queen when only a week 
old ; early life was spent in 
France ; married, 155S, to Dau- 
phin, aftenvards Francis ii. The 
death of her husband, 1560, led 
to her return to Scotland ; at 
first she left administration of 
affairs in hands of Lord James 
Stewart, her half-brother, and of 
Maitland of Lethington. She 
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married, 1565, Darnley, eldest son 
of tlie Earl of Lennox, a man of 
little character and ability. His 
share in the assassination of Rizzio, 
is66, alienated his wife, hut the 
birth of her son, aftenvards 
James vi., brought about a tem- 
jjorary reconciliation ; the increas- 
ing influence of Bothwell intro- 
duced a new occasion of discord. 
Bothwell undertook the main 
arrangements for Darnley’s as- 
sassination, 1567 ; Mary’s sub- 
sequent conduct seemed to prove 
her complicity in the murder, and 
after her marriage to Bothwell 
the chief Prot. leaders took up 
arms, avowedly to deliver her 
from him; she surrendered to them 
at Carberry Hill, and was escorted 
as a prisoner to Edinburgh ; 
sent to Loohlcvcn Castle, and 
forced to demit her crown. She 
escaped from Lochleven, 15G8, 
raised an army which was defeated 
at Langside, and fled to England. 
Her remaining years were spent 
as a prisoner — at Sheffield, until 
1583 ; at Wingfield, until 1585 ; 
at Tutbury, until 1586 ; and at 
Fotheringay, until her execution. 
That she gave her full assent to the 
Bubington conspiracy, in the spring 
ot 15S6, is almost certain ; but the 
Eng. Government were glad of the 
opportunity for obtaining a pre- 
text for her execution. But for 
several months Elizabeth delayed 
the enforcement of the death 
penalty. Ma^’- met her fate with 
unshaken fortitude (Feb, 8, 1587). 
The Casket Letters, which played 
such an. important part in Mary’s 
trial, were eight letters and some 
verses alleged to have been 
written by Mary to Bothwell. 
The authenticity of the letters 
iias been a subject of great con- 
troversy.

head of the Czechoslovak realistic 
movement in philosophy, litera- 
ture, and politics ; member of 
Parliament of Vienna, 1891-3 ■ 
re-elected, 1907 ; resisted alike 
encroachments of Germany on 
.Austria and aggressive policy of 
Austria in Ballcans ; at outbreak 
of Great War fled to Italy and 
Switzerland ; lecturer in King’s 
Coll., London. Organized the 
Czechoslovak movement for in- 
dependence; was appointed first 
president of Czechoslovakia, 1918 ; 
re-elected, 1920, 1927, and 1934; 
resigned, 1933. Publications iii- 
cludo The Ceech Question (1894-6), 
The Problems of Small Nations in 
the European Crisis (1915), The 
Making of a State (1927), and works 
on philosophy. 

Mascagni (mils-kan'yc), Pietro 
(1863- ), Ital. operatic com- 

poser ; b. Leghorn ; director of 
Rossini conservatory at Pesaro, 
1895-1903 ; best-imown work, 
Cavalleria Rusticana (i8go) ; 
others are VAmico Frits (i8gr), 
Ratcliff (1895), Iris (1898), Isabeau 
(1911), Parisina (1913). 

Ma'sefielfl, John (1876- ), 

Eng. dramatist, poet, and novel- 
ist ; b. Liverpool. Early ex- 
periences at sea and abro^ are 
reflected in his writings, Salt 
Water Ballads (1902), Ballads 
(1903), and in novels Captain 
Margaret {1908), Multitude and 
Solitude (rgog), Sard Marker 
(1924), Odtaa (1926), The Bird of 
Dawning U9.33)- Narrative poems 
include The Everlasting Mercy 
(1911), The Widow in the Bye 
Street (igiz), Dauber (19x3), Rey- 
nard the Fox (1919). Gallipoli

Ma'sou, Alfred Edward Wood- 
ley (1865- ), Eng. novelist; 
i. Dulwich ; Liberal m.p. for 
Coventry, igo6-ro ; numerous 
novels include The Courtship of 
Mortice Buckler (1S96 ; drama- 
tized 1897), Clementina (igoz ; 
dramatized 19:0), The Four 
Feathers (1902), The Broken Road 
(1907), At the Villa Rose (1910; 
dramatized 1920), The House of 
the Arrow (1924), No Other Tiger 
(1927), The Sapphire (1933). 

Masparo', Sir Gaston Camille 
Charles (1846-1910), Fr. Egyp- 
tologist ; b. Paris ; wof. of Egyp- 
tology at College de France, 1874- 
81 ; director of e.tplorations in 
Egypt, 1881-1914 ; works include 
Manual of Egyptian Arckmology 
(18.99), Dawn of Civilisation (1891), 
and Art in Egypt (1912). 

Mass^na, Andre, Duke of 
Rivoli {i756-t8i7), marshal of 
France ; b. Nice ; one of Na- 
poleon’s most skilful generals ; 
won battle of Saorgio, 1795 ; 
commanded army in Switzerland, 
1799 ; victorious at Zurich ; de- 
fended Genoa, 1800 ; marshal, 
1804 ; defeated Archduke Charles 
at Caldiero, 1805 ; served against 
Austria, i8og ; showed brilliant 
leadership at Aspem-Essling ; com- 
manded in Spain, 1809-12, where 
he was defeated by British p sub- 
sequently commanded at Marseilles. 

Massenet (mds-nd'], Jules Emile 
Fr^diSeio (1842-1912), Fr. com- 
poser ; prof, of composition, Paris 
Conservatoire, 1878-96 ; took first 
rank with comic opera, Le Soi de 


Lahore (1S77) ; • other operas : 
Manon (1884), Cid (1885), Sapho 
(1897), Le Jongleur de Notre- 
Dame (1902), Chirubin (1905), Don 
QttichoUe (rgio) ; also oratorios, 
orchestral worirs, and pianoforte 
suites. 

Mas'sey, Rt. Hon. Williaji 
Ferouson (1856-1925), colonial 
statesman ; b, in Ireland ; emi- 
grated to New Zealand, 1870 ; 
entered New Zealand Parliament, 
1S94 ; held office as minister of 
lands, labour, agriculture, in- 
dustries, and commerce ; prime 
minister, 1912-25 ; p.c., 1914 ; 

representative of New Zealand at 
Imperial War Cabinet and Con- 
ference, igty-iS ; plenipotentiary 
to Paris, 1919, and Imperial 
Conferences, 1921 and 1923. 

Massinger [mas'in-jei), Philip 
(1583-1640), Eng. dramatist ; col- 
laborated with Fletcher, Dokker, 
and Tourneur ; chief plays : The 
Virgin Martyr (witii Dcldier), 
The Duke of Milan, A AViu Way 
to Pay Old Debts, The Bashjiil 
Lxiver. 

Mas'son, David (1822-1907), 
Scot, man of letters ; 6. Aberdeen ; 
prof, of Eng. literature, Edinburgh 
Univ., 1S65-95 ; ed. Macmillan’s 
Magazine, 1S58-65 ; chief work, 
Life of Milton (1S59-80) ; wrote 
also De Quincey (18S5), Edin- 
burgh Sketches (iSgz). 

Matil'tls, or Maud (1102-67), 
daughter of Henry 1. of England ; 
married first, 1114, Emperor 
Henrj' v., and second, 112S, 
Geoffrey Plantagqnet ; on death 
of Henry i. contested throne with 
her cousin Stephen, who had 
become king ; civil war, 1139-47, 
ended in agreement that Matilda’s 
son should succeed Stephen as 
Henry n. 

MatsukaFa, Masayoski, Prince 
(1835-1924), Jap- statesman ; 
minister of finance, i88i ; re- 
formed currency, established Bank 
of Japan ; regulated taxation, 
introducing European methods ; 
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prime minister/ 1891-2, 1896-8; 
minister of finance, 1898—1900; 
keeper of privy seal, 1917-33 ; 
on demitting office created a 
prince. 

Matsys {mat-sis'), or Massys, 
Quentin (1466-1 5 30), Flein. artist; 
studied at Antwerp ; best known 
for religious pictures, but also 
ranks high for his genre pieces and 
portraits ; greatest works ^arc 
Pieia, The Bufial of Chtisi, The 
Marlvrdom of the Txvo Johns, 
The Enthroned Virgin, and Virgin 
in Glory. 

Matthew, St., one of the 
disciples of Jesus ; a tax-gatherer 
at Capernaum ; abandoned his 
profession and accepted the call 
of Jesus ; preached the gospel in 
JudiEa ; wrote a collection of the 
sayings of the Ford, which forms 
a source of the first Gospel. 

Matthi'aa Corvi'nus {1443-90), 
King of Hungary ; son of John 
Hunyadi ; b. in Transylvania ; 
forced Emperor Frederick iii. to 
resign Hungarian crown, 1*163 ; 
attacked Turks, invading Bosnia, 
till truce of 1468 j defeated Poles 
and Bohemians, crushed rebellion 
in Hungary, and again checked 
Turks ; captured Vienna from 
Emperor, 1485, and made it his 
capital ; invaded Lower Austria, 
1487 ; a great leader, ruler, and 
scholar ; founded univ. of Buda- 
pest. 

Maude, Cyril {1862- ), Eng. 

actor and manager ; h. London ; 
played in America and England ; 
built and was sole manager of the 
Playhouse, 1907-15 ; pub. Remi- 
niscences {1937). 

Maude, Sir Frederick Stanley 
(1864-1917), Brit, soldier, son of 
General Sir Frederick Maude, v.c. ; 
b. Gibraltar ; entered army, 1884 ; 
fought in Sudan, 18S5, in S. 
Africa, 1899-1900 ; military sec- 
retary to gov. -gen. of Canada, 
igoi— 4 ; at War Office at vari- 
ous periods till 1912 ; in Great 
War served in France (severely 


wounded) and in Gallipoli, where 
he was largely responsible for its 
succe-ssful evacuation ; transferred 
to Mesopotamia, where he exe- 
cuted brilliant campaign leading up 
to capture of Baghdad ; died sud- 
denly at Baghdad from cholera.

Maugham {mawm), William 
Somerset (1874- ), English 

novelist and dramatist ; h. Paris ;

(1916), The Moon and Sixpence 
(1919), On a Chinese Screen {icjzi), 
and Ashenden (1928) ; plays, 
CcDsar's Wife, The Circle, Our

Wife, etc. 

Mauuoury [mo-noo-rc'), Michel 
Joseph (1847-1923). P'r, general ; 
b, in Eure-et-Loir ; served in 
Franco-Prussian War and was 
severely wounded at Champigny, 
1870 ; ’Officer of Legion of Honour, 
1895 ; military governor of Paris, 
TQTo ; member of Conseil Siip&rieur 
de la Guerre ; achieved fame in. 
Great W'ar as commander of the 
secretly assembled 6 th Fr. Army, 
which attacked the Ger. flank in 
the first battle of the Marne, 
Sept. 1914. Posthumously mar- 
shal of France. 

Maupassant [mb-pd-son'), Henri 
Ren3^ Albert Guy de (1850- 
03), Fr. author ; b. in Seine- 
Inierieure ; disciple of Flaubert 
and of Zola ; contributed to the 
Soirees de Medan the bold and 
original story Boule de Sziif, an 
episode of the Prussian occupa- 
tion of Normandy ; continued 
to be a member of the Natural- 
istic school, but stood alone in 
grace, wit, and epigram ; so 
Rabelaisian in matter and frank- 
ness that sale of t/ne Vie (1883) 
forbidden on railway bookstalls ; 
was a master of the short story ; 
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his cynicism, habit of jesting at all 
things, art, and imagination, find 
typical expression in the most 
malicious of tales, U Heritage. 
Died insane.

of Christian Socialists and joint- 
ed. of Politics for the People ; 
founder of Working Men's Coll, 
and Queen’s Coll, for Women, 
London ; friend of Charles Kings- 
ley, Thomas Hughes, etc. ; wrote 
The Kingdom of Christ, Religions 
of the World, etc.

Maurois [mor-wA'), Andr^, 
pseudonym of AndriI: Herzog 
(1885- ),Fr. author; 6. Elbeuf; 

during Great War was interpreter 
to a Scot, division, and used his 
experiences in Les Silences de 
Colonel Bramble (igiS) and its 
sequels ; has written many charm- 
ing essays and biographies of 
Shelley, Disraeli, Byron, etc. 

Maury [mam'ri), Matthew Fon- 
taine (1806-73). Amer. hydro- 
grapher ; b. in Virginia ; served in 


navy, 1825-39 : beeper of naval 
charts and instruments at Wash- 
ington, 1842-61 ; initiated taking 
of systematic observations at sea, 
and pub. Physical Geography of 
the Sea (1856) ; prof, of meteor- 
ology, Lexington, 1868. 

Maw'son, Sir Dougeas (1882- 
), Australian scientist and 
explorer ; b. Bradford, England ; 
went to Sydney while a child ; 
made geological exploration of 
New Hebrides, 1903 ; scientist in 
Shackleton’s antarctic expedition 
and discovered south magnetic 
pole, 1908 ; led Australasian ant- 
arctic expeditions, 1911-14 and 
1929 ; wrote The Home of the 
Blkeard (1Q15) ; prof, of geology 
and mineralogy, Adelaide Univ., 
since 1920 ; knighted, 1914. 

Maxen'tius, Marcus Aurelius 
Valerius, Rom. emperor, a.d. 
306-312 ; defeated by Constan- 
tine at Saxa Rubra, near Rome, 
and drowned in the Tiber when 
trying to escape. 

Max'im. (i)SirHiramStbvens 
(1840-1916), .Anglo-American in- 
ventor ; b. in Maine ; prominently 
identified witli development of 
electricity in U.S.A. ; settled in 
London, 1883, became naturalized, 
and invented the Maxim gun, the 
‘ pom-pom,’ a smokeless powder, 
and new methods in manufacture 
of artillery ; interested in improve- 
ment of flying machines ; knighted, 
1901 ; pub. My Life (19:5). (2) 
Hudson (1853-1927), Amer. in- 
ventor, brother of above ; pre- 
dared smokeless powder for 
U.S.A. government ; Invented 
‘ Maximite,’ a high explosive, a 
delay-action fuse for torpedoes, 
and ‘ motorite,’ a fuel for pro- 
pelling torpedoes. 

Maximil'ian I, (1459-1519), 
Ger. emperor; b. Vienna; suc- 
ceeded his father, Frederick in., 
1493 : during his reign the Swiss 
established their independence, 
1499 ; joined League of Cambrai 
against Venice, 1508, and later 
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Holy League to drive French from 
Italy, but gained nothing ; noted 
for attempts to reform imperial 
and Austrian administrations. 

Maximilian I. (1750-1825), King 
of Bavaria ; as Elector of Bavaria, 
1799, encouraged trade and educa- 
tion, and reformed administration; 
helped Napoleon, who made him 
king, 1S06 ; opposed Ger. federa- 
tion. 

Maximilian n. (1811-64), King 
of Bavaria ; succeeded in 1848 ; 
opposed new Ger. constitution 
excluding Austria ; supported 
Austria in restoring old diet. 

Maximi'nus, Gaius Julius 
Verus, Rom. emperor (A.u. 235— 
238) ; a Goth of humble birth, his 
enormous stature (over 8 ft.) 
attractp.d attention of Septimius 
Severus, who made him one of his 
guards ; secured election to im- 
perial throne, and defeated Ger- 
mans ; a rapacious ruler ; killed 
by his own troops. 

Max-Mul'ler, Fiuedrich (1823- 
igoo), Aiiglo-Ger. Orientalist and 
philologist ; b. Dessau ; made 
special study of Sanslcrit, and, 
coming to England, was invited by 
East Ind. Co. to edit the Rig-Veia, 
1849-74 ; first prof, of modern 
languages, 1854, and of compara- 
tive philology, 186S-73, Oxford ; 
Gifford lectiurer, Glasgow Univ., 
1889-93 i hd. The. Sacred Books 
of the East ; author of Compara- 
tive Mythology, History of Ancient 
Sanskrit Literature, My Auto- 
biography, etc. 

Max O’Eell, pseudonym of 
Paul Blouet (1848-1903), Fr. 
author and lecturer ; 6. in Brit- 
tany; fought in Franco-Prussiau 
war ; teacher of French in St. 
Paul’s School, London, 1876-84; 
pub, a witty and caustic hook, 
John Bull and his Island (1883), 
and others in the same vein. 

Max'well, Sir Herbert 
Eustace (1845- ), Brit, author 

and politician ; b. Edinburgh ; 
Conservative m.p. for Wig- 


townshire, 1880-1906 ; chairman 
of Royal Commission on Scot. 
Historical Monuments ; works 
Include novels, essays, biography, 
and history. 

Maxwell, James Clerk (1S31- 
79), Scot, physicist ; fc. Edinburgh ; 
prof, of natural philosophy, Mari- 
schal Coll., Aberdeen, 1856-60, 
and at King’s Coll., London, 
1860-5 ; prof, of physics, Cam- 
bridge, 1871 ; a great research 
worker; investigated composition 
of colour and colour vision, the 
kinetic theory of gases, and showed 
light to be an electro-magnetic 
phenomenon ; wrote Matter and 
Motion, Heat, Electricity and Mag- 
netism, Scientific Papers (8 vols.). 

Maxwell, Mrs. John. See 
Braddok. 

May, Phil (1864-1903), Eng. 
caricaturist, b. Leeds ; worked 
three years in Australia on Sydney 
Bulletin ; returning, 1888, con- 
tributed to St. Stephen's Keview, 
The Graphic, etc. ; joined staff of 
Punch ; a master of line drawing ; 
excelled in depicting London types. 

Mazarin (md-zd-ran'), Jules 
(1602-61), Fr. statesman ; b. in 
Italy ; won favour of Richelieu ; 
naturalized Fr. subject, 1639 ; 
cardinal, 1641 ; on death of 
Louis XIII., 1643, became chief 
adviser to queen-regent, Anne of 
Austria ; concluded Thirty Years’ 
War by Treaty of Westphalia, 
1648 ; prejudices against his Itai. 
birth and his oppressive taxa- 
tion and avarice resulted in civil 
war known as first and second 
‘ Frondes,' the latter headed by 
Condd, and Mazarin had to flee ; 
on triumph of royalists continued 
foreign policy of allying Protestant 
Europe against Austria and Spain ; 
in conjunction with Cromwell 
defeated Spaniards ; greatest dip- 
lomatic triumph, the League of 
the Rhine, placing Rhine states 
under patronage of France ; mar- 
riage of Louis XIV. to a Span, 
princess closed his career. 
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Maazini {mdt-se'he), Giuseppe 
(1805-72), Ital. patriot of Genoese 
family ; founded Indicators Geno- 
vese, ’ 182S ; imprisoned, 1830 ; 
exiled and, settling in Marseilles, 
formed secret soc. of Young Italy 
mth organ La Giovine Italia ; 
motto, Dio e Popolo ; Mazzini was 
a dreamer, not an organizer ; 
he settled in Switzerland, 1832 ; 
after various failures to provoke a 
rising in Italy, ho fled to London, 
1836 ; returned to Italy, 18.18, and 
became dictator at Rome as one 
of triumvirs, 1849 ; vainl5' opposed 
the surrender of Rome to French ; 
returned to England, 1850, and 
became the heart of conspiracies 
against Austria ; responsible for 
outburst at Milan, 1853, and attack 
on Genoa, 1857 ; opposed action 
of Garibaldi and Cavour, 1859-60 ; 
refused to acknowledge monarchy; 
remained conspirator till death. 
Mazzini was the idealist and 
spiritual founder of United Italy.

Medici {tnd'de-che), a famous 
Florentine family, (i) Giovanhi 
[c, 1360-1429), founded the family 
wealth by establishing banks in 
numerous cities ; won popularity 
as defender of poor. (2) CosiMO 
(T389— 1464), his son, started the 
literary tradition of his house and 
heaped up wealth, but Albizzi 
secured his banishment, 1433 ; 
was recalled and became supreme 
in Florence. Was the friend and 
helper of the Ital. humanists. 
(3) Lorenzo (1449-92), grandson 
of (2), most famous member of 
family, known as ‘ the Magni- 
ficent ’ ; one of most brilliant and 
mild despots of history ; univer- 
sally gifted (except as to looks) 
and of lordly generosity ; won 
enthusiastic affection of Florence ; 
assassins dew his brother, 1478, 
but failed to kill Lorenzo ; made 
magnificent collection, of Hss., 
books, and pictures. (4) Giovanni 
(1475-1521)1 second son of (3) ; 


became Pope, 1513, as Leo x. ; 
patron of letters and art, employ- 
ing Raphael to decorate Vatican ; 
assisted Emperor Charles V. 
against France. {5) Lorenzo 
(1492-1519), nephew of (4), re- 
established Medici rule in Florence, 
but was not absolute like his 
grandfather. (For his daughter, 
Catherine, see Catherine de’ 
Medici.) (6) Giulio, cardinal, an 
illegitimate son of the house, 
assumed government of Florence 
on death of {5) ; became Pope as 
Clement vii. (See Clement vii.) 
The Medici were expelled from Flor- 
ence, 1527, but were restored by 
papal and imperial forces, 1530, in 
the person of an illegitimate de- 
scendant of (5), and the Medici 
ruled in Florence till 1737, when 
.Austria annexed Tuscany, which 
had come to the family, 1567, and 
expelled the seventh and last 
grand-duke, Giovanni Gastone.

mines, 1917 ; member of Imperial 
War Cabinet, 1918 ; prime minis- 
ter, 1 920-1 ; member of Imperial 
Eriw Council, 1920 ; again prime 
minister, 1926. 

Melssonier {md-so-nyat), Jean 
Louis Ernest (1815-91), cele- 
brated Fr. painter ; b, Lyons ; 
produced dramatic and costume 
genre pictures, military pieces, 
and portraits such as that of 
Dumas fils ; among sixteeeii 
examples in Wallace Collection, 
London, are The Guard Room and 
Napoleon and his Staff. 

Melanohthon [tnel-ank'i}ton)t 
Philip (originally Philip Schwart- 
zerd) (1497-1560), Ger. reformer ; 
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b. in Baden ; prof, of Greek at 
Wittenberg, fellow-worker with 
Luther ; drew up Augsburg Con- 
fession ; contributed largely to 
save the Reformation from ex- 
cesses ; on Luther's death became 
leader of the Lutherans ; most 
popular publication was_ Lori 
Communes Rerum Thealogicarum, 
the first great Prot. work on dog- 
matic theology.

Melba, Dame Nellie (Helen 
Porter Armstrong, nee Mit- 
chell), (X861-1931) Australian 
singer and prima donna ; b. near 
Melbourne (hence her professional 
name) ; one of the great soprano 
singers of the world ; first great 
success at Covent Garden, 1888, 
in Lucia di Laiimermcor ; also 
scored great triumphs in Romeo 
and Juliet and La Boheme ; for 
patriotic work during Great War 
created d.b.e., 1918 ; pub. Melo- 
dies and Memories (1925). 

Melbourne, William Lamb, 2nd 
Viscount (z^fg-iS48), British 
statesman ; 6. London ; Irish 

scoretary, i8ay ; home secretary, 
1830 ; prime minister, 1834 and 
1835-41 •, a polished dilettante •, 
perfoiTned with great tact the 
duty of instructing and guiding 
Queen Victoria ; tenure of office 
marked by moderation. 

Melohett, Alfred Moritz Mond, 
1ST Baron (1868-1930), Brit, 
olitician ; b, near Widnes ; a 
ew, son of Dr. Ludwig Mond ; 
called to bar, 1894 ; Liberal m.p. 
for Chester, 1906-10, Swansea, 
1910-23 ; joined Lloyd George’s 
ministry, 1916 ; first commissioner 
of works, 1916-ai ; minister of 
health, 1921-2 ; M.P. for Car- 
marthen from 1924 till raised to 
peerage, 1928 ; managing director 
of Brunner, Mond, and Co. ; 
chairman, Imperial Chemical 
Industries Ltd. ; joined Unionist 
party, 1926 ; author of political 
and economic essays. Questions of 
To-day and To-morrow (1912), etc. 


Mellon, Andrew William 
(1855- ), Amer. public official ; 

b. Pittsburgh ; interested in manv 
financial and industrial under- 
takings ; secretary of the Treasury. 
1921—32 ; achieved reduction of 
U.S.A. national debt, arranged war 
debt settlements with majoritv 
of European debtors, and advo- 
cated tax reductions to promote 
business. 

Mel'ville, Andrew (1545-1622), 
Scot, educationist and reforming 
ecclesiastic ; b. in Angus ; prof, 
of humanity, Geneva, 1568—74 ; 
principal, Glasgow Univ., 1574- 
So, and St, Mary’s Coll., .St. 
Andrews, 1580-4 ; rector, St. 
Andrews Univ., 1590-1 ; opposed 
Erastian policy of James i., and 
upheld spiritual independence of 
Scottish Church ; summoned to 
London, 1607, and for his bold 
vehemence was imprisoned in the 
Tower, 1607-11 ; prof, of divinity, 
Sedan, from 1611. 

Melville, Herman (1819-91), 
Amer. author; b. New York; 
sailed as cabin boy to Liverpool, 
1837 : schoolmaster. New \Wk, 
and in Mass., 1841 ; went on 
whaler to Pacific hut deserted 
owing to ill-treatment ; ultimately 
joined an Amer. man-of-war. His 
books embody his experiences ; 
best known are Types, Omoo, 
White Jacket, and Moby Dick. 

Melville, Viscount. See Dun- 
das, Henry. 

Mem'linc, or Memling, Hans 
[c. 1430-94), Flem. painter ; ranks 
among purists of Flanders, ami 
used oil methods of the Van 
Eyclis ; lived at Bruges from c. 
1463 ; his best work, including 
the loveN Shrine of St. Ursula, 
is in St. John’s Hospital, Bruges. 

Menan'der (2nd cent, b.c.), 
Gr. King of Bactria ; said to have 
been greater conqueror than Alex- 
ander the Great ; Strabo states 
that he conquered India as far as 
mouth of Indus. 

Menander (342-291 n.c.), Gr. 
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dramatist ; oaly fragmeats of Ws 
work remain, but scenes from his 
play Giorgos were discovered on a 
papynis ; excelled la delineation 
of intrigue and in subtle character- 
drawing ; closely imitated by 
Terence. 

Men'del, Geegor Johank (1S22- 
84), Austrian botanist ; b. near 
Opava ; studied at Vienna ; be- 
came monk and later abbot of 
Augustinian monastery at Briinn ; 
his experiments in plant hybridi- 
zation, pub. 1865, were epoch- 
making in the science of heredity, 
but their value was not realized 
till 1901. 

Mendel^eff (myen'de-le-yef), 
Dmitri Ivanovich (1834-1907), 
Russ, chemist ; h. Tobolsk ; prof, 
of chemistry. Technological In- 
stitute, St. Petersburg, 1S63-6, 
and at St. Petersburg Univ., 1866- 
po : studied petroleum industry 
in IPennsylvama and in Caucasus, 
1876 ; his greatest work was 
the enunciation of the periodic 
law of the atomic weights; did 
much valuable work also in 
every branch of physico-chemical 
science. 

Men'delssohn-BarthoTdy, Felix 
(i8og-47), Gcr. composer; 6. 
Hamburg ; came of wealthy Jew- 
ish family, which finally adopted 
Christianity, his grandfather being 
Moses Mendelssohn (1720-86), the 
famous philosopher and historian ; 
at seventeen composed the Mid- 
summer. Night’s Dream overture ; 
professional training at Berlin and 
Paris was rounded off by tours 
on Continent and in England, a 
visit to Scotland resulting in the 
Hebrides (or Fingal's Cave) Over- 
ture, while Italy produced the 
Italian Symphony. He directed 
the famous Gewandhaus concerts 
at Leipzig, and founded its 
Conservatoire. His incessant 
activity directly led to his early 
death. His works range over al- 
most the entire field, from song to 
symphony and oratorio ; a skilled 


pianist and organist, ho wrote 
some splendid works for both 
instruments, including Songs with- 
out Words ; bis genius is best 
exhibited in his symphonies anti 
two oratorios, St. Paul and Elijah. 
Mendelssohn falls short of the 
greatest composers, but atones by 
fine blending of the classic with the 
romantic. 

Men'elik n. (1842-1913), Em- 
peror of Abyssinia ; succeeded, 
1889 ; defeated Ital. army at 
Admva, 1896 ; owing to illness, his 
duties were entrusted to regent, 
1909 ; gave Fr. and Brit, trading 
facilities, and aided British in 
Sudan War. 

Men'shikov, Alexander D.a- 
NiLovicH, Prince (c. 1663-1729), 
Russ, soldier and statesman ; 
favourite of Peter the Great ; 
won fame as commander-in-chief 
of army in war with Sweden; 
marshal after victory of Poltava, 
1709 ; helped to place Catherine 
on throne, 1725, and Peter 11., 
1727 ; overthrown, 1727, and 
banished to Siberia ; was extra- 
vagantly corrupt. 

Meroa'tor, Gerardus (1512- 
94), Flem. mathematician ; orig- 
inal name was Kremer ; studied 
at Ixjuvain ; lecturer on geog- 
raphy and astronomy ; entered 
service of Charles v. of France; 
cosmographer to Duke of Cleves, 
1532 ; author of method of pro- 
jection known by his name, in 
which meridians and lines of 
latitude are straight and cut at 
right angles. 

Meroier (mer-syd'), DSsir£ 
{1851-1926), Belgian ecclesiastic ; 
Archbishop of Malines and car- 
dinal from 1907 ; founder of 
Revue N eo-scholaslique. During 
the Great War was uncompro- 
mising in his opposition to the 
Ger. invaders, and was arrested, 
Jan. 1915. After the war engaged 
in friendly discussions between 
leaders of jAngUcau and Rom. 
churches. 
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Mei'edith, Gr.oRCE (182S-1900), 
Eng. novelist and poet ; 6. Ports- 
iiionth ; pub. Poems (1851), and 
The Shaving of Shagpat (1S55). 
The first of his great novels, The 
Ordeal of Richard Peverel, ap- 
peared in 1859 ; then followed 
Evan Harrington (1S61), Adven- 
ture^ of Harry liichmond (1871), 
Beauchamp's Career (1875), The 
Egoi!-i (1879), Diana of the Cross- 
teays (1885), The Avia sing Mar- 
riage (1895). The poetry of his 
Uler period inuludes Poems and 
Lyrics of the Joy of Earth (1S83), 
liallads and Poems of Tragic 
Life {1887), etc. Meredith is an 
acknowledged master of the art of 
fiction, especially great as a 
psychologist ; his poetry has also 
won a place not less assured, and 
the great sequence of sixteen-line 
poems, Modern Love, stands alone 
of its kind.

Mfiflmde {md-re-md'), Prosper 
(1803-70), Fr. novelist ; b. Paris ; 
a leader of Romantic movement ; 
chief productions short stories, 
full of imagination, wit, and art, 
which place his works among 
masterpieces of bis cent. Among 
his novels are Colotnba (1830), 
Carmen (18+7), Chronique du 
Jiigne de Charles IX. (1829), 
Matleo Falcone (1829), character- 
ized hy simplicity, frankness, and 
cynicism ; as inspector of historical 
monuments of France pub. Voy- 
ages Arehiologiques ; his posthu- 
mous Lettres d une Incontme 
produced a great sensation. 

Met'ivale, Charles (1808-93), 
Eng. historian ; b. London ; Dean 
of Ely from 1869 ; chief work. 
History of the Romans -under the 
Empire (r85o-62) ; pub. also 
General History of Rome (187s). 

Mer'rick, Leonard (1864- ), 

Brit, author ; 6. London ; has 


unritten numerous short stories and 
novels, many dealing with jour- 
nalistic and theatrical life, and all 
distinguished by literary crafts- 
manship ; collected ed. of Ms 
works, with introductions by 
some of most famous writers of 
the day, was issued in 1918 ; pub- 
lications include Conrad in Quest 
of his Youth, The Position of 
Peggy Harper, The House of 
Lynch, While Paris Laughed, and 
several plays. 

Mer'riman, Henry Seton (1862- 
1903), pseudonym of Hugh Sto- 
WELL Scott, Brit, novelist ; J. 
Newcastle-on-Tyne ; his ■ novels, 
most of which arc historical ro- 
mances, include The So-aiers, The 
Velvet Glove, Barlasch of the 
Guard, and The Vtdlures. 

Merriman, John Xavier (1841- 
1926), S. African statesman ; h. 
Somerset, England ; settled in S. 
Africa, 1861 ; entered politics, 
1869 ; treasurer-general) 1S90-3 
and 1898-1900 ; drew up report 
on Jameson raid, 1895 ; became 
head of S. African party ; prime 
minister and treasurer, 1908-10. 

Mes'mer, Friedrich Anton 
(1733-1815), Austrian physician; 
6. near L. Constance ; interested 
first in astrology and magnetism ; 
promulgated his the.ory of animal 
magnetism or ‘ mesmerism ’ as a 
means of healing ; had great suc- 
cess in Paris, but his theories were 
discredited by a government com- 
mittee. 

Metel'lus, distinguished Rom. 
family, (i) Lucius CarciLius, 
distinguished himself in first Punic 
War, 251 B.C., and rescued Palla- 
dium from the flames in temple 
of Vesta. (2) Quintus C,ecilius, 
Macedonicus (d. 115 B.c.), made 
Macedonia a Rom. province ; one 
of first two plebeian censors, 131, 
(3) Quintus C,eciliub, Numidicus, 
consul, 109, defeated Jugurtha in 
Numidia. (4) Quintus C,ecilius, 
Pius, fought against Marins; 
consul, 80. 
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Meth'uen, Paul Sanford Meth- 
uen, 3RD Baron (1845-1932), 
Brit, soldier : joined army, 1864 ; 
served in Ashanti, 1874, and 
EgA’ptian War, 1882 ; com- 
manded Methuen’s Horse in 
Bechuanaland expedition, 1884-5 ; 
commanded 1st Infantry Div. in 
S. African War, 1S99-1902 ; was 
defeated at Magersfontein, 1899 ; 
wounded and taken prisoner, 1902. 
Held Eastern command, 1903-8 ; 
comraander-in-chief of S. African 
forces, 1907-9, and governor of 
Natal, 1909; field-marshal, 1911; 
governor of Malta, 1915-19; gov- 
ernor and constable of the Tower 
from 1920. 

Methu'nelah, character in O.T. ; 
lived, according to Heb. tradition, 
969 years (Gon. 5 : 21-27). 

Matternich (met'er-nich), Cle- 
mens Wenzel Lothar, Prince 
(i?73-i859)i .‘Austrian statesman; 
b. Coblenz ; ambassador to Berlin, 
1803-5, to France, 1S06 ; Austrian 
minister of foreign aftairs, 1809 ; 
concluded a marriage alliance 
between Napoleon and Maria 
Louise of Austria, 1810 ; advo- 
cated playing off France and Russia 
against each other ; induced 
Emperor to offer support to 
Napoleon, but to assure Russia 
of non-intervention. After retreat 
from Moscow, 1812, became Euro- 
pean mediator ; organized great 
coalition which won victory of 
Leipzig ; presided over Congress 
of Vienna ; secured domination of 
Austria in Ger. Confederation and 
at Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
i8z8 ; obtained consent of inter- 
national congresses to suppress 
new movements in Italy. An 
e.xcellent administrator, he was 
blind to need for reform, and 
opposed to changes ; in revolution 
of 184S he fell from power before 
clamour of Viennese populace ; 
fled to England but returned, 
1851.

Meunier (moo-ne-d'), Constan- 
tin (1S31-1905), Belgian realistic 
sculptor and painter ; b, Brussels ; 
in sculpture produced a niarvollous 
series of statuettes, illustrative of 
life of tbe mining poor in Belgium ; 
among best of these are Ecce 
Homo, An Old Colliery Horse, 
The Shingler, and Fire Damp. 

Meyerbeer (mi'er-bdr), Giacomo, 
or Jakob Liebmann Beer (1791- 
1864), Ger, composer and pianist ; 
b. Berlin ; studied under V’oKler ; 
visited Italy, 1815, London, 1826; 
a transition composer, regarded 
by some as Wagner’s forerunner ; 
among operas are Robert le DiahU, 
Les Huguenots, and Le ProphHe. 

Meynell (nien'el), Alice [nSe 
Thompson) (1849-192^), Eng. pact 
and essayist ; b. Loudon ; younger 
sister of Lady Butler ; spent much 
of her youth in Italy; her work 
both in prose and verse has heen 
acclaimed by the. literary world ; 
works include Preludes, Poems, 
and Later Poems, and her essays, 
The Rhythm of Life, The Children, 
and London Impressions ; also 
pub. a Life of Ruskin.

Mi'cah (Sth cent.), one of the 
twelve ‘ minor ’ prophets and 
author of O.T. Boot of Micah ; a 
younger contemporary of Isaiah, 
whose worh embraced the period 
covered by the reigns of Jotham, 
Hezekiah, and Manasseh. 

Michelangelo {mi-kel-an'je46), or 
Michael Angelo (1475-1564), 
Ital. sculptor, painter, architect, 
military engineer, and poet, the 
culminating genius of the Re- 
naissance ; b. near Arezzo ; secured 
the patronage of Lorenzo de' 
Medici ; after Lorenzo’s death 
went to Bologna ; returned to 
Florence, then went to Rome, 
1496, where he executed his 
Bacchus and Pietd ; and returned 
to Florence, 1501. Three years 
later he finished his colossal statue 
of Bniud, painted The Holy Family, 
and at the request of Julius ii. re- 
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turned to Rome, 1505, and com- 
iiuiicccl a magnificent monument; 
the Pope grew tired of the idea, 
and Michelangelo fled to Horence ; 
reconciliation between the artist 
and Julius took place after the 
latter’s capture of Bologna, 1506, 
and he was commissioned to cast 
a colossal bronze statue of the 
Pope ; after great difficulty, as 
he had no Imowlcdge of metal- 
casting, finished the work in 1508 ; 
next painted the frescoes in the 
Sistino Chapel at Rome; this 
magnificent work took four and 
a half years to complete. After 
the death of Julius, 1513, Michel- 
angelo continued his work on the 
sepulchral monument, which was 
again interrupted. Michelangelo 
continued in plorence, and in 1529 
was appointed chief military engi- 
neer to defend the city from the 
expelled Medici; after the fall of 
the city he resumed work on the 
Laurentian Library and the Medici 
Chapel; went to Rome, 1534, in 
order to complete the J\ilian monu- 
ment, but was ordered by the Pope 
to add to ills Sistino frescoes an- 
other picture ; this fresco, known 
as The Last Judgment, is one of 
the most magnificent pictures that 
the world has ever seen. During 
the later years of his life Michel- 
angelo wrote many somiets, prin- 
cipally to his friend Vittoria 
Colonna. In old ago he became 
chief architect of St. Peter’s, Rome, 
and to him is due the present de- 
sign of the great dome. Michel- 
^gelo was scornful and intolerant, 
impetuous and violent, but mel- 
lowed in old age.

Michelet (mesh-ld'), Jules (1798- 
1874), Fr. historian ; &. Paris ; 

prof, of history at Coll. Rollin, 
1821-6, and at Coll, de France, 
1838-51 ; for a time head of 
historical section of archives, and 


lecturer under Guizot at Sor- 
bonue ; wrote Le Prlire, la Femme, 
el la Famine (r845), Le Peiipie 
(18.46), Histoire de la Revolution 
(1847-53) ; monumental work, 
Histoire de France (pub. 1833-67) ; 
classic prose, picturesque and elo- 
quent, but strongly partisan. 

Miohelson {mi'kd-son), Albekt 
ABRAii.tM (r852-i93r), American 
physicist ; b. in Poland ; gr<idu- 
ated from U.S.A. Naval Academy, 
1873 ; studied at Berlin, Heidel- 
berg, and Paris, i88o-r ; after 
other nniv. appointments became 
head of physics department, 
Chicago Univ., r8g2. Awarded 
Nobel Prize and Copley Medal, 
1907. Made important experi- 
ments in light ; the negative re- 
sult of his experiment, with 
Motley, r887, to determine the 
velocity of the earth through the 
ether, revolutionized the theory of 
phvsics. 

Wltl'tUeton, Thomas (c. 1570- 
r627), Eng. dramatist; collabo- 
rated with Massinger, Rowley, 
Dekker, etc. ; appointed city 
chronologist, 1620 ; devised many 
pageants and masques ; best- 
known plays are A Trick to Catch 
the Old One (1608), The Spanish 
Gipsie (1623), A Chaste Maid 
in Cheapside {i6$o), Women beware 
Women (1657), and The Witch 

(1778). 

Mignet (men-yd'), Feanijois 
Auguste Maeie (1796-1884), Fr. 
political miter, archivist, and 
lustorian ; b. Aix ; associated as 
journalist with Adolphe Thiers ; 
historical works and editions of 
MSS. are valuable ; Histoire de la 
Riuolution Franfaise (1824) is a 
standard work. 

Mil'an I. (1854-1901), King of 
Serbia ; succeeded, 1868 ; ob- 
tained Turk, recognition of Serbian 
independence, and assumed title of 
king, 1882 ; abdicated, 1889. 

Milford Haven, Louis Alex- 
ander Mounteatten, 1ST Mar- 
quess OF, formerly Prince Louis

Alexander of Battenberg (185.1- 
igai) ; b. Graz ; became a nat- 
uralized Brit, subject and joined 
navy, 1868 ; served in Egyptian 
War, 1882 ; married granddaughter 
of Queen Victoria, iS8.( ; vice- 
■admiral, iQoS ; coinraandcr-in- 
chief of Atlantic Fleet, 1008-10, 
and commander of 3rd and 4th 
Divisions of Home Fleet, tgii ; 
first sea lord, 1912-14. At out- 
break of Great War dispatched 
Grand Fleet to its war stations ; 
resigned post as first sea lord in 
autumn of 1914 owing to Press 
agitation against him as of Ger, 
birth. At king's request, 1917, 
relinquished his Get. titles, as- 
sumed name of Mountbatten, and 
was created marquis. 

Mill, Hugh Robert (i86t- 
), Scot, chemist, meteorolo- 
gist, and geo^apher ; b. Thurso ; 
clirector of Brit. Rainfall Organiza- 
tion, and ed. of British Rainfall 
ann Symons’s Meteorological Maga- 
zine (iqoi-19) ; president of 
Royal Meteorological Soc., 1907- 
R, and member of Board of Trade 
Committee on Water Power of 
Brit. Isles, 1918-ai ; worksinclude 
The Realm of Nature and Life of 
Sir Ernest Shackleton (1923). 

Mill, John Stuart (1806-73), 
Eng. philosopher and economist ; 
b. London ; educated by his 
father, James Mill (1773-1836) ; 
historian and philosopher ; served 
East India Co., 1823-58 ; con- 
tributed numerous articles to 
iVeslminster Review ; m.p., t865- 
08 ; author of Logic {1843), 
Principles of Political Economy 
(1S4S), Liberty (1859), Representa- 
tive Government (i860), Utilita- 
rianism (1863), Examination of 
Hamilton's Philosophy (1865). 
His Principles of Political Eco- 
nomy, professedly resting on 
Ricardo’s views, depart from 
them at crucial points, notably 
in the direction of Socialism. As 
a philosopher his theories have 
not altogether stood the test of 
(4,164) 


criticism, but his attitude towards 
philosophical problems greatly in- 
fluenced his contemporaries. In 
his Utilitarianism he laid special 
emphasis on human reason. His 
Essays an Religion (pub. 1874) 
revealed a mind groping for light.

Millais {mit-d'), Sir John Ever- 
ett (1829-96), Eng. painter ; b. 
Southampton ; studied at the 
Academy schools, and at seven- 
teen exhibited iiis first picture. 
Joining Pre-Raphaelites, he was 
influenced towards imagination 
and symbolism, but with 2'he 
Gambler’s Wife (1869) he broke 
into a more original style, and his 
later pictures are remarkable for 
their technical qualifies. Well- 
known pictures include Christ in 
the House of His Parents, Ophelia, 
Vale of Rest, Rosalind and Celia, 
Boyhood of Raleigh, Chill October, 
Bubbles, and portraits of many 
eminent men.

Miller, Hugh (1S02-56), Scot, 
geologist ; b. Cromarty ; appren- 
ticed to a stonemason, 1820-2 ; 
wrote versos in spare time ; 
accountant in bank at Cromarty, 
1834 ; ed. of Witness, 1839, in 
which paper appeared his famous 
articles on The Old Red Sandstone ; 
ivrote My Schools and School- 
masters (1852) ; in his last days 
his reason failed, and he com- 
mitted suicide. 

MiUerand [mel-rdn') , Alexanore 
(1859- ), Fr. statesman and 

lawyer ; 6. Paris ; advocate at 
Paris Court of Appeal from 1881 ; 
for some years ed. Radical Socialist 
organ. La Petite Republique, and 
later La Lanterne ; entered the 
Chamber, 1885, as a deputy for 
Paris, and was for some years 
leader of Socialist Left ; eventu- 
ally became an independent Social- 
ist ; a recognized authority on 
social reform ; hia appointment to 
Ministry of Commerce, 1899, gave 
14 
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him a wide field for dealing with 
women’s work, old ago pensions, 
etc. ; minister of public works, 
igug, and minister of war, 1912-13 
and 1914-15 ; commissioner-gen- 
eral of Alsace-Lorraine, 1919-20 ; 
prime minister, 1920 ; president of 
Fr. republic, 1920-4 ; member of 
Senate from 1925. 

Millet {vic-ya'), Jean FEANgois 
(1814-J5), Fr. painter, of peasant 
birth ; b. in La Manche ; pupil 
of Delaroche in Paris ; suffered 
privation, but steadily rejected 
role of fashionable portrait painter ; 
retired to Barbizon, and won im- 
mortality as an interpreter of the 
pathos and dignity of labour; 
chief works, The Angelus, The 
Sower, The Gleaners, Potato 

Gatherers. 

Mdl'ikan, Robert Andrews 
(18G8- ), Amer. physicist ; b. 

in Illinois ; assistant to Michelson, 
and later prof, of physics, Chicago 

Univ. ; from 1921 director of 

physics laboratory, Pasadena ; has 
done pioneer work in the electron 
and in radiation ; Nobel Prize for 
physics, 1923. 

Mil'man, Henry Hart (1791- 
18O8), Eng. churchman and his- 
torian ; b. Loudon ; prof, of 
poetry, Oxford, 1821 ; Dean of 
St. Paul’s, 1849 ; author of 
dramatic poems and hymns such 
as ‘ When our heads are bowed with 
woe,’ etc. ; chief works, History 
of the Jems, History of Latin 
Christianity (1855), and Life of 
Gibbon. 

Milne, Alan Alexander (1882- 
), Eng. author ; educated 
Westminster School and Cam- 
bridge ; assistant ed. of Punch, 
1906-14 ; in addition to his essays 
has written well-known books of 
verse for children, beginning with 
When we were Very Yoimg ; plays 
include fl/r. Pim passes by. The 
Dover Road, and The Ivory Door ; 
wrote Peace with Honour (1934). 

Milne, George Francis, Lord 
(1866— ), Brit, field-marshal ; 


entered army, 1S85 ; served in 
Sudan and in S. Africa ; during 
Great War served in France, and 
from 1915 in Salonika ; coni- 
mamlcd Allied forces of occupation 
in Constantinople ; cominauder-hi- 
chipf Eastern Command, 1923-6 ; 
chief of Imperial General Staff 
since 1926 ; field marshal, 192S ; 
baron, 1933. 

Milne, John (1850-1913), Eng. 
mining engineer and seismologist ; 
b. Liverpool ; for twenty years 
geologist and mining engineer to 
Jap. Government, establishing a 
seismic sm’vey for Japan, and for 
the Brit. Association a seismic 
survey of the world ; author 
of Earthquakes, Seismology, and 
The iliner’s Handbook. 

Milne-Ed wards, Henri (iSoo- 
83), Fr. naturalist ; b. Bruges ; 
father an Englishman ; prof, of 
zoology, Paris ; author of Lefons 
sur la Physiologic et VAnatoniie 
Comparee de V Homme et des 
Animaax (14 vols. 1857-81) ; 
upheld doctrine of special crea- 
tions as against that of evolution. 

Mil'ner, Alfred, ist Viscount 
(1854-1925), Eng. statesman and 
administrator ; ft. Bonn ; under- 
secretary of finance in Egypt, 
1889-92 ; wrote England in Egypt 
(1892) ; ciiairman of Board of 
inland Revenue, 1892-7 ; gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony, 1897-1901 ; 
high commissioner for S. Africa, 
1897-1905 ; at the conference 
with Kruger at Bloemfontein, 
1899, insisted on enfranchise- 
ment of British ; governor of 
the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, 1901-5 ; created baron, 
igoi ; viscount, 1902 ; showed 
good qualities as administrator, 
but roused storm at home by con- 
senting to importation of Chin, 
coolies for work in. mines, 1904 ; 
retired, 1905 ; re-entered politics 
as member of the War Cabinet 
without portfolio, 1916 ; con- 
ducted mission to Russia, 1917 ; 
secretary for war, 1918 ; secretary 
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for colonies, igig ; head of 
mission to Egypt, 1920, which 
recommended recognition of in- 
dependence of Egypt ; resigned, 
1921, and awarded Order of the 
Garter ; chairman of committee 
to advise cabinet on tariffs, 1923 ; 
piih. Questions of the How (1923) ; 
Credo, pub. after his death.

Sec Houghton, Lord. 

Milti'ades (rf. c. 48s b.c.), 
.\tlicnian general ; ruler of Chcr- 
snuese ; fled to .Athens on the 
approach of Persians, hut later 
advised marching to Marathon, 
where he defeated Persians, 400. 

Mirton, John (160S-74), Eng- 
land’s greatest epic poet ; 6. 

Chcapside, London ; son of a 
scrivener ; educated at St. Paul’s 
School and Cambridge ; lived at 
Horton, Bucks, ifl32-S ; travelled 
in Italy, 1838-9, and visited 
Galileo ; returned to London and 
arted as tutor to his nei>hews, 
Edward and John Phillips ; 
married Mary Powell, of Royalist 
family, 1643 ; she was only seven- 
teen, and after a few wcete re- 
turned to her parents till 1645. 
From 1649 to 1660 he was ‘ secre- 
tary of Jforeign tongues ’ to the 
Commonwealth. In 1652 he be- 
came totally blind. In 16.36 
married Catherine Woodcock, 
daughter of a Puritan oificer. At 
the Restoration he was arrested, 
but released, possibly through 
Marvell’s influence. He married 
Elizabeth Minshull, 1663. During 
Great Plague, 1663, sought refuge 
at Chalfont St. Giles, Bucks ; died 
in London, and was buried at St. 
Giles’s, Cripplcgate. His writings 
fall into three periods : 

(i) His early poems — e.g. Ode on 
the Nativity (1629) — show Spen- 
serian influence ; L’ Allegro and 
II Fenseroso show his thorough 
command of measure ; Comus 
(1634), ^ masque, is full of beauti- 
ful poetry ; Lycidas, an ole^' 
on his friend Edward King, is 


one of the greatest elegies ever 
written. 

(2) From 1640-60 Milton wrote 
no verse except his famous sonnets. 
Milton’s prose was mainly con- 
troversial ; wrote against Epis- 
copacy, in 1641 and 1642 ; in 
1643, incensed at hi.s first wife’s 
leaving him, wrote the Doctrine 
and Discipline of Divorce, and, 
while teaching his nephews, the 
Tractate of Education (1644) ; in 
same 3-ear wrote Areopagitica, a 
plea for the freedom of the Press ; 
his Tenure of Kings and. Magis- 
trates (1649) defended the right to 
kill a * wicked king ’ ; Eihoiw- 
klastes (1649) and Defensio Poptdi 
Anglicani_{i65i) were bitter replies 
to Royalist pamphlets. On the 
approach of the Restoration Milton 
wrote The Ready and Easy IVay 
to Establish a Free CommonteealtH. 

(3) His greatest poem is the epic 
Paradise Lost (1667), which deals 
with the Fall of Man, while Para- 
dise Regained (1671) treats of 
Man’s Redemption. These show 
all that is best in his poetry — the 
beautiful word music, the gorgeous 
imagery, the magnificent pagean- 
try. The vehicle of both poems is 
the greatest non-clramatic blank 
verse ever written. His last great 
work is Samson Agonistes (1671), 
uTitten on the model of Gr. 
tragedy.

IHin'to, Sir Gilbert Elliot, 
1ST Earl (1751-1814), British 
statesman ; 0. Edinburgh ; vice- 
roy of Corsica, 179+-6 ; as gov.- 
gen. of India, 1807-13, made not- 
able frontier treaties, and added 
Mauritius, Bourbon, Java, and 
Spice Islands to Brit, possessions ; 
created earl, 1813, 

Minto, Gilbert John Murray 
Kynynmond Elliot, 4th Earl 
(1847-1914), Brit, administrator; 
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b, London ; served in Turk, 
.irmy, 1877 1 in Atghaii War, 
1879 ; military secretary to gov,- 
Kcn. of Canada, 1883-5 ; gov.-gen. 
of Canada, 1898-1904; viceroy of 
India, 1905-10, and with Lord 
Morley introduced reforms in 
Ind. goveniinent. 

Mirabeau (laa-m-ftd'), Gabriei, 
Hon'ore Riqueti, Comte de 
( 1749-91), Fr. statesman; b. in 
dep. Seine-et-Marne ; his debts 
and disreputable behaviour re- 
peat! dly forced his father to have 
liim imprisoned ; pub. Lettres de 
Cachet (1782), protesting against 
this treatment, and other political 
pamphlets ; visited England and 
imbibed ideas on constitutional 
government ; employed by govern- 
ment on mission to Prussia, 1786- 
87, but failed. On outbreak of Fr. 
Revolution, 1789, took foremost 
place, in States-Gcncral, and sought 
to establish constitutional mon- 
archy ; prevented the .■Assembly 
breaking with foreign powers, but 
met with growing opposition of 
doctrinaire and fanatical politi- 
cians ; died prematurely worn out; 
was uncommonly wolf fitted to 
guide others ; of uncompromising 
honesty and .striking eloquence, he 
inspired tremendous loyalty. 

Mistral {mes-trdl'), FrLd^ric 
( 1S3Q-1914), Provenijal poet, of 
peasant origin ; started with six 
other Provenfal poets the Felibrige 
movement, a Provon?al literary 
revival, 1854 ; pub. MirHo (1859), 
which won him fame ; wrote many 
other poems, a Proven9al dictionary 
(1886), MStnoires et Reciis (igo6); 
Nobel Prize for literature, 1904. 

Mit'ford, Mary Russell (1787- 
18,55), Eng. novelist and drama- 
tist ; 6. in Hants ; wrote four 

tragedies, produced at Drury Lane 
and Covent Garden ; chiefly re- 
nowned for delightful sketches. 
Our Village (1824-32) ; wrote 
also Recollections of a Literary 
Life ; a brilliant conversationist 
and letter-writer. 


Mithrada'tes, or MiTiiRuiArcs, 
name of several Oriental kings; 
Pers. appellation signifying ‘given 
by Mithras ’ — i.e. the sun god ; 
the most famous being Mithka- 
dates VI., Eupatoe, King of 
Pontus, 111-64 h.c. ; dangirous 
enemy of Rome, with whom he 
waged two wars, but was finally 
defeated by Pompey, and cofii- 
mitted suicide ; hero of eastern 
romance. 

Miv'art, St. George (1S27- 
1900), Eng. biologist ; b. London ; 
prof, of biology in R.C. Univ. 
Coll., Kensington, and later, 1890- 
93, prof, of the philosophy of 
natural history, Louvain ; con- 
tributed largely to controversies on 
Darwinism and natural selection, 
and was excommunicated by 
R.C. Church ; author of The Cat 
(a monograph of great charm), 
Genesis of Species, Nature and 
Thought, The Origin of Human 
Reason, etc. 

Moffat, Robert (1795-1S83), 
Brit, missionary ; b. in E. Lothian ; 
missionary under London Mission- 
ary Soc., 1816, to S. Africa, where 
he laboured till 1870 ; trans. 
Bible into native tongue ; mis- 
sionary life spent mainly in 
Bechuanaland, where for a time 
he was assisted by his son-in-law. 
Dr. Livingstone. 

Mohamm'ed, or Mahom'et (c. 
571-632), prophet and founder of 
Mohammedan religion ; b, Mecca. 
His marriage to the widow Klia- 
dija, whose servant he had been, 
gave him wealth and position. 
His custom was to retire to a cave 
on Mount Hira for meditation 
and prayer, and he professed to 
have received from the angel 
Gabriel a command to preach the 
revelation of the one true God. 
The Koran was delivered to him 
by God, and written down by 
lus followers. He gathered round 
him a band of followers, including 
his wife, his cousin, and Abu-Belcr, 
afterwards his successor. He seems 
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to have had to face opposition in 
Mecca, and receiving an invitation 
from the inhabitants of Yathrib 
(aftenvards called Medina), he de- 
termined to flee from Mecca. The 
safe execution of his Flight (Hegira) 
taxed all his ability, hut he finally 
arrived at Yathrib, Sept. 20, 622. 
From this time onwards he wielded 
greater and greater power ; failing 
to liring about any understanding 
with the Jews in Yathrib, he 
crushed them by force of arms. 

The new faith spread beyond 
Medina ; converts had to declare 
belief in God and in Mohammed 
as His prophet, and to pay 
tribute ; Mohammed started mak- 
ing attacks on Meccan caravans, 
and his victory at Badr greatly 
increased his reputation through- 
out Arabia. In the year 5 a.h. 
(of the new era, rccltoning from 
the Flight) Mecca was invaded, 
and in 6 a.h. it was captured ; 
little change was made in its 
internal government. The next 
step was the subjugation of 
Arabia ; none but converts were 
allowed in his army. By 9 a.h. 
the cncroachinont of Islam on the 
Byzantine Empire had begun. 
His career was certainly one of 
the most remarkable of history ; 
his ability was enormous ; his sin- 
cerity is questioned by some.

Mohammed Ahmed Ihu Seyyid 
Abdullah (1848-85), Egyptian pre- 
tender ; b, Dongola ; claimed to 
be the Mahdi (‘ expected guide ’) 
who was to free Egypt from 
foreign rule ; organized revolt of 
Sudan against British and Turks ; 
Mahdi sts besieged and captured 
Khartum, 18S5, and Gordon was 
killed. 

Moliftre [mol-yer'), pseudonym 
of Jean-Bapxiste Poquelin 
(1622-73), Kr- dramatist; b. 
Paris ; son of upholsterer to Louis 


xin. ; studied law ; joined troupe 
of actors, 1643, and acted for 
twelve years in Paris, and, more 
successfully, in southern provinces, 
changing his name from Poquelin 
to Molibre ; began to write plays, 
and initiated modern comedy with 
L'Etourdi, acted in Lyons, and 
his epoch-making Le Depit 
Amoureux at Biiziers ; returned 
to Paris, 1658, and enjoyed the 
patronage of Louis xiv. Moli^re 
found in the market-place and the 
court the tj’pes described in his 
plays, such as his Bourgeois 
Gentilhomme (1670). The Pre- 
cieuses Ridicules (1659) took Paris 
by storm. VEcole des Maris 
(1661), VEcole des Femmes (1662), 
Le Mariage ford (1664), Doit 
Juan (1665), were comedies of his 
first manner. He borrowed some 
subjects from classical writers, 
as in the Fourberies de Scapin 
(1671). The Femmes Savantes 
(1672) continued the attack com- 
menced in Les Prtcieuses; Le Mi- 
santhrope (1666) is perhaps the best 
picture of Moli^re’s philosophy of 
life; Tariuffe (1667) is satire 
against hypocrisy ; L’ASHra {1668) 
was taken from Plautus's Aulu- 
laria. Whilst acting the ’ Malads ’ 
in the Malade Imaginaire, a piece 
of pure and broad humour, in 
1673, Moli^re was taken ill and 
carried away from the stage dying. 

His contemporaries did not 
place Moli^re as high as do later 
critics ; hi.5 excellence consists in 
detached observation of manners 
and passions, a terrible power of 
mockery beneath an assumed air 
of moral tolerance. His numerous 
works were produced in fifteen 
years, during which he had to be 
at once author, actor, and stage 
manager.

), Scot, airman ; b. Glasgow ; 
joined air force ; made record solo 
flights from Australia to England, 
Aug. 1931 (8 days 14 brs. 25 mins.). 
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and from Ireland to New Bruns- 
wick, Canada, Au.t;. 1932 (30 hrs. 
15 mins.) ; married .Amy Johnson, 
the first woman to accomplish solo 
flight from England to Australia, 
May 1930. 

Molt'ke, Helmuth K,\ni. Bern- 
hard, Count von (1800-91), 
Ger. field-marshal ; b. in Mecklen- 
burg ; first lieutenant on general 
staff at Berlin, 1833 ; served 
Turkey against Mehemet Ali, 
1838-9, exploring Near East and 
writing acute and gi'aphic account 
of Turkey ; pub. maps and surveys 
of Asia Minor, etc., and account 
of Russo-Turk. campaign, 1845 ; 
chief of general staff, 1857 ; 
commenced publication of military 
books which revolutionized art of 
war ; wrote history of Ital. 
campaign, 1S62 ; furnished plan 
for Dan. campaign, 1864, and 
rescued it from failure by personal 
intervention ; sole controller of 
war against Austria, 1866, and so 
brought about great Prussian vic- 
tory of Kbniggratz ; success 
largely helped by great railway 
system he organized. Ho was chief 
of general staff in Franco-Ger. 
War, iS7o-r ; won battle of 
Sedan, 1870, and entered Paris, 
1871 ; field-marshal, i87i ; ed. 
history of Franco-Ger. War ; 
member of Reichstag, i87i-

Mommsen, Theodor (1817- 
^903), Ger. historian ; b. in 
Schleswig-Holstein ; leader of 
modern school of research ; spent 
early years in study of Ital.

(1854-6) : graphic in style, but 
disfigured by special pleading of 
a kind opposed to modern histor- 
ical spirit ; author of many works ; 
ed. of great Corpus Inscriptionmn 
Latinamm.

MoiiboS'aD, James BhRUE-n, 
Lord (1714-99), Scot, judge and 
metaphysician ; b. in Kincardine- 


shire ; raised to bench, 1767 ; 
first work. Of the Origin and 
Progress of Language ; anticipated 
Darwin in regard to descent of 
man ; Dr. Johnson visited him, 
1773, nud Burns saw much of Iiim, 
1787 ; yvrote also Ancient Meta- 
physics, 

Monck (or Monk), George, ist 
Duke of Albemarle (1608-70), 
Eng. soldier and sailor ; b. in 
Devon ; was for some years in 
Dutch army ; a royalist in early 
stages of Civil War, but after 
capture by Fairfax and imprison- 
ment, 1644-46, accepted Parlia- 
mentary command in. Ireland • 
distinguished himself under Crom- 
well at Dunbar, 1650, and as 
admiral against Dutch, 1653 ; 
instrumental in bringing about 
restoration of Charles ii., 1660, 
who created him Duke of Albe- 
marle ; defeated Dutch, 1666. 

ffiond, Alfred. See Melchett, 

Mond, Ludwig (1839-1909), 
Brit, chemist of Ger. birth ; 6. 
Cassel, of Jewish parents ; did 
much to develop chemical in- 
dustry in Britain, particularly by 
introduction of ammonia-soda pro- 
cess of manufacturing sodium 
carbonate, and later by produc- 
tion of ' producer gas ’ from useless 
slag; founderwithSirJ.T.Brunnrr 
of Brunner, Mond, and Co. ; 
founded Davy-Faraday research 
laboratory of the Royal Institu- 
tion ; bequeathed to nation some 
fine Ital. pictures. 

Monet Claude (1840- 

1926), Fr. impressionist and open- 
air landscape painter ; b, Paris ; 
mainly influenced by Corot, Millet, 
Manet, Degas, and Turner ; works 
include views of Argcnteuil, of 
V6theuil, of Pourville, cliffs of 
Etretat, cathedrals, and Le Bas- 
sin des Nymphias. 

Monk, General. See Monck. 

Mon'mouth, James Scott, Duke 
OF (1649-85), natural son of 
Charles ii. ; b, Rotterdam ; 
married heiress of Buooleuohs, 
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and tecame Duke of Buccleuch, 
1663 ; Glaimed succession as Prot. 
heir in opposition to James, Duke 
of York, but king always denied 
his legitimacy, and York secured 
his exile ; returned, 1679, and was 
openly supported by exclusionists 
headed by Shaftesbury ; impris- 
oned, i68z ; released, took part in 
Rye House Plot, and escaped to 
Holland, 1683 ; invaded England, 
1685, conjointly with Argyll’s in- 
vasion of Scotland; defeated at 
Sedgemoor, and executed. 

Monro', Sir Charles Car- 
michael (1860-1929), Brit, sol- 
dier ; entered army, 1879 ; served 
on N.W. Frontier, India, 1879-80, 
and in S. African War ; during 
Great War commanded and Divi- 
sion in France, r9i4, and in com- 
mand of 3rd Army, 1915 ; in 
command of Mediterranean Ex- 
peditionary Force, 1915, caiTjdng 
out, in conjunction with Admiral 
Wemyss, memorable evacuation 
from Suvla Bay ; commander-in- 
chief of forces in India, 1916-30 ; 
governor of Gibraltar, 1923-8. 

Monroe, James (1758-1831), 
fifth president of U.S..4.. ; b. in 
Virginia; served in War of Inde- 
pendence ; member of U.S..4. 
Congress, 1783-6, and influenced 
foreign policy ; U.S.A, senator, 
1790 ; minister to France, 1794-6 ; 
wrote pamphlet criticizing Wash- 
ington, 1797 ; governor of Vir- 
ginia, 1799-1802, 1810-11; car- 
ried out purchase of Louisiana 
from France, 1803, and of Florida 
from Spain, rSzr ; president, iSr6 
and 1820 ; promulgated Monroe 
Doctrine, 1823, that Amer. con- 
tinents ‘ are henceforth not to be 
considered as subjects far future 
colonization by any European 
powers.’ 

Montagu, Charles. See Hali- 
fax, Earl of. 

Mon'tagu, Rt. Hon. Edwin 
Samuel (1879-1924), Brit, poli- 
tician ; b. of Jewish parents ; 
Liberal m.p., 1906-22 ; under- 


secretary of state for India, 1910- 
14 ; financial secretary to Treas- 
ury, 1914-16; minister of muni- 
tions and member of War Com- 
mittee, 1916 ; secretary of state 
for India, 1917-22 ; visited India, 
1917-18, and carried bill, 1919, 
introducing Montagu-Chelmsford 
reforms of Indian government. 

Montagu, Lady Mary Wortley 
(1689-1762), Eng. authoress, 
daughter of the Earl of Kingston ; 
b. in Notts ; married Edward 
Wortley Montague, afterwards 
ambassador to Constantinople, 
whence her famous descriptive 
Letters were sent ; a pioneer advo- 
cate of inoculation for smallpox ; 
wrote occasional verse, pub. as 
CoHft Poems (1716).

Montmgne (mon-tan'), Michel 
HE (i533“92), Fr. essayist ; 6. in 
castle of Montaigne, near Bor- 
deaux ; bad eccentric education ;

in Parliament of Bordeaux, 13.54- 
72 ; retired to Montaigne, and 
began to write his Essais ; tra- 
velled through Switzerland, Ger- 
many, Italy, whence he was ro. 
called to be mayor of Bordeaux, 
1582-6. His famous Essais are 
a fine piece of moral philosophy, 
which showed new spaciousness of 
mental outlook; style character- 
ized by freedom and ease of the 
Renaissance.

Montcalm ( 7 mnt-kdm'), Imuis 
Joseph, Marquis de (1713-59), 
Fr. soldier ; b. near Nimes ;

Abercrombie’s siege ; fell fighting 
against Wolfe on Plains of Abra- 
ham, Quebec. 

Monteliote bnon-te-fe-b're), Sir 
Moses Haim (1784-1885), Jewisli 
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philanthropist ; b. Leghorn ; made 
fortune on London Stock Ex- 
change ; sheriff of London, 1837 ; 
baronet, 1846 ; secured better 
treatment for Jews in Turkey, 
Russia, Moldavia, and Morocco, 
and raised various funds for 
Jewish refugees. 

Montespan [mon-te-spdn'), Fran- 
goiSE-.^TniNAIS DE PARIJAII.I.AN, 
Marquise de (1641-1707), mis- 
tress of Louis XIV. ; daughter of 
Due de Mortcraart ; married 
Marquis dc Montespan, 1663 ; 
had seven children by king, 
legitimized in 1673 I superseded 
by Madame de Maintenon ; en- 
tered convent, 1691 ; beautiful, 
witty, patron of letters. 

Montesquieu (nidn-ias-fti?'), Char- 
i-ES Louis de Secondat, Baron 
DE LA Brede et de (1689-1755), 
Fr. historian and philosopher; 
b. near Bordeaux ; succeeded 
uncle as judge of supreme law 
court, Bordeaux, 1716 ; of retir- 
ing character, led uneventful life. 
His Lettres Persaiics (1731), auda- 
cious, shocking, and amusing, 
went like wildfire ; after publish- 
ing e.xpurgated ed., was admitted 
to Academy, 1728 ; his Gratuieur 
et Dicadence des Romains (1734) 
contained brilliant generalizations 
on Rom. character, and his famous 
Esprit des Lois (1748) was marked 
by deep studies and wide travel- 
ling ; was fiercely attacked by 
Church, hence his Defense {1750).

Montesso'ri, Maria (1869- ), 

Ital. educationist ; b. Rome ; 
first woman to graduate doctor of 
medicine at univ. of Rome, 1894 ; 
assistant in psychiatric clinic of her 
univ., and took great interest in 
mentally deficient children ; lec- 
tures led to founding of Scuola 
Ortofrenica (‘ mind-strengthening 
school ’), of which she was director, 
i8gS-igoo ; lectured on pedagogi- 
cal anthropology at univ. of Rome, 
1900-7 ; first ‘ House of Child- 
hood ’ opened under her guidance. 


1907 ; visited U.S.A., 1913, and 
England, 1919 ; government in- 
spector of schools in Italy, 1942. 
Works include Pedagogic Anthro- 
pology, Montessori Method, Ad- 
vanced Montessori Method. The 
Montessori System is a kinder- 
garten system, adopted in the 
‘ Houses of Childhood,’ based on 
self-activity and the development 
of the senses ; lays more emphasis 
on the practical than on the 
imaginative, and formal disci- 
pline Is dispensed with. 

Montezu'ma (1466-1520), last 
Aztec emperor of Mexico ; by 
heavy taxation alienated his sub- 
jects ; tried to buy off Cortes, and 
became a Span, prisoner ; when 
capital rebelled, was brought to 
pacify the citizens ; wounded by a 
stone, and soon afterwards died, 

Mont'fort, Simon de, Earl op 
Leicester [d. 1265), statesman 
and soldier, an important figure 
in the development of the Eng. 
constitution ; a Fr. noble ; came 
to England, 1230, becoming Earl 
of Leicester ; married Eleanor, 
sister of Henry iii., 1238 ; had 
several quarrels with king; op- 
posed demand for subsidy, 1254 i 
joined baronial opposition at 
Parliament of Oxford, 1258 ; went 
to war with Henry, 1263 ; won 
battle of Lewes, 1264, and estab- 
lished baronial control. The Parlia- 
ment he summoned to assist king's 
council is prototype of modern 
Eng. Parliament ; slain at Eves- 
ham.

Montgolfier [mbn-gol-fyd'), 
Joseph Michael (1740-1810) and 
Jacques Etienne (1745-99), two 
brothers, paper manufacturers of 
Annonay, near Lyons ; famous as 
inventors of first balloon. 

Montrose, James Graham, Mar- 
quess of (1612-50), Scot. Jacobite 
leader ; signed National Covenant, 
but believed in subordination of 
Church to State ; joined Royalists, 
1641 ; created marquess, 1644 1 
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won many brilliant victories as 
commander against Covenanters, 
1S44-5 ; defeated at Philiphaugh, 
1645, and retired abroad ; invaded 
Scotland, 165a ; defeated at In- 
vcrcaiTon, betrayed, and hanged.

Moody, Dwight Lyman (1837- 
99), Amer. evangelist ; b. North- 
field, Mass. ; associated with Ira 
D. Sankey in revival campaigns, 
and in compilation of Moody and 
Sankey Hymn Book ; founded 
Xorthfield Institution, 1880, for 
evangelical and educational work. 

Moore, Albert Joseph (1841- 
93), Eng. decorative artist ; 6. 
York ; exhibited in Royal Aca- 
demy, 1857 ; specially excelled in 
pose’ and in the tones of drapery, 
and has been called the poet of 
drapery. 

Moore, George (1852-1933), 
Irish novelist and dramatist ; 6. 
in CO, Mayo ; influenced in early 
life by works of Zola, Flaubert, 
and Maupassant ; his novels, noted 
for their realism and admirable 
style, include TJte Mmnnier’s Wife 
(1885), Esther Waters (1894), 
Evelyn Innes (1898), Sister Teresa 
(igoi) : The Brook Kerith (1916), 
and The Passing of the Essenes, 
a drama, are based on the Bible 
story ; he. rewrote story of 
fUldise and Abilard (1921) ; 
Hail and Farewell : Ave, Salve, 
VaU, arc autobiographical ; The 
Making of an Immortal (1937) was 
his first successful play. 

Moore, Henry (1831-96), Eng. 
marine painter, brother of Albert 
Joseph Moore ; first important 
seascape exhibited in 1858 ; r.a., 
1893 ; among his works are 
Catspaxv off Land (Tate Gallery, 
London), Clearness after Rain 
(Grand Prix in Paris, 1889), A 
Breezy Day in the Channel, and 
Shine and Shower. 

Moore, Sir John (1761-1809), 
Brit, general ; b. Glasgow ; officer 
in Amer. War, 1778-83 ; m.p., 
( 1 , 164 ) 


1784 : wounded in Corsican cam- 
paign, 1792 : served in \V. Indies, 
Ireland, Holland, and Egj’pt ; 
commaudcr-in-chicf in Peninsula, 
1808 ; conducted brilliant retreat 
from the French to Corunna, i8og, 
where he was killed in the moment 
of victory. 

Moore, Thom.as (1779-1852), 
Irish poet ; b. Dublin ; educated 
Dublin Univ., and went to Lon- 
don to study law ; Admiralty 
registrar at Bermuda, but tired 
of the work, left a substitute, and 
came home ; his substitute em- 
bezzled jf6,ooo, Moore was held 
responsible, and to avoid arrest 
lived abroad ; cleared off debt in 
time; was pensioned, and died 
insane. Chief poetical works : 
Irish Melodies (iSd7 ), Lalla Rookh 
(1817) ; prose works. The Epi- 
curean (iSzy), a romance, History 
of Ireland (1834-46), Life of 
Sheridan {1825), and his great 
Life of Byron (1830) ; one of the 
greatest song-writers.

Moray, Eari. oe. See Murray. 

More, Hannah (1745-1833), 
Eng. ethical writer ; b. near 
Bristol ; author of Moral Sketches, 
etc. ; mo.st popular work, Ccelebs 
in Search of a Wife ; in Village 
Politics and in her Cheap Re- 
pository Tracts she inculcated 
obedience to tradition, law, and 
order ; founded charity schools 
on Church lines. 

More, Sir Thomas (1478-1535), 
Eng. writer and statesman ; b. 
London ; son of Justice of King’s 
Bench, who placed him as page in 
household of Archbishop Morton ; 
educated at Oxford ; became m.p. ; 
speaker of Commons, 1523 ; a 
friend of Erasmus, from whose 
letters we glean many details 
concerning his life ; much against 
his will was made lord chancellor 
of England, 1529, and filled this 
office admirably; resigned, 1532, 
because of Henry vni.’s breach 
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with Rome ; refused to acknow- 
ledge Henry’s claim to title of 
head of Church ; was imprisoned 
and tried for high treason, and 
executed. More’s Utopia (1516) 
is a i6th-cent. picture of an ideal 
country governed by perfect laws ; 
written in Latin, it met with 
instant success ; his History of 
Kin/; Richard III. is an excellent 
example of ' classical ’ prose ; 
beatined by R.C. Church, r886 ; 
canonized, 1035.

Moreau \m6-rd'), Gustave 
(1826-98), Fr. painter; b, Paris; 
prof, at Ecole des Beaux-Arts, 
Paris, rSga-S ; his CEdipe et le 
Sphinx and his Jeune Fitle avec 
la Tele d’OrpMe provoked a great 
deal of criticism ; best worlis in- 
clude Jason, Le Jeune Homme 
el la Mort, Moise expose snr le Nil. 
Painted 8,000 pictures, etc., now 
in Moreau Gallery, Paris. 

Moreau, Jean Victor Marie 
(1761-1813), Fr. general ; b. Mor- 
laix ; won distinction at Tour- 
coing, 1795 ; led invasion of Ger- 
many, 1796, and made skilful 
retreat ; implicated in Pichegru’s 
plot against Republic ; though 
innocent, was tlisplaced ; rein- 
stated, 1799, and commanded in 
Italy ; assisted Napoleon in re- 
volution of 1799 ; commander of 
Army of the Rhine, and won 
battle of Hohenlinden, 1800 ; 
intrigued against Napoleon ; ban- 
ished ; settled in U.S.A. ; re- 
turned, 1813, to help allies against 
Napoleon ; mortally wounded be- 
fore Dresden. 

Mor'gaai, Sir Henry (c. 1635- 
88), Welsh buccaneer ; sacked 
Porto Bello, and put inhabitants 
to atrocious torture, 1668 ; subse- 
quently sent to England in chains, 
but pardoned by Charles ii. ; 
knighted, and made governor of 
Jamaica, 1674. 

Morgan, (i) John Pierpont 


(1837-1913), Amer. banker; b. in 
Connecticut ; inherited great for- 
tune from father, 1891 ; associated 
with U.S.A. Steel Trust and the 
Atlantic Shipping Combine ; took 
an important part in railway 
construction, industrial and finan- 
cial consolidation, and national 
and international finance ; a great 
collector of paintings, porcelains, 
coins, and rare books and hss. 
(2) John Pierpont (1867- ), 

son of above ; b. New York ; 
succeeded his father as head of 
firm in New York ; arranged 
payment of forty million dollars 
by U.S.A. for Fr. rights in Panama; 
Amer. agent for British Govern- 
ment during the Great War, 
and arranged loans to European 
countries ; consulted on post-war 
questions of debt settlements ; 
chairman of U.S.A. Steel Cor- 
poration since 1927. 

■ Morgan, Lady, nU Sydney 
OwENSON (c. 1780-1859), Irish 
authoress ; b. Dublin ; novels 
include The Wild Irish Girl, 
O’Donnell, and Florence Macarthy ; 
also wrote travel books, verse, and 
two vols. of Memoirs. 

Mo'rier, James Justinian 
(i7So?-i 849), Brit, novelist ; b. 
Smyrrna ; secretary of legation in 
Persia, 1808-15 ; author of Travels 
in .Isia Minor and Persia, and 
Hajji Baba of Ispahan (1824), a 
novel of Pers. life. 

MorTand, George (1763-1804), 
Eng. painter ; b. London ; pro- 
duced upwards of 4,000 works ; 
lived reckless and dissolute life ; 
celebrated for animal paintings 
and scenes of country life : Inside 
of a Stable (National Gallery, 
London). Blind Man’s Buff, The 
Gypsies, etc. 

Morley, Henry (1822-94), Brit, 
author ; b. London ; prof, of Eng- 
lish, Univ. Coll., London. r857-90 ; 
author of well-knovrai First Sketch 
of English Literature, Palissy the 
Potter, Jerome Cardan, etc. ; ed. 
Motley’s Universal Library, Cas- 
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sell’s National Library, and Caris- 
brooke Library. 

Morley of Blackburn, John 
JIoRLEY, 1ST Viscount (1838- 
1923), Eng. statesman and author ; 
b. Blackburn ; educated Chelten- 
ham and Oxford ; called to the 
bar, 1873 ; ed. Fortnightly lieview, 
18G7-83, Pall Mall Gazette, 1880- 
83, and Macmillan'e Magazine, 
1S83-5 ; ed. ‘ English Men of 
Letters ’ series from 1878 ; M.r., 
1883 ; secretarr’ for Ireland, 1886 
and 1893; secretary for India, 
tgoj-ro ; viscount, rgoS ; was an 
honest and fearless politician, a 
consistent upholder of Home Rule. 
His Life of Gladstone (rgog) was a 
masterpiece of biography ; other 
works include studies of Burke, 
Voltaire, Rousseau, Cobden, Wal- 
pole, Cromwell, and a brilliant 
essay, On Compromise ; o.m., 

1902 ; pub. Recollections (i9t7). 

Morley, Thomas (1557-2604), 
Eng. composer, chiefly of cartzo- 
nets and madrigals; organist, 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, 1591-2, 
and Chapel Royal, 1592-1602 ; 
pub. A Plaine and Easie Introduc- 
tion to Practicall Musicke (1597). 

Mor'ris, Edward Patrick, ist 
Baron (1859-1935), Newfound- 
land statesman ; b. St. John’s ; 
called to bar ; ii.p. for St. 
John’s, 18S5 ; member of cabi- 
net, 1889 ; leader of independent 
Libera] party, iSgS-igoo ; leader 
of people's party, 1908 ; prime 
minister, igog-iS ; represented 
colony at imperial war conference, 
1917 ; baron, igi8. 

Morris, Gouverneur (1752- 
1816), Amer. statesman; mem- 
ber of New York Provincial 
Congress, 1776-7 ; helped to draft 
constitution of U.S.A. ; chairman 
of committee which refused nego- 
tiations till recognition of inde- 
pendence, 1778 ; wrote pamphlets 
on ciurency and taxation, advocat- 
ing decimal system and ‘ dollar ’ 
and ‘ cent ’ as names for units ; 
ambassador to France, 1792-4 ; 


advised separation of northern and 
southern states. 

Morris, Sir Lewis (1S33-1907), 
Eng. poet ; b, Carmarthen ; gained 
great popularity with So»gs of 
Tci'o Worlds (1872—5), A Vision 
of Saints (1890), Idylls and Lyrics 
(1896), Harvest Tide (1901), etc. ; 
wrote lyrics on national themes. 

Morris, Thom.as, ‘ Old Tom ’ 
(1821-1908), Scot, golfer and 
club-maker ; green-keeper at St. 
Andrews, 1863-1903 ; four times 
open champion. His son, ‘ Young 
Tom’ (1851-75), was champion 
thrice in succession, 1S68-70. 

Morris, William (1834-96), Eng- 
lish poet, artist, and Socialist ; 
it. Walthamstow ; educated Ox- 
ford ; architect, painter, then 
partner in house-decoration firm, 
1861 ; associated in art with 
Burne-Jones, Ford Madox Brown, 
Rossetti. His first hook. The 
Defence of Guenevere (1858), showed 
imagination and romance, and 
The Life and Death of Jason 
(1867) and 7 'he Earthly Paradise 
(1868-70) confirmed his Keatness 
as poet ; pub. The Mneid of 
Virgil (1876), Sigurd the Vohung 
(1877), and, with E. Magnusson, 
many translations of Icelandic 
sagas ; excels as a ivriter of narra- 
tive poetry. Founded the Kelm- 
scott Press, and pub. beautifully 
decorated trans. of sagas, Fr. 
romances, editions of Chaucer, 
Shakespeare, Shelley, etc. His 
Socialism was resthetic; poverty 
to him meant lack of artistic joys, 
hence his anger against a system 
that entailed poverty.

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Eng. novelist, dramatist, and 
writer on Oriental art ; b. in Kent ; 
works include Tales of Mean 
Streets (1894), A Child of the 
Jago (1896), The Green Eye of 
Goona (1904), The Painters of 
Japan {1911). 

Morrison, George Ernest 
(iS62-rg40j, Brit, traveller and 
journalist ; b, Geelong, Australia ; 
M.D., Edinburgh, 1887 ; crossed 
Australia on foot, from Gulf of 
Carpentaria to Melbourne, 1882-3 ; 
subsequent travels ranged from 
U.S.A. to Morocco and Far East; as 
special correspondent of the Times, 
1895-1912, ho made numerous 
journeys through China and neigh- 
bouring countries; political adviser 
to the president of China, 1912—20. 

Morrison, Robert (1782-1834), 
Eng. missionary in China ; b. 
Morpeth ; went to China, r8o7 ; 
translator to E. Ind. Co., 1809 ; 
great work. Dictionary of the Chinese 
Language {1815-23) ; wrote Chin, 
grammar and Chin, trans. of Bible. 

Morse, Samuel Finley Breese 
(1791-1872), Amer. artist and in- 
ventor ; b. in Mass. ; studied art 
in London ; prof, of design, univ. 
of New York, 1835 ; conceived 
idea of a recording magnetic 
telegraph, and worked out a 
system of dots and dashes to 
represent numerals and letters 
of the alphabet {Morse Code). 

Mo'ses, leader and legislator of 
Israelites ; b. in Egypt ; in 
Midian received divine call to 
deliver his people from Egypt ; 
during forty years in the desert 
organized religious and social 
life of the nation, dying before 
the promised land was reached. 
Sec Book of Exodus. 

Motley, John Lothrop (1814- 
77), Amer. historian ; b. in Mass. ; 
U.S.A. minister, Austria, 1861-7, 
Great Britain, 1869-70 ; famous 
for his Rise of the Dutch Republic 
(1856) ; wrote also History of the 
United Netherlands (1860-8). 

Mottistone, Lord. See Seely. 


Moulton {mdl'ion), John Flet- 
cher, Baron (1844-1921), Eng. 
judge ; b. iu Salop ; called to 
the bar, 1874 ; rapidly acquired 
a large practice, especially in 
patent law ; judge of the Court 
of Appeal, 1906-12, and in 1912 
a lord of appeal in ordinaiy, 
and received a hie peerage ; acted 
as chairman on many important 
commissions ; director-general of 
explosives in Ministry of Munitions 
from 1914. 

Mountbatten. See under Caris- 
BROOKE and Milford Haven. 

Mount Stephen, George Ste- 
phen, 1ST Baron (1829-1921), 
Can. banker and railway magnate ; 
b. Dufftown, Scotland ; emigrated 
to Canada, 1850 ; director and 
president of Bank of Montreal ; 
associated with Lord Strathcona, 
his cousin, in railway enterprises ; 
head of Can. Pacific Railway till 
1888 ; one of greatest philan- 
thropists of modern times; baronet, 
1886; raised to peerage, 1891. 

Mozart {mot'sart), Wolfgang 
Amadeus (1756-91), Austrian 
composer ; b. Salzburg ; at age of 
six started on a tliree yeans’ 
tour with his sister, and excited 
astonishment everywhere ; during 
this tour, his first compositions 
were published ; ivrote, when 
only ten, an oratorio, and an opera 
soon after, performed in 1769 ; 
toured in Italy, 1769-71 ; settled 
in Vienna, where he wrote his 
three great operas, The Marriage 
of Figaro (1786), Don Giovanni 
(1787), and The Magic Flute 
(1791). At his death, leaving 
unfinished his famous Requiem, he 
was carried to a pauper's grave. 
Wrote more than 600 composi- 
tions. His genius might he 
described as universal, for he 
shone alike in opera, in orchestral 
and chamber music, and in sacred 
composition. His style is a happy 
mixture of Ital. joyfulness of 
melody with Ger. thoroughness 
and depth.

Mnlr, Sir William (1819-1905), 
Scot. Arabic scholar and Ind. 
civil servant ; 6. Glasgow ; entered 
Bengal civil service, 1837 ; lieut.- 
gov., N.W. Provinces, 1868 ; 
financial minister for India, 1874 ; 
on retiral, 1876, member of council 
for India, London ; principal and 
vice-chancellor, Univ. of Edin- 
burgh, 1885-1902 ; works include 
Lije of Mahomel, The Caliphate, 
and The Coraii. 

MuUetj Friedrich Max. See 
Max-Mollee. 

Mnl'ready, William (1786- 
1863), Irish genre painter ; b. in 
CO. Clare; r.a., 1816; typical 
works are Idle Boys and Choos- 
ing the Wedding-gown ; designed 
‘ Mulready envelope ’ for Sir 
Rowland Hill. 

Mundal'la, Anthokv John 
(1825-97), Eng. social and politi- 
cal reformer ; 6. Leicester ; intro- 
duced bill to make school attend- 
ance compulsory in England and 
Wales, 1881 ; president of Board 
of Trade, rS8S and 1S92-3 ; re- 
formed conditions of labour. 

Mungo, St. See Kentigern. 

Munkaesy (moon'hd-che), Mi- 
chael VON (1844-1900), Hun- 
garian painter, with great power 
of dramatic composition ; settled 
in Paris, 1872 ; works include 
Christ before Pilate (1881) and 
Ecce Homo / 

Muaro', Neil (1864-1931), Scot, 
novelist and journalist ; b. Inver- 
aray ; made his mark with The 
Lost Pibroch (i8g6), which finely 
interpreted the poetry of Highland 
character, and with a brilliant 
novel, John Splendid (1898) ; 
other works, mostly historical 
romances deMing with the High- 
lands, include Gilian the Dreamer, 
Doom Castle, Children of the 
Tempest, Daft Days, The New 
Road, and Jaunty Jock 

Muuro, Robert. See Alness, 
Lord. 


Munthe (moon'te). Axel (1S57- 
}, author; b. in Sweden; natur- 
alized Brit, subject; studied medi- 
cine in Paris, and practised there 
and in Rome ; fought cholera epi- 
demic at Naples, 1892, and gave 
his services after earthquake at 
Messina, igoS ; served during 
Great War ; retired to San 
Michele, Capri, where he estab- 
lished a bird sanctuary. His 
autobiography as told in The 
Story of San Michele (1929) had 
immediate success ; also pub. 
Memories and Pagaries and Red 
Cross and Iron Cross. 

Murat (mii-ril'), Joachim (1767- 
1815), King of Naples ; b. in dep. 
Lot ; son of innkeeper ; one of 
constitutional guard of Louis xvi., 
1791 ; Napoleon’s first aide-de- 
camp ; won fame as commander 
in Italy and Egypt ; commander 
of consular guard, 1799 ; married 
Caroline, Napoleon’s sister, 1800 ; 
governor of Paris, marshal of 
empire, prince, and grand admiral, 
1805 ; commanded cavalry at 
Marengo, Austerlitz, Jena, etc. ; 
became King of Naples by 
Napoleon’s grant, r8o8 ; letl 
cavalry' in invasion of Russia, 
1812 ; after battle of Leipzig 
made treaty with Austria; on 
Napoleon’s return from Elba, 
declared war on Austria, but was 
defeated ; after Waterloo, escaped 
to Corsica, invaded Italy, and was 
captured and shot. 

Mur'chison, .Sir Roderick Iu- 
PEY (1792-1871), Brit, geologist : 
b. in Ross sh're ; studied roi'ks 
underlying Old Red Sandstone 
in Wales. 1831, and established 
Silurian system ; l.ater carried on 
researche-s in Scot. Highlands ; 
one of the first to recognize 
importance of Devonian system ; 
director, geological survey, 1S55. 

Murger {mur-eha'), Henbi (1822- 
61), Fr. author ; b. Paris ; after 
failing with a poem Via Dolorosa, 
wrote famous novel Seines de la 
Vie de Bohime (1848), descriptive 
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of vicissitudes of liis own student 
life in Paris ; other worlcs include 
Claude el Marianne, Lc Bonhomme 
Jadis, and Les Nuils d' Hiiicr 
(verse). 

MnriU'o, Bartholom^ Esteban 
{i 6 i 7 - 8 c), famous Span, painter ; 
b. Seville ; went to Madrid, 1641, 
and won friendship and help of 
Velazquez ; founded Academy of 
Seville, 1C60 ; painted street 
srenes — Begiiar Boys and Flotaer 
Girls — and" religious pictures; 
great work's include Ifimmculate 
"Conception (in Louvre) and Ped- 
■roso and Holy Family (National 
Gallery, London).

'Murray, SiR David (1849- 
1033), artist ; b. Glasgow ; 

well-known landscape painter ; 
E..A., igo5 ; knighted, 1918 ; pres- 
ident of Royal Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours since igi7 ; pic- 
tures include River Road, Gorse, 
Long A fter, and series of pictures 
from Picardy, Ital. lakes, Venice, 
the Trossachs, Lewis, etc. 

Murray, George Gilbert AiMif 
(1S66- ), Brit, classical scholar 

and author ; b. Sydney, Australia ; 
rc-gius prof, of Greek at Oxford, 
190S-3G ; author of History of 
Ancient Greek Literature, of plays 
Carlyon Sahib and Andromache, 
and of famous translations of 
Euripides, etc. ; chairman. League 
of Nations Union, from 1923 ; pub. 
The Foreign Policy of Sir Edward 
Grey ; Faith, War, and Policy. 

Murray, Sir James Augustus 
Henry (r837-igi5), Eng. lexi- 
cographer ; b. near Hawick ; 
schoolmaster, rSjs-Ss ; ed. from 
1879 of the Oxford English 
Dictionary, one of the greatest 
philological works in any language. 
Other works are The Complaynt of 
Scotland (1874) and The Romance 
and Prophecies of Thomas of ErcU- 
doune (1875). 

Mairay (or Moray), James 
Stewart, Earl of (c, 1531-70), 


Regent of Scotland ; illegitimate 
son of James v. ; joined Lords 
of Congregation, 1559 ; created 
earl, 1562 ; opposed Mary’s mar- 
riage with Darnley ; regent after 
Mary’s abdication, 1567 defeated 
her army at Langsido, 1568 ; 
murdered at Linlithgow. 

Murray, John, the name of 
four generations of London pub- 
lishers who, from 1745 onwards, 
have been associated with some 
of the greatest names in con- 
temporaneous Eng. iiteratui-e, in- 
cluding Byron, Jane, Austen, 
Crabbe, Moore, and Darwin. 

Murray, Sir John (1841-191.;), 
Brit, oceanographer; i. in Canada; 
one of naturalists on Challenger ex- 
pedition, 1872-fi ; assisted to com- 
pile, and from 1883 ecUted,Sc!eiiff/'zc 
Results of expedition in 50 vols. : 
shared in explorations of the Faeroe 
Channel, 1880 and 1882 ; carried 
out a bathymetrical survey of fresh- 
water lakes of Scotland ; in 1910 
investigated large part of N. 
Atlantic, North Sea, and Nor- 
wegian Sea, results being pub. in 
The Depths of the Ocean (4912) ; 
killed in a motor accident. 

Blurry, John Miooleton (1889- 
), Eng. writer ; b. London : 
educated Christ’s Hospital and 
Oxford ; critic on staff of various 
journals ; married Katherine 
Mansfield, 1913 ; in Intelligence 
Department of War Office, 1916- 
19 ; author of Fyodor Dostoevsky, 
Life of fesus. The Son of Woman 
(D. H. Lawrence), and The 
Necessity of Communism, and 
many critical studies. 

Musset [nioo-sa'), Alfred de 
(1810-57), Fr. poet; b. Paris; 
youngest and most poetical per- 
sonality of first Romantic move- 
ment ; a writer of melodious 
poems, small, exquisite dramatic 
pieces, some of them amusing 
comedies, and polished, harmoni- 
ous prose ; perfected the Proverbe, 
a short play with few characters 
illustrating ’ some maxim, light. 
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witty, graceful, piquant, totli in 
verse and prose ; works include 
Zji Confession d'un Enfant da 
Sihle, Espoir en Dieu, Stances d 
laMalihran, LeTreize Juillet, Lettre 
a Lamartine, and four poems called 
La Niiil. 

Massoli'ui, Benito {1883- ), 

Iti. prime minister and ‘ dicta- 
tor ’ ; b. near Forli ; as a youth, 
and later as a schoolmaster, de- 
veloped a deep interest in Social- 
ism, becoming a trade uru'on 
organizer, and being involved in 
Romagna agrarian conflicts, rgoS ; 
served a term of imprisonment; 
joined the staff of the Popolo, 1909, 
and his Marxian Sociaiisin began to 
veer towards Syndicalism ; after 
imprisonment for inciting revolt 
against the Tripoli campaigns of 
1912, became the ed. of Avanti I 
— the official Socialist journal. 
At outbreak of Great War faced 
Socialist opjJoSLtion by favouring 
Ital. participation ; ’ served in 
trenches; wounded, 19 1 7. To 
combat post-war Bolshevism 
founded the Fascist movement 
at Milan, which rapidly spread, 
after many combats with the Com- 
munists. His reconstructive but 
undemocratic regime began after 
the march on fome, tgz2 ; his 
reforms included reorganization of 
Italy’s economic life and the incul- 
cation of an imperial outlook ; was 
instrumental in founding City of 
the Vatican underrule of Pope, 1929. 

Mus'tapha Kemal' (1880- ), 

president of Turk. Republic; b. 
Salonika ; defended Dardanelles 
during Great War, and thereafter 
directed Turk. Nationalist move- 
ment ; established himself at 
Ismid, Oct. 1919 ; Gr. and Allied 
troops took the field against him, 
1920, but he formed new National 
Assembly at Angora, and for 
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next three years was genius behind 
active Nationalist movement ; as- 
sumed leadership in 1921 campaign 
against Greece ; accomplished de- 
feat of Gr. army. Treaty of Lau- 
sanne, and abolition of the Sul- 
tanate and Caliphate ; appointed 
president of Turk, republic since 
1923. 

Mutsuhito imoot-soD-he'to) (1852- 
1912), Emperor of Japan ; suc- 
ceeded in 1867, and proceeded to 
abolish feudalism and establish 
strong central government ; trans- 
ferred capital from Kyoto to 
Yedo, henceforth called Tokyo 
if the eastern capital ’) ; intro- 
duced modem civilization. 

Muzaf£'ar-ed-Din (1853-1907), 
Shah of Persia ; succeeded i8g6 ; 
established great friendship with 
Russia and raised large loans ; 
after revolution, 190C, on account 
of misgovernment, monarchy was 
made constitutional. 

Myd'dleton (or Middleton), Sir 
Hugh (c. 1560-1631), Eng. con- 
tractor ; executed the scheme for 
supplying London with water 
from Ware, Herts, by a canal 
opening into New River Head, 
Islington. 

My'ers, Frederick Wiluau 
He.vky (1843-1901), Eng. scholar ; 
b. Keswick ; a founder of Soo. 
for Psychical Research, and ed. 
of its Proceedings ; chief work. 
Human Personality and its Survi- 
val of Bodily Death (posthumous) ; 
other works, St, Paul (poem) and 
Essays, Classical and Modern. 

MylTar, Androw (//. 1503-fi), 
first Scot, printer ; printed his 
first book at Rouen, France, 1303 ; 
with Chepman introduced printing 
press to Edinburgh, where The 
Maying or Disport of Chaucer was 
issued, 1308 (only copy is in. 
National library). 
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Naohtigal {ndch'ie-gal), Gustav 
(1834-85), Gct. explorer ; b. in 
Brandenburg; sent on mission, 
i86g, by Prussian king to Sultan 
of Bornii ; extended his journey to 
central Sahara, hitherto unvisited 
by Europeans, finally reaching 
Khartum, 1874; was instrumental 
in adding Togoland and Cameroon 
to Ger. Empire, 1884. 

Na'huni {' consoler ’) (7th cent. 
B.C.), O.T. minor prophet ; de- 
scribed as belonging to Elkosh, not 
yet identified. The book which 
bears his name, most likely written 
immediately before the destruc- 
tion of Nineveh, So7 b.c., is the 
cail of humanity for justice in the 
face of oppression and tyranny. 

Naitne, Carolina, Baroness 
(1766-1845), Scot, poetess ; b. 
Cask, Perthshire ; UTOte many 
songs, inciuding ‘ The Land o’ tlie 
I.eai,’ ‘ The Auld Hoose,’ ‘ The 
Laird 0’ Cookpen,’ etc. 

Nan'a Sah'ib (c. 1S20-59), Tnd. 
rebel ; stirred up feeling in India 
against Brit, raj ; perpetrated 
Cawnpore massacre during Mu- 
tiny ; took refuge in Nepal, J3$g, 
where he was probably killed. 

Nan'sen, Fridtjof (1861-1930), 
Norweg. arctic explorer and states- 
man; b. near Oslo; led first ex- 
pedition across Greenland, 1S88; 
engaged in Polar exploration, 1893- 
6, in the Fram, and reached lat. 86” 
14' N. ; took part in movement 
for separation of Norway and 
Sweden, 1905 ; Norweg. minister 
to England, igo6-S ; prof, of 
oceanography, Oslo, igoS ; chair- 
man of Nonveg. association for 
League of Nations, 1918 ; suc- 
cessfully undertook repatriation of 
prisoners of war ; in 1931, sup- 
ported by Mr. Hoover, undertook 
feeding of millions of famine- 
stricken Russians ; for this relief 
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work received Nobel Prize, 1923, 
which he devoted to assisting 
Russia ; negotiated for admission 
of Germany into the League ol 
Nations, 1924 ; lord rector of 
St, Andrews Univ., 1926. Writ- 
ings include Farthest North (1897), 
Norway and the Union with 
Sweden (1905), and Through Si- 
beria (r9i4). 

Na'pier. (i) Sir Charles James 
(1782-1853), Brit, soldier and 
administrator; b. London; pres- 
ent at retreat to Corunna, 1809 ; 
captured but released ; defeated 
Amirs of Sind at Mecaneo and in 
decisive battle of Hyderabad, 
1843 ; remarkable personality ; 
dashing, inspiring general. (2) 
Sir William Francis Patrick 
(1785-1860), Brit, soldier and his- 
torian; brother of (i); b. near 
Dublin ; distinguished himself 
throughout Peninsular War, and 
tvrotc its history, pub, 1828-40'; 
greatest military historian of Eng- 
land ; wrote History of the Conquest 
of Scinde (1845), and Life (1857) of 
his brother. 

Napier, John (1550-1617), in- 
ventor of logarithms ; b. Merchiston 
Castle, Edinburgh ; travelled on 
the Continent, probably studying 
at Paris ; in Mirifici Logarith- 
morum Canonis Descriptio (1614), 
which made him famous all over 
Europe, he gave, among other 
things, a table of the logarithms 
of the sines of angles for every 
minute to 7 figures. The method 
of calculation was described in 
Mirifici Logarithmorum Canonis 
Coftstructio (i6r9) by his son 
Robert. In 1617 Napier pub. a 
method of performing multiplica- 
tion and division by means of 
small rods, known as ‘ Napier’s 
Bones ' ; was probably the first 
to use decimal point in calcula- 
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tions ; also knom for his work on 
spherical trigonometry. 

Napier of Mag'dala, Robert 
CoRNELis Napier, ist Baron 
(1810-90), Brit, soldier; b. in 
Ceylon ; served in Sikh campaigns 
ancl in Ind. Mutiny ; directed 
siege of Peking, i860 ; commanded 
Abyssinian expedition and stormed 
-Magdala, 186S ; commander-in- 
chief of Ind. forces, 1870-6 ; field- 
marshal, 1883.

Napoleon 1 ., Napoleon Bona- 
p.iRrE (1769-1821), Emperor of 
the French ; b. Ajaccio, Corsica ; 
of Ital. extraction ; studied at 
military schools of Bcieime and 
Paris, 1779-84, and received a 
commission in an artillery regi- 
ment, 1785 ; lived chiefly in 
Corsica, 1789-92 ; went to France, 
t? 93 ! joined Montagnards, and 
became a Jacobin. He first won 
military distinction at siege of 
Toulon, 1793 ; proceeded to tbo 
army of Italy, where he displayed 
‘ transcendent merit ’ ; was en- 
trusted with task of suppressing 
the rising in Paris, 1795. As com- 
mander of the army of Italy, 1796, 
won a series of brilliant victories 
over the Austrians, and forced 
them to sign Treaty of Campo 
Formio, 1797. He returned to 
Paris in Nov. 1797 ; landed in 
Egypt, 1789, as a preliminary to a 
blow at India ; took Alexandria 
and won the battle of the Pyra- 
mids ; destruction of Fr. fleet by 
Nelson in Aboukir Bay completely 
ruined his plans ; he invaded 
Syria, 1799, but was repulsed at 
Acre by Sir Sidney Smith ; re- 
turned to Egypt, but hearing of the 
political crisis in France, returned 
home, Oct. 1799, and was placed 
at the head of the government 
as ‘ First Consul,’ Nov. 1799. 
He now led an army over the 
Alps, won victory of Marengo, 
1800, and signed peace of Lun6- 
viilc, x8or. Bonaparte hoped to 
form a great coalition (Russia, 


Prussia, Sweden, and Denmark) 
against England, but at the battle 
of Copenhagen Nelson forced the 
Danes to make an armistice ; 
and in 1802 the Peace of Amiens 
was signed with Britain. 

Bonaparte now turned to civil 
affairs, and undertook the tusk 
of reconstructing Fr. institutions ; 
founded the univ., revi.sed judicial 
system, codified Fr. laws, estab- 
lished a complete system of local 
government, and created the Banlr 
of France and the Legion of 
Honour ; the bulk of this work 
done during period of peace, 
1801-3. In 1S03 royalist plots 
aroused public feeling ; the 
pIotteiB were arrested, and the 
Due d’Enghien was executed, 
1804. On May 16, 1804, Bona- 
parte assumed the title of Napo- 
leon I., Emperor of the French, 
He now assembled a great array 
and flotilla at Boulogne to invade 
England ; the IT. and Span, fleets, 
however, were destroyed at battle 
of Trafalgar, 1805. ’ Meanwhile 
Napoleon was crowned King of 
Italy, 1S05. He swept down upon 
Austria, surrounded her main 
army at Ulm, and inflicted a 
terrible defeat on Russians and 
Austrians at Ansterliti, the first 
of his ‘ gi-and ' battles. Austria 
was obliged to sign Peace of Press- 
burg, By it the Confederation of 
the Rhine was formed under his 
protection. 

Napoleon next completely anni- 
hilated Prussia in the battle of 
Jena, 1806; he issued the Berlin 
Decree, which established a com- 
mercial blockade of Eng. goods. 
He now pressed on against the 
Russians, fought the indecisive 
battle of Eylau, and won decisive 
victory of Friedland, 1807. He 
then signed with Tsar Alexander 1. 
the Treaty of Tilsit, 1807; Prussia 
was partitioned, and the kingdom 
of Westphalia was constitute for 
his brother Jerome. 

Napoleon now compelled the 
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Span, king to abdicate, and made 
his brother Joseph king of Spain. 
Span, peopie rose in iury, and Eng- 
land landed troops in the Penin- 
sula, and this Peninsular War 
^vas primary cause of Napoleon’s 
downfall, .\ustria declared war; 
Napoleon drove Austrians from 
Ratisbon and occupied Vienna, 
i8og, lost the terrible battle of 
Aspcrii, but defeated the Archduke 
Charles at Wagram ; in 1809 
Austria signed Treaty of Schdn- 
brunn. Napoleon now divorced 
Josephine dc Beauharnais (whom 
he had married in March 1796), 
and espoused the Archduchess 
Marie Louise of Austria. In 1811 
the alliance of Tilsit broke up, Tsar 
Alexander having gained Sweden 
over to his side. In 1812 Napoleon 
invaded Russia. There was a 
frightful battle at Borodino, 1812; 
Moscow was occupied, but set on 
fire by the Russians. After this 
Napoleon was obliged to retreat, 
and in the retreat practically the 
entire army perished. 

Encouraged by this disaster, 
the Prussians re-entered the war, 
and after some reverses were 
joined by .'Austria. The French 
were decisively defeated at Leip- 
zig, 18:3, and in 1814 Napoleon 
was compelled to abdicate. He 
was banished to Elba, but escaped 
and landed in France, March 
1815 ; France rallied to him, but 
his ' Hundred Days ’ v/ere ended 
by his defeat at Waterloo, June 18, 
1815. Napoleon surrendered to 
the English, and was banished to 
St. Helena, where he died, 1821. 
His body was conveyed to France, 
1840, and laid in the Invalides in 
Paris. 

His military genius has never 
been surpassed ; while the Code 
Napoleon witnesses to the boldness 
and cleai'ness of his statesmanship,

901S Charles Joseph (1811-32), 
titidar emperor of French ; son of 
Napoleon i. and Marie Louise • 
created ‘ King of Rome ’ at birth • 
on his father’s downfall he with- 
drew to Austrian court and lived 
as Duke of Reichstadt. 

Napoleon HI., Charles Louis 
Napoleoh Bonaparte (1808-73) 
last emperor of the French ; son 
of Louis Bonaparte (brother of 
Napoleon i.) and of Hortense 
Beauharnais, daughter of Jose- 
phine. As head of the Bonaparte 
family made an unsuccessful 
attempt at Strasbourg against the 
government, 1836, and was de- 
ported to America ; was cwtured 
in attempted invasion of France, 
1840, and condemned to perpetual 
captivity; escaped, 1S46, and 
lived a gay society life in London. 
The revolution of 1848 brought 
about his return ; he was elected 
president, and, 185:, carried out 
a coup (Vital overthrounng the 
constitution. Declared emperor, 
1852. Fie married, 1853, Eugenie 
de Montijo (182O-1920). His 
career was crowned by Franco- 
Dritish victories in the Crimea. 
He supported Italy in its War of 
Liberation, but secured the cession 
of Nice and Savoy to France. 
His later policy was not so suc- 
cessful ; Russia was offended by 
his Polish policy, 1863 ; Mexican 
expeditions failed, 18G3— 7 ; re- 
publican party at home extorted 
concessions; and his attitude to 
Prussia helped to precipitate dis- 
astrous Franco-Ger. War, rSyo. 
Napoleon surrendered at Sedan, 
and was deposed, 1870. He lived 
in England till his death.

Naies («a«). Sir George Strong 
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(1831-1915), Scot, sailor ; b. 
Aberdeen ; took part in Franldin 
Search Expedition, 1852-4 : com- 
manded Challenger expedition, 
1873-4, till he was recalled to 
command Arctic Expedition. 1875- 
78 ; professional officer of Board 
of Trade, 1879-96 ; vice-admiral, 
1S92. 

Nar'ses (c. 472-568), statesman 
and general of Byzantine Empire ; 
an Armenian ; a eunuch ; rose to 
be important official ; in ‘ Nika ’ 
revolt. 532, saved Justinian by- 
bribing rebel leaders ; defeated 
Goths of Italy, 552, and Alcmanni 
and Pranks at great battle of 
Capua, 554- 

Nash, Rickard (Beau Nash) 
(1674-1762), Eng. man of fashion; 
b. Swansea ; famous for excellence 
of his dross, manners, and taste, as 
well as for his gambling and extra- 
vagance ; lived chiefly at Bath, 
where ho held sway as master of 
tile ceremonies, 1704-ao ; died in 
poverty. 

Nash, or Nashe, Thomas (1567- 
1601), Eng. poet ; b, Lowestoft ; 
shared in Martin Marprelate con- 
troversy ; wrote Anatomie of 
Absurditie (1589), The XJnfortu- 
■ticiie Traveller (1594), and Isle of 
Dogs (a play, now lost). 

Na'smyth, James '(1808-90), 
Scot, engineer, son of Alexander 
Nasmyth the painter (i758-r84o) ; 
b. Edinburgh ; inventor of steam 
hammer, 1839 ; patented, 1842, 
his design having already been 
appropriated in France by the 
Creusot ironworks.

Nebuchadrez'zar, or Nebuchad- 
NEz'zARf King of Babylonia, 604- 
561 B.c. ; defeated Egyptians at 
Carchemish, 605 ; made Babylon 
one of the wonders of world ; re- 
duced Tyre after siege of thirteen 
years ; captured and destroyed 
Jerusalem, 586 (2 Kings 21). 

Neck'er, Jacques (1732-1804), 
Fr. statesman ; b. Geneva ; es- 


tablished banking firm m Paris ; 
director-general of finances, 1777 : 
introduced reforms of details ; dis- 
missed, 1781; recalled owing to 
desperate condition of exchequer, 
1788 ; advised summoning of 
states-general ; failed to provide 
funds and resigned, 1790 ; his 
daughter was Madame de Stael. 

Nehemi'ah, Jewish patriot ; cup- 
bearer to Artaxerxes during exile ; 
gained liis master’s favour and 
was allowed to go to Jerusalem 
as governor, 445 b.c. ; restored 
the walls of the city ; with Ezra 
as colleague, began a process of 
drastic reforms in the life of the 
nation. Sec O.T. Books of 
Nehemiah and Ezra. 

Nehru, Pandit Mqtilal (1861- 
1931), Ind. nationalist leader; 
advocate in High Court, Ailaha- 
bad, 1895 ; pre.sident, Ind. Na- 
tional Congress, Anuritsar, igig ; 
supported Gandhi’s non-co-opera- 
tion movementj 1920, and civil 
disobcdiencepohcy, 1930; founded 
Swaraj (Home Rule) party, rgaz ; 
recommended Dominion status for 
India, 1925 ; imprisoned, 1921 and 
1930- 

Nelson, Horatio, ’Viscount 
(1758-1805), Brit, admiral ; b. 
Burnham 'Thorpe, Norfolk ; en- 
tered navy, 1770. After sur- 
render of Toulon, 1793, was dis- 
patched to Naples, and made the 
acquaintance of Emma, -wife of 
Sir William Hamilton, for -whom he 
conceived a romantic attachment 
which lasted all his life. Was 
largely instrumental in the cap- 
ture of Bastia and of Calvi, where 
he lost his right eye, 1794. In 
1796 joined Sir John Jervis, and 
took part in the battle of St, Vin- 
cent, 1797 ; in the same year 
failed in an attack on Santa Cruz 
de Tenerife, and lost his right 
arm; in 1798 swept the Medi- 
terranean in search, of the Fr; 
fleet, found it in Ahoukir Bay, and 
completely destroyed it, for which 
he was created Baron Nelson of 
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the Nile. In I7q 9 the French took 
Naples, and Nelson conveyed the 
king and court to Palermo, went 
hack to punish the rebels, and 
returned to England in company 
of the Hamiltons. 

In 1801 dealt heavy blow to 
Napoleon hy victory of Copen- 
hagen, and was made a viscount. 
Then he entered on the blockade 
of Toulon, but in 1805 Villeneuve, 
the Fr. commander, broke out of 
Toulon, and, having put Nelson 
on a false scout, crowded all sail 
for Martinique, Nelson followed 
to the West Indies and back to 
Europe, actually reaching Span, 
waters before his enemy. Ville- 
neuve again put to sea, and on 
Oct. 21 engaged the Brit, fleet 
off Cape Trafalgar. As the 
fleets closed, Nelson hoisted on his 
flagship the Victory his famous 
signal, ‘ England expects that 
every man wiU do his duty.’ 
Nelson was shot through the lungs 
and spine ; his last words were : 
' Thank God, I have done my 
duty.' He remains the greatest 
Brit, naval hero ; displayed bold- 
ness of conception, impregnable 
determination, and the intuition 
of genius. Public career was ad- 
versely criticized only for intrigues 
in Naples, and for association with 
Lady Hamilton.

Nelson, Thom.\s (1780-1861), 
founder of publishing firm of 
Thomas Nelson and Sons. The 
business was established at West 
Bow, Edinburgh, 1798, and was 
greatly extended hy his two sons, 
WiLijAM (1816-87) and Thomas 
(1822-92) ; in 1830 the latter 
invented the first rotary printing- 
press. 

Ne'pos, Cornelius (c. 99-24 
B.C.), Rom. historian ; worlis in- 
clude Chronica (compressed his- 
tory of world), De Viris lUusiribus 
(lives of famous men). 


Ne'ro (a.d. 37-68), Rom. em- 
peror ; b. Antium ; adopted by 
Emperor Claudius, 50, who had 
married his mother, Agrippina ; 
married Octavia, daughter of 
Claudius, 53 : became emperor on 
murder of Claudius, 34 ; impris- 
oned Agrippina, and caused her 
to be murdered ; secured murder 
of Octavia, and married Poppa^a, 
62 ; great fire nearly destroyed 
Rome, 64 ; said to have been 
planned by Nero, but supposition 
rests on no evidence ; Rome splen- 
didly rebuilt, but the cost raised 
revolts ; conspiracy, 65, in which 
prmtorians were implicated, led to 
reign of terror ; Vindex revolted 
in Gaul and Galba in Spain, 68 ; 
Galba was declared emperor, and 
Nero committed suicide. He was 
the last of the first imperial line; 
noted for persecution of Christians; 
ranks in history as supreme type 
of vice and frivolity.

New'bolt, Sir Henry John 
(1862- ), Eng. author ; b. 

Bilston; educ. Clifton and Oxford; 
barrister, 1887-99 ; ed. Monthly 
Review, 1900-4; knighted, 1915; 
chairman, committee on Teaching 
of English in National Education, 
1919-21; C.H., 1922; official naval 
historian, 1923 ; pub. poetical 
collections, Admirals All (rSp?), 
The Island Race (1898), Songs of 
the Sea (1904), Songs of the Fleet 
(1910); tragedy, Mordred-, novels. 
The Old Country (1906), The New 
June (1909) ; also Book of the 
Long Trail (1919), Studies Green 
and Gray (1926). 

New'oasHe, Dukes of. (i) 
William Cavendish, Duke of 
Newcastle (1592-1676) ; governor 
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of the Prince of Wales, afterwards 
Charles ii., 1638-41 ; supported 
king in Civil War, and was general 
of the forces of the northern, 
counties ; created duke after the 
Restoration ; author of poems and 
dramas, some in collaboration with 
his wife, Margaret Cavendish 
(1624-7.).), famous for her Life of 
IVilUam Cavendish, Duke of New- 
castle (1667), and her Autobiog- 
raphy, both excellent pictures of 
contemporary life. (2) Thomas 
Pelham Holle.s, Duke of New- 
castle (1603-1768), Brit, states- 
man ; used his influence on behalf 
of Hanoverians at death of Queen 
.Anne, and created Duke of New- 
castle, 1715 ; secretary of state, 
i724-.')4 : premier, 1754- (3) 

Henry Pelham Francis Pelham- 
Clinton, 5th Duke of Newcastle 
(1811-64), Eng. statesman : m.p., 
18,32 ; succeeded to dukedom, 
1857 ; secretary of state for the 
colonies, 1852, for war, 18.54. 
Resigned owing to storm of dis- 
content raised by privations of 
Brit, troops before Sevastopol ; 
again secretary of state for 
colonies, 1859. 

New'comh, StMON (1835-1909), 
U.S.A, astronomer ; b. in Nova 
Scotia ; prof, of mathematics for 
U.S.A. navy, 1861 ; superintended 
installation of a 26-ia. equatorial 
telescope at Washington, took part 
in several eclipse expeditions, and 
observed transit of Venus at the 
Cape, 1882 ; director of -Amer. 
Nautical Alnumac, iSyy ; prof, of 
astronomy in Johns Hopkins 
Univ,, 1S94-1901 ; wrote scientific 
and popular books on astronomy. 

Newoorn'en, Thomas (1663- 
1729), Eng. engineer ; b. Dart- 
mouth ; one of inventors of steam 
pumping-engine. 

New'digate, Sir Roger (1719- 
t8o6), Eng. antiquary; m.p. for 
Middlesex, 1741-7, and for Oxford 
Univ., 1750-80 ; interested in 
extension of canals and roads ; 
studied ano. architecture ; chiefly 


remembered as donor of Newdigate 
prize at O.xford Univ., 1805, for 
best Eng. poem on given subject. 

New'nian, John Henry (i8oi~ 
go), Eng. cardinal ; b. London ; 
educated Oxford ; vicar of St. 
Mary’s, Oxford, 1828; travelled 
in S. Europe, and returned with 
the conviction that he had a 
mission to revive the Catholic 
spirit in Anglican Church ; started 
Tracis for the Times ; developi’d 
doubts as to midwai- course be- 
tween Protestantism and Roman 
Catholicism ; resigned vicarage of 
St. Mar5''s, 1843, nnd two years 
later was received into R.C. 
Church ; established oratory at 
Edgbaston, 1847, and at London, 
1850 ; rector of Catholic Univ., 
Dublin, 1854-8 ; cardinal, 1879, 
Newman excelled as a preacher; 
both as poet and as prose wxiter 
he ranks high ; his contribution.^ 
to Lyra Apostolica and his 
Dream of Geroniius are perfect 
in expression ; wrote the well- 
known hymn, ‘ Lead, Kindly 
Light ’ ; works include The Idea 
of a University, his great auto- 
biography, Apologia pro Vita Sua, 
and Grammar of Assent.

New'ton, Sir Isaac (164a- 
1727), one of the greatest of 
natural philosophers ; b. Wools- 
thorpe. Lines ; educated Grantham 
Grammar School and Cambridge ; 
fellow of Trinity Coll., 1667 ; prof, 
of mathematics, Cambridge, 1669- 
71 ; F.R.S., 1671 ; M.p. for Cam- 
bridge Univ., i68g and 1701. In 
1696 he was made Warden of the 
Mint, and Master in 1699, and 
revolutionized its administration. 
He was elected president of the 
Royal Soc. annually from 1703 ; 
knighted, 1705. He was the in- 
ventor of the binomial theorem, 
of the method of tangents, and of 
the calculus (or ‘fluctions,’ as he 
called it). He enunciated the 
famous laws of motion now known 
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by his name. As early as 1665 he 
began the investigation which led 
to the greatest of his discoveries, 
the law of gravitation and its 
universal application. The lack 
of exact measurement of the degree 
of latitude prevented his verifica- 
tion of the hypothesis till 1685. 
In r666 he turned to optical re- 
search, resolved white light into its 
primary colours, and invented the 
reflecting telescope, 1668. In his 
re-searches on light he maintained 
that light was due to corpuscular 
emission and not to transmission 
by waves. From 1705 to r724 he 
was engaged in a controversy with 
Leibnitz, who claimed priority in 
the discovery of the calculus. 
Newton’s priority has been estab- 
lished, though Leibnitz’s method 
has proved more valuable to later 
workers. The most famous of his 
writings arc the three vols. of his 
Principia (Philosophic^ Naturalis 
Ptmeipia Matliematica), OTitten 
between 1685 and 16S7. He wrote 
also on historical and theological 
subjects, determining the date of 
ano. events from astronomical con- 
siderations, correcting the accepted 
text of the Scriptures, and giving 
an interpretation of the prophecies 
of Daniel and of the Apocalypse. 

Newton, John (1725-1807), Eng. 
divine ; 6. London ; served at 

sea, partly in slave trade, r736- 
54 ; friend of Wesley and White- 
field ; curate of Olney, Bucks, 
1764, where he formed a close 
friendship with Cowper, the poet, 
and had great influence on him ; 
jointly pub. Olney Hymns (1779), 
inchiding Newton's ‘ How sweet 
the name of Jesus sounds * and 
‘ Glorious things of Thee, are 
spoken ' ; lived in London from 
17S0 ; became blind. 

Ney («a), Michel (1769-1815), 
Fr.rnarshal; fi. Saarlouis; rose from 
the ranks to eminence under 
Napoleon, and was made mar- 
shal, 1804 ; was largely responsible 
for victories of Uhn, 1805, Eylau 


and Friedland, 1807 ; took prom- 
inent part in Peninsular War and 
Russ, campaign. On Napoleon’s 
abdication he submitted to Louis 
xviii., but went over to Napoleon 
on his escape from Elba ; served at 
Quatre Bras and Waterloo. Was 
arrested, tried as traitor, and shot; 
known as ‘ bravest of the brave.’ 

Nich'olas, St. (d. 326), patron 
saint of Russia ; Bishop of 
Myra in Lj'cia ; patron saint of 
merchants, travellers by sea and 
land, children, and scholars ; name 
sumavea in Santa Claus. 

Nicholas, the name of five 
popes and one antipope, of whom 
following are chief : Nicholas i. 
(858-67), supported Ignatius, 
struggled with Lothair ii. of 
Lorraine, and maintained right of 
bishops to appeal to Romo against 
their metropoii tans. Nicholas hi. 
(1377-80), settled dispute in Fran- 
ciscan Order and repaired at great 
cost the Lateraii and Vatican. 
Nicholas v. (1447-55), humanist 
and statesman, pope at time of 
Turk, capture of Constantinople. 

Nicholas I. (1796-1855), Em- 
peror of Russia ; b. Tsarskoye 
Selo ; succeeded his father, Alex- 
ander I., 1S25 ; established iron 
despotism and elaborate spy sys- 
tem ; dealt forcibly with question 
of Gr. independence in 1837 ; 
triumphed in war with Persia, 
r836, and in 1838 began hostilities 
with Turkey, which resulted in 
Moldavia and Wallachia being 
placed under Russ, protection ; 
crushed the Poles, 1830. Entered 
upon war with the Porte, 1853, 
and a rupture with British aiid 
French caused the Crimean War. 

Nicholas K. (1868-1918), Em- 
peror of Russia ; 6. St. Petersburg ; 
succeeded his father, Alexander 
in., 1894 ; announced intention of 
following out absolutist policy of 
his father ; made alliance with 
France, and originated Hague 
Conference for promotion of uni- 
versal peace, 1899 ; roused Japan 
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by bis Eastern policy and sus- 
tained humiliating defeat ; under 
pressure of popular agitation 
granted a constitution, rgos. On 
outbreak of Great War placed 
himself at head of enthusiastic 
movement of resistance to Central 
Powers ; assumed command of 
armies, 1915, but distrust of the 
Tsarina, mismanagement of mili- 
tary operations, and maladminis- 
tration of supplies added to gen- 
eral discontent. He abdicated, 
igi7, and retired to the Crimea ; 
was arrested and taken to Tsar- 
skoye Sclo, removed to Ekaterin- 
burg, and murdered, with Tsarina 
and his family, by Bolsheviks. 

Nicholas, Grand-duke (1856- 
1929), Russ, soldier, uncle of 
Tsar Nicholas n. ; took part in 
Russo-Turk. War, 1877 i president 
of council during revolutionary- 
disturbances, 1905, and com- 
mander-in-ohiof of the Imperial 
Guards ; at outbreak of Great 
War took command on Austro- 
Ger. front ; brilliiuit initial suc- 
cess, igrt, ended in retreat and 
defeat, rgiy ; was removed from 
command ; appointed governor of 
the Caucasus, igtS, and achieved 
military success ; after Revolution, 
igi7, retired to Crimea ; emigrated 
to France, igig. 

Hieh'olson, John (rSai-yy), Brit, 
general and administrator; 6. Dub- 
lin ; served in Sikh Wars ; deputy- 
commissioner on the frontier after 
annexation of Punjab, 1849 ; 
crushed attempted mutiny of 
Punjab ; during Ind. Mutiny led 
attack on Delhi ; killed after , 
entry ; brilliant ruler, despotic 
but just ; called by Lord Roberts I 
the ‘ beau ideal of a soldier and ' 
a gentleman.’ 

Nie'oll, Sir Wilriam Robert- 
son (iSyi-rgag), Scot, journalist ; 
6. in Aberdeenshire ; Free Church 
minister, Dufftown, 1874-7, Kelso, 
1877-85 ; settled in London, and 
ed. Expositor ; started British 
Weekly, 1S86, and Bookman, 1918, 


ed. both till his death ; knighted, 
1909 ; works include ed. the 
Expositor's Greek Testament. 

Niebuhr (ne'boor), Barthold 
Georg (1776-1S31), Ger. historian; 
b. Copenhagen ; held several 
public posts ; important as author 
of Roman History [Romische 
Geschichte) ; originated new theorv 
of early Roin. history, eraphasizeS 
laws which control development 
of civilization, and founded new 
historical school. 

Nietzsche [net’she), Friedrich 
Wilhelm (1844-1900), Ger. philos- 
opher ; b. near Liitzen ; son of a 
clergyman ; became prof, of Greek 
at Basle, 1869-79. His philosophi- 
cal writings distinguish two essen- 
tial ethical types— the weak or 
slaves among mankind, who ele- 
vate the virtues that suit their 
weakness ; and the masters, or 
the strong, who stand above the 
others and have no need of their 
base utilitarian virtues ; Christian- 
ity, as favouring the former type, 
should be superseded ; only by 
the morality of the strong can men 
rise to the higher stage of being 
supermen. Became insane, 1889. 
Chief work. Thus Spake Zara- 
thustra.

Night'iagale, Florence (1820- 
1910), Eng. pioneer of trained army 
nursing ; b. Florence ; studied 
hospital methods in Germany and 
Paris. When the reports of the 
sufferings of the troops in the 
Crimea reached England, she vol- 
imtcered for service and sailed for 
Scutari ; in face of military inertia 
completely transformed the appal- 
ling hospital conditions by her own 
heroic efforts; known to the sol- 
diers as the'Ladywith the Lamp’; 
revolutionized hospital nursing at 
home ; with national gift of 
£50,000 founded NightingaleTrain- 
ing Home for Nurses ; pub. Notes 
on Nursing (1858) ; o.H„ rgo7.

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Nilsson, Christine, Comtesse 
DE Miranda (1343-1921), Swiid. 
soprano vocalist and prima donna ; 
made d^but at Theatre Lyrique, 
Paris, 1864 ; came to England, 
1867; toured in America ; creator 
ol important roles in The Mtigic 
Flute, Faust, Lohengrin, etc. 

Nin'ian, St. (d. ?432), earliest 
apostle of Scotland ; probably b. in 
Strathclyde ; established his dio- 
cese at Whithorn, Wigtownshire ; 
built ' Candida Casa,’ perhaps 
first stone church in Britain, 397 ; 
endeavoured to convert southern 
Piets. 

Nivelle {ne-vel'), Robert 
Georges (1856-1934), Ft. soldier; 
b. in dep. Corr^zc ; during Great 
War distinguished himself in 
retreat from Charleroi, in battle 
of the Marne, Sept. 1914, and in 
defence, of Verdun, 191O ; suc- 
ceeded .Toffre as comraander-in- 
chief of Fr. armies of North and 
East, 1916 ; undertook unsuc- 
cessful offensive on the Aisne 
front, 1917, and was relieved of 
position as generalissimo ; com- 
inandod Fr. forces in N. Africa 
till 1919 ; member of Supreme 
War Council, 1920. 

No'ah, the chief figure of the 
Deluge ; father of Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth. See Gen. 5 to 9. 

Nobel', Alfred Bernhard 
(1833-96), Swed. chemist ; b. 
Stockholm ; invented dynamite, 
blasting gelatine, and smokeless 
powders ; established international 
prizes (value, c. £8,000 each), 
awarded annually since 1901, for 
most important discoveries in 
(i) physics, (2) chemistry, (3) 
physiology or medicine ; {4) litera- 
ture ; (5) greatest service to cause 
of peace during the year. 

Nor'dau, Max Simon (1849- 
1923), Hungarian author; b. 
Budapest ; of Jewish parentage ; 
practised medicine in Paris from 
1880 ; wrote series of works keenly 
critical of modem society, includ- 
ing The Conventional Lies of 


Ciailization and Degeneration ; also 
novels and plays. Took an active 
interest in the Zionist movement. 

Nordenskiold [nor'dm-shild). 
Nils Adolf Erik, Baron (1832- 
1901), Swed. geographer and 
Arctic explorer ; b. Helsingfors ; 
member of Torell’s expedition to 
Spitsbergen, 1858 ; led expedi- 
tioiis to same place, i868 and 
1872 ; navigated N.E. Passage, 
1878-80 ; distinguished geologist 
and mineralogist ; wrote V oyage 
of the Vega (Eng.

director of Bank of England, 1907 ; 
governor since 1920. Was of great 
assistance to the government dining 
financial crisis, 1931. 

Nor'ris, Frank (r87o-igo3), 
U.S.A. novelist ; b. Chicago ; 
studied art in Paris ; returned to 
U.S.A. and took up journalism ; 
war correspondent in S. Africa 
and Cuba ; novels include The 
Octopus (1901) and The Pit (r903), 
dealing with conditions of the 
wheat market, and Shanghaied 
(1904), pub. after his death. 

North, Christopher. See Wil- 
son, John. 

North, Frederick, 2nd Earl 
OF Guilford (1732-92), Brit, 
statesman, generally known as 
Lord North ; chancellor of Ex- 
chequer, r767 ; premier, 1770 ; 
probably hastened War of Amer.

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uance of obnoxious tea duty and 
by other measures ; was secretary 
of state in the Fox and North 
coalition ministry, 17S3.

Dublin ; founded 
Answers, 1888, Dwily Mail, 1896; 
proprietor of the Times from 
1908, and of numerous newspapers 
and magazines ; did much for 
aviation by offer of valuable 
prizes ; chairman of Brit. War 
Mission to U.S.A., 1917 ; director 
of propaganda in enemy countries, 
igi8 ; viscount, 1917. 

NoveHo, Vincent (1781-1861), 
Eng. musician ; b. London ; ed. 
sacred works of Haydn, Mozart, 
and other composers previously un- 
known in. England ; founded firm 
of Novcllo, Ewer, and Co., iSn. 

Noyes (now), Alfred (1880- 
), Eng. poet and critic ; b. in 
Staffs ; educated Oxford ; Lowell 
lecturer in America on The Sea in 
English Poetry (1913): prof, of 
Eng. literature in Princeton Univ., 
U.S.A. , 1914-23 ; began publica- 
tion with The Loom of Youth 


(verse; 1902); other works include 
The Flower of Old Japan (1903), 
Poems (i90.(), Drake (epic ; 1908), 
A Salute from the Fleet (1915), 
Mystery Ships (rgr6). The Torch- 
bearers (1922-30), The Book of 
Earth (1925), and IViUiam Morris 
(Eng. Men of Letters, 190S). 

Nubar Pasha (1825-99), Egyp- 
tian statesman ; b. Smyrna ; suc- 
cessively secretary to Boghos, 
Mehemet All, Ibrahim Pasha, .4b- 
bas Pasha, and Said ; organized 
railway communication between 
Cairo and Suez ; obtained per- 
mission from sultan for completion 
of Suez Canal, 1863 ; minister of 
foreign affairs, i866.

Nye (nl), Edgar Wilson (1850- 
961, U.S.A. humorist ; 6. in 

Maine ; under pseudonym ' Bill 
Nye,’ adopted from Bret Haxte’s 
poem ‘ The Heathen Chinee,’ h<f 
virote Bill Nye and the Boomerang 
(1881), The Forty Liars (1883), 
Bill Nye's Thinks (1S88), Comie 
History of the United Stales (1894), 
and Comic History of Engiaiid 
(1896).

Oates, Lawrence Edward 
Grace (1880-1912), Brit, soldier 
and explorer ; b. London ; edu- 
cated Eton ; served in S. African 
War, 1901 ; captain, 1906. 
Joined Captain Scott’s Antarctic 
Expedition, 1910 ; was one of the 
party of five to reach the S. Pole, 
Jan. 18, 1912 ; on return journey 
‘ walked willingly to his death in a 
blizzard to try and save his com- 
rades.’ 

Oates, Titus (1649-1705), pro- 
fessed discoverer of a Popish plot ; 
6. Oakham ; laid before Charles 11. 
details of fictitious plot to murder 


him and to set Duke of York on 
throne, 1676. Through his accu- 
sations some thirty-five men were 
done to death ; imprisoned for 
perjury, 1685, but pardoned, 
1688, and pensioned, 

Obafli'ah ( ‘ servant of the Lord ’), 
O.T. prophet and author of book 
which bears his name ; nothing 
known of him except from the 
book itself ; first part of the 
prophecy pre-exilim second part 
written during the Exile. 

O’Bri'en, William (1852-1928), 
Irish journalist and politician ; 
b. in CO. Cork; founded, 1880, 
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United Ireland, as organ of Land 
League ; formed United Irish 
League, 1898, and promulgated 
its views in the Irish People-, 
prosecuted many times for political 
offences, and spent more than two 
years in prison ; m.p., 1883-1918, 
except between 1895 and igoo ; 
latterly differed from Nationalist 
party, especially on its land 
policy ; after 1910 became leader 
of Independent Nationalists. 
Writings inciude Recollections 
(1906) and The Parnell of Real 
Life (1926). 

Oo'cleve (or Hoccleve), Thomas 
(c. 1370-C. 1450). Eng. poet ; 
chief work, The Regement of 
Princes, a metrical homily on 
conduct, dedicated to Henry v. ; 
other works include Moder of God, 
long attributed to Chaucer. 

O’Con'nell, Daniel (i775-i847), 
Irish statesman, known as the 
‘ Liberator ' ; b. in co. Kerry ; 
famous barrister ; head of anll- 
Union party ; formed Catholic 
Association, 1823, whioh was dis- 
solved, 1S25J established society, 
‘ Friends of Ireland,’ 1829 ; m.p. 
for Dublin, 1832, and opposed 
Coercion Act of 1S33 ; introduced 
subject of Repeal of Union, 1834, 
founded Repeal Association, 1840 ; 
imprisoned for conspiracy to raise 
sedition, 1844 ; opposed to mili- 
tancy, and broke with Young Irish 
party.

O’Con'nor, Thomas Power 
(1848-1929), Irish journalist and 
politician ; b.

1883 ; visited America, 1909, and 
raised £20,000 to further cause of 
Home Rule ; founded and ed. 
Star, Sun, Weekly Sun, M.A.P., 
T.PIs Weekly, and P.T.O., all 
brilliant successes ; censor of 
films, 1917. Works include Lord

Oersted (oor'sied), Hans Chris- 
tian (1777-1851), Dan. physicist; 
practical discoverer of electro- 
magnetism ; studied medicine at 
Copenhagen and became prof, .of 
physics, 1806 ; the work of 
Amphre led to a full appreciation 
of the discoveries of Oersted. 

Off'a (d, 798). King of Mercia 
from 757 ; waged war against 
Wessex, 779 ; constructed Offa’s 
Dyke between mouth of R. I3ee 
and Chepstow to confine Welsh 
within their own country. 

Offenbach', Jacques (1819-80), 
Fr. opera tic composer ; b. Cologne ; 
lived in Paris ; best works include

(1696—1785), Eng. philanthropist 
and soldier ; 6.

1722 ; exposed infamous condi- 
tions of debtors' prisons ; sailed, 
1732, with 120 debtors to found 
colony of Georgia ; general, 1745 ! 
served against Jacobites, i74’5 ; 
accused of failing to pursue de- 
feated Jacobites, but acquitted.

Ohm [bm), Georg Simon (1787- 
1854), Ger. physicist ; b. Erlangen ; 
prof, of mathematics, Cologne ;

electricity known as Ohm’s Law, 
which shows the connection be- 
tween the current, resistance, and 
electro-motive force. 
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Ohnet (o-na')i Georges (184S- 
igiS), Fr. novelist ; i. Paris :

life under title of Les BaUtUles 
de la Vie ; these include Serge 
Panine (1881), Le Maitre de 
Forges (1SS2), and X^olonte (1889). 

O'kuma, Shigenobu, Marquess 
(1S38-1922), Jap, statesman; in 
struggle against anc. regime, 1868, 
advocated abolition of prevailing 
feudal system, and establishment 
of constitutional government ; 
minister of finance, i86g-8r ; 
foreign minister, 1888-9 ; opened 
Japan to world trade ; minister of 
agriculture and commerce, 1896- 
97; premier, 1898 and 1914; 
founded Waseta tJniv. at Tokio 
and Jap. Women’s Univ. ; pub. 
Fifty Years of New Japan (1910). 

OUphant {ol'i-Jaiii), L.mjrence 
(1829-88), Brit, author ; b. Cape 
Town ; wrote books of travel, 
including A Journey to Khat- 
mand-u, The Russian Shares of the 
Black Sea, and Minnesota and the 
Far West ; later years devoted to 
occultism, dealt with in Sy»t- 
pnewnata, Scientific Religion, and 
Masollain. 

OUphant, Mrs, Margaret Oh- 
PHANT (1828-97), Brit, novelist and 
biographer ; b. in Midlothian ; 
daughter of Francis Wilson ; a

Aidan at Holy I. ; slain in battle 
against Penda, King of Mercia. 

Ot'to L, or Otto the Great 
(gi2-73), Holy Rom. Emperor, 
son of Henry the Fowler ; elected 


King of Germany, 936 ; checked 
Magyar invasion at battle of 
Lechfeld, 955 ; led two expeditions 
into Italy against Bcrengar, 951 
and 961 ; crowned Emperor, 962, 
by Pope John .xii. ; succeeded in 
reviving empire of Charlemagne 
on a more stable basis. 

Otto n. (955-S3), Holy Rom. 
Emperor ; succeeded his father, 
Otto I., 973 ; waned successfully 
against Bavaria, Denmark, anil 
Bohemia, and checked Fr. attempts 
on Lorraine ; made himself raaster 
of Apulia and Calabria, but was 
defeated by Saracens, 982. 

Otto HI. (980-1002), Holy Rom. 
Emperor, 983 ; son of Otto ii. ; 
crowned, 996 ; sought to revive 
Rom. greatness, but was frus- 
trated by general revolt in Italy, 
root ; a visionary, largely influ- 
enced by churchmen ; Germany 
deteriorated during his reign. 

Otto IV. (c. 1175-121S), Holy 
Rom. Emperor, son of Henry the 
Lion, Duke of Bavaria, and 
Matilda of England ; elected Ger. 
king in opposition to Philip of 
Swabia, but was unable to make 
good his claim till Philip was 
murdered, 1208 ; crowned Em- 
peror, 1209 1 excommunicated for 
annexation of -Apulia, 1210 ; de- 
feated by French at Bouviiies, 
1214. 

Ot'way, Thomas (1652-85), Eng. 
dramatist ; b. in Sussex. His life 
was embittered by an unrequited 
passion for Mrs. Barry, the 
actress ; wrote The Poet's Com- 
plaint eff his M:(se, the fine tragedy 
called The Orphan, and Caiiis 
Marius ; greatest drama, Venice 
Preserved {1682).

War, 1838 ; performed famous ride 
in disguise through Afghanistan, 
1839 ; won title of ‘ Bayard of 
India ’ by defence of Hyderabad, 
1S.43 ; distinguished in Indian 
Mutiny, 1857-8, being specially 
prominent at siege of Lucknow. 

Ov'id (Publius Ovidius Naso) 
(43 B.c.-A.D. 17), Rora. poet ; b. 
near Aquila ; son of Rom. knight ; 
ahandoned law for poetry ; for 
some obscure reason banished, 
A.D. 9, to Tomi, near mouth of 
Danube; spent remaining years of 
life tliere ; wrote continually but 
vainly to friends and patrons to 
procure his return. In character 
Ovid was a genial pleasure-seeker ; 
probably matest master of the 
elegy ; style smooth and pleasing. 
Works include the A mores, dealing 
With his relations with Corinna, 
who occupied his affections be- 
tween his first and second mar- 
riage ; Ars Amatoria, Remedia 
Amoris, Medicamina fnrmce, on 
the use of cosmetics, Metanwr- 
phoses (in hexameters), recounting 
mythical tales of transformations, 
Fasti, unfinished antiquarian cal- 
endar, Tristia, poems of exile, and 
Episiulto ex Ponto.

Department of Brit. Museum ; a 
comparative anatomist of gnat 
skill ; his papers, dealing with 
the description and classification 
of animals, cover a wide field ; 
also pub. general memoirs on 
comparative anatomy of vorte- 
brates. 

Owen, Robert (1771-185S), 
Eng. Socialist reformer ; b. New- 
town, Montgomerj'shiro ; served 
as draper’s apprentice ; at age of 
nineteen became manager, and at 
twent;'- three partner, of cotton 
mill in Manchester, which he con- 
ducted with great success. His 
firm took over cotton mills in 
New Lanark, and Owen married 
daughter of David Dale, the 
former owner, 1799, and started 
to refonn conditions of work 
of the hands ; established schools, 
founded co-operative societies, 
and provided models for future 
factory management ; roused 
strong feeling against existing 
conditions of labour ; pub. A 
New View of Society (1813), in 
which he preached Socialism.

of Evangelical Union, 1633 ; gave 
Sweden new constitution. 1634 ; 
crippled Denmark in war of 1643- 
45 ; policy of later years thwarted 
bj' young Queen Christina, and 
Peace of Westphalia not as favour- 
able to Sweden as he desired. 

Oxford, Robert Harley, Earl 
OF (1661-1724), Brit, statesman; 
Speaker of House of Commons, 
1701— 5 ; chancellor and under- 
treasurer of Exchequer, 1710-11 ; 
created Baron Harley of Wigmore, 
Earl of Oxford, and Earl Mortimer, 
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1711 ; first lord of Treasury, 1711, 
and made Treaty of Utrecht ; im- 
peached and imprisoned, 1715 ; 
acquitted, 1717, fjut never re- 
gained power ; highly praised by 
iiterary men, who had reason to he 
grateful for his liberal patronage. 
His character, though blackened 
by rivals, was without serious 
faults.

reform ; chancellor of Exchequer

to give Home Rule to Ireland, the 
Great War broke out, 1914, and 
he was successful in uniting the 
whole nation in support of the war ;

Rights of Man, a reply to Burke’s 
Reflections on the French Revolu- 
tion ; prosecuted for sedition and 
fled to France ; secretary to 
Convention, 1793 ; on fall of 
Girondists was imprisoned for ten 
months, during which he com- 
pleted The Age of Reason ; died 
in America. 

Painlevfi {pdn-le-vd'), Paul 
(1863-1933), Fr. statesman and 
mathematician ; b. Paris ; prof, 
at Sorbonne ; minister of instruc- 
tion and inventions, 1915 ; prime 
minister and minister of war, 
Sept.-Dee. 1917 ; advisory direc- 
tor-general to Chin. Government 
railways, 1920 ; premier, minister 
of war, and minister of finance, 
1925 ; air minister, 1930-1 and 
from 1932. Author of numerous 
mathematical works and Life of 
Nurse Cavell, 

Palestrina {pd-les-tre'nii), Gio- 
vanni Pierluigi da (1526-94), 
Ital. composer ; b. Palestrina ; 
director of sacred music at the 
Vatican, 1551, when he wrote an 
epoch-making set of Masses ; 
music director at the Lateran, 
1553. at S. Maria Maggiore, 
r56i. The prevalent Church 
music being condemned by Council 
of Trent, 1562, Palestrina wa,s 
commissioned to reform it, and 
wrote his cla.5sic Marcellits Mass. 

Pa'ley, William (1743-1805), 
Eng. theologian ; b. Peterborough ; 
archdeacon of Carlisle, 1782 ; 
rector of Bishop Wearmouth, 1795; 
famed for his Evidences of Chris- 
tianity (1794) ; wrote also Horee 
Paulvncc (1790), Natural Theology 
(1802), etc.

Palgrave, Francis Turner 
(1824-97), Eng. critic and poet;

to the king ; established workshop 
in Paris, 1564. He was an ad- 
vanced thinker and lecturer on 
natural philosophy. Imprisoned 
in the Bastille as a Huguenot, and 
died there. 

Palmer, Edward Henev' (1S40- 
82), Brit. Orientalist; b. Cam- 
bridge ; son of schoolmaster ; 
engaged in survey of Sinai, 1869 ; 
prof, of Arabic at Cambridge. 
iSyr-Si ; perished in e.xpedition 
sent to win over tribes from .Arabi 
Pasha ; mote Oriental Myslicism 
(iSfiy), Desert of the Exodus (1871), 
Dktiomry of the Persian Language 
Arabic Grammar (1874), 
etc. 

Palra'erston, Henry .John 
Temple, Viscount (1784-1865), 
Brit, statesman ; b. Broadlands, 
Hants ; succeeded father in peer- 
age, 1802 ; secretary of war, 
1S09-28 ; adhered to Canning, 
and warmly supported policy of 
aiding revolution abroad ; de- 
serted Tory party. Minister of 
foreign affairs under Whig govern- 
ment of Earl Grey, 1830-41 ; 
made alliance with Louis Philippe, 
thus ending long emnitj' of Eng- 
land and France ; actively as- 
sisted in establishing Belgian 
kingdom. Under Lord John 
Russell he again became foreign 
minister, 1846-51 ; dismissed by 
Queen Victoria, 1851, for un- 
authorized action witli regard to 
France ; home secretary' in Aber- 
deen administration, 1852. When

the Aberdeen government came 
to grief over the Crimean tVar, 
Palmerston formed an administra- 
tion, 1855, which carried the 
coimtry through the war, and 
remained premier till 185S, .and 
again 1859-65.

(i38i— ), Ital. essayist and 

critic ; b. Florence. At first a 
sceptical and cynical essayist, his 
Life of Christ (1921) was an 
entirely sympathetic study, and 
aroused wide interest. Wrote St. 
Augustine (1929), etc. 

Paraoersns, or Pkilipeus Au- 
reolus Theophrastus Bombas- 
Ttis von Hohenheim (1493-1541)1

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Swiss physifian and naturalist ; 
b. Einsiedcln. After a period of 
wandering became town physician 
at Basic, 1526 ; lectured also in 
the univ., but was compelled to 
leave the city ; again led wander- 
ing life until 1541, when he 
settled at Salzburg. He em- 
phasized importance of direct 
observation of nature, discovered 
hydrogen, and introduced many 
chemical remedies. 

Park, Mungo (1771-1806), Scot.

Bible (18S5), etc. 

Park'man, Fr.\nci,s (1823-93), 
foremost Amer. historian ; li. 
Boston ; a standard authority oii 
Ind. tribe life and on the struggle 
between Britain and France la 
N. America ; trained as a lawyer, 
but devoted himself to exploration 
and historical re.search. His great 
work is France and England in 
the New World (pub. in 7 vols,, 
1865-93) ; also pub. The Book 
of Roses, still valuable, 

Par'nell, Charles .Siewakt 
( 1846-91), Irish politician; b, 
Avondale, co. Wicklow ; edu- 
cated Cambridge ; m.p. for co. 
Meath, 1875-Sa ; at once com- 
menced policy of opposition to 
England ; advocated Home Rule 
for Ireland ; in 1877 developed 
Irish plan of parliamentary ob- 
struction ; president of National 
Land League, founded in 1879,' 
M.p. for Cork, 1880-91 ; chair- 
man of Nationalists in House of 
Commons, 1880 ; founded The 
Irish National Newspaper and 
Publishing Company, and reissued 
The Flag of Ireland as United 
Ireland (1881) ; imprisoned, 1881- 
82, at Kilmainham for speeches 
at League Convention in Dublin; 
acclaimed by bis party as ‘ tlio 
uncrowned king of Ireland.' 
Chairman of Irish Parliamentary 
part}', 1886, when Gladstone 
declared for Horae Rule. In 
1887 Parnell bad to face charge of 
having been implicated in Pheenix 
Park murders ; the evidence de- 
pended on a letter pub. in the 
Times, which was proved to be a 
forgery by Richard Pigott.

(1847-1920), Eng. painter, chiefly 
in water-colour ; b. Becldngton,

Parsons, Hon. Sir Charles 
Algernon (1854-1931), Eng, en- 
gineer and inventor ; b. London ; 
son of third Earl of Rosse,; edu- 
cated at Cambridge ; famous as 
inventor of compound steam tur- 
bine bearing hisname, 1884; K.C.B., 
rgi I ; o.m., 1937 ; president of 
Brit. Association, 1919, 1920. 

Part'ridge, Sir Bernard (1861-

and decorative painter, 1880-4 ; 
joined staff of Punch, 1891, and 
became its chief cartoonist ; suc- 
cessful book illustrator. 

Pas'eal, Blaise (1623-62), Fr.

Clermont-Ferrand; at sixteen 
wrote treatise on conic sections ; 
did noteworthy work in mathe- 
matics and physics. A delicate 
man, he retired to Port-Royal, 
1655, and embraced doctrines of 
jansenists ; wrote in their de- 
fence against the J esuits the famous 
Leitres Provinciates (1656-7), show- 
ing novelty and literary merit ;

dean of faculty of science at Lille, 
1854 ; held v^ious appointments 
in Paris from 1857 till 1S88, when 
he became director of the Pasteur 
Institute ; studied crystallography 
and laid foundations of stereo- 
chemistry ; best known for his 
work on micro-organisms ; showed 
that alcoholic and acetic fer- 
mentation and putrefaction are 
caused by living organisms, and 
that -when these are killed or 
excluded decay is prevented ; 
introduced sterilization. Made 
studies on wine and beer, and 
his researches into silkworm dis- 
ease saved the Fr. silk industry. 
This led to investigation of the 
cause and means of prevention and 
cure of virulent diseases (e.g. 
hydrophobia), to the germ theory 
of disease, and the principles of 
preventive medicine,

Paul, THE Apostle, greatest 
figure in history of Christianity 
after Christ Himself ; 6. Tarsus, 
date unknown ; a Jew and a free- 
born Rom. citizen ; he received 
name of Saul and also Rom. name 
Paul ; learned trade of tentmaker ; 
studied under Gamaliel at Jeni- 
salera ; was the agent of Sanhedrin 
to exterminate Christian Church 
at Damascus, but on way thither 
had vision of Jesus which changed 
his career, and he became Chris- 
tianity’s strongest supporter. 
The next three years were spent 
in Arabia ; returned to Damascus, 
from which he had to flee owing 
to opposition of Jews ; went to 
Jerusalem and preached the gos- 
pel, supported by Barnabas. The 
next seven years were apparently 
spent in Syria and Cilicia. Ho 
was invited by Barnabas to help 
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the Christian revival which had 
taken place at Antioch ; was sent 
to Jerusalem with help to the 
Church there, which was suffering 
from famine of a.d. 44 ; was 
commissioned by the Church as 
apostle to Gentiles, along with 
Barnabas, and as a consequence 
made his three great missionary 
journeys described in Acts. 

Returning to Jcrsalein, Paul was 
attacked as an opponent of tradi- 
tion ; obtained protection of Rom. 
guards ; transferred for safety to 
Caesarea ; left in prison for two 
years ; brought before Festus, he 
appealed to Rome ; reached that 
city a prisoner, after adventurous 
journey by sea and land ; re- 
mained at Rome, a prisoner in his 
own hired house, for two years. 
The narrative given in Acts ends 
here, but from other sources it is 
probable that he was tried and 
acquitted, travelled to Colossse, 
Crete, Nicopolis, etc. ; a second 
imprisonment took place, followed 
by trial, condemnation, and death, 
A.D. 64. 

Paul was author of thirteen 
epistles contained in the N.T. ; 
these letters or epistles emphasize 
the glory of God and the exalta- 
tion of Jesus Christ, His Son, the 
Saviour.

470 b.c.), 
Spartan regent, 479 ; joint com- 
mander of Greeks with Aristides 
at battle of Platasa, 479 ; admiral, 
478, against Persia ; relieved Cy- 
prus and recovered Byzantium. 

Pauaanias {fl. znd cent, a.d.), 
Gr. writer and geographer ; prob- 
ably a native of Lydia ; visited 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt, Byzan- 
tium, Epirus. Italy, and greater 
part of Greece. Wrote Description 
of Greece, 

Pavlova, Anna (18S5-1931), 


Russ, dancer ; b. St. Petersburg ; 
first appeared on stage at Imperial 
Opera House, St. Petersburg ; 
came to London, igog, appeared 
at P.alace Theatre, and made an 
instantaneous success ; remained 
in London for some years, and 
subsequently toured U.S.A., etc, ; 
recognized as finest and most 
original dancer of the day. 

Pax'ton, Sir Joseph (1801-65), 
Eng. architect and gardener ; ft. 
in Bedfordshire, of poor parents ; 
manager of Duke of Devonshire’s 
estates in Derbyshire, 1836 ; de- 
signed building for Great Exhibi- 
tion, tSsi ; knighted, tSsi ; also 
designed and had charge of 
erection of the Crystal Palace, 
1853-4 ; wrote on horticulture. 

Payn (pan), Jajies (1830-98), 
Eng. novelist ; 6. Cheltenham ; 

ed. of Chambers's Journal, 1S5S- 
73 ; of the Coritkill Magazine, 
1883-96 ; wrote more than a 
hundred novels, of which the best 
is Lost Sir Massmgberd (1864), 

Pea'body, George (1795-1S69), 
Amer. philantliropist ; b. South 
Danvers (now Peabody), Mass. ; 
amassed a fortune in ary goods 
store ; settled in London, 1837, 
as banker and merchant. In his 
lifetime gave £500,000 to London 
for better housing of working men, 
and about £2,000,000 for educa- 
tional purposes in U.S..A.. 

Pea'cocli, Thomas Love (1785- 
1866), Eng. writ'-r ; 6. Weymouth ; 
friend of Shelley ; abandoned 
business for letters ; eventually 
obtained government post. Poem's 
include Palmyra, Philosophy of 
Melancholy, and Rhododaphite ; 
best novels are Melinconrt, Night- 
mare Abbey, Maid Marian. His 
novels contain much amiable and 
diverting satire. 

Peake, Arthur Samuei, (1865- 
igag), Eng. theologian ; ft. Leek ; 
prof, of Biblical exegesis, Victoria 
Univ., Manchester, 1904 ; among 
numerous works most notable is 
his Commentary on the Bible (1919). 
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Pears {plrz), Charles (1873- 
), Eng. artist ; specialist in 
painting sea scenes ; illustratecl 
many books — e.g. Dana’s Two 
Years before the Mast, Masefieltl’s 
Salt-water Ballads, and Dickens’s 
works ; official naval artist for the 
Great War. 

Pearse, Mark Guy (1842-1930), 
Eng. Wesleyan minister ; b. Cam- 
borne ; held numerous pastorates, 
including West London Mission, 
1914 ; best known books arc 
Daniel Quorm and his Keligious 
Notions (ist and and series ; 
1875-9), Cornish Stories (1883), 
and West Country Songs (1902). 

Pearse, Patrick H. (1879- 
1916), Irish rebel and author; b. 
Dublin ; founded St. Enda’s Coll., 
a secondary school for boys, 
where Irish nationalism was fos- 
tered ; founded the New Ireland 
Soc,, 1897 ; commandant-general 
of array of Irish Republic during 
lebcllion, 1916 ; tried by court- 
martial, and executed. Collected 
Works, pub. in two vols. (1917 and 
1918), are chiefly plays and poems. 

Pear'son, Sir Arthur (1866- 
igai), Eng. publisher and philan- 
tliropist ; founder and chairman 
of C. Arthur Pearson, Lid. ; pro- 
prietor of various newspapers until 
he became blind ; president Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind ; 
baronet, 1916 ; founded St. Dun- 
stan’s, for blinded soldiers. 

Pearson, Karl (1857- ), 

Eng. scientist ; 5. London ; edu- 
cated Cambridge ; Gallon prof, 
of eugenics and director of the 
Laboratory for National Eugenics, 
London Univ., 1911 ; publica- 
tions include The Ethic of Free 
Thought (j 887 and 1901), Nationat 
Life from the Standpoint of Science 
(igoi). The Life and Letters of 
Francis Galton (1915). 

Peary (pe'ri), Robert Edwin 
(1856-1920), U.S.A. Arctic ex- 
plorer ; 4. Cresson, Pennsylvania ; 
entered U.S.A. navy, 1881 ; ^ent 
Some years as assistant engineer

on Nicaragiia Ship Canal ; led 
several Arctic expeditions; in the 
last of these he reached the hf, 
Pole, 1909, the first man to do so| 
By some writers doubt has been 
thrown on the accuracy of his 
observations. Wrote narratives of 
his travels. 

Peel, Arthur Wellesley, Vis- 
count (1829-1912), Brit. Liberal 
statesman ; youngest son of Sir 
Robert . Peel ; one of the most 
noted Speakers of House of Com- 
mons, 1884-95; viscount, 1893; 
chairman of Commission on Licen- 
sing Laws, 1896-9. 

Pee], Sir Robert (1788-1850), 
Brit, statesman ; b. near Bury ; 
son of wealthy Lancs, cotton 
manufacturer ; educated Harrow 
and Oxford. Tory member for 
Cashei, 1809 ; under-secretary for 
colonies, 1811 ; secretary for Ire- 
land, 1812-18 ; home secretary, 
182a ; again home secretary in 
Wellington’s Tory ministry, 1827 ; 
passed Catholic Emancipation BiJl, 
1829, owing to agitation in country, 
but steadily resisted outcry for 
pari, reform ; Tories were forced 
to resign, 1830, Peel had reor- 
ganized the London police (hence 
slang terms, peeler, bobby) ; led 
opposition in ministries of Grey, 
1832-4, and Melbourne, 1834. He 
became prime minister, 1834 ; 
forced to resign, 1835. The 
restored Whigs continued sweeping 
reforms, but lost favour through 
distress of country, misfortunes 
abroad, and fear of Irish secession. 
Conservatives returned, 1841, with 
Peel as prime minister. He re- 
stored order in finances, imposing 
income tax. Departing from Tory 
tradition, he was responsible for 
the repeal of the Corn Laws, 1846, 
the year he resigned ; killed by 
fall from horse.

PadB, George (c. 1558-1:. 97), 
Eng. dramatist ; b. London ; 
composer of masques and pageants ; 
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va'ote Arraignment of Paris, Old

Peisistratus, or Pisistratus 
(pi-sis'lrat-us) [ e . 600-527 d.c.), 
Tyrant of Athens ; cousin of 
Solon ; of gre-it wealth and in- 
fluence. Seized the Acropolis, 560, 
but was expelled by Lycurgus and 
Megacles, but later restored, 555 
or 554 : again expelled, 552 ; 
returned, 541, with an army and 
ruled till 527 ; ruled as a benevo- 
lent despot, building public works 
and protecting democrats against 
aristocrats. 

Pemberton, Sir Max (1863- 
), Eng. author; b. Eirming- 
bam ; educated, Cambridge ; ed. 
Chums, 1892-3, and Cassell’s 
Magazine, 1896-1906 ; has written 
many historical adventure novels, 
Including The Iron Pirate (1803), 
Kronstadt (1S98), The Hundred 
Hays (1905), War and the Wonuin 
(igia) ! has also uritten plays. 

Penn, WiLcrAM (1644-1718), 
English colonizer ; 0. London ; 

founder of Pennsylvania ; became 
a Quaker, 1667 ; imprisoned, 
1668-9, for publishing Sandy 
Foundations Shaken, and again in 
1670-1 ; obtained grant of land 
in America, 1681, and sailed in 
1682 ; became governor as well as 
proprietor of this new province, 
called Pennsylvania, after his 
father; made it a haven for perse- 
cuted Quakers ; he proclaimed 
religious toleration, founded 
Philadelphia, and promulgated 
‘ Great Law,' 1682, making 
drunkermess, swearing, etc., pun- 
ishable offences ; remarkable for 
his equitable treatment of neigh- 
bouring Ind. tribes ; deprived of 
governorship for suspected Jaco- 
bitism, 1692, but restored 1694 ; 
imprisoned for debt, 1707, and 
mortgaged the colony ; he was an 
incalculable moral force ; wrote 
numerous pamphlets — e.g. The 
Great Cause of Liberty of Con- 
science ; No Cross, No Crown, etc. 

Pen'nell, Joseph (1860-1926), 


.■Vmer. etcher, illustrator, and 
author; 6. Philadelphia; pro- 
duced a series of etchings of old 
Philadelphia, etc. ; author — .some- 
times jointly with his wife (tliza- 
beth Robins) — and illustrator of 
A Canterbury Pilgrimage, Life of 
Whistler {1907), Pictures of the 
Panama Canal (1912), The Wonder 
of Work (iqr6), etc. 

Pep'in (Fr. pS-paa'), or Pippin, 
name of several Carolingian rulers, 
the most prominent being PupiN 
II. id. 714)1 mayor of the palace ; 
defeated Neustrians at Testri, 
and became virtual niler of the 
Franks ; encouraged Christianity. 
Was the father of Charles Martel- 
PcpiN III., The Short (714-6S), 
King of the Franks, younger son 
of Charles Martel ; deposed Chil- 
deric; was crowned, 751 1 crossed 
Alps and forced Lombards to 
give up Ravenna and other cities 
to the Church, known as ‘ donation 
of Pepin,’ the foundation of tom- 
porai power of the Papacy ; was 
the father of Charlemagne. 

Pepys (peps), Samuei, (1633- 
1703), Eng. diarist ; b. London ; 
educated at Huntingdon and 
Cambridge ; clerk of the Acts of 
the Navy, 1660 ; f.r.s., 1665 ; 

secretary to the Admiralty, 1673 ; 
imprisoned in Tower, 1679, on 
charge of selling information to 
French ; acquitted, but lost his 
post ; reappointed, 1684, and held 
office till 16S9. His Diary, begun 
in 1659, was in cipher. He wrote 
freely of his thoughts, his vices, 
his domestic affairs ; he noted 
down ail the scandal he heard. 
It is invaluable as a source of 
information concerning 17th cent, 
manners. It ends in 1669. It 
was deciphered John Smith, 
rector of Baldocfc, Herts, and pub, 
1825,

Bridgnorth ; son of grocer ; dean 
of Carlisle, 1778 ; Bishop of 
Dromore, Ireland, 1782 ; his 
invaluable Reliques of Ancient 
English Poetry (1765) had great 
influence on Sir Walter Scott. 

Pereda (pu-rei'thd), Jose Marta 
DE (1833-1906), Span, novelist, of 
realistic school ; b. near Santander; 
excelled in descriptions of fisher 
Ufe — e.g. Sotilem and La Puchera. 

P 4 rez Galdos {pd'rdlh), Benito 
(18+5-3920), Span, novelist ; in 
addition to stories of contem- 
porary life, specialized in realistic 
historical fiction ; monumental 
work is Episiodios nacionales in 
46 vols. 

Pergolesi [per-gd-ld'se), or Per- 
GOLESE, Giovanni Battista 
(1710-36), Ital. composer ; b. near 
Ancona ; of striking originality 
and charm ; wrote operetta La 
Serva Padrona, cantata Orfeo e 
Euridice, and celebrated Stabat 
Mater. 

Petioles {per'i-kliz) {c. 500- 

429 B.C.), Athenian statesman of 
‘ Golden Age ’ ; attended lectures 
of Anaxagoras, Damon, and Zeno, 
and acquired powers of oratory 
and cultivated well-balanced mind. 
On death of Aristides, c. 468, 
Pericles assumed le.adership of 
democrats against oligarchic party 
under Cimon ; supreme after 
banishment of Cimon, 461. He 
and Ephialtes took judicial power 
from Areopagus and council of 
50Q and gave it to dicastai, 
chosen from citizens, who received 
small payment. The ‘ age of 
Pericles ’ was the time of the 
supremacy of Athens in religion.

discovered a process of manu- 
facturing .ilizarin, and coumarin, 
the first artificial perfume from 
co.Tl-tar, and artificial indigo. 

Pero'si, Lorenzo (1872- ), 

Ital. priest and musical composer ; 
became director of Sistine chapel 
choir, the Vatican, Rome, 1898 ; 
most famous works. Resurrection 
of Lazarus and Passion of Christ ; 
also numerous masses, psalms, and 
motets. 

Perowne (pe-roun'), John James 
Stewart (i8z3-i904), Eng. theolo- 
gian and Heb. scliolar ; b. Burd- 
wan, Bengal ; Bishop of Wor- 
cester, 1890-1901 ; member of 
O.T. Revision Committee ; ed. 
Cambridge Bible for Schools. 

Perrault [ph-ro') , Charles ( 1628- 
1703), Fr. author ; b. Paris ; 
secretary and protdgd of Colbert ; 
his poem SiMle de Louis le Grand 
gave rise to famous dispute of 
the Ancients and the Modems ; 
best known for his fairy tales, 
Contes des Fees, including Tom 
Thumb, Puss in Boots, Blue 
Beard, Little Red Riding Hood, 
Cinderella, The Sleeping Beauty. 
A writer of exquisite prose — 
simple, sententious, witty. 

Pershing, John Joseph (1860- 
), Amer. soldier ; b. in 
Missouri ; educated at U.S.A. 
Military Academy ; served in 
campaigns against the Indians, 
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and Span.-Amer. War, 1898 ; 
military attache at Tokyo, 1905- 
0 ; military governor of More 
province, Philippines, 1909-13 ; 
commanded American troops in 
Mexico, 1916-17 ; in command 
of U.S.A. expeditionary force in 
Prance, 1917, and carried out 
offensive, 1918 ; chief of staff, 
1921-4. Author of My Experi- 
ences in the World War (1931). 

Perugino (pd-ru-je'no), properly 
PlETKO VaNNUCCI (1446-1524), 
Ital. painter; b. in Umbria; 
head of Umbrian school, master of 
Raphael ; lived in Florence, Rome, 
Venice, Cremona, and Perugia 
(his adopted city) ; great work, 
the beautiful frescoes adorning the 
Hall of Cambio, Perugia ; assisted 
in decoration of Vatican, and 
painted Christ giving the Keys to 
Peter, Sistine Chapel, Rome ; 
died of plague ; National Gallery, 
hondon, has his Virgin and Child, 
Michael, and Rapitael. 

Pestalozzi (pes-ta-lol'se), Johann 
Hlinrich (1746-1827), Swiss edu- 
cational reformer ; 6. Zurich ; 

dwelt with waifs at his farm, 
Neuhof, but failed owing to lack 
of bitsiness ability ; opened school 
at Yverdon, 1805-25 ; rvrote 
novels on educational themes : 
Leonard and Gertrude (1781), 
How Gertrude teaches her Children 
fiSoi) ; had great influence on 
educational methods. He applied 
psychology to teaching, and added 
manual to mental training. 

Pfitain {pd-tdn'), Henri Philippe 
(1856— ), Fr. soldier ; b. 

Cauchy-Ia-Tour, Pas -de- Calais. 
Command 4tli Brigade in the 
Charleroi retreat, Aug. 1914, and 
in Artois ivith great success ; 
commanded and Army, distin- 
guished himself in Champagne 
offensive, 1915, and became com- 
mander of the centre group of 
armies. In igi6 he was given 
command at Verdun, and his 
defence of that place is one of 
the epics of the war. In 1917 he 
(4,164) 


became commander-in-chi cf of the 
Fr. armies of the North and North- 
East. He was made a Marshal of 
France in Nov. igiS, on the day' he 
led Fr. troops into Metz. 

Peter, one of disciples of Jesus ; 
original name Simon ; name Peter, 
‘ a rock,’ given to him by Jesus ; 
a fisbemian on Lake of G,-ililee ; 
called by Jesus, along with his 
brother .Andrew, to be His dis- 
ciple, and later took up work of 
an apostle ; with John and fames 
had intimate relation with Jesus ; 
full of loyalty, devotion, and 
impetuosity of heart ; affirmed his 
adherence to Jesus, yet at critical 
moment denied Him, hut after- 
wards bitterly repented ; took a 
leading place in Christian com- 
munity after Pentecost ; worked 
with Paul, with whom he differed 
regarding circumcision. Accord- 
ing to tradition, spent his last 
years in Rome, and was martyred 
there about a.d. 64 ; author of 
first epistle of Peter. 

Peter I., the Great (1672- 
1725), Emperor of Russia ; b. 
Moscow; succeeded, 1682; sola 
ruler on death of brother Ivan, 
1696 ; attacked Turkey, captured 
■Azov, 1696, and obtained port on 
Black Sea ; travelled in Europe 
for two years, learning shipbuilding 
in Holland and England in ordei- 
to found a Russ, navy; recalled 
by revolt of .Strrltzi or ' soldiery,* 
which he ruthlessly suppressed 
1698 ; defeated by Charles .'cii. of 
Sweden at Narva, 1700 ; founded 
new capital, Petersburg (Lenin- 
grad), 1703 ; defeated Swedes at 
Poltava, and seized Baltic prov- 
inces and part of Finland, 1709, 
thus acquiring wide seaboard ; 
married his mistress, afterwards 
Catherine i. ; wrested Caspian 
provinces from Persia, 1722. 
His reign was marred by acts of 
great cruelty, as exemplified by his 
execution of his son, hut Russia, 
made enormous advances.

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Peter I., KAEACrEOHGEVlTCH 
(1844-1921), first King of the 
Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes ; suc- 
ceeded to throne of Serbia after 
assassination of Alexander i., 
1903 ; fought for French in Franco- 
Prussian War, 1870 ; compelled 
to retreat from Serbia with his 
troops, Nov 1915, and established 
government at Corfu. Restored 
to Serbia in Oct. 191S, he was in 
same year proclaimed king of 
newlv formed state of Serbs, 
Croats, and Slovenes (Jugoslavia). 

Peters (pa'terz), Karl (1856- 
191S), Ger. explorer; b. Nenhaus, 
on R. Elbe ; founded the Ger. 
Colonization Soc., 18S4 ; director. 
Got. E. Africa Co., tSSj, but dis- 
missed on charges of cruelty to 
natives, i8g6 ; led expedition for 
relief of Emin Pasha, 1888-90 ; 
commissioner for settling Anglo- 
Gor. frontier in E. Africa, 1892 ; 
e-xpiored country of the Zambezi, 
1899 and 1905'; pub. The El 
Dorado of the Ancients (1902), etc. 

Peter the Hermit (c. 1050-1115), 
priest ; b. Amiens ; preacher of 
First Crusade, which ho helped to 
lead in 1096 ; his army was 
destroyed by Turks ; founded 
Augustinian monastery at Huy. 

Petrarch (pc'trark), or Petrar- 
CA, Francesco (1304-74), ftal. 
poet and scholar ; b. Arezzo ; 
one of the greatest lyric poets of 
all time. His life was somewhat 
stormy, due to varied vicissitudes 
of Ital. political life. Destined for 
the law, he studied at Montpellier 
and Bologna, but devoted him- 
self to classical and especially 
Rom. letters ; in 1326 entered 
priesthood; travelled extensively 
and made valuable discoveries 
of manuscripts ; crowned poet 
laureate at Rome, 1341. From 
1343 he lived in Avignon and 
various cities of Upper Italy, 
searching for manuscripts. 

Petrarch initiated the revival of 
learning in Italy. His chief works 
are the epic poem Africa, the 


prose historical biographies known 
as De Viris Illustnbus, the prose 
dialogues De Contemptu Mundi or 
Secretum, and his famous collection 
of letters. His fame as a lyric poet 
rests on the Cansoniere, sonnets 
to the mysterious Laura (whom he 
met at Avignon, and whose death 
he laments in his In Morte di 
Madonna Laura), the lyrical storv 
of one of the great loves of the 
world's literature.

Petrie (pe'tre), Sir William 
Matthew Flinders (1853- ), 

Eng. Egyptologist ; b. Charlton, 
Kent ; during excavations in 
Egypt, 1880-1924, discovered Gr. 
settlements at Naulmatis and 
Daphme, inscription of Israelite 
war at Thebes, treasure of Lahuu, 
etc. ; founded Brit, school of 
archmology in Egypt, 1905 ; prof, 
of Egyptology, Univ. Coll., Lon- 
don, 1892-1933 ; pub. History of 
Egypt (1894-1905), Egypt and 
Israel (1910), Amulets (1914), 
Scarabs (1917), Religious Life in 
Ancient Egypt (1924), etc. 

Pet'tie, John (1839-93), Scot, 
painter ; b. Edinburgh ; fine 
colourist; r.a., 1874; works 

include The Drumhead Court- 
martial, Two Strings to her Bow, 
The Chieftain’s Candlesticks, etc. 

Pheedrus {fe'drus) {fl, ist cent. 
A.D.), Rom. fabulist ; 6. Mace- 

donia ; came early to Italy ; a 
slave, freed by Augustus ; turned 
fables of his day into verse ; 
nothing original in his work, but 
has often been translated. 

Pheidias, or Phidias (fid'i-as) 
(c. 490-432 B.C.), greatest sculptor 
of anc. Greece ; b. Athens ; 
executed number of splendid 
statues for Athens, including an 
ivory and gold figure of the 
goddess Athena. A colossal figure 
of Zeus at Olympia was considered 
his masterpiece. Superintended 
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huildijig of the Parthenoa; frag- 
monts of his work are among 
Elgin Marbles in Brit, Museum. 

Philip n. (382-336 S.C.), King 
of Maccdon ; father of Alexander 
the Great ; seized throne, 359 ; 
conquered several Gr. cities on 
Macedonian border, and founded 
Philippi, 35S : conquered Phocis, 
3 .j 6, and Thrace, 342-1 ; routed 
Athens and Thebes at Chmronca, 
33S, thus becoming supreme in 
Greece. Built up a magnificent 
army. 

Philip I. (1052-itoS), King of 
France ; succeeded, 1060 ; his 
vassal, William, Duke of Nor- 
mandy, made himself more power- 
ful than his overlord by conquering 
England.

Philip n., or Philippe Auouste 
(1165-1223), King of France; 
succeeded, irSo ; mari'ied Isabella 
of Hainaut, descendant of Caro- 
liugians ; subdued Duke of Bur- 
gundy, it86, and established 
strong rule ; ambitious of con- 
quering Normandy ; went on 
Third Crusade, irSg; returned 
prematurely to prosecute designs 
against Richard of England’s Fr. 
possessions, planning to divide 
them with John ; united Nor- 
mandy, Anjou, Touraine, and 
Poitou to France, 1204 ; defeated 
Emperor Otho at Bouvines, 1214, 
thus consolidating his power. 
Philip was the greatest of the 
Capetians ; gave France unity.

Philip IV., Le Bel (1268- 
1314), King of France ; succeeded, 
1285 ; was defeated by Flemings 
at Courtrai, 1302, the ‘ Day of 
Spurs ’ ; reign is chiefly remark- 
able for stnmgle with Papacy 
ari.sing from Philip’s taxation of 
clergj'. Ultimately Phihp seized 
Boniface viii., and after his death 
secured election of Fr. pope, 
Clement v., the papacy migrat- 
ing to Avignon four years later, 
1309. His reign is of the greatest , 


constitutional importance. He 
strengthened the royal authority, 
checked feudalism, supported the 
middle classes, and first sum- 
moned the States-General. 

Philip VI. (1293-1350), King 
of France, nephew of Philip iv. ; 
succeeded his cousin, Philip v., 
r328 : defeated Flemings at Cassel, 
1328; unsuccessful against Eng- 
lish during early stages of Hundred 
Years’ War. 

Philip n. (1527-98), King of 
Spain ; 6. Valladolid ; married 

Alary of Portugal, 1543, Mar>' i. 
of England, 1554 ; his father, 
Charles v., abdicated, 1556, and 
Philip became chief monarch of 
Christendom ; defeated French at 
St. Quentin and Gravelines ; de- 
voted himself to counter- Reforma- 
tion movement ; lost northern 
Netherlands through persecution 
of Protestants. The failure of his 
Span. Armada, 1588, marked be- 
ginning of decline of Spain ; his 
narrow-minded bigotry proved 
disastrous to his country. 

Philip HI. (i578-i6’2i). King 
of Spain, son of Philip ii. ; suc- 
ceeded, 1598. Decline of Spain 
continued in his reign ; Moors 
were expelled, i6og ; alliance was 
made with Austrian Habsburgs, 
which later involved Spain in 
Thirtj- Years’ War. Govermaent 
was left to favourites. 

Philip IV, (1605-65), King of 
Spain; succeeded his father, 
Philip m.; much under influence 
of Olivarez, and later of less 
worthy favourites ; intervened in 
Thirty Years' War with disastrous 
effect ; lost Portugal, 1641 ; was 
defeated by French at Rocroi, 1643, 
and had to cede much territory 
to France ; largely responsible for 
fall of Spain. 

Philip V. (1683-1746), King of 
Spain ; grandson of Douis xiv. ; 
founded Span. Bourbon dynasty; 
became king, 1700, and thus 
brought about Span. Succession 
War. 
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Philip the Bold (1342-1404). 

Duke of Burgundy, 1363 ; younger 
son of John of France ; won title 
le hardi by gallantry at Poitiers, 
1356 ; crushed large Flem. army at 
Rosbeck, 1382 ; inherited Artois, 
Burgundy, Flanders, etc., 1384, 
and developed their resources. 

Philip the Good (1396-1467), 
Duke of Burgundy ; drove bargain 
rvith France, 1435, and aided in 
expulsion of English ; crushed 
Ghent rising with terrible slaugh- 
ter, 1454; most powerful ruler of 
his time in Europe. 

PhiUp, Sir Robert Wtu.iAM 
(1857- ), Scot, phj'sician ; prof, 

of tuberculosis, Edinburgh Univ., 
since 1917 ; founded first tuber- 
culosis dispensary, 1887 ; his co- 
ordinated schemes against tuber- 
culosis now adopted nationally. 

Phillips, Stephen (1868-1913), 
Eng. poet and dramatist ; b. near 
Oxford ; his Poems (1897) won 
Academy first prize ; other poeti- 
cal works include Marpessa (1890), 
Christ in Hades (1896) ; and plays, 
Paolo and Francesca, Herod,

Phillpotts \fil'poiz), Eden (i86s- 
), Eng. novelist ; b. India ; 
after ten years as clerk in an 
insurance office took to literature. 
Most of his novels deal with 
Devon, typical examples being 
Children oj the Mist, The American 
Prisoner, The Portreeve, Wide- 
conibe Fair, Old Delabole, The 
Spinners, Up Hill Down Dale ; 
his plays The Farmer's Wife and 
Yellow Sands scored hig successes. 

Philo iji'lb) {b, c. 20 B.C.), 
Jewish philosopher ; lived at 
Alexandria, forerunner of Alex- 
andrian school. His philosophy 
blends Platonism and Judaism. 

Philostratus (fi-los'tra-tus), Fla- 
vius (c. A.D. 170-245), Gr. rhe- 
torician; taught at Athens and 
Rome ; author of Life of Apollo- 
nius of Tyana, Lives of the Sophists, 
etc.

Picard {pe-kar'), Jean (1620- 
82), Fr. astronomer ; b. La 
Flechc, Anjou ; first to measure 
a degree of a meridian accurately. 
Founded and ed. La Connaissaiihe 
des Temps, 1679. 

Plcas'so, Pablo (1881- ), 

pseudonym of Pablo Ruiz, Span, 
painter; 6. Malaga; settled in Paris, 
1903. Along with Georges Braque 
he invented Ciihisin, igo6-io ; in 
1918 reverted to painting natural 
forms ; also a book illustrator. 

Picoaril [pe-kar), Auguste {1884- 
), Belgian meteorologist ; b. 
Basle ; prof, of meteorology, 
Brussels ; was the first to ascend 
into the stratosphere by means of 
specially constructed balloons ; 
made two ascents, 1931 and 1932, 
reaching a height of 10.07 miles ; 
purpose of ascent was to studv 
cosmic rays. 

Piccinnl (pet-che'ne), Niccola 
(1728-1800), Ital. opera composer ; 
b. Bari ; protege of Marie An- 
toinette ; prof. Royal School of 
Music, Pans, 1784 ; lost ground 
in famous contest with Gluck for 
the composition of an opera on 
Iphigenie en Tauride ; wrote also 
La Cecchina, Roland, etc. 

Piok'Sord, Mary (1893- ), 

U.S.A. fUm actress ; b. Toronto, 
Canada ; till 1913 was on legiti- 
mate stage, but then turned to 
film acting, in which she scored 
great success ; became film pro- 
ducer, 1918. 

Fickle the Spy, pseudonym of 
Alastair Ruadh MacDonnell or 
MacDonald (? 1725-61), chief of 
Glengarry ; joined Royal Scots 
Guards in France, 1743 ; captured 
in Scotland while on Jacobite busi' 
ness ; imprisoned in the Tower, 
1745—7; appropriated Jacobite 
treasure hidden at Loch Arkaig, 
1749 ; identified by Andrew Lang 
as revealer of Jacobite secrets, 
1749—60.

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Fic'ton, Silt Thomas (1758- 
1815), Brit, general ; b. in Pem- 
brofieshire ; served in W. Indies, 
179+“/; governor of Trinidad:

Negroes, and resigned, 1803 ; 
found guilty, 1806, but later was 
acquitted; served in Walcheren 
expedition, and was governor of 
Flushing, 1810; commanded under 
Wellington in Peninsular War ; 
wounded at Quatre Bras, and fell 
at Waterloo. 

Pierce (Pei's), Frankci.v (1804- 
69), president of U.S.A. ; b. in 
New Hampshire ; practised as 
lawyer ; distinguished in Mexican 
War, 1846-7 ; president, 1853-7 ; 
supported slavery ; settled Mexi- 
can boundary dispute ; arranged 
ten years’ reciproci ty wi th Canada ; 
completed surveys for Pacific 
Railway. Sided with the Union, 

t86i. 

Pi'late, Pontius, Rom. governor 
who authorized crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ; procurator of Judaea, 
probably from A.n. 26 to 36 ; 
deposed because of his severity, 
and returned to Rome ; said to 
have committed suicide. 

Pilsud'ski, Joseph Clemens 
(1867-1935), Polish soldier and 
statesman ; 6. near Vilna ; for 
Nationalist views imprisoned in 
Russia and in Germany ; at out- 
break of Great War, invaded 
Russia at head of Polish Legion, 
1914 ; head of provisional govern- 
ment formed when state of Poland 
was restored by Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, 1919 ; president, Dec. 
1919 ; led Poles in invasion of 
the Ulcraine, July 1920, which 
resulted in Bolshevist attack on 
Poland ; took supreme authority 
over Poland, 1926 ; prime minis- 
ter, 1927-8 and 1930. Wrote con- 
siderably on military and historical 
subjects. 

^■’dat (c. 522-443 B.C.), Gr. 
lyric poet ; b. at Cynoscephalm, 
Bceotia ; studied music and poetry 
at Athens ; after long study wrote 


choral odes, and attained great 
fame ; died, probably at Argos, 
at age of eighty. His poems con- 
sisted of songs in praise of gods 
and men, processional songs, 
festal songs, dirges, and pmans of 
victory, besides poems on other 
themes. A great part of his work 
has been lost, but the discovi'rips 
at Oxyxhynchus, 1905-7, provided 
several of his hitherto unknown 
poems. 

Pinero (ptn-ar'd), Sir Arthur 
Wing (1S55-1934), Eng. drama- 
tist; b. London; onstage, 1S74- 
81 ; author of numerous plays and 
comedies, includingTAe Magistrate, 
The Cabinet Minister, Trelawney 
of the Wells, Sioeet Lavender, Tlie 
Second Mrs. Tonqueray, The Gay 
Lord Que.x, His House in Order, 
etc. ; knighted, 1909. 

Pinsuti {pin-soo'te). Giro (1829- 
88), Ital. composer ; b, near Siena ; 
came to England, 1848, as teacher 
of singing ; was at Royal Academy 
of Music, 1858-85 ; wrote tw'b 
successful operas, a Te T)eiin%, 
nearly 300 songs, and numerous 
pianoforte pieces. 

Pinto, Serpa, See Serpa Pinto. 

Pir'rie, William James, isr 
V’iscouNT (1847-1924), Brit, ship- 
owner ; b. Quebec ; joined Harland 
and Wolff’s shipbuilding establish- 
ment, Belfast, 1862 ; partner, 
1874, mill then chairman ; lord 
mayor of Belfast, i8g6-7 ; con- 
troller-general of merchant ship- 
building, 191S-19 ; created vis- 
count, 1921. 

Pisan'o, Andrea [c. 1270-134S), 
Ital. sculptor ; 6. Pontedera, Tus- 
cany ; pupil of Giovanni Pisano ; 
goldsmith at first ; did famous 
south bronze, door of baptistery of 
Florence, and panel reliefs for the 
campanile; architect in Orvieto 
cathedral, 1347- 

Fisano. (i) Niccola (c. 1227- 
c. 78), Ital. sculptor and archi- 
tect ; settled in Pisa, and executed 
marble pulpit of baptistery there ; 
numerous religious panels; finest 
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■work is pulpit in Siena cathedral. 
(2) Giovanni (c. 1240-c. 1314). Ital- 
architect and sculptor ; son of 
(i) ; b. in Pisa; began fagade of 
Siena cathedral ; worked on pulpit 
of Pisa cathedral, and helped his 
father with great fountain at 
Perugia. 

Kt'man, Sir Isaac (1813-07), 
inventor of well-known system of 
shorthand; ii. Trowbridge ; school- 
master for eleven yeans ; pub. 
Stenographic Sound Hand (1837) ; 
the Phonetic Journal was begun in 
1S42 ; knighted, 1894.

Pitt, the Elder. See Chatham,

Pitt, Percy (1870-1932), Eng. 
composer and conductor ; 6. 

I.ondon ; musical director at 
Covent Garden, Loudon ; con- 
ductor of Brit. National Opera 
Co. ; helped to develop musical 
policy of B.B.C. ; works include 
symphonic poems, serenades, inoi- 
dVnti^ music to plays, and choral 
works. 

Pitt, WiLLiA.M (1759-1806), Brit, 
statesman ; b. Hayes, near Brom- 
ley ; second son of ist Earl of 
Chatham ; called to bar, 1780 ; 
M.P., 17S1 ; took important part 
in Opposition side, especially de- 
nouncing the war with the Amer, 
colonies ; chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, 1782-3. On fall of coali- 
tion ministry (including Fox), 
Pitt became prime minister; his 
cabinet was without ability and was 
opposed by House of Commons, led 
by Fox, but the general election, 
1784, was a triumph for the 
government. He restored national 
credit by his genius for finance, 
lowered the tea duties, and sup- 
pressed smuggling, etc. He had 
already brought in bills for parlia- 
mentary reform; carried a com- 
mercial treaty with France, 1786; 
attempted partial abolition of 
slave trade, 1799 ; passed India 
Bill re-forming the E. India Co. 


on a new basis, 1788. War with 
France was declared, 1793. Pitt’s 
war policy was designed to break 
the power of France on land and 
to maintain England's supremacy 
at sea. He succeeded in the latter, 
but failed in the former. During 
this period he had to pass drastic 
coercion laws. Induced by the 
Irish rebellion of 1798, Pitt passed 
the Act of Union, 1800, but quar- 
relled with the king on Catholic 
Emancipation, and resigned, iSoi. 
Again called to office, 1804, he 
formed a new coalition, 1805, 
against Napoleon. Petty parlia- 
mentary attacks completed the 
ruin of his health, and he never 
recovered his spirits after news 
of Austerlitz. Self-contained and 
apparently cold of nature, Pitt 
was passionately patriotic and a 
groat orator. Great as a peace 
minister, he abandoned all at- 
tempts at reform on the outbreak 
of war.

Pius v., pope 1566-72, excom- 
municated Queen Elizabeth and 
drove the Jews from Rome. 
Pius IX., pope 1846-78 ; during 
his reign Rome became the capital 
of Italy, and the temporal power 
of the papacy was lost; he re- 
established R.C. hierarchy in Eng- 
land, 1850; the infallibility of 
the pope was proclaimed, 1870.

PizaiTO (pi-za'ro or pe-ihdr'rd), 
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Feancisco (1475-1541), Span, 
conqueror of Peru ; h. Trujillo ; 
was with Ealboa when, he dis- 
f nvort'd the Pacific ; landing 
witli Almainro in Peru, he inarched 
inland, raptured the Inca Ata- 
hualpa by treacherv, and strangled 
him, 1533. Founded Lima as new 
capital, 1535: the two advf nturcr., 
quarrelling .about their shares of 
land, civil war ensued, andAlm,agro 
was slain, 153S. Three years hater 
Pizarro was assassinated by Alma- 
grists.

73 )- 

Pla to (c, 427-347 B.c,), greatest 
Gr, philosopher ; at age of twenty 
made the acquaintance of Socrates ; 
after death of Socrates he travelled 
widely. About 3S7 n.c, he estab- 
lished the .Academy in .Athens. All 
Plato’s philosophic.1! writings have 
been preserved. Tliej' are cast in 
the form of dialogues, in most of 
whicli Socrates is represented as 
chief speaker. The slighter, so- 
called Sacratic, dialogues un- 
doubtedly come first ; the first 
set of great constructive dia- 
logues, viz. Symposium, Pheedo, 
Republic, and Phicdrus, come next ; 
then come Theeeteliis, Parmenides, 
Sophist, Politicus, Titnaus and 
Pliikbus, and, last of all, the Laws. 

Plato, like Socrates, accepts the 
possibility of a common good. 
Human welfare consists in the 
harmonious activity of ail func- 
tions of the soul under the guid- 
,tnce of the highest. Man, a social 


being, can make the Iirst of him- 
self only in a well-ordered state. 
The mas-S of men should be llie 
productive workers and tradi, r? in 
the state. A smaller nurnl.er should 
be the state’s warriors ; a vcr.y few, 
carefullj- trained, are to be the 
rulers of the state. They must 
devote tlu-mselves 'wholly to the 
public goofi, and ttirrefore Plato 
dtnifs tliera .my private property 
and private familv life. 

Tile goal of the ‘ philosopher- 
king’s ’ ! nowledgc Plato calls the 
Idea (or Form) of the good. What 
in common parlance we call 
‘ actual ’ things — the particular 
objects of sense-perception — are 
not for Plato real objects. Tlicj' 

‘ partake in ’ or ‘ copy ’ real Ide.as 
or Forms more or less fully, but 
they alwaysincludo aninealculable, 
material, evil element, whereas 
real being is free from imperfection 
or any imintclligibiUty. The Ideas 
constitute a rational organic sys- 
tem, and every member of the 
system derivrs'its being and in- 
telligibility from an ultimate 
principle which Plato calls ‘ the 
Good ’ or ‘ the idea of tlie Good.' 
Plato’s meaning is doubtless most 
easily grasped if we personify the 
Idea' of the Goixl as God. 

Plau'tuB, Titus Maccius (c. 
254-184 B.C.), comic poet and 
dramatist of .anc. Rome ; b, 
Sarsina, Umbria ; pioneer of 
Rom. literature ; twenty plays 
extant ; imitated Gr. form, but 
characti-rization is distinctly Ram.; 
Latin pure and vigorous. Plays 
include Miles Gloriosns, Capiii'i, 
etc. Shakespeare's Comedy of 
Errors is cased on his Menerchmi. 

Playfair, Lyok, ist Baron 
Playf.air of St, Andrews (i3i8- 
08), Brit, chemist and politician ; 
b. Meerut; prof, of chemistry, 
Edinburgh, 1858-68 ; m.p. Univs. 
of Edinburgh and, St. Andrews, 
1S68-85 ; postmaster - general, 
1873-4 ; chairman, Ways and 
Means, and deputy-spe^-er of 
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House of Commons. 1880-3 : 
peerage, iSga ; took part in royal 
commissions on health of towns, 
etc.; di.scovcred ni troprussides ; 
investigated blast-furnace gases, 
and specific gravity and atomic 
volume of hydrated salts. 

Plim'soll, Samuel (1884-98), 
British politician — the ‘ sailors’ 
friend ’ ; b, Bri.sto] ; m.p., i8fi8 ; 
publication of Our Seamen (1872) 
led to passing of Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, r876. which empowers 
Board of Trade to detain un- 
seaworthy vessels ; ‘ Plimsoll 

mark,’ painted on every ship, 
indicates ma.\imum load-line. 

Plin'y. (i) Caius Plinius 
Secundus, called ' the Elder ’ {c. 
A.n. 33-79), Rom. writer; b. 
Como ; served in various cam- 
paigns ; became an advocate, but 
retired to estate at Novum Comum 
(Como) and devoted himself to 
literature; prolific writer. His 
one surviving work, Historia 
Njituralis, shows enoyolopredic 
knowledge, and is of {preat use 
regarding popular contemporary 
ideas ; killed by eruption of 
Vesuvius. (2) CArus Plinius 
C/ECiLius Secundus (.t.D. 61- 
c. 1 1 5), called ‘ the Younger,’ 
Latin prose writer ; nephew of 
above ; b. Como ; practised as 
pleader ; military tribune in 
Syria, 83 ; consul, 100 ; friend 
of Trajan and Tacitus. His Letters 
are written in best Ciceronian 
style ; chiefly valuable for glimpses 
of life of upper classes in Rome. 
Also wrote panegyric on Trajan. 

Ploti'nus (c. A.D. 204-27^, anc. 
philosopher ; b. Lycopolis, Egypt ; 
studied at Alexandria ; travelled 
in East ; settled in Rome, 344 ; 
founder of Neoplatonism, which 
combines mysticism with Plato's 
idealism ; works and philosophy 
preserved by his pupil Parphyry 
in the Enneads. One of the 
greatest mystics and idealists. 

Plumer (ploom'er], Herbert 
Charles Onslow, ist Baron 


(1857-1932), Brit, soldier ; b. Tor- 
quay ; served in Sudan, 1884' 
commanded Rhodesian column in 
S. African War, 1899-1902 ; lieu- 
tenant-general, 1908. During 
Great War commanded 5th Army 
Corps in France, 1915 ; 2nd Army, 
1915-17 ; general, 1916. FromNov! 
1917 to March igi8 he commanded 
Ital. Expeditionary Force ; re- 
turned to France to command 
2nd Army ; field-marshal, igig. 
Governor of Malta, 1919-24 ; 
high commissioner for Palestine) 
1925-8. Awarded G.C.M.G., g.c.b., 
and raised to peerage. 

Plunkett, Sir Horace Curzon 
(1854-1932), Irish politician ; son 
of Lord Dunsany ; b. in Glos ; 
made his fortune as cattle-rancher 
in U.S.A. ; m.p., 1892—1900 ; 

fouirded Irish Agricultural Organ- 
ization Soc., 1894 ; vice-president, 
Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
1899-1907 ; commissioner, Con- 
gested Districts Board ; chairman, 
Irish Convention, 1917-18 ; Sena- 
tor of I.F.S., 1922-3. 

Plutaroh [ploo'tark) (c. a.d. 45- 
120), Gr. biographer ; b, Chajronca, 
Boeolia ; visited Italy and lectured 
on philosophy at Rome ; renoivned 
for his Parallel Lives of forty-six 
famous Greelis and Romans, ar- 
ranged in pairs for comparison. 

Pocahon'tas (1595-1617), 
daughter of Powhatan, an Ind. 
chief in Virginia ; according to 
tradition saved life of Captain 
John Smith, who had been cap- 
tured by Indians. Pocahontas 
was captured by English ; married 
Captain Rolfe, 1614, and went with 
him to England, 1616 ; d. Graves- 
end ; tomb in St. George’s Church.

Eng. traveller and author ; raised 
Legion of Frontiersmen in Green- 
land, 1904; served in Great War;

Pastorals 
appeared in 1709 ; his Essay on 
Criticism (1711), in spite of a 
want of clearness, is a marvel of

poem, won him instant fame. 
He was occupied in translating 
Homer, and his Iliad (1715-20) 
and Odyssey (1725-6). The latter 
justified Bentley's remark : ‘ A 

pretty poem, hut you must not 
c.iU it Homer,' but the Iliad was 
far superior, and had groat influ- 
ence on i8th cent, poetry. Critics 
had been severe on him, and he 
retaliated with the Diinciad (1728). 
His great didactic poem, the 
Essay on Man (1732-4), and the 
Moral Essays (1732-5), are only 
fragments of a scheme of philo- 
sophic poems. His later works 
comprise Imitaiions of Horace 
iiysS-^), Epistle to Dr. Arbulhnoi 
(I735)> Md Epilogue to the Satires 
(1738). He also pub. his Corre- 
spondence (1737). He represents 
the culmination of the artificial 
school of poetry, and is unexcelled 
for precision, terseness, and per- 
fection of form.

N. Carolina ; during imprisonment 
for alleged embezzlement began 
writing brilliant short stories, 
including The Gentle Grafter, 
Cabbages and Kings, Four Million, 
Roads of Destiny, etc. His stories 
show acquaintance with the life 
of the poor in New York and of 
the southern and western states. 


They are remarkable for their 
humour, botli of phrase and idea, 
and the unexpectedness of their 
ending. 

Post'gate, John Percival(i853- 
1926), Eng. classical scholar ; prof, 
of comparative philology, London, 
tSSo-iQio ; prof, of Latin, Liver- 
pool IJniv., 1909-20 ; ed. of 
Classical Revieti’, 1899-2907 ; ed- 
iiiany classical writers, but best 
known for reforming the pro- 
nunciation and teaching of Latin. 

Potem'kin, Gkeoory Alexan- 
drovich, Prince (1736-91), Russ, 
statesman and general ; favourite 
of Catherine it. ; retained power 
throughout life, skilfully guiding 
foreign policy of Russia ; kept 
Prussia in check and won ports 
on Black Sea from Turkey ; died 
shortly before Peace of Jassy. 

Pot'ter, P.AUL (1625-5.4), Dutch 
animal painter ; his life-size 
Young Bull is most celebrated 
of all his pictures ; renowned also 
for smaller paintings, e,g. The 
Dairy Farm. 

Poussin [poo-san'), Nicolas 
(1594-1665), Fr. clas,sica!, land- 
scape, and figure painter ; 6. in 
Normandy ; court painter to Louis 
XIII. ; examples of work in 
Louvre, Paris, and National Gal- 
lery* and Wallace Collection, Lon- 
don. 

Poyn'ter, Sir Edward John

engineer-in-chief and electrician 
to Brit.

Telegraphy (i8th ed. 1905), The 
Telephone (i88g), and Manual 
of Telephony {1893). 

Pres'eott, William Hickling 
(1796-1859), Amer. historian ; b. 
Salem ; specialized in Span, his- 
tory ; his Ferdinand and Isabella 
(1838) had immense success, as 
also Conguesi of Mexico (1843) 
and Conquest of Peru (1847) ; 
wrote also Charles V. after his 
Abdication, and an unfinished 
History of Philip 11 .

Prester John, semi-mythical po- 
tentate of Middle Ages ; believed 
to reign over a Christian kingdom 
in the Far East ; also variously 
identified with a certain Mongol 
chief, and with the founder of 
the empire of the Khara-Khitai ;

stimulus to medimval exploration. 

Pretender, The. See Charles

Preto'rius, Andries William 
Jacobus (1799-1853), Boer farmer 
and general ; a leader of the 
Boers in Great Trek ; settled in 
Natal, 183S ; founded repubUc 
of Natal, which became Brit, 
colony, 1843. Headed revolts, 
1848, 1S51, and secured estab- 
lishment of Orange Free State.

The Ptolemaic sys- 
tem, whioli assumed that the 
earth was the centre of the uni- 
verse, was accepted until the time 
of Copernicus, His Geographike is 
mainly iiiathematioal, little atten- 
tion being paid to descriptive work. 

Puccini {poi-che'ne), Giacomo 
(1858-1924), Ital. operatic com- 
poser ; h. Lucca ; educated under 
Ponchiclli at Milan ; prof, of 
composition, Milan Conservatorio, 
1893.

New York World passed into his 
hands, 1883 ; supported many 
worthy causes. 

Pur'oell, Henry (1659-95), 
famous Eng. musician ; b. West- 
minster ; organist, Westminster 
Abbey, ifiSo, Chapel Royal, 1.SS2. 
Te Deuni and Jubilate and King 
Arthur are among his best works ; 
wrote also Dido and AEneas (opera), 
twelve sonatas for two violins and 
bass, besides anthems, songs, can- 
tatas, etc. He has never been 
excelled in the simplicity, purity, 
and vigour of his musical works. 
Buried beneath the organ in 
Westminster Abbey. 

Pusey [piVzi), Edward Bou- 
VERiE (1800-82), Eng. theologian ; 
b. Pusey, near Oxford ; prof, of 
Hebrew, Oxford, 1829 ; a leader 
of the Oxford Movement ; author 
of tracts on Fasting and Baptism 
in celebrated Tracts for the Times ; 
sought to bring Anglican Church 
more into harmony with Catholic 
traditions, but remained within 
the Anglican communion; wrote 
Doctrine of the Real Presence, etc. 

Push'kin, Alexander Sergeie- 
viCH (1799-1837), famous Russ, 
poet and author ; b.

custom ; in 5tli cent, ejected from 
Croton. Pytha,goras believed in 
transmigration of souls and advo- 
cated abstinence from flesh ; 
interested in harmonics, arith- 
metic, and astronomy. The proof 
of 47th jjroposition in Euclid, 
Book I., i.s attributed to him. 
Pythagoras left no writings. 

Pytheas (pith'e-as) of Massilia 
(Marseilles) (/(. early 3rd cent, b.c.), 
Gr. navigator and astronomer ; 
visited Britain and Thule (?Ork- 
ney or Shetland Isles) ; coasted 
N." Europe from Cadiz to mouth 
of Elbe ; noted connection of 
tides with moon ; among first to 
fix latitudes.

98), Irisli phy.sician ; b. in co. 
Cork ; practised in Loudon ; 
physician to Bromptou Hospital 
for Diseases of the Chest from 
1855 ; an authority on heart 
disease, and author of Dictionary 
of M edicine (1873-82). His cousin, 
Jones Quain (1798-1865), was 
author of the well-known Elements 
of Anatomy, and Richard Quain 
(1800-87), brother of Jones, was 
president of Royal Coll, of Sur- 


geons, 1868, and endowed the 
Quain professorships of botany, 
Eng. language and literature, law, 
and physics in Univ, Coll., London. 

Quarles {kixdrlz), Francis (1592-

of London, 1639 ; wrote religious 
verse, e.g. Emblems (1635), and 
royalist pamphlets during Civil 
War. 

Queens'betry, John Sholto

(1844-igoo), Brit, authority on 
prize fighting • drew up new 
rules, known as ‘ Queensberry 
Rules,’ to regulate fighting in 
prize ring. 

Quesnay {ka-na,'], Franqois 
(1694-1774), Fr. physician and 
economist ; b. in Seine-ct-Oiso ; 
physician to Louis xv. and prof, of 
surgery, Paris Univ, ; founded 
economic school of physiocrats, 
and wrote Tableau Econoiniijite 
(1758); referred to in Adam 
Smith’s Wealth of Nations. 

Quillet - Couch {ItwiVer ~ hooch) ^ 
Snt Arthur Thomas (pseudonym 
‘ Q ’) (3863- ), Eng. novelist 

and critic ; b. in Cornwall ; prof, 
of Eng. literature, Cambridge, 
since igia ; novels include Dead 
Mail's Rock (1887), Troy Town 
(1888), The Splendid Spur (1889), 


The Ship of Stars (1899), Hetty 
Wesley (1903), Lady Good-for- 
Nothing (1910), Hocken and Hun- 
ken (1912), Nicky- Nan, Reservist 
(1915), and Foe-FarrcU (1918) ; 
ed. Oxford Book of English Verse 
and The Oxford Book of Prose ;

Sir 
Humphrey Gilbert, 1579 ; served 
in Ireland, 1580 ; became per- 
sonal favourite of Elizabeth ; 
sent out several expeditions to 
colonize America, which failed ; 
gave name to Virginia ; is said to 
have introduced potato and tobacco 
plants into this country ; in 1588 
fought against the Armada ; feU 
from favour by bis marriage, 1593, 
but was ultimately restored ; made 
expedition to Guiana, 1595 ; com- 
manded Cadiz expedition, 1.596, 
and attack on Azores, 1597. 
Imprisoned by James i., 1603, on 
charge of treason, Raleigh wrote 
in captivity’ his unfinished History 
of the World, in lofty prose ; per- 
suaded James i. to allow him to 
lead an expedition to find gold 
mine on Orinoco; failed to find it, 
burned Span, town against king’s 
orders, and, returning, was exe- 
cuted. 

Raleigh, Sir Walter Alex- 
ander (1S61-1922), Eng. man of 
letters ; prof, of English, 1914- 
22, at O.xford ; works include 
Style (1897), Shakespeare (1907), 
Romance (1917).

Ram'eses, name of several 
Egyptian Pharaohs. Rameses ii. 
(reigned 1300-1230 b.c.) is one 
of the greatest of Egyptian kings. 
He defeated a powerful coalition 
in Syria, and completed the con- 
quest of Ethiopia. He is famous 
as the builder of the temple at 
Thebes, a canal between the Nile 
and the Red Sea, and two obelislcs 
at Luxor. His mummy was dis- 
covered near Thebes, 1881. 
Rameses hi. (reigned 1180-1150 
B.c.) waged successful war against 
the Nubians, and cleared Egypt 
of the sea-pirates. He built the

and other monumental worts.

Banjif Singh (ran'fit sing), 
(1780-1839), Sikh prince who 
became monarch of the Punjab, 
and maintained its independence 
against Afghanistan ; faithful ally 
of Britain ; seized Lahore, rygg, 
Amritsar, 1802 ; by treaty, 1809, 
surrendered dist, south of Sutlej 
to Britain. 

Banjitsinhji [ran-jit-sin'ji], Ku- 
mar Shri, Maharajah Jam Sahib 
OP Nawanacar (1872-1933), Ind. 
prince ; educated Rajkot, India, 
and Trinity Coll., Cambridge ; a 
great cricli’eter, he headed batting 
averages for All England, i8g6 
and igoo, and distinguished him- 
self in Australia, 1897-8 ; as 
Maharajah of Nawanagar, from 
1906, introduced important re- 
forms ; revisited England, and 
played for Susse.x in 1908, 1912, 
and igao ; during the Great War 
supplied troops to the government 
and served with them at the front, 
1914-15; author of 2'he Jubilee 
Booh of Cricket (1897), etc. 

Ean'ke, Leopold von (1795- 
1886), noted Ger. historian ; b. in 
Thuringia ; became schoolmaster ; 
appointed prof, extraordinary of 
history at Berlin Univ., iSzs- 
E.xbibited deep insight into eceies. 
history, width of view, and excel- 
lent literary style ; among his 
best-known books are History of 
England, principally in ike xyik 
century, History of the Reformation 
in Germany, llislory of the Popes 
in the i6th and Ijth Ceniunes. 
Ennobled in 1866. 

Eapbael Santi {rd'fa-el sdn'te) or 
Rafpaello Sanzio (r483-i5zo), 
Ital. painter, greatest of Rom. 
school ; b. Urbino ; studied first 
under Timoteo Viti ; his Vision 
of a Knight (National Gallery, 
London) and St. Michael and Si. 
George (Louvre) belong to this 
period ; later, under Perugino, 
produced famous Marriage of the 
Virgin; next went to Florence 
and came under the influence of 
Leonardo da Vinci and Michel- 
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angelo ; here he began long series 
of Madonnas, and painted the 
splendid Entombment ; summoned 
to Rome by Pope Julius it., 
1508 ; with the aid of his pupils 
he decorated the ceiling and walls 
of four apartments of the Vatican, 
the subjects depicting evolution 
from paganism to Christianity ; 
he also designed long-lost tapestry 
cartoons, now in S. Kensington. 
Museum ; other works of this 
period were the Sibyls in the Chigi 
Chapel, portrait of Pope Julius n., 
and the Del Sedia and Sistine 
Madonnas ; died whilst painting 
Tbe Transfiguration ; mourned by 
all Rome. He was distinguished 
for mastery of workmanship, per- 
fection of design, harmonious 
beauty of expression, refinement 
of taste, and purity of colour,

Rasmussen, Knud Johan Vic- 
tor (1879-1933), Dan. explorer;

land by the Polar Sea (1921), and 
Across Arctic America {1927). 

Rasputin, Gregorv' (1871- 
igi6), Russ, monk of semi-secret 
sect, who until his 34th year was 
a peasant. He then visited Mt. 
.4thos, Jerusalem, and Leningrad, 
where he became known as a 
‘ healer.' Obtained influence over 
the Tsarina, through healing 
Tsarevitch, and played a sinister 
political role. Lured to a supper 
party by a nephew of the Tsar 
by marriage, he was shot, and his 
body was disposed of beneath the 
ice of the Reva.

Raven-Hill, Leonard (1867- 
), Eng. artist and cartoonist ;

Raw'linson, Henrv Seymour, 
rsT Baron (1864-1925), Brit, 
general ; educated at Eton and 
Sandhurst ; served in India, 
Sudan, and S. African Wars ; wa.s 
in high command during the whole 
of the Great War, his crowning 
exploit being the great Brit, 
offensive of 1918, when, with the 
4th Army, he broke through the 
Hindenburg Line. Received a 
peerage and a grant of £30,000, 
1919. He directed the withdrawal 
of Brit, forces Irom N. Russia, 
1919; commander -in -chief in 
India, 1920. 

Ray (or Wray), John (1628- 
1705), Eng. naturalist ; b. Black 
Notley, Essex ; ‘ father ’ of Eng. 
natural history ; famous for his 
contributions to science of botany ; 
his scientific work was chiefly 
systematic. 

Rayleigh [ray'li), John William 
Strutt, 3RD Baron (1S42-1919), 
Eng. physicist ; b. Essex ; prof, 
of physics, Cambridge, 1879-84, 
and of natural philosophy at the 
Royal Institution, 1887-190,5 ; pres- 
ident of tile Royal Soc., 1905 ; 
did important work on the 
fundamental electrical units, in 
optics and capillarity, on Boyle's 
Law at low pressures ; discovered 
with Ramsay the clement argon ; 
Nobel Prize for physics, 1904; 
wrote Theory of Sound (iSfyS), 
and numerous monographs. 

Reade, Charles (1814-84), Eng. 
novelist ; b. in Oxfordshire ; first 
works were dramatic, and include 
Masks and Faces (or Peg Woffing- 
ton), Christie Johnstone, Peregrine 
Pickle, The Lyons Mail ; novels 
include It is Never too Late to 
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Mend, The Cloister and the Hearth 
(his masterpiece, dealing with the 
life of the father of Erasmus), 
Hard Cash, etc. ; nearly all treat 
of social problems. 

Keading, Rurus Daniei. Isaacs, 
1ST M.arquess of (1860-1935), 
Brit, statesman ; 6. London, of 
Jewish parents ; was at sea and a 
koclvbroker before being called 
to the bar ; g.c. in 1898 ; Liberal 
M.p. for Reading, 1904-13 ; solici- 
tor-general, 1910, and attorney- 
general, igio-13 ; lord chief 
justice, 1913-31 ; high commis- 
sioner and special ambassador to 
U.S.A., 1918 ; viceroy of India, 
1921-6 ; foreign secretary, Aug.- 
Nov. 1931. 

Rdaumnr {rH-o-mur'], ReniI An- 
TomE Ferchaolt de (1683-1757), 
Fr. scientist ; 6. La Rochelle ; 

investigated jiroporties of steel and 
iron, production of opaque glass, 
etc. ; constructed thermometer 
bearing his name, in which he 
divided the interval between the 
freezing and boiling points of 
water into eighty degrees. 

Redmond, (i) John Eoward 
( 1851-1918), Irish politician ; b. 
Ballytrcnt ; called to Eng. bar, 
1886 ; Nationalist Jt.p. from rS8i ; 
on death of Parnell, 1891, was 
chosen as leader of his followens, 
and in igoo became loader of the 
reunited Irish Nationalist party ; 
mainly owing to his efforts the 
Horae Rule Bill of 191.4 was 
carried ; during Great War stimu- 
lated recruiting in Ireland ; re- 
fused office in Asquith's Coalition 
Government, 1913 ; with the 
Sinn Fein movement he was out 
of sympathy, and condemned Irish 
rebellion of igi6 ; supported 
Convention of July 1917, which 
endeavoured to formulate a scheme 
of self-government tor Ireland. 
(2) W11.L1AM Hoev Keakney 
( 1861-1917), Irish politician;

(Aberdeen Univ.) is notable. 

Reid, Tiio.mas (1710-96), Soot, 
philosopher ; b. in Kincardinc- 
.shiro ; prof, of moral philosophy, 
Glasgow, 1 76.1 -So ; founder of 
Srottish ‘ common-sense ’ school. 
Against Berkeley and Hume, Reid 
affirmed doctrine of sense per- 
ception and denied that objects 
are perceived through ideas. Pub. 
Essays on the Intellectual and 
Active Powers of Man (1785 and 
1788). 

Reid, Whitei.aw (1837-1912), 
U.S.A. diplomatist ; 6. Ohio ; 

ed. New York Tribune, 1S72 ; 
was U.S.A. minister to France, 
1889-92, to Britain, 1905-13 ; 
works include After the War 
(1867), Problems of Expansion 
(1900), The Greatest Pact in 
Modern History (1906), and Amer- 
ican and English Studies (1913). 
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Reinaoh (n'aach), Joseph {1856- 
19:31), Fr. publicist and politician ; 
h. Paris : chief cd. of liipvMigue 
Fmnfaise from i 83 (i ; elected 
deputy in 1889 and in 1893 ; was 
an energetic defender of Dreyfus. 

Reinhardt {rin-hart), Max (1873- 
), Gcr. theatrical manager, a 
Jew ; b. near Vienna ; famous for 
realistic and beautifiU stage pro- 
ductions; manager of Deutsches 
Theater, Berlin ; went to London 
in igii and produced many plays, 
both there and in other foreign 
cities ; became citizen 0/ Czecho- 
slovakia, 19.33, owing to Nazi anti- 
Jewish campaign. 

Edjane ^m-slidn'), ’ Gabriei.lf. 
Efiju,’ Madame (1857-1920), Fr. 
actress ; b. Paris ; made her debut, 
1875 ; among her productions 
have been Ma Cmmmde, Genninie 
Lacertevx, and her best, Madame 
Sans-Giiie \ appeared in Lond<m, 
at the Gaiety, 1894, in Madame 
Sails- GHiie ; made many notable 
tours ; founded the Th 4 dtre Rd- 
jane, 1906. 

Rem'brandt (Rembrandt Har- 
MDKs VAN Rijn) (1606-69), Dutch 
painter and etcher ; i. Lcj’den ; 
greatest of the Dutch school ; 
.settled in Amsterdam ; St. Paid in 
Prison and The Money Changer are 
among his early works. Married, 
1634, Saskiavan Uylenborch, who 
appears in many of his pictures ; 
after her death, 1642, his life was 
sombre and distressed ; he became, 
banlirupt, 16.56. Rembrandt ex- 
adlcd in realistic portraiture and 
portrait groups, in depicting old 
age, and in effects of concentrated 
light ; works suggest the mystery 
that underlies tilings seen. His 
inastcipieces include The Night 
Watch (Amsterdam), The Aimtomy 
Lesson (The Hague), portrait of 
Rembrandt’s daughter - in - law, 
Magdalen van Loo (sold in 1920 for 
£60,000) ; and in landscape The 
Mill (sold in ipii for £joo,ooo) ; 
religious works : Christ healing 
the Sick, Good Samaritan (Louvre), 


etc. ; fine collection of his etchings 
in Brit. Museum.

Renan (ra-iion'), Ernest (1823- 
92), Fr. philosopher ; b. Treguier, 
C6tes-du-Nord. He was trained 
for the priesthood at Saint Sulpice 
Seminarj', left the Church bccausi' 
of religious doubts, and began to 
seek truth in science. His first 
work, L’ Avenir do la Science, 
written at this time, was not pub- 
lished till iS/jo. He studied philos- 
ophy, theology, history of re- 
ligions, and ancient languages, and 
did much service to Biblical 
criticism ; his style is his great 
merit. Fits Vie de JMus (1863) 
and Origines du Christianisme 
caused great sensation by rejection 
of divine elements from Chris- 
tiani ty ; his best work, partly auto- 
biographical, is Soui'cmVs rf’ En/ance 
el de Jeunesse (1883), written in 
exquisitely simple style ; last 
work, Histoire du Peuple d’Israel 
(1S87-91),

Rennie, .John (i76i-t82i), Scot, 
civil engineer ; b. in E. Lothian ; 
designed special machinerj' for 
flour mills ; settled in London, 
rygi ; constructed canals in 
various parts of England, built 
bridges, including Waterloo Bridge; 
London Bridge, finished after his 
death, was designed by him ; also 
constructed or improved doclrs 
and harbours. 

Eenwick, James (1662-88), Scot. 
Covenantor; 4 . Moniaive, Dum- 
friesshire ; gained great reputation 
as field-preacher ; declared a 
rebel by the Privy Council. Pub. 
the Apologetical Declaration [1684); 
captured in Edinburgh, and hanged 
in the Grassmarket. 

Eeszke [rdsh'ke), Jean de (1S.50- 
1923)1 Polish operatic, singer ; b. 
Warsaw ; made his d 6 but as a 
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baritone at Venice, 1874 ; ap- 
peared first as a tenor in 1879, 
and speedily won recognition as 
one of tlie greatest dramatic tenors. 

BeneWin (roich'lin), Johann 
(1455-133=), Ger. scholar; b. 
Pforzheim ; revived sUicly of 
Hebrew ; engaged in dispute with 
Johann Pfefterkorn, a converted 
Jew, who urged destruction of all 
Jewish hooks except the Bible. 
Reiichlin, defending the Jewish 
hooks, came into conflict with the 
Inquisition, the treatment he re- 
ceived calling forth the indignant 
Epiiiolts Ohscuronm Virorum, by 
Ulrich von Hutten and others ; 
greatest work, Pe Rudimentis 
Hebraicis ; though not a Reformer, 
life and work influenced the Re- 
form movement, 

Renter {roi'tey), Paul Jbuus, 
BAaON DE (i3i8-gg), originator of 
Reuter’s News Agency ; b. Cassol, 
Germany ; became naturalized 
Brit, subject, 1S51, and estab- 
lished offices in London, with 
correspondents in all parts of the 
world. 

Revere (re-vor'), Paul (1735- 
iSiS), Amor, patriot ; 6. Boston ; 
became gold and silver smith, and 
later an engraver : was one of the 
leaders in the Boston Tea Party, 
1773 ; Iris midnight ride to Lexing- 
ton and Concord, i775. to give 
warning of the British advance, 
is told in Longfellow's poem. 

Reynolds {teii'olds), Sin Joshua 
(1733-92), Eng. portrait painter ; 
b. Plvmpton Earl, Devon ; first 
president Royal Academy, 1768 ; 
knighted, 1769 ; painter to King 
George ni., 1784 ; brilliant career 
both artistically and socially; 
founded Literary Club, 1764 ; 
figures much in Boswell’s John- 
son ; excelled in painting chil- 
dren ; chid works ; Mrs. ^iddons 
as the Tragic Muse, Duchess of 
Devonshire and her Baby, The 
Age of Innocence, and portraits of 
Johnson, Sterne, Burke, Gold- 
smith, Fox, Garrick, etc. ; re- 


nowned also for literary quality 
of his Discourses (Presidential 
Addresses) ; buried in ,St. Paul's. 

Rhodes (rods), Cecii. John 
(1833-1902), Brit, colonial states- 
man ; b. Bishop’s Stortford ; son 
of clergyman ; sent to Natal 
for health, 1871 ; made fortune 
in Kimberley diamond fields ; 
founded Dc Beers Mining Co., 
1S80 ; formed plan of making 
S. Africa British and linking it 
with Egypt ; entered Cape politics, 
1881 : secured establishment of 
Brit, protectorate of Bechuana- 
land, and considerable increase of 
territory .across Zulu border, 18S4 ; 
established Brit. S. Africa Co., 
obtained charter for it, and built 
up what is now known as Rhodesia. 
Rhodes became prime ministcrc 
at Cape, 1890 ; advocated policy 
of ‘ Equal rights for all civilized 
men south of the, Zambezi,’ 
regardless of colour ; strove to 
conciliate the Dutch; Jameson 
Raid, 1895, forced him to resign, 
i8q6 : by his own personality 
quelled Matabelo revolt, i8g0 ; 
chief promoter of Capo to Cairo 
Railway and trans-African tele- 
graph lino; present in siege of 
Kimberley, 1899-1000, when his 
health broke down. He was buried 
in the Matopo Hills, Rhodesia. 
Public-spirited, energetic, auto- 
cratic, Rhodes was a great ‘ em- 
pire-maker.’ By his will he 
left practically his whole fortune 
(c. £6,000,000} to the public ser- 
vice, including 173 Rhodes Scholar- 
ships (for Brdt. Colonial and .'Vmer. 
students) at Oxford.

(2 vols. 1910), A. F, B. Williams 
(1921), and T. G. McDonald (1927)-] 
Rhys (res). Sir. John (1840- 
1915)1 Welsh philologist ; b. in 
Cardigan. Wrote standard books 
on Celtic literature and the 
Arthurian legend. 

Bibot (re-bo'), Alexandre F^lix 
Joseph (1842-1923), Fr. states- 
man ; 6, St. Omer ; as foreign 
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imnister, 1890, concluded alliance 
between France and Russia ; 
premier, rSge, 1S95, 1898, iQi? i 
minister of finance, 1914 — 17; 
strongly opposed policy of re- 
taliation against religious orders. 

Ricar'tlo, David (1772-1S23), 
Eng. political economist, of Jew- 
ish origin ; b. London ; began 
life' as stockbroker ; pub. High 
Price of Bullion a Proof of ihe 
DeprsciatioH of Banknotes, the 
first scientific treatise on currency 
(rSoy) ; also pub. Principles of 
Political Bcouotny and Taxation 
(1817), its most important fcatiue 
being doctrine of nature of rent ; 
M.f., 1818-23. 

Rice, Auce Hf.gak (1870- 
), U.S..'V. author ; b. in Ken- 
tucky ; best known for Mrs. 
■iyiggs of the Cabbage Patch. 

Richard I., Cceou-de-Lion 
(1157-99)1 King of England; 
third son of Henry n. ; succeeded 
iiSq : joined Third Crusade; 
prominent in capture of Acre, 
ligi ; defeated Saladin at Arsuf, 
1191 ; on way home was captured 
and imprisoned by Leopold of 
Austria ; handed over to Emperor 
Henry vt., who roioased him tor 
ransom ; on return to England, 
ti94, cruslied Ills brother John’s 
intrigues ; subsequently returned 
to Fr. dominions ; killed during 
siege of castle, of Chains. 

Richard n. (1367-1400), King 
of England ; son of Black 
Prince ; succeeded 1377 ; met 
rebels under Wat Tyler at Mile 
End and Sniithfiold, rgSi, and 
ended their insurrection ; de- 
prived of absolute power by Lords 
Appellant, 13SS ; concluded peace 
with France, 1396 ; revenged 
himself on I.ords Appellant, 1397- 
98, sentencing them to death or 
exile ; captured and deposed by 
cousin, Heiu-y of Bolingbroke 
(afterwards Henry iv.), 1399 ; 

subseqiiently imprisoned in Ponte- 
fract Castle, where he is supposed 
to have, been murdered. 


Richard HI. (1452-85), King 
of England ; son of Richard, 
Dulic of York ; distinguished him- 
self at battles of Barnet and 
Tewkesbury; crowned 1183; 
shortly afterwards his nephews, 
Edward v. and his brother, were 
murdered in Tower by his orders ; 
suppressed Buckingham’, s insur- 
rection which ensued ; was de- 
feated and killed at battle of 
Bosworth. 

Richardson, Samuel (1689- 
1761), Eng. novelist ; b, Derby- 
shire ; son of joiner ; became 
printer of House of Commons 
Journals, and King’s Printer ; 
was made master of the Stationers’ 
Co. Was asked to publish a 
‘ model ’ letter-writer ; this sug- 
gestion -ft'as the origin of his first 
novel, Pamela (i 74 o)' It was in- 
tended as a ‘ moral ’ novel, and 
therefore met with much ridicule, 
but was original and full of life. 
Wrote also Clarissa Harlotue, a 
somewhat tedious seven-vol. novel 
(1747-8), andSiV Charles Grandison 
(1753)- Is called Ihc ' father of 
the modern novel ’ ; was the 
inspire!' of Diderot and Rousseau 
among others ; Fielding’s novels 
were written as a counterblast to 
Richardson’s sentimentality.

Richelieu (resh-lu') , Armand 
Je.an DU Plessis de (1585-16,42), 
Fr. statesman ; b. Paris ; Bishop of 
Lupon, 1607 ; secretary of war and 
foreign affairs, 1616 ; assisted 
Marie de’ Medici in recovery of 
power, 1620 ; cardinal, 1622 ; 
minister of slate, 1624-42. Riche- 
lieu laid foundations of France’s 
pre-eminence ; won permanent 
power over King Louis .xni. ; se- 
cured supersession and exile of 
Marie de’ Medici ; made monarchy 
strong by suppression of feudal 
nobility; captured Rochelle, 1628, 
and destroyed power of Huguenots ; 
initiated policy of opposition to 
Austria in Thirty Years’ War, and 
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so dc-stroycd power of France’s 
great rival ; opposed Habsburgs 
in Nctlierlands and Piedmont, and 
aided revolt of Catalonia against 
Spain ; his foreign policy was 
successful but Jinmensely expen- 
sive. Founded Fr. Academy.

Riohepin (rhh-pem.'), Jeak 
(1849-1926), Fr. poet, novelist, 
dramatist ; b. .\lgeria ; member 
of Fr, Academy ; brilliant and 
unconventional writer. His La 
Chanson des Gaeux (1876) led to 
bis imprisonment for ‘ outrage 
aux moeurs.’ Some of his novels, 
including Cdsan'ne (1888I, f,es 
Grandes Amotmttses (i8g6), are 
distinguished for psychological 
analysis. Minrl:a (1883), Trtiaii- 
ilaiU'es (1890), and Flamboche 
(1895) are realistic transcripts 
from life. His best work is con- 
tained hr his plays : La Gin 
(1883), Nana Sahib (1883), Le 
Chien de Garde (1898), etc. 

Richter (n'ch'ter), Hans (1843- 
1976), Hungarian musical con- 
ductor I b. Raab ; conducted at 
Munich, Budapest, and Vienna ; 
from 1879 7ip to the Great War 
held annual orchestral concerts 
in London ; from iqoo conducted 
Hail^ concerts in Manchester ; 
noteworthy for his interpreta- 
tions of Wagner, Beethoven, and 
Brahms. 

Richter, .Tohann Faux, Fried- 
Eicii (i763--'i 825), generally known 
as Jean P.aul, Ger. author ; b. 
near Bayreuth ; devoted himself 
entirely to literature ; first works 
were satirical and unsuccessful, 
but with The Invisible Lodge 
(l?93) ho turned to purely humor- 
ous writing, and quickly attained 
fame ; works include fine studies 
of humble life, such as Dontinie 
Wue (1793), probably his master- 
piece, and Qnintns Fixlein (7796) ; 
studies of the ideal as in Hesperus 
(ryg.'i), Titan (1803), and philo- 
sophical works. Though sometimes 
( 4 , 164 ) 


careless in stylo and form, he is 
noteivorth^' for his simplicity, 
kindly humour, and passionate 
love of natine. His popularit)- in 
Great Britain is due to Carlyle’s 
appi-eciatioii. 

Ridley, NroHocAS (1,100-55), 
Eng. divine and martyr ; b. 
Northumberland ; was chaplain 
to Henry viii,, 1,547 ; Eiihop of 
Rochester, 1 .547 ; supported Lady 
Jane Grey ; tried as heretic under 
Mary, and burned at Oxford. 

Rid {re-eV), Louis (1844-85), 
Can. agitator; b. St. Boniface, 
Manitoba ; leader of rebellion of 
the half-breeds, 1869-70; after 
its suppression fled to U.S.A. ; 
headed a second insurrection, 
1885, was captured, and executed. 

Rienzi (or RiEnzo) [rl-en'ze), 
Cola m [c. 1313-54), Roman 
patriot, friend of Petrarch ; b. 
Rome ; was roused against nobles 
throu.gh the assassination of his 
brother ; incited citizens’ rising, 
1347, and was made tribune; fell 
from power and imprisoned ; 
released, and again in power, 
1354, but murdered ; is hero of 
poem by Byron, opera by Wagner, 
and of a novel by Bulw'er Lyttoa. 

Rim'sky-Eorsak'ov, Nicola-s 
Andreievich (^i84.f-i9o8), Russ, 
composer ; b. m Novgorod ; his 
first symphony (in E minor) had 
such success that he abandoned 
his career in the navy, and there- 
after produced a succession of 
operas, symphonies, songs, piano- 
forte pieces, etc., which had great 
influence on the subsequent de- 
velopment of Russ, music ; works 
include Sadko (1S95), The Tsar's 
Bride (1899), Le Cog d'Or (igio), 
and a treatise on The Fmimaiions 
of Insirumentalion. 

Ripon, George Eredf.rick 
Samuel Robinson, ist Mar- 
quess or (1827-1909). Brit. 
Liberal statesman ; b. London ; 
scoretai'y for war, 1R63-6 ; secre- 
tary of state for India, 1866 ; 
lord president of Council, i86S- 
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73 ; commissioner in Alabaina 
dispute, 1871 : viceroy of India, 
r88o-4 : incurred disapproval for 
too liberal measures ; colonial 
secretarj', 1892-5 ; lord privy 
seal, igoj-S. 

RitscM (rich'l), Albrecht (1822- 
8g), Ger. tlieologian and philos- 
opher ; b. Berlin. His attitude 
towards Christianity is to divorce 
it from metapliysies ; thus all con- 
troversies as to the nature of the 
Father and Son are fruitless ; 
spiritual e.xperience is everj'thinR. 
His theology has had considerable 
influence. 

Riviere {rai-e-dr’), Briton (r8.).o— 
igao), Brit, animal painter ; b. 
London ; r.a., 1881 ; among 

chief works are The Poacher’s 
Nurse, The Last of the Garrison, 
Charity, Circe, Daniel. 

RivoU, Duke of. See under 
Masson A. 

Rizrio, or Riccio {rSfshd), 
David (c. 1532-66), Ital. musician ; 
b, Turin ; secretary to Mary 
Queen of Scots ; His influence 
with, the queen incensed tho 
nobles, who, with Darnloy, 
dragged him from her presence in 
Holyrood and murdered him. 

Robbia. See Della Robbia. 

Robert I., Rodert Bruce, or 
Bru.s (137.4-1329), Soot, king and 
national hero ; of Norman de- 
scent. His grandfather was one 
of three claimants to Scot, throne 
on death of ‘ Maid of Norway.’ 
Bnico swore fealty to Edward i., 
1296, but during the next ten 
years he changed sides more than 
once. His murder of Coniyn, 
1306, made broach with Edward 
complete, and he was crovraed 
king at Scone ; was defeated at 
Methven, 1306. The Eng. army 
under Pembroke scoured .Scotlancl 
for Bruce, who led wild life in 
hiding. The tide turned in 1307 ; 
Bruce won battle of Louden Hill ; 
Edward i. died on his wav^ to 
Scotland, and by 1313 .Stirling 
alone held out for England ; a 


large Eng. army under Edward ii. 
was decisively’ defeated at Ban- 
nockbtu-ii, .June 24, 1314, by the 
superior skill of Bruce. Invasions 
of England extorted recognition 
of independence of Scotland by 
Treatj^ of Northampton, 1328, 
Bruce died of leprosy ; a wise king, 
a brave soldier, and a true patriot. 

Robert n. (1316-go), King of 
Scotland; son of Walter the 
Steward and Robert Bruce’s 
daughter Marjory ; succeeded 
uncle, David ii., 1371 ; founded 
Stewart dynasty ; his peaceable 
nature was unfitted to troublous 
times ; during his reign, 13SS, 
English wore defeated at Otter- 
burn (Chevy Chase). 

Robert I., the Devil (d. 103,5), 
Duke of Normandy; father of 
William the Conqueror ; aided 
Edward the Confessor, and helped 
Henry t. of France against his 
rebellious subjects ; died at Nictea 
while reluming from pilgrimage 
to Holy Land. 

Robert GuisenrS. Sec under 
Guiscard. 

Roberts of Kandahar, 
Frederick Sleigh, ibt Earl 
(1832-191.4), Brit, soldier; b. 
Cawnpore, India ; serve,d through 
the Ind. Mutiny ; won v.c., 
1858 ; served in Abjfssinian ex- 
pedition, 1S68, and in Liishai 
expedition, 1871-2 ; led one of 
three columns against Amir of 
Afghanistan, and turned position, 
of enemy in Peiwar Kotai Pass ; 
promoted major-general and made 
K.C.B., 1878 ; after murder of 
Cavagnari, advanced on Kabul, 
which he oooupiod ; heavilj'- at- 
tacked, but made effective re- 
sistance ; accomplished famous 
march to relief of Kandahar, 
18.S0 ; received baronetcy and 
G.c.B,, and appointed to com- 
mand of Madras army. Created a 
peer, 1892. Finally left India, 
1893. During two years of leisure 
wrote Forty-one Years in India. 
Field-marshal, 1895, and com- 
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inancler-in-chief in Ireland. Suc- 
ceeded Biiller, 1899, as commander- 
in-chief in S. African War ; 
captured General Cronje, seemed 
relief of Kimberley, Ladysmith, 
and Mafeking ; occupied Pre- 
toria, and anne.'icd Transvaal and 
Orange Free State. On his return, 
lyoi, received an earldom and 
the Garter. Retired, 1903, and 
devoted his latter years to advo- 
cacy of national service. Died 
during Great War when visiting 
Incl. troops in France.

Hearts of Women (1919), Warfare 
in ike Human Body (1920), Malig- 
nancy and Evolution (1926), The 
Scent of Death (1931). 

Robertson, Frederick William 
(1816-53), Anglican divine ; b. 
London; incumbent of Trinity 
Chapel, Brighton ; a powcrfiil 


preacher and spiritual leader. His 
five scries of sermons attracted 
enormous attention.

History of Free Thought in the 
Nineteenth Century (1929). 

Robertson, William (1721-93), 
Scot, clergyman and historian ; 
6. Borthwick, Midlothian; piiu- 
cipal of Edinburgh Univ., 176a ; 
moderator of the General As- 
sembly, and historiographer-royal 
for Scotland, 1763. His WTitings 
include History of Scotland (1759), 
History of the Reign of the Em- 
peror Charles V. (1769), and 
History of America (1777).

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Robeson {rob'son], Paul Bustill 
(i8gS- ), Amcr. Negro actor 
and singer ; b.

high honours ; iiualified for the 
law, but embarked on stage career, 
1922; has played in London ; also 
a successful concert-singer of 
Negro spiritu.sls and songs. 

Rohespierro {robs-pydr'), Maxi- 
MILIEN StAniE LsiDORE 
Fr. revolutionist ; b. Arras ; a 
lawyer who early imhibed the 
views of Rous.seau ; elected to 
states-general, 1789. In the Con- 
vention he was elected first dep- 
uty for Paris, and svith Danlon 
and Marat withstood the charge 
IjTOught by the Girondists against 
the Jacobins of aiming at .a 
dictatorship ; urged the execution 
of I.ouis XVI. ; in 1793 was elected 
a member ot the Committee of 
Public Safety, and was one of the 
chief authors of Reign of Terror. 
Vl’ilh Danton’s execution, 1794, 
begins the last ph.ase of the career 
of Robcsiiierre ; openlv declared 
that his aim was to extirpate the 
vicious and to establish a reign of 
virtue ; carried a rosoliitiou recog- 
nizing a Supreme Being, and set up 
a new cult, with himself as high 
irriest ; with the»e views the lead- 
ing men of the day had no sym- 
path}', and (hey organized the 
revolution of gth Therraidor (July 
a 7 , 1794) in which Robespierre fell. 
His speeches show him to have 
been a fanatic, cold-blooded but 
sincere; not a great administrator, 
nor a statesman at ail. I-Ie owed 
his position in the main to Ms 
transparent sincerity and honestv.

(1862- ), author and actress; 

ft. Louisville, Kentucky ; an inter- 
preter of Ibsen's plays ; novels ; 
Beloio the Salt (iSgb), The Mai:- 
netic North (190.;), The Florenlioc 
Frame (1909), Way Stations (1913), 
Camilla (igiS), The Messcintei 
(1020), Aficilla's Share (1924), and 
I'he Secret that was Kept {1926). 

Robinson, .-Agnes Marv F. 
See Duclaux. 

Rob Roy (Robert M'Greoor) 
(1671-1734), the Scot. Robin 
Hood; outlawed, i6gi ; organ- 
ized notorious band of cattli'- 
raiders ; submitted and impris- 
oned, 1722 ; pardoned, 1727 ; 
settled at Balquhidder. Perthshire ; 
hero of Sir Walter Scott’s novel, 
Rob Roy. 

RoohBfoucanld. See under L\

Rock'efeller. (x) John Davison 
(1839- ), U.S..‘\.. miilionaire ; 

6. Richforcl, New Vork ; formed 
first great trust, ‘ Standard Oil 
Co,,' 1870 ; showed much interest 
in educational, medical, and 
charitable affairs ; founded and 
endowed the univ. of Chicago, 
1890 ; founded the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, 
iqoi. Made many gifts to edu- 
cational institutions through his 
General Education Board and 
the Roekcfeller Foundation for 
‘promoting the well-being of man- 
kind throughout the world ' ; 
had given tor philanthropic pur- 
poses up to 1927 over £100,000,000.

tr.S..A. capitalist, son of above ; 
associated with his father in 
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various business enterprises ; also 
eonnected with religious and 
philanthropic movements, advan- 
cing and developing his father’s 
sehemes.

b. Paris ; distinguished for busts 
and statues of overwhelming 
power, realism, and pss^chic per- 
ception ; has also executed Biblical 
and symbolic groups. His works 
include The Burghers of Calais 
(replioa in London), The Gate, of' 
Hell, War, The Man who Awakes, 
bronze St. John the Baptist, The 
Thinker, VutorHugo, 

{Auguste Rodin, by J. Cladel 
(1908; Eng. trails, igi?), and L. 
Bcnedite (1926).] 

Rodney, George Brydges, 
1ST Baron (1719-92), Brit, ad- 
miral; b. Walton-on-Tliames ; 
vice-admiral of Great Britain, 
1781 ; destroyed Havre harbour, 
1759 ; look ' Martinique, 1761 ; 
created baronet, 1764 ; won 
victories of Cape Finisterre and 
Cape St. Vincent, and relieved 
Gibraltar, 1780 ; captured St. 
Eustatia, 1781 ; defeated Fr. fleet 
off Leeward Islands, 1782, his 
crowning victor^' ; created baron 
in 1782.

et Fils (1927), and Goethe ei 
Beethoven (1931) ; Nobel Prize, 
1915. 

Rom'illy, Sir Samuel (1757- 
iSiS), Eng, legal reformer; b, 
London ; advocated reform of the 
criminal law by restriction of 
capital punishment, and reduction 
of penalties for lesser crimes; 
wrote Observations on the Criminal 
Law of England (zSio). 

Rom'ney, George (1734-1802), 
Eng. portrait painter ; 6. Dalton- 
in-Fumess, Lancs ; rival of Rey- 
nolds ; never admitted to the 
.Academy ; favourite sitter Ladj' 
Hamilton, whom he painted in 
more than thirty difterent char- 
acters ; best work gives an im- 
pression of movement and elusive 
grace, and includes such paintings 
as The Parson's Daughter, Duchess 
of Gordon and her Son, The Misses 
Beckfoid when Children, and Mrs. 
Yates as the Tragic Muse.

Ronald, Sir Landon (1873- 
), Brit, musician ; b. London ;

(1524-85), Fr. poet ; b. near 
Vendome; chief of the PlSiade, 
which aimed at introducing the 
Renaissance into France. Works 
include Odes (1550), Les Amours 
de Cassandre {1552), Bocage 
Royal (1551), Hymues (i355). J-es 
Discours des Misbes tie ce Temps 
(1560), and an unsuccessful and 
unfinished epic. La Francnade 
(1572). Some of his sonnets are 
exquisite. His poetry shows rich 
fancy, a charming blend of medi- 
cBval and classical spirit, and 
beauty and variety'' of rhythm. 

Ront'gcn, Wilhelm Konrad 
VON (1345-192.5), Ger. physicist ; 
b. Lennep ; prof, of physics and 
mathematics, Hohenhoim, 1S75, 
and at Strasbourg, 1876, and prof, 
of physics at Giessen, 1879, at 
Wurzburg, 1SS5, and at Munich, 
1899-1920. He did valuable work 
in physics ; best known for his 
discovery of the ' X ' or Rdntgon 
rays, 1895 ; awarded the Rum- 
ford medal of the Royal Soc., 1896 ; 
awarded Nobel Prize for physics, 
1901. 

Kooke, Sir George (1650- 
1709), Brit, admiral ; b. near 
Canterbury ; commanded squad- 
ron which relieved Londonderry, 
1689 ; took part in battle of La 
Hogue, 1692 ; commanded ex- 
pedition against Cadiz and de- 
stroyed Span. Plato Fleet in Vigo ; 
captured Gibraltar, 1704. 

Boon, Albrecht Theodor 
Emil, Count von (1803-79), 
Prussian soldier and military 
author ; 6. near Kolberg, Pome- 
rania ; as minister of war, 1859- 
73, and of navy, 1S61-71, he 
carried out a reorganization of tlie 
army, the value of which was 
shown hoth in the Austrian War 
of 1866 and in the Franco-Ger. 
War of 1870-1. 

Roosevelt {ro'ze-vell), Franklin 


Deiano (1882- ), president of 

U.S.A. ; b. New York ; admitted 
to bar, 1907 ; assistant secretary 
of navy, 1913-20; inspector of 
U.S.A. naval forces in European 
waters, 1918 ; crippled by attack 
of infantile paralysis, 19a i ; demo- 
cratic governor of New Yorlc State, 
1928 ; president, 1932. Secured 
the repeal of inhibition, 1933, 
and introduced schemes of Na- 
tional Recovery during financial 
collapse. Author of Whither 
Bound ? (1926), and The Happy 
Warrior (1928). 

Roosevelt, Theodore (185S- 
1919), U.S.A. statesman, writer, 
soldier, and sportsman ; president 
of U.S.A. ; b. New York ; edu- 
cated at Harvard ; member of 
New York State Legislature, 
1882-4 ; civil service commissioner, 
1889-95 ; head of police depart- 
ment, New York, 1895-7 5 assist- 
ant secretary of navy, 1897 ; 
organized and led ' Rough Riders ’ 
in Cuba during Span.-Amer. War ; 
governor of New York State, 
1898; vice-president of U.S.A. 
(Republican), 1901 ; on M‘Kin- 
ley’s assassination succeeded as 
president, 1901 ; president for 
second term, 1904-9 ; on retire- 
ment secured election of Taft. 
Came forward as independent 
candidate for presidentship, 1912, 
but ■without success. In 1913 
headed a scientific expedition into 
the heart of Brazil, which explored 
the head-waters of a hitherto un- 
known tributary of the Madeira R. 
During Great War Roosevelt was 
untiring in his advocacy of Allied 
cause. 

Roosevelt •was the most prom- 
inent American of his day. 
America owes to him Pure Food 
and Drugs Act, Meat Inspection 
Act, Employers’ Liability Act, 
Act to reflate railway rates, etc., 
and adoption of Panama Canal pro- 
ject. He acted as peacemaker in 
Russo-Jap. War, 1905. In his 
books he appears as a keen 
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sportsman, raiiclier, student of 
men and of natural history. His 
voluminous writings include Naval 
War of iSi2 (1882), Huntiiig Trips 
of a Ranchman (1886), Winning 
of the West (4 vols. 1889-96), 
American Ideals (1897), Auto- 
biography (1913), Letters to his 
Children (1919). 

Root, Elihu (1845- ), U.S.A. 

statesman ; b. Clinton, New York ; 
secretary for war, 1899-1904, 
and responsible for many reforms 
in the administration of the 
army ; secretary of state, 1905— 

9, when he did much towards the 
reorganization of the consular 
service ; awarded the Nobel peace 
prizCj rgra, for his services in the 

acification of Cuba and the 

hilippines, and his handling of 
various matters in dispute be- 
tween Japan and the U.S.A. ; is 
a member of the permanent court 
of arbitration at The Hague. 

Rosa, Carl Auoust Nicholas 
(1843-89), operatic inmresario ; 
b. Hamburg ; founded Carl Rosa 
Opera Co. in. London, 1875, with 
the object of encouraging Eng. 
composers. 

Rosa, Salvator (1615-73), 
Ttal. painter, etcher, and poet ; 
b. near Naples ; worked in Flor- 
ence and Rome ; excelled in 
wild and gloomy landscapes, but 
painted also historical subjects — 
e.g. Saul and the Witch of Endor 
(Louvre), Belisarius (Grosvenor 
Gallery, London), etc. ; his Satires 
appeared in 1719. 

Ros'coe, StR Henrv Emfield 
(1833-191.5), Eng. chemist; b. 
London ; chief researches were on 
vanadium and the chemical action 
of light, but he was also notable 
for the stimulus he gave to the 
study^ of technical chemistry in 
Britain ; his Treatise on Chem- 
istry, written with Schorlemmer, 
is a most exhaustive work ; other 
works include Lessons in Elemen- 
tary Chemistry, Primer of Chem- 
istry, John Dalton. 
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Rose, John Holland (1855- 
), Eng. historian ; 6. Bedford ; 
reader in modern history, Cam- 
bridge, igix-ig; Vere-Hanus- 
worth prof, of naval history, igig- 
33 ; author of The Rise of 
Democracy (1897), Life of Napo- 
leon I. (1902), The Development of 
the European Nations, iSyo-igei 
(1933), etc. 

Rosebery, Archibald Philip 
Primrose, 5th Eari, of, and 
1ST Earl op Midlothian (1847- 
1929), Brit. Liberal statesman ; 
b. London ; under-secretary, Home 
Office, r8Sr— 3 ; first commissioner 
of works, 18S5 ; foreign secretary, , 
1886, 1892-4 ; prime roinkstor, 
t 894"5 i succeeding Gladstone ; 
resigned owing to party dissen- 
sions ; also resigned leadership of 
Liberal party, 1896 ; president of 
Liberal Lea^e, 1902, an organiza- 
tion of moderate members of the 
party ; made occasional returns 
thereafter to political arena as 
independent critic. He early 
advocated refonn of House of 
Lords ; preached imperialistic 
Ideals : attacked both Tariff Re- 
form and Socialistic legislation. 

A devotee of local government. 
Lord Rosebery was first chairman 
of London County Council, 1889 ; 
he was Lord Rector of Aberdeen 
Univ., 1878, Edinburgh Univ., 
1880, Glasgow Univ., 1899, St. 
Andrews Univ., 1911 ; cliancellor 
of London Univ. An ardent 
sportsman, he won the Derby, 
1894, 1895, 1905. A brilliant 
speaker, he was often called 
‘ Orator of the Empire.’ ' Among 
other literary works he wrote 
Napoleon, the Last Phase (1900), 
Miscellanies Literary and. His- 
torical hgai), and monographs on 
Pitt, Feel, Cromwell, Randolph 
Churchill, Chatham.

Boss, Sir John (1777-1S56), 
Brit, admiral ; b. in Wigtownshire ; 
began career of Arctic exploration,

33, and again in 1850 in search of 
Franklin ; his second expedition 
had important scientific results 
recorded in his Narrative of a 
Second Voyage in search of a 
North-West Passage (1835). 

Ross, SiK Ronald (1857-1932), 
Brit, physician ; 6. Almora, India ; 
entered Ind. Medical Service, 
18S1, and after 1892 devoted 
himself to research into the 
causes of malaria ; in 1897—8 he 
verified the theory that the 
microbes of the disease are spread 
by mosquitoes, and thus indicated 
a method of prevention which has 
done much to modify its ravag;es ; 
received Nobel Prise for medicine, 
1902 ; writings include Poems, 
The Prevention 0} Malaria (1910), 
Memoirs {1923), and Studies in 
Malaria (1928). 

Rosse. William Parsons, 3rd 
Earl of (1800-67), Irish astron- 
omer; b. York; improved con- 
struction of reflecting telescopes ; 
erected great telescope at his 
seat. Birr Castle, Parsonstown, 
and made many observations of 
nebulse. 

Rosset'ti. (r) Dante Gabriel 
(1828-82), Eng. painter and poet ; 
6. London ; son of Gabriele Ros- 
setti, Ital. patriot, who had become 
prof, of Italian at King’s CoU., 
London ; studied art under Ford 
Madox Brown ; first picture The 
Girlhood of Mary, Virgin (1849) ; 
followed by The Laboratory, a 
visualization of Browning’s poem, 
and the beautiful Soce Ancilla 
Domini ; married, i860, Elizabeth 
Eleanor Siddal, represented in his 
Beata Beatrix (painted in 1863, 
a year after her death), etc.; 
founded with Holman Hunt and 
Millais the Pre-Raphaelite Brother- 
hood. A series of Arthurian scenes 
was pub. in 1857. Rosa Triplex, 
Dante’s Dream, Veronica Vermiese 
are other well-known pictures, 
while his designs for stained-glass 


windows did much to revive in- 
terest in that art. As a writer, 
Rossetti was essentially mediaeval 
and mystic. His earliest pub. 
poems appeared in the Germ 
(1850) ; his Poems were printed 
in 1870, Ballads and Sonnets in 
1881. His scope ranges from the 
ethereal dreaminess of ‘ The Blessed 
Damozel’ to the despairing cry of

Pesaro ; at 
twenty-one Tancreii brought him 
success at Venice ; in i8i6 he had 
his crowning triumph with The 
Barber of Seville ; William Tell 
was produced in 1829. Though he 
wrote a vast number of operas, few 
survive. 

Rostand [ros-ioo.'), Edmond 
(i868-igi8), Fr. poet and drama- 
tist ; b. Marseilles ; achieved suc- 
cess with verse comedy Les 
Romanesques (1894), followed by 
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La Princesse Lointaine, La Santa- 
ritaine, Cyrano de Bergerac (his 
liiasterpiece), V Aiglon, Chanteclcr, 
and Le Bois Sacr^ (1910) ; member 
of Fr. Academy, igoa. 

Rothenstein {roth'en-stln), Sir 
W17.LIAM (1872- ), Eng. artist r 

b. Bradford ; studied at Slade 
School, London ; was one of 
official painters to Brit, and Can. 
armies in the Great War ; prin- 
cipal of Royal Coll, of Art, S. 
Kensington, since 1920 ; notable 
for his portraits, including Pater, 
Swinburne, Hardy, and Tagore ; 
paintings include The Dolls' Bouse, 
Jews Mourning, Morning at Be- 
nares. Has also ivritten Oxford 
Characters (1896), English Por- 
traits (1898), Life of Goya (1900),

Eng. literature, Cambridge, 1910. 

Eoths'child, Jewish family of 
bankers ; founded by Mayer Am- 
scHEL R0TH.SCHILD (1743-1812), 
son of Anselm Moses Baiier ; 
took surname from red shield, 
sign of his bank at Frankfurt-on- 
Main ; the eldest of his five sons 
succeeded to Frankfurt bank, the 
others founded houses at Vienna, 
Paris, London, Naples. Nathan 
(1777-1836), founder of London 
house, financed England in crisis, 
1813. Lionel Nathan (1808-79), 
his son, was largely instrumental 
in obtaining Jewish emancipation 
in Great Britain.

Rousseau [roo-so'), Jean Jac- 
ques (1713-78), Fr. philosopher 
and writer ; b. Geneva ; son of a 
watchmaker ; was in turn en- 
graver’s apprentice, vagabond, 
candidate for holy orders, lackey, 
copyist of music, etc. In Madame 
do Warens be found a patroness 
and lover for some years at ‘ Les 
Charmettes.’ Making his way to 
Paris, 1741, he associated with the 
EncydopMisies ; won Academy 
of Dijon’s prize for Discours sur 
les Arts et les Sciences, 1749 1 
awakened interest of Louis xv. 
with his opera Le Devin drt Village, 
1752 : pub. Discours sur l’In6- 

f aliii (1754) ; settled in The 
lermitage near Paris, a home 
provided by Madame d’Epinay ; 
wrote La Nouvelle HMoise (a 
novel) (1760), Emile, ou ds 
P Education, and Le Conirat Social 
(political) (1762). Forced on 
account of his deism to leave 
France, he ivrote in Switzerland 
Lettres de la Montague ; visited 
England under Hume’s patronage ; 
returned to France and spent 
miserable years obsessed with idea 
of persecution ; buried in Pan- 
theon. His autobiographical Cow- 
fessions shed much light on his 
irregular life and morbid char- 
acter. Rousseau proclaimed the 
rights of individuality, denounced 
the evils of artificial civilization, 
and sought to reinstate Nature 
in life generally. His style was 
easy, simple, and clear, and 
effected a revolution in Fr. prose.

Teniers, Snyders, who were able, 
to carry out his designs ; the 
twenty-one pictures commissioned 
by Marie de’ Medici (now in the 
Louvre) were completed by his 
‘ school ’ at Antwerp ; this method 
accounts, in part, for the several 
thousands of pictures which bear 
his signature. After death of his 
first wife, Isabella Brant, gave 
himself largely to diplomacy ; 
during mission to Spain, i0z8, 
met Velazquez, and travelled and 
painted with him ; was sent by 
Philip IV. to Charles i. of Eng- 
land, 1629, by whom he was 
knighted and commissioned to 
decorate Whitehall banqueting 
hall : married, 1630, Helena Fotir- 
ment, the beautiful model of so 
many of his later works ; died at 
Antwerp.

mutilated texts of her works dis- 
covered in Egypt.

1925), famous Anglo-Amer. por- 
trait painter ; b. Florence, Italy, 
of Amer. parents ; R.A., 1897 ; 

one of the leaders in England 
(where he^ settled in 1883) of re- 
volution in technical methods ; 
his work show.s extraordinary 
dexterity of execution, large dis- 
osition and balance of design ; 
is chief works include Carnation, 
Lily, Lily, Rose (Tate Gallery), 
Carmencita (Luxembourg). From 
1884 to 1910 was the most 
famous portrait painter of his 
time.

servations in the Alps ; invented 
the hygrometer for testing the 
temperature of lakes at great 
depths. 

Savlgnr (sa-ven'yi), Friedrich 
Kari. von (1779-1861), Cor. jurist; 

2). Frankfurt-on-Main ; prof, of 
law at Berlin, 1810-42 ; minister 
of justice for the revision of the 
law, 1842 ; was first to detach 
sciontiflcally Roman contribution 
to science of jurisprudence. 

Savonaroia, Girolamo (1452- 
98), Ital. religious and political 
reformer • b. Ferrara ; joined 
the Dominican order at Bologna, 
1474 ; entered convent of San 
Marco, 1482 ; came into prom- 
inence at Brescia ; recalled to 
Florence, he denounced not only 
sin and woddlincss of the time, 
but government which permitted 
such wickedness ; later he became 
leading spirit in new republic ; 
strict laws were passed for re- 
pression of evil, but a reaction 
set in, the Medici party gained 
ground, and Savonarola was for- 
bidden to preach ; he refused to 
obey, and was excommunicated, 
1497 ; subsequently brought to 
trial ; imprisoned, tortured, con- 
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demned, and hanged along ivith 
two others, 1498. Though ortho- 
dox, his opposition to the cor- 
ruption of the papacy links him 
with the precursors of the Re- 
formation.

b. Goslar ; fought in Netherlands 
and Russia ; ruler of Courland, 
1726-7 ; entered service of France 
and won fame in war of Austrian 
Succession ; created marshal of 
France, 1744, for his brilliant con- 
duct of the operations in Flanders 
and Holland. 

Ssyce (sSs), Archibald Henrv 
(1845-1933), Eng. Assyriologist 
and philologist ; b. near Bristol ; 
prof, of Assyriology, O.xford Univ., 
1891-1919. Works include The 
Principles of Comparative Philol- 
ogy (1874), 'The Monuments of the 
HitUtes (1881), the Hibbert lec- 
tures on Babylonian Religion 
(1887), The Higher Criticism and 
the Verdict of^ the Monuments 
(1894), Babylonians and Assyrians 
(1900), Reminiscences (1923). 

Scaligir (skal'i-jer), name of 
two great European classical schol- 
ars. (i) Julius C/bsar {1484- 
1558). practised medicine at Agen 
in Guienne ; first important class- 
ical works were two orations 
in reply to the Ciceronianus of 
Erasmus ; later works include 
De Causes Linguat Latina:, Com- 
meidarii de Causis Plantarum 
TheophrasH, Aristotelis Historia 
de' Animalibus. (2) Joseph 
Justus (1540-1609), son of the 
above ; placed himself in the front 
rank of European scholars with 
his De Emendatione Tempontm, 
■wherein he fixed the dates of 
many of the leading events of 
ancient history^ ; succeeded Lip- 
sius at univ. of Leyden, 1593- 
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1609 ; made many editions of 
classical authors. 

Scarlatti {skar-ia'ii), Alessan- 
dro (1659-1725), Ital. musical 
compo.ser ; b. in Sicily j lived 
at Naples, 1684-1703 ; founder 
of modern, school of Ital. opera ; 
examples : Miifidale Kupators^ 

Tigrane, Griselda, etc. ; wrote 
also chamber cantatas aud masses. 
His son Domenico (1683-1757) 
was likewise a composer of note. 

Scarron [ska-ron'), Paul (1610- 
60), Fr. comic writer ; partly 
paral3'sed from age of twenty- 
eight ; married, 1652, Franfoise 
d’AubignP, the future Mine, de 
Maintenon ; created a burlesque 
stylo partly imitated from Span- 
ish ; ivrote Typhon (r644), Vir- 
gile iravesti (1648-5;;), in verse, 
and the lionuin Comique (1651-7), 
in prose.

Soharnhorat {sliarn'horst), Ger- 
hard Johann D.avid von {1755- 
1813), Prussian soldier aud mili- 
tary writer ; 6. Bordenau, near 
Hanover ; Scharnhorst and Stein, 
though thwarted by Napoleon, 
wore chief authors of reforms to 
which rise of Prussia was due ; 
wrote much on war ; founded Ber- 
lin Military .Association. 

Soheele {shd'le), Carl Wilhelm 
(1742-86), Swed. chemist and 
pharmacist ; i. Stralsund ; mem- 
ber of the Swed, Academy of 
Sciences, i775 ; working inde- 
pendently of Priestley, discovered 
oxygen ; discovered chlorine, 
hydrochloric acid gas, oxalic, 
tartaric, and other organic acids ; 
isolated glycerine and showed 
graphite to be carbon ; great 
work. Air and Fire (i777), trans. 
into almost all Eurmean languages.

Scheer (shar), Reinhard (186^- 
rgaS), Ger. admiral ; h.

Jutland ; pub. Germany’s High 
Sea Fleet in the World War

Seheidemami (sMd'i-man), 
Philipp (1865- ), Ger. poli- 

tician ; b. Kassel ; in igii bpcaiiic 
leader of Majw'ity Socialists ; 
subsequently vice-president of the 
Reichstag; secretary of state, 1918; 
proclaimed the Ger republic ; in 
Feb. igrg he became prime minis- 
ter, and refusing to sign peace 
treaty, resigned; pub. a valuable 
volume of reminiscences, Ver 
Zusammenbnieh (rgai). In exile 
since rise of Hitler. 

Sehelling (shel'ing), Friedrich 
Wilhelm Joseph von (1773- 
1854), Ger. philosopher ; b. in 
Wiirttemberg ; univ. teacher at 
Jena, 1798, and subsequently 
occupied chairs at different Ger. 
universities, notably at Munich, 
i8o8-20 and 1827-40; a brilliant 
and versatile thinker ; earlier 
philosophy is a development of 
that of Fichte ; his later specula- 
tions chiefly concerned the phi- 
losophy of religion ; chief works 
include Ideas for a Philosophy of 
Nature (1797), System of 'Tran- 
scendental Idealism (1800), Lectures 
on the Method of Academic Study 
(1803). 

Sohiaparelli (ske-d-pd-reTe), Gio- 
vanni Virginio (1835-1910), Ital. 
astronomer ; b. Savigliano ; was 
director of Brera Observatory, 
Milan, 1862- ipoo ; discovered 
asteroid Hesperia, and made im- 
portant observations on relation- 
ship between comets and meteor- 
ites ; discovered ‘ canals ’ on Mars. 

Sehiller (shil'er), Johann Chris- 
toph Friedrich von (1759-1805), 
Ger. poet and dramatist ; b. 
Marbach on the Neckar ; first 
drama. Die Fduber, appeared in 
1781, followed bi’ the tragedies 
Dio Verschwonmg des Fiasco zu 
Genua {1784) and Kabale und 
Liebe (1784). Don Carlos was 
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completed in 1787, and in the 
same year Schiller visited Weimar, 
where ho began his two historical 
works on Thirty Years’ War, and 
Netherlands War ot Independence, 
which gained for him a pro- 
fessorship of history at Jena 
Univ., rySg ; formed intimate and 
lasting friendship with Goethe, 
r794. To his last period belong 
fine ballads (Der King dcs Poly- 
Icrates, Der Taucher, Das Lied von 
der Glocke, etc.), l>Tic3, the great 
classical drama Wallenstein (tygS- 
99), and dramas Marie Stuart 
(r8oo). Die Jungfrau von Orleans 
<iSoi), Die Braui von Messina 
(rSo3), Wilhelm Tell (r804). A 
man of fine character and a 
groat dramatist, he ranks next to 
Goethe in his own period of Ger. 
literature.

(which he helped to found), 1810 ; 
formed independent and original 
conclusions in which he sought 
to reconcile Christianity and the 
philosophies then popular ; his 
chief theological work is his 
Der Chrisiliche Glanbe nack den 
Grundsidzen der mangelischcn 
Kirche (1821-2 and, with many 
alterations, 1830-1) ; in Ueber die 


Religion (i799) he attacked the 
rationalism of the day.

90), soldier of fortune ; b. Heidel- 
berg; distinguished under Tu- 
reune and in Portugal, 1660—5 ; 
marshal of Franco, 1673, but fled 
at revocation of Edict of Nantes, 
1685 ; was in service of Prince of 
Orange, whom ho accompanied 
to England; captain-general of 
Eng. forces, 1689 ; slain at the 
battle of the Boyne. 

Schopenhauer (sho'pen-hou-er), 
Arthur (1788-1860), Ger, phi- 
losopher ; 6. Danzig ; his chief 
works are The World as Witt and 
Idea (1819) and The Will in Nature 
(1836), but not till late in his life 
did these meet with much accept- 
ance. According to him all 
willing comes from want and 
suffering, satisfaction is illusory ; 
human life is endless pain and 
struggle, the human virtues are 
but refined egoism, and only in 
sympathy does the individual 
transcend his selfish isolation ; thus 
sympathy is the basis of all 
moralit}'.

Schubert (shoo'bert), Franz 
Petek (1797-1828), Austrian com- 
poser ; ii. and d. at Vienna ; 
liegan to compose at an early age, 
but for many years seldom man- 
aged to procure more than the bare 
necessaries of life ; was almost 
entirely self-taught. Gradually his 
songs made an impression, and 
he extended his range, producing 
operas, cantatas, masses, sym- 
phonies, quartets, .and chamber 
music of all kinds. His forie, 
however, was the lied. No fewer 
than G05 songs are credited to 
him, and he was unquestionably 
the most fertile and original melo- 
dist who ever lived.

Sebasfian'o del Kom'ho (14S5- 
1547), Ital. painter ; b. Venice ; 
pupil of Giovauni Bellini and 
Giorgione ; skill as a colourist 
won for him the friendship of 
Michelangelo, with whom he collab- 
orated ill three famous pictures, 
including The Raising of Lazarus, 
now in the National Gallery, 
London. He invented a method 
of painting on stone. 

Sedgwick, Adam (1785-1S73), 
Eng. geologist ; b. Dent, Yorks ; 
Woodwardian prof, of geology, 
Cambridge, r8i8 ; mapped rocks 
of Lake District, 1822 ; a pioneer 
in the study of rooks in Wales. 

Sed'ley, Sir Ciiari.es (1639- 
1701), Eng. poet and dramatist; 
tragedies and comedies slight, but 
lyrics excellent — e.g, ‘ Phillis is 
my only joy ’ ; ho figures in 
Drydon’s Bssay on Dramatic 
Poesy as ‘ Lisideius.’ 

Seel'ey, Sir John Robert 
(1834-95), Eng. historian; b. 
London ; prof, of Latin in Univ. 
Coll., London, 1863, and prof, of 
modem history at Cambridge, 
i86q ; his works include Ecce 
Homo (1866), an unconventional 
and iion-thcological treatment of 
Christianity and its founder, and 
Expansion of England (1883). 

Seely, John Edward 
Bernard, ist Baron Mottis- 
TONE (1868- ), Eng. politician 

and soldier ; educated Harrow and 
Cambridge; entered Parliament 
as Conservative, 1900 ; changed 
sides during the fiscal controversy, 
and became Liberal under-secre- 
tary for the colonies, 1908, under- 
secretary for war, 1911, and 
secretary of state for war, 1912- 
14 ; pari, under-secretary, min- 
istry of munitions, and deputy 
minister of munitions, igi8, and 
in tgig under-secretary of state 
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for Air and president ot Air 
Council ; served in S. African War 
and ill the Great M'ar ; major- 
fft'iicral, igiS. Wrote Adventure 
(1930)1 Fear and Be Slm'ii (1931), 
both autobiographical. 

Se'grave, Sir Henev O’Neai, 
Dehane (1896-1930), motor sports- 
man ; b. Baltimore, U.S.A. ; 
spi'ved in Royal Hying Corps 
during Great Vl'ar ; made numer- 
ous records in racing motor cars, 
culminating in speed of 231.363 
miles per hour at Daytona Beach, 
Florida, 1929 ; knighted, 1939 ; 
broke world's record for motor 
boat on Lake Windermere, where 
he was accidentally idlled. 

Selborne, Wiluam Wai-de- 
GRAVE Palmer, 2 N» E.arl of 
(1859- ), Eng. statesman ; sat 

in House of Commons as Viscount 
Wolmer, 1885-95 ; seceded from 
Gladstone on the question of 
Home Rule, 1886 ; under-secre.- 
tary for the colonics, 1895-1900 ; 
first lord of the Admiralty, 1900- 
5 ; succeeded Lord Milner as high 
commissioner in S. Africa, 1905- 
10 ; president of the Board of 
Agriculture, 1915-16. 

Selden, John (1584-1654), Eng, 
lawyer and man of letters ; 0. 
Salvington, Sussex ; from 1623 
sat in Parliament, where his 
opposition to the rourt party led 
to his imprisonuieut on several 
occasions ; best known for his 
Table Talk (i08g). 

Sellrirli, or Selcraig, Alex- 

a. vder (1676-1721), prototype of 
Robinson Crusoe ; b. Largo, Fife, 
where there is a statue of him as 
Crusoe ; lived alone on Juan 
Fernandez, 1704-9. See his Life 
and Adventures, by tlowcll (1829). 

Selous {sel 00'), Frederick 
Courteney (1851-1917), English 
traveller and hig-game hunter ; 

b. London ; entered service of 
Brit. S. Africa Co., i8go, and 
acted as guide to pioneer expedi- 
tion to Mashonaland ; afterwards 
engaged in Matabole War ; saw 


service in. the E. African cam- 
paign, 1915-17, being killed in 
action ; was prototype of Rider 
Haggard’s Allan Quaterniain.

Selwya (sel'wm), George Ar- 
GUSTUS (1809-78 ) , Eng. ecclcsi astic ; 
b. Loudon ; ISishop of New Zea- 
land, 1841, of Lichfield, iSCS ; 
Sclvvyn Coll., Cambridge, erected 
and endowed to his memory. 

Sen'eea. (i) Ann,eus (c. 54 
B.c.-c, A.D. 39), Rom. rhetoricran ; 
b. Corduba ; educated in rhetoric, 
Rome ; chief worlcs arc Suasorite 
and Controversiee, rhetorical ex- 
ercises. (2) I.UCIUS ANNAiuS 
(c. 5 B.c.-A.D. 65), statesman and 
writer ; son of above ; educated 
Rome ; banished, 41 ; recalled, 
49 ; became Nero’s tutor ; sus- 
pected of treason and ordered to 
commit suicide. Best-known works 
are the Tragedies, affected and 
pompous in stylo ; Oh Clemency, 
On Benefits, and Letters toLucilim. 

Serao (sd-rd'o), Matilde (18.56- 
r927), Ital. novelist ; b. Patras, 
Greece ; her novels have achieved 
a wide popularity for their truth 
to life ; Eng. trans, have appeared 
of Fantasy (rSpi), I'/ie Ballet 
Cancer (1901), the Land of 
Dockayne (1901), In the Country 
of Jesus (1905), etc. 

Ser’pa Pin'to, Alexandre Al- 
berto DE LA Rocha (1846-1900), 
Port, explorer ; crossed Africa 
from west to east, r877-9, and 
wrote an account of his travels in 
How I crossed Africa (1881) ; 
governor of Mozambique, 1889, 

Service, Robert WtLLiAM 
(1874- ), Can. poet; b. Pres- 

ton. England ; emigrated to 
Canada, and joined staff of Can. 
Bank of Commerce, 1905 ; tra- 
velled on Pacific coast and Yukon. 
Author of several vols. of vcr.se, 
including Songs of a Sourdough 
tigoy), Ballads of a Cheecmko 
(1909), and Rhymes of a Red 
Cross Man (1916) ; also novels, 
including The Pretender (1914)-, 
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The Eouglmeck (igas), and The 
House of Fear (1927). 

Seton-Watson, Robert Will- 
iam (i87g- ), Brit, historian ; 

.specialist in European history and 
politics ; was founder and cd. of 
New Europe ; appointed Masa- 
ryk prof, of Central European 
History in Univ. of London, 1922 ; 
ivorits include Maximilian I. 
(1902), Racial Problems in Hun- 
gary (igo8), The War and Democ- 
racy (1914), Rise of Nationality 
in the Balkans (1917)1 Europe in 
the Melting Pot (1919), The New 
Slocakia (1924), Serajeuo (1926), a 1 
Plea for the Study of Contemporary 
History (1929). 

Settle, Elkanah (1648-1724), 
Eng. poet and dramatist ; b. 
Duustabla ; his plays, Cambyses 
and The Empress of Morocco, 
enjoyed considerable popularity 
in his time ; he is the ‘ Doeg ’ of 
Dryden’s Absalom and Achitophel. 

Seve'rus, Lucius Septimius 
(a.d. 146-211), Rom. emperor; b. 
in Africa ; was proclaimed em- 
peror by his troops after death of 
Pertinax ; defeated and killed 
Fescennius Niger, who had been 
pcQolaimsd emperor by the Eastern 
legions; put down revolt of 
Clodius Albinus, 197 ; warred 
against Farthians and captured 
Babylon, Seleucia, and Ctesiphoii ; 
came to Britain and quelled revolt, 
and died at York. 

S 4 vign§ {sd-ve-nyd'), Marie de 
Radutin-Chahtal, Marquise de 
(1626-96), Fr. author, of Bur- 
gundian family ; b. Paris ; left a 
widow at age of twenty-five ; 
favourite at court ; devoted to 
her son and daughter, especially 
the latter, to whom she wrote her 
famous letters, dealing with court 
and society life. 

Shaokleton, Sir Ernest Henry 
(1874-1922), Bpit. explorer ; b. 
in County Kildare ; went to sea 
in merchant service ; third lieu- 
tenant in Scott’s Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, 1901 ; commanded 


.Antarctic Expeditions, 1907-rL 
1914-16, and 1921-2 ; died off 
S. Georgia during last expedition ; 
author of The Heart of the Ant- 
arctic (1909) and South (1919).

Sbad'well, Thomas (c. 1642- 
92), Eng. playwright ; b. Norfolk ; 
his plays, though successful, lack 
literary di.stinction. Satirized in 
MacFlecknoe by Dryden, whom 
he succeeded as poet laureate, 

Shaiiesbury, Anthony Ashley 
Cooper, ist Earl of (1621-83), 
Brit, statesman ; b, Wimborne, 
St. Giles, Dorsetshire ; though on 
parliamentary side in Civil War 
supported the return of Charles ii., 
1660 ; thereafter held high office 
in the state, and was a member of 
the Cabal ministry ; supported 
Protestant faith and opposed penal 
laws against the Nonconformists ; 
created earl, 1672 ; passed the 
Habeas Corpus Act, 1679 ; his 
support of Monmouth led to his 
dismissal ; he retired to Holland, 
whore he died. 

Shaftesbury, Anthony Ashley 
Cooper, 7th Earl of (iSoi-85), 
Eng. philanthropist ; 6. Loudon ; 
M.p., 1831-51 ; as a commissioner 
in lunacy, 1831-85, he effected a 
complete reform of the Lunacy 
Acts ; also secured amendment of 
Factory Acts ; obtained the pass- 
ing of an Act, 1842, abolishing 
apprenticeship in collieries and 
mines, and excluding women, and 
boys under thirteen, from employ- 
ment undergromid.

Shakespeare, William (1564- 
1616), Eng. dramatist and poet ; 

b. Stratlord-on-Avon, Warwick- 
shire. At Stratford Grammar 
School he acquired ‘ small Latin 
and less Greek ’ ; moved to London 

c. 1586, leaving behind him his 
wife, Anne Hathaway (J. 1556). 
whom he had married in 1582. 
In London, Shakespeare found 
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employment about the theatres, 
and had risen by 1592 to be aetor, 
play-adapter, and dramatist. He 
belonged to the eompany called 
Earl of Leiecster’s Men, afterwards 
Lord Chamberlain’s Co. and King’s 
Players. 

Early Plays. — Love’s Labour’s 
Lost (1591) is probably the earliest 
of Shakespeare’s plays. Two 
Gentlemen of Verona, (isgr) shows 
Shakespeare’s remarkable powers 
of giving fresh treatment to a 
borrowed plot. The Comedy of 
Errors (1591) abounds in boister- 
ous farce. In Richard 111 . {ii 03 ) 
ho achieved a great tragedy ; an 
even greater tragedy, Richard II., 
followed (1593). Turning to non- 
dramatic poetry, he wrote T'«k«s 
and Adonis (pub. 1593). followed, 
with equal success, by the Rape 
of Lncrece (1594). 

Second Period. — What is gcncr- 
ally called Shakespeare’s second 
period lasted from c. 1594 to 1601. 
lu 1597 he was sufficiently well 
off to buy New Place in Strat- 
ford, among his sources of income 
being a share in tlie profits of 
the Globe Theatre. The plays of 
his second period are fufl of 
exuberance ; tiiey include the 
beautiful Romeo and Juliet (in its 
maturer form c. 1594), three of his 
greatest romantic comedies — The 
.Merchant of Venice (1594), A 
Midsummer Night's Dream (1595), 
and As You Like It (1599) ; the 
glorious dramatic histories, Henry 
IV. (two parts ; 1596-8) and 

Henry V, (i599). Falstaff re- 
appeared (tradition says at Eliza- 
beth’s command) in the Merry 
Wives of Windsor (rsgy). Other 
comedies — All’s Well that- Ends 
Well (1595), Taming of the Shrew 
(c. 1596), Much Ado About Nothing 
(1599)1 and Twelfth Night (1600) 
— also belong to this period. 

Third Period. — Julius Casar 
(1600) fittingly ushers in the period 
of gloom and tragedy, to which 
belong such masterpieces as 


Hamlet (1603), Othello (1604), 
Macbeth (1606), King Lear (1606). 
The blow of Southampton’s im- 
prisonment, 1601, with changing 
political conditions, the passing of 
the glowing Elizabethan age, and 
other causes hinted at in the 
Sonnets, combined to produce a 
mental struggle and crisis clearly 
revealed in the plays mentioned 
and in others of sublime and 
almost unrelieved tragedy — 
Troilus and Cressida (1603), a 
cynical comedy ; Measure for 
Measure, another .sombre comedy ; 
Tinion oj .Wiens (160S), a bitter 
tragedy ; Pericles (1608) ; Antony 
and Cleopatra (1608) and Corio- 
lanus (i6og), great tragedies both. 

Sonnets and Last Period. — In 
1609 appeared Shakespeare’s Son- 
nets — poetical gems round which 
much controversy has raged. 
Critics have disa^eed as to the 
identity of the poet’s friend 
' Mr. \V. H,' (who is described as 
the ' onlie begetter ’ of the Son- 
nets) and of the ' dark lady.’ 
This period is marked by a 
calmerj happier atmosphere ; the 
crisis IS past. Prosperous days 
favoured the poet’s closing years. 
His last plays, Cymbeline (1610), 
A Winter’s Tale (i6to), The 
Tempest (i6ri), are rich and 
mellow, beautiful and romantie. 
About 1611 Shakespeare retired 
to his native Stratford, where at 
New Place he resided till his death. 
He lies buried in Stratford Church. 
In addition to the plays mentioned, 
Shakespeare is believed to have 
collaborated with other dramatists 
in such plays as Henry VIII. {c. 
1613) and The Two Noble Kins- 
men (c. 1613). 

The magnitude of Shakespeare’s 
genius and the meagreness of the 
known details of his life have pven 
rise to an enormous body of litera- 
ture dealing with the man and 
his work. Since the First Folio 
of Shalcespeare’s plays (now ex- 
ceedingly rare and valuable) was 
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issued by his old colleagues, 
Hemingc and Condcll, in 1623, 
down to the sumptuous and 
scholarly editions of the 20th cent., 
scores of editions of Shakespeare’s 
works have been published, and 
the critics, not of Britain alone, 
but of the wliole world, have 
united in paying tribute to the 
universality and spiendour of his 
genius. His boundless imagination 
rose triumphant over the limita- 
tions of the Elizabethan theatre, 
and refused to be restricted by 
classical unities and traditions. 
Shakespeare used blank verse 
with a sublimity, a harmony, a 
dramatic fitness which others may 
at times have equalled but have 
never excelled.

(1863- ), Eng. artist ; b. Slea- 

ford, Lines ; r.a., tgai ; studied 
art at Lambeth School of Art ; 
worlrs include The Lady with the 
Green Fan, Study in Grey, 
Souvenir of Van Dyck, Hermes 
and the Infant Bacchus, and many 
fine etchings. 

Sharp, James (1613-79), Scot, 
ecclesiastic ; b. Banffshire ; prof, 
of philosophy, St. Andrews, 1643 ; 
minister of Crail, 1648 ; at 
Restoration appointed Archbishop 
of St. Andrews that he might 
further Episcopacy in Scotland. 
Thenceforward took leading part 
in persecution of Covenanters till 
his assassination on Magus Muir. 

Sharp, WiLtiAM, pseudonym 
Fiona Maoleod (1855-1903), 
Scot, poet, novelist, and critic ; 
b. Paisley; from 1881 devoted bim- 
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self entirely to literature ; pub. 
novels, biographies, and critical 
worlcs, and several volumes of 
poetry; pub. Pharais (1894), Tlie 
Sin-Eater (1895), The Laughter of 
Peterkin (1897), Deirdre (1903), 
etc.

Sharpey-Sohafer, Sir Edward 
.Albert (1850-1935), Brit, physi- 
ologist ; 6. London ; professor 

of physiology, Edinburgh Univ., 
1899—1932 ; secretary, Brit. As- 
sociation, 1S95— 1900 ; as presi- 
dent, 1912, delivered at Dundee 
famous address on Origin of Life ; 
works include an ed. of Quain’s 
Anatomy, Textbook of Physiology 
(1898-1900), and Essentials of 
Histology (1902). 

Shaw, George Bernard (1856- 
), Brit, dramatist and social- 
ist ; b. Dublin ; went to Ixiiulon, 
1876, where he became a socialist 
leader and a dramatic and fine 
art critic. Started by writing 
novels 'whicii were not a success. 
Later began his career as a play- 
ivright which has made him world- 
famous. His plays, which abound 
in wit and irony, include Plays, 
Pleasant and Unpleasant (7 plan's, 
1898), Man and Superman (1903), 
John Bull's Other Island (1904), 
Fanny's First Play (1911), Pyg- 
malion (1912), Back to Methuselah 
(1921), Saint Joan (1923), The 
Apple Cart (1929), Too True to 
be Good (1931), and The Village 
Wooing (1933) ; wrote also Fabian 
Essays (1889), The Quiniessence 
of Ibsenism (iSgr and 1913), 
Socialism and Superior Brains 
(igio), The Intelligent Woman's 
Guide to Socialism and Capitalism 
(1928), Adventures of a Black 
Girl in search of God (1932), etc. 
Nobel Prize, 1926. 

Shaw, Henry Wheeler (1818- 
85), Amer. humorist, known as 
‘ Josh Billings ’ ; author of Essa 
on the Muel, bi Josh Billings 
(i860). Josh Billings, his Sayings 
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(1866), Josh Billings’s Complete 
Works (1876), etc. 

Shaw, Thomas. See Crajg- 
Myi,E, Baron. 

Shaw, Thomas Edward. See 
Lawrence, Thomas Edward. 

Shelley, Mary Wollstone- 
ORAFT (1797-1851), Eng. writer; 
b, Loadon. ; daughter of WiUiam 
Godwin ; second wife of the poet 
Shelley. She is remembered chiefly 
for her novel Frankenstein (rStS). 
Ed, Shelley’s Poems (1839). 

Shelley, Percy Bysshe (1792- 
1822), Eng. poet ; b. Field Place, 
Sussex ; educated Eton and Ox- 
ford ; was expelled from Oxford 
for a pamphlet on atheism. 
Soon afterwards he eloped with 
Harriet Westbrook, a school-friend 
of his sister’s, and was disowned 
by his family, with her led a 
wandering life, visiting Southey 
at Keswick, and taking part in 
various political and philanthropi- 
cal undertakings in Ireland and 
Wales. In 1813 ho pub. his first 
poem of promise. Queen Mab. 
In 1814 he fell in love with Mary 
Godwin, and eloped with her to the 
Continent, and married her after 
his wife committed suicide, t8r6. 

On his return he pub. his first 
great poem, Alastor (18x6), fol- 
lowed by Revolt of Islam {1817) 
in Spenserian stanza. Various 
circumstances drove him abroad to 
Italy in 1818. Here he wandered 
about for four years, visiting 
Venice, Rome, Naples, and Pisa, 
and here also his greatest poems 
were composed : Prometheus Un- 
bound (1819), the finest lyrical 
drama in European literature, the 
magnificent but gloomy tragedy 
of the Cenoi (1819), Ode to the 
West Wind (i8ig). Witch of Atlas 
(rSao), Epipsychtdion (1S20), and 
Adonais (1821), an elegy on the 
death of Keats. 

In the summer of 1822 he was 
drowned in the Gulf of Spezia ; 
his body was afterwards burned 
in the presence of Byron, with 


whom he had been living, and the 
ashes were deposited in the Prot. 
cemetery at Rome, His work is 
inspired by an ardent love of 
humanity, and contains the most 
purely and intensely lyrical poetry 
of all Eng. literature.

proclaimed annexation of Trans- 
vaal at Pretoria, 1877 ; adminis- 
trator of Transvaal, 1877-9 : 
retired in. i88o. 

Sheraton, Thomas (c, 1751- 
1806), Eng. furniture designer; 
b. Stockton-on-Tees ; settled in 
London, 1790, and puh. several 
manuals of design. See Heaton’s 
Furniture of the xSth Century 
(1892). 

Sherbrooke, Robert Lowe, 
Viscount (1811-92), Eng. states- 
man and orator ; b. Bingham, 
Notts ; chancellor of Exchequer 
and lord of Treasury, 1868-73 ; 
home secretary, 1873-4 ; little 
political ability ; an opponent of 
the Reform Bill ; his proposed tax 
on lucifer matches gave rise to 
riots of matchmakers, 1871 ; 
famed for wit and irony, 

Sher'idan, Richard Brinsley 
(1751-1816), Anglo-Irish drama- 
tist, politician, and orator ; b. 
Dublin ; educated Harrow ; made 
romantic marriage with beautiful 
singer, Elizabeth Linley of Bath ; 
removed to London, and with his 
father-in-law took Drury Lane 
Theatre, where The School for 
Scandal was produced, 1777, and 
The Critic (1779). Sheridan had 
already achieved fame with The 
Rivals (1775), and The Duenna 
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(1775)1 a musical comedy. Sheri- 
dan entered Parliament as a 
Whig ; became under-secretary 
for foreign affairs, 178a, secretary 
to Treasury, 1783. Of his elo- 
quent speeches those impeaching 
Warren Hastings, 1787, and vindi- 
cating the Fr. Revolution, 1794, 
are specially memorable. But he 
attained highest distinction as a 
playwright ; in his comedies wit, 
humour, and sparkle have pre- 
served their charm and freshness.

Sher^man, William Tecumseh 
(iSao-gi), U.S.A. soldier ; 6. 

Lancaster, Ohio ; fought in Florida 
and Mexico ; left army to take 
up banking ; on outbreak of Civil 
War, joined the North, and dis- 
tinguished himself at the battle of 
Bull Run, 1861, and Shiloh, 1862 ; 
with Grant he did brilliant work 
at Vicksburg and Chattanooga; 
later, as general in command of 
Mississippi, carried out a remark- 
ably successful campaign against 
Hood and Johnston, and was able 
also to assist Grant against Lee ; 
became commander -in -chief of 
U.S.A. army, which he practically 
reorganized, i86g. 

Smrley, James {159G-1666), Eng. 
poet and dramatist ; b. London ; 
a prolific playivright ; the sup- 
pression of the theatre in 1642 
broke his fortunes. Among his 
plays are The Brothers, The 
Wedding, The Traitor, The Game- 
ster, The Lady of Pleasure, and 
The Cardinal. 

Shorter, Clement King (1857- 
1926), Eng. journalist and author ; 
b. London ; cd. of Illustrated 
London News, ■r893-rgoo, when 
he founded the ^here ; works 
include Charlotte Bronte and her 
Circle (1896), Life of George 
Borrow (1913), and Autobiography 
(1926) ; ed. Boswell's Johnson 
(1922) and Complete Works of 
George Borrow (1923). 


Shorthouse, Joseph Henry 
(1834-1903), Eng. novelist ; b.

Socrates (sok'm-tez) (c. 470- 
399 B.C.), Gr. philosopher; b. 
Athens ; took little part in public 
affairs, hut spent his time among 
friends and acquaintances dis- 
cussing and searching after know- 
ledge. He neither wrote nor 
professed to teach, but only to be 
a learner conscious of his ignor- 
ance, yet able, through question 
and answer, to bring forth, from 
his friends’ minds, truths lying 
there unknown to them. Whilst 
his dialectical subtlety was un- 
usual, his friends were still more 
impressed by his force of char- 
acter and by his belief that a 
divine voice within him cheeked 
him from acting wrongly. In 399 
B.c. he was accused of impiety 
and of corrupting the youth of 
the city. Found guilty by a small 
majority, he was condemned to 
death ; he carried out the sen- 
tence by drinking hemlock. 

The exact nature of his philo- 
sophical position is disputed. His 
oliief concern was with man and 
human conduct. The usual view 
is that, as against contemporary 
scepticism, he maintained the 
possibility of finding a firm basis 
for morality in knowledge, going 
so far as to say that no one who 
knows what is right will act 
wrongly. It was this conviction 
of the paramount importance of 
real Icnowledge for good practice 
that inspired Socrates’ untiring 
search for moral truth.

wrote poems ; proposed Intocnal 
reforms, and was elected archon 
(c. 594) to carry them out ; was 
real founder of Athenian democ- 
racy. 

Sophocles {sof'd-kles) (495-406 
B.C.), Gr. poet ; b. Colonus, 
Attica ; famous for personal 
beauty, amiable character, and 
political qualities, as well as poetic 
genius ; elected one of chief 
officers of Athenian state, 440 
B.c. Author of over a hundred 
works, mostly dramas, and is 
said to have vanquished /Eschylus 
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in tragedy competition, 468 B.c. 
His tragedy is more human than 
that of his older rival, and he 
introduced a third performer, thus 
making the actors, not the chorus, 
the chief element in drama. Un- 
like Euripides, he had a firm faith 
in Gr. religion, and his work shows 
the typical restraint of Gr. art. 
Extant plajfs are Antigone, Ajax, 
Eleotra, (Edipus Tyranmis, (Edipus 
Coloneus, PMloctetes, and Tra- 
chinice. 

Soult (sooU), Nicolas Jean-de- 
Dieu, Duke of Dahiatia (1769- 
1851), Fr. soldier; b. in Tam 
department ; devoted favourite of 
Napoleon ; led decisive charge at 
Austerlitz ; as general in Span, 
army conquered Portugal ; com- 
raander-in-ohief in Spain, 1809- 
13 ; though repeatedly beaten, his 
campaigns showed great genius ; 
rallied to Napoleon in Hundred 
Days, though fie deserted his cause 
after Waterloo ; held various 
political posts in Fr. Government, 
1830-47 ; made marshal-general 
of France, 1847, * 

Sousa {sooz'd), John Philip 
(1834-1932), U.S.A. bandmaster 
and composer ; 6. Washington. ; 
conductor of U.S.A. Marine Corps 
band, 1880-92, and toured the 
world with his own band. His 
numerous marches include The 
Washington Post, Semper Fidelis, 
and Stars and Stripes for Ever. 

Southey {sowth'i or sutb'i), 
Robert (1774-1S43), Eng. poet 
and man of letters ; b. Bristol ; 
lived at Keswick, where he be- 
came one of Coleridge’s closest 
friends, and was included among 
the ‘ Lake Poets ’ ; appointed 
poet laureate, 1813. Poems, in- 
cluding Ttudaba (1801), The Curse 
of Kehatna (iSro), and The Vision 
of Judgment (1821), show careful 
craftsmanship, but lack spon- 
taneous inspiration ; he is re- 
membered rather for his clever 
ballads, and for his prose, which 
includes Life of Nelson (1813), 


and Lives of Bunyan, Wesley, 
Cowper, etc.

Jordans, 
Somersetshire ; explored Tangan- 
yika ; discovered Victoria Nyanza 
and came to the conclusion that 
it must be the source of the 
Nile. In i860 he made a second 
expedition, and from the lake 
followed the course of the Nile 
for a considerable distance. His 
works include Journal of the Dis- 
covery of the Source of the NUe, 

Spencer, Herbert (1820-1903), 
Eng. philosopher ; 6. Derby ; sub- 
ed. of Economist, 1848-53 ; first 
studies were principally on social 
and political questions. His philos- 
ophy is based on evolution. His 
originality consists in the unique 
manner in which he has combined 
the two processes, induction and 
deduction, in bis endeavour to 
include all sciences in one com- 
prehensive system. His works, 
which are very voluminous, in- 
clude First Principles (1862),

1804; formed general plan for 
union of Germany under hegemony 
of Prussia, but directed chief atten- 
tion to military, administrative, 
and financial reform at home. 
He abolished some of the survivals 
of feudalism, promoted freedom 
of trade, and encouraged military 
reform. His energy and foresight 
alarmed Napoleon, who secured 
his dismissal ; he then went to 
St. Petersburg and devoted him- 
self to consolidating the league 
against Napoleon. After the Con- 
gress of Vienna he retired.

Steinmetz (slln'mets), Karl. 
Friedrich von (1796-1877), 
Prussian general; 6.

manded one of the Prussian armies 
in 1870 ; was defeated at Grave- 
lotte and recalled ; became gov.- 
gen. of Silesia and Posen ; resigned 
in 1871 ; field-marshal, 1871. 

Stendhal [ston-dal') 
pen-name of Marie Henri Beyle, 
Fr. author ; b. Grenoble ; served 
in army during Napoleonic in- 
vasions of Italy and Russia ; 
Fr. consul at Trieste, 1830-3, and 
at Civita Vccchia, 1833-41 ; works 
include Le Rouge etle Noir (1831), 
his greatest novel. La Chartreuse de 
Parme (1839), and Shakespeare et 
Racine (1822), a plea for Romanti- 
cism. 

Stephen, one of the seven, or- 
dained by the Apostles to attend 
to the finances of the Church and 
distribute alms. He was accused 
of blasphemy and stoned to death. 
He was the first Christian martyr. 
(See Acts 6 and 7.) 

Stephen (c, 1097-1134), King 
of England; son of Adela, Will- 
iam i.’s daughter, and Count 
of Blois ; successfully claimed 
throne in opposition to Matilda, 
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Henry i.’s daughter, 1 135 ; waged 
war against Matilda for several 
years ; taken prisoner, 1 141 ; on 
release, successfully besieged Ox- 
ford, 1142; Matilda gave up 
struggle, 1147 ; her son Henry was 
acknowledged as Stephen’s heir, 
1153- 

Stephen, Sin Lesuie (1832- 
1904), Eng. biographer and critic ; 
i. London ; educated Cambridge ; 
took orders, 1855, but resigned, 
1875, on conscientious grounds ; 
ed. Cornhill, 1871 ; ed. Dictionary 
of National Biography, 1882-91, 
to which he contributed some of 
the finest articles. His works, 
including Hours in a Library, 
The History 0/ English Thought in 
ihe Eighteenth Century, The Science 
of Ethics, The Agnostic’s Apology, 
and The English Utilitarians, show 
wide literary knowledge, a fine 
critical taste, and a clear, crisp 
style. His enthusiasm for Alpine 
cliinbing found expression in his 
Playground of Europe.

on whose death, 1699, Swift was 
appointed chaplain to lord-lieu- 
tenant of Ireland. During visits 
to London he met Addison, Steele, 
and other Whigs. In allegorical 
Tale of a Tub — pub. 1704, with 
Battle of the Boohs (written 1697), 
a brilliant mock-heroic prose epic 
on the quarrel of Ancients and 
Moderns — Swift satirizes the 
shams and excesses of the Churches. 
Leaving Whigs for Tories, i7io, 
he raked his former political 
friends in a series of powerful 
pamphlets, and received the 
Deanery of St. Patrick's, 1713, 
instead of the expected bishopric. 
On fall of Tories, 1714, Swift re- 
turned to Ireland, hopelessly em- 
bittered. Here he in all probability 
married ‘ Stella ’ (Esther John- 
son), whom he had met at Temple’s, 
and to whom his remarkable 
Journal was addressed. A disap- 
pointed admirer was Esther Van- 
homrigb — the ‘ Vanessa ’ of his 
poem Cadenus and Vanessa, By 
Drapier’s Letters (1724) he saved 
Ireland from ‘ Wood's halfpence ’ 
and became a national champion. 
Gulliver’s Travels, his best-known 
work, appeared in 1736, anony- 
mously. His last years were dark- 
ened by insanity.

515-449 B.O.), Athenian statesman 
and ^neral ; saviour of Greece 
from Persia, and founder of great- 
ness of Athens as a sea-power ; won 
naval victory of Salamis over 
Xerxes, 480, and restored Athens ; 
ostracized, c. 476 ; governor of 
Magnesia under Artaxerxes, 464. 

Theoo'ritus (3rd cent, b.c.), Gr. 
pastoral poet ; probably b, Syra- 
cuse, Sicily ; his poems in Doric 
dialect dealing with rustic, myth- 
ological, and topical subjects have 
served as a model for Virgil, Spen- 
ser, and Milton. 

6th cent, b.c.), 
real founder of drama ; native 
of Icaria in Attica ; devised idea 
of having actor to play part of 
Dionysus at festivals ; said to 
have introduced tragic masks.

Marseilles ; started 
journal, National, which provoked 
the revolution of July 1830 ; suc- 
cessively minister of interior, of 
commerce and public affairs, and 
of foreign affairs, 1832-6 ; un- 
favourable to revolution of 1848 ; 
opposed the Second Empire and 
was banished, 1S51 ; re-entered 
chamber, 1863 ; opposed war, 
1870 ; negotiated liberation of 
France from German occupation, 
1871 ; prosidentof republic, 1S71-3;

Thucydides Ithii-sid'id-es) (c. 
460-400 B.C.), Gr. historian ; 6. 
Athens ; one of tea chief officials 
of Athens, 424 ; banished for 
twenty years on account of 
failure to relieve Amphipolis in 
Thrace ; ivrote history of Pelo- 
ponnesian War down to 41 1 ; 
first historian to distinguish be- 
tween myth and history ; laid 
down rules of accuracy and im- 
partiality ; possessed great literary 
gifts, and a conception of political 
science which has never become 
antiguated. 

Thuiet (too-rd'), Gustave Adol- 
PliP, (1817-75), Fr. botanist ; b. 
Paris ; travelled in Turkey, Syria, 
and Egypt ; authority on crypto- 
gams, especially algai ; writings 
include Notes Algologiques and 
Etudes Phycologiques. 

Thui'low, Edward, ist Baron 
(1731-1806), Eng. statesman; 6. in 
Norfolk ; made his name by 
speeches in Douglas peerage case, 
1769 ; successively solicitor- 
general, attorney - general, lord 
chancellor of England ; held Great 
Seal under three administrations. 

Thurs'tan (d, 1140), Eng. Church- 
man ; b. Bayeux ; clerk in house- 
hold of William Rufus ; nominated 
Archbishop of York by Henry i., 
1114 ; raised north England against 
Soots under David i., and gained 
battle of the Standard, 1138. 

Thurs'ton, E. Temple (1879- 
1933). Eng. novelist and drama- 
tist; his novels include The City of 
Beautiful Nonsense (1909) ; plays 
include The Wandering Jew (1920). 

Kbe'rius (42 b.c.-a.d. 37), full 
name Tiberius Claudius Nero, 
second emperor of ancient Rome ; 
quaestor, 23 B.c. ; consul, 13 ; 
served in Armenia and Pannonia ; 
was adopted by Augustus, a.d. 2 ; 
served in Bohemia, Dalmatia, 
Germany, and elsewhere ; suc- 
ceeded Augustus as emperor, 14 ; 
suppressed various risings in early 
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part of reign and warred against 
Numidia and Parthia ; later years 
marked by plots, suspicions, and 
murders; withdrew to Capreae, 27, 
leaving conduct of affairs to Se- 
janus, whom he ultimately put to 
death for treason. 

Tihul'lus, Albius (c. 54-19 b.c.), 
Rom. elegiac poet ; intimate with 
Virgil and Ovid ; Quintilian gives 
him highest piaoe among elegiac 
poets ; lack of dramatic force re- 
deemed by a vein of melancholy. 

Tick'eU, Thoma.s (1686-1740), 
Eng. poet ; h. near Carlisle ; 
friend of Addison, who gave him 
post of under-secretary of state, 
1717 ; later, secretary to lord- 
justices of Ireland ; poems include 
Ketmngton Gardens. 

Til'lett, Benjamin (i860- ), 

Brit. Labour leader ; b, Bristol ; 
founded London Dockers’ Union ; 
leader in dock strike, 1889 ; one 
of pioneer organizers of General 
Federation of Trade Unions ; for 
many years alderman of London 
County Council ; during Great 
War urged need for ample supply 
of munitions ; m.p. for Salford, 
1917-24 and 1929-31. 

TlTlotson, John (1630-94), An- 
glican divine ; b. in Yorlts ; dean 
of Canterbury, 1672 ; archbishop, 
i6gi ; attempted to reform cierical 
abuses ; renowned for his sermons. 

Mly, Johann Tzerclaes, 
Count of (1559-1632), general ; 
b, in Brabant ; commanded array 
of Catholic League, 1618-32, during 
Thirty Years’ War; only com- 
mander of genius on imperialist 
side fill Wallenstein ; behaved with 
great cruelty at sack of Magdeburg, 
1631. 

Timo'tUeus {d. c. 357 b.c.), 
Athenian general ; defeated the 
Spartans, 375 ; secured Samos, 
Potidma, and other towns for 
Athens ; besieged Amphipolis ; 
fined for failing to assist in engage- 
ment in Social War, 358 ; unable 
to pay fine ; d, Chalois. 

Tim'othy, friend and companion 


of St. Paul ; converted by Paul 
at Lystra ; journeyed with Paul 
through Asia Minor, and followed 
him to Athens ; sent on mission 
to Thessalonians and to Mace- 
donia ; joined Paul in his im- 
prisonment at Rome ; according 
to tradition, was Bishop of 
Ephesus until his martyrdom. 

Timur {t e-moor'), or Tamerlane 
(1336-1405), famous Eastern con- 
queror ; b. near Samarqand ; 
began military career c. 135S ; 
after varied adventures became 
king at Samarqand, 1369 ; con- 
quered most of Persia and Cau- 
casia ; successfully invaded India, 
1398 ; captured Aleppo and Da- 
mascus; defeated Turks at Angora, 
1402 ; died while marching to 
invade China. 

Tintoret'to, properly Jacopo 
Robusti (1518-94), Ital. painter; 
last great master of Venetian 
school ; best pictures show superb 
colour work and mastery of 
chiaroscuro ; works include dec- 
oration of SouoJa di San jRocoo, 
and Last Judgment in ducal 
palace, Venice.

Tippoo' Sa'hib (i753-99), the 
' Tiger of Mysore ’ ; succeeded 
his father Hyder All as sultan, 
1782 ; hoped to expel British 
from India ; invaded Travancore, 
1789, but was defeated ; intrigued 
with French, and was killed in 
capture of his capital, Seringa- 
patara, by the British. 

Tir’pitz, Alfred von (1649- 
19.50)1 Ger. sailor ; b. Kiistrin ; 
rear-admiral, 1895 ; secretary of 
state of imperial navy, 1897 ; 
built up Get. fleet, with the barely 
concealed object of challenging 
Britain’s supremacy ; responsible 
for Germany’s naval policy in 
Great War; advocateef ruthless 
submarine war ; retired, 1916 ; 
in Metnoirs (iprS) maintained that 
Germany had lost the war because 
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she had not been ruthless enough ; 
entered Reichstag as Ger. Nat. 
Deputy, 1921. 

lisoh'endoif, Lobegott Fried- 
rich Konstantin von (1815-74), 
Ger. Biblical critic ; b. in Saxony; 
jirof. at Leipzig Univ., 1845 ; 
travelled in Near East ; issued 
twenty-four critical editions of 
N.T. ; discoverer of Codex Sinaiti- 
cus at Mount Sinai. 

Tiasot (te-sB'), Joseph Jacques 
(James) (1836-1902), Fr. painter ; 
6. Nantes ; jiainter of classic sub- 
jects, portraits, and gente also 
studied etching ; works include 
Faust et Marguerite (1861), La 
Femme d Paris, and 365 small 
water-colours illustrative of the 
Life of Christ (1894). 

Tisza (te'sd), Stephen, Count 
(1861-1918), Hungarian states- 
man ; entered Hungarian Parlia- 
ment, 1886, and quickly made his 
mark ; most cherished aim was 
the Magyarizing of Hungary ; 
premier, 1903 ; defeated, 1905, 
and retired from public life for 
some years ; premier, 1912, and 
enjoyed unchallenged supremacy 
till 1917 ; joint-author of Austro- 
Hungarian Note to Serbia. 1914, 
which precipitated Great War. 
His resignation, 1917, was due 
to disagreement rvith Germany 
over the Polish question ; assas- 
sinated, igi8. Fanatical and 
narrow, but fearless and honest ; 
unpopularity largely due to re- 
solute opposition to democratic 
reform. 

Titian (fish'yan), properly Tizi- 
ANO Vecellio (1477-1576), Vene- 
tian painter ; one of greatest 
painters of all time ; patrons in- 
cluded Doges of Venice, Pope 
Paul IV., also Charles v. and his 
son Philip n, of Spain ; pictures 
include portraits, religious and 
mythological paintings, and alle- 
gorical works ; all are painted in 
the grand style, and show highest 
skill in design and colouring; 
•collections in nearly all F.uropean 


galleries ; among his works are 
Divine and Human Love, The 
Tribute Money, Bacchus and 
Ariadne, Venus Anadyomene, Pres- 
entation of the Virgin, Danae, 
Magdalene.

forci^ affairs, and later head of 
Red army; his downfall followed 
death of Lenin, 1924 ; exiled to 
Turkestan, 1928 ; banished, 1929. 

Troobridge (troo'brij). Sir 
Thomas (1758 ?-i8o7), Brit, rear- 
admiral ; 6. 1.ondon ; captured by 
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French, 1794 ; led Brit, fleet at 
Cape St. "Vincent, and distinguished 
himself in Nelson’s attack upon 
Santa Cruz; baronetcy, 1 7991 lost 
in wreck of Blenheim. 

Tschaikovsky (tcki-kof'sbi), 
Peter Ilich (1840-93). Russ, 
composer; b. in. province "Viatka; 
studied at St. Petersburg Conser- 
vatoire, where he became teacher 
of harmony, 1866-77 ; afterwards 
devoted himself entirely to com- 
position ; composed operas, as 
Eugen Onegin (1879) ; the iSia 
Overture ; symphonies, as the 
Pathilique, which are regarded as 
amongst the greatest examples of 
symphonic music ; and many other 
forms of composition.

(1810-S9), Eng. author ; b, Lon- 
don ; works include Proverbial 
Philosophy, a series of didactic 
moralizings in blank verse. 

Tuienne {tu-ren'), Henri de la 
Tour d’Auvergne, Vicomte de 
(1611-75), Fr. general ; 6. Sedan; 
served in Thirty Years’ War, later 
with rebels of the Fronde, 16.50 ; 
restored to favour and defeated 
Conde and his Span, allies respec- 
tively at Arras, 1654, and battle 
of the Dunes, 1657 ; in Dutch 
War, x672, won battle of Sinzheim, 
1674; kiiledin engagement against 
Austrians. A great strategist ; 
marshal of France, 1644. 

Turgenev [toor-gen'yef), Ivan 
Sergeievick (1818-83), Russian 
novelist with socialistic tendencies; 
6. Orel ; master of the short story ; 
works include Rudin [XS56), Fathers 
and Sorts (1861), Smoke (1867), and 
Virgin Soil (1876).

Turgot (toor-gd'), Anne Robert 
Jacques, Baron de l’Aulne 
(1727-81), Fr. statesman and 
economist ; b, Paris ; as controller 
general of finances introduced 
many reforms, including free trade 
in grain, suppression of corvees 
(forced labour on roads), and 
abolition of jurandes (guild privi- 
leges) : might have averted or 
postponed the Revolution, but 
his reforms were unpopular with 
nobles. Church, and merchants ; 
dismissed, 1776 ; author of several 
works on economics. 

Tar'ner, Joseph Malloed 
William (1775-1851), Eng. art- 
ist ; b. London ; as pupil of Royal 
Academy began exhibiting when 
only fifteen ; R.A., 1S03 ; prof, 
of perspective, 1808 ; travelled 
abroad and at home ; as a man, 
unattractive and eccentric ; as 
a landscape painter, ranks equal 
with Claude and Corot ; know- 
ledge of nature unrivalled ; water- 
colours superb for delicacy and 
brilliant execution ; main charac- 
teristic is an idealizing of tilings, 
together with a passion for ex- 
pression through colour.

Tussaud (too-so'), Madame 
Marie (1760-1850), founder of 
famous waxwork exhibition, Lon- 
don ; b. Berne ; learned wax 
modelling in Paris ; imprisoned 
during Fr. Revolution ; settled 
in England, 1802. 

Twain, Mark, pseudonym of 
Samuel Langhohne Clemens 
(1835-1910), Araer. author and 
humorist ; b. in Missouri ; after 
trying various occupations became 
pilot on the Mississippi, and later 
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lecturer and newspaper editor ; 
travelled widely, and had many 
vicissitudes of fortune j writings 
full of distinctive humour ; works 
include Ths Innocents Abroad, 
Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn, 
and Pvdd'nhead Wilson.

federate Congress till death. 

Tyler, Wat [d. 1381), Eng.

demanded abolition of serfdom 
and free pardon for rebels ; killed 
by lord mayor. 

Ty'nan, Katharine (Mrs. 
Hinkson) (1S6X-1931), Irish poet 
and novelist ; b. Dublin ; poems 
marked by freshness and delicacy ; 
novels, full of poetic charm, include 
A Daughter of Kings (1905), 
Wives (1924)) 'I'he Infatuation of 
Peter (1926). 

Tyndale [tin' dal), Wili-iam 
(1492-1536), Eng. translator of the 
Bible and Prot. martyr ; b. in 
Glos ; printed his Eng. version of 
N.T. at Cologne, 1525, and Worms ; 
owed much to Luther and Eras- 
mus ; bis translation was opposed 
by ecclcs. authorities in England ; 
his translation of the Pentateuch 
was pub. at Marburg, 1530 ; he 
was arrested, and during fifteen 
months* imprisonment translated 
as far as Books of Chronicles; 
burned at stake in Brussels. 

Tyn'dall, John (1820-93), Brit, 
physicist ; b. in Ireland ; prof, of 
natural philosophy in Royal In- 
stitution, London, 1853-67, suc- 
ceeding Faraday as director, 1867— 
87 ; principal work was on heat, 


acoustics, and dust ; popular! zer 
of scientific truths. 

Tyrcon'nel, Rickard Talbot, 
Duke of (1630-gi), Irish soldier; 
supporter of Stewarts; fought 
against Cromwell ; viceroy of 
Ireland, 1687 ; fought against 
William ill., but fled after raising 
of siege of Limerick ; returned to 
Ireland, 1690. 

Tyr'reU, George (1861-1909), 
Irish theologian ; b. Dublin ; 
became R.C., 1S79, and entered 
See. of Jesus, 1880 ; for his sym- 
pathy with modernism was ex- 
pelled from order, and suspended, 
1906. 

Tyiteeus [tir-te'us) [fl. c. 650 
B.C.), Gr. elegiac poet ; b. Athens ; 
wrote elegiac and anapfflstio poems 
of martial strain, and also one 
called Eunomia, or ‘ law-ablding- 
ness,’ intended to allay political 
dissensions at Sparta. 

TyrwMtt [tir'it), Sir Reginald 
Yorke(i87o- ), Brit, admiral ; 
in charge of landing party at 
Nicaragua, 1894; during Great 
War took part in actions m Bight 
of Heligoland, 1914, Dogger Bank, 
1915, and in operations at Zee- 
brugge and Ostend, 1918 ; com- 
manding officer coast of Scotland, 
1923-5 ; commander - in - chief, 
China station, 1927-91 and The 
Nore, 1930-3; admiral of the fleet, 
1934. 

T^lei (after), William (i 7 ii~ 
92), Scot, historian and critic ; 
works include defence of Mary 
Queen of Scots (r75g) and The 
Poetical Remains of James I. of 
Scotland {1783). 

TzB-hsi (tsd-ske) (1834-1908), 
dowager Empress of China, wife of 
Emperor Hsien-Feng ; on death of 
her son, 1875, became regent for 
her nephew; arrested emperor’s 
reforming advisers, and confined 
emperor ; nominally resigned, 
1889, but continued to influence 
emperor ; encouraged Boxer in- 
surrection ; ordered expulsion of 
foreigners, 1900. 
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U'dall, Nicholas (1505-56)1 
Eng. dramatist ; 6. in Hants ; 
headmaster of Westminster School, 
1555 ; author of Ralph Roister 
Doister (c. 1553), earliest known 
Eng. comedy. 

Ugolino della Gharatdesoa (00- 
gd-le'no del-a ga-rar-das-ka), Count 
{d. 1289), head of a Tuscan family ; 
after several attempts became 
ruler of Pisa, and ruled as a tyrant 
till deposed by popular rising, 
ia88 ; he was starved to death in 
his tower. Was pilloried for his 
treachery in Dante's Inferno. 

TJhland [oa'lmtd), Johann Lud- 
wig (1787-1S62), Ger. poet and 
politician ; b. Tubingen ; author 
of admirable lyrics and ballads. 

UUs'water, James William 
Lowther, 1ST Viscount (1855- 
), Eng. politician ; barrister, 
1879 ; M.P., 1883 ; under-secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, 1891 ; as 
speaker of House of Commons 
effective and popular ; viscount, 
1921. 

Und'set, Siorid (1882- ), 

Norweg. novelist ; b. in Denmark ; 
clerk, 1898-1909 ; her best works 


include Jenny (1912), Kristin 
Lavransdatter (1922), and The 
Wild Orchid (1931) ; Nobel Prize, 
1928. 

TTrlian, the name of eight popes. 
Urban ii., pope 10S8-99 ; b. 
near Reims ; preached first cru- 
sade at Clermont, 1095 ; crusaders 
established him in Rome, 1097. 
Urban viii., pope 1623-44; b. 
Florence ; strengthened temporal 
power of papacy ; supported 
France in Thirty Years’ War; 
condemned Galileo, 1633. 

TJsh'er (or U.ssiier), James 
H581-1636), .\nglican divine ; b. 
Dublin ; ordained, 1601 ; regiiis 
prof, of divinity, Dublin, 1607; 
Bishop of Meath, 1621 ; Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, 1625 ; visited 
England, 1640, where he remained 
permanently ; formulated chrono- 
logical scheme for Bible. 

Uzal'ah (c. 805-737 b.c.), son 
of Amaziah, King of Judah ; at 
age of sixteen a vigorous and able 
monarch ; fought against Philis- 
tines, Arabs, and Ammonites ; 
died of leprosy. During his reign 
Isaiah began to prophesy.

imaginative love of nature is his 
chief characteristic j works include 
Poems (1646), Stlex Scmtillans 
(1650), Thalia Rediviva (1678), 
and prose Htrmelical Physic

Vaughan, Herbert (1832-

(i562-r635), Span, dramatist and 
poet ; b. Madrid ; author of over 
1,500 plays, which may be divided 
into contemporary, historical, and 
legendary ; work valuable for the 
mine of ideas it provided for 
others. 

Velazanez (va-las'kdih), Diego 


Rodriguez de Silva v (1599- 
1660), greatest of Span, painters ; 
b. Seville ; commissioned to paint 
Philip IV .’s portrait and became 
court painter and favourite • 
visited Italy, 1630 and 1649 • 
representative in art of the 
dignified, aristocratic national 
types : superb colourist and admi- 
rable draughtsman ; famous por- 
traits include Philip IV., Prince 
Don Balthasar Carlos, Queen 
Isabella of Bourbon, Charles I. of 
England (then Prince of Wales), 
Pope Innocent X. ; other paint- 
ings are religious, as Christ on the 
Cross, and mythological, as The 
Forge of Vulcan and the ‘ Rokeby ’ 
Venus.

Venize'los, Ei.eutherios (1864- 
1936), Gr. statesman, maker of 
Greater Greece ; b. in Crete ;

founded Balkan League, 1912, and 
directed Gr. policy till 1915 ; di- 
rected insurrectionary movement 
at Salonika, 1916 ; represented 
Greece at Peace Conference, and 
by diplomatic skill won Thrace, 
.lEgean Islands, and Smyrna for 
Greece. Defeated at general elec- 
tion on question of return of 
Constantine, 1920, and resigned ; 
premier for a fortnight in 1924, 
resigning ior health reasons ; 
again premier, 1928-32 ; headed 
revolt, 1935, but had to flee into 
exile. 

Ver'di, Giuseppe (1813-1901), 
Ital. composer ; b. in Parma ; 
known almost solely by his operas ; 
achieved success with Rigoletto 
(1851), II Trooatore (X853), and 
La Traviata (1855) ; Aida pro- 
duced at Cairo, i87t ; career 
ended brilliantly with Otello (1887) 
and Falslaff I iSq3). 

Verestohag'in [vd-resUchd'gen), 
Vassili (1842-1904), Russ. 
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painter ; b. in Novgorod ; studied 
in Paris ; served in wars with 
Turkey, 1877, and Japan, igo^ ; 
perisiied in Petropaulmsk outside 
Port Arthur ; pictures on military 
subjects reveal Russ, fullness and 
crudeness of colouring ; include 
The Pyramid of Shulls aud The 
Street of Pletina. 

Verhaeren (fer-hdr'en), Emile 
[1835-1916), Belgian poet and 
dramatist ; b. near Antwerp ; 
style forceful and highly coloured ; 
poetic works include Les Fla- 
maudes (1883), Les Tendres&es Pre^ 
miSres (1904), La Belgique San- 
glante (1915) ; plays include Le 
Cloitre (1900). 

Verlaine {ver-WT), Paul (1844- 
g6), Fr. lyrical poet ; b. Metz ; 
earliest volumes — Poemes Saliir- 
niens (1866) and Fites Galantes 
(1869)— showed influence, of Baude- 
laire ; Komances sans Paroles 
(1874), Jadis et Naguire (1884), 
and Bonheur (1891), characterized 
by exquisite beauty of tiiought and 
rhythm. 

Verne, Jules (iSaa-1903), Fr. 
novelist ; b, Nantes ; plot of each 
of his novels works round scientific 
or physiological fact ; forecasted 
gramophone, cinematograph, air- 
ship, submarine, and television ; 
best known, Bound the World in 
Eighty Bnyr and Twenty Thousand 
Leagues under the Sea, 

Vernier {ver-nyd'), Pterre (c. 
1580-1637), Fr. scientist ; b, near 
Bosanpon ; inventor of the vernier, 
an instrument for accurately 
measuring small-.scaie divisions. 

Ver'non, Edward (1684-1757), 
Eng. admiral ; h. London ; com- 
manded expedition which captured 
Porto Bello, 1739 ; attacked Carta 
gena without success, 1740 ; dis- 
missed the service, 1746, for 
publishing official letters. 

Veronese (vd-rb-nd'se), Paolo, 
cognomen of Paolo Cagliari 
(1528-88), last great Venetian 
painter ; b. Verona ; settled in 
Venice, 1555 ; greatest work is 
( 4 , 164 ) 


decoration of churcli of San 
Sebastiano ; superb colourist, but 
lacks dramatic intensity ; pictures 
include Marriage at Cana. 

Verrocchio [vd-rok'e-o), Andrea 
DEL, cognomen of Andrea de’ 
CioNi (1435-88), Ital. goldsmith, 
sculptor, architect, and painter ; 

b. Florence ; e.xeouted works in 
bronze, including Young David, 
Unbelief of St. Thomas, Barto- 
lommeo CnUeoni ; only extant 
canvas is Baptism of Christ. 

Vespa'sian (Titus Flavius Sa- 
binus Vespasianus) (a.d. 9-79), 
Rom. emperor; commanded legion 
in Britain, and subdued Isle of 
Wight, 43-44 ; consul, 5 1 ; gov- 
ernor of . 4 frica, 63, of Judsea, 66 ; 
proclaimed emperor at .Mexandria, 
69 ; suppres.sed Batavians, Gauls, 
and Jews; restored peace to 
Rome ; continued conquest of 
Britain ; restored finances of 
state, and set example of personal 
simplicity and economy ; built 
new temple of Jupiter on Capitol 
and temple of Peace ; began 
([kilosseum. 

Vespucci iyes-poo'che), Americ-o 
^451-1512), Ital. navigator; b. 
Florence ; fitted out Columbus's 
third expedition ; explored Vene- 
zuelan coast, 1499 ; discovered 
All Saints' Bay in Brazil, 1503 ; 
pilot-major of Spain, 1508 ; Amer- 
ica named after him. 

Viaud, Louis Marie Julien. 
See Loti, Pierre. 

Vicente {vi-sen'td), Gil (c. r47o- 

c. 1536), Port, dramatist ; probably 
b. at Li.sbon ; works dating from 
1502 include sacred pieces, come- 
dies, and farce.s, many reaching a 
high level of excellence. 

Vio'tor Amade'us H. (1666- 
1732)1 Duke of Savoy and first 
King of Sardinia ; b. Turin ; 
married Anne, niece of Louis xiv. 
of France ; greater part of his 
reign spent in throwing off Fr. 
yoke; abdicated, 1730. 

Victor Emman'nel H. (1820- 
78), first King of Italy ; b. Turin ;

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King of Sardinia, iS,|g; joined 
England and France in sending 
troops to the Crimea, r855 ; joined 
by Napoleon iii. in war against 
Austria, 1859, and defeated Aus-

Naples; .suc- 
ceeded on assassination of father, 
Humbert i., tgoo ; command- 
ing general at Naples, iSg?. On 
entry of Italy into Great War, 
rgij', assumed supreme command 
of Ital. forces; lived almost con- 
tinuously among his troops. 
Refused to sign order proclaiming 
martial law throughout Italy, 
rgaa, at coup d’itat by Faseisti ; 
signed treaty, rgag, recognizing 
independence of City of the 
Vatican. 

Victo'ria (i8ig-igoi). Queen of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Em- 
press of India ; daughter of Duke 
of Kent and niece of William iv. ; 
succeeded, 1837 ; married, 1840, 
her cousin Albert (d, i86r), 

youngest son of Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg. She was prudently edu- 
cated, and during her long reign 
was strictly imp.artial in party 
politics, while clearly recognizing 
that the crowm was the central 
tie which 'bound the empire to- 
gether ; assumed title Empress 
of India, rSyd ; celebrated jubilee, 
1S87, and diamond jubilee, 1897. 
Her wisdom, knowledge of foreign 
politics, unselfishness, and upright- 
ness were all remarkable traits of 
her long reign ; the chief events 
of her reign include granting 
popular constitution to Canada, 
adoption of penny post, institution 


of Education Department, repeal 
of Corn Laws, Crimean War, Ind. 
Mutiny, disestablishment of Irish 
Church, Ballot Act passed, Berlin 
Conference, Zulu War, suzerainty 
in Egvpt, Home Rule agitations 
in Ireland, S. African W<ir, Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth Bill. Her 
reign was also a period of re- 
markable literary achievement.

Vigny {ven-yl'), Alfred Victor, 
Comte de (1797-1S63), Fr. poet 
and author ; b. in Indre-et-Loire ; 
a leader of Romanticism, yet 
stoical, sometimes even pessimistic, 
in his philosophy ; poetry shows 
uncommon range and delicacy ; 
finest prose work is Servitude et 
Grandeur Militaires ; novels in- 
clude Cinq-Mars, the first Fr. 
historical romance. 

Vil'laii, Pasquale (1287-1917), 
Ital. historian and statesman ; 
prof, of history, Florence, i866 ; 
minister of public instruction, 
1891-2 ; wrote Savonarola and 
his Times, MachiavelH and his 
Times, First Two Centuries of 
Florentine History, also Meridional 
hellers (1878), which brought about 
reforms in S. Italy. 

Villars [ve-ydr'), Claude Louis 
Hector, Due de (1653-1734), 
marshal of France ; b. Mouli'ns ; 
distinguished himself in Dutch 
wars ; appointed to chief com- 
mand, 1702, and won battle of 
Fricdlingen ; marshal, 1702 ; de- 
feated at Malplaquet, 1709 ; his 
victory over Dutch Denain led to 
peace of Eastatt, 1714. 

Villehaiflouin (vel-dr-doo-aw'), 
Geoffroi DE (c. 1160-C. 1213), Fr. 
historian ; marshal of Champagne, 
iigi ; negotiated with Venetians 
transport of crusaders to Holy 
Land ; rescued crusading array 
from Bulgars at Adrianople ; his 
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Cowsueste de Consiantinople nar- 
rates events of fourth crusade, 
iigy-1207. 

Villeneuve {vH-noov'), Pierre 
Charles Jean Baptiste Sylves- 
TRE DE (1763-1806), Fr. admiral ; 

b. in Provence ; commander of 
combined Fr. and Span, fleets, 
1803; decoyed Nelson to W. Indies, 
but was afterwards defeated at 
Trafalgar ; prisoner in Britain till 
1806 ; returned to France and 
committed suicide. 

Villiers, George. See Buck- 
ingham, 1ST and 2ND Dukes of. 

Villiers, G. W. F. See Claren- 
don, 4TH Earl of. 

Viiliers de I'lsle-Adam [vi-yS/ 
de Ul-a-daW), Auguste (1838-89), 
French poet and satirist ; b. in 
Brittany ; inaugurated symbolist 
movement, typified in great play 
A x'el ; other plays, La RSvoHe, 
L'Eve Future ; wrote also clever 
and fantastic Contes Cruets. 

Villon (ve-ydn'), Francois (1431- 

c, 1485), Fr. poet ; b. Paris ; ban- 
ished for killing priest in street 
brawl, 1455 I pardoned and wrote 
Le Petit Testament ; after period 
of imprisonment wrote Le Grand 
Testament (1461) ; banished for 
third time, 1463, and disappears 
from history ; his writings dis- 
play strong capacity of feeling, 
and a singularly mournful tone. 

Vincent de Paul {van-son' depot'), 
St. (1576-1660). Fr. priest ; in- 
stituted Laaarist Soc. and the 
Sisterhood of Charity ; worked 
among galley slaves ; canonized, 
1737 ; Soc. of St. Vincent de Paul 
was founded at Paris, 1833. 

Vinci, Leonardo da. See 
Leonardo da Vinci. 

Vinet {ve-na'), Alexandre Ro- 
DOLPHE (1797-1847), Swiss critic 
and theologian ; b. near Lausanne j 
advocated complete religious free- 
dom, and founded Swiss Free 
Church, 1845 ; wrote Etudes sur 
Pascal, etc. 

Vinograd'off, Sir Paul (1854- 
1925), Russ, jurist ; b. Kostroma ; 


settled in England ; prof, of juris- 
prudence, Oxford, from 1903 ; 
lectured in U.S.A. and Europe ; 
knighted, 1917 ; author of VitUin- 
age in England, The Growth of 
the Manor, Self-Gooernment in 
Russia (1915), etc. 

Viiohovfi/er'cho), Rudolf(i83I- 
1902), Ger. pathologist and poli- 
tician ; b. in Pomerania ; prof, of 
pathological anatomy, Berlin, 
1856 ; proved the cellular theory 
applicable in pathology as well as 
in physiology, and tlius became 
father of modern pathology ; 
renowned anthropologist ; com- 
pletely reformed health conditions 
of Berlin ; vigorous opponent of 
Bismarck. 

Vir'gil, Publius VehgilSus 
Maro (70-19 D.C.), greatest of 
Rom. ^oets ; b. near Mantua ; 
when his father’s farm was con- 
fiscated for military settlement, 
Virgil obtained its restitution from 
Octavianus ; he became one of 
Maecenas’s circle of friends ; with- 
drew from Rome to S. Italy in 
37, made two journeys to Athens, 
and died shortly after returning to 
Italy with Augustus. His first 
important work was the Eclogues 
(42-37), ten pastoral pieces in 
hexameters ; they are imitations 
of Theocritus ; the Georgies (37- 
30) deal with art of husbandry 
from an idealistic point of view, 
and are among the most perfect 
of Rom. poems. His masterpiece 
is the Mncid (29-19), an epic in 
twelve books dealing with the fall 
of Troy and the wanderings of 
.dJneas, This poem is the noblest 
monument of Rom. character and 
Rom. poetic genius.

Visoon'ti, Gian Galeazzo (c. 
1347-1402), duke of Milan ; en- 
couraged arts ( founded Milan 
cathedral ; aspired to rule Italy ;

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hence the claim of Louis xn. to 
Milan. 

Vivian'i, ReniJ (1862-1925), Fr. 
independent Socialist statesman ; 
b. in Algeria ; studied for bar ; 
deputy for Paris, 1893 ; minister 
of labour and public hygiene under 
Clemenceau, 1906, and under 
Briand, igag-io ; minister of 
public instruction, 1913; was 
prime minister on outbreak of 
Great War ; minister of justice 
in coalition ministry of Briand, 
ig 15-17; represented France at 
first meeting of League of Nations 
at Geneva, 1920, and at Wash- 
ington Conference, igai. 

Vizetel'ly, Henhv (1820-94), 
Eng. illustrated press pioneer ; 
6 . London ; started Pictorial 
Tiines, 1843, Illustrated Times, 
1835 i Paris correspondent of 
Illustrated London Netus, 1865 ; 
fined, and on a second occasion 
imprisoned, for publishing trans- 
lations of certain novels of Zola ; 
works include The Man reith the 
Iron Mask (1870) and Glances 
Back through Seventy Years (1893). 

Vo'gler, Georce Joseph (1749- 
1814), ‘ Abt (Abbd) Vogler,' Ger. 
organist, composer, and teacher ; 
b. in Bavaria ; court chaplain, 
Mannheim ; travelled widely ; es- 
tablished music schools at Mann- 
heim, StocUhold, and Darmstadt ; 
invented orchestrion, hence Brown- 
ing’s poem ‘Abt Vogler to the musi- 
cal instruments of his invention.' 

Vol'ta, Alessandro (i745- 
1827), Ital. physicist ; ft, Como ; 
prof, of physics, Como, 1774, 
Pavia, 1779 ; Copley medallist, 
England, 1791 ; pensioned by 
Napoleon, 1801 ; director, philo- 
sophical faculty of Padua, 1815 ; 
a pioneer of electrical science ; 
electric ‘ volt ’ named after him. 

Voltaire {vol-tdr'), FRANpojs 
Marie Arouet de (1694-1778), 
Fr. poet and philosopher ; 6. 

Paris ; imbibed deism irom earliest 
teachers imprisoned in BastiUe, 
1717, for literary attack on regent ; 


wrote CEdipe and commenced La 
Henriade ; assumed additional 
name ‘ de Voltaire,’ i7i8 ; after 
new imprisonment went to Eng- 
land, 1726, where he repub. La 
Henriade (1728), an epic poem on 
Henry of Navarre, and wrote 
Brutus (played 1730), and Zaire, 
his masterpiece (1732) ; other 
noted plays are Adelaide du 
Guesclin (1734), Zulime (1740), 
Mahomet (1741), Mirope (1743) ; 
his Leilres Phtlosophiques (1731), 
praising Eng. institutions at 
expense of Fr., was burned by 
tbe Parlement de Paris. 

The tales Zadig (1747), Micro- 
mlgas (1752), the famous Candide 
(1759), L'Ingenu (1767), V Homme 
aux Quarante Ecus (i768), etc., 
are best of his writings for wit and 
styie, but imprudently malicious. 
Voltaire entered Fr. Academy, 
1746, and in 1750 accepted invita- 
tion to Berlin, where he pub. his 
best historical work, Le SUcle de 
Louis XIV. (1751) ; visit ended 
in quarrel with Frederick the 
Great. Other historical works are 
History of Charles XII. (1731), 
History of Peter the Great (1759), 
Pfdcis du .Siicle de Louis XV. 
(1768), Histoire du Parlement de 
Paris (1769), Essay on the Manners 
and Spirit of Nations (1769). 
Voltaire lived near Geneva, t76o- 
78. Now at height of his influence 
he exercised enormous power over 
European thought ; built model 
village, established watchmaking 
industry, a church, and a theatre. 
Among his works is a long poem, 
La Pucelle, with a savour of 
iconoclasm and epigram ; literary 
excellence of Voltaire (allowed by 
all) is that of wit and esprit 
moqueur ; one of leaders of 
Encyclopidistes and father of free 
thought in France ; returned to 
Paris, 1778 ; tremendous reception 
hastened his death ; left vast 
Correspondance of first-rate kind.

Leyden ; prof, of physics, 
Amsterdam Univ., 1877; con- 
ceived continuity of liquid and 
gaseous states ; discovered law of 
binary mixtures ; Nobel Prize for 
physios, 1910. 

Waoe (rads), Robert (c. iioo- 
c. 1175), Anglo-Norman chronicler; 
b. in Jersey j author of two 
chronicles in metro, Rontan de 
Brut and Roman de Ron. 

Wad'dington, William Henry 
(1826-94), Fr. diplomatist ; b, St. 
Remi-sur-l'Avre, Eure et Loir, 
of English parents ; naturalized 
Frenchman ; travelled in East ; 
studied and wrote on archaiology ; 
minister of public instruction, 
1873, 1876-7, of foreign affairs, 
1877-9 ; premier, i87g ; ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, 1883-93; 
responsible in great part for 
friendly relations between Britain 
and France. His wife, Mary 
King Waddinoton (d. 1923), pub. 
interesting reminiscences. 

Wade (wad), George (1673- 
1748), Brit, field-marshal; put 
down t7i5 rebellion, and made 
military roads in Scot. Highlands ; 
field-marshal commanding forces 
in Flanders against French, 1743 ; 
failed in Jacobite rising of 1745, 
and was succeeded by the Duke of 
Cumberland. 

Wagner {vdg'ner), Rudolf (1805-

64), Ger. physiologist ; b. Bay- 
reuth ; prof, of zoology and com- 
parative anatomy at Erlangen, 
r832, and Gottingen, 1840 ; im- 
portant researches in anatomy and 
physiology, particularly in em- 
bryology ; discovered germinal 
vesicle of human ovum. 

Wagner, Wilhelm Richard 
(1813-83), Ger. composer; b. 
Leipzig; operatic conductor at 
Magdeburg, Kbnigsberg, and Riga ; 
first opera, Rienzi, refused in 
Paris, was accepted and per- 
formed at Dresden, 1842 ; fol- 
lowed by The Flying Dutchman 
(1843), Tannkctvser, Lohengrin, 
Tristan and Isolde, The Master- 
singers, Der Ring des Nibelungen 
(including the four dramas — The 
Rhinegold, Valkyrie, Siegfried, The 
Twilight of the Gods), and Parsifal, 
his last and possibly his greatest 
work (1849-82). Owing to his 
revolutionary politics Wagner was 
exiled for some years ; suffered 
great poverty till r864, when 
Ludwig, King of Bavaria, pro- 
vided him with home at Munich ; 
later resided at Bayreuth, where 
his festival theatre was set up, 
1876 ; married, 1870, Cosiina, 
daughter of Liszt. Wagner created 
an entirely new form of opera in 
which the central aim was unity, 
and, to this end, he wrote all his 
own librettos ; he also made a 
feature of the ‘ leading motive ’ —

Rudolph II. 's army in Hungary ; 
supported Emperor Ferdinand in 
Thirty Years’ War. Hated by the 
Ger. princes, Wallenstein was dis- 
missed by the emperor, 1630, but 
recalled on Gustavus Adolphus’s 
invasion of Germany ; he was 
assassinated at Eger. Ho was the 
greatest leader in Thirty Years’ 
War ; a man of transcendent 
ability, but unscrupulous. 

WalFer, Edmund (1606-87), 
Eng. poet and Royalist politician ; 
exiled on exposure of ‘ Waller’s 
Plot ’ in favour of king, 1643 ; 
returned to public life after 
Restoration, 1660 ; popularizer of 
heroic couplet ; verse lacks orig- 
inality and passion ; remembered 
chiefly for charming lyrics, such as 
‘ Go, Lovely Rose.’

Wd'pole, Horace, 4th Earl 
ofOrford (1717-97), Eng. author; 
6. London ; sou of Sir Robert 
Walpole. An ample fortune en- 
abled him fully to indulge his 
social and antiquarian tastes, to 
purchase his villa at Strawberry 
Hill, near Twickenham, and set 
his printing-press there, the first 
book to be issued being Gray’s 
Odes, with illustrations by Bent- 
ley ; M.p. for twenty-seven years, 
but of little account as a politician. 
Among his works are The Castle 
of Otranto and Memoirs of reigns 
of George ii. and George m. His 


correspondence has rendered his 
name famous, his letters being 
distinguished for their ease, play- 
ful wit, racy description, and 
lightness of touch. Taken with 
the Memoirs, they form important 
sources of information as to his 
period.

Red Cross in Great 
War, 1914-16 ; succeeds in creat- 
ing ‘ atmosphere,’ notably in The 
Dark Forest (1916) and The 
Secret City (1919), which deal with 
Russia, and in The Captives 
(igao) ; The Golden Scarecrow 
and Jeremy (1919) are clever 
sympathetic studies of cbilflren. 
Later writings include Harmer 
John (1926), Wintersmoon (1928), 
Rogue Berries (1930), and its 
sequels. 

Walpole, Robert, ist Earl of 
Orford (1676-1745), Brit, states- 
man ; b. Houghton, Norfolk ; 
M.p. for Castle Rising, 1701, for 
King’s Linn, 1702-42 ; secretary 
for war, 1708 ; treasurer of the 
navy, 1710; charged with cor- 
ruption and imprisoned, 1712 ; 
Townshend married his sister 
Dorothy, 1713, and Walpole be- 
came chancellor of Exchequer, 
1715 ; on collapse of South Sea Co. 
was called to power, 1721 ; prime 
minister and held supreme power 
in parliament for twenty-oneyears. 
One of the greatest Bri t, statesmen ; 
sought to unite the nation under 
the new dynasty by keeping as free 
as possible from foreign alliances, 
and to make the nation prosper- 
ous ; a man of moss pleasures 
and no intellectual tastes ; gave 
a low tone to politics, and d id not 
hesitate to stoop to corruption to 
secure party successes.

Angler. 

Ward, Sir Adolphus William 
<1837-1924), Eng. scholar and 
man of letters ; b. Hampstead ; 
master of Peterhouse from 1900 ; 
president of Brit. Academy, igii- 
13; knighted, 1913; one of 
editors of Cambridge Modem 
History and of Cambridge History 
of English Literature ; wrote 
Germany : xSig-ya, and other 
historical works.

WarTen, Sir Charles (1840- 
1927), Brit, general ; engaged in 
excavation work, Palestine, 1867- 
70 ; commissioner for settlement 
of boundary Between Orange 
Free State and Griqualand West, 
1876-7 ; held commands in Kaffir 
War and in the Griqua rising, 
1878 ; major-general command- 
ing Bechuanaland Expedition, 
1884-5 ; commissioner of Metro- 
politan Police, 1886-8; lieut.- 
general, 5 th Division, S. African 
Field Force, 1899-1900. 

Warren, Samuel (1807-77), Brit, 
novelist ; 6. Wales ; called to 

bar, 1837 ; m.p. for Midhurst, 
1856-9 ; some of his writings, 
especially Ten Thousand a Year, 
won considerable popularity. 

War'ton, Thomas (1728-90), 
Eng. poet ; b. Basingstoke ; entered 
Church ; prof, of poetry, Oxford, 
1757-67, of history, 1785 ; poet 
laureate, 1785 ; a pioneer of Roman- 
ticism. Most notable poem, The 
Triumph of Isis. 
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Warwick {wor'ik), Earl op, 
title borne, since 12th cent., suc- 
cessively by families of name 
Newburgh, Beauchamp, Neville, 
Plantagenet, Dudley, Rich, Gre- 
ville. 

Warwick, Richard Neville, 
Earl of (1428-71), Eng, baron, 
called the ‘ king-maker ’ ; dis- 
tinguished himself at St. Albans 
under Duke of York, 1455 ; re- 
warded with governorship of Ca- 
lais ; again fought for Yorkists 
against great odds in 1439 ; join- 
ing forces with Edward, Earl of 
March, prevailed against Lancas- 
trians, and Edward was proclaimed 
king, 1461 ; subsequently, having 
been slighted by Edward, he sided 
with Henry, and had him pro- 
claimed Henry vi. and crowned, 
1470 ; defeated and slain by 
Edward at Barnet.

Wash'ington, Booker Talia- 
ferro (c. 1859-1915), U.S.A. Negro 
educationist and reformer j b . on 
Virginia plantation ; educated at 
night .schools and Hampton In- 
dustrial Institute ; opened, 1881, 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial 
Institute for education of Negroes ; 
author of Up from Slavery (1901), 
The Story of the Negro (igog), etc, 

Washington, George (1732- 
99), first president of U.S.A. ; 6. 
near Fredericksburg, Virginia ; 
surveyor in early life ; eventually 
first in command of Virginia forces 
against French, 1754 1 retired from 
active service, 1738 ; settled down 
as country gentleman at Mount 
Vernon ; though deprecating re- 
volt against Britain, supported 
resistance to Stamp Act, 1765 ; 
delegate to first Congress of Araer. 
colonies, 1774. After Lexington 
and Bunker’s Hill, i775, Washing- 
ton became general of Amcr. 
army, drove General Howe from 
Boston, 1776, but was defeated, 
1777, and driven back in Pennsyl- 
vania, In. 1778 compelled the 
British to retreat from Phila- 
(4,164) 


delphia. Washington forced Lord 
Cornwallis to capitulate at York- 
town, 1781 ; presided a( con- 
vention, 1787, when constitution 
of U.S.A. was drawn up ; presi- 
dent, 17S9 ; issued proclamation 
of neutrality on outbreak of 
European War, 1793 ; retired 
from presidency after second 
term of office, 1796. 

He was a man with an inflexible 
sense of justice, personal dis- 
interestedness, and an indomitable 
will. He became identified in the 
minds of the people with the 
nation and still remains the 
‘ Father of his Country.’

Manningtree, Essex ; held pas- 
torates of several Free churches ; 
under name ‘ Ian Maclaren ’ wrote 
studies of Scot, life and character ; 
best known, Beside the Bonnie 
Brier Busk ; also wrote on re- 
ligious subjects.

Watt, G. Fiddes (1873- ), 

Scot, portrait painter ; b. Aber- 
deen ; R.s.A,, 1924 ; portraits of 
Viscount Haldane, Rt. Hon. 
H. H. Asquith, Lord Loreburn, 
Archbishop of York, Earl Grey, 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh, Earl 
Minto, and other celebrities. 

Watt, James (1736-1819), Scot, 
engineer ; b. Greenock ; improver 
and generally reputed inventor of 
steam engine ; mathematical in- 
strument maker to Glasgow Univ., 
1757 ; acted as civil engineer. 
The turning-point in his life came 
when he was sent a Newcomen 
fire {i.e. steam) engine to repair ; 
it suggested to him the idea of a 
separate condenser, and his en- 
gine rapidly replaced Newcomen's. 
Watt went into partnership with 
Matthew Boulton, 1774, and car- 
ried on a successful business at 
the Soho Ironworks, Birmingham, 
retiring in 1800.

Hameln, West- 
phalia ; prof, of theology at 
Grcifswald, 1872 ; resigned owing 
to heterodox beliefs, 1882 ; prof, 
of Oriental languages at Mar- 
burg, 1885, Gottingen, 1892; his 
Biblical criticism shows clear- 
headedness and caution ; works in- 
clude Prolegomena zur Gcschichte 
Israels (1878; Eng. trans. 1S85), 
Das Arabische Reich und sein 
Sturz (1902), etc. 

Wel'lington, Arthur Welles- 
ley, Duke of (1769-1852) ; b. 
Dublin ; son of Lord Morning- 
ton : joined army under purchase 
system ; at twenty-four be com- 
manded 33rd Foot, still known as 
Duke of Wellington’s re^ment ; 
first saw active service m Low 
Countries ; afterwards went to 
India, and took part in the battles 
of Assaye and Argaum. 

He returned in 1805, and was 
given command of expedition to 
expel French from Lisbon ; de- 
feated Marshal Junot at Vimeiro ; 
ordered back to England, and 
replaced by Sir John Moore. 
After Moore’s death, 1808, Wel- 
lington again commanded in the 
Peninsula, gaining many victories. 
He served as ambassador at Paris, 
1814, until Napoleon reappeared 
at head of Fr. army. In 1815 
Wellington commanded British 
forces, and aided by Bluoher’s 
array, completely defeated Napo- 
leon at Waterloo, i8th June 1815. 

Wellington's later career was 
associated with politics ; opposed 
many domestic reforms which 
have since been carried out ; 
member of the government, and 
prime minister, 1828. Was buried 
in St. Paul's Cathedral. 

As a soldier, Wellington’s talents' 
are best seen in his conduct of the 
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Peninsular War. As a statesman 
he holds a high place for modera- 
tion, strong sense of duty, and 
perfect integrity.

Wells, HERnERT George (1866- 
), Eng. novelist ; b, Bromley, 
Kent ; began life as teacher of 
science ; started novel-writing 
with The Time Machine (1895), a 
semi-scientific type of romance, 
followed by long series of popular 
novels.

Wennerberg [ven’er-berg). Gun- 
war (1817-1901), Swed, poet and 
musician: b. Lidkoping; com- 
posed Gluntarne (‘ The Boys '), 
thirty duets for students of 
Uppsala Univ. ; The Three, his 


collected trios, appeared i860 ; 
minister for education, 1S70-5. 

Wes'ley, Charles (1707-88), 
Eng. religious leader, brother of 
John Wesley ; b. Epworth Rectory, 
Lincolnshire ; educated at Oxford, 
where he was member of a reiigious 
society derisively called the ‘ Meth- 
odists*; wrote over 6,000 hymns, 
including ‘ Jesus, Lover of my 
soul,’ and ‘ O for a thousand 
tongues to sing.’ 

Wesley, John (1703-91), Eng. 
religious leader and founder of 
Wesleyan Methodism ; b. Epworth 
Rectory, Lines; ordained, 1725 ; 
became member of religious soci- 
ety known as Oxford ‘ Methodists ’ ; 
visited Georgia, N. America, ivith 
his brother and preached to 
settlers and Indians there ; came 
under influence of the Moravians, 
whom he visited in .Saxony. In 
1738 he passed through a great 
spiritual experience ; began estab- 
lishment of ' societies ’ or churches, 
and drew up rules which are still 
in force ; was excluded from Angli- 
can pulpits ; began to ordain clergy, 
and thus Wesleyan Methodist 
Church had its origin ; engaged in 
open-air evangelistic effort, travel- 
ling thousands of miles each year; 
overtook much literary and philan- 
thropic work. His preaching, zeal, 
and power of popular appeal were 
enormous. Wrote his Journal, 
and Appeal to Men of Reason and 
Religion.

Wesley, Samuel Sebastian 
(1810-76), Eng. musical composer 
and organist, grandson of Charles 
Wesley ; b. London ; organist of 
Hereford Cathedral, 1832, of 
Gloucester, 1865 ; his composi- 
tions include the anthems ‘ The 
Wilderness,’ ' O Lord, Thou art 
my God,’ and ‘ Ascribe unto the 
Lord.'

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he secured patronage of George 
III. ; revolutionized Eng. histori- 
cal painting, as in his Death of 
General Wolfe ; president of Royal 
Academy, 1792. 

West'oott, Brooke Foss (1823- 
1901), Eng. churchman ; b. near 
Birmingham ; assistant master, 
Harrow, 1852-69 ; canon of Peter- 
borough, 1869 ; prof, of divinity, 
Cambridge, 1870, of Westminster, 
1883: Bishop of Durham, 1890; 
on committee for revision of N.T. ; 
was first president of Christian 
Social Union ; numerous theologi- 
cal works, including The New 
Testament in the Original Greek 
(with Dr, Hort, 1882). 

West'inghouse, George (1846- 
1914), U.S.A. engineer ; d. Central 
Bridge, New York ; built dynamos 
for plant at Niagara Falls ; in- 
vented automatic air-brake for 
railway rolling stock. 

West'macott, Sir Richard 
(1775-1856), Eng. sculptor ; b. 
London ; prof, of sculpture, Royal 
Academy, 1827-56 ; statues in- 
clude Pitt, Fox, Addison, in 
Westminster Abbey ; Aberoromby, 
Captain Cook, Collingwood, m 
St. Paul’s ; bronze Achilles, Hyde 
Park. 

Wesi'minster, Dukes or, trace 
descent in male line to a Norman 
family ; founder of Eng. Gros- 
venors, Gilbert le Grosvenor, came 
over with Conqueror. 

Wet, Christian de. See De 
Wet, 

Wettln tvet'in), House of, Ger. 
dynastic family from which the 
reigning Saxon lines were de- 
scended. Wettin was surname of 
Prince Albert, consort of Queen 
Victoria, and up till igi? of 
reigning royal family of U.K.

Whewell [hU’el), William (1794- 
1866), Brit, philosopher and his- 
torian of science ; b. Lancaster ; 
master. Trinity Coll., Cambridge, 
1841 ; took prominent part in 
univ. administration ; many books 
on philosophy and science, includ- 
ing History of the Inductive 
Sciences. 

Whistler, James Abbott 
McNeill (1834-1903), painter and 
etcher ; b. Lowell, U.S.A. ; studied 
in Paris ; first painting, The 
White Girl, exhibited at Salon des 
Refuses ; settled in England, and 
in 1859 began to exhibit at Royal 
Academy ; painted figure subjects 
and views, also many portraits, 
including those of his mother 
(Luxembourg, Paris), and Carlyle 
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(Glasgow) ; eminent as etcher, 
drypoiiiter, and purely decorative 
artist ; pioneer of mass-impression- 
ism in Eng. art ; style subtly but 
not powerfully original ; attacked 
by Ruskinin Pars Clavigera 
and libel suit followed, in which 
Whistler was successful. See 
Whistler’s Gentle AH of Making 
Enemies (1890). 

White, Claude Geahame-. See 
Grahame-White, 

White Iwhit), Sir George 
Stuart (1835-1912), Brit, field- 
marshal ; b. in Ireland ; served 
in Ind. Mutiny, Afghan campaign, 
Nile 'expedition, and in Burma; 
won v.c.i 1879 ; commander-in- 
ebiof of Ind. army, 1893—8 ; com- 
manded Natal field force in S. 
African War, defending Lady- 
smith against Boers, 1899-1900; 
governor of Gibraltar, 1900-4 ; 
field-marshal, 1903 ; baronet, 
1904 ; O.M., 1905. 

White, Gilbert (1720-93), Eng. 
naturalist ; b. Selborne, Hants ; 
educated Oxford ; settled at 
Selborne as curate, 1755 ; pub. 
Natural History of Selborne (1789) ; 
charming book by keen and kindly 
observer of nature. 

White, William Hale (1829- 
1913), known as ‘ Mark Ruther- 
ford,' Eng. novelist and journalist ; 
b. Bedford ; assistant-director of 
contracts. Admiralty, for some 
years ; writings include Autobio- 
graphy of Mark Rutherford, Mark 
Rutherford’s Deliverance, Revolu- 
tion in Tanner's Lane, Catherine 
Furee, Pages from a Journal, and 
John Bunyan, 

White'Held, Ge-orge {1714-70), 
Eng. divine ; b, Gloucester ; one 
of early leaders of Methodism in 
England and America ; his 
followers built for him the 
‘ Tabernacle ’ in Moorfields, Lon- 
don ; had great dramatic talent 
and eloquence as a preacher.

Whit'ley, John Henry (1866- 
1935), Brit, politician ; 6. Halifax ; 
M.p. for Halifax. 1900-28 ; held 
several minor offices ; speaker of 
House of Commons, 1921-8 ; 
name associated with Whitley 
Councils for maintaining peace in 
industry; o.M., 1928; chairman 
of B.B.C. from 1930. 

WhitToolc, Brand (1869-1930), 
U.S.A. author and diplomatist ; 
b. Urbana, Ohio ; called to bar, 
1894 ; minister (later amba.ssador) 
to Belgium, 1913-22 ; interested 
himself in the Cavell case and 
relief operations: works include 
Life of Abraham Lincoln (1908), 
Belgium under German Occupation 
(igig). Uprooted (1926), etc. 

Whit'man, Walt (1819-92), 
U.S.A. poet ; b. Long Island ; eo, 
Long Islander, 1839, Brooklyn 
Eagle, 1846, and Freeman at 
Boston, 1851 I pub. Leaves of 
Grass (1855), a collection of un- 
rhymed and irregular verse of 
striking power ; volunteer nurse 
in Civil War, 1862-5.

Whit'tier, John Greenleaf 
(1807-92), U.S.A. ‘ Quaker ’ poet 
and man of letters ; b. near Haver- 
hill, Massachusetts ; became a 
journalist and strong Abolitionist 
agitator ; his verse has a freshness, 
individuality, and sustained note 
of truth.

(1840-1911), Eng. mountaineer 
and explorer; i. London; ascended

and 1872, the Andes, 1B79-80, 
where he was the first to climb 
Chimborazo, and the Rockies, 
igoi ; author of SemmbUs among 
ihe A lps (1871), Travels amongst the 
Great Andes of ihe EqiuUor (1892), 
etc. 

Whyte, Alexander (1837- 
1921), Scot, theologian ; b. Kirrie- 
muir ; minister, Free St. George’s, 
Edinburgh, :873-i9i6 ; principal 
of New Coll., Edinburgh, 1909-18 ; 
works include Bible Characters ; 
Bunyan Characters ; The Walk, 
Conversation, and Character of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord, 

■Whyte, Sir Ale.xander Fred- 
erick (1883- ), political 

official ; b. fidinburgh ; son of 
above; m.p. for Perth, 1910-18; 
one of the founders of The Nem 
Europe ; first president of India’s 
new legislative assembly, 1920-25 ; 
political adviser to National Gov- 
ernment of China, 1939-32 : pub- 
lications : Asia In the Twentieth 
Century {1926), China and Foreign 
Powers (1927). 

■Whyte-MdviUe, Georoe John 
(1821-78), Scot, novelist; b, 
Strathkinness, Fife ; served in 
Crimean War ; novels deal chiefly 
with field sports and country pur- 
suits. 

Wickham (wik'arn). Sir- Henry 
(1846-1928), English explorer ; 
planter in Brazil ; collected seeds 
of rubber tree, brought them to 
Kew Gardens, and laid founda- 
tions of plantation rubber in- 
dustry of the East ; inspector of 
forests, India ; pioneer planter in 
Central America, Australia, New 
Guinea, and Pacific Islands. 
Author of Introduction, Plantation, 
and Cultivation of Para Rubber, 
and Journey Through the Wilder- 
ness. 

Wieland {ve'lant), Christoph 
Martin (1733-1813), Ger. author ; 
b. near Biberach, Wiirttemberg ; 


prof, of philosophy, Erfurt, 1769- 
72 ; works include Don Sylvia von 
Rosalva (1764, in prose), and 
Oberon (1780, in veree) ; trans- 
lated twenty-two of Shakespeare’s 
plays into Ger. prose. 

Wien (poi), Wilhelm (1864- 
1928), Ger. scientist ; b. Gaffken, 
E. Prussia ; prof, of physics, 
Giessen, 1899, Wiirtzburg, igoo, 
Munich, 1920 ; valuable research 
worker in radi ation ; Noble Prize, 
1911. Author of several scientific 
works. 

Wieitz [verts), Antoine Joseph 
(1806-65), Belgian painter, settled 
finally at Brussels, 1848, where the 
Musde Wiertz was built for him ; 
works indicate grotesque and fan- 
tastic imagination. 

Wiggin [wig'in], Kate Douglas 
(Mrs. Riggs) (1857-1923), U.S.A. 
authoress ; b. in Philadelphia ; 
organized first free kindergartens 
for poor children on Pacific coast ; 
numerous books include Penelope's 
Experiences, Rebecca of Sunny- 
brook Farm. 

Wil'berfoioe, William (1759- 
1833), Eng. philanthropist ; i. 
Hull ; M.p. for Hull when only 
twenty-one ; supporter and friend 
of Pitt, but remained independent 
of party ; in 1787 became leader 
of committee pledged to abolition 
of slavery, and ultimately suc- 
ceeded in having Act abolishing 
slave trade in Brit, dominions 
passed in 1807. 

Wilde (wild), Osgah O’Fla- 
hertie Wills (1854-1900), Irish 
author and dramatist ; b, Dublin ; 
went to Oxford and became the 
apostle of the assthetio movement ; 
works include Dorian Gray, a 
novel, and the plays. Lady 
Windermere's Fan (1892), The 
Importance of being Earnest (1895), 
Salome (1893) in French. Im- 
prisoned (1895-7) for unnatural 
vice, he wrote after his release A 
Ballad of Reading Gaol and De 
Profundis. Wilde was a master 
of words : his plays scintillate with 
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■brilliant dialogue and epigram. 
Buried in P6re Laohaise cemetery, 
Paris.

(1897- ), U.S.A. author ; b. 

Madison, Wisconsin ; worked as 
schoolmaster, 1920-5 ; works 
include The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey, The Angel that troubled, the 
Waters, and The Woman of 
Andros. 

Wilhelmina (vil-hel-mi'na) (Wil- 
HELMiNA Helena Pauline Maria) 
(1880- ), Queen of Holland, 

daughter of William iii. and Emma, 
a princess of Waldeck-Pyrmont ; 
b. The Hague ; succeeded to 
throne, i8go ; assumed full sove- 
reignty, 1898 ; married Henry, 
Duke of Meoklenburg-Scbwerin, 
igoi, who died in 1934. 

Wilkes (wilhs), Charles (1798- 
1877), U.S.A. naval officer and 
explorer ; b. New 'Vork ; most 
important work was discovery of 
■Wilkes Land in the Antarctic, 
1838-40 ; author of volumes 
dealing with his expeditions. 

Wilkes, John (1727-97), Eng. 
politician; 6 , London; M.v. for 
Aylesbury, 1757 ; at first sup- 
ported Pitt, but later attacked 
foreign policy of government ; 
founded North Briton, 1762, which, 
being suppressed as seditious libel, 
led to his expulsion from House of 
Commons ; m.p. for Middlesex, 
1768, 1774-90 ; advocated parlia- 
mentary reform, and championed 
City in contests with Parliament 
and court ; lord mayor, 1774 ; 
celebrated for wit and vigorous 
personality, but of dissolute char- 
acter.

Wil'kie, Sir David (1785- 
1841), Soot, painter and etcher; 
most distinguished of Brit, his- 
torical genre painters ; b. Cults, 
Fife ; studied art in Edinburgh 
and London ; Pitlessie Fair (1804) 
was first important picture, fol- 


lowed by Village Politicians, The 
Blind Fiddler, Rent Bay, The 
Chelsea Pensioners, The Penny 
Wedding, etc. ; r.a., i8n ; limner 
for Scotland, 1823 ; knighted, 
1836. Wilkie visited Scott at 
Abbotsford, 1817, and painted 
Sir Walter Scott and Family 1 
in later years tried more pre- 
tentious themes, such as Princess 
Doria, Napoleon and Pius VIT., 
but fame rests chiefly upon earlier 
work ; buried at sea off Gibraltar. 

WiTJtins, Sir (Georse) Hubert 
(1888- ), Australian explorer ; 

b, Mt. Bryan East, S. Australia ; 
accompanied Stefansson’s Arctic 
expedition, 1913-17; navigated 
aeroplane, England to Australia 
flight, 1919; in command of Arctic 
and Antarctic expeditions, 1920-9 ; 
Arctic submarine expedition, 1931 ; 
author of Flying the Arctic (1928), 
Undiscovered Ansiralia (1928), 
Under the North Pole (1931), 

WiU'cocks, Sir William (1852- 
1932), Brit, engineer; 4. India; 
official in Ind. public works, 1872- 
83; Egyptian public works, 1883- 
97 ; designed Aswan dam, 189S, and 
the irrigation of Mesopotamia, 
t^it. Author of Egyptian Irriga- 
tion, The Irrigation of Mesopo- 
tamia, From the Garden of Eden 
to the Crossing of the Jordan. 

WUl'ett, 'William (1856-1915), 
originator of ‘ summer ’ time ; 4. 
Farnham, Surrey ; master builder ; 
conceived idea of saving daylight 
but did not live to see it carried 
into force. 

William I., the Conqueror 
(1027-87), King of England ; 
natural son of Robert the Devil, 
Duke of Normandy, whom be 
succeeded, 1035. On Harold 
seizing Eng. throne, William in- 
vaded England, defeated and killed 
Harold at Hastings, 1066, and 
gradually forced all England to 
acknowledge his royal title ; 
reduced 'Vork, 1069 ; put down 
Hereward's rebellion by successful 
siege of Ely, io7i ; led successful 
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expedition against Malcolm m. of 
Scotlandj 1072 reduced Maine, 
1073 ; quarrelled with his son 
Robert ; compiled Domesday 
Book ; reformed Church, cheeked 
power of the barons, established 
central authority ; died at Rouen. 

William 11 ., Rufus (c. 1056- 
iioo). King of England, son of 
William i. ; succeeded, 1087 ; put 
down risings in Norfolk, Somerset, 
and rebellion led by Odo of Bayeux, 
1087 ; invaded Normandy and ac- 
quired lands there, logi ; invaded 
Scotland ; annexed Cumberland ; 
defeated and killed Malcolm iii. at 
Alnwick, 1093 ; tried to conquer 
Wales, but had to content himself 
with building castles on Welsh 
frontier ; invaded Normandy, 
1094 ; suppressed Eng. baronial 
rising, togs i quarrelled with 
Anselm, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury ; killed while himting in New 
Forest. 

William m., of Orange (1650- 
1702), King of Great Britain and 
Ireland, son of William n. of 
Orange and Mary, daughter of 
Charles i. of England ; b. The 
Hague ; made Stadtholde^ 1672 ; 
opposed Louis xiv. of France; 
defeated at St. Omer, 1677, at 
Mons, 1678 ; married Mary, 
daughter of James ii. of England, 
1677; was invited to deliver Britain 
from Stewarts, 1688, and landed at 
Torbay ; after James's flight was 
proclaimed king, i68g; passed Acts 
of Toleration and Indemnity, 
1690 ; won battle of the Boyne, 
1690 ; victory off Cape la Hogue, 
1692 ; under him England joined 
League of Augsburg ; led expedi- 
tion to Netherlands against French; 
lost Namur, 1693 ; defeated at 
Steinkirk, rfigj ; retook Namur, 
1695 ; agreed to Peace of Rys- 
wick, 1697. From 1697 to 1700 
William was occupied with the 
Span. Succession question, but 
died before the outbreak of war. 

William IV. (1765-1S37), King 
of Great Britain and Ireland, 


third son of George in, ; b. Buck- 
ingham Palace ; entered navy ; 
on death of Duke of York, 1827, 
became heir to throne ; succeeded, 
1830 ; reign marked by passing of 
Reform Bill, 1832, the emancipa- 
tion of slaves, the settlement of the 
E. India Co., and the ascendancy 
of the middle classes. 

William the Lion (1143-1214), 
King of Scotland ; succeeded his 
brother, Malcolm iv., 1165 ! in 
order to recover the territory ceded 
to England, joined the rebellion of 
the Eng. batons ; but his plans 
failed, and he was compelled to 
hold Scotland as a vassal. Richard 
I. released him from this burden. 
Built Arbroath Abbey, 1178, 
William I. (1797-1888), King 
of Prussia and Ger. emperor ; 
second son of Frederick William 
III. ; b. Berlin ; took part in 
campaigns, 1814-15, against Na- 
poleon ; regent, 1858 ; succeeded 
to throne, 1861 ; commanded in 
war against Austria, 1866, and at 
Gravelotto and Sedan, 1870 ; pro- 
claimed Ger. Emperor at Versailles, 
1871. 

William H., OP HoHENaOLLEEN 
(1859- ), King of Prussia and 

Ger. emperor from 1888 to 1918, 
son of Emperor Frederick in. and 
Princess Victoria of Britain ; grand- 
son of Queen Victoria ; b. Berlin ; 
educated at Kassel and Bonn j 
married, 1881, Augusta Victoria 
(if. 1921), daughter of Duke of 
Auguslenburg ; in 1922 married 
Princess Hermine of Reuss. From 
day of accession he resolved to be 
his own chancellor, and in 1890 
* dropped the pilot,’ Bismarck ; 
ambitious to extend the colonial 
ossessions of Germany and to 
uild powerful Ger. navy. At 
home the growth of the Social 
Democratic party caused him 
much anxiety. By temper and 
tradition he was a thorough auto- 
crat, upholding the divine right of 
kings. His rhetorical speeches and 
messages involved him in many 
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international incidents, more par- 
ticularly with Great Britain over 
the ‘ Kruger telegram,’ i8g6, and 
the Tweedraoutli correspondence, 
1908. He urged the Tsar into the 
Russo-Jap. War, 1905. The most 
important event in his reign was 
the Great War, 1914-18, at the 
conclusion of which he was com- 
pelled to abdicate, Nov. 9, 1918, 
and escaped to Holland. Germany 
then became a republic. 

William I. (1772-1844), King of 
the Netherlands ; b. The Hague ; 
son of William v., last StadthoMer 
of Dutcli republic; commanded 
army against France, 1793-5 ; 
fought at Jena, wliere he was 
captured by French ; accepted 
a command in Austrian army ; 
proclaimed prince of Netherlands, 
1813 ; king, 18x4. The Treaty of 
Paris gave him sovereignty over 
S. Netherlands, the Congress of 
Vienna making him Grand-duke 
of Luxemburg. During his reign 
the kingdom of Belgium was con- 
stituted, 1831, although not recog- 
nized by William till 1839. In 
1840 he abdicated. 

William 11 . (1792-1849), King 
of the Netherlands, son of Will- 
iam I. ; b. The Hague ; took 
part with Brit, array in Peninsular 
War, and commanded Dutch 
army at Waterloo. On revolt of 
Belgians, 1830, acquiesced, in 
opposition to his father, in their 
independence, hut two years later 
commanded army of the Nether- 
lands against Belgium, till de- 
feated by the French ; king, 1840; 
accepted constitutional changes in 
direction of democracy, 1848. 

William the Silent (1533-84). 
Prince of Orange ; son of Count of 
Nassau ; succeeded to principality 
of Orange, 1544 ; collected an 
army against Alva, 1568 ; became 
the leader of the Dutch against 
Spain; acknowledged as Stadt- 
holder by Holland, Zealand, 
Friesland, and Utrecht, 1572 ; 
commander-in-chief and dictator. 


1574 : joined Reformed Church, 
but maintained open mind in 
religious matters ; assassinated ; 
real founder of Dutch republic ; 
foremost statesman and diploma- 
tist of his time. 

William of Malmesbury (c. loSo- 
c. 1143), Eng. historian; monk of 
Malmesbury ; best historian of his 
own time ; author of Gesta Regum 
and Historia novella. 

William of Wykeham [viih'am) 
(c. 1323-1404), Eng. churchman ; 
6. Wickham, Hants; Bishop of 
Winchester, 1366 ; lord chancellor, 
1367—72 and 1389-91 ; founder of 
Winchester Coll., and New Coil., 
Oxford. 

Williams, Ralph Vaughan 
(1872- ), Brit, composer ; 6. 

Down Ampney, Gloucestershire ; 
specially interested in folk-songs ; 
works include London Symphony, 
Sea Symphony, Sancta Civitas, 
and operas, Hugh the Drover and 
Sir John in Love, 

Williamson, Charles Norris 
(d. 1920), Eng. journalist and 
novelist ; J. Exeter ; studied 
engineering, but later took to 
journalism ; founded Blach and 
White, 1891 ; author of Life of 
Thomas Carlyle (1881) ; married 
Alice Murid Livingston, the novel- 
ist, with whom he collaborated in 
writing numerous novels and short 
stories, including The Lightning 
Conductor (sgoz). The Motor Maid 
(1909), and The Dummy Hand 
(1920). 

Wills, William Gorman (1828- 
91), Irish dramatist ; ft. Kilmurry ; 
settled in London, 1862 ; portrait 
painter, hut more successful in 
drama ; best known plays are 
Charles /., Eugene Aram, Jane 
Shore, and Olivia ; ballads include 
I'll sing thee songs of Araby. 

Wil'son, Sir Henry Hughes 
(1864-1922), British soldier; b. 
Ei^eworthstown, Ireland ; served 
in Burma, 1885-9, and in S. Africa, 
iSgg-igox ; commandant of the 
Staff Coil., 1907-10, and director 
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of military operations at Army 
Headquarters, 1910-14. On out- 
break of Great War he was assist- 
ant chief of general staff to Lord 
French, and later acted as liaison 
officer with Fr. higher coiniiiand ; 
went to Versailles as Brit, repre- 
sentative to Supreme War Council, 
1917 : chief of Imperial General 
Staff and general, 1918 ; advo- 
cated unity of command ; baronet 
and field-marshal, 1919 ; m.p., 

North Down, 1922 ; assassinated, 
June 1922. 

Wilson, John (1785-1854), 
known as ‘ Christopher North,’ 
Scot, man of letters ; b. Paisley ; 
prof, of moral philosophy, Edin- 
burgh Univ., 1820-51 ; in 1817 
became associated with Black- 
wood's Magazine, to which he 
contributed many essays, includ- 
ing Nodes Amhrosianie ; other 
works include Lights and Shadows 
of Scottish Life.

Wilson, Richard (1724-82), 
Eng. artist ; b. Penegaes, Mont- 
gomery : pioneer of modern land- 
scape painting ; works include 
Niobe, Mcecenas's Villa, The River 
Wye, and Lake Avernus, 

Wilson, Thomas Woodrow 
(1856-1924), president of U.S.A. ; 
b. Staunton, Virginia ; studied 
law at Univ. of Virginia ; prac- 
tised at Atlanta, Georgia, 1882-3 i 
associate prof, of history at Bryn 
Mawr, 1885-8 ; prof, of juris- 
prudence and politics at Princeton, 
1889-1902; first non-clerical pres- 
ident of the univ., 1902-10; 
governor of Now Jersey, 1910-12, 
and did much to purify politics 
in that state ; president of the 
U.S.A., 1912. 

When the Great War broke 
out President Wilson proclaimed 
U.S.A. neutrality. The sinking 
of Lusitania, on May 7, 1915, led 
to a protest by U.S.A., but trouble 
continued over submarine warfare, 
and Wilson advocated a stronger 
national defence. In igi6 he was 


re-elected president. Diplomatic 
relations with Germany were 
broken off on Feb. 3, 1917. On 
June 8, 1918, President Wilson 
made a speech before Congress, in 
which he laid down the celebrated 
‘ fourteen points ’ which he con- 
sidered should be the basis of peace 
with Germany. After the Armis- 
tice he visited England and Italy, 
and was a popular hero. By Jan. 
25, 1919, the Peace Conference de- 
clared in favour of a League of 
Nations, and President Wilson 
became chairman of the Com- 
mission set up to draft a con- 
stitution. Opposition to the 
Peace Treaty conditions and to 
League of Nations was very strong 
in U.S.A., and the president deter- 
mined to tour the country and 
bring before the people his appeal 
for ratification of the treaty. This 
effort caused a serious breakdown 
in health, and ho demitted office, 
1921. Awarded Nobel Peace Prize, 
1920. Author of International 
Ideals (1919).

Wind'aor, House of, name of 
royal family of U.K, since 1917 ; 
changed from Ger. name of Saxe- 
Coburg Gotha. 

Winkelried [ving'kel-ret), Arnold 
VON (d. 1386), Swiss patriot ; at 
battle against the .Austrians at 
Scmpach, 1386, he is said to have 
rushed forward, grasped as many 
spears as he could, and thus made 
a way for his comrades over his 
dead body. 

Wise'man, Nicholas Patrick 
Stephen (1802-65), Eng. R.C. 
ecclesiastic ; b. Seville, of Anglo- 
Irish parents ; bishop, 1840 ; 
vicar-apostolic, 1849 ; Archbishop 
of Westminster and cardinal, 1850 ; 
won reputation as ecclesiastic and

(1800-82), Ger. chemist ; b. near

Wolf (vdlf), Hugo (1860-1903), 
Austrian composer ; 4 . Windisch- 
graz, Styria ; song-writer of ex- 
ceptional power and style ; fame 
chiefly rests on Goethe Lieder, 
Eichendorf Lieder, Italienisches 
Liederbueh, etc. 

Wolfe {loillf), Charles (1791- 
1823), Irish clergyman and poet ; 
curate of Ballyciog and rector of 


Donoughmore ; best remembered 
as author of ‘ The Burial of Sir 
John Moore ’ (1817). 

Wolfe, James (1727-59), Brit, 
soldier ; b. Westerham, Kent ; 
served in Rhine campaign, in the 
' Forty-five,' and in the Flanders 
campaigns ; fame rests on his 
victory and death on the Heights 
of Abraham in the Quebec ex* 
pedition.

War, Ind. Mutiny, and Chinese ex- 
pedition of 1S60 ; commanded Red 
River (Canada) expedition, 1870, 
and in Ashanti War, 1873-4 ; 
crushed revolt of Arab! Pasha at 
Tel-cl-Kebir, 1882 ; in command 
of Sudan campaigns which at- 
tempted relief of General Gordon 
at Khartum, 1884-5 ; field-marshal, 
1894 ; commander-in-chief, 1895- 
1900. Author of The Soldier's 
Pocket-book for Field Service, Life 
of the Duke of Marlborough, The 
Story of a Soldier's Life. 

Wolsey (wooVzi), Thomas (c. 
1475-1530), Eng. churchman and 
statesman ; 4 . Ipswich ; fellow of 
Magdalen, 1497 ; chaplain to 
Henry vn. ; almoner to Henry 
VIII. and early admitted to king’s 
council ; Archbishop of York, 
1514, and chief statesman in 
England; cardinal, 1515, and 
appointed lord chancellor ; showed 
zeal for reform and learning by his 
foundation of Cardinal (after- 
wards Christ Church) Coll., Ox- 
ford, and of a college at Ipswich ; 
unable to assist Henry in divorcing 
Catherine of Aragon^ he fell from 
royal favour ; deprived of his 
chancellorship and forced to retire 
to his diocese of York. Summoned 
to London, be died on his way, at 
Leicester Abbey.

Wood, Sir Henry Evelyn 
(1838-1919), Brit, soldier; b.

Mutiny, gaining 
the v.c. ; in Ashanti, Kaffir, Zulu, 
and Transvaal Wars ; sirdar of 
Egypt, 1882-6 ; field-marshal, 
1903 ; wrote Cavalry at Waterloo 
(i8g6), Achievetneuts of Cavalry 
(iqoo), and two autohiogr.aphical 
worlcs. From Midshipman to Field- 
Marshal (1906) and Winnowed 
Memories (1917). 

Wood, Sir Henry Joseph 
(i86g- ), Eng. musician; b. 

London ; has conducted opera 
companies as well as numerous 
important festivals ; best known 
as conductor of Queen’s Hall 
orchestra. Has pub. The Gentle 
Art of Singing (4 vols.). 

Woodhead, Sir German Sims 
(1855-1921), Eng. pathologist; b. 
near Huddersfield ; member of 
Royal Commission on Tuberculosis, 
1892-5 ; prof, of pathology at 
Cambridge Univ., i8gg ; president 
of Brit. Medical Temperance .As- 
sociation ; works include Practical 
Pathology and Bacteria and their 
Products. 

Woods, Henry (1846-1921), 
Eng. artist ; b. Warrington ; mem- 
ber of original Graphic staff ; R.A., 
1893 ; settled in Venice, 1876.

Wordsworth, Christopher 
(1807-85), Eng. writer and eccle- 
siastic ; !). London ; brother of 
above; headmaster of Harrow, 
1836-4.4; Bishop of Lincoln, 1868; 
works include Athens and Attica, 
Life of Wordsworth (his uncle), and 
The Greek New Testament.

(ed. by Knight, 1807) and Tour 
in Scotland (also ed. by Knight, 



Cumberland ; visited France, 
1790 and 1791-2. During this 
second visit, in spite of his rev- 
olutionary sympathies, he formed 
an attachment with Annette 
Vallon, of Royalist family, and 
their daughter is referred to in the 
sonnet ‘ It is a beauteous evening, 
calm and free ' ; returned to Eng- 
land, where he lived quietly at 
Alfoxden and Grasmere, 1799- 
1813, and at Rydal Mount, 1813- 
50. In 1793 his poems An Evening 
Walk and Descriptive Sketches 
attracted attention of Coleridge, 
who became his friend, and col- 
laborated with him in Lyrical 
Ballads (1798 ; 2nd ed. iSoo) ; 
other works include two vols. of 
miscellaneous poems, 1807, The 
Excursion {i8r4), and The Prelude 
(pub. posthumously).

At its worst his poetry is dull and 
prosaic ; at its best it is unsur- 
passed in expressing the elements 
of wonder and sublimity in man’s 
nature.

assi.stant surveyor of royal build- 
ings, 1661 ; after fire of 1666, be 
was commissioned to rebuild St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, and some fifty 
other London churches ; other 
architectural works include Trinity 
Coll., Cambridge, and Temple Bar.

originator of theory of vaccines as 
curative agents in disease ; author 
of System of Anti- Typhoid Inocu- 
lation, and other scientific works.

b. Neckarau, Baden ; prof, of 
philosophy at Leipzig, 1875-1915 ; 
founder of ‘ laboratory school ’ 
in psychology ; writings include 
System of Philosophy and Prin- 
ciples of Physiological Psychology- 

Wartz (voorls), Charles 
AnoiPHE (1817-84), Fr, chemist ; 
b. near Strasbourg ; first prof, of 
organic chemistry at the Sorbonne, 
1875 ; discovered the amines, the 
compound ureas, aldol, etc. ; 
author of numerous works on 
chemistry. 

Wyatt {lui'at], Sm Thomas (c. 
1503-42), Eng. poet and diplo- 
matist ; b. near Maidstone, Kent ; 
said to have been lover of Anne 
Boleyn ; held various offices at 
court; employed diplomab’cally 
in France and Italy ; knighted, 
1336 ; introduced sonnet to Eng- 
land ; poems wore pub, in TolteVs 
Miscellany (1557 ; ed. Arber, 1870) 
and Collected Poems (ed.H. Nicolas, 
18,31). 

Wycherley (mch'er-li), William 
(1640-1716), Eng. dramatist; A, 
Clive, Shropshire ; educated in 
France ; Love in a Wood (1672) 
won him immediate fame in 
court circles ; other plays are 
The Dancing Master {1673), The 
Country Wife (1675), and The 
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Plain Dealer (1677) ; marred by 
extreme liceatiousncss, but virile 
and humorous. 

Wyolif [wik'Uf), Wycliffe, or 
WicLiFFE, John (c. 1320-84), 

Eng. religious reformer ; said to 
have been born at Hipswell, near 
Richmond in Yorkshire; fellow 
and master of Balliol Coll., Oxford ; 
rector of Lutterworth, 1374 : 
attacked papal supremacy and 
sought to reform corruption of 
clergy ; supported by nobles, 
John of Gaunt, and Prince of 
Wales ; summoned to appear 
before council of bishops at St. 
Paul's, 1377, but council broke 
up in disorder ; trans. Bible and 
organized body of poor priests. 
In 1379 he pub. De Officii Pegis, 
declaring the king's jurisdiction 
to be above the Pope’s . ques- 


tioned the doctrine of transub- 
stantiation ; was attacked by 
ercles. authorities, his opinions 
condemned, and many of his fol- 
lowers persecuted, 1383, but he 
himself was unmolested ; retired 
to Lutterworth ; d. there. In Eng- 
land the Lollards carried on 
Wyelif’s teaching ; in Bohemia 
Huss was one of his disciples. 

Wyntoun [win'ton), Andrew of 
(c. 1350-C. 1420). Scot, chronicler ; 
canon of St. Andrews ; wrote 
metrical history of Scotland called 
Orygynale Cronykil of Scotland in 
vernacular. 

Wyss (vis), Johann (1781-1830), 
Swiss author ; b. Berne ; prof, of 
philosophy, Berne, j8o6 ; collector 
of Swiss folklore ; author of Swiss 
national hymn ; best known by 
The Sisiiss Family Robinson.

Xanthippe (zan-thip'c), the wife 
of Socrates, the Gr. philosopher ; 
traditionally notorious as a virago. 

Xavier (zav'i-er), Francis (1506- 
32), ‘ apostle of the Indies ' ; 

5. in Navarra, Spain ; associated 
with Loyola in formation of Society 
of Jesus ; missionary to Port, 
colonies in India ; worked success- 
fully among Europeans of Goa, 
and in Travancore, where he bap- 
tized 10,000 natives ; gained ad- 
herents in Japan, 1549-51 ; died 
of fever in China ; canonized, 1622.

Xenocrates (ze-nak'ra-tez) (396-

elegiac ^ poems and a work on 
nature in hexameters. 

Xenophon (zcii'b-fon) (c. 430- 
355 n.c.), Greek prose writer ; 
6. Athens ; pupil of Socrates ; 
joined expedition of Cyrus the 
Younger against Artaxerxes II., 
4ot ; formed friendship with 
Agesilaus, King of Sparta, 396 ; 
alter break-up of Spartan ascend- 
ancy, 371, retired to Corinth ; 
works, which deal with politics, 
ethics, and historical and technical 
subjects, include Anabasis, Ilelie- 
nica, Memorials of Socrates, and 
Hieron. 

Xerxes I. (zerk'see) (c. 519-465 
B.C.), King of Persia from 485 ; 
led great expedition against 
Greece, 480, which was withstood 
at Therm.opylie by the immortal 
three hundred ; his fleet was de- 
stroyed at Salamis, and he retired 
into Asia ; murdered by officers 
of his court.

1918 and 1921 ; prime minister, 
1934. 

Zaharoff, Sir Basil (1850- 
) ,British hanker and politician ; 
b. Constantinople ; built up large 
fortune ; gave financial and other 
aid to Allied governments during 
Great War ; endowed univ. chairs 
of aviation and literature in France 
and England. 

Zaimis, Alexander (1855- 
), Gr. statesman ; b, Athens; 
rime minister, 1897 and 1901 ; 
igh commissioner for Crete, 1906 ; 
governor of National Bank, 1913 ; 
prime minister and foreign secre- 
tary, 1915 ; refused aid to Serbia 
under treaty of igrs on ground 
that treaty was Balkan in char- 
acter ; premier in igi6 and 1917 
for brief periods, and again in 
1926-8 ; president of Greece since 
1929. 

Zam'enhof, Lazarus Ludovic 
(1859-1917), Russ, oculist ; in- 
ventor, 1887, of language Esper- 
anto, for which, decorated by Fr.

Zeno'bia (3rd cent, a.d.), Queen 
of Palmyra ; ruled alone after 
death of husband, Odonathus, 
266 or 267 ; conquered Egypt ; 
aimed at complete independence 
from Rome, but finally captured, 
272, and taken to Romo ; allowed 
to live near Tivoli ; famed for 
beauty and physical as well as 
mental energy. 

Zsphani'ah (c. 626 b.c.), O.T. 
prophet and writer of the book 
bearing his name ; probably a 
descendant of King Hezekiah. 

Zep'palin, Ferdinand, Count 
(1838-1917), Ger. aeronaut ; b. 
Constance ; served in Franoo- 
Ger. War, 1870 ; retired, 1891 ; 
devoted time to practical study of 
aeronautics ; for zeppelin airship 
of igog received Order of Black 
Eagle. 

ZetTand, Lawrence John 
LUMLEY DuNDAS, 2 ND Marquess 
OF (1876- ), Eng. traveller ; 

Earl of Ronaldshay from 1S92 ; 
travelled widely in Asia, 1898- 
T9D7 ; governor of Bengal, 1917- 
22 ; works include A Wandering 
Student in the Far East (1908), 
The Life of Lord Curzon (1928), 
and Life of Lord Cromer (1932). 

Zeujds [ziik'sis) {fl. 425-400 B.c.), 
Gr. painter ; probably b. Heraolea, 
on Black Sea ; none of his works 
survive, but many stories testify 
tohispower; most famous picture. 
Aphrodite ; others were Helen, 
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Infant Hercules Strangling the 
Serpents, and Zetis Enthroned. 

Ziai'niarn, Ai.fred (1879- ), 

Eng. historian ; i, in London ; 
staff inspector, Board of Educa- 
tion, 1912-15 ; prof, of interna- 
tional politics, Univ. Coll, of 
Wales, 1919-21, and of inter- 
national relations, Oxford Univ., 
since 19.30 ; director, Geneva 
School of International Studies ; 
works include The Greek Common- 
wealth (JOii), The Third British 
Empire (1926), and The Prospects 
of Democracy (1929). 

Zinoviev, Grigory Evsevevicu 
(1883- ), Russ, politician ; b. 

Zinovicvsk (formerly Eiisavet- 
grad) ; joined Lenin party, 1903 ; 
ed. of Bolshevist Forward and of 
The Social Democrat ; imprisoned, 
190R : lived abroad till 1917 ; 
president of Third International, 
1919 ; expelled from Communist 
party, 1926, but readmitted, 
1928. 

Zog I, Ahmed Beg Zogu (1893- 
), King of Albania ; miniiiter 
of interior, 1920 ; president of 
republic, 192+ ; king. 1928, 

Zo'la, Emile Edouard Charles 
Antoine (1840-1902], Fr. novel- 
ist ; 6. Paris ; first book, Contes A 
Ninon (1864) ; powerful but re- 
pulsive novel Thirise Raquin 
(1S67) strengthened his reputa- 
tion, as did Chronicles of the 
Rougon-Maeguart Family, a series 
depicting Fr. life and society and 
containing a study of heredity ; 
L’ Assommoir (1877) described 
awful consequences of craving for 
drink; Rome, a study of the 
papal court ; Paris, study of 
the masses in Paris ; the subject 
of population is dealt with in 
FicondiU ; labour and its agencies 


in Travail ; other novels are La 
Terre, La Joie de Vivre, and Le 
Rive ; wrote several plays ; took 
art in successful rehabilitation of 
aptain Dreyfus. His remains were 
exhumed and re-interred with im- 
pressive ceremony in Panthdon in 
Paris, igo8. 

Zorn, Anders Leonard (1860- 
1920), Swed. artist ; b. in Dale- 
carlia ; famous both as painter of 
mass-impressionist school and as 
etcher ; painted portrai ts of Swed. 
royal family, and executed statue 
of Gustavus Vasa. 

Zoroas'ter (//. c. 800 b.c.), a 
Pers, prophet, founder of Zoroas- 
trianism ; ori.ginal form of his 
name is Zarathusira ; his his- 
toricity has been doubted by 
scholars, but without adequate 
reason ; preached a pure mono- 
theism and an ideal morality; 
teaching is ‘ Perform good actions, 
and refrain from evil ones.’ 

Zwing'Il, Huldrf-ich, or Ulrich 
(1484-1531), Swiss reformer ; b, in 
canton St, Gall ; pastor of Glarus, 
1506 ; people’s priest at Ein- 
sicdeln, 1516; declared that 
Scriptures were only safe rule in 
matters of faith ; denied right of 
Pope to decide in religious ques- 
tions ; opposed sale of indulgences ; 
astor of cathedral church at 
urich, and supported Reformed 
doctrines ; city council officially 
approved his doctrines, 1523; in 
1531 fought in war declared by 
Papal cantons against Reformed 
cantons, Zurich and Bern ; slain 
in defeat of the latter. He differed 
from Luther on the subject of the 
Lord’s Supper; modern theology 
favours Zwinglian view that it is a 
commemorative meal. 

[Life (1901), by Jaokson.] 
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Aoas'tus, son o£ Pelias king of 
lolcos ; brother of Alcestis and 
father of Laodamia. He accom- 
panied his cousin Jason on his 
quest for the Golden Fleece. On 
the return of the Argonauts from 
Colchis, Jason and Medea brought 
about the death of Pelias and 
■were accordingly exiled from lol- 
cos by Acastus. At the funeral of 
Pelias, the wife of Acastus fell in 
love ■with Peleus, ■(vho scorned her. 
The angry queen sought to com- 
pass his death, but both she and 
Acastus 'were ultimately slain by 
Peleus. 

Aeha'tes, armour - bearer of 
Aeneas during the Trojan War, 
and his faithful companion in 
later wanderings. 

Aohill'es, son of Peleus king of 
the Myrmidons in Thessaly, and 
of the goddess Thetis, who dipped 
his body in the river Styx and so 
rendered him invulnerable, save in 
the heel by which she held him. 
He was the greatest of the Greek 
heroes who fought in the Trojan 
War. He quarrelled with Aga- 
memnon on being compelled to 
surrender Briseis, and withdrew 
from fighting. Roused by the 
slaying of his great friend Patro- 
clus by Hector, he re-entered the 
fray and slew Hector. He was 
killed before the Scaean Gate by 
Paris, who shot him in his defence- 
less heel with an arrow. 

A'cis. See Galatea. 

Aoris'ius. See DanaS. 

Aotae'on, son of Aristaeus ; was 
transformed into a stag, and torn 
-in pieces by his own dogs for 


intruding into the haunts of Arte- 
mis and watching her bathing 
with her nymphs, 

Adme'tus, king of Pherae in 
Thessaly. When he was at the 
point of death his wife Alcestis 
saved him by offering to die in his 
stead. Hercules appeared as the 
funeral party was returning from 
her tomb and brought her back 
from the underworld, 

Ado'nis, son of Cinyras, king in 
Cyprus. Ho was beloved by 
Aphrodite for his great beauty, 
but he rejected her. While hunt- 
ing he met a boar that tore his 
thigh with its tusk so that he died. 
From his blood sprang the ane- 
mone. Adonis thereafter spent six 
months with Persephone in Hades, 
and six with Aphrodite on earth. 

Adras'tus, king of Sioyon and 
Argos. Led the famous Seven 
against Thebes to assert the rights 
of Polynices, his son-in-law, to 
the throne. All perished save 
Adrastiis. Ten years later he led 
the Epigoni, or descendants of 
the Seven, against Thebes and 
razed it to the ground. 

Aeaous (i'a-kus), son of Zeus 
and Angina ; king of the Myrmi- 
dons. Lost all his subjects through 
drought sent by Hera. He prayed 
not to be left alone, and presently 
his people were restored by a 
swarm of ants transformed into 
men. Renowned in life for justice 
and piety, after death ho became 
a judge in Hades. Peleus, Tela- 
mon, and Achilles were among his 
descendants. 

Aedon {a-e'don), -wife of Zethus 
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king of Thebes. Envying her 
sister-in-law Niobe her six sons 
and six daughters, she resolved to 
kiil Niobe’s eldest son, but by 
mischance slew Itylus, her own 
child. She was changed by Zeus 
into a nightingale, whose plaintive 
notes express her grief. 

Aegaeon [e-je'on). See Briak- 

EUS. 

Aegeus (i'jUs), king of Athens, 
son of Pandion, and father of 
Theseus. See Theseus. 

Aegir {a'jir), in Norse myth- 
ology, god of the ocean depths, 
who raised or calmed storms at 
sea. He married Ran, his sister, 
who was greedy of gold. Seamen 
always carried some to satisfy her 
demands and earn her favours. 

Aegis'thus, son of Thyestes. He 
murdered his uncle Atreus for 
depriving Thyestes of the throne, 
to which he now restored him and 
succeeded to it himself. Ho was 
the lover of Clytemnestra during 
the absence of Agamemnon at the 
Trojan War, and was finally slain 
by Orestes. 

Aegyp'tus. See Dakaus. 

Aene'as, son of Aphrodite and 
Anchises king of Dardanus, a 
town on Mount Ida near Troy. 
Took part in Trojan War, and on 
the night of Troy's capture carried 
his father on his shoulder and led 
his own little son Ascanius to a 
place of refuge on Ida, built a 
fleet there, and set sail for Italy. 
In Sicily Anchises died. From 
Sicily a storm drove his fleet to 
Carthage, where was enacted 
Dido’s love tragedy. Thereafter 
he sailed to Latium, where he 
married Lavinia and succeeded 
her father Latinus. The gods 
carried off his body to heaven. 
He was traditionally believed to 
have laid the foundation of the 
Roman Empire as the ancestor of 
the Julian family, 

Aeolus {e'olus), son of Poseidon, 
and king over the winds. 

Aesonlap'ius, or Asglepios, the 


god of medicine, was the son of 
Apollo, and learned the healing 
art from Chiron. 

Ae'Bon, father of Jason. On 
Jason’s return with the Golden 
Fleece from Colchis, Medea, Jason’s 
wife, rejuvenated her father-in- 
law with a decoction of herbs, and 
put to death Pelias, who had de- 
prived Jason of the throne of 
lolcos. 

Agamem'non, grandson of 
Atreus king of Mycenae and 
Argos. After the murder of 
Atreus, Agamemnon and his 
brother Menelaus were expelled 
from Argos. While in exile in 
Sparta he and his brother married 
Clytemnestra and Helen, the 
daughters of Tyndareus king of 
Sparta, who helped Agamemnon 
to recover his grandfather’s throne. 
When Helen was carried off by 
Paris, Agamemnon became leader 
of the Greeks in the Trojan M'ar. 
At the end of the war he returned 
to Argos, where he was murdered 
in his bath by Clytemnestra and 
Aegisthus. 

Agla'ia. See Graces. 

A'jax. (i) The Great, son of 
Telamon king of Salamis. Was 
the greatest Greek warrior at 
Troy next to Achilles, On the 
death of Achilles his magnificent 
armour was given to Odysseus. 
Mad with rage and disappoint- 
ment Ajax slaughtered the flocks 
and herds of the Greeks, thinking 
that they were his enemies, the 
sons of Atreus. On recovering 
sanity he stabbed himself. (2) 
The Less, son of Oileus king of 
the Locrians. Small of stature, 
but a skilled spearman and very 
swift. At Troy’s capture he tore 
Cassandra from the Temple of 
Athena. On returning from Troy 
he was shipwrecked oflf Euboea 
and was drowned. 

Alces'tis, daughter of Pelias. 
See Admetus. 

Alcinous [al-sin'd-us), grandson 
of Poseidon ; ruler of the Phaea- 
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dans on the island of Soheria, on 
which Odysseus was wrecked. 
Here the latter met Nausicaa, 
the king’s daughter, who con- 
ducted him to her father’s court. 
The islanders built him one of 
their famous ships, on which he 
reached Itbaca. 

Alome'ne, daughter of Elec- 
tryon king of Mycenae, Be- 
trothed to Amphitryon, she re- 
fused to marry him till he had 
avenged her brothers, slain by the 
Tcleboans. In his absence she 
was visited by Zeus, disguised as 
Amphitryon. Next day the real 
Amphi tryon returned. Alcmene in 
due. time bore twin sons, Iphicles 
to Amphitryon, and Hercules to 
Zeus. On the death of Amphitryon 
she married Rhadamanthus, who 
trained Hercules in wisdom and 
virtue. 

Alcyone (al-si'd-ne), or Hal- 
OYONE, daughter of Aeolus and 
wife of Ceyx. When her husband 
was drowned she flung herself into 
the sea and shared his fate. The 
two were transformed into king- 
fishers. When kingfishers (Greek 
are sitting on their eggs 
the winds are hushed and the 
sea is at peace. Hence the phrase 
“ halcyon days.” 

Am'azons, the name means the 
" breastless ones,” and is applied 
to a warlike race of women in Asia 
Minor. See Theseus, Hercules, 
Penthesilea. 

Am'mon, or Amen, chief god of 
ancient Egyptians ; by Greeks 
identified with Zeus ; usually 
represented with ram’s head. 

Amphi'on, son of Zeus and An- 
tiope, and twin-brother of Zethus. 
Husband of Niobe ; his twelve 
children were all slain by Apollo 
and Artemis. He was one of the 
Epigoni who captured Thebes, 
The brothers fortified Thebes with 
walls and towers, Amphion's skill 
in playing the lyre causing the 
stones to move into place of their 
own accord. 


Amphitri'te, a sea-nymph carried 
off by Poseidon from Naxos ; be- 
came by him the mother of Triton. 

Ampblt'ryon. See Alcmene. 

Anchi'ses. See Aeneas, ' 

Andro'geos, son of Minos, king 
of Crete, and Pasiphae. Won all 
the prizes at the games at Athens, 
but perished mysteriously. Aegeus 
king of Athens was hol'd respon- 
sible. War broke out, in which 
Crete was victorious and com- 
pelled Athens to send every year 
to Crete seven noble sons and seven 
of her fairest daughters to be 
devoured by the Minotaur. 

Anflromaohe {an-drom'a-ke), wife 
of Hector. After the fall of Troy 
she became a slave to Pyrrhus, son 
of Achilles, and later married 
Helenus, Hector’s brother, who 
had become a ruler in Epirus. 

Androm'efla, daughter of Ce- 
pheus, king of Ethiopia, and 
Cassiopeia, who boasted that her 
daughter’s beauty surpassed that 
of the Nereids, Poseidon, annoyed, 
sent a sea-monster to ravage the 
king’s coasts, and only by the 
sacrifice of Andromeda would the 
ravages cease. Chained to a rook 
in the sea, she awaited death, but 
was rescued by Perseus. After 
her death she became a constella- 
tion in the heavens, 

Antaeus [an-U'us), a mighty 
Libyan giant, the son of Poseidon 
and Gaea (Earth). Wrestled in- 
vincibly with all strangers, but 
Hercules overcame him by lifting 
him from his Mother Earth, the 
source of his strength, and 
strangling him in mid-air. 

Ante'nor, the wisest of the 
Elders of Troy. He advised the 
return of Helen to Menelaus, but 
got no support. After the war he 
founded the colony of Eneti, or 
Veneti, at the mouth of the river 
Po, in Italy. 

Antigone {an-Ug'o-ne), daughter 
of Oedipus king of Thebes. One 
of the noblest women in Greek 
tragedy, heroic in her devotion 
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to her blinded father and her 
brothers. Shared her father’s 
exile at Colonus, then returned to 
Thebes only to see her brothers 
slay each other in single combat. 
Creon, Antigone's uncle, the new 
ruler of Thebes, forbade to Poly- 
nices, Antigone's brother, the 
ceremonial burial essential to his 
welfare in the next world. Anti- 
gone defied the ban and was 
walled up for her devotion. Hae- 
mon, the king's son, her lover, 
committed suicide by her side. 

Antiope (an-ii'o-pe). See Am- 
PHioir. 

Anu'bis, Egyptian deity; 
watcher of the dead ; , identified 
by the Greeks with Hermes ; 
represented with jackal's head. 

Aphrodite {af-ro-di'te), or Venus, 
daughter of 2eu.'; and Dione, but 
often represented as having sprung 
from the foam of the sea ; the god- 
dess of love and the loveliest of 
goddesses ; conferred on women 
beauty and charm and the power 
to bewitch the wisest of men. She 
was the wife of Hephaestus, and 
was constantly accompanied by 
Hours and Graces, and by her 
little son Eros. She was the mother 
of Aeneas, and therefore sup- 
ported the Trojans in the Trojan 
War. The chief seat of her wor- 
ship was at Paphos, in the west of 
Cyprus. 

Apol'lo, son of Zeus and Leto, 
and brother of Artemis. Was 
horn on Delos, an island raised by 
Poseidon out of the Aegean Sea 
to receive Leto. Next to Zeus, 
Apollo is the noblest and mightiest 
of the gods of Olympus, and the 
true spiritual guide of the Greeks. 
He was the god of light, of heal- 
ing, of music and poetry, of pro- 
phecy, and the punisher of the 
insolent. His oracle was situated 
at Delphi. 

Atach'ne, a Lydian maiden, 
noted for her skill in weaving. 
She challenged Athene to compete 
with her, and produced so per- 


fect a piece of work that Athene 
in jealousy tore the web to pieces. 
Arachne hanged herself, but Athene 
saved her life and turned her into 
a spider. 

Ar 'es, the god of war, son of 
Zeus and Hera ; one of the greater 
Olyi^ians. He was champion of 
the Trojans in the Trojan War. 
In later times the Latin Mars was 
Identified with Ares. 

Arethu'aa, a sea-nymph of the 
Mediterranean. Pestered by the 
attentions of the river-god Alpheus, 
in Elis, she was turned into a 
fountain in the island of Ortygia, 
off the coast of Sicily, at Syracuse. 
Thither, however, the god pursued 
her underneath the sea, and at 
last united his waters with the 
fountain. 

Ar'gonauts, the name given to 
the fifty-four heroes who accom- 
panied Jason in the Argo to Colchis 
in search of the Golden Fleece. 

Ar'gus. (i) Son of Phrixos, and 
builder of the ship Argo, (a) The 
hundred-eyed son of Inachus, who 
was sent by Hera to guard lo 
from the advances of Zeus. Only 
two eyes went to sleep at a time, 
but Hermes, with his wand and 
pipes, charmed him completely to 
sleep and then slew him. The eyes 
of Argus were transferred to the 
peacock's tail. 

Aiiad'ne, daughter of Minos 
king of Crete. Assisted Theseus, 
in his contest vdth the Minotaur, 
and sailed from Crete with him. 
Abandoned by Theseus on the 
island of Naxos, Dionysus ap- 
peared and married her. and gave 
her as a wedding present a crotvn 
of seven stars, afterwards set 
tunong the constellations. 

Ar'temis, or Diana, the virgin 
goddess, daughter of Zeus and 
Leto ; twin sister of Apollo ; 
noted as a huntress ; like Apollo 
she averted evil, alleviated suffer- 
ing, and protected young life, 
especially in gentle, defenceless 
creatures. 
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Asoan'ius, or Iulus, son of 
Aeneas. Founded Alba Longa, 
and the Julian family of the Cae- 
sars at Rome claimed descent from 
him. 

Aselep'ios. See Aesculapius. 

Aatar'te, Phoenician goddess of 
love, identified with the Greek 
Aphrodite, the Assyrian Ashto- 
reth, and the Babylonian Ishtar. 

Astrae'a, the star maiden, 
daughter of Astraeus. She lived 
in the Golden Age, and when the 
Iron Age came she left the earth 
and became the constellation 
Virgo. Men believed she would 
return as Astraea Redux, a title 
actually given to Queen Elizabeth. 

Asty'anax, the son of Hector and 
Andromache. 

Atalan'ta, a Boeotian (or in 
another legend an Arcadian) prin- 
cess, a swift and beautiful huntress. 
Whenever a suitor appeared she 
proposed a foot-race and promised 
to wed him if ho won, his life being 
forfeit if he lost. Hippomenes 
won the race by dropping three 
golden apples at intervals, which 
Atalanta stopped to pick up. 

Ath'amas, king of Thebes. 
Sec Helle and Ino. 

Athe'na (Athene, Minerva, or 
Pallas), goddess of wisdom ; 
daughter of Zeus and Metis ; 
sprang from the head of Zens, 
when she was full grown, in full 
armour ; always remained a vir- 
gin goddess. Hating Troy, she 
sided with the Greeks. As creator 
of the olive became the patron 
goddess of Athens, upholding law 
and order and all that promoted 
intellectual and moral progress. 
Invented the plough and yoke, 
and encouraged spinning and 
weaving. 

Ath'or, or Hathok, Egyptian 
goddess, daughter of Ra ; her 
attributes were similar to those of 
Aphrodite. 

Atlantides {at-lan'ti-dez), daugh- 
ters of Atlas. See Hespeeides. 

Atlas, brother of Prometheus 


and Epimetheus, and grandfather 
of Hermes. Sided with the Giants 
in their revolt against Zeus and 
was condemned to shoulder the 
pillars which uphold the heavens. 
By Medusa’s head Perseus turned 
him into the Atlas Mountains. 

At'reus, king of Mycenae and 
Argos ; son of Pelops and grand- 
father of Agamemnon and Mene- 
laus, who were called the Atrides. 
He was murdered by Aegisthus. 

At'ropoa. See Parcae. 

Angeas (au'ji-as), king in Elis ; 
an Argonaut. Hercules cleansed 
his foul stables, but slew him for 
refusing his reward. 

Auro'ra, Latin goddess of the 
dawn. 

AutoTycus, son of Hermes, and 
the master thief of antiquity ; he 
was outwitted by Sisyphus, who 
marked his cattle under their feet. 
Autolycus gave Sisyphus his 
daughter in marriage, who bore 
him Odysseus. 

Baal (“ lord ”), the Semitic 
name for many local deities, each 
of whom was supposed to give 
fertility to his own region. 

Bacchan'tes, or Maenads, fe- 
male devotees of Dionysus. 

Baoohufl {bak'us). See Diony- 
sus. 

Bal'der, the god of light and inno- 
cence, the son of Odin and Frigga. 
Everything in nature, except the 
mistletoe, took an oath not to 
harm him. Loki, hating Balder 
for his goodness, sharpened the 
mistletoe into an arrow and 
brought about Balder’s death. 

Bau'eis and Phile'mon, a Phry- 
gian husband and wife in humble 
circumstances. For showing hos- 
pitality to Zeus and Hermes when 
travelling in disguise, their cottage 
was transformed into a temple. 
At their death they became a 
linden and an oak tree at the 
temple gate. 

Bel, another form of Baal. See 
Baal.

Chimaeia (kim-e'm), fire-breath- 
ing monster in Lycia; devastated 
country until destroyed by Bcl- 
lerophon ; probably symbolized 
volcanic eruption. 

Chiron {ki’ron), most famous 
of the centaurs ; skilled in music, 
medicine, and prophecy; instructed 
mostof the ancient heroes. Hercu- 
les unwittingly shot him with a 
oisoned arrow. He surrendered 
is immortality to Prometheus 
and became the constellation 
Sagittarius, the Archer. 

Circe (sir'se), daughter of Helios 
the sun-god ; an enchantress, she 
was banished to the island of 
Aeaea, where she turned the 
followers of Odysseus into swine. 
Odysseus, who was proof against 
her spells, compelled her to restore 
his men. 

Cli'o, Muse of History. See 
Muses. 

Clo'tho, one of the three Fates. 
See Parcae. 

Clytemnes'tra, daughter of Tyn- 
dareus king of Sparta, and sister 
of Helen of Troy. Married Aga- 
memnon, hut during his absence 
at Troy Aegisthus became her 
lover, and on his return from Troy 
they murdered him in his bath. 
Was killed by her son Orestes. 

Cly'tie, sea-nymph beloved but 
abandoned by Helios ; pining 


away in consequence, she was 
changed into a sunflower or the 
heliotrope. 

Coryban'tes, priests of Cybele ; 
their orgies were associated with 
her worship. 

Ctes'sida. See Troiltjs. 

Cron'os, youngest son of Uranus 
and Gaea ; identified with the 
Roman god Saturnus ; was origi- 
nally a god of harvest ; overthrew 
his father and was in turn over- 
thrown by his son Zeus. See also 
Rhea and Titans. 

Cupid. See Eros. 

&b'elD. See Rhea. 

Cyolo'pes. (r) One-eyed race of 
giant shepherds, whose leader 
was Polyphemus. (2) Three 
Titans, each with a single eye, sons 
of Uranus ; imprisoned in Tar- 
tarus by their father, but set free 
by Zeus ; destroyed by Apollo 
for the slaying of Aesculapius. 
(3) Servants of Vulcan, with a 
workshop in Sicily, where they 
made the armour of the gods and 
heroes. 

Dae'dalns, the “ cunning crafts- 
man ” ; built the famous laby- 
rinth in Crete to house the 
Minotaur, and gave Ariadne the 
clue which guided Theseus. For 
this Minos imprisoned him, but 
he and his son Icarus escaped on 
wings fixed to their bodies by wax. 
Daedalus got safe to Italy, hut 
Icarus soared too near the sun, 
the wax melted, and ho fell into 
the Aegean, or Icarian Sea. 

Da'gon, Philistine deity, wor- 
shipped at Gaza and Ashdod ; 
represented as a fish with human 
face and hands. 

DanaS [dan'a-e), daughter of 
AcrisLus king of Argos ; im- 
prisoned in a brazen tower lest 
she should bear a son to murder her 
father, as had been prophesied. 
Zeus visited her in a shower of 
gold, and begat Perseus ; mother 
and son escaped by sea to Poly- 
dectes Idng of Seriphus. 
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Qanaos (dan'a-us), son of Belus 
king of Egypt, and brother of 
Aegyptus, in fear of whom he fled 
with his fifty daughters to Argos, 
where he became king. The fifty 
sons of Aegyptus pursued and 
married the daughters, who slew 
their husbands on the bridal 
night. Hypermnestra alone spared 
Lynceus ; the other daughters 
were condemned to pour water 
into sieves for ever in Hades. 

Daph'ne, nymph beloved by 
Apollo ; changed into a laurel 
tree while he was pursuing her. 

Dar'danus, son of 2eus and 
Eleetra ; founded Dardania ; 
gives name to Dardanelles ; his 
grandson Tros founded Troy. 

Deianira (da-e-an-c'ra), wife of 
Hercules. Nessus the Centaur, 
shot by Herouies, told her that 
his blood would enable her to keep 
her husband’s love. Seeing his 
attachment to lole, she sent him 
a robe dipped in Nessus’ blood, 
which killed him. In despair she 
committed suicide. 

Deme'ter. See Ceres. 

Deucalion, prince of Thessaly. 
He and his wife Pyrrha alone sur- 
vived the flood sent by Zeus 
because of man’s wickedness. 
They repeopled the world by 
casting behind them the “ bones of 
their mother,” i.e. stones, which 
became men and women. 

Dian'a. See Artemis. 

Di'do, sister of Pygmalion king 
of Tyre, who murdered her hus- 
band, She was the founder of 
Carthage. When Aeneas reached 
Carthage she fell in love with him, 
and on his departure perished on 
a funeral pyre she had built. 

Diome'des, son of Tydeus, and 
king of Argos. Was one of the 
Epigoni. In Trojan War engaged 
Hector and Aeneas, and wounded 
even deities like Ares and Aphro- 
dite. With Odysseus carried off 
the Palladium, the guarantee of 
Troy’s safety. On returning 
home found his wife had been 


unfaithful, and quitted Argos for 
Italy. 

Diony'sns, or Bacchus, god of 
wine; son of Zeus and Semele. 
Driven mad by Hera he wandered 
through the world accompanied 
by Bacchantes. Visiting Naxos 
he married Ariadne. On his re- 
turn to Greece compelled cities to 
acknowledge his divinity and to 
set up his festival, the Dionysia. 

Diosou'ii, sons of Zeus. See 
Castor and Pollux. 

Dryads, wood nymphs. See 
Nvmphs. 

Echo, a nymph who diverted 
the attention of Hera while Zeus 
sported with nymphs. Hera turned 
her into an echo, never allowed to 
speak first nor to be silent when 
spoken to. Narcissus repelled her 
proffered love and she pined till 
nothing but her voice was left. 

Eleo'tra, daughter of Agamem- 
non and Ciyteraaestra. After her 
father’s murder she sent her 
brother Orestes to the care of 
King Strophius. On his return 
he married Eleetra to Pylades, son 
of Strophius. 

Endym'ion, beautiful shepherd 
youth, put to sleep in a cave on 
Mount Latraos by Selene, so that 
she might embrace him for ever 
without his knowledge. 

Eos (e'w), or Aurora, goddess 
of dawn. 

Epig'oni, i.e. the descendants, 
sons of the Seven Heroes who 
warred against Thebes, They 
themselves captured Thebes and 
razed it to the ground. 

Epime'thous. See Pandora. 

Er'ato, the muse of love poetry. 
See Muses. 

Et'ebns, " darkness ” ; a god of 
Hades ; son of Chaos, and the 
father of Sleep. 

Erin'yes, Eumenides, or Furies, 
three female divim'ties, Alecto, 
Megaera, and Tisiphone, who pur- 
sued and punished crime in this 
world and the next. 
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Ec'iS) goddess of discord, sister 
of Ares. Enraged at being ex- 
cluded from, the nuptials of Peleus 
and Thetis, she threw among the 
guests a golden apple inscribed 
“ to the fairest,” and thus aroused 
the rivalry of Hera, Athena, and 
Aphrodite, and indirectly the 
Trojan War, 

Er'os, or Cupid, god of love, son 
of Aphrodite ; a blind, beautiful 
boy, thoughtless and full of tricks 
and armed with bow and arrow. 

Eteocles (ct-e'-d-klez), son of 
Oedipus ; he and his brother Poly- 
nices agreed to rule over Thebes 
alternately for a year at a time ; 
Eteocles broke the agreement, 
and Polynioes formed the famous 
league of the Seven against 
Thebes. The brothers met in 
single combat and both were 
slain. See Antigone. 

Eumen'ides, “ the well-meaning 
ones." See Erinyes, 

Euphrosyne (fl-froz'in-d). See 
Graces. 

Euro'pa, daughter of Agenor 
king of Phoenicia. Zeus in the 
form of a white bull carried her 
overseas to Crete, where she 
became the mother of Minos, 
Rhadamanthus, and Sarpedon. 

Eurydice {u-rid'i-se}, wife of 
Orpheus ; died from bite of 
serpent. Orpheus descended into 
underworld and charmed Pluto 
into allowing her to return on 
condition that he did not look 
behind until upper air was reached, 
which in over-anxiety he did, only 
to see her caught back into Hades. 

Evan'det, son of Hermes ; 
founded a settlement on the 
Tiber, at the foot of hill after- 
wards called the Palatine ; was 
ally of Aeneas in his war with the 
Latins. 

Pates. See Parcae. 

Fauns. See Satyrs. 

Paun'us. See Pan. 

Plo'ra, Roman goddess of spring 
and flowers ; married Zephyrus. 


Porset'i, son of Balder ; god of 
light, truth, and justice, and the 
wisest, gentlest, and most eloquent 
of the Norse gods. 

Frey, Norse god of peace and 
fruitfulness ; dispensed rain and 
fertility. Married Gerda, daughter 
of the Frost Giant, and is associ- 
ated with burning of the Yule Log, 

Freyja (fri'a), sister of Frey ; 
chief goddess after Frigga ; the 
goddess of love, 

Frig'ga, wife of Odin, and chief 
Norse goddess ; goddess of mar- 
riage. 

Furies. See Erinyes. 

Gae'a, Earth goddess ; first 
creature that sprang from Chaos ; 
mother of Uranus, the Titans, 
Cyclopes, and Giants ; worshipped 
as the All-Mother. 

Galate'a. (i) Sea-nymph who 
loved Acis, a beautiful shepherd 
youth. Polyphemus crushed him 
beneath a rock, and Galatea 
changed him into a river on Mount 
Etna, (z) See Pygmalion, 

Gane'sa, or Gana-Pati, Hindu 
deity, son of Siva ; represented 
with elephant’s head and four 
arms. 

Gan'ymede, the beautiful son of 
Tros, carried off from Mount Ida 
by Zeus to be his cup-bearer. In 
the sky he is the constellation 
Aquarius. 

Ger'yon, triple-bodied giant in 
Spain. His herd of red cattle was 
carried off by Hercules. 

Giants, sons of Uranus and Gaea ; 
rebelled against Zeus, and, piling 
Mount Pelion upon Ossa, stormed 
Heaven; but Zeus and the gods, 
aided by Hercules, overcame them, 
and many were buried under Etna. 

Glau'ous. (i) Son of Sisyphus 
and father of Bellerophon ; torn 
to pieces for despising Aphro- 
dite. (a) Grandson of Bellerophon ; 
fought for Trojans and was slain by 
Ajax. 

Gorgons, three maidens, Medusa, 
Stheno, and Euryale, with hissing 
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serpents instead of hair, and turned them into poplar trees and 
claws of brass ; whoever loolted on their tears into amber, 
them was turned to stone. Medusa Helios, the sun-god, later identi- 
alone was mortal, and was slain fied with Apollo, 
by Perseus.

Hero and Leander, two lovers. 
Hero was priestess of Aphrodite 
at Sestos. Every night Leander 
swam the Hellespont from Aby- 
dos to Sestos. One stormy night 
the lamp which wided him was 
extinguished, and Leander was 
drowned. Hero, in despair, cast 
herself into the sea. 

Hesperides [hes-per'-id-ez), or At- 
LANTiDEs, daughters of Hesperus 
or of Atlas ; guarded the golden 
apples given by Gaea to Hera on 
her marriage with Zeus. The 
apples were carried oft by Hercules, 
but later restored. 

Hes'perus, or Vesper, son of 
Eos, identified with the evening 
star, and recognized as the same as 
Lucifer or the morning star. 

Hippodami'a, wife of Pirithous 
ting of the Lapithae, at whose 
wedding the famous fight took 
place between the Centaurs and 
the Lapithae. 

Hippolyte {hip-ol'-l-te), queen of 
the Amazons ; slain by Hercules 
when he came to seize her girdle. 
Another legend says that she 
marched against Athens, but 
Theseus defeated and married her. 

Hippol'ytua, son of Theseus 
and Hippolyte. His stepmother 
Phaedra, Ariadne’s sister, con- 
ceived a passion for him and 
accused him falsely to his father. 
Theseus induced Poseidon to send 
a bull out of the sea, which scared 
the horses of Hippolytus and 
killed him. He was restored to 
life by Aesculapius. 

Ho'rns, Egyptian sun-god, son 
of Osiris ; identified by Greeks 
with . Apollo ; was the god of 


secrecy and mystery, and there- 
fore was represented with his 
fingers on his lips. 

Hyaointhus, beautiful Spartan 
youth, killed unintentionally by a 
quoit thrown by Apollo. From his 
blood sprang the flower of the 
same name. 

Hyades (hi'a-diz), the “ rainy 
ones ” ; seven nymphs who 
brought up the infant Dionysus, 
and as a reward formed part of 
the constellation of Taurus. Their 
rising heralded wet weather. 

Hygieia [hi-ji-e'a), or Hyge'a, 
goddess of health ; sister or wife 
of Aesculapius. 

Hy'las, a beautiful youth, com- 
panion of Hercules on the Argo ; 
the Naiads, enchanted by his 
beauty, drew him down into a 
river, and he was nevermore seen. 

Hy'men, the god of marriage ; 
the son of Apollo and one of the 
Muses. 

Hype'rion, a Titan, son of 
Uranus and Gaea ; father of 
Helios, Solone, and Eos. 

lap'etus. aTitan, father of Prome- 
theus, Epimetheus, and Atlas ; 
joined in a revolt against Zeus, 
and was imprisoned in Tartarus. 

Ic’axus. See Daedalus. 

Tdas, most keen-sighted Greek 
warrior at Troy ; brother of 
Lynceas ; the devotion between 
them was proverbial ; they had a 
notable contest with their cousins 
Castor and Pollux. 

Idom'eneua, king of Crete, son 
of Deucalion ; led the Cretans 
against Troy ; caught by storm 
when returning, vowed to sacrifice 
to Poseidon the first thing he met 
on landing if he were saved ; this 
was his son. He carried out his 
vow, Crete was stricken with 
plague, his subjects revolted, and 
he was exiled.

She 
obtained consent of the gods to 
converse with her husband for 
three hours, and when the time 
was expired she accompanied him 
to Hades. 

Lap'ithae, a mythical race in 
Thessaly, ruled by Ixion, whose 
son Pirithous married Hippo- 
damia. At the wedding banquet 
a Centaur started a fight with the 
Lapithae in which the Centaurs 
w’ore defeated. The fight is repre- 
sented in a frieze on the Parthe- 
non. 

Lar'es, the spirits of dead an- 
cestors in Roman religion ; they 
watched over the household and 
the state, and were worshipped at 
the hearth fire daily. 

Lati'nus, king of Latium and 
father of Lavinia, whom ho gave 
in marriage to Aeneas. 

Leandei. See Hero and 
Leandee. 

Le'da, wife of Tyndareus king of 
Sparta ; mother, either by her 
husband or by Zeus, who visited 
her in the form of a swan, of Castor 
and Pollux, Helen of Troy, and 
Clytemnestra, 

Le'to, daughter of a Titan. ; 
mother by Zeus of the twins 
Apollo and Artemis. 

Lo'kl, in Norse mythology a 
fire god. At first simply a mis- 
chievous Puck, later more male- 
volent and an ally of the Giants ; 
finally the Prince of Darkness, who 
brought about the death of Balder, 
and was banished from Asgard. 

Lucifer (“ the light bringer ”). 
See Hesperus. 

Maen'ads. See Bacchantes. 

Ma'ia, daughter of Atlas and 
Pleione ; the eldest and most 
beautiful of the Pleiades ; was the 
mother of Hermes. 

Mars, the Roman god of war. 
See Ares. 

Mar'syas, a satyr who, having 
found a flute thrown away by 
Athena, discovered that it played 


of its own accord ; challenged 
Apollo to a musical contest, and 
when the Muses decided in favour 
of Apollo was flayed alive by the 
victor. 

Mede'a. See Jason. 

Medu'sa. See Gordons. 

Melea'ger, son of Oeneus king of 
Calydon, and of Althea. In his 
infancy the Fates decreed that his 
life would only last as long as a 
firebrand then burning on the 
hearth. His mother, therefore, 
took np the firebrand and hid it. 
He sought the Golden Fleece with 
Jason, and later rallied the Argo- 
nauts to hunt the boar of Calydon. 
He presented to Atalanta the head 
and skin of the boar ; his mother’s 
brothers tried to rob Atalanta of 
them and Meleager slew them both. 
His mother to revenge her brothers 
took the fateful firebrand and flung 
it in the fire, and Meleager expired. 

Melpomene hnel-pom'-en-e), the 
Muse of Tragedy. See Muses. 

Memnon, son of Tithonus and 
Eos ; king of Ethiopia ; went to 
Priam’s aid at Troy and was slain 
by Achilles. Zeus made him im- 
mortal. His statue at Thebes, in 
E'Kypt. gives forth, a musical sound 
when touched by the first rays of 
dawn, a supposed greeting to his 
mother. 

Menela'us, king of Sparta ; 
younger brother of Agamemnon 
and husband of Helen, whose 
abduction by Paris precipitated 
the Trojan War. In the war he 
engaged in single combat with 
Paris, who only escaped by the 
help of Aphrodite. After Troy’s 
fall Helen was restored to him 
and he returned to Sparta. 

Mentor, friend of Odysseus and 
faithful steward of his interests 
at Ithaca during his absence at 
Troy. 

Mephistopheles {mef-is-tof'el-Sz) 
(" he who loves not light ”), a 
Satanic being of the Middle Ages, 
to whom Faust sold his soul in 
return for a period of twenty-four 
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years of pleasure. He represents 
all that is worst in man's intellec- 
tual nature, denying or jeering at 
the distinctions between good and 
evil. 

Mercury. See Hermes. 

Mi'das, king of Phrygia, was 
givenbyllionysus the powerof turn- 
ing everything into gold, and as a 
result was faced with starvation. 
That the gift might be revoked 
he bathed in the river Pactolus, 
whose sands were golden ever 
after. Another legend gave him 
asses’ ears, which his barber dis- 
covered. He told the secret to 
the reeds, which wluspered it 
whenever the winds blew. 

Minet'va, Roman goddess of 
wisdom. See Athena. 

Mi'noa. (i) Son of Zeus and 
Europa ; brother of Rhadaman- 
thus ; king of Crete ; after death 
became a judge in Hades with his 
brother. (2) Grandson of above ; 
father of Deucalion, Ariadne, 
Phaedra, and Androgeos. See 
Androgeos and Daedai.us. 

Min'otaur, monster, half man 
and half bull, confined in the 
labyrinth at Crete by Minos, and 
slain by Theseus. 

Mith'ras, Persian god of the 
sun and light ; creator and saviour 
of man ; represented in sculptm-e 
as slaying a bull. The ciUt of 
Mithras was introduced into Rome 
during the early Empire, and de- 
manded a high moral standard 
from its followers. 

Mnemosyne (nem-oa'in-e) 
(“memory”), mother of the Muses. 

Moii'ae, Greek word for the 
Fates. See Parcae. 

Mo'mus, the son of Night, and 
the spirit of mockery. 

Mor'pheus, god of dreams ; 
lived in Hades with his brothers 
Sleep and Death. Those dreams 
flitting out of his ivory gate are 
fair and false, those out of his 
horn gate are noble and true. 

Muses, daughters of Zeus 
and Mnemosyne; haunted Mount 


Helicon and the Castalian foun- 
tain on Mount Parnassus ; came 
from Pieria in Macedonia, hence 
often called Pierides. They were 
nine in number : Calliope, epic 
poetry ; Clio, history ; Euterpe, 
lyric poetry ; Thalia, comedy ; 
Afelpomene, tragedy ; Terpsichore, 
choral song and dance ; Erato, 
love poetry ; Polyhymnia or 
Polynmia, sacred poetry and 
rhetoric ; Urania, astronomy. 

Nai'ads. See Nvmpks. 

Narcissus, a beautiful youth, 
punished for his vanity by Nemesis, 
who made him fall in love with 
his own image reflected in the 
water. He pined away and became 
the flower which bears his name. 

Nausic'aa, the daughter of 
Alcinous, to whose court she 
brought Odysseus when he was 
cast ashore on the island of 
Scheria. 

Nem'esis, Greek goddess, 
daughter of Erebus; she dealt 
out to mortals their due share of 
happiness and misery ; afflicted 
those who enjoyed too many of 
fortune’s gifts, and dogged the 
steps of the guilty and punished 
their crimes. 

NeoptoTemus (“ new warrior ”), 
or Pyrrhus (“ fair-haired ”), son 
of Achilles; brought late to the 
war at Troy by Odysseus, because 
Troy could not be captured with- 
out him. Was one of the warriors 
enclosed in the Wooden Horse ; 
slew Priam in a temple; and 
sacrificed Polyxena, Hriam’s 
daughter, at his father’s tomb. 
Settled ill Epirus after the fall of 
Troy. 

Nephele [nef'el-e), wife of Atha- 
mas and mother of Phrixos and 
Helle. See Helle. 

Neptune, the Latin god of the 
sea. See Poseidon. 

Nereids {ne're-idz). See Nymphs. 

Ne'reus, marine deity ; son of 
Pontus and Gaea ; ruler of the 
Mediterranean, with his palace in 
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the depths of the Aegean Sea ; 
father of the Nereids. 

Nessus, a Centaur who carried 
travellers across the river Evenus. 
When Hercules and his wife, 
Deianira, arrived at the river, 
Nessus carried Hercules across, re- 
turned for Deianira and attempted 
to carry her off. Hercules shot 
him with an arrow. See Deianira. 

Hestor, king of Pylos ; lived to 
a great age and ruled over three 
generations of men ; took part in 
the fight between Centaurs and 
Lapithae; in Jason's expedition; 
and was a valued counsellor to the 
Greeks in the Trojan War. 

Nio'he, a daughter of Tantalus 
and wife of Amphion Icing of 
Thebes. Boasted that while Leto 
had only two children, she herself 
had six sons and six daughters. 
Apollo and Artemis shot her 
children for her presumption. 

Hjoid, Norse god of agriculture 
and commerce, father of Frey and 
Frey j a. 

Norns, the Fates of Norse 
mythology, three sisters who wove 
the web of Fate and sang as they 
worked. 

Nymphs, female divinities 
peopling all nature : Nereids, 
nymphs of the Mediterranean ; 
Naiads, fresh - water nymphs ; 
Oreads, nymphs of mountains and 
hills ; Dryads, nymphs of trees, 
who lived and died with the 
trees they inhabited ; Oceanidcs, 
nymphs of the great river Oceanus 
that girdled the earth. 

O'din, or Woden, Norse king of 
the gods ; wisest of the gods, 
ruler of heaven and earth, and 
god of war ; by his wife Frigga 
he was the father of Balder ; he 
was also the father of Thor, Vali, 
and Bragi. 

Odys'seus, or UnyssEs, king of 
Ithaca ; the son of Laertes ; a 
great Greek hero at Troy, dis- 
tinguished for prudence and elo- 
quence ; his long years of wander- 


ing after the Trojan War form the 
subject of the Odyssey ; after 
twenty years’ absence from home 
he returned to Ithaca and his 
faithful wife Penelope, and took 
vengeance on her suitors. 

Oedipus [e'dip-us) (“swell foot”), 
son of Laius, king of Thebes, and 
Jocasta; was exposed at birth with 
his feet bound and pierced, because 
of prophecy that he would kill his 
father ; found by shepherds and 
adopted by king of Corinth. On 
reaching manhood journeyed to 
Thebes, unwittingly slaying his 
father on the way ; delivered 
Thebes from the Sphinx, and 
thereby gained the throne of 
Thebes and the hand of Queen 
Jocasta, not knowing that she 
was his mother. Plague broke out 
in Thebes, Oedipus learned the 
truth, blinded himself, and went 
with his daughter Antigone into 
exile at Colonus. There lie walked 
into the grove of the Furies and 
was nevermore seen. 

Oenone {e-nd'-ne), daughter of a 
river-god and wife of Paris, who 
deserted her when he carried off 
Helen ; she committed suicide 
through remorse for refusing to 
niurse him when wounded. See 
Paris. 

Ompbale {om'fa-le}, queen of 
Libya, to whom Hercules was in 
bondage for three years, when he 
grew effeminate and wore women's 
clothes while she wore his lion’s 
skin. 

Oreads (or'e-ads). See Nymphs. 

Ores'tes, son of Agamemnon and 
Clytcmnestra. After his father’s 
murder was sent by his sister 
Electra to the care of his uncle 
Strophius, king of Phoois. Reach- 
ing manhood he returned to Argos 
and slew his mother and Aegisthus. 
He married Hermione, the only 
child of Menelaus and Helen. 

Ori'on, a mighty hunter in 
Boeotia, of great strength and 
beauty ; while hunting with 
Artemis he made love to her and 
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she shot him for his presumption ; 
later he was placed among the 
stars. 

Orpheus {or'fus], greatest Greek 
poet before Homer; son of Calliope 
and husband of Eurydice; ac- 
companied Jason on his quest for 
the Golden Fleece. When he 
played his lyre he charmed both 
animate and inanimate objects. 
He was killed by Thracian women, 
who resented his fidelity to the 
memory of Eurydice. See Eury- 
dice. 

Osi'ris, one of the chief Egyptian 
gods ; husband of Isis and father 
of Horus. As ruler of Egypt, re- 
claimed the country from barbar- 
ism ; was murdered by his brother 
Typhon, but restored to life by 
Isis and Horus, and thenceforth 
ruled over the empire of the dead. 

Pai'an, name given to Apollo 
as the healer and deliverer. 

Palae'mou. See Ino. 

Pallas. See Athena. 

Pan (Latin Faums), god of 
docks and herds ; patron of 
hunters and shepherds ; son of 
Hermes. Invented the sjurinx or 
Pan’s Pipes. By his sudden ap- 
pearances threw wayfarers into a 
“ panic.” Usually represented 
with a horned head and goat's feet. 

Fanaoe'a (the ‘‘ all-healing ”), 
daughter of Aesculapius. 

Pandi'on. See Tereus. 

PandoTa (the " all-gifted one ”), 
a woman created by Zeus, moulded 
from clay and endowed with life, 
to punish mortals for the theft 
of fire from heaven by Prome- 
tbeus. Zeus gave her a box con- 
taining every human ill ; Epi- 
methens opened it, and i ts contents 
swarmed throughout the world, 
only Hope being left. Another 
version makes the box contain 
blessings, all of which escaped 
except Hope. 

Par'eae, or Moirae, or Fates, 
three sister goddesses — Clotho, 
Lachesis, and Atropos — whose 


separate duties have been variously 
described ; generally Clotho spins 
the thread of life,Lachesis measures 
it, and Atropos cuts it. 

Palis, son of Priam and Hecuba ; 
exposed by Priam as destined to 
bring doom on his country, but 
rescued and brought up by a 
shepherd, and later returned to 
Troy. Married Oenone ; awarded 
the golden apple of Erls to Aphro- 
dite, thus earning for Troy the 
hatred of Hera and Athena ; 
visiting Sparta as guest of Mene- 
laus he carried off Helen of Troy, 
causing the Trojan War. He shot 
Achilles in his defenceless heel, 
only to be shot in turn by Philoc- 
tetes, with one of the poisoned 
arrows of Hercules. 

Patro'cius. See Ackieles. 

Peleiis, son of Aeaous king of 
Aegina and of Endeis daughter of 
Chiron ; was one of the Argonauts. 
Married the sea-nymph Thetis in 
spite of her changing herself into 
fire, water, beast, and fish ; Peleus, 
aided by Chiron, held her fast till 
she submi tted. Their first-born son 
was Achilles. 

PeTias, son of Poseidon and 
Tyro ; was exposed at birth by 
his mother, but was brought up 
by a shepherd. On attaining man- 
hood he joined his mother, who 
had married Cretheus king of 
lolcos. On the death of Cretheus 
Pelias usurped the throne from 
Aeson, the son of Cretheus and 
Tyro. To get rid of Jason, son of 
Aeson, he sent him on the guest 
for the Golden Fleece. On the 
return of Jason with Medea, 
Pelias was put to death. 

Pel'ops, son of Tantalus king of 
Phrygia, who killed him and pre- 
sented him as a dish to the gods. 
He was restored to life by Hermes. 
ExpeEed from Phrygia by Tros he 
came to Elis, whose king, destined 
to die when his daughter married, 
challenged all suitors to a chariot 
race. As his steeds were the 
fleetest in the world, he always

overtook the suitors and stabbed 
them as be passed. Pelops got 
winged steeds from Poseidon and 
also bribed the royal charioteer 
to withdraw the lynch pins of 
the royal chariot. During the race 
the axle broke and the king was 
thrown out and killed. Pelops 
therefore won the race, married 
the king's daughter, and ascended 
the throne. The whole peninsula 
of south-west Greece was called 
Peloponnesus. Atreus was his son. 

Fena'tes, Roman gods of hearth 
and home and also of the state. 
They were worshipped daily with 
the Lares in every household 

Penelope {pen-el'o-pe), wife of 
Odysseus. During her husband’s 
twenty years’ absence from home 
was beset by suitors. She in- 
vented excuses to put them off, 
in particular she refused to marry 
them untii she had finished weav- 
ing a robe for Laertes, her father- 
in-law ; at night she unravelled 
what she had woven during the day. 

Penthesile'a, daughter of Ares ; 
queen of the Amazons j came to 
aid the Trojans after Hector’s 
death, but was killed by Achilles, 
who buried her on the banks of 
the Xanthus. 

Persephone {per-se/'on-e), or 
Proserpina, daughter of Zeus and 
Demeter, was carried off by Pluto 
when gathering flowers in the vale 
of Enna ; her mother, in her grief, 
forbade the earth to bring forth 
until Zeus interceded with Pluto, 
and Persephone was restored to 
her mother on condition that she 
should spend half the year with 
Pluto : an allegory of spring and 
autumn, 

Per'seus, son of Zeus and Danag. 
Polydectes king of Seriphus, 
wishing to marry Danat, sent Per- 
seus to fetch the head of the 
Medusa ; with the aid of Hermes 
and Athena he accomplished this ; 
on his way home rescued Andro- 
meda and turned Atlas into a 
mountain; reaching Seriphus he 


turned Polydectes into stone, then 
returned to Argos. Accidentally 
killed his grandfather Acrisius 
with a quoit. Founded Mycenae, 
and was the ancestor of Hercules. 

PhaedTa. See Hippolytus. 

Phaet'on, son of Helios ; gained 
permission from his father to drive 
the sun chariot for one day. The 
horses reared up to heaven, then 
plunged so near the earth that it 
blackened the face of many of its 
inhabitants. Zeus smote him with 
his thunderbolt ; he fell into a 
river, Eridanus, and was mourned 
by the Heliades. 

Phile'mon. See Baucis and 
Philemon. 

Philoote'tes, armour-bearer and 
friend of Hercules, who bequeathed 
him his bow and poisoned arrows ; 
during Trojan War he slew Paris. 

Philome'la. See Tereus. 

Phoebus ife'bus), name given to 
Apollo. 

Phrix'oa, son of Athamas and 
Nephele ; brother of Hells. See 
Helle. 

Pierides {pe-er'-id-ez). See 
Muses. 

Pirithous (pi-rith'-o-us), son of 
Ixion ; king of the Lapithae in 
Thessmy ; married Hippodamia, 
after whose death ho resolved to 
carry off Persephone from Pluto, 
his friend Theseus accompanying 
him. Pluto chained them to a 
rock, where they remained till 
Hercules rescued Theseus. Piri- 
thous remained imprisoned for 
ever. 

Pleiades {pU'ad-ez), the Seven 
Sisters, daughters of Atlas and 
Pleione ; companions of Artemis. 
When pursued by Orion, Zeus 
changed hunters and hunted into 
stars. 

Plu'to, god of the underworld 
(Hades), son of Cronos and Rhea, 
and brother of Zeus and Poseidon. 

Pln'tus, god of riches. Zeus 
blinded him that he might dis- 
tribute his gifts without regard 
to merit. 
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Pol'lnx. See Castor and Pol- 
lux. 

Polydeo'tes. See DanaB and 
Perseus. 

Polyhym'nia, or Polym'nia. See 
Muses. 

Polyni'ces, son of Oedipus, and 
brother of Eteocles and Antigone ; 
married the daughter of Adrastus. 
See Adrastus, Eteocles, and 
Antigone. 

Polyphe'mua. See Cyclopes. 

Polyx'ena, daughter of Priam 
and Hecuba ; beioved by Achilles, 
whose ghost appeared to the re- 
turning Greeks and demanded the 
sacrifice of Polyxena, that she 
might be his bride in Hades. This 
was carried out by his son Neop- 
tolemus. 

Posei'don, or Neptune, god of 
the sea ; brother of Zeus. Usually 
represented driving a sea-chariot 
and bearing a trident. 

Pri'am, king of Troy ; husband 
of Hecuba ; father of fifty sons, 
including Hector, Aeneas, and 
Paris. On the capture of Troy he 
was slain by Neoptolemus. 

Pria'pus, son of Dionysus and 
Aphrodite ; the god who watched 
over the fruitfulness of fields and 
flocks. 

Proo'ne. See Tereus. 

Proerus'tes, famous highway- 
mail at Eleusis in Attica ; he made 
all his guests lie on an iron bed- 
stead, which he made them fit by 
lopping off their limbs or stretch- 
ing them. He was slain by 
Theseus. 

Prome'thaua (“ forethought ”), 
a Titan ; brother of Epiraetheus 
and Atlas ; sided with mortals in 
the strife between heaven and 
earth, and stole fire from heaven to 
give man mastery over Nature ; 
as a punishment he was chained 
to a rock in the Caucasus, where 
an eagle preyed on his liver, which 
grew as fast as it was consumed. 
Finally Zeus relented ; Hercules 
killed the eagle and set Prome- 
theus free. 
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Proser'pina. See Persephone. 

Pro'teus (“ the old man of the 
sea "_) tended seals — the flocks of 
Poseidon ; had prophetic powers, 
hut hated to prophesy, and to 
escape an inquirer assumed various 
forms when caught. If the inquirer 
maintained his hold he resumed 
his true form and prophesied. 

Psyche (si'-ke), a maiden so 
beautiful that she aroused the 
jealousy of Venus, who sent Cupid 
to inspire her with love for the 
meanest of men ; instead, Cupid 
fell in lovo with her himself, 
charging her not to inquire who 
he was. Psyche disobeying, the 
god left her, and Psyche sought 
for him everywhere. Venus re- 
lented, and Psyche and Cupid 
were reunited. The story is an 
allegory of the human soul purified 
by suffering. 

Pygma'Jioa, king of Cyprvs ; 
fell so deeply in love with the 
ivory image of the maiden he had 
carved that he persuaded Aphro- 
dite to breathe life into it ; she 
became the maiden Galatea, whom 
he married. 

Pynhns (pir'us). See Neopto- 
lemus. 

Quirf'nus. See Romulus and 
Remus. 

Ra, Egyptian sun-god, with head 
of a hawk. 

Rhadaman'thus, son of Zeus 
and Europa, brother of Minos ; 
married Alcmene, after the death 
of Amphitryon. After death he 
became a judge in Hades, 

Ehe'a, daughter of Uranus and 
Gaea, and the wife of Cronos; 
became the mighty mother of the 
gods — Zeus, Poseidon, Pluto, Hera, 
Demeter, etc. In Asia Minor she 
was known as Cybele. 

Rhe'a Sil'via. See Romulus 
AND Remus. 

Rhe'sus, a Thracian king ; sujp- 
ported Troy in Trojan war; if 
his horses drank of the river

Sphinx, a monster with the 
winged body of a lion and the 
bust and head of a woman.

Oedipus soivcd it, and the Sphinx 
slew herself. The Egyptian sphinx 
has the body of a lion and the 
head of a man. 

Tan'talua, son of Zeus ; father of 
Pelops and Niobe ; for various 
crimes was punished in Hades by 
being made to stand in water 
which receded whenever he tried 
to quench his thirst ; bunches of 
fruit drew back when he stretched 
out his hand to grasp them. 

Telem'achus, son of Odysseus 
and Penelope. 

Te'tens, son of a king of the 
Thracians in Daulis ; married 
Proone, daughter of Pandion 
king of Attica, and became the 
father of Itys (sometimes called 
Itylus). Falling in love with 
Proone’s sister Philomela, he hid 
Procne, said she was dead, and 
married Philomela, whom he de- 
prived of her tongue that she 
might not reveal the deception. 
She informed her sister by means 
of some words she wove into a 
robe. Thereupon Procne killed 
Itys, served up his flesh to Tereus, 
and fled with Philomela. Tereus 
pursued them, and they were 
changed into birds, the common 
version making Procne a swallow, 
Philomela a nightingale, and Te- 
reus a hawk. 

Terpsichore (terp-sik'-d-re), the 
Muse of choral song and dance. 
See Muses. 

Teu'cet, first king of Troy. 

Thalia (thal-'m). See Graces. 

The'mis, daughter of Uranus 
and Gaea ; married Zeus ; per- 
sonified the world as an established 
order based on divine justice. 

Thersi'tes, the ugliest warrior 


and most talkative and insolent 
Greek at Troy. 

The'seus, legendary hero of 
Attica ; son of Aegeus ; spent his 
childhood at Troezen, then made 
his way to Athens, killing Pro- 
crustes on the way. Destroyed the 
Marathonian Bull, and ended the 
paying of human tribute to Crete 
by slaying the Minotaur, with the 
aid of Ariadne. On the homeward 
voyage abandoned Ariadne on the 
island of Naxos, and arrived home 
with the rescued youths and 
maidens, but forgot to hoist white 
saiis instead of black — the agreed 
signal of success — whereupon 
Aegeus threw himself into the sea, 
henceforth known as the Aegean. 
Theseus now conquered the Ama- 
zons and married Hippolyte their 
queen, who bore him Hippolytus. 
After her death he married Phae- 
dra ; was an Argonaut ; went 
with Pirithous to Hades to rescue 
Persephone, and on his return was 
murdered by Lycomedes. 

The'tis. See Peleus, 

Thor, Norse god, son of Odin; 
remarkable for size and strength ; 
lord of thunder and lightning, his 
great weapon being the magic 
hammer, the thunderbolt. 

Thofh, Egyptian god ; patron 
of learning and intelligence ; re- 
presented as an ape, or as an ibis 
with a human body. 

Tire'sias, renowned soothsayer, 
blind from childhood ; lived in 
Thebes ; connected with many 
legendary events in the history 
of Greece ; predicted the failure 
of the Seven against Thebes and 
the success of the ^igoni. 

Titans, (i) The Older Titans, 
sons and daughters of Uranus and 
Gaea ; twelve in number ; Ura- 
nus became afraid of them and 
threw them into Tartarus. Led by 
Cronos they revolted and deposed 
their father. ( 2 ) The Younger 
Titans, sons of Cronos and Rhea. 
With the aid of the Cyclopes and 
some of the Older Titans they rose 
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against Cronos and the older 
dynasty, who were hurled into 
Tartarus. Cronos escaped to 
Italy. See Saturnus. 

Titho'nus, son of Laomedon 
king of Troy. Eos loved him and 
obtained for him the gift of immor- 
tality. She" forgot to ask for eternal 
youth, So he shrank to a mere voice, 
and Eos changed him into a cicada. 
Their son was Memnon. 

Tristan, or Tkistbam, famous 
hero of mediaeval romance ; the 
nephew of King Mark of Corn- 
wall ; lover of his uncle's wife 
Iseult or Isolde, and a knight at 
King Arthur’s court ; married 
Iseult of Brittany. The legend is 
a blending of elements from rvidely 
different sources — Celtic, Scandi- 
navian, Classic, and French. 

Triton, son of Poseidon and 
Amphitrite, and the trumpeter of 
the sea-gods. 

Tio'ilus, youngest son of Priam 
and Hecuba, killed by Achilles. 
In mediaeval legend was in love 
with Cressida, daughter of Cal- 
ohas. She proved faithless to him 
when she joined Calobas in the 
Greek camp. Her name is a syn- 
onym for inconstancy. 

Tros, grandson of Dardanus ; 
gave his name to the city and 
people of Troy. 

Ty'deus, son of Oeneus king of 
Calydon, and father of Diomedes ; 
was one of the Seven against 
Thebes. Was wounded in the 
hostilities ; Athena ajjpeared to 
heal his wound, but, sickened at 
his savagery, left him to die. 

Tyndar'eus, son. of Oehalus king 
of Sparta. See Leda. 

TJlys'ses. See Odysseus. 

Ura'nia, Muse of Astronomy. 
See Muses. 

U'ranus, first ruler of the uni- 
verse, husband of Gaea, and 
father of the Older 


Val'i, Norse god, son of Odin ; 
attained full stature in a day, 
and stayed “ neither to wash his 
face nor comb his hair," but 
hastened to Asgard, and there 
avenged the death ol Balder. 

Valkyries, or Valkyrs, in Norse 
mythology supernatural maidens 
of great beauty, who chose those 
slain heroes that were worthy to 
enter Valhalla, and handed them 
their drinking horns at their daily 
feast with Odin. 

Venus, originally Latin goddess 
of Spring; later identified with 
Aphrodite. 

Vesper. See Hesperus. 

Vesta, or Hestia, goddess of 
hearth and home at Rome. In 
her temple in the Forum the Vestal 
Virgins kept the altar fire for ever 
burning. 

Vishnu, Hindu deity ; the Pre- 
server : kind and gentle and 
sympathetic towards mankind. 

Vulcan, or Hephaestus, god of 
fire, son of Zeus and Hera ; born 
lame, therefore hated by his 
parents, and twice thrown out 
of Olympus ; rescued and tended 
by Thetis ; married Aphrodite ; 
forged the armour for Aobillos. 
His servants, the Cyclopes, worked 
under Mount Etna and in Lipara, 

Woden. See Odin. 

Zeph'yrns, son of Astraeus 
and Eos ; the god of the west 
wind. 

Zeus (zUs)i king of gods and men ; 
son of Cronos and Rhea ; husband 
of Hera ; identified with the 
Roman god Jupiter. Divided the 
government of the universe with 
his brothers Pluto and Poseidon, 
Zeus ruling the heavens from 
Mount Olympus. Was the father 
of Apollo, Ares, Hermes, Vulcan, 
Athena, Aphrodite, and Artemis, 
and many others. 
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
